to tho Wiitcis, Aitists, 01 Invontois, about whom cmiosity is 
likcl} to bo felt m England. He has included Bismaiok and 
Mommsen, Bcnan and Do Ficjcinct, Castclai and Do Giois, but 
with tho multitude of poisons who aio emment only to then own 
countijmon he has felt that ho has had nothing to do With 
logaid, liowcvoi, to the lilnglish-speakmg races tho standaid has 
been diflcicnt, and the Editoi's desue has boon to include oaoiy 
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Olio ■wlio can fairly lio called noteworthy, officially or by performance. 
Hia object has boon to give antliontic biographies of all the beat 
known Politicians and Heads of State Dopavtmonts, Soldiers and 
Sailors, Authors and Actors, Laivycrs, Artists, Mon of Science, 
Inventors, and to preserve, as far as possible, in those biograpliios, 
the laws of propoi'tion. 

No one knows bolter tlnui the Editor that it is one thing to 
plan such a book and quite another to jjorfonn it. Tlic liglit- 
liearted critic will probably say, as he lias often said before, tliat 
there are omissions on tliis side and on tliat, and ivill ask wliy 
Mr, X. is excluded while Lord Z. finds a place. In answer, it 
may be urged tliat the Editor of a volume like this has several 
difficulties to contend vith, of which the jirincipiil arc : (1) 'riie 
inevitable difficronce of opinion which must exist, oven among good 
judges, as to who should bo included ; (2) The extremes of human 
conceit and Imraan modesty. Could the Editor publish his 
experience with regard to the communications that he has 
received from the different subjects of those biographies, he wouhl 
certainly produce a volume no less inbiructiyc than amusing. Jt 
would then be seen how cniiously self-confident are some men — 
he had almost said, some entire professions — and how curiously 
modest arc some others. Nothing has boon commoner than for him 
to receive volunteer biographies, many coliumis long, of persons 
who have no claim to be known beyond the circle of thcii* iivivato 
acquaintance j while, on the other hand, many men who have 
written \Yorks of real learning or of brilliant imagination, or wlio, 
as editors of newspapers, have wielded the power of statesmen, 
liavo not only declined to supply their own biograjffiios, but liavo 
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positively begged the Editor to omit tlieir names. Modesty and 
ncgligcnoo on tbo part of tlio persons concorucil, in fact, account 
for a very largo number of -what might seem to be causeless 
omissions. It is a fiict that whereas no less tiian six hundred 
new applications were made to persons whom the Editor wished 
to include in the present volume, not more tlian throe hundred 
answers were received. With regard to the rest, the Editor has 
liad to do what he could ; and in many eases it is sim])ly 
impassible to find out the facts of a maids life except from 
himself. 

These cousidorations arc ofTored the critics, to whom, at the 
same time, the Editor wislioa to express liis sincere obligations. 
When tho last Edition appeared various lists were published in 
one review or another of namc.s which might Iiavc been iuchuled, 
and these lists liavc been carefully studied with a view to the 
improvomeut of tho book. The ICditor confidently believes that 
tliis Edition is thus as greatly in advance of its immediate pre- 
decessor as that was in advance of the earlier issues. 

Tt should bo remarked that in a book of this kind tho ordinary 
course of human affairs brings about changes every da}', and con- 
sequently there arc already some columns of tho work that have 
become obsolete. Tho printing and coiTCCtion of a thousand 
douhlc-coliimii pages is not an affair of a day or of r w'eek | and 
while this has boon proceeding several persons wdio wore included 
ill tho earlier portion of the book have been removed by deatl), 
w’hilc tho status of others has been changed. It is only necessary 
to mention as instances of the former tho names of Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams, of rrosi<Ient Arthur, and of Seijoant BoUantiuc, 
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mid as mstmiccs of tlic latter, tlio&o of Lord Eaudolpli Churcliill 
and Mr. Gosclicn. 

Tho book includes tlio usual “ Key to Assumed Names ” and 
‘'Necrology.^* lu the lattei’, all the names of persons deceased 
bcL^Yeeu tho issue of tho hist and that of tho XDrosont edition have 
boeii included.

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AAEIFI PASHA (hia Exoelleuoy), 
was bora at ConstaJitinoplo in 1830, 
heing tho son of Shekib Pasha, a 
distinguished diplomatist. At the 
age of fifteetL lie was eiuployod as 
a superi),umerary in tho offices of 
tlio JOivan, and in 1817 he accom- 
panied his father on a mission to 
Borne. Subsequently ho wont with 
liis father to the Embassy at Vi- 
enna, where ho resided for two 
years. On his return to Constanti- 
nople lie apjdied himself assiduously 
to the study of languages ; and he 
was employed in various capacities 
in the ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
Some years later he accompanied 
Aali-Pasha to Vienna as First Sec- 
retary, and a year afterwards he 
went to discharge tho same duty at 
Paris, His knowledge of the French 
language led to his ap};)ointmont 
ns First ^IVanslator at Paris to the 
Sublime Poi*t 0 j and afterwards as 
First Interpreter to the Divan. 
Tho latter office he held till 1872. 
Subsequently to that date he occu- 
pied several important posts in 
Turkey, being Buccessively Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and Surveyor of Ordnance, 
President of the ExecutiveOhamber 
of Justice, and President of the 
Civil Chiainber of tho Court of Cas- 
sation. He next resumed his di- | 
plomatio career as Ambassador at 
Vienna; and in 1873 ho returned 
to the office of First Interpreter to i 


tin* Divaii, and held it for about a 
twelvemojith. I]i 187 i Aarifi P<islm 
was nominated Minister of Public 
Instniction ; three months later, 
Minister of Justice, and then, again. 
Ambassador at Vienna. On tho 
establishment of the new Ottoman 
Constitution he was appointed 
President of tho Senate, and soon 
afterwards reoeivod tho portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs. He was accredited 
Amhassador of tho Suhlhno Porto 
at Paris Hov. 5, 1877, in succosaion 
to Khalil Sheriff Pasha. On July 
28, 1879, the Sultan issuod a decree 
abolishing tho post of Giund Vizier 
and appointing Aarid Pasha Prime 
Minister, with Safvet Pasha as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. Tho 
new ministry, however, had but a 
very brief tenure of office. 

ABBOTT, The Bev. Edwin Ab- 
bott, D.D., born in London in 1838, 
was educated at St. Jolm’s CoUegOi 
Cambridge, of which ho boeaiuo a 
Fellow, (P.A. 7th Senior Oxitimo, 
and Senior in the Classical Tripos, 
1801; M.A. 18G4.) Ho was Assist- 
ant Master in Elng Edward’s 
Solioolj Birmingham, fi'om 1802 to 
186-1, and suhaequoutly at Clifton 
College till 1805, when he was ap- 
pointed Head Master of the City 
of London School. This school was 
at that time quartered in Milk 
Street, Chcapslde; it now possesses

ABEEBABE (Loid), The Eight 
Hon Henry Austin Biuce, is the 
second son of the late Mr John 
Biuco PiycOj of Euiliyn St Nicho- 
las, Glamorganshiio, who assumed 
tho name ol Biuce iii lieu of lub 
pationymio KmghL, m 1803, and 
the name of Piyco iii 1837 Ho was 
])Oiii at Duffiyn on April lo, 1815 
At the ago of bix yeais he was 
taken by lus family to Fiance, 
whore ho lom^uncd till 1827 Be- 
tiniimg to England m that year 
he began lus legulai studies at tho 
Swansea GicimiUfii School, and con- 
tinued at that cstahlislimont till 
1832, when ho was removed to 
London, whoio ho lOad for two 
yen IS m the ehaiiiheis of lus uncle, 
tho late Loi d J nstico EniP ht Bruce. 
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He was called to tbc bar at Lin- 
colu*s Inn in 1897, but after pi»ac- 
tieing; for about six years, be 
withdrew his name alto^ ether in 
1849 from the ranks of the pro- 
fession. lie was Police-Magistrate 
of Mcrtliyi’-Tydvil and -Abordaro, 
Glamorganshire, from 1817 till 
1852, when he entered the House of 
Commons as ineiuber for Merthyr- 
Tydvil. I’liat borougli he reijro- 
sented in tho Liberal iutorost till 
the general election of December, 
18G8, when ho lost his seat j but in 
tho following month ho Avas re- 
turned for R enf rewshire, Mr. Bruce 
was Undcr-Sccrctaiy of State for 
the Homo Department from Nov, 
1802, to April, 1801; and Vioo- 
Prosident of the Committee of 
Council on Education from tho 
latter date to July, 1800. lie was 
iilbo ill 1901 appointed n Chaiily 
Commission or for England imd 
Wales, and sworn a moiubcr of the 
Privy Council. Pvoni Nov. 18(i5, to 
Aug, 1800, he held the post of 
second Church Estates Conmiis- 
siouer. On the formation of Mr. 
Gladstone’s cabinet, in Dec. 1808, 
ho took olKco as Secretary of State 
for the Homo Depai-tmont, and tho 
folloAviug year he was appointed 
an Eccleslastioal Commissioner. Tn 
Aug, 1879, he was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Lord Abcr- 
dare, in order to enable him to 
liold the high post of Lord Presi- 
dent of tho Council, in the phice 
of Lord Ripon, resigned. Hoavovot, 
he was only destined to retain that 
exalted position a very short time, 
as he of course went out of olllco 
on the defeat of the Lilicral party 
in Eeb .1871. Ife presided over the 
meeting of tho Social Science Asso- 
ciation held at Brighton in 1875, 
and has also boon Pi'esident of the 
Geographical Society, Lord Abor- 
doro edited the " Life of General 
Sir Wm. Napier, K.C.B., author 
of ' History of the Peninsular 
War/” 2 vols., 1861; and has 
published “ National Education ;

ABEBBEEN, Tho Bight Hon. John 
Gamphell Hamilton Sordon, Seventh 
Earl of, born August 9, 1847, is tho 
son of the Earl oi Aberdeen Avho 
Avas Prime Minister in 185 1, and 
was educated nt College Hall, in 
connection with th4‘ University of 
St. AndroAVS, and at University 
College, Oxford, Avhero he gradu- 
ated M. A. in 1871. He sneeeeded 
to the title on tho death of his 
brother Jan. 27, 1870. He entered 
the House of Lords as a Conserva- 
tive, but in tho scHsion of 1870 ho 
disagreed Avith some of tho princi- 
pal measures of liis Pai*ty, and in 
1878 Avhen the Earls of Derby and 
Camaiwon resigned their offices, 
Lord Aberdeen hoaif/ily supporti'd 
the views of those sUito&mcii. In 
the debate on Uie Afghan war he 
voted against tlio government of 
Lord Beaconsflold. In 1877 — 78 
he was a member of tho Conimittoo 
of the House of Lords on Entempe- 
roncOj and both before and since 
he lias taken great interest in tho 
Temperance cause. Ho Avas ap- 
pointed Lord-LioutenftTit of Aber- 
deenshire in 1880, and High Coni- 
luissioner to the General Assembly 
of the Church of Scotland in 1881. 
In 1880, having by this time be- 
come a inembor of the Lilioral 
Party, he was aiipointed by Mr. 
Gladstone Lord-LieutenanL of li'o- 
land, with the mission of carrying 
out the Home Rule policy of tho 
Government. In this capacity ho 
Avas iiuiuonsoly popular in Ireland, 
and tho scone in Dulfiin on tlie 
occasion of the "leave-taking*

C B in IKS I 
ACLAHB, Sii Thomas Dyke, Bait , 
MA,l)CL,PIfb, is the eldest 
son of the lite Sii I’homis Dyke 
Aelancl, tenth Baionct, and was 
boiu at Killciton, Devon, May 
25, 1809 Ho was educated at 
Hail ow and at Chiist Chuioli, 
Oxfoidj whoie nndei the tutoiship 
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of Tlioiiins Vowlor Short, after- 
wards Uibliop of St. Asaph, ho 
j^ciincd a double tst chihb. At Christ 
Church his prmcipal frii‘iids woro 
Mr. Gladstone, Sir Francis Ooylo, 
the in*eRcnt Lord lilochford, the late 
Philip Pusey, and the late Lord 
Elyin, and ho also onjoyed the 
friendship of Fredei’ick Denison 
Maurice, then at Exeter OoUojyo. 
In 18S7i while reading Law, ho 
wi\3 inyitod to stand as a Con- 
servative for West Soinorsot, and 
on being elected retained the 
seat for ten years ; in these first 
years ho was chieily o<'cnpU‘d in 
(questions conn ectod w itli the 
Church of England and Education, 
particularly in carrying out the 
plan of Diocesan Training Colleges 
tor Teachers , originated by the 
late Gilbert Mathison. After the 
General Eloctiozi of IS 11, when Wir 
Koliort Peel began his rcloriu of 
Tariil’s, Sir Thomas b(‘caiu(» inueh 
interested in th(‘ qiu'stion of 
Tnido and Protection ; ho sfcj^adily 
refused to join the Protectionist 
Organisation, and when the eribis 
of ISIG arrived, had no hesitation 
in supporting the Eepeal of the 
Corn Laws, at th(^ same time rebigu- 
ing his scat for AV est Somerset, lie 
then applied himself diligontly to 
the study of Agriculti ire, and 
laboured to expand the Bath and 
West of England Society by es- 
tablishing their Journal ^ which he 
poi’bonally condueted for seven 
years, at the bamo time retaining 
his intorewt in general education, 
and being largely instrumental in 
obtablishing the bysteiii of Local 
Examinations. Tn 1850 ho was 
invited l>ythe Moderate Liberals 
of Birmingham to stand against 
Mr. Bright, but his candidature 
was unsuccessful. In the same 
year lie began to take on active 
part in the Volunteer movement, 
establishing in a short time Hvo 
corps in Devonshire alone. In 
18G3 he entered Parliament for the 
second time as a decided Liberal 
fuid a follower of Mr. Gladstone $ 


hi‘ eontiuuod to reprcbcnt North 
Devon until LSSiL when ho was 
rctuniod for AVobt yomoraet. In 
1 88G he iigain stood /is n Ghidsto- 
niau Liberal, but was defeated by 
Mr. Cluirleb Elton, Q.O. (Conserva- 
tive). Sir Thomas hub two bona 
in PaiJiamout, C. T- Dyke Acland, 
Libci'cd mouibor lor North-eabt 
Cornwall, wlio was Political Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade in 1885, 
and Arthur H. Dyke Acland, (for- 
merly Steward of Christ Churcli, 
Oxford), Libei'al moiiibor for the 
KotUorham Division of Yorkshire. 
The latter is well kuoAvn for his 
cxertioiib on bchalJ' of tho Go-oi)e- 
iMtivc movimiout. 

ACTON (Lord), The Eight Hon. 
John Enierioh Edward Dalberg 
Acton, son of Sir Ferdinand 
Bi chard Edward Aeton, Hart., 
ol Aldcnli.iJii, Sliroiwliiie, by the 
only d.iughter of tho Duke of Dal- 
liei’g (iiiterwai'da wife of tlie second 
Lord < \ ranvi lie) , w.is 1 »oi ii at Naph'b, 
in 1811 1, and when about three 
years of ago succeeded to the baro- 
netcy on the death of his fatluu*. 
For a few years he was a btiuh^nt 
in tho Catholic College of St. 
M.ary’s Oscott, at the time wlien 
Dr. (nfterwardh Cardinal) Wiseman 
was at the head of Unit institution ; 
but his education was mainly due 
to the renowned ccclobiastieal his- 
torian, Dr. Dollingei*, of Munich, 
with wliom ho lived for a consi<lor- 
ablo time. Sir John Acton repre- 
sented Cai'low in the House of 
Coniinona from 1850 to I8G5. hi 
the latter year he stood as a candi- 
date for tho borough of Bridgnorth, 
when he aiinomicod in a speuidi 
delivered to tho olectois, that ho 
rei>reBontedj not the body, but the 
spirit, of tho Catholic Church. Ho 
was successful at tho poll by a 
majority of one, but, on a scrutiny, 
was unbe,atod. In IHGO, on the 
recoimuendation of Mr. Gladbton(\ 
ho was created a peer of tho United 
Kingdom by tho title of Baron 
Acton of Aldenham. In the sniuo 
year he repaired to Boiiio, on the 
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nsaoiubling of the Q3omuemcal 
Council, and while there rendered 
himself couspicuoub hj his hostility 
to the definition of the doctrine of 
Papal Infallibility and by the ac- 
tivity and sGcrosy with Avhich )ic 
rallied, combined, and urpfod on 
those who appeared to be favourable 
to the views cntei*taiupd by Dr. 
DolUnrjer. It is believed that ho 
was in relation with, the All gemeim 
Zeitang, and that much of the 
nows pubUshed by that journal on 
the subject of tho Council was 
communicated by his lordship. 
Lord Acton may lie reg'ardcd os 
the leader of tho “ Liberal Catho- 
lics,” who arc more or loss out 
of accord with the traditions of 
the Holy See. Tie was tho editor 
of tlic IFome and Foreign Review, a 
trimcstral periodical, comnioncod 
in 1802, and carried on till 1864, 
when it ceased to appear, having^ 
been condemned by the Englisli 
Catholic hioroi’cliy. At a later 
date ho edited the Chronicle, a 
wcokly iiowfa];)ii.i>cr, which had a 
brief existence, for want of adonuaio 
support ; and still more recently ho 
conducted tho North British Review, 
formerly an or^an of tho Congre- 
gationalists, which expired under 
his management. llis lordship 
also published, in SciiLcmbor, 1870, 
‘^A Letter to a Cor man Bishop 
present at tho Vatican Council” 
(Senilschreihen an einen Deiitachen 
Riachof dea Vaiicanischen Qoncila, 
Nordlingciii yeptombor, 1S70). 
'I'his elicited from Bishop Kettelor, 
of Mayenee, a spirited reply, which 
has been translated into JEnglish. 
His lorilship zealously .advocatiul 
the cause of Dr. Di>lHngpr, his 
former iirecoptor, and of the Old 
Catholic ” pn-i'ty ; and, con'^o- 
q^uoutly, upon the oocnsion of the 
Jubilee of the ITiiivoraiLy of 
Munich, in August, 1872, tho 
Philosophiciil Paoulty conferred 
upon him tho honorary degree of 
Doctor. In 1874 ho rendered him- 
self consxjiouotis by tho prominent 
part he took fii fhe couti'Qvorsy 


which was raised by tho publication 
of Mr. G-ladstone's x)aiuphltit on 
the Vatican Decrees. His lordsliip 
did not hesitate, in a series of 
letters to the Tunes, to bring 
grave charges against several of 
the Popes, although ho took care 
to slate that there was nothing in 
life Avliioh he valued more than 
communion Avith the Homan Catho- 
lic Ghurcli. Lord Acton is the 
author of the article on “Wolscy 
and the Divorce of Henry VIII,” 
in the Quarterly Review for Jan. 
1877. A Prencli translation of 
Lord Aoton^s tAvo letters on Liberty 
Avas imblished Avith a jireface by 
M. do Laveloyo, under the title of 

Histoire do la Liberie dans TAii- 
tiquitiS et lo Christianisino,” 1878. 
Lord Aoton enjoys a European 
reputation for Avido and solid 
learning. 

ADAMS, Charles Franois, LL.D,, 
grandson of John Adams, second 
President, and son of John Quincy 
Adams, sixth Presidonb of the 
United States, was })Oi'u at Boston, 
August 18, 1807. His father ]iold- 
ing dixdomatic |)oaitions in Europe, 
he spent most of his first ten years 
abroad, returning to America in 
1817, when he entered Harvard Col- 
lege, graduating in 1825. IIo was 
admitted to the bar in 18S6, but 
never engaged in practice, having 
Xireviously married tho daughter of 
Potor C. Brooks, a wealthy mer- 
chant of Boatou. Previous to 1818 
he had served as a inomber of tho 
Massachusetts Legislature for five 
years. 3 ii 1848 he was uominaled 
by the ncAvly organized Pree 
Soil” pai»ty for the Vice- Presi- 
dency of tho United States. This 
XAorty, eompo.sed nuiinly of Demo- 
crats Avho Avorc opposed to the ex- 
tension of slavery, cast but foAV 
votes j 1 ml its memhers finally 
coalescing Avith most of the North- 
ern nieiubers of the 'Whig party 
formed the Hopubl ioan party, 
Avhich came into jjower in 18G0. 
MeaiiAvhUe, in 1858, Mr. Adams 
was oleetod a mombor of Congress, 
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In 1801 he appointed hy Presi- 
dent Lincoln Minister to Q-roat 
Britain, a post whieii ho retained 
until 1808, lyhen ho was recalled at 
his own request. In 1871 — 72 he 
acted as arbitrator for the United 
States in the Coinmissiou to settle 
the respective claims of Great 
Britain and the U nited States 
growing out of the civil war. He 
was one of the originators of the 
’^Liberal Republican^' movement 
in 1872, bub was defeated by Mr. 
Greeley in securing the prosiden- 
tial nomination . Ho aubseq uoutly 
joined the Demooratio party, by 
whom he Wiis nominated for Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts in 1870. He 
has fmmishod many contributions 
to the North American Mevicio and 
to the Chriafian Nxaminer, and in 
1870 delivemf befoi'e the New York 
Historical Hoch^ty an Jibli» discourse 
ou "Aijiorie.ni Neutrality,” which 
has boon iirintiMl. Ho has pub 
lished “The Life and Works of 
.lohu Adams” (10 vola., 1850 — 5G), 
nnd “ Tho Life and Works of John 
Qninoy Adams” (13 vols., 1871 — 
7G). Ills aouj John Quincy Adams, 
born ill Boston, Sept. 22, 1833, 
graduated at Harvard College in 
18^3, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1855. In 18GG he was elected to 
tlie State Lcgislaturo as a Republi- 
can, but having favoured the “re- 
construction” policy of President 
Andrew Johnson, failed of re-elec- 
tion in tho following yeai*. He has 
since been a prominent leader in 
the Democratic party, hy which ho 
fwis sent to the Massachusetts 
Legislature iii 1800 — ^70, and nomi- 
nated for Governor in 1807 and 
1871, but ho was not elected. 
Another son, Charles Pranois 
Adams, jun., boi*n at Boston, May 
27, 1S33, graduated at Harvard 
College in 1856, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1858, During the 
Civil War ho was in command of a 
regiment of coloured troops, and 
was brevetted Brigadier-General. 
He has since been identi:ded with 
railroad deyeloiimont, has served as 


Railroad Commissioner of Massa- 
chusetts, and since June, 1884, has 
been President of tho Union Pacific 
Railway Co. lie has boon a con- 
tributor to the North Amoicati 
Review, and is the author of “ The 
Railroad Prohlom,” 1875 j “Rail- 
roads, their Origin and Problems,” 
1878 j “ Notes ou Railroad Acci- 
dents,” 1879 J “ A College Fetioh,” 
1883 ; and, with his bi’othor Henry, 
of "Chapters of Erie,” 1871. 

ADAMS, Charles Kendall, LL.D., 
born at Derby, Vomiont, Jan. 2h, 
1833. A. B. (Univ. of Michigan), 
1801. He was appointed Assistiuit 
Professor of History at tho Uni- 
versity of Micliigan in 1803, becom- 

I ing full Professor in 1808, In 
; 1881 ho was made Non-Resident 
i Professor of History at Cornell 
' University, where, in July, J885, 

ho auccoodod to the Prosidcncy on 
tho resignation of Prcsulonb While. 
While at the former imivurfaity he 
reorganized the methods of ins>lriic- 
tiou in history substautially iu 
accordance with tho G eriuan 
system, and in 1800 — 70 founded 
an historical seminary, which was 
very efficient in ju'omoting the 
study of history and polifciciil 
seitiiLce. He was also made Dean 
of tho School of Political Science 
on its ostalilishmeut at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. He has pub- 
lished " Doinooraoy and Monarchy 
in Franco,” 1871 s Manual of 
Historical Literature,” 1882 j 
besides a number of pamphlets 

II nd papers on historical and educa- 
tional subjects. 

ADAMS, Pranois Ottiwell, O.B., 
British Minister at Berne, is an 
M.A., of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and graduatc<l iu Ilonours 
in Mathematics and Classics In 
18‘1S. He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s ^ Inn, May 5, 1862, and 
was appointed Attache at Stock- 
holm in Feb. 1851. After serving 
at St. Petersburg and Paris he was 
transferred to Washington as Se- 
cond Secretary in 18G 1, and acted 
as Chargd d'Affjvii^es at Paris during 
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July and Auj^nst 1807. The next 
yetu- he was promoted to be Secre- 
tary of Dogation iu Jai>an, and 
took charge of the Austrio-IIim- 
garian interests at Yedo during 
the absence of the Austrian Mi- 
nister in 1872. Ho then returned 
to Berlin as Secretary of Embassy j 
was ticcredited Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at Paris at various inter- 
vals from 1875 to 1881. Mr. Adams 
was fii’st British Delegate to the 
Postal Congress held at Paris in 
J87B. He was made a O.B, in 
1878; was appointed a Minister 
Plenipotentiary in the Diplomatic 
Service, Oct. 10, 1879; and pro- 
moted to be Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plonipotentiary at 
Berne, July 8, 1881. 

ADAMS, John Conoh, M.A., 
E.B..S., &c., was l)oi*n on June 6, 
1819, at Lidcot, near Iiaimceston, 
Oornwill, and was educated first 
at the village school and aftei*- 
wards at Devonport, where ho 
showed a groat aptitude for ma- 
thomatics and astronomy. In Oc- 
tober 1880, ho entered at St. John^s 
College, Cambridge, and iii the 
Mathematical Tripos of 1813 ob- 
tained the position of Senior 
Wrangler. Ho was soon after 
elected to a Pellowship, and be- 
oaine one of the Mathematical 
Tutors of his College. The first 
groat service rendered to astro- 
nomy by Mr. Adams was the dis- 
covery of the idanet Nei»tune. His 
attention was first called to the 
oxistcuee of miexplainod disturb- 
ances in the motion of the planet 
Uranus by reading Mr. Airy's valu- 
able IteiJort on the recent progress 
of Asfci'onomy, whieh tappeared in 
the 1 st vol. of the Keporta of the 
British Association. According to 
a memorandum chited early in July 
1811, ho had then formed a design 
of investigating, as soon as possi- 
ble after taking his degree, "the 
iiTegularitics iu the motion of Ura- 
nus which are yet unaccounted foi*, 
in oi*der to find whether they may 
be attributed to the action of an 


undiscovered planet beyond it, and, 
if possible, thence to detemnne the 
elements of its orbit, which would 
probably lead to its discovery," 
Accordingly in 1813 lie began his 
investigations and calculations, and 
in Septombor, 18 13, communicated 
to Professor Challis the values 
which he had obtained for the 
mass, heliocentric longitude, and 
elements of the orbit of the as- 
sumed phinot. The same results, 
slightly corrected, he communi- 
cated, before the middle of the fol- 
lowing month, to tlio Astinnomer 
Royal. Those communications were 
made in the hope that a search for 
the planet would liave been made, 
either at Cambridge or Greenwich, 
hut unfortunately this was not 
done, in consequence of the pres- 
sure of other work. On Hov. 10, 
1843, M. Le Verrier presented to 
the Eronch Academy of Sciences a 
very elaborate investigation of the 
perturbations of Uranus produced 
by Jupiter and Saturn, in which 
he pointed out several &muU inequa- 
lities which had previously been 
noglcciod. After taking those into 
account and correcting the ele- 
ments of the orbit, he still found 
that the theory was quite incapable 
of explaining the observed irregu- 
larities in the motion of Uranus. 
On June 1, 1818, M. Le Yevriev 
presented a Second Memoir on the 
Theory of Uranus to the French 
Academy, in which he concludes 
that the discordances between the 
observations of Uranus and the 
theory ai*o due to the action of a 
disturbing phuiet exterior to Ura- 
nus. The place assigned by M. Lo 
Verrier to the disturbing planet 
was the same, within one degree, 
as that given by Mr. Adams* cal- 
culations, which had been commu- 
nicated to the Astronomer Royal 
seven months before. This coinol- 
donce left no doubt in Mr. Aiiy's 
mind of the reality and general 
exactness of the prediction of the 
planet's place, and a search was 
immediatoly undei't^iken by Prof. 
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Cliallis ol’ the Caiiihvicli^e Observa- 
tory. The star iiiai? ol* the Berlin 
Aottdemy for hour xxi. of Bi<^ht 
AHeonsion liad Lately been x)iiL- 
lishedj but the En jjlish astronomers 
were not aware ol its exi&touco. 
By the licli> of this map tluj bcareli 
would have been oxtremoly easy 
and rapid, as the ol>Bervation8 could 
have boon compared with the map 
as fast as they were made. On the 
2nd Sci>t., IBKb Mr. Adams ad- 
dressed a letter to tlio Astronomer 
Royal, in which he coinniunioated 
the results of a now solution of the 
problem, 'riio result of this change 
was to produce a hotter ngroement 
between the theory and the Liter 
observations, and to give asiuallor 
and thtii'ofore amort* pi'obablo value 
of the eccentricity. Meanwliile, on 
the 31 st Aug., 3810, H. Lo Verrier 
conmuiiiicatod to the Ej'cuch Aca- 
demy his second paper on tJic place 
of the disturbing plan ft, which, 
hoAV’evei\did not reach this cuuntry 
till the third or fourth week in fcJt'p- 
toinher. In this jiiiper, which is a 
very elaborate one, the author ob- 
tains elements of the orbit of the 
disturbing planet, very similar to 
those found in Mr. Adams’ second 
solution, and ho also attempts to 
assign limits of distance and longi- 
tude within which the pLiiici must 
bo found. M. Lo Verrier commu- 
nicated his indnciptil conclusioub to 
Dr. dalle of the Berlin Observa- 
tory on SGX>t. 23, and guided l>y 
them, and comi>nring his observii- 
tions with the Berlin star maj), that 
Ufatronomcr found the planet outlie 
same ovoiiiiig. The history of bf»th 
the Erencli and English observa- 
tions was published, and although 
the publication of two different in- 
vestigations which lind been car- 
ried on nearly simultaneously 
seemed likely at fli'st to give rise 
to controversy respecting iiriority, 
yet this danger soon posbcd away, 
ns it was evident that the facts of 
the case could not bo disputed. It 
was clear that the two researches 
had b^en carried on quite indo- 


Ijcndently, therefore the honour 
paid to one of the investigators 
could not detract from that due to 
the other. Soon after the discovery 
of Neptune, several members of St. 
J ohii’s College*, of which Mr. Adams 
was then a Pcllow, raised a fund, 
AvliichwasoU’crcd to the Dniversity 
and acceidcd by grace of the senate, 
for the purpose of loundiiig a prize 
to ho called The Adams Prize,” 
and to bo awarded every two years 
to the author of the best c&say on 
some bubjcct of Pure Mathematics, 
Astronomy, or other branch of Na- 
tural PliilosoiDhy , J n J<’ehni a ry, 
3851, Mr. Adams was elected Pro- 
biilent of the lioyal Astronomical 
Society, an office which lie held for 
tlio ubual period of two years. In 
May, 1852, Mr, Adams eommnui- 
ciitod to the lioyal Astronomical 
Society now lablcK of the moon’s 
liarallax, to be bub&iiUitcd for those 
of Ihirckhiirdi. In the J’Jiilobophi- 
Ciil ’I'lMUbactions for 1853 there is 
ail imiiortant xiaiier by Mr. Adams 
" On the Secular Vnriaiiou of tlie 
Moon’s Mean Motion.” As Mr. 
Adams had not taken Holy Orders, 
his Fellowship at St. John’s exiiired 
in 1852, but ho continued to reside 
in the college until the following 
year, when ho was elected to a Ful- 
lowshij) at I’embroko College. Tii 
the autumn of 1858 h(» obtained the 
Profebsorshi]! of Mathoinatics in 
the University of St. Andrew’s, and 
ho resided there and taught the 
classes until the end of the session 
ill May, 1859, although in the mean- 
time he had been ai>poiiitcd to the 
Lowndean Profcssorshiii of Astro- 
nomy and <leoiiietry in the Uiii- 
vursity of C'niiihvidge, in the room 
of Lliolato Professor Peacock, which 
office ho still holds. For some years 
after tlio appearance of Mr. Adams’ 
Xiappr outlie Lunar Acceleration in 
1853, no other investigation ap- 
jiears to have iurnL*<l his attention 
to the subject, hut in 1859, M. Dt*- 
launny, who had invented a now 
and beautiful method of treating 
the lunar theory, louud by inoaiiQ 
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ol it a leault entuol^^ confliiliiu»» 
that “iven neaily si^. ycais beioic 
by Ml AcLinis In Fclauii), isuo, 
tlio Koyal Astj onomu l 1 bocicty 
awaictecl the ^old mcdil to Pioi 
AcUiiis toi Ins iin estimations i( -

abler, Nathan Marcus, D.D., 
Chief Rabbi, was born at Hanover 
iu 1808, and received his education 
in the universities of Gottingen, 
Erlangen, and W uraburg. He was 
appointed Chief Rftbln of Olden- 
berg, 1820 j of Hanover and its 
provinces, 1880 j and on the 9th of 
July, 1843, was installed Chief 
Kab])iof the United Congregations 
of the British Empire.

Hebrew works, tho principal of 
which is "Nethina Lager,” a ooui- 
oommentary on tho Targuni of 
Onkclos. 

ADLER, The Rev. Hermann, 
Ph,D., M.A., son of Dr. Nathan 
Marcus Adler, was born in Hanover 
in 1839, and in 18i<3 aeoompauiod 
his father to London, lie studied 
at University College, London, and 
subsequently at tho nnivorsitios of 
Prague and Leipzig. Hu obtained 
his B. A. decree at tlie University 
of London in 1850, and that of 
Doctor of Philosophy at Leipzig in 
18G1. In 18G3 Dr. Adler was ap- 
pointed Principal of the Jews’ Col- 
lege in London, and in tho follow- 
ing year Chief Minister of tho 
Bayawater Synagogue. When tho 
he^th of his father, tho Chi of 
Rabbi, begiiax to fail in 1870, he 
was ni>poiiited his coadjutor, with 
the title of Delegate Chief !^ibbi. 
Ho is the joint author of ''A 
Jewish Reply to Dr. Colenso’s 
Criticism on tho Pentateuch,” 18(15. 
Ho has publishod ** Sermons on tho 
Passages in tho Bible adduced by 
Chrisfiou Theologians in support 
of their faith,” 18U0j "'Pho Jews 
m England,” "Ibn Gabirol tho 
Poet Philosophor,'’ Tho Purpose 
and Methods of Charitable Relief,” 
"Hebrew, the Language of our 
Pr^era,” "Is Judaism a Missionary 
Faith P'’ in reply to Professor 
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Kax &o. Dr. Adler has 

also publisliecl many lecstnrea and 
articles which have appeared in 
various periodicals, more especially 
in the Nineteenth Oeniui'y, in which 
review ho conducted a vipforous 
polomio against Professor Goldwin 
Smith on the subject of Jews as 
Citizens. In his article '^Becent 
Phases of JTudceophobia/' in 1881, 
ho drew public attention to the 
persecutions of the Jews in Bussia. 
He was appointed a Bfember of the 
Mansion House Committee consti- 
tuted for their relief, and in this 
capacity attended, in conjunction 
with Sir Julian Qoldsmid, the 
Berlin Conference of representa- 
tives of the principal European 
JEIehrew Congregations, and in

ADOLPH WILLIAM. iSce Ha.b- 
SAT7, Duke of. 

ADYEj Lieutenant-General Sir 
John Miller, C.C.B., sou of the 
late Major James P. Adye, B.A., 
was bom on Nov. 1, 1819, at Seven- 
oaks, Bent, roceived his education 
at the Military Academy, Woolwich, 
entered the Boyal Artillery at the 
olose of the year 1886, and, passing 
through the regular grades, eventu- 
ally attained the rank of Brigodier- 
Ueneral, Throiighont the Crimean 
War and tlie In(Ban Mutiny he was 
Adjutant-General of the Boyal 
Artillery. Ho also served in the 
Sitona Campaign of 186.'5 — 1, for 
which he received a modal ; tuid he 
has received, besides, the Crimean, 
Turkish, and Indian Mutiny medals, 
and the 4th Class of the Medjidi. 
He was created a C.B. in 1855, and 
a K.O.B. in 1873. In Eeb., 1871, 
tlxG Queen granted to Sir J. M. Adye 
her royal licence and authority to 
accept and weai* the insignia of 
Commander of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour conferred upon 
him by the President of the French 
BepubHc as a promotion from the 


class of Officer of the same order 
which he received for hia services 
during the Crimean War, He was 
Director of Artillery from 1870 to 
1875, and was appointed C4ovemor 
of the Boyal Military Academy at 
Woolwich, in July, 1875, and in 
December of that year he attained 
the rank of Major-General. He 
became a Lieutenant-Generalin the 
army in 1870. In 1880 he resigned 
the post of Governor of the Boyal 
Military Academy at Woolwich, on 
being appointed Surveyor-General 
of Ordnance. The following year 
he became Colonel Commandant of 
the Boyal Artillery. He was Chief 
of the Stadf and second in command 
of the expeditionary force sent to 
Eg^t in 1882 under the command 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley, and for his 
services he recejyed the thanks of 
Parliiunentj the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath, and the 
1st Class of Medjidi. In Jonuorj', 
1883, he was appointed Governor 
of Gibraltar, in succession to Lord 
Napier of Mngdala. Sir John Adye 
is Die author of The Defence of 
Cawnpore by the Troops under the 
Orders of Major-General C. A. 
Windham in Nov., 1857,” Lond., 
1858 j A Beview of tlie Crimean 
War to the Winter of 1834 — 5,” 
Lond., 1860; ^'Sitaua: a Mountain 
Campaign on tlie Borders of Aff- 
ghaaiiaton in 1863," Lond., 1867; 
and '' The British Army in 1875 j a 
reply to Mr. John Holma,'^ 1876. 
Ho married in 1856 Mary Coinlelia, 
eldest daughter of the late Yice- 
Admiral the Hon. Sir Montagu 
Stopford, K.C.B. 

AIKINS, The Hon. James Cox, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Pro* 
vinoe of Manitoba, in the Dominion 
of Canada, was bom in the town- 
flbip of Toronto, county Peel, On- 
tario, March 30, 1828. He was 
educated at Victoria College, Co-* 
bourg, and entei*ed public life in 
1864, by representing his native 
county in the Canadian Assembly, 
which ho continued to do unttl 
1861, In the following year he 
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was olocLccl a 11101111301 ’ of tlio Logia- 
lativo Council for the " Homo ” 
DivisioUj oomiiriaing tlio counties of 
Peel and Ifalton, Ho continued to 
ail in the Council until it was 
abolished by Oonfedoration, after 
which ho was raised to tho Senate. 
In Docoiiibor, 1809, he booauio a 
member of the Privy Council, and 
Giitorod the Macdonald G overnment 
as Secretary of State, roiuaining in 
that office until the fall of the 
Covemmeut in 1873, In 1872 he 
framed and carried through Parlia- 
ment the Puldic Lands Act of that 
yeoi’, and subsequently organisjod 
tho dominion Lauda Bureau, a de- 
liartment of government eutz'usted 
with the management of the lands 
acquired in the NoHh-W est, chiefly 
from the Iliidaon's Bay Company, 
a deiiartmcnfc which is now con- 
trolled by tho Canadian Minister of 
the Interior, On tho return of the 
Macdonald U overnment to jiowcr, 
in 1878, Senator Aikins rosuuuHl the 
]30rtfolio of Secretary of State, 
exchanging it two years later for 
tho office of Miuistor of Inland 
Revenue. Since 1882 ho has boon 
Lioutenant-Govornor of the pro- 
vince of Manitoba and District of 
Kcewatin, 

AINSWORTH, William Pranois, 
Ph.D., L.R.C.S., P.S.A., P.R.aS., 
was born in 1807. Having travelled 
abroad, ho became, in 1820, editor 
of the Journal qf Natural and geo- 
logical Science, On the breaking 
out of cholera in Sunderland, in 
1832, ho was ouc of the £rst to 
repair thither in oi’d(‘r to study tho 
new oj)iduinic, and ho imblibhod 
the result uf his observations in a 
work Pestilential Ch(ilora.” 

He was successively appointed 
Burgeon to the cholera hospitals at 
St. George's, Hanover Square, and 
at Westport, Balliiiro)>e, Ohu’e- 
morrisj and Newport, in Ireland. 
Whilst in that country he lectured 
on geology in Dublin and Limerick. 
In 1833 lie was appointed surgeon 
and geologist to the Huphratos 
Expedition, and published ^'Re- 


searches in Assyria, Babylonia, 
and Clialdtea," 1838, in which year 
ho was also sent by tho Royal 
Geographical Society, and the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
ICnowlodge, to the Ncstorian Chris- 
tians in Kurdistan. His " Travels 
in Asia Minor, Mosoiiotamia, and 
Armenia," 1812, and ^'Travels in 
the Trade of the Ton Thousand 
Greeks," of which an analysis was 
also given in Bohn's edition of 
Xenophon's " Anabasis," were the 
result of the two journeys, extend- 
ing over a period of seven years. 
Mr. Ainsworth has edited Claims 
of the Oriental Christians," " Lares 
.and Penates ,* or, Cilicia and its 
Governors," "Tho Euphrates Val- 
ley Route to India,” " On an Indo- 
Europcan Telegraph by the Valley 
of the y’igris " (since carried out by 
tho Turkish Government), "All 
Round tho World," "Tho Illus- 
trated XTnivors.il Gnzt^ttoer,” &c. 
Mr. Ainsworth is a nioinbor of many 
foreign societies. He was one of 
the founders of tho " West London 
Hospibnlj” of which ho is at present 
the Treasurer and one of the Trus- 
tees. 

AIRY, Sir George Riddell, 

P.R.S,, the late Astronomor Royal, 
a native of Alnwick, Northumber- 
land, born June 27, LSul, was cdu- 
oatod at private schools at Hereford 
and Goleliostor, and at the Col- 
ohoater Grammar Bchool, whence 
he proceeded to Trinity College, 
Ofuiibridgo, in 1819* In 1822 he 
was elected Scholar, and in 182<t 
EcHow, of Trinity, haying gradu- 
ated B.A. in the previous year, 
when ho came out senior wrangler. 
Tn 1823 Mr. Airy called attention 
to an optictil malady of tho human 
eye, which has since received the 
name of "Astigmatism," examined 
its nature and provided a remedy 
for it. Tn X82() ho took his degree 
of M.A., and was elected Lucasian 
Professor. Tliis office, rendered 
illustrious by having been filled' 
by Barrow and Newton, had he- 
oomo a sinecure. No sooner waa 
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Professor Airy eleciieclj than ho 
re&olv'cd to turn it to account, 
and to deliver public locturcB 
on Experimental Philosophy. lie 
beg^an this j^oocl work in 1827, 
and continued it to 1830, tho series 
boinjy known as the first in which 
the XJnduIatory Theory of Light 
was efficiently illustrated. In 1828 
he was elected to tlio Plumian 
Professorship, and in that onpacity 
was intrusted with the entire 
luauagomont of the Cainhridgo 
Observatory. On taking charge 
of this post ho began a course of 
observations, and introdxioed im- 
provements in the form of the cal- 
culation and publication of tho 
observations, which have served as 
a pattern at Q-roonwicli and other 
observatories. Professor Airy also 
superintended the mounting of the 
Ecxuatoriol, tho Min'al Cii’cle, and 
the Northumberland Telescope (tho 
last entirely from his own plan^, 
at the Cambridge Observatory. In 
1835 ho succeeded Mr. Pond as 
Astronomer Tiuyal. In this capa- 
city he distinguished him&elf by 
giving greater regularity to the 
l>roccoding3 in the Observatory at 
Greenwich, by maintaining the 
general outline of the plan which 
its esbontial character and its his- 
torical associations have imposed 
upon that institution, while he in- 
troduced now instriunonts and now 
modes of calculation and publica- 
tion, by which the value of the 
Observatory to science is much in- 
creased. Sir G. B. Airy, who com- 
puted, cclitodt iind published the 
observations of Qroombrldgo, Cat- 
ton, and Fallows, and reducuMl tho 
Greenwich observations of planets 
and observations of tho moon from 
1750 down to the present time, 
has also thrown much light on 
ancient chronology, by computing 
several of the most important 
eclipses of former ages. lie lias 
illustrated the Newtonian theoi’y 
of gravitation, and approximated 
the groat object of ascertaining 
the weight of the earth, by a aeries 


of experiments on the relative 
vibrations of a pendulum at the 
top and at the bottom of a deep 
mine (tlio Hiu’ton Colliery, near 
Bouth Shioldb) j has paid groat 
attention to tho testing and im- 
provciuGiit of marino chronome- 
ters, and to the diffusion, by gal- 
vanic telegraph, of accurate time- 
signals. In 1838 ho was consulted 
by tho Government respecting the 
disturbaiicQ of tho compass in iron- 
built ships, and the result of the 
exporimontrt and theory developed 
by him on that occasion was tho 
establishment of a system of nic- 
ohanicsl correction by moans of 
magnets and iron, wliioh has since 
been universally adopted. He was 
chairman of the Commission ap- 
pointed to consider the general 
question of standards, and of the 
Commission intrusted with the 
superintendence of the new Stan- 
dards of Length and Weight, after 
the great fire which destroyed the 
forinor national standards in the 
Houses of JP.u’lUmont in IHIH. Tho 
account of the procoediugs on these 
occasions, published in tho Philo- 
sophical Th’ansaoUons," is from his 
pen. He advocated the ostablish- 
ment of a dooimnl coinage and, 
acting as one of three Eoyal Com- 
missioners on Itftilway Gauges, re- 
coinmondccl tlio narrow as opposed 
to the broad gauge on our railways j 
conducted tho astronomioal opera- 
tions preparatory to the definition 
of tho boundary between Canada 
and tho United States, and aided 
in tracing tho Oregon boundary. 
Sir C. B, Airy contrilmted to the 
Cambridge Tr.ansaeiiona/^ "The 
Philosopliicftl Transaoiions,” The 
Memoirs of thoKoyalAatronomiool 
Society,’* the Philosophical Maga* 
sine, andihe A^7ien(sum (often imdcr 
tho signature of A.B.G.). In the 
Ailienaim are several papers on 
antic[uariaii subjects, especially 
British. He also wrote strongly in 
tho Athencoum and elsewhere in 
opposition to the legislation pro- 
posed by the University Commis- 
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sioners in reference to his own 
university, and more especially to 
his own college. In 1869 he com- 
municated a remarkable discovery 
to the Koyal Astronomical Society, 
in a "Note on Atmospheric Chro- 
matic Dispersion, as affecting Tele- 
scopic Observation, and on the 
Mode of Correcting it.” He was 
intrusted with the entire direction 
Of the Bidtish portion of the enter- 
prise for observing the Transit of 
Venus in Doc. 1874 j on the results 
of which a Import was communi- 
cated to the House of Commons in 


1877. More recently he has sug- 
gested a new method of treating 
the Lunar Theory, Ho added to 
the original course of labours at the 
Koyal Observatory a very complete 
system of magnetic, meteorologi- 
cal, photoheliograi)hic,and speotro- 
scopio observations. The principal 
works written by Sir Ci-. B, Airy are, 
Gravitation,” for the Penny Cyclo- 
XKBdia, published separately ; ^so. 
Mathematical Tracts " (foruth 
edition), Ipafwioh Loctures on 
Astronomy ” (fourth edition), 
'' Treatise on Errors of Observa- 


tion” (1861), ^'Treatise on Sound” 
(1869), " Treatise on Magnetism ” 
(1870) ; also "Trigonometry,” 
"Figure of the Earth,” and " Tides 
and Waves/' in tlie Mncyclopcedia 
Metropolitajiai sinco republished 
separately s and " Hotes on the 
early Hebrew Soripturos.” Sir 
G. B. Airy has received the Lalande 
modal of the French Institute, the 
Copley Medal and the Royal Medal 
'of the Royal Society ; the Medal 
of Iho Royal Astronomical Society j 
the Albert Medal, presented by the 
Prince of Wnlos; and the medal 


of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers for suggestions on the con- 


struction of bridges of voit- wide 
span. From the Dnivorsitles of 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Edinburgh 
he has also received the honorary 
degrees of D.C.L. and LL.D. ; he 
is a F.R.S., a Member of the Royal 
Astronomical Society,^ and of the 
Cambridge Philosophical Society, 


and an Honorary Member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers j is 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the Institute of !ft.’auce j and 
has long been connected, as Foreign 
Correspondent, with many other 
foreign academies. Appointed one 
of the fii’st members of the Senate 
of the University of London, ho 
soon after resigned the office. He 
served on the Royal Commission 
appointed in 1868 to inquire into 
the standard weights and moasureB \ 
was nominated a Companion (Civil) 
of the Bath, May 17, 1871 j and 
created a Knight Commander of 
the same order, July 30, 1872. On 
Dec. 1, 1873, Sir G. B. Airy re- 
signed the position of Prosident of 
the Royal Society which he had 
held for two years. He was 
honoured by admission to the free- 
dom of the City of London in 1875 j 
and he was elected a Foreign As- 
sociate of the Dutch Academy of 
Sciences in 1878. On his resigna- 
tion of the post of Astronomer 
Royal in 1881 tiio Treasury awarded 
him a pension of J&llOO per annum 
in consideration of his long and 
valuable services. It is understood 
that Sir Q . B, Airy is at present 
engaged on a Lunar Theory. 

AITKEK, The Rev. William Hay 
Maodowall Hunter, is the youngest 
son of the late Rev. Robert Aibken 
by his second wife Wilhelmina, 
daughter of the late Col. Maodow- 
nil Grant, of AmdiUy, Banffshire, 
N.B. Ho was horn at Livexpool, 
educated at his homo in Pondeen, 
Cornwall, matriculated in 1850 at 
Wadham College, Oxford, and gra- 
duated in honours (3nd clnss Lit. 
Hum.), taking his degree B.A.^ in 
1865. Ho was ordained at Christ- 
mas, 1865, on his nomination by 
the late ;i^v. W. Pcnnefatlier to 
the ciu’acy of St. Jude's, Mildmay 
Pork, N., where ho continued until 
the year 1871, when he accepted 
the incumbency of Christ Church, 
Everton, Liverpool. Hero ho worked 
formorethonfouryears. In the year 
18G9the"twelve daya'mission'Vns 
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heldiu Londouj and Mr . A itken took 
a prominent part in it. From that 
time forward liia services were in 
great request for this kind of work^ 
and in the year 1876, finding that 
mission work, in addition to the 
care of a large palish, entailed too 
severe a strain, he resigned his 
living and gave liimself up to the 
work of a mission iireaoher. As 
such he has conducted mission ser* 
vices in several of our cathedrals, 
c. g., in Canterbury, York, Bristol, 
and Manchester, and in most of the 
old parish ohurches of our large 
towns. He has been pai^tioularly 
successful in gathering large con- 
gregations of commercial men in 
gi'cat centres of population. He 
z^ecently visited the United States 
at the request of the bishop and 
clergy of New York, to assist in the 
general !N"ow York mission, and in 
furthering the mission movement 
throughout the States. While there 
he addressed crowded gatherings 
of husiness-men at Old Trinity 
Churcli — tiio motlicr church of New 
York — during three coiisuoutive 
weeks, Mr. Ilay A itken has boon 
chiefiy iustrumeutal in founding 
tlio Church ParochinI Mission 
Society,'' which has for its object 
the supply of mission preaohers to 
carry on this work. The society 
was organised as a memorial to Mr. 
Aitken's father, and bore the name 
at first of the Aitken Memorial 
Mission Fund. He is the autlior

AITOHISOK. aoorge, A. E. A., 
nrcliitecfc, was bom Nov, 7j 1823, 
at 62| Edgewaro Eoad, London, 
and educated at Merchant Tay- 


lors* Soliool and University Col- 
lege, London. He graduated B. A. 
at tho Loudon U uiversity in 
1850, having previously been ap- 
pointed a student at the Eoyal 
Academy in 1817. From 1853 to 
1856 he travelled in France and 
Italy, He was elected a Follow 
of tlio Eoy^ftl Institute of British 
Ai’oliitects in 1802, and afterwards 
became a momhor of the Council. 
He was appointed examiner for-^a 
Voluntary Architectural examina- 
tion, and also examiner for the Na- 
tional Art Prizes at South Kensing- 
ton. Hr. Aitoliiaou gained medals 
at tho Pliiladeli^hia, Sydney and 
Melbourne Exhibitions} was made 
an officer of Public Instruction by 
the French Government in 1879 j 
and on Juno 2, 1881, was elected an 
Assooiate of the Koyal Academy in 
the place of tlie late William Bur- 
ges. He gave lectures on Archi- 
tecture at tho Eoyal Academy in 
1882,*83,'8i,'83,aiid'8G. Mr.Ait- 
chison has built large warehouses 
for the London and St. Kathariuo 
Bock^ Co. } offices, Mark Lane, 
Mincing Lone } workmen’s restau- 
rants in the Borough and Whito- 
chapel } schools at Farley, Barnet, 
and Knoyloj houses for Lord E. 
Grosvenor at Stalbridges for Sir 
F, Leighton, P,E.A.j in Fitzjohn's 
Avenue } for Mr, J. Stewart Hodg- 
son} and 20, Pall Moll, for tho 
Eoyal Exchange Assurance } studios 
for Mr. P. H. Calderon, E.A,} a 
pictiu’e gallery for Mr. Q . F. Watts, 
E.A. J and a Board room with fur- 
niture fortho Thames Confiorvanoy. 
Hehas altered and decorated houses 
for Mr, P. Wyndham, M.P., the 
Duke of Montrose, the Princess 
Louise, Mr. F. Lolimann, Mr. T. 
Eustace Smith, Mr. John Aird, for 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson and Sir Syd- 
ney Waterlow, and the Arab Hall 
for Sir F. Leighton. He likewise 
designed the fittings and fm'niture 
for Bie British Art section of tho 
Paris Exhibition. 

AKEES-BOUGLAS, Arotas, M,P„ 
eldest son of tho late Eov. Arefcas 
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AkcTB, of Mailing AbTieyj Kent, was 
born in 1851^ and educated at Eton 
and at University College, Oxford, 
Ho was called to the bai* at the Inner 
Temple in 1874, and in 1875 as- 
Bumed the additional name of 
Douglas. In 1880 lie entered Pax»- 
liainent os Conservative member 
for tlio East Kent Division, and 
now represents tho new St. Augus- 
tine’s Division. In both Lord 
Salisbury’s administrations ho has 
nold the post of Political Secretary 
to tile Treasury, or Whip.” 

AXiBANIt Madame, vocalist, is a 
French Canadian, being a native 
of Montreal, and her real name 
before her marriage with Mr, Gyo, 
son of the late loasoc of the Covunt 
Garden Theatre, was Emma hi 
Jennesso. She was trained in tho 
study of musio fi»om early child- 
hood, by her father, who was hiiii- 
aelf a skilful musician. Losing 
thoir mother while still of tender 
age, she and her sisters were sent 
to the convent of the Saoru Oosnr at 
Montreal to conxplete their oducor* 
tion. Her father afterwards sent 
her to Em’ope for musical instruc- 
tion not obtainable elsewhere. 
Under tho oaro of Baroness Ladtto, 
she was two years at Paids, where 
she studied under the famous Du- 
proz. She then bocomo a pupil of 
the old maeBiro Lamportl at Milan. 
iSevoral years of hard study fol- 
lowed till at length, in 1870, sbo 
made her debut at Messina under 
her present name, with entire suc- 
cess. Immediately afterwards she 
was engaged for Malta. In tho 
winter of 1871-72 she song at tlie 
theatre of La Pergola at Florenoe 
Buooessfully. Her crowning effort 
was in tho *^Mignon” of Ambroiso 
Thomas, already condemned in 1 our 
theatres in Italy, but which in 
Madame AlbanVs hands obtained 
a complete sucoess among the jea- 
lous Italians. She appeared at the 
Royal Italian Opera, London, in 
1872, and sinco then has been a 
great favourite both in this country 
and the United States. In Feb. 


1883, Madame Albani sang at 
Washington with great success, 
appearing in Faust” and '^Rigo- 
letto.” 8he closed her American 
operatic tour at Philadelphia, April 
1(5, 1883, in the Flying Dutch- 
man.” She has since sung iu Berlin 
at tho Royal Opera House, finish- 
ing her season there by singing 

Lohengrin ” iu German with such 
great success that tho E mperor sent 
for her to liis box at the end of 
the iJerforinanco and named her 
“ Royal Court Singer ” on the spot. 
Besides singing in opera in most 
of tho European capitals, Madame 
Albaui has studied specially ora- 
torio singing, and she is now ac- 
knowledged to be the first oratorio 
singer in England, and is engaged 
at all onr principal festivals. 

ALBERT (Archduke of Austria), 
Frederick Rodolph, born August 3, 
1817, is tho sou of the late Arch- 
duke Charles and tho Princess 
Henrietta of Nassau -Weilburg. 
Ho married, in 184.4, tho Princess 
Uildogarde, of Bavaria, who died 
April 2, 18G1*, leaving two daugh- 
ters. At an early ago ho entered 
the army, commanded a division 
in Italy in 1840, took an important 
part in tho battle of Novara, re- 
ceived at tho cud of the campaign 
the command of tho .3rd Corps 
d'ArmiSe, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Governor^Goueral of FZmi- 
gary. During a leave of absoiico 
accorded to l^Meld-Marshal Bone- 
dek, in 1861, he was appointed to 
the command of the Austrian tiuopa 
iu Lombardy and "Vonetia. During 
the campaign of 1860 ho gained a 
victory Over the Italian army at 
Custozza, and, after the battle of 
Sadowa, he was made (13th July, 
1866), Commandor-in-ChiDf of ilio 
Austrian army, which title ho re- 
tained till March, 1869, when ho 
exchanged it for that of Inspector- 
General of tho army. He pub- 
lished, in 1869, a work on ''Re- 
sponsibility in War” (Ueber dio 
Veraniwortlichheit im TCriege)* This 
has been trauslafcod into French by 
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L Dufouij cAptain ot aitilleiy^ iind 
an English tianUation of ifc ib 
givon in Caiit W J WyatVa Ee- 
hoctious on the Foi mation of 
Aimics, Tvith a View to the Eo- 
oiganization of the English Ainiy,” 
1809 

ALBERT VICTOR CHRISTIAN 
EDWARD, FimcOj oldest son of 
then Eoyal Highnesses the Piineo 
and Piincoss ot Wales, was bom 
Jannaiy 8, 1801 Up till Ib/l he 
was educated at home In 1877 he 
enteiod the navy ns a cadet, and 
passed the usual two yeaia on 
boaid II M 8 Snlan/iia at Eait- 
mouth, uiidoi the caie ot Captain 
Heniy Faufaj., E N , C B In 
July, 1S70, he went to sea m 
H M S Bauliantt, and vi&itod the 
West Indies The tollowiug yeai 
the Bacc/utafe foimed pait ot the 
flying squadron, then organized 
imdei the command of Eloi- 
Admiial the Eail ot ClunwiHiom, 
and ijrocecded to Vigo, Hadeiia, 
St Vincent, Bahia, Montevideo, 
and the Falkland Islands ; thence 
to the Capo of Good IIopo and 
Auatialia, on which two stations 
Piince Albeit Viotoi spent a con- 
Bideiablo time From Austialia 
ho went to Fi]i, Japan, China, 
Singapore, Colombo, and Suez, 
and lotuined to England in the 
suininei of 1882 by way of Egypt, 
the Holy Land, and Athens In 
Octobei , 1883, he became an undei- 
gioduate at Timity CoUego, Cam- 
bridge, continuing hia studieb 
duiing tho long vacations at the 
Uiiiveisxty of Hcidelbeig After 
this he was tiansfeiied to Aldei- 
shot to study militaiy science 
His diaiy, togothci with that ot 
his biothei Piinco Geoigc, duimg 
then ciuise in the Bacchante, was 
published by Messis Macmillan 
^ Co , m the spimg oi 1883, the 
editor being tho Eev J N, Dalton, 
the Piincea’ Governor 

ALBONI, Mana, was bom at 
Cesena, in the States ot the Chinch, 
in 1824. Hoi father, who held a 
post in the customs depoitmeut. 
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gave hei a g ood education Hav mg, 
at an eaily age, given pioot ot pos- 
sessing an exquisite taste foi luuSiC 
and singing, she became the pupil 
of Kossmi, and at flitcen made hei 
debut it the Communal Thoatio at 
Bologna It i\as a gieat success, 
.wid Jed to liei being engaged at the 
theatie of La Scala, at Milan, 
whoie she established Uei leputa- 
tioii so flimly that she undeitook a 
piofcssional toui thiough moat of 
tho capitals of Euiope, and ap- 
pealed, in 1810, at Covent Garden 
Theatie, London, then under the 
duection ot Mi Dolaheld. Here 
she presented a counter attiaction 
to Jenny Lind rit the rival house ot 
Hei Majesty’s 'J’heatie, and was at 
once om oiled amongst tho leading 
singers of Emopo In 1817 she 
went to Fiaaco, and in Octobei 
gave thiee oi four conceits at the 
PoiiBian Opeia, £ind succeeded in 
attaiumg the highest position She 
accepted an engagement, on her 
oivn tcimsj fioui M Vatel, tlio 
diiGctoi of the Italian Oxieia, and 
played in succcbsiou tho parts of 
At bace in '' Senurauude ^ " of Mal- 
colm m " Donna del Lago , '' and of 
Omnm in ‘'Lnoiezia Boigia,’’ 
besides appealing in '*Ooneien« 
tola,'' "11 Baibieie,’' and other 
pieces Madame Alboni has visited 
Amciica and other countiios, in aU 
ol which she has o\.pGiieuced an 
enthusiastic reception, and has 
appeared dmmg piovmcial toms 
at Dublin, Edinbuigh, Biiuung- 
ham, Man^ostei’, and most of the 
larger cities of the thiee kingdoms. 
During the last few seasons of her 
piofesBional career Madame Alboni 
was engaged at Her Majesty's 
Theatre, and thcie was scarcely 
on opera of high merit in which 
she did not axipooi Madame 
Alboni’s celebiity as a lyiic 
at hate is chiefly owing to the 
power, fine quahty, flexibility, and 
compass of her rich contralto voice, 
which ranges as high as that of a 
mexzo-topt mo , and her florid style 
of smgmg IS rendoiod tho more 

c i 
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effective by her vivacity and grace. 
Some years since this lady became 
the wife of Count Pepolo, of the 
Eoinnn States, though she retained 
upon the stage to the last that 
maiden name tinder which she first 
became a favourite, and she re- 
tired from public life in 18GU. 

AICESTEB (Baron) The Eight 
Hon. Frederick Beauchamp Paget 
Seymour, Q-.C.B., is the only sur- 
viving son of the late Sir Horace 
Beauchamp Seymour, M.P., by his 
first wife, Elizabeth Hallett, 
daughter of the late Sir Lawrence 
Palk, Bart. 5 and a grandson of 
Vice-Admiral Lord Hugh Soymom*. 
He was bom in Bruton Street, 
London, on ApHl 12, 1821, was 
educated at Eton, and entered the 
Eoyal Navyin Jan.j 1831, receiving 
his lieutenant's commission in 
March, 1842. Ho became a captain 
in 1851, rear-admiral in 187'0, vice- 
admiral in 187C, and admiral in 
1882. He served as a volunteer in 
the Burmese wai* of 1853 — 5 as aide- 
de-camp to General Godwin, and 
led the storming party of Pusiliers 
at the capture of the works and 
pagoda of Pegu. He was also pre- 
sent in numerous other engage- 
ments on land and water, was four 
times gazetted, and awarded the 
Biinnese anedal with the clasp for 
Pegu, at the dose of the campaign. 
In 1854 he served against the Eus- 
sians in the operations in the White 
Sea, and is in receipt of the Baltic 
medal. A few years later, viz., 
1860 — 1, as commodore in command 
of the Australian station, he took 
port in the operations of the Naval 
Brigade in New Zealand, again 
distinguishing himself, and receiv- 
ing a severe wound on the 27 June, 
1860, In 1861 he was awarded the 
Companionship of tho Bath, and 
suhsequently the New Zealand 
medal. In 1866 he was a^jpointed 
an aide-de-camp to tho Queen. 
Prom 1868 till 1870 ho was private 
secretary to the Pirst Lord of the 
Admiralty, and he commanded the 
Betached Squadron from Decem- 


ber, 1870, till May, 1872, from 
which date till March, 1874, ho 
was one of tlie Lords of tho 
Admiralty. Prom October, 1874, 
till November, 1877, when he was 
made a K.C.B., he commanded tho 
Channel Squadron, and he was 
appointed commander^in-chiof in 
tho Mediterranean in Pobniary, 
1880. In September of the same 
year ho assumed the aupromo com 
inand of the Allied Pleet of tho 
Eiu’opean Powers, which made a 
naval demonstration off tho 
Albanian coast in consequence of 
the refusal of the Porto to agreo to 
tho cession of Dulcigno to Monte- 
negro. Eventually tho Turks 
consented to th c cossioii, and 
tho object for which the Eui^opean 
fleet had been aescmbled in tho 
Adriatic Laving thus been achieved, 
it dispersed on Doc. 6. Sir Beau- 
champ Seymourrocoived the thanks 
of Her Majesty’s Government for 
the manner in which ho ijcrforined 
hifif daiy on this ooca^icn, and ho 
was created a Grand Cross of tho 
Bath in the following year (1881). 
In the warlike operations in Egypt 
in 1882 he took a conejiicnoiiBpart, 
as commander-m-oluef of tlie 
Mediterranean fleet, On the 6ih 
of July he demanded of Arabi 
Pasha the instant cessation of tho 
works on the forts at Alexandria, 
under penalty of bombardmont j 
and on Iho 10th ho dispatched 
an ultimatum to tho Egyptian 
Ministiy, demanding, not only tho 
cessation of all dofensiyo works for 
the defence of the inner fori, hut 
also the surrender of tho forts at 
the mouth of the harbour. This 
being refused, early on the morn- 
ing of the llthj eight British iron- 
clads and five gunboats advanced 
to tho attack, and although tho 
Egyptian giumors fought their 
guns exceedingly well, tho forts 
wore, in a few hours^ laid in ruins 
or silenced, with alight loss on tho 
British side, and with trifling 
damage to the ships. On iho 
following day as the ships were

about to renew the attack fla^s of 
truce were hoisted on ahore, and in 
the afternoon one of the British 
officers, being sent to treat with 
tho enemy, discovered that the 
city had been completely aban- 
doned by Arabi and his troops, 
and that the flags had been merely 
used as devices to enable tho army 
to withdraw from the forts and 
batteries without further molesta- 
tion. Sir Beauchamp Seymour re- 
mained in supi'ome command at 
the occupation and arrangement of 
affairs in Egypt until tho arrival of 
tho army under the command of 
General Sir Garnet Wolseloy. Eor 
his distinguished servicos he re- 
ceived the thanks of Parliament, 
and was elevated to the peerage by 
the title of Baron Alccster of Al- 
costei*, in the county of Warwick. 

AL0OTT} Amos Bronson, teach- 
er and philosopher, was horu in 
Wolcott, Connecticut, Kovemher 
20, 1709. After a brief mercantile 
exiiericnoc ho began teaching, at 
first in Connecticut, afterwards 
(1828) in Boston, and ulimately in 
Concord, Massachusetts. Mr. AI- 
coit*s celebrity is founded not only 
on tlie success of his school and 
his methods of teaching, but also 
upon his fame os a phuosophical 
thinker and conversationalist, lie 
now resides with his daughter. 
Miss L. M. Alcott, in Boston. In 
1836 he published '' Conversations 
with Children on the Gospels” (2 
vols.) j in 1808 Tablets j " in 
1872 Concord Bays;” in 1877 
" Table-Talk ; ” and in 1882 " Son- 
nets and Canzonets.” A descrip- 
tion of his school may bo found in 
E. P. Peabody's '^Kocord of a 
School” (1831). 

ALOOTT, Louisa Mayt daughter 
of Amos Bronson Alcott, born at 
Germantown, Pennsylvania, in 
1833. She began to write at an 
early ago, and her first book, 
"Pairy Talcs,” was published in 
1856. During tho civil war she 
was a hospital nurse, and in 38G8 
published a voliuno of ^'Ilospilal 


Sketches,” made up from letters 
which she had written to her 
family. In 1863 she became a con- 
tributor to the Atlantic Monthly^ 
She has published several novels, 
among which are "Moods,” 1801; 
" Morning Glories and other 
Stories,” 18G7 ; " Little Women,” 
1808; "An Old-Pashionod Girl,” 
1869 ; " Little Men,” 1871 ; "Work 5 
a Story of Experience,” 1873 5 
"Cupid and Chow-Chow: and 
other Stories,” 1873 ; " Eight 

Cousins : or the Aunt HiU,” 1876 ; 
" Silver Pitches and other Stories,” 
1870; "Rose in Bloom,” a sequel 
to “ Eight Cousins,” 1877 ; " Mo- 
dem Mepliistophcles ” (anony 
mously), 1877 j " Under the 
Lilacs,” 1878; "Jack and Jill,”

ALBBIOK, Ihomas Bailey, & 
distinguished American author, 
was bom at Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, Hov. 11, 1836. He en- 
tered tho eountiug-honso of his 
uncle, a New York merchant, 
where he remained three years, 
during which period he began to 
write for the jornmals. and was 
afterwards for a time proof-reader. 
Ho has contributed prose and verse 
to various periodicals, most of 
which have subsequently been 
published separately. Among the 
collected volumes are " The Bells,” 
1856; "The Ballad of Baby Bell 
and other Poems,” 1866; '“'The 
Course of True Love never id Bun 
Smooth,” 1858 ; "Pampinea and 
other Pooms,” 1861 ; a volume of 
"Poems,” 1805; "Cloth of Gold 
and other Poems,” 1871; "Flower 
mid Thom.” 1876; "Lyrics and 
Sonnets,” 1880; "Friar Jerome's 
Beautiful Book,” 1881 • From 
Ponkapog to Pcsih,” 1883; and 
"Mercedes and Lator Lyrics,” 
188<1>. Among his prose tales are 
" Daisy's Necklace and What Oamo 
of it," 1857 ; " Out of hia Head, a 
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Romniico in Proso/^ 1862 j "The 
Story of a Bad Boy/' 1809 ; " Mar- 
gery Daw,” 1873 ; Prudonco 
Palfrey/' 187 1 ; " The Queen of 
Sheba/' 3877; and "Stillwater 
Tragedy/' 1880, He has been for 
Bouie years editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Boston. 

AIiEXANDEB HI. (Alesandro- 
vitch), Emperor and Autocrat 
OP All the Eussias, who suc- 
ceeded to tho ilu'one on the murder 
of his father by Nihilist con- 
spirators on March 13, N.S. 1881, 
was bom March 10, 1815. Eor 
some time after his elevation to 
the throne he seldom appeared in 
public, but lived in the closest re- 
tirement at Gatchina, being in 
constant dread of the machina- 
tions of tho secret societies of 
Socialists. His coronation tooh 
place at Moscow, May 27, 1883. 
lie married, in 1860, Mary-Pcodo- 
rovna (foriueidy Mary Sophia Fro- 
dnrica Dagmar), daughter of Chris- 
tian IX., King^ of Denmark, and 
sister of the Princess of Wales and 
the King of Greece. The principal 
concern of the Czar has been to 
put down Nihilism; to developo 
the military power of Eussia ; to 
organise her Asiatic and Caucasian 
proviucos ; and to keep a steady 
eye upon Constantinople. By 
moans of the ability and watchful- 
ness of Prince Bismarck, the 
DreiJcaiserhimil (League of the 
Three Emperors) has been consoli- 
toecl, as was shown by the meet- 
ings at Skiemivice (Poland) in 
188 1 ; and more especially by the 
recent action of Eussia in Bul- 
garia. The Czar never forgave 
his cousin Alexander of Bntton- 
burg for acting independently of 
EuBBia m the crisis of 1885 ; and 
lately his vengeance has been con- 
auamnated, with tlie free consent 
of Germany and with the acquies- 
cence of Austria. 

ALEXANBEE of Batlenherg, 
recently Prince of Bulgaria, is 
the son of Prince Alexander of 
Battenberg (Hesse)^ brother of 


the late Empress of Eussia, and 
was bom April 6, 1857. His 
mother, born Goiintess von Xauok, 
was the daughter of a former Polish 
Minister of War, and was raised to 
the rank of Princess on her mor- 
ganatic inarriago with the ruler of 
Hesse. Tho ex- Prince of Bulgaria 
is a second son of this union, an 
elder brother serving in tho English 
Navy. Prince Alexander served 
with the Eiissian army during tho 
war with Turkey. Parb of tho lime 
he rode in the ranks of the 8th 
Eegimcnt of Dhlans, and he was 
also attaohed to the staff of Prince 
Charles of Koumania, ns well ns to 
the Eliasian head-quarters. H e was 
present with Prince Ohaidos at the 
siege of Plevna, and crossed the 
Balkans with General Gonrko. 
Soon after rotm’ning to Germany 
from the Euaso-Turlrfsh campaign 
he was transforrod from the Ilcs- 
pian Eegiuient of Dragoons, to 
which h© had helonged, to the 
Prussian Life Guards, and did 
garrison duty in Potsdam. He was 
elected hereditary Prince of Bul- 
garia by the Assembly of Notables 
at OMmova, April 29, 1879, and by 
a vote of the Grand National 
Assembly on July 13, 1881, he was 
invested with extraordinary legis- 
lative powers for seven years. Ho 
was aijpointed an honorary Knight 
Companion of the Order of tho Bath 
in June, 1879. Prince Alexander's 
decision on the revolution of Pliilip- 
popolia led to tho declaration of wiir 
against Bulgaria by King Milnn, 
of Seiwia, in 1883, when the Prince 
at once proved himself more than 
equal to his neighboui*. Although 
the Bulgarian army was tho siiirUl- 
er and quite inexperienced, Pidiico 
Alexander, by Ins groat personal 
bravely and strategic skill, ob- 
tflined several victories, and on the 
intervention of tho European 
Powers, King Milan was obliged 
to consent to a ^rroaty of Peace, 
which was signed at Bucharest. 
By consenting to tlio union of 
tho two Bulgarioa, Prince Alex- 
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ander incurred ilie jealousy and 
displeasure of the Cssai^who struck 
Ilia name off the Eussiau army list. 
The position ot the Prince con- 
tinued exceedingly difficult until 
on Eriday, August 20thj 1886j part 
of his army, influenced by Russian 
intrigue, revolted and forced him 
to sign his abdication. He Tvas 
taken prisoner and carried down the 
Danube to Russian territory, but 
the outburst of popular indignation 
in Bulgaria secured his liberation, 
and he returned a few days later 
to his country, meeting with an 
enthusiastic reception at Eustchuk, 
Philippopolia, and Sofia. It was 
all, however, of no avail j for the 
Prince decided that he could not 
make head against his Eussian 
onomies, and ho formally abdi- 
cated, liis iilace being temporarily 
taken by a Council of Regency. 

ALEXANPEE, Lient. -Pan. Sir 
James Edward, O.B., of 'Westerton, 
CO. Stirling, oldest son of the late 
Mr, Edward Alexander, of Powis, 
00 , Claclcmtiunan (a descendant of 
the Alexanders of Menslno, after- 
wards Earls of Stirling), was bom 
in 1803, and educated at the col- 
leges of Edinburgh, Glasgow, and 
Sandhurst. Having entered the 
army, ho hold several staff and 
other axipointmcnta in India, lat the 
Cape, and in North America, and 
took part in the Burmese, Persian, 
Turkish, Portuguese, and Kaffir 
wars. He was emidoyed in 1830-7 
on an expedition of discovery in the 
intei’ior of Africa, receiving for his 
services the honour of knighthood, 
and he also explorodfor the Govern- 
ment in the forests of America. He 
eoinmandod the 14th regiment at 
the siege and captiu'e of Sebastopol, 
Eund held a command in Now Zea- 
land during the war. Sir James 
is the author of several volumes 
of travel, including ''Excursions 
in Wes bem Africa," "An Exiiedi- 
tion into Southern Africa," "Ex- 
Xfiorations in. British America," 
"Sketches in Poriugal,^^ " Trans- 
atlantic Sketches," " Travels from 


India to England," " Travels 
through Russia and the Crimea," 
and of "Translations from the 
Persian," a "Life of the Duke of 
Wellington," and" Passages in the 
Life of a Soldier,” Sir James, who 
is a lieutenant- general in the army, 
has boon decorated for his public 
services with several foreign orders 
and war medals, and is a S’ellow of 
the Royal Society of Ediuhurgh and 
of the Scottish Antiquaries, and of 
the Royal Geographical and Royal 
Asiatic Societies. In 1875 he went 
bO Egypt to arrange for the trans- 
port of Cleopatra’s Needle to 
London. He was nominated a

AIEXAKPER, The Right Rev. 
William, D.D., Bishop of Deri'y 
and Raphoc, son of a clergyman 
beneficed in tlic north of Ireland, 
and nephew of Dr. Alexander, late 
Bisliop of Meath, and cousin of the 
Earl of Caledon, was born at 
Londonderry, April 13, 182 J. He 
was educated at Tunbridge School, 
and at Exeter and Braseuose Col- 
leges, Oxford, Avhero ho graduated 
B.A. and M.A. Having entered 
holy orders, he served a curacy in 
the north of Ireland, and was pre- 
ferred to one or two livings in 
the gift of the Bishop of Derry. 
He was formerly Rector of Canius- 
juxto-Morne, co. Tyrone, and Chap- 
lain to the Marquis of Aborcorn, 
Lord-Lieuterant of Ireland, In 
1861 he was nominated to Iho 
Deanery of Emly, and in 1807 was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 
chair of poetry at Oxford.

liis mission^ and the latter rendered 
himself conspicuous hy his general 
intelligeuco and aptitude for diplo- 
macy. In 18G1 ho was appointed 
First Secretary to tho Ottoman 
Embassy at Paris, and when in 
18G2 he went on leave of absence 
to Constantinople, the Goyomment 
entrusted him with the delicate 
mission of Commissionor to Servia 
after tho bombardment of Bel- 
grade. Owing to his address and 
hict he succeeded in settling nearly 
all tho difflcultics. Whilst 
forming those functions, ho was in 
1B65 placed in charge of tho poli- 
tical direction of the province of 
Bosnia. In 1863 ho was appointed 
member of tho Council of State, 
and afterwards undertook several 
other missions, In 1869 ho was 
uomiuatod to the important x^ost 
of Under-Secrctary of State at tho 
Ministry of Public Works. He 
remained in that office rmtil 1870, 
when he was made governor of 
Erzoroum, and nf lerwnrda of Trebi- 
zond, on which occasion he was 
raised to the dignity of Pasha. In 
1872 ho hcoamo Prefect of Con- 
stontinoido, where ho introduced ' 
several important reforms, and in 
S^tombor, 1873, he 'H'^as sont as ; 
ambassador from tho Ottoman 
Porte to tlie French Eepublic. lie 
was rocallod in Ian, 1876, and 
appointed Govomor-Geueral of the 
Herzegovina. A few days before 
his deposition by the Softas (May 
30, 187G), tho late Sultan Abdul- 
Aziz appointed Ali Pasha Governor- 
General of Scutari, in Northern 
Albania. 

ALISON, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Arohibald, bort., K.C.B., sou of 
Sir Archibald Alison, the first 
baronet, author of "The History of 
Europe," was born at Edinburgh, 
Jan. 21, 1826, and received ^ 
education in the UniversitieB of 
Glasgow and Edinburgh. Entering 
tlie military service of his country 
in 1846, he became a captain in the 
72nd Highlanders in 1853 > brovot- 
nmjor in 1836 j lieutenant-colonel 


in 1858 i and colonel in 1867. In 
the latter year he succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father, He served in the Crimea 
at the siege and fall of Sebastopol j 
in India, during the mutiny, as 
MilitiU'y Secretory on the staff of 
the late Lord Clyde ; and on the 
Gold Coast as Brigadier-General of 
the European Brigade, and second 
in command of the Ashantee Expe- 
dition in 1873-4. He commanded 
his brigade at tho battle of Amoa- 
ful, the capture of Bo(|uah, tho 
action of Ordahsu, and the fall of 
Cooinassic. Ho lost an arm at the 
relief of Lucknow. Sir Archibald 
was Assistant Adjutant-General at 
Aldershot £vom Oct. 1870 to Oct, 
1871, and Beimty Adjutant-Gene- 
ral in Ireland from Oct. 1874 to 
Oct. 1877, when ho was promoted 
to the rank of major-general. 
Subsequently he was appointed 
Commandant of the Staff College 
in Jau. 1878, and Chief of the In- 
telligence Deijartmont at the War 
Office in May, 1878. He commanded 
I the 1st brigade, 2nd division, in 
the military expedition dispatched 
to Egypt in 1882. A few days 
after the bombardment of Alex- 
andria by Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
a small body of British troops was 
landed (July l7), under the com- 
mand of Sir Archibald Alison, who 
was, however, neiHior able nor 
authorized to strike a blow at 
Arabi’s aiiuy. He confined his 
proceedings at first to scciuing a 
position covering Alexandria, and 
occupying the line of railway which 
oonnoctod Alexandria with the 
suburb of Bamleli. At the decisive 
battle of Tel-el-Kebir he led the 
Highland brigade which fought 
so gaHantly on that memorable 
occasion 3 and after Arabics sur- 
render a British army of occupa- 
tion, consisting of 12,000 men, 
under tlie command of Sir Archi- 
bold Alison, was left in Egypt to 
restore order and to protect the 
Khedive. Sir Arehibnld was in- 
cluded in tho thanks of Parliament 
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for liis energy and gallaniry^ and 
was promoted to the rank of licn- 
tenant-general (Nov. 1882). In 
May 1883, li© was compelled hy 
the state of his health to relinquish 
the command of the army of occu- 
pation in Egypt, and to return 
home. In Aug. 1883, he vras ap- 
pointed to the command at Aider- 
shot, and in Peb. 1883, he became 
adjutant-general. In Oct. 1883, he 
resumed the command at Aldershot 
on the return of Lord IVolseloy 
from Egypt. He published an able 
treatise, On Army Organization,” 
in 1869. 

ALLEN, Grant, was bom at 
Kingston, Canada, Peb. 21, 1848, 
and educated at Merton College, 
Oxford. Mr. AUen began to write 
early, and soon established a repu- 
tation as one of the most popular 
of scientide authors, his exjjositions 
of Iho Darwinian theory being 
poi’ticulaidy vivid, clear, and cap- 
tivating. Besides a multitude of 
contributions to periodical litera- 
ture, ho has written the following 
books : — " Pliysioloffical JSsthe- 
tics,” 1877} ^*^The Colour Sense,” 
1879 ; " The Evolutionist at Largo,” 
1831 j " Anglo - Saxon Britain,” 
1831; “Vignettes from Nature,” 
1881 } " Colours of Flowers,” 1882 ; 
“ Colin Clout’s Calendar,” 1883 j 
“Flowers and their Pedigrees,” 
1884; "Charles Darwin” (in Mr. 
Andrew Lang’s series of "English 
Worthies”), 1886; "Babylon,” a 
novol, 1883 ; and " For Mamie’s 
Sake,” 1880. 

ALjLIBONE, Samuel Austin, 
LL.D., born in Philadelpliia, -Aiiril 
17, 1810. Eaidy in life ho acquired 
a high reiiutation for his attain- 
ments in English literature, and 
though engaged in luorcantilo pur- 
suits, his favourite studies were 
not neglected. The first volume of 
his great work, "A Critical Dic- 
tion^*y of English Literature, and 
British and American Authors,” 
was published in 1858, and the 
third (the last) in 1871. The three 
large volumes contain notices of 


46,499 authors, and 40 classified 
indexes of subjects. He has con- 
tributed aiticlcB to tho Norili 
American BevieWj and other periodi- 
cals, and has published several 
tracts and religious essays. lie 
was, for several years, the editor of 
the publications of tlio American 
Sunday Soliool Union, and has pub- 
lished "Alphaboticftl Index to the 
New Testament,” 1809 ; " Union 
Bible Companion,” 1871 ; "Poetical 
Quotations from Chaucer to Tenny- 
son,” 1873 ; "Prose Quotations 
from Socrates to Macaulay,” 1876 ; 
and " Great Autliora of All Ages,” 
1879. He is now connected with 
the Lenox Library, New York. 

ALLIES, Thomas William, the 
son of a gentleman of Bristol, was 
horn in 1813, and educaLod at Eton, 
where he obtained the Newcastle 
SchohirshiiJ. He afterwards became 
in succession Soliolar and Follow of 
Wadham OoUege, Oxfo7‘d, whore ho 
graduated B.A . in 1832, talcing a 
first-class in classics. Ho became 
examining chaplain to Dr, Blom- 
field. Bishop of London, who 
appointed him, in 4842, to the 
rectory of Lauutou, Oxfoi’dahiro, 
which he resigned in 4850, on 
becoming a Komau Catholic. Ho 
had previously published a volume 
of Bormons, a work, entitled, "The 
Church of England cleared from the 
charge of Schism, upon tostimomes 
of Councils and Fathers of the first 
six centuries,” 1846, 2nd cd., 18dS; 
and "Joumtd in Franco in 1815 
and 1848, with "Lottors from Italy 
in 1847— of Things and Persons 
concerning the Cliiu'ch and Educa- 
tion,” 1819. To give tho grounds 
of his conversion ho wrote, " The 
See of St. Peter, tlio Book of the 
Church, the Source of Jurisdiction 
and the Centro of Unity,” 1830; 
preceded by, "Tlio Hoyal Supre- 
macy viewed in reference to the 
4wo Sphitual Powers of Order tind 
Jurisdiction,” 1850, Ho has since 
written " St. Peter, his Name and 
Office as set forth in Holy Scrip- 
toe,” 1862, 2nd ed., 1871 ; "The 
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Formation of Christcndon," Simrts, 
1865 — 1o \ Dr. Puscy and the 
Ancient Clinrch,” 1866 j " Per 
Crueem acl Lucem^ tho Bosult of a 
Life/' 18V0 j and sevorol other 
-w^orks. Mr. Allies was appointed 
Scorotary to tho Catholic Poor 
School Committeo for Great Britain 
in 1853. 

ALLINCIHAM, Mrs. Helen, eldest 
child of Alexander Ilenry l^atorson, 
M.D.j was horn near Burton-on- 
Trent, Sept. 26, 1818, Tho family 
reinoyed to Altrincham, Cheshire, 
and after Dr. Paterson's death, to 
Birmingham, At the beginning 
of 1867^ Miss Paterson came to 
reside in London tinder the care 
of her aunt, Mias Laura Herford, 
who was on artist, and who, some 
live years previously, had practi- 
cally opened the schools of the 
Koyal Academy to women. Miss 
Paterson herself entered the Boyol 
Academy schools in April, 1807. 
She afterwards drew on wood for 
several illustrated peidoclicnls, and 
eventually hccaine one of tho regu- 
lar staff of the Grap/iic. She also 
furnished illustrations to novels 
running in the Comhill Magazine — 
"Par from tho Madding Crowd 
and " Miss Angel.” In the inter- 
vals of drawing on wood she pro- 
duced several water-colour draw- 
ings. '‘May,” "Dangerous Ground,” 
&C., wore exhibited at the Dudley 
Gallery; "The Milkmaid” and 
" Wait for Mo ” at the Itoyal Aca- 
demy, 1871'. "Young Customers,” 
1876, attracted much attention s as 
did also " Old Men's Gardens, 
Chelsea Hospital,” at the Old 
Water-Coloim Exhibition, 1877. i 
Miss Paterson wasinarriedj Aug. 22, ' 
1874, to Mr. WiUiam AUingham. 
In 1875 she was elected an Associate 
of the Royal Society of Painters in 
Water-Colom*. This Soedety does 
noL admit ladies to the honour of 
full membership. Mrs, AUingham 
has also exhibited " The Harvest 
Moon,” " The Clothes-Line,” "The 
Convalescent,” " The Lady of the 
Manor,” "The Childi’en's Tea,” 
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" The W ell,” " Lessons,” and many 
scenes of En glish rural life. Among 
her later works arc several portraits 
of Tnomas Carlyle. A special ex- 
hibition of Mrs, AUingham' B draw- 
ings was held in 1886 at the rooms 
of tho Pine AH Society, and had 
great success. 

ALLINGHAM, William, was horn 
at Bally shannon, on the pictui esquo 
River Erne, in the north-west of 
Ireland, a locality to which many 
of his lyrics refer, and where his 
family, originoUyEnglish, had been 
settled during many generations. 
After contributing to the Ai/icna. 
unh Ifonseholcl Words (in the first 
number of which "The Wayside 
Well” appeared), and other perio- 
dicals, his first volume, " Poems,” 
was published in 1860 j in 1854 
appeared ''Day and Night Songs,” 
and in 1856 on enlarged edition of 
the same, with illustrations byD. G, 
Rosetti, Millais, and A. Hughes; 
" Laurence Bloomfield in Ireland ; a 
Modem Poem, in twelve chapters,” 
fi.r&t appeared in Ejusc/s Magazine^ 
and sxibscquently in a volume, 1869 , 
Mr. AUingham was for some years 
editor of Fraser , to which he also 
contributed many prose articles. A 
volume entitled, "Songs, Poems, 
and Ballads," was puhUslied in 
1877, and contains revised versions 
of many former pieces, with the 
addition of many others "now first 
collected.” In 1888 appeared 
" Evil May-Day,” also " Ashby 
Manor; a Play;” and in 1884, 
" Blaokbcrrics.” 

ALLMAN, George James, M.D., 
LL.D.,P.B.C.S.I.,P.R.S.,P.R.9.B.. 
M.E.I.A., P.L.S., oorr. M.Z.S.L., 
member of the Royal Dublin So- 
ciety, and honorary luemher of 
various British and foreign so- 
cieties, horn at Cork in 1812, was 
educated at the Belfast Academic 
Institution, and graduated in Arts 
and Medicine in tlie University of 
Dublin. Uis early attachment to 
civil and religious liberty and his 
sense of tho injustice of tlie laws 
then affecting Roman Catholics,. 
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caused liim to throw liiiusolf 
warmly into tho liberal side of 
Irish politics^ and take an active 
interest in the movement^ which 
resulted in the passing of the Oa** 
thoHc Emancipation Act. This di- 
rection of his mind to i>olitic3 
mainly decided Him in studying 
for the Irish bar His love of bio- 
logical soicncOj however, which had 
from an early age taken possession 
of him, proved too strong, and, 
before he had comidetud the re- 
quired number of terms, he gave 
up tho study of law for that of 
modicine. In 1811 ho graduated 
in Medicine in tho University of 
Dublin, and in the same year was 
appointed to the JRogius Professor- 
ship of Botany in that university, 
when he relinquislicd all further 
tliought of medical practice. In 
1851 he was elected a Follow of the 
Eoyal Hocicty, and in 1855 he re- 
signed his professorship in tho 
University of Dublin on his ap- 
pointment to the Kegius Profes- 
sorship of Natural History in the 
University of Edinburgh, which 
he hold until 1870, when the state 
of his health obliged him to resign 
it. Shortly after this the honorary 
degree of LL.D, was conferred on 
him by the University of Edin- 
burgh, His chief sciontidc laboms 
have been among the lower mem- 
bers of the animal kingdom, to the 
investigation of whose structure 
and development he has specially 
devoted lumself . For his researches 
in this department of biology the 
Koyal Society of Edinburgh 
awarded to him in 1872 tho Bi?a- 
bonc Pnze i in tho following year 
a Boyal Medal was awarded to him 
hy the Royal Society of London; 
and in 1878 ho received the Cun- 
ningham Gold Modal from tlio 
Royal Irish Academy. He was one 
of the Gouvmiasioners apj^ointed by 
Govominent in 187G to inquire into 
the state of tho Queen’s CoUogcs 
in Ireland. Soon after hie olection 
to the Edinburgh chair he was no- 
minated one of the Oomniissionors 


of Scottish Fisheries, an honorary 
X>ost which he continued to hold 
until the abolition of tho Board in 
1881. On the occasion of tho geno'* 
ral election in 1871', tho committed 
for securing tho return of a Liberal 
member for the borough of Baiidon 
selected him for nomination, at tho 
same time offering to I'clicvo him 
from the neoossity of pledging him- 
Bolf on any of tho special questions 
which thou formed a prominent 
element in Irish politics, hut he 
declined the lU'oiTcrcd honour. The 
samo year, on the resignation of 
Mr. Bonthaiu, ho was uloctod to 
tho presidency of tho Linuoan So- 
ciety, a post which ho hold until 
1883, when he resigned it in favour 
of Sir J. Lubbock, In 1878 ho wiia 
elected Prosidont of the British 
Association for tho Advancement 
of Science at the meeting licld at 
Sheffield in 1870. On the coiniilc- 
tion of tho exj>]oring voyage of tho 
Challenger j” the large collection 
of Hydroida made during that 
great expedition was assigned to 
him for determination and descrip- 
tion — a service which ho had al- 
ready performed for the Hydroida 
coRectod during the exploration of 
the Gulf Stream under tho direction 
of tho United States Govornmoni. 
Results of his original investiga- 
tions arc contained in memoirs 
published in tho Philosophical 
Transactions, tho Traiisaotions of 
the Royal Society of Edinburgh, 
the Transactions of the Roynl Irish 
Academy, and tho Transaotions of 
the Linnean and Zoological Socie- 
ties of London ; as wcU m in Re- 
ports presented to the British As- 
sociation for tho Advancement of 
Science, to the Mus. Comp. Zool. 
Harvard University, and to tho 
Commission of the '^Challenger" 
Exploration; and in connmmica- 
tions to theAjiTiaZs ofNatvmlUistoryi 
tho Quarterly Journal of Mieroscopic 
Science^ and other sciontillo jour- 
nals.

Jon 20, 1876 In Ihe lattei yeaa, 
also, ho vas elected a Kmghiof 
the Thud Class of the GoldenLion 
of Nassau , in 1877, a Knight of 
the Thud Class of the Ciown of 
PiuBBia, and an honoioiy member 
of tho !^yal Scottish Academy , in 
j 1878 he obtained a first-class medal 
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at the Paris International Exhibi- 
tion, and ho was nominated an 
Oflicor of the Leefion of Ilonotir in 
the same year. Mr. Alma-Tadema 
was elected a Eoyal Acamcdiciau 
June 19, 1879.

This lady is 
an accompUshed artist and naa 
exhibited several pictures at the 
Eoyal Academy, at the Society of 
French Artists and at the Gros- 
venor Gallery. 

A U A D E IT B, Prlnoe. Amadeo 
Ferdinando Maria, Duke of Aosta, 
formerly Iling of Spain, is the 
second son of the late Victor Em- 
manuel, King of Italy, and was 
born May 30, 1816. Entering tlio 
army, ho hecamo captain of a bri- 
gade of infantry at Aosta, then 
lieutenant-general and chief of u 
brigade of cavalry. In 1800 ho 
was also appointed vice-admiral. 
Marshal Prim, after the revolution 
of 1868, offered tho Spanish crown 
first to the ICing of Portugal, next 
to tho Duke of Genoa, and after- 
wards to the Prince Leopold, all of 
whom refused it. Finally, he fixed 
on the young Duke of Aosta, who, 
on Oct, 19, 1870, formally an- 
nounced his candidature to the 
Eegont Serrano. On the 10th of 
the following month tho Cortes 
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clouted liiiu ICinf? of Si3am by 191 
votes against 120* i 0 1 deputies 
voting for tlio Republic, 22 for the 
Duke do Montpensier, 8 for Mar- 
shal Espoi'tcrOj 2 for the Infant 
Alfonso^ and 1 for the Duko do 
Mont^ensier's daughter, while 18 
deputies abstained from voting. A 
doputation immediately proceeded 
to Florence to convey to tlio Duko 
of Aosta the offer of the crown, 
which he formally acoex^ted Dec. 4, 
1870. The young king landed at 
Cartagena on Dec, 30, the very day 
Marshal Prim expired from the 
wounds received at tho hands of 
an assassin a few hours previously. 
His reign was a hiuef and troublous 
one. He was unpopular with tho 
masses of tho Spanish people, whose 
dislike to foreigners is a marked 
trait in their Varactor; and his 
position, which had never been se- 
cure, became extremely dangerous 
in the summer of 1872, when a 
Carlist rising took x>hice in the 
northern provinces, and an insur- 
rection broke out almost simul- 
taneously among the sailors and 
the workmen in the arsenal at 
Perrol, who hoisted the rod flag, 
and for some time set the govern- 
ment at deflauoe. On the 19th of 
June in that year on unsuccessful 
atfceiux^t to assassinate the King and 
Queen was made by flve men, who 
posted tliomsolves in the Gallo 
Arnal in Madrid, and fired upon 
tho carriage of their Majesties. At 
length Amadeo prudently resolved 
to abdicate. On Peb, 11, 1873, he 
addressed to tho Cories a message, 
in which he stated that in oon- 
se^uenco of tiie incessant struggles 
of contending parties hin efforts to 
give peoco and prosperity to the 
country must i^rovo futile, and 
that therefore ho had determined 
to depose the crown, The very next 
day the Duke and his oonaort loft 
Madrid, and proceeded first to Lis- 
bon, and tlience to Genoa, where 
they landed on the 9th of March. 
Tho Duke arrived in Florence on 
tho IGtli, Immediately on his re- 


turn from Spain he resumed tho 
status of on Italian citizen. On 
March 14, 1873, his Eoyal Highness 
was again enrolled in the list of 
Senators j and in the Chamber of 
Deputies, Signor SeDa, the Minister 
of Finance, i)resented a bill for re- 
storing to him his allowance from 
the civil list, viz,, 400,000 lire. The 
bill passed almost unanimously. 
At this period, also. King Victor 
Emmaniiel conferred on the Duke 
of Aosta the rank of lieutenant- 
general. The Duke married. May 
30, 1867, the Pi’inoess Mary (born 
Aug. 9, 1847), daughter of Prince 
Charles Emmanuel del Pozzo della 
Cistema (she died Nov. 7, 1876) j 
and has three sons, Emmanuel 
Philibert Victor Eugfeiio Albert 
Genova Joseph Mary, Duke of Aim- 
lia, bora Jan. 13, 1869 ; Victor Em- 
manuel Turin John MAry, Count of 
Turin, born Nov. 24, 1870: and 
Louis Amadeus Joseph Mary Fei'di- 
uaud Francis, born Jan. 81, 1873. 

AMABI} Mlohele, was bom at 
Palermo, July 7, 1800. Having 
obtained a knowledge of English, 
he published at Polorino, in 1832, a 
translation of Sir Walter Scott’s 
‘^Marmion.’’ His "Guerra dol 
Vespro Sioiliano,” in 1842, was sup- 
pressed, and Amaii was ordered to 
repair to Naples. Instead, how- 
ever, in doing so, he took refuge in 
France, where he wrote "A History 
of the Mussulmans in Sicily.” In 
1818 ho retiumed to Palermo, hav- 
ing been apx^oiuted Professor of 
Public Law, and shoi'tly afterwords 
was elected Vice-President of the 
Committee of War. He was sent 
on a diplomatic mission by the pro- 
visional government to England 
and France. While at Paris ho 
published a pamphlet, entitled, 
" La Sicile et les Bourbons,” 1849, 
relating to the rights of the Neapo- 
litan sovereign and the Sicilians. 
On the re&umx^tion of hostilities, 
he returned to Palermo in 1849, 
but the cause of the SiciHans was 
by that time hopeless, and Signor 
Amori hastened back to the French 
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capital, where lie devoted himself 
to literary piu'snits until 18G0, 
wlien he was emihlod to return to 
his native country. In tlio follow- 
ing year ICing victor Emmanuel 
conferred upon him the rank of 
senator. Ho gave hia support to 
Count Cavour, tlirough whose inte- 
rest he was appointed President of 
the Lieutenancy of Sicily, with 
the portfolio of Einanco ; and auh- 
sequenidy Governor of Modena. 
Xu 1862 he hecome Minister of 
Public Instruction. Signor Amari 
has contributed many papers on 
the language and history of the 
Aa’abs to the Revue archdologique 
and Le Jovninl asiaiique. Ho has 
also xmblishod an English trans- 
lation of the " Solwan of Ibn 
Djafer. His ''' History of the Sici- 
lian Vespers,*' mentioned above, 
was translated into English iiy 
Lord Ellesmere. In lS^ri> Signor 
Amari was elected one of the 
foreign nienibcrs of tho Erench 
Academy, and in 1875 be received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy and Literature from 
the University of Leyden. He was 
nresidont of the Congress of Orien- 
talists held at Eloronce in Sept. 
1878. 

ANBEEBONt The Eev. William 
Henry, S.J., an English divine of 
the i^mau CathoUc commnnion, 
was bom in Spring Gardens, Lon- 
don, Dec. 26, 1816, and is a nephew 
of Cardinal Manning. Aftei' taking 
orders in the Established Church, 
he was presented in 1846 to the 
vicarage of St. Margaret’s with 
Knighton, Leicester', but I'csignod 
that living in 1850, and the some 
year was received, at Pai’is, into 
the Roman Catholic Church. He 
'^en studied theology in Romo, 
and in 1853 was ordmnod priest. 
Erom 1856 to 186 he held office in 
the Catholic University, Dublin. 
He received hia de^ee of D.D. 
from Rome in 1860, hxt ceased to 
be BO designated on entering the 
Society of Jesus, in which, after 
the usual t^vo yeai*s’ noviciate, he 


took the first vows in 1874. Father 
Anderdon has 'acquired consider- 
able reputation as a preacher and 
writer on Church history and con- 
troversy. He is at present on tho 
staff of tho Jesuit church of the 
Holy Name, Manchester. Since 
joining tlie Roman Catholic Church 
he has edited " St. Eranois and tho 
Ercanciscans/* and "Purgatory Sur- 
veyed,” and has written tho fol- 
lowing worts, many of which have 
passed through several editions in 
England or America, some being 
translated into Eronoh and Ger- 
man : — “ Boimeval, a Story of the 
Fronde,” 3857 ; " Owen Evans, tho 
Catholic Crusoe,” 1862 j "After- 
noons with tho Saints,” 1863 j "In

ANBEESON, Elizabeth Garrett-, 
M.D.j eldest daughter of Nowsoin 
Garrett, Esq., of Aldeburgh, Suf- 
folk, was bom in London in 1837, 
and educated at homo, and at a 
private school. Miss Elizaljctli 
Garrett began to study mediciiio 
at Middlesex Hospital in 1860 ; 
completed tho modical curriculum 
at St. jlndrow’s, Edinburgh, mid 
tho London Hospital; and passed 
the exiuiiination at Axmthooarios' 
Hall, receiving the diploma of 
L.S.A. in Oct. 1865. Slio was 
appointed General Medical At- 
todant to St. Mary's Disponsoi’y 
in Juno, 3866; obtained tho de- 
gree of M.D. from tho University 
of Paris in 1870, and in tho same 
year was appointed ono of tho 
visiting physicians to tho East 
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London Hospital for Children and 
Dispensary for Women. On Nov, 
2dj 1870, Miss Garrett was elected 
a member of the London School 
Board, being returned by a large 
majority at iho head of the poll 
for Marylebone. She was married 
Peb. 9, 1871, to Mr. I. G, S. Ander- 
son, of the Orient line of steam- 
ships to Australia. In 1872, Mrs. 
Anderson aided in the establish- 
ment and organization of the New 
Hospital for Women, 222, Marjrle- 
bone Road, of whidi the acting 
medical stall is composed entirely 
of women. Mrs. Anderson has 
been for some years its Senior 
Visiting Physician. She is also 
Dean and Lecturer on Medicine at 
the London School of Medicine for 
Women, Brunswick Square. She 
is on the Councils of Queen's Col- 
lege and of Bedford College, and 
of the North London Collegiate 
School for Girls. In 1885 she 
visited Australia and spent several 
months in New South Wales. Mrs. 
Garrett - Anderson continues to 
practise in Loudon as a physician 
for women and children. She has 
wriLten various papers on medical 
and social questions. 

ANPEB90N, Mary, American ac- 
Iress, was born at Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, 28 July, 1839. Her parents 
moved to Kentucky when she was 
only six months old, and her home 
was at Louisville in that State 
until she went on the stage in her 
seventeenth year. Her drst repre- 
sentation was as Juliet, 27 Nov. 
1876, and her youth and beauty 
compensating for her lack of dra- 
matic training, she had a most 
marked success. After travelling 
for a few years in the South and 
West i^G mode her appearance 
before Eastern audiences in tho 
large seaboard cities in 1880, where 
she was os warmly received as she 
had previously beon in smaller 
places. Her career from the first 
has boon one of unchecked pros- 
perity, and few actors have mot 
with more popular favour than 


has Miss Anderson. She has twice 
visited England, once in 1879, on 
pleasure only, and again in 188 1-85, 
professionally, when she played at 
the^ Lyceum Theatre, during Mr. 
Irving's absence in America. It 
was during this last visit that the 
Memorial Theatre at Stratford-on- 
Avon was opened by Miss Anderson 
as Rosamoivil in "As You Like It," 
and her ijortroit in that character 
forms one of the panels in the 
theatre. Her principal parts have 
been Juliet, Bianca (in "Pazio"), 
Julia (in "The Hunchback”), 
Bivadne, Meg Mennliee, Pauline (in 
"Lady of Lyons”), Galatea, Olarice 
(in Comedy and Tragedy”), Par- 
ihenia and Rosamond, Her home 
is near Long Branch, not far from 
New York. 

ANDERSON, Lloutenant-Oeneral 
William Warden, second son of the 
late Sir George Anderson, K.C.B., 
Governor of we Mauritius and of 
Ceylon, was bom at Surat, in India, 
1821, and appointed cornet in the 
2nd Bombay Lancers in 1810. He 
served through the Punjaub cam- 
paign of 1818 ; and was x^resent at 
the siege and capture of Mooltan, 
as well as the siege of Awah and of 
Kotah, 1857. He served through- 
out the Indian Mutiny, 1857, and 
was severely wounded in the 
engagement witli the rebels at 
Gwahor. Prom 1858 to 1867, he 
acted as Assistant-Political Resi- 
dent, and Superintendent of the 
Guicowar's contingent of horse, in 
Katywar. ^ Prom 1867 to 1874 he 
was Political Agent in that pro- 
vince. He was promoted to brevet- 
major for services at Gwalior, 
against the rebels, 1857, and was 

laced on the reserve list in 1874, 

aving served his full time for the 
rank of colonel. He received the 
tlmnks of tho GovemoT-Gener^ 
of India more than once, for the 
efficient manner in which he had 
discharged the duties of PoHtioal 
Agent in Katywar. 

ANDRA8BT (Count), JuUns, a 
Hiingarian statesman, born at Zem < 
n 
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plin, ou IVIiirclx 8, 1828j tho son of 
Count Charles Andrassy, whose 
efforts to promote the scientific and 
industrial progress of his country 
arc well knoAvn. lie suroeedod his 
father (avIio died in 1^.5) as Presi- 
dent of the Society fo*Ecgulating 
the Course of the Biver Theiss ; 
and was returned l)y his native 
town to tho Diet of 1817, Avhore he 
rose to distinction in consequence 
of his oratorical poAvers and poli- 
tical tact. To the revolutionary 
movomont of ISJtS he lent all his 
influence ; and^ after the Hungarian 
Government had fled to Dobroezin, 
in 1819, he was despatched on a 
mission to the Porte. On the de- 
feat of the revolution he went into 
exile^ and resided in h'mnce and 
England until the general amnesty 
of 1857 enabled him to return to 
his native country. Being oloctcd 
a member of tho Hungarian Diet 
ill IbGO, he gave a hearty support 
to the Detik party, and was nomi- 
nated Vice-President. On the re- 
organization of the Austrian 
ompiTo, and the constitution of a 
Hungarian ministry in 1867, ho 
was appointed Prime Minister of 
Hungary, and charged with the 
department of tiie defence of the 
country. Among the iirincipnl 
events of his hdministration were 
the civil and political emancipation 
of the Jews, and the raising of a 
largo sum of money to extend and 
complete the railway system in 
Hungary. At the general election of 
18C9 lie was unanimously roturnod, 
by the electors of Pesth, to tho 
Hungarian Cham]>er of Representa- 
tives. Count Andrassy succeeded 
Count Beust as Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Nov. 1^, 1871, Avhen he re- 
tired from the post of President of 
the Ministry at Pesth. The Em- 
peror of Austria conferred on Count 
^drossy the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, Jan. 1, 1878. He was the 
first plenipotentiary of Austria at 
the Congrebs of Berlin (June — 
July, 1878). Count Andrassy 
retired from office in Aug. 1870. 


ANGUS, Joseph, D.H., Avas born 
Jan. 16, 1816, at Bolam, NorUiuui- 
borland, and educated at King’s 
College, Stejmey College, and 
Edinbimgh, where ho graduated 
in 1836, taking the first prizes in 
nearly all his classes. Ho aa^os 
appointed Secretary of tho Baptist 
Missionary Society in 1840, and 
President of Stepney College in 
1819, which college was removed 
to Regent’s Park in 1857. Hr. 
Angus, who was for several years 
English Examiner to the XJni- 
Tflrsity of London, and to tho 
Indian Civil Service, is the author 
of tho Handbook of the Bible,” 
Handbook of the English 
Tongue,” ''English Literature,” 
"Christ our Life,” and sevei’al 
other Avorka. Ho has also edited 
Butler’s " Analogy and Sermons,” 
with notes, and Ur, Wayland’a 
Moral Science.” Ho avhs a 
membor of tho Now Testainoiit 
Company for tlie Revision of tho 
Scriptures, and for ten years a 
membor of tho London School 
Board. In recent years the col- 
lege at Regent’s Park has made 
IjroAdsiona for largely oxtending its 
A7ork ; and the sum of o630,000 has 
just been contributed to it through 
I)r. Angus, for increasing its 
efficiency. Special chairs are 
founded, and mere than one 
lectureship has been esLablishcd. 

ANNANBALE, Thomas, F.R.S.E., 
was bom at Nowcastle-on-Tyno, 
Feb. 2, 1838,' and educfitod at 
the Nowcastlo Infiimaiy, and tho 
University of Edinburgh. He 
became private assistant to the 
late Professor Symo, Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in the University of 
Edinburgh, and Surgeon and Lpc- 
turor on Surgery to the Edinburgh 
Royal Infirmary. His high repu- 
tation ns a practical and operating 
surgeon and teacher of surgery led 
to his appointment in Oot. 1877, 
as Regius Professor of Clinical Sur- 
gery in tho University of Edin- 
burgh. He is the author of " The 
Malformations, Diseasea, and In- 
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juries of the Fiugers and ToeSj and 
thoir Surgical Treatment,” 1805, 
being the Jaolcsonian Prize Essay 
of the Royal College of SurgooiiB df 
London for I8GI5 '^Abstracts of 
Surgical Princijiles,'^ 18G8 — ^70, 2nd 
edit., 3 87G j Clinical Surgical 
Leotui'ds,^^ 187 4 — *7 5, reported in the 
Medical Times and JDrilish Medi- 
cal Journal ; On the Pathology 
and Operative Treatment of Hip 
Disease,^' 1876 ; and numerous con- 
tributions to professional perio- 
dicals. 

AOSTA, Duke of. See Amabeus. 

AEABI, Ahmed, the leader of 
the military insurrection in Egypt, 
TOS bom of a fellah family, resi- 
dent in a small vilhigo in the pro- 
vince of CharkiMi, in the eastern 
liortiou of Lower Egypt, nearly on 
the borders of the desert. He was 
enlisted in the army during the 
reign of Said Pasha, who initiated 
Tihe system of replacing the foreign 
officers by native Egyptians. Arabi 
was one of those thus selected, and 
ho rose rapidly in rank ; but the 
Viceroy wascapviciotis, and one day 
ho had Aj.'abi punished with some 
hundred blows of a stick, and rele- 
gated him to half-pay. Arabi, who 
had learned to read and write, and 
had compatriots at Ezhei*, the reli- 
gious university of Cairo, went 
thither to stuity science, and al- 
though ho could not complete a 
course which requires about twenty 
years to accomplish, he learnt suf- 
noient to unable him to pass for a 
savant among his colleagues in the 
army. Ismail Pasha restored him 
to the army, and from this time 
Arabi was regardedby his Egyptian 
colleagues as a x>ious and learned 
man, his conduct being, according 
to Mussulman morality, irreproach- 
able. He married the daughter of 
the nurse of El Hami Pasha, son of 
Abbas Pasha, who had been brought 
up in iiho Prinoo^s palace : this af- 
forded him somewhat of a com- 
potence. Luring the Abyssinian 
campaign he managed to have the 
^charge of the transport, and re- 


mained at Massama to forward the 
convoys. After the campaign he 
was emidoyod in the transport of 
pgai* from the Khedive^a factories 
in Upper Egypt, and having a 
quarrel with the manager of tho 
Khedive’s property, he returned to 
Cairo, and was again replaced in 
the army, being at the time lieu- 
tenant-colonel. He became the in- 
timate counsellor of Ali Bey El 
Roubi, who was tho means of raising 
Arabi from his obscurity. During 
the years 1876-S ho organised a soi^ 
of secret society among tho fellah 
officers, which was not noticed, in 
consequence of the events that were 
then engaging the attention of Uic 
Khedive and the State, Some weeks 
previous to the coup d'Mai of I&mail 
Pasha against the European Minis- 
try, sevcinl officers, among whom 
were Awxbi and El Rouln, went to 
Ali Pasha Moubarolc, a fellah of 
Charld&h, and proposed to place 
him at their head to overthrow the 
Khedive and the Eiuopean Minis- 
try. Ali Ptibha Moubaruk, who was 
a member of the Ministry of Wilson 
and Bligni^rtis, related the whole 
to tho Khedive, who had an inter- 
view Avith the society of El !Roubi 
and Ai'abi, and with their aid mide 
the famous revoluUon which 
brought about the fall of tho Euro- 
pean Ministry of 1870. Ismail 
Pasha would doubtless have sup- 
presaed the society had he remained 
a week or a fortnight longer in 
Egyx^t. At the accession of TewHk, 
the bulk of the pubhe were yet ig- 
norant of the name of Arabi. In a 
short time afterwords the Khedive 
made him colonel and entrusted 
him with a regiment. Ali Bey El 
Roubi was sent to Mansourah as 
President of the Tribunal of Eirst 
Instance j bxtt the conspiracy could 
not be desli'oyedj especially because 
no one in the G-overmnent, except 
perliax>s the Khedive himself, con- 
sidered that it had any real im- 
portance. At this time began 
the intrigues of the ex-Khedive, of 
Halim Pasha, and the Porte, and 
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each party endeavoured to get hold 
of the only power that appeared to 
remain in Egypt, that is to sny, 
this conspiracy of officers, which 
had drawn to it a large number of 
non-commissioned oflElcors, and even 
of soldiers, by promising them an 
iuoi*oaseof jmy, with better clothing 
and rations. The tactics of Arabi 
were to awaken the interest of the 
people in the movement which he 
was preparing, and to which he 
gave the name of " The Awakening 
of the National Party.” In Sept. 
1881 ^*abi appeared at the head of 
a military and popular revolt, com- 
pelling the Khedive, Tewfifc Pasha, 
to dismiss his former Ministry, and 
to convene a sort of Parliament 
callefl the Assembly of Notables, 
which met about the beginning of 
1882. The affair of SejDb. 8 resulted 
in the overthrow of Riaz Pasha's 
Administration, which wa s unpopu- 
lar becaubo it was supposed to be 
too deferential to certain foreign ' 
interests. Sheriff Pasha, who was 
thereupon appointed Prime Minis- 
ter, pledged the Khedive to estab- 
lish a Parliamentary Government. 
A manifesto was issued by the 
'^National Party ” on Dec. 18, 1881, 
containing an eseposition of their 
viewsandpurposes. Theyprofessed 
loyalty to the Sultan both as Im- 
perial Suzerain and as Caliph of 
the Mussulman community, but 
would never suffer Egypt to be re- 
duced to a Tmkish Pashalic, and 
they claimed the guarantee of Eng- 
land and of Europe for the admin- 
istrative independence of Egypt. 
They also professed loyalty to the 
Khedive, but would not acquiesce 
in a despotic rule, and they insisted 
upon his promise to govern by the 
aavice of a representative assembly. 
At the beginning of 1882 the Khe- 
dive and Sheriff Pasha called to- 
gether the Assembly of Notables. 
Arabi was then appointed Under- 
secretary for the War Department, 
and was raised to the rank of Pasha. 
The Assembly of Notables wanted 
to vote the budget. This claim was 


refused by the Khedive's Govern- 
ment on account of the financial 
Controllers, and hence arose the 
Egyptian crisis. Arabi and the 
army hud, however, a monopoly of 
power. The Klicdive was forced to 
accept a National Ministry, and the 
Organic Law, adopted in dii^tuico of 
the protests of the Controllers, 
placed the budget in the hands of 
the Notables, thug subverting tlio 
authority of England and Prance 
embodied in the Control. Arabi, 
now substantially Dictator, and 
supported almost undisguisedly by 
the Sultan, proceeded to more 
daring measures. Eventually the 
English Government felt obliged 
to intervene by armed force. Then 
followed the bombardment of Alex- 
andria by the fleet under the com- 
mand of Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
July 11, 1882), and subaoquoutly 
Sept. 13), the decisive defeat of 
Arabi and his army nt Tul-ol-Kebir 
by the British troops under Sir 
Garnet Wolseloy. Arabi and his 
lieutenant, Toulba Poflha, fled to 
Caii'o, where they surrendered to 
General Drury Lowe. It was in- 
tended at first to ciiargeAa'abi with 
mm*der and incendiarism, but he 
was actually brought to trial on tho 
simple charge of rebelliou (Dec. 3). 
He pleaded guilty, and was con- 
demned to death, bfit immediately 
afterwords the sentence was com- 
muted by tho Khedive to perpetual 
exile from Egypt and its depen- 
dencies. Ceylon having been cliosen 
as the place of banishment, Arabi, 
with other loaders in tho rebellion, 
were landed at Colombo, Jan. 30, 
1883. 

ARCH, Joseph, loader of tho 
agrioultaal labourers* movement, 
was bom at Barford,WarwickBhiro, 
Nov. 10, 1826. His father was a 
labourer, and he himself had, from 
^ early ago, to work for his living 
in the fields. He married the 
daughter of a mechanic, and at her 
suggestion he added to his slender 
stock of book learning* Ho used 
often to sit up lato at night reading 
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books, whilst smoking his pipe by 
the kitchen fiie Tn this way he 
contiivcd to acqiuie bome know- 
ledge of logic, meusmation^ and 
biuveymg He hkewise peiuscd a 
huge numboi of leligious woikt>, 
and loi some yeaia he occupied a 
good deal of his spue tunc in 
pleaching among the Piimitivo 
Methodists When the movement 
<uose among the agiicultuial la- 
bonieis, he became its lecogmsed 
leadei In 1872 ho founded the 
National Agiicultuial Labomeis^ 
Union, of which he became piesi- 
dent Ho went thiough the piin- 
cipal agiicultuial distiicta of Eng- 
land, addicbsing uowded lueetmgB 
of the labouimg (lasses, andaftei- 
waids he visited Canada to inquiic 
into the questions of labour and 
omigiation Having onco oi twice 
oifeied himself unsuccessfully as a 
candidate foi a seat in Paihament, 
Ml Aicli was elected in Ibbo 
Libcaal member foi l^oith-west 
Hoifolk, but aftei the disbolution 
of 18bG, ho was defeated by his 
foimei Conboivative opponent,

AROHIBALB, The Hon Sir Adams 
George, LLD, KCMH, QC, 
P C ,fonnerlyLiGutenaut-Govcinoi 
of the Piovince of Nova Scotia, 
Dominion of Canada, wftfa bom at 
Timo, N S , May 18, 1811 He 
was educated at Pictou Academy, 
and called to the bai in 1839 Ho 
became Sobutoi-Qeneiol in the 
government of Nova Scotia in IbSG, 
and Attomoy-Geneial foui yeaia 
latei He was a delegate to Eng- 
land in 1857, to asceitain the views 
of the Biitish Q-oveinmeoit on the 
question of the iimon of the Noith 
Ameiican Piovmces, and took an 
active pait in the subsequent con- 
feiences on that sub'^ectm Canada, 
bemg piesent m London with 
the delegation which in 1866 oi- 
langed the teims of Confedeiation 
He was made a member of the 
Canadian Piivy Council m 1867, 
and the same yeai seived as Secie- 
taiy of State foi the Piovmces. 
Piom May, 1870, unial May, 1873, 
he was Lieut -Goveinoi of Mani- 
toba and the Noith-west Teiii- 
toiies, and upon lesigning that 
position was appomted Judge in 
Equity in his native piovince 
Upon the death of the Hon Josepli 
Howe, he was appomted his suc- 
ceasoi m the Lieut -Goveinoiship 
of Nova Scotia, and was cieated a 
Companion of the Oidei of St 
Michael and St Geoige He le- 
Bigncd the Liout -Goveinoiship in 
1883 In 1881 ho loccivcd the 
degiee of LL D from Bang’s Col- 
lege, WmdbOi, and in 1885 was 
made K C M G In the lattei yoai 
he became a Ggvemoi of Dalhousie 
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Unirersity, and was oliosen Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors. 

ABBXTI, a iniisical com- 

poser, horn July 22, 1822, at Cres- 
centino. Piedmont, was educated as 
a violinist at the Conservatoire at 
Milan. After filling the post of 
musical conductor in various i)lacea 
in Italy and Amerioa, where he re- 
mained ten years, he came to Lon- 
don in 1857j and was appointed 
musical diretior at Her Majcsty*s 
Theatre. Since that time he lias 
conducted Italian opera and other 
music at other great theatres and 
concert-rooms up to tho jiresont 
day. Whilst in Constantinople, 
ho received from the Sultan the 
Order of the Medjidic in aoknow- 
ledgmont of his talent ns a com- 
poser. In addition to numerous 
songs comiiosed by Signor Arditi, 
may be mentioned the opera '' La 
Spia," written in I^'ew York in 
185G j " II Bncio/' written in Lon- 
don \ and various pieces for the 
violin. 

ABGYXiIi (Duke of), His (jrace 
George Douglas Campbell, K.T., 
only surviving son of the seventh 
duke, was born at Ardencaple 
Castle, Dumbartonshire, in 1823, 
and, before he had succeeded his 
father, in April, 1847, had become 
known as an author, politician, and 
public speaker. As Marquis of 
Lome he took an active pai*t in the 
controversy in the Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland relating to 
patronage, and was looked upon hy 
Dr, Chalmers as an important ana 
valuable adherent. As early as 
1842 he published a pamphlet 
which exhibited considerable liter- 
ary ability, xmder the title of " A 
Letter to the Peers fi*om a Peer's 
Son." His hrochure, "On the Duty 
and Necessity of Immediate Legis- 
lative Interposition in behalf of 
the Church of Scotland, as deter- 
mined by Considerations of Consti- 
tutional Law,” was an liistorioal 
view of that Church, particularly 
in reference to its constitutional 
power in ecclesiastical matters . Ip 


the course of the same year ho 
published "A Letter to the Bev. 
Thomas ChEdiucrs, D.D,, on the 
Present Position of Church Affairs 
in Scotland, and the Causes which 
have led to it.” In this pamphlet 
he vindicated the right of the 
Chxirch to legislate for itscH j but 
condemned the Ihuo Olmrch move- 
ment then in agitation among cer- 
tain mombers of tho General As- 
sembly; maintaining tho position 
token up in his " Letter to tho 
Peers,” and expressing his dissent 
from the extreme view embodied in 
the statement of Dr. Chalmers, 
that “lay jjalronago and Iho in- 
tegrity of the spiritual indepen- 
dence of the Church has been 
proved to be, like oil and water, 
immiscible.” In 1818 the Duko 
published ou essay, critical ontl 
historical, on the ccelosiasticnl his- 
tory of ycotlaud since tho Eeform- 
ation, entitled "Presbytery Ex- 
amined.” It was a careful expan- 
sion of his earlier writings, and 
was favourably received. Ilia Grac(5 
was a frequent speaker in tbo 
House of Peers on such sulnects as 
Jewish Emancipation, the ScoLtish 
Marriage Bill, the Corrui^t Prac- 
tices at Elections Bill, the Sugar 
Duties, Porcign Affaii*s, the Eccle- 
siastical Titles Bpl, the Scottish 
Law of Entail, ancl the Repeal of 
the Paper Duties. During the ad- 
ministration of Lord John Russell 
he gave tho government a general 
support, at the same time identify- 
ing his i^olitical views with those 
of the Liberal Conservatives. Ilia 
Grace actively intoresLed himself 
in all questions affecting Scottish 
interests brought Leforo Lho Legis- 
lature, espoeijdly in the affairs of 
the Church of Scotland. In 1851 
he was elected Chancellor of tho 
Dniversity of St. Andrews. In 
1852 he accepted olllce in tho Cabi- 
net of the Earl of Aberdeen, na 
Lord Privy Seal. On the breaking- 
up of that ministry, in Pebruai'y, 
1855, in consequence of tho seces- 
pipp pf Lord John Russoll, apd tho 
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appointment of Mr. Eoebuck^s 
Committco of Inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopolj his Grace retained the 
same office under the Preuuorship 
of Lord Palmerston. In the latter 
part of 1855 he resigned the Privy 
kleab and became Postiuastei*- 
General. In Lord Palmerston^s 
Cabinet of 1859 the Duke resumed 
the office of Lord Privy Seal, which 
he exchanged for that of Post- 
master-General on Lord Elgin 
being sent, in 1800, on his second 
special mission to China. lie was 
re-appointed Lord Privy Seal in 
18G0, was elected Koctor oC tlic 
University of Glasgow in Nov. 
1851 j imcsided over the twenty- 
fifth annual mooting of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, held at Glasgow, in 
Sept. 1855 ; and was elected Presi- 
dent of the Boyal Society of Edin- 
burgh in 1801. On the formation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, in Uec. 
1808, he was appointed Secretary 
of State for India, and he held that 
position till the downfall of the 
Liberal Government in Peb. 1874. 
In tlie ensuing session be warmly 
supported the measure introduced 
and carried by the Conservative 
Government for the transfer from 
individuals to congregations of the 
paU'onage in the Chm-ch of Scot- 
land, He was appointed Lord 
Privy Seal for the third time in 
May, 1880, on Mr. Gladstone re- 
turning to power. That post he 
held till April, 1881, when he re- 
signed it, in oonBecmenco of a dif- 
ference with his colleagues in the 
Cabinet concerning some of the 
provisions of the Irish Land Bill. 
In announcing tlio circumstance to 
i^e House of Lords (April 8) he 
slated thfit in consequence of cer- 
tpip provisions of the Bill which, 
in his view, put the ownership of 
Irish property in commission and 
abeyance, he had felt obliged to 
resign his office in the Government, 
and his resimation had been ac- 
peptod by Her Majesty. Sinpo 
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that time the Duke has taken an 
import^t part, hy speeeffi and pen, 
in political conti’oversy, taking 
the Whig side j especially on the 
questions of Home Kule and those 
arising out of the Crofter agitation. 
His Grace is Hereditary Master of 
the Queen’s Household in Scotland, 
Chancellor of the University of St. 
Andrews, a Trustee of the British 
Museum, and Hereditary Sheriff 
and Lord-Lieutenant of Argyllshire. 
In 1806 His Grace published Tlie 
Bcign of Law,^* which has passed 
through numerous editions j in 1809 
" Primeval Man j an Examination 
of some Hccent Speculations ” j in 
1870 a small work on the History 
and Antiquities of Iona, of which 
island his Grace is proprietor s in 
1874 '^The Patronage Act of 1874 
all tliat was asked in 18 13, being a 
Eeply to Mr. Taylor Imiesj” in 
1877 (for the Cohdon Chab) obser- 
vations " On the Important Ques- 
tion involved in the delation of 
Landlord and Tenants" in 1879 
The Eastern Question, from the 
Treaty of Paris to the Treaty 
of Berlin, and to the second Afghan 
War,” 2 vols., and in 1884 " The 
Unity of Nature,” a work on the 
Philosophy of Eeligion ; being a 
sequel to the ‘^Eeign of Law." His 
latest work is an essay on ^'Tho 
Progress of the Highlands" (1880). 
He maiTied first, in 1844, the 
eldest daughter of the second 
Duke of Sutherland (she died 
May 25, 1878) ; and secondly, in 
1881, Amelia Maria, eldest daughter 
of Br. Claughton, Bishop cu St, 
Alban’s, and widow of Golone| 
Augustus Henry Archibald Anson. 
His Grace’s son, the Marquis 
of Lome, married in 1871, the 
Princess Louise. (See Lornk.) 

AUMITA0£» Edward, E.A., on 
historical and mural painter, de- 
scended from an ancient York^re 
family, was bom in London, May 
20, 1817, and educated in Prance 
and Germany. In 1837 he entered 
the studio of Paul Belaroche at 
Paris, a^id ho wfvs selected by thp.^ 
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luaster to assist liim in the decora- 
tion of the Hemicycle '' at the 
School of Pine Arts. Three years 
later Hi\ Armitage sent a large 
picture of "Prometheus Bound” 
to the Paris Bzliihition of Living 
Pointers. To the Cartoon Exhibi- 
tion at Westminster Ilall in the 
following year he contributed " The 
Landing of Julius Oessor in 
Britain,” which took a fii-st-class 
prize of JS300. In 1811 he was a 
contributor to the Westminster 
Hall Exhibition of works in fresco, 
but not with similar success, re- 
ceiving no prize. At the third 
competition in 1846 he was more 
successful, taking a j6200 prize for 
a cartoon and coloured design, 
"The Spirit of Religion;” and, 
finally, in 1847, another first prize 
of .£600 was awarded to liim for an 
oil picture, " The Battle of 
Meanee,” now the property of the 
Queen. After this Mr. Armitage 
went to Rome, where he remained 
one year. During the war with 
Russia he visited the Crimea, and 
the result was two pictures, " The 
Heavy Cavalry Charge of Bala- 
klava,” and "The Stand of the 
Ghiards at Inkermann.” In 1858 
he produced a colossal figure, 
entitled "Retribution,” allegorical 
of the suppression and punishment 
of the Indian mutiny. In the 
Upper Waiting Hall of the Palace 
of westmmster he has executed 
two experimental frescoes, "The 
Thames with its Tributaries,^^ and 
" The Death of Marmion ; ” and in 
the Roman Catholic Chm’ch of St. 
John at Islington, he painted " St. 
Pranois and his early followers 
before Pope Innocent III.,” and 
decorated the apse with figures of 
Chrbt and the Twelve Apostles, 
In 1809 ho was OTgaged upon the 
monochrome series of wiill-pnint- 
ings in University Hall, Cordon 
Senjare. Mr. Armitage was elected 
A:B,A. in 18G7, B.A. in Dec, 1872 ; 
and waa appointed Professor and 
Lecturer on Painting to the Royal 
Academy in 1875, To the annual 


exliibitions of that body he has 
been a regular contributor since 
18J8. 

ARMSTEAD, Henry Hugh, R.A., 
sculptor, wa s boru iu Loudon, 
June 18, 1828, and received his 
artistic education at tho School of 
Design, Somerset House, Leigh^s 
School, Maddox Sti’oet, Mr. Carey's 
School, and tho Royal Academy. 
Among his masters wore Mr. 
McManus, 3Mr. Horberi, R.A., Mr. 
Bailey, R.A., Mr. Leigh, and Mr. 
Carey. As a designer, modeller, 
and chaser for silver, gold, and 
jewellery, and a draughtsman on 
wood, he has executed a large 
number of works, Among those in 
silver, the most important ore tlio 
"Charles Kean Testimonial,” the 
"St. Ueorgo's Vase,” "Doncaster 
Race Plate,” the " Tennyson Vase ” 
(Silver Medal obtained for tliat 
and other works in Paris, 1856), 
and the ^ "Packing ton Shield.” 
His lost imi)ortant work in silver 
(for which the Medal from the 
1862 Exhibition was obtained) was 
the "Outram Shield,^* always on 
view at the South Kensington 
Museum. His works, in marble, 
bronze, stono, and wood include 
the South and East sides of the 
podium of the "Albert Memorial,” 
Hyde Park, representing tho musi- 
cians and painters of the Italian, 
German, Prench, and English 
Schools, and some of tho greatest 
poets. Tliere are also four large 
bronze figures on the Albert Memo- 
rial by Mr. Armstead, viz., Che- 
mistiy. Astronomy, Medicine, and 
Rhetoric. Ho also designed tho 
external sculptural decorations of 
the new Colonial Offices — ^I'olief s of 
Government, Europe, Asia, Africa, 
America, Australasia, and Educa- 
tion, statues of Eaal Grey, Lord 
Lytton, Duke of Newcastlo, Earl 
of Derby, Lord Ripon, Sir W. 
Moleaworth, Lord Glenelg, and also 
reliefs on the fagade of Trtiih, Pop- 
titude. Temperance, and Obedi- 
ence. Mr. Armstead designed tho 
whole of the carved oak panclH 
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(beneath Dyce's Frescoes) in Her 
Majesty's Itobing Boom in Hew 
Palace^ Weatiniuster^ illustrating 
the life of King Arthur, and the 
history of Sir Galahad ; also the 
external sculpUu’c of Eatington 
Park, Warwickshire, the large 
Fountain in the fore court of 
King's College, Cambridge, the 
marble reredos of the "Entomb- 
ment of our Lox'd,” at Hyfche 
Church, Kent, and other works, 
including the efBgies of the late 
Bishop of Winchester in Win- 
chester Cathedral, of Bean Howard 
and Ardidoacon Moore in Lich- 
field Cathedral, of Bean Close in 
Carlisle Cathedral, and of Lord 
Thyune in Westminster Abbey. 
The marble doorway in the crush 
room of the Holborn Bestaurant, 
including the wrought-ironscrecns 
for the fireplaces, &o., are also by 
him, as well as the exterior stone 
doorway and corbel of the Hdtel 
Metropole. His last and one of his 
most importantwoi‘ks is the " Street 
Memorial," now in the central hall 
of the Law Courts, including life 
size marble statue and alto relievo 
of the "Arts and Crafts required 
for the erection and duo enrich- 
ment of a great public building." 
Mr. Armstead was elected an 
Associate of the Boyal Aoadomy, 
Jan. 10, 1875, and an Academician, 
Bee. 18, 1879. 

ABMSXBONG, Sir Alexander, 
K.C.B., F.B.S., LL.B., J.P., is a 
son of the late A. Armstrong, Esq., 
of Crahan, oo. Fermanagh, Ireland. 
He was educated at Ti'inity College, 
Bublin, and at the University of 
Edinburgh, where lie graduated. 
Having entered the Boy^ Navy, he 
served in various parts of the world, 
including the Mediterranean, 
South America, Horth America, 
and West Indies, Africa, Asia 
Minor in the exploring expedition 
to Xanthua in Syria, and elsewhere, 
and for five years continuously in 
the Arctic regions. Ho ia one of the 
few surviving officers who cirouin- 
navigated the continent of America, 


and was frequently mentioned in 
the dispatches connected there- 
with. ^ He was present in the 
Investigator at the discovery of the 
North-West Parage. Buriug the 
Bussiau war he served in the 
Baltic, was present at the bom- 
bardment of Sweaborg, and also in 
two night attacks with a flotilla of 
rocket- boats, for which he was 
gazetted. He has been Beputy 
Inspector-General of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet and the naval hospitals 
at Malta, . Haslar, and Chatham j 
and he was promoted to bo 
Inspector-General for special ser- 
vices in 1806. Three years later 
he became Birector-Genoral of the 
Medical Bepartment of the Navy, 
from which office he retired in 
1880. He was created a Knight 
' Commander of the Order of the 
Bath, Military Bivision, in 1871, for 
his services. Sir Alexander Arm- 
stroi^ has received the Arctic and 
Baltic medals; also 8ii' Gilbeit 
Blane’s gold medal. He is a 
Justioe of the Peace for Middle- 
sex and Westminatur, and is the 
author of "A Personal NaiTative 
of the Biaoovery of the North- 
West Passage," 1857 ; and " Ob- 
servations on Naval Hygiene, par- 
tioularly in connection nrith Polar 
Service." 

AEMSTBONGj George Franois, 
M.A., B.Lit., bom in the county 
of Bublin, May 6, 18*13, ia the 
third and only surviving son of 
the late E. J. Armstrong, Esq., 
and Jane, daughter of me late 
Bev. Henry Savage, of Glaatry, J.P., 
Incumbent of Aa*dkeon, co. Bown. 
He received his early education 
partly in Bublin and partly in 
Jersey. In 1862 he made a long 
pedestrian tour in France with his 
elder brother, the poet, Edmund 
Armstrong. In the same year he 
obtained a civil appointment in 
Bublin, and matriculated in Bublin 
University. In 186 1 he won the 
First Composition prize and the 
medal for oratory in the Univer- 
sity PMlosopliical Society. In 
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1865 he gained the Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s Prize for a poem on the 
Biihjeot of " Circassia ; ” and in the 
same jear, on the death of his 
brotiier Edmund^ he was elected 
his successor in the Presidential 
Cliair of the Philosophical Society, 
and he brought out the first 
edition of his brother’s Poems.” 
In 1806 he won the gold medal for 
composition in the Historical 
Society. In lbG7 he was re-elected 
President of the Philosophical 
Society, and won its Gold Medal 
for essay-writing. In 1809 ho 
ptiblished a volume of Poems, 
Lyrical and Tlramatic.” In 1870 
appeared "TTgone: a Tragedy,” 
^v^itten for the most part during 
his residence in Italy. In 1871 he 
was apjwintcd Professor of History 
and English Litcratui*e in Queen’s 
College, Cork, and a Professor of 
the Queen’s University in Ireland j 
and the next year he was presented 
with the degree of M.A. by Trinity 
College, Dublin, in recognition of 
his ''high literary character and 
attainments.” In 1872 he pub- 
lished " Hing Saul ” (the first part 
of the " Tragedy of Israel ”), and 
new editions of "Poems, Lyrical 
and Dramatic,” and " Ugone." 
In 1874 these were followed by 
^'King David” (the second part of 
the "Tragedy of Israd”), and in 
1870 by "King Solomon,” which 
completed the Trilogy. In 1877 he 
published the “ Life and Letters ” 
of his brother Edmund John, 
together with a volume of his 
" Essays,” and a new and enlarged 
edition of his "Poetical Works." 
In 1870 Mr. Armstrong married 
Marie Elizabeth, younger daughter 
of the late Eev. John Wrixon, M. A., 
Vicar of MaJono, co. Antrim. In 
1882 he was presented with the 
degree of Doctor of Literature, 
honona caiistf, by the Qu eon’s 
University, and was elected a Eeilow 
of the Royal University of Ireland j 
and in the sxn'mg of the samo year 
he published a volume of poems, 
under the title of "A Garland 


from Greece," suggested by travels 
in Greece and Tm’key a year or 
two before. In 1886 Mr. Armstrong 
publisliod a now volume of poems 
entitled " Stories of Wicklow.” 

ARMSTRONa, Sir William George, 
C.B., LL.D., D.O.L., P.R.S., son 
of the late Mr. William Aim- 
strong, a merchant and alderman 
of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, by the 
daughter of Mr. William Potter, 
formerly of WalbotUe Hall, North- 
umberland, was born in 1810, He 
was educated at tbo school of 
Bisliop Auckland, and afterwards 
articled to an eminent solicitor 
at Newcastle, who subsequently 
adopted him as a partner; but a 
strong bent for acientiflo imrsuits 
eventually diverted him from the 
law. Early in life he began in- 
vestigations on the subject of 
electricity, which resulted in the 
invention of the hydro-oleotrie 
machine, the most x^owerful means 
of devcloiiing frictional electricity 
yet devised. Poi' this ho was 
elected, whilst a very young man, 
a Pellow of the Royal Society. He 
then invented the hydraulic crane, 
and, between 1815 and 1850, the 
" accumulator,” by which an arti- 
ficial head is substituted for the 
natural head gained only by alti- 
tude i and extended the apxfiication 
of hydi’aulie power to hoists of 
every kind, maohines for opening 
and closing dock gates and sx^ring 
bridges, capstans, turntables, wag- 
gon-lifts, and a vai'icty of other 
puiposea. Por the manufacture of 
this machinery he and u small 
circle of friends founded the Els- 
wick Engine Works, near New- 
castle. There, in December, 1854, ho 
constructed the rifled ordnance gun 
that bears his name. In 1858 the 
Rifle Cannon Committee rooom- 
mended the adoption of the Armti 
strong gun for special sevvioo in 
the field, and Mr. Aimiatrong, on 
presenting his patents to the 
Government, was knighted, inadp 
a O.B., and appointed Engineer of 
Rifled Ordnance, with a salary of 
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£2j000 a year. Between the years 
1858 and 1870 the Armstroni? gnn 
and the position of Sir 'W. G. Arm- 
btrong in refei’ence to the Govern- 
ment underwent many changes j 
but the leading feature of the guuj 
whether rifled or smoothj muzzle- 
loading or breech-loading, is in the 
coiling of one wrought-iron tube 
over another until a sufficient thiot- 
ness is built up. Tlio Armstrong 
gun has been largely adopted hy 
foreign Governments, Sir W illiain 
Armstrong extended the system to 
gTui s of all sizes, from the C-poundei* 
to the GOO-poundor, weiglung up- 
wards of 20 tons, and within three 
years introduced tlirco thousand 
guns into the borvice. The Com- 
mittee of Ordnance of the House 
of Commons, in their report, July, 
1863, state that they have had 
no pi'actienJ evidence before them 
tliat even at this moment any other 
system of constructing rifled ord- 
nance exists which can be compared 
to that of Su‘ ‘W. Armstrong/^ Tn 
February, 1803, Sir "William re- 
signed his ai)pointmcnt, and re- 
joined the Blswick manufacturing 
company ,which has bince expanded 
to one of the largest and most im- 
portant manufacturing establish- 
ments in Europe, and has taken a 
leading part in the further deve- 
lopment of artillery and other im- 
plements of war. In the some year 
he acted as President of the British 
Association meeting held at New- 
castle-on-Tyne. In that capacity 
he drew attention to the gradual 
lessening of om* supply of coal, and 
Uio probability of a^ual exhaustion 
at bome future time. The discussion 
suggested by this important address 
led to the appointment of a Boyal 
Gomnussion to inquire into all the 
circumstanoes connected with our 
national coal BU]3ply, and he was 
nominated a member of this Com- 
mission. He received the honorary 
degi'oe of LL.B. from the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 1862, and the 
honorary degree of B.O.L. from the 
University of Oxford in 1870, 3ir 


William is a Knight Commander of 
the Danish Order of the Dannebrog, 
of the Austrian Order of Francis 
Joseph, and of the Brazilian Order 
of the Hose. He was uonunated a 
Grand Officer of the Italian Order 
of 8S. Manrice and Lazarus in 1876. 
Sir W. G. Armstrong has taken an 
active part in the inquiries concern- 
ing the operation of the Patent 
Laws, he being very hostile to them 
in their jpresent forms. He has 
been President of the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers, and also 
of tlie Newcastle Literary and Phi- 
losophical Society. At the general 
election of 188G, Sir W. Armstrong 
stood as a Unionist Liberal candi- 
date for Newcastle, in opposition 
to Mr. John Morlcy, but was 
defeated. 

ABNABON, Jon, the son of a 
Lutheran clergyman, was bom at 
Uof, on the northern coast of Ice- 
land, Aug. 17, 1811). Having lost 
his father in early boyhood, he was 
indebted to liis mother for elemen- 
tary instmotion. After completing 
hib education at the college of Bes- 
scbtad, then the only school in the 
island, he became private tutor in 
the family of the late SeveinbjGm 
Egilsson, the rector of the college. 
Amason devoted mudi time to 
study of the history and literature 
of Iceland, and made hiiuBelf 
thorough master of the classical 
tongues. In 1849 he was appointed 
keeper of the library at Keykjavit, 
and, in 1 8 oG, Secretary to the Mshop 
of Iceland. He has published 
several hioj?raphical works, includ- 
ing the life of his friend. Dr. 
Egilsson. In conjunoiion with M. 
Grimson he edited a small collec- 
tion of Icelandic Fairy Tales and 
Adventures entitled"l3lenzkA3fin- 
tyri.^^ English translations of a 
niunbcr of these quaint stories will 
he found in the appendix to Sym- 
ington^B'^Pen and Pencil Sketches 
of Faroe and Iceland," 18G2. The 
work on which his fame chiefly 
rests is derived from the folk-loro 
of Iceland, and entitled Icelandic 
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PopuW Tales and AdvenUires'^ 
(Leipzigj 18C2-1), An English ver- 
sionj by Q. E. Y. Powell and E. 
Magniiason, of some of theao tales 
appeared in 1804. nndor the title of 
" Icelandic Legends/' 

AENOLD, AithiiTj third sou of 
Robert Coles Arnold, J. P., of 
Whaitons, Eramfield, Sussex, and 
Heath House, Maidstone, was born 
May 28, 1833. On the passing of 
tlie Public Works (Manufacturing 
Districts) Act, 1803, to meet the 
necessities of the cotton famine, 
Mr, Arnold was appointed Assis- 
tant-Commissioner, and in that 
capacity resided in Lancashire till 
1800, during which time ho wrote 
«The History of the Cotton Ea- 
mine,” of which the original edition 
was published in 1801, followed by 
n cheaper one in 18G5, On the 
termination of the cotton famine, 
Mr. Arnold retired from the dis- 
trict, having received tlie thanks 
of the Poor Law Board, and of a 
Ipge number of the local authori- 
ties for hia zealous and eflloient 
services. After two years of sub- 
sequent travel in the south and 
east of Europe and in Africa, Mr, 
Arnold retimned to England in 
18G8, when he published "From 
the Levant," in two vols., contain- 
ing letters descriptive of his tour. 
He then became the first editor of 
the ^choj which, under his direc- 
tion and control, attained a great 
success. In 18^3, the Eing of 
Greece confeiTed the Golden Cross 
of the Order of the Redeemer upon 
Mr. Arnold, with special reference 
to his work, "Erom the Levant." 
In the same year, upon the death 
of Mr. Baring, Mr. Arnold was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the re- 
presentation of Huntingdon. He 
resigned his connection with 
the Echo in 1875, and passed a 
year in travelling through Russia 
Persia. The notes of this 
journey ajmeared in 1877 under 
title of "Thi-ough Persia by 
Caravan." In 1879-80 he issued , 
two works 3 one entitled "Social I 


Politics,^' and the other ^'Eroo 
Land." At the general election 
of 1880, he was returned to Par- 
liament for Salford. In the same 
year, in succession to Sir Charles 
Dilko, Mr. Arnold was elected 
Chairjuan of the Greek Committee 
which was actively concerned in 
Iiromoting the enlargement of the 
Hellenic kingdom in accordance 
with the suggestions of the Treaty 
of Berlin. In 1882, Mr. Arnold 
proposed in the House of Commons 
I’esolutions in favour of uniformity 
of franchise throughout thoTTnitod 
Kingdom, and redistribution of po- 
litical power, and upon a motion 
for adjonrameut, the policy of the 
resolutions was, for the first time, 
sanctioned by a largo majority. In 
1883, he moved for an elaborate 
return of electoral statistics which 
the Goveriimcut adopted in con- 
neotion with the Reform Bill of 
1881- In 1883, Mr. Arnold esta- 
blished and was elected President 
of the Eree Land League, which 
quickly obtained the support of a 
large number of members of Par- 
liament. At the general election 
of that year, he nnsiiccessfully 
contested the ISTorthem Division of 
SaHord, 

ARNOLD, Edwin, G.6.I., second 
son of Robert Coles Arnold, and 
brother of the above, born June 10, 
1832, was educated at the King's 
School, Rochester, and King's Col- 
lege, London, and was elected to a 
scholarship at University Collogo, 
Oxford. In 1862 ho obtained the 
Newdigate prize for hia English 
poem on the" Eeast of Belshazzar," 
and was selected in 1853 to address 
the late Earl of Derby on his instal- 
lation as Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity. He graduated in honours in 
1851. Upon quitting collogo, he 
was elected Second Master in the 
English Division of King EdAvard 
the Sixth's School, Birmingham, 
and subsequently appointed Prin- 
cipal of the Government Sanscrit 
College at Poona, in the Bombay 
Prosidonoy, oud Eellow of the Uni- 
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vGTsity of Bombay, which offices he 
held during the Mutiny, and re- 
signed in 1801, after having twice 
received the thanlcs of tlie Governor 
in Council. He haa contributed 
largely to critical and literary jour- 
nala, and is the author of Griselda, 
a Drama,” and " Poems, Narrative 
and Lyrical ; ” with some x>roBO 
works, among which are "Educa- 
tion in India,^^ "The Euterpe of 
Herodotus,” — a translation from 
the Greek text, with notes — " The 
Hitopades'a,” wth vocabulary in 
Sanskrit, English, and Murathi. 
The last two were published in- 
India. Mr. Arnold has also pub- 
lished a metrical translation of the 
classical Sanskrit work " Hito- 
pades*a,” under the title of " The 
Book of Good Counsels,” a " His- 
tory of the Administration of In- 
dia under the late Marquis of 
Dalhousie " (1862-4), as well as a 
popular account, with translated 
passages, of " The Poets of Greece.” 
Since 1861 he has been upon the 
editorial staff of ihe Daily Teiegm:^)h, 
On behalf of the proprietors of that 
journal he arranged the first expe- 
dition of Mr. George Smith to As- 
syria, as well as that of Mr. Henry 
Stanley, who was sent by the same 
journal, in conjunction with the 
New York H&i'ald, to complete the 
discoveries of Livingstone in Africa, 
He is a Fellow of the Eoyal Asiatic 
and the Royal Geographical So- 
cieties of London, and Hon, Corre- 
spondent of that of Mai'seilles. Ho 
published in 1874 "Hero and 
Loonder,” a translation in heroic 
verso from the Greek of Musmus j 
and in the following year "The 
Indian Song of Songs,” being a 
metrical paa’aphraso fiom the San- 
skrit of the Gita Govinda of Jaya- 
deva. Upon the occasion of the 
proclamation of the Queen as 
Empress of India, on Jan. 1, 1877, 
he was named a Companion of the 
Star of India. In 1870 he produced 
" The Light of Asia,” on Epic poem 
upon the Life and Teaching of 
Buddha, which has since passed 


through more than twenty editions 
in England and America. For this 
work the King of Siam decorated 
him with the Order of the White 
Elephant. In 1881 he published a 
volume of oriental verse under the 
title of " Indian Poetry,” and he has 
printed several translations from 
the Sansladt Epic the Mahdbharata, 
and in 1888 " Pearls of the Faith, 
or Islam's Rosary j being the ninety- 
nine beautiful names of Allah, with 
comments in verse.” Mr. ikinold 
received the Second Class of the 
Imperial Order of the Medjidie 
from the Sultan in 1876, 

ARNOLD, Matthew, eldest sou 
of the late Rev. Thomas Arnold, 
D.D., head master of Rugby, bom 
December 24, 1822, at Lalcham, 
near Staines, where his father then 
resided with private pupils, was 
educated at Winchester, Rugby, 
and Balliol College, Oxford. He 
was elected Scholar of Balliol in 
1840, won the Newdigate prize for 
English verse (subject Crom- 
Avell”) in 1843, graduated in 
honours in 1844, and was elected 
a Fellow of Oriel College in 184S. 
In 1817 the late Lord Lansdowne 
nominated him his private secre- 
tary, and he acted in that capacity 
until his marriage in 1851 with the 
daughter of the late Mr. Justice 
Wightman, when he received an 
appointment as one of the Lay In- 
spectors of Schools, under the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, a 
post which he has lately resigned. 
In 1848 the "Strayed Reveller, 
and other Poems,” signed "A.,” 
appeared, followed in 1853 ij 
^'Empedocles on Etna, and other 
Poems,” with the same signature. 
In 1854 he^ published a vdume of 
poems in his own name, consisting 
I of new pieces and selections from 
i the two previous volumes.

In the same year ho 
published the records of the edu- 
cational systems of France, Ger- 
many, and Holland, which he had 
previously submitted to the Govern- 
ment in the shape of a Keport, 
having been sent in 1859 as Foreign 
Assistant - Commissioner to the 
Commissioners appointed to in- 
quire into the atiito of poimlar 
education, to obtain further infoi’- 
luation respecting the various 
plana of education adopted in ! 
those countries, Mr. Arnold, who ; 
has conti’ibufcud, both in prose and I 
in verso, to periodical literature, I 
collected and jjubli&hed in 1805 
some of his prose coiitrilmtioiiH, 
nndi'r the title of Jjjssays in 
Criticism.” Mr. Arnold again 
visited the Continent in 18G5 to 
procure for the Royal Commission 
on Middle-Class Education infor- 
mation respecting foreign schools 
for the middle and upper classes, 
and published in 180/ a volume on 
this subject. In the same year he 
published Lectures on ihe Study 
of Celtic LitoratiU'e i ” in 18G8, 
^^Hew Poems;” in 1869, a collected 
edition of his poems, and " Culture 
and Anarchy, an Essay in Political 
and Social Criticism ; in 1870, 

" St. Paul and Protestantism, with 
an essay on Puritanism and the 
Church of England;" in 1871, 

" Fnondahip's Garland ; being the 
Conversations, Letters, and Opi- 
nions of the late Arminius, Boron 
Von Thunder^Ten-Tronckh 3 ” in 
1873, “ Literature and Dogma ; an 
Essay towards a better Apprehen- 
sion of tha Bible ; ” and in 1877 
''Last Essays on Chimchand Re- 
ligion” In 1867 Mr. Arnold 
ceased to hold the Poetry Chair at 
Oxford; in 1869 he received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from the tTniversity of Edinburgh, 


and in 1870 from his o-wn Univer- 
sity of Oxford. In the year 1871 
the Order of Commander of the 
Crown of Italy was conferred on 
him by the Hing of Italy, in ac- 
knowlodgmont of his oaro of tJie 
young Duke of Genoa, who lived 
in Mr. Arnold's family while pur- 
suing his studies in England. Mr. 
Arnold's collected poems were re- 
X)rintcd in 1877, and again in 1881 
and 1885. He has edited the Pro- 
phecies of Isaiah, and selections 
from Wordsworth, Byron, Johnson 
and Bm'kc. He published in 1879 
a volume of mixed Essays, and in 
1882 a volume bearing tho title of 

Irish Essays and Others.” On 
Juno 14, 3882, Mr. Arnold dediverod 
at Caiubridgo tho annual Jtedo 
Lecture, his sulijcci being " Lite- 
nituro and Science.” In the sum- 
I mor of 1888 ho wna made a Doctor 
of Laws at Cambridge, and in the 
autumn of that year he visited the 
United States and delivered there 
throe Discourses which form the 
last volume published by him. In 
1886 lie again visited the Conti- 
nent, to procure for the Education 
Department information on certain 
questions connocLcdwiththo laain- 
tenanco and management of ele- 
mentary schools. Mr. Arnold's- 
Report has since boon published. 
In 1880 he paid a second visit to 
America. 

ABNOLP, XhomaS} IC.A,, is the 
second son of tho late Dr. Arnold, 
of Rugby, and was bom at Laleliam, 
Staines, Hov. 30, 1823. Educated 
at Winchester, Rugby, and Uni- 
versity College, Oxford, ho took 
his degree (First Class Classics) in 
18X8. After serving for sometime 
in the Colonial OHico ho went to* 
Hew Zealand as on Inspector of 
Schools, was thonce transferred to 
Tasiiiouia, and, on liecoiuing a 
Roman Catholic, returned to this 
country in 1860. He booamo a 
Professor in the Catholic CJnivor- 
sity at Dublin, thence moved to 
the Oratory School, Birmingham, 
and thonce to Oxford. He is the 
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author of sevoral works on English 
Literature, and editions of old 
texts, among them, " A Manual of 
English Literature” (now in a 
Jifth edition) ; an edition of " Se- 
lect English Works of Wyclif,” 
Tols,, Clarendon l^ress, lBG9j 
'^Selections from the 8!peciator*’ 
(Clarendon Press Scries); "Claren- 
aon. Book G ” (ditto) ; “ Beowulf 
text, translation, and notes; and, 
for the Master of the Bolls' Seiies, 
editions of "Henry of Hunting- 
don,” and " Symeon of Durham,” 
He is now engaged upon the 
" Chronicles of the Ahhey of Bury 
St. Edmunds.” On the establish- 
ment of the Eoyal University of 
Dublin Mr, Arnold was appointed

ABNOULD, Sir Joseph, eldest 
son of tho lato Josopli Amould, 
M.D., of WliitecrosB, near Walling- 
ford, was bom at Camberwell in 
1815, and educated at the Charter 
House, and at Wndham College, 
Oxford, where ho gained the Nuw- 
digcite prise for English verse in 
1834, and graduated as a hrst- class 
in classics in 1836. Ho afterwards 
became Fellow of his college, was 
colled to the bar at tho Middle 
Temple in 1841, and wont the Home 
circuit. For many years he was 
connected with tho periodical press, 
and more especially %vith the I>aiV^ 
News, He was appointed a puisne 
judge of the Suiu’cme Court of 
JBombay, in 1850, when he received 
the honour of knighthood. In June, 
18G2, he was ro-appointed, under the 
new Act of Parliament, as Judge of 
the High Court of Judicature. On 
the expiration of his term of oiOGlce in 
18G9, tire wealthy natives of Bom- 
bay, to mark the character of Sir 
Joseph Amould as a judge, espe- 
oially his deaii*6 to deal out even- 
handed justice without ref ercnco to 
caste or colour, resolved to institute 
a scholarship, which will hear his 
name, in the University of Bombay. 
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He is the author of a " Treatise on 
Maxine Insm’ance,” and of a " Me- 
moir of Thomas, first Lord Denman, 
formerly Lord Chief Justice of 
England,” 2 vols., 1873. 

ASTHTTB, Chester Allan, twenty- 
first President of the United States, 
was born in Franklin Comity, Ver- 
mont, October 5, 1830. His father 
was a Scotchman, and pastor of 
Baptist churolios in Vermont and 
Hew York. After his graduation 
as BA. from Union College, Mr. 
Arthur studied law and began 
practice (1850) in New York 
City, where he has since resided. 
Originally a Whig, ho joined the 
Bepublican party on its formation, 
and soon became aprominent leader 
in Now York. At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was entrusted hy 
Gov. Morgan with the arming and 
subsisting of the troops raised in 
New York, and was successively 
madoEnginopr-in-Chief, Inspcctor- 
Gonoi'al, and Qnarteriua&itci’-Gene- 
ral, equiixping and sending to the 
field sixty-oiglit regiments of in- 
fantry, bix battalions and ten but- 
teries in the space of four mouths. 
In 1871 he was appointed Collector 
of tho port of New York Ciiy, which 
position ho retained until 1878, 
when he xvas removed by President 
Hayes.

ASHMEAB . BABTLETTi ElUs, 
M.P., eldest son of the late Mr. 
EUis Bartlett, a Dissenting Minis- 
ter, was bom at Brooklyn in 1849, 
and educated at Torquay and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took a drst-claas in the final schools, 
and was President of tlie Oxford 
Union.

1880 he entered Parliament as 
member for Eye, and in 1886 and 
again in 1886 was returned for the 
EocloahoU Division of SheiEeld.

ATLAYi The Bight Bev. JameS] 
D.D., Bishop of Hereford, was bom 
at Wakerley,nbi4;Iiamptonshir6, in 
1817, and after a preHminary train- 
ing at Grantham and Oakham 
Schools, entered St. John’s College^ 
Cambridge, where he obtained a 
fellowship. He was vicar of Mad- 
ingley, near Cambridge, from 1847 
to 1852, and Queen’s Preacher at the 
Chapel Royal, Whitehall,froml866 
to 1868. ^ He occupied the position 
of a senior tutor in his college at 
the time he was elected to tho 
vicarage of Leeds out of 88 candi- 
dates, by the trustees of the vicar- 
age, who ore 26 in number. This 
was in 1859, when tho Rev. Dr. 
Hook, the former vicar of Leads, 
was appointed to the deanery of 
Chichester, Dr. Atlay was ap- 
pointed a Canon of Ripon in 1861 3 
and in 186S was nominated by the 
Crown to the See of Hereford, in 
succession to Dr, Hampden. He 
married in 1869 Frances Turner^ 
younger daughter of Major William 
Martin, of the Bengal army. 

ATOIFFBET-PASQTTIKB, BdmS 
Armand Gaston, Due d’, a Erencih 
poHticiaxi, was bom in 1818. His

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fatherj the Comte d'Audiffretj iinder 
the Restoration, was Director of 
Customs, Director of the R'ational 
Debt, Councillor of State, and 
afterwards Receiver-General. His 
uncle, the Harqtds d* AudHret, was 
a Peer of Pi'ance and President of 
the Oour des Comptes. The name 
of d^Audiffret is that of an old 
family of Doui^hine, and their 
armorial bearings were to be seen 
in the Crusades. The Comte d^Au- 
diffret, father of the present Duho, 
married the daughter of H. Pas- 
quier, Director-General of the To- 
bacco Manufactories, and brother 
of the Chancellor Pasc^uier. It is 
from the latter, who died without 
issue, and who had adopted him in 
1814, that the subject of this me- 
moir derives his ducal title. In 
1845 young d'Audiffret, scarcely 22 
years old, entered the Council of 
Slate as Auditor, and married Made- 
moiselle Pontenilliatj daughter of 
the Receiver-General of the Gi- 
ronde. At this time he aspired to 
a brilliant success in the career 
which the Council of State offered, 
and for which his previons studies, 
the traditions of his family, and 
his position in society well fitted 
him and could lead him to the 
highest position in the State. But 
bitter griefs were in store for him 
to crush his hopes. Pirst there 
was the Revolution of 1848, and 
then successive family afflictions 
deprived him of his children and 
induced him to wish for a retired 
life. Shortly afterwards M. d^Au- 
diffretwentto live in Normandy on 
an estate which belonged to him. 
Here he passed 20 years of his life, 
occupied with agriculture and with 
political studies, in the midst of his 
boohs, the old library of the d'Au- 
diflret family being one of the most 
complete library collections which 
any individual could possess. 
Sometimes he abandoned his piu?- 
suits to engage in electoral strug- 
gles with the will of a man who 
feels he is on orator and who wishes 
to serve his country on the broadest 


stage* Thus in 1858 he presented 
himself for election to the council- 
General, and in 18G6 and 1869 to 
the Corps Ldgislatif. On every 
occasion the battle was stoutly con- 
tested. Victorious the first time, 
the candidate was beaten on the 
two other occasions by the efforts of 
official pressure. After the fall of 
the Empire he was elected to the 
NationnS Assembly in the Conserva- 
tive interest by the Department of 
the Orne (Peb. 8, 1871). He voted 
with the Right Centre. He was 
nominated president of the com- 
mission on purchases, and in this 
capacity acquired sudden renown 
by the masterly way in which ho 
encountered in debate M. Rouher, 
the champion of the fallen dynasty. 
By his eloquence he soon acquired 
n great and strong position in the 
Assembly. He was one of the prin- 
cipal originators of tho downfall of 
M. Tliiors, but he had assumed an 
attitude which would notioormitof 
his being included in a ministry of 
which Bonapaxtistswere members. 
After the check ^ven to the pro- 
posed Monarchical Restoration, tho 
Duke, as President of the Right 
Centre, was among those who 8Ux>- 
ported the Septeimatc, and who 
powerfully contributed, in conjunc- 
tion with his brother-in-law, M, 
Casimir P^rier, to the solution of 
Peb. 25, 1876. He had always dis- 
tinguished between the Republic 
and Radicalism, and from the mo- 
ment when he saw himself con- 
demned to renounce that Constitu- 
tional Monarchy which had been 
the hope and dream of his life, he 
preferred the Republic. On tho 
formation of the Buffet Ministry, 
ho was elected President of the 
National Assembly. On Dec. 9, 
1876, the Duo d'Audiffret-Pasquior 
who, a few days previously, had 
joined the Left Centro, was the first 
person elected a Life Senator by the 
Assembly, by a majority amount- 
ing to four-fifths of all tho votes 
recorded. In the sitting of March 
13, 1876, ho was elected President 
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of the Senate. Ho continued to 
hold that office till Jan. 1879j after 
the Senatorial elections, which gave 
the Kepublicans a majority in the 
Tipper Chamber. On l)ec, 26, 1878, 
he was elected to the seat in the 
French Academy lately hlled by 
Mgr. Dupanloup. Of the 27 mom- 
bers present 22 voted for him, and 
6 abstained from voting. 

ATTERSFERG- (Prince), Adolph 
Wilhelm Daniel, an Austrian states- 
man, son of Princo Wilhelm Auers- 
perg, was bom July 21, 1821, and 
began life as a soldier, entering the 
service at an early age, and con- 
tinuing in it as a major in the 
Prince Eug6ne Dragoons up to a 
comparatively recent date. His 
name was definitely struck fi'om 
the Army List only in the spring 
of 1870, on his appointment to the 
governorship of Salzburg. The 
Minister's political coi'eor began 
in February, 1807, when he was 
returned as member of the Bohe- 
mian Diet by the landed inte- 
rest of that province. Ten months 
later, on Count Hartig's resigna- 
tion, ho was appointed President 
of the Bohemian Diet (Obcrstland 
MarschaU), continning in that office 
till 1870, and distinguishing him- 
self by competent and energetic 
administration, siding, however, 
strongly 'vvitli the Germans. In 
Janmiry, 18G0, he was nominated 
life member of the Tipper Chamber, 
in the discussions of which he has 
since talcen a conspicuous part. His 
^IDointment to the governorship of 
^^zburg (March 17, 1870) caused 
great dissatisfaction to the allied 
party of federalists and clericals, 
who omphatically demanded his 
dismissal. Throughout his term of 
office he has remained strictly 
faithful to the Constitution, and 
opposed even ijxe lightest devia- 
tion from the esta^shed laws. 
He was appointed President of the 
Anstiuon Ministry on the retire- 
ment of Count Beust, Hov. 26, 1871. 
The Cabinet of Prince Auersperg, 
after many fruitless attempts to 


secure a working majority in the 
Reichsrath, gave up the task, and 
the Lower House was dissolved on 
May 22, 1879. The German Con- 
stitutional Party, of which this 
Cabinet was the repi’esentative, 
and which, had almost uninter- 
ruptedly been in power for twelve 
years, had split up into factions, 
owing chiefly to strong differences 
of opinion among its members as 
to the policy of the Government 
with regard to the Eastern Ques- 
tion, and the maintenance of the 
Army establishment ; and it was 
found impossible to reunite them. 
Tinder these circumstances on ap- 
peal to the country was imperative, 
and arrangements were at once 
made for a general election. As 
soon as the result of the elections 
was known Prince Auersperg's 
Ministry resigned, and on Aug. 13 
Count Taafe, the late Minister of 
the Interior, was charged with the 
formation of a new Cabinet. 

ADFRECHT, Theodor, LL.D., 
M.A., an orientalist, was born at 
Leschnitz, Silesia, Jan. 7, 1822, and 
educated in the Tluivorsity of Ber- 
lin. He was appointed Professor of 
Sanskrit and Comparative Philo- 
logy in the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1862. On April 21, 1876, 
that university conferred on him 
the degree of LL.D., and shortly 
afterwards he left Scotland for 
Bonn, where he had been appointed 
Professor of Sanskrit. Professor 
Aufrecht has published "A Com- 
plete Glossary to the Rig Veda, 
with constant reference to the At- 
harva Veda De Aocentu Com- 
positormn Sanslcntorum,'^ Bonn, 
1817 i '^Holayiidha'sAbhidhanorat- 
nomalaj a Sanskrit Yucabulary, 
e^ted with a Complete Sanskrit- 
Bnglish Glossary "The Hy^s 
of the Rig Veda, transcribed into 
English Letters,'^ 2 vols., Berlin j 
and " TIj jvaladatta's Commentary, 
the Hnadistros,^^ from a monnsoript 
in the Library of the East India 
House (Loud., 1859). 

ADGIER, Guillaume Victor Emile, 
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probably the leading dramatic 
•writer now living, bom at Valance 
(Dome), Sej)t. 17, 1820, and dea- 
■bined for the bar, aoon, however, 
devoted his attention to literature. 
His first piece, La Ciguc,^^ a two- 
act di’ama, in veveea refused in idlit 
by the directors of tiieThdiltre Eran- 
pais, on accoixnt of the youth of the 
author — ^he "was only twenty-four 
— ^was received at the Oddon, The 
directors of the Theittre Fran 9 ais, 
made aware of their mistaho (1845), 
admitted La Cigiifi ” into their re- 
pertory, and it is still played •witli 
success. In 1849 appeared " Ga- 
brielle," •which gained the Mon- 
tlyon prize from the Academy. 
'^Lo Gendre de M. Poirier,” a 
comedy, •written in conjunction 
with M, Jules Sandeaii, appeax-ed 
in 1855 ; and in the same year 
^*’Le Mariage d'Olympe," a drama 
in three acta. In 1858 he pubHshod 
a collection of ^'Podsies,” contain- 
ing some pretty idyls. Among his

'^Mattre Gudrin,” a comedy in five 
acts, "Paul Porestier,” a comedy 
in four acts, " Les Lions et les Pe- 
nardfl,” 1871 ; ^ " Jean de Thome- 
written in conjunction with 
M. Jules Sandeau, 1873 j " Madame 
Caverlet,” 187G j "Le Prix Mar- 
tin,” 1876; "Mademoiselle de la 
Beynie,” 1876; and "Les Pour- 
ohambault,” performed at the 
Thddtre Pran 9 aia, Aindl 8, 1878. 
M. Augicr has been called the 
"poet of good sense,” in contra- 
distinction to some of his contem- 
poraries. He -was elected to suc- 
ceed M. Salvandy in the Prenoh 
Academy Jan. 28, 1858, received 
the Legion of Honour in 1850, was 
made Grand Officer June 19, 1858, 
and Commander Axig, 15, 1868. 

APMALE (Duo d^), Heuri-Eug5iie- 
Bhilippo-Lovia d’ Orleans, prince of 
the family of Orleans, born in 
Paris, Jan. 16, 1822, the fourth son 
of the late king Louis-PhiUppe 
and his queen Marie-Amdlie, was 
educated, like his brothers, in 


College Henri IV., and at the age 
of seventeen entered the army. In 
1840 ho accompanied his brother, 
the Buko of Orleans, to Algeria, 
took part in the campaign wHch 
followed, returning to Prance in 
1841, iOnd he completed his militfu'y 
education at Courhevoie. l^’rom 
1842 to 18 13 he was again iii 
Algeria, whore, at the head of the 
Bubdivison of Modeah, he con- 
ducted one of the most brilliant 
campaigns of the war, capturing 
the camp and all the correspond- 
ence of Abd-el-Kader, together 
mth 3,000 prisoners and on im- 
mense treasure, for which service 
ho was made a lieutenant-general, 
and appointed to the command of 
the province of Constantine. In 
1844 he directed the^ o^odition 
against Biskarah, and in the same 
year married Marie Caroline Au- 
guste de Bourbon, daughter of 
Pi’ince Leopold of S^erno, who was 
bom April 26, 1822. (She died at 
Twickenham, Bee. 0, 1869.) In 
1847 the du^ succeeded Marshal 
Bugeaud as Governor-General of 
Algeria, which position he filled 
upon the surrender of Abd-el-Kader 
to the Prenoh authorities. On rc- 
cemng the news of the revolution 
of Peb., 1848, he resigned his 
command to General Oavoignac, 
and joined the ex-royal family in 
England. With his hi’ofchei’, the 
Prince de Joinville, he protested 
against the decree banishing his 
family from Prance, and afterwards 
resided chiefly in England, devot- 
ing himself to literary imrsuifcs. 
At the beginning of 1801, a pam- 
pUetj addressed by him to Painco 
J erdme Napoleon Bonapai?te,oxcited 
great sensation, and led to a spe- 
cies of political persecution by the 
Preuch authorities, who coiidemnod 
the printer and publisher of it to 
fine and immsonment. The duke 
challenged Prince Napoleon, whoso 
refusal to meet him excited great 
indignation in Prance. The same 
year the Literary Fund of London 
invited the duke to preside at their 
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annual dinner^ ou 'wliiulx occasion 
his speecli also excited attention. 
The Due d'Anmale, whoj as heir 
of the great house of Cond6j pos- 
sesses an ample fortune^ 0 '^vns a 
heautiful seat on the hanks of the 
Thames^ noai* Twickenham, and a 
fine estate in Worcestershire, where 
he formerly occupied his time as a 
practical agriculturist, He also 
is the owner of a superb collection 
of works of art, and lately bought 
from the family of Lord Uuefley 
The Three Graces,” a little pic- 
ture by Eaphael, for the enormous 
price of 25,000 guineas. Shortly 
before the elections for the NatiounI 
Assembly on Feb. 8, 1871, the Due 
d' Aumale, who, during the Franco- 
German war, had in vain sought 
permission to serve in the Fx*enoh 
army, addressed from London a 
proclamation to tho electors of the 
Department of the Oise, in which, 
while declaring his preference for a 
constitutional monarchy, ho stated 
his williugnoss to how to the na- 
tional will, if a Liberal Republic 
were adopted as tho form of go- 
vernment. His candidature was 
successful, hut he did not return to 
France until after the law banish- 
ing the members of the Orleans 
family was rei^ealed on June 8. 
He did not take his scat in the 
Assembly until Deo. 19, 1871. 
Previous to this, in Oot., 1871, 
ho had been chosen President of 
the Council-Qenorah of the Oise, 
IIu was elected a member of the 
French Academy, Dec. 30, 1871, by 
27 votes aframst 1, in succession to 
tho illustrious Montalembert. Tho 
Duo d’Aumale was nominated a 
General of Division, Mar. 10, 1872, 
and in tliis capacity he presided 
over tho Council of War before 
which Marshal Bozoine was ar- 
raigned. At tho elections fur the 
Assembly in Feb., 1876, the Due 
d’Auinale declined to como forward 
again as a candidate in order that 
ho might devote his undivided at- 
tention to his military command. 
The first two volumes of his His- 


toire dea Princes de la Maison de 
Conde,” appeared in 1869, and were 
translated into English by Mr. 
Robert Brown - Borthwick. The 
Duo d'Amnale was elected a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Fine Arts, 
Fob. 1 1, 1880. His eldest son, Louis- 
Philippo-Marie-Leopold d*Orldans 
Prince de Conde, born in 1843, 
died in June, 186G. His second 
son, Fran 9 ois-Louis-Marie-Philippe 
d'Orl^ans, Duke of Guise, was bom 
at Twickenham, Jan. 5, 1854, and 
died in France, July 25, 1872. 
Recently, after the passing of the 
Bill of Expulsion against head 
of his family, the Due d’Aumale 
was struck off the French Army 
List hy tho Minister of War, 
General Boulanger, and withdrew 
from France. Much sensation was 
caused soon afterwards by the 
publication of some letters in which 
the same General, on his promo- 
tion, had effusively thanked " Mpn- 
seigneiu’” for liis good offices. 
Soon after he had left France, it 
was disGOveied that he had given 
his chateau of Chantilly, with all 
tho pricelcbs trcnsm’es it contained, 
to the Instituto, in trust for the 
French naHou. 

AITSTIN, Alfred, poet, critic, and 
joiu'nalist, was bom at Headingley, 
near Leeds, Hay 80, 1835. His 
father was a merchant in Leeds, 
and his mother was the sister of 
Joseph Locke, the eminent civil 
engineer. Both his parents being 
Roman OathoHcs, he was sent to 
Stonyhurat College, and afterwards 
to St. Mary’s College, Oscott. 
From Oscott ho took his degree 
at the Univeraii^ of London in 
1833, and in 1857 he was called to 
the bar of tho Diner Temple. It 
is understood that Mr. Austin has 
abandoned the faith in which he 
was brought up. As he failed to 
obtain x>raotice at the bar, he took 
to literary pursuits, and published 
anonymously a poem entitled 

Randolph.” His first acknow- 
ledged volume of verse, ^*‘Tha 
Season, a Satire,^^ appeared in 1861, 
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and was very sevoroly criticised. 
Mr. Austin replied to his critics in 
a poem now suppressed, entitled 
^'My Satiro and its Censors/' 1861. 
A third and revised edition of 
The Season " appeared in 1869. 
His other poetical productions 
are: — -''The Hnanan Tragedy: a 
Poem," 1862, rcpuhlishcd in an 
amended form 1876 5 " The Golden 
Ago ; a Satire," 1871 j "" Inter- 
ludes," 1872 ; " Rome or Death ! " 
1873; "Madonna's Child,” 1873; 
" The Tower of Babel,” a drama, 
1874 ; " Leszko the Bastard : a Tale 
of Polish Grief," 1877 ; '^Tho Savo- 
narola," a tragedy, 1881. He has 
published three novels : — " Five 
Zears of it," 1858; ^^An Artist's 
Pi'oofj" 1801; and "Won by a 
Head," 1866 ; also The Poetx*y of 
the Period," reprinted fronx Temx^le 
Bar, 1870; and "A Vindication of 
Lord Byi’on," IRGO, occasioned by 
Mrs. Stowe's article, "The True 
Story of Lord Byron’s Life." Mr. 
Austin is an ardent advocate of 
the policy of the Conservative 
party, and has made two unsuc- 
cessful attempts to enter Parlia- 
ment, for Taxmton in 1865, and for 
Dewsbmy in 1880. He has written 
much for the Standard newspaper 
and for the QmHerly Xteview, 
Durtog the sittings of the CEcu- 
menioal Council of the Vatican, ho 
represented tlie Standard at Borne, 
and ho was a special correspondent 
of that journal at the headquarters 
of the Hmg of Prussia in the 
Pr^co-Germau war. Bis political 
writings include "Russia before 
Europe," 1876; "Tory Hon'ors," 
1876, a reply to Mr. Gladstone's 
" Bulgarian Horrors " ; and " Eng- 
land's Policy and Peril; a letter 
to the Earl of Beaconafield," 1877. 
"Solfloquies in Song" is one of 
his latest publications. Mr. Austin 
is now editor of the National 
Review,

BABINOTON, Charles Oardale, 
M.A., P.B.S.,P.S.A., P.L.S.,P.G.S., 
son of the late Rev, Joseph Babing- 
ton, M.A., L.M,, and grandson of 
Thomas Babington,EBq.,of Rothloy 
Temple, Leicestershire, was bom at 
Ludlow in 1808, and educated at 
St, John's CoUogc,CambridgG (B.A. 
1830 ; M.A. 1833). He is Professor 
of Botany in the University of Cam- 
bridge, and he was elected to a pro- 
fessorial fellowship at St. John's 
College in Oct. 1882. Mr. Babing- 
ton is well known as a naturalist,

pointment as Commander-in-Chief 
to the Persian Expedition, in 1857^ 
he requested tlmt Mr. Badger 
might be appointed Staff Oliaplain 
and Arabic Interpreter to the 
force. Having shared with the 
force all the dangers of the cam- 
paign, Mr. Badger received the 
Persian War Medal. In 1860 he 
was ^pointed coadjutor to Sir W. 
Coghlan to setUe the serious diffi- 
culties which had arisen between 
the Sayyid Thuwainy, wbo then 
ruled over OmAn, and the Sayyid 
MAjid, the then ruler of the 
Ean African possessions of their 
deceased father, the renowned 
Sayyid Sa'ld, Mr, Badger returned 
to England in 1861, and again 
accompanied Sir James Outram on 
an important visit to Egypt. In 
the following year he retired from 
the service, and devoted himself 
mainly to literary pursuits. In 


1872 he was a}mointed confidential 
adviser to Sir Bartle Erere on his 
special mission to Zanzibar. In 
recognition of his services, as well 
to the Churcli of England as to 
science, Mr. Badger was, in 1873, 
created a B.C.L.by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and Eoyal Lotters 
Patent j and two years later ho 
was appointed to attend upon the 
Sultan of Zanzibar and suite dur- 
ing their visit to England. Among 
hia numerous worts are a " History 
of the Imdms and Sayyida of 
' OmAn " (for the Hakluyt Society), 
1871; the ^'Travels of Ludovico 
di Varlhema in India and the 
East, A.D. 1503-8 (edited for tho 
same Society), 1873, a wcu't wliich 
obtained for him the dignity of 
Knight Commander of the Oro'vra 
of iSi-ly ; and an '^English-Ai’abic 
Lexicon,” published in 1881. Dr. 
Badger has also published several 
reviews of important works on la- 
lAm, ^d has taken a prominent 
part in the literature connected 
with the Egyptian crisis. In 1880 
ho was created a Companion of tho 
Gleaming Sfair by H. H. the Sultan 
of Zanzibar. 

BAGGALLAT, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Bichard, eldest son of the late Mr. 
Richard BaggaHay, of Kingthorpo 
House, Upper Tooting, was bom 
at Stookwellj Surrey, May 13, 1816, 
and educated at Caius College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1839 as l<lith wrnnglei*, pro- 
ceeded M.A. in 1812, and was 
oloctcd a foundation PcUow of his 
college. In 1813 ho was called to 
the bar at Lincoln's Inn. Having 
acquired an extensive practice at 
the Equity bar, ho was in 1861 ap- 
pointed one of Her Majesty's 
Counsol. For several years ho was 
counsel to the University of Cam- 
bridge (1869— 76), Ho olsobocamo 
a bencher of his Imi, and a magis- 
trate for the counties of Surrey 
and Hereford. At the goneral 
election in July, 1805, he was re- 
turned to tho House of Commons in 
tho Consciwative interest, though 
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lie docliired liimself to be in favour 
of extending the franchise to those 
'whose position and intelligence 
afforded a sufficient guarantee for 
its proper exercise. He hold for a 
short time the post of Solicitor- 
General in the administration of 
Mr. Disraeli, viz,, from Sept, to 
Dec. 1868, when he received tlio 
honour of hnighthood. Sir Bichard 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Hereford at 
the general election of Deo. 1868, 
and again in 1869, after the elec- 
tion of Deo. had been declared 
void j he remained out of Parlia- 
ment till Oct. 1870, -when he was 
chosen member for Mid-SuiTey. 
At tho general election of Eeb. 
187 Ji ho was again returned by the 
same constituency, and was re- 
elected upon his appointment as 
Solicitor-General ; and two months 
later he succeeded Sir John Kars- 
loke as Attorney-General. On the 
Judicature Act coming into opeva.- 
tion in Nov. 1876, he was appointed 
a Lord Justice of the Court of Ap- 
X>oal and a member of the Privy 
Council. In Nov. 1886 he resigned 
his appointment of Lord Justice, 
in consequence of the state of his 
health. 

BAILEY^ John Eglington, P.S.A,, 
bom Peb. 13, 1810, at Edgbaston, 
near Birmingham, was educated at 
Botcler's Free Grammar School, 
Warrington, and Owens College, 
Manchester. Por many years he 
has been connected with the Man- 
chester branch of the largo mer- 
cantile firm of Messrs. !RaIIi 
Brothers. In 187G he was ap- 
l^ointed a member of the Council 
of the Ohetham Society, and is now 
its secretary. Mr. Bailey has pub- 
lished The Life of Thomas 
Puller, D.D,, with Notices of his 
Boohs, his Kinsmen, and hia 
Friends,” 1874! 5 a collection of 
Dr. Puller's Sermons,” a Me- 
moir of Henry Clarke,” 1877 5 and 
Inventories of the Church Goods 
of Lancashire, 1662” (for the 
Chatham Society), 1878. Amongst 


other tracts he has edited tho 

Manchester al Mondo” of tho 
first Earl of Manchester (1G38). 
He has also contributed a largo 
number of papors to local and 
otbor journals, relating to bio- 
graphy, history, and bibliography, 
and mostly connected with Lan-' 
oashire and Cheshire, The " Bib- 
liographical Histoiy of Shorthand,” 
perhaps his most intoi*esting work, 
still remains in MS. In 1881 Mr. 
Bailey established The JPalatine 
Note-Booh, an illustrated monthly 
antiquarian and bibliographical 
journal, circulating in Lancashire, 
Cheshii'e, and the North of Eng- 
land, which has been called tlie 
Notes and Queries of that district. 
It has contained a memoir of Dr. 
John Perriar, and several other 
papers from his pen. 

BAILEY, PhiUp James, son of 
Thomas Bailey, author of the " An- 
nals of Notts,” who died in 1856, 

1 was bom at Nottingham, April 22, 
1816. Having been educated at 
various schools in his native to'wn, 
he in 1831 matricidatcd at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, where h e 
studied for two sessions under 
Professors Buchanan, Sir D. K. 
Sandford, Thomson, and Milne. 
In 1833 he began to study the law. 
was admitted a member of Lin- 
coln's Inn in 1835, and called to 
the Bar in 1840. Having little 
inclination for legnl ptu*suitfl, Mr. 
Bailoy before tliia time had carried 
on on extonsivo and varied course 
of reading in the libraries of tho 
British Museum and Lincoln's Inn, 
as well as at home. He was ac- 
customed to the composition of 
verse from early years. " Festus,” 
conceived and planned originally 
in 1836, and published in 1830, 
was well received in "this country 
and in Ameiioa, where it has 
passed throug^h many editions. It 
reached its eighth edition in this 
country in 1808. "The Angel 
World,” a poem afterwards incor- 
porated with "Pestus,” appeared 
in 1860 5 another poem, "The 
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Mystic/' in 1855 j " Tlie Ago," a 
Satire, in 1858 j and ** The IJiii- 
versal Hymn," in 1867. 

SAIN, Alexander, LL.D., bom at 
Aberdeen in 1818, entered Maris- 
chal College in 1836, inhere he 
took the degree of M.A. in 1840. 
Erom 1841 to 1844 he taught, as 
deputy, the class of Moral Philo- 
sophy in Mariachal College j from 
1844 to 1845, the Natural Philo- 
sophy Class. In 1845 ho was 
elected Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy in the Andersonian Univer- 
sity, Glasgow, but retired at the 
end of a year. In 1847 he was 
appointed by the Metroi}olitan 
Sanitary Commissioners their As- 
ssLstanl^Secretary, and in 1848 
became Assistant-Secretary to the 
General Board of Health, which 
post he resigned in 1850. Prom 
1857 to 1862 ho was Examiner in 
liO^ic and Moral Philosophy in the 
University of London. In 1858, 
1859, 1860, 1863, 1864, 1808, and 
1870, he acted as Examiner in 
Moral Science at the India Civil 
Service Examinations. In 1860 he 
was appointed by the Crown, Pro- 
fessor of Logic in the University 
of Aberdeen. In 1864 he was re- 
elected Examiner in the University 
of London, and continued to hold 
that position till 1860. His first 
literary production was an article, 
in 1840, in the Weatminater JJeview, 
to which he contributed at various 
times. In 1847-8 he wrote text- 
books on Astronomy, Electricity, 
and Meteorology, in Messrs. Cham- 
bers's school series, several of 
Chambers's Papers for the 
People," and the articles on Lan- 
guage, Logic, the Human Mind, 
and Ehetoric in the "Information 
for the People." In 1852 he pub- 
lished an edition of the "Moral 
PhnoBophy of Palcy," with disser- 
tations and notes. "The Souses 
and the Intellect" appeared in 
1856, and The Emotions and the 
WiU," completing a systematic ex- 
posiMon oi the human mind, in 
1869.

BAINES) Sir Edward, second son 
of the late Edward Baines, was 
born in 1800, and educated at the 
Protestant UiBSonters* Granmnu' 
School, Manchester. For many 
years he was associated with his 
father as editor and proprietor of 
the Leeds Mercury, one of the most 
infiuentiol Libert organs in the 
North of England 5 and he is the 
author of "The History of the 
Cotton Manufacture," "5?he Life 
of the late Edward Baiues," "A 
Visit to the Yaudois of Pied- 
mont," " Th e W oollen M anuf aoinre 
of England," and other works bear- 
ing on U\o industrial progress and 
commerce of the nation. Sir E. 
Baines, who is President of the 
Yorkshire Union of Mechanics* 
Institutes, was elected M.P. for 
Leeds in his brother's place in 
1859, but he lost his seat at the 
general election of Peb. 1874. In 
1861 his attempt to introduce 
into Parliament a bill to reduce 
the franchise in boroughs to £G 
was defeated on a division by 
245 to 193 votes. In 1861 and

1866 the mcaBure \\ras again re- 
jected by the House of Commons. 
Mr. Baines was a member of the 
Schools Inquiry Commission (1865 
to 1868)^ and a supporter of the 
Endowed Schools Act of 1869^ and 
the Elcinontary Education Act of 
1870. As one of the leading Dis- 
Bontiug members^ he took an active 
part in opposition to Church Rates 
and University Tests, and in sup- 
porting the Ii'ish Church Dis- 
ostabliahment BUI. He was also a 
decided friend of the Repeal of the 
Com Laws, and every measux'e of ; 
Free Trado. In Dec. 1880, he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
He is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant of West Riding of 
Yorkshire. 

BAIRD, Spencer Fullerton, LL.D., 
born at Reading, Pennsylvania, 
Feb. 3, 1823, was educated at 
Dickinson CoBoge, where he be- 
came Professor of Hatui*al Science 
in 1846. In 1855 he was appointed 
Assistant-Secretary to the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington, 
and on the death of Professor 
Henry, in 1878, succeeded him as 
Seci’ciary, Ho is editor and trans- 
lator of the " Iconographic Eu- 
cydopoidia,” Hew York, 1851 ; is 
author of various papers on zoo- 
logy, and of reports on natural- 
history-collectionB made by Cap- 
tains Stanshury and Marcy, and 
Lieutenant Gilliss, the United 
States and Mexican Boundai*y Sur- 
vey, and the Pacific Railroad Sur- 
vey. He has also published, in 
conjunction with John Oassin, 
“ The Birds of Horth America" (2 
vols., 1860) ; and " The Mammals 
of Horth America," 1861, and in 
connection with Charles Girard, a 
'^Catalogue of Serpents in North 
America?^ 1862. In 1864 he com- 
menced a work xxpon the birds of 
the New World generally, under 
the title, "Review of American 
Birds in the Museum of the Smith- 
sonian Institution." In conjunc- 
tion with T. M. Brower and R, 
Ridgway, ho published, in 1884, 


" The Land Birds of North 
America " (3 vols.), and " The 
Water Birds of North America" (2 
vols.). In 1871 he was appointed 
by the President, United States 
Commissioner of Pish and 
Piahories, for the purpose of 
making inquiries into the causes 
of the decrease of the food fishes 
of the United States, and the 
methods of restoring them. He 
has piihlishod in various scientific 
periodicals, and in the reports, of 
the Smithsonian Institulnon, nu- 
merous papers upon the mammals, 
birds, and fishes of North America. 
He also for several yeni*a furnished 
to Hai'per*a Magazine, a monthly 
r^aum^ of the progress of science, 
and prepared an annual volume 
describing the advances made in 
science during the year*. 

BAKER, John Gilbert, P.R.S., 
P.L.S., born at Ouisborough, in 
Yorkshire, Jan, 13, 1831, was edu- 
cated at schools belonging to the 
Society of Friends at Ackwox'th and 
York. He wn a axxpointod Assistant- 
Curator of the Herbarium of the 
Royal Gardens, Kew, in 1806, 
which office he still holds, and 
Lecturer and Demonstrator of 
Botany to the Apothecaries^ Com- 
pany in 1882. He was for many 
years Lecturer on Botany to the 
London Hospital, and one of the as- 
sistant editors to Seemann,*a Journal 
of Botany. Formerly Mr, Baker was 
Curator, and afterwards Secretary, 
of the London Botanical Exchange 
Club. His works on descriptive 
botany are as follows : — " Synopsis 
Filicum," a desoriptive catalogue of 
all known ferns, with plates of the 
genera — a work planned and com- 
nieuoed by the late Sir W. Hooker, 
1868, 2ntl edit.

In 1883 he edited, 
in conjunction with the Rev. W. 
Newhouldj the fli'st published 
edition of Watson’s "Topogra- 
phical Botany." 

BAKER, Sir Samuel White, 
F.R.S.j M>A., eldest son of the late 
Samuel Baker, Esq., of Lypiatt 
Park, Gloucestershire, was born in 
London, June 8, 1821, and was 
educated at a private school and 
in Germany. He married, in 1843, 
Henrietta, daughter of the Rev, 


Charles Martin. In 1817 he csta- 
I blished an agricultural settlement 
and sanatorium at Newera EUia, 
in the mountains of Coylon, at an 
altitude of 6,200 feet above tho sea 
level. At great personal cost ho, 
togcUior with his brother, conveyed 
emigrants from England, and the 
best breeds of cattle and sheep, to 
found the inountain colony, Tlio 
iinpulso given by this adventure 
secured tho assistance of the Colo- 
nial Office, and with tho inoroasing 
prosperity of Ceylon, Newora Ellia 
has become a resort of considerable 
importance, the most recent de- 
velopment being the cultivation of 
tho valuable Cinchona plant. In 
1854, Baker retired from Ceylon 
after eight years’ residence, and at 
tho death of his wife in 1855 he 
proceeded to the Crimea, and ho was 
subsequently engaged in Turkey in 
tlie organiisation of the first railway. 
In 1861 hecoimnenoed an enterprise 
entirely at his own cost for the dia- 
coveiy of the Nile sources in tho 
hope of meeting the Government 
expedition under the command of 
Captain Speke, who had started 
from Zanzibar for the same object. 
Having married, in 1860, Florence, 
daughter of M. Fiiinion von Sosa, 
ho was accompanied throughout 
this arduous journey hy his wife. 
Leaving Cairo Aiiril 15, 1861, he 
reached, on Juno 1 3, the junction 
of tho Atbiu’a with the Nile. For 
nearly a year he explored tho 
rogiona of Abyssinia whence 
comes the Blue Nile, and in June, 
18C2, descended to Khaii:oum, at 
the junction of tho Blue and the 
White Nile- Hero he organised a 
party of ninety-six persons to ex- 
plore the course of the latter river. 
They set out in Deo. 1802, and 
reached Gondokoro in Feb. 1863. 
Here Baker had the good fortune 
to meet Captains SpeJto and Grant, 
who had succeeded iuroaclxing tho 
Lake Victoria N’yanza, which they 
bolievod to be the ultimate source 
of the Nile, Baker, having resolved 
to supplement their explorations. 
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supplied them -with, the necessary 
vessels for the voyage to Khartoum, 
and started from Gondokoro by 
land. Mar. 20, 3 863, without either 
interpreter or guide, in defiance of 
the opposition of the slave-hunters, 
wlio attempted to bar his progress. 
The route was first eastwai'd, then 
nearly south, and aftorwardstumed 
towards the east. On March l-i<, 
18G4<, lie came in sight of a great 
freah-wntcr lake, tlio "Mwootan 
N'zige,'' until thenunknown, which 
he named the Albert K^yauza. 
After navigating the lake from N, 
lat. 1® 14' to the exit of the Nile at 
2° 16', he set out on his homeward 
journey early in April, 1864, but 
owing to illness and the disturbed 
condition of the country he did not 
reach Gondokoro until March 23, 
1865. The Eoyal Geographical So- 
ciety now awarded to him its Vic- 
toria Gold Medal, and on his return 
to England in 1866 he was created 
M. A.of thelJniversity of Cambridge 
and rocoived the honour of knight- 
hood. In Sept. 1869, he undertook 
the command of an expedition to 
Central Africa under the auspices 
of the IChedive, who placed at his 
disposal a force of 1500 incked 
Egyptian troops, and intrusted him 
for four years with absolute and 
xmcontrolied power of life and 
death. He undertook to subdue 
the African wilderness, and to annex 
it to the civilized world j to destroy 
the slave trade, and to establish 
regular commerce in its place ; to 
open up to civilization those vast 
African lalces which are the equa- 
torial reservoirs of the Nile j and to 
add the whole of the countries 
which border on that rivei* to the 
kingdom of the Pharaohs. Sir 
Samnel, having first received from 
the Sultan the Order of the Medjidie 
and the rank of Pasha and Major- 
general, left Caiw with his party 
on Bee. 2, 1869, Lady Baker, as in 
former journeys, aooompanying 
him. He returned in 1873 and re- 
ported the complete success of the 
expedition. Sir Samuel is the author

mailia: a Narrative of the Expe- 
dition to Central Africa for the 
Suppression of the Slave Trade ; 
arranged by Ismail, Khedive of 
Egypt,” 2 voIb. 1871. In 1879, 
shortly after the British occupa- 
tion <5 Cyprus, ho visited every 
portion of the island to thoroughly 
investigatB its resoui'ces, the re- 
sults of 'which journey he published 
in a volume entitled " Cyprus as I 
saw it in 1879.” Theuce he pro- 
ceeded upon various researches 
through Syria, India, Japan, and 
America. Sir Samuel is a Fellow 
of tbe Boyal Geographical Society 
of London, and an honorary mem- 
ber of the Geographical Societies 
of Paris, Berlin, Italy, and America. 
He has received the GrondeM^daille 
d'Or of the Society de G^ographie 
de Paris. He is a Deputy-Lieute- 
uont of Gloucesteraliire, and J.P. 
of Bevon ; he has the Orders, the 
Grand Cordon of the Hedjidleh, and 
the second and third classes, in 
addition to the second class of the 
Osmanle. 

BAKER, Valentine, bom 1825, is 
the son of Samuel B^er, Esq., and 
brother of Sir Samuel Baker. He 
entered the Biitish army 1843, Au- 
gust 1, served through the Kaffir 
war of 1832-53, and in the Crimea 
during the campaign of 1855. In 
1800 ha took command of the lOth 
Hnssara, which he resimed in 1873 
by reason of seniority. He left En^- 
l^d and travelled through Perna 
and on the boz*ders of Afghanistan 
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inordertoi^alnexactinformatiou as | 
to tlie geograpMcal disposition of | 
the country between the Russian 
and British frontiers. On his re- 
turn he ijublished the result of his 
observations in a book entitled 
Clouds in the East.^^ At this 
tiuie he was known as a brilliant 
cavalry offieerj with considerable 
knowledge of army organisation. 
In 187-1' he was appointed Assistant 
Quarter* Master General at Aider- 
shot, but in the following year, in 
consequence of the issue of the trial 
The Queen v. Bakei*,^' he was dis- 
missed the service. In 1877 ho 
began a new military career in the 
Turkish Empire. He was employed 
in organising the gendarmerie, and 
held the position of Major-General 
in the Turkish service. In the 
August of that year he went to 
Shumla as StafC Military adviser 
to the Tui*kish commander, and 
was conspicuous throughout the 
campaign on the Loin. He em- 
bodied tlie history of the campaign 
in a work entitled '^The War in 
Bulgaria.” After the English suc- 
cesses in Egypt the organisation 
of the gendarmerie in that country 
was put under his control ; and in 
1884! on the defeat of Hicks Pasha, 
General Baker, known as Baker 
Pai^a, made on attempt to relieve 
Tokar, but was defeated, Feb, C, 
1881. Since then repeated but un- 
successful attemx>ts have been made 
to secure his reinstatemont in the 
British army. Besides the works 
above mentioned he is the author 
of the following: — "The British 
Cavalry,” 1858; "Our National 
Defences,” 1860. He is also known 
as a writer on subjects relating to 
Army Reform and the Employ- 
ment of Cavahy. 

BAKER, The Rev. William, D.D., 
Head Ma^r of Merchant Taylors^ 
School, youngest son of the lato 
George Baker, Esq., of Reigate, 
was bom at Reigate in December, 
IBlli and educated at Merchant 
Taylors* School and St, John^a Col- 
lege, Oxford^ of which he was some- 


time Fellow and Tutor. He ob- 
tainod a first class in classics at 
Moderations in 1862, and a second 
class in the Final Classical School 
in ISCt, and was elected Deuyer 
and Johnson Theological Scholar 
in 1866. Ho was appointed Head 
Master of Merchant Taylors’ Scliool, 
on the retirement of Dr. Hossey, at 
Christmas, 1870, and Pi'ebendiiry 
of St. Paul’s in 1880, He is the 
author of "A Manual of Devotion 
for School Boys,” published in 
1876 ; " Lectures on the Historical 
and Dogmatical Position of the 
Church of England,” in 1882 1 " A 
Plain Exposition of the Thirty- 
nine Articles,” in 1883 j " Daily 
Prayers for Younger Boys,” in 
1886. 

BALFOUR, The Right Hon, Arthur 
James, M.P., eldest sou of the lato 
Mr. James MaitJand Balfour, of 
Whittinghamo, by his marriage 
with the Lady Blanche Oocil, 
second daughter of the late and 
sister of the present Marquis of 
Salisbury, was born in 18X8, and 
educated at Eton and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. Ho acted as 
Private Secretory to Lord Salis- 
bury (then Foreign Minister) from 
1878 to 1880, and accompanied 
him to the Berlin Congress. In 
1874 he was elected for Hoi’tford,^ 
and continued to represent that’ 
constituency in the Gonsorvativo 
interest until 1885, when he was 
elected for East Manchostoi*, for 
which he was again rctiumod in 
1886. Under Lord Salisbury’s first 
administration Mi\ Balfour was 
President of tlie Local Government 
Board, and in the Ministry of 188G 
he was appointed Secretary for 
Scotland. Mr. Balfour is on hon, 
LL.D. of Edinburgh, and is the 
author of "A Defence of Philo- 
BOpliic Doubb.” Ho is a brother 
of the late Mr. Francis Maitland 
Balfour, the distiuguiahod physi- 
ologist, and of Mr, Gerald Balfour, 
M.P, for Leeds.

BALL, The Eight Hon. John 
ThomaSi M.P., LL.D., eldest son of 
Major Benjamin Marcus Ball, was 
bom at Dublin in 1815, and edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
graduating B.A. in 183G, and LL.D. ] 
m 1811*. He was called to the Irish 
bar in 1840, and became succes- 
sively a Queen's Counsel, Queen's 
Advocate aaid Judge of the Pro- 
vincial Consistorial Court at Aj^- 
magh. At the general election of 
18G8 lie was retmmed i.o the House 
of Commons in the Conservative 
interest by the University of Dub- 
lin, and for a few weeks in Nov, 
and Dec. of that year he was suo- 
cesaively Solicitor-General and At- 
torney-General for Ireland under 
Mr. Disraeli's administration. In 
1870 the University of Oxford con- 
ferred on him the honorary degree 
of D.C.L. Dr, Ball proved himself 
to bo a ready and energetic debater 
by bis numerous speeches on the 
Church BUI, the Land Bill, and 
other measures affecting Ireland. 
When the Conservatives come into 
power in Feb, 1874, Dr. Ball agam 


became Attorney-General for Ire- 
land, and at the close of that year 
ho was appointed Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland. Ho took the oaths of 
office Jan. 1, 1876, and resigned in 
May, 1880. He has boon Vioo- 
Cbnncellor of the University of 
Dublin, since Jan. 1880. He mar- 
ried, in 1832, Catherine, daughter 
of the Bev. Charles R. Elringfcon, 
Regius Professor of Divinity in the 
University of Dublin. 

SALL, JohUi F.R.S., eldest son 
of the hite Rt. Hon. Nicholas Ball, 
formerly M.P. for Clonmel and 
Attorney - General for Ireland, 
afterwards Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, was born in 
Dublin, August 20, 1818, and 
educated at Osoott College, and 
afterwards at Christ's CoUego, 
Cambridge, where ho took lionoin^a 
as a ^vrangior in the mathematical 
ti'ipos in 1830, but owing to the 
I restrictions then in force did not 
take a degree. He was called to 
the Irish Bar in 18-13, but novor 
went oirenit. In Ap^ 1810 he 
was appointed an e^a assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner for the 
purpose of visiting and reporting 
on the condition of the poorer dis- 
tricts in which famine was then 
apprehended, In tlio course of 
five months ho inspected nearly 
every parish in Munster and many 
other ^stressed districts olscwhoro . 
In the autumn of the same year he 
was appointed to the ohai’go of the 
Dublin district, including the en- 
tire province of Leinster. In tlio 
autumn of 181*7 he resigned, owing 
to iU-hoalth, and spent the winter 
and spring of 1848 in Romo. In 
the spring of 1849, on the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Twisloton, the ohlef 
Poor Law Commissioner in Ire- 
land, ha was appoiutod Second 
Commissioner with tlio lato Sir 
Alfred Power, who auccoedod to 
the chief place. On the occurrence 
of the general election in the 
summer of 1862 ho resigned his 
oifico and offered himself as Liberal 
candidate for the County of Car-

loTv, -whero for miiny years the 
Consprvativo party had bold both 
beats, and was returned at the Load 
of the poll by u very narrow 
majority. In the Ilouse of Com- 
mons he supported the claim of 
the Iiish occupying tenants to full 
compensation for improvements, 
opposed various motions tending 
to molest the inmates of convents, 
and incurred some unpopularity iai 
Ireland by supporting Mr. Glad- 
stone's l)udgct of 1853 by which 
the income lax was extended to 
Ireland. In 1855, soon after the 
formation of Lord Palmerston's 
first administration, ho accepted 
the office of TJndor-Socretary for 
the Colonies, and held that office for 
more than two years. In the general 
election of 1858 he was defeated 
in a close and very excited contest 
for the representation of Limerick, 
the result leading to his retire- 
ment from political life and devo- 
tion to scientific pursuits, espe- 
cially to botany. Mr. Ball has 
resided much in Italy, and visited 
the countries surrounding the Me- 
diterranean. More recently ho 
has travelled in North and South 
America. His chief works are,

the Great Atlas," by Hooker and 
Ball. He has also 
numerous papei^s on sdentafic sub- 
jeotS’— fl.flT. “ Bi)icilegimu Florm 
Moroccauffi," contributions to the 
flora of North Patagonia, contribu- 
tions to the flora of the Peruvian 
Andes, and oLher botanical papers 
in tho Tournal of the Linnean So- 
ciety, the "Annals of Natoal 
History,” the " Linnffla," the 
" Bulletiu de la Societc Boianiquo 
de Prance,” &c. He has contri- 
buted papers on the structure and 
motion of glaciers and other phy- 
sical and geological subjects to 
the PhiloBojahiccd Magaxinej the 
Beports of Ihe British Association, 
the "Nuova Antologia Italiana,” 
&c* An important paper on the 
" Origin of the Plora ox the Euro- 
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pean Alps ” was published in the 
J'rocoedings of the Goograpliicfil 
Society. Mr. Ball is a P.Il.S., 
member of the Iloyal Irish Aca- 
demy of tlie Linnean and Boyal 
Geographical Societies and of 
several foreign soientifi(5 societies, 

BALL, Sii’Eobort Stawcll, LL.D„ 
P.It.S., was bom at Dublin, July 
1, 1810, and educated at Chester 
by Dr. Brindley. Ho was ax>poiutod 
University Student at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, in 18G1 j LordKosse’s 
Astronomer at Parsonstown in 
1865 ; Professor of Applied ISIathe- 
maticH and Mechanism at the 
Eoyal College of Science for Ire- 
land in 1867 j Pellow of the Eoyal 
Society in 1873 ; Andrews Professor 
of Astronomy in the University of 
Dublin, and Eoyal Astronomer of 
Ireland in 187 1. He obtained the 
Cunningham Gold Medal of the 
Eoyal Irish Academy. Mr. Ball is 
author of the following works 
among others : — " Experimental 
Mechanics,” 1871; "Theory of 
Screws," Dublin, 1876 5 " Elements 
of Astronomy," 1880 ; besides many 
papers on matbematics, astronomy, 
and physical science in various 
publications. He has frequently 
lectured on Astronomy at the lend- 
ing institutions in the United 
Kingdom, and we may esfpeciaUy 
refer to his various courses at the 
Eoyal lubtitutiou . His latest work 
is the well-known "Story of the 
Heavens, ” and he is uao the 
editor of the new Admiralty 
manual of scientific inquiry. He 
was knighted on Jau. 25th, 1886. 

BALLANTINE, William, Ser- 
jeant-at-Law, is a son of the late 
Mr. William Ballantine, who for 
many years filled the office of 
magistrate at the Thames Police 
Court. He was bom in London, 
Jon. 3, 1812, and was colled to 
bar at the Inner Temple, June 6, 
183>t. For some years he practised 
in the criminol courts; in 1856 
he was created a serjeant-at-law $ 
and he was at one time engaged in 
many of the important causes 
5 * 
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tried iu Westminster Hall, He 
received a patent ol procodonce 
from Lord Wcstlmry, Amongst 
otlier causes lie was counsel for the 
Claimant in his original suit to 
acquire the Ticlihorno biu’onetcy 
and estates (1871). Ho has the 
reputation of being a skilful cross- 
examiner, and was highly compli- 
mented in the House of Lords in a 
suit for a divorce which he con- 
ducted with groat success against 
Sir Fitzroy Kelly and other counsel 
of great eminence. In 1809 he 
was appointed, by vote of the 
House of Commons, to conduct, in 
conjunction with Mr. Barry, tlio 
Irish Attorney-treueralj the lugal 
proceedings against the Mayor 
of Cork, Mr. O'Sullivan. That 
functionary had made himself 
cons 2 )ionous by the violent ex- 
pression of his political sentiments 
on. various occasions, and had eulo- 
gized, at a public banquet, tho 
Fenian O'Fari’ell, who had at- 
tempted to assassinate the yo\ing 
Duke of Edinburgh in Australia. 
The House of Commons ordered a 
prosecution to he instituted, but 
Mr. O’Sullivan resigned his offlcc, 
and consequently the affair came to 
an end. In 1876 Serjeant Ballan- 
tine received a brief to go “ spe- 
cial" to India to defend a native 
prince, Mulhar Bao, tho Gaekwar 
of Baroda, charged with an attem^^t 
to poison Colonel Phayre, the 
British B esideut. The retainer 
was 5,000 guineas, and a further 
scale of fees was arranged, being 
estimated at not less than a further 
sum of 5,000 guineas. Tliia hono- 
rarium is probably among the 
largest ever paid to counsel. The 
Commission which tried the case 
was divided in opinion, the native 
members holding the Gaekwar’s 
guilt not proved, and tlie result 
was an acquittal; but Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government deposed the 
Gaekwar on the ground of obvious 
incapacity and misconduct. Ser-

BANOBOFT, George, Ph.H., 
IjL.D,, I).C.L„ born at Worces- 
ter, Massachusetts, Oct. 3, 1800, 
entered Harvard College in 1813, 
and graduated iu 1817. Almost 
immediately afterwards ho wont 
a))road, where he remained for 
five years, studying at Gottingen 
and Berlin, travelling througli 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, and 
Great Britain, and making tho 
personal acquaintance of many of 
the loading European scholars. 
He received tho degree of Ph.I). at 
Gottingen in 1820, and returning 
to America in 1822, was for a year 
j Greek tutor in Harvard College. 

' In 3823, in conjunction with Ur. 
Joseph Coggswpil, aftiTwnrds noted 
as the organizer of tho Astor Li]i- 
r.iry in Noav York, lie louuded 
the Jiuiiud Hill School at .North- 
aiiqjtcm, Mrissachu&etts. 'iMie baiiie 
year he published a volume of 
poems, and in 1821 a iranslation 
of Heeren’s Politics of Aiioicnt 
Greece.” Ho was also at tliis 
time meditating and collecting 
materials for his ** History of tho 
United States,” tho first volume of 
which ajjpeared iu 1831. In 1835 
he removed to Sj^ringfield, Massa- 
chusetts, where he resided for 
three years, and completed tho 
second volume of his hiatoiy. In 
1838 he was appointed Collootor of 
tlio Port of Boston, a position 
which he occuined until 3 8 X-J , being 
also a frequent spoakor at political 
meetings, and still koeinug up his 
historical labours. Tho third vol- 
ume of his history appi'ared in 
18X0. In 18 IX ho was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts, hut was not elected. 
In 1816, Mr. Polk having been 
elected President, Mr. Bancroft 
entered his Cabinet as Socrotai^ of 
tho Navy, and also served for a 
month as Acting Secretary of War. 
In 1816 ho was sent as Minister to 
Great Britain, whore ho sucooss- 
fully urged upon the British 
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U-overniuent the adoption of more 
liberal navigation laws, and was 
especially earnest in vindicating 
tlie rights of persons naturalized 
as citizens of the United States. 
Daring this residence in Europe 
ho made use of every opportunity 
to perfect his collections of docu- 
ments I’elating to Amerioau liistory. 
He returned to the United States 
in 1810, toolc up his residence in 
Hew York, and set about the pre- 
paration of the remainder of his 
history, of which the tenth volume 
was published in 187‘1. This biungs 
the narrative to the close of the 
Kovolutionary War, and completes 
the body of the work. Two sup- 
plementary volumes were issued in 
1882 under the title of " History of 
the Foundation of the Constitution 
of the United States,” which 
bring the nori'ative down to 3780. 
After his return from England ho 
for many years devoted himself 
wholly to literary labour* In Feb. 
1800, he delivered befoi'e Congress 
an address in memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. In May, 1807, he was 
appointed^ Minister to Prussia ; in 
1808 ho 'was accredited to the 
North German Confederation j and 
in 1871 to the German Empire. He 
was recahed from this mission at 
his own request, in 187-1. Durmg 
his mission to Germany several im- 
portant treaties were concluded 
with the various German States, 
relating especially to the natima- 
limtion of Germans in America. 
Mr. Bancroft is a member of nume- 
rous learned societies at home and 
abroad. In 1855 he published a 
volume of ^^Miscellanies,” com- 
prising a portion of the articles 
which he had contributed to the 
North AmeHcanUeview, In 1888 the 
first volume of a carefully revised 
edition of his history was pub- 
lished, of which the si:^ and con- 
cluding one appeared in 1885. His 
latest publica^n is ”A Plea for 
the Constitution of the United 
States wounded in the House of its 
Guardians/^ 1880. He now resides 


at Washington, D.C., passing his 
summers at Newport, Rhode 
Island. 

BANCROFT, Mrs. nee Marie Bffie 
Wilton, actress, is the eldest 
daughtei' of the late Robert Plcy- 
dcll Wilton, and a native of Don- 
caster. After acting from early 
childhood in the proviiices,ch iefly at 
the old Theatre Royal, Bristol, she 
first appeared in London in Sept. 
1856, at the Lyceum Theatre,ttsthe 
boy in '‘Belphegor” and ""Perdita 
the Royal Millnnaid,” Subsequently 
she fulfilled various engagements 
at London houses, notably making 
the fortune of the celebrated bxir- 
lesqucs at the Strand Theatre. 
Miss Wilton, in partnership with 
Mr. H. J. Byron, became manager 
of the Prince of Wales's Theatre, 
London, at Easter, 1863. Shortly 
afterwai’ds she gave up burlesque 
acting, and devoted her entire 
attention to the production of 
English comedies, chiefly written 
by the late T. W. Robertson. Sbe 
was married to Mr. S. B. Bancroft 
in Deo. 1807. Mr. and Mrs, Ban- 
croft continued their successful 
career at the I’rince of Wales's 
Theatre until January, 1880, when 
they migrated to the Haymarket, 
of which theatre they had become 
the lessees.

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Gould has won celebrity as a 
novelist. He is the author of 
" Mehalah/* John Herring,” and 
" Court Eoyal,^* as well as of many 
short stories. 

BARKER, Uary Ann (Lady, now 
Lady BROOME), is the eldest daugh- 
ter of the late Hon, W. G. Stewart, 
Island Secretary of Jamaica, in 
which island she was born. Being 
sent to England at two years old, 
she was educated at home, and re- 
turned to Jamaica in 1850. In 
1852 she married Captain G. R. 
Barker, Royal Artillery, who after- I 
wards distinguished himself very 
highly in the Crimean War and 
the Indian Mutiny, and was made 
K.C.B. for sex'vices in the field. 
Lady Barker went out to India to 
join Sir George early in 1800, but 
he died in the autumn of that year, 
and she returned to England. In 
1805 Lady Barker married Mr. 
B'roderick Napier Bi*oome, then of 
Canterbury, New Zealand, and ac- 
companied him hack to the Middle 
Island. Early in 18U0 Mr. Napier 
Broome and Lady Bai'kor returned 
to England. Station Tjife in New 
Zealand,” from Lady Bai’]cer*fl pen, 
was published in the autumn of 
that yeui% and its success en- 
couraged the author to write, in 
tlie following year, a small volume 
for ohildren,called “Stories About.'' 
This second work was soon followed 
hy “A Christmas Coke in Eour 
Quarters,” "Spring Comedies,” a 
novelette ; “ Travelling About,” 
"Holiday Stories,” "Ribbon Sto- 
ries,” “ Sybil's Book,” " Station 
Amusements in New Zealand,” 
«Boys,” “Bet of Stow,” besides 
many short articles for the leading 
magazines. In the spring of 187'^* 
Lady Barker also published a little 
book, called “Eh-st Principles of 
Cooking,” of which the circulation 
has heon very large j and almost 
immediately after its appearance 
she was appointed to the post of 
Lady Superintendent of the Nar 
tional Training School of Cookery, 
in Exhibition Road, South Ken- 


sington. Lady Biuker was also 
editor of JEvening Hours, a family 
magazine. For several years Lady 
Barker resided witli her husband 
in South Africa. Her experiences 
of that country are described in 
“ A Tear’s Housekeeping in South 
Africa,” 1877. 

BARKLY, Sir Henry, K.C.B., 
G.C.M.G,, is of Scottish extraction, 
being the only sou of the late ASucas 
Bdi'kly, Esq., of Ross-shirc, an emi- 
nent West India merchant in Lon- 
don, whore ho was born in 1813. 
I Having received a sound commer- 
cial education at Bruce Castle 
School, Tottenham, he applied him- 
self to business, in which he ob- 
tained that practical experience 
which has placed him in the fore- 
most rank of our colonial adminis- 
trators. In 1815 he was elected 
M.P. for Leominster, which consti- 
tuency he represented till 1819, as 
a " firm supporter of Sir R. Peel’s 
commercial policy.” In 1819 he 
was appointed Governor and Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief of the settlement 
I of "Britisli Guinna (where ho o-wned 
estates), and diming his governor- 
sliip laid before Paidiameut some 
valuable inf ormation respecting the 
colony, advocating the introduc- 
tion of Coolies and Cliinese as 
labourers. Sir Henry also endea- 
voured to dcveloj) the resources of 
the colony hy tho introduction of 
railways, and hy reconciling the 
factious which had retarded its 
advancement. As Governor of 
Jamaica, from 1853 to 1858, he was 
equally successful. Sir William 
Molosworth, Secretai'y of State for 
the Colonies, in 1836 appointed him 
to the important and wealthy 
governorship of Victoria, for which 
his business habits and his large 
commercial experience xwouliarly 
fitted lum ; ana in 1863 no was ap- 
pointed Goyemnr of the Mauritius. 
In Aqgust, 1870, ho was appointed 
Governor of the Gape of Good 
Hope, and he held that office till 
I Dec. 1876. He was appointed High 
Coinmissiouer for settling tiie

affairs of the territories adjacent 
to the eastern frontier of the Cajie 
of 0ood Hope in Nov. Ib70. Sir 
Henry Barkly wns created a K.C.B. 
(Civil division) in lSo3, on retiirn- 
inpf home from British Guiana j 
and G.C.M.G. in 1874. 

BABIiOW, Thomas Oldham, B.A.j 
•was horn at Oldham, near Man- 
chester, Angus b 4, 1824. ^ From 
a very early age his desire was 
to he a i)ainter or an engraver. 
His father yielded to his -wish, 
and placed him with Messrs. Ste- 
phenson and Eoyston, engravers, of 
Manchester. lie became a student 
in the School of Design there, and 
gained the first prize for a design, 
exhibited under the title of Cul- 
lings from Nature.” At the Man- 
chester Exhibition he saw a small 
picture, by the late John Phillip, 
entitled Courtship,” and endea- 
voured to persuade a friend to imr- 
chase it, that he might ougi^ave it 
before going to London ; hut this 
he was reluctantly obliged to aban- 
don. Soon after coming to London, 
ho made the acquaintance of a gen- 
tleman, who suggested his engrav- 
ing a picture, and offered to supply 
the necessary means. He therefore 
went to Uio first exbi bition that was 
opened — ^that of the British Institu- 
tion — ^where,to his delight, the first 
picture that caught his eye was the 
one he had desired to engrave in 
Manchester. This inia.*oduoed hire 
to the late Jolm Phillip, whose first 
copyright Mr. Barlowpurchased for 
JB5, Mr. Phillip having at first re- 
fused to take anything for it ; and 
thus began their well-known fiicud- 
ahip. Indeed, their similarity of 
taste and feeling was so markud, 
thatthey seemed inseparable. This 
intimacy and sympathy naturally 
resulted in Mr. Barlow engraving 
most of PhilHp^s pioturca, Mr. 
Barlow was elected an Associate 
Engraver of the Eoyal Academy i>y 
an almost unanimous vote in 1873, 
and in 1886 was appointed Director 
of the Etching Class at Soutli Ken- 
sington Museum.

BAENABY, SirNathoniol, K.O.B., 
was born in 1829, at Chatham, ourf 
belongs to a family which has pro- 
duced many generations of ship- 
wrights in tho Royal Dockyard 
there. He was apprenticed to the 
trade of shipwright at Sheemess 
in 1813, and in 1818 ho won, by 
competition, an Admiralty Scholai*- 
ship in the School of Naval Archi- 
tecture at Portsmouth. In 1861 
he superintended tho constnietion 
of the " Viper ” and " Wrangler ” 
gun-vessols built by contract for 
the Royal Navy. In 1835 he cn- 
toi'od the designing oifico at the 
Admiralty, and during tho thirty 
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years he served there he was con- 
cerned in the desi^ and construc- 
tion of all })ut three of the entire 
list of sea-goinuf fighting ships, 
armoured and unarmoured, which 
were in existence or were hnilding 
nt the date of his retirement, from 
ill-healtli, in October, 1885. ^riic 
exceptions were the "Neptune,” 
" Orion,” and " Belleisle.” He 
was the means of inaugurating the 
change in construction from iron 
to steel in shipbuilding in England 
which has mai*ked the last ton 
years so notably. He initiated and 
was responsible for the formation 
of on Admiralty List of Herchant 
Ships, having considerable security 
against foundering in collision, and 
appreciable fighting value as auxi- 
liaries in war. He was one of the 
four original founders of the Insti- 
tution of Naval Aa’chitocts in 18G0, 
and has contributed many papers 
ou professional subjects to its 
Transactions, as well as tlie article 
ou the "Navy” to the Encyclo- 
IJtedia Britannica. He was made 
a Companion of the Bath in 1870 
on the recommendation of Mr. 
Disraeli, and a Knight Commander 
of the Bath in June, 1885, on the 
recommendation of Mr. Gladstone, 
He is a Vice-President of the In- 
stitution of Naval Architects j of 
the National Toiupcronco League j 
and of the South Eastern Sunday 
School Union. 

B ABN ABB, Frederick Augustus 
Porter, D.D., LL.D., bom at Shef- 
field, Massachusetts, May 5, 1809, 
graduated at Yale College in 
1828 : became tutor there in 1820, 
and subsequently a teacher in the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylums in Hart- 
ford and New York, Prom 1837 
to 18 18 he was Professor of Mathe- 
matics andNatural Philosophy, and 
afterwards, till 1864, of Chemistry, 
in tho University of Alabama. In 
1854 he hecamo Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy in the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, of which ho 
was elected President in 1850, and 
Chancellor in 1858, In 1864 he 


took orders in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and in 1801 resigned 
his Chancellorship and chair in the 
University of Mississippi. In 1801 
he was chosen President of Colum- 
bia College, Now York, a position 
which ho still holds. In 1860 ho 
was a member of the Astronomical 
Expedition to observe the total 
eclipse of the sun in Labrador, 
and was elected President of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. In 1HG2 he 
was engaged in the reduction of 
Crilliss’s observations of the stars in 
tho southern hemisphere, and in 
1803 had charge of the puhlication 
of the charts and maps of the 
United States Coast Survey. He 
was one of the incorporators of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
(1803), and has been Chairman of 
its Physical Section. In 1807 ho 
was United States Commissioner 
to the Paris Exhibition. He is a 
member of various learned socie- 
ties in Europe and Auierica, and 
has received the honorary degrees 
of LL.D. (Jefferson College, 1855, 
Yale College, 1S50), S.T.D, (Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, 180J), and 
in 1872 that of Iloctor of Lite- 
rature from tho Begents of the 
University of New York. Ho has 
published " Treatise on Arith- 
metic,” 1830 j " Analytic Gram- 
mar," 1836 } “ Letters on CoUogiato 
Government,” 1855 j "History of 
the United States Coast Survey,” 
1857 s "Eeport on Machinery and 
Industrial Arts,” 1869 j "Beoent 
Progress of Science," 1809 j " The 
Metric System,” 1871 j and "The 
Metrology of the Great Pyramid,” 
1884. He has ^so contributed 
largely to scientific and educa- 
tional jomnala. In conjunction 
with Professor Amold Guyot, ho 
edited Johnson’s "Universal Cy- 
clopffidia,” 1874-7. 

BARKABBf Henry, LL.D., bom, 
at Hartford, Connectiout, Jan. 24, 
1811; A.B. (Yale College), 1830. 
After extensive travel in tlieUnited 
States, he made a two years' tour 
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of Europe (1835 — 37), ffiving special 
attention to educational institu- 
tions and methods. He was from 
1837 to 18 10 a memhor of the Con- 
necticut Legislature, and carried 
through that body a complete re- 
organization of the common scliool 
system, and was for four years 
(1838 — 12) a member and sccretaiT’ 
of the Board of Education croatetl 
by it. Displaced by a political 
change in 1842, ho spent more than 
a year in an oxbensivo educational 
tour through the United States, 
with a vioAv to the preparation of a 
History of Public Schools in the 
United States. He uras called from 
the prosecution of this work to 
take chaage of tlie public schools 
of Rhode Island; and after five 
years returned to Kai'tford, 1819. 
Ill 1850 a State Normal School was 
established in Connecticut, and ho 
was appointed Principal, with the 
added duties of State Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, After 
five years of severe labour he re- 
tired from this work, but soon 
began the publication of the 
Amir lean Journal of 'Education, 
Hartford, in 1853, which is still 
continued. In addition to this lie 
has been engaged for many years 
in the publication of a Library of 
Education, which, in 53 vols., em- 
braces sonic 800 separate works. 
He has been President of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Education, was 
elected in 1850 President and 
Chancellor of the University of 
Wisconsin, which office ho resigned 
in 1830 ; he was President in 1803-7 
of the St. John’s College, Anna- 
polis, Maryland, and United 
States Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Education in 1SG8-70, 
His own contributions to educa- 
tional literature have been so 
numerous, that but few of them 
can be mentioned here : — Educa- 
tion in Factories,” 1812; '^Na- 
tional Education in Europe,” 
1851 ; Normal Schools in the 
United States and Europe,” 1851 ; 


"Tribute to Gollaudot with His- 
tory of Deaf Mute Instruction/’ 
1852; "School Libraries,” 1851; 
" Hints and Methods for the Use 
of Teachers,” 1857 ; English Pe- 
dogogy,” 1862 ; " National Educa- 
tion,” 1872; "Military Schools,” 
1872 ; “ American Pedagogy,” 

1875. 

BARNETT, John, musical com- 
poser was born near Bedford, July 
1 5, 1802. His father was a native 
of Hanau, in Prussia, and his 
mother an Hungarian. At the age 
of ten, being possessed of a wonder- 
ful contralto voice, he was articled 
to Mr. Samuel James Arnold, 
manager of Drury Lane, and sang 
in the "Shipwreck," and many 
other pieces, being alternately at 
that theatre and at Covent Garden 
for five successive years, and nx)- 
pearing in the comj)any of the 
elder Hean, when the latter made 
h is di^b aHn " Macbeth.” After the 
changing of his voice, Mr. Barnett 
devotedliimself exclusively to the 
study of the inano and composi- 
tion, under Ferdinand Ries (the 
favourite pupil of Beethoven), 
Sento Perer, Kalkbronner, William 
Huxley, and Xarcier Schneider. 
His operas are : the famous 
"Mountain Sylph” produced at 
the Lyceum in 1831, and the 
first real English opera); "Fair 
Rosamond” (a grand historical 
opera produced in 1830) ; and 
“Farinelli" (produced in 1839). 
In addition to these important 
works, he is the composer of a 
large number of once eminently 
popular vaudevilles, such as "The 
Pet of the Petticoats,” " 'riio Car- 
nival of Naples,” " I}efoi*e Break- 
fast,” "Mr. Mallett,” and " Win 
and Wear Her.” His various coii- 
zonetsond holladsnumhor, perhaps, 
a thousand, amongst which figure 
the familiar titles of "Tho Light 
Guitar,” "Rise, Gentle Moon,” 
and " Not a Drum was Heard.” 
He hecamo a director of the 
Olympic Theatre in 1832, under the 
management of Madame Vostris, 
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In 1839 he married the youngest 
daughter of the late celebrated 
violoncellist, Robert Bindley, after 
whioli he retired to Cheltenham, 
where he has resided for many 
years, turning his attention to tho 
study and cultivation of tho voice, 
upon which he has imblished an 
important volume. 

BABKEIT, Rev. Samuel Augus- 
tus, M.A., was bom about 18 LX, 
and educated at Wadbom College,' 
Oxford, whore he took a Second 
Class in 18G5. He was ordained 
deacon in 1867, and priest in 1808, 
and was from 1867-73 curate of 
St, Mary’s, Bryanaton Square. 
He was then appointed Vicar of 
St. Jude’s, Whitechapel. In this 
capacity he has become one of the 
most distinguished of tho London 
clergy. !ms aim has been to 
civilize and educate tho people of 
Whitechapel not so much by mrect 
religious teaching (which falls 
rather into the background in Ids 
system) as by lectures, olassus, 
athletics, amusements, art exhibi- 
tions, music, and social gatherings. 
With the help of friends from 
Oxford and elsewhoro ho has built 
" Toynbee Hall,” close to St. 
Jude’s Chm’ch, a kind of college, 
dedicated to tho memory of the 
late Arnold Toynbee, which forms 
a centre for university men who 
come and settle for a time to work 
among the poor. The siiccoss of 
his free exhibitions of loan-collec- 
tions of pictures is attested by tlie 
increased number of people — ^many 
of them of the humblest classes — 
who every yetu* crowd to see them. 
In order to bring beauty withiu 
the iHiaoh of every passer-by, he 
has erected on tho outside wall of 
his church a large and beautiful 
mosaic from tho design of Mr. G-. 
y. Watts, R.A, In Qieology Mr. 
Barnett belongs to the Broad 
Chm'oh School. 

BARNTTM, Fhineas Taylor, was 
bom at Bethel, Connecticut, July 6, 
1810. Ho began business at the 
ago of thirteen, and in 188-Ji ro- 
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moved to New York, wheiu in 1841 
ho pm’chased the American Mu- 
seum, hy which in a few years he 
acquired a fortune. In 1856 ho 
engaged Jenny Lind to visit 
America, to give 150 concerts, but 
the engagement was cancelled 
when 93 performances had been 
given. In ltS55 ho took up his 
rcsidouoc at Bridgeport, Counocti- 
cut, unci engaged largely in real 
estate and manufacturing enter- 
prises. These wore uusueeessfiil, 
and he beonme bonlcrupt. Having 
effected a comin’omise with his 
creditors, ho resumed the mnnage- 
mont of tho Musoum, and soon re- 
trieved his fortunes. He was 
twice burnt out — in 1865, and 
again in 1868, when he announced 
his retirement from business. Tho 
instinct of the showman, however, 
was tooj strong, and after a few 
years he re-entered the field on a 
larger scale than ever, Mr. Bai*- 
num served one term in the Oon- 
neeticut Legislature (1805), and 
was a caucUdate for Congress in 
1800, but was defeated by his 
Democratic opponent. He has lec- 
tured upon temperance and other 
topics, and besides some smaller 
works has published : " The Life 
of P. T, Bamum, written by Him- 
self,” 1835 j The Humbugs of 
the World,” 1863 5 and a sort of 
autobiography entitled "Struggles 
and Triumphs,” 1809. 

BAROBA, The Maharajah Oaek- 
war of, His Highness Maharajali 
Syaji Rao Gaeltwar was born on 
the 10th of March, 1863, at the 
town of Ravalana iu the Nossick 
Histrict, and is the son of the late 
Bao Bhikaji Rao GLoekwar. He 
was educated in the " Maharajah^s 
School ” at Baroda, under the per- 
sonal supervision and tuition of 
Mr. E, EUiob, of the Indian Civil 
Service. It will be in the memory 
of our readers how tho late Gaok- 
wor, Miilhar Rao, for his attempt 
to poison Colonel Phayre, the 
British Resident, and for continual 
and gross misgovemment, was^ 
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after being tried by a mixed com- 
luission of Eui*opean officials and 
native chiefs, deposed from his 
govoiTimont and sent into exile fit 
Madras, where ho died at the end 
of On Mulhar Rao’s deposi- 

tion, find with the conbont of the 
Earl of Northbrook, then Viceroy 
of India, the Maharanee Jiiinua 
Boi adopted, on the 27th of May, 
1875, the present Maharajah, wdio 
was on the same day installed on 
the guddee or throno. During the 
minority of the Maharajah the 
administration was canied on by a 
Council of Regency under the 
dii'ection of the European repre- 
sentative j and Raja Sir Taujore 
Madhava Rao, Bahadoor, K.C.S.I., 
who was the Dowan to His High- 
ness Mfiharajah Scindioh of Gwa- 
lior, was s^iecifilly selected to £11 
the post of Prime Minister, to- 
gether with a seat at the Rogoney 
Board, On the 28tli December, 
1881, and at the early age of 18, 
His Highness was invested with 
full and Bovereign powers, and 
since he has held the reins of state 
he has, with the assistnneo of 
Sir Madhava Rao, whom ho has re- 
tained as his Prime Minister, 
given the greatest satisfaction by 
his aptitude for work and desire to 
introduce reforms. His Highness 
is an excellent English scholar, 
and speaks the language as duently 
as his own. 

BARRETT, ‘Wilson, actor, is the 
sou of a gentlemau-furmer, and 
was horn in Essex on Eeb, 18th, 
1846, He was educated at a private 
school, and entered the dramatic 
profession by his own choice at an 
early age. His iirst axipearance 
on any stage was at Halifax, and 
he aftciwards fuldlled engage- 
monta at Leeds, Leicester, and 
other large provincial towns. Mr. 
Barrett first essayed managemont 
as the lessee of the Burnley 
Theatre, but the peculation proved 
unsuccessful, and he again toured 
in the provinces. In 1871 he i 
took the Amphitheatre at Leeds j | 


I this house was desti'oyed by fire 
I in 187G, and a limited company 
I then built the Grand Theatre, 
I Leeds, -which was opened, with 
Mr. Bari'ett as lessee, on November 
I8th, 3878. TMr. BaiTott is also 
the lessee of the Grand Assembly 
Hoorn, Leeds, and the Theatre 
Royal, Hull. In 1870 ho under- 
took the management of the Court 
Theatre, London, find opened it 
with Sutherland Edwards^ adap- 
tation of Sardou’s '^Eomando,'^ 
in which ho played Pomerol. Here 
he also produced "Heartsease j'* 
an adaiitation of Schiller’s Marie 
Stuart 5 " " The Old Love and the 
Newj ” and appeared himself as 
the -vicar in "A Clericnl EiTor,” 
as the friar in Mr. Wills’ iiootic 
play " Juana,” and as Morcutio in 
" Romeo and Juliet.” On July 
12th, 1881, Mr. Barrett became 
sole lessee and manager of the 
Princess’s TUeatro. He revived 
"The Old Love and the New,” in 
which he played John Stratton. 
In the folio-wing Septcinbor he 
produced Mr. G. R. &ms' drama, 
“The Lights o' London,” and 
lilayed Harold Armylago for over 
200 nights. "The Romany Rye,” 
by the same author, was produced 
on June 18th, 1882, and the 
" Silver King” on November 16th 
of the same year. In this di'amn 
Mr. Barrett created the part of 
Wilfred Denver, wliich ho played 
for 300 consecutive nights. On 
December Gth, 1883, ho fii*st ap- 
peared as Glaudian in the xioetic 
play of that name, and jjlayed this 
part until October, iS81«, whenhe 
made his £r&t axixieiuanee in Lon- 
don as Hamlet. ^'Hamlet” was 
played for 317 nights, and then 
Mr. Barrett fippcored as Junius 
Brutus in the late Lord Lytton’s 
tragedy, " Jimius, or. The 
Household Gods.” This was fol- 
lowed by revivals of " U^ho Silver 
King” and "The Lights o’ Lon- 
don.” On August 18th, 1885, 
Mr. Barrett produced the drama

BARTLEY, George Christopher 
Trout, M.P., second son of the late 
Mr. Robezi Bartley, of Rectory 
Place, Hackney, bona in 1812, 
and educated first at Glapton and 
afterwards at University Col- 
lege, London. He ohitiiuod a 
Govornuiont appointment in the 
8cienco and Art Dopnrtniont, and 
worlcocl there for twenty years. 
He then resigned his post, intend- 
ing to enter Parliament, and un- 
snccessfuUy contested Hackney at 
the general election of 1880. He 
did not succeed in obtaining a seat 
until Nov. 1885, when, at the gene- 
ral election, he was returned ns 
Conservative member for North 
Islington. At the gener/il election 
of 188G he was again rotiimed for 
the same borough, beating his 
Liberal opponent, Mr. P. W. Clay- 
den, by a majority of 1,480. Mr. 
Bartley is best known os having 
been the Secretary of the Central 
Conservative Association, a post 
which he resigned some few years 
ago, thereby causing considerable 
surprise in political circlos. He 
has worked very hard to spread 
Conservative principles among the 
working classes, and has greatly 
exerted himself to better their con- 
dition. In 1875 he founded the 
National Penny Bank for the pro- 
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motion of thrifl among the poor, 
and the reduction and prevention 
of pauperism. Mr. Bartley married 
a daughter of Sir Henry Cole, 
K.C.B., of the South Kensington 
Museum. 

BABTTELOT, Sir Walter Bartte- 
lot, Bart., M.P., eldest son of 
the late Mr. George Barttolob, 
of Stoijham House, Puiborough, 
was bom in 1820, and educated at 
Rugby. He entered the 1st Royal 
Dragoons in 1839 and served imtil 
1863, when he retired. In 1860 he 
entered Parliament as Oouserva- 
tive member for West Sussex, and 
i continued to represent the same 
constituency until 1883, when, after 
the Redistribution Act, ho was re- 
turacd for the now Division of 
Horshnm, and again returned un- 
opposed inl8SG, Throughout these 
years ho has been regarded as a 
tyi)ical county member, and has 
taken a keen interest in all mat- 
ters connected with the magis- 
tracy, the land-laws, game-laws, 
&c. In 1875, in return for hia 
atitivo services on }}ehalf of the 
Conservative party, he was created 
a Baronet by Mr. Disraeli. He is 
a magistrate and Deputy-Lieute- 
nant for the county of Sussex, aud 
an Hon.-Colonel of tlie 2nd Sussex 
Rifle Volunteer Brigade. 

BASTIAN, Henry Charlton, M.D., 
P.R.S., P.L,S., was boim at Truro, 
in Cornwall, April 20, 1887, and 
educated at a private school at 
Palmoiiih, and in University Col- 
lege, London. Ho graduated M.A. 
in 1801, M.B. in 1863, and M.D. in 
1860 ; these degrees being conferred 
hy the University of London. He 
was elected P.R.S. in 18GS, and 
P.R.C.P. in 1871. Dr. Bastian is 
also a Pellow of several Medical 
Societies. In 1866 ho was ap- 
pointed Lecturer on Pathology, and 
Assistant-Physician to St. Mary’s 
Hospital. These posts he held until 
his ax^pointment as Professor of 
Pathological Anatomy in Univer- 
sity College, and Assistant-Physi- 
cian to University College Hoj^ital 
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in Doc, 1807. lie was olectod a 
physician to this hospital in 1871 j 
and in 1878, on takinji; charge of in- 
patients, a professorship of clinical 
medicine was conferred upon him. 
Dr. Bastiaa was Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine in University 
College during the sessions 1S71-B, 
and 1875-0 j and he served as 
Examiner in Hedioine to the 
Queen*s University in Ii-eland for 
1876-79. Dr, Bastian has pub- 
lished the following works ; — The 
Modes of Origin of Lowest Organ- 
isms/^ 1871 ; " The Beginnings of 
Life/’ 53 vola., 1872 j "Evolution 
and the Origin of Life,” 1874; 
" Clinical Lectures on the Common

an Organ of Mind,” 1880. Tho 
latter work has been translated 
into French and Gorman. He is 
also the author of Memoirs on 
Hematoids: Parasitic and Free," 
in the PbilosopTiical Tvansaciions 
and the Tra7isaction8 ojthe Liwiiosan 
Society, In his monograph on the 
Anguillulid® he described 100 new 
species discovered by him in this 
country. He is also the author of 
numerous papers on Pathology, in 
tho Transactions of the Pathological 
Society ; of papers on the more re- 
condite dejiartmcnts of Cerebral 
Physiology in the Journal of Mental 
Science^ and other periodicals ; and I 
of some joint articles with the 
editor in Dr. Eeynold’s "System of 
Medicine;" and he is ^ao one 
of the contributors to 

Quain*B "Dictionary of Medicine" 
(1882), having written nearly tlie 
whole of the articles on Diseases of 
the Spinal Cord, as well as many 
others on Diseases of the Nervous 
System. 

BATEMAN, !Nate JoBephine^ was 
horn in BaltimorQ, Maryland, in 
Oct. 1842. Both her parents were 
actors, and she, with her sister, 
two years younger than herself, 
appeared in publio as the " Bate- 
man Children" as early as 1851, 
at the St. James's Theatre. She 


afterwards prepared herself as- 
siduously for the stage, and in 1859 
played succossfully in the loading 
American theatres, her principal 
characters being those of Evan- 
geline, founded on Longfellow's 
poem ; Geraldine, in a play -ffritton 
for her by her mother; Julia, in 
the " Hunchback ; " Pauline, in 
the " Lady of Lyons j " and Juliet 
and Lady Macbeth. Siio arrived 
in England in the autumn of 1863, 
and appeared 210 times in the 
character of the Jewish maiden 
Leah, in an adaptation of the 
German play, " Deborah," at the 
Adelphi Theatre. Oct. 1. After a 
provincial tour, she re-apponred at 
the Adelphi, playing Jidiii in the 
" Hiiuchbaokj" and other charjic- 
ters. She took a farewell of tho 
English imblic at Her Majesty's 
Theatre, in the character of Juliet, 
in "Komeo and Juliet," Doc. 22, 
1805, and was married to Mr. 
George Crowe, in Oct. 3860. Mrs. 

I Crowe returned to the stage in 
1808, retaining her stage name of 
j Kate Bateman. In 1808 Miss 
I Bateman played the part of Mavy 
i ‘Warner, in tho play of that name 
written for her by tho late Tom 
Taylor, at the Hayiuarkot Theatre, 
supported by Messrs. Howe, Ken- 
dal, Compton, Eogors, d'o. She 
has modo the character of Leah 
peculiarly her own. In 1872, and 
subsequently, she appeared witlx 
great sixocess in London as Medea, 
in the play of that name. In 
1876, on a revival of " Macbeth " 
at the Lyceum (Mr. Irving as Mac- 
beth) she played the part of Lady 
Macbeth. She also sustained the 
title rOle in Mr. Tennyson’s " Queen 
Mary," wliich was produced at the 
same house in April, 1870. Miss 
Bateman appeared on tho £rat 
night of the re-opening of Sadler's 
WeUa imder tho management of 
Mrs, Bateman, in " Eob Eoy," as 
Helen MacGregor, and spoke the 
opening address on that occasion, 
written by tho late Tom Taylor. 
Miss Bateman subsequently pro- 
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duced at Sadler*a Wells the play 
of " His Wife/' by Henry Artlmr 
JoneSj in which she played her 
original part of Margaret Field,

BAT7DISSIH, Ulrioh, Count von, 
a German author, born Feb. 22 , 
1810, at Greifswald, Prussia, passed 
his childhood in his parents' house 
in Jutland, and then studied for 
the military profession in the aca- 
demy for cadets at Copenhagen, 
from which ho passed into the 
Danish Army. Accordingly he 
fought on tho Danish side in the 
first war between Germany and 
Denmark, and be received in 1819, 
at Dfippel, a severe wound, the 
results of which caused him in 1801, 
he being then a major, to procure 
his discharge from the service. He 
thereupon went to South Germany, 
and resided first at Munich, then 
at Constance, and afterwards at 
Oannstadt, devotuig himself to 
literary pursuits. He soon acquired 
a reputation as a di*amatic pool 
and novelist. His comedies were 
published in a collected form en- 
titled '' Kloinigkeiten fiir das 
deutsohe Theater," 1863. His prin- 
cipal novel is Wanderungen 
duroh Jahrtausende," descriptive 
of life and manners in past times 
in Swabia. 

BAXTEE, The Eight Hon. WilUam 
Edward, was bom at Dundee, in 
1825, and after passing through 
the High School of that town, 
studied in the University of Bdin- 
bui’gh. Xu 1855 he succeeded the 
late Mr. Joseph Hume as M.P. for 
the Montrose burghs, which ho re- 
presented for many years. He was 
offered office under Government 
more than once, but declined, until 
Mr. Gladstone, in 1868, formed an 
administration pledged to economy, 
when he accepted the appointment 
of Secretary to tho Admiralty. In 
March, 1871, he suooeeded Mr. 
Sbansfeld as Secretary to the Trea- 
sury, which office he resigned Aug. 


6. 1873. He was sworn of the Privy 
Council, March 2 1, 1873. Mr. Bax- 
ter, who carries on business as a 
foreign merchant in Dundee, was a 
conspicuous supporter of the North 
during the American war, and is a 
well-baown opponent of Chmroh 
establishments. Ha is the author 
of "Impressions of Central and 
Southern Europe, being notes of 
successive journeys in Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Switzerland, and the 
Levant," 1860 5 Tho Tagus and the 
Tiber ; or. Notes of Travel in Por- 
tugal, Spain, and Italy, in 1860-51," 
2 vols,, 1852} "America and the 
Americans," 1855 j " Hints to 
Thinkers: or. Lectures for the 
Times," 1800 5 "Free Italy," a lec- 
ture delivered in 1874; and "A 
Winter in India," in 1832. 

BAYABB, Thomas FrsnoiSi Ame- 
rican Statesman, was bom at Wil- 
mington, Delaware, Oct. 29, 1828. 
He at first entered mercantile life, 
but abandoned it for the study of 
law, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1851. In 1853 he was anpointod 
U. S. District Attorney for Dela- 
ware, but resigned in 1854. In 
1860 he succeeded his father as 
U. S. Senator from Delaware, and 
was successively re-elected in 1875 
and 1881, retaining the position 
until March, 1885, when he entered 
Mr. Cleveland's Cabinet as Secre- 
tary of State, He was for many 
years regarded as the leader of the 
Democratic party in the Senate, 
was for a short time its presiding 
officer, and was the principal com- 
petitor with Mr. Cleveland for the 
presidential nomination in 1884. 

BAYEB, Earl Emmerich Robert, 
an Austrian writer, generally known 
by his Atom da guerre of Eohert Byr, 
was horn at Bregenz in the Tyrol, 
April 15, 1835, and received his 
education in the Military Academy 
at Wiener-Nanstadt, which he left 
on his appointment as lieutenant 
in the Count Badetzky's Hussar 
Eegiment. In 1859 he was ad<* 
vanced to the rank of captain, and 
during the Italian campaign he 
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v\ras placed on the general staff. 
After the conclusion of peacoj 
Bayer began his literary career by 
the publication of his " Sketches of 
Military Life ” (Kantonierungs- 
bilder/' 1800). In 1802 he retired 
from active service and settled in 
his nativo town, where he still 
continues to reside. Bayer is 
chiefly known to fame as a no- 
velists his tragedy “Lady Uloster” 
(1872), being liis only essay in 
^*atnatic composition. Military 
life he has described in bis flrst 
work, already mentioned, in "Aus- 
trian Qurrisons” ("Oesterroichische 
Garnisonen," 1803), and in "Quar- 
ters" (‘'Auf der Station," 1860). 
His "In the years Nine and Thir- 
teen” ("AnnoNeun und Droizehn," 

1805) , contain biographical sketches 
of actors in the German war of In- 
dependence. To another class of 
works belong the following novels : 
" The Home of a German Count ” 
(" Ein deutschos Grafonhaus,” 

1806) 5 With a Brazen Eaee " 
(^^Mit ehemor Stirn," 1868) j “The 
Struggle for Life” ("Der Kampf

Ho has also written plays which 
have been jjerformod in public. 

BAYNE, Peter, M.A., LL.D., 
born in the manse of Eoddorty, 
Boss-shire, Scotland, Oct. 19, 1830, 
was educated at Mariaehal Col- 
lege, Aberdeen, where he took 
his M.A. degree. He was the 
winner of a prize for a poem, 
open to competition by the whole 
university, and after taking his 
degree he won the Blackwell prize 
(£00) for a prose essay. He was 
appointed successively editor of 
the Glasgow Oomvionwealihj tho 
Edinburgh TOnesa, the Vial, and 
the Weekly Review, the two last 
published in London. His bio- 
graphical sketches in on Edinburgh 


magazine attracted attention, and 
led to the publication, in 1855, of 
" The Christian Life in the present 
Time,” followed by two volumes of 
Essays published in America 1857. 
A volume of Biographical and Cri- 
tical Essays, a treatise on " The 
Testimony of Christ to Chris- 
tianity," and an historical drama 
on "The Days of Jezebol,” have 
been published by him in this 
country. He has lieeu a contribu- 
tor to the Qonienijfiorary, Fort- 
nightly, Vritish QifarteHy, and 
London Quarterly Reviews, and to 
Fraser, and other magazines. A 
volume on " The Chief Actors in 
tho Puritan Eovolution,” was pub- 
lished by him in 1878, He has 
since published "Lessons from my 
Masters,” and ^'Two Groat Eng- 
lishwojneu, with an Essay on 
Poetry,” In 1870 the University 
of Aberdeen presented him with 
the degree of LL.D. For up- 
wards of twenty years Dr. Bayno 
has occupied an important x>lU'0Q 
on the staff of the OhrisHan World, 
advocating liberal opinions both 
in theology and in politics. In tho 
latter pai:% of 1883, he became 
engaged in the composition of an 
original Life of Moi-tin Luther, now 
nearly completed.

Professor Baynes has pub- 
lished a translation of the Port 
Royal Logic,” 1861, which has 
gone through seven editions j and 
an "Essay on the Hew Analytic of 
Logical Porms,” with notes and 
historical appendix, 1852. Pro- 
fessor Baynes examined in Mental 
Philosophy for the Indian Civil 
Service in 1871, Ho was re-ap- 
pointed Examiner in Logic and 
Mental Philosophy in the Univer- 
sity of London in 1878, and held 
the oMco for the usual term 
of five years. Ho was elected 
a member of the Athenmuni Club 
by the committee in 1877, He is 
now, with Mr, Robertson Smith, 
editing the hinth edition of the 
" Encyclopfedia Britannica.” Pro- 
fessor Baynes contributed regularly 
to tho Edinburgh Review (1809-75) 
eleven articles in all, some of 
which attracted considerable no- 
tice, He has also contributed to 
the North JSntish Review, Fraser^s 
Magazine, the Pall Mall Gazette 
and the Saturday Review, Ho took 
the degree of LL.B. in the Uni- 
versity of London, and the hon, 
degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Ediubm^h, April 22, 1874, 
BAZAIKEj Francois Aohllle, a 
Marshal of Prance, was boin Peb. 
13, 1811. Having finished his 
studies in the Ecole Poly technicpie, 
he entered the army in 1831, served 
in Africa in 1832, was promoted to 
the grade of lieutenant in 1836, 
and received the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour on the field of battle. 
In 1887 he was engaged in the cam- 
paigns in Spain against the Carlists, 
and returned to Algeria with the 
rank of captain in 1839. Ha took 
part in the expeditions of MUianah, 


Kabylia, and Morocco j was chosen, 
in 1853, at the outbreak of the war 
in the East, to command a brigade 
of infantry j and during the siege 
of Sebastopol was honourably men- 
tioned in the despatches of Mar- 
shals Courobert and Pelissier. He 
was subseq^uontly made a general 
of division, and commanded the 
Prench portion of tho expedition 
which reduced Kinburn, In 1850 
he was appointed inspector of 
several divisions of mfantry. In 
1862 he accepted a command in the 
Prench expedition to Mexico, where 
he greatly distinguished himself, 
succeeding Marshal Porey in the 
supreme command in 1863. He 
was created a Marshal of Prance, 
Sept. 5, 1861, having been pre- 
viously nominated Commander of 
the Legion of Honour, Aug, 16, 
1856, and Grand Cross, July 2, 
1863, While holding tho supremo 
command in Mexico, he drove back 
President Juarez to the further- 
most frontiers of the country 
(1801)} made himself master of 
the fortified city of Oajaca, the 
garrison of which, consisting of 
7,000 men, surrendered to him 
unconditionally (Peb. 8, 1866) j 
and organised against the partisans 
of the Republic a system of guerilla 
warfare, which was carried into 
effect with much bravery and bar- 
barity, under tho direction of the 
notorious Colonel Dupin, Patal 
misunderstandings arose, however, 
between the Emperor Maximilian 
and the leader of the French 
Gs^edition, who was also greatly 
embarrassed by the obstinate resist- 
ance of the natives and the policy 
pursued by the United States. At 
length, in Sept. 1866, Marshal 
Bazsine, finding the maintenance 
of the empire impossible, com- 
menced preparations for conduct- 
ing his troops back to Prance, 
He concentrated thorn on Vera 
Cruz, and prepared for a general 
embarkation, while vigorously re- 
pelling to the last the attacks of 
the natives. On March 12, 1867, 
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lie quitted Vora Cruz mih the 
whole of the expeditionary forces. 
The same year he was appointed to 
the command of the Third Army 
Coi-ps stationed at Nancy, and on 
Oct. 16, 1809, ho was nominated 
Commandor-in-Chiof of tho Impe- 
rial Guard. During tho earlier 
stages of the disastrous war he- 
tween France and Germany, Mar- 
shal Bazaine noted a moat conspicu- 
ous part. On the capitulation of 
Sedan he retired to the fortress of 
Metz, which was immediately in- 
vested by the German forces under 
Prince Frederick Chaides. After a 
siege of seven weeks the place 
capitulated, on which memorable 
occasion three marshals, 50 gene- 
rals, over 6,000 officers, and 178,000 
men, laid down their arms. Mai^- 
shal Bazaine loft Metz on the day 
of tho capitulation, on account of 
his unpopularity and the insecurity 
of his life. After staying in Eng- 
land for some months, he was, in 
August, 1871, summoned to Ver- 
sailleB by the Military Commission 
of the National Assembly. The 
Commissioners appointed to inquire 
into the capitulations made during 
the war brought serious charges 
against Moa'shal Bazaine. In con- 
sequence of their report, he was 
handed over to a Council of War 
organized by a^ecial law, and was 
imprisoned at Versailles during the 
preliminaTy examination iu May, 
1872. lie was afterwards tried at 
the Grand Trianon of Versailles by 
a court-martial of general officers, 
resided over hy General the Due 
*Aumale. He was charged not 
only with military incapacity in 
allowing himself to ho blockaded 
hy a nearly ecjual force in Metz, 
and in his ultimate capitulation, 
hut also with a treasonable design 
of makUig himself, by the aid of 
his army, and with the connivance 
of tho enemy, independent of the 
Government of National Defence, 
which hadbeen universally acknow- 
ledged by France. The trial com- 
menced on Oot. 6, and ended on 


Doc. 10, 1873. On the charge of 
political had faith the court re- 
turned no direct verdict j but on 
the issue whether tho Marshal had 
done all that was required by duty 
and honour, he was, by a unani- 
mous vote, found guilty. The 
court condemned the prisoner to 
degradation and to death, but at 
tho same time recommended him to 
mercy. Two days afterwards, Pre- 
sident MacMahon commuted the 
punishment of death to confine- 
ment for twenty years in a fortress, 
and remitted the ceremony which, 
according to law, accompanies the 
sentence of degradation. Ho was, 
however, deprived of all his digni- 
ties, dismissed from the army, and 
sent to undergo his sentence at the 
He Sainte Marguerite, a small 
island just off Cannes, on tho 
Mediterranean coast. Here Bazaine 
lived for nine months, enjoying a 
good deal of freedom, and con- 
stnntly in the society of his wife 
and oliildren and of Ins old aide-de- 
camp, Colonel Villette. On the 
pica that the health of the children 
was affected, Madame Bazaine left 
tho island and sought an interview 
with Marshal MacMahon, the Pre- 
sident of the RopubHo, in the hojoe 
that ho might be induced to allow 
her husband to pass the rest of his 
days an exile biit not a prisoner. 
Butthe President declined to inter- 
fere ; and it is believed that the 
coldness of his refusal induced 
Bazaine to try the chance of flight. 
On Sunday, Aug. 9, 1874 he passed 
the evening in conversation with 
Colonel Villette, and on the follow- 
ing morning a rope was lianging 
down from Hie parapet of the for- 
tress, and the prisoner was gone. 
It afterwards appeared that 
Madame Bazaine and her cousin 
had been waiting for him in a 
boat at the base of the roolc. They 
took him on board a ship which 
was lying near, and he succeeded 
in escaping to Italy. He after- 
wards proceeded to Cologne (Aug. 
14), sx^ent a short time in England, 
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aud ultiiiiJ-tuly tooi up hia resi- 
dence in Madrid, where he arrived 
Nov. 17, 1871. In Sept. 1874, he 
addressed to the New Yorh Herald 
an extended and elaborate apology 
for liis conduct when in ooniinaiid 
of the French army within Metz. 
In April, 1883, he published a book, 
dedicated to Queen Isabella II., in 
which he describes the share he 
took in the Franco-Q-orman war. 

BAZAIiGETTE, Sir Joseph Wil- 
liam, C.B., son of the late Captain 
Joseph William Bazal'jette, B.N., 
was bom at Enfield, Middlesex, in 
1819. At the age of eighteen he 
was articled as pupil to Sir John 
MacNiel, C.E. In 18 J 5 he was 
practising on his own account as 
an engineer in Great George-street, 
Westminster. In November of the 
year in which the railway mania 
began he found himself at the 
head of a large staff of engineering 
assistants, designing and laying 
out schemes for railways, ship 
canals, and other engineei'ing 
works in various parts of the 
United Kingdom, and prepaidng 
the surveys and plans fbr parlia- 
mentary deposit, which had to be 
accomplished by the last day of 
November. While his remarkable 
success was most encouraging, its 
effects soon began to tell upon 
his health, which completely gave 
way in 1817 $ he was compelled to 
retire from business and go into 
the country, where a year of per- 
fect rest restored him to healtli. In 
1848 he accepted an appointment 
iia assistant-engineer under the 
MetropolitanCommission of Sewers. 
On the death of the chief engineer 
of the Oomiuissioners in 1862, Mr. 
Bazalgette was selected from among 
thirty-six candidates to fill the 
vacant position, being first ap- 
pointed xmder the title of General 
Surveyor of Works, and soon after- 
wards of Chief Engineer. His re- 
port on the failures of the new 
system of drainage in certain pro- 
vincial toAvns led to the resignation 
of the Commissioners and the ap- 


2 iomtiuent of a new Commissiunby 
Lord Palmerston. Mr. Bazalgette 
was elected engineer to the Metro- 
politan Board of Works on its 
establishment in 1850, and was in- 
structed to devise a scheme for the 
drainage of Jiondon. Accordingly 
he prex)ared estimates and designs 
which wex’e executed between 1858 
and 1805. The main intercepting 
drainage of London is original in 
design, and it is also the most 
l)Grfect, the most comjjrehensive, 
and at the same time the most 
difficult work of its class that has 
ever been executed. Though little 
thought of now, Ijccauso it is un- 
seen, it is the work for which its 
author's reputation ns an ouginoer 
will ever stand liighest in the 
opinion of professional engineers. 
Between 1863 and 1874 the Vic- 
toria, the Albert, and the Chelsea 
Embankments, were designed and 
executed by him ; his latest works 
are a new granite bridge over the 
Thames at Putney, a steel suspen- 
sion bridge at Hamniersmith, and 
an iron bridge at Battersea; be- 
sides many other metrojDoUtan im- 
provements, such as new streets, 
subways, aud artisans^ dwellings. 
He has also designed and carried 
out the drainage of many other 
towns. He was created a Com- 
panion of the Bath in 1871 and 
knighted in 1874. 

BEACH, The Bight Hon. Sir Michael 
Edward Hicks, Bart., M.P., eldest 
son of the late Sir Michael Hicks 
Hioks-Beach, of WiUiamstrip Pork, 
Gloucestershire, the eighth bai'o- 
net, by bis wife Harriet Vlttoria, 
daimhter of John Stratton, Esq,, 
of Fartbinghoa Lodge, Northamp- 
sliire, was bom in Por^gal Street, 
London, in 1837. From Eton he 
was sent to Christ Ohimch, Oxford 
(B.A. 1838 j M.A. 1801), In July, 
1864, he was elected M.P. for East 
Gloucestershire, and was electedfor 
West Bristol, Nov. 1885, in the Con- 
servativo interest. Ho was Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Poor Law 
Board from Feb, till Bee. 1868, 
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■with the exception of a few woekSj 
during which he was tTnder-Socre- 
tary for the Home Department; 
and ho sciwod as a member of the 
Eroyal ComtniBaion on Friendly 
Societies. When the Conservativea 
again came into ofiice in Fob. 187 
Sir M. H. Beach was appointed 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. On 
taking that office he was sworn on 
ttie Privy Council, and in 1877 he 
was admitted to a seat in the 
Cabinet. In Feb. 1878 he was 
nominated Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in the placo of Lord 
Carnarvon, who had resigned in 
consequence of a difference with 
his colleagues on the Eastern Ques- 
tion. He v'ent out of office with 
his party in April, 1880, and on the 
accession of Lord Salisbury to 
power was appointed Chancellor of 
the Exclicquer, with the load of 
the House of Commons, Juno, 
1883. This he held till Mr. Glad- 
stone’s rctmm to power. On the 
dissolution in 1886 he was returned 
again for West Bribtol, and ac- 
cepted the office of Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, vacated by Mr. John 
Morley, Sir Michael is a magis- 
trate and deputy-lieutenant for 
Gloucestershire, and was for four- 
teen years captain in the Eoyal 
Noith Gloucestershire Militia. 

BEAL, James, was bom in 1829, at 
Chelsea, and educated at private 
schools. He took an active part as 
the colleague of James Taylor, the 
foimderof the FreeholdLand move- 
ment, in estahlisliiug Land and 
Building Societies. He was the 
first to institute legal proceedings 
against the curato of S. Barnabas, 
Pimlico, for conducting the ser- 
vices with high ritual, in a suit, 
afterwards merged in a similar 
suit brought Mr. Westorion, 
and known as " W estorton and Beal 
V, Liddell,^’ which was lie com- 
mencement of the movement that 
culminated in the Public Worship 
Begiilation Act of 1874. He was 
also instnunental in sectu'ing the 
passing of the Metropolis Gas Act, 


1860, and subsequently the City of 
London Gas Act, 1808, and he has 
been a prominent politician in 
Westminster since 1853. Mr. Beal 
has devoted much time to parlia- 
mentary inquiries into the govern- 
ment and taxation of tho metro- 
polis. Ho was an active member 
of tho City Guilds Eoform Associa- 
tion, organised to secure a reform 
in the administration of the City 
Comiainies, and was tho lion, secre- 
tary of the Metropolitan Municipal 
Asaociatiou, formed to create a 
municii)ality of London. Mr. Beal 
is the author of ''Free Trade in 
Land," 1835, of painiihlets against 
the Stamp Duty on Newspapers 
and on Direct Taxation. Ho took 
an active part in scouring the 
Eoyal Commission on City Paro- 
chial Charities, sooured tho Eoyal 
ComniiBBion on ** tho Livery Com- 
panies of the City Corporation," 
and hasheen twico examined before 
tho Commission. Ho contends that 
the guilds are an integral part of 
tho Corporation, and that their 
estates and property and halls are 
public property, and must devolve 
to the now municipality about to 
be created. He has formulated a 
demand for the restitution of 
Christ’s Hospital to tho poor of 
London, and claims that it diall be 
handed over to the London School 
Board. Mr. Beal took an active port 
in many of the movements led by 
Mr. Bright and tho late Mr. Cobden, 
and is the iiroposor of the measure 
to secure the Enfranohiscinent of 
Leaseholds on tho model of the 
Copyhold Enfranchisement Acts, 
and is organising a movement 
against the renewal of the City 
Coal-tax. 

BSALE, Dorothea, daughter of 
the lato Miles Bealo, M.E.C.S., was 
bom in London, March 21, 1831, 
and educated chiefly at home. She 
attended the opening lectures of 
Queen’s College in 1818, when for 
the first time public examinations 
were throTO open to women.

Ho 
was born in 1830^ and was educated 
at Eton, and at Christ Churchy 0x> 
ford. He waa elected Fellow of 
All Souls' in 1862. On the death 
of his brother in 18GG he succeeded 
to the title. From March to JunCj 
1859, he was a Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, and Lord Steward of the 
Queen's Household from 1874' to 
1880. In 1885, in Lord Salisbury's 
first government, he was appointed 
Postmaster General. He repre- 
sented Tewkesbury in the Liberal 
interest from April, 1857, to Oc- 
tober, 1863, and Worcestershire 
(West) from the latter date to 
March, 18GG. For many years past, 
however, he has been a Conserva- 
tive. In 1870 the University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
roiy degree of D.C.L., and in 1876 
he was Lord-Lieutenant of Wor- 
cestershire. Lord Beauchamp is a 
prominent member of the High 
Chnrch parly, and was infinential 
in founding Keble College, Oxford, 
of the coimoU of which he is a 
member. 

BEAUFORT (Duke of), Henry 
Charles Fitzroy Somerset, Marquis 
and Earl of Worcester, Earl of Gla- 
morgan, Yiscoimt Grosmont, &o., 
was bom Fob. 1, 1824| and married, 
July 3, 1846, Georgina Charlotte, 
eldest daughter ot the late Earl 
Howe. His Grace, who is a Con- 
servative in politics, and succeeded 
his father as eighth Duke, Hov. 17, 
1853, is Lieut.-Colonel in the army, 
was Master of the Horse under Earl 
Derby's second administration, 
1868-9, and was re-appointed to 
that office under Earl Derby's 
third administration, in July, 18G6. 
He takes a great interest in horse- 
lacing, and is President of the 
Fout-in-Hand Club, and keeps 
fox-hounds that have descended to 
him from many generations back. 
He is one of Hie joint editors of 
the sporting books Jmown as " The 
Badminton Library." 

BEAUREOARB, Blerre Gustave 


Toutant, was bom at New Orleans, 
Louisiana, in 1818. He graduated 
from West Point Military Aca- 
demy in 1838, and was at first 
assigned to the aitillery, whence 
he was subsequently transferred to 
the corps of enginoors. Ho served 
in the Mexican war, and was twice 
wounded. He was promoted to a 
captaincy of engineers in 1853, and 
was on duty, superintending the 
erection of Government buildings 
in New Orleans, and fortifications 
on the Gulf coast till Jan. 18G1, 
when he was for five days (Jan. 
23-28) Superintendent of theUnited 
States Military Academy at West 
Point. He resigned Feb. 20, 18G1, 
joined the Confederates, and 
began the civil war by the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
April 12, 1861. Ho was in actual 
command of the Southern troops 
, at Bull Run, July 21, 1861, in which 
the Federals experienced a reverse ; 
for this servioo he was made a 
brigadier-general. He was second 
in command, under General Sydney 
A. Johnston, at the battle of Shiloh, 
or Pittsburgh Landing, Tonnessoo, 
April 6, 1862 j and in the summer 
and autumn of 1863 successfully 
defended Charleston and its ou& 
works when besieged by Goncrol 
Gillmore. Ho was subsequently 
connected with the army of Joseph 
E. Johnston in North Carolina up 
to the time of that general's sur- 
rendei*, April 26, 1866, which 
brought the war to a close. At 
the end of the wav he had at- 
tained the rank of full general, 
the highest grade in the service. 
Since Iffie termination of the war, 
General Beauregard has resided 
in the Southern States ; ho became 
President of the New Orleans, 
Jaukson, and Mississippi Railroad ; 
and for a number of years has been 
one of tlie managers of the Loui- 
siana State Lottery. He is now 
Adjutant-General of Louisiana. 

BEOEBRy Bernard Henry, author 
and journalist, horn in 1883, has 
for sevei’ol years past been attached 
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to All the Year Rou7ul, and has 
written a largo number of original 
stories and sketches in that journal. 
In 1874 he produced ** Scientific 
London ” — an account of the rise, 
progress, and condition of the 
great scientific institutions of the 
capital. Mr. Becker published in 
1878 a book in two volumes, 
entitled '' Adventurous Lives/' 
Having in the winter of 1878-9 
acted ns the " Special Commis- 
sioner " of the Daily News in Shef- 
field, Manchester, and other dis- 
tressed districts of the Morth and 
Midlands, he was sent in a similar 
capacity to Ireland in the autumn 
of 1880, when he discovered Mr. 
and Mrs. Boycott herding sheep, 
and wrote those letters on the state 
of Connaught and Munster which 
have since appeared in a collected 
form as '' Disturbed Ireland/* and 
given rise to sevciul discussions in 
the House of Commons. In 1844 
Mr. Becker produced a volume, 
"Holiday Haimts,** the title of 
wliich exx)laius itself, like that of 
the more recent " Letters from Lazy 
Latitudes ** published in 1886. Mr. 
Becker writes regularly for the 
Daily Newst and contributes art 
and dramatic criticisms to several 
other journals. 

BECKLES, The Bight JElev. Edward 
Hyndman, D.D., son of the late 
John AUoyne Beckles, Esq. (de- 
scended from the Beckles family 
of Durham), was born in Barhadoes, 
in 1816, received his education at 
Codrington College, Barhadoes, and 
after holding difierent cures in the 
West Indies was consecrated 
Bishop^ of Sierra Leone in 1859. 
He resigned that see in 1870, being 
succeeded in it hy Dr. Cheetliam. 
In the some year he was apxiointed 
rector of Wooton, Dover, and in 
1873, rector of St. Peter's, Bethnal 
Green, London. In Peh. 1877j he 
was appointed Superintending 
Bishop of the English EpisoopalLan 
congregations in Scotland. 

BECKX, Peter John, General 
of the Jesuits, was bom at Sichem, 


bO 


in Belgium, Feb. 8, 1703, and edu- 
cated for the priesthood. Shortly 
after receiving priest's orders he 
was admitted into the Society of 
Jesus, at Hildeslieim, in Oct. 1819. 
Hissux)eriors soon perceived that he 
X:)osseBsed rare abilities, and em- 
ployed him on several delicate mis- 
sions. When the Duke Ferdinand 
of Anlialt-Kbthon hocame a convert 
to the Homan Catholic religion, 
young Bcckx was appointed his 
confessor, and he oificiated for 
some years as priest of the new 
Homan Catholic church wliich was 
built at Hbthen. After the de- 
cease of the Duke he continued 
at the court with his widow, the 
Countess Julia, whom, at a later 
period, he accompanied lo Vienna. 
In 1847 he was appointed Procurator 
for the province of Austria, and in 
this cajiaoity he went to the College 
of Procui'ators at Home. In the 
following year the Jesuits were tem- 
porarily driven from Austria, and 
consequently Father Beckx, being 
unable to return to that country, 
repaired to Belgium, and was nomi- 
nated rector of the college belong- 
ing to his order at Louvain. When 
the Jesuits were ro-cstablished in 
Austria, he zealously supported the 
projects of the Government, which 
were higlily favourable to the in- 
terests of ihe Church. He lent his 
powerful aid to the Primate of 
nungary,Cardinal Szeitowsky, who 
succeeded in obtaining the re- 
; instatement of the Jesuits in that 
portion of the empire, and founding 
the noviciate at Tymon. Being 
sent to the assembly summoned at 
Home in 1853, to choose a successor 
to Father Hoothon, ho was elected 
Superior of the Order. The success 
of the Jesuits since that time, espe- 
oiaDy in non-Catholic countries, is 
due, in no slight degree, to the 
ability and foresight of Father 
Beokx. Besides some minor writ- 
ings and occasional discoursos, he 
has x>uhlished a " Month of Mary*' 
(Vienna, 1813), which has passed 
through numerous editions, and 
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136011 translated into many Ian- 
guftges. 

BEDDOE, John, M.D., E.R.S., 
bom atBcwdley,in Worcestershire, 
September 21, 1826, was educated 
at Bridgnorth School, University 
College, London, and theUnivorsity 
of Edinburgh. He giaduatod B. A. 
nt London in 1851, and M.D. at 
Edinburgh in 1853. Dr. Beddoe 
served on the civil medical staff 
daring the Crimean war. Since 
then he has practised as a physician 
at Clifton, and held sundry hospital 
appointments. He was President of 
the Anthropological Society in 1869 
and 1870, and he was a member of 
the council of the British Associa- 
tion for several years. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society, and a Fellow of the Eoyal 
College of Physicians in 1873, 
and is an honorary member of 
sundry continental and American 
scientific societies. Dr. Beddoe has 
written numerous papers, medical, 
statistical, and anthropological, and 
he has largely applied the numerical 
method to e&nology. In 1868 his 
Essay on the Origin of the English 
Nation took the first prize, Jl60, 
of the Welsh National Eisteddfod. 
It formed the basis of his principal 
work, '^The Eaces of Britain,^' 
which was not published until 1885. 
His other most considerable works 
and papers are Stature and Bulk 
of Mon in the British Isles;'’ 
^'Relations of Temperament and 
Complexion to Disease ; ” " On 
Hospital Dietaries ; " and Com- 
parison of Mortality in England 
and Austi’alia.'* He is joint author 
of the "Anthropological Instruc- 
tions for Travellers ” of the British 
Association. 

BEBFOEl), Bishop of. See How, 
Da. Waxsham. 

BEECEEB, Henry Ward, fourth 
son of Lyman Beecher and Eoxana 
Foote Beecher, and brother of Mrs. 
Beecher-Stowe, was born at Litch- 
field, Connecticut, Juno 21, 1813. 
He studied in public Latin schools 
at Boston, graduated at Amherst 


College, Hass., 1834, and studied 
theology under his father at the 
Lane Seminary, near Cincinnati, 
Ohio. He first settled as a Presby- 
terian minister at Lauronceburg, 
Indiana, in 1837, removed in 1839 
to Indianapolis, and became pastor 
of tlio Plymouth Oongregationul 
Church at Brooklyn, Now York, in 
18Ji7. His cliurcli edifice has seat- 
ing capacity for nearly 3,000 per- 
sons, and liis church has a mem- 
bership of over 2,000. During his 
wlftle career he has mingled to a 
greater extent than almost any 
other preacher and pastor of his 
denomination in matters not di- 
rectly professional. For nearly a 
year, during his theological course, 
lie edited the Cincinnaii Journal, a 
religious weekly. In Indiana he 
was editor of the Farmer and 
Gardener. In Brooklyn ho was 
soon Jmown as an earnest opponent 
of slavery, and an advocato of 
temperance, peace, and other 
reforms, and very early became 
prominent as a platform orator 
and lecturer. Ho has always 
been a strong Ecpublican, has 
preached a number of ijolitical 
sermons from his pulpit, and has 
addressed a number of political 
meetings. From the date of the 
establishment of the Independent 
newspaper to 1858, he was a con- 
stant contributor to its columns, 
and from 1861 to 1863 its chief 
editor. In 1870 he became tlio 
editor-in-chief of the Christian 
Union, a weekly religious paper, a 
position he retained for about ten 
years, when he resigned it to Mr, 
Lyman Abbott, his assooiato edi- 
j tor. Mr. Beecher has three times 
! visited Europe, in 1863 addressing 
large audiences in the principtu 
cities of Great Britain on the 
questions evolved by the civil war 
then raging in the United States. 
In 187L Henry W. Sage, a 
parishioner of Mr, Beoch(?i’’s, 
founded a lectureship of Preach- 
ing, called the Lyman-Beooher 
Leehireship," in the Tale Collogc 
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Divinity yolioolj and the first three 
annual courses wore delivered by 
Mr. Beecher. His regular weekly 
sermons, as taken dowm by steno- i 
graphicroportersjhave been printed i 
annually since 1850^ and a number 
of the more important ones have 
also been issued in pamphlet form. 
Besides those he has published

" Star Papers," 1855 j " Plymouth 
Collection of Hymns and Tunes," 
1855 ; Life Thoughts,^' 1858 j 
" Pleasant Talks about Fruits, 
Flowers, and Farming," 1859 j

dom and War," 1863 j " Eoyal 
Truths," 1804 ; "Aids to Prayer," 
1801 5 "Pulpit Pungencies," 1866 j 
" Prayers from Plymouth Pulpit," 
1867 } " Norwood," a novel, 1867 } 

" Overture of Angels," 1869 j "Lee- 
ture-Eoom Talks," 1870 ; " Morning 
and Evening Exercises," 1870 ; 
"Life of Christ" (of wliich only 
the first volume has over been 
issued), 18715 "Tale Lectures on 
Preaching," 3 vols,, 1872-71; "A 
Summer Parish," 1871 ; and a se- 
lection from his writings entitled 
" Comforting Thoughts,^' 1884. In 
1822 he formally withdrew from 
the Association of Congregational 
Churches on account of a change 
in belief on the subject of eternal 
punishment. His last visit to 
England was in 1886. 

BEECHEE - STOWE, Mrs. jSee 
Stowe. 

BEEBE BEBNABB-, Mrs*, is a 
daughter of Mr. Wilby Whitehead, 
a Norfolk artist, and widow of 
Capt. E. C. Bering, a son of Sir 
Edward Boring, Bart. She was 
prepared for the stage by Mr. 
Herman Yezin, and made her 
df^but at the Opoi'a Comique, but 
soon after, on the occasion of her 
marriagG, abandoned the profes- 
sion. On her i-etura to the at^e 
she appeared os Julia, in "Tne 
Eivals,” at the St. James's 
Theatre, and during her engage- 
ment there played Lady Sneer- 
well, Grace Harkaway, and Emilia. 
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She subsequently took part in " The 
School for Scandal," and "The 
Eivals." In March, 1881, she 
personated Sangaire, in " “Michael 
Strogoff," produced at the Adelphi, 
and the Princesae de Boaillon, in 

Adrienne Lecoiivreur," at the 
Court. On April 12, 1882, Mrs. 
Bomard-Becre represented Bnth- 
sheba Everdeno, in Far from the 
Madding Crowd,” at the Globe. 
After this she proceeded to the 
Haymarket, where, on May 5, 1883, 
she was cast for the title rule of 
Mr. Herman Merivale's version of 
"Fddora." Her next characters 
were Mrs. Devonish, in "Lords 
and Commons," and Princess 
Zicka, in " Diplomacy.” 

BEEBLY, Edward Spencer, was 
born at Feckenham, Worcester- 
shire, in 1831, and educated at 
Wadham College, Oxford. He was 
appointed Assistant * Master of 
Marlborough CoEege in 1851, and 
Professor of History in University 
College, London, in 1860. At the 
General Election of 1885 he was 
the unsuccessful Liberal candidate 
for Westminster, and in 1886 he 
stood, also without success, for 
East Marylebone. Professor Beesly 
is the author of several review 
articles, pamphlets, &o., on his- 
torical, political, and social ques- 
tions, treated from the Positivist 
IDoint of view. He is ono of the 
translators of Comte's " System of 
Positive Polity,” A aeries of lec- 
tures by Mr. Beesly on Eoman 
history, entitled "Catiline, Clo- 
dius, and Tiberias," was published 
in 1878. 

BELL, Alexander Graham, Ph.B., 
was born at EcUnburgh, March 
1, 1817. He was educated at the 
Edinburgh High School, and sub- 
sequently stumed in Germany, 
where he reoeived the degree of 
Ph.B. (Wfirsbnrg). Eemovin^ to 
Canada and thence to the United 
States, he had acmiired prominence 
as a teacher of ^af-mutes before 
his inventions of the speaking 
telephone and photophone brought 
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him wealth aiicl I'aiuc. He has 
published a luuuber of papers on 
electrical Bubjects and the teaching 
of speech to dejif-mutes, 

BELL, 8ir Issao Lowthian, Bart.^ 
P.E.S.j D.C.Lo son of the late 
Thomas Boll, was born in 1816. 
After completing hia studies of 
physical science at Edinburgh 
University, and the Sorbonne at 
Paris, he entered the chemical and 
iron worlcs at ^ alker . These, 
under his subsequent management, 
were extended. In 1830 he became 
connected with the chemical works 
at Washington, in the county of 
Durham, then in the hands of his 
father-in-law, the late H. L. Pat- 
tinson, E.E.S. Under his direction 
they were greatly enlarged, and 
an extensive establishment was 
constructed for tlie manufacture 
of oxychloride of lead, a pigment 
discovered by Mv* Pattinson. In 
1873 he ceased to be a partner in 
these works, which are now carried 
on by Pattinson’s other sons- 
in-law, Mr, Bell, in connection 
with his brothers, Messrs. Thomas 
and John Bell, founded, in 1852, 
the Clarence Works on the Toes, 
one of the earliest, and now one of 
the largest icon-smelting concerns 
on that river, which these gentle- 
men carry on in connection with 
extensive collieries and iron-stone 
mines. ^Recently arrangements 
have been mado for obtaining salt 
from a bed of the mineral, found 
at a depth of 1200 feet nt Port 
Clarence. Mr. -Bell has been a 
frequent contributor to viuuous 
learned societies on subjects con- 
nected with the motallui'gy of iron, 
and has recently completed a very 
elaborate experimental research on 
tlie chemical phenomena of the 
blast-fumace. In recognition of 
hia services as Juror of the Inter- 
national Exhibitions at Philadel- 
phia in 1876, and at Paris in 1878, 
he was elected an honorary member 
of the American Philosophical In- 
stitution, and an OiQcor of the 
Legion of Honour. He has filled 


the office of Sheriff, and was twice 
elected Mayor of Kewoastlo-on- 
Tyne, the last time in order to 
receive the membei’s of the British 
Association at their meeting in the 
year 1803, Mr. Bell was a candi- 
date for the representation of North 
Durham in Parliament at the 
general election of Dec. 1868, but 
was unsuccessful. At the general 
election of Feb. 187-J, however, he 
was elected by that constituency 
in the Liberal interest, but on 
petition was unseated. Ho again 
contested the seat at the election 
consequent on the petition, but was 
unsuccessful. He was elected M.P. 
for Hartlepool in July, 1873, but 
ceased to represent that borough 
in 1880. Sir Lowthian Boll is the 
author of several inmortont writ- 
ings on the iron ana steel indus- 
tries. 

BELL, John, sculptor, horn in 
Norfolk, in 1811, exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, in 1832, a religious 
group, followed by "Psycho feeding 
a Swan/' and other poetic wca^ks. 
In 1837 he exhibited the model of 
his " Eagle-slayer," a composition 
which was exhibited in Westmin- 
ster Hall in 184)4<, and again at tlie 
International Exhibition in 1861. 
Mr. Bell took on active part in the 
original movement which culmi- 
nated in the Great Exhibition of 
1851, and gave rise to the South 
Kensington Museum and the 
Schools connected with it. Reduced 
casts in bronze were subsequently 
executed for the Art Union. In 
1841 he exhibited hia well-known 
and beautiful figure of Dorothea." 
The first statue which Mr. Boll 
was commissioned to execute for 
the new Houses of Parliament was 
that of " Lord Falkland.” Among 
his other works, which aro almo^ 
wholly of tlie poetic doss, may be 
mentioned " The Babes in the 
Wood,” in marble, now in the 
South Kensington Museum, an 
^'Andromeda" (a bronze), pur- 
chased by the Queen, and "Sir 
Robert Walpole,” in St. Stephen's 
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Hallj also Miranda/^ Imogen/^ 
"The Last Kiss/* "The Dovers 
Refuge," " Ilerod Stricken on hia 
Throne," "Lalago," "The Cross of 
Prayer," "The Octoroon," "Una 
and the Lion,” " Cromwell," 
"James Montgomery,” the poet, 
at Sheilleld, and various busts 
and statuettes. He ej:ecuted the 
Wellington monument at Guild- 
hall, with colossal figures of Peace 
and War; and the marble statue 
of armed science at Woolwich. 
Among his public works are the 
" Guards* Memorial ‘* in Waterloo 
Place, Pall Mall, and the Crimean 
Artillery Memorial on the Parade 
at Woolwich. In 1859 he received 
the medal of the Society of Arts 
for the origination of the principle 
of Entasis and definite proportions 
applied to the obelisk j and he was 
one of the sculptors employed in 
he completion of the Prince Con- 
sort Memorial in Hyde Park, his 
poxHon being the colossal marble 
group of the United States direct- 
ing the progress of America, a largo 
copy of which, in terra-cotta, is now 
at Washington. 

BELMOBE, The Bight Hon. Som- 
erset Biohard Lowry-Corry, Fourth 
Earl of, son of the third Earl, whom 
he succeeded in 1845, was born in 
London in 1885, and educated at 
Cambiudge. He was elected a 
representative peer for Ireland in 
1857 i was Under-Secretary of 
Stale for the Home Department 
in Lord Derby’s third administi'o- 
tion, from July, 1866, to July, 
1867} and was Governor of New 
South Wales from Jan. 1868, to 
Feb. 1872. 

BELOTi Adolphe, was born at 
Pointe-ii-Pttre, in the island of 
Guadaloupe, Nov. 6, 1829, and while 
yet very youn^ travelled exten- 
sively in the United States, Brazil, 
and other pmiis of Nox'th and South 
America. Ha studied law at Paris, 
and became an advocate at tbe bar 
of Nancy in 1864. His first a^ 
tempt in literature was "Chdti- 
ment" (Paris, 1866), a novel, which 


failed to attract attention. Two 
years later he brought out "A la 
Campagno," a one -act comedy, 
which gave no indication of the 
imiucuse and lasting success of his 
second dramatic composition, " Lo 
Testament de Cesar Giiodot," a 
comedy in three acts, written in 
eonjiiiietiou ^nt}l M. Charles Ed- 
mond Villetard, and first performed 
at the Odcon Theatre, Paris, Sept. 
30, 1859. This play still holds pos- 
session of the French stage. M. 
Belot has xvritten a large numbor 
of othei' dramatic pieces, including 
"Froinont jeune et Risler nine," 

' founded on the celebrated novel of 
M. Alphonse Baudot. Ho is also 
the axithor of numerous novels, 
Boinc of which have xiasaed through 
as many as 100 editions. The 
most celebrated of these is "Made 
moiselle Giraud, ma femme " (1870) . 
ffis later works are ^^Le Parricide" 
(1878), in conjunction with M. J. 
Dautin j " Dacolard et Lubin," a 
sequel to the preceding (1874) j 
"Memoires d*uu Caissierj" "He- 
lene et Mathilde;** "La Fommo 
de Feu j *’ " Deux Femmes ; ** 

" Folies de Jeunesse ; " " La Sul- 
tane Parisieune," on English trans- 
lation of which appeared in 1879 ; 
and an elaborate romance in four 
volumes (1876-6), entitled respec- 
tively, — ^'LesMystferes Mondains 
^'Les Baigneuses de Trouvilloi" 

Madame Yitel et MademoiseUo 
Lelibvi’e ; " and "Une Maison cen- 
trale dp Femmes." Hia drama, 
" Les Etrangleui*8 de Paria,^* was 
acted for the first time at the Porte 
Soint-Mai'tin Theatre, March 17, 
1880. M. Bdot was nominated a 
Chovaliex* of the Legion of Honour 
in 1867. 

BELT, Bichardi sculptoi*, boim 
in 1851, in Smith Square, Westmin- 
ster, was educated at Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts' School, Westmin- 
ster. He left school at the age of 
nine, was admitted into Mr. Foley’s 
studio in 1869,andbecain6astudent 
of the Eoyal Academy in 1871. 
He exhibited his first work in 1878, 
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and has ainco then nearly every 
year exhibited several sculptures. 
Mr. Belt is a member of the Royal 
Institutionj and on the Council of 
the Society of Eino Arts. His name 
is attached to several public works, 
among.st them tho Memorial in 
Stafford Church to Izaak Walton, 
Byron in Hyde Bark, Charles 
Rjngaley in Chester Cathc^hal, 
Lord Beaconsheld, in Hughenden 
Church, a commission from tho 
Queen ; also the Prince Imperial in 
Windsor Castle, a statiio bust of 
the Prince Imperial at tho Wool- 
wich Academy, the Memorial to 
LordBeaconshcld in the Guildhall, 
and busts of the same statesman in 
many London Clubs j a statue of 
William Spottiswoode in the Royal 
Institution, Lord Beaconshold^s 
statue bust for the Merchant Tay- 
lors'Companyi presentation busts of 
tho late Lord Mayors Sir T, Owden 
and Sir John Ellis j busts of Mr. 
Elliot Torke, the late Mr. Whollcy , 
M.P., Mr. George Payne, Lord Cot- 
tenham. Admiral Rous, Lord John 
Russell, Jabez Bums, Lord William 
Graham, Mrs. WiUdnson (the 
Bishop of Truro's late wife). Lord 
Shrewsbury, Bean Stanley, Sir 
George Beanmont, the Rev. Morley 
Punshon, Mr. Reginald Himd- 
bury, and Sir Richard Musgrave. 
His later works are busts of 
Lord Shaftesbury, for the Young 
Men’s Christian Association i Mr. 
Alexander Yorlce, Sir H. Selwyn 
Ibbetson, M.P„ Lady Lewisham, 
the Hon. Mrs. Eliot, Mr. W. H. 
Gladstone, M.F., the Princess 
Erederiea of Hanover, Mr. Howard 
Vincent, the Piince of Wales (for 
tho Mansion House), Lord Baring, 
M.P., Mr. Edgar Vincent, the 
Dowager Duchess of Cleveland, 
Mr. George Honbury; statuettes 
of the painters James Webb and 
John Varley j also Kyrlo BeUew 
the actor, and many others. Mr. 
Belt was the plaintiff in the recent 
well-known case " Belt v» Lawes," 
which reduced both plaintiff and 
defendant to bankruptcy. Recently 


his artistic and social career came 
to a sad end, when ho was sen- 
tenced to a long term of imprison- 
ment for obtaining money by false 
pretences from Sir William Abdy. 

BENDEMANN, Edward, a cele- 
brated painter of tho Dilsseldorf 
school, was born in Berlin, Deo. U, 
1811. After receiving a good lite- 
rary education, be became a student 
at tho Diisseldorf Academy, under 
the well-kno'wn Schadow, who soon 
discovered that ho had chosen his 
true vocation. When only one-and- 
twenty he exhibited at Berlin a 
large painting, The Grief of the 
Jews,’’ suggested by Psalm cxxxvii. 
It was popularized by moans of 
lithographs, and is in the Cologne 
Museum. In 1833 he executed a 
picture, afterwnids engraved by 
Eelsing — " Two Young Girls at tlie 
Eountoin," — ^which was iDurchasud 
by tho Society of Arts of West- 
phalia. In 1837 he oxliibited at 
Paris a large canvas, Jeremiah 
amid the ruins of Jerusalem," 
which gained tho ^Id medal. This 
piotvire, of which Weiss published 
a good litho^'aph, is in the private 
gedlery of the Emperor of Ger- 
many. " Harvest" followed, which 
was engraved by Eichens. Tho 
success of this piece ledBendomann 
to produce others of the samo class, 
such as The Shepherd and Shep- 
herdess," from one of Dhland's 
idyls, and “ The Daughter of tho 
Servian Prince," from a Servian 
ballad. After having been ap- 
pointed Professor in the Academy 
of Arts of Dresden, ho received the 
commission to decorate tho royal 
palace, and undertook tho grand 
frescoes, upon which his repu- 
tation is mainly founded. The 
progress of this undertaking was 
interrupted by a disease of tho 
^yes, which tlio artist contracted in 
Italy. Bondemann executed a 
f reacoe of " Poetry and the Arts ? ” 
a design for a monument to Sebas- 
tian Bach, which was afterwards 
erected at S^ndatein i a portrait of 
the Emperor Lotbair II. for tho 
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city of Frankfort j many other por- 
traits of colebrated G-crmans^ and 
amonj? them that of Scharlow*a 
daughter, whom he married in 1838. 
In 1859 ho siicceeded his f athcr-in- 
law as Director of the Academy at 
Diisseldorf, but was obliged to 
resign in 1867 owing to ill-health. 
Since that time he has executed a 
number of oil-paintings, frescoes 
andportraits, the '^Penelope,'* com- 
loted in 1876, being amongst hia 
eat works. 

BEKEDETTI, Vlnoent, a French 
diplomatist, of Italian extrackon, 
born in Corsica, about 1815, was 
educated for the consular and 
diplomatic service. After having 
been appointed consul at Palermo 
in 18‘isS, ne became Fii’st Secretary 
to the Embassy at Constautinople, 
until May, 1850, when he was ap- 
pointed to replace M. Bouree as 
Envoy Extraoidiuory and Minister 
at Teheran. M. Benedetti, who 
declined to accept the office, was 
some months afterwards named 
Director of Political Affairs to the 
Foreign Minister, — a i)oaition asso- 
ciated with the successful career of 
MM. de Rayneval and d*Hauterive, 
and with the names of Desagos, 
Armand, Lefebre, and Thouvenol. 
It fell to tho lot of M. Benedetti to 
act as secretary and editor of the 
protocols in the Congress of Paris 
in 185G, and he wasmade Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour in Juno, 
184 j 5, Officer in 1833, Commander 
in 1856, Grand Officer in Juno, 
I860, and Grand Cross in 1800, 
Having been appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary of France at Turin 
in 1861, on the recognition of the 
Italian Kingdom by the French 
Government, he resigned when M. 
ThouvenelretiredfromtheMinistry 
of Foreign Affairs, and was ap- 
pointed Ambassador at Berlin, Hov. I 
27, 1864. M. Benedetti obtained 
great notoriety in connection with 
tire remarkable draft of a secret 
treaty between France and Prnissia, 
which was published in the Times 
on the 26th of July, 1870, at the 


very beginning of the war be- 
tween those two powers. The 
document stated that the Emperor 
Napoleon III. would itilow and 
recognise the Prussian ac(][uisitions 
consequent upon the war against 
Austria $ that tho King of Prussia 
would premise to assist Fi-auce in 
acquiring Luxemburg j that the 
Emperor would not oppose a Fede- 
ral re-union of North and Soutii 
Germany; that if the Emperor* 
should occupy or conquer Belgium, 
the King should afford armed 
assistance to France against any 
other Power that might declare war 
agomst her in such case j and that 
the two Powers should conclude on 
offensive and defensive alliance. 
The publication of this extraor- 
dinary document caused great con- 
sternation aud excitement through- 
out Europe. Its authenticity was 
not denied, but France declared 
that although M. Benedetti had 
written the document, he had done 
so at the dictation of Count Bis- 
marck ; whei'eas the latter states- 
man declared that through one 
channel or another France had in- 
cessantly demanded some compen- 
sation for not interfering with 
Prussia in her projects. Both 
statesmeu agreed in saying that 
their respective sovereigns declined 
to sanction the treaty. On the out- 
break of the wai’, M. Benedetti was 
of course recalled from Berlin ; and 
since the fall of the Empire he htis 
disappeared from public notice. In 
Oct., 1871, however, he published a 
pamphlet, in which ho tlirow iipon 
Count Bismarck the whole responsi- 
bility of the draft treaty. In 1872 
he was elected a member of the 
Oonseil G^n^ral of Corsica, and 
since then he has been an advocate 
at the bar of Ajaccio. 

BEKHAH, The Rev. William, 
B.D., was bom at West Meon, 
Hants, Jan. 15, 1831, his father 
being the village postmaster, as his 
grandfather had been before him. 
He was educated at the village 
National school, and was favourably 
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noticed by the rectorj Archdeacon 
Bayley, who took him to his house 
as his little socrotary, ho being 
blind. He taught the youth Latin 
and G-reek, and after his death in 
1844, Mr. I3enhain was sent to St. 
Mark's College, Chelsea, to be 
trained for a schoolmaster. After 
working in that capacity for a few 
years, Archdeacon Bayley's family 
furnished him with the means of 
going through the Theological De- 
partment of King's College .London. 
He went out with a first-class, and 
was ordainedby the late Archbishop 
of Canterbury, then Bishop of Lon- 
don, as Divinity Tutor to ^aold col- 
lege at Chelsea. He remained there 
from 1857 to 18G4, when he become 
Editorial Secretary to the Society 
for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge, and curate of St. Lawrence 
Jowi’y, under the present Dean of 
Brefcex*. In ]S0T he was ftivoiimbly 
noticed as a preacher by some 
members of Archbishop Longloy's 
family jUnlcnown to lumself , and this 
led to the Archbishop ofierinp^ him 
the vicarage of his own parish of 
Addington. He acted as the 
Primate’s private secretary during 
the first Lambeth Conference, and 
passed the Besolutions through the 
press, and also his last Charge. 
Archbishop Tait also made him one 
of the Six Preachers of Canterbury 
in 1872, and gave him the vicarage 
of Margate in the same year. His 
chief work there was the carrying 
out the restoration of the parish 
church. In 1880 he was appointed 
to the vicarage of Harden, and in 
1882 to the rectory of St, Edmund 
Ihe King, Lombard Street, in the 
City of London. Mr. Benham has 
published The Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew, with notes and a commen- 
tary,’*1862 ; '' English Ballads, with 
inixoduction and notes/’ 18C8; 
''The Epistles for the Christian

vols. 1885. He has also contri- 
buted articles to " The Bible 
Educator,” Macmillan^s MagaainCs 
and other periodicals. 

BENNETT, Sir James Eisdoni 
M.D., F.E.S.j Bx-President of the 
Eoyal College of Physicians, eldest 
son of the Ke v. James Benuett, D ,D . 
by Sarah, daughter o£ Mr. John 
Comley, of Hornsey, Hampshire, 
was horn at 'Romaey, in 1809. Ho 
was educated by private tuition, 
and received hisprofessional educa- 
tion in PoriB and Edinburgh, at 
which latter university he took his 
degree of M.D. in 1833. Aftei' 
travelling for two years on the 
Continent, he settled in London, 
and lectm'ed at Idic Charing Cross 
Hospital and Grainger’s S^ool in 
the Borough, He was elected, in 
1848, Asaistont-Pliysioian to St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, and on becom- 
ing full Physician, lectured there 
for many yeai’s on the "Practice of 
Medicine.” He was one of the 
Pounders and Secretory of the fiXst 
Sydenham Society for the Publica- 
tion of Medical Works. After 
filling the oMces of Censor, Lnm- 
leian and Oroonian Lecturer, and 
Bepresentative of the College of 
Physicians in the General Medical 
Council, he was elected President 
of the College in 1876, and annually 
re-elected up to 1880. In the same 
year he had been elected Bellow of 
the Boyal Society. Sir Biadon 
Bennett is Consulting Physician to 
the Victoria Pork Hospit^ forDia- 
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eases of tlic Cheat, Hon. Physician 
and Governor of St. Thoiuaa’s Hos- 
pital, and Fellow of various medi- 
cal and acientiho societies. Ho has 
published a translation from the 
German of Kramer on ''Diseases of 
the Ear j ” ''An Essay on Acute 
Hydrocephalus,” which gained the 
Pothorgillian Gold Modal ; " Lum- 
leian Lectures on Cancorous and 
other Intra-Thoracic Growths." Ho 
has also contributed mimerous 
papers to the Transactions of the 
Pathological Sociehj and various 
medical journals. SirEisdon Ben- 
nett was one of the Commissioners 
of the Paris Universal Exhibition 
for 1878. In that year he received 
from the University of Edinburgh 
the honorary degree of LL.D. In 
1881 he received from Her Majesty 
the honour of knighthood, and ^vaa 
elected Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the International 
Medical Congress. Sir Eisdon has 
been Member of the Council, and 
Vice-President of theEoyal Society. 
He married, in 18 11, Miss Ellen 
Selfo Page, daughter of the Eov. 
Henry Page, M.A., of Bose Hill, 
Worcester. 

BENNETT, William Cox, LL.D., 
is the son of Mr. John Bennett, 
watchmaker, of Greenwich, whore 
he was born October 14th, 1820. 
Whilst still a youth, ho took an 
active part in the formation of a 
literary institution on the most 
popular basis, in connection with 
which he formed a library consist- 
ing of above 12,000 volumes. He has 
Ekewise been instrumental in esta- 
blishing at Ghceenwich cheap baths 
and wash-houses, and other popu- 
lar institutions. He actod as Hono- 
rary Auditor for the Associatiun for 
the Eepeal of the Taxes on Know- 
ledge, till that great reform was 
effected. Ho has taken an active 
part in all the agitations for the 
education of the people during the 
past forty years $ was ihe Hon. 
Sec. to the Groenwi^di branch of 
the National EducaHon League, 
and a member of the London 


Council. In 18G8 ho proposed tlio 
election of Mr. Gladstone for Green- 
wich, and organised the committee 
which secured his return, receiving 
from the great statesman on auto- 
graph letter ivitli an earnest ex- 
pression of thanks. He has since 
succeeded in placing by public 
subscription the bust of Long- 
fellow in the Poets’ Corner at 
Westminster Abbey. Dr. Bennett 
printed volumes of poetry privately 
in 181<3 and IBJiS. Perhaps bust 
known as a song-writer. Dr. Bennett 
has since published " Poems,” 1850 j 
" Verdicts,” 1852; "Eoan’s Seliool : 

I a Chapter in the Educational His- 
tory of England,” which secured 
the reform of a largo endowed 
school at Greenwich j " War Songs,” 
1855 J "Queen Eleanor’s Vengeance, 
and other Poems,” 1837 ; " Songs, 
by a Song-Writer,” 1859 ; " Baby 
May, and other Poems on Infants,” 
1801 ; '' The Worn Wedding Eing,” 
&c., 1861; "The Politics of the 
People,” Parts I. and II., 1865 s 
" Our Glory Boll, National Poems,” 
1806 ; " Contributions to a BaUad 
History of England,-” 1868; " Songs 
for S<ailors,” 1872 ; republished -with 
music by J. L. Hatton, 1878 ; *‘Pro- 
metheusj the Fire-giver,” an at- 
tempted restoration of the lost First 
Part of the " Promethean Trilogy 
of jEschylus,” 1877 ; " Sea Songs,” 
1878 J " Songs for Soldiers,^’ 1879. 
He edited a monthly periodical, 
"The Lark, Songs, Ballads, and 
Eecitations for the People,” from 
Aug. 1883 to Sept. 1884, whloh 
carried thehest poetry of dead and 
living poets "very widely. Dr. 
Bennett has been a frequent con- 
tributor to periodicals. A collected 
edition of his poems appeared in 
1862, in " Eouiledge’s British 
Poets.” Dr. Bennett is a prao- 
-idsed political -vmtor, and was 
attached to the staff of the Wee7cJ/y 
JDis^atch, during the years 1869- 
70. Ho acted as Secretary to the 
jE^efugees’ Benovolcnt Fund during - 
-the continuance of the Franco- 
Pmssian War. The University of

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Tusculuni conferred on bim the 
degree of LL.D. in 18C9. 

BENNIGSEN, Eudolpli you, born 
at Ltlneberg, Hanover, July 10, 
1821, studied jurisprudence at 
Gottingen and Heidelberg, and 
qualified as an advocate,but entered 
the judiciary and roso to the func- 
tions of a pudge at Gottingen. In 
1855 the city of Anrich elected him 
to the Second Chamber of the 
Hanover Legislature, but the King 
refused him the indispensable con- 
sent of the Crown to accept that 
legislative office. Thereupon ho re- 
signed his judgeship, took his seat 
in the Parliament (185G), and at once 
assumed a position as leader of the 
Opposition. In 1859 Bennigseii 
and Miguel, with a few others, 
drew up and issued a programme 
or scheme of German unity . In this 
document it was declared that only 
Prussia could be at the head of a 
united Germany, and in fact Bennig- 
sen advocated at this period that 
which Prince Bismarck long after- 
wards accomplished. TheNational- 
Yercin held its first sitting Sept. 16, 
1 859, at the invitation of Bennigsen, 
and ho himself was chosen Presi- 
dent. The Prankfort Assembly 
formed the permanent organisation 
of the National-Verein, and fixed 
its seat in the city of Coburg. At 
the time of its dissolution in 18GG,it 
numbered 30,000 members, of whom 
10,000 were from Prussia. In that 
year the organisation of the Norih 
German Confederation making in- 
evitable the speedy realisation of 
the Empire, Union had no 
further raison and it was 

accordingly dissolved. Bennigseu, 
who by the annexation of Hanover 
was made a Prussian, become a 
member both of the Prussian Lower 
Chamber and of the North German 
Eelchstag, During the war of 
1870 hewaain confi&ntialr^ations 
with the Pruasiau authorities, and 
undertook two important missions 
“One to the South German States, 
where he discussed the conditions 
of a possible unity; the other to the 


camp of Yoraailles in the winter of 
1871, where the same negotiations 
were afterwards carried out to a 
practical result. lu 1873 ho was 
elected President of the Prussian 
House of Deputies. At the elec- 
tions of 1877 the SociaHat psuty 
opposed his candidatui'e, but mth- 
out success. 

BENSON, The Most Bev. Edward 
White, D.D., Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Primate of all England, 
and Metropolitan, son of Edward 
White Benson, Esq., of Birming- 
ham Heath, and formerly of York, 
was bom near Birmingham in 1829. 
He was educated at King Edward's 
School,Birimngham,aud at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which he 
was successively Scholar and Fel- 
low, and where he graduated B.A. 
in 1852, as a First Class in dassi- 
cal honours, and Senior Chancellor's 
Medallist, obtaining also the place 
of a Senior Optime in the mathe- 
matical tripos. He graduated M.A, 
in 1855, B.D. in 1862, and D.D. in 
1867, Hon. D.C.L. (Oxford), 1884. 
He was for some years an assistant 
master in Bugby Sohool, and he 
held the head mastership of Wel- 
lington College from its first open- 
ing in 1858 down to 1872, when he 
was appointed a Canon Besiden- 
tiary and Chancellor of Lincoln 
Cathedral, having been a Preben- 
dary of the same cathedral for 
three years pravioudy. He was 
Select Preacher to the University 
of Cambridge (1864, 1871, 1875, 
1876, 1879, and 1882), and to the 
University of Oxford (1875-76), 
Hon. Chaplain to the Queen, 1873, 
and Chaplain in Ordinary, 1875-77. 
For several years he was Examining 
Chaplain to the late Bishop of Lin- 
coln, In Dec.l876,h0 was nominated 
by the Crown, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Earl of Beaconsfield, to 
the newly-founded Bishopric of 
Truro,andhe received episcopal con- 
secraHon in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
April 25, 1877. The diocese, which 
was taken out of the diocese of 
Exeter, consists of the county of 
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Cornwall, tho Isles of Scilly, and 
five parishes of Devonshire, con- 
stituting the Archdeaconry of 
Cornwall, with the church of St. 
Mary,Truro,a3 a cathedral. During 
his occupation of the sec he began 
tho building of a new cathedral at 
Truro (with Mr. J. L. Pearson as 
architect), of which the outward 
shell is to cost e 600 , 000 , most of that 
sum having been gathered through 
the energy of the Bishop. In Dec. 
1882 Dr. Benson was appointed by 
the Crown, on Mr. Gladstone's re- 
commendation, to the Archbishop- 
ric of Canterbury, iu succession to 
Dr. Tait. Dr. Benson has pub- 
lished " Sermons preached iu Wel- 
lington College Chapel," 1859 j 
2a\7ri(r6t. A memorial Sermon 

E reached after the death of Dr. 
■ee, first Bishop of Manchester/' 
1870 j "Work, Friendship, Wor- 
ship,"being three sermons preached 
before the University of Cambridge 
iu 1871 j " Boy-Life, its trial, its 
strength, its fulness, Sundays in 
Wellington College, 1869-72,” 
Lond. 8 VO, 1874 j *' Singleheart/' 
1877 ; " The Cathedral, its neces- 
sary place in the Life and Work 
of the Church,” 1879 j and ''The 
Seven Gifts,” (Macmillan), 1885 j 
besides numerous single sermons. 
Dr. Benson married, in 1869, Mary, 
daughter of tho late Bev. William 
Sidgwick, of Skipton, Yorkshire. 

BENTINGK, The Bight Hon. 
George Augnstua Frederick Caven- 
dish, M.F., son of the late Major- 
General Lord Frederick Bentinok, 
K.C.B., was bom in London in 
1821, and educated at Westminster 
School, and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge (M.A., 1817). He was 
called to the bar, at Lincoln's Inn, 
in 1846. Mr. Bentinok unsuccess- 
fully contested Taunton in April, 
1859 j but he was elected in the 
following August, and continued 
to represent that borough till July, 
1865, when he was returned for 
Whitehaven, which he has repre- 
sented up to the present time. He 
was appointed Faidiamentary Seer e- 


tary to the Board of Trade in Feb. 
1874. In Nov. 1875, he was ap- 
pointed Judge-A dvocate - General, 
and sworn of the Privy-Council. 
He went out of office with his party 
in April, 1880. 

BENTLEY, Bohert, F.L.S., 
botanist, who has more particularly 
directed his attention to the applC- 
cations of botany to medicine, was 
born at Hitohin, Herts, in 1825, 
and became a member of the Boy ol 
College of Surgeons in 1817. Ho 
is a Fellow of, and Professor of 
Botany in. King's College, London ; 
Honorary member of, and Professor 
of Materia Medica and Botany to 
the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain; Honorary member 
of the American Pharmaceutical 
* Association, and of Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy ; Professor of 
Botany in the London Institution; 
Member of the Council, and Chair- 
man of tho Garden Committee of 
the Boyal Botanic Society of Lon- 
don ; and was formerly Examiner 
in Botany to the Boyal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons of England ; 
Lecturer on Botany at the Medical 
Collies of the London, Middlesex, 
and St. Mary's Hospitals ; and for 
twenty years Dean of the Medica} 
Faculty in King's College, London. 
Professor Bentley was President of 
the British Pharmaceutical Con- 
ferences in 1866 and 1867. He has 
contributed numerous articles to 
the PJLarmaceutical Joumalj of 
which for ten years he was one 
of the editors. He has written a 
Manual of Botany,” which has 
reached the fifth edition; has 
jointly edited two editions of 
Pereira's Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics ; is the author of an 
elementary work on Botany, in the 
series of Manuals of Elementary 
Science, published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge ; also of Sbudont's Guide 
to Structural, Morphological, and 
Physiological Botany”; "Student's 
Guide to Systematic Botany ” ; has 
edited, with Professors i^dwood 
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and Attflold, of iho British Pliar- 
inacoi^ojia, 1885j and is joint author, 
with Dr. Trimon, of an illustrated 
work on Medicinal Plants, in four 
volumes. Professor Bentley has 
also published a Series of Papers 

On New American llemedios,'^ a 
Lecture On the Characters, Pro- 
perties, and Uses of Eucalyptus 
glohulus,^^^' Lectures ontheOrganic 
Materia Medica of the British 
PhaaTnacopceia," and numerous 
other Lectmes and Papers on 
Botany and Materia Medica in 
the Pharmaceutical Journal, &0. 

BBEEBPOED, The Most Bev. and 
Bight Hon. Marcus 0ervais, D.D., 
Protestant Archbishop of Armagh, 
son of the late Bishop of Kilmore, 
who was a nephew of the first Mar- 
quis of 'Watcx’ford, was bom in 1801, 
and educated at Bichmond School, 
Yorkshire, under Dr. Tate, whence 
he passed to Trinity College, Gani- 
hridge. Having graduated and 
taken orders, he was appointed 
Bector of Baldallen in 1825, after- 
wards held the vicariates of Drimg 
and Lora, and was also Yicar- 
General of Kilmore and Arch- 
deacon of Ardagh. In 1854 he was 
consecrated to the united sees of 
Bilmore, Elphin, and Ardagh, and 
in 1863 was translated to Armagh. 
His Grace is Primate of all Ireland, 
Lord Almoner of Ireland, and Pre- 
late of the Order of St. Patrick. 

BBBBSFOBD, Lord William 
Charles Belapoev, second son of the 
Bev. John Beresford, fourth Mar- 
quis of Waterford, by Christiana 
Julia, fourth daughter of the late 
Colonel Charles Powell Leslie, of 
Glaslough, CO. Monaghan, was bom 
Peb. 10, 184G, at PhiHptown, co. 
Dublin. Ho entered me Boyal 
Navy in 1859, was appointed a 
lieutenant in 1868, and advanced 
to the rank of commander in 1875. 
He served successively in the 
"Marlborough/' the "Defence," 
the "Clio,” the "Tribune," the 
" Sutlej,” the " Eesearoh," the 
Boyal yacht " Victoria and Albert," 
the " Galatea/' the " Goshawk," 


and " Bollorophon." In 1872 he 
was appointed Flag Lieutenant to 
the Commander-in-Chief at Devon- 
port i and ho accompanied the 
Prince of Wales as naval aide-de- 
camp to India in 1873-7(3. In 1877 
he joined the " Thunderer/' and 
was commander of the Boyal yacht 
" Osborne " from 1878 to 1881. His 
lordship received the gold medal 
of the Boyal Humane Society, and 
of the Livoipool Shipwreck and 
Humane Society, for having on 
three occasions jumped overboard 
Lind saved Hves at sea. On one of 
these occasions, when he rescued a 
marine "who had fallen overboard 
at Port Staley, Falkland Island, 
he was attired in licavy shooting 
clothes, and his pockets were filled 
with cartridges. At the time of tlie 
bombardinont of the forts of Alex- 
andria, Lord Charles Beresford was 
in command of the gunboat " Con- 
dor," and in the action of July 11, 
1882, he gi'catly distinguished him- 
self by hie gallant conduct. The 
ironclad, "Temoraire," which got 
ashore at the beginuiug of the en- 
gagement, was safe^ assisted oil 
by the " Condor." Then the for- 
midable Marabout batteries, which 
constituted the second strongest 
defence of the port of Alexandria, 
were efiectually silenced. This 
latter success was chiefly due to 
tlie gallant way in which the 
Condor " bore down on the foit 
and engaged guns immensely su- 
perior to her own. So vigorous, 
indeed, was the attack on tbe big 
fort, that the Admiral's ship sig- 
nalled "Well done, ' Condor,' " It 
was ascertained that the Khedive, 
who had taken refuge with Dervish 
Pasha at Bamleh, was in imminent 
danger. Arahi Paslia had sent a 
body of troops to guard the palace, 
and ordered them to kill the Khe- 
dive, hut Tewfik and Dervish man- 
aged to bribe -^o men, and to 
communicate with Admiral Sir 
Beauchamp Seymour, who dis- 
patched the Condor ” in shore to 
keep the Egyptian troops in check

The Khcclive then succeeded in 
getting away, and drove to Ras-el- 
Tin. As the conflagration and loot- 
ing continued in the city of Alex- 
andria, the Americans were asked 
to land marines to assist in keeping 
order, and a regular poHeo system 
was organized under Lord Cnarles 
Beresford, while Captain Fisher, 
of the " Inflexible,’-’ took com- 
mand of the land forces. Strong 
measm'es were necessary to subdue 
the looters. Several of the scoun- 
drels detected in the very act of 
setting Are to houses wore sum- 
marily shot in the great square, 
and those caught plundering wore 
flogged. Lord Charles Beresford 
was promoted to the rank of cap- 
tain (Aug. 7, 1882) for tho services 
he had rendered at the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria. In Sept. 188 
he was appointed on the stalf of 
Lord Wolseley for the Wile Expe- 
dition, and assisted in the arduous 
work of getting tho boats up to 
Korti, In command of the Naval 
Brigade with Sir Herboi't Stewart 
across tho Desert, ho was tho only 
man not killed of those in imme- 
diate charge of the uiachiue-gnn 
at Abu Klea, and was subsequently 
left in charge of zoraba when troops 
inarched on Gfubat. In Feb. 1885, 
-with the small river steamer 
^fSafla/^ ho rescued Sir Charles 
Wilson's party (who had been 
wrecked on their return from 
Khartoum), after having had the 
boiler of his steamer repaired 
while anchored for twenty-four 
hours under Arc of the enemy's fort, 
which fire was kept clo-wn solely 
by the -two machine-guns on board. 
His lordship sat in the House of 
Commons, as member for the county 
of Waterford, in the Conservative 
interest, from Feb. 187 J?, till April, 
1880, when his candidature was un- 
successful. In Nov. 1885, ho was 
returned for the Eastern Division 
of Marylebone by a majority of 9J4 
over the late sitting member, and 
easily retained the scat at the elec- 
tion of 188C. Ho -was appointed 


Naval Lord of the Admiralty on 
the accession of Lord Salisbury to 
power. He married in 1878 Mina, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr. 
Richard Gardner. 

BEROH, Henry, horn in New 
3rork, in 1823, graduated at Co- 
lumbia College, studied law, and 
when quite young wrote several 
dramas, poems, and tales. In 
1803 he was appointed Secretary of 
Legation at St. Petersburg, and was 
afterwards Vice-Consul, fieturaing 
to America in 1806, he organized 
; the American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, to 
; which he has devoted his very 
; considerable foi^tnue, and which 
has gi'Q-wn to l-)e an important 
institution, with branches in nearly 
every State of the Union. In the 
city of New York the officers 
of this Society are constituted 
special policemen with authority 
to arrest summarily any person 
-who is found committing cruelty 
to animals. 

BERKELEY, The Rev. Miles 
Joseph, M.A., F.R.S,, born at Big- 
gm, in tho pai'ish of Oundlc, in 
1803, was educated at Rugby and 
at Christ’s CoUego, Cambridge, 
whore he graduated in honours in 
1825, and after holding the curacy 
of Margate, was appointed in 1833 
to the incumbency of two small 
parishes near Wanaford, North- 
amptonshire, and Rural Dean for a 
portion of -tlie deaneries of Oundle 
and Weldon. In 1868 he was pre- 
sented to the vicarage of Sibber- 
■boft. He is a member of many 
learned societies, both Bri-tish ana 
foreign, andistheauthorof “ Grlean- 
ings of British Algra " (1833), and 
of the concluding volume of the 
'^English Flora" (1836), as woU 
as of articles '' On the Diseases of 
Plants," in -the ** Enoyclopmdia of 
Agriculture : " a series of papers 
on Vegetable Pathology, in the 
OardmerB* Chronicle ; an introduc- 
tion to "Cryptogamio Botany," 
" Outlines of British Fungology," 
"Handbook of British Mosses j" 
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of np-inerouB papers in the Transac- 
tions of the LinnsBon Society^ the 
"Zoological Joiimalj” "Hooter’s 
Journal of Botany/’ " Hooker’s 
Himalayan Journal/’ and the 
" Antarotiio and New Zealand 
Flora/’ and of a sermon preached

BERKABB, The Hon, and Bight 
Bev. Oharles Brodrick, Bishop of 
Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, son 
of the second Earl of Bandon, 
born Jan. 4, 1811, was educated at 
Eton and Bolliol College, Oxford, 
and ordained in 1835. He was 
made Yicar of Bantry in 1810, 
Eector of Balbrogan, Senior 
Prebendary of Cork, and Rural 
Dean, in 1842, and was conse- 
crated Bishop of this see in 1807. 
He is the author of "Sermons 
and Lectures,” published by re- 
quest. 

BEBNHABBT, Bosine, called 
Sarah, a French actress, was bom 
at Paris, Oct. 22, 1814. She is a 
Jewess of French and Dutcli 
parentage. She spent the greater 
part of her early life in Holland, 
visiting at the house of her grand- 
father, an Amsterdam optician. 
In 1868 she entered the Paris Oon- 
servatoire, become a pupil of MM. 
Provost aud Samson, professors of 
elocution, gained a second prize for 
tragedy in 18C1, and a second prize 
for comedy in 18G2. She made her 
first public appearance on the stage 
at theThodtreFrani^Bise in Racine’s 

Iphigunie ” and the "Valdrie” 
of Scribe. She attracted hardly 
any notice, and after a brief with- 
drawal from the stage she re- 
appeared at the Oymnase and the 
Porte Saint-Martin, in bnrlesque 
parts. In Jon. 1807 she returned 
to high art at the Od^on, playing 
several niinor parts with much 
applause till she achieved a notable 
success in that of "Marie de 
Neuhorg” in "Buy Bias.” She 
was thereupon recalled to the 
Thdtee Frau^ais, and tot showed 


her higher power in " Andromaquo ” 
aud " Jimie j ” but it was as " Berthe 
de Savigny” in the play of "Le 
Sphinx,” performed in March, 1874, 
that she won the greatest applause. 
In 1879 she visited London with 
the other members of the Oomddie 
Fran^aise, who on Juno 2 in that 
year began a series of brilliant per- 
formances at the Gaiety Theatre, 
nnder the dii’cction of Mr. John 
noDingshGad. In the following 
year Mclllc. Bernhardt retmned 
alone to tho Gaiety, M. Coquelin, 
who was expected to accompany 
her, being prevented from doing 
so by his tenure at the Thed.tre 
Francais. About this time Mdllo. 
Bemnardt severed her connection 
with tho Comddie Fran 9 aise, and 
was condemned to pay .£4000 costs 
and damages for the breach of her 
engagement. In June, 1881, she 
again appeared in London at tlio 
Gaiety Theatre in " La Barae aux 
Camdlias” for a short series of 
performances, and she afterwai'da 
made a most successful tour, from 
a pectmiary point of view, in the 
TTnilod States. In April, 1882, 
she was married in the Church of 
St. Andrew, Wells Street, London, 
to M. Bom^a, a Greek gentleman, 
from whom she was divorced 
shortly afterwards. She re- 
visited London in 1885, and played 
"Fedora” for the fii’st time in 
England, at the Gaiety Theatre. 
Some of her latest appearances at 
the Porte St. Martin Theatre havo 
been as Shakespearian heroines. 
She is now travelling round the 
world, 

BEEB7, Sir Graham, went out to 
Victoria in 1852 in the height of 
tho gold-digging fever, but instead 
of turning his attention to the 
gold mines he settled down to 
business at Melbourne. In 1800 
he was elected to tho Victorian 
Parliament as an advanced Uboral, 
and again in 1804, hut was defeated 
in the next election, and then, 
devoting his energies to journalism, 
became propriolSr and editor of 
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the Gedong Eegister. Ho soon, 
howeverj re-entered Parliament, 
and in 1870 first took office as 
'Treasurer, and five yeors later 
became Premier for a short time. 
In 1877 Sir 6. Berry waa retiu*ned 
at the head of an overwhelming 
majority, and once more took the 
Premiership. While in office he 
passed several important demo- 
cratic measures, including a land 
tax on largo estates, but failed to 
carry a proposal for a fundamental 
reform of the Legislative Council. 
Sir G. Berry then visited England 
in order to induce the Iinporitil 
Parliament to take up the matter, 
but failed, though through his 
efforts the question was eventually 
settled. On his return the general 
election of 1880 x)laced him in a 
minority, hut he was subsequently 
restored to power, and carried 
some noteworthy reform measures, 
Again tlu'own out by a want of 
confidence vote. Sir G. Beriy 
entered a coalition Ministry, in 
which he was Chief Secretary. 
Early in the present year (1886), 
Sir G. Berry, with Mr. Service, 
was Victorian delegate to the first 
Federal Council, and shortly after- 
wards Sir G. Berry waa appointed 
Agent-General in London for 
Victoria. The honom* of knight- 
hood has recently been conferred 
on Sir Graham Berryin recognition 
of his services to the colony. He 
was Executive Commissioner for 
the Colonial and Indian Exhibi- 
tion. 

BEETHELOT, Pierre EugSne M., 
a French chemist, the son of a 
physician, was bom at Paris, 
October 26, 1827. From a very 
early ago he', has devoted liimseH 
to scientific* studies, and made 
special researches into acids and 
fermentation. The degree of 
Doctor of Sciences waa conferred 
upon him in April, 1864 and in 
1861 the Academy of Sciences 
awarded him the sum of 8,600 
francs for his researohos. In 1859 
he was appointed Professor of 


Organic Chemistry at tho Superior 
School of Pharmacy, and in 1865 
at the request of the Academy of 
Sciences a new chair of organic 
chemistry was created for bim at 
the College do France. Elected a 
Member of the Acadeniie deMcde- 
oine in February, 1868, M. Berthe- 
lot entered mo Academio dcs 
Soiencos, March 3, 1873, in the 
place of Duhaiuel. On September 
2, 1870, he waa elected President 
of tho Scientific Committee of 
Defence, and during the siege of 
Paris was engaged in the manu- 
facture of guns and ammunition, 
and especially of nitro-giycerinc 
and dynamite. On April 6, 1876, 
ho was named Inspertor-Gcuerol 
of Higher Education. The labours 
of M. Berthelot have had for their 
object, principally, the reproduc- 
tion of the substances whicli enter 
into the coinj^sition of organised 
beings, and ^ave opened a new 
field for science, which, up to his 
time, had limited itself almost 
entirely to analysis. The dyeing 
trade has benefited largely by his 
discoveries in extracting dyes from 
coal-tar. He has contributed ex- 
tensively to the Annalea de Chimie 
et de Physique^ La Synthese de6 
Carhurea d^Sydrogdnej &o*, and has 
written "Chimie Organique fond6G 
sur la Synthfese,” 1860 j "Logons 
Bur les Principes SucroB,^' 1862 j 
'' Le 9 on& sur lesM^thodes Generales 
de Synthese,” 1864! j " Leoona sur 
ITsomerie," 1866 j TVaito E15- 
mentaire de Chunie Organique/' 
and Sur la Force de la Poudre et 
des Matieres Explosives,” 1872,* 
'^Verification de PAreomdtro de 
Baume,” 1873 j "Les Oidgines do 
VAlchimie,” 1885, besides numer- 
ous scientific and philosophical 
articles for the Mevue dea Leim 
Mondes, the Mevue dea Coura Seienii- 
Jiquesj Le Temps, &o. One of 
these articles, entitled "Science 
Id^ale et Science Positive,” a letter 
to M. Benan, in the Mevue des JDeim 
Mondes, 1863, is very remarkable. 
M. Berthelot was decorated wilffi 
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the Legion of Honour in 18G1, 
made nn officer in 1867, and com- 
mander in 1870. 

BEBTBAND, Joseph Louis Eran- 
coie, a French mathematician, bom 
at Paris, March 11 , 1822, evinced 
from a very early age an extra- 
ordinary taste for mathematics, 
and when eleven years old on 
leaving the Collegy of St. Louis, 
he entered Uio Ecole Polytcch- 
niqne. He was successively Pro- 
fessor at the Lyc(5o Saint-Louis j 
Examiner for admissions at the 
Ecole Volytechniqiio, teacher of 
analysis at the same school. 
Assistant Professor of Mathema- 
tical Physics at the College of 
Franco, and Professor of Special 
Mathematics at the Lyedo ifapo- 
leon. In 1850 he was admitted to 
the Acaddmie des SoienceSj in 
place of Sturm, and on the death 
of Elie de Beaumont, in 187 1^ "'vas 
elected perpetual secretary. Be- 
sides his tiiree great works, '' Traitd 
tl’Arithindiique," 1819 j " Traite 
d^Algfebre," 1850, and '^Traitc do 
Calcul Bifferontiid Integral,” 1801 
— 1870, he has written a number 
of memoirs relative to physics, 
pure mathematics and mechanics, 
of which the following arc the 
principal : Stir les Conditious 

d'Intdgralitd des Fonctions dif- 
ferentiellcs ; ” '' Sur la Theorie 
Bdndrale des Surfaces j ” " Sur la 
Similitude en Mdoaniquo ; Sur 
la Thdorie des Phenomenes Capil- 
lairea;” Sur la Thdorie de la 
Propagation du Son,*' &o. He was 
made an officer of the Legion of 
Honour in A^ust, 1807. 

BESANT, W^ter, was bom at 
Portsmouth, in 1838, and educated 
at King’s College, London, and 
Christ’s College, Cambridge, where 
he ^aduated in high mathemati- 
cal hououra. He was intended for 
the Church, and obtained soreral 
theological prizes, but abandoned 
this career. He was then appointed 
Senior Professor in the Royal Col- 
lege of Mauritius, but was eom- 
pelled by ill lioaltlt to resign, and 
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returned to England, whore he has 
since resided. In 1868 he produced 
his first work, '' Studies in Early 
French Poetry.” In 1873 he brought 
out “The French IIumouriBtsj” in 
1877, “Rabelais,” for tbo “Ancient 
and Foreign ClassicB : ” and, in 
1882, “ Rejwiings ivom Rabelais ; ” 
in 1379, “ Coligny j ” and in 1881, 
“ Whittington,” for the “ Now 
Plutarch” series, of which he is 
one of the editors. Mr* Besant 
has acted for many years as secre- 
tory of the Palestine Exploration 
Fund, in which capacity ne wrote 
in 1871 a “ History of Jerusalem,” 
with the late Professor Palmer j 
and he is now editor of tho groat 
work entitled " The Survey of 
Western Palestine.” He has con- 
tributed to most of tho magazines. 
In 1871 ho entered into the partner- 
ship with the late Mr. James Rice, 
which produced the series of novels 
that boor their joint name. Mr. 
Besant has also written, under his 
own name, " The Revolt of Man,” 
" The Captain’s Room,” and “ AU 
Sorbs and Conditions of Mon : an 
Impossible Story,” 1882 ; “ AIJ in 
a Garden Fair,’’ 1883 ; “ Borothy 
Porsler,” 1884 ; “ Hncle Talk,” 
1885 3 " Children of Gibeou/* 1886. 

I Ho also, with Mr. Rice, put on the 
stage two plays, one performed at 
tho Royal Court, a dramatic ver- 
sion of * ' Ready Money Mortiboy 3 ” 
and tho other, " Such a good Mon ” 
the play from which their story 
bearing the same title was written. 
Mr. Besant has also written a 
biography of the late Professor 
Palmer (188.8). On establish- 
ment of the " Incorporated Society 
of Authors,” he was elected the 
First Chairman of tlie Executive 
Committee. 

BESSEMER, Sir Henry, F.R.S., 
civil engineer and inventoi’j whose 
name is inseparably connected with 
the development of tho steel in- 
dustry in England and other 
counl^’icSj is the son of tho late 
Mr. Anthony Bessomor, and was 
bom in 1813, Ho was to a groat 
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extent Belf-tau"lit, and at the ago 
of twenty exhibited a design at the 
Soyal Academy. In 1 866 he read 
before the British Association, at 
Cheltenham, his first paper on the 
manuTaotni’e of malleable iron and 
stei. His discovery of the means 
of rapidly and cheaply converting 
pig iron into steel, by blowing a 
blast of air through the ii’on when 
in a state of fusion, was the result 
of labours and experiments which 
extended over a period of more 
then ten years, and in which the 
ultimate result was only attained 
after many and disheartening 
failures. Prior to this invention, 
the entire production of cast steel 
in Great Britain was only about 
60,000 tons annually 3 and its 
average price, which ranged from 
jB 50 to j 860 per ton, was prohibitory 
of its use for many of the purposes 
to which it is now universally 
applied. In the year 1877, not- 
withstanding the depression of 
trade, the Bessemer steel produced 
in Great Britain alone amounted to 
730,600 tons, or 15 times the total 
of the former methed of manufac- 
ture j while the selling price aver- 
aged only JJIO per ton, and the 
cool consumed in producing it was 
less by 3,300,000 tons than would 
have been required in order to 
make the same quantity of steel 
by the old, or Sheffield, process. 
The total reduction of cost is equal 
to about ^80,000,000 sterling upon 
the quantity manufactured in Eng- 
land during the year 5 and in tins 
way steel has been rendered avail- 
able for a vast number of purposes 
in wliich its qualities are of the 
greatest possible value, but fi*om 
which its high price formerly ex- 
cluded it. Buring the same year 
the Bessemer steel manufaot^ed 
in the five other countries in which 
the business is chiefly conducted — 
namely, the United States, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Pranoo, and 
Swodon-— raised the total output 
to 1,874,278 tons, with a net selling 
value of about ^620,000,000 sterling. 


The first honorary recognition of 
the importance of the Bessemer 
process in this country was made 
by the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers about 1858, when that body 
awarded Mr. Bessemer the Gold 
Telford Medal, for a paper read by 
him before them on the subject. 
The knowledge of the now process 
soon spread to Sweden, Germany, 
Austria, and Prance, and the in- 
ventor received from these coun- 
tries several gold medals in recog- 
nition of the merits of his inven- 
tion. The Americana have adopted 
a very special method of showing 
their appreciation of Mr. Besse- 
mer's services to science. In the 
midst of one of the richest iron 
and cool districts in the world, in 
Indiana, they have built a new 
city, which from its geographical 
position and local advantages is 
destined eventually to become one 
of the largest centres of trade in 
America. To this city they have 
given the name of Bessemer. In 
1872, the Albert Gold Modal of the 
Society of Arts was awarded, by 
the Coiiucil, to Mr. Bessemer ‘'for 
the eminent services rendered by 
him to arts, manufactures, and 
commerce, in developing the 
manufacture of steel.^'’ Mr. Besse- 
mer was elected a member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in 
1877. The first Howard quin- 
quennial prize, being that for the 
year 1877, was awarded by the 
Institution of Civil Engineers to 
Mr. Bessemer as-^in terms of the 
bequest — ^the inventor of a new and 
valuable process relating to the 
uses and property of iron. Mr. 
Bessemer was elected a Pellow of 
the Royal Society, June 12, 1870, 
and on the 26th of the same month 
he was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor. On April 15, 1880, the 
Company of Turners presented the 
Preedom and livery of their com- 
pany to Sir Hem-y Bessemer, and on 
Oct* 0 in the same year he was 
presented with the freedom of the 
City of London, recognition of 
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his valimblc discoyeriea^ which 
have BO largely benefited the iron 
industrica of this country, and his 
Bcicntiflc attainments, which are 
so well known and appreciated 
throughout the woidd," 

BEST, 'William Thomas, son of a 
solicitor at Carlisle, was bom there 
Aug.^ 13, 182G. He was educated 
in hia native city under a private 
tutor. It was intended that he 
should adopt the profession of a 
civil engineer, but he chose music 
as a profession before the comple- 
tion of his term in the former 
pursuit. He became Organist of 
the Panopticon, Leicester Square, 
in 1833 ; Organist of the chapel 
of Lincoln's Inn j Organist of St. 
Martin’s-in-tlie-Pields ; Organist 
of St. George^s Hall, Liverpool, in 
1855 (a position he still holds) ; 
and Organist of the Poyal Albert 
Hall, Kensington, in 1871. In 
1840, English organs were unsuit- 
able for the performance of Bach's 
great organ works, the functions 
of the separate or "obbligato" 
pedal not then being appreciated. 
Goss, Turle, and other well-known 
men of the same day played the 
organ as a clavier instrument, with 
an occasional holding-note on the 
edals, Mr. Best, however, in- 
uced organ-builders to re-cou- 
struct their instruments in accord- 
ance with Bach's system, in which 
the bass of organ music should be 
chiefiy assigned to the pedals and 
not to the left hand. Tins requires 
a complete and separate organ for 
the feet, the same as the keyboards 
for the hands. Bach's System is 
now universol in England. Mr. 
Best has published the following 
oi’gan works : — Modem School 
for the Organ," 1854, a collection 
of original stupes j "Art of Organ- 
Playing/’ 1870 5 Sonatas, Preludes, 
and Fugues ; Concert pieces in all 
styles, 1850-86; "Arrangements 
from the scores of the Great 
Maatera,'' 6 vola., 1873; "The 
Organ Student," 2 vola., and 
several of Hiinders works, in- 


cluding " Choral Fugues," 1856 j 
" Organ Concertos," 1838-79 j 
" Handel Album," 1880 j and 

Ojiera and Oratorio Songs,” 
1881. He has also composed some 
pianoforte music, an overture for 
orchestra, and triumphal march, 
as well as many pieces of church 
music. In 1885 a complete Eng- 
lisli edition of Bach’s organ works 
was begun under Mr. Best’s 
editorship. In 1880 he received a 
Civil List pension of ^100 per 
auniun. 

BEVERLY, William Roxby, 
painter, was bom in 1824, at Rich- 
mond, in Surrey, where he rc- 
ooived his education. His father 
was a uddshipman, named Roxby, 
who had served under Lord Kel- 
son, but loft the sea and ap- 
l)earcd on the stage under the 
assumed name of Beverly. It was 
intended that the sou should 
follow hia father’s profession, but 
he had a pencil in his hand when- 
ever it was possible to get one, 
and he tQtiniately became a scene- 
painter. In 1851 Mr. JBevorly 
became painter and director of the 
painting rooms at Covent Garden 
and Drury Lane Theatres j but for 
some years past he has been en- 
gaged at Drury Lane exclusively. 
He is roiiowned for his gorgeous 
visions of fairyland, and his mag- 
nificent transformation scenes. 
Mr. Beverly’s works in water- 
colomu are also favourably 
known, 

BICKERSTETH, The Very Rev, 
Edward, D.D,, F.R.G.S., Dean 
of Liclifield, the second son of 
the late) Rev. John Bickersteth, 
M.A., nei^hew of the late Lord 
Langdalo, and brother of the Into 
Bishop of Ripon, was born in 1814, 
at Acton, Suffolk j entered Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 3832, and 
graduated B.A. in honom’S, from 
Sidney Sussex College in 1886, 
having previously obtained the 
Taylor's Mathematical Exhibition. 
He afterwards entered as a student 
in theology at Durham University, 
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where ho gained the first prize for 
a Theological Essay in 1837 j was 
ordained deacon at the end of that 
yeai'j and priest in Jan. 1830. ifo 
served as enrato to Archdeacon 
Vickers at ChettoBj Shropshire, in 
1838-89, when he was appointed to 
the curacy, with sole charge, of the 
Ahhoy, Shrewsbury. Having occu- 
pied liiis position for nine years, 
he was presented by the late Earl 
Howe in 18 IS to the incumbency of 
Penn Street, Buckinghamshire. 
Dr. Bickersteth was appointed 
Bural Dean of Amorsbom, by the 
Bishop of Oxford, the same year ; 
Vicar of Aylesbury and Arch- 
deacon of Buckingham in 1853 j 
Select Preacher before the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 1861, 18Cfc, 
1873, and 1878 j and Deputy Pro- 
locutor of the Convocation of Can- 
terbury in 18G1-2. He was elected 
Prolocutor of the Convocation of j 
Canterbury upon the resignation of ! 
the Dean of Bristol, and admitted 
to the degree of D.D., propier 
by a Grace of the Senate of 
the University of Cambridge in 
1864} again elected Prolocutor at 
the opening of the new Convocation 
in 1666, and Eirst Honorary Canon 
of Christ Church, Oxford. He was 
for the third time elected Prolo- 
cutor in Dec. 1868 } and again for 
the fourth time in 1874, He was 
Select Preacher heforo the Univer- 
sity of Oxford in 1875. In Fob. 
1876, he was nominated by the 
Crown to the Deanery of Lichfield, 
which had become vacant by the I 
death of the Very Bev. William I 
Weldon Champneys. Ho has pub- 
lished Quostions iUustraiing the 
Thirty-nine Articles,^^ Cateche- 
tical Exercises on the Apostles’ 
Creed," Prayers for the Present 
Times,” Chorgos delivered at his 
Visitations in 1855, 1866, 1868, 
1859, 1861, 1862, 180 i*, 1865, 1867, 
1868, and 1870 j ** The Reform of 
Convocation,” 1877 } ** The Keroian 
Church and St. Chad,” — an Ad- 
dress delivered in Lichfield Cailie- 
dral on March 2, 1880 j " Marriage 


with a Deceased Wife’s Sister,” 
Oct. 1881, besides some tracts and 
numerous sermons. He also brought 
out a new edition of Evan’s 

Bishopric of Soids,” 1877. Dean 
Bickersteth was a member of the 
company appointed by Convocation 
to revise the New Testament ; and 
he is the m’iter of on Exposition of 
St. Mark’s Gospel for the " Pulpit 
Commontary,” which is now in its 
Gth edition. Dean Bickersteth is 
Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Central Council of 
Diocesan Conferences. 

BICKERSTETH, The Bight Rev. 
Edward Henry, D.D., Bishop of 
Exeter, born at Islington, Jan. 25, 
1825, son of the late Bev. Edward 
Bickersteth, Rector of Watton, was 
educated at Watton and Trinity 
Oollego, Cambridge. He was Chan- 
ceUors English Medallist in 1844, 
1846, and 1816 j proceeded B.A. 
(Sen. Opt.) in 1847, Classical Tri- 
pos, 3rd Class ; took the degree of 
M.A. in 1830 ; and gained the Sca- 
tonion Prize in 1854. Mr. Bicker- 
steth beoamo Curate of Banuing- 
hani, Norfolk, in 1848 j Curate of 
Christ Church, Tunbridge Wells, 
in 1852 } Bector of Hmion MartoU, 
Dorset, in the same year ; Vicar of 
Chiist Ohimch, llompatead, in 1865 ; 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Bipon in 
1861} and Rural Dean of Highgate 
in 1878. On the translation of Dr. 
Temple to tlie see of London, Di\ 
Bickersteth was appointed Bishop 
of Exeter, and was consecrated in 
1885. He is author of the fol- 
lowing hooks J—" Poems,” 1848 j 
"Water from tho Well-Spring,” 
1853} "The Rock of Ages; or. 
Scripture Testimony to the One 
Eternal Godhead of the Path6r,and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit,”

BICEHOBE, Albert Smith, bom 
at St. George's, Maine, March 1, 
1839. He graduated at Bart- 
moutli College in 1800, and im- 
mediately began to study nataral 
history under Agassiz, who, in 
tho following year, placed him 
in charge of tho department of 
Mollusca in his Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology at Cambridge. 
He had, very early in his scientific 
ctireer, determined to establish at 
New York a Museum of Natural 
History. Partly to make collec- 
tions for tins, and partly to supply 
some deficiencies in the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology, he sailed in 
18C5 for the East Indies. He spent 
one year making collections of 
shells and small animals in tho East 
Indian Archipelago ; then traversed 
a large portion of China, visited 
and explored Japan, crossed Sibe- 
ria, visiting its mines. Central and 
Northern Bnssia, and other Enro- 
peau countiaes, and returned to 
New York in about three years 
from the date of his departme. In 
18G9 ho published in London and 
New York a volume of his '' Travels 
in tho East Indian Archipelago," 
and a German edition at Jena. In 
1870 ho was elected Professor of 
Natural History in Madison Uni- 
versity, Hamilton, N ow York. H c 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the American Joxu’ual of Science, 
and the Journal of the Poyol 
Geographical Society j and is now 
Superintendent of the Musemn of 
Natural History, New York, which 


was inaugurated at tho close of 
1877. 

BIDBtJLPH, Iiieut.-Gen. Sir 
lOfichael Authony Shrapnel, H.C.B., 
is the second son of the late Kev. 
Thomas Shrapnel Biddulph, of 
Amroth Castlo, Pembrokoshire, 
sometimo Prebendary of Bi*eck- 
nock, by Charlotte, daughter of 
the Eev. James Stillingfleet, Pre- 
bendary of Worcester, and was 
born in 1823. Ho was educated at 
Woolwich, and entered the Royal 
Artillery in 1813 as a second lieu- 
tenant. He was promoted to first 
lieutenant in tho following year ; 
became captain in 1850, brevet 
major in 1854, brevet lioutenant- 
oolonel in 1856, colonel in 1874, 
major-general in 1877j and lieu- 
tenant-general in 1881. General 
Biddulph served throxighout the 
Eastern campaign of 1854-55, in- 
cluding the battles of Alma, Bala- 
clava, and Inkerman, and the siege 
and fall of Sebastopol. He was 
Deputy Adjutant-General of Artil- 
lery in India fipin 1868 to 1871; 
and in 1870 he was appointed 
Brigadier-General in command of 
the Eohilkund district ; ho also 
commanded the Quottah field force 
in Afghanistan in 1878’'9. He was 
nominated a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath (military divi- 
sion) in 1873, and promoted to a 
Knight Commander ship of that 
Order in 1879, In 1881 he was 
appointed to tho divisional stalf of 
the army in Bengal. Sir Michael 
BidduliJh maiTied, in 1857, Katha- 
rine, daughter of Oax^tain Stamati, 
Commandant of Bxiladava. 

BIDLUIPH, Sir Robert, K.C.M.G., 
is son of the late Mr. !^bert Bid- 
dulph, of Ledbury, Herefordshire 
by Elizabeth, daugliter of Mr. 
George Paiiuer, M.P., of Nazing 
Pork, Essex. He was horn in 
London, August 26, 1835, and edu- 
cated at the Royal Military Aca- 
demy,Woolwioh. Ho was appointed 
second lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery in 1858 ; captain in i860; 
major in tho army in 1861 3 lieu- 
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tenant'Colouul iu 1801; colonel in 
1872 i brigatlier-r^eiieral in 1879 j 
and major-general in Cyprus in 
July, 1879. He was Deputy Assiat- 
ant-Adjutant-Q oneral in India from 
1858 to 1800; Military Seci’etary 
in China in 1800-01 ; Military 
Secretary in Madras from 1801 to 
1805 j and Deputy Aseistant-Quar- 
tormaster-Genoral at Woolwich 
from 1808 to 1871. He was ono of 
the assistant Boundary Commis- 
sioners imder the Eeform Act of 
18G7j and acted as private secre- 
tary to Mr. Cardwell when that 
statesman was Secretary for War, 
in 1871-73. From 1873 to 1878 he 
was Assistant Adjutant-General at 
headquarters j in March, 1870, ho 
was nominated Her Majesty’s Com- 
luissioner for arranging the pay- 
ment duo to the Turldsh Govern- 
ment under the Convention con- 
cluded iu the pievioua year •, and 
in May, 1879, he was appointed 
High Commissioner and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the island of Cy- 
j>rus, on the transfer of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley to Natal, and still holds 
this post. Under his administra- 
tion tho state of the island iias 
very greatly improved ; and to him 
is due much of the credit for the 
successful " locust war ’’ urged 
against that deadly insect-plague. 
He was nominated a Companion of 
the Order of the Bath (military 
division) in 1877^ and created a 
Kiiight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George in 1880. 
He married, in 1801, Semina, daugh- 
ter of the Bev. A. £. Lambert, 
rector of Chilholton, Hampshire, 
and widow of Mr. E. Stuart Palmer. 

2IEBSTADT, Albert, was bom 
near DUsscldorf, in Germany, Jan. 
7, 1830. His parents emigrated to 
the United States when he was 
two years of age, and settled in 
New England. He went to Ger- 
many in 1863, studied paintiug in 
ihe Dusseldorf Academy, spent a 
winter in Home, made the tour of 
Switzerland and thetAppenniues, 
and returned to the United States 


in 1857. In 1839 he accompanied 
General Lander’s expedition to tlio 
Eoclcy Mountains, where he spent 
several months in making eketches. 
He was made an Academician in 
1860. In 18G3 he produced his cele- 
brated picture, " View of the Eocky 
Mountains, — Lander’s Peak,’’ 
which at once gave him a high 
reputation. Among his subsequent 
works, tlie most noticeable have 
been — Sunlight and Shadow,” 

The Storm in the Eocky Moun- 
taina,” Domes of the Tosomite,” 

Laramie Peak,” Emigi’ants 
Crossing the Plains,” Mount 
Hood,” ^^Mount Whitney,” Scene 
near Fort Laramie,” " Geysers of 
the Tollowstcme,” " Great Trees of 
California,” Matterhorn,” and 
Eocky Mountain Sheep.” He tra- 
velled in Europe in 1807, 1878 and 
1883, and in 1873 visited the Pacific 
Coast. Iu 1871 ho was made a 
member of the Academy of Pino 
Arts of St. Petersburg. Ho has 
received medals in Belgium, Ger- 
many, Bavaria and Austria, the 
Legion of Honour, and the Eussian 
Order of St. Stanislaus. His house 
and studio at Irvington, New York, 
wero destroyed by fire in Novem- 
ber, 1882; but, though his loss was 
considerable, his more valuable pic- 
tees were fortunately at his studio 
in Now York City, and so escaped 
destruction. 

BXCtELOWt JohUf bom at Malden, 
New York, Nov. 36, 1817# gradu- 
ated at Union College in 1835. He 
was admitted to the bar iu 1839, 
and practised at New York for 
about ten years. In 1840 he was 
connected with the PZetiaTt, and in 
1848—45 was a frequent contribu- 
tor to the Dcviocrcttie ,Beview. He 
was State Prison Inspector from 
1846 to 1848, and originated Bomo 
important reforms in the disoiplino 
of the prisons of New York, In 
1850 he became a partner with 
William C. Bryant, in the owner- 
ship and editing of the JSfiew TorX: 
Evening Post, and was the m^ag- 
ing editor until 1861. He visited

He resigned in December, 18C6, 
and after spending some time in 
tr’avel in Europe, retimied to the 
United States in 18G8 ; but in the 
following year he again returned 
to Europe, making Berlin his resi- 
dence for several years. Besides 
several political essays, he has pub- 
lished a "Life of John C. Fre- 
mont,” 1850 j " Les Etftts-Unis en 
1803,” Paris, 1SG3 j an edition of 
the " Autobiography of Benjamin 
Franklin from materials collected 
in France,^* 1868 j " Some Bocollec- 
tions of Antoine Pierre Berryer,” 
1809 ; " France and Hereditary 
Monarchy,” 1871 ; " The Wit and 
Wisdom of the Haytians,” 1877 ; 
"Molinos,thQ QuietisV' 1882; and 
edited the " Writings and Speeches 
of Samuel J. Tilden,” 2 vols., 1885. 
Ho had for some years up to 1872 
belonged to the Bepublicon party, 
but in that year he joined with the 
"Liberals” in opposing the re-eloc- 
tion of President Grant ; subse- 
quently became affiliated with the 
Demoeratio party, and in 1875 was 
footed Secretary of State of Hew 
York. Since 1877 he has taken no 
active part in public life, but has 
contributed some papers to the 
periodicals.

B166AE, Joseph Qillis, M.P.,son 
of Mr. Joseph Biggar, of Trainfiold 
House, Belfast, was bom in 1828, 
and educated at the Belfast Aca- 
demy . He is a provision merchant, 
and member of the Belfast Town 
Council, and since 1874 has made 
himself notorious by persistent 
" obstruction ” in the House of 


Commons. He sat for County 
Cavan from 1871 to 1885, and after 
tho Bedistribution Act was re- 
turned for the Western Uivision, 
being again returned unopposed in 
1880. He is one of Mr. Parnell's 
followers. Besides his x>arliamen- 
tary notoriety, he gained some as 
the defendant in the breach of 
promise case of Hyland v. Biggar, 
in which ho was condemned in 
dOdOO damages. 

BIHHET, The Bight Bov. Hibbert, 
D.D., Bishop of Hova Scotia, son 
of the Eev. Dr. Binney, rector of 
Hewbury, Berks, bom in Hova 
Scotia, in 1819, came to England, 
and studied at King's College, Lon- 
don, and afterwards at Worcester 
College, Oxford, of which he be- 
came scholar and fellow, and where 
he graduated in 1842 in classical 
and mathematical honours. Having 
taken orders, he was consecrated 
fourth Bishop of Hova Scotia in 
1851. This was tlie ffrst bishopric 
founded by England in her colonial 
I dependencies (1787), and the dio- 
I cese formerly included Hova Sco- 
tia, Hew Brunswick, Prince Ed- 
ward's Island, and some portion of 
i Lower Canada. It is now con- 
fined, however, to the Province of 
Hova Scotia and ilio Island of 
Prince Edward. 

BIBCH, Oharles Bell, A.B.A., 
Bcnlptor, is the only surviving son 
of the late Jonathan Birch, and 
was born at Brixton, in Surrey, 
Sept. 28, 1832. At the age of twelve 
he was sent to study at tho Somer- 
set House School of Design. In 
1816 the family removed to Berlin 
and Charles became a student of 
the Berlin Boyal Academy, draw- 
ing andmodeUiiig from the antique, 
and attending the life, anatomical, 
perspective, and animal classes. 
He also received valuable instruc- 
tion, as a pupil, in the studios of 
Professors Hanoh and Wichmann. 
He remained at the Berlin Aca- 
demy until 1852. Before leaving 
he produced his first work of any

BISMABGK-SOHCBKHAtrSElir 
(Prince von) Earl Otto, statesman, 
bom at Schoanhausen, April 1, 
1816; studied at Gbttingen, Berlin, 
and Grief awald ; entered the army, 
and was afterwards a lieutenant in 
the Landwehr. He became a mem- 
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bar of tliG Diet of the province of 
Saxony in 1816, and of the General 
Diet, in which he made himself 
remarkable by the boldness of his 
speeches, in 1817. On one occasion 
he argued that all great cities 
should be swept from the face of 
the earth, because they were the 
centres of democracy and constitu- 
tionalism. Ifor did the events of 
18 IS modify his opinions. In 1851 
he entered the diplomatic service, 
and was intrusted witli the legation 
at Frankfort. Kegarding Austria 
as the antagonist of Prussia, he 
was sent in 1S53 to Vienna, where 
he proved a constant adversary to 
Count Bechberg. In 1858, a pam- 
phlet entitled '^Da Pmsse et la 
Question Italienne appeared, the 
authorship of which was genex’ally 
attributed to him. In this publi- 
cation reference was made to the an- 
tagonism existing between Austria 
and Prussia, and a triple alliance 
between Prance, Pnis&ia, and Russia 
was advocated. In March, 1859, 
M, von Bismarck was sent as am- 
bassador to St. Petersburg, which 
post ho held until 1802, and having 
conciliated the Cssar, was decorated 
with the order of Saint Alexander 
Nowski. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Ambassador to Paris, 
where he received the Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honour from the 
Emperor Hapoleon,andhe was made 
Minister of the King’s House and of 
Foreign Affairs in Prussia, Sept. 22. 
The budget having been rejected 
by the Deputies, but adopiied by 
the TJp]>or Chamber, M. Bismarck, 
in the name of the King, dissolved 
the former after a series of angry 
altercations. The newspapers which 
protested against this despotic act 
were prooeodod against with great 
severity, as were numerous public 
officials, magistrates, and others 
who openly expressed views hostile 
to the Government. In Jan., 18GB, 
he protested against an address 
whicli the Deputies presented to 
the King, in which he was accused 
of Iviving violated the constitution. 


Shortly after, the affairs of Poland 
caused fresh difficulties. TheChani- 
ber of Deputies, by a majority of 
five to one, censured the Ministry 
for having concluded (Feb. R) a 
secret treaty with Russia. After 
the close of the aggressive war 
wnged by Prussia and Austria 
against Denmark, in which Austria 
had very reluctantly taken part, 
Bismarck thought the time had 
arrived for carrying out his loug- 
chcrished project of making Prussia 
the real head of Germany. His 
preixarations for another aggressive 
war were completed, and, aided by 
an alliance with Italy, in a campaign 
of a few weeks’ duration Austria 
and her allies were defeated. It is 
probable that dread of a still more 
formidable alliance induced M. von 
Bismarck to stop short in his career 
of victory, as the Emperor Kapo- 
leon, in his speech to the French 
Chambers, declared that he had 
arrested the conqueror at the gates 
of Vienna. A preliminary treaty 
of iieaco with Austria was concluded 
at Nikolsburg, July 2G, 180G, and 
os Austria consented to retire from 
Germany, the terms of a general 
pacification were arranged. M. von 
Bismarck was created a Count, 
Sept. 16, 1866, on which occasion 
he received from the King of Piais- 
siaa valuable estate in Luxembourg. 
He lost no time in turning to account 
the victory gained by Prussia over 
Austria, and in advancing his 
favourite scheme for the unification 
of Germany, provinces and king** 
dome were at once annexed. The 
free town of Frankfort received a 
Prussian garrison in spite of the in- 
dignant protests of the population] 
Hanover was incorporated in the 
Germanic Confederation; and at 
the close of the year 1866 Count 
Bismarck succeeded in concluding 
with Bavaria, Baden, andWurtem- 
herg treaties of peace and of alli- 
ance offensive and defensive, with 
a proviso that in the event of war 
the King of Prussia should have 
the chief military command. In 
i 
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18G7 Count Bismarck organised the 
N orth G-ermanCouf iideration, wliioh 
comprised twenty-two Stales, repre- 
senting a population of 20,000^000. 
The King of Prussia was at the 
head of 0iis powerful Confedera- 
tion, and a Federal Council com- 
posed of dologates of the differ- 
ent States was established, to- 
gether with a Diet or common Par- 
liament, the members of which 
were elected by uuivei'snl suffrage. 
The new federal constitution was 
adopted by the Prussian Chambers 
in June, and came into operation 
on the 1st of the following month. 
Count Bismarck receiving as the 
reward of his services the post of 
Chancellor of the Confederation 
and President of the Federal 
Council. The Luxemburg ques- 
tion now gave rise to serious 
differences between the Prussian 
•and French Governments, and 
Count Bismarck strenuously op- 
posed the promoted cession of that 
province by Holland to France. 
Eventually the dispute was settled 
by the Luxemburg territory boing 
neutralized, and the fortresses dis- 
mantled. After this both Powers 
declared their intention to bo 
paoiffc, but nevertheloss they both 
increased their already bloated 
armaments. 111-liealth compelled 
Count Bismarck to retire from pub- 
lic life for a short period in IttGS, 
but he returned to Berlin in Octo- 
ber of that year, and resumed the 
direction of affairs. On the 1st of 
January he entered on hia functions 
as I’oreign Minister of the North 
German Confederation. In July, 
1870, it transpired that General 
Prim had sent a deputation to 
Prussia to offer the Crown of Spain 
to Prince Leopold of Hohonzollern. 
The French people were greatly 
agitated at the receipt of this in- 
telligeiice. Some of their leading 
statesmen declared that France 
would never consent to see a Prus- 
sian prince seated on the throne 
of Spain, and explanations were 
demanded from the Berlin cabinet. 


It was alleged by Count Bismarck 
that tho King of Prussia gave his 
consent to the acceptance of the 
crown by the prince only as the head 
of the Hohonzollern family, and 
not os an act of tho Government. 
A few days later the withdrawal of 
the prince's candidature was an- 
nounced j but in spite of this 
I'ranco declared war against 
Prussia, and the campaign began, 
the latter Power receiving groat 
assistance from tho troops sent into 
the field by tho King of Bavaria 
and the BuJees of Baden and Wfir- 
temberg. This is not the place to 
record the complete successes of 
the German armies. Suffice it to 
say, that Coimt Bismarck aocoiii- 
panied tho King throughout tho 
campaign, and that after the 
I capitul,n.tion of Paris he dictated 
the terms of i^eaco, which were 
adopted by the Assembly then 
sitting at Bordeaux. Ho succeeded 
in uniting Germany, and on Jan. 
18, 1871, he had the satisfaction 
of seeing King William of Prussia 
crowned Emperor of Germany in 
the Palace of the Fronch kings, at 
Versaalles. In tlie same month he 
was appointed by his Imperial 
master Chancellor of the German 
Empire, and in the following Marcli 
raised to the rank of Pnneo. In 
Soptombor of the same year he was 
present at the memorable meeting 
of the German and Austrian em- 
perors at Gastein, Subse^ontly 
Prince Bismarck greatly offended 
the Eoman Catholic party through- 
out Germany by promoting the 
legal measures wliich were directed 
against the freedom of tlic Church, 
and which rosullod in the expulsion 
of the J eauits, and the incarcoi'iition 
of several bishops. In Deo., 1872, 
he resigned the presidency of the 
State Ministry, ^though he con- 
tinued to confer ivith the Emporor 
on the affairs of tho emx:>ir6 and its 
foreign policy. The Emporor also 
authorised mm, in the event of his 
being unable to appear poraouaUy 
at a meeting of the Imnistry of 
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State, to givo his vote on matters 
concerning the interests of the 
empire through the President of 
the Imperial (Chancellery. On this 
occasion Prince Bismar^ received 
from the Emperor tlio Order of 
the Black Eagle, set in diamonds: 
In Oct., 1873, he was re-appointed 
as Prussian Premier, On July 1»S, 
1871, as the Prince was driving in 
the couuti'y at Eissingen, he was 
fired at hy a young man named 
KuUman, and slightly wounded hy 
A shot which grassed his right waist. 
I^ho culprit was apprehended, and 
eventually sentenced to fourteen 
years* hard lahoiu', with a further 
ten years* loss of civil rights, police 
inspection, and costs. An attempt 
was made to i3rovo that Eullman 
was connected with the clerical 
party, and a statement to that effect 
made hy Prince Bismarck himself 
afterwards led to an exciting scene 
in the German Parliament. To- 
wards the close o£ 187 4r, at the in- 
stigation of Prince Bismarck, Count 
Arnim was imiJiisoned, and tried 
on the charge of having ahstxncted 
documents from the archives of the 
German embassy at Piuis. Prince 
Bismarck presided over the Con- 
gress of the representatives of the 
Great Powers which assembled at 
Berlin to discuss the provisions of 
the Treaty of San Stefano in 
1878. Of late years, his activity 
lias been os great and as unceasing 
us of old. In Prussia, he has made 
peace with the Roman Catholic 
Church, and has done much (by 
laws of Rational Insurance, &c.) to 
establish a system of State Social- 
ism, intended to counterwork the 
sohomes of the Social Democrats. 
He has striven to found a German 
Colonial Empire ; and if he has 
not as yet succeeded in establish- 
ing any prosperous settlements, he 
has done a great deal to spread 
Gennan trade all over the world. 
In foreign policy, his aim has been 
to strengthen ilie Austru-Genuan , 
Alliance, and to secure the Czar 
against any temptation that Prance 


might offer for the formation of a 
I Pranco-Russiuu alliance against 
I Germany. The recent action of 
Prince Bismarck in the Bulgarian 
affair has undoubtedly been guided 
by this motive. Books ou Bismarck 
exist without number in Gomauy : 
those most generally known are 
the works of Dr. Busch [([.v.!. 
Prince Bismarclr*s eldest son, Count 
Herbert, is now head of the Prus- 
sian Foreign Office. 

BJORNSEN, Bjdrusteue, a Nor- 
wegian novelist and dramatic poet, 
bom at Quikue (Oesterdal),Dec.8j 
1832, first became known m conse- 
quence of some articles and stories 
whichhe eontributedtonewspapers,. 
especially the "Polkeblad,*’ an illus- 
trated joiu'ual, in the columns of 
which appeared his " Aamnn '' Ole 
Stormaen,**aud"En munter Mand.” 
The years 1850 and 1857 ho passed 
at Copenhagen, where he studied 
the works of Baggesen, of CElen- 
schltigerjand of thepriucipalDanish 
writers. Afterwards he pu)>lished 
in '' Paedrelandet,** his novel of 
“Thrond,** which was followed by 
^'Arne** and ‘'Synnoave Solbak- 
ken.** He has also produced several 
tragedies and other pieces for the 
stage. The following works^ of 
his have been translated into 
English: — ''Amo: a Sketch of 
Norwegian Country Life,** trans- 
lated from the Norwogjou, hy A, 
Pleaner and S. Rugeley Powers,

BLACHFORD (Baron), The Bight 
Hon. Frederick Rogers, is the 
oldest son of the late Sir Frederick 
Leman Rogers, Bart., of Wisdome, 
by Sophia, daughter of the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Rus- 
soU JOeare, of the Bengal iU’tillery, 
who was killed in action in l/Ol, 
He was horn in London on Jan, 31, 
1811, and educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, whei*e he took 
his B.A. degi*Ge in 183:?, obtaining 
first-class honours in the school of 
Liter® Hniminiores, and also in that 
of mathematics. He had already 
obtained the Craven University 
Scholarship j and he subsequently 
gained a Fellowship at Oriel Col- 
lege, to which he added the Vincrian 
Scholarship and Fellowship. He 
graduatedM.A. in 1835,andB.O.L. 
in 1838. Ho was called to the Imr 
at the Inner Temple in 183G. In 
1815 he was appointed Registrar of 
Joint-Stock Companies, and in thu 
following year one of tlie Commis- 
sioners of Lands and Emigration. 
In 1857 he was nominated Assistant 
Commissioner for the Sale of En- 
cumbered Estates in tho West 
Indies; and in May, 1860, Per- 
manent Under-Secretory of State 
for the Colonies, a post which he 
hold until 1871, when he was 
sworn Privy Councillor, in recogni- 
tion of luslong and arduous labours 
in the public service. In Oct., | 
1871, ho was raised to tlio peerage j 
of the United Kingdom, with the i 
title of Baron Blachford, of "Wis- 
domo, in the County of Devon. 
He was Chairman of the Boytil 
Commission appointed in 1881 to 
inquire into the condition of the 
London Hospitals for small-pox 
and fever cases, and into the moans 
of preventing the axwead of infec- 
tion. , 

BLACK, WilUam, was bom at ’ 
Glasgow in 1811, and received his 
educationatviiriouBprivatoschools. 


His youthful ambition was to be- 
come an artist, and he studied for a 
short lime in the Government 
School of Alt in his native city, 
but eventually ho diufted into 
ioiirualisiu, becoming connected 
with the Glasgow Wcelcly QUizm 
while yet in his teens. In 1864 he 
eaiiiG to Loudon, and wi*ote for 
magazines. He was attached, in 
the following year, to the staff of 
the Morning 8tai\ and was special 
correspondent for that paper during 
the Prusso- Austrian war of 1806, 
scenes from which appeared in his 
first novel, *'Love or MaiTiage/* 
published in 1867. This novel dealt 
too much with awkward social 
problems, and was not successful, 
but the author’s next work of fiction 
was more favourably received. It 
was entitled "In Silk Attii'e/* 1866, 
and a oonsiderabloijortioii of it was 
devoted to descriptions of jicasaiit 
life in tho Black Forest. Q’lien fol- 
lowed " Kihueny” and “Tho 
Momirch of Mincing Lane/* the 
former dealing mostly with Bolu*- 
mian artistic life in London. But 
his first real hold of the novel- 
I'eading public was obtained by “A 
Daughter of Heth,'* 18/1, which 
went through many editions. Next 
come " The Strange Adventures of 
a PhaetoUj” 1872, which literally 
described a driving excursion tliat 
the author made from London to 
Edinburgh with a thread of fiction 
interwoven. It is said that a good 
many Americans, amongst others, 
have adopted this plan of exploring 
tlie English counties, and have 
talcen the "Adventures** as a sort 
of guide-book. In 1873 was pub- 
lished " A Princess of Thule.*^ It 
was followed by " The Maid of Kil- 
leena and other Stories/* 1871; 

" T}u*ee Feathers,** 1875, tho scene 
of which was laid in Cornwall ; 
"Madcap Violet,** 1876; "Green 
Pastures and Piccadilly,** 1877 ; 
"Maclood of Dare,** 1878; "White 
Wings; a Yachting Romanco/* 
1880 } " Sunrise ; a story of these 
Times,** 1883 ; The Beautiful 
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VVretch/'’ 18S2 ; Sluiiidou Bells,” 
1883 s and “ Wlnte Ileathor,” 
1880, For four or five years Mr, 
Blaclc was iibsistant editor of tlio 
Daily News, but be practically 
ceased his connection with journal- 
ism sonic years af^o. 

BLACKBTIBN (Baron), The Bight 
Hon. Colin Blackburn, second sou 
of thclato John Bhickburn, Esq., of 
Killeam, co. Stirling, by Beheoca, 
daughter of the late Kev. Dr. 
Gillies, was born in 1813, and 
educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated B.A. as a high Wrangler 
in 1835. He was called to the bar 
at the Middle Temple, and for some 
years went the Northern circuit. 
For about eight years he conducted, 
with the late Mr. Ellis, the regular 
recognized Reports in tho Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and the eight or 
ten volumes of Ellis and Black- 
hum’* are of high authority. He 
published an excellent legal work 
” On Sales.” At Liverpool he had 
secured a large amount of business 
in heavy commercial cases, when, 
in 1850, he was made a puisne 
jiulge of tho Queoji’s Bench. On 
that occasion lie received the hon- 
our of knighthood. In Oct., 187G, 
ho was made a Lord of Appeal under 
tho provisions of the AppeUate 
Jurisdiction Act (1870), and created 
a peer for life under the title of 
Boron Blackburn. In Aug., 1878, 
he was nominated a member of tlio 
Boyal Commission appointedto con- 
sider the provisions of a draft Code 
relating to Indictable Offences. 

BLAGKBITEN, Henry, son of 
Mr. Charles Blackburn, B.A., of 
Cambridge, was born at Fortsea, 
February 15, 1830, and educated 
at King’s College, London 5 ho 
was appointed private secretary 
to the Blight Hon. E. Horsmau, 
M.P., in 1853. Ho is a foreign 
correspondent and art critic for 
London papers and magazines. 
Mr. Blackburn visited Spain and 
Algeria in 1855, 1857 and 1864, 
aud delivered illustrated lectures 


on these subjects. Ho was ap- 
pointed editor of Londoti Society in 
1870, but resigned that post in 
1872. He also held an appoint- 
ment in the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Mr. Blackburn wrote and 
partly illustrated tho following 
works} '^Life in Algeria,” 1864} 
" Travelling inSimin,^’ 1866 j Tho 
Pyi*enep8.*’ illustrated by Gustave 
DortS 1867 : Artists and Arabs,” 
1868 } Normandy Picturesque,” 
1809 j Art in tho Mountains s the 
Story of the Passion-Play in Ba- 
varia,” 1870 5 Harz Mountains,” 
1873 } and ” Breton Polk,” witli 
illustrations by B. Caldecott, 1870. 
Mr. Blaokbiu’n is the originator of 
thesystem of Illustrated Gjitologues 
to Exhibitions with Facsimiles of 
Sketches drawn by the artists. He 
is editor of tho annual Academy 
Notes and Grosvenor Notes, and a 
lecturer on Art. 

BLAOKIE, John Stuart, formerly 
Professor of Greek in the Univer- 
sity of Edinbm’gh, son of a hanker 
in Aberdeen, born at Glasgow in 
July, 1800, was educated at Aber- 
deen and Edinburgh. During two 
years x’^^ssed in Gottingen and 
Berlin, and at Rome, he devoted 
himself to the study of German, 
Italian, and classical philology. 
In 1831 ho published a metrical 
translation of Gootho's "Faust,” 
with notes find prolegomena (2nd 
edit., 1880), and was onUed to the 
Scottish bar. He became a frequent 
contributor of articles bearing on 
Gorman literature to Blaehvood, 
Tait, and tho Foreign QuaHerly Be- 
vmv. In 1811 he was appointed to 
the newly-formed chair of Latin 
Literature in Marischal College, 
Aberdeen. This post he held for 
eleven years, during which time 
he entered warmly into the move- 
ment for University Reform in 
Scotland, which resulted in the 
appointment of a Parliamentary 
Commission on that subject in 
1858, by which some important 
changes wore effected in the higher 
branches of education in Scotland. 
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He contributed several pbilological 
articles to the Clasbical Museum, 
jjublisbed in 1850^ then edited by 
Dr. L. Schmitz, and a metrical 
translation of iEschyhis, whicli led 
to his appointment, in 1852, to the 
Urcck chair in the University of 
Edinburgh. This was followed by 
on essay on the '^Pronunciation 
of Greek, Accent and Quantity,” 
1852 ; a Uiscourse on Beauty, 
'with on Exposition of the Theory 
of Beauty according to Plato ap- 
pended,” 1H58 j " Songs and Le- 
gends of Ancient Greece,” 1857 
(2nd edition, IRSOl j and nuother 
volume of Poems, Englisli anti 
Latin, 1800. In ] 85,3 ho travelled 
in Greece, and published a lecture 
warmly recommending the study 
of modern Greek, and articles on 
modern Greece in the Westmmster 
and North Nniish Neviews, Ho is 
the author of vai’ious articles in 
the North British Meview, on article 
on Plato in the "Edinburgh Es- 
says,” and the article " Homer ” 
in the " Encyclopiodia Britannica.” 
In addition to his academical work, 
which, since he settled in Edin- 
burgh, has been principally con- 
nected w ith Plato and Homer, 
Professor Blackie has been very 
aoiave as a popular lecturer, and 
made himsen somewhat conspicu- 
ous as a warm advocate of Scottish 
nationality. He took a great in- 
terest in the discussions which 
meceded the passing of the Ee- 
form Act of 1807, and his name is 
closely connected with the move- 
ment whicli resulted in the aboli- 
tion of the Test Act, requiring the 
professors of the Scottish Univer- 
sities to be members of the Estab- 
lished Church. In 18GG he pub- 
lished "Homer and the Hiad,” 
containing a translation of the 
Iliad in ballad moaBure, a third 
volume of Critical Dissertations, 
and a fourth of Notes Philological 
and Archfeological j and in 1800 
" Musa Bursohicosa,” a volume of 
songs for students and university 
men. In 1870 he put forth ^ 


volume of " War Songs of the 
Germans,” with historicifl sketches, 
in which ho advocated the cause of 
the Germans agiuust France with 
groat energy and decision, In 1872 
ho published " Lays of the High- 
lands and [elands,” Professor 
Blackie also appeared as a lecturer 
in the Eoyal Institution^ London, 
where he combated the views of 
Mr. John Stuart Mill in moral 
X)hilosoi>hy, of Mr. Groto in liis 
estimate of the Greek sophists, and 
of Professor Max MtiUor in his al- 
legorical intoT^rotation of ancient 
m^hs. His principRl philological 
papers appeared in a collected form 
in 1874, under the title nf "Hortc 
Hollenicas j ” and in the same ycai* 
he put forth a little volmue of 
practical advice to young men, en- 
titled " Self-Culture,” wliich had 
a large sale in England, India and 
America. His more recent works 
are "The Wise Men of Greece,^’ 
1877 i ” The Natural History of 
Atheism a defonoo of Theism 
against modem Atheistic and Ag- 
nostic tendencies,-” 1877 j "Lay 
Sermons : a series of discourses on 
important points of Christian doc- 
trine and morals/^ 1881 j " The 
Language and Literature of the 
Highlands of Scotland, with poeti- 
cal translations of some of the most 
popular pieces of Gaelic poetry,” 
1875 ; " Altavona j or, fact and fic- 
tion from my life in the high- 
lands,” 1882. The foundation of a 
Celtic chair in the University of 
Edinburgh, for whicli by four 
yeara^ considerable exertion ho 
collected a sum of JC12,000, is 
mainly owing to Professor Blackie. 
He resigned the chair of Greek in 
the University of Edinburgh in 
Ang., 1882. In 1883 he put forth 
his ripe views on tlxe chaa'aeter and 
influence of Goethe, in “ The Wis- 
dom of Goethe” (EdinbnrghjBlack- 
wood). Then ho published "Tho 
Scottish Highlanders” and "The 
Land Laws ” (Chapman and Hall, 
1885), dedicated to Mr. Bright : 
being on economioo-historigal ox- 
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pobition of tlie dociriuea incliuatecl 
in " Altavona ; ” also " What His- 
tory Tcaches,^^ two lectures on the 
rebults of history under the aspects 
of State and Church (London, Mac- 
millan, 188(3); besides contribu- 
tions in prose and verae to various 
magazines, and a large amount of 
public lecturing both in England 
and Scotland. 

BLACKLEY, The Eev. Canon Wil- 
liam Lewery, M.A., is the second 
son of the late Ti^avorsE. Blackley, 
Esq., of Ashtowu Lodge, co. 
Dublin, and Bohogh, co. Roscom- 
mon. He was born at Dundalk, 
Ireland, Dec. 30, 1830, and received 
part of his early education on 
the Continent, Having entei'od 
Trinity College, Dublin, in his 
sixteenth year, he obtained his 
B.A. degree in 1850, and lus M.A. 
in 1854, in which year he was 
ordained to the cui*acy of St. 
Peter's, Southwai'k ; shortly after, 
he became curate of Frensbam, 
where he remained thirteen years, 
and was then promoted by Bishop 
Sumner in 1867 to the rectory of 
North Waltham, Hants ; whence, 
in 1883, he was preferred, by 
Bishop Harold Browne, to the 
vicarage of King's Lombome, in 
the same county, which ho stiU 
holds, and to an Honorary Canonry 
in the Cathedral of Winchester. 
In 1857 he published his metrical 
translation* from the Swedish, 
of Bishop Tegner's famous poem, 
"The Erithjof Saga." Tliis was 
followed by the publication of his 
" Praoticnl German Dictionary," 
which, in its original and abridged 
forms, has passed through many 
editions. In 1867 he pubHshed his 
" Critical English Now Testament," 
and his volume on " Word Gossip " 
followed in 1869. He also, besides 
frequent contributions to all the 
leading Reviews, wrote for the 
National Society the Teacher's 
Manual, '' How to Teach Domestic 
Economy," 1879 ; and " The Social 
Economy Beading Book," 1881 ; 
and his book on "Thrift and Inde- 


pendence, a Word to Worlcing 
Men " was published by the 
S.P.C,K. in 1883. In Nov., 1878, 
ho x)ublLshed an article in the 
Nweteeiith Century, luider the title 
of "National Insurance, a cheap, 
practical and popular way of 
preventing Pauperism," which im- 
mediately attracted public at- 
tention. A remarkable sermon, 
preached by Canon Blackley in 
Westminster Abbey, inSjpt., 1879, 
on " Our National Improvidence," 
also attmeted much notice. The 
National Providence League was 
formed in 1880, for the purpose of 
educating public opinion on the 
subject m National Insurance j and 
a great number of public meetings 
have been held, in which the pro- 
posals have been discussed. Canon 
Blackley’s proposals have reached 
far beyond this country, with the 
result that movements more or less 
upon his lines have been started in 
Prance, Switzerland, Italy, Ger- 
many, and New Zealand. 

BIAGKMOBE, Bichard Doddridge, 
son of the Bev. John Bhickmoru, 
was born at Longworth, Berkshire, 
in 1825. His maternal grand- 
mother was a grand-daughter of 
Dr. Doddridge. He was educated 
at Tiverton School, and Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he obtained a 
Bchol&rsliip and graduated B.A. in 
1847, taking a second class in clas- 
sics. He was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1852, and 
afterwards practised as a convey- 
ancer. He 18 the author of " Eric 
and Karine," "Epullia," "The 
Bugle of the Block Sea," and the 
following novels : — " Clara Vau- 
ghan/' 1864 j " Cradock Nowel : a 
Tale of the New Forest," 1806; 
" Loma Doone ; a Bomence of Ex- 
moor/' 1869; "The Maid of 
Sker," 1872; "Alice Lorraine: a 
Tale of the South Downs," 1876 i 
"Crippsthe Carrier: a Woodland 
Tale," 1876; "Erihna; or. My 
Father’s Sin/' 1877 ; " Mary Aner- 
ley/’ 1880 j " Chidatowell : a Dart- 
moor tale," 1882; and "Tommy 
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Upmore/' 1884. Mr. Blackmore 
has also published The Fate of 
Franklin, a poem, 1860 j " The 
Farm and Fruit of Old,'’ a transla- 
tion of the first and second 
Georgies of Virgil, 1862 ; and a 
translation of " The Georgies of 
Virgil,” 1871. 

BLACKWELL, Elizabeth, was 
bom in Bristol, Feb. 3, 1821. Her 
father, in 1832, removed to the 
"United States, where he died in 
1838, leaving his mdow and nine 
children almost penniless. Miss 
Blackwell aided in their support 
by teaching, at the same time 
studying medicine at Charleston, 
South Carolina, and at Philadel- 
phia. She applied for admission 
to a number of medical schools, 
but was refused by all, except 
those of Castleton, Vermont, and 
Geneva, Now York, and at the 
latter she was matriculated in 
1817, and in 1819 received the first 
medical degree conferred upon a 
woman in the United States. After 
her graduation she spent a year 
and a half in the Maternity Hos- 
pital of Paris, and that of Sb. Bar- 
tholomew in London, and in 1851 
established herself as a physician, 
mainly In the treatment of women 
and omldreu, at New York, where, 
in 1857, sho founded the Infirmary 
foi' Women and Children, of which 
she is still consulting physician. 
She has published The Laws of 
Life,” 1852 j “ Counsel to Parents 
on the Moral Education of their 
Children,” 1879 j and other profes- 
sional works. In 1850 she again 
visited England, and delivered a 
course of medioal lectures. 

BLADES, William, born at Clap- 
ham, Sxu’rey, in 1824, was educated 
at Clapham Grammar School, under 
the Eev. C. Pritchard, F.E.S., Sa- 
viHan Professor at Oxford, and 
succeeded his father as a printer 
in London. He has edited ‘'The 
Gouvemayle of Helthe,” and other 
early-printed books; has contri- 
buted nimerous articles to the 
current literature of the day xipon 


the History of Printing and Paltso- 
typography j but is best known by 
his works ” The Life of William 
Caxton,” 2 vola., 1803, “ The Ene- 
mies of Books,” 1881, and "Nu- 
mismata Typographica,” 1883, 
which has been translated into 
German and French. In the biblio- 
graphy of Oaxtou Mr. Blades has 
for the first time placed the study 
of eoidy printing in England upon 
a sure basis. 

BLAIEIE, Wmioin Garden, U.I)., 
son of an eminent lawyer, wlio 
afterwards rose to be Lord Provost 
of Aberdeen, was bom at Aberdeen 
in 1820, and educated at the Gram- 
mtu* School and University of his 
native town. As soon as he was 
qualified he received an appoint- 
ment to the parish of Urumblade, 
but on the Disruption of 1813 he 
and his congregation joined the 
Free Church of Scotland, After a 
short ministry in the country he 
was invited to go to Bdinhurgli, 
and there, in compiuiy with other 
young men of zeal, founded a 
Mission Church.

BLIND, Karl, was born at Mann- 
heim, Sept. 4, 1820. He studied 
jurisprudence at Heidelberg and 
Bonn, and was for several years 
notorious as a leader of revolution- 
ary movements among students 
and populace. During the Frank- 
fort “Vor- Parliament/’ as a 
speaker at mass-meetings, he in- 
sisted on the abolition of the 
princely Diet and the olection of 
a Provisional Executive. He was 
wounded dining street -riots at 
Frankfort, and proscribed after his 
participation in the rising led by 
Heoker. From Alsace, where he 
stood at the head of the Btrasburg 
Committee, he agitated for a new 
levy. Falsely accused of being im- 
plicated in the Paris Insurrection 
of June, he was imprisoned at Stras- 
burg, and transported in chains to 
Switzerhind, the mayor of St. Louis 
generously preventing his sm'ren- 
der to the Baden authoritios, which 
had been planned by tho French 
police. During tho first Schleswig- 
Holstein war he, with Gustav von 
Struve, lech in September, 1848, the 


second Keimblican Eovolution in 
the Black Forest. At tho storm- 
ing of Staufen lie fought on the 
barricade, being among tho last 
who left the town. Ho was made 
a prisoner through tho treachery 
of boinu militiamen, and court-mar- 
tiallud. His life, however, was 
saved, and ho was sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment. In 
tho spring of 1819, when being 
secretly transported to tho fortress 
of Mainz, ho was liberated by tho 
people and tho soldiers breaking 
open tho prison at Bruchsal, Head- 
ing the same day a hastily formed 
number of I'reo corps, he first en- 
deavoured, with Struve, to take 
Eastatt, and then entered tho capi- 
tal of Baden. Ho was a firm oppo- 
nent of Brentano, the chiof of the 
new Government, whom he accused 
of being in occult connection with 
the ejected dynasty — a fjict after- 
wards X)rovoclj when Brentano was 
declared a “traitor” by tho Con- 
stituent Assembly. Being sent on a 
diplomatic mission, with Frederick 
Sohfitz, to Paris, accredited to 
Louis Napoleon, the then Presi- 
dent of the EopubHCj Karl Blind 
was arrested, contrary to tho law 
of nations, on a charge of being im- 
plicated in Ledru Eollin’s rising, 
and, refusing to yield, ho was 
banished from France. After this 
ho lived in Belgium, with his wife, 
who has made many sacrifices for 
the popular cause, and also under- 
gone imprisonment. New perse- 
cutions induced him to come with 
his family to England, whence lie 
has carried on a Democratic and 
National Gorman Propaganda. 
After an amnesty, in 1802, the 
Houso of Deputies at Stuttgart 
gave him a banquet. Ho was the 
^eaker of the London Germans at 
Garibaldi’s entry. He promoted 
the Schleswig-Holstein movement 
in connection with leaders of tlio 
Schleswig Diet, whose confidential 
communications ho transmitted to

16, 1863, he was nominated the 
Chief of the General Staff of the 
combined Mobile Ai’my Corps 
against Denmark, and now had the 
first opportunity of discovering his 
splenmd abilities. The x^art which 
he took in this war, especially at 
Missunde, in the storming of the 
trenches at Dxlppel, and the passage 
on to the island of Alsen, was so 
extremely important, that on June 
25, 186i, he was promoted to he 
Major-General, and received the 
Order pour le M6HU» After the 
peace. General von Blumenthal 
commanded first the 7th and next 


the 30th Infonti^y Brigade. In 
the Austrian war of 1866 he was 
Chief of the General Staff of 
the Second Army of the Crown 
Prince, and for his distinguished 
services received the Oak-loaf of 
the Order pour le Mth'ite (one of the 
rarest distinctions in the army) and 
iho Star of Knight Commander of 
tho Order of the House of Hohen- 
zollern. On Out. 30, 1866, he was 
designated Commander of the 1 Itli 
Division in Diisseldorf, and accom- 
panied the Crown Priuce in the 
nntunm of 1866 to St. Petersburg. 
When, on the outbreak of the wai- 
with France, the Crown Prince was 
intrusted with the supreme com- 
mand of t]ie Third Army, General 
von Blumenthal was rociuested to 
acceixt the important post of Chief 
of the General Staff ; and his Impe- 
rial Highness, when lu’csouted by 
the Emperor of Germany with the 
Iron Cross, declared that the same 
distinction was equally due to 
General von Blumenthal.

He has also 
executed marble busts of General 
Gordon and Archbishop Tait for 
the Queen, and a recumbent OjQigy 
of Archbishoj) Tait for Cantorbiu*y 
Cathedral. In addition to these 
he executed a marble statue of Sir 
Ashley Eden for Calcutta, a re- 
cumbent statue of the late Dean 
of Windsor for St. George's Chapel, 
and received a command from the 
Queen to do the effigy of H.E.H. 
the late Duke of Albany in High- 
land Costume for tbe Albert Chapel 
at Windbor, and busts for the 
hlausoleum and Balmoral Castle j 
and also did a statue of Lord 
Somers for Bastnor Castle, and one 
of^ Darwin for the new Natural 
History Museum at South Ken- 
sington, and a Medallion of Darwin 
for Westminster Abbey, Mr. 
Boehm has not abandoned his ani- 
mal studies, having lately executed 
in bronze a ijor trait of the Duke 
of Pox’tland's celebrated racehorse 
St. Simon, the horse Cremome 
for Mr. Savile, a life-size statue of 
King Tom for Mentmoi’o, a colossal 
lion and lioness for Lord Leicester 
at Holkhain, besides many cele- 
brated horses for Lord Rosebery 
and the late Baron Rothschild ; and 
a sea-lion in black marble which 
acts as a fountain in Sir John 
Millais’ house. He is at present en- 
gaged upon a life-size bull with his 
leaner, in marble, which was exhi- 
bited last year at the Royal Aca- 
demy, and a large equestrian bronze 
group of St. George and the Dra- 
gon. A memorial to General Sir 
Herbert Stewart for St. Paul's has 
also lately been begun, and will be 
placed, when finished, near to the 
recumbent figure of General Gor- 
don. 

BOISSIER, Marie Louis Gaston, 
born IS Au^st, 1823, at Ntmes, 
was educated at the Lyc6e of that 
town, and at the College Louis-le- 
Grand, Paris. lu 1816 he became 
Professor of Rhetoric at Angou- , 


Idme, and ten years later was 
called to Paris as supplementary 
professor at the Lycee Charle- 
magne. In ISGl he proceeded to 
the College de Prance, as Professor 
of Latin Oratory. On June 8, 1876, 
ho was elected a Member of the 
Prcnch Academy. M. Boissier has 
'svritten ^'Lo Poote Afctius,” 1856; 
"Uno Kiudo sur Tereutius Varron," 
1859; "Ciccronet ses Amis,” 1866; 
“ La Religion Romfiino d' Auguste 
aux Antonins,” 1875 ; and many 
critical papers iu the Jievue des 
Deun’ Mondesj and the Jieme de 
Vlnstviiction Piibliqiie. 

BOKEB, George Henry, was bom 
in Philadelphia in 182 1. Ho gradu- 
ated at Princeton College in 1812, 
and studied law, but never 
tised. His pidncipal works ore the 
tragedies Galaynos,” Anne 
Boleyn,” "Leonor do Guzman,” 

! and " Francesca da Rimini.” He 
I has also published Lessons of 
I Life, and other Poems” (1817) ; 
two volumes of "Plays and Poems ” 
(1850) ; a collection of " Poems of 
the War” (1861); "Konigsmark 
and other Poems” (1869); and 
"Book of the Dead” (1882), In 
1871 he was appointed Minister to 
Constantinople, but returned to 
America in 1879, and is now residing 
I at Philad^hia. 

BOND, Edward Augustus, O.B., 
LL.D., P.S.A. ; son of the Rev. Dr. 
Bond, of Hauwell, Middlesex, was 
born Dec. 31, 1816. He was edu- 
cated in his father's house, and at 
Merchant Taylors' School, London. 
In 1832 ho received on appointment 
under the Commissioners of Public 
Records. In 1838 he entered the 
British Museum as on assistant in 
the Department of Manuscripts. 
He was appointed Librarian of the 
Egerton mSS. in 1852, Assistant- 
Keeper of the MSS, in ISS^, and 
Keeper of the Department in 1866. 
In Aug. 1878, he was appointed 
Principal Librarian of the BriUsh 
Musemn, m succession to Mr. 
Winter Jones, resigned. As Keeper 
of the MSS., Mr. Bond designed 
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and, with the help of his stuffj 
completed, in 1870, a Class-Cata- 
logue of the bevernl collections of 
inanusci'ipts in thcBritish Museum, 
and subsequently he published a 
Catalogue of oil the Manuscripts, 
Papyri, and Chax»ters acquired 
during the years 1851-1875, m two 
8vo Tolttmcs ; also a series of Fac- 
similes of Anglo-Saxon and other 
Ancient Charters in the Museum, 
■with exact Beadings, in four parts. 
He has contxlbuted papei’s to the 
Archceologia of the Society of 
Antiquaries, including an "Ac- 
count of Money-lending Tivuisac- 
tiona of Itjilian Merchants in Eng- 
land, in the thirteenth and four- 
teenth Ccutui’ies,^' 1839. He passed 
through the press, for the Oxford 
Commissioners, the " Statutes of 
the TJnivereity/' in 3 vols. 8vo, 
1853 j edited for the Halduyt So- 
ciety, in 1856, Dr. Giles Fletcher*B 
"Biissc Common Wealth,*' and Sir 
Jerome Horsey's " Travels in Bua- 
sUij ’* edited for Government "The 
Speeches in the Uh'ial of Warren 
Hastings,*’ *J vols. Bvo, 1839-1861 ; 
and for the Bolls Series of Chro- 
nicles, the " Chronicon Abbatifio de 
MelsA,** in 3 vola. In 1870, con- 
jointly "with his colleague, Mr. E. 
M. Tompson, he founded the , 
PalsBographical Society, of which 
he is President, and, in coUabora- 
Hon with that gentleman ho has 
edited the series of " Facsimiles of 
Ancient Manuscripts and Inscrip- 
tions,” pi’oduced by the Society. 
The TJniversity of Cambridge con- 
ferred on Mr. Bond the honorary 
degree of DL.D. in 1879. He was 
made a Companion of the Bath in 
the year 1885. 

BOND, The Bight Bev. William 
Bennett, M.A., LL.D., Bishop of 
Montreal, was born at Truro, in 
1815. Ho recMvedhis education in 
various public and private schools 
in Cornwall and in Xiondon, and 
at an early age emigrated to New- 
foundland, where he studied for the 
ininiatry,aiid at Montreal, to which 
ho hod meantime repaired, was in 


1811 ordained a priest. For several 
years, under the direction of the 
late Bishop Mountain, of Quebec, 
he organised many mission stations 
in the Eastern Townships of the 
French Province, and finally took 
charge of the parish of St. George’s, 
Montreal. He maintained his con- 
nection with this parish for the 
long poi’iod of tiiirfcy ycai'S, suc- 
cessively bectjming archdeacon of 
Hochelaga and Dean of Montreal. 
On the resignation of Bishop Oxen- 
den, ho was in 1879 elected by the 
synod of the diocese to the bishopric 
of Montreal. Bishox* Bond is Presi- 
dent of the Theological College of 
the Diocese of Montreal, and is an 
LD.D. of the University of McGill 
College. 

B 0 N 0 H I, Buggiero, Italian 
writei’ and statesman, was born at 
Naples March 20, 1828. At the 
age of eighteen he iiuhlished a 
translation of Plotinus, which was 
followed iu X81C by a translation, 
with critical notes, of Plato’s 
"Philibe.” At the IXJginning of 
the revolutionary movement of 1818 
he establisheda journal in Florence, 
XI NaaionaU, and took an active 
I part in the events up to 1819, for 
which he was exiled from the king- 
dom of Naples. He then formed a 
close friendship with Manzoni and 
Bosmini, and agtiin took up his 
philosophic Btudies. In 1857 ap- 
peared an important translation 
of Aristotle’s Metaphysics, and in 
1658 a new edition of the works of 
Plato. In 1859 he was made 
Professor of Philosophy at the now 
Academy at Milan, and the folio w- 
entered the Italian Par- 
liament. In 1868 he started at 
Turin a journal. La Stampaj in the 
cause of moderate democracy, and 
in 1864 was appointed Professor of 
Greek Literateoin the University 
of that city, The next year he 
went to Florence as Professor of 
Latin, and became ;i member of 
the Superior Council for Teaching, 
Subsequently ho returned to his 
Chair at the Academy at Milan, 
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and there edited La Perseveranza, 
From Milan he went to tlio Uni- 
versity at Komo as Professor of 
Ancient History, and thence to 
Naples in 1872 to assume direc- 
tion of tho Ujnt'if Nazionale. The 
Si-d October, 1871, Sij^nor Bonghi 
was appointed hlinistcr of Public 
Instriiction in the Minghetti 
Cabinet. He has done much to 
promote education in Italy, and 
has written much and admirably 
on tho questions of Church and 
State. Besides the works already 
mentioned ho is the author of 
^^licttci’e critiche sid poi’cho la 
letteratura italiana no ii jjojjolare 
in Itali.i,'^ 1873, 3rd edit. ; “Storia 
delhi finanza italiana," 1804-1808 j 
'^La Vita e i Tempi di Valentino 
Basini,” 1899 j FraU,Papi e E5,” 
lS73i "Leone XIII. e ITtalia,” 
1878 j " II Congrosso di Berlino c 
la crisi d*Oriento,"* 1878 j "Fran- 
cesco d'Assisi,'' 1884. 

BONHSUB, Mademoiselle Bosalie, 
called Bosa, an artist unrivalled 
amongst her o\m sex for tlie 
lumuLc and spirited delineation of 
tho various forms of animal life, 
was boim at Bordeaux, March 22, 
1822. The daughter of a French 
artist of some distinction, she pro- 
fited by the instnictions of her 
father, who was her sole adviser 
in the mechanism of painting. As 
the avocations of her family com- 
pelled them to reside in Paris, the 
indulgence of her own particular 
tastes in the choice of suM ects for 
study was somewhat dimcult of 
attainment, and slie derived her 
early instruction from a study of 
such animal life as could be seen 
by her in the streets and abattoirs 
of Paris. In 1811 she entered upon 
her career by exhibiting two pic- 
tures, " Chovros ct Moutons ” and 
"Les Deux Lapins/^ which estab- 
lished her reputation. These were 
followed by a succession of highly 
finished compositions, amongst 
whioh may be cited the celebrated 
"LabourageNivernais/^ whioh was 
oomploiod in 1840, and has been 


added to the colluctiou in the 
Luxembourg. She attends the 
horse-markets both in Franco and 
abroad, adopting the luascuUne 
garb, which is not ill-suited to the 
decided character of her face, and 
enables her to inspect and to pur- 
chase her subject with less inter- 
ruption and remark. Shelias fitted 
up an antechamber divided only by 
a partition from her studio, as a 
stable for tho convonieuco of the 
vai'ious animals domesticated there- 
in, and has established a small fold 
in its immediate vicinity for the 
aceommodzition of sheep and goats. 
It is owing, in a ineasm^o, to this 
cousoioutiouB examination of the 
developments of animal life that 
she has producud such masterpieces 
of representation ns the " Horse 
Fair,” a picture whioh formed the 
chief attraction at the French Ex- 
hibition of pictures in London 
during the season of ldo5, and 
which almost monopolized for a 
time the attention of artists and 
connoisseui's. In 1855 she sent to 
the Universal Exhioition in Paris 
a now landscape of large dimen- 
sions, " Tho Haymaking Season in 
Auvergne.'^ Bosa Bonheiir has 
evinced in her works a wonderful 
power of representing spirited ac- 
tion, whioh distinguishes her from 
other eminent animal painters of 
the day, and which endows her 
pictures as compositions with ex- 
traordinary interest. Several of 
this lady^s productions hare been 
engraved for the English public. 
Since 1849 she has dirooted the 
gratuitous School of Design for 
Young Uuds of Paris. She ob- 
tained a first-class medal in 1848, 
and another in 1855. She was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour, June 10, 18G5, and in 1863 
she was appointed a member of the 
Institute of Antwerp. During the 
siege of Paris in 1870-71i her 
studio and residence in Fontaine- 
bleau were spared and respected by 
special order of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia. Two important pic* 
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lures by tbia artist, “ A Foraging 
Party/* and On the Alert/* were 
exhibited at the Antwerp Academy 
in 187‘»), and in London in IbMl, 

The Lion at LLoiiie/* exhibited in 
London, 1832, was a result of the 
p.iinter’s study of a hne couple of 
E^ubian lions which were presented 
to her by a friend. In Jan. 1880, 
the King of the Belgians conferred 
the Leopold Cross on Mdlle. Eosa 
BonheiU', who was the first lady to 
receive this distinction ; and in the 
following month she received from 
the King of Spain tbe Commander*s 
Cross of the I’oyal Order of Isabella 
the Catholic, this being the first 
instance of such a distinction being 
conferred upon a woman in Spain. 

BONKAT, Joseph Florentin Laoii, 
a French painter, born at Bayonne 
Juno 20, 1833, was a pupil of 
Madrazo and L6on Cogniet, and in 
1857 obtained the second prize at 
Kome for his "Eesorrectlon de 
Lazare.” Since that time he has 
heen a constant exhibitor at the 
annual Salons. Among his works 
may be mentioned “ Lo bon Sama- 
ritain/* 1859; "Adam et Eve 
trouvant Abel mort/' 1861 j " Pe- 
Icrins dans FcgXisc Saint Picri'O de 
Koine,** 186‘1 ; “ Ribora dessinant 
a la pox-te de I'Ara Cmli il Etoiuo,** 
1867. After a tour in the East be 
produced the "Assumption/* 1860 ; 
"Femme fellah et son enfant/* 
1870 ; " Femmes d'lTstaritz/* 1872, 
and many others which have 
heen rendered popular through 
engravings. M. Bonnat obtained 
two medals of the second class in 
1861 and 1807, and the Medal of 
Honour in 1869. In 1867 he was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. For many years ho has 
confined himself to portraiture, 
and his best porti'oits, such as 
those of Thiers and Victor Hugo, 
have gained for him great and 
wide celebrity. 

BONBTEY, The Rev. Thomas 
George, D.Sc. (Cantab.), LL.D. 
(Montreal), F.E.S., F.S.A., F.Cf.S., 
&O.J son of the late Rev. T. Bonney^ 


M.A., was bom July 27, 1833, at 
Rugeloy, and educated at Upping- 
ham School and St. John*s CoUogo, 
Oamliridgo, where ho graduated ns 
12t;h Wrangler and IGbh in second- 
class classics in 1856. I£o was 
elected to a Fellowship, which he 
still holds, in 1850. From 1856 to 
1861 he wa s Mathematical Master at 
Westminster School, hut returned 
to Cambridge in the latter year. 
During his residence there he was 
active in socuiing for Katimal 
Science a due iilace in Academio 
studies and promoting reforms in 
the University. He was appointed 
a tutor of the College in 1868, and 
at once began courses of lec- 
tures in Geology. In 1877 he was 
elected Professor of Geology at 
University Collego, Loudon, and in 
1831, on being appointed Sod’otary 
of the British Association, finally 
quitted Cambridge to reside at 
Hampstead. The pressure of other 
duties however obliged him to 
resign the latter post in 1885. Ho 
was for six years Secretary of the 
Geological Society, and afterwards 
President, as well as President of 
the Minoralogical Socie by. In 
Geology, Prof. Boniiey has chiefly 
devoted himself to Petrological 
and Physical questions, and has 
written numerous papers printed 
in the Quarterly Journal of the 
Geological Society, the Geological 
Magasincj the publications of the 
Royal Society, &c. He is a member 
of the Alpine Club, and bas been 
its President. On Alpine subjects, 
ho is the author of " Outline 
Sketches in the High Alps of 
Dauphine ** (1865) ; “ The Alpine 
Regions ** (1868) , besides furnishing 
the text to several iUustrated works 
on the Alps, Norway, &c. Ho has 
also contributed largely to several 
works of descriptive topography, 
such * as " Picturesque Europe/* 
"Our O^vn Country/* "English 
Cathedrals,** i&c., and translated 
Pierotti's "Jerusalem Explored** 
(18G-X) ; and " Customs of Pales- 
tine** (1861). Ordained in 1857^ 
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Professor Bonney was one of the 
Cfaiubridge Preachers at the Chapel 
Koyal, Whitehall, from 1870—8, 
and has been five times a special 
preacher before tho University of 
Cambridge, on the last occasion 
being Hiilsoan Lecturer. These 
lectures, " On the Infiuence of 
Science on Theology,” have been 
published (1885), besides two otlier 
small volumes and several detached 
sermons. 

BOOTH, Edwin, bom near Bal- 
timore, Maryland, November 13, 
1833, is a sou of the actor Junius 
Bimtus Booth, and w'as trained for 
the dramatic x>rofoSbiou. Having 
filled many minor parts, ho made 
his first regular ai^poarancc on the 
stage as Tresseljin “Piohard III.,” 
in 1810, and in 1851 performed the 
character of Bichord III., in place 
of his father, who had been suddenly 
taken ill. After a tour through 
California, Australia, many of the 
Pacific Islands, ojid the Sandwich 
Islands, he re-appeared atN ewTork 
in 1857, visited England and the 
Continent in 1803, and returning 
to New York commenced a series of 
Shnksperean revivals at the Winter 
Garden Theatre in 1803. After a 
series of successful engagements in 
Boston, Philadelpliia, and other 
large oities, he began, in 1808, 
the erection of a new theatre in 
New York, wliieh was opened Peh. 
3,1809 : but the coat of the building, 
in which Mr, Booth had invested 
all hia means, i>revcntcd ultimate 
pectmiary success, and the theatre, 
although it still bears his name, 
Ijasaedfrom his hands. For several 
years ho virtually retired from the 
stage, but near tho close of 1877 
he began in New York a series of 
brilliant performances. He rarely 
undertakes any except the leading 
characters of Shakspere : Ham- 
let, Othello, lago, Shylooh, and 
Bichard HI,, Hamlet being his 
most admired personation. In 
1881 he went to England, where 
he remained for two years, meeting 
with marked success, especially in 


"Otliello,^^ where he alternately 
took the parts of Othello and lago 
with Mr. Iiwing. In the early part 
of 1883 ho played Shaksperean 
parts at Berlin and Hamburg with 
great applause. 

BOOTH, The Bev. WilUam, 
General of the Salvation Ai'iny , was 
bom at Nottingham, April 10, 18:?9, 
and educiited at a private school in 
that town. He studied theology 
with the Bev. Wm. Cooke, D.B,, 
became a minister of the Methodist 
New Connexion in 1830, and was 
apx^ointed mostly to hold special 
evangelistic services, to which he 
felt so strongly drawn that when 
the Conference of 18(31 required 
him to settle in the ordinary circuit 
work, he resigned and began his 
labours as an evangelist amongst 
the churches wherever he had an 
opportunity. Coming in this capa- 
city to the East End of London he 
observed that the vast majority of 
the people attended no place of 
worship, and he started “ The 
Christian Mission” in July, 18G3. 
To this mission, when it had become 
a large organisation, formed upon 
military Hues, ho gave in 1878 the 
name of ''The Salvation Army,” 
under which it soon became widely 
known, and grew rapidly until it 
liad in Dec. 1885, l,322i corps at 
stiitions esUblished in the United 
]Iingdom,Prauce,theUnited States, 
Australia, India, the Capo of Good 
Hope, Canada, and Sweden. 3,078 
ofiicers or evangelists are entirely 
emifioycd in and supported by this 
Army under the General’s absolute 
direction, ancl they hold upwards of 
325,496 services in the open air and 
in theatres, mnsic halls, and other 
buildings every week. The General 
has published several hymn and 
music hooks, volmncs entitled 
"Salvation Soldiery,” "Training 
of Children,” and Letters to 
Soldiers,” describing Ids views as 
to religious life and work. " Holy 
Living,” and "Orders andBegula- 
tions for the Salvation ^my,” 
ore some of thesmaller piiblications 
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issued by him for the direction 
of the Army as to teaching and 
services. He also contributed an 
article on ** Tho Salvation Army ” 
to the Oont em^j^or ary Review ioTiAxig, 
1882. Mrs. Booths who has shared 
largely in all the Generars efforts, 
has further explained their views 
in Practical Religion," Aggrcs- 
sivo Christianity," Godliness," 
"Life and Death," and "The 
Salvation Army in relation to 
Church and State.’ * The General’s 
eldest son is his Chief of Staff, 
managing all the business, his 
eldest daughter directs the work 
in Franco, the third son is at the 
head of the Clapton Institution for 
tho training of men officers, the 
second and third daughters at the 
head of that for women, the second 
son visiting the Army in the 
Colonics, and the younger children 
being all in training for some 
branch of the service. Tlic General 
established The Wav Gi'ij as a 
weekly gazette of the Army in 1880. 
Ib is now published weekly in 
England, similar papers being pub- 
lished at each Colonial and Foreign 
headquarters, so that there are 
now 16 weekly War with a 
tmited circulation of over 650,000, 
JEti Avant in Paris, Sirida Bopet in 
Stockholm, the Jangi Pohar (Mara- 
thi) edition in Bombay, and a 
Tamil one in Madras. 

BOBTOKf General Sir Arthur ^ 
K.C.B., G.C.M.G., is the youngest 
bon of the late Bev. John Drew 
Borton, rector of Blofield, Norfolk, 
by Louisa, daughter of the Bev. 
Thomas Carthew, of Woodbridgo, 
Suffolk. He was horn at Bloffeld in 
1811, and educated at Eton and at 
the Eoyal Military College at Sand- 
hurst. He entered the army in 
1882, became captain in 1841, and 
served with the 9th Eegiment in 
the Afghanistan campaign of 1842 
and the Sutlej campaign of 1845-6. 
He became lieutenant-colonel in 
1858, was promoted to colonel in 
1854, and served in the Crimea in 
command of the above regiment. 


His subseqnentpromotions were 
major - general 1868, lieutenant- 
general 1875, colonel of the let 
West Indian Eegiment 1876, and 
general 1878. Ho was nominated a 
Companion of tho Order of tlie Bath 
(Milibiry Division) in 185 X, and 
was promoted to a Knight Com- 
mandership of the same Order in 
1877. From 1878 to 1884 he was 
Governor and Coinmander-in-Chief 
of the island of Malta, and is a 
Knight of the Legion of Honour, 
and tho 3rd class of the Medjidio. 
Sir Arthur Borton married, in 
1860,Carolino, daughter of the Eev. 
J ohn Forbes Close, rector of Mome, 
County Down. 

BOETKWICK, Sir Algernon, M.P., 
is descended from an ancient Hun- 
garian family, for many centuries 
settled in Scotland, and is the son 
of the late Mr. Peter Borthwick, 
formerly inembor for Evesham. 
When a young man he went to Paris 
as correspondent to the Morning 
Posi, with wldch his father was con- 
nected, and was present at the 
Qoup (VRtat in llcccmbor, 1861. 
On the death of his father in 1868 
he come to London and undertook 
the management of the Morning 
Pos^, subsequently becoming owner 
of the property. Sir Algernon was 
the chief promoter of the OwZ, a 
j)aper which appeared during the 
parliameniary session of 1864, and 
created a great aensatiou on account 
of the hold way in which State 
secrets were revealed and discussed. 
The authorship was kept a secret 
for many years, and the paper 
itself came to an end in 1870. In 
1880 Mr. Borthwick offered him- 
self as a Conservative candidate for 
the borough of Evesham, formerly 
represented by his fathers he was 
however defeated by a small 
majority and did not enter Parlia- 
ment iill 1886, when ho was re- 
turned for South Kensington. Sir 
Algernon married in 1870 Alice 
Beatrice, youngest daughter of the 
late Lady Theresa Lewis, and niece 
of the Earl of Clarendon and of Earl 
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Bussell. At the g^encral election 
of 1880 Sir Algernon was again 
returned for South Kensington. 

BOSISTO, Joseph, was 

bom March 21st, 1827, at Hammer- 
smith. Becoming a druggist, ho 
emigrated to Adelaide, South Aus- 
traHa, in 1818, where he remained 
for three years, and established the 
wholesale business of Messrs. 
Kaulding and Co. After a short 
attack of the gold fever in 1851, he 
went to Melbourne, and began 
business at Bridge Eoad,Bichmoud. 
At that time the latter was little 
more than a small outlying subui^b 
of the Victorian capital ; to-day it is 
itself a full-fledged " city " of some 
21,000 inhabitants, returning two 
members to the Colonial Parlia- 
ment. The Bichmond business, at 
flrst almost piu'ely a pharmaceuti- j 
cal one, soon develox>ed, under the 
energeiicmanagoment of its guiding 
spirit, into a regular maniif actm'ing 
coueem, and upon its founder dis- 
covering the remarkable antiseptic 
properties of the eucalyptus trees, 
it developed into a very large 
undertaking. The factory was en- 
larged, new stills and other ax>- 
puratus erected, and arrangements 
mode for carrying on the distilla- 
tion and preparation of eucalyptus 
products upon a large scale. The 
Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria 
was founded bj Mr. Bosisto in 
1857, with the aid and cordial co- 
operation of a few of the chief 
pharmaceutists of Victoria, and 
has proved to have exerted a highly 
ben^cial influence in the develop- 
ment of pharmaceutical and theror 
pouiical knowledge and education 
throughout the Colony, as also 
upon trade interests therein. Mr. 
Bosisto has sat as a Municipal 
Councillor for over 12 years, in the 
course of which time he held the 
office of Mayor for two consecutive 
periods. He was elected Chairman 
of the Bichmond Magisterial Bench 
for flve years successively, was 
returned to Parliament in 187*1, 
and has alwa;^B been placed at the 


head of the poll in the elections 
which have occurred since. On the 
last occasion this happened while 
he was ou his way to Bngland, and 
the fact was made known to him 
shortly after his arrival. Mr. 
Bosisto was appointed President of 
the Boyal Commission of Victoria 
at the Colonial and Indian Ex- 
hibition, 1886. 

BOITAIiIA, The Bev. Paul, S.J., 
was bom Aug. 16, 1823, in Palermo, 
the capital of Sicily, and educated 
at the Jesuit Colleges of Palermo 
and Borne. After being admitted 
to holy orders he was successively 
appointed Sunday preacher in the 
Gosh of Naples 5 Professor of Uni- 
versal History in the CoUegio Mas- 
simo of Palcimo s of Ecclesiastical 
History in the Boman College ; of 
Dogmatic theology in St. Beuno'a 
CoUege, North W^es ; and of The- 
ology at Poitiers. Pather BottaZla 
is one of the writers of the Oiviltd 
Oaiiolica of Borne. He has pub- 
lished at Palermo and Genoa a 
course of History of the Middle 
Ages, in two volumes (‘* Corso di 
Storia e di Geogrnfia rmiversale — 
MedioEvo "), which hasbeen trans-

1668 
and lS70)j "Pope Honorius be- 
fore the Tribmnu of Beason and 
History,^^ 1868, being a reply to the 
pamphlet of P. Lc Page Benouf , en- 
titled "The Condemnation of Pope 
Honoriua"j "The Papacy and 
Schism: Strictures on Pfoulkes's 
Letter to Areffibishop Manning,^' 
1869 j a reply in the IhcblinSeview, 
1871-73, to Mr. Benouf's second 
pamphlet on Pope Honorius ; " Do

The two last-named volumes sum 
np what Patlier Bottalla wrote 
whil& resident iu England, aud also 
furnish a further and more perfect 
execution of his plan. 

BOITOHAEBAT, Apollinaire, 
pharmaceutist, luemhor of the 
Academy of Medicine, was horn at 
risle-sur-le-Serein (Yonue) about 
IRIO, studied medicine in Pmis 
whilst very young, and wns named 
a Pellow of that faculty in 1832. 
Ha was phai'inaceutist-in-chicf at 
the hospital of Saint-Antoine, and 
in 1834 was appointed to the same 
functions at the Hotel Dieii, which 
he fuHiUed until 1855, Avhen ho re- 
signed, in order to devote himself 
to scientific works. In 1838 he dis- 
l^utcd with much talent the chair 
of pharmacy and organic chemistry 
in the faculty of Meclicine with M. 
Hmuos. Tn 1845 he was appointed 
a member of the Council of Health, 
and created a Chevalier of the liO- 
gion of Honour. He became a 
member of the Academy of Medi- 
cine in 1850, and, after competi- 
tion, obtained the chair of Hygifene 
in 1852. In addition to numerous 
botanical and medical memoirs,'^ 
which have been published collec- 
tively under the titles of “Re- 
cherohes sur la V/‘g^tation,“ M. 
Bouchardat }ias written a Corn's 
de Chimie Elcmentaire, avec ses 
princii^ales Applications kla Mede- 
cine et aux Ai'ts,” published in 
1834-5 ; Cours des Sciences Phy- 
siques,'' in 1841-4 i Elements de 
Mati^re Medieale etdePharmacie,'' 
in 3838; L'Annnaire de Thcra- 
peutique," since 1841; "Houveau 
Pormulaire Magistral," in 1840 ; 
"PormulaireVeterinairo," in 1849 ; 
" Opuscules d'ileonomie Eurale," in 
1851; ^'Arcliives dc Physiologie,** 
in 1854; and Repertoire de iAiar- 
macie," published monthly since 
1847. He has written a series of 
interesting works upon vines and 
wines, "L'Infiuence des Eoux Pot- 


ables sur la production du G-oiti'e 
ot du (Jrtjtinismo in his " Opus- 
cules d'jScououue Ruralo j ” a work 
upou ''Diabetes," and numerous 
" Memoh’S," presented to the Aca- 
demy of Medicine, and " Traito 
d’nygi6ne Piiblique et Privt'e bas(*o 
sur I'Etiologie," J881. 

BOtr GIG AULT, Bion, was bom 
in Dublin, Doc. 28, 1822. He was 
educated under his guardian, Dr. 
Lordnor, at the London Univer- 
sity, and began his career as 
dramatic author and actor witli 
the production, in March, 181-1, of 
"London Assurance," at Covent 
Harden Theatre. He went to the 
United States in 1853, and did not 
retiu*n to London till 1800, when he 
produced the " Colleen Baivn " at 
the Adelplii Theatre. This was fol- 
lOAved by the "Octoi'oon" in 1801. 
Having been associated with Mr, 
Webster in the management of the 
Adelplii Theatre, Mr. Boucicaiilt 
became leasee of Astley's Theatre, 
tliG name of which he altered to that 
of the Westminster ; but the specu- 
lation proved a failure. He is the 
author of more than fifty original 
pieces, besides adaptations from 
the Prench; the best known, in 
addition to tbe above-mentioned, 
being " Old Heads and Young 
Hearts," "Love in a Maze," 
" Used Up," " The Willow Copse," 
"Janet Pride," "Louis XI.," "The 
Corsican Brothers," "Paust and 
Marguerite," "The Long Strike," 
and " Plying Scud," produced at 
the Holborn Theatre in ISCfi. 
Among his more recent pieces are 
" How She Loves Him " (18G7) ; 
"After Dark" (18G8) ; "Paul La- 
farge" (1870) ; "A Dark Night’s 
Work" (1870); "The Rapparoo ; 
or, the Treaty of Limerick" (1870) j 
"The Shaughran" (1873); "The 
Dead Secret " (1878) ; and " The 
Jilt" (1885). With occasional 
visits to England, he has, since 
1870, resided in New York, where 
he has brought out a number of 
new* pieces, in which he plays the 
leading paris. 
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BOTTGHTOK, George Henry, 
A.B.A ,4 was born in Norfolk^ 
in ltt33. Hia family went to 
America about 183(>j and be passed 
his youth in Albany, New York, 
where he early developed an artistic 
taste. In 1853 he came to London, 
and passed several months in the 
study of art. Betu 2 ming to America, 
he settled in New York, and soon 
became known as a landscape 
painter. In 1859 he went to Paris, 
where he devoted two years to 
stody, and in IRGl he opened a 
studio in London, where he has 
since mostly resided. lie was 
elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Academy, June 19, 1879. Among 
his best Avorks ore : — Winter 
TAvilight,” '' The Lake of the Dis- 
mal Swamp,'' "Passing into the 
Shade," "Coming into Church,” 
" Ikforning Prayer,” "The S'cttriet 
Letter,” " The Idyl of the Birds,” 
and " The E-cturn of the IVIny- 
flower." Mr. Boughton has of lute 
years made a special study of the 
picturesque aspects of the old Pu- 
ritan life of Now England, and 
many of his recent works have 
illustrated it. Ho has also visited 
Holland, and painted a number of 
Dutch scenes, and, with Mr. Edwin 
Abbey, is the author of " A Sketch- 
ing Tour in Holland" (Macmillan, 
1885} . He has frequently exhibited 
at the National Academy of New 
York, and Avas made a member of 
tliat Academy in 1871. 

B OH GTTEBE ATT, Guillaume 
Adolphe, a French painter, was bom 
at La Eochelle, Nov. 30, 1S35. He 
began life in a business house^ at 
Bordeaux, but obtained permission 
to attend the drawing school of M. 
Alaux for two hours a day. Hia 
fellow-pupils treated him with con- 
tempt on account of his business 
connections, and when, at the end 
of the year, he gained the &*Bt 
prize, the excitement was so great 
that a riot ensued, and a formal 
protest was made by the pupils 
against his receiving it, but with- 
out effect. He then turned ^1 hia 


attention to painting, and entered 
the studio of PicotT in P.aria, and 
liitcr entered the Ecolc des Beaux 
Arts, Avhere his progress Avas I'Jipid. 
In 1S50 he went to Kome, and in 
1331 exhibited "The Body of St. 
Cecilia borne to the Catacombs,” 
since Avhich time he has occupied 
a leading position among the ar- 
tists of the Modem French School. 
His next great work Avas Philo- 
mela and Procnoj” 18G1. Both 
these pictures are now in the Lux- 
embourg. " Mater Afflictorum,” 
or " Vierge Consolatrice,” 1870, was 
purchased by the French Qnvern- 
ment for 12,000 francs. Among hia 
pictures exhibited at the Salon may 
be mentioned "The Bather,” 1870 ; 
"Harvest Time,” 1872; "The Little 
Marauders,” 1873 ; "Homer and his 
Guide,” 1874 j " Flora and Zephy- 
rus,” 1S75; "Pieta,”lS7Gj "Youth 
and Love,” 1877 ; " The Scourging 
of Our Lord,” 1880 ; " The Virgin 
with Angels," 1881; "Slave car- 
rying a Fan,” 1832; "The Youth 
of Bacchus, ” 1885; and "Byhlis," 
1880. M. Bouguercau executed the 
mural x^aintings in the St. Louis 
Chapel of the Church of St. Clo- 
tilde, and in the Church of St. 
Augustine. Many of his pictures 
have been engraved by Francois. 

BOHLAN GEB, General, French 
Minister of War, was born 1837. 
In 18oG he was appointed Sub- 
lieutenant in Ist Begiment of Al- 
gerian Tirailleurs. From that time 
his military career haa been very- 
distinguished, and his advance in 
his profession unusually rapid. In 
1857 ho took part in the Kabyle 
ex^dition. In 1859 he was wounded 
at Turbigo, and received the deco- 
ration of the Legion of Honour 
after ilu’ce years' service. In 1801 
he^ was with the expedition in Co- 
chin China. During the Frauco- 
Prussian war he acted as Chief of 
Battalion in the army of Paris, and 
was wounded at Chompigny. In 
1880 he was appointed Brigadier- 
General, in which position he began 
to show signs of a great talent fop

organisation. Ho was, moreover, 
sent to the United States as head , 
of the mission on the Centenai’y of 
Independence. Eor a sliort time 
he was attached to the War Office 
as director of Infantry, which po- 
sition he quitted to proceed as 
General of Division in Africa. In 
twenty months he returned to the 
War Offitce as Minister, Jan. 7, 
188G. During his tenure of pre- 
vious offices he had shown great i 
zeal and determination. His ac- I 
tivity had led in some instances 
to dispute. Such had hoen the re- 
sult in Tunis of his arbitrary reso- 
lution to exalt tlie aiiliUu'y over* 
the civil authority. During his 
early career he had moreover been 
in close relations with the Extreme 
Left in politics, and his appoint- 
ment was regarded as a concession 
to the iiower of M. Clciuoncoau, 
who is Gen. Boulanger’s cousin, 
His republican sympathies were 
sho'wn by the energy with which 
he urged forward the expulsion of 
the Princes from Prance, though 
it was afterwards proved that he 
had written in almost fulsome teims 
of gratitude to the Due d’Aumole, 
his superior officer, when promoted 
Brigadier-General. The General 
is an energetic and capable orga- 
niser, and may be described os the 
rising hope of tho party of "La 
Bevanche^^ in Prance, 

BOTTLEY, Henri, a Prench vete- 
rinary surgeon, bom in Paris in 
1814, professor of clinical medicine 
and surgery at the school at Alfort, 
and since 1855 a member of tho 
Academy of Medicine (veterinary 
section), was appointed Inspeotor- 
Goneral of Veterinary Schools, Jan. 
6, 186C. He is tho author of tlie

BOWKING, Edgar Alfred, C.B., a 
younger sou of the late Sir John 
Bowring, boru in 182G, and edu- 
cated at University College, Lon- 
don; entered the civil service in 
the Board of Ti'ado in 1811, and 
filled in succtission the post of 
private secretary to the Earl of 
Clarendon, to Earl Granville, and 
to Lord Stanley of Alderloy. He 
was appointed Prt'^oia Writer and 
Libraiian to that department in 
1810, and Begistrar in 1853, but 
retired from the service on the 
abolition of his ofiicc at the end of 
1803. lie acted as Secretary to tlio 
Koyal Commission for the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, and held that 
appointment until liis election as 
M.P, for Exeter at the general 
election of 1808. Ilis services wore 
so highly apx^^'eciated by the late 
Prince Consort, the President of 
the Commission, that, immediately 
after H.R.H.'s decease, her Majesty 
was pleased to nominate Mr. Bow- 
ring a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath, civil division. Mr. Bow- 
ring lost his seat for Exeter at the 
general election of Feb. 1874 . 
He is the author of an English 
poetical version of " The Book of 
Psalms,” English versions of the 
poetical works of Schiller, Goethe, 
and Heine, and (jointly with 
Lord Hobart) of a reply to the 
" Sophisms of Fiee Trade,’’ by Mr.

He was appointed 
to the Eoyal Artillery in April, 
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1850; and served in the suppres- 
sion of the Indian Mutiny in 1857- 
58. Suhaequently he was appointed 
to the staff of the Royal Military 
Academy at Woolwich, first as 
officer for discipline, then as In- 
structor in Artillery, finally as 
Professor of Military History. He 
served throughout the Pranco-Gor- 
luan war as chief representative of 
the British National Society for 
aid to sick and wounded in war j 
received the Iron Cross from the 
Emperor of Germany ; and was 
made Officer of the Legion of 
Honour by the Prench Govern- 
ment, and Knight of the First 
Class of the Bavarian Order of St. 
Michael. Being appointed Military 
Secretary to Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
he served with him throughout the 
Ashanti Campaign, 1873-1. He 
served as a member of a special 
mission to Natal in 1875 ; was As- 
sistant Adjutant- General to the 
Cyprus Expeditionary Force ^ in 

1878 ; and raised and organised 
the Cyprus Military Police. In 

1879 he accompanied Sir G. Wolse- 
ley to South Africa as Military 
Secretary, and later succeeded Sir 
G. Colley os Chief of the Staff, in 
which capacity he served through- 
out the closing operations of the 
Zulu war and the campaign against 
Seknkiini. In 1880 he was appointed 
Private Secretary to the Viceroy of 
India, and returned to England 
with the Bari of Lytton, on his re- 
signation, He was Military Attach^ 
to the British Embassy at Paris 
from Jon,, 1881, to May, 1882, when 
he was appointed Assistant Under- 
secretary for Ireland, to deal with 
all matters relating to police and 
crime in that counlry . He resigned 
the latter post, however, on July 
19, 1882. In 1884 he was appointed 
Deputy Adjutant-General of the 
Nile Expeditionaiy Force ; and 
subsequently Brigadier - General 
and second in command of the 
River Column of the Expedition. 
When General Earle was killed 
during the action of Kirhekon, 


General Bmckenbuiy aafsumed 
command of the Column, and con- 
ducted it to near Abu Hamcd, 
whence it was recalled by Lord 
Wolseley, and back down the 
rapids to Korti. For these services 
he was promoted to be a Major- 
General for distinguished service 
in the field. He was appointed 
Head of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment of the War Office, Ist Jan., 
1886. He is the author of Fanti 
and Ashanti,^' 1873 ; ** Narrative 
of the Ashanti War ; " " The River 
Column 5 and of several military 
pamphlets. 

B^GQTJRMOND, Felix, a French 
etcher, born at Paris in 1833, was 
a pupil of Gnichord. In 1866 ho 
gained a medal at the Salon for 
painting, one for etching in 1868, 
and another in 1872. In 1866 he 
was asked by a manufacturer to 
attempt an etching which could 
be used for the decoration of 
faience. The result of his en- 
deavours was a complete table 
service, which was exhibited in 
1867. Its success was considerable, 
and this service, which hears his 
name, remains celebrated in the 
annals of industrial art. In 1871 
M. Bracquemond entered the manu- 
factory at Sevres as head of the 
ateliers of painting. The next 
year M. Haviland, of Limoges, 
confided to him the management 
of a branch establishment at 
Auteuil, where he still remains, and 
devotes himself to the perfection 
of what is known as "Haviland 
faience.”

In 1883 he was promoted, 
by Lord Aveland, to the Vicarage 
of Lenton, near Grantham. His 
first publication was " Verdant 
Green,** a novel, portraying Oxford 
life in a humorous aspect, followed 
by "Medley,” "Motley/* "Photo- 
graphic Pleasui'es,” "Love's Pro- 
vocations,” " Tales of CoUegoLife,” 
"Fairy Fables,'* Nearer and 
Dearer,** " Happy Hours at Wyu- 
ford Grange,** " Humour, Wit and 
Satire,** and " Little Mr. Boimcer 
and his friend Verdant Green,” a 
compauion volume to his first work. 
He published in 1801, " Glencrcg- 
gan,”an illustrated work on Cantire, 
in the West Highlands, descriptive 
of the scenery, history, antiquities, 
and legends of tliat peninsula, the 
original seat of the ancient Scottish 
monarchy; in 1802, "The Curate 
of Cranston,** with other prose and 
verse ; in 1863, "A Tour in Tartan 
Lands” in 1^4, "The Visitor's 
Handbook to Kosslyn and Haw- 
thornden and " The White Wife/* 
another illustrated work on the le- 
gends and popular stories of the 
Land*s-cud of Scotland; in 1865,

and Muttons! or, -i^e Beauty of 
Brighton,” a novel ; and, in 1885, 
an lllnstrated historical and topo-

BRADLEY, The Very Rev. George 
Granville, D.D., Dean of Wo&t- 
minster^ is one of the sous of tlie 
Rev. Charles Bradley, who was for 
many years vicar of Glasbnry, in 
the county of Brecon, and some 
time inemnheui of St. James's Epis- 
copal Chapel at Clapham, Surrey. 
He was bom in 1821, and educated 
under Dr, Arnold at Rugby, from 
which school he was elected to an 
open scholarship at Dnivorsity Col- 
lege, Oxford, Tmere he was a fa- 
vourite pupil of Dean Stanley, who 
at that time was tutor. He took hia 
bachelor's degree in Easter Term, 
1811, as a Eirst Class in Classical 
honours, and in 18 15 obtained the 
Chonoellor's prize for a Latin essay, 
his aubjeot being "The Equestrian 
Order in the Roman ReiDublic." 
Having been elected to a PeUow- 
ahip in ISll, ho proceeded M.A, in 
18 w. Mr. Bradley was one of the 
assistnnt maators of Rugby School 
for some years, under Dr. Tait and 
his successor. Dr. Goulburn, and 
was elected in 1858 to the Head- 
mastership of Marlborough College, 
on the preferment of his predecessor, 
Dr. Cotton, to the bishopric of Cal- 
cutta. Mr. Bradley was ordained 
deaeon in 1868 by the Bishop of 
London, and priest in the saane year 
by the Bishop of Salisbury. At 
Marlborough he was remarkable for 
his successful administration, his 
sound scholarship, and his constant 
effort to make the .education of a 
great public school wide, large, and 
many-sided, so as to meet the in- 
creasing wants of the age. He gave 
the host possible scope at Marl- 
borough to the study of modern 
languages and scionoo, and his ex- 
amination before the Public School 
Commissioners was suggestive of 
many important reforms and im- 
provements, which are in the course 
of being carried into effect. In 
Dec. 1870, lie was elected to the 
mastership of University College, 
Oxford, in the plaoe of the late Dr. 


Plumptre. The honorary degree of 
LL.D. was conferred upon him by 
the University of St. Andrew'SiEeb. 
25, 1873. Ho was appointed ex- 
amining chaplain to tiio Archbishop 
of Cantcrbiuy in ]B7 Jj; was Select 
Preacher at Oxford, 187 1 — ^73 j and 
held the post of Honorary Chaplain 
to the Queen, 187 X — 75 ; of Chaplain 
in Ordinary, 1870 — 81. In Oct. 1880, 
he was nominated a member of the 
Oxford University Commission, in 
the place of Lord Solborne resigned. 
Ho obtained a canonry in ‘Worcester 
Cathedral in Ecb. 1881 ; and in 
August the same year he was ap- 
pointed by the Crown to the Deanery 
of Westminster, in siiccossionto the 
late Dean Stanley, The degree of 
D.D. was conferred upon him at 
Oxford, Oct. 28, 1881. In 1882 he 
delivered at Edinburgh a series of 
lectures, afterwards published 
uudor the title of “Recollections 
of Arthur Ponrhyn Stanley" (Lon- 
don, 1883).

BRADY, The Rev. William Mazi- 
ere, D.D., youngest son of the lato 
Sir N. W. Brady, and nephew to Sir 
Maziore Brady, Baronet, lato Lord 
High Chancellor of Ireland, was 
horn atDublin in 1825, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he was a j^nuzeman in classics. He 
was appointed Chaplain to soveral 
successive Viceroys, and ‘became 
rector of Earrahy, co, Cork, in 
1851 : hold afterwards tho vicar- 
age of Kewmarketi in the same 
coimty, and became rector of Kil- 
berry and vicar of Donoughpairick, 
Meath. Dr. Maziero Brady has 
written much ujjon various his- 
torical, antiquarian, and political 
subjects in many of the news- 
papers and magazinos of the day. 
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and notably in Fraser and tlio Con- 
temporary Feview* Hjb sermon 
preached in the Chapol Royal, 
JDuhlLn, towards the end of Lord

Church in Ireland,” 18G9. Dr. 
Brady's writings undoubtedly fa- 
cilitated the progress of Mr. G-lad- 
stone’s Irish Ohm'ch Abolition 
BUI, and were copiously quoted in 
and out of Parliament. His work 
on the Irish Reformation went 
through five editions, and pro- 
voked innumerable replies* Dpon 
the passing of the Irish Church 
Act, Dr. Brady, whose health had 
been seriously affected by an at- 
tack of bronchitis, went to Rome, 
and from the archives there ex- 
tracted many particulars concern- 
ing the ecclesiastical affairs of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland. 
He afterwards resigned his rectory 
of Donoughpatriokj and was re- 
ceived into the Roman Catholic 
Church by Mgr. Rirby, of the 
Irish College at Rome, in May, 
1873. He has since written a 
work on "The Episcopal Succes- 
sion in England, Scotland, and Ire- 
land," the third volume of which 
was published at Romo in 1877* 
BRAHUSi Johannes, muaicol 
composer, was bom May 7i 1833, at 


Hamburg, where his father played 
the double-bass iu the orchestra. 
He received his first instructions in 
music from his father, and then 
studied under Eduard Marxsen. 
Schumann's warm recommendation 
in the A'chc Zeitschrift /»)' Miihik 
(Oct. 3S, 1853) culled the attention 
of musicians, of the public, and of 
the publishers to the young man, 
who subsequently made slow hut 
constant progress on the road to 
permanent artistic fame. After 
several years of activity as director 
of music at the couirt of Lippe- 
Detmold he devoted a considerable 
period of time to assiduous study 
and composition in his native town . 
Thence he proceeded, in 1882, to 
Vienna, wliich city became his 
second home ; for altbough he 
quitted it after holding for one 
ear the post of director of the 
inging Academy (ISCJt), he never 
felt at ease in the other towns 
which he visited — ^Hambm*g, Zu- 
rich, Baden- Baden — and accor- 
dingly, in 1809, he returned to the 
Au^rian capital. Be conducted, 
from 1872 to 1874, the concerts of 
tho Society of Amateur Musicians, 
until Herheck, who had in the 
meantime msigned his post of 
Court Director of Music, resumed 
the functions of that office. Brahms 
then resided for some time away 
from Vienna, chiefly near Heidel- 
berg, but returned in 1878. Un- 
doubtedly Brahms is entitled to 
rank among the greatest composers 
now living. At first he followed 
the "Hew German” school which 
had been inaugurated by Bchumann 
in the journal already mentioned, 
but when the heat of youth had 
been replaced by calmer reflection, 
he inclined more to the classical 
sdiool, 80 that now he is criticised 
by the Saireuther Sliliter^ and re- 
cognised by conservative institutes 
os a classical composer. In fact he 
combines in himself the different 
styles, and may ho claimed both 
by musical progressists and by 
classicists as belonging to them. 

z. 
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Although Brahms attracted public 
notice in consequence of Schu- 
mann’s recommendation^ the re- 
cognition of his genius in wider 
circles dates only from the year 
1868, when his "Deutsches Re- 
quiem’’ (Op. 45) was produced. 
Among his later works are Rin- 
aldo,” a cantata j " SchicksolBlied 5 ” 
" Triumphlied j ” " Rhapsodie ” 

from Goethe’s " Hartzreiae ; ” be- 
sides string-quartets, symphonies, 
and a groat number of songs, 
duets, choruses, concertos, motets, 
trios, sextetts, &c. His songs, in 
which he mainly follows Schu- 
mann’s stylo, have become popular 
all over the world, as ore those 
compositions in which he embodies 
Himgarian national melodies. 

B RAH WELL, Sir Frederick 
Joseph, D.C.L., F.R.S., Past Pre- 
sident of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, youngest son of the 
late Gcorgo Bramwell, banker, was 
born in the year 1818. Prom his 
earliest boyhood he showed great 
interest in mechanics, as evinced 
by his endeavoiu’S to repeat, in a 
rough model, the steam engines 
and winding machinery he had 
seen at the age of nine in use in 
the construction of the St. Katha- 
rine’s Dock. In 1831 he was ap- 
prenticed to one of the old school 
of mechanical engineers, John 
Hague, with whom he served his 
time, and with whom he continued 
for a few years as principal 
draughtsman ; then, after a varied 
experience in the employment of 
others, in 1853 began business 
on his own account as a civil 
engineer. In 186G he was elected 
an Associate of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers j in 1802 was 
transferred to full membership of 
that body 3 in 18G7 was elected a 
Member of its Coimoil, and in 
1884-86 had the honour of flUing 
the position of President, having 
previon^y been, in the years 
1874-76, President of the Insti- 
tution of Mechanical Engineers. 
During the exercise of his profes- 


sion ho had had occasion to pay 
considerable attention to the sub- 
ject of artillery, and, it need hardly 
be said, to the subject of boiler 
construction. In the year 1876, 
on the occasion of the serious 
boiler explosion on board H.M.S. 
Thunderer, he was requested by 
the Admiralty to examine into the 
matter, and, on their behalf, to 
attend the inquiry j also, when 
one of the 38-ton guns hurst on 
board that ship, ho was appointed 
by the Admiralty to be Assessor to 
the Committee which met at Malta 
to investigate the cause of the 
occurrence, when, after a search- 
ing inquiry, it was indisputably 
proved from the evidence afforded 
by the fragments of the gun itself, 
the explosion arose from double 
loading. In 1881, on the formation 
of the present Ordnance Committee, 
ho was appointed one of the two 
lay members of that Committee. 
He has also in the exercise of his 
profession, and at tlie instance of 
the Government, served on several 
committees which have been ap- 
pointed for various purposes. 
Having been for some years a 
member of tho British Association, 
ho was, in 1872, made President of 
Section G (Mechanical Section), 
and was selected to redll this office 
on tho occasion of tho visit of the 
Association to Montreal in 1884. 
In 1873 he was elected a Follow of 
the Royal Society, and in the year 
1878 served on its Council. Having 
been a member of the Board of 
Managers of the Royal Institution 
for some time, he was, on the 
retirement of Sir William Bowman, 
in 1885^ appointed to the position 
of Honorary Seorotary of that 
body, In 1884, he was nominated by 
H.R.H* bho Prince of Wales to tho 
position of Chairman of tho Execu- 
tive Council of the Inventions Ex- 
hibition which was hold in the 
following year. On the formation 
of tho City and Guilds of London 
Institute for the Advancement of 
Technical Education, he was ap- 
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pointed by the Gold&mithss' Com- 
pany as one of their representa- 
tives, being at that time Prime 
Wai'den of the Company, and was 
elected by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Institute to be their 
Chairman. In 1881 ho received 
the honour of knighthood in con- 
nection with his services in the 
promotion of technical education, 
and, in 1886, the honorary degree 
of D.C.Ii. from Oxford. 

BEAHWELL (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. Sir George 'William Wilshere, 
son of the late Mr. Georo Bram- 
wcU, banker, was born in London, 
in 1803. In early youth he was 
placed in his father’s counting- 
house, where he acquired a prac- 
tical knowledge of the business 
of banking, which in after years 
proved of groat value to him. 
Having resolved to try the legal 
profession, he practised for some 
time ns a pleader, and was, in 1838, 
called to the bar, and went the 
Home circuit. He gradually ob- 
tained a large business as a lawyer 
and pleader ; in 1851 became a 
Queen’s Counsel, and in 1852 was 
a member, with Sir J. Jervis, Sir 
A. Cockburn, Mr. 'Willes, and Mr. 
Baron Martin, of the Common 
Law Procedm’e Commission, whioh 
resulted in the Common Law Pro- 
ceduro Act of 1852. He was also 
a member of the Commission for 
inquiring into the law of partner- 
ship. Differing from the majority 
of tho CommisBion, he recom- 
mended the adoption of a law of 
limitod liability os now existing. 
In answer to tho objection that 
persons might deal with limited 
liability companies believing tliom 
to be unlimited, Mr. Bromwell 
suggested a distinguishing addi- j 
tion to their name as limitod." | 
This advice was adopted, and gave , 
great satisfaction, and Bram- 
well was, in 185C, made a Baron of 
the Exchequer, and received the 
honour of knighthood. La Oct. 
1876, he was made a Judge of tho 
intermediate Court of Appeal, and 


I sworn of tiic Privy Council. He 
retired from the bench at the close 
of the year 1881, when a compli- 
uientary banquet, attended by the 
judges and the principal members 
of the legal })roi'essionj was hold iu 
his honour. In Peb. 1882, he was 
raised to the peerage by the title 
of Baron Brainwell, of Hover, iu the 
county of Kent. Lord Bramwall’s 
frequent letters to the Times, whe- 
ther in his own name or signed '* IJ,” 
have generally attracted attention. 

BEANB, His Honour Sir Johannes 
Henrietta, G.C.M.G., President of 
the Orange Free State, was horn 
at Capo Town, Deo. G, 1823, being 
a son of Sir C. Brand, Speaker of 
the House of Assembly, Gape of 
Good Hope (who died in 1876). He 
received his education at the Sonth 
African College under lir. N, E. 
Chougucon and Dr. J. R. Junor, 
audj coutinued his .studies at the 
University of Leyden, where ho 
proceeded to tho degree of D.C.L. 
in 1815. Ho was called to the 
English bar from the Iimor Temple 
in 1819, and practised as an advo- 
cate in the Supreme Court at tho 
Cape of Good Hope from that year 
till 1863. In 1858 he was appointed 
Professor of Law in the South 
African College. He was elected 
President of the Orange Pree State 
in 1SC3, and subsequently re-elected 
for periods of five years in 1869, 
1874, and 1879. In March, 1882, 
he was created a Hnmht Grand 
Cross of the Order of GS. Michael 
and George. 

BBANBES, George Maurioe Cohen, 
a Danish author of Jewish family, 
was born at Copenhagen, Feb. 4, 
1842. He studied in tho University 
of his native city from 1859-64, 
apjilyin^ himself first to Juris- 
' prudence and thou to philosophy 
and (Bsthotics. In 1862 he gained 
the gold medal of the University by 
an essay on Patalism among the 
Ancients," and afterwards passed 
the examination for his degree with 
the highest distinction, as soon as 
he had graduated he left Denmark 
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and spent several years in different 
countries on the Continent. He 
was at Stocldiolm in 1865 ; passed 
the winter of 1860-67 at Paris j 
was in G-cmiany in 1868 ; and in 
Franco and G-ei’mnny in 1870-71, 
Ho pnhlislicd Hualismeni von 
nyeste Filosofi '' The Dualism of 
the Philosophy of the Present 
Time^O reference to 

the relations between science and 
faith — a work which exposed him 
to violent attacks from the ortho- 
dox party ; iEsthetio Studies," 
1868 ; Cidtioisms and Portraits," 

3 870 ; and " French iEsthetics at 
the Present Day," 1870. On return- 
ing from his travels he became a 
private tutor in the University of 
Copenhagen, and delivorod the 
series of lectures which wero puh- 
lished at Copenhagen in '1 vols., 
1872-75, under the title of "Hoved- 
Btromninger i clct 10 Aarhundrodos 
Literatur^' (The Great Literary 
Currents of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury"), and Bubsequeodtly transla- 
ted into German by Strodtmann. 
His other works are a Danish trans- 
lation of John Stuart Hill's essay 
on the Subjection of Women," 
1869 j “ Sbren Kjerkegaard,” 1877, 
and "Danske Digtera" (Danish 
Poems), 1877. lu Oct., 1877, 
Brandos left Denmark and settled 
in Berlin, whore he diligently 
studied and made himself master 
of the German language, which he 
now writes fluently and correctly. 
At Berlin he composed the biogi'O- 
phies '^Esajaa Tegncr” and "Ben- 
jamin dTsraeli," both published in 
1878. At the dose of the year 1882 
he returned to Denmai’k, his fellow- j 
countrymen having guaranteed i 
him on income of 4,000 crowns for 
ten years, with the single stipula- ' 
tlon that he should deliver public 
lectures on literature at Copen- 
hagen. 

BBASBBY, Thomas, K.C.B., fli'st 
Baron, was bom at Stafford, 1836, 
son of Thomas Brassey, the well- 
known contractor for public works, 
and educated at Bugby and Uni- 


versity College, Oxford, graduating 
I in honours in the modem law and 
history school. He was elected 
for Devonport in 1865, and has 
represented Hastings from 1808 to 
1886, being appointed Civil Lord 
of the Acbuiralty in 1880, and 
Secretary to the Admiralty in 
1881. He is the author of " Work 
and Wages," "Lectures on the 
Labour Question," " English Work 
and Foreign Wages," "British 
Women,” and "the British Navy " 
in 6 volumes ; has published 
numerous pamphlets on political, 
economical, and naval g.uestions. 
Lord Brassey began his career 
in Parliament, by seconding n 
motion by Mr. Thomas Hughes in 
1869 for an inquiry into the Labour 
Laws. Cn 1871, ho began the 
fli’st of a series of speeches on 
Naval Administration. The sub- 
jeels dealt ivith have included the 
defence of the commercial har- 
bours, the organisation of the 
Comptroller's Department and of 
the Docl^ards, the principal reform 
advocated being a more decen- 
tralised management. In ti'eating 
of shipbuilding policy, the objec- 
tions to extreme dimensions have 
been strongly urged. The question 
of the Naval Beserves was brought 
forward by Lord Brassey in 
Parliament on several occasions, 
and ho succeeded in obtaining the 
consent of the Admiralty to the 
enrolment of a second class reserve, 
for which the fishing population 
would he eligible. TJie present 
strength of the foi'ce is 10,000. 
He £dso took an active part in 
establishing the Eoyal Naval Ar- 
tillery Volunteers. Lord Brassey 
moved for a select committee 
on the Euphratoa Valley Bail- 
way in 1871, and for a Boyal 
Commission on Marine Insurance 
in 1875. In 1879 he seconded Mr. 
Chaplin's motion for the appoint- 
ment of a Boyal Commission on 
Agriculture. In 1874-6 he served 
on the Itoyal Commission on unsea- 
worthy ships, and in 1886 he was 
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appointed a memljer of the Com- 
mission on the defence of the 
coaling stations. As a yachtsman^ 
Lord Brassoy has made many 
distant voyages. In 18/6-7 he went 
round the world in the ^'Sun- 
beam.'' Ho was the first yachtsman 
who obtained a Board of Trade 
certificate for compotenoy to navi- 
gate as master. Lady Brassey is 
the author of the well-known work 
"Voyage of the ^ Sunbeam.'" At 
the genei'al election of 1886, Lord 
Brassoy withdrew from Hastings 
and offered himself as a G-ladston- 
ian Liberal for one of the divisions 
of Liverpool. He was defeated, 
and on the resignation of Mr. 
Gladstone's Government he was 
raised^to the peerage. 

SEEAIi Hichdl Jules Alfradi a 
Erench philologist, was born at 
Landau, Bavaria, of Erenoh pa- 
rentage, March SO, 1832, Ho re- 
ceived his early education in 
Erance, and stu/lied Sanslalt at 
Berlin under Professor VVober. Ee- 
turning to Paris, he joined the staff 
at tlie Bibliothbque Imp^riale, 
and in 18C2 obtained the Academy’s 

S rizo for his "L'Etude desOrigines 
e hi Eoligion Zoroastrieune.'^ In 
1861 he was made Professor of 
Comparative Grammar at the Sor- 
bonue, and in 1866 was transf eiTed 
to the College of Prance. M. Breal 
was elected a Member of the In- 
stitute Doc. 3, 1873, and made 
Director of the High School. In 
1879 he was appointed Inspector- 
General of Public Instruction for 
high-class teachers. Among his

BEETT, Hon. Beginald Balioh 
was born in Loudon June 30, 1852, 
and is the eldest son of Lord Esher, 
Master of the EoUs. He was edu- 
cated at Choain School, in Surrey, 


and at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
187 1, and took his M.A. degree in 
1877. At the end of that year he 
was appointed Private Secretary to 
I the Marquis of Hartington, then 
! the leader of the Liberal party. 
In Sept. 1879, lie married Eleanor, 
the youngest daughter of M, Syl- 
vain Van de Weyez’, ono of the 
I founders of Belgian independence, 
a member of the Provisional Go- 
I verment of 1830, and for many 
years subsequently Belgian Minis- 
ter at the Court of St. James. At 
I the general election in 1880, Mr. 
Brotb was returned to Parliament 
for Ealmonth, defeating Sir Julius 
Vogel, the present Prime Minister 
of Hew Zealand. Mr. Brett con- 
tinued to act aa unpaid secretary 
to the Morexuis of ITartington, who 
was appointed Secretary of State 
for India in Mr. Gladstone's Go- 
vernment. At the general election 
of 1885, Mr, Brett contested Ply- 
mouth and was defeiilod by Mr. 
Edward Clarke, M.P. Mr. Brett 
is the author of several articles in 
the FoHnightly RevieWt and of cer- 
tain letters to the Times on political 
(Xuestions of the day, which have 
attracted notice. 

BEEWEE, The Eev. E. Cobham, 
LL.D., second son of John Sherren 
Brewer, Eaq„ "a man of Kent," 
was born May 2, 1810, in Bussell 
Square, London, and educated by 
private tutors. He proceeded to 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in 1832, 
obtained the Ereshmen's Prizes for 
Latin and Englisli Essays, and 
took his degree in the Ciidd Law, 
First Glass, in 1835. He was oi*- 
dained deacon in 1834 priest in 
1336, proceeded to the degree of 
LL.D. in 18J0, and devoted himself 
to literature. In 1850 was pub- 
lished liis "Guide to Boienee,” 
which soon attained a large circu- 
lation, and was translated into 
French. Dr. Brewer has also pub- 
lished a "Dictionary of Phrase 
and Fable" (18th edition, 1885) i

BBIALMONT, Alexis Henri, a 
Belgian writer on military sub- 
jects, son of Genei’al Laurent 
Mofcbieu Brialmont, was bom at 
V enloo, in tlio province of Limburg, 
May 2oj 1821. Ho quitted tlie 
military school at Brussels ivith 
the rank of sub-lieutenant in 1843. 
Being connected, as nn engineer 
officer, with the management of 
the fortifications, ho was appointed 
to carry out the works at the for- 
tress of Diest. From 1847 to 1850 
he was private secretary to General 
Chazal, then Minister of War. In 
1835 he left the corps of engineers 
and became a member of the sta^, 
attaining to the rank of Oaptain in 

1857. In due course he became 
Major-General, and in 1877 Liou- 
tonant-Goneral. He was ai^pointod 
Inspector-General of Fortifications 
and of the Sappers and Miners in 
Belgium in 1875. Lieut. -General 
Brialmont has written many works 
on military history and ^ tactics.

He was appointed Organist of Holy 
Trinity Church, Windsor, in 1805 $ 
of Manchester Cathedral in 18G0 ; 
Professor of Harmony at Owens 
College, Manchester, in 1871 5 Per- 
manent Deputy Organist of West- 
minster Abbey in 1876 j and suc- 
ceeded to tho full offices of Master 
of tho Choribiers and Organist in 
1882. Hu is also Professor of Har- 
mony and Counterpoint at tho 
Iloyal CoUtige of Music. Dr. Bridge 
has composed the oratorio "Mount 
Moriah ; " a cantata " Boadicea j " 
" Hymn to the Creator " (the song 
of St. Francis), produced at the 
Worcester Festival, 1881; "Book 
of Ages" (Latin translation by 
Mr. Gladstone), produced at the 
Bii’miugham Festival, 18S3 ; church 
music and part songs. He is the 
author ol theoretical works on 
Counterpoint, Double Counter- 
point, and Canon, and "Organ 
Accompaniment " — all ^ published 
in Novello’s series of Primers. 

BBIBGHAH, Frederic A., figure 
painter, was bom at Tuskogeo, Ala- 
bama, Nov. 1817. His fattier died 
whan ho was three yeara Qld» and 
at the ago of ten his mother took 
him to the Korthom States, where 
he resided for a few years in Mas- 
sachusetts. He then entered the 
American Bank Note Company 
(New York) to learn engraving, 
residing at Brooklyn, where he 
studied painting iu evouing art- 
schools. Although he made rapid 
progress as an engraver, he pre- 
ferred to adopt pomtin^ as his art, 
and so resigned his position in the 
Bank Note Company 5 and in 186G, 
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assisted by friends, went to Paris, 
wbe^ be studied under Gcr6me in 
tbo Bcole des Beaux-Arta for three 
years.

and with tbe fleet in tbe Black Sea, 
and at operations in tbe Sea of Azoff ; 


he was present by command on 
board tbe Royal yacht at tbe great 
naval review at tbe close of tbe 
Russian war to make sketches for 
tbe Queen. In 1867 be was with 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh in 
his voyage round tbe world in the 
" Galatea/* and bis sketches of tbe 
cruise were exhibited at South Ken- 
sington 5 in 1868be was attached to 
tbe suite of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales during their trip up the 
Nile ; be has pointed many import- 
ant historical marine pictures, tbe 
principal of which have been en- 
graved. He has been awarded tbe 
4tb class Medjidie, 4tb class Osma- 
nie, and tbe Turkish war medal, aud 
is an Officer of the Redeemer of 
Greece. He was formerly J.P. for 
Auckland, New South Wales, and is 
at present Curator of tbe Pointed 
Hall, Greenwich. In 1886, be re- 
ceived tbe honour of knighthood. 

BRIGHT, Sir Oharles Tilston, an 
eminent civil engineer, eon of 
Brnilsford Bright, Esq,, was bom 
in 1832, and is principally known in 
connection with tbe development 
of telegraphic communication fi-om 
its early stages to the present 
time. He was tbe engineer who 
carried out a large part of the first 
telegraph lines constructed in tbe 
United Kingdom, including tbe 
first cable to Ireland laid in tbe 
spring of 1853. He joined with 
Mr. Cj^UB Field of New Tork in 
projecting the cables to tbe United 
States in 1855, and after demon- 
strating tbe feasibility of tbe 
submersion and working of such a 
great length of submarine cable 
(the possibility of winch was at 
that time doubted by many scien- 
tific men), be with liis friends 
raised the capital for the enter- 
prise. Finally, in 1858 as Enm- 
neer-in-obie£ he took charge of the 
expedition and successfully laid 
tbe fibrst Atlantic cable, which 
service was rewarded by tbe honour 
of knighthood. After laying 
various cables in the Meditmra- 
neon and elsewhere, be was en- 
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gaged "by tlie CTovernmeut of India 
to carry out UiO coinmunioatioii 
with Europe j which was accom- 
plished by laying a cable from the 
head of the Persian Qulf to Kurra- 
chce in 1804 under his personal 
superintendence. Sir C. Bright 
was returned to Parliament for 
Greenwicli in 1865 and represented 
that borough for some years. In 
1865 he read an impox'tant paper 
at the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers advocating the extension of 
submarine telegraphs to Australia 
and China, and in the same year 
was awarded the gold medal of the 
Institution. In 1868 he laid a 
cable from the United States to 
Cuba, and followed this up in sub- 
sequent yeara by opening the first 
telegraphic communications with 
Conlral and South America, con- 
necting the British and other 
colonies of the West Indies, iu- 
oluding Jamaica, SL. Katis, Anti- 
gua, Dominica, St. Lucia, Bar- 
badoes, St. Vincent, Glrenada, 
dhnnidad, and Dcmerara, besides 
the foreign islands of Porto Eico, 
Si. Thomas, Quadalouixe, and Mar- 
tinique. In 1881 he was appointed 
a CommisBioner by the Poreign 
Ofiice to represent England at the 
Pi*encli International Exhibition. 
Sir Charles Bright is a Pellow of 
various learned societies and an 
officer of the Legion of Honour. 

BEIdKT, Jacob, M.P., son of the 
late Mr. Jacob Bright and brother 
of the Eight Hon. John Bright, 
was born in 1821 and educated at 
the Friends^ School, York. He 
sat for Manchester from I8C7 to 
1874, and again from 1876 to Hov. 
1885, when he was defeated j ho 
was returned in 18S0 for the 
South-W oat Division of Man- 
chester. Mr. Jacob Bright has 
identified himself with the chief 
Eadioal movements of his time, 
especially with Women’s Eights, 
and is a staun(fii supporter ot the 
Liberal Party. 

BEiaET) The Eight Hon. John, 
M*P., is the son of the late Jacob 


Bright of Greenhank, near Eoch- 
dale, whei’e he was born, Nov. 16, 
1811. Having received the rudi- 
ments of a substantial English 
education, ho entered his father’s 
business and became a member of 
the firm of John Bright and Bro- 
thers, cotton-sj)innera and manu- 
facturers of Kochdale. At a com- 
paratively early age he began to 
address local audiences on social 
and politico-economical topics, and 
he delivered, at a litQx*ary institu- 
tion in his native town, a series of 
lectm*es embodying his reminis- 
cences of a Tour to the Holy Land 
in 1835. Though he had taken 
part in the Eeform agitation of 
1831-2, Mr. Bright first disbin- 
guished himscK in political life by 
becoming in 1839 one of the earli- 
est members of the Anti-Oorn Law 
League, which grew out of an asso- 
ciation formed in 1838 to obtain tho 
repeal of the Corn Laws. In April, 
1813, at A byc-electiou, he stood as 
a candidate for the repi*csentfttion 
of the City of Durham, but was 
defeated by Lord Dxingannon, a 
Conservative and l^otectionist. 
His Lordship was, however, un- 
seated on petition, and at the elec- 
tion which thereupon ensued in 
July of the same year Mr. Bright 
was returned by a majority of 78. 
He continued to sit for Dm’hamtill 
1847, when he was rotumod for 
Manchester. He made his maiden 
speech in Parliament on Mr. Ewart’s 
motion for extending the principles 
of free trade, Aug. 7, 1818, During 
the interval between his election 
for Manchester and the accession of 
the first Derby Ministry to power, 
Mr. Bright’s activity in Parliament 
and on the platform was varied and 
continuous. In the House of Com- 
mons he proposed to apply the 
remedy of free trade in land to the 
state of things which produced tho 
Irish famine. Ho appealed, unsuc- 
cessfully, for the dispatch of a 
I’oyal commission to investigate the 
condition of India, and in 1819 he 
was aixpointed one of tho members

of tte celebrated select committee 
of the House of Commons on official 
salaides. In the legislature and in 
the proTinceSj especially at Man- 
choaterj he co-opernted ■with Mr. 
Oobdeu in the movement which the 
latter sought to create in favour of 
financial reform, mainly with a 
view to the reduction of our naval 
and military establishments. In 

1851 he voted with tliose who at- 
tempted to censure Lord Palmer- 
ston in the Pacifico affair ; and in 

1852 he took a prominent part in 
the welcome given to Kossuth by 
the advanced Liberals of Lanca- 
shire. On the formation of the 
first Derby Ministry Mr. Bright 
aided in that temporary re-organi- 
zation of the Anti-Oorn-Law League 
which the acceptance of free trade 
by the new government afterwards 
rendered unnecessary. He was re- 
elected for Manchester, after a 
contest, at the general election of 
1852. With the accession of Lord 
Aberdeen's ministry to power began 
the discussion of the Eastern exuos- 
tion, his share in which alienated 
from Mr, Bright many of his former 
Bupportors, Mr. Bright denounced 
the policy of the Russian war with 
energy, but his protests against it 
were stopped by an attack of severe 
illneas, and just as the war had 
been brought to a close, Mr. Bright 
was compelled to forego all public 
action. The news of the defeat of 
Lord Palmerston on the Canton 
question reached him while in Italy, 
in March, 1857. Although he had 
necessarily taken no personal port 
in the debate or division which pro- 
duced Lord Palmerston's appeal to 
the country, yet he expressed his 
entire approval of the vote of cen- 
sure which had been proposed by 
Mr. Cobden, and seconded by Mr. 
Milner G-ibson. At the general 
election tliat ensued, Manchester 
rejected both Mr. Bright and Mr. 
Milner Gibson by larger majorities. 
A few months afterwards, the death 
of Mr. Muntz caused a vacancy in 
the representation of Birmingham; 


the constituency invited Mr. Bright 
to become a candidate ; he was 
elected in Aug. 1857, and has con- 
tinued to represent that borough 
down to the present time. After 
1857 his name was mainly identified 
with a scheme for the reform of the 
electoral representation, by a wide 
I extension of the suOtrage and a 
more equal distribution of fche seats 
with reference to population, and 
alterations in the law of onbiil. 
He was an uncompromising advo- 
cate of the North during the civU 
war in America, and after the close 
of the struggle he renewed the agi- 
tation for reform. He visited Ire- 
land, and he was entertained at a 
banquet in Dublin, Oct. 30, 1806, 
on an invitation signed by upwards 
of 20 Irish Liberal members of 
Parliament. On Kov. 3, 1868, 
he was presented with the free- 
dom of the city of Edinburgh, 
and in the following mouth he 
accepted office under Mr. Gladstone, 
as President of the Board of Trade. 
After being absent from the House 
of Commons for some time in con- 
sequence of severe illness, he was 
compelled to retire from office in 
Doc. 18/0. His health having been 
jjartially restored, he w^as in Aug. 
18/3, appointed to the Chancellor- 
ship of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
succession to Mr. Childers, and he 
hold that post until the Liberals 
went out of office in Feb. 1874. 
When the Liberals returned to 
power in May, 1880, Mr. Bright 
was re-appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. On July 17, 
1883, he announced in the House of 
Commons that he had resigned his 
office and retired from the Cabinet 
because he differed from his col- 
leagues on their policy in Egypt 
which led to the bombardment of 
Alexandria. On the question of 
Home Buie for Ireland, Mr, Bright 
supported the Unionist opposition 
to Gladstone's BiB, and his de- 

nunciations of the measure went 
far to ensure its rejection and the 
subsoqxienlf return of a Unionist 
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majority to Parliament. Mr. Bright 
T7as elected Lord Eector of the 
University of 0-lasgoTr, Nov. 15, 
1880. A collection of his speeches 
on Questions of Public Policy ” was 
published in 2 vols., 1868, 

BBIBHT, The Kev. William, D.U., 
was born at Doncaster, Dec. 14> 
182 1. Prom Rugby School he was 
elected scholar of University Col- 
lege , Oxford, whore ho graduated 
in the first class in classics in 1816. 
The next year he was elected a 
fellow of his college, and gained 
the Johnson Theological Scholar- 
ship and the Ellerton Theological 
Prize, and in 1819 ho proceeded 
M.A, Applying himself to the 
study of divinity, lie was ordained 
deacon in ISIS, and p:i'iest in 1860, 
and in the succeeding year became 
theological tutor in Trinity Col- 
lege, G-leualmond. He returned to 
Ouord in 1859, and was afterwards 
appointed tutor of University Col- 
lege. He was promoted in 1868 
to the Regius Professorship of 
EccleBiastical History, and to the 
canonry of Christ Church, which is 
attached to that chair. The Uni- 
versity conferred upon him the 
degree of D.D. in 1869. Dr.Bright*a 
works are, ''Ancient Collects se- 
lected from various Rituals,^' 1867 j 
"A History of the Church from 
the Edict of Milan to the Council 
of Chalcedon,” 18G0 ; " Select Ser- 
mons of St. Leo on the Incarnation, 
with his 'Tome,' translated with 
notes/' 1862, 1886; "Faith and 
Life ! Readings from Ancient Wri- 
ters/' IBCl; "Hymns and other 
Verses/’ 1866 and 1874; reprints 
of "Eusebius's Ecclesiastical His- 
torjr/* rr Athanasius’s Orations 
against the Arians/’ "Socrates’ 
EcoleBiastioal History," " Select 
Anti-Pelagian Treatises of St. Au- 

g istine," and "St. Athanasius's 
istorical Writings/' with intro- 
ductions, in 1872, 1873, 1878, 1880, 
and 1881 ; " Chapters of Early 
English Church History/' 1878; 
"Later Treatises of St. Athanasius, 
trandated, with notes and appen- 


dix," in the " Library of the 
Fathers," 1881 ; Notes on the 
Canons of the First Four Oeneral 
Councils/' 1882 ; " Private Prayers 
for a Week," 1882 ; " Family 
Prayers for a Week," 1885 j and 
"Iona, and other Verses," 1885. 
In collaboi’ation with the Rev. 
P. G. Meddj M.A., he published, in 
1865, a Latin version of the Book 
of Common Prayer. 

BBISSOR, Eugene Henri, a Frencli 
politician, boim July 3lj 1836, at 
Bourges, the sou of a iu that 

city, studied law in Paris, and en- 
tered the profession in 1859. He 
'wrote for the Temps and the Avenir 
National, and established in 1868, 
in conjunction with MM. Lacour 
and AUnin-Tai’g^, the Jlevue jPoW- 
I tique. As a democratic candidate 
I at the elections in 1860, he was 
I unsuccessful in obtaining a seat in 
the Corps Legislatif, but after the 
Revolution of the 4th Sept., 1870, 
he was appointed Deputy Mayor of 
Paris by the Oovermnent for the 
National Defence. This position 
he resigned on Oct. 3. On Feb. 8, 
1871, he was elected as representa- 
tive of the Seine in the National 
Assembly, and submitted a propo- 
sition of amnesty for all political 
crimes. At the General Elections 
in Feb., 1876, ho was elected for 
the 10th orrondissement of Paris, 
and followed in the now Chamber 
the same political line. He was 
one of the 363 deputies who refused 
a vote of confidence to the Broglie 
Cabinet. At the opening of the 
session of 1879, M. Brisson was 
elected Vice-President, and was 
named President of the Budget 
Commission on Feb, 27 of the same 
year. He succeeded M. Gambotta 
as President of the Chamber Nov. 
3, 1881, and was re-elected in 1883, 
He accepted the o£5.ce of Prime 
Minister on the fall of M. Ferry in 
1885, but was 1 ‘eplaced after a few 
months by M. de Froycinet. 

B B 1 8 T 0 W, Henry William, 
F.R.S., F.G.S., only son of Major- 
Gen. Hem*y Bristow, born in 1817, 
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was oducatcd at Twickeuhaia and 
at icing's College^ JjondoUj where 
in 1810-11 he obtained certidcates 
of honour of the second and third 
years in the department of civil 
engineering and science applied to 
the arts and niaunfactures. lie was 
appointed Assistant Geologist on 
the Ordnance Geological Survey in 
1812 j elected a Follow of the Geo- 
logical Society in 1813} promoted 
to the rank of Geologist on the 
Geological Survey of Great Ba'itain^ 
under the department of Woods^ 
&o. } transferred to the depart- 
ment of Science and Art in 1817 } 
elected a Fellow of the Koyal 
Society in 1862, and an Honorary 
Fellow of King's College, London, 
in 1863 s appointed Examiner in 
Geology and Mineralogy under 
the Council of MiKtary Education, 
Oct., 1805 j promoted to the rank 
of district Surveyor on the Geo- 
logical Survey of England and 
Wales, April, 1807} presented with 
the diploma of the Imperial Geo- 
logical Institute of Vienna, 1870} 
and promoted to the rank of Senior 
Director (Director for England and 
Wales), on the Geological Survey 
of the United Kingdom in Oct., 
1872. He is the author of a Glos- 
sary of Mineralogy," 1861 } Descrip- 
tive Catalogue of the Minerals in 
the Mnseum of King's College, 
London 5 of a portion of a Descrip- 
tive Catalogue of the Eock Speci- 
mens in the Museum of Practical 
Geology, London j of ^'Memoirs on 
the Geology of the Isle of Wight j " 
of “A Memoir on the Geologyof 
pai‘ts of Hants and Berks,” com- 
prised in Map 12 of tlie Geological 
Surveys of a paper on the Lower 
Lias of Glamorganshire, 1867 } and 
is joint author (with Mr. W* Whita- 
ker) of a paper on the Chesil Bank 
of Dorset, 1869 5 various maps, 
sections, and of other publications 
of the Geological Survey. In Feb., 
1880, Mr. Bristow was presented 
by the King of Italy with the dip- 
loma and insignia of Officer of the 
Order of Saints Maurice and La- 


zarus. Mr. Bristow also edited and 
revised the translation of Figuier's 

World before the Deluge,” Gth 
edition, 1869 5 and is the translator 
and editor of L. Simonin's '•'La 
Vie Soutorraino” (‘'Underground 
Life ”) adapted to the present 
state of British mining, 1869. In 
conjunction with Mr. E. Etheridge, 
ho published " British Sedimentary 
and Fodsiliferous Strata,” 1872 5 
and ho has also compiled a "Table 
of British Strata,” showing their 
order of superposition and relative 
thickness. 

BEOABHEEST, Hemy, M.P., son 
of a journeyman stonemason, was 
bom at Littlomore, near Oxford, 
in 1810, imd received some educa- 
tion at a village school there. Ho 
worked as a journeyman stone- 
mason up till the year 1872, when 
he became S{?cretary of the Labour 
Eepresentation League. In 1875 
he was appointed Seca’etary of the 
Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trades Union Congress. He was 
elected member of Parliament for 
Stoke-on-Trent in 1880 s was a 
member of the Eoyal Commission 
on Eeformatories and Industrial 
Schools in 1851-2} served on the 
Eoyal Commission on the Housing 
of the Working Classes in 1881-5 ; 
and at the general election of 
1885 he was returned for the 
Bordesley Division of Bii*niingham. 
In Feb., 1886, he was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for the 
Home Department in Mr. Glad- 
stone's Ministry. At the general 
election of 1886 he successfully 
stood for West Nottingham, He 
took n leading part in the passing 
of the Employers' Liability Act, 
1880, and many other measures 
affecting the industrial classes. 
He is the author of the Leasehold 
Enfranchisement Bill and the 
Sites for Chapels Bill, and during 
the sessions of 1881-5 he had 
charge of the Deceased Wife's 
Sister Bill. 

BEOCE, Thos., A.E.A.3 sculptor, 
was born in 1847, at Worcester, 
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where hia father was a decorator. 
He was educated fir&t at the Uo- 
vornment School of Desijju in that 
city, then came to Loudon and 
studied at the Eoyal Academy, 
where he obtained both silver and 
gold Hedals. He became a pupil 
and afterwards an assistant of the 
late d. H. Foley, the sculptor. 
After Mr. Foley's death he com- 
pleted the numerous works loft un- 
finished by him, the chief of those 
being the 0 'Connell Monument in 
Dublin. Among Mr, Brock’s ideal 
works may be mentioned " Sal- 
macis," Hercules Strangling 
Antficus,'* statuettes of Paris and 
CEnono, .md a Uirge equestrian 
group, " A Moment of Peril,” pur- 
chased for the nation by the Eoyal 
Academy, Among portrait statues 
may be named Itxchard Baxter, 
Eobert E likes. Sir Eoivland Hill, 
Sir Kiehnrd Temple, Sir Erasmus 
“VVilson* and the poet Longfellow 
(the latter for the "Westininster 
Abbey Memorial). Ho Avas elected 
on Associate of tlie Eoyal Academy 
Jan. 16, 1883. 

BBOPEICEi The Hon. George 
Charles, Warden of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, is the second son of 
the late Viscount Midleton, for- 
merly Dean of Exeter, and was 
bom at Castle Kiaing, Norfolic, 
May 5, 1631. He was educated at 
Eton school, and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, taking his degree in 183 1, 
and being elected a Fellow of 
Merton College in 1855. He ob- 
tained Oi double first-class at Ox- 
ford, as well as the English Essay 
Prize and the Arnold Historical 
Prize. He also carried off, in 
183S, the Law Scholarshiii at the 
University nf London, "whei’e he 
took th^ degree of LL.B. He Avas 
called to tho bar from Lincoln's 
Inn in 1859, and for some years 
practised as a barrister on the 
Western circuit. In conjimction 
with Mr. Fremantle, he oclitcd in 
1803 ^‘The Ecclesiastical Judg- 
ments of the Privy Council/' In 
1877 Mr. Brodriek was unanim- 


ously elected by the School Board 
for London to fill a death vacancy, 
being the first member so elected j 
and he long served on the Council 
of the London Society for the Ex- 
tension of University Teaching, 
He took an active i>art in promo- 
ting the University Tests Act, and 
other measures of academical, and 
generally of educational, interest. 
Mr. Brodrick has made several 
imsucccssful attempts to enter the 
House of Commons. He contested 
Woodstook in tho Liberal interest 
in 1868, and again in 187^ ; and he 
stood for Monmouthshire at the 
general election of 1880. In Feb., 
1881, he Avas elected Warden of 
Merton College in the place of the 
late Dr. Buhock-Marsham. Mr. 
Brodrick is known to have contri- 
buted largely, but for the most 
part anonymously, to the daily 
Press and leading periodicals. A 
selection of articles published under 
his own name, togethei’ Avith two 
more elaborate treatises on ‘ ' Primo- 
geuitura ” and Local Qovem- 
ment,” and other occasional essays, 
were re-published in a volume 
entitled '‘Political Studies" in 
1880. In the following year he 
published a work entitled "Eng- 
lish land and English Landlords," 
being an inquiry into the origin, 
structure, and proposed reform of 
the English Land system ; and he 
afterwards discustfed the Irish 
Land question, and the claim of 
Tenant-right for British farmers, 
in tlu'ce articles, which appeared in 
I' mser’s Magazine for 1881 -a. Mr. 
Brodrick is also the author of 
aiticles on " The Progress of 
Democracy in England," and " De- 
mocracy and Socialism," which ap- 
peared in the Mineicenth Cenhtry 
diu'ing 1883 and 1881. His latest 
contribution to literature is a 
volume entitled " Memorials of 
Mexton CoUoge." 

BEOBEIOE, Hon. William St. 
John Fremantle, M.P., eldest son 
of Viscount Midleton, and nephew 
of tho above, was bom in 1856 
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aud educated at Eton and at 
Balliol College^ Oxford. He rc- 
25rGBeutcd West Surrey in the par- 
liament of 1880-85j and after the 
passage of the Kedistrihution ^ct 
sucoes&fully stood for the Guild- 
ford Division of the county, which 
he still represents. In Lord Salis- 
buiy’s second adniinistration, 1880, 
Mr, Brodrick was appointed fi- 
nancial Secretary to the War 
Oiflee, He married Lady Hilda 
Charteris, third daughter of the 
Earl of Wemyss. 

BEOGLZE, Charles Jacques Victor 
Albert, Duo de, eldest son of the 
eminent f I'onch statesman Aohille 
Charles Leonoe Victor, Duo de 
Broglie (who died Jan. 25, 1870), 
was bom in Paris, June 18, 1821. 
He was educated in the tjnivorsity 
of Paris, where, at an early age, lie 
gained a high reputation as a pub- 
licist, and became one of the prin- 
cipal editors of the Coivesjjondcnf, 
in which journal he defended Ca- 
tholic interests and the doctrines of 
moderate constitutional liberalism. 
He was seci'etary of the French 
embassies at Madrid and Borne, 
prior to the revolution of 1848, at 
which period ho retired altogether 
from public life, in consequence of 
his political opinions, until fob., 
1871, when he was elected Deputy 
for the department of the Eure, and 
nominated by M. Thiers’s govern- 
ment French Ambassador in Lon- 
don. While holding this appoint- 
ment he made frequent journeys to 
Paris, and took an active part in 
the debates in the Hatioual As- 
sembly. In March, 1872, he was 
instructed to communicate to the 
English government the denuncia- 
tion of the Treaty of Commerce. 
At this period the Duke, who, it 
may be remarked, entertains en- 
lightened views on commercial 
questions, was accused by the Be- 
publicon party in the Chamber with 
not having shown sufloient reject 
for the form oi government which 
he had undertaken to represent at 
a foreign court. Accordingly the 


Duke, who had accepted a diplo- 
matic .appointment with reluctance, 
asked to be recalled from the Court 
of St. James’s, and his request was 
acceded to. As tho acknowledged 
leader of the Conservative party in 
the National Assembly, he moved 
the oi'der of the day which led to 
thy resignation of M, Thiers and 
the acceptance by Marshal Mac- 
Mabon of the Presidency of the Ee- 
public, April 21, 1873, The Due de 
Broglie now became Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and President of 
the Council ; aud for more than a 
year he directed the policy of the 
neiv government, hut having under- 
taken a project of a new Consti- 
tution, including the establishment 
of a 6i*aud Council or Second 
Chamber, w'hioh was to he invested 
with the power of dissolving the 
Assembly, he was defeated on a 
question of procedime. and resigned 
with his ministry. May 10, 1874. 
At tho elections of Jan. 80, 1870, 
M. de Broglie was elected a 
Senator by the department of the 
Eure ; his tenn of office expired in 
1883. On May 17, 1877, after the 
bloodless coup cVetat called the 
seize JUdi, he succeeded M. Jules 
Simon as President of the Council 
of Ministers, Keeper of the Seals 
and Minister of Justice, which 
posts he i*esigned in December of 
the same year after the elections 
had given a large majority to the 
Eepublican party. As a writer,

•waa elected a member of tbe 
French Academy in 1802, on a 
vacancy being occasioned by tlio 
decease of Father Lacordaire.

Broglie the Grand Cordon of the 
Order of the Osiuanic iu Oct., 
1873. 

BROOKE, The Rev. Stopford 
Augustus, born at Dublin in 1833, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he gained the 
Downe prize and the Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s prize for English verso. 
Ho graduntod B.A. in 1850 and 
M.A. in 185S. Ho was cimato of 
St. Matthew, Marylebone (1857- 
59); cui-ate of Kensington (18G0- 
63) ; minister of St. James’s Chapel, 
York Street, St. James’s Square 
(18GG-75) j and became minister of 
Bedford Chapel, Bloomsbury, June, 
1876. He was appointed a Chaplain 
in Ordinary to ihe <^ueen in 1873. 
Mr. Brooke is the author of '*^Li£6 
and Letters of the late Frederick 
W. Robertson," 18C5j Theology 
in the English Poets,” 1871 j 

Primer of English Literatm-c j " 
and four vols. of " Sermons," 1868- 
77. In 1880 he seceded from the 
Church of England, his reason for 
this step being that he had ceased 
to believe that miracles were 
credible, and that, since the Esta- 
blished Church founded its whole 
scheme of doctrine on the miraolo 
of the Incarnation, disbelief in that 
miracle put him outside the doc- 
trines of the Church. Mr. Brooke, 
however, eontinue's to oiBciate at 
Bedford Chapel. 

BROOKS, The Rev. Phillips, was 
horn at Boston, Massachusetts, Dec. 
13, 1835, and received l^o degree 
of ^ A.B, (Harvard University), 
1855. He studied in the Episcopal 
Theolo^cal Seminary at Ale^au- 
dria^Yiiginia^was or&mcd ijil859. 


and in the same year became rector 
of the Church of the Advent in 
Philadelphia, where he remained 
until 1862, when he was transferred 
to the Church of the Holy Trinity. 
Sinoe 1870 ho has been rector of 
Trinity Church, Boston. ^ Mr. 
Brooks, whoso preaching is as 
highly valued in Loudon as in the 
United States, is regarded ns one 
of the most eloquent of fclie Ameri- 
can clergy, and is frequently chosen 
lu the orator on public occasions. 
In May, 1S8G, ho was elected As- 
sistant Bishop of Pennsylvania, 
but declined the position. He has 
published "Lectures on Proach- 
mg," 1877 J " Sermons," 1878 ; 
"Influence of Jesus," 1879; 
" Candle of the Lord," 1881 j and 
" Sermons Preached in English 
Churches," 1883. 

BROOME, Sir Frederick Napier, 
C.M.G., son of the late Rev. F. 
Bi’oomo, rector of Adderly, Shrop- 
shire, was born in Canada in 1812, 
and emigrated to Canterbury, Hew 
Zealand, in 1867. Visiting Eng- 
land in 186-1, he married Lady 
Barker [q. v.], returned to his 
" sheep station " in How Zealand 
the following year, but in 18G0 
came l:>ack to England. Almost 
immediate^ on his arrival iu 
London, Mr. Hupior Broome was 
employed by the Times, and was for 
flve years one of the special corre- 
spondents of that jornnal, which 
he represented in Russia at the 
marriage of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. He has contrihnted prose 
and verse to tho Cornhill, MacmiU 
Ian, and other magazines, and has 
published two volumes of poetry, 
" Poems from Hew Zealand," 1868, 
and " The Stranger of Scriphos," 
1869. In February, 1875, 3VEr. 
Hapier Broome was appointed 
Colonial Secretary of Hatal, and 
in E’ebruary, 1877, Colonial Secre- 
tary of the Island of Mauritius. 
He was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of the latter colony in 
August, 1880; and Governor of 
Western Austoalia in December, 
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1863. He was nominated a Com* 
panion of the Order of SS, Michael 
and George in 1877« 

BEOEGH, Lionelj comedian^ was 
born at Pontypool, Monmouth- 
BhirOj March 10, 183G, being the 
fourth son of Mr. Barnabas Brough, 
and a younger brother of the well- 
known comic anthors,''TheBrotherB 
Brough.^’ He was educated at the 
Grammar School, Manchester, and 
under Mr. W, Williams, of the 
Priory School, London. His first 
employment was in the humble 
capacity of olfice-boy to Mr. J, 
Timbs, in the Illustrated London 
News office, in Douglas Jerrold^s 
time. Subsequently he published 
the first number of the Daily Tele- 
graph, and for five years he was 
connected with the Morning Star, 
Going toLiverpool with other mem- 
bers of the Savage Club to give 
amateur theatrical performances in 
aid of the Lancashu'e Belief Pund, 
he achieved so decided a histrionic 
success that he was offered a regu- 
lar engagement by Mr. A. Hender- 
son, and accordingly made his first 
professional appearance at the 
Prince of Wales's Theatre at 
Liverpool in 1861. His first ap- 
pearance in London was at t& 
Queen's Theatre in 1867. Since 
that date he has played the prin- 
cipal low-comody characters in 
London and all through the pro- 
vinces. He has represented Tony 
Lumpkin, Bob Acres, Marplot, 
Touchstone, and many other well- 
known characters with great suc- 
cess. Mr. Brough was manager of 
Oovont Garden Theatre for 3VEr. 
Dion Bouoicault during the season 
in (Which Babil and Bijou " was 
produced. Ho afterwards became, 
for a short time, joint lessee of 
the Hovelty Theatre, Great Queen 
Street. 

BEOEGHTOK, Miss Ehoda, a 
popular English novelist, was bom 
Nov. 20th, 1840, and resides at Ox~ ' 
ford. Her principal works ore:-^ j

BEOWN, Pord Madox, a painter, 
by some considered to belong to 
thePre-Eaphaolite school, was bora 
at Calais, of English parents, in 
; 1821. He is grandson of Dr. John 
Brown, of Edinburgh, founder of 
the Brunonian theory of medicine, 
and father of the late Oliver Madox- 
Brown, the author of “Gabriel 
Denver.” Educated on the conti- 
nent, his earlier works bear the im- 
press of its art. It was not till 
1811 that he took a decided step as 
an exhibitor in England by sending 
two cartoons to Westminster Hall. 
In the competition in 18 i5 ho was 
unsuccessful, though Haydon,in his 
Diary, speaks of his fresco as “ the 
finest specimen of that difficult 
method in tho Hall.” Shortly after 
this ho visited Italy. In 1818 ho 
sent his “ Wiclifi reading his Trans- 
lation of the Scriptures" to tho 
Eroe Exhibition, near Hyde Park;, 
where, in 1849, he exhibited “ King 
Lear," one of his most choraoteristic 
works. At tlie Eoval Academy, in 
1861, he produced his large picture 
of “Chaucer at the Court of Edward 
the Third," which had been several 
years in progress. This picture, 
among those selected by Govern- 
ment for the Paris Ezhibitlon of 
1866, received the Livexpool prize 
of in 1868. At the Eoyal Aca<- 
demy, in 1862, was first seen his 
picture of “ Christ washing Peter's 
Peet which received tho Liver- 
pool prize in 1866, and was among 
the Treasures at Manchester in 
1857. After 1852,this artist, though 
exhibiting at times at Liverpool, 
Edinburgh, and other places, did 
not again come before the London 
public till 1865, when he opened an 
exhibition in HocadiBy of 50 pio- 
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turesj and as many cai'toons and 
sketches. Hero for tho first time 
■were seen in the metropolis his pic- 
■fcUTps of ** The Last of England^'^ 

The Autumn Afternoon/' Wil- 
hehuussConquistator/' and “Work/' 
The labt^mentioned was longer in 
hand than any of his other produc- 
tions, and -wafl considered hy the 
painter and his admirers his chief 
work at tlint time. It now hangs 
in the Honohestcr Art Gallery, 
purchased hy the Corporation. 
Since then he has pTOduced “ The 
Coat of Many Colours/' Cordelia's 
Portion/’ '^Elijah and the Widow’s 
Son/’ “Romeo and tTuliet/' “The 
Entombment,” ^'Eon Juan,” and 
“ Jacopo Poscari,” at present in 
different private collections. He 
completed in 1878 a j)ictiu*o of 
“CromweUj” representing the great 
Protector dictating the famous 
protest to the Liiko of Savoy 
against the cruelties that sovereign 
inflicted on the] Vaudois Protes- 
tants. His last oR-pioture of im- 
portance is Wyclif on Trial/' in 
old Bt. Paul’s, a composition in- 
cluding more than a hundred 
figures, intended to be repeated in 
fresco as one of a series ho has 
been engj^ed on for seven years 
in the Manchester Town Hall. 
The subjects already painted are : 
Ist. “The Romans building Man* 
cunium.” 2iid. “ The Baptism of 
Eadwine." 3rd. '^The Es^nlsion 
of the Danes.” 4th. "Introduc- 
tion of Flemish Weavers.” 5th. 
(Unfinished) "Wyclif on Trial,”

BEOWR, Henry Kirke, was horn 
at Xieyden, Maasachusetts, in 1814. 
He the son of a farmer, and 
at eighteen went to Boston, and 
studied portrait -painting. He 
after^rds spent "thi^ee years at 
Cincinnati, where in 1887 his first 
marble bust was executed. By 


the aid of friends he was enabled 
to visit Italy, and after studying 
there for some time, he returned 
to the United States, and settled 
at Brooklyn, where, having many 
oommissiouB for monumental art, 
he made some improvements in the 
casting of bronze. He was made 
an Academician in 1851. Among 
his principal w'orks in marble are 
the statue of “Hope,” the bas- 
reliefs of the “ Hyades ” and 
“Pleiades,” and "The Four Sea- 
sons i '' besides several busts. In 
bronze he has executed a colossal 
statue of De Witt Clinton, “The 
Angel of Retribution,” the colossal 
equestrian statue of "Wasltmgton,” 
in New York, statues of Abi*ahain 
Lincoln, in Now York and Brooklyn, 
and an equosUnon statue of General 
Scott in Washington. He now re- 
sides at Ne'whurg, New Yoik. 

BROWN, John G., figure painter, 
was horn in the north of England, 
Nov. 11, ]831. He began his art- 
studies at the age of eighteen, at 
first at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
afterwards spent a year at the 
Edinburgh Royal Academy. Re- 
moving to America in 1853 he en- 
tered the schools of tho National 
Academy of Design in New York, 
and in 185G opened a studio in 
Brooklyn, where lie remained 
imtii 1860, when he transferred his 
studio to New York City. B!o was 
made an Academician in 18G3, and 
was one of the founders of the 
Water-Colour Society, of which for 
some years he was Vice-President. 
He has twice (in 1880 and in 1885) 
exhibited at the London Royal 
Academy. His principal pictures 
are “Curling in Central Park,” 
“ The Longshoreman's Noon,” 
" Tough Customers,” “ The Thrill- 
ing Moment,” The Passing 
Show,” “ The Dress Parade,” Tho 
Three (Scape) Groces,” “Left his 
Money on flie Piano,” “ The Lost 
Child/' “The Transit of Venus,” 
“Clear the Track I” “The Dog 
Show,” “ A Collection of Antiques,” 
“As Good as New I” “The Old 
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Folta at Home/' "Plotting Mie- 
oluef,” " Under tlie Weather/' 
"The Wounded Playfellow/' "A 
Jolly Lot/' " The Monopolist/' 
"Day Dreams/' "You're a Nice 
Pup/' and "Watching the Clouds," 
A number of his worts have been 
photographed and engraved, 

BROWS’, Robert, Juu.^ P.S.A.j 
born at Bartoii-upon-Huuiber, July 
64 ISIlj is a son of Mr, Robert 
Brown of that to^vn. He was 
educated at Cheltenham College^ 
and is Imown as a writer on archaic 
religion, mythology, and astro- 
nomy. His works aro " Poseidon : 
a Lint between Semite, Hainite, 
and Aryan," 1872; "The Great 
Dionysiak Myth,” 2 vole., 1877 — 8 ; 
"The Religion of Zoroaster, con- 
sidered in connection with Archaic 
Monotheism,” 1879; "The Re- 
ligion and Mythology of the Aryans 
of Northern Europe,” 1880 ; " Lan- 
guage, and Theories of its 
Origin,” 1S81 ; "The Unicorn/' 
1 881 ; " Tho Law of Kosmie 

Order,” 1882; "Eridanus: River 
and Cuustollation/' 1SS3 ; "Tho 
Myth of Kirko,” 1883; "The 
J^haiiio/»e7ia or 'Heavenly Display' 
of Aratos : Done into English 
Verse,” 1885. Mr. Brown is a 
member of the Society of Biblical 
Archaeology, a Pellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries, and has 
contributed to Archccoloffidj the 
Academy, and other publications. 
He is a Solicitor and Registt^ar of 
the County Court at Barton. 

BROWN, Tho Rev. William 
Haig, LL.D,, son of Thomas 
Brown, Esq., horn at Bromley, 
Middlesez, in 1828, was educated 
at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated in high 
honours in 1816, proceeding M.A. 
in 1849, and LL.D, in 1864. Having 
held for some time a f^owship 
and tutorship in his collie and 
an assistant-mastership at Harrow, 
he became in 1857 Head Master of 
tlie Grammar School at ICenelng- 
ton, in connection with King's Cm- 
lege, London, and was elected 


Head Master of Charterhouse 
School in 1863, on the retirement 
of the Rev. R. Elwyn. Under 
Dr. Haig Brown's mastership this 
famous school was moved from its 
old liome in the heart of London 
to the hills above Godolming. In 
1869 Dr. Brown published " Sertum 
Cnrtlmsianum noribus trium seou- 
lorum contextum. Gui'd Gulielmi 
Haig Brown, Schol&e Carthusiana} 
Arehididascali,” and in 1879 a 
history of Charterhouse, called 
" Charterhouse Past and Present.” 

BROWN-SRQITARB, Edward, a 
Ijhysieiaji and physiologist, bom 
in the island of Mauritius, 1818, 
was educated in his native island, 
and in 1838 went to Paris to 
complete his medical studies. In 
1840 he received the degree of 
M.D. from the faculty of the 
Academy of Medicine. He has 
devoted his time since hia gradua- 
tion almost exclusively to an ex- 
tended series of experimental in- 
vestigations on important physio- 
logical topics, such as the con- 
ditions and functions of the 
different constituents of the blood, 
animal heat, the 8 i>inal column 
and its relations to diseases of the 
subject, the muscular system, the 
sympathetic nerves and ganglions, 
and the effect of the removal of 
the supra-rcnal capsiQcs, He h^ 
visited England and the United 
States many times, delivering in 
both countries short courses of 
Iccttires, and instructing private 
classes of physicians in ms dis- 
coveries, He went to the United 
States to reside in 1864, and was 
appointed Professor of the Physio- 
logy and Pathology of the Nervous 
System at Harvard University, 
whore he remained four years. 
Returning to Prance in 1869, he 
was appointed Professor in the 
Ecole de Mddecine at Paris. He 
went hack to the United States in 
1873, began practice in New York, 
and wiih Dr. Seguin commenced 
the publication of Archives of 
Scieniifio and Pra^Heal Medicine, 
U 
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hut eventually returned to Paris, 
where he now lives. Ho has pub- 
lished many essays^ and papers 
givinjj the details of his discoveries, 
and also “Lectiu'cs on Paralysis 
of the Lower Extremities/^ 1872 j 
and Lectures on Functional 
Affections/' 1873. He has received 
several prizes from the French 
Academy of Sciences, and in 1878 
was elected to the chair of medi- 
cine in that body, 

BEOWKE, The Eight Eev. Ed- 
ward Harold, DJ). Cantab., Hon. 
H.C.L. and B.D. of Oxfoi*d, Bishop 
of Winchester, youngest son of the 
late Col, Eobert Browne of Morion 
House, Bucks, born in 1811, was 
educated at Eton, and at Em- 
manuel College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated as wrangler in 1832, 
obtained the Crosse Theological 
Scholarship in 1833, the first He- 
brew Scholarship in 183-1, and the 
Korrisian Prize for a theological 
essay in 1835. He became fellow 
and tutor of hia college; after- 
wards incumbent of St. James’s; 
and of St. SidwelVs, Exeter, in 
1811 ; was Vice-Principal and 
Professor of Hebrew at Bt. David’s 
College, Lampeter, from 1843 to 
1819, when he was appointed Vicar 
of Kenwyn, Comwail, and Pre- 
bendary of Exeter. The vicarage 
of Kenwyn he resigned for that of 
Heavilree, Devemshire, in 1857. 
In 1854 he was elected Horrisian 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, and in 1857 
Canon Eesidontiary of Exeter 
Cathedral, when ho resigned the 
living of Heavitree. EEe tvas con- 
secrated Bishop of Ely in March, 
1864. After the death of Bishop 
Wilberforce he was, in Angnst, 
1873, translated to ttie see of Win- 
chester, and appointed prelate of 
the Order of uio Garter, Bishop 
Browne has taken a warm interest 
in the " Old Catholic ” movement 
in Germany, and attended the Con- 
gress of ** Old Catholics ” held at 
Colo^e, in Sept. 1872, and at Bonne 
itt 1874. He was Ohainuan of the 


Committee employed on tlie He- 
vision of the Translation of the 
Bible, 0 .T. He published in 1850 — 
53 an Exposition of the Thirty- 
nine Articles,” in two volumes, since 
reprinted in one vol. Svo (12th 
edition, 1882), and ic-odited for 
the use of the Ameiioan Church by 
Bishop William, of Middletown, 
Connecticut ; three volumes of 
sermons preached before the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, one On the 
Atonement and other Subjects,” 
in 1859 ; the second on “ Messiah 
as Foretold and Expected,” in 
1862; the third in 1872; and a 
volume on the "Pentateuch and 
Elohistic Psalms, in reply to Dr. 
Colenso,” in 1863. Bishop Browne 
is the author of articles in " Aids 
to Faith/' in " Smith’s Dictionary 
of the Bible,” and in the '' Speaker’s 
Commentary ; ” and of various ser- 
mons, pamphlets, and charges. 

BEOWKE, The Eev, George For- 
rest, B.D., son of George Browne, 
Proctor of the Ecclesiastical Court 
of York, and Anne, daughter of Eev. 
E. Forrest, Precentor of York Min- 
ster, was bom at York, Dec. 4, 
1833, and educated at St. Peter’s 
School, York, and Catharine Hall, 
Cambridge; graduating in 1856. 
He was Matliematical Master at 
Glenalmond, 1857 ; ordained Dea- 
con, 1858; Priest, 1859, bjr the 
Bishop of Oxford; and appointed 
Theological Tutor and Bell Lec- 
tm'er in Ecclesiastical History in 
the Episcopal Church of Scotland, 
1862 ; Fellow and Lecturer of St. 
Catbarine’s, Cambridge, 1863. He 
vacated his Fellowshzx} on his mar- 
riage with Mary Louisa, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. Stewart Eichard- 
Bon, Bart., of Piifom* Castle, Peith- 
shira, and was rector of Ashley, 
1869-74; Proctor of the Univer- 
sity, 1869-71, 1876-8, 1879-81 ; 
Secretory of the University Com- 
mission, 1877-81; member of the 
Council of the Senate, 1874-8 j 
and, since 1680, member of the 
General Board of Studies, and of 
various Boards and Syndicates. 
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Ho Liia been IBoci'etary of tlio Ctun- 
' bridge Loeiil Examiuatioua since 
1SG9, and of Local Lectures since 
1877, and editoi* of the official 
University Reporter, Statiita, Ordi- 
nanees, JSndowmenh, &o. Ho bas 
been ITniveraity I’reaoher on vari- 
ous occasions, Magistrate for the 
Borough of Cambridge, and is a 
member of the Governing Body of 
Solwyn College. As a member of 
the Alpine Club, Mr. Broome pub- 
lished various papers on Alpine 
expeditions in the Couihill Maga-^ 
nine, on " Subterranean Ice,^* in 
Fwser, &c.» and a book on ** The 
Ice Caves of France and Svdtzor- 
land/' ISC-I. He published “ Uni- 
versity Sermons,” in 1870 and 18S0 j 
" The Venei’ablo Bede,” 1880 j 
and since 1881 has published a 
number of papers on '^English 
Sculptured Stones of pre-Norman 
Type.” Mr. Browne’s chief claim 
to public notice lies in his work as 
the principal organiser of the 
highly successful Cambridge Local 
Examinations. 

BEOWNE, Sir Thomas Gore, 
K.C.M.O., son of Eobert Browne, 
Esq., of Morton House, Bucks, and 
brother of the Bishop of Win- 
chester, was bom in 1807. Enter- 
ing the army at sixteen, he served 
for many years with the 28th regi- 
ment, acted as aide-de-camp to Loi*d 
Nugent, Lord High Commissioner 
of the Ionian Islands, and was for 
some time Colonial Secretai’y. In 
1830 Major Gore Browne exchanged 
into the 41st regiment, and served 
during the occupation of Afghanis- 
tan. After the massacre of our 
troops at the Khyber pass, the 4l8t 
joined Gen. England, and advanced 
to the rescue of Gen. Nott and his 
troops. During that war. Major 
Browne held the command of the 
4l8t, and also commanded the re- 
serve at the disastrous battle of 
Hykulzie, and, by forming a square 
when the van of the army hod been 
broken, was enabled to ropulse the 
enemy, and cover the retreat. He 
held the command of his regiment 
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at the battles r»f Oaiidaluiv, Gliuz- 
noe, Cabul, and during the march 
through the Khyber pass, where be 
commiiuded the rear, and under 
Gen. M’GaskcU at the storming of 
the hill fort at IstalifP, tho most 
daring action during the war. 
Major Gore Brmvno’s gallantry and 
humanity were praised in the gene- 
ral's despatches, which were quoted 
in l)oth Houses of Parliament, and 
for his services he obtained a liou- 
tennnt-oolonelcy, and was made a 
O.B. On Ms return with his regi- 
ment from India he exchanged 
into the 21st, which he commanded 
until made Governor of St. Helena, 
in 1851, From St. Helena he went, 
in 185 1, to New Zealand. On the 
breaking out of the Maori war, in 
the last year of his government. 
Colonel Gore Browne showed a 
vigour whieh was denounced by 
some persons, but which was essen- 
tial in resisting the land league, 
and the Maori king movement. In 
1801 Colonel Browne, having com- 
pleted Ills term of office, was suc- 
ceeded in the government of New 
Zealand by Sir George Grey, and 
lie himself succeeded Sir Henry 
Young as Governor of Tasmania. 
He resigned the last-mentioned 
office in Jan., 18G0, when he was 
created a Knight Commander of 
tho Order of SS. Michael and 
George. Sir Thomas was ap- 
pointed Governor of Bermuda in 
July, 1870, and resigned that post 
in 1872. 

BBOWNE, The Venerable Bobert 
William, M.A., Ph.B., F.G.S., the 
eldest sou of William Browne, 
Esq., of Konnington, Surrey, bom 
Nov. 12, 1809 j was educated at 
Merchant Taylors’ Sohool, whence 
he was elected Scholar and Fellow 
of St. John’s College, Oxford, and 
graduated B.A. in 1831, taking 
double first-class honours. Having 
been tutor of his coEoge, curate of 
St. Michael’s, and select preacher 
in the University, he was ap- 
pointed, in 1835, to the Professor- 
ship of Classical Literature In 
u 2 
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Collego, London j Jiud in 
183G to the Assistant Preachorship 
of Lincoln's Inn, In 1813 he was 
made CJiaplain to tho Bishoj) of 
Lichfield, j in 1841, Senior Chaidain 
to the Forces in London ; in 18^J 5, 
a Pre]>eudary of St. Paul's; in 
l854i Bxanuniiig Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Bath and "W ells ; in 1800, 
Archdeacon of Bath, and Sector of 
’Weston-inper-RIaro ; and in 1803, 
Canon of Wells. Ho resigned the 
rectory of 'Westoii-supei'-Mare in 
1870, in which year he wns elected 
an honorary Fellow of King's Col- 
lege, Lc>udon. Archdeacon Broome 
is the anfchoi' of '^Histories of 
Greece and Homo” in Glcig's 
School Series, and of two ehihorate 
"Histories of Greek and Bonuin 
Literature,'' for wliich the degree 
of Ph.B. was conferred vij>ou. him 
by the TTniversity of Heidelberg. 
Be translated the Ethics of Aris- 
totle, mth an introdiictoiy essay 
and notes> for Bohn's Classical 
Beries, and is the author of several 
smaller works and sermons. Ho is 
married to the eldest daughter of 
the late Ecv. Sir Charles Hardingo, 
Bart., niece of the late Viscount 
Hardinge, G.C.B. 

BBOWNE, WiUiam Alexander 
Francis, LL.D., formerly Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society, Edinburgh, 
aud various other societies, was 
bom near Stirling, in 1805, and 
studied medicine, with specialref er- 
ence to mental diseases, in Edin- 
burgh, France, and Germany. In 
lS3i> ho was appointed physician to 
the Montrose Lunatic Asylum; aud, 
four years af teiwords, to tho Eoyal 
Crichton Institution, Dumfries, 
which appointment he held till 
1857, when the Government mode 
him a Commissioner in Lunacy for 
Scotland. Br. Browne advocated 
the non-restroint system, and his 
■work? What Asylums were, are, 
and ought to be," contributed 
largely to the reformation in the 
hospital treatment of tho insane. 
His Annual Beportsof the Eoyal 
Crichton Institution, his advocacy 


of the greatest iiosaiblo liberty to 
the insano that could bo consistent 
with safety, and his varied illus- 
trations of treatment by out-door 
amusements, concerts, Ac., had a 
great effect in convincing Ihe pub- 
lic of the expediency of employing 
kindness and moral infiuenoes in the 
treatment of lunatics. He was tho 
first person in this country to give a 
systematic course of lectures on in- 
sanity, and his numerous writings 
and essays have had a marked infln- 
ence upon the study of psychology 
as a branrli of medical science. He 
Avas ( 1807) President of the Medico- 
Pfl 3 ’’chological A.ssociation ; and in 
the same year he delivered n course 
of Lectures on Mental Diseases in 
Edinburgh University during the 
illness of Professor Laycock. In 
1870 he resigned thoCominissioner- 
sliip in Lunacy, in consequence of 
impairment of vision. He is now 
again connected with tho Crichton 
Institution ns Psychological Con- 
sultant. 

BEOWNIEO, Bobertf poet and 
dramaUst, was born in 1812, at 
CamberweUj Sorrey, and educated 
at the University of Loudon. POls 
father's family being dissenters, 
his mind was trained and his 
character formed under influences 
less peculiarly English than those 
to which youths are exposed in the 
great public schools and Univer- 
sities. At tho age of twenty he 
went to Italy, and during his resi- 
dence in that country he diligently 
studied its mediieval history, and 
became acquainted with the life of 
the people. His first published 
attempt in poetry was " Pauline," 
a tale in verse, to which was ap- 
pended ''Paracelsus" (1836), a 
dramatic poem'^dramatic in form, 
at least — ^in which the principal 
character is the celebrated empiric 
aud alchymist of the sbeteenth cen- 
tury. This work did not attract 
general attention; but amongthe 
discerning few it was welcomed as 
the production of a truly originiil 
mind, rich in performances, and 
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richer still in iiromiae. In 1837 
Mr. Browning’s tragedy of Straf- 
ford” was iiroaoiited on the stage 
in London, but it met with very 
moderate success, in spito of Ha- 
cready’s maaterly iieraonification of 
the hero. In 1810 Mr. Browning 
published ** Sordollo/’ a poem, the 
subject of which was drawn from 
the supposed life of the Provenejai 
poet, mentioned in the sixth canto 
of Dante’s ” Purgatorio.” The 
public pronounced this work to be 
nn unintelligible rhapsody, and the 
author liimself omitted ** Sordello" 
from the edition of his collected 
poems. Between 1812 and 18iC 
there appeared from his pen several 
successive numbers of a collection 
of dramatic and lyric poems, to 
which he gave the title of ** Bells 
and Pomegranates." Among theso 
was a tragedy of striking poetical 
power, called Blot on the 
8 cutcheon," which was produced at 
l>riiry Lano Thf^tve in hut 
without marked success. Another 
2 >lay of his, ‘'The Dnehoss of 
Oleves,” was subsequently brought 
i>ut at the Haymarket, Miss Cush- 
man personating the horoine. In 
Nov. IfilU, Mr. Browning married 
Miss Elizabeth Ban*ett, the dis- 
tinguished poet (who died in 1801), 
and after his marriage ho resided 
for some years in Italy, cliiefiy at 
Florence, making occasional visits 
to Franco and England. In 18 10 his 
collected poems were x>ablished in 
two vols. in London, and reprinted 
in the United States. His “ Christ- 
mas Eve and Easter Day " (1850). 
a poem embodying hie impres- 
sions of the religious and spiritual 
aspects of the age, was followed by 
a collection of poems, entitled 
" Men and Women” (1835), one of 
tho most powerful of Ms works. In 
addition to the above works, Mr. 
Browning has published "King 
Victor and King Charles j” Dra- 1 
matic Lyrics "Botum of the 
Druses j ” " Colombe’s Birthday j ” 
" Dramatic Eomonces ; ” " The 

SouVs Errand j" a new volume of 


Poems (1804) j " The Bing and 
the Book," 4 vols. j " Balansfcion'e 
Adventure, including a Transcrip- 
tionfrom Euripides,” 18715 " Prince 
Hohenstiel-Sohwangan, Savioiir of 
Society,” 1871; "Fitine at tho 
Fair,” 1872 5 " Bed Cotton Night- 
cap Country j or, Txu’f and Towers," 
1873; and "Aristophanes’Apology,” 
including a Transcript from Euri- 
pides, being " Tho Last Adventure 
of Balaustion,” 1875; '‘The Aga- 
memnon of iEschylus, transcribed,” 
1877 ; La Saisioz : the Two Poets 
of Croisic,”1878; " Dramatic Idyls,” 
1879; and” Joco-Seria,” 1883. Mr. 
Browning has specially cultivated 
the arts of music and painting, 
witli the history of both of which 
he is minutely and widely ac- 
quainted. The honorary degree of 
D.C.L. was conferred upon mm by 
the University of Oxford in 1882, 
The "Browning Society,” estab- 
lished in London, held its first 
meeting Oct. <28, J^l, According 
to its programme, " This Society is 
founded to gatlior together some, 
at least, of tho many admirers of 
Bobert Browming, for the study 
and discussion of his works, and 
the i>ublication of Papers on them, 
and extracts from works illustrat- 
iug them. The Society wiU also 
eueourage the formation of Brown- 
ing Beading-Clubs, the acting of 
Browning’s dramas by amateur 
companies, the writing of a Brown- 
ing Primex*, the compilation of a 
Browning Concordance or Lexicon, 
and, genorally, the extension of the 
study and influence of the poet,” 
The second edition, enlarged, of 
"A Bibliography of !^bert Brown- 
ing, from 1833 to 1881,” compiled 
by Mr. Fredeiiok J. Fumivall^was 
published in London, 1882. 

BBtrCE, The Bev. John ColHng- 
wood> LL.D., D.C.L., F.S.A., bom 
at Newcflstle in 1803, was educated 
at his father’s school, at Mill Hill 
Crammar School, and at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow. In 1826 he 
took the degree of M.A., and be- 
came LL.D. in 1858. In 1882 he re- 
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ceivod tliQ degree of D.O.L. from 
the University of Dui'ham, 'J'hough 
educated for the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church, ho did not 
enter orders, but joined his father 
in the management of his school. 
His father dying shortly after- 
wards, he conducted it on his oto 
responsibility until the year 1858, 
wJien he retired into private life. 
During the year 1881 he held the 
office of "Moderator” or Presi- 
dent of the Presbyterian Church 
of England. He has Avritten "A 
Handbook of Englisli History,” 
Avhich has gone through four edi- 
tions. AH the recent edilzons of 
the "Introduction to Geography 
and Astronomy,” of Avhich his 
father was the principal author, 
Avere prepared by him. In 1831 
ho published an historical and de- 
scriptive account of the "Koiuan 
Wall,” in tholforth of England, 
a thii'd edition of which appeared 
in 1800. Dr. Bruce, in 1850, pub- 
lished " The Bayeiiux Tapestry 
Elucidated,” containing a copy, on 
a reduced scale, of the entire tapes- 
try. More recently he has pub- 
lished "A Handbook to Newcastle,” 
and a " Handbook for the use of 
Pilgrims to the Homan W all, Avhich 
has gone through three editions. 
He lias edited for the Society of 
Antiquaries of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne the ” Lapidarium Septen- 
trionale,*^ a work in folio, Avhich 
contains an account of all tho 
monuments of Homan rule found 
in the North of England. This 
book Avas undertaken at the re- 
quest of tho late Algernon, fourth 
Duke of Northumberland, and is 
profusely illustrated by the libe- 
rality of that nobleman and others. 

BBITCH, Dfax, musical composer, 
bom at Cologne, Jan. G, 1888, re- 
ceived his first musical insti’uction 
from his mother (nie Ahnenruder). 
who was a highly esteemed teacher 
of music, and who often in her 
you]^ days sang at the Rhenish 
mnaical festivals. At the age of 
eleven Bruch, then a pupil of Karl 


Breidenstein, attempted composi- 
tions on a large scale, and at the 
age of fourteen he had already 
brought out a Symphony at Co- 
logne, Prom 1853 to 1857 he held 
tho Mozart scholarship at Cologne, 
and in that capacity he was a 
special pxxpil of Perdinaiid Hiller 
in tho theory of music and com- 
position ; and of Karl Reiueoke 
{till 1854), and of Ferdinand Breun- 
nuug in playing the piano. After 
a short stay in Leipzig, ho resided 
froml858to 18G1 as mnsical teacher 
at Cologne, and Avas very assiduous 
in composing. On the death of his 
father, in 1801, he set out on an 
extensive tour of study, Avhich 
after brief stays at Berlin, Leip- 
zig, Vienna, Dresden, and Munich, 
ended at MannhGim,whcrG his opera 
" Lorelei ” (after the text Avritten 
by Geibel for Mendelssohn) Avas 
produced in 18G3. At Mannheim 
also, between 18G2 and 1801, he 
wrote the chorus-works, " Pritli- 
jof " Komischor Triumphgesang,” 
"■ Q esang der heiligon drei Kdnigo,” 
and " Fluchtder lieiligenPamilie.” 
In 186 1-63 he was again on his tra- 
vels, visiting Ilamhurg, Hanover, 
Drosden,BroBlau,Mnnich,Brusscl8, 
and Paris, Then ho brought out 
his "Prithjof ” with extraordinary 
success at Aix-la-Cliapelle, Leipzig, 
and Vienna. Prom 1805 to 1807 
he was musical director at Coblonz, 
and from 18G7 to 1870 director of 
the court choir at Sondershauson. 
At Cohlentz he Avrote, among other 
things, his well-known first con- 
certo for the violin, and at Sondors- 
hausen two symphonies and por- 
tions of a Mass. The opera " 3@[or- 
mione,” which was produced in 
1872 at Berlin, where Bruch resided 
from 1871 to 1873, hadonly a s«cc5s 
d'estime. The chorus '' Odysseus” 
likendse hcloongB to tbe period of 
the composer’s residence at Berlin. 
After he had been five years (1873- 
78) at Bonn, devoting his time ex- 
clusively to composii^ "Arminius,’’^ 
“ Tho Song of the Bell,” and his 
> second concerto for the violin, and 
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after he had paid two visits to this 
country for the purpose of pro- 
ducing some of hia works, he be- 
came, in 1878, on the resignation 
of Hockhansen, Director of Stern's 
Singing Academy at Berlin ; and in 
1880 he was nominated to succeed 
Sir Julius Benedict as Director of 
the Philharmonic Society at Liver- 
pool. In 1881 he mariied the 
vocalist. Kiss Tuezek, of Berlin. 
In 18S3 it was announced that he 
intended to leave Liveipool and to 
go to Breslau as Director of the 
Slusic there. Undoubtedly Bruch 
is one of the most celebrated of 
modem Q-ermiin composers, and in 
the composii ion of choruses he 
ranks next to Bnohms. His great 
works for mixed choruses, solos 
and orchestra, ‘^'Odysseua,'* ‘^‘’Arnu- 
nius,'* and the '* Song of the Bell,'* 
as well as those for a male choir, 

Prithjof Salamis,^' and " H'or- 
mannenzug,” are the chief pro- 
ductions of this composer. His 
first concerto for the violin is highly 
prized by all players of that instru- 
ment. 

BEUGSCH, Heinrich Karl, Ph.D., 
a distinguished philologist and 
Egyptologist, who by his researches 
on the subject of hieroglyphics has 
attained a European celebrity. He 
was born at Berlin, Eeb. IB, 1827, 
and before leaving the G-ymnasium 
evinced his fondness for Egypto- 
logiool studies by a Latin treatise 
on the Demotic writing, 18X7. His 
early piiblications procured for him 
the patronage of King Frederick 
William IV., under whose auspices 
ho studied the monuments of Egyp- 
tian antiquity in the museums of I 
Paris, London, Tmdn, and Leyden. 
In 1853 he made his first visit to 
Egypt, and was present at some 
of the important excavations con- 
ducted under the supervision of the 
French archseologist, K. Kanette. 
Eetuming to Berlin, he was ap- 
pointed Keeper of the Egyptian 
Museum there in 1854. In 1860 
he accompanied jBaronMinutoli on 
hia embassy to Persia, and after 


the death of the Baron ho himself 
assumed the direction of the em- 
bassy. Subsequently ho was ap- 
pointed Ordinary Professor of 
Oriental Languages in the Univer- 
sity of Gottingen ; and in 1863 
ordinary public Professor in the 
Philosophical Faculty of the same 
university. In Sept., 1860, Pro- 
fessor Brugseh returned to Egypt 
and succeeded M. Marictte as 
Keeper of the Egyptian collections 
at Boulak. He received the title 
of Bey and afterwards that of 
Pasha. In Sept. 1881, he left 
Egypt in order to give a course 
of lectures upon Egyptology at 
the University of Berlin. The 
Professor has published a “ History 
of Egypt;” a “Demotic Gram- 
mar ; " a "Demotic and Hierogly- 
phic DictionaoT^ j ” '^Materials for 
the Eeconstruetion of the Calendar 
of the Ancient Egyptians ; " "In- 
vestigations concerning the Old 
Egyijtian Bi-lingual Monuments 

Eecucll do JVtonumens Egyptiena 
dessines but les lioux,” 4 vols. ; 
" Ehind’a Two Hieratic and Demo- 
tic Bi-liugual papyri translated 
and published;” “The Geogra- 
phical Inscriptions of the Old 
Egyptian Monuments,” 4 vols. ; 
" Eeiaeborichte ans Egypton,” 
written during a journey under- 
taken in 1833 and 1851; "Eoise- 
berichto aus dem Orient ; ” “ J our- 
ney to Asia Minor and the Penin- 
sula of Sinai ; ” and numerous other 
learned works on the language, 
literature, and antiquities of 
Egypt. He took a leading part 
in tho International Congress of 
Orientalists held in London in 
Sept. 1871. An English transla- 
tion of his "History of Egypt 
under the Pharaohs, derived en- 
tirely from the Monumonts,” was 
published in London, in 1879. 

BKHlSriEES, Sir James, F.E.S.E., 
Past President of the Inatitntioii 
of Civil Engineers, was bom at 
Kelso, Eoxburghshire, in 1816,. and 
received his early education there 
and in Edinburgh. In the latter 
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town he hfiil coJisiderahle i>racti( 2 o 
as a surveyor under the late Mr. 
Alexander Adie, and in 1838 be- 
came assistant engineer to him on 
the Bolton and Preston Railway, 
one of the first lines constructed in 
this country, h'rom 18 J 1 to 1830 
ho carried out the extensive works 
of the Lancashire and Yorkshire 
Railway system, with Sir John 
Hawksliaw ns chief engineer. In 
1850 he was engaged on the con- 
struction of the Londonderry and 
Coleraine Railway, and in 1852 
undertook the difficult works of 
the TJlverston and Lancaster Rail- 
way across Morccamho Bay. Since 
that date he has been actively en- 
gaged in engineering work botli at 
home and abi'oad, and has also liad 
a considerable practice as arbitra- 
tor in the settlement of disjjuted 
contracts, &c. The following are 
a few of the works, in addition to 
those ah*eady mentioned, candod 
out by him at home. The Solway 
Junction Railway, which has on it 
a viaduct a mile and a quarter long 
across the Solway Eirth, the Clifton 
Extension Railway, the Mersey 
Tunnel Railway, opened in January, 
188U, and of which he was senior 
engineer; the Avonmouth, King’s 
Lynn, and 'Whitehaven Docks, be- 
sides several piers and jetties on 
diffeiciit parts of the coast. Ho is 
also associalod with Sir John Hawk- 
sliftw as joint engineer of the pi’O- 

? osod Channel Thmnel Railway. 

[f; has twice vi.siti^d Brazil, and 
ciu-ried out there the well-known 
Sao Panlo Railway, the Minas and 
Rio Railway, and the Porto Alegre 
Railway, and has received from the 
Emperor the decoration of the 
Order of the Bose, lie has also 
constructed the Central Uruguay 
and Bolivar Railway, and other 
works of importance abroad. In 
May, 1886, Sir James Brunlees re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood 
from the Queen at Windsor, 
BERNTOK, Thomas Lauder, M.D., 
F.R.S., was horn in Roxburghshire 
in 18 and educated atEdlnburgh 


University, where he graduated 
M.D, and D.Sc., obtaining honours 
aud ti gold medal for his thesis 
"On Digitalis," and the Baxter 
Scholarship on Natural Science. 
In 18G7 he made some observations 
on the j)athology of angina pec- 
toris, which, together Avith the 
knowledge he possessed of the 
pliysiological action of nitrite of 
amyl, led him to the successful 
application of the drug to the 
treatment of the disease. This 
application affords one of the 
earliest and best marked instances 
of rational as distinguished from 
empiricnl therapeutics . After 
spending about three years in 
foreign travel and study, ho Avas 
appointed leeiuror on Maloiun 
Medica at the Middlesex Hospital, 
London, in 1870, and in the follow- 
ing year he Avas appointed to St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital. In 1871 
he was elected a Eellow of the 
Royal Society. Tn 18SG ho was 
appointed a member of the com- 
mission to report upon the treat- 
ment of hydrophobia, and Avent to 
Paris to examine Pasteur’s system. 
He Aviote the section on Digestion, 
Secretion and Animal Chemistry 
in Sanderson’s Handbook for the 
Physiological Laboratory. In con- 
junction Avitli Sir Jo.«>eph Eayrer 
he investigated the action of snake 
poison, and discovered that life 
could bo greatly prolonged, though 
not ultimately saved, by the use of 
artificial I'c.siiiratiuu. His work 
lias been chictly directed to ascer- 
taining the action of drugs with a 
vieAv to their application in disease, 
and he has imblished, alone or in 
conjunction with others, numerous 
papers on this subject, as well as a 
text-hook in which he has treated 
the action of drugs from a physio- 
logical point of view. 

BETGE, James, M.P., son of 
James Bryce, LL.D., of Glasgow, 
and Margaret, eldest datighter of 
James Young, Esq., of Ahbeyvillo. 
CO. Antrim, was bom at Belfast, 
May 10th, 1838, and educated at 
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the Higli School and University of 
Glnsgo-vr, and at Trinity College, 
Oicford (of which Jxc was a scholar), 
graduating B.A., 1802, -with a 
douhlc first class. He obtained 
Viirious University prizes, and pro- 
ceeded to study for a time at 
Heidelberg. Ho was elected Pel- 
low of Oriel College, Oxford, iaC2, 
iind became a l^arrister at Lincoln's 
Inn in 1807, in^actising for some 
years. In 18/0 ho was appointed 
jKegius Professor of Civil Law in 
Oxford Univoraity, and in 1880 
was elected Liberal member for the 
Tower Hamlets. He was ussistaut- 
Commissioncr to the Schools In- ! 
iluiry Commission, 1RG5-G, and in 
1S->1 served on the liojml Commis- 
sion on the Medical Acts. In 1883 
he was elected member for South 
Aberdeen, and wjis apjjointed Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in Mr. Gladstone's Govern- 
ment. He was one of the chief 
supporters of the Home Rule Bill, 
and after the dissolution was re- 
turned unopposed for South Aber- 
deen in 1880. During his parlia- 
mentary career Mr. Bryce lias 
taken a bpecial interest in the 
Eastern (Question, in the question 
of Preserving Common Bights, and 
University llcform ; and he has 
carried acts for the Reform of City 
Parochial Charities and for the 
amendment of tlioLawof Guardian- 
ship (known as the “Infants' Bill ”) .

He has been active 
on various political and social sub- 
jects, such as Abolition ot Uni- 
versity Tests, Eastern Question, 
Preservation of Commons and 
Open Spaces, City of London 
Parochial Charities (carried Act 
for their reform 1883), Amendment 
of the Law of Guardijuiship for 
the benefit of Mothers, and Uni- 
versity Reform. 

BUCHANAN, Robert Williams, 
writer in verso and prose, born 
Aug. 18H, was educated at the 
High School and the University of 
Glasgow. His first work, "Under- 
tones," appeared in 1800, and was 
followodby “Idyls and Legends of 
Inverburn " in 1863, and " London 
Poems" in 1800. Mr, Buchanan 
edited "Wayside Posies,” and trans- 
lated the Danish Ballads in 1806. 
His later woi'ks oi'e " North Coast 
Poems," 1807 ; " Napoleon Fallen : 
a Lyrical Drama,” 1871 ; " The Land 
of Lome ; including tlie cruise of 
the Trr/i to the outer Hebrides," 
1871 5 " The Drama of TCings,” 1871 s 
" The Fleshly School of Poetry," an 
attack on the poems of Mr. D. G. 
Rossetti and Mr. Swinburne, 1872 j 
and "Master Spirits," 1873, Many 
years ago, his tragedy of "The 
witohfindcT" was }>rought out at 
Sadler's Wells Tlioatre; and a 
comedy by him, in three acts, enti- 
tled “JL Madcap Prince,” was acted 
at the Haymarket in Aug. 1871, He 
hastilso contributed to the stage "A 
Nine Days' Queen,” in which hia 
sister-in-law. Miss Harriett Jay, 
the novelist, first appeared os an 
actress 5 and dramatic versions of

His novel, 
"Love me for ever/* appeared in 
1888, and his comedy, ''Lady 
Clare,” was broutrlit out at the 
Globe Theatre on April 11th in the 
same year. " Alone in London," a 
di’ama written in conjunction vith 
Miss Harriet Jay, was produced at 
the Olympic, November 2, 1885, 
and '^Sophia," an adaptation of 
Fielding’s ”Tom Jones,” at the 
Vaudeville on April 12, 1886. Mx\ 
Buchanan lias been for many years 
closely coainected with the Oon- 
iem^orary RevieiVi in which publica- 
tion many of his poems and e&bays 
have first appeared, 

BBCHNEE, Friedrich Karl Chris- 
tian Ludwig, a German philo- 
sopher, born at Darmstadt, March 
20, 182 if, is the son of a distinguished 
physician in that town. After a 
preliminary education, he was sent 
in 1843 to the University of Gies- 
sen, where he studied pliilosophy, 
though he subsoijuently turned his 
attention to medicine at Strasburg, 
in compliance with the -wishes of hia 
family. He took hia doctor's de- 
gree atGiosben in 1818, and then 
continued his studies in the nniver- 
sities of Wtirzburg and Vienna. 
After practising medicine for some 
time in liis native place, he settled 
at Ttihingen, as a private lecturer, 
being also appointed Assistant 
Clinical Professor. He was de- 
l>rived of this position, however, by 
the authorities, in consequence of 
the philosophical doctrines pro- 
pounded in his famous hook on 
"Force and Matter/' 1866. He 
thereupon returned to Darmstadt, 
andresumed practice as aphysician. 
In -the work referred to — ^which is 
entitled in German "Kraft und 
Stoff” (Frankfort, 18655 8tli edi- 


tion, 1861), and which has been 
translated into most European 
languages — Dr. Buchner explains 
the principles of his system of 
philosophy, which, he contends, is 
in harmony with tlio discoveries of 
modem science. Ho insists on the 
eternity of matter, the immortality 
of force, tho imivcrsal simultano- 
ou,snoss of light and life, and the 
infinity of forms of being in time 
and space. Dr. Buchner has fur- 
ther explained his system in " Na- 
ture and Spirit" ("Natur und 
Goiat"), 3rded., 1876 j "Physiolo- 
gical Sketches" ("Phys. Bilder 
2ud ed., 1875; and "Nature and 
Science” ("Natur und Wissen- 
Bchaft”), Brd ed., 1874; '‘Man, 
and his Place in Nature,” 2nd ed., 
18725 "Tho Intellectual Life of 
Animals," 3rd ed., 1880, and 
several o-tlier works. He has also 
contributed to periodical publica- 
tions various treatises on physio- 
logy, pathology, and medical juris- 
prudence. 

BUCK, Dudley, American musical 
composer, was bom at Hartford, 
Connecticut, March 10, 1880. Hia 
parents intended that he should 
enter morcantile life, hut he showed 
from his om‘liest years such a de- 
cided musical taste that the plan 
was abandoned, and in 1858 he 
went to Europe for a thorough 
musical education.

M. Builet took his scat in 
the Bight Centre, and soon assumed 
an attitude of marked hostility 
towards M. Thiers. On April 4, 
1870, ho was elected President of 
the National Assembly in the place 
of M, Gi^vy, resigned; and he was 
re-elected to that office Hay 13, 
1874. He was again elected, and 
for the last tiino, to the same office, 
March 1, 1875, although at that 
date he was officially engaged in 
the formation of a new cabinet to 
replace the Ohahand-Latour Minis- 
try. On March 10, 1673, M. Buffet 
was appointed Vice-President of 
the Council, and Minister of the 
Interior. While holding this office 
he made liimself extremely ob- 


noxious to the Kcpuljlicau party. 
At the elections of Jan. 1870, he 
did not succeed in obtaining a seat 
in the Assembly, his candidature 
failing at Hirecourt, Bourges, Cas- 
telsarrasin, and Commercy. He 
therefore resigned tlio Vice-Presi- 
dency of the Council of Ministers. 
On June 10, 1870. the Senate 
elected him a Life Senator by 114 
votes a ainst 1 12, 

BI7L0W, Hons Guido von, was born 
at Dresden, Jan. 8, 1 830. He began 
his musical education under Frede- 
rick Wieefc, the father of Madame 
Schumann. In 1818 he was sent to 
the TJuiversity of Leiiizig to study 
jurisiirudence, his parents liaving 
always regarded music as a mere 
pastime, but he continued his 
studios in counterpoint under 
Hauptmann. In the following year 
he entered the University of Berlin, 
and took great interest in thu 
political movements of the time, 
contributing to a democratic 
journal Die Ahe/idjiod, In this 
X>aper he first begivn to defend the 
musical doctrines of the new 
German school, led by Liszt and 
Wagner. After hearing a per- 
foimance of “ Lol)ongrin ” at Wei- 
mar in 1850, he tlirew aside his 
law studies, went to Ztuioh, 
and ^aced hims^f under the 
guidance of Wagner. In June, 
1851, he became a pupil of Liszt, 
and two years later made his first 
concert tour. From 1855 to 1864 
he occupied the post of principal 
Master of pianoforte playing at&e 
couservatorium of Professors Stem 
and A. B. Blarx, at Berlin. In 
1661 he was called to Munich as 
principal conductor at the Koyal 
Opera, and director of the Con- 
servatorium. He there org^sed 
performances of Wagner's ''’UMstan 
und Isolde" and "Die Meister- 
suiger von Ntirnberg.”

BULIISB, Colonel Sir Eedvera 
Henry, V.O„ K.C.M.G-., C.B., son 
of the lato Mr, James "Wentworth 
Buller,M.P.j of Downes, Crediton, 
Devonabii'e, was born in 1830, 
entered the GOth Kiilcs in 1S58, and 
attained the rank of colonel in 
1870. He served successively in 
China (ISCO), with the Eod Eiver 
GSpedition (1870), in the Ashantee 
wai' (1875), in the Kaffir ivnr (1878), 
and in the war in Zululand (1878-9) , 
where he greatly distinguished 
himself, and won the Victoria Cross. 
Ho was created a Knight Coni- 
nmnder of the Order of SS. Michael 
and George in Hov. 1882, for the 
services he rendered as Head of 
the Intelligence Department in 
Egypt, Latterly he was appointed 
Deputy Adjutant-General at the 
War Office, but on the accession of 
Lord Salisbury to power in the 
summer of 18w,^ ho was sent to 
Ireland as Special Commissioner 
to investigate and deal with the 
outrages in the disturbed districts 
of Kerry and Cork, 

BULLOCK, The Bev, Charles, 
B.D., was born in 1829, and edu- 
eated at St. Bee's College, Cum- 
berland. After holding several 
parochial cures, he devoted himself 
to popular literature; and in re- 
cognition of his services in this 
direction the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury conferred on him the degree 
of B.D. The magazines edited 
by him arc The JPiresidc (first pub- 
Bshed in 18G1), Home Words, which 
in its localized form is known 
throughout the country, and The 
Day ^ Days, for Sunday reading. 
In 1S76 he founded Hand and HeaH, 
as a penny Illustrated Church of 
England newspaper. Recently its 
title has been changed to The 


Church Sitindardt as more in keep- 
ing witli its distinctive features. 
Hand and Heart still appearing as 
a monthly social and temperance 
paper, Mr. BuDock has written a 
largo nmnbor of religious hooks, 

B U H S E H , Bobert WUholm 
Bberhard, chemist born March IS, 
1811, at Gijttingen, where hia 
father was professor of Occidental 
literature ; studied in the univer- 
sity the physical and natural 
sciences, and completed his ediica- 
tion at Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. 
Having taken his degrees for teach- 
ing chemistry at Gottingen in 1833, 
he succeeded Wiihler thi'oc years 
later as professor of this science in 
the Polytechnic Institution at 
Cassel. In 1838 ho was appointed 
Assistant Professor in the Univer- 
sity of Marburg; became Titular 
Professor in 1811, then Director of 
the Chemical Institute. In 1851 ho 
passed to the Univorsiity of Breslau, 
and in 1852 to the University of 
Heidelbei’g. Some years ago Pro- 
fessor Bunsen declined a call to 
Berlin which he received at the 
same time as Professor Kirchhoff, 
with whom he is the founder of 
steDor chemistry. He has made 
many important discoveries, and 
the charcoal pile which hears hia 
name is in very extensive use. 
From the spectrum analysis down 
to the simplest manipulations 
of practical chemistry, his numer- 
ous discoveries have rendered the 
most distinguished services to 
science; and he possesses at the 
same time the rare gift of being 
on eminent and most inspiring 
teacher, hia lessons being at- 
tended by students from Eng- 
land and all parts of the Con- 
tinent. The iTniversity of Ley- 
den conferred on him the honorary 
degree of M.D. in Feb. 1876. In 
July, 1877, the TTniveraity of Hei- 
delberg commemorated the 26th 
anniversary of Professor Bunsen's 
election to the Chair of Experi- 
mental Chemistry. In Jan. 1883, 
he was appointed one of the eight 
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Foreign Associates of the Paris 
Academy of Sciences. 

BTTilDETT-COirTTS^ The Bight 
Hos. Angela Georgina^ Baroness^ is 
the youngest daughtei’ of the late 
Sir Francis Burdett, Baronetj and 
raud-daughter of Mr. Thomas 
outts. In 1837 she succeeded to 
the great iroalth of Mr. Coutts, 
through his widow, once the fasci- 
nating Miss Mellon, who died 
Buchess of St. Alhans. The ex- 
tensive power of benefiting her less 
fortunate fellow - creatures tlius 
confeiTed, the Bai*oucs3 Bui’dett- 
Coutts has wisely exercised, chiefly 
by working out her own well-con- 
sidered projects. A consistently 
liberal churohwoinau in purse and 
opinions, her munificence to the 
Establishment is histoi'ical. Be- 
sides contributing large sums to- 
wards building new churches and 
new schools in vaiious poor dis- 
tricts throughout the country. Miss 
Contts erected and endowed, at her 
sole cost, the handsome church of 
St. Stephen's, We^stminster, with 
its tliree schools and ptu'sonage ; 
and more recently, another church 
at Carlisle, She endowed, at an 
outlay of J550,000, the three colo- 
nial bishoprics of Adelaide, Cape 
Town, and British Columbia j be- 
sides founding on establishment in 
South Austria for the improve- 
ment of the aborigines. She also 
supplied the funds for Sir Henry 
James's Topographical Survey of 
Jerusalem: and offered to restore 
the ancient aqueducts of Solomon 
to supply that city with water — a 
work, however, which the Q-overn- 
ment did not fulfil. In no direc- 
tion are the Bai'oncss’s sympathies 
BO fully expressed as in favour of 
the poor and unfortunate of her 
own BOX. Her exertions in the 
cause of reformation, as well as in 
that of education, have been nu- 
merous and successful. For young 
women who had lapsed out of woB- 
doing, she provided a shelter and 
a means of reform, in a "Homo" 
at Shepherd's Bush. Nearly half 


the ca&es which passe<.l through her 
reformatory during the seven years 
it existed resulted in new and pros- 
perous lives in the colonies. Again, 
when Spitalfields became a inass of 
destitution, Miss Coutts began a 
sewing - school there for adult 
women, not only to ho taught, but 
to be fed and provided with work ; 
for which object Government con- 
tracts ai'e undertaken and success- 
fully executed. Nurses are sent 
doily from this unpretending cha- 
rity in Brown's Lane, Spitalfields, 
amongst the sick, who are provided 
with medical comforts ; while out- 
fits are distributed to poor servants, 
and clothing to deserving women. 
In 1859 hundreds of destitute hoys 
wore fitted out for the Koyal Navy, 
or placed in various industrial 
homes. In the terrible winter of 
1861 the frozen-out tanners of 
Bermondsey were aided, and at 
the same time she suggested the 
formation of the East London 
W eavoTs' Aid Association, by whoso 
assistance many of the sufferers 
from decaying trade were able to 
remove to Queensland. Ono of the 
black spots of London in that 
neighhomhood, once known to and 
dreaded by the police as Nova 
Scotia Gardens, was bought by 
Miss Coutts, and, upon that area 
of squalor and refuse, she erected 
the model dwellings called Co- 
lumbia Square, consisting of sepa- 
rate tenements let at low weekly 
rentals to about two hundred 
families. Close to it is Columbia 
Market, one of the handsomest 
arohiteotnral ornaments of North- 
Eastern London. The Baroness 
takes great interest in judicious 
emigration. When a sharp cry of 
distress arose some years ago in 
the town of Girvan, in Soo'Uend, 
she advanced a large sum to enable 
the starving families to seek better 
fortune in Australia. Again, the 
people of Cape Clear, Shirkbi, (dose 
to Skibbereen, in Ireland, when 
dying of starvation, were relieved 
from the some source, by emigro- 
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tion, aud by the eatabli&Iiuiout of 
a store of food and clothing 5 by 
efEciont tacklo, and by a vessel to 
help thorn in thair chief mcaua of 
liveliliood — ^fishing. Miss Coutls 
materially assisted Sir James 
Brooke in improving the conflition 
of the Pyaks of Sarfnvak, and a 
model farm is still entirely sup- 
ported by her, from which the 
natives have learnt such valuable 
lessons in agricmlturo that the pro- 
ductiveness of their countiy has 
been materially improved. T.akiug 
a warm interest in the reverent 
preservation and oamanaental im- 
provement of our town church- 
yards, and having, as the possessor 
of the great tithes of the living of 
Old St. Bancras, n special connec- 
tion with that imi’ish, the Baroness, 
in lb77,]aid out tlie churchyard as 
a garden for the enjoyment of the 
surrounding poor, besides erecting 
a memorial sim-dial to its iUus- 
trious dead. In the same year, 
when accounts were reaching this 
country of the sufferings 01 the 
Turkish and Bulgarian peasantry 
flying from their homes before the 
Russian invasion, Lndy Burdett- 
Coutts instituted the Turlriah Com- 
passionate Fund, a charitable or- 
ganization by means of which the 
sum of nearly ^30,000, contributed 
in money and stores, was entrusted 
to the British Ambassador for dis- 
tribution, and saved thousands 
from starvation and death. In 
recognition of her important ser- 
vicci, the Order* of the Medjidjc 
was confeiTed upon her. This is 
but an imperfect enumeration of 
the Boi'oncss^s good works as a 
public benefactress. The amount 
of her private cliai'ities it is impos- 
sihle to estimate. She is a liberal 
and discriiuinaling patroness of 
artists in every department of aii; j 
being herself accomplished in many 
of them. Her hospitality is as com- 
prehenaive as her charity, not only 
to the great world> but to the poor. 
The beautifal gardens and grounds 
of her villa at Highgate are con- 


' stautly thrown open to school chil- 
f dren in thousands. In June, 1871, 
Julies Coiitts was surprised by the 
prime minister with the offer from 
her Majesty of a peerage, which 
[ honour was accepted. Her lady- 
' ship was admitted to the free- 
dom of the City of London, July 
11, 1872, and to the freedom of the 
City of Edinburgh, Jan. 13, 1871. 
On Nov. 1, 1880, the Haberdashers’ 
Company publicly conferred their 
fi’eedom and livery on the Bax’onees 
Burdett-Coutts iu recognition of 
her judicious and extensive bene- 
volence and her munifleent support 
of educational, charitable, and re- 
ligioud institutions, and efforts 
throughout the country. She has 
since become a member of the 
Turners’ Compiiny, and was re- 
ceived with groat enthusiasm dur- 
ing a recent visit to Ireland, where 
she^ had ju’eviously organised a 
fishing fleet, having its head quar- 
ters in Bantry Bay. The Baroness 
has also taken a leading part in 
promoting and supporting the Chil- 
dren’s Protection Society, of which 
she was at once asked to become 
President on the death of the late 
Lord Shaftesbury. She has also 
given valuable assistance in orga- 
nising and supplying funds for 
penny dinners for children. The 
Baroness was married on Feh. 12, 
1881, to Mr. William Lehman Aali- 
mead Bartlett, who obtained the 
royal licence to use the surname 
of Burdett-Coutts.

BURTON, Sir Frederic William, 
B.H. A. . F .S .A., third son of 
Samuel Burton, of Muugret, go. 
Limerick, and grandson of Edward 
William Burton, of Clifdon House, 
GO. Clare, was boi*n in Ireland in 
1810 and educated at Duldin, 
where he first studied drawing 
under the brothers Brocas. He 
was elected Associate of the Boyal 
Hibernian Academy of Arts in 
1837, and B. H. Academician in 
1839, in which latter year his pic- 
tiu‘6 (in water-colour.s), “ The 
Blind Girl at the Holy Well," wad 
chosen for iniblication hy the 
Irish Art Union, and was engraved 
by Ryall. In the following year 
the loicturo of “ The Aran Fisher- 
man’s Drowned Child,” was also 
engraved for the Irish A til Union. 
A lai'ge composition of the same 
year, “The Connaught Toilet/* 
representing peasant girls at a 
stream, preparing themselves to 
enter* the market town, was, to- 
gether with the former, exhibited 
at the Boyal Academy in London in 
18 12, The latter pictme was after- 
wards destroyed by the fii'C at the 
Pantechnicon, whei’e it had been 
temporarily deposited by its owner. 
From 1832 to ISol his time was 
otherwise occupied in portrait 
painting. About 1810 he was 
elected member of the Boyal Irish 
Academy of Science, Antiquities, 
and Belles Lottres, and foi* many 
years sat in the Coimcil of Anti- 
quities. In 1851 ho wont to 
Munich. There, at Nuremberg, 
and in various wanderings in 
Upper Franconia, where he found 
ample subjects for the pencil, 
about seven years were passed. In 
1855 become Associate, and in the 
following year full member of the 
(now Boyal) Society of Painters in 
Water Colours, and continued to 
exhibit annually at their rooms 
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imtil 1870, Tvhen he retired from the 
Society. In Nov. 1880 he was elected 
an Honorary Memlior. He exhibited 
also onviirious occasions atthoEoyal 
Academy and tho Dudley (Mlery. 
In 187-1, Sir William Boxall having 
resigned the Directorship of the 
National Gallery, Hr. Burton was 
nominated to that ijost, which ho 
still continues to hold. Ho is 
primarily responsible for the large 
and very impoi-tont additions to 
the collection which have been 
made during the past twelve years, 
and which include Lionardo Da 
Vinci’s “Virgin of tho Kooks,” 
Kaphael’s “ Ansidei Madoniui,” 
Vaudyck’s ** iiJ(iuestrian Portrait 
of Charles I, ” (the last two from 
Blenheim) ; and the various pur- 
chases from tho Hamilton, Barker, 
and other famous sales. Since 1BG3 
Sir P. Burton has been a Pellow 
of the Society of Antiquaries. In 
1881 he received the honom* of 
knighthood. 

BUKY (Visoount), The Sight 
Hon. William Coutts Keppell, lord 
Ashford. H.C.JVl.G., son of the 
Earl of Albemarle, was horn in 
1832, and educated at Eton j 
entered the Scots Pusiher Guards 
in 1819, and was private secretary 
to Lord John Eussoll in lBoO-51. 
He afterwards went to India as 
aidc-de-camp to the lato Lord Fitz- 
ClarencG, but returned home on 
sick leave, and retired from the 
army. In Dec., 185 1, he was 
nominated Civil Secretary and 
Superintendent-General of Indian 
Affairs for the province of Canada; 
entered Parliament in 1857 « was 
appointed Treasurer of the Eoyol 
Household on the return of Lord 
P.'dmerston to office in 1859; and 
first elected M.P. for Norwich, as 
a Liberal, in April, XBG7. On 
taking oifice in 1859, bia re-election 
was declared void. In Nov., 1860, 
he was uloctod for the Wick dis- 
trict of burghs, which he ceasod to 
represent at the general election 
of 1865, when he was a defeated 
candidate for Dover. Lord Biiry, 


who is married to a dauglitev of 
Sir Alan N. M'Nab, Bart., is tho 
author of *• The Exodus of the 
Western Nations,” A RepoH on 
the Condition of the Indians of 
British North America,” and other 
political and historical i)ai)ers. He 
has taken an active jiart in pro- 
motzng the Volunteer movement, 
is Liout.-Colouel of tho Civil Ser- 
vice regiment of Volunteers, and 
w*as sworn a Privy Councillor in 
1839. In 1809 he was elected M.P. 
for Berwick-on-Tweed, but he was 
defeated at the general election of 
Peb., 1874. He unsuccessfully con- 
tested Stroud in Peb., 1875. Ho 
was summoned to the House of 
Peers in his father’s barony of 
Ashford in 1876,and was appointed 
TJnder-Seoretary of State for War 
in succession to Lord Cadogan in 
March, 1878. He held that office 
until tho Conservatives wont out 
of office in 1880, and was again 
appointed to the same post itnder 
Lord Salisbury’s first administra- 
tion, 1885. Lord Bury joined the 
Roman Catholic Church in 1879. 

BITSCH, Moritz, aorinan author 
and journalist, was born 13th 
February, 1821, at Dresden, and 
educated at tho University of 
Leipzig. On the completion of 
his theological and philosophical 
studies, he became a journalist, 
and was employed on the staff of 
various newspapers. In 1851 he 
went to America, and on his return 
in 1853 published an account of 
his travels. Subsequently he 
ti’avelled for some years in thj 
East, then took up journalism 
again, and finally in 1870 settled 
in Berlin, where he obtained an 
appointment at the Foreign Office. 
Since then he has been the in- 
separable companion of Prince 
Bismarck; lie has published several 
works on the German people, but 
he will always be best remembered 
by his account of the life of the 
great statesman, whidi appeared 
in 1880, and met with great suc- 
cess, This was followed by a 
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second instalment , wliiclnyrtB trans- 
lated into English under the title 
of " Our Chancellor.** 

BUSS, Frances Mary, is the 
daughter of the late Koberb W. 
Buss, artist, and was boim in Lon- 
don on August ICth, 1837. Tn 
18 j 0 she and her mother opened a 
school in Camden Street whicli 
soon included 200 pupils. In 1870 
the school vras placed on a public 
foundation, a lower school was 
opened, and, upon a suggestion of 
tho Endqw'ed Schools Commis- 
sioners that a portion of the Platt 
Charity belonging to the Brewers' 
Company shoidd be applied to the 
pxurposes of giving suitablo build- 
ings to the schools, the company 
heartily concuiTed, and the scheme 
was signed by the Queen in council 
in May, lS7o. The Clothworkers' 
Comi>aay, so well kuo'wn for its 
interest in all matters of educa- 
tion, also obtained a scheme by 
whiclx they wore enabled to make 
a grant of upwards o! iS3,000 
towards the building of a largo 
hall for the upper school. Thus 
the North London Collegiate and 
Camden Schools as they now are 
camo into existence, and tho build- 
ings were opened in 1879. The 
number of pupils in these schools 
is always nearly a thousand. The 
central work and interest of Miss 
Buss* life is tho creation of these 
two schools, but she has been 
actively engaged in many educar 
tional movements, especially those 
referring to ghls. Pupils from 
these schools have from the £h‘st 
token advantage of the o])enmg of 
university examinations to girls 
and women, and of the women's 
colleges at Cambridge. She has 
also shored in the work of the 
College of Preceptors, and has 
been a member of the Council 
Bince 1S68. She was elected a 
Fellow in 1878* She is one of the 
original members of the Council of 
the Teachers' Training and Regia- 
iarotion Society, and c3 the Train- 
ing College for Women at Cam- 


bridge opened last year. She is 
also on the Council of the 
Teachers' Ci-uild as one of its 
earliest pi’omoters, and is Presi- 
dent of tho Association of Head 
Mistresses of Public Schools, the 
fli’st oonferenco of which was held 
at her house. 

BUTCHER, Samuel Henry, (M.A. 
Cambridge), Hon, LL.B. (Glas- 
gow), eldest son of the late Samuel 
Butcher, Bishop of Meath, and of 
Mary, daughter of the late John 
Leahy, Esq,, of Southhill, Kil- 
lamoy, was born in Dublin, April 
1(3, 1850, and educated at Marl- 
borough College, under Dr. Brad- 
ley, now Dean of Westminster. 
Ho was elected to a Minor Scholar- 
ship at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
iu 1809 ; to a Foundation Scholar- 
ship in that college and to the Boll 
University Scholarship, in 1870; 
to the Waddington University 
Scholarship, in 1871, and obtained 
the Powis Medal for Latin Hex- 
ameters, in 1871 and 1872. Ho 
was Senior Classic and Chancel- 
lor's Medallist in 1873, and held a 
Mastership at Eton College for a 
short time. He was elected to a 
Fellowship at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1874, and held an 
Assistant Tutorship there till 1S70. 
In that year he married Rose Julia, 
youngest daughter of the late Arch- 
bishop Trench. Having vacated 
his Fellowship at Cambridge by 
maiTiage he was elected to an 
Extraordinary Fellowship without 
examination, at University College, 
Oxford, whore he was Lecturer fill 
1882, when ho was elected to the 
Chair of Greek at Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, on the retirement of Pro- 
fessor Blaclde.

BTJTE (Marquis of), Tbe Most 
Honourable Joliu Patrick Crichton 
Stuart, IC.T., son of the second 
marquis, born at Mount Stuart 
House, in the Isle of Bute* Sept. 
12, 1817, succeeded to the title on 
the death of his father in 1848, 
and received his education at Har- 
row School, whence he proceeded 
to Chxdst Church, Oxford. He was 
admitted into the Homan Catholic 
Church by Monsi^^nor Capel, in 
London, on Dec. 1, 1808. His lord- 
ship married in 1872 the Hon. 
Gwendoline Mary Anne, eldest 
daughter of Lord Howard of Glus- 
sop, and has issue, living, two sons 
and a daughter. He was created 
a Knight of the Order of the 
ThisUe in Feb. 1876. The hono- 
rary degree of LL.D. has been 
conferred upon him by the Uni- 
versities of Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh. He presented the Great 
Hall to tiio buildings of the former.

BTTTLEB, Benjamin Franklin, 
bom at Boerfleldj New Hamp- 
shire, Nov. 6, 1818, graduated at 
Water villo College in 1888, and 
in 181)1 began the practice of 
law at Lowell, Massachusetts. He 
early took a prominent parfc^ in 
politics on ilie Democratic side, 
and in 1863 was elected to the 
Masaachufiotits House of Bepresen- 
tatives, and in 1869 to the State 
Senate.

OABARBL, Alexandre, artist, 
was bom at Montpellier, Sept. 28, 
1823 ; studied in the atelier of M. 
Picot, and attracted attention by 
Ilia exhibition, in the " Salon " of 
l&ii, of a iminting, the subject of 
which was the " Agony of Christ in 
the Garden of Olives," and obtained 
the second great prize for painting 
in ISIS. Having returned from

He was elected member of tbe 
Acaddmie des Beaux Arts, in place 
of Horace Vemet,, Sept. 26, 1803 ; 
Professor in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts at the end of that year, and 
was promoted to the rank of Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
20, 1801.. In 1880 he exhibited 
"Phedre” in the Salon, and in 
1882 "Poi*tia.” 

GABLE, Goorge W., novelist, was 
bom in Hew Orleans, where he 
still resides, in 1813. At the age 
of fourteen his father died, leaving 
hig family in such reduced cii'cum- 
stances as to compel his son to letbve 
school in order to aid in the support 
of his mother and sisters. From 
this time until 1803 he was usually 
employed as a derk. In that year 
he entered the Confederate army, 
where he remained until the close 
of the civil war. Returning to 
Hew Orleans, he made such a 
living as he could — at first as an 
erraud boy (though he was twenty- 
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ono years of a^e)j then in survey- 
ing, and finally secured a position 
in a prominent house of cotton 
factors, which ho only left, in 1879, 
to devote liimaelf exclusively to 
literature. His first literary work 
was in the form of contributions to 
the New Orleans Picayune under the 
signature of Drop-Shot. His work, 
however, did not attract any very 
general attention until his Creole 
sketches appeared in Scrihner^s 
Magazine. These were published 
in book form in 1879, under the 
title of " Old Creole Days." They 
were followed by "The OrAndis- 
simes,’' 1880, "Mndamo Delphino," 
1 881 ; " Creoles of Louisiana," 188 1 ; 
"Dr. Sevier," 1881* j and "The 
Silent South," 1885. In these Mr. 
Cable has shown such a mastery 
of the Louisiana dialect and such 
an inflight into the Creole charac- 
ter as to give him a prominent 
j)lacc among American writers, 
and the public readings from his 
works which ho has given dunng 
the past few years in Northern 
cities have been very largely at- 
tended. 

CABELL, Franois, the exploiter 
of the river Murray, son of H, F, 
Cadell, Esq., of Oockonzie near 
Preston Fans, Haddingtonshire, 
was horn in 1822, and educated at 
Edinburgh and in Germany. While 
very yoimg he showed a taste for 
ndvonturo, and entered as a mid- 
shipman on board an East Indio- 
man. The vessel having been 
chartered by Government, the lad, 
as a volunteer, took port in the 
first Chinese war, was present at 
the siege of Canton, the capture 
of Amoy, Ningi^o, &c., and received 
an officer’s share of prize-money. 
At twenty-two he was in command 
of a vessel, and in the intervals 
between his voyages he spent much 
time in the shipbuilding yards of 
the Tyne and Clyde, where he 
gained a thorough knowledge of 
naval architecture and the con- 
struction of the steam-engine. A 
visit to the Amazons first led him 


r to study the subject of river navi- 
. gation j and when in Australia, in 
1818, his^ attention was drawn to 
the practicability of navigating the 
Murray and its tributaries, which 
had only served for watering the 
flocks belonging to the scattered 
stations on their Ijanka. Three 
years later, encouraged by the 
Governor of Australia, Sir H. F. 
Young, he put bis project into exe- 
cution. In a frail boat, with canvas 
sides land rihs of barrel hoops, he 
embarked at Swanhill on the Upper 
Murray, and descended the stream 
to Lake Victoida at its mouth, a 
distance of 1300 miles. Having 
thus proved that the Murray was 
navigable, he succeeded in crossing 
the dangerous bar at its mouth in 
a steamer planned and constructed 
under his supervision. This vessel 
accomplished a first voyage of 1500 
miles. Other steamers were pro- 
cured, and the Murrumbidgee, the 
Edward and the Darling were in 
like manner opened to traffic. A 
gold candelabrum was presented to 
Mr. Gadoll by the settlers, the 
value of whose property has been 
greatly increased by his efforts, 
and the Le^islatm'e directed a gold 
medal in his honour to he struck 
; in England by Mr, Wyon, 

I GABO0AN (Earl of), The Eight 
I Hon. George Henry Oadogan, eldest 
son of tlic fourth Earl, was bom at 
Durham in 1840. He succeeded to 
the title on the death of his father 
in 1873, having been for a few 
months previously M.P. for Bath. 
He was appointed Parliamentary 
Under Secretory for War in May, 
1875; and Under Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in March, 
1878, in succession to Mr. J. Low- 
ther, who had been advanced to 
the post of Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. He went out of office 
with the Conservative party in 
April, 1880. In Lord Salisbnxy’a 
second odminiatration, 1886^ he 
was appointed Lord Privy Seal, 
without a seat in the Cabinet. 

OAIIT, Auguste, sculptor, bom in 
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Paris, Nov. 4, 1822, -worked firot 
with a carpenter, and ofterwarls 
entered the studio of H. Eudc. 
H. (Jain, who has devoted his at- 
teiitiou. to groups of animals, hrst 
exhibited at Paris in 1810, and is 
the inxhlislier of his own bronzes, 
Ainongat numerous works he has 
exhibited The Dormouse and ] 
Tomtit,” 18 to I '‘Tho Progs dosir - 1 
ing a King,” ISoO; “The Eagle 
detending his Prey,” 1852 ; “ An ] 
Eagle chasing a Vulture,” 1857 j 
“ Lion and Lioness quari'olliug 
about a Wild Boar,” 1875 ; and “ A 
Paniily of Tigers,” 187G. Several 
of these appeared in the Great 
Exhibition of 3851, when M. Cain 
obtained the bronze medal. One 
of hifl hitest ivorks is “Ehino- 
ceros attacked by Tigers,” 1882. 
He lias received many recognitions 
of merit; another medal in 18(31; 
and a third at the Universal Expo- j 
sition of 18G7. M. Coin was nomi- 
nated a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour in 18G9, 1 

CAINE, William Sperston, M.P., ' 
was born at Seacombo, Cheshire, 
Harch 2C, 18 12, the son of Nathaniel 
Caine, J.P. for Lancashire and 
Liverpool, a Liverpool merchant. 
He was educated privately by the 
Eav. Itichai'd Wall, M.A. In 1S73 
he contested Livei*pool in the 
Liberal interest at a bye-Ldection, 
and afterwards at the general 
election in 1874, both times unsuc- 
cessfully. In 188(J ho was returned 
for Scarborough, and again in 
1884, on hia appointment to the 
office of Civil Lord of the Admi- 
ralty in Mr. Gladstone’s adminis- 
tration of 1870—5. In 1875 lie 
consented to contest the county of j 
Midd-lesex at the following general 
election, and on the passing of the 
Redistribution Act stood for the 
Tottenhajn division of that county 
in 1885 "without success. At a 
bye-election in April. 188G, he was 
returned for Barrow-in-PuTneaa by , 
i\ large majority, and was again j 
returned at the general election. 
He is a J.P. for the North Siding ‘ 


of Yorkshire, and largely engaged 
in the ii'ou ti'ade of Cumberland 
and Staffordshire. He is Chair- 
man of a Special Commission for 
the reorganization of the Metro- 
politan Constituencies in the 
Liberal Interest. Mr. Caine sepa- 
rated from Mr, Gladstone on the 
Home Eule question, and is now 
one of the whips of the Liberal 
Unionist party. 

CAIED, Sir James, K.C.B.,LL.D., 
P.E.S., born at Stranraer, in 1810, 
was educated at Bdinbui'gh. Dur- 
ing the Protection controversy in 
1840, Mr. Caird published a treatise 
on “High Parming as the best 
Substitute for Protection,” -which 
wont rapidly through eight edi- 
tions, and attracted much public 
attention. In the autumn of the 
same year, at the request of tlio 
late Sir Robort Peel, he visited the 
west and south of Ireland, then 
prostrate from the effiects of the 
famine, and at the desire of the 
lord-lientenant, Lord' Clarendon, 

^ reported to the Government on 
the measures which he deemed 
[ r-equiaite for encouraging the re- 
vival of agricultural enterprise in 
that country. This report was en- 
Larged into a volume, published in 
1850, descriptive of tlie agricultural 
i»eaoui*ees of the country, and led 
to considerable landed investments 
being made there. During 1850 
and 1851 Mr. Caird, as the com- 
I missioner of the Time$i conducted 
, an inquiry into the state of English 
[ agriculture, in which he visited 
every county in England ; and his 
letters, after appearing in the 
columns of the TUneSi wore pub- 
lished in a volume, entitled, 
“English Agricultime,” which has 
been translated into the French, 
German, and Swedish languages, 
besides being republished in the 
United States. In 1858 Mr. Caird 
published an account of a visit to 
the prairies of the Mississippi, de- 
scriptive of their fertility and 
great futoe, and, from informa- 
tion received at St. Pauls, in 
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Minncdota, descrihecl the vast iiiid 
fertile country of Manitoba and 
the Gx*oat Korth-West, pointing 
out, at the same time, the chief 
drawljack of early frosts which in 
some seasons seriously injui’e the 
crops. Translations of this work 
also apX)LMred on the continent. 
During the autumns of 1S53, 1854, 
and 1855 Mr. Caird puhlichod in 
the Tiiiica a series wf letters on the 
corn crops» which were considered 
to have had a material effect in 
allaying a food-]}anic. Invited at 
tlie general clectiun of 1852 to offer 
himself to represent his mitive dis- 
trict in Parliament, he was defeated 
hy a majority of one. At the 
general election of 1857 he w^as 
elected member for the borough of 
Dartmouth, as a supporter of Lord 
Palmerston, and an advocate of 
Liberal measures. In 1859 he was 
elected for ytuiiug without oppo- 
bitiou. In 1809 he was appointed 
a member of the Pishory Doard, 
and in 1803 bpcame Chairman of 
the Eoy.il Commission on the Sea 
Fisheries of the United Kingdom, 
Professor IIuxl(*y and Mr. Shaw 
Lofovre, M.P., being his colleagues. 
That commission, after visiting the 
j)rincipal fishing ports of the king- 
dom, completed its labours in ISOO, 
In ItSGl Mr. Caird, after many 
years' persoverance, carried a reso- 
lution of the House of Commons 
in favour of the collection of 
agricultural statistics, Avhich was 
followed by a vote of ^610,000 
for that object. The returns of 
18G0 for Great Britain, the re- 
sult of that vote, for the first 
time complete tlie agricultural 
statistics of the United Kingdom, 
which are now published annually. 
Retaining Ins practical connection 
agriculture, during his par- 
liamentary career, he took a lead- 
ing pai'tat this timeinintrodnoing 
the Cheddar system of cheese- 
making into the south-west of 
Scotland — a system w^hich has 
greatly contributed to the pros- 
perity of the dairy districts of that 


part of the country. In 1860 he 
carried a motion to extend the 
Census Inquiry in Scotland to the 
character of the house accommo- 
dation of the people, and thus, 
in the census of 1861, laid bore 
the stm’Uing fact that two-thirds 
of the people were found to be 
lodged in houses of only one 
and two rooms. In 1868 he 
visited Algeria, Italy, and Sicily, 
to ascertain the possibility of 
extending the production of cotton 
in these countries in case the sup- 
plies from the Southern States of 
America should be seriously 
lessened by the War. The re- 
sult of this was embodied in a 
motion made by him in the House 
of Commons, in IbGf, on Cotton 
Supply. In 1865 he was appointed 
to the office of Inclosuro Commis- 
sioner, now the Laud Commission 
for Kngland, of which he is senior 
moinbcr. In 1869 he revisited Ire- 
land, and published a pamphlet on 
the Irisli land question, soon after 
which lie received the Companion- 
sliii> of the Bath, Ho has latterly 
taken an active interest in the 
successful introduction of sugar- 
beet cultivation in this country, 
which he first recommended in 
1850. In 1868 and 1860 ho pub- 
lished successive papers on the 
“ Food of the Peoifie,” read before 
the Statistical Society. In 18/8, 
at the request of the President 
and Council of the Royal Agricul- 
tm*al Society of England, he pre- 
pared, for the French International 
Exhibition, on account of English 
agriculture, which was tiunslkted 
for continental perusal, and was 
afteiwards separately published in 
this country under the title of 
'^The Landed Interest." In the 
same year he was requested by 
Lord Salisbury, then Secretary of 
State for India, to serve on tlie 
Indian Famine Commission, which 
visited all parts of India, and 
reported largely on the w'hole 
subject. In 1880 and 1881, as 
President of the Statistical Society, 
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lie read two papers on the Land 
que^stion, wlixoh had a largo cirou- 
latiou. He nas created a Knight 
Commander of the Ordci* of the 
Bath (civil division) in 1882. Sir 
James (Jaird is a magistrate and 
depnty-lieutonanb of his native 
County, Wigton. 

CAIRD, The Bev. John, D.D., 
LL.D., born at Greenock, Dec., 
1820, graduated at the TJniver&ity 
of Glasgow, H.A., 1815, was or- 
dained minister of Neivton-on-Ayr, 
1815, of Lady Yestcr'a Parish, 
Edinburgh, 1817, of tlie Parish of 
Errol, Perthshire, 18 i9, and of 
Park Church, Glasgow, 1857. He 
was appointed Professor of Di- 
vinity, Hniveraity of Glasgow, 
1802, and Principal and Yice- 
Chancellor of the TTniversity of 
Glasgow, 1873. He is one of Her 
Hajesty's Chaplains for Scotland. 
He has published a volume of 
Sermons, 1858 ; addresses on the 
Unity of the Sciences, 

1873-15 and " Introduction to the 
Philosophy of Religion,'' 1880, 
OAIKOIil, Benedetto, an Italian 
statesman, was born in 1826 at Gx*o- 
pello, near Pavia. Hie father was a 
surgeon, who, in 1848, was elected 
by his fellow-citizens to rule thoir 
commune. While a student in the 
University of Pavia, Benedetto 
Cairoli, in 1818, conspired and 
fought as a volunteer against the 
Au^ians. In 1851 he became an 
exile in Piedmont, where he re- 
mained till 1869, in which year he 
again took up arms for the libera- 
tion of Italy, ns one of tlie Cac- 
eiatori dellc Alpi.'* He was also 
one of the mille " in the expedi- 
tion in 1860, hen he was wounded 
in the leg at the siege of Palermo. 
In 1800 he fought in the Trentino, 
and in 1867 at Monterotondo and 
Mentano. Up to the time of tlio 
advent of the Left to power in 1870, 
Cairoli had never explicitly de- 
clared himself to have left his old 
Bepublicon tendencies behind him, 
and definitively accepted the Con* 
Btitutioiial }donarc% of Italy, 


Since that time, however, perhaps 
led in some degree l^y his confidence 
in his friend Deprotis, he accepted 
the Honarehy. Signor Caii'oll has 
lived in an atmosphere of revolu- 
tion, and has always breatlxod de- 
fiance to the Vatican and to the 
Church. In March, 1878, when a 
new Ministry was formed, shortly 
after the accession of King Hum- 
bert, Signor Cairoli was placed at 
the head of it, being appointed 
President of the Council, without 
portfolio. On Oct. 23, in the same 
year, all the Ministers resigned, 
and Signor Cairoli, the Premier, 
was entrusted with the task of 
forming a new Cabinet. Soon 
afterwards (Hov.l7), as King Hum- 
bert, in company with the Queen 
and Signor Cairuli, was driving into 
Kaples, a man named Giovanni 
Passanante attempted to stab His 
Majesty with a poniard. The at- 
tempt was fortunately frustrated 
by Signor Cairoli, who received a 
severe wound, while the King es- 
caped witli a mere scratch. Signor 
Cairoli received from the Chambers 
and the Italian people the warmest 
congratulations, in which the 
Sovereigns and most distinguished 
statesmen of Europe joined, Wt 
these ovations could not avert a 
new ministerial crisis, In the 
Chamber of Deputies a motion of 
confidence in the internal policy of 
the Government was i*ejccted by 
257 against 183 vote8(Deo.ll,1878), 
and the Ministers thereupon re- 
signed. The Depi^tis Ministiy 
which was then formed was over- 
thrown after half a year's tenure 
of power, and was succeeded by a 
new combination of the Left under 
Signor Cairoli, who was in turn 
compelled (November, 1879 ) to 
reconstruct his adininifitration and 
to bring in Signor Depretis as 
Minister of the Interior. On 
May 11, 1881, the Ministry re- 
signed, after the Prenoh expedi- 
tion to Tunis, as their policy in 
regard to it had rendered them 
highly unpopular.

Henry, M.D., B.D., who for some 
time was a missionary of the 
Clmi’ch of England at Spring Vole, 
Natal, was, on a new missionary 
hishopric being formed for St.

CAMBRAY- BIGNY, Guglielmo, 
Conte di, an Italian statesman, 
bom at Florence in 1823, is the 
son of Count Louis of Cambray- 
Digny, who, from being a cobblei*, 
rose to be the minister and favou- 
rite of Ferdinand III., Grand Duke 
of Tuscany. After completing 
his studies at Pisa, he returnocl, 
at the age of twenty-two, to his 
native city, where he was reeeivcfl 
with much favour hy Leopold II,, 
who reposed the utmost confidence 
in him. He always exhorted the 
Grand Duke, hut in vain, to make 
concessions to the liberal require- 
ments of the times, instead of re- 
lying on Austrian support; and 
in 1859, when the Grand Duke was 
obliged to flee from his dominions, 
which wore thereupon annexed to 
Piedmont, Signor Camhray-Bigny 
approved this preliminary step to- 
wards the unification of Italy, and 
was elected one of the deputies for 
Tuscany. In 1805 he presided, in 
hia capacity of Lord Mayor (" Gon- 
faloniero") of Florence, at the 
sixth centenary of the birth of 
Dante, and pronounced the pane- 
gyric of the poet before the statue 
which was inaugurated on that oc- 
casion. His political celebrity, how- 
ever, does not date farther back 
than the close of the year 1867, 
when he was appointed Finance 
Minister of the kingdom of Italy, 
and found himself face to face with 
an enormous deficit, which he en- 
deavoured to reduce by various ex- 
pedients, including the impoimlar 
grist tax, and the taking up hy 
the State of the tobacco monopoly. 
Signor Cambray-Digny, hy his per- 
severance and tact, succeeded in 
carrying this and other projects in 
spite of the energetic opposition 
of a formidable party in the Cham- 
bers. Towards the close of the 
year 1869 the Menabrea-Cambray- 
Higny Cabinet, as it was called, 
was succeeded by the Lanza Ca- 
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l^inot. Siifiior CniubiMy-Pigfny was 
then inade a sonatoi*. 

CAMBBID&E (Duke of), H.E.H. 
Oeorf^e William Frederick Charles, 
Field-Marshal, son of Adolphus 
Fredprick, the first duko, gfrand- 
son of Kiu*^ Cfeorgo III, and first 
cousin of Her Majestj' Quocn Vic- 
toria, was horn at Hanover, March 
2ti, ISIO, and succeeded liis father 
July S, 1850. He became a Colonel 
in the army Nov, 3, 1837f 
advanced to the rank of Major-

Shortly after 
this, in consequence of impaired 
health, he was ordered by the 
medical authorities to Pera, for 
change of air, and after staying 
there some time proceeded to Mal- 
ta ; whence, his health stiU failing, 
ho was directed to return to Eng- 
land. At a later period his Royal 
PDghness ^ave the results of his 
camp ezpenencG in evidence before 
ihe Committee of the House of Com- 
mons appointed to investigate the 
manner in which the war had been 
conducted. On the resignation of 
Viscount Herdinge in 185G the 
Duke of Cambridge was appointed 


to succeed as Cominaniler-ia-Cliiff, 
and has t*onlinucd to hold that post 
till the presiuit time. 

CAMERON, 0en. Sir Duncan 
Alexander, O.C.B., of an ancient 
Highland clan, was born about 
1808. Ho entered the army in 1825, 
became Captain in 1833, Major in 
1830, Colonel in 1851, and Major- 
General in 1859. Ho served with 
distinction in theCr iiuean cam])aig n 
of 185<lr5, having eomnuinded the 
42nd regiment at the battle of the 
Alma, and the Highland brigade at 
the battle of Balnkhiva, and was 
sent out to command the troops in 
New Zealand, with the local rank 
of lieiitenant-GoiLoral, in 18G3.

CAMPBELL, The Bight Bev. 
James Colquhoun, B.I)., Bishop of 
Bangor, son of the late Hr. John 
Campbell, of Stonefield, Ai'gyle- 
shiro, by Wilhclmina, daughter of 
the late Sir James Colqiihoiui, 
Bart., of Luss, Bumiwu’tonshim, 
was bum at Stonefield in 1813.

CAMPBELL, The Bev. Lewis, 
LL.D., l*rofe9sor of Greek in the 
Dniveraity of St. Andrews, son of 
Bobert Campbell sometime Gov- 
ernor of Ascension Isle, and cousin 
of Campbell the poet, was bom 
Sept. »3, 1830. He was educated at 
the Edinbiu’gh Academy, at Glas- 
gow University, and at Trinity and 
Balliol Colleges, Oxford, where he 
was scholar and exhibitioner. He 
was thus brought into contact 
with the present Mustor of Balliol 
(Dr. Jowett), whoso influence as a 
college tutor was already conspicu- 
ous. He took a first-class in 
classics in 1833, was Pellow of 
Queen’s from 1833-8, and Tutor 
from 1850-8. In 1857 he was 
ordained by the Bishop of Ox- 
ford, and in 1858 became Vicar 


of Milford, Hants. Ho remained 
there until 1863 when ho was 
appointed Professor of Greek in 
the University of St. Andrews, a 
post which ho still retains. Prof. 
Campbell has published many 
w'orks on classical subiecls, of which 
the chief are: — "The Thcietotus 
of Plato ’’ (2nd od., 1883) j " The

CAMPBELL- BAENEBMAB, 
Henry, M.P., is the second son of 
the late Sir James Cauuxbell, of 
Strocathro, Porfarbliire, by Janet, 
yonngo&i daughter of the late Mr. 
Henry Bannerman, of Mancliebtor, 
and was born in 1830. Ho was 
educated at tbe University of Glas- 
gow, and at Trinity College, Cam-

On the resignation of 
Mr. Trevelyan he was appointed 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, 1881-5, 
and in Mr. Gladstone’s new 
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Cabinet, 1886, was appointed Sec- 
retary of State for War. He mar- 
ried in 1860 Charlotte, daughter 
of the late Major-General Sir 
Charles Bruce, K.C.B, 

GAlIFHAVSEir, Otto, a German 
statesman, bom at Hunshoven, 
near Aix-hi-Chapelle, in 1 812, 
studied at the Gymnasium of Co- 
logne, and the Universities of 
Bonn, Heidelberg, Munich, and 
Berlin. In 183 1 he entered the Civil 
Service ; in 1837 he became an 
Auditor ; in 1811 a Hath ; in 1843 a 
Geheimrath, or Privy Councillor of 
li'inancc. His first important legis- 
lative work was the preparation of 
the Income Tax Act, which was 
laid before the Prussian Landtag 
in 1817. In 1818 he became a 
diplomat on a small scale, being 
attached to the Prussian delegation 
at Prankfort-on^the'Maiii, which 
watched over the acts ot Heichsver- 
weser Archduke John of Austria. 
In 1858 ho became Superior Privy 
Councillor of Finance. For a few 
years he served as President of the 
See-Handlung, an institution which 
administered funds furnished by 
llie State for the support and en- 
couragement of commerce. Baron 
von der Heydt relinquished the 
portfolio of Finance in 1809, and 
Camphau&cn became his successor. 
He held that post till Nov., 1873, 
and from the latter date till March, 
1878, he was Vice-President of the 
Ministi’y of State. He was a mem- 
ber of the Prussian Landtag from 
IS 19 to 1832, and of the Erfurt 
Parliament. He was created a 
member of the Chamber of Peers 
in 1800, and he became a delegate 
to tile Federal Council in 1870. 

CAKB OILE, Alphonse Lou is 
Pierre Pyramus de, the eminent 
botanist of Geneva, was born at 
Paris, Oct. 27, 1800, being the son 
of the celebrated Augustin de Can- 
dolle, who died in 1811. He went 
through a course of study in litera- 
ture and science at Geneva, and 
then turned his attention to law, 
of which faculty he was admitted a 


doctor in 1820, Finally, however, 
ho madebotany his exclusive study, 
and became first tlie assistant and 
subsequently the successor of his 
father. For eighteen years ho was 
director of the Botanic Garden, and 
during the samo period ho gave 
lectures in the Academy of Genova. 
M. de Candolle was elected a cor- 
respondent of the French Institute 
in 1851, and the following year 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. In June, 1871, he was 
elected a foreign member of the 
French Institute in the place of the 
late Professor Agassiz. His works 
arc : Monographic des Campa- 
uulees,'' 1830; "Introduction k 
PEtude de la Botimique,” 2 vols,, 
1831-3 ; Sur Ic Musco Botanique 
de M. B. Eelessert,” 1813 j "Note 
sur une Pomme de Terre du 
Mexique,’’ 1832; "Geographie Bo- 
tanique raisonnee,” 2 vols., 1833 ; 
"Lois de la Nomenclature Bo- 
tanique,’* 1867 ; "Constitution dans 
le Eegue Vegetal de Groupes Phy- 
siologiques applicables u la Geogra- 
phic Botanique, Aucienne et Mo- 
derne,” 1871 ; " La Pliytographie, 
ou Tart de deorire les Vegetaux 
consideres sous differents points 
de vue,** 1880,*; "Origine des 
Plantes cnltivees,** 1883. He also 
brought out a new edition of his 
father*B " Thi^orie Elementoire de 
la Botanique,** and continned his 
" Prodromna Systematia Naturalis 
Regni Vegetahilis.” 

CANNING, Sir Samuel, C.E., 
upon whom the responsibility of 
laying the Atlantic Cables of 1865 
1866, and 1869 devolved, is the son 
of the late Bobert Canning, Esq., 
of^ Ogbourne St. Andrew, Wilt- 
shire. He began his career as 
assistant to the late Mr. Joseph 
Locke, C.E., F.R.S., from 1844 to 
1849, and was resident engineer 
during the formation of the Liver- 
pool, Ormakirk, and Preston Bail- 
way. Since then he has been en- 
gaged in the manufacture and 
submersion of the most important 
lines of Submarine Telegraph 
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Ca.bl«s, nlmobfc from their initiation 
in 1830. He was among the 
pioneers of Atlantic Cablosj and 
achieved the submergence of the 
first line of 1858, and that of other 
Atlantic lines. To his slrill and 
energy the success of the Atlantic 
Expedition of 18C0 is undoubtedly 
due ; he perfected the paying out, 
and the recovering and grappling 
macliiuery for that cable, which so 
niaterinlly aided its submersion, 
and the recovery of the cable lost 
in the preceding year. He has also 
connected England with Gibraltar, 
Malta, and Alexandria, and laid 
other important lines of cable con- 
necting various countries in the 
Mediterranean, Horth Sea, &c. He 
received the honour of loiighthood 
in 1800, a Gold Medal from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Liver- 
pool, March 11, 1807, and the in- 
signia of the Order of St. Jago 
d^Espada from the King of Por- 
tugal. 

CAKOYAS BEL CASTILLO, An- 
tonio, a Spanish statesman, was 
horn in 1830. He made his debut in 
1851, under the patronage of Sehors 
Kios, Bosas, and Pacheco, as chief 
editor of the Patna, in which he 
defended Conservative ideas. In 
1851 he was named deputy for 
Malaga, and since that year has 
never ceased to occupy a seat in 
the Cortes. In 1850 he was Charge 
d* Affaires at Eomo, and di'ew up 
the historical memorandum on the 
relations of Spain with the Holy 
See, which tocrved as a basis for the 
Concordat. He 'was then named 
successively Governor of Cadiz in 
1853, Director-General of the Ad- 
ministration from 1858 to 18C1, 
and lastly, in that same year, 
XTnder-Secretary of State for the 
Interior, In 1801 the Queen called 
him to the Ministry, together with 
Mon } O'DonneU chose him in 1866 
as Minister of Finance and the 
Colonies ; and he had the honour 
of drawing up the law for the 
abolition of the traffic in black 
slaves. Lastly, a little before the 


Kevolution of 1808, he was the last 
to defend 'vvith energy in the 
Cortes the Liberal principle when 
all the parties which had supported 
his doctrine had deserted the Par- 
liament. His greatest title to 
fame is that of having been the 
first — supported by Seuors Eldua- 
yem, Bugallal, and two others — ^to 
hoist the standard of legitimate 
and constitutional monarchy, in 
the full Constituent Assembly of 
1868, and in face of thetmimpbaut 
Hevolution. His fidelity and 
capacity definitely obtained for 
him the supremo direction of tlic 
Alfonsist party, and on the procla- 
mation of Alfonso XII. as King in 
Dec., 1874', Sefior Cilnovas del 
Castillo became President of the 
Council and chief of the new Cabi- 
net, and ho continued to hold tlie 
Premiership, with the exception of 
an interval of a few months, do\>'n 
to 1870, when on the return of Mar- 
shal Martinez Campos fiom Cuba, 
Seuor Canovas del Castillo retired 
from the Premiership and Marshal 
Campos became Prime Minister, 
accepting as his colleagues the 
principal associates of Sefior C^i- 
uovas. The skilful resistance of 
the latter delayed and defeated 
the Marshal's free trade and eman- 
cipation projects, so that on the 
reassembling of the Cortes (Dec. 
1879) he was comiDelled to resign. 
Sefior Ciinovas del Castillo then 
returned to power in the year 
1881} however, his Conservative 
Cabinet was overthrown, and a 
coalition between Sefior Sagasta 
and Marshal Martinez Campos 
came into office. Sefior Cunovab 
del Castillo is the author of 
numerous works in moral and poli- 
tical science, and a History of 
the House of Austria, which is in 
great repiite. These puhiicatious 
have long since gained hbn admis- 
sion into the Academy of Madrid. 
In 1875 Sefior Canovas del Castillo 
received the insignia of the Order 
of the Bed Eagle from the Emperor 
of Germany, the Grand Cross of 
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tlio Order of the Tower and Sword 
from the King^ of Portugal, and the 
(iolden Fleece from the King of 
>Spain. 

CAKEOBEBT, Francois-Certain, 
Afarshal of Prance and a Senator, 
v/as horn Juno 7, 1809, of a good 
family, not in Brittany, as has 
frt'cmoutly heon stated, Imt at St. 
Ci'rc, in the deijnrtment of the Lot. 
He entered the military school at 
St. Cyr in 1820, and having distin- 
guished himself there, joined the 
army as it private soldier, and ■was 
soon made sub-lieutenant of the 
17th regiment of the line. He he- 
t-amo lieutenant in 1832, and in 
IhIJj pinharkcdfor Africa, and took 
part in the expedition to Mascara. 
Ifis services in tlio provinces of 
Oram were rewarded "with a cap- 
taincy. He T-vas in the breach at 
the attack on Constantine, and was 
■wounded in the leg. He received 
the decoration of the Legion of 
Honour about this time. In 1840 
he became Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
comiminded the 0 ith regiment of 
the line, which was charged to act 
against the forniidablo Bou Maza. 
In 1817 ho was made Colonel of 
the 3rd regiment of light infantry, 
and in 1818 "was intrusted with the 
1 ‘onunand of the exi)edition against 
Ahmed-Sghir, who had rallied the 
tribes of the Boiiaoiinin insurrec- 
tion.

; and at Solienno had to effect a 
movement which brought valuable 
assistance to General Niel. General 
Canrobert was afterwards made a 
Marshal of Prance, Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honour, and an 
Honorary Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath. In I8G0 he married 
Miss Macdonald, a Scotch hidj. In 
June, 18C2, he commanded at the 
Gimp of ChtUous, and succeeded 
the Marshal de Onstellane in com- 
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mand of the Ith corps d’armde at 
Lyons, Oct. 11. Subsequently, ho 
■was appointed Cominander-in-Chief 
of the Army of Paris. At the time 
of the declaration of war by Prance 
uj^ain&t Prussia, in 1870, ho had the 
command of an army coips. On 
the Gth of August the Crown Prince | 
of Prussia attacked the united 
army corps of Gens. Macmahon, 
Be Failly, and Canrohert, drawn 
up in position at Woerth, and 
gained a complete victory over the 
French. Marshal Canrohert was 
soon aftemvards shut up in Metz, 
•with Marshal Bazaine, and on the 
capitulation of th.al fortress, he 
was sent prisoner into Germany. 
After the preliminaries of peace 
had been signed he returned to 
France, where ho mot with a 
f.ivoui'ablo reception from M.

GAKTB, Cesare, liistorian, was 
bom at Brivio, near Milan, Sept. 6, 
1805. When only eighteen years 
of age, he became Professor of 
Literature in the College of Sondrio, 
in the Valteline, whence he went 
to Como, and thence to Milan. 


He embraced the Liberal cause, and 
his " Beflexions on the History of 
Lombardy in the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury,” iniblished at Milan, excited 
the hostility of the Austrian Go- 
vernment, and he was imprisoned 
for three years. In his captivity 
I he ■wrote on historical romance, 
Margherita Pustorla,” 1835, a 
work which has often been com- 
pared to the " Proinossi Sposi ” of 
Manzoni. He has composed various 
religious hymns, and his poem 
"AlgiBO,”his “Letture Giovanelli,” 
which have passed thimigh more 
than thirty editions, and the arti- 
cles which he has contributed to 
the '' Bibliofceca Italiana ” and the 
Indicatore” of Milan, have popu- 
larized his name throughout Italy. 
He belongs to what has been called 
the Bomantic School, founded 
by Manzoni luid Silvio Pellico. 
He has also published “ Storia 
Universale,” which has been trans- 
lated into English, French, and 
German} ^'History of Italian 
Literature,” 1851 j “ History of the 
last Hundred Years,” 1852 j ^‘Hia- 
j tory of the Italians,” 1859 }

Independonza Italiana,” 3 vols,,

CAPEL, The Bight Beverend 
Monsignor Thomas John, D.D., was 
bom Oct. 28, 1S»3G. Having com- 
pleted his education by six years* 
private tuition under the Bov. J. 
M. Glennie, B.A. Oxon., in the 
autumn of 1860 he was ordained 
priest by Cardinal Wiseman. In 
Jan. 1851 he became co-founder 
and Vice-Principal of St. Mary's 
Normal College at Hammersmith. 
Shortly after ordination he was 
I obliged to go to a souiliem climate 
to recruit his strength. When 
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tliore^ at Pau^ he established the 
English Catholic mission^ and was 
formally appointed its chaplain. 
l^uVjsequently^ his health having 
iinj)roved, he returned to London, 
■where his sermons and doctrinal 
lectures in various churches, and 
more especially at the Pro-C/ithe- 
dral at Kensington, soon raised 
him to the foremost rank among 
English preachers. D uring several 
visits to Eomc he also delivered 
coiu'scs of English sermons in that 
tiity by the express command of 
the Sovereign Pontiff. Monsignor 
Capel, wJiile labouring at Pan in 
the -work of " couver&ionh/’ vras 
named private chamberlain to 
Pope Pius IX. in 18C8, and after 
his return to England domestic 
prelate in 1S73. With returning 
health Monsignor Capel once more 
took to the work of education, and ‘ 
in Feb. 1S73, established the Ontho* j 
lie Public School at Kensington. 
He was appointefl Kector of the 
College of Higher Studies at Ken- 
sington — the nucleus of the (Catho- 
lic English University — in 1874, 
by the ummimous voice of the 
Ponmn Tatholic Bisliops, and ho 
held that appointment until he 
resigned it in 1878. Then having 
delivered a series of conferences 
on the Doctrines of the Catholic 
Cliui*ch in Florence by the wish of 
Leo XIII.,MonBignor Cnpel carried 
out his long-proposed visit, which 
he is now making in America. 
There, in all the great cities, he has 
lectured and preached to large audi* 
cnees on religions, social, political, 
and litemry subjects. In 1888, Mon- 
signor Capel wrote " (Ireat Britain 
and Bome,^^ urging the importance 
of having a Papal Kuncio accre- 
dited to England, and dmiug his i 
tour in America he has published 
treatises on "Confession,” "The ' 
Holy Catholic Church,” ^^Tlie 
Name Catholic,” "The Pope the 
Head of the Christian Church,” 
besides rc-editing the well-known 
work, " Faith of Catholics.”

CABATHEOBOEY PASHA (Alex, 
ander), a native of Constantinople, 
belongs to one of the most distin- 
guished families of the Greek 
community in the Turkish capital, 
and, through his wife, is connected 
with the noble family of the Aris- 
tarchi. Ho was lirought up at Con- 
stantinople till he was sixteen years 
old, when he wus, sunt to the West 
of Europe to complete his studies. 

I On his return to Turkey, he was 
employed in the G overament offices 
of tlie Sublime Porte, and soon at- 
tracted notice by his assiduity and 
intelligence. In several caxntals of 
Europe he occupied the post of 
First Secretary of Embassy, and 
he was ax^poiuted, for the first 
I time, Undor-Sec)*etary of State for 
Foreign Affaxi's during the Grand- 
I Vizieriat of the late A'ali Pasha. 
About this period he was nominated 
Minister of the Sultan at the (Jonrt 
of Borne, wliere he resided for two 
years. He iras recalled to occupy, 
for the second time, tlie post of 
Under-Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs. He was sent, as 
chief plenipotentiary of Turkey, to 
the Congi'ess of tlie Great Powers 
whidi assembled at Berlin in 1878 
to revise the provisions of the 
Treaty of San Stefano.

CARDEN, Sir Robert Walter, son 
of the late James Carden, Esq., of 
B(»ftford Square, London, was born 
in 1801.

John Walter, Sl.P., 
of the Times, in which joimial Sir 
Robert is understood to possess an 
interest- He was gazetted ns an 
oflieer in the 82nd Eoot, but uftei*- 
wards went on the Stock Exchange 
as a stock and share broker, became, 
in 1849, an alderman of the city of 
London, and served the oiRce of 
Jiord Mayor in 1H57 -8.

GABISOK, Frederik Ferdinand, 
a Swedish historian, horn in the 
province of Upland, June 13, 1811, 
was educated iu the University 
of Up'^ahi, and after graduating 
there, made a lour throu^ Den- 
mark, Germany, Italy, and France, 
staying for a considerable time in 
Berlin and Kome. On his return 
in 183G he was aijpointed Profes- 
sor of History at Upsala, hut the 
next year he was sent for to Stock- 
holm to be tutor to the Prince 
Eoyal. In 1847, however, he was 
agaia elected to the Chair of His- 
tory at Upsala; he represented 
that University in the Diet for 
several years ; and iu 1SG3 he re- 
signed his professorahix3 on being 
placed at the head of the Ministry 
of Public Worship at Stockholm. 
His great work is a History of 
Sweden,^' the first two volumes of 
which appeared in Swedish and 
German in 1855-G. He is a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Sweden.

Soon 
after taking his seat in the House 
of Peers, ho made his maiden 
speech, on which he was highly 
complimented by Lord Derby, who, 
in 1859, nominated him High 
Steward of tho University of Ox- 
ford. He was Under-Secretary of 
State for tho Colonies in Lord 
Deri >y *8 second administration, 
1858-9, and was appointed Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies in 
Lord Derby's third administration, 
Jmio, 1860. On Peh. 19^ 1807, he 
moved iu the House of Lords the 
second reading of the Bill for the 
Confederation of the British North 
America n Provinces, which he 
truly described as one of the largest 
and most important measures that 
for many years it had been the 
duly of any Colonial Minister in 
tliis cpoimtry to submit to Parlia- 
ment. Shortly after this (March 2) 
his lordsliip resigned the Colonial 
Secretaryship on account of a 
difference of opinion respecting 
Parliamentary Keform. At the 
same time. General Peel, War 
Secretary, and Lord Oranhome 
(now the Marquis of Salisbury) 
Secretary for India, tendered their 
resignations, which were accepted. 
Lord Carnarvon, in the speech he 
delivered in the House of Peers on 
tliis occasion, avowed thattbe new 
Eefomi Bill would make au entbe 
transfer of political power in five- 
sixths of the boroughs, and ex- 
pressed his belief that the Govern- 
ment were going too far in a demo- 
oratio direction. On the formation 
of Mr. Disraeli's cabinet in Feh. 
1871*, he was for the second time 
appointed Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. He resigned his seat 
; in the Cabinet, Jan. 24, 1878, in 
consequence of his disagreement 
from his colleagues as to the policy 
of ordering the British fieet to 
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proceed to the Dardanelles. Hia 
lordship considered this to he a 
departure from the policy of neu- 
trality which the Government had 
pledged themselves to preserve as 
long as neither of the belligerents 
infringed certain conditions which 
Her Majesty's Government itself 
had laid do^vn. Lord Derby, Fo- 
reign Secretary, tendered his re- 
signation at the same time, but 
consented to resume hia post after 
the order respecting the fleet had 
been countermanded, and explana- 
tions had been uiiide with his 
colleagues.

married, firstly, in 1861, Lady 
Evelyn Stanhope (who died in

Elizabeth Catherine, daughter of 
the late Mr. Henry Howai'd, of 
Grey stoke C»istlo, Cumberland. 

CABO, Edme-Harie, a French 
writer and philosopher, bom March 
1, 1826, at Poitiers, where hia 
father was then Pmfessorof Philo- 
sophy, received his education 
at Stanislas College, and gained 
tho prize for philosophy in 1813. 
He was elected Professor c.t the 
Facnlti^ dee Lettres at Douai, and 
in 1838 removed to the Normal 
School at Paris, In 1861 he be- 
came Inspector of the Academy, 
and discharged by delegation the 
office of Inspector-General. M. 
Caro was appointed Professor at 
the Faonlti^ des Lettres of Paris, 
1864, was elected a Member of tho 
Academy of Sciences, Moral and 
Political, in 1800, a Member of the 
French Academy in 1871, and an 
Officer of the Legion of Honour in 
1877. He has written “ Saint Do- 
minic and the Dominicans j” and 
under tho pseudonym of Saint- 
Hermel, “La Vie de Pius IX., ” 
and “Mysticisme auXVlII® Si^cle/' 
1852-34; "L'Idee de Dieu et ses 
Nonveaux Critmues,” 1864; “La 
Philosophie de Goethe,” 1860 j “Le 
Mattuialisme ot la Science,” 1868 ; 
“Les Jours d'Epreuve, 1870-71,” 
1872; “Problemes de Morale So- 
ciale,” 1876 ; “ Le Pesaemisme ait 
XIX*^. Siecle,” 1878; “La fin du 
Dix-huiiidme Sifecle,” 1880; “L'ldeo 
de Dieu,” and a number of papers 
in the Revue des Leuv Mondes, M. 
Caro, as a lecturer, is very popular 
in French society. 

CAEPENTEB, Alfred, M.D., was 
bom at Rothwell, Northampton- 
shire, May 28, 1823, his father 
being a medical practitioner of that 
place, and in 1847 he entered St. 
Thomas's Ho^ital. He was the 
first student who gained a scholar- 
ship at that institution, and he 
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also hold ill succoasioii the iiosts of 
Kcsideut Accouchcm* and IIouso 
Surgeon. He took the M.E.C.S. 
aud L.S.A. in 1851, and in 1852 
became associated in practice with 
the late Dr. Westall, of Croydon, 
wliere he has since continued to 
reside. He graduated M.B. at the 
University of London in 1855, and 
M.D. in 1859. In 1859 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Croydon 
Local Board of Health, on whicli 
he continued to serve, acting occa- 
sionally as chairman, until liis 
election as President of the Council 
of the British Medical Association 
in 1879, In 1870 he -vviis appointed 
a magistrate for Surrey. Dr, Car- 
penter has filled numerous local 
oflices of importance, and ho 
also took an active part in the 
establishment of the Croydon Cot- 
tage Hospital and of the Croydon 
Provident Dispensary. In 1878 he 
was Orator of the Medical Society 
of London, and lias been a member 
of various medical and sanitary 
societies. Dr. C..urpenter is Excir 
miner in Public Health in the 
University of London, and a mem- 
ber of the Court of Examiners at 
the Apothecaries Company. In 
1881 he was nominated a member 
of the Royal Commission appointed 
to inquire into the condition of 
the London Hospitals for small-pox 
and fever cases, aud into the 
means of pi'evcnting the spread of 
infection. Among his literary 
productions are : A History of 
Sanitary Progress in Croydon/’ 
1850; ‘'Hints on House Drainage/’ 
1856 s ” Physiological and Mechani- 
cal Aspect of Sewage Irrigation j ”

CARPENTER, The Right Rev. 
William Boyd, D.D., Bishop of 
Ripon, born about 1811, was edu- 
cated at St. Catharine’s College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1804, M.A. 1867). 
After holding various cm’acies he 
was, in 1870, appointed Vicar of 
St. James’s, Holloway, whore ho 
remained, until, in 1879, he became 
Vicar of Christ Church, Lancaster 
Gate, 'W'. He was Select Preacher 
at Cambridge in 1875 and 1877 i 
Hulsean Lecturer at Cambridge in 
1878 J and Select Preacher at Ox- 
ford in 1882. In the same year 
he was am^ointed to a vacant 
canonry at Windsor, On the death 
of the late Dr. Bickerstetli he was, 
in 188 1, consecrated Bishop of 
Ripon. While vicar of Christ 
Church, Dr. Boyd Carpenter ho- 
eame widely Imown as one of tlio 
most powerful preachers and 
earnest workers of the English 
Church, and, since lie became 
Bishop of Ripon, he has sustained 
his liigh reputation. He presided 
over flic Church Congress held at 
Wakefield in 1886 — a congress 
which win long he remembered as 
one of the most interesting and 
successful over held. 

OARR, Joseph William Gomyns, 
was bom in London on the let 
Mai'cli, 1810. He is the third sou 
of the late Jonathan Carr, aud was 
educated at Bruce Castle School, 
Tottenliam. In 1870 he matricu- 
lated at the London University, 
and afterwards passed in the 
honours division of the first 
examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws. He became a 
student of the Inner Temple in 
1 869, and was called to the Bor in 
1872, having gained a studentship 
in Roman and International Law 
at the Inns of Court. Mr. Comyns 
Carr then joined the Northern 
Circuit, hut shortly afterwards 
ceased to practise at the Bar, and 
devoted hhnself to literature and

jinimalisiii. From 18/0 to 1880 he 
'ivas a constant contributor to the 
principal literary reviews and 
magazine;}, and during this period 
ho was attaeliod to the staff of the 
fiatunlay Iin'iev\ the Examiner j the 
Aca>h’}iiij, &.C. "Writing especially 
upon subjects connected with artj 
he held for aoiue yeai*s the post of 
Art <Vitic on tlie PaU Mall OnzeiiCt 
and in 1S75 he accepted the English 
f'ditorship of L*Art. He was also 
associated with Sir Coutts-Lindsay 
in the cstublishiuent of the Gros- 
venor Gallery, and has since re- 
mained one of the Directoi’S of 
tliai Institution. His works on 
art include '^Dra^vings hy the Old 
Masters,” 1877 j “ The Abbey 
Church of St. Albans,” 1878 ; "Ex- 
amples of Contemporary Ajrt, ”1878 ; 
"Es.saya on Art,” "Art in Pro- 
vincial France,” 1883; and “Papers , 
on Ai*t,” 1881. In recent yeara 
Mr. Carr lias also widtten for the 
stage. In 1882 ho produced a 
dramatised version of Mr. Hardy's 
novel, “Far from the Madding 
Crowd;” and in 188 i ho collabo- 
rated witli the late Hugh Conway 
in the di*ama of "Called Back,” 
founded upon the poimlar story of 
the same name. In addition to 
the works above mentioned, he is 
also the author of "A Fireside 
Hamlet,” and " A United Pair.” 

OAEBTJTHEBS, WUliam, F.B.S., 
F.L.S., was bom at Moffat, Scot- 
land, in 1830, and educated at the 
academy there, and afterwai*dB at 
the Univers^ and New College, 
Edinburgh. He entered the British 
Musetim as Assistant in the De- 
partment of Botany in 1859 ; and 
succeeded Mr. J. J. Banned, os 
Keeper of that Dextartment, on his 
retirement in 1871. Mr. Car- 
ruthers has conducted many ori- 
ginal investigations on living and 
fossil plants, and has pubhshed 
numerous memoirs on fossil botany 
in the ioumals and transactions of 
learned societies. He re-edited 
Lindloy and Ilutton’s " Fossil 
Floiu^” and was afterwords en- 


gaged in preparing an accoxint of 
the fossil idnnts of Britain, sujiplc- 
mentary to that work. 

CASEBL, Archbishop of. See 
CnoKu, Dr. 

CA6TBLAB Y EISSOLL, Emilio, 
a Spanisli politician, and one of 
tlie most elociuent orators of the 
day, bom in 1S32, becamo noto- 
rious, early in hia career, in consc- 
tiuence of his extreme democratic 
and socialistic opinions, ^hich lio 
expounded in various Liberal jour- 
nals. For a time he was Professor 
of History and Philosophy in the 
University of Madrid, and in 18GG 
he took a leading jmrt in the revo- 
lutionary movement, which was 
put down by Serrano. On this 
occasion he was condemned to 
death, but he made good his es- 
cape, and sought refuge fii'st at 
Genova and afterwards in France. 
"When the revolution bioke out in 
! Sept. 1808, he returned to hia 
mitive country, and was one of the 
most energetic leaders of the re- 
puldican movement. He exerted 
himself to the utmost in order to 
bring about the cstablislinient of a 
republic, b\it at the general elec- 
: tion for tlio Constituent Cortes in 
, Feb. 1809, the republicans suc- 
ceeded in returning only a small 
proportion of their candidates, 
among whom, howevei*, was Seffor 
Castelor. In the discussions re- 
acting the now constitution of 
l^ain, Senor Oastelar advocated, 
hut unsuccessfully, the principle 
of republican in^tutions. In 
June, 1809, ho vigorously opposed 
the project of a regency, and he 
was also concerned in the repub- 
lican insurrections which occurred 
in October of that year. In the 
government chosen by the Cortes 
after the abdication of King Ama- 
deo, Senor Coatelar was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. On Au^. 24?, 
1873, he was elected President 
of the Cortes by 135 votes against 
73, but he vacated that post on 
Sept. 0, when he was nominated 
X^resident of the Executive Power, 

V 
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Kis first luoasurc was tho proroga- 
tion of the Cortes and the asauiup- 
tion of dictaturial power. He next 
took energetic, but inofCectxial, 
measures to suppress tho Carlist 
insurrection, and despatched the 
Minister of War in person to Cuba 
to in^otect i?panish interests in that 
island. When, however, the Cortes 
re-assembled on Jan. 2, 187^', it re- 
fused by 120 votes against 100, to 
pass a vote of confidence in Presi- 
dent Castiilar, who resigned. Tluare- 
ui>ou General Pavia, as Captain- 
Guuei’al of Madrid, forcibly dis- 
Bolvod the Cortes, and appointed a 
provisional government with Mar- 
shal KeiTaiio at its head. Soon 
after the pro tin ncinmienfo in favour 
of Alfonso XII., Seuor Castelar 
(juitted Madrid and proceeded to 
Geneva, Jan. 1S75. While in that 
city, being disgusted at the educa- 
tional decree promulgated by the 
Spanish Government, he resigned 
the Chair of History in the TTniver- 
sity of Madrid, March Gt 1875. 
Subsequently he returned to Spain, 
and succeeded, though not without 
considerable difficulty, in obtaining 
a seat in tho Cortes, as Deputy for 
Madrid, at the elections of Jan. 
187G. Since that time he has 
Bpoten frequently, and always 
with effect; but he has been a 
politician without a party — ^too 
advanced for Sagasta, too mode- 
rate for the Zorrilhsts. He ivas 
elected a member of the Spanish 
Academy in 1871, but he md not 
deliver his reception speech till 
April 25, 1880. Seiior Castelar has

CASTLETOWN, (Lord) Bernard E. B. 
EitzFatrick, 2ud Baron Castletown 
of Upper OsBory, was born in 1818 
and educated at Eton and Oxford. 
He went through tho Pi*aiico- 
Prussian campaign us assistant 
under the Rod Cross Society, and 
was present in Paris during the 
earlier days of the Commune. 
Prom 1871-75 ho served in the 
first Life Guards, and was with tlie 
Household Cavalry in "the Egyp- 
tian campaign of 1882, gaining the 
medal and clasp after Tel-el-Kebir. 
He has travelled extensively in. 
Lapland, the little known parts of 
Asia Minor, the Rocky Mountains 
and British North America. He 
sat in Parliament for three years 
as Conservative member for Port- 
arlington, and took a prominent 
part in the discussion of Irish 
questions. Since his accession "to 
the House of Lords his 
attitude has ftl"ways been that of a 
" Moderate." In 1883 he was tap- 
pointed Chairman of the Barrow 
Drainage Royal Oommission, and 
he is Or D.L. and J.P, for Queen's 
Co., Ireland. He married in 1875 
tho Hon. Clare St. Leger, only 
child of Viscount Doneraue. 

CAITLPIELD, Richard, LL.D., 
P.S.A,, was bom in the city of 
Cork, April 23, 3833, and educated 
at "the Bandon Endowed School 
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iiiul Trinity CoUei^u, Dublin, where 
he graduateil B.A, in 1815, taking 
bub;ici|uently the degrees} of 
mnl LLJ). He r.as aj/poinle<l 
Lihitirhin of the l?oyal lu&titution, 
Cork, in ISOl; and Lilu\irian of 
the Queen's College, Cork, in 1870. 
Dr. Cnulneld was elected a eorre- 
sponcling momher of tlio Society of 
Antiipiaries of Nornnmdy in 1850 : 
a rellow of the Society oi Anti- 
i{u.‘iviG3 of London in 1S02 ; and an 
honorary member of the Royal 
\eadeiny of History, jMriJrid, in 
lbS2. He is tMlitor of the JonriuO 
it/ tJi c jRty If I rl 11 i^toyU'* tl and A rclt iPO~ 
hnjir^d As'tiu'tafifyii of Ti'cleml;

CAVE, The Hon. Sir Lewis Wil- 
li&xn, was born July 3, 1832, at 
Desburougli, in Nortliaiuiitonsliirc, 
'where his father owned .a small 
estate, and was educated at Rugby, 
imder Dr. Tait. In 1851 ho was 
elected to an Exhibition at Lincoln 
College, Oxford, and took hia B.A. 
degree in 1855, having been placed 
in the 2ud class classics in the 
iinal examination. In 185G he was 
admitted as a student nt the Inner 
'reinple, and in June 1850 was 
called to the Bar. In the following 
year he joined the Midland oheuit, 
and subsequently left it to join the 
new North-Eastern circuit. Mr. 
Cave 'was appointed a revising har- 
ristor in 1805, and held the office I 
imtil he obtained a silk gown in i 
1875. In 1873 he was appointed I 
Recorder of Lincoln. Mr. Cave { 
was elected a Bencher of his Inn | 
in 1877, and in the same year was | 
made ii Commissioner of Assize for 
the autumn rireuit. In 1880 he i 
was appointed a Commissioner to | 


inquire iut(j the Parliamentary 
electiond at Oxfurfl, In 3Iaieh, 
ISSl, Mr. Ciuo wns appointed one 
of the Ju^Uced of the High Couit, 
and in April rei-eived the honour 
I of knighthood, together with Mr. 
Justice ^Mathew. Mr. Ju&tice Cave 
has edited several law books. Pr< mi 
> 18G1 to 18G5j in conjinietinn with 
the Hon. E. Chamloa Leigh, Q.C., 
he edited the Repoidii of tlie Court 
for the Consideration ot Croivn 
Cases Reserved. In 1801 Mr. 
Cave, ill conjunction with Mr. Boll, 
edited the seventh edi tioii of Stone’s 
, “ Practice of Petty Sessions.” In 
I8r>9 ho edited the .^ixth edition, 
and in 1S75 the stventh edition of 
Addison’s Treatise of the Law of 
Contracts,*’ and in 1870 he edited 
the fifth edition of the same 
author’s “ Law of Torts.” AVhile 
at the bar Mr, Justice Gave had 
the reputation of being a sound 
lawyer rather than u brilliant ad- 
vocate; and although he had a 
I large and varied business in his 
I circuit, his name will not bo found 
connectt‘d with any of the sensa- 
I tional cases of his time. 

' CAYLET, Arthur, P.E.S., D.C.L., 
j LL.D., bon of the late Henry 
Cayley, Russia merchant, of a York- 
shire family, -was bom at Rich- 
mond, Surrey, in 1821, and edu- 
cated at King’s College, Lon- 
’ don, and Trinity College, Cam- 
I bridge, where he gradutated B.A, 

I in 1812 us Senior liVraiigler and 
I fii‘st Smith’s prizeman* He was 
successively Scholar and Follow of 
I his College, was called to the Bar 
at Lincohx’s Inn in 1819, and has 
since practised as a conveyancer. 
In 186B, on the institution of the 
professorship, he was elected Sad- 
lerian Professor of pure mathe- 
matioa in the Unirei'sity of Cam- 
bridge. On Oct. 8, 1875, he was 
elected to a foundation Fellcwahip 
of Trinity College, Cambiidge. 
He is a Fellow of the Royal 
and of the Royal Astronomtcal 
Societies, the Cambridge Philoso- 
phicol Society, the London Mathe- 
r 2 
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maticul Society^ and has contri- 
huted on mathematical subjects 
to the Transactions of those and 
other bocieties^ and to various 
British and foreign luathouiaiical 
journals. He has been chosen a 
correspondent of the Erench Insti- 
tute for the section of Astronomy, 
and an honorary member, associate, 
or correspondent of several other 
societies. Professor Cayley re- 
ceived the degree of H.C.L. from 
the TJniverbity of Oxford in 
1864, and that of LL.D. from the 
TJniverbity of Dublin in 1805. He 
Avas President of the Eoyal Astro- 
nomical Society in 1872-73. He 
received the lionoiury degree of 
Doctor of Hatliematics and Physics 
from the University of Leyden, in 
Eeb., 1873. He gave, in the &'st 
half of the year 1882, a course of 
mathematical lectures at the John 
HopJdns University, Baltimoi^. 
In Nov. 1882, the Copley Medal of 
the Royal Society was awarded to 
him for his numerous, profound, 
and comprehensive researches in 
pure mathematics. He was Presi- 
dent of the British Association at 
the meeting at Southport in 1883. 

CECIL, Arthur, (whose proper 
name is Arthur Cecil Blunt) the son 
of a well-hnown solicitor, was edu- 
cated at East Sheen, and at fLrst in- 
tended for the army. But he soon 
displayed a great talent for music 
and actiug, and first appeared as an 
amateur at the little thcati*e on 
Richmond Creen which had once 
witnessed the triumphs of Kean, 
and the debut of Helen Eaucit. In 
1869 ho appeared at the "■ GaUery 
of Illustration" in Mrs. German 
Reed's company, as Mr, Chtirch- 
inonse ia " No Cards," and as Box 
in the musical version of '' Box 
and Cox/' which he has since 
played hundreds of times with 
immense success. He acted for 
five years in Mrs. German Reed's 
company, and it was here that he 
attained tliat power of disguisG of 
face and manner whicdi has always 
been one of his chief character- 


istics. Mr. Cecil's principal parts 
have been Baron Verduret in 
< ‘ Honour," Boron Stein in “ Diplo- 
macy," NedGuyon in the "Mil- 
lionahe," and Mr. Posliot in the 

Magistrate," all of ■which have 
been remarkably successful. He is 
at present jdaying Mr. Voro 
Quoekett in the “ Schoolmistress.” 
Mr. Cecil is joint manager with 
Mr. John Clayton, of the Court 
Theati^e, Sloano Squai'e. 

CECIL, Lord Eustace Brownlow 
Henry, second surviving son of the 
second Marquis of Salisbury, by 
his first wife, was bom in London, 
in 1881, and educated at Harrow 
and Sandhurst. He entered the 
Army in 1831, served in the 
Crimea, and retired as Captain 
and Licut-Colonel, Coldstream 
Guards, in 1863. He reinesented 
South Essex in the House of Com- 
2220 ZZ& in the Co 22 serrativo intazwst 
from July, 1865 to December, 1868, 
and West Essex from 1868 until 
1885. In Eobruary, 1875, ho was 
appointed Surveyor-General of the 
Ordnance, which post he retained 
until the resignation of his partly 
in 1880. Lord Eustace Cecil is 
the author of “ Impressions of 
Life at Home and Abroad," 
1865. 

CERRITO, Erancesca, called 
Eaimy, a celebrated dancer, born 
in Naples, March 11, 1821, is the 
daughter of an old soldier of the 
Em]>ire. While quite a child she 
ivas distinguished for great natural 

t race and vivacity. She made her 
rst appearance in 1835, at the San 
Carlo theatre, in a ballet called 
“The Horoscope," and cimted 
great enthusiasm, and afterwards 
danced at the principal theatres of 
Italy. She was at Vienna for two 
years, and was a favomite every 
season from 1810 to 1845, in Lon- 
don, where she danced the famous 
jpas de quatre with Taglioni, Cai'- 
lotta Griai, and Luculo Grohn. 
About this time she was married to 
a distinguished dancer and violin- 
ist, M. A* St. Leon, from whom she 
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1^15 seprtratfd ill irdwj£?. 

Cevrito, \rlio was called the 
*• Fourth Grace/’ composed jointly 
"with M. Thcopliilo Gautier, the 
‘‘Gipsy/' "Gemma/' and other 
ballets'. She is now residinj^ in 
Paris. 

OESNOLA (Count), luigi Falma di, 
LL.D., horn atEivarolo, near Turin, 
Italy, June JiO, 1832, received n 
collegiate education, after which 
he IV as placed in a seminary with 
a view to his entering the priest- 
hood. Preferring, however, n more 
active life, he left the seminary to 
enter the Saidinian Army on the 
outbreak of the war with Austria 
in 1848, when he attained the rank I 
of Lieutenant. On the close of I 
the war he entered the Royal , 
Military Academy at Clieraseo , 
(near Turin) , from which he gradu- j 
ated in 1851. After serving in 
the army several years he went 
to New York in 1800, and in 1801 
was made a Licut.-Coloncl in the 
volunteer service of the E.S.army, 
and suhseciuently a Colonel, At the 
clo««e of the civil wnr he was 
appointed American Consul at 
Cyprus, where ho remained until 
the consulate was abolished (1805- 
18^7). It vras while lie occupied 
that position that he made the 
discovery of antiquities with which 
his name is now associated. He 
has been made an honomry mem- 
ber of many scientific and literary 
societies, and the Kings of Italy 
and Bavaria have bestowed knight- 
ly orders upon him. Both Columbia 
and Princeton CoEeges conferred on 
him the degree of LL.I). In 1872 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York secured by purchase 
the Cypriote antiquities collected | 
up to that date, and di Cesnola i 
was granted an ejctended leave of 
absence to visit New York and 
arrange and claasify them.

CHADWICK, David, youngest son 
of John and Eebecca Chadwick, 
was bom at Macclesfield, Dec. 23, 
1821. He 'vras educated at hlan- 
chester, and in 1813 began bubi- 
ness as a professional account- 
ant. In 1811 he was appointed 
Treasurer to the Coiporaiion of 
Salford, and retained that ofTico 
tiE 1800. He look an active part 
in the cstaMi&hment of tlic Salford 
Eoyal Free Library and Museum, 
Peel Paak, and of the Salford 
Working Men's College, and was 
the first treasurer of both institu- 
tions. He was Honorary SecTetnry 
I and afterwards President of the 
Manchester Statistical Society, and 
I was the first President of the Mun- 
I Chester Institute of Aecounlants, 
He was elected M.P. for Macoles- 
I field in 18(»8, and was re-elected in 
1874. In 1880 he was again re- 
turned for the same constituency, 
but on petition the election w'aa 
declared void. No new wint 
issued, and a Eoyal Commission 
declared in March, 1881, that ex- 
tensive bribery had prevaEed. He 
was sometime a member of tlm 
Council of the London Statistic^ 
Society, and wrote ii histoiy of the 
rate ot wages in Lancashire in 200 
trades and occupations during 
twenty years, 1830 to 1850. He is 
also the author of various essays 
on Parliamentary Representation, 
Working- Men's Collegos, Poc»r 
Bates and Principle m Eating, 
Water Meters, Financial Aspect of 
^Sanitary Eefonn, the Equitable 
Adjustment of tlie Income-Tax, 
and Joint Stock Companies. He is 
a prize essayist and associate of 
the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
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and head of the firm of Chadwicks, j 
Boarcbnan, and Co., accountautfi, | 
of London and hlaucheatcr. Ho 
erected and estahliahed the Mac- 
cleafield Free Library, and pre- 
sented it to the Corporation 5 and 
was one of the founders of the 
CHobe Cotton Spinning and Manu- 
facturing Company in that town. 
He married, first, Louisa, yount^ost 
daughter of William Bow, E 3 <j., 
of Broughton, Manohestor, and, 
second, Ursula, eldest daughter of 
Thomas Sopwith, E.sqi., M.A.,C.E,, 
F.E.S., of Nowcfihtle-on-Tyne and 
Westminster. 

CHABWICE, Edwin, C.B., soeiul 
economist, born in l&Ul, was called 
to the Bar in 1830. His first pub- 
lication was an article in the T^'es^- 
minstcr Itex'iew, in 1828, on Life 
Assurances. He attracted tho 
notice of Jeremy Bentham, who 
beriueathod to him part of his 
library and a small legacyi When 
Lord Glrey’s Bovemment issued tho 
Commission of Inquiry into tho 
Administration of the Poor-Law, 
Mr. Chadwick was appointed Aa- 
aistant-Commissioner, and his in- 
vestigations in the rural districts 
were of great service. He was 
ongn ged on the Comm issioii of 
Inquiry into the Labour of Yoimg 
Persons in Factories, intended to 
protect young children engaged 
diiclly in cotton-mills from physical 
deterioration by overwork j and 
althougli its object, with respect to 
the securities for an efficient system 
of half-time instruction, was de- 
feated, the foundation was laid for 
the system of Q-overnmentalinsiiec- 
tion, since extended to labour in 
mines and other branches of in- 
dnstry . Mr .Chadwiekwas appointed 
one of the Cominiasiouors for pre- 
paring the Beport on the Adminis- 
tration of the Poor-Law. The 
measures adopted were chiofiy 
remedial, and for the direct repres-* 
sion of abuses j but Mr. Chadwick , 
iirgedapreventivecourse,includmg I 
the industrial traming of children | 
separately from adult paupers in , 


j district schools, and tho entire 
abolition of the law of sottlcmont. 
In 1838 ho obtained the consent of 
the Poor-Law Commissioners to a 
special inquiry into the local and 
preventable causes of disease, and 
tho improvement of habitations in 
the mcti*opolis. This inquiry, after- 
wards extended to the whole of 
England and'\l'’alos,was undertaken 
by Mr. Chadwick, in addition to 
hid laborious duties as Secretary to 
the Poor-Law Commission. From 
the formei investigations proceeded 
tho Sanitary Beport, proposing a 
venous and arterial system of water- 
supply and drainage for the im- 
provement of towns, and works for 
the application of sewage to agri- 
cultural production. In IS 13 ho 
produced a report on interments in 
to'wns, wliich laid the foundation of 
legislative measures on that sub- 
ject. In 1839 Mr. CliudAvick was 
appointed on the Constabulary 
Force Commission for tlie preven- 
tion of offences, the detection of 
offenders, and tho organization of 
the police forces. In 1818 ho was 
appointed a Commissioner of the 
General Board of Health for im- 
proving the supplies of water, and 
the sewage, drainage, cleansing, 
and paving of towns. Upon the 
reconstruction of this Board, in 
1851, when it was pJaced under 
political chiefs who are changed 
with the GovemmentjMr.Chadwick 
retired with a pension. In 1818 
hu was made a C. B, j and in 1831 
his aid was sought by Government 
in framing measures for the im- 
provement of the civil service. He 
has since published a paper on its 
reorganization, more especially on 
the results of competitive examina- 
tions for appointments, and on tho 
necessity of further securities to 
insure promotion in the puldio 
service. Ho has published in the 
Transactions of tho Statistical 
I Society papers read there, and at 
I the British Association, on tho 
I principles of competition for pri- 
I vate as well ad for public sernoe. 
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In lb5S he read a paper at the 
Liverpool ineelinij of the Assooia- 
tion for the Promotion of Social 
Science, on the aj^plicntion of sani- 
tary science to the 2 >rotcction of 
the Indian army, which led to the 
appointment of a Commission on 
that subject. In 1859-CO he 
examined, in aid of the Education 
Cominiasion, and collected evidence 
laid before Parliament, on the 
I'esults of good voluntary half-time 
schools, the effects ot physical 
training, including the naval and 
military drill, in good district 
pauper schools on the half-time 
system, the results of voluntary 
combinations of educational means, 
and the division of educational 
labour, on the principles of the 
district schools, and the great 
saving of time and expense and 
improvement in mental and bodily 
power obtained thereby. In the 
Transactions of the British Asso- 
ciation he published a paper read 
at Oxford on the physiological ns 
well as the psychological hmits to 
mental laliour. 

CHAILLV, Paul B. Bu, (8ee 
Du Ghaillu.) 

CHALLEHEI-LAGOBB, Paul 
Armand, a Prench Senator, born at 
Avranclios (Manche), May 19, 1827. 
studied at Paris in the Lyc6e of 
Saint Louis, entered the Normal 
School in 18 10, and was hrst in the 
competition for ^aduation in philo- 
sophy in 18 19. He was sent as Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy to the Lyeees 
of Pau andLimoges. Arrested and 
imprisoned after the coup iVetaf, and 
then banished fromPrancc,he with- 
drew to Belgimu, where ho delivered 
lectures with success, and next to 
Switzerland, where hewas appointed 
Professor of French Literature in 
the “Polytechnicon’^ of Zurich. 
After the amnesty he returned to 
his native country (1869), and con- 
tributed articles on literature, art, 
and philosophy to the Teinjts, the 
iSeuue Natio)ia2o,the Hevue des Oours 
ScientiJiqueB eb IniteraireSs the Revue 
Modernej of wliich ho became 


manager, and the lievvc des Dcm 
MojuUit. In ISiiS ho ejatahlisshed, in 
conjimctiomvithMeisioiusBri-sson, 
Alhiiu-Turgo, and Oambett'i, the 
Revue Politique, of which lie under- 
took the inaiiiigomeiit, and ronpc- 
q^ueiitlyundorwenta conviction for 
ljubli&hing the li&ts of sul)iieriptiond 
for a moiiiimeiit to the repreoenta- 
tive Baudin. Appointed Protect of 
the Bh^ne after the 4th ut Sopt., 
1870, he was called upon to admi- 
nister the affairs of tlu* turbulent 
city of Lyons in oircmn&taucps of 
extreme difficulty. It is true that 
he did not succeed in preventing 
excesses there, but it is m’ged on 
hia behalf that his authority was 
counterbalanced and held in cheek 
by the Committee of Public Safety, 
Ho resigned this office Feb. 5,1871, 
and on Jan. 7, 1872, he was elected 
Deputy in the Badical interest for 
the Bouches-du-Bhune. In the 
Chamber lie distinguished himself 
by his cloriuence and his readiness 
and calmness in debate. On Jan, 
30, 1870, he was elected a Senator 
by the department of the Boudius- 
du-Bhone. M, Cliallemol-Lacour 
was mixed up at about the baiui' 
period in two important law-suits. 
One of these was brought by the 
Brothers of Christian Doctrine of 
the commune of Caluire, in the De- 
partment of the Bhdnc, whose es- 
tablishment had been occupied by 
troops during the war. After pro- 
longed arguments, and notwith- 
standing a ministerial deoree of 
April 10, 1878, which declared that 
the Prefect had acted in the name 
of the State, the Court of Cassation 
sent back the case to the Court of 
Dijon, which, on Jan. 30, 1879, con- 
demned M. Challemel-Lacour and 
hia associates in 07,213 francs 
damages. The second action was 
brought by M. Chnllemel-Lacour 
against La France Kouvelle, a Legi- 
timist journal, which had charged 
him with cheating at piny' in a 
club, and the defendants were con- 
demned, on Jan. 0, 1879, to pay a 
fine of 2000 francs and 10,000 
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franca costs. A few days after- 
wards (Jan. It) he was sent to 
Berne as ambassador to the Swiss 
Confederation. On Juno 11, 1880, 
he was nominated ambassador to 
the Court of St. Jameses, in suc- 
cession to M. Lilon Say. On his 
appointment beiujy made known in 
this country, an angry debate took 
place in the House of Commons, 
got \xp by Mr. O’Donnell, ns to M. 
Ohallexuel - Lacour’s antecedents. 
Mr. O’Donnell was, however, de- 
feated by 215 votes against 119. 
M. ChaBemel-Lacom* continued to 
be Ambassadoi* in London tillEeb. 
1882, when ho was recalled at his 
own request. In the Cabinet 
formed by M. Jules Peiry in Eeb. 
1833, H. Challeinel-Lacour held the 
portfolio ot Poreign Affairs. M. 
Ohallemel-Lacour was one of the 
founders, and is chief editor, of 
the Repuhlique He has 

published ''La Philosophie Indi- 
vidualiste,” an essay on Humholdt, 
in the " Biblioth&que de Philoso- 
phie Conteumoraine,” 18G1 j a 
translation or Ritter’s "History

OHAMBEELAIK, The Bight Hon. 
Joseph, M.P., eldest son of the late 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, a member 
of one of the City Compiinies, was 
born in London in 1836. His mother 
was Caroline,daughter of Mr. Henry 
Harhen. He was educated at Uni- 
versity College School, and after- 
wards became a member of affrm of 
wood-screw makers at Birmingham 
(Nettlefold & Chamborlaiu), which j 
his father had joined in 1854. He 
retired from business in 187 1 shortly 
after the decease of liis father. Mr. 
Chamberlain had at this time ob- 
tained a certain local celebrity in 
consequence of his advanced Radi- 
cal opinions and the fluency of 
speech with, which he expressed 
them in one of the Birmingham 
debating societies. In 1868 he was 
appointed Chairman of the flrst 


Executive Committee of the Edu- 
cation League, and in November 
of the same year a member of the 
Birmingham Town Council. In 
1873 he became Chairman of the 
Birmingham School Board, of 
which ho was first elected a mem- 
ber in 1870. Mr. Chamberlain 
is hIso an Alderman of Birming- 
ham, and was three times succes- 
sively elected Mayor of the Borough 
(1874-75-76). His name was first 
biunght before the public in Peb- 
ruary, 1871, when he came forward, 
at the general election, bo oppose 
Mr. Roebuck at Shefileld. Ho was 
not successful, the numbers polled 
being 11,103 for Roebuck, 12,858 
for Mundella, and 11,053 for Cham- 
berlain. In June, 1876, he was re- 
turned for Birmingham, to fill up 
the vacancy occasioned by Mr. 
Dixon’s retirement from Parlia- 
mentary life. In the Hoiise of 
! Commons Mr. Chamberlain chiefly 
attracted notice by his advocacy 
of the Q-othenhurg system of li- 
censing places where intoxicating 
liquors ore sold, He is in favour 
of disestablishment and of com- 
pulsory secular education.

GHAPLEAP, Hon. Joseph Adolphe, 
Q.C., Secretary of State for the 
llominion of Canada, was horn at 
Ste. Thertise de Blainvillo, Quebec, 
Nov. 9, 1810. He entered the Pro- 
vincial Legislature in 1807, and 
from 1873 to 1871 was Solicitox*- 
General. Ho became Provincial 
Secretary in 1876, and Premier of 
Quebec in 1879. Since 1882 he 
has been Secretary of State. 

CHAPMAK, General Sir Frederick 
Edward, G.C.B., son of Hichard 
Chapman, Esq., of GatcheU, So- 
mersetshire, was horn iu British 
Guiana in 1816. After passing 
tlirough the Eoyal Military Aca- 
demy at Woolwich, he entered the 
corps of Boyal Engineers in 1833, 
became a captain in 1816, a colonel 
in the army in 1855, and a lieu- 
tenant-colonel of the Eoyal Engi- 
neers iu 1830.

As a reward for liis 
valuable services ho received a 
medal ivith throe cla&jid, the Sar- 
dinian ondTurkicihuieiils, the urd 
class of the Mcdjidlo, ))eskles ] loing 
appointed a Companion of the Bath 
and an officer of the Legion of 
Ilonour. Ho was made a JCuight 
Coinmunder of the Order of the 
Bath in 1867, and attained the nuik 
of Major-General the same yo«r. 
Sir Fredoriek held the post of Go- 
vernor and Coiiunander-in-Chiof of 
Bermuda from 1807 to 1870, and 
that of Inspector-General of Forti- 
fications and llireotor of Works 
from the last date to 1875. He 
became a Lieutenant-General in the 
army, and n Colonel-Oommnndaiit 
of the Itoyal Engineers in May, 
1872 ; and was advanced to the 
brevet of General in Oct. 1877. In 
the latter year he was created a 
G.C.B. Ho Avus placed on the 
retired list in 1881. 

GHABCOT, Jean Hartin, horn nt 
Paris in 1825, obtained his degree 
of M.B. in 1853. In 1856 he Avas 
appointed Physician of the Central 
Bureau of Hospitals, and has 
gained a reputation by his impoi*- 
tant investigations into the mala- 
dies of the nervous system. In 
1873 he was elected a member of 
tho Academy of Medicine in the 
section of jwithologieal anatomy. 
He is the author of “ DePExpecta- 
tion en M^decine,” 1857 ; Be la 
PneumonieChronique,” 1860; “La 
M5decine Empirique et la Mcdecine 
Scientifiquo,” 1807 ; '* Lecons Cli- 
niquea sur les Maladies des Vi^eil- 
lards,” 1868; "Lemons sur Ics 
Miiladiea du Systeme Nerveux,” 
1873; “Lci^ons but les Maladies 
du Foie^ des Voiea Biliaires et des 
Eoins,” lb77 ; ^'Lecons sur les Mala- 
dies dll fiystfeme Nerveux fnites a 
Salpctriere,” 1880. 2^1. Charcot has 
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annotated tlio Eroncli translation 
of Baring Garrod's ^'Treatise on 
Gout/* He is one of the directors 
of tlie Archives cle P?i]/siolo^ic, and 
lias been decorated wifJi the Legion 
of Honour. 

CHAKDi Stnjor John Bouse Ker- 
riotti V.C., was born Dec. 21, 1847, 
being the second son of the late 
Mr. William Wheaton Chard, of 
Pathe, Somerset, and Mount Ta- 
mar, Devon. He was educated 
first at the Plymouth New Gram- 
mar School, and then at Woolwich, 
and obtained his commission in 
the Eoyal Engineers July 15, 1808. 
After two years at Chatliam he 
went to Bermuda, where he was 
employed for three years on the 
fortifications near Hamilton for 
the defence of the dockyard and 
naval anchorage. Coming on leave 
to England on the death of his 
father, he was sent to Malta to 
complete his foreign service, re- 
maining about two years employed 
on the new forts there. On his 
return to England he was quar- 
tered at Aldershot, and took part 
in the Army Manoeuvres. After a 
short stay at Chatham he went to 
Exeter (Western District) for 
about two years. Ordered from 
there to jUdershot to join the 5th 
company of Eoyal Engineers on the 
mobilization of the Army Corps 
for the East, he went with the com- 
pany to Chatham, and embarked 
with it for Natal, Dec. 2, 1878, 
arriving at Durban early in Jan. 
1870. On Jan. 22 Lieutenant Chard 
was tlie hero of the famous defence 
of Eox'kc’s Drift. He was left in 
charge of the Commissariat post, 
and an attack being imminent, a 
barricade was hastily thrown up 
under Ms direction, the men using 
for this purpose a number of bags, 
biscuit tins, and other matters 
belonging to the commissariat 
stores, bmng part of the time under 
fire. The attack was made soon 
after dark by at least 3000 Zulus, 
and the fight was kept up during 
the greater part of the night, The 


Zulus got inside the banicade six 
times, and were as often driven 
out at Iho point of the bayonet. 
In the meantime another body of 
Zulu troops passed to the roar of 
the military hosx)ital aud set fire 
to it. At dawn tho attacking force 
withdrew, for Lord Chelmsford’s 
column was then seen approaching, 
and was enthusiastically hailed by 
the gallant defenders. Three hmi- 
dred and fifty-one dead Zulus were 
counted near the entrenchment, 
and the number killed since that 
attack was estimated at 1000. The 
defenders of Eorke*s Drift were 
undoubtedly the means of saving 
Grey Town and Helpmakaar, aaid 
also of securing time for effocting 
a retreat witli tho main column. 
Lieutenant Chard left Eorko’s 
Drift sick with fever on Feb. 17 
for Ladysmith, where ho was hos- 
pitably entertained at the house 
of Dr. Hyde Allen Park, Ho loft 
Ladysmith for tho front on April 
27, rejoined tho 5th company of 
the Eoyal Engineers at Landsman's 
Drift on April 20, and was present 
at tlie battle of Ulundi. On re- 
turning to St. Paul’s he was pre- 
sented with the Yictoria Cross by 
Sir Garnet Wolseley. Soon after- 
wards ho was ordered home. Ar- 
riving at Portsmouth Oct. 2, 1870, 
he was met by a telegram from 
Her Majesty, nnd shortly after- 
wards he proceeded to Balmoral, 
where he was graciously received 
by the Queen. For his services ho 
was advanced to Uio rank of Major. 

CHABLES I. (Karl Friedrich 
Alexander), King of Wilrtemherg, 
eldest son of the late King ’Wil- 
liam I., was born March 0, 1823, 
and succeeded to the throne Juno 
23, 1801. He followed the policy of 
his father on the Solileswig-Holsteiu 
question, and formed one of tho 
Minor States ijarty in the Diet. 
In the Austro-Pnissiou war of 
1800 he allied himself with Austria, 
but on Aug. 23 signed a ^*eaty 
of alliance with Prussia j and in 
the French wav pf 1870 his army 
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fouglit with the Prusaians. His 
Majesty, who is a Colonel of a 
Ruaaiau regiment of dragoons, 
married, July l!i, 1810, the Grand 
Huchess Olga Nicolajewna, daugh- 
ter of Nicholas I., late Czar of 
Russia. 

CHARLES I. (Charles Eitel Ere- 
derick Zephiriii Louis), King of 
Rouinania, was bom April 20, 1S30, 
being the second son of Prince 
Holienzollcrn-Siginaringen,head of 
the second of the non-reigning 
brandies of the princely house of 
HohenzoUern. He was elected and 
proclaimed Prince Regnant of Eou- 
mania, with hereditary succession, 
by a plebiscite, taken April y-20, 
lS6t), and definitely recognised on 
Oct, 21 in that yoar by the Sublime 
Porto and the guaranteeing Powers. 
The Prince had previously been a 
sub-lieutenant in the 2nd regiment 
of Prussian dragoons, and it is 
believed tJiat his candidature for 
the tlu’one of Rouinania, which had 
become vaennt by the expulsion of 
Prince Alexander John, was j)ro- 
posed by Prussia, and supported by 
her diplomatic action. His reignhas 
been marked throughout by inter- 
nal dissensions and parliameutai*y 
crises. Tlio unwarnuitable perse- 
cution of the Jews in Moldavia 
elicited indignant protests from 
various foreign governments, who 
likewise complained that bonds of 
armed men were allowed to be 
formed within the Romnanian terri- 
tory, with the object of creating 
disnirbances on the Lower Danube. 
The disputes in the Roumanian 
Chamber, and the incessant minis- 
terial changes, led to a dissolution 
of the Chamber of Bucliarest in 
1869. A convention was concluded 
between hie Government and the 
Czar, permitting the Russians to 
cross the Danube in April, 187^> 
The Roumanian army was then mo- 
bilised, and war declared against 
Turkey. In Sept, and Oct. 1877, 
Prince Charles held tho nominal 
command of tho Army of the West, 
and ho fought at Plevna, whore the 


Roumanians bohaved with great 
gallantry, and suffered heavy losacs. 
He received, in aclcnowledgmcnt of 
his services, the rrogs of St. George 
fi-om Alexauder II., to whom he 
sent in return, the decoration of 
the Order of the Star of Roumania. 
He had the title of " Royal High- 
ness from 1S78 till March 20, 
1883, when ho was proclaimed King 
of Roumania by a nnaniuious vote 
of the ropresontalives of the nation, 
Tho coronation ceremony took 
place on May 22. Ho married, Nov. 
13, 1860, Pauline EHzaboth Ottilio 
Louise (bom 1813), daughter of 
the late Prince Ilerniann of Wied. 
(iScc Elizabeth.) 

CHARLEY, Sir William, Q.C., 
D.C.L., bom in 1833, is the young- 
est son of the late Matthew 
Charley, Esip, of Einaghy House, 
near Belfast. He was educated at 
St. John's College, Oxford, and 
took his degree of B.A. in 1630, 
and D.C.L., by accumulation, in 
1868. In 1SG5 he was called to 
the Bar at the Inner ^ Temple, 
having obtained tho first certifi- 
cate of honour of the first-class, 
and the exhibition at final ex- 
amination of Comicil of Legal 
Education. He has been Common 
Serjeant of tho City of London 
since 1878, and in 1880 wa*j made 
a Q.C. From 1808 to 1880 he 
represented Salford in the House 
of Commons in the Conservative 
interest, bul was rejected at the 
Election of 1680, and unsuccess- 
fully contested Ipswich in 1883. 
Sir William Charley is a judge of 
the Central Cziminal Court, and 
of the Lord Mayor's Court. He 
was knighted in 1880. 

charlotte, Ex-Empress of 
Etezioo (Katie Charlotte Am^Ue 
Auguste Victoire Clementine Leo- 
poldine), daughter of Leopold I., 
King of the Belgians, born June 7, 
1810, was married July 27, 1867, 
to the ill-faled Maximilian, after- 
wards Emperor of Mexico. In the 
midst of his einbarraesiucnls, Maxi- 
uiilitui scut his emnress to Paris in 
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1S6G to seek more effectual aid 
from tlio Emperor Napoleon. Sho 
failed entirely in her mission, and 
l^roceeded to Italy, where her 
reason ^avo way in consequence of 
the ti-onhles she had already under- 
gone, and of those which she 
foresaw her liushond would ex- 
perience. Her Majesty was removed 
to the palace of La ekon , near 
Brasgels, and it is said that during 
lucid intervals she has since 
employed her time in writing 
hlemoirs of the Histoi’y of the 
Mexican Empire. Her recovery 
is considered lioi^eless. 

GHABNOCE, Bichard Stephen. 
rh.B.j F.S.A., hom in London, 
August 11, IbiO, is the son of 
Tvicliard Ohaniock, B&q., of the 
Inner Temple, barrister-at-law. 
Ho was uductilcd at King’s College, 
London, and admitted an iittozmey 
in lb 11. He has travelled through 
the whole of Europe, and has also 
visited the North of Africa and 
Asia Minor ; and has devoted much 
time to the study of anthropology, 
archasology, and philology, espe- 
cially the Celtic and Oriental 
languages . Hr. Gharnock is a 
xaomber of many learned societies, 
and Doctor of Philosophy of the 
University of Grttttingen. Among 
very many contributions to phil- 
ology, anthropology, jyad science 
in general. Dr. Chamook is author 
of '‘Guide to Tyrol,” 1857 j "Local 
Etymology,” 1859 ; "Guido to 
Spain audPortugal,” 1805 j Verha 
Noniinalia,” 1800 s " Ludns Patro- 
uymicus,” 1808 j " Tlie Peoples of

OHAKTEBIS, The Bev. Archibald 
Hamilton, M.A., D.D,, bom in 
Wamplu’ay, Dumfriesshire, Deo.l3, 
1835, w’as educated at the parish 
school and Edinburgh Universitjy, 
ivhore he took the degree of B.A. in 
1852, and of M. A. in 1853. He -was 
I preseutod to the pn rishof St .Qiii vox, 
Ayrshire, in 1858, to Ne^vabbey in 
1859, and called to tho PnrkChm'oh, 
Glasgow, in 1803. He was ap- 
pointed one of Her Majesty’s Cliap- 
hiins for Scotland in 1870, having 
previously received the degree of 
D.D. from Edinburgh University 
in 1808. Ho was appointed to tho 
Chair of Biblical Criticism in the 
University of Edinburgh in 1808, 
which lie still holds. Professor 
Chartoris is tho author of " Life of 
James Eobertson, D.D.,” IbGS s 
" Canonicity : a Collection of Early 
Testimonies to the Books of tho 
New Testament,” 1880 "The 
Clu'istian Scriptures,” being the 
Avail Lectures, 1882, and of several 
occasional pamphlets and lectures. 
In ecclesiastical work he is best 
known as Vice -Convener of the 
General Assembly’s Committee for 
the Abolition of Pati*ouage, which 
accomplished its work in 1871, and 
as Convener of the General Assem- 
bly’s Committee on Clu’istian Life 
and Work from its fli*st appoint- 
ment to tho present time. The 
puiqjose and effect of this committee 
is inquiry into and reporting upon 
the methods of work emijloyed in 
the vanous ijarishes of the Church 
of Scotland, so that through the 
influence of the General Aseemhly 
and of public opinion, those me- 
thods may be developed and im* 
proved, 

GHABXBES ^Biio Bobert 
Philippe - Louis - Eugene - Perdinand 
d’Orllans, youngest son of the late 
Duke of Oi’leans, and grandson of 
tho lute Louis Philippe, was born 
at Paris, Nov. 9,1810. V^en only 
two years old lie lost his father, 
and six years later the Bevolution 
drove him into exile. Tho young 
duke was carefully brought ui) at 
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Ei&oiiacli in Germany, and after- 
wards joined his family in England, 
He served in the Fedoial army in 
the Campaign o£ the American 
civil war in 1802. Ho married, 
June 11, 1803, Frant^oise- Marie - 
Aniclie of Orleans, eldest daughter 
of the Prince de Joinvillo, and has 
iaauc a daughter, horn Jan. 13, ISGo, 
and two tons, horn respectively 
Jan. IJ, ISGO, and Oct. 16, 1807- 
After the Iiovolution of Sept. 1, 
1870, he returned mco^^nifo to 
Franue, and served in G eneral 
Chanzy’s army xmder an assumed 
namej and in is7i, when Iho Na- 
tional A&^emhly had revoked the 
law of hanifihuieut agiiiust the 
Orleans family, ho vas appointed 
a Major, and liormittcd to serve 
without pay in the French army. 
In 1883 his name TV ns struck ofE the 
active list of the army hy a decree 
of the Eepuhlican (-foverument. He 
was at once removed from the com- 
mand of the 12th Cliasseurs and 
was peremptorily ordered on Foh. 
23 to quit Iloueii, at which city 
that regiment was htatioued, within 
twelve hours. 

GHA5SEF0T, Antoine Alphonse, 
a French inventor, horn March 1, 
1833, is the son of a worldng gun- 
smith, to which trade he was him- 
Bolf brought up. Entering the 
Government workshops, he was 
attached in 1838 to that of St. 
Thomas, at Paris, as Controller of 
the second class ; attained the rmik 
of Controller of the hrst class in 
1861, and that of Principal in 1801. 
The roBult of his study of the 
mechanism of small arms, especially 
of the famous Prussian needle-gun^ 
was the invention of the Ohassepot 
rifle, which was adopted by the 
French army 5 and, according to 
the official accounts, did wonders” 
against the Garibaldians at Men* 
tana. M. Chassepot was oftorxvards 
officially attached to the national 
manufactory of arms at ChAtel- 
leranlt, near Poitiers. Ho took 
out patents for his invention, and 
the royalty ho received on the 


rifles manufactured brought him 
in a large income. He was deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour 
in 1800. 

GHELHSFOEB (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. Frederic Augustus Thesiger, 
G.C.B.,is the eldest son of the first 
Lord Chelmsford, who was twice 
Lord Chancellor in the Government 
of the late Lord Derby, by liis wife 
Anna Maria, youngcot daughter of 
Mr. William TinLng, of Southamp- 
ton. He was bom May 31. 1827, 
and educated at Eton. In ISl-t he 
entered the Biflc Brigade. He was 
txansf erred in the following year 
to the Grenadier Guards, as ensifjn 
and lieutenant, and he attained, in 
the ordinary course of promotion, 
the rank of lieutenant and captain 
(185U). Ho hocaincMajor inlb35; 
Captain and Lieutoniiut-Colonel in 
1657 5 Lieutenant-Colonel, Goth 
Foot, in 1858 j Colonel in 1663 5 
Major-General in 1877 ; and Lieu- 
tenant-General in 1662. He served 
ill the Crimean campaign as aide- 
de-camp to Major-General Mark- 
ham, including the siege and f.all 
of Sobastoiiol, and for his services 
he was j)romoted to a brevet 
majority. Having exchanged into 
the 95th Hcgimciit as second Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, he served in the 
Indian Mutiny campaign. He 
succeeded Colonel Baines, C.B., in 
tho command of the 03th Begiment. 
As Deputy Adjutant-General in tho 
Abyssuuiui campaign of 1868 he 
was present at the capture of Mag- 
dala. For his services in this cam- 
paign he was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Bath and ono of her 
Maies^^s aides-de-camp. He was 
Adjutant-General to the forces in 
In&a from 1868^ till Dec, 1877, 
when he was appointed to command 
tho troops at 8horncliife, and sub- 
sequently the 1st Infantry Brigade 
at Alder^ot, In March, 1877j» he 
attained the rank of Major-General, 
and in January of the following 
year he was nominated to succeed 
General Sir Arthim Cunninghame 
as Commander of the Forces and 
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Lieutonant - Governor of Cape 
Colony. Ho completed the sub- 
jugation of the Kaffirs^ and re- 
stored Coffraria to a condition of 
trancjuillity, and for these services 
^vas made a Knight Commander of 
the Order of the Bath, He had 
succeeded to the pcci'agc on his 
father's death in 1878. Lord 
Chelmsford was apxjointod to the 
chief command of the British i 
troops in the Zulu war of 1870, j 
Colonel Glyn’s coliuuii, consisting 
of 2,100 Englishmen and 2,000 
natives, was encamped at Isan- 
dhlwna, when an attack was made 
on the fortified camp by the Zulus, 
resulting in the nearly total anni- 
hilation of the garrison, A gallant 
defence was made the same day at 
Korke's Drift, about ten miles 
from Isandhlwna, hy Lieutenants 
Chard arid Bromhead, who with 80 
men of the 80th Begimcnt held the 
post against the desperate assaiilts 
of 4,000 Zulus, until they were 
relieved by Lord Chelmsford's 
troops. On April 2 on attack was 
made hy an army of 11,000 Zulus 
upon the fortified oomp of the 
British troops under Lord Chelms- 
ford at Gingholova, on the road to 
Ekowe, hut the Zulus were repulsed 
with great loss ; and two days later 
the British troops who h^ been 
surrounded at Ekowe hy Zulus 
after the disaster of Isandhlwna 
wore relieved by the force under 
Lord Cheliusted's command. The 
decisive battle of TJlundi was fought 
on July 4, when the Zulu army was 
completely defeated. The oro^t of 
the victory admittedly belongs to 
Lord Chelmsford, hut before this 
battle was fought Sir Garnet 
Wolscley had landed at Durban, 
Katal, to supersede him in the 
command of the British troops 
operating against the Zulus, Lord 
Chelmsford, liaving resigned the 
command, was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath, and arrived in England 
in Aug. 1879. He marnod, in 
1867, Adria Eanny, daughter of ' 


Major-General Heath, of the Bom- 
bay army. 

GHEBBTTLIEZ, Victor, son of a 
professor of Hebrew at Geneva, 
was horn in that city in 1832. His 
first essay in literature was an an- 
tiquarian trifle, entitled “ A propos 
d'un Chcv.al, Gauserics Athmii- 
ennes,” 18U0, reprinted in 1R(U 
under the title of ‘^Dn Cheval do 
Phidias." About 18G2 he settled 
in Paris, where he imblished a 
' number of novels, many of which 
appeared oidginally in the columns 
of the Revue des Deiw Mondes, 
Among them are " Lo Comte Kos- 
tia," 18C3; ''Le Prince Vitale," 
ISGlj "Paule Mdr^" 1864; "Lo 
Roman d'uno honn^te Femme," 
1866; "Le Grand CEuvre," 1807; 
"ProsperBandoce," 1868 ; "L'Aven- 
ture de Ladislas Bolsld," 1869) 
"Le Fiance de Mademoiselle de 
Saint-Manr," 1876; and "L'Idee 
de Jeon T^terol," 1878, which was 
translated into English undor the 
title of " The Wish of his Life." 
Later books are "Noirsot Rouges/' 
1880} "Olivier Maugant," 1885, 
and "La Feiine du Choquard," 
1884. M. Cherbuliez is also a 
political writer of influence, the 
numerous articles in the Revue des 
Deux Mondes signed " G. Valhei’t ” 
being from his pen. M. Cherbuliez 
has obtained French citizenship. 
On May 23, 1882, ho was received 
into the French Academy as the 
successor of M. Dufaiire. 

OHERVEli, Pierre Adolphe, a 
French historian, bom at Rouen, 
Jan. 17, 1809, was educated at the 
Normal School, and beeamo Pro- 
fessor of history at the Royal Col- 
legeofRouen. In IS 10 he published 
" Histoii-e de Rouen sous la Domi- 
nation Anglaise," and in 1842 
“ Histoire de la Commune de 
Rouen." In 1810 he succeeded 
M.Wallon as Maitre de Couforenues 
at the Normal School. He was 
named Inspector-General of Public 
Instruction and rector of the 
Strasbourg Academy, Jan. 23, 1860, 
and of PoitiurB in 1871. M. Chcruid 
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lias gained a considerable reputa- 
tion by Ills MTitings. Among the 
liriiicipal are “ Do TAdministration 
de Louis XIT.,” ISIU ; Marie 
ytuai*t et Catherine de Medicis,” 
1850 ; “ Momoires sur la vie Pub- 
liquo et Privoe do Foucpiet,” 1802 j 
“ Histoire do France sous le Minis- 
ti*re do Mazarin/’ 1S82, This last 
iri his chief 'vvork, and is lilcely to 
remain the standard book on this 
period of history. As a Member of 
the Committee of LangiiageSj His- 
tory, ami Arts of France, he edited 
in the series of unpublished docu- 
ments Journal d'Olivier Lef^v^e,” 
186n<02. He is an officer of the 
Legion of Honour. 

CHESirELON0, Pierre Charles, 
a French politician, was horn at 
Orthez (Basses-Pyri%ees), April, 
1S20, and educated at Pan, Foi- 
inerly he was a dealer iu hams and 
tissues at Bayonne, at first in part- 
nership ivith his father, but he 
afterwards handed over the uuin- 
agemcnt of the business, though 
still retaining an interest in it, to 
his eldest son. In 1818 M. Chesne- 
long declared at a public meeting 
that the republican form of 
govemmeut must be regarded as 
the only possible one in the present 
and in the future by all men who 
c'onscientiouslytake account of the 
movement of ideas and Providen- 
tial progress of facts/' However 
he afterwards changed his senti- 
ments and in 1886 became on official 
candidate, under the Empire, for 
the representation of the second 
circonscription of the Basses Py- 
reudes. His candidature was suc- 
cessful, and he was re-elected in 
1869. At the elections of Jan. 
1872 he was again retmmed to the 
National Assembly for the Basses- 
Pyrimees, and he now took his seat 
among the monarchical majority. 
He acted a most promiaent part in 
the monarchical negotiations in Oct. 
1873 . A member of the Committee 
of Nine, he was sent to the Comte 
de Chambord, at Salzburg, in order 
to arrange with him the conditions 


of a monarchical restoration. 31. 
Chesnelongtook back a satisfactory 
account of his interview ivith the 
Pretender, and preparations were 
being made for the entry of the 
King into P.iris when the manifesto 
of the 27th of October e.ist disorder 
and carried dc&oldtion into the Le- 
gitimiht camp. At the general 
elections of Feb. 20, 1S70, ho was 
again chosen as Deputy for the 
aiTondisscment of Orthez, but the 
Chamber invalidated the election, 
and when M. Chosnelong sought 
the suffrages of the electors a second 
time he was defeated by his Hepub 
lican opponent, M. vignancourt 
(May 21, 1876). A few months 
later (Nov. 21, 1870) he was elected 
a senator for life. M. Chesnelong 
has taken a leading part in aU 
Catholic movements, both in and 
out of Parliament. He accom- 
panied the pilgrimage to Paray-le- 
Monial, in honour of the Siicred 
Heart, and he suhscTibed tho ad- 
dress of the Catholic Deputies to 
Pope Pius IX. He was President 
of the general assemblies of the 
Catholic Committees of France, 
held at Paris iu 187 1 and 1875. 
He is Vice-President of the Oonaeil 
General of the Bassea-Pyrenees. 

OHESTEB, Bishop of. See Stubss, 
Dr. 

OHEVEETIL, Kioliel-Eugdzio« 
chemist, was hoiTi at Angers, Aug. 
31, 1786. Having completed his 
studies in the Central School of 
that place, at the age of nineteen 
he went Paris, where he was 
engaged in the chemical factory 
of the celebrated Tanquelin, who 
discovered in his young pupil such 
aptitude and sagacity, that he in- 
t^ted the direction of his labora- 
tory to him. In 1810 he was pre- 
parator of the chemical course in 
the Museum of Natural History, 
and in 1813 was appointed professor 
in the Lycce Charlemagne and 
officer of the university. In 182-1 
he Tvas made director of the dye- 
riea and professor of special chem- 
istry in the carpet-manufactory of 
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tlie ClohelinB, wlioro lio had loiBure 
to follow Ilia favourite pursuits into 
detail, one of which was his inves- 
tigation of animal oils, or grease. 
In 1823 M. Chcvrcul pnhlislied a 
work on this siih]Oct, for which the 
Society for the Encouragement of 
National Industry awarded him 
the prize of 12,000 francs. M. 
Chevreul has written various scien- 
tific works, such as “Lcijons do 
Chimie appliquco i\ la Tcinture/* 
published in 1828-31 ; " Do la Loi 
du Contrastti, in 1839 j 

•'Thcorio des Effots Optiqiios quo 
presoutent les JStoffos do Soio/' in 
1818; '^Do la Baguottc divina- 
toire, du Pendulo, et dos 'J’ables 
tournantes,*' in 183 1 j and ^^Des 
Couleurs et do lour Application aux 
Arts Industriels, a Taido dcs cer- 
cles chromatiques," in 1801. Some 
of these liavc boon translated into 
various European hinguages. M. 
Chovreul has contributed to the 
procoodinga of scientific societies, 
to (lictionariaa and other works. 
In 1830 ho succeeded his former 
nuxater Yauquelin in the chair of 
Chemistry at the Museum of 
Natural History, since which time 
he has become Eollow of the Hoyal 
Society of London and President 
of the Society of Agriculture. In 
180 1 he was appointed Director of 
the Museum of Natural History for 
five years, and in 18G9 re-appointed 
for another quinquennial period. 
He was mode Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Sept. 24, 1841. 
In the present year (1880), the 
centenary of the birth of this emi- 
nent savant was celebrated with 
much entlmsiasin in Paris. 

CHEYNE, The Eev. Thomas Kelly, 
D.D., son of the late Kov. Charles 
Cheyne, was born in London, Sept, 
18, 18*11, and educated at Merchant 
Taylors' School and Worcester Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he was Chan- 
cellor's English Essayist and He- 
brew and Theological University 
Scholar. He was elected JPellow 
of Balliol College in 18G9, and was 
Kector of Tcndring, Essex, from 


1881-83. Ill 1883 he was appointed 
Oriel Professor of the Intoiqireta- 
tion of Holy Scriptiiro at Oxford 
and Canon of Eochostcr. In 1881, 
at the tercentenai’y celobrntion of 
the University of Edinburgh, ho 
received the dogi-eo of D. D. Pro- 
fessor Cheyne is the author of 
'■'Tho Book of Isaiah Olironologi- 
cally Arranged/' 18G9 j " The Pro- 
phecies of Isaiah/' 3rd cd„ 1885 ; 
** Tlio Book of Psalms, a New Ver- 
sion/' in tho Parchment Library, 
3 88 1 ; Exposition of Joi’omiah and 
Lamentations," 1883. He was also 
a member of the Old Testament 
Revision Company, and has con- 
tributed divers articles on biblical 
subjects to the new edition of the 
" Encyolopffidia Britannica," and 
has long been known as one of the 
representatives of EwahVs school of 
criticism and exegesis in England. 

CHEYNE, William Watson, M.D., 
was educated at tlio Hnivorsity of 
Edinburgh, whore ho passed with 
Eirat Class Honours in 187S. Ho 
was elected a Pollow of tlie Itoyial 
College of Surgeons in 1879 ; Bayl- 
ston Modal Prizeman and Gold 
Medallist, 1880; and Jacksonian 
Prizeman, 1881. He was Demon- 
strator of Surgery at King's Col- 
lege, and Demonstrator of Anatomy 
at the University of Edinburgh. 
He is the author of ''Antiseptic 
Surgery, its Principles, Practice, 
History, and Results ; " " Manual 
of the Antiseptic Treatment of 
Wounds j" "PabUc Heidth Labo- 
ratory Work: Part I., Biological 
Laboratory and has contributed 
to the Pathological Society's Trans- 
actions, "On UiG Relation of Or- 
ganisms to Antiae2}tic Dressings," 
1879 ; and " Micro-organisms in 
Purpura Hemorrhagica/* 1881. 

O^GI (Cardinal), His Eminence, 
Plavio, was born at Rome of a dis- 
tinguished family. May 31, 1810, 
took holy orders rather late in 
life, and was appointed by Pope 
Pius IX. to be present at the coro- 
nation of the Emiieror Alexander 
II., on which occasion he was made 
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Bishop of Mira. Soon afterwards 
he succeeded Mgr. di Lucca as 
Apostolic Nuncio in Bavaria, and 
at the close of IHGl ho was aj)- 
pointed Nuncio at Paris, in succes- 
sion to Mgr, Saoconi, being received 
ill solenm audience by the Em- 
peror, Jan. 23, 1«02. Jle was cre- 
ated a Cardinal, Dec. 22, 1873, and 
soon afterwards was recalled from 
Paris,

CHILDERS, Tho Bight Hon. Hugh 
Gulling Eardley, M.P., E.B.y,, was 
born in Brook Street, London, 
June 25, 1827, being tho only son 
of the lute Kev. Eardley Childers, 
of Cantley, Yorkshire, by Maria 
Charlotte, oldest daughter of tho 
late Sir Culling Smith. Bart., of 
Bedwell Park, Uertfordshiro. Ho 
was educated at Cheam School, 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated as fourteenth 
Senior Uptime in 1 S50. In the same 
year lie married Emily, third daugh- 
ter of Ueorgo 1. A. Wdlker, Es(j.. of 
Norton, Worcestershire. (She died 
in 187»'».) Before tho year 1850 was 
out, Mr. Childerd, with liis young 
w^e, sob sail for Australia. Imme- 
diately on his arrival there ho be- 
came a member of the then re- 
cently established Government of 
Victoria. With that Government 
he was connected till the beginning 
of 1857j having held the office of 
Coiniuissioner of Trade and Cus- 
toms in the first cabinet, and 
having been member for Portland 
in the Legislative Asisembly. He 
returned to England in 1857, as 
Agent-General for the colony, and 
in that year iirocecded to the de- 
gree of M.A. at Cambridge. Ho 
also became a student of Lincoln’s 
Tnn, but he was never called to the 
bar. In 1859 ho was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for Pontefract. On a 
petition, which was withdrawn, and 
afterwards became the subject of 
special inquiry by a select commit- 
tee, ho imsoatod liis opponent, was 
returned at the now election in I 


1 Peh. 18G0, and continued to repre- 
sent this borough in the Liberal 
I interest until Nov. 1885, when he 
' ivas defoiitod. Mr. Childers was 
chairman of tho Select Committee 
on Transportation in 18G1, and a 
mcinher of tho Commission on 
Penal Servitude in ]8G3j his re- 
commendations with respect to 
transportation having boon eventu- 
ally adopted by tho Government.

formed the administration of the 
dockyards ; and cleared the coast- 
guard and home ports of men unfit 
for service at sea.

CHRISTIAN IX., Xing of Den- 
mark, fourth son of the late Duke 
William of Schleswig -Holstoin- 
Sonderburg-Glucksburg, was born 
April 8, 1818. Before Ins accession 
to the crown, he was Inspector- 
General and Commander- iu-Chief 
of the Danish Cavalry, and in 1812 
married a daughter of the Land- 
grave William of Hease-Cassel, by 
whom ho has had several children, 
and among them the Princess Alex- 
andra of ‘Wales, and the Piincoss 
Dagmar, married to the Czavcwitch 
in 1800. Tlie siieecdsion was vested 
in him by the protocol of London, 
May 8, 1852, and ho ascended the 
throne on the death of Frederic 
VIL, Nov, 15, 1803. On his acces- 
sion, the position of affairs with 
respect to Sehle.swig-Holstein was 
completely changed. The son of 
tlic duke of Angustenbiu'g imnae- 
diately laid claim to the sovereignty 
of the duchies, although his father 
liad for a compensation I'esigned all 
his rights in 1852. The indepen- 
dence of Holstein more especially, 
and of a portion of Schleswig, was 
warmly espoused by the German 
Diet, which forthwith ordered tho 
advance of a Federal army to oc- 
oupy tho debatable territory, for 
the purpose of enforcing its enfran- 
chisement from Danish rule. Be- 
fore matters had proceeded foi', 
Austria and Prussia determined to 
interfere, and by a combined armed 
ocQiipation of the disputed territory 


to bring the cjuesUoii to an 
independently of tho Diet, and in 
opposition to the wishes of that 
body. They accordingly invaded 
the duchies, Avliich, after a hotly 
contested cumpaigii,tliey succeeded 
in Avresting from Denmark, also 
taking temporary pobscssion of Jut- 
land. Christian JX, , disappointed 
in not obtaining assistance from 
some European power, after tin* 
failure of the conference convened 
in London in 18IJJ, — which failure 
was in some measure attributabh* 
to the obstinacy of the Danish Go- 
vernment, — entered into negotia- 
tions for pence with Prussia and 
Austria, and a treaty was signed at 
Vienna, Oct. 30, 1804*. The king of 
Denmark renounced aU his rights 
to SchlesAvig-Holstein and Lauen- 
bnrg, and in 18GG tho tAvo Germiui 
powers quaiTelled over the spoil. 
Since then his Majesty has sought 
to develop tho interior resources and 
poimlfir instifcutionsof ]ii.s country. 
A ncAv constitution was inaugurated 
in Nov. 18()G, when the King oj)ouod 
the first Higadag, the members of 
Avhich were elected in accordance 
with the ncAv electoral hiAV. Tho 
army and navy have also been 
thorougMyroorgnniaedjagriculturo 
and commerce have received a groat 
stimulus, and several railways have 
been constructed. In spite of this, 
hoAvever, the social state of the 
country is fai* from satisfactory; 
the hostility botAveen the leaders 
of the people and the Coiu’t party 
is intense, and the Crown is by no 
means popular. Christian IX. and 
QueonLouisc visited the Princess of 
Wales at Marlborough House, Lon- 
don,inMarch,I8(i7. The marriage of 
the Crown Prince of Denmark with 
tho Princess Louisa, daughter of 
the King of SAveden, at Stockholm, 
on July 28, 1809, Avas hailed as a 
pledge of union hetAveen the two 
countrie.s. His Majesty granted a 
new constitution to Iceland, which 
came into operation in August, 
1871*, that being tho thousandth 
year of Iceland's e^dstence as a 
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nation. He wont to Hoikiajvik on 
the occasion of the anniversary 
being celebrated^and on his return 
paid a flying visit to Leith luid 
EdinbiU'gh (Aug. 18^ 1874). 

CHRISTIAN (Prince), His Boyal 
Highness Frederick - Christian - 
Charles-Au^nstus, Prince of Bohles- 
wig-Holstein, known in this country 
as “Prince Christian, brother of 
Luke Frederick Christian Augus- 
tus, of Schles^7ig-£^oUtein-Sonde^- 
burg-Augustenburg, bom Jan. iS2j 
1831, married at Windsor Castle, 
July 5j 18U0, Helena Augusta Vic- 
toria, Princess of Groat Britain 
and Irclancl,and Luchess of Saxony, 
who was born May 25, 18 10. Prince 
Chii&tiau, who is a General in the 
Bi'itish army, received the title of 
Koyal Highness by command of 
Her Majesty, and was mado a 
Knight of the Garter in July, ISGO, 
He received the Order of St. Catha- 
rine from the Emperor of Russia 
in May, 1871. 

CH3.IBTINA, ^neen - Regent oi 
Spain, born July 21, 1858, is the 
second daughter of Idio late Arch- 
duke Charles of Austria. She 
mai‘ried,mNov. 1S79, Alfonso XII., 
King of Spain, as his second wife, 
and upon his death in Lee. 1883, 
sho was appointed Regent. Her 
son, the present King, was bom in 
May, 1880. 

CHURCH, The Rev. Alfred John, 
born in London, Jan. 29, 1829, son 
of John Thomas Church, solicitor, 
was educated at King^s College, 
London, and Lincoln College, Ox- 
ford. whore ho graduated in 1831 
(2nd olftss in Lit. Hum.). He was 
ordained in 1833, and held tlie 
curacy of Charlton, Malmesbui'y, 
till the end of 1S5G. He was suc- 
cessively an Assistant Master at 
the Royal Institution School, Liver- 
pool, and at Merchant Taylors* 
School, Loudon (1867-70), and Head 
Master of Henley (1870-82) and of 
Retford Grammar Schools (1873- 
80), In 1880 he was appointed to 
the Chair of Latin, which he now 
holds, at University College, Lon- 


don. He has published, in con- 
junction with tlio Rev. W. T. 
Brodribb, a translation of Tacitus’’ 
(1802-77), and of Livy, xxi.-xxv., 
an edition of Select Letters of 
Pliny, and Pliny the Younger,** 
in " Blackwood's Ancient Classics 
for English Readers,** “ Tacitus,** 
in " Macmillan's Series of Litera- 
ture Primers,** and editions of 
" Tacitus, Annals VI. and Agricola 
and Germania.** He contributed 
'^Ovid** to BlackwoocPs series above 
mentioned, and is conductor of 
“Seeley's Cheap School Books," 
several of which como from his 
pen. He also edited, in I8G8, a 
coUcotion of translations from 
Tennyson into Latin verse, under 
the title of “HoroaTeniiysonianoB.** 
But the woi'ks by which ho is best 
known are a series of volumes 
which aim at popularizing some 
of the groat Greek and Latin 
olaasicB. “Stoiies from Ilomcr,** 
appeared in 1877, and were followed 
"by ” Stories from Virgil,*' Stories 
from the Greek Tragedians,** 
“Stories from the East,** “The 
Story of the Persian Warj" “ Stories 
from Livy,** “Roman Life in the 
Lays of Cicero," “A Traveller's 
True Tale, after Lucian." “Tlie 
Story of Jerusalem," and “ Heroes 
and Kings" belong io the same 
series. Other hooka for the young 
written by him ai'e “The Chantry 
Priest of Bamet,** “ With the King 
at Oxford," “Two Thousand Tcoi’S 
Ago 5 or. The Aclvontiiros of a 
Roman Boy," “ Stories of the Ma- 
gicians," and “ Carthago,” in 
Messrs. G. P. Putnam and Son's 
Series of the Story of the Na- 
tions." Mr, Church obtained, in 
188J, the Prize for a Poem on a 
Sacred Subject at Oxford. Tho 
subject was " Tho Sea of Goliloe.** 
CHURCH, Frederick Edwin, born 
at Hartford, Connecticut, May M, 
1820, early developed a fondness 
for ttvt, and became a pupil of 
Thomas Cole. Among his first 
notable woika wore some views in 
the OatskOl Mountains. He visited

South America iu 1853^ aud a^^ain | 
in 1857, and on hie return from his 
second visit finished his great pic- 
ture, The Heart of the Andes/' 
In 1857 he completed a large paint- 
ing, View of Niagara Falls from 
the Canadian Shore,” which at once 
gave him a high runt among land- 
scape artists j this was reproduced 
on a larger scale in 18CH, and was 
exhibited both in England and the 
United States. Ho has since painted 

Cotoijaxi,” Morning," On the 
Cordilleraa/* '' Under Niagtira," 
"The Tcebergs,” '* Sunset on Mount 
Desert IsLind,” and "Moonlight 
under the Tropics." In 18U8 he 
visited Euroijc and the Holy Land} 
among the paintings inspired by 
this visit are " Damascus," 1860 j 
"Jerusalem," 1870 j and "The 
Paithenon/' 1871. His "Tropical 
Scenery," 2 :aiutcd fium stetches 
made dui'ing a trip in the West 
Indies, was exhibited in New York 
in 1873. He resides at Hudson, New 
York, but lias a studio in New York 
city. He has been an Academician 
since 1840. 

CHTTECH, The Very Rev. Richard 
WilUam, M.A., D.C.L.. Dean of 
St. Paul's, was born in 181 5. After 
a distinguished career at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, he took his de- 
gree in first-class honours iu 1830, 
and shortly afterwards became a 
Fellow of Oriel College. He was 
rector of Whatley, near Frome- 
Selwood, from 1853 to 1871. In 1831 
he published a volxune of essays, 
which stamped him at once as one 
of the most cultivated scholars, and 
most graceful writers of the day. 
Two of the essays in tho volume 
are a review of St. Anselm's life, and 
have since been expanded into a 
"Life of St, Anse 2 in,"andpubliahed 
as a separate volume. In 18G9 Mr. 
Church published a volume of Uni- 
versity Sermons on the relations 
between Christianity and oivilizar 
tion, which attracted a good deal of 
attention. He was appointed Dean 
of St. Paul's, Sept. G, 1871. The

CXfABETIE, Jules ArnaudArsSne, 
a French winter, born at Limoges. 
Dec. 3, 1810, was educated in 
tho Bonaparte Lyceiuu, at Paris. 
Adoi)ting literature as a profes- 
sion, ho contributed a very large 
umuber of articles to various 
French and Belgian journals, in- 
cluding the Fatris, the Fi-ance, the 
Revue Fmnt^aiae, the Figaro, and the 
Inchpendance Beige. Jn 18GC he 
followed in Italy the campaign 
against Austria, in the capacity 
of correspondent of the A vemr 
National, Two series of lectures, 
delivered by him at Paris in 1805 
and 1808, were interdicted by the 
Imperial autliorities. In 18G9 he 
was condenmed to pay a fine of 1000 
francs for having described, in the 
Figaro under the pseudonym of 
" Candido,” the double execution of 
Moi'tin, called Bidauro, by order 
of the Prefect Pastoureau, in the 
department of the Var, In the 
following year he succeeded M. 
Froncisque Sarcey as dramatic 
critic of tlie Ojjinion Naiiomle, and 
subsequouily ho followed the 
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French army to Metz, and f«ent 
letters from the seat of war to the 
Opinion Nationale, tho Ilhistration, 
and the Rappel . After the fall of 
the Empire he was appointed by 
M, Gambetta to the post of secre- 
tary of tho Commission of the 
pa^jers of tho Tuileides j hut he 
soon resigned this office, and he 
was next charged by M, Etienne 
Arago, Mtiyor of Paris, with the 
duty of organising a library ami 
lecture-hall in each of the twenty 
arrondiaseinents of Paris, For a 
very short time he commanded tin' 
second battalion of tho volunteers 
of the National Guard, wliich was 
dissolved by General Clement 
Thomas when those volunteers 
were replaced by the mobilised 
National Guards. M. Jules Claretie 
was present at nearly all the en- 
gagements which toolc place under 
the walls of Paris, and on Jan. 20, 
1871, in the capacity of an officer 
of the staff, he negotiated with the 
aide-de-camp of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia the truce which gave an 
opportunity for removing the dead 
from the field of battle ab Buzou- 
val. At the general elections of 
Feb. 8, 1871, he stood as a candi- 
date in tho depai'tmcnt of Haute- 
Yienue, in the republican interest ; 
but, being unsuccessful, he re- 
sumed his murnalistio and literary 
pursuits. He has published thirty 
or forty volumes of ccuseKefl, his- 
tory, and fiction, of which the 
novels ** Monsieur le Ministre ** 
and '^Le Prince Zilah^’ ore the 
most celebi'ated, Both have been 
produced on the stage. On the 
death of M. Perrin, M. Claretie 
was appointed Director of the 
Thodtre Frou^ais. 

CLABKf Sir Andrew, Bart., M.D., 
bom on Oct. 28, 1820, was educated 
first at Aberdeen, and afterwards 
at Edinburgh. In tho oxtra-aca- 
demical Memcal School of this city 
he gained the first medals in 
anatomy, X)hysiology, chemistry, 
botany, materia medica, surgery, 
pathology, and practice of physic, 
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For two years lio assibtod Dr. • 
Hughes Dennett in the i)atlio- 
logieiil clopartment of the lioyal 
Infirmary^ and was demonstrator 
of anatomy to Dr. Erobert JCnox in 
the final courae of lectures delivered 
by that celebrated anatomist. For 
four years Dr. Clark had charge of 
the pathological department of the 
Royal Naval Hospital at Haslarj 
where he delivered lectmes on the 
nae of the microscope in practical 
medicine. In 1851 he took his 
degree of M.D. at the Dniversity 
of Aberdeenj settled in the metro- 
polis, became a member of the 
Royal College of Physicians of 
London, and was elected on the 
staff of the Loudon Hospital. In 
1S5S Dr. Clai’k was made a Fellow 
of the College of Physicians, in 
wliich ho has held the ofB,ces of 
Groonian and Liunclian Lecturer, 
Councillor, and Examiner in Medi- 
cine, and Censor. He hns been 
also Lettsomian Lecturer and Pre- 
sident of the Medical Society of 
London. Dr. Clark oidginally in- 
tended to devote himself exclu- 
sively to the cultivation of path- 
ology I but turned by the force of 
cii’cumstauces from the course on 
which he had entered, he has been 
now long occupied in the work of 
a practical physician. He is the 
author of numerous essays, lec- 
tures, and reviews, the professional 
portion of which refers for the 
most part to diseases of the respi- 
ratory, ronal, and digestive organs. 
He was created a Btu'ouet in 1883. 
He is at present Senior Physician 
and Lecturer on Clinical Medicine 
to the London Hospital ; on F.R.S., 
an LL.D. of Edinburgh and Aber- 
deen (causd honons)^ and Consult- 
ing Physician to tlie East London 
Hospital for Diseases of Children. 
He has held the offices of Presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch of the British Medical 
Association, and President of the 
Clinical Society.

GliAREt Edwin Charles, son of 
Edwin Clark, Esq., of Ellintlioiqio 
Hall, Borobridge, Yorkshire, was 
educated at Richmond Scliool, 
Yorkshire, Shrewsbury, and Tri- 
nity College, Cambridge, where ho 
was Senior Optime (Mathematical 
Triposij Senior Classic (Classical 
Tripos), and Senior Chancellor's 
Medallist for Classical Studios, 
1853. Ho became BaiTistor-at-Law 
of Lincoln's-Iuu, IHCO, and was 
appointed Regius Professor of Civil 
Law in tho Dnivorsity of Cam- 
bridge in 1873. Professor Clark 
is Fellow of St. John’s, and late 
Follow of Trinity, and is author of 
" Early Roman Law,” 1372 5 " An 
Analysis of Criminal Liability,”

OitAREE} Lieutenant-General Sir 
Andrew, G.C.M.G., C.B., C.I.E., 
son of Colonel Andrew Clarke, of 
Belmont, co. Donegal, was born at 
Soufchsea, Hampshire, in 182 and 
received his education at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich. He 
entered tho Royal Engineers as 
second lieutenant in 1811; be- 
came captain in 183 % ; lientonout- 
colonel in 18G7 5 and colonel in 
1877. He was aide-de-camp and 
then private secretaiy to Sir^ W» 
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Denison, tbe Governor of Yan 
Diemen's Land, snljseqnently a 
member of the Legislative Council 
of that colony, served in Hew Zen» 
land during tbe years 184.7 - J8, 
and became a member of the Legia^ 
lative Council there in 1851. In 
1833 he was appointed Surveyor- 
Genera 1 of Victoria, Ho was elected 
to the Victorian Assembly for 
Melbourne, tmder the new consti- 
tution, and became Minister for 
Public Lands, but he resigned 
office in 1837, and returned to this 
comitry in the following year. He 
commanded the Eoyal Engineers of 
the Eastern and Midland districts 
of England till 1803, when he went 
on special service to the West 
Coast of Africa respecting the 
Ashantee difficulties. On liis re- 
turn he was appointed in Aug. 
IBCi, Director of the Works of the 
Navy, which office he held till 
June, 1873. Prom the latter date 
till Eeb. 1373, he mi\s Govemor of 
the Sti'aits Settlement, and he was 
next appointed Minister for I*ublic 
Works in Indhi. He was Comman- 
dant of the School of Military 
Engineering at Chatham from 1881 
to 1882, '\vlien he was appointed In- 
spector-General of Portidcations. 
In Nov. 1882, he was dispatched 
to Cairo, cliargcd mtli the duty of 
inquiring into the oanses of the 
sickness and mortality which were 
prevailing among the British army 
of occupation, and invested with 
full power to make any alterations 
which ho might consider necessary 
in the sanitary arrangements. Sir 
Andrew Clarke is the author of 
several works on engineering, 
GliAEKE, Sir Edward, Q.C., eldest 
son of Mr. J. 0. Clarke, of Moor- 
gate Street, E.O., was horn in l&dd, 
and educated at College House, 
Edmonton, and the City Commer- 
cial School, Lombard Street, E.O. 
He was called to the Bar in 18GX 
at Lincoln's-inn, and joined the 
Home Circuit. In 1880 he was 
created a Queen's Counsel, and 
two years later was elected a 


Bencher of his Inn. He was 
elected member for Southwark a 
few weeks befoie the dissolution 
of 1880, but lost his seat at the 
general election. Since July, 1880, 
he has I'epi-esented Plymouth in 
the Conservative interest.

GLABEE, Hyde, bom in London 
in 1815, was engaged in the Spanish 
and Portuguese wars of succession, 
and afterwards held a diplomatic 
appointment. In 183G he planned 
and surveyed the Morecambe Bay 
Embanlcment and other improve- 
ments, and the railways for the 
development of Barrow. In 18 IS) 
he was omidoyed to report on the 
telegraph system for India, and in 
1857 he exerted himself for tho ex- 
tension of liill settJements in India, 
and for the Through ihiihvay to 
India, for -which he acted from 
3 SCO to 1885. Ho was Honoraiy 
Agent for Daj'jeeling, and a Coun- 
cillor of the Ottoman Government. 
In 1808 he founded the Council of 
Foreign Bondholders, whidi ho 
long administered, Hia early 
■writings from 1837 include works 
for the Dseful knowledge Society, 
and numerous hooks, memoirs and 
pamplilets on philosophical sub- 
jects, political Gconoiny, banking, 
statistics, railways, foreign loons, 
and public works, Mr. Clarke is 
also the author of '' Military Life 
of Wellington,” 1849; "English 
Grammar and Dictionai*y,” 1853;

CLARKE, John S., comedian, bom 
in Maryland, U.S., in 1833, began 
his first regular engagement at the 
Old Chesnut Theatre , Pliiladelphia, 
as Soto, in " She Would and She 
Would Hot,” Aug. 28, 1832. He 
afterwards acted for some years at 
Baltimore, Boston, Hew York and 
other cities. In 18G3 he became 
joint-lessee of the Winter Q-arden 
Theatre, Hew York, and so con- 
tinued till 1SG7, in the spring of 
which year the establishment was 
destroyed by fire. In 1865 ho jmr- 
chased, in conjunction with his 
brother-ill-law, Edwin Booth, the 
Widnut Street Theatre, Philadel- 
phia, and in 180G he became joint 
lessee of the Boston Theatre. In 
the autumn of 18G7 he came out at 
the St. James’s Theatre in London, 
in the character of Wellington de 
Boots, which he had performed 
more than a thousand nights in 
America. Before quitting the St. 
James’s Theatre, Mr. Clarke ex- 
hibited, as the conscience-stricken 
Yorkshii'oman, Robert Tyke, in 
Morton’s comedy of The School of 
Roform,” a remarkable mastery of 
the dialect, and a power of express- ' 
ing strong emotionalfeelings, which j 
proved his range to be by no means i 


limited to eccentric comedy. In 
February ,1808,he began an engage- 
ment at the Princess’s Theatre, per- 
forming Caleb Scudder in " Tlu' 
Octoroon.” He then acted in Liver- 
X>ool, Edinburgh, Birmingham, 
Dublin, Belfast, and other to'wns. 
On particular occasions he has 
played at Covent Garden, Driuy 
Lano, and the Adelphi ’fheatros. 
Having resolved to appear in Lon- 
don in some of the old English 
coiuodies, he made a sx^ocial study 
of the character of Dr. Pangloss, 
and effected tho i*ovival of the 
younger Colmau’s comedy of " The 
Hoir-at-Law,” and subsequently of 
“ The Poor Gentleman.” He made 
his first appearance at the Strand 
Theatre, Hovembor G, 1808. Tie 
rc-appearod in How York, Axiril 17, 
187ib and rc-appeared in London, 
at the Strand Thcnti'O, July 2f», 
1871, as Dr. Pangloss, In Doc., 
1871, he again crossed the Atlantic, 
and played at Philadelphia. Mr. 
Clarke next appeared in Loudon at 
the Strand Theatre, acting Dr. 
OUapodin "The Poor Gentleman,” 
He extended his series of London 
triumphs by a masterly rendering 
of Bob Acres in " The Rivals,” at 
tlie Charing Gross Theatre. 

CLARKE, Mrs. Mary Cowdeu, the 
eldest daughter of Mr. Vincent 
Hovello, and sister of Madame Clara 
Hovello.was born in June, 1809, and 
was inai'riod in 1828 to the late IFr. 
Charles Cowden Clai'ke, the friend 
of Lamb, Keats, Hazlitt, and Leigh 
Hunt. A yenr after her maiTiagc 
she commenced her minute analysis 
of onr immortal dramatist, tho 
" Complete Concordance to Shakes- 
l^eare,” which, after sixteen years’ 
assiduous labour, was brought to a 
successful termination, and luib-

liaving previously gained the Chan- 
cellor’s jxrize for Latin verse, and 
Sir Koger Newdegate’s prize for 
English verse. He obtained the 
jirize for the Latin essay in 1832, 
Av^as appointed Public Examiner in 
1830, and was in 1841 ixreferred to 
the vicarage of Kidderminster by 
the Earl of Dudley, to Avhose sister 
he is inaiTied. He Avas Professor 
of Poetry at Oxford from 1852 to 
1857, and Honorary Canon of Wor- 
cester; Avas made Bishop of Bo- 
chesterin 1867 j and was translated 
to the newly-constituted see of St. 
Albans in 1877. 

CLAYTON, Sir Oscar Uoore Passey, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr. 
James Clayton, of Percy-street, 
Bedford - square, by Caroline, 
daughter of Mr. Edward Kent, of 
Kingston, Surrey, and he was born 
in London in 1816. He was edu- 
cated at Bruce Caatlo School, Tot- 
tenham, whence he proceeded to 
University College and Middlesex i 


Koapital. Mr. Clayton became a 
member of the Koyal College of 
Surgeons in 1S3S and a PoUoav in 
1853, He isi an Extra Surgeon-in-

CLEHENCEAV, Eugene, aPrench 
l)hysician and politician, bom at 
Mouilleron - on - Pareda (V endee) , 
Sept. 28, ISil, began his pro- 
fessional studies at Nantes, and 
completed them at Paris, AA'here 
in 1860 he Avas created a Doctor of 
Medioine, after Arhioh he pi*actised 
at Montmartre. Ai'ter the revolu- 
tion of Sept. 1, 1870, he ivas ajj- 
pointed Mayor of the lath urroii- 
dissemeut of Paris, and a member 
of the Commission of Communal 
Education. At the election of 
Peb. 8, 1871, he avhs elected a 
reiAreaentative of the department 
of the Seine in the National As- 
sembly, Avhere ho took his place 
among the members of the Extreme 
Left, and Aroted against the pre- 
liminaries of peace. On the 18th 
of March he endeavoui*ed to save 
the lives of the Generals Lecomte 
and Oldment Thomas, but in vnin, 
for he did not arrive at the Rxie 
des Eosiera until after their execu- 
tion. On this occasion the Ccntaral 
Committee of the Comuiunist.-j, 
which AA'as sitting at the Hotel do 
Yille, resolved that Dr, Clemenceau 
should be arrested ; but he was for- 
tunate enough to elude the vigi- 
lance of the iusurreetionary police. 
When the murderers were put upon 
their trial (Nov. 29, 1871) some of 
the witnesses accused him of not 
having interfered as early as he 
might have done, but ho was 
warmly defended by Colonel Lang- 
lois, whose testimony appeared to 
clear Dr. Clemenceau from all 
blame in the matter. However, 

I the accusations led to a duel be- 
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tnrcon Dr. Clunioncoau and M. Ic 
coiumaudant flt‘ I’ouasarfifiies, Tviio 
wasTVOuniled in tlie lof^bya pistol- 
Bliot. Dr. Cluiiicncoati wag prosc- 
cafced for this affnii* ii mouth later, 
the I'osrtlt beinjy that he was con- 
deninod by the Seventh Chamber 
of Correctional Police to be im- 
prisoned for a fortnight, and to 
pay a fine of twenty-fi.vo francs. In 
the sitting of the 20th of March he 
introduced in the National As- 
sembly a Bill, signed by tlio Radi- 
cal fmetion of tlic Deputies of the 
depaHment of the Seine, to antho- 
rizo the election of a Mnniciiml 
Council for the city of Paris, to 
consist of ciglxty members j and he 
was one of thogo who signed the 
manifesto of Deputies and Mayors 
fixing the municipal elections on 
the 20th of that month. A candi- 
date at those elections, he polled 
votes, but was not elected. 
After having taken part in the uu- 
snccessful aiteuix>ts at conciliation 
between the Government and the 
Coiuuiuno, he sent in his resigna- 
tion both as Mayor and Deiiuty, 
and retired for a short i>eriod into 
private life. On July 23, 1S71, he 
was elected a member of the Muni- 
cipal Council of Paris for the 
Ohgnancourt quarter, and he took 
a prominent port in the discussions 
concerning primary secular instruc- 
tion and financial questions. On 
Nov. 29, 1874, he was rc-eleetod a 
member of the Municipal Council, 
of which he became suecossively 
Secretary and Vice-President, and 
eventually President in Nov., 1875. 
Ho was elected a Deputy for the 
department of the Seine by the 
IHth nrrondissemeui of Paris, Peb. 
20, 187(3, and afterwards lie became 
Secretiu’y of the Chamber. In the 
following April lie resigned his 
place in the Municipal Council. He 
was again xo-olectedto theNational 
Assembly by the 18th ai^rondisse- 
ment of Paods at the general elec- 
tions of Oct. 11, 3877. Since that 
time he has been generallyregarded i 
as the leader of iIlo Advanced Loft, 1 


and as such he has made and un- 
made many Governments. His 
opposition to the Tonquin iiolicy 
decided the fall of M, Perry, and 
Ilia support has kept M. do Prey- 
ciiiet in office. As yet M. Chhnon- 
oeaii has not held olllco himself, 
but no doubt his turn will come. 
He is editor and chief proprietor of 
the infiueutial Hadical journal La, 
Justice. 

OLEMENS, Samuel Iianghorne, 
generally known by his noni-dc- 
guerre "MarkTwain,^' was bom at 
Plorida, Missouri, Nov. 30, 1835. 
At the age of thirteen ho was ap- 
prenticed to a printer, and worked 
at the trade in St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, and New York. In 
1855 he became for a short time 
pilot on the Mississiiipi river, and 
in 18G1 wont to Nevada as private 
Bocj’ctary to his brother, the Secre- 
tary of the torritoiy. Ho then 
wont to the mines, and afterwards 
for several moutlits acted as reporter 
for Californian newsi)a]>ors. He 
Bponi six mouths in the Hawaiian 
Ishinds in 186 1-, and after deliver- 
ing hxxmorous locturos in California 
and Nevada, returned to the East 
in 1867j where ho published " The 
Jumping Prog," a humorous sketch . 
In this year ho embarked with a 
large number of other ixassengers 
on a pleasure excursion up the 
Meditorranean, to Egypt, and the 
Holy Land, which he clescribos in 
"The Innocents Abroad” (18G9). 
Por a time ho was editoi’ of a daily 
newspaper, published in Buffalo, 
New York, whore he married a 
lady ];)ossesscd of a large fortune. 
In 1872 ho visitod England, giving 
several humorous lectures ; tmd a 
London pulfiislior made a collection, 
in four volumes, of his humorous 
papers, adding, however, many 
wMch the author assorts were 
never written by him. In 1874' 
he produced in New York a 
comedy, '* The Gilded Agc,^^ which 
}md a remarkable success, owing 
mainly to the personation, by Mr, 
Haymond, of the leading character. 
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"Colonel MulbeiTy Sellers,” lie 
is a frequent contributor to the 
magazines, and in addition Lo the 
books moutionod above has pub- 
lished — Roughins? It/’ 18/2 j 
" Adventures of Tom Sawyer/’ 
1876 5 Punch Brothers, Punch/’ 
1S78 ; A Trauij) Aljroad,” 1880 j 
"The Prince and the Paiy^m*/’ 
1882 ; " The Stolen White Ele- 
phant and other Tales” 1882 j 

Life on the Mississippi,” 1883 j 
and " Adventm'es of Iluekleberry 
Finn/' 1885. He resides at Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, spending his 
summers at Elmira, N.Y. 

GIiiiBK, Sir George Russell, 
K.C.B., (I.G.S.I., is the eldest son 
of Mr. John Clerk, of Wortmg 
House, Hampshire, by the daughter 
and co-heir of Mr. Carow Mildmay, 
of Shawford House, in the same 
county (sister of Lady St. John 
Mildmay). Ue was born at Wort- 
ing Kouso in 1800, was educated at 
Hailoyl)ury College, and ontoved 
the civil service of the East India 
Company in 1818. In 1830 he was 
made political agent on the Bengal 
fivjntior, and }>eGaine in suooession 
British Envoy at Lahore, Liout.- 
Governor of the North-western Pro- 
vinces, and Governor of Bombay. 
This last office ho resigned in 18-17. 
Returning to England , ho was 
created a K.C.B. (civil division) in 
1848, and was offered the governor- 
ship of the Cape of Good Hope. 
This post he declined, though he 
undertook the duties of a commis- 
sioner for settling tho botmdary 
question in dispute in that colony. 
In 1856 ho was nominated per- 
manent Undor-Sccrotary to the 
India Board, on the reconstruction 
of our Indian administration, and 
in 1858 Under-Secretary of State 
for India. Xu April, 18C0, he was 
again nominated to tho governor- 
ship of Bombay ; Init he resigned 
in consequence of ill-health in 
1801, and was appointed a member 
of her Majesty’s Indian Council in 
Dee. 1SG3. He held the latter 
appointment till 1870. On the i 


ostaijlishment of tho order of tho 
Star of India, in 1801, ho w/h one 
of the first created knights of the 
order; and on its extension in 1SG6 
ho was nominated one of the 
Knights Grand Cross. 

CIiEVELAITD, Stephen Grover, 
twenty-second President of tlic 
Vnited States, Wc?sbmuaiOahlwcdJ, 
Noav Jersey, March 1 S, 1 8I7. When 
he was three years old his father, 
who was a Preshyteriaii minister, 
moved to PayetteviUo, Onondaga 
00 ., New York, whore they lived 
until 1351, when they went to 
Clinton, Oneida co. Here for a 
short time he was clerk in tho 
village store. On the death of his 
father in 1853 he went to New 
York, and foi* about a year was 
book-keoper and assistant teacher 
in tho Institution for tho Blind. 
Tlionce he removed to Buffalo in 
1855, where he studied law and 
began its practico in 1359. In 
1863 ho was appointed Assisliint 
District Aitoi'uey for Erie eo., and 
ill 1S65 was tho Domucivitic nominee 
fur District Attorney, hut failed to 
secure tho oloolion. Pi'om 1870 to 
1873 he was Sheriff of that county, 
and in 1881 was elected Mayor of 
Buffalo. The reformed methods 
of administering the city’s affairs, 
instituted by him while filling that 
office, led to his election in tho 
following year as Governor of tho 
State of New York, by a majority 
of 192,000 votes over his opponent, 
Judge Polgcr, the Repuhhoan 
Secretary of the IJ.S. Treasn^. 
This phenomenal success, os inm- 
cativo of tho probability of his 
carrying New York and of attract- 
ing the Indexjondenl vote, mode 
him the most prominent candidate 
before tho National Democratic 
Convention when it met in July, 
1884, at Chicago, and, on the 
second ballot, he was accordingly 
chosen os its nominee for the 
Presidency. In the following No- 
vcinher he was elected President, 
receiving 4,910,973 popular votes 
to 4,815,022 for Mr. Blaine, and 
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210 electoral votes out of a total of 
•IOI5 and on March 4, 1885, he was 
duly inaugui’ated at Washington. 

CLIFFORD, Frederick, was horn 
in 1828, and called to the bar of 
the Middle 'L'emide in 1859. Ho 
surved as Assistant Boundary Com- 
ijiissioner under the Reform Act of 
1807. Mr. Clifford, who was for 
many years on the literaiy staff of 
the Times jis the author of a treatise 
on 'L’he Steamboat Powers of 
Railway Companies” (18051, and 
joint author (with Mr. Pembroke 
Stephens, Q.C.) of a treatise on 
"The Practice of the Court of 
Referees on Private Bills in Par- 
liament” (1870), a stazidard text- 
book in Privo.te Bill Practice. Ho 
is also joint author of yearly 
volumes of Reports of Cases as to 
the Locus Standi of Petitioners, 
decided each Session by the Court 
of Referees from 1867 down to the 
present time. But his chief work 
in this connection is a " History of 
Private Bill Legislation,” in two 
volmnos (1885-6) ; a work of great 
labour, and of general interest to 
historical students for the light it 
throws upon social progress in 
Great Britain. He published, in 
1875, " The Agricultural Look-out 
of 187-1- s with Notes upon Farming 
jind Farm Labour in the Eastern 
Counties,” founded on a series of 
letters which appeared in the 
Times ; and is also the autlior of a 
treatise on " The Agrioultm’al 
Holdings Act, 1875 ; ” of other 
Papers reprinted from the Journal 
of the Royal Agricultural Society ; 
and of an article on ” English 
Land Law',” forming one of the 
treatises prepared under the di- 
rection of tlie Royal Agidcultural 
Soiioty, and translated and pub- 
lished by "La Sooi6t6 des Agricul- 
teurs de Prance,” for the " Congres 
International de VAgriculture,” 
held in Paris in 1878. 

CLIFFORD , ICajor-Oeneral The 
Hon, Sir Henry Hugh, K.C.M.G., 
C.B.j y.C.j son of the seventh 
Lord Clifford, of Chudley,hyMaTy 


Lucy, daughter of Mr. Thomas 
Weld, of Lulworth Castle, was 
born in 182G. Entering the army 
in 18 IG, General Clifford served 
throughout the Caffro war of 
1852-3 with the Rifle Brigade, and 
was present at the battle of Boeiii 
Platz. He accompanied his bat- 
talion to the Crimea at the out- 
break of the Eastern campaign of 
185 1 ; and, being appointed aide- 
de-camp to Major-General BuUer, 
served in that capacity during the* 
early part of the war, and subse- 
quently ns Deputy-Assistant Adju- 
tant-General of the Light Division. 
He received the Victoria Cross for 
conspicuous courage at Inkermann, 
where, hy killing two Russians with 
his own sword, he saved the life of 
a private. As Assistant-Qiiarter- 
master-General of the Cliina Ex- 
peditionary Force, General Clifford 
was present at the oiDorations be- 
fore and at the taking of Canton 
in 1857, and received the rank of 
Brevet Lieutenant - Colonel. In 
Peh. 1879, he left England for 
South Africa, to take up an ap- 
pointment on the staff of Lieu- 
tenant-General Lord Chelmsford; 
and for a few months in 1882 he 
was in command of the eastern 
district. In addition to tho Vic- 
toria Cross, General Clifford is in 
possession of medals for tho Cape, 
the Crimean, and China wars ; ho 
is a Knight of tho Legion of 
Honour, of tho Modjidie, and a 
Companion of the Order of the 
< Bath. 

CLIFTON, Robert Bellamy, M.A. 
(Cantab, et Oxou.), only child of 
the late Robert OJifton, Esq., was 
bom at Gedney, Lincolnshire, 
March 13, 1830. After receiving 
his early education at private 
schools be entered University Col- 
lege, London, in 1852, and studied 
Mathematics under the late Pro- 
fessor De Morgan. In 1855 he pro- 
ceeded to St. John*8 College, Cam- 
bridge, and in 1859 graduated 
(B.A.) as sixtli Wranglei*, gaining 
^BO the second Smith’s Prize for 
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pruficiency in Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy. In 18G0 he 
was elected to a Fellowship in St. 
John's Collet,^et and also heccomo 
Professor of Natural Philosophy 
in Queen's CoUeffe, Manchester^ an 
appointment which ho retained 
until elected Professor of Bicperi- 
mental Philosophy in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford in 18G5. In 1868 
ho waj admitted a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Society. In 18G9 a Follow- 
shiij in Merton College, Oxford, 
was conferred upon him, and he 
subsequently became also a Fellow 
of ’Wadham College, Oxford. Prof. 
Clifton is the author of some papers 
on su})jectd connected with optica 
and electricity, but he has princi- 
pally devoted himself to the deve- 
lopment of physios, as a branch of 
study, in the Univei*sity of Oxford. 
The Clarendon Laboratory — the 
first laboratory erected in England 
specially for instruction in prac- 
tical physics— was designed and ; 
organised by him. From 1879 to 
188C ho was a member of the Eoyal I 
Commission on Accidents in Mines, ! 
and he took an active part in the 
investigations involved in the pro- 
secution of the enquiry. Prof. 
Clifton has been President of the 
Physical Society of London (1882- 
84) 5 he is a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society, and of seve- 
ral other scientific societies in Lon- 
don, Cambridge, and Manchester. 
He is also a member of the Heb- 
domadal Council of the University 
of Oxford, and of the Board of 
Visitors of the Eoyal Observatory 
at Greenwich, 

OLtrsEEET) Gustave Paul, a 
French military adventurer and 
Communist general, was horn at 
Paris June 23, 1^8. His father 
was on ancie7i qficier of the First 
Empire, and became colonel of a 
regiment of the line under the 
Monarchy of July. Young Cluseret 
studied in the muitoxy school of St. 
Cyr, and upon leaving, in 1845, was 
appointed a sub-lieutenant of Ins 
f atiier’s regiment, the 66th. In the 
revolution of Feb. 164$, Cluseret 


was in command of a section of 
grenadiers told off for the protec- 
tion of the Bank. When the Na- 
tional Guard of the quariier relieved 
the troops, Baron d'Argoult hid the 
young officer and his soldiers for 
two days, and then assisted them 
to escape in disguise from the fury 
of the 2 >eoplc. In the days of June, 
Cluseret was elected a chief of a 
I battalion of National Gmirds, and 
I for his bravery under fire was 
named Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. After the dissolution of 
the Garde Mobile he returned to 
his old regiment with the grade of 
lieutenant, and shortly afterwards 
was put on the retired list in con- 
sequence of a manifestation of poli- 
tics adverse to the Prince-Presi- 
dent. He was replaced at tho 
intercession of Marshal Maguau, 
an old friend of his father's, and 
in 1853 was transferred to the 
Chasseurs-ti-pied, with whom ho 
went through the campaign in 
the Crimea, was mode captain, and 
after the ^crncQ went to Africa, 
where, as his biographer, M. Julci* 
Eichards, delicately puts it, the 
elasticity of his principles in tho 
matter of tho ownership of property 
made it necessary for him to re- 
sign." In 18G0 he turned up with 
the army of Garibaldi, where he 
became Heutenant-oolonel. When 
the war broke out in America he 
joined the Federals, and fought 
against tho South with the grade 
of a colonel. After the close of the 
American war Cluseret returned to 
France and took up tho profession 
of journalism. Another indication 
of elasticity of ^principle " led to 
the necessity of hzs quitting Paris, 
and he came oyer to England, where 
he mixed himself up with the Fe- 
nian agitation. Eetuming again to 
France, he got into trouble by rea- 
son of the publication of a news- 
paper article to which his name 
was appended, and was condemned 
to two months' imprisonment in 
St, P4lagie, There, m addition to 

he male ^at of certain' age^s of 
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the International Society, the effect 
of which was shortly afterwards 
seen in his organizing the strike of 
the sliop-assiatanta in Paz'is, in 1809. 
After the elections of June in that 
ycai'j Cluseret was expelled from 
Eranco at the instance of the Mi- 
nister of War, who had reason to 
believe that the ex-captain was taiu- 
pering with the 8ous-offi.cier8 of the 
garrison. Immediately upon the 
proclamation of the ProA’isional 
Government of Sept. J, 1S70, the 
exile turned up again, and his sub- 
sequent history is lpgi])ly written 
in the records of revolution at 
Marseilles, Lyons, and Paris. For 
a shoit time he Avas at the head of 
the military operations of the Paris 
Commune, but, like nearly all the 
other agents of that body, he soon 
fell under suspicion, and was ar- 
rested, though he wa s released from 
custody shortly before the entrance 
of the Vcrsaillea troops. It was 
reported that he was shot between 
Sept. 22 — ^20, 1871 j but, notAvith- 
standing the vigilant search made 
for him by the police, he remained 
in concealment in Paris till the 
end of the month of December, 
1871, when he escaped to Loudon. 
Soon afterwards he went to the 
United States. The Third Council 
of War, sitting at Versailles, con- 
demned him to death, par coa^u- 
mace, Aug. 30, 1872. Cluseret and 
his publisher were on Jan. 27, 1881, 
sentenced by default to two years* 
imprisonment and 3000 f. fine for 
an article inciting soldiers to 
mutiny. 

COBBE, Miss Frances Power, 
daughter of Charles Cohbe, Esq., 
of Newbridge House, co. Dublin, 
D.L., J.P., was born Doc. 4, 1822, 
and educated at Brighton. She 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the periodicals of the day, and is 
the author of the following works : 
'^An Essay on Intuitive Morals,*^ 
1855 (3rd edit. 1859) s '' Eeligious 
Daty,^* 1857 (2nd edit. 1804) j Pur- 
suits of Women,*' 1808 j Cities of 
the Past,*’ 1803 j Broken Lights," 
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Italics," 1801 ; '' Studies Ethical 
and Social,” 1805 : Hours of Work 
and Play," 1807 ; Daivuing 
Lights,” 1808; "Alone, to theo 
Alone," 1871 (3rd edit.

COFFIN, The Rigrht Rev. Robert 
Aston, D,D.,Koiuiiu Catholic Biahop 
of Southwark, ia of a Sussex family, 
and was horn at Brij^hton, July lU, 
1819. He was educated at Harrow 
and at Ohri&t Church, Oxford, and 
took his dPi^ree in 1810. In 1813 
he hecamo Vicar of St, Mary Miijf- 
dalene’b, Oxford, and two yeai*8 
Inter he, toj^ether with several 
other followers of Dr. Newman, 
hoCtiniM a lioman Catholic — being 
received into the lloiUrin Chui’cli 
by the lato Mgr. Br indie, at Prior 
Park College, on the Feast of 
St. Francis Xavier, 1813. For a 
year Jifter this he resided with 
Mr. Ambrose Lisle Phillips, at 
Orracj Dieu Man(^r. Ho wont to 
Ejme with Dr. Newman, and was 
ordained priest on Oct. 31, 18 ll, 
Threo years after this, fooling 
stmngly drawn to the Congrega- 
tion of the Most Holy Hodoomer, 
he became a Hedomptorist, and 
entered the novitiate in Belgium. 
In 1853 lie was chosen Rector of St. 
Mary’s, Clapham, and in 1805 was 
appointed to the office of Provin- 
cial, in which he was successively 
confirmed every three or four years 
till his elevation to the episcopate. 
From 1852 to 1872 he was almost con- 
stantly employed in preaching mis- 
sions and conducting clei'gy retreats 
throughout England, Ireland, and 
Scotland. In April, 1882, Pope Loo 
XIII. nominated him to the see of 
Southwark, in sucoession to tlie late 
Dr. Danell. He was consecrated 
by Cardinal Howard in the church 
of St. Alfonso, on the Esquilinc, at 
Rome, J une 11, 1882, and enthroned 
at St, George's Cathedral, South- 
wark, on the 27th of the following 
month. The diocese of Southwark 
is now restricted to the counties 
of Surrey, Kent, and Sussex. Dr.

COLCHESTER, Bishop of. (>SVe 
Blompiuld, De.) 

COLE, Vicat, R.A., hiudacape 
painter, -was born at Portsmouth 
in 1833, and received his earliest 
iiistriictiou in art from hU father, 
Mr. George Cole, a w'oll-kuown 
member of the Society of Drifcisli 
Artists. Afterwards he i*esortel 
wholly to nature in the open Eng- 
lish landscape for his mitcrials, 
and the study of the means by 
which to transfer them with offoot 
to canvas. Both he and his father 
w'ore still resident at Portsmouth 
in 1852, when Yicat Cole sent his 
first exhibited pictures to London, 
I'hesewere two river scenes sketched 
in the picturesque locality of the 
Wye : one was entitled Scene on 
the Wye, Tiutern ,* ” the other 
From Syiuou's A’at on the Wye.’* 
They were exhibited at the Society 
of British Artists. Before another 
year arrived ho had paid a visit to 
the Continent, from which resulted 
a view of " Marionburg Klo&ter, on 
the Mosolle,”oxhibitedatthe Royal 
Academyiu 1853,with another work, 
•^Ranmoor Common, Surrey/* a 
county whose beautiful scenery has 
furnished this artist with subjects 
for many of his finest works. In 
1838 he was elected a member of 
the Society of British Artists, and 
during several succeeding years he 
was a regular exhibitor in Suffolk 
Street. In 1860 he exhibited there 
A Surrey Corn-field — a view near 
Leith Hill, Dorking/* which by its 
truthful realisation of Nature in 
herricheatautumngarbjits breadth 
of treatment, and skUful handling, 
commanded universal admiration. 
The Society for the Encourage- 
ment of the Fine Arts bestowed 
their silver medal upon the artist 
for this performance. The picture 
was subsequently exhibited in the 
International Exhibition of 1862. 
In 1804, following the example of 
Stanfield, Roberts, Creswick and 
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others, who had been members and 
exhibitors at Suffolk Street, Hr. 
Cole retired from the Society of 
British Artists to become a candi- 
date for honours at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy. The niost important works 
which he exliibitod at the Academy 
are : The Beeline of Bay/' in 

1801; '^Sjjrin^ Time,” in 1805^ the 
subject beiniJ suj^ggested by one of 
the songs in " Love’s Labour's 
Lost ; Evening Best ” and 

Summer’s G^olden Crown/’ in 
1800 ; " A large stormy sea-piece, 
called “ St, Bride’s Bay/’ in 1807 ; 

Sunlight Lingering on the Au- 
tumn 'VVoods/’ in 18(58 ; pause 
in the Storm at Siuiset/’ ^'Summer 
Blowers/’ and Floating Bown to 
Camelot/’ in 18(J9s ‘'Sunshine 
Showers/’ and ''’Evening/’ in 1870: 
" Autumn Gold/’ in 1871 ; "Noon/’ 
in 1872 ; " Tlay-time ” and " Sum- 
mer Bain/' in 187^ ; " The Heart 
of Surrey” and "Misty Morning/' 
in W-lj ^^Bichmond Hill/’ "Loch 
Scavaig, Isle of Skye/’ and " Sum- 
mer: noon/' in 1873 ; "The Bay’s 
BecUue,” in 1870 j " Summer 
Showers ” and "Arundel/’ in 1877 s 
" A Showery Bay/’ " The Alps at 
Hosenlani” and "A Surrey Bas- 
toral/* in 1878 j " Eipening Sun- 
beams/’ "Leith Hill, from Ben- 
bies” and "Box Hill, from Ben- 
bies/’ in 1870 ; " A Thames Back- 
water/’ " The Leaves of Wasted

1883. He was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Eoyal Academy in 
February, 1870, and a Eoyal Aca- 
demician, June 10, 1880. His 
favourite field of study and the 
source of most of his subjects is 
Surrey with its pictm^esque hills 
and dales, moors and woodland, 
comffeld and pasturage. 

GOLEBISaB^ lord, Xhe Bight 


Hon, John Duke Coleridge, is the 
elder son of the late Eight Hon. Sir 
John Taylor Coleridge, of Heath’s 
Court, Ottcry St. Mary, hy Mary, 
eldest daughter of the late Eev. 
Gilbert Buchanan, LL.B., Vicar of 
W oodinan&temo, and Bk}ctor of 
Korthfleot, and was born in the year 
1R21. His lordship was educated at 
Bton,andat Bnlliol College, Oxford, 
where he obtained a scholarship, 
and graduated B.A. in 184'2 and 
M.A. in 1840, up to which year ho 
had been a Fellow of Exeter Col- 
lege. IIo was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple, Nov. 0, 1810, 
and went the Western Circuit, of 
which he was for some years the 
leader. In 1853 he was appointed 
Kecorder of Portsmouth, and was 
created a Queen’s Counsel in 1801, 
being soon afterwards nominated a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple. He 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Exctor in 
August, 180 1, but was elected for 
that city in Jiily, 1803, and con- 
tinued to represent it till Nov. 1873. 
In Bee. 1808, on the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Government, ho 
was selected to fill the office of So- 
licitor-General, when he received 
the honour of knighthood, and in 
Nov, 1871, on Sir Eohert Collier 
being appointed to a judgcsliip in 
the Judicial Bepariment of the 
Privy Council, Sir John Buke Cole- 
ridge was appointed to succeed him 
a.s Attorney-General. On the re- 
tirement of Lord Eomilly, in 1873, 
fi’om the Mastci’ship of the Eoils, 
Sir John Coleridgo, as Attorney- 
General, though a momhor of the 
Common Law bar, received the first 
offer of that appointment, bnt after 
mature consideration ho declined 
the office, which was conferred upon 
Sir George Jessel, the Solicitor- 
General, who was a member of the 
Equity bar. Soon afterwards, how- 
ever, the death of Sir William Bo- 
vill left the Chief Justiceship of 
the Court of Common Pleas at the 
disposal of the Government, and 
this high office was at once con- 
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f erred upon Sir John Coleridge, I 
who was sworn in ns Lord Chief 
Justice, Nov, 30, 3873. In the fol- 
low’ing month ho was raised to the 
peerage hy the title of Baron Cole- 
ridg^,* of Ottory St. Mary, in tho | 
county of Devon, lie was aj)- ' 
pointed Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land on the death of Sir Alexander 
Cockhum in No v . 1 880, Lord Cole- 
ridge was at one time a contributor 
to tho JEdinhurgh Review^ and other 
periodicals. His lordship married, 
in 381G, Jane Fortoscue, thii'd 
daugliter of the Eev. George Tur- 
ner Seymour, of Farringfordhill, 
in the Isle of "Wight, who died 
some years ago. In 1880 he 
married again. His clde.st son is 
the Hon. Bernard John Coleridge, 
M.P. for the Attcrclilfe Division 
of Sheffield. 

COLLINCrSi Jesse, M.F., was bom 
in Dec. 1831, in the iioaish of 
Littlohaui, Exmouth, Devon, and 
educated at Churcli Hoiisc School, 
Stoke, near Plymouth. At the age 
of nineteen he lost his father, and 
having to make his own way in tho 
world, entered tho service of Messrs. 
Booth & Co., Birmingham, as 
junior olerlc. Ho afterwards lived 
for some years at neavitree, near 
Exeter, and took an active part in 
educational and political work, 
being an earnest supporter of in- 
dustrial schools and free education. 
In 1860 he settled in Birmingham 
as head of the firm, which was 
thenceforth carried on under the 
name of Messrs. Collings and Wal- 
lis. When the National Education 
League was formed in 1808, with 
Mr. Chamberlain as Chairman, Mr. 
Jesse Collings was hon. Scurclary, 
and laboured hard to promote its 
doctrines. In 1873 he was elected ' 
to the Birmingham School Board, 
and after some years of work for 
the improvement of the citizens of 
Blmingham he was elected Mayor 
in 1878. In 1880 ho was elected 
for Ipswich, and was again re- 
turned at the General Election of 
1885, being apjiomted Secretary to ‘ 


I the Local Government Board, of 
■which Mr. Chamberlain was Presi- 
dent. But on the hearing of the 
Ipswich Election Petition (1886) ho 
lost his scat on account of bribery 
[ and eomipliou liy his agents. In 
' 188(5 he retired from the office of 
Alderman of Birmingham after IS 
years' oxperionco of every kind of 
municipal work. In politics Mr. 
Collings is aPadical, but is opposed 
to Mr, Gladstone's latest Irish 
policy. Ho is the founder and 
president of the Allotments and 
Small Holdings Association, and 
has published a pamphlet on the 
Land Question, 18SG. After the 
dissolution of 18B6 Mr. Collings 
turned to Birmingham, and was 
elected as a Dnionist-Liberal for 
the Bordesley division of that 
to-wn, 

COIIINGWOOB, Cuthbert, M.A. 
and B.M. Oxon., F.L.S., &c.j was 
born at Greenwich, Dec. 25, 1826, 
and educated at King's Oollego 
School, Christ Church, Oxford, 
Edinburgh University, and Guy’s 
Hosiiital. He also studied iu Paris 
and Vienna. From 1858 to 1806 ho 
resided in Liverpool, occupying 
during that period the chair of 
Botany in tlio Medical School, and 
that of Biology in tho School of 
Science. He was also senior phy- 
sician to the Liverpool Northern 
Hospital. Dr. CoUingwood has 
been a Fellow of the Linnsenu 
Society since 1853, and sat ou the 
Council in 1808. In 1866-07 lie 
imdeitook as a volunteer, under 
the sanction of the Admiralty, a 
scientific voyage for tho studjr of 
marine zoology, &c., visiting Cmna, 
Formosa, Borneo, and Singapore j 
the results being recorded in 
' “Bambles of a Naturalist on the 
Shores and Waters of the China 
Bca," 1808, in numerous 
read before scicutifio societies, and 
in scientific journals. He is -the 
author of ” A Vision of Creation,*' 
" The Travelling Birds," and nu- 
merous scientific papers, In 1876- 
1877 Dr. CoUingwood travelle<l in. 
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ralcstino jincl Egypt^und pu>jlialiod 
an account oi hid journey. 

COLLINS, William Wilkie, eldest 
Fou of the Lite William ColJins, 
It.A.j the well-known painter of 
rustic sccnesj was Lorn in Loudon 
in Jan. 182i. His luothoi* was a 
sister of Mrs. Cari)outerj one of the 
"beat female portrait-painters of the 
time. After being educated at a 
private school, and, spending two 
years with iiis pai-ents in Italy, he 
was articled for four years to a firm 
in the tea-trade. Exchanging com- 
merce for laMO ke was a student of 
Lincoln's Inn at the time of his 
father's death, and his earliest lite- 
rary performance was an admirable 
biograijhy of his father, Avith selec- 
tions from his journals and corre- 
spondence, puldished in two voU. 
1848. Erom tins time Mr. Uollins 
devoted himself entirely to litera- 
ture, and published successively 
Antonina ; or the I’all of Home ; 
a Eomanoe of the fifth centmy,” 
liS50 ; " Ratnbles beyond Railways j 
or Notes in Cornwall, taken afoot,” 
1851 j "Basil : a Stoiy of Modern 
Life,” 1852 ; Mr. Wray's Cash 
Box ; or the Mask and the Mystery : 
a Clii'iatmas Sketch,” 1852; " Hide 
and Seek,” 1851. Soon afterwards 
he become a contributor to Ho«se- 
hold ] Fords, and his "After Dark,” 
185(3, and " The Dead Secret,” 1837, 
ai*o reprints of tales which origin- 
ally appeared in that periodical. 
THo later productions of his pen 
are " The Queen of Hearts,” 1850 ; 
"The Woman in White,” 1860 j 
" No Name,” 1862, whicli, as well 
as the preceding novel, originally 
appeared in the columns of A ll tke 
Yea7' Jlou7id; ^^My Miscellanies,” 
1803 i " Armadale,” 18GG ; " The 
Moonstone,” 1868 j "Man and 
Wife,” 1870 ; " Poor Miss Pinch,” 
1872 5 "Miss or Mrs? and other 
Stories in Outtine,” 1873; "The 
New Magdalen,” 1873 5 "The Law 
and the Lady,” 1873 5 " Two Desti- 
nies,” 187C 5 "The Haunted Hotel,” 
1878 5 " The Pallen Leaves,” 1879 j 
A Rogue's Life from his Birth to 


his Marriage,” 1879 ; " The Blaol 
Robe,” 1881 ; " Heart .and Science,’ 
1&S3 5 " I Say No,” 1881, and "Tin 
Evil (ienius,” 18S6. Mr. Collins 
prinoipalworka have passed throngl 
several editions both in this conn 
try and the United States, and liavt 
been translated mtoPrcnch, Italian 
Q-eruian, Dutch, Danish, and Rus- 
sian. He is a member of the Guile 
of Literature and Art, and took { 
prominent part in the amateur per^ 
formances which were got up foi 
its benefit. He wrote the "Light 
liouse,” first played in private a^ 
Tavistock House, and oftorwardi 
produced at the Olympic Theatre 
In 1857 his unpublished drama 
entitled " The Frozen Deep,” wai. 
first produced at Tavistock House 
Mr. C, Dickens and other amateur, 
lierformiiig it ivith great success 
It was afterwni'ds lironght out witl 
the same cast at the Gallery of 11 
lustration, tor the benefit of the 
" JeiTold Fund,” tlie Queen having 
previously witnessed a private re 
presentation at that place. A dra- 
matic version, by himself, of "The 
Moonstone,” in four acts, wat 
brought out at the Olympic Theatre 
in Sept. 1877. His i)layj"Rank 
and Riches,” produced at the 
Adelplu Theatre on June 0 , 1883 
was a complete failure 5 
in this respOct a remarkable con 
trast to the reception in England, 
in America, and on the continent 
(in Iranslations), of other playt 
founded on his novels, viz. : " The 
New Magdalen ” and " The Woman 
in White,” both produced at the 
Olympic Theatre, and " Man and 
Wife,” x>roduced at the Prince oi 
Walop’s Theati'O, under the man 
agomont of Mr. and Mrs. Ban- 
croft. 

OOLLINSON, AdmirM Sir Eiohard, 
K.C.B., P.R.G.S., was horn Nov. 7: 
1811, at Gateshead, co. Durham, of 
which place his father was rector. 
On Doc. 3, 1823, ho entered the 
Royal Navy as volunteer on hoard 
H.M.S. Cam&nd(/e, Captain Moling, 
under whose command he served 
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threo years ou tlio Pacific station. 
After a short stay in England he 
entered as midshipman on hoard 
the Chanticleer^ Captain Poster, 
which vessel was fitted out under 
the auspices of the Royal Society 
and employed in making pendulum, 
inngnetic, and meteorological obser- 
vations on the shores and islands 
in the Atlantic Ocean. In 1831 ho 
was appointed to the ^tna, Captain 
Belcher, occupied in the smwey of 
the coast of j Africa ; and subse- 
quently to the Salamander and 
Medea, under the command of Cap- 
tain Austin. Being promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant in 1825, ho 
joined the^fu^p/tu/•,CaptainBccchcyJ 
us assistant-surgeon, and was em- 
ployed in the examination of the 
coasts of Central America and 
Mexico j visiting California, Tan- 
eouver's Island, Sitka, and fixing 
the position of Motmt St. Elias. 
Returning to England in 1839, he 
was appointed additional lieutenant 
to the Plagship on the coast for 
surveying duty, imd took an active 
part in all the operations of the 
first Chinese war; receiving his 
promotion to the rank of comman- 
der in 1811, and captain andC.B. 
in 18-12 for his services. At the 
conclusion of the war lie remained 
four years on the coast of China in 
command of H.M.S. PI over, laying 
down the coast-line and msj^g 
plans of the diJforent harbours 
between the Yangtsekiang and 
Hongkong, thus enabling merchant 
ships to approach the Treaty Ports 
in safety. In 1819, on the retium 
of Sir James Ross in the JEnter- 
2 )rise and Investigator from Lancas- 
ter Sound, after an ineffectual 
search for Sir John Praaklin, the 
Government determined to de- 
spatch those vessels to Bohring 
Strait, and the Admiralty selected 
Captain CoUinson to command the 
expedition. The two vessels left 
Plymouth on the 20 th Jan. 1850, 
passing through the Straits of 
Hagelbaen, and calling at the 
Sandwich Islands. The Enterprise 


reached Point Barrow on the IGth 
of August, 1850, when the ico was 
foimd to butt close on the shore, 
and after an ineffectual attempt to 
round the point, in which lat. 
73^ 23' in long. 10 T, was reached, 
the ship returned to the southward, 
and after jmssing the winter at 
Hongkong, tlio Er-fejpnsc reached 
the edge of the ice in lat. 00 ° on 
May 31, 1851, and rounded Point 
Barrow in the pack on the 25th of 
July. After passing three winters 
in the ice, during which period 
5,735 miles of coast were searched 
by means of boats and sledges — 
one of the latter passing within 
forty miles of the position in which 
the Srebua and Terror were aban- 
doned — the ship retnraed to Beh- 
ring Sti'aits in the end of August, 
1851, having been forty months on 
her own resoiu'oes. On his return 
to England Captain Collinson re- 
ceived the modal of the Royal 
Geographical Society for his ex- 
2 >lor.\tion of these regions, and the 
proof that by bringing his ship 
l>aok in safety the northern face of 
the continent of America was navi- 
gable by a sailing ship from Beh- 
ring Strait to King 'William’s 
Land. After service on the Defence 
Commission and the Lakes in 
Canada, Captain Coilmson received 
his promotion to flag rank in 1862, 
and was made a K.O.B. in 1875. 
In 1802 ho was elected an. Elder 
Brother of the Corporation of the 
Trinity House, and since Sept. 7, 
1873, he has oceimied the honour- 
able position of Deputy Master of 
that Corporation. '^The China 
Pilot,” compiled chiefly fi-om tlie 
surveys of Captain Collinson, was 
published in 1855, ana reached a 
second edition in 1858. He is the 
author of "Nino Weeks in Canada,^ * 
published in "Vacation Tourists 
and Notes of Travel in 1861 5 edited 
by Erancia Galton,” Cambridge, 
18G2 ; and he edited for the Hak- 
luyt Society, " The Three Yoyagea 
of Martin Probisher, in search of a 
passage to Cathaia and India by 
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the JToiiih^westj a.d. 1676-8,'^ Lou- 
don, 1867. 

COiaUKOtJN, AxcMbald Eosb, 
A.M., IhbI. C.E., i’.R.G.S., gold 
incdnlliatof theEcyal &eograpnic'ftl 
Society, bom ofE the Cape iiiMax»oh, 
1810, is the son of Dr. Archibald 
Colqnlioim, of Edinburgh, ^vho 
gained renown in the H.E.I.C.S. 
during the first Afghan campaign. 
Mr. Colquhoim was educated in 
Scotland and on the continent, lie 
entered tlie Indian iPublic Works 
Department as assistant engineer 
in 1871, and was first posted under 
Mr. Holt Hallett in the Tenassorini 
Division. This division forms the 
eastern portion of British Burmah, 
and borders Siam and the Siamese 
Shan States. Having gained con- 
siderable experience in the railway, 
canal and other divisions, in 1S79 
he was appointed secretary and 
second in command of the Clovem- 
luent Mission dispatched to Siam 
and the Siamese Shan States. In 
1881 he I’etumed to England on 
furlough, and together with Mr. 
Hallett, formed the pr<fiect for the 
connection of India andi China and 
the Miening up of Siam and Cen- 
tral Indo-China by railway, which 
led to the exploration of Messrs. 
Colquhoun and Wahab through 
Southern China and the Chinese 
Shan Slates in 1881-82, and of 
Mr. Holt Hallett in Siam and the 
Siamese Shan States in 1883-84, 
during which they succeeded in 
tracing out the best path for their 
proposed system of x'oilways. On 
his return to England Mr. Colqu- 
houn was awarded the gold medal 
of the "E.G-.S. 3 published Across 
Chrysc," a book in two volumes, 
giving an account of his travels, 
contribxited many important letters 
to the Times on China and Indo- 
China, addressed several Cham- 
bers of Commerce, and awakened 
general interest in those parts of 
the East and in the proposed 
system of railways. In June, 1883, 
he left England for China and 
Tonquin as special correspondent 


of the Times} his able letters iind 
descriptions of the people and 
country at onco placed him in the 
foremost rank of correspondents 
and irere quickly re-publishod. 
Etituvniug to England in Oct., he 
again left for the 'i'i/acs in Nov., 
remaining in the East until the 
close of the Eranco-Chinoso war. 
He came back to England in July, 
1885, addressed the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce upon "English 
Commercial Policy in the East/* 
proposed the annexation of Upper 
Burmah and the alliance of England 
and China so as to frustrate the 
aims of Prance and Eussia in the 
East, and to push forward tho de- 
velopment of our commerce with 
China. Whilst in Oliina ho did 
nil in his power to increase the 
friendly foxing of tlic Chinese 
Goveniment for tho English, and 
was enlmsted by Li Hung Chang 
with a measuge to the Viceroy of 
India proposing the early connec- 
tion of India and China by tele- 
graph, vid Burmah and the Burmese 
Shan States. In Siam he saw the 
King, together with 3M[r. Hallett, 
and explained tho proposed system 
of rtiilways, and was subsequently 
informed by our Minister at Bang- 
kok, that the Siamese would con- 
struct their poiiion of the railway 
if the British would meet them 
with a line to the frontier. Mr. 
Colquhoun left England in Deo. 
1885, for Burmah, to take up his 
post as Deputy-Commissioner of 
the Sagain District in Upper Biu^- 
mah, where he has since gained 
much credit for his able adininis- 
tration of affairs. 

COiaVHOTTN, Sir Patrick Mac 
Chombalch de, Bart., LL.D., eldest 
son of the late Chevalier James de 
Colquhoun, who was private secre- 
tary to Mr. Dundas, and afterwards 
charge eVaffaires of the Hanseatic 
republics, was bom in 1815, andodu- 
cated at Westminster, and become 
scholar of St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1837 and M.A. in 1814, taking the 
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degree of Juris utriuaguo Doctor nt 
Heidelberg ftud subsequoutly that 
of LL.I). at Cambridge in 1851. He 
was called to the bar in 1838, and 
appointed Plonipotcntiai’y by the 
Hanseatic republics to conclude 
commercial treaties with Turkey, 
Dcrsia, and Greece. On his retum, 
in 1811, he went the Home Circuit. 
He is the author of " A Summary 
of theEoinan Civil Law, illustrated 
by Couimcntarios and Parallels 
from the Mosaic, Canon, Moham- 
nJetL^n, English ,and Poreign Laws,'' 
published in 1819-00. He was ap- 
pointed Aulic Councillor to the king 
of Saxony in 1857, and was stand- 
ing counsel to II. S.M. 's Legation till 
the abolition of the office hy the 
war of 18GG. Ho was also Coun- 
cillor of Legation of the Grand 
Duke of Oldonbiu'g. Ho was ap- 
pointed Member of the SniDrcme 
Council of Justice of the Ionian 
Islands by Sir Edward Bulwer i 
Lytton in 1858 ; became Chief Jus- 
tice of the court in 1801, and re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. 
On the cession of the Ionian Islands 
to Gi’ecce in 18(5 1, Sir P. Golquhoun 
rotnmed to England, and was ap- 
pointed one of Her Majesty's Coun- 
sel in 1SG8, and a Member of the 
Inner Temple Bench. Sir Patrick 
is the author of various treatises on 
learned politioal and classical sub- 
jects in different languages. He is 
at present head of the family whose 
name he bears, and succeeded Ms 
couain,Sir Eobert Colcpihoun, Bart., 
H.S., on Hov, 10, 1870. 

COLVIN, Sir Aucklana,E.C.M.G.. 
son of the late Hon. John Bussell 
Colvin, Lieut. -Governor of the 
North West Provinces of India, by 
Emma Sophia Colvin, daughter 
of the Bov, W. Sneyd, was bom at 
Eiirmll,inthe Punjab, India, March 
8, 1838. He was educated at Eton, 
and at Haileybury College, and 
entered the Indian Civil Service in 
1858. He became in succession 
Undei*-Seci*etary to tlieGovernment 
of India, Home and Poreign De- 
partments} Secretary to the North 


West Provinces Bevenue Board, and 
Scci*etnry to the Government of the 
North West Provinces. He was a 
member of the International Com- 
mission of Egyptian Liquidation in 
18S0, and was appointed English 
ControUcr-Goncral in Egy^it the 
same year. In 1881 ho was created 
a Knight Commander of tlie Order 
of SS. Michael and George. Sir 
Auckland Colvin took a prominent 
part in assisting and advising the 
Khedive on the occasion of Arabi 
Pasha's military demonstration on 
Sept, fl, 1881 ; and in July, 1883, he 
received the tlianks of HerMaj csty's 
Government for his services ijrior 
and subsequent to that event. 
After the abolition of the Dual 
Control (Jan., 1883), he became 
Pinanoial Adviser to the Khedive. 
IIo has received the grand cordon 
of the Order of the Modjidia and 
the Third Class of the Order of 
the Oemanieh, Sir A. Colvin is 
now Pinoucinl Member of the 
Council of tho Governor-Gouei’al 
of India. 

COLVIN, Sidney, M.A., was bom 
nt Norwood, Surrey, Juno 18, 18J'5. 
He is the youngest son of the late 
Mr. Bazett D. Colvin, of the 8rm 
of Cranford, Colvin, & Co., [of 73, 
Old Broad Sti'eot, and of JBealings, 
Woodbridge, Suffolk, by his wife 
Mary Steuait, eldest daughter of 
the late Hr.

GOMHERBLXi Vice-Admiral Sir 
John Edmund, K.C.B,, Y.C., second 
son of Mr. John W, Goinmerell, 
of Stroud Park, Horsham, Sussex, 
by Sophia, daughter of Mr. Wil- 
liam Bosanquet, of Harley Street, 
London, was bom in London in 
1829. Entering the Hoyal Navy 
in I 8 d 2 , he became Lieutenant in 
1818, Commander in 1855, Captain 
in 1859, Eeaz'-Admiral in 1877, i 
and Vice-Admiral in 1881. He 
served in China and South America, 
and was present at aU the opera- 
tions in the Pai'ana (1845-48), espe- 
ciaUy at Punta Obligado, where ho 
assisted in cutting the chain that 
defended tho I'iver. Afterwards ho 
served in the Baltic and the Gulf 
of Bothnia (183 J), and as Lieute- 
nant of H.M.S. IVeser was present 
at Sebastopol, and in several ope- 
rations in the Sea of Azof 5 he was 
twice mentioned in despatches, and 
received the Yictoria Cross for hn- 
zardoua service in the Putrid Sea. 
He commanded H.M.S. Fury in 
1859, and in July of that year he 
led a division of seamen in tho at- 
tack on the Taku Ports. For this 


service ho was highly praised in 
despatches, and promoted to H.M.S. 
Magicienne, in which ho served 
during the subsequent oj)crationa 
in China. In 18G(J he was in com- 
mand of H.M.S, Terrible, and ren- 
dered active service in laying tho 
Atlantic cable. He commanded H. 
M.S. Monarch on particular service 
in 1808-09, and in 1872-73 he served 
as Oomiuodorc of the second class, 
and senior officer m command of the 
Cape of Quod Hope iind West Coast 
of Africa. In Aug. 1873, whilst 
reconnoitring up the river Prah 
to discover the position of tho 
Aahantees, the boats wei’e fired 
upon from the banks, and Corn- 
mod ore Coimnerull was so dan- 
gerously wounded as to necessitate 
his rolinquislimeut of the command 
of the stiition. After going to Capo 
Town for the cure of his wounds, 
he rctumod to England, when he 
was nominated a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath, 
aud appointed a Qroom-in- Waiting 
to the Queen.

CONNArGHT (Duke of), Hie 
Hoyal Highnees Arthur wilHam 
Patrick Albert, K.G., K.T., K.P., 
G.C.M.G., Prince of the United 
Kingdom, Duke of Saxony, Prince 
of Coburg and Gotha, the third son 
of Her Majesty Qiiocii Yiotoria, was 
bom at Buckingham Palace ♦May 1 , 
ISdO. Ho entered the ffilitaiy 
Academy at Woolwich as a cadet 
in 1800, became a lioutenaut in the 
Koyal Engineers in 1808, and a 
lieutenant in tho Koyal Artillery 
in Pob. 1809. He was appointed 
a lieutenant in the Kifle Brigade in 
Aug. 1809, and a captain in excess 
of the establishment of the regi- 
ment in 1871* On attaining his 
majority in the last-named year 
Parliament voted him a grant of 
J&15,000 per annum 5 and an addi- 
tion ofJBlO, 000 was votedonhis mar- 


riage in 1879. Prince Arthur was 
created Duke of Connaught and 
Strathcarn, and Earl of Sussex, 
May 20, 1871, and took his scat in 
the House of Lords on tho 8th of 
the following month. At a Council 
held at Windsor, May 16, 1878, the 
Queen declared tho intended mar- 
riage of tho Duke of Connaught 
and Strathcarn to Princess Mar- 
garet Louise, of Prussia, third 
daughter of Prince Erocloriok 
Charles, and grand niece of tho 
Emperor of Germany, The mar- 
riage was celebrated at Windsor, 
March 13, 1870. His Eoyal High-

It has lately been 
announced that he is about to 
take up command of tho forces in 
Madras. 

CONSTANT, Benjamin, a French 
painter, bom at Paris, Jime 10, 
1815, studied in tbo Scolo des 
Beaux-Ai’ts, and then ciitorod the 
atcliay of M. Cabanol.

M. Con- 
stant, who was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour in 1878, manied 
one of the daughters of M. Em- 
manuel Arago. 

CONSTANTINE, NIOOIJEWITCH, 
the second son and fourth child of 
the late Emperor Nicholas, Grand 
Duke of Hussia, titular uud Grand 
Admiral of the Imperial fleet, was 
born fiopt. 21 (or, accoj'ding to the 
old style which Russia retains, 
Sept, 91, 1827. Ho was educated 
with great care for the naval ser- 
vice, and had for his tutor Admiral 
Liltlce, the circunmavigator of the 
globe, under whose orders the 
young prince subsequently served, 
and acquired the rank of "post- 
captain in the Russian navy,” as 
he thus subscribed himself at the 
model-room of the Admiralty at 
Somerset House, during his visit 
to England in 1817. In his charac- 
ter of Adxniral he had ventured to 
arrest his elder brother, the present 
emperor of Russia, who was on 
board his ship, for which he was 
himself placed under arrest for a 
considerable time by his father. 
The Grand Duke Constantine mar- 
ried, Aug. 30, 1818, the Princess 
Alexandra, daughter of Joseph, 
duke of Saxe-Altenburg, by whom 
he has issue. In addition to being 
Grand A dmiral of Russia, the 


Grand Duke Constantine is Com' 
mandaut of the 4th brigade of 
Infantry of the Guard, Colonel of 
the regiment of Hu.ssars of tho 
hito Grand Duke Michtiel Paulo- 
witcli, a member of the Council of 
MOilnry Schools, cand President of 
the Grand Council of the Empire. 
He allied himself to the Muscovite 
national party, whose fanaticism 
helped to bring about the war ^vith 
England and Prance. At the dcatli 
of the emperor Nicholas, it was 
feared that the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine might become the chief of 
the opposition represented by the 
old Muscovite paitiy against the 
moderate party, of which tho ne>Y 
C 2 ai', Alexander II., Imd been con- 
sidered the centre. The late enx- 
peror, foreseeing the lunbability of 
commotion, liacT, however, caused 
the Grand Duke Constantino to 
take in his presence an oath of 
fidelity and obedience to the heir 
of the throne ; and when Nicholas 
saw that his end was approaching, 
he called the two iirinces to his 
bedside, and before giving them 
his blessing, made Constantino, in 
presence of his mother, renew the 
oath of fidelity to liis elder brother. 
A few hours after the emperor’s 
death, Constantine took the oath of 
allegiance, adding that the latter 
might rely upon him under every 
oiroumstanoe. In 1857 the Grand 
Duke paid visits to the courts of 
England and Prance, and inspected 
the naval arsenals of both cotmtidea « 
At the outbreak of the Polish insur- 
rection, in 1862, he was appointed 
Viceroy of that principality, but he 
resigned that post in a few months. 
In Jan. 1865, he was appointed 
President of the Coxmcil of the 
Empire, and in 1871 he paid 
another visit to England* Of late 
he has been very busy with a re- 
orgouisation of the fleet, and he 
visited Turkey during the war, 
though only for a short time. In 
Jan. 1878 he was reappointed Presi- 
dent of the Council of State for 
tlmee years. He is the author of a 
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‘'History and “Dosonidion of the 
Town of Pavlovsk/’ published 
anonymously. 

COmrBEAEE, Henry, civil en- 
fi^ineer and architect, fourth son of 
the Very Kev. Willhuu T)iimel 
Oouyheai‘ 0 , Dean of Lhiudaif, tha 
well-known geologist, was horn at 
Brisliugton, in Somersetshire, Peh. 
22, 1823. After leaving Uugby 
School, he entered the civil engi- 
neering depaiiiinont of King’s Col- 
lege, London, and accompanied 
Professor Hall, when he with Pro- 
fessoi' Mosely assisted in the or- 
ganization of the Cornish School 
of Mines. On leaving King’s Col- 
lege, Mr, Couyheare aijent throe 
years in an engine manufactory at 
Newcastle, and tlion went to India 
on the onginecidng staff of the 
Great Indian Poninaiila Eailway, 
and he had the civil engineering 
charge of the city and island of 
Bombay from 18 iO to 1852. In 
conaecxueiiee of the prevalence of 
water famines at Pomhay, he was 
requested in 1834 by the Govem- 
juent of that presidency to report 
on the best meiina of affording an 
adequate water supply to the city 
and island. His recommendations 
being approved by the Supi’eme 
Government of India, he was ap- 
pointed to carry them into execu- 
tion. During his residence in 
India, Mr. Conyboare practised 
architecture aa well as civil engi- 
neering, and designed the church 
erected at Colaba, in memory of 
those who fell in the Afghan cam- 
paign, the church of St. John at 
Satara, and many civil buildings. 
As a justioe of the peace, he took 
a prominent part in the businesR of 
the Bombay bench j and on the 
breaking out of the Mahomedan 
riots in 18S1 lie was appointed to 
act os second Stipendiary Magis- 
trate of Police. During the last 
six years he remained in India he 
was the Indian correspondent of 
the Times. Since his return to 
England in 1855, Mr. Conyboare 
has been in. extensive practice as a 


railway engineer, nn<l has hoeii 
enginecr-iu-chief to a large number 
of railways. He was eleoterl a 
member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and has taken a large 
l>ai^ in the disoiissions of that body. 
In 185<) ho designed docks for the 
port of Boiubay, iind in the same 
year was axipointcd Lecturer on the 
Principles and Pi'actico of Civil 
Engineering at the Royal Eugi- 
neurs* Estcibli&hment for Field 
Instruction at Chatham. In Ai)ril, 
1800, Mr. Conybeare was appointed 
7>y the Homo Secretary to design 
and carry out certain works of 
drainage required to bo executed 
under the authority of the Hoin(» 
Office and of the Local Government 
Act, at Southovej‘, in Sussex. In 
1878 ho was engaged at Caracas, in 
A^enezuoln. 

COOK, Eliza, poetesa,tlie daughter 
of a resx)ectablo tradesman in 
Southwark, was born about 181R. 
At an early age she contributed to 
various periodicals, including the 
New Monthlij, Metropolitan, Literary 
Gazette, &c., and published in 18 lu 
n volume of poems, which at once 
attracted the attention of a not 
very critical public, and stamped 
her as aividter of merit. She move 
than sustained this favoured posi- 
tion in the "Journal” which boro 
her name, and which was published 
weekly from 1819 until 183 1, when, 
on account of failing liealth, it was 
given up, to the groat regret of its 
readers. Her poems, reprinted 
in a collected form, have passed 
throngli numerous editions, and an 
illustrated Olmistmas volume was 
issued in 18G0. She published 
another volume, entitled "New 
Echoes, and other poems,” in 
October, 1804, and obtained a 
literary pension of -2100 per annum 
from the Civil List the same 
year. 

COOK, The Eev. Frederio Charles, 
MA., born about 1810, received 
his academical education at St« 
John’s College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1828? M.A., 1840). He became 
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chaplain of Lincoln’s Inn in 1860 5 
a canon residentiary of Exeter 
cathedral in 18G 1 ; chaplain in 
ordinary to the Queen ; chajd^n 
to the Bishop of London in 1H69 ; 
and precentor of Exeter in 1872. 
Mr. Cook, who was formerly one of 
HerMajesty’s Inspectors of Schools, 
has published the "Acta of the 
Apo'stloa/*with acmniuentary } and 
he is the ffoner.il editor of the 
" Speaker’s Commentary/’ the first 
volume of irhich Appeared in 1871 
under the title of " The Holy 
Bible, neeordinff to the Authorized 
Version (a.d. 1611), with an Expla- 
natory and Critical Goiumentary, 
and a Ibevisioii of the Translation. 
By iUshops and other Clerj'y of the 
Anglican Church.” He resigned

COOK, rhe Sev. Joseph, horn at 
Tieonderoga, Kew Tort, Jan, 2G, 
1838, was educated at Tale and 
Harvard, graduating in 1805. He 
afterwards studied at the An- 
dover Seminary and in Germany, 
Since his return to America ho has 
resided i>rincipally at Boston, 
whore he has delivered a aeries of 
"Boston Monday Lectures,” for 
which he is principally noted. He 
has i^epeated thc-^e lectures in other 
cities of the United States, and has 
published them in nine volumes 
(1877 — 1881), under titles of "Bio- 
logy,” "Conscience,” "Heredity/’ 
" Labor,” " Mawiage,'’ " Orfcho- 
d>^xy,” "Socialism,” '‘Transcen- 
dc'italism.,” and "Occident ” Mr. 
Cook has also preached and lectured 
in England. 

COOKE, John Esten, was bom at 
Winuhester, Virginia, Nov. 3, 1830. 
His family removed to Bichmond, 
Virginia, in 1839, where he studied 
law, ami was admitted to the bar 
in 1851 . During a part of the civil 
war ho was on the Staff of General 
" Stonewall” Jackson and Gen. B. 
E, Lee. After Iho war he was for 
a while a resident in Now York, 
where he was engaged in journal- 
isip, hvt eubsequently returned to 


his farm near Winchester, V irgiuui . 
Besides numerous contributions to 
lieriodicals and a multitude of 
stories, he has published "The 
Youth of Jefferson ” (1855) j "Life 
of Stonewall Jackson” (1866) ;

COOLEY, Thomas McIntyre, was 
born at Attica, New York, Jan. 0, 
182 1*.

Justice, a position which he still 
occupies. ^ lie has published " The 
Constitutional Limitations which 
rest upon the Legislative Power of 
the States of the American Union” 
(1868 and 1871) ; an edition of 
Blackstone’s " Commentaries ’ ’ 

(1870) j and of Story’s ** Commen- 
taries on the Constitution of the 
United States, with additional. 
Chapters on the New Amend- 
ments” (1873); "Law of Taxa- 
tion” (1876); "Law of Toi’ts” 
(1879) j " General Principles of 
Constitutional Law in tJie United 
States” (1880); and "A History 
of Governments” (1886). He fur- 
nished nearly all the legal 
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articles in Appleton's “American 
Cyclopcedia” (1873-76). 

COOPER) Basil Henry, B.A.^ 
yoTUigcst son of tlie late Mr. Basil 
Henry Cooper, solicitor, of Read- 
ing, -vvas liom June 29, 1810, at 
Maidenliend, Berks, and -w^as edu- 
cated at various private schools, 
and at Highbury College, an in- 
stitution for the training of Inde- 
pendent ministers, which has since 
become affiliated to the University 
of London, and graduated in 1812, 
Tlio next yeaj* he was ordained 
pastor of the Indopondont congre- 
gation at Mayer's Green, West 
Bromwich, Staffordshire, of which 
he retained the ohiU’gc for nine 
years. In 18-11 he pubUshed “An 
Essay towards a Hew Translation 
of the Episilo of St. Paul to the 
Bioiuans," and in 18 IG he edited 
for the Wycliffe Society, “ Select 
Works of the Reverend and Learned 
David Clarkson, B.D., and some 
time Pellow of Clare Hall, Cam- 
bridge." In 1852 appeared his 
“ Free Chnrcdi of Ancient Christen- 
dom," and he has since devoted 
himself almost wholly to literature, 
especially to Egyptology and the 
chronology of the Pharaohs. In 
I860 was published “Count Ca- 
vonrj his Life and Career," and 
in 1861 appeared his “ BUcrogly- 
phical Date of the Exodus in the 
AnnalsofThothmes the Groat." Mr. 
Cooper has also published a number 
of articles in various periodicals. 

GOOPEB, Charles Alfired, journal- 
ist, was bom at Hull, Yorkshire, 
in 1829. Ho was educated at the 
Hull Grammar School, and early 
in life entered the office of the 
Suit Packet, a weekly newsjiapor 
of good standing. There he be- 
came a reporter, and took a share 
in sub-editorial work. In 1861 he 
removed to London, and entered 
the gallery of the House of Com- 
mons as reporter for the Morning 
Star, Of this he subsequently 
became the sub-editor, and held 
the post until 1868, when be became 
assistant editor of the Seotman, in 


which capacity he served for several 
years. In 18S0 he bccamo editor 
of the Scotaman, and in 1881, in 
recognition of his services to the 
Liberal party, he was made a 
member of the Reform Club, with- 
out a ballot, on the nomination of 
the political committee. Earlier 
he had taken a great interest in 
the opening of the gallery of the 
House of Commons to the reporters 
of provincial newspapers, and 
shortly before becoming editor of 
the i^co^s^nau, he had the gratifica- 
tion of seeing this obioot gained. 

COOLER, Sir Daniel, Bart., 
K.C.M.G., was bom at Bolton, 
Lancashire, July 1, 1821. Wlion 
very young he sailed for New South 
WflloB, and was educated there till 
he was 11, and then returned to 
England and finished his education 
by a course of four years at Univer- 
sity College, Loudon. Mr. Cooi)er's 
health at this period of his life was 
very uncertain, and after starting 
in business in Europe ho sailed 
again for New South Wales, when 
ho was at once connected with Ms 
uncle's firm, at that time one of the 
most extensive inorcantilo houses 
in Australia. At the dissolution of 
the firm in 18i8 the business was 
carried on by himself and an elder 
brother. This second partnership 
was dissolved in 1852, and the 
business was conducted for some 
years under the name of D. Cooper 
and Co. In 1847 Mr. Cooper was 
appointed a director, and in 1855 
the President, of the Bank of Now 
South Wales. In 18 iO he was 
elected a momher of the Legislative 
Council of the Colony, which was at 
that time the only legislative body j 
and again in 1833. Iwo years affcei^ 
wards the Act was iinsscd which 
gave the Colony a Constitution 
modelled on the English Parlia- 
ment. In 1856, at the m'si oloetion 
under the new Constitution, Mr. 
Cooper was again 3 i*etm*ned, and was 
chosen first Spefikcr of the Assom- 
bly. In 1857 he was knighted. He 
resigned his office aa b'peaker owing 
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to ill-liGiilth in IbGO, and imme- I Pasture ^'Waterin;^ at Evtiiiiiiff/* 


(Uatcly Jifborwards, on the resigna- 
tion of the Porstor Government, 
he was invited to form a Ministry, 
but was for the same cause com- 
pelled to decline. Ketmmiug to 
England in ISOl, he busied himself 
in lookins? after the interests of 
the colonial wool growers in this 
country. Sir Daniel i*Gceivod a 
baronetcy in 1803. He has ever 
since his return to England taken 
an active part in every movement 
tending to promote the welfare of ! 
the Colonies. For the services ' 
rendered }>y him in connection 
with the Sydney Exhibition he 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in Oct. 1880. 

COOFEE, Thomas Sidney, B.A., 
was born at Canterbury, Sept, 26, 
36’07. At the age of seventeen he 
became painter at the Hastings 
Theati-e, and for three years 
gained a moderate income by 
scene-painting. Then he became 
a drawing-master at Canterbuiy 
till the year 1827, when he set out 
from Dover to Calais, and literally 
"sketched his way'* from that 
French port to the Belgian capital j 
-Spaying tavern-bills by likenesses 
of hosts and hostesses. At Brus- 
sels his talents secured him patrons 
and employment j and having set- 
tled there, ho married, and enjoyed 
the friendsliip of various Flemish 
artists. There, too, his pencil was 
first directed to the study of land- 
scape, and the branch of art 
(animal-painting) which secured 
him his present high reputation, 
with abundant and profitable em- 
ployment. The revolution of 1830 
involved him and his family in 
difllcultieB, and forced him to re- 
turn to England. He first ex- 
hibited in the Suffolk Street Gal- 
lery in 1883. His picture attracted 
att^tion, and he received a com- 
mission from Mr. Vernon for a pic- 
ture now in the Vernon Gallery, 
About ten years later his Cuyp- 
like groups of cattle, Going to 


" Reposing ** in the heat uf a sum- 
mer afternoon, attracted general 
notice. hD'. Cooper was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 
1815, and a Royal Academician in 
1867. In 1882 ho presented to the 
city of Canterbury the Gallery of 
Art which he had founded some 
ten or twelve years previously, and 
in which he had since given gra- 
tuitous instructions to students. A 
condition made by the donor was 
that only a nominal fee should be 
charged to the artisan classes for 
tuition; the original object for 
which the gallery was built having 
been the teaching of drawing to 
poor boys. At the meeting at 
which Mr. Cooper*s gift was an- 
nounced it was determined to con- 
vert the gallery into a school, and 
to oifiliate it to the Science and 
jMj Department at South Ken- 
sington. 

COOPER, Thomas^ bom at Lei- 
cester, March 28, 1803, was taught 
the humble trade of a shoemaker 
in his youth, at Gainsborough, 
Lincolnshire (where he and tho 
late Thomas Miller wore com- 
panions in boyhood), and having 
instructed himself in the Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and French lan- 
guages while at bis stall, became 
a schoolmaster at bventy-tlmee. 
He held appointments on the re- 
porting staff of one or two country 
newspapers, and then becamo 
leader of the Leicester Chartists 
in 1841, lectiu’ed in the Potteries 
during the " Riots ** in Aug. 1843, 
was sent to Stafford ^oI on a 
charge of conspiracy and sedition, 
and was found gnilty, and sen- 
tenced to two years* imprisonment* 
During that period he wrote his 
epic poem, "The Purgatory of 
Suicides," and "Wise Saws and 
Modern Instances," a series of 
stories, both published in 1815* 
His " Baron's Ynle Feast,” a riiort 
poem, appeared in Jan. 1846. 
During the latter half of 1816 ho 
wrote a series of papers entitled 
s 
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"Condition of ilie People/' iu 
Douglas JerrolcVs Newspaper ^ travel- 
linfv through tho North of England 
to collect material for his obser- 
vations. In 184.7 appeared his 
"Triumphs of Perseverance ” and 
" Triumphs of Bnte^rise/' In 
1848 he became an active political 
and historical lecturer in London. 
In 1849 he edited the Plain Spealier, 
a 'weekly penny journal of radical 
politics, in 1850 he conducted 
Cooper* 8 Journal, a sceptical weekly 
penny periodical. In 1851 and 
1852 he was chiefly employed as a 
travelling lecturer on histoiy, 
poetry, and general literattme. Bfis 
"Alderman Kalph/' a novel, ap- 
peared in 1858, and a second novS, 
"The Family Feud/' in 1854. To- 
ivards the close of 1855 his opinions 
on religious questions changed j 
and, having returned to London, 
ho began a course of Sunday 
evening lectures aiid discussions 
with tho London sceptics, in Sept. 
185G, and continuod them until the 
end of Iday, 1858. From that time 
he has been continually travelling 
through England and Scotland, 
lecturing and preaching on the 
Evidences of Christianity. Ho 
published his autobiography in 
1872; and liis "Poetical Works” 
appeared in 1878. 

COPE) Charles West, retired E.A., 
painter, horn iu Leeds in 1811, is 
the son of an artist of cousiderahlo 
reputation in that to'wn, whose 
career was cut short by an un- 
timely death. After a comse of 
study, flrst under Mr. Sass, and 
then at the Boyal Academy, he 
resided for two years in Italy. 
After his return to England, he 
painted a "Holy Family,” which 
was purchased by the late Mr. 
Beckford. Among his earlier 
pictures one which attracted con- 
siderable attention at the Boyal 
Academy Exhibition in 1839 was a 
large altar-piece, subsequen-bly pre- 
sented by him to St. G-eorge'a 
Church at Leeds, where it now 
stands as a memorial of the painter 


in the town of his birth. Mr. 
Cope is one of the fortunate few 
whose progress to a high position 
has been assisted by the fjivour- 
able decisions of tho Royal Com- 
mission on the Fine Arts. He first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy 
in 1881. His earlier pictures may 
bo divided into two distinct classes, 
— ^the historical and domestic ; the 
latter treated in a larger manner 
than is now common, and often 
suggested by the poets. In the 
Btuiimer of 1843, his cartoon, the 
" First Trial by Jury,” gained one 
of the first three prizes of ^6800 in 
the Westminster HaJl competition. 
In the fresco competition of 1844. 
bis "Meeting of Jacob and Radiel” 
obtained for him a commission to 
prepare a design for one of the six 
h'escoes destined to adorn tho new 
House of Lords. In 1843 liia 
simple cartoon, fresco, and coloured 
ske'Lch for " Edward tho Black 
Prince receiving tho Order of tho 
Carter,” exhibited in Westminster 
Hall, were approved of. That sub- 
I ject was in duo time successfully 
executed, To it succeeded a pri- 
vate commission from Prince 
Albert, for the "Last Bays of 
Cardinal Wolsey.” Mr. Cope was 
elected Associate of tho Royal 
Academy in 181J, and E.A. in 
1848. Further commissions for 
the New Palace followed: — "Gri- 
selda's First Trial,” " Prinoo 
! Henry's Submission to the Law,” 
&c. While these works were in 
progress, others in tho domestic 
class proceeded from his easel — 
the " Young Mothei',” in 1817 j 
i " Girl at Prayex*,” and " Maiden 
j Meditation,” in 1847 j " L' Allegro 
and n Penseroso,” in 1848 j "Fire- 
side Musings,” and the "First- 
born,” in 1819 J "Milton's Dream,” 
in 1850 ; " Creeping like Snail 
unwillingly to School,” and "Flo- 
rence Cope at Dinner-time,” in 
1852. Amongst other works by 
Mr. Cope are "Eoyal Prisoners,” 
" Death of the Princess Elizabeth, 
daughter of Charles I.,” in 1855 
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** Departure of the Pilgrim j 
Fathei’c;/" painterl in both oil and i 
fresco, in 1850 ; " Bui’ial of Charles 
I./* fresco, in 1S57 j Upward | 
Gazing,” in 1S5S ; Evening 
Prayer,” - Eest,” in IBCO ; Part- ' 
ing of Lord and Lady Kusaell,” 
in 1801 ; and Scholar’s Mate/’ 
in 1S02. The eight frescoes in the ' 
Peers’ Corridor are now completed, 
and the whole form a series of sub- 
jects from English history, illus- 
trating the iinpoiiiint changes in 
the Constitution during the great 
struggles in the time of Charles I« 
A:c. While these works were in 
progress Mr, Cope painted few 
pictures in oil, but, after 1860, ha 
began again to contribute x'egu- 
larly to the Academy exliibitions. 
He was Professor of Painting at 
the Eoyal Academy from 1867 to 
1S71, and was also a Trustee of 
that body. He resigned his acatle- 
luicianship some years ago. Mr. 
C»»pc was one of the original mc*m- 
bers of the Etching Club. 

COPE, Edward Drinker, natu- 
r.ilist and comparative anatomist, 
born at Philadelphia, July liS, IS 10, 
studied in the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and worked at anatomy 
in Europe in 1863- 1 . He was Pro- 
f jssor of Hatural Science in Kaver- 
ford College, Philadelphia, from 
18G4! to 1867, and has been Curator 
and Coi*ro3ponding Secretary of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences. 
In 1871 he explored the cretaceous 
formations of Kansas ; in 1»S72 the 
eocene of Wyoming j in 1873 the 
tertiary beds of Colorado ; in 1874 
was employed by the U. S. G. G. 
Survey under Lieut. G. M. Wheeler 
in New Mexico ; in 1875 in Northern 
Montana; in 1877 in Oregon and 
Texas ; and in 1878 he had sereral 
parties exploring the Western re- 
gions. The result of these expe- 
ditions has been the creation of a 
collection of over 600 species of 
extinct vertebrate animals, of which 
Professor Cope has made known to 
science at least 400 species. The 
struotura of many of these animals 


is in the highest degree remavkaldo, 
and has been dcacribed in nmiic- 
roiis papers, read before the scien- 
tific 5)Ocieties of Philadelphia, or 
published in tlio reports of tlio 
Hayden U. S, Geological Survey 
of the Territories, to which he is 
palEGontologist of vertebrata, or in 
tlio&e of Lieut. Wheeler. Professo.: 
Cope has also published essays on 
fishes, batraehians, and reptiles of 
various parts of the world, and has 
made observations on the anatomy 
of these animals, which have 
resulted in new views of their 
systematic anungeiuont. He has 
also, since 1869, published a 
number of papers on the sub- 
ject of evolution, which are to be 
found in the Proceedings of the 
Philadelphia Scientific Socicl^es 
and the Ponn. Monthhj Magazine, 
He is a member of the National 
Academy of Science, and, together 
with Prof. A . S. Packard, is'editor 
of the Ahi rnVan Ntihuralint. Ho 
rcesived the Bignby gold luednl of 
the Geological Society of London 
in lS7'd, in recognithwi of his ser- 
vices in the fiold of vertebrnto 
p ilffioiitology. He is the author of 
the doctrine of " acceleration and 
retardation,” of "repetition/’ of 
the"dooh'ineof the unspecializod,” 
and of a theory of the origin of the 
win. 

C0PLESa:0N, The Eight Eev. 
Eeginald Stephen, D.D.. Bishop of 
Colombo, son of the Eev, R. B. 
Copleston, formerly Fellow of 
Exeter College, Oxford, wtis bom 
at Barnes, Surrey, in 1815. From 
Merchant Taylors’ School he pro- 
ceeded to Merton CoUe^* Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. (2nd 
class in daasics) in 1869. He was 
then elected a Fellow of St. John’s 
College, of which he became senior 
tutor; and he proceeded M.A. from 
that College in 1871. When Dr. 
Jennyn resigned the Bishopric of 
Colombo, in Ceylon, Hr. Copleston 
was selected by the Crown to fill 
the vacant Sec, and be was conse- 
crated in Westminster Abbey, 
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Dee. 28, 1873, IIo has published 
" iEschylus/^ iu Blackwood's " Clas- 
sics for Bufylish Readers;" and 
was one of the three Tvnters of the 
"Oxford Spectator." Dr. Cople- 
ston married a daug^hter of the 
late Archbishop Trench. 

COFFEE) Francois Edouard Joa- 
chim. a French poet, Avas born Jan, 
12, 1842. He oarly gained a repu- 
tation as a poet, and published in 
18GG a volume of iioems entitled 
" Lo Reliquaire," Avhich Avas fol- 
loAved tAVo years later by Intimi- 
ties.” He then turned his atten- 
tion to the theatre, and wrote Lo 
Passant,” produced at the Odcon 
in IHGO; " L'Abnndonnt^e ” and 
" Pais ce que dois,” 1871 j " Le 
Bijou de la Dclivrance,” 1872 ; 
" Lo Luthier de Cronione,” pro- 
duced at the Thoiltro Pran 9 ais in 
1877; "Madame de Maintenon,” 
1881, Por several years M. Coppoe 
Avas attached to the librai*y of tho 
Senate Iti)UBG, and in 1878 Avas ap- 
pointed keeper of the records at 
the Comedie Prau^oiso, He Avaa 
made a member of the Academie 
Prangaise in 1884. 

OO^UELIE, Benoit Constant 
(" Goquelin Ainfe,") a French actor, 
bom at Boulogne-sur-Mer, Jan, 23, 
18 i 1} is the son of a ])akor, and was 
destined originally to follow that 
trade ; but evincing a great apti- 
tude for the stage, he went to Paris 
and was admitted to the Conserva- 
toire on Doc. 29, 1859, joining M, 
Regnier's class, of Avhich he became 
the most brilliant pupil. He ob- 
tainod the second prize for comedy, 
and made his ddbut at the Theatre 
Pronpals on Dec. 7, 18G0, in the 
character of Gros-Renc in tlie 
"Depit Amoureux,” He after- 
Avords played with success in the 

Pourberies do Scapiu,” " Mariage 
do Figaro,” "Don Juan,” ondoiher 
dassical pieces; Lupin in "La 
M&re Conhdente ; the Marquis in 
" Le Joueur,” Annibal in " L'Aven- 
turi^re,” &c. He created the r6le 
of Anatole in ‘‘ Dno Loge d^Opera,” 
John an " Trop Curiouxj” Gagneux 


in " Joan Baudry,” Vincent in 
"L’CEillet Blanc,” Aristide in 
"Le Lion Amoureux,” Gringoire 
in a play of that name ; Beaubourg 
in " Paul Poresticr ; ” Eucrate in 
"Le Coq de Mycillc,” &c. M. 
Coquelin has obtained grroat success 
in society by reciting in private 
and at public meetings, and has 
also added to the rexnitatiou of 
new poets, particularly of Eugene 
Manuel and Francois Coppee. Ilo 
has lately, to tho great regrot of 
all admirers of French eoin(»dy, 
announced liis intention of leaving 
the Theatre Prani;ais. 

GOQBELIN, Ernest Alezandrsi 
better knoAvn as Coquelin Cadet, 
brother of the lorecediiig, was bom 
at Boulogne-sur-Moi*, IG May, 1848. 
He entered the service of the 
Northern RailAvay Company, but 
being irresistibly draAvn towards 
the theatrical profession, ho went 
to Paris, and, in IHG t, entered M. 
Regnior’a class at theConsorvatoire, 
and three years later carried ofE 
the first prize for comedy. After 
snceessfully making his debut at 
the Od^on in tho comic roles of 
classic pieces, he entered tho 
Comt^die Franqaise in June, 18GB, 
and jilayed with his brother. 
During the siege of Paris lie gained 
the Military Medal for bravery at 
the Battle of Bugenval. Among 
his best creations are Ulrich in 
"Le Sphinx” of Octave Fenillet, 
Isidore in La Reprise du Testa- 
ment de Ct?sar Girodot,” Pri^doric 
in " L’Ami Fritz” of MM. Erck- 
mann-Chatrian, and Basilo in " Le 
Barbier de Sdville,” 

GORBOTTLl), Edward Henry, the 
eldest son of Henry Corbould, and 
grandson of Richai'd Corbould, 
historical painters, Avas bom in 
Great Coram Street, London, Doc. 
5, 1815. Being at on early age 
ambitious of distinction in ai't, he 
painted " The Pall of Phaeton from 
the Chariot of tho Sun,” for whidi 
ho obtamod the gold Isis mcdol of 
tho Society of Arts in 1834, Avinning 
the saino prize again in 1835, mth 
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an orii^inal model of "St. Creorpfo I Jainetj Cornibli, of Salcouibo Hill, 


and the Draf^ou. In 18«3G ho 
obtained the large gold medal for 
hia model of the Cliariot-raee, from 
IToiuer. Ho exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, ami at the (Gallery of 
liritibli Artistrt, hubjocts mostly 
from Sponsor's " Eaery Queen/' 
and eventually joined the New 
Society (now the Royal Institute') 
of Painters in Water-Colourd. His 
firbt large subject here was " Tlie 
“Assembling ot the Canterbury 
Pilgrims at the Tabard Inn, South- 
wark/* followed liy “ The Woman 
taken in Adultery/* “The Eglinton 
Tournament ** (from sketches made 
upon the si)ot), “ Under tlie Rose/* 
" Salome Haucing before Herod/* 
“The Plague of London/* “The 
Baptism of Ethelbert/* “ William 
of Eyneshnni reciting the Victory 
of Towton Field ** (in Westminster 
Hall), “ Scene from the Prophete** 
(l)amtL*d for the Qiiueii), “ Florottn 
do Nerac, the fir.st love of HenrylV. 
of France ** (purclia^ed by her 
Majesty, and presented to the 
King of Prussia), “The Entry of 
the Boy King into London aftoi* his, 
Coronation in Paris/* and “The 
Destruction of the Idols at Basle ** 
(both in the collection of the Crown 
Princess of Germany), and various 
others which we cannot emiuierate. 
In 1831 Mr. Oorl>ould was appointed 
Instructor of Historical Painting 
to the Royal Family; but this 
apx)ointmeut, after having Lasted 
for about twenty-one years, died a 
sort of natural death fi'om tho fact 
of there being no further need of 
Mr. Corbould’s eerviees. His pic- 
ture painted from Tennyson, ‘*The 
Struggle for the Last Diamond/* 
was perhaps the eaidiest purchase 
of a work of art by the Prince of 
Wales ; but that from Teimyson*s 
“IMorte d* Arthur,** in ISC-Jl, pur- j 
chased by her Majesty and pre- 
sented to tho Princess Louise, is 
generally considered liis best work. 

COENXSH, The Bight Bev< Robert 
Kestell, Bishop of Madagascar, only 
surviving son of the Rev, George 


Sidmouth, Devon, Prebendaiy ot 
Exeter, w.is bom in 3821, and edu- 
cated at Winchester »Si hool, and at 
j C^m*pus t’hri'.ti College, Oxford 
I (B.A, 18IG; M.A. IsUJ). He wa-, 

I vicar of Colcridgt*, Devon. ISoii-Glj 
vicar of Rcvolstoke in tho “same 
I county, J and\icarof Land- 

! kt‘y, Barnhtaplc, from ISiiG till 
1S71, when ho Tvaa appitinted tho 
first Bis])op of MarLagad^fir. In 
18/1 ho assumed the additional 
name of Kostell, ns tho sedo 'surviv- 
ing representative of tho ancient 
family of Kestell of Kestell, 
Cornwall. 

COBNTHWAITE, The Bight Rev. 
Robert, D.D., a Roman Catholic 
prelate, was borii at Preston, May 0, 
1818. In 1831 he entered Si. Cuth- 
l)ert*s College atUBliaw,noar Dur- 
ham, and afi er having completed 
his studies, he remained there for 
two years, as Prufes'jor of Humani- 
ties. He next studied theology in 
the English College at Rome, and 
was ordained priest in IS 13. In 
IS lb he returned to England and 
remained here five years. In 1851 
Pope Piufe IX. nominated him rector 
of the English College at Rome. 
He resigno<l that post in 1837, and 
returning again to this country, he 
became secretary to the late Di*. 
Hog/irth, Bishop of Hexham. On 
Nov. 10, ISfil, he was consecrated 
Bishop of Beverley, in succession 
to the late Dr. Briggs. Tho diocese 
of Beverley then comiiriaed the 
county of York. On the division 
of the diocese of Beverley into the 
sees of Leeds and Middleaborongh, 
on Dec, 20, 1878, Dr. C’omthwaito 
became Bi^op of Leeds. 

GOTTESLOE (Lord), The Bight 
Hon, Thomas Francis Fremantle, is 
the eldest son of the late Vice- 
Admiral Sir Thomas Fi-ancis Fi*c- 
mantle, Bart., G.C.B., of Swan- 
boumo, by Elizabeth, 

daughter and co-heiress of tlie late 
Mr. Richard Wynne, of Falking- 
ham, Lincolnshire. He was bom in 
London, in 1798, and educatol at 
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Eton and Oriol College, Oxford, 
where he took his degree with high 
honours in the year ISIO. He en- 
tered Parliament at the General 
Election of 1S20 as member for 
Buckingham, which he represented 
in the Conservative interest down 
to ISiO, whoa he was «appoiutod 
Deputy-Chairman of the Board of 
Customs, He wn s aubsecpienlly 
promofct»d to the chairmanship of 
this department, a post which he 
held down to the end of the year 
1873. Ho was one of the Secre- 
taries of the Treasury under Sir 
Pobert Peel’.s first short-lived 
Ministry in 1S31-5, and again 
under his old chief in 1841-4, and 
Secretary for "War in lS4i-5. He 
also held the post of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland during the last 
year of Sir Koberb Peers adminis- 
tration. lie was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron 
Cottcbloe in Pcb. 1S7 1, Lord 
Cottesloe (who is also a Baron of 
the Austrian Empire) married in 
1824 Louisa Elizabeth, eldest 
daughter of the late Sir George 
Nugent. His eldest son, the Hon. 
Thomas P. Prenianile, who was 
bom in 1830, is married to a sister 
of the Earl of Eldon. 

COTTON, General Sir Arthur 
Thomas, K.C.S.I., son of the late 
H. C. Cotton, Esq., and a cousin of 
the late Lord Combermere, bom 
at AVoodcot House, Oxfordshire, in 
1803, was educated at Addiscombo. 
He entered the Madras army in 
1819, became Colonel of Engineers 
in 1854, and served in the Burmese 
war. In lS(il he received the 
honoim of knighthood for his ac- 
tivity in developing the cotton- 
growing capabilities of India, and 
was entertained at a public dinner 
before returning to the East. He 
was nominated a Hnight Comman- 
der of the Star of India on the re- 
organwation of that Order in 186G. 
In the following year he was nomi- 
nated a Iiieut. -General in the army, 
and placed on the fixed establish- 
ment of general officers. He at- 


tained the rank of General in 1876, 
and was placed on the retired list 
in the following year. 

COTTON, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Henry, Lord Justice of Appeal, is 
the younger son of tho late Wil- 
liam Cotton, Esq., of Walwood 
House, near Lcytonstono, Essex 
(formerly High Sheriff of that 
county and at one lime Governor of 
j the Bank of England), by his inar- 
‘ riage with Sarah, only daughter of 
the late Thomas Lane, Esq. lie 
was bom at Leytonstone, Msy 20, 
1821, and educated at Eton, where 
he was Newcastle scholar in 1838, 
and at Christ Church, Oxford, of 
whidi he was student, and where 
he look his bachelor’s degree in 
Michaelmas Term, 1842, obtaining 
a Second Class in the School of 
Litet‘ai Huviaaiorea, and a First 
Class in Mathematical Honours, 
He was onlled to tho bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in Jan. 1840, and 
having gained a largo practice as 
a Chanceiy barrister, he obtained 
a silk gown in December, 1860. 
He was made a bencher of his Inn 
in Jan, 1867, and was appointed 
Standing Counsel to the University 
of Oxford in 1872. He was ap- 
pointed in Jimo, 1877, to succeed 
the late Sir George Hellish as one 
of the Lords Justices of Appeal of 
the High Court of Judicature, and 
he received the honour of knight- 
hood and was sworn of tho Privy 
Council in the following mouth. 
The University of Oxford conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. in Oct, 1877. He married 
in 18o8 Clemonce, youngest daiigli- 
ter of the Rev. Thomas Streatfeild, 
of CJiari’s Edge, Kent, 

OOTIOH, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Eichard, born in 1817, was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple in 
1841, and practised for many years 
on the Norfolk circuit. He was for 
some years Recorder of Bedford, 
but in 1862 was appointed a Puisne 
Judge of the Bombay High Ooui't, 
entering upon office in August of 
that year. In April, 1866, on the 
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rcliroiucnt of the lato Sir Matthew 
SaiTsse^ he was promoted to he 
Chief Justice of the High Court of 
Judicature at Bombayj receiving 
soon afterwards the honour of 
knighthood j and in 1870 he suc- 
ceeded Sii’ Barnes Peacock as Chief 
Justice of the High Court of Cal- 
cutta. He resigned tlie latter post 
in 1875, when liis name was added 
to the roU of the Privy Council. 
He was appointed a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in January, 3881. 

00TJE9, Elliott, M.D., was horn 
at Portsmouth, H.H., Sept. 9, 18 12, 
and studied at Columbia Univer- 
sity, Washington, where he took his 
B.A. degj’ee in 1861 ; hI.D„ 18611. 
He soiwcd on the Medical Staff of 
the U. S. army from 1802 to 1881, 
holding official positions on the 
Northern Boimdary Survey (1878- 
76 ), and on the gcogi'apliieal sur- 
vey of the territories (1876-80). 
Prom 1877 to 1883 he was Profes- 
sor of Anatomy in the National 
Medical College at Washington. 
Since 1SS3 he has been Professor 
of Biology in the Virginia Agri- 
cultural College. His principal 
works are a "Key to North- 
Americau Birds” (1872, enlarged 
edition, 188-1) ; " Field Orni- 
thology ” (1874) ; Birds of the 
North-west ” (1874) ; Pur-Bear- 
ing Animals " (1877) ; Mono- 
graph of North-American Koden- 
tia” (1877) j "Birds of the Colo- 
rado Vniley ” (1878) ; " Ornitho- 
logical Bibliogmphy” (1878-80);

GOUBTITEY, Leonard Henry, 
M.P., eldest son of the late Mr. 
John Sampson Courtney, hanker, 
of Penzance, Cornwall, by Sarah,, 
dat^hter of Mr. John Mortimer, of 
St. Mary's, Scilly, was bom at Pen- 
zance, July 6, 1832. He was edu- 
cated at the Regent House Academy 


in that tow, under ]VIr. Rickard 
Baines, and afterwards privately 
under Mr. L. E. Willan, M.D, Mr. 
Courtney was for some time in the 
bank of Messrs. Bolitho, Sons, and 
Co., but went to St. John's College, 
Cambridge, in 1851, and graduated 
B.A. as Second Wrangler in 1855, 
being bracketed First Smith's 
Prizeman. In the following year 
he was elected a Fellow of his 
college. For sojne time ho was 
engaged in private tuition at the 
university. In 1858 he was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. He 
was appointed in 1872 to the Chair 
of Political Economy at University 
College, London, and held that 
professorship xmtil a lengthened 
visit to India in the winter of 
1875-G necessitated his retirement. 
For two yeoi's he was examiner in 
Constitutional History in the Uni- 
versity of London (1873-73). In 
1871 ho contested Liskeard, but 
polled only 329 votes against 334 
recorded for Mr. Horsman, but at 
the election which was held after 
that gentleman's death, Mr. Court- 
ney gained the scat December 22, 
187G, polling 388 votes against 
231 votes given to his opponent, 
Lieut.-Colonel Sterling. Ho held 
the seat so long as Liskeard re- 
mained a parliamentary borough, 
and when it was merged in the 
division of South-East Cornwall he 
won the enlarged constituency at 
the general election of 1885, ard 
was again returned in 183G. He 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home Department in 
Dec. 1880. In August, 1831, he was 
appointed Under-Seoretmy of State 
for the Colonies, in succession to 
Mr. Grant Duff, who had been 
nominated Governor of Madras ; 
and in May, 1882, he succeeded the 
late Lord Frederick Cavendish oe 
Financial Secretary to the Trea- 
sury, hut resigned his appointment 
on finding t^t the last Reform 
Bill did not include the principle 
of proportional representation, 
which he and the late Mr. Fawi 
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cett had long advocated. In 1S85 
and again in 18SG, having heen re- 
turned ns a Unionist Liberal, he 
■was appointed Chairman of Com- 
mittees in the House of CoinnionR. 
Mr, Courtney is an advaneed 
Lihernl, nnd in favour of a more 
extended system of local govern- 
ment in counties ; and lie is also 
in favom* of an absolute security 
IjMiug given by legislation to agri- 
cultuml tenants fov enmpensiututn 
for their impi'ovements. lie was 
for some years a regular ivriter for 
the Times, In 18t!0 he published a 
pamiihlet on ''Direct Taxation 
and to the " Journal of the Statis- 
tical Society'* (1808) he contii- 
biited a paper on the " Finances of 
the United States, 18G1-G7.“ Mr. 
Jourtney has written various 
pai)ers in the Forltiiglitly RevieiVj 
the NineteentJi Ccntui'ij, and the 
Xnte) )mtio7ml Review, He man’icf], 
March 15, 1883, Catherine, eldest 
unmarried daughter of Mr. Bichard 
Potter, a lady well Itnown for her 
exertions in providing decent homes 
for the poor. 

OOTIBiNS, Samuel, B.A., engraver, 
was bom at Exeter in May, 1801. 
At nine years old he was already 
celebrated for his cleverness in 
drawing, and at thirteen was ap- 
prenticed to S. "W. Beynolds, the 
engraver. ^ When his years of ap- 
prenticeship had expired he still 
spent four years in his master's 
sWdio, helping him in the execu- 
tion of some of his best plates. 
Since that time Mr. Cousins has 
devoted himself entirely to the art 
of mezzo-tint engraving, and has 
become one of our most famous 
engravers. He has produced plates 
after several of Sir Edwin Land- 
seer’s pictures, the most popular 
being ‘ ' Bolton Abbey in the Olden 
Time;" and also after portraits 
by Sir Thos. Lawrence and others. 
His later years have been devoted 
to the works of Sir Joshua Eey- 
nolds. Sir Frederick Leighton, and 
Sir John Millais. Of his early plates 
the most famous are "Master 


Lamhton" and "Mrs. Peel," after 
Lawrence j of his later, " The 
Strawberry Girl" and "Penelope 
Boothby," after Reynolds; "Mo- 
retta." after Leighton ; and " Po- 
mona," and many others, after 
Millais. Mr. Cousins was elected 
A.B.A. in 1838, and promoted to 
the full honours of the Academy 
in ISri.*!, He retii'Od iu 1870, •when 
he was x>laced on the list of Re- 
tired Aeudemicia?!^. Mr. Cousins 
has been a munidoeut benefactor 
to his less successful brother ar- 
tists, having vested in the hands 
of the Royal Academy the sum of 
iJlSjOOO, of which the interest is 
to be used for their I'elief in sick- 
ness and old age. 

GOUTTS. (SfceBuBDETT-CoiJTTS.) 

GOWEN, Frederic Hymen, com- 
poser, horn Jan. 29, 1852, at 
Kingston, in Jamaica, oxhihited as 
an infant an extoorclinai’y love of 
music. He came to England at the 
age of four, and from that time 
showed so much musical hileui, 
both in composition and jdaying, as 
to render it advisable to place him 
under the tuition of Sir Julius ^then 
Mr.) Benedict and Sir John {then 
Mr.) Goss, whoso pupil he remained 
until the winter of 18G5. He then 
studied at the conservatoires of 
Leipzig and Berlin, and returned 
to London in ISGS. His drst essay 
in composition was n waltz, written 
at six years old. This was followed 
by numerous small pieces, includ- 
ing an operetta enti-fcled "Gari- 
baldi." On his return from Berlin 
he -wrote a fantasie sonata, a trio, 
a quartet, a concerto for piano, and 
a symphony in C minor, the latter 
played firstly at the composer’s own 
concert, and then at the Crystal 
Palace, Mr. Cowen’s later works 
from 1870 comprise two cantatas, 
"The^ Rose Maiden" and "The 
Corsair" (the latter written for the 
Birmingham Festival, 1870) ; an 
opera, " Paulino ; " an oratorio, 
"The Deluge ; ” Symphonies No. 2 
and No. 3 (Scandinavian), which 
latter has made his name known 
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tliroiighouii Europe ; a sacred can- 
tata, " Saint Ursula " (produced 
at the Norwich Festival, 1881) j 
Symphony No. 1* (the Welsh) ; can- 
tata, " Sleeping Beauty/' m'itten 
for the Binningham Festival, 18S5 ; 
and also several overtures, a sin- 
fonietta, a suite de ]}alletj pieces 
for the pianoforte, and more than 
101) songs and ballads, many of 
which have attained great popu- 
larity. 

GOWEN, Joseph, late K.P. for 
Newcastle, eldst son of the late Sir 
Joseph Oo^von (who represented 
Newcastle-on-Tyne fi'om 180, j till 
his death in Doc. 1878), by Mary, 
daughter of Mr. Anthony Ne^vton, 
of Winlaton, co. Durham, was bom 
at Blaydon Brows in that county 
iu 1831* He received his education 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
and married, in 185 1, Jane, daughter 
of Mr. John Thompson, of Fatfield. 
Early in life Mr. Cowen contracted 
close friendships with Mazzini, 
Garibaldi, Kossuth, Herzen, and 
other political exiles. He uns un- 
ceasing in his advocacy of the 
cause of the oi^pressed European 
nationalities. To aid their propa- 
ganda he established a private 
press, at which their revolutionary 
manifestoes were printed and then 
smuggled into Italy, Hungary, and 
Poland. He was intimately and 
actively identified with the dif- 
ferent Goribaldian expeditions to 
establish a free and united Italy, 
and with Longiewicz's unsuccessful 
effort for Polish independence. At 
the death of liis father Mr. Cowen 
was elected for Newcastle, which 
ho represented until 1888. In home 
politics he is a democrat, and in 
toeign affairs an imperialist. He 
disregards conventional party ties, 
and in Parliament has always 
acted independently. He would 
have England to keep her empire, 
and assert and maintain her posi- 
tion as an active and efficient 
member of the European Areo- 
pagus. He believes this can bo 
boat done by a system of Im- 


perial Federation, and he would 
carry federation the length of 
granting Homo Rule to Ireland, 
which he advocates as a means of 
consolidating and strengthening 
the empire. Mr. Cowen is n mem- 
}ier of most of tlie local represen- 
tative IjodicR in Tyno.side. He was 
one of the pioneers of co-operation, 
and has been an ardent advocate 
of education and social progress, 
on which subjects he has written 
several pamphlets. In Parliament 
Mr. Cowen has promoted Bills for 
the extension of County Com*ts, for 
the establishment of Licenbing 
Boards, and for amendments in the 
electoral law. He is an extensive 
coal owner, and fire-brick and clay 
retort manufacturer. He is also 
X>roprietor of the NewcastleDail if and 
^Veelcly Chronicles^ and has contri- 
buted largely to these and other 
periodicals. His addresses to Ms 
constituents have boon collected 
and published in two volumes. His 
Life, by Major Jones, and a selec- 
tion of the speeches he has deli- 
vered in the House of Commons 
and at literary institutions, have 
also been published. After the 
dissolution of 18S0, Mr. Cowen did 
not offer himself for re-election. 

GOWIE, The Very Rev. Benjamin 
Morgan, D.D., Lean of Exeter, 
bom June S, I81G, was educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A., os Senior 
Wrangler, in 1830, and was elected 
Fellow of his college. In 184rl ho 
was appointed Principal of the 
College of Civil Engineers at Put- 
ney. He was a Select Preacher in 
his universiiy, and preached the 
Hulsean Lectures in 1853 and 185 1; 
was elected Professor of Geometry 
at Gresham College in 1<S54, and 
became a Minor Canon of St. Paul’s 
in 1858. He also held the vicarage 
of St. Laurence Jewry, in the City 
of London, from 1858 to 1873. In 
1850 he was appointed, a Govern- 
ment Inspector of Training Schools, 
and in 188G Warburtonion Lecturer 
at Lincoln’s Inn. He was nomi- 
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natocl one of the Chaplains in Ordi- 
nary to her Majesty, Jan. 14, 1871, 
ami was aiipointecl Dean of Man- 
chester in Oefc. 1S72. In 18S0 he 
Vr-as elected Prolocutor of the howor 
House of Convocation of the Pro- 
vince of York, in succession to the 
lute Dean of York, the Hon. A. 
Diincombe. Jn 1882 Dr. Cowio 
v/as appointed Doan of Exeter. 
He published in 1810 a “ Oata- 
lopfue of the Lihrai'y of St. John's 
College, CambridKe j ” and he is 
author of some theological worlcs. 

COWELL, Edward Byles, born at 
Ipswich, Jan. 23, 1820, was edu- 
cated at the Ipswich Grammar 
School and at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford, where he took his B.A, 
degree Dee. 1S54, and ]\[,A. 1857. 
In 1S50 ho went to Calcutta as 
Professor of History in the newly 
ostablishcMl Presidency College , and 
was appointed soon ntfcerwcirds 
Principal of the Sanskrit College 
also. He returned to Eughmd in 
1864, and in 1807 Tvas elected Pro- 
fessor of Sanskrit in the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge. In 1874 he was 
elected to a Fellowship in Corpus 
Christi College.

GOWPER (Earl), The Right Hon, 
Franois Thomas De-Groy Cowper, 
K.G., oldest sou of the sixth Earl, 
was born in 1834, and educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took a flrat-chissin law and modern 
liistory in 1853. On his father*a 
death, in 1856, he succeeded to tho 
title. He was Cai^tain of the Oen- 
tlemen-at-Arms from April, 1871. 
to Doc. 1873. On May 5, 1880, he 
wns installed Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland* at Dublin Castle, and he 
hold that post till April 28, 1882, 
when he and Mr. Forster resigned 
together, he being succeeded by 
Earl Spencer. Lord Cowper after 
this did not take much part in 
public affairs until Mr, Gladstone 

when Ijord Cowjpor declared him- 
self opposed to rb. He was Chair- 
man of the celebrated "Opera 
House ** meeting of Unionists, and 
took other measures against Mr.

COXWBLIt, Henry Tracey, was 
bom IMnrch 2, 1819, ab the Parson- 
age House, Wouldham, near Ro- 
chester Castle, and educated at 
the Military School, Chatham. He 
was intended for the army, but 
after the death of his father. Cap- 
tain Coxwell, R.H., he repaired to 
London, and there became a sur- 
geon-dentist. Prom boyhood he 
hod a strong bent for biillooning, 
and made msiny ascents with other 
aeronauts before ho lind a balloon 
of his own . Ho may be said 
to have become a professional 
aeronaut in 1814. In 1845 he 
projected and edited the Aerostatic 
Magazine* Since then he has made 
nearly 700 ascents, the most re- 
markable being the extraordinary 
voyage from Wolverhampton (July 
17, 1862), in behalf of the British 
Association, when Mr. GoxweU 
took Mr, Glaidier seven miles 
high, and owme to the intense 
cold, Mr, Glaishei* being insen- 


sible, had to open the valve by 
catching the line with his teeth, 
thus saving the lives of both. Mr. 
Coxwell is the author of several 
able papers and lectures on Aero- 
station. 

CRAIG, Isa (Mrs. Knox), was 
born ill jSdiuburgh, Oct. 17, 1831. 
At an early age she began to con- 
tribute anonymously to several 
periodicals, and at length her 
poetical conti*ibutiona to the iSfro/.i- 
mrrn, under the signatuiv “Isa,” 
attracted attention, and Jed to hei' 
employment in the literary depart- 
ment of that journal. In 185G she 
published a collection of her poems. 
In 1857 she came to London, and 
her services wore engaged by Mr. 
Hastings in organizing the National 
Association for the Promotion of 
Social Science, to wliich she acted 
as secretary and literary assistant, 
until her marriage with her cousin, 
Mr. John Knox. In 1839 she won 
the first prize for her Ode, recited 
at the Bums Centenary Eostival, 
against 020 competitors, and in 
18G5 published “ Duchess Agnc.s,” 
i and other poems.

GBAMFTON, Sir John Piennes 
Twisleton, Bart., K.C.B., oldest son 
of the late Sir Philip Cramptoii, 
Bart., bom in Dublin in 1807, was 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. Entering the diplo- 
matic service, he rose by suecossivo 
steps, until in 1852 ho become En- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Washington. 
This post he vacated in 186G, on 
account of an arbitrary demand 
made by the United States Govern- 
ment, which accused him of having 
violated the sovereign rights of the 
States, by attempting to enlist re- 
cruits for the British army. In 
1857 ho was sent in the same capa- 
city to Hanover, whence he was 
transferred to St. Petersburg, 
March 31, 1858, and to Madrid, 
Dec. 11, 18G0, in which year he 
married Mias Victoria Btdfe, but 
the marriage was arninUcd three 
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years latex*. Six* John resigned the 
Ijost of British Minister at Madrid 
in Noveuxbex’j 18G9. 

OEAKBBOOK (Viscount) , The 
Eight Hon. Gathome Gathorne- 
Hardy, G.C.S.I., is the third soix of 
the late Mr. John Hardy, of Bun- 
stall Hall, Staffordshire, who for 
many years reixresonted the town 
of Bradford in Parliament, and of 
Isaljcl, daughter of JMr, Eichard 
Gathome, of Kirkhy Lonsdale. He 
was horn at Bradford, Oct. 1, 181-J>, 
and odurated at Shrewsbury School 
and at Oriel College, Oxford, where 
ho gained a second-class in clas- 
sics, and took the degree of S.A. in 
1830. He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Toxnple in 1810, and 
practised as a baxi'ister for several 
years. Mr. Hardy unsuccessfully 
contested Bradford in the Conser- 
vative intex'est in 1817, bxit was 
returned to the House of Commons 
in 1850 as member for Leoxninstcr, 
which box*ougli he continued to I'C- 
present till the celebrated Oxford 
election in July, 1805, when, after 
a most exciting contest, he defeated 
Mr. Gladstone by a majority of 180, 
this being the principal Conserva- 
tive success at the general election 
of that year. In 1838 Mr. Hardy 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home Department in 
Lord Derby's second adxninistra- 
tion ; on the formation of Lox*d 
Derby's third administx'ation in 
July, 18G6, he became President of 
the Poor-Law Board; and on the 
resignation of Mr. Walpole, in 
May, 1867, he was nominated Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Depart- 
xxxent, which office he held tUl the 
resignation of the Conservative 
ministry in Dec. 1868. On the fox> 
mation of Mr. Disi*aeU’s adxninis- 
tration in Peh. 1874, Mr. Hardy 
was nonxinatod Secretary of State 
for War. In May, 1878, he was 
raised to the House of Peers by 
the title of Viscount Cx:anhrook, of 
Hemsted, in the county of Kent. 
In 1873 he succeeded the Marquis 
of Salisbury as Secretary of State 
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for India, and held that office until 
the Conservati ves retired from office 
in May, 1880. In Lord Salisbury's 
cabinet of 1885, and again in 1880, 
Lord Cranbrook held the office of 
Lord PiTsideut of tho Council. 
In 1878 lie assumed, by royal 
license, the additional suraanie of 
Gathornc. Ho inaiTied, in 1838, 
Jane, daughter of Mr, James Orr, 
of Holywood House, co. Douti. 
His eldest son, the Hon. J. S. 
Gatliomc-Hardy, sils for tho Med- 
way division of Kent, and his tUix'd 
son, the Hon. A. B. GatUornc- 
Hardy, for tho Hast Grinstcad 
division of Sussex. 

OEANE, Walter, painter, was 
horn at Liverixool, Aug. 15, 1845, 
and educated privately. He was 
appointed a member of the com- 
mittee of the General Exhibition, 
known as the Dudley Gallery, 
of Water Colour Drawings in 1879, 
and resigned that position in 1881. 
He was Examiner at the National 
Competition of Drawings, South 
Kensington, 1879, and has so acted 
since. He was elected a member 
of tbe Institute of Painters in 
Water Colouirs in 1882, also of the 
Institute of Painters in Oil, hut 
resigned membership of both in 
1880. He first exhibited at the 
Eoyal Academy (a amaU picture, 
^^The Lady of Shalott") in 1862; 
and he has exhibited nt the 
Grosvenor Gallery every year from 
its foundation in 1877, on which 
he ceased to appeal to the Academy* 
His pi'incipal pictures are: — "The

CRAWFORD, Francis Marion, 
novelist, E«on of Thomas Crawford, 
the American sculptor, was born in 
Italy in IS 15. He has published 
"Mr. laanca ” (1852; ; " Dr. Clau- 
dius/' 1SS3 J " To Leeward,” 1883 j 
"A Roman Singer” ISSl; "An 
American Politician,” 1881; "Zo- 
roaster,” 1885; and "A Tale of a 
Lonely Parish,” 1880. A new 
story entitled " Sarraciueaca” ap- 
peared in Blackwood in 1886. 

CRAWFORD, Sir Thomas, K.C.B., 
M.B., and LL.D. Edin. ; Hon. 
P.R.C.S.I., and F.K.Q.C.P.G., Di- 
rector-General of the Army Medical 
Department, entered the Service as 
assistant-surgeon in Feb. 1848. ^ 


He was promoted to bo full sur- 
geon in Feb. 1855, surgeon-major 
in Feb. 1868, and was raised to the 
ranlc of deputy-inspector -general 
for special service in Feb. 1870. 
He became surgeon-tenoral in Dec. 
1S7G. While an assistant-surgeon 
with the olst Light Infantry re- 
giment, Dr. Cra^ord served in 
Burmah throughout tlie Burmese 
war of 1852-3, including the storm- 
ing and ca];>ture of Rangoon. For 
this service he received the Bur- 
mah medal with the clasp for Pegu. 
Dr. Crawford was subsequently 
gazotlcd to the 18th Royal Irish 
regiment, and served in the Crimea 
during the Eastern campaign from 
Feb. 1855, to the fall of Sebastopol. 
He received the Crimean medal 
and clasp of Sebastopol, together 
with the Turkish medal, for this 
service. Ho was subsequently se- 
lected for the position of head of 
the medical Ijranch in the diiuctor- 
general’s office in Loudon, and held 
this apjiointment for several years 
during Sir Galbraith Logan’s rule 
I of the department. At the con- 
clusion of this service Dr. Crawford 
proceeded to India, where he served 
as deputy-Burgoon-general of the 
Sirhind circle in Bengal. Having 
completed this lour of foreign ser- 
vice, Dr. Crawford returned to 
England and held the axipointmeut 
of head of tho Army Medical De- 
partment in Ireland, but not long 
afterwards loft again for India, this 
time with the x:)osition of chief of th o 
Army Medical Department in that 
empire. In April 1882 ho was ap- 
pointed to auccGod Sir William 
Muir as Director of the Army 
Medical Department. 

GRRIG-HTOH, Charles, M.D., was 
educated at the University of 
Aberdeen. He afterwards studied 
at Vienna and Berlin, and was for 
sometime demonstrator of Anatomy 
at Cambridge. He is tho author 
I of " Contributions to the Physio- 
I logy and Pathology of tho Breast 
I and the Lymphatio Glands,” 1878 ; 
' Bovine Tuberculosis in Man,” 
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ISSl j “ On the Autonomous Life I 
of the Spi’pifio Infections/’ lS8;h 
ami the articles on " MeiVu'ine” and 
'' Pathology for tho Vnf’yclojpiedia 
Britannicaj 9tli cd. He has trans- 
lated Hirschs’ Geoj?raphical and 
ITisiorical Pathology/* 1883-85j 
and contributed various papers 
to tho Journal 0 / Anafowy and 
Physiology, 

CREIGHTON, The Rev. Mandell, 
M.A. Oxford and Cambridge j hon. 
LL.D. Gla'^gow, and hon. B.C.L. 
Durham, was bom at Carlisle in 
ISt'S, educated at Durham Gram- 
mar School, and elected post- 
master at Merton College, Ox- 
ford, in 1802. At Oxford he was 
placed in tho first class in Classi- 
cal Moderations, and in the first 
class in [Liicron Humaniores, and 
in tho second class in Law and 
Modern History in 18GG. In the 
same year ho was elected Fellow of 
M(»rtou Golli'ge, and remained at 
Oxford as tutor of Morton. He was 
ordained deacon in 1S70, and priest 
in 1873, and in 1875 accepted the 
living of Embleton in Northumber- 
land. He was appointed by Bishop 
Lighifoot ruv.nl dean of Alnwick in 
1870, and on the formation of the 
diocese of Newcastle in 1832 was 
made honorary canon of Newcastle 
and examining chaplain to the 
Bishop. In 1883 the University 
of Glasgow conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. In 1834 
he was elected to the newly founded 
Ijrofessoi'ship of Ecclesiastical His- 
tory in the University of Cam- 
bridge. In 1885 ho received the 
honorary degree of D.C.L. from tho 
University of Durham, and was 
appointed by the Crown canon 
residentiary of 'Worcester Cathe- 
dral. He has frequently acted as 
public examiuer and select preacher 
in the University of Oxford. He 
is the author of several historical 
works : ** Primer of Roman His- 
tory/^ 1875 5 ^'Ihe Age of Eliza- 
beth/' 1876 5 "The Life of Simon 
de Montfort,” 1877; "Primer of 
English History,” 1877. Hisprin- 
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cipal work is a “ History of tho 
Papacy during the period of the 
Tvoformation/' of which tho first 
two volumes wore iniblishcd in 
1882. He is editor ot the English 
Hisloriccil iiLuicir, the first number 
of which appeared in January 18SG. 
Canon Creighton represented Em- 
manuel College at the contenary 
celebration of Harvard College, 
Massachusetts, in November, IbSG. 

CREMER, William Randoll, M.l\, 
was born in 1820, of poor i^arents, 
at Fareham, in Hampshire, and 
lost his father at an early ago. As 
soon as ho was old enough he was 
apprenticed to the . carpenter’s 
trade, and in Brighton, as well as 
in London, whex*e he afterwards 
worked as a joinei’, he found time 
to associate himself in all tho 
Radical movements of the day, and 
in 1850 took part in the Unionist 
agitation which resulted in the 
celebrated lock-out of the building 
trade. In 18(X>he united the various 
simiU local Unions in tho Amalga- 
mated Society of Caipenters and 
Joiner.s. In the same year he took 
an active part in the demonstration 
arranged for the reception of Gai-i- 
baldi on his visit to England, and 
to him also were mainly duo the 
arrangements for the great demon- 
strations of the Reform* League in 
Hyde Park and the Agricultural 
Hall. Since then he has been 
associated in all the movements on 
behalf of the working classes, sucli 
as the Education League (beforo 
the passing of Mr. Forster’s Act), 
tho agriciUtural labourers' agita- 
tion, and the Workmen's Peace 
Association (at the time of the 
Franco-German War). Mr, Cre- 
mer’s views on home politics coin- 
cide, for the most part, with those 
of the majority of Advanced Radi- 
cals. He accepts the new Fran- 
chise Act and the Seats Bill as 
instalments towards a complete 
system of residential and regis- 
tered manhood suffrage, with tri- 
ennial Parliaments, a third of the 
members retiring every year, so 
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tU.it tlio Hou«e of Commons may 
always keep to\ioli with the consti- 
tuencies. At the Oenoral 331oction 
of ISrto he was returned as a work- 
i]i^f-class member for the Hagger- 
ston division of Shoreditch, and 
was again elected as a Crladstonian 
Liberal in lS8d. 

GRISPI, Francesco, an Italian 
statesman, born at Ribera, in Sicily, 
Oct. studied Inwat Palermo, 

and )»ecame n member of the bar of 
Naples, whore he to<ik part in the 
conspiracies wlu<‘h led to the over- 
throw of the Kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies in IS IS. He was one of the 
chief promoters of the insurrection 
of P.ilermo, bocaino a deputy and 
general seci*etary of war, and for 
two years was the heart and soul of 
the resistance offered by the Sicilian 
people. After the victory gained by 
the Swiss regiments, Signor Crispi 
fled to France, In 1850 and 1800 
he organised the new Sicilian revo- 
lution ; he Iiinde<l at Palenuo with 
Garibaldi and his volunteers, and 
after fighting as a simple soldier, 
bocauie a minister, in which capacity 
he paved the way for the annexa- 
tion of the Two Sicilies to the King- 
dom of Italy. In 1801 he was re- 
turned by the city of Palermo to the 
first Italian Parliament, in which 
he took a prominent and influen- 
tial position, becoming in a short 
time the acknowledged leader of 
the constitutional opposition. It 
was the understanding between 
Signor Crispi and the old Pied- 
niontesQ " third party,'* which led 
to the formation of the New Ratazzi 
ministry. He was chosen as a De- 
puty at the elections of Nov., 18^6, 
by several electoral colleges, and 
“ opted " for that of Bari. On the 
22nd of that month he was elected 
President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by 232 votes against 115. 

OBOFTON, The Right Eon. Sir 
Valter Fredsrio, C.B., a son of the 
late Captain ViLter Crofton, of the 
5 1th Foot (who was killed at W ater- 
loo), bom at Courtmi in 1815, 
educated at Woolwich Academy, 


entered the Royal Artillery in 1833, 
became Captain in 1815, and after- 
•wards retired. He held from 185 1 
to 1862 the chairmanship of the Di- 
rectors of Convict Prisons in Ire- 
land, and in reivard of the groat 
success of his management, ho re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood in 
1862. Ho was a Commissioner of 
Prisons in England from l.S(>G to 
18i»8 ; was sworn a member of the 
Irish Privy Council in 1860 j and 
ivas Chairman of the Prisons Board 
in Ireland from 1877 to 1878. Sir 
■Walter is a magistrate for Wilt- 
shire. 

CROFTS, Ernest, A.R.A,, was 
bom at Leeds, Sept. 15, 18 17, being 
the son of Mr. John Crofts, J.P.,of 
Adel, near that town. He was edu- 
cated at Rugby School, and after 
remaining there several years went 
to Berlin, where ho had more leisure 
to develop liis artistic tastes. He 
then removed to London, and 
studied liere for some years as a 
pupil under the late Mr. A. B, Clay. 
Afterwards he went to DUssoldorf, 
where he became a pui>il of Herr 
Emil Hhnten, the well-known mili- 
tary painter to the Emperor of Ger- 
many. Mr. Crofts, who now resides 
at Dfisaeldorf, was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Royal Academy, Juno 
19, 1878. Among his pictures from 
time to time exhibited, chiefly at 
the Royal Academy, are the follow- 
ing : — The Retreat : an Episode in 
the Gemian-FrenehW ai»,' *187 l*,now 
in the Public Gallery, Kbnigsberg, 
Prussia; "One Touch of Nature

CBOXE, The Host Bev. Thomas 
W., Archbishop of Cashel, was bom 
near the town of Mallow, co. Cork, 
May 19th, 1821, and was educated 
partly at home, but principally at 
the Ohorleville Endowed School, 
which he left at the age of four- 
teen. He then went to Paris and 
entered the Irish College, read 
there the usual course of philosophy 
and theology, and loft in the year 
1841. After spending a year in 
the College of Messin in Belgium, 
where he taught English, mathe- 
matics and rhetorio, he went in 
Kovember, 1845, to the Irish Col- 
lege in Home, where he remained 
nearly three years, attending lec- 
tures in the celebrated Boman 
University, and reading theology 
under the Jesuit Fathers Perrono 
and Passaglia. In 1840 he won 
the gold and silver medals, and in 
the following vear took his degree 
as Doctor of Divinity, and was or- 
dained priest, afterwards return- 
ing to li’eland, In 1848 he Wght 
rhetoric in Carlow College, and in 
1849 theology in the Irish College 
at Paris. For the next nine years 
he was engaged in missionary work 
in the diocese of Cloyne, co. Cork, 
and in 1858 was appointed Presi- 
dent of S. Colman^s College, Fer- 
moy. In 18G5 he was appointed 
pariah priest of Donor^e and 
Chancellor of the Diocese of Cloyne. 
Five years later he accepted the 
Bishopric of Auckland, Hew Zea- 


land, where he remained until 
1871. In 1875 he was promoted to 
the Archiepiscopal See of Cashel. 
Of late years Dr. Croke's name has 
been conspicuous by its connection 
with the Land League and Irish 
nationalist movements. 

CEOOKES, WiUiam, F.E.S.,wa 3 
born in London in 1832. In 1818 
he entered the Eoyal College of 
Chemistry as a pupil of the dis- 
tinguislicd chemist Dr. Hofmann, 
now of the University of Berlin, 
and at the age of seventeen he 
gained the Ashburton Scholarship. 
After two years* study he became, 
first junior, then senior assistant to 
Dr, Hofmann, until 1854, when ho 
was appointed to superintend the 
meteorological department of the 
Kadoliffe Observatory at Oxford. 
In 1855 he became Teacher of 
Chemistry at the Science College, 
Chester. In 1850 he founded the 
Chemical News, and he is still its 
proprietor and editor; and in 1864 
he became editor of the Quarterly 
Jouimal of Science, Mr. Oro#es’s 
earliest original researches were 
begun whilst at the Boyal CoUego 
of Chemistry, and his first paper, 
"On the Seleno-Cyanides/' was 
published in the QiiarterVy Journal 
of the Chemical Society in 1861. 
Since that date he has been almost 
exclusively engaged in original re- 
search on quefitions connected with 
chemistry and pl^sics. In 1861 
Mr, Crookes discovered, by means 
of spectrum observations and 
chemical reactions, the metal 
ThaUium, and he also determined 
its position among elementary 
bodies, and produced a series of 
analytical notes on the new metal. 
In June, 1872, he laid before 
the Eoyal Society laborious re- 
searches on the atomic weight of 
thallium,’— researches that extend- 
ed over a period of eight years. 
In 1863 Mr. Crookes was elected a 
Fellow of the Boyal Society; in 
1865 he discovered the so^um 
amalgamation process for separat- 
ing gold and silver from their ores. 

T 
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In 1S66 he was appointed by the 
Government to report upon the 
application of disinfectants in ar- 
restinsf the spreatl of the cattle 
plague, which in that year excited 
much alarm in England. In lrt71 
he was a member of the English 
expedition to Oran to report upon 
the total phase of the solar eclipse 
which occurred in December of 
that year. In 18/2 he began 
his experiments on " Repulsion re- 
sulting from Eadiation.^^ His 
first paper on this subject was 
I'ead before tbe Royal Society 
Dec. 11, 1873, and between that 
time and 1880 Mr. Crookes sent 
to the Society eight other com- 
munications on collateral sub- 
jects, which are all published in 
the " Philosophical Transactions/’ 
One important result of these in- 
vestigations is tlie Radiometer. In 
1875 Mr, Crookes received from the 
Royal Society the award of a Royal 
Medal for chemical and physical 
researches. In 1876 he was elected 
a Vilfe-President of the Chemical 
Society, and the next year a mem- 
ber of the Council of the Royal 
Society. In 1877 he described the 
Otheoscope, — a greatly modified 
Radiometer, susceptible of an al- 
most endless variety of forms. In 
1878 he gave before the Royal 
Society a " Bokerian Lecture,*’ con- 
taining another long series of ex- 
periments and observations on '^Re- 
pulsion resulting from Radiation/’ 
In 1879 the Royal Society published 
in its "Philosophical Transactions’* 
records of Mr, Crookes’s experi- 
ments on "Molecular Physics in 
High Vacua.” In the same 
year appeared a further paper 
on "Repulsion resulting from Ra- 
diation ; ” and he was again ap- 
pointed Bakerian Lecturer to the 
^yal Society, his subject the "Il- 
lumination of Lines of Molecular 
Pressure, and the Trajectory of 
Molecules/’ In 1880 the French 
Acad^mU dss Sciences bestowed on 
Hr. Crookes on extraordinary 
prize of 3000 francs and a Gold 


Medal, in recognition of his dis- 
coveries in Molecular Physics and 
Radiant Matter. In 1881 Mr. 
Crookes acted as a Juror at the In- 
ternational Exhibition of Elec- 
tricity in Paris. In this official 
position he was not entitled to a 
medal, but in the official report, his 
fellow jurors, after discussing the 
merits of four systems of incandes- 
cent lamps, declared — "None of 
them would have succeeded had it 
not been for these extreme vacua 
which Mr. Crookes has taught us to 
manage.” It is stated that Mr. 
Crookes was the first to apply 
photography to the investigation of 
the solar spectrum j but his earlier 
researches were so numerous that 
it is impossible to refer to them all. 
Mr. Crookes is the author of " Se- 
lect Methods in Chemical An alysis,” 
— a second edition, revised and ex- 
tended, has just appeared (1886), of 
the‘’Manufacture of Beet-rootSugar 
in England j ” of a " Handbook of 
Dyeing and Calico-Printing j ” and 
of a Manual of "Dyeing and 
Tissue-Printing” (1882),— one of 
the "Technological Handbooks” 
prepared for the examinations of 
the City and Guilds of London In- 
stitute. He is also joint author of 
the Enp'lish adaptation of EerTs 
"Treatise on Metallurgy.” He 
has edited the last three editions of 
Mitchell’s "Manual of Practical 
Assaying,” and has translated into 
EngHsh and edited Reimann’s 
" .^iline and its Derivatives,” 
Wagner’s "Chemical Technology,” 
Auerbach’s "Anthracen and its 
Derivatives,” and Ville’a "Artifi- 
cial Manures,” a second edition of 
which appeared in 1882. Mr. 
Crookes is nu authority on sanitary 
questions, especially the disposal of 
town-sewage, and his views have 
been laid before the public in two 
pamphlets, " A Solution of the 
Sewage Question ” and " The Pro- 
fitable Disposal of Sewage.” In 
conjunction with Drs. Odling and 
Tidy, Mr. Crookes has for some 
years been investigating the sani- 
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tary condition of the ■vvatei*-supply 
of Loudon, He is at present en- 
gaged in researches on the rarer 
earths, nliich seem likely to thiow 
a side-light on the origin of the 
elements. 

CROSS, John Kynaston, eldest 
son of the late Mr. John Cross, 
of Gartside House, Bolton, by 
Hannah, only daughter of the late 
IVIr. Richard Kynaston, of Bolton, 
ivas bom in lS(i2. He is a cotton- 
spinner at Bolton, and sat in the 
House of Commons for that 
borough, in the Radical interest, 
from the gcnei’iil election of Feb. 
1S71, till the dissolution of 1883, 
when he failed to secure re-election. 
In ISSii he did not offer himself as 
a candidate. In Jan. 18S3, he 
succeeded Lord Enfield as IJnder- 
Secretary of State for India, and 
during his two-nnd-a-half years 
of office gained a very high reputa- 
tion as an administrator. 

CROSS (Viscount), The Right Hon. 
Richard Assheton Cross, G.C.B., 
was boi*n at Red Sear, near Breston, 
May no, 1823, being the third son 
of the late William Cross, Esq., by 
Ellen, daughter of the lata Edward 
Chaffers, Esq . He was educated at 
Rugby School and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of B. A. in 18 IG. In 18 19 he 
was called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple, and for several years he 
wont the Northern Circuit. In 
1852 he married Georgiana, 
daughter of the late Thomas 
Lyon, Esq., of Appleton Hall, 
Warrington. He was elected M.P. 
for Preston in the Conservative 
interest in March, 1867, and con- 
tinued to repi'esent that borough 
till March, 1862. At the general 
election of Deo. 1868, he came 
forward as a Conservative candi- 
date for South-West Lancashire, 
in opposition to Mr. Gladstone, 
who had appealed to that con- 
stituency, and who had in several 
powei^ful speeches, addressed to 
lai'ge multitudes of the electors, 
endeavoured to gain their support

OTTIiLTIM, George Washington, 
bom in New York, Feb. 25, 1812, 
graduated from the Military Aca- 
demy at West Point in 1833, and 
was engaged for the next twenty- 
eight years in engineering labom^a 
and in instructing at West Point 
on practical military engineering. 
Dm'ing the civil war he was Chiof 
of Staff to the Gencral-in-Chiof 
from Nov. 1861, to Sept, 1864, and 
Superintendent of me Military 
Academy, West Point, from Sept.

OUNIiIFIE-OWEN, Bir Philip, 
K.C.M.G., C.B., was born 

on the 8th June, 182H, and is the 
third son of the lateCaptain Charles 
Cunliffe-Owen, of the Eoyal Navy, 
who murried in 1810, the daughter 
of Sir Henry Blosset, late Chief 
Justice of Bengal. Sir Philip 
entered the Eoyal Navy at the age 
of twelve. He served in the Medi- 
terranean and Wosst Indies; but 
retired, after five years' service on 
account of ill-health. In the year 
1854 he married the daughter of 
the late Baron Fritz von Heitzen- 
stein, commanding the Eoyal Pms- 
biau Horse Guards. In the same 
year he was appointed to tbe 
Science and Art Bepaituient at 
Marlborough Houso. In 1855 he 
was appointed one of the Supeiin- 
tendents of the Pails Exhibition, 
held during that year. In 1857 he 
was appointed Deputy-General 
Superintendent of the South Een- 
sington Museum, under the inuue- 
ate orders of Sir Hemy Cole ; and 
in ISCOj became Assistant Director. 
During the Exhibition held in 
London in 1862, Sir Philip under- 
took the duties of the Director of 
the Foreign Sections, a post which 
his knowledge of foreign languages 
rendered him especially suited for; 
and from that period he has taken 
a prominent part in the important 
developments of Science and Art 
work at South Kensington. At the 
Paris Exhibition of 1867, Sir Philip 
was appointed Assistant Executive 


Commissioner. At the Vienna Ex- 
hibition, in 1873, he was appointed 
Secretary of the Eoyal British 
Commission, under the immediate 
commands of H.E.H. the Prince of 
Wales ; and on its close was made 
C.B. At the retirement of Sir 
Henry Cole as Director of the South 
Kensington Museum,Sir PhilipCun- 
lilfe-Owen was appointed Director 
of that Institution and of the 
Bethnal Green Branch Musemn, 
which position he now holds. In 
1875 he went to the United States 
as Executive Commissioner to the 
Centennial Exhibition held at Phi- 
ladelphia, and organised the British 
Section thex'e ; and in 1877 he was 
appointed to tbe Boyal British 
Commission for the Paris Exhibi- 
tion. Sir Philip has taken an 
active part in founding the Eoyal 
College of Music, and in the year 
1882 was one of the preliminary 
Committee charged with the orgau- 
isatiou of the International Fishe- 
ries Exhibition, 1883, on the Exe- 
cutive Committee of which he 
afterwards worked, filling a similar 
post in connection with the subse- 
quent International Exhibitions of 
Health and Education, and Inven- 
tions and Music, held in 188 i and 
1885. At the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition he was appointed Secre- 
tary to the Itoyal Commission, and 
was also charged with the whole of 
the arrangements of the Indian 
Section. 

OUNNlNaHAM, Major-General 
Alexander, G.S.I., of the Bengal 
Engineers, second son of Allan 
Cimningham, and brother to the 
late Captain J. D. Cunningham, 
author of the “ History of the Sikhs,” 
was born in John Street, Weatmin- 
fiter, Jau. 23, 1814, and educated at 
Christ's Hospital, and at the Mili- 
tary College, Addiscoiube. He was 
ajppointed 2nd Lieutenant of En- 
gineers in 1831 5 Aide-de-camp to 
the Governor-General of India in 
1834 1 sent specially to Cashmere 
in 1889 ; Engineer to the King of 
Oudh in 1840 ; head of a mission 
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to Thibet, «S:c., in 1846 j chief En- 
gineer of the North Western Pro- 
vinces in 1S5S ; Archteological Sur- 
veyor-General of India in 1870 j 
Comi^anion of the Star of India, 
1871. Generdl Cunningham is the 
author of many articles on anti- 
quarian subjects in the Journal of 
the Bengal Asiatic Society, and 
other periodicals ; "The Bhilsa 
Topes, or Buddhist Monuments of 
Central India,” 183 " An Essay 
on the Arian Order of Architec- 
ture,"" 1816 5 "Badah, Physical, 
Statistical, and Historical,"" 18S4 j 
and voluminous official reports on 
the Antiquities of Northern Hindo- 
stauj which are now being re- 
inunted by order of the Government 
of India. 

CUNNINGHAM, The Eev, John, 
DD,, LL.D., was born at Paisley 
in 1819. He was educated first 
at a private school, and after- 
wards at the grammar school 
there. In 183G he went to the 
University of Glasgow, and studied 
there during four sessions, carry- 
ing high honours in most of his 
classes. Attracted by the great 
reputation of Sir William Hamil- 
ton as a teacher of metaphysics, 
and of Professor Wilson (Christo- 
pher North) as a teacher of moral 
philosophy, he repaired to Edin- 
burgh in 1810, and gained the first 
honours in both c^ses, together 
with Professor Wilson’s prize for 
the best English Poem. In the 
session 1841-2, he continued his 
studies at Edinburgh under Dr. 
Chalmers and Dr. Walsh, having 
now entered the Divinity Hall. 
As the current was then fiowing 
very strongly towards secession 
from the Established Church, more 
especially in Edinburgh, and as 
Mr. Cunningham had no sympathy 
with the movement, ho returned 
to Glasgow and completed his 
studies there. At tliis time he 
held a Classical Mastership in the 
Glasgow Collegiate School. In 
March, 1843, he was licensed as a 
Preacher of the Gospel, and in 


August of the same year he was 
' or(kined Minister of the pariah of 
Crieff , where has remained and min- 
istered ever since. In 1859, he pub- 
lished hia first important work ; 
"The Chm-oh History of Scotland,” 
which is now the recogui^ed stand- 
ard book on the subject. In 1868, 

" The Quakers,” appeared, and in 
1874 A new Theory of Knowing 
and Known.” In 1885-6 he was 
the Croale Lecturer, and his Lec- 
tures are now pubUahed under the 
title of " The Growth of the Church 
in its Organisation and Institu- 
tions."" Besides these works Mr. 
Cunningham wrote articles for the 
Edinburgh Review , on Napier's Life 
of Claverhouse, Mill's Examination 
of Hamilton's Philosophy, Guizot's 
Life of Calvin, and h^mpschulte’s 
Johann Calvin j for the Westminster 
RevieWg on Hamilton’s Doctrines of 
Perception and Judgment ; for the 
North British Review j on Chamberses 
Domestic Annals of Scotland j and 
many other articles for Macmillan*s 
Magazine, and other magazines 
and reviews. He is the author of 
two of the sermons in the well- 
known. volume of "Scotch Ser- 
mons,” which made a great noise 
on account of their broad theology j 
and of three lectures in the St. 
Giles's series. In 1860 the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh conferred upon 
him the de^’ee of Doctor of Di- 
vinity, and in 1886 the University 
of Glasgow conferred on him the 
degree of Doctor of Laws. In the 
same year he was chosen Moderator 
of the General Assembly, the high- 
est honour the Church oi Scotland 
has to bestow. In June, 1886, he 
was appointed by the Crown to bo 
Principal and Primarius Professor 
of Divinity in St. Mary's College, 
St. Andrew's, in succession to the 
late Principal Tnllorii. 

GUBOl, Carlo Maria, an Italian 
ecolesiaiio, born about 1800, en- 
tered the Society of Jesus, of which 
he soon became a distinguished 
ornament. Both as apulpit orator 
and as a writer on theological sub- 
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jectahe acquired a reputation 
throughout Italy. His name drew^ 
crowds to hear him when he 
preached, and he delivered dis- 
courses in nearly every city of the 
peninsula. Three times ho was the 
Lent preacher before the Chapter 
of San Pietro in Vaticano, where 
His Holiness, Pope Pius IX„ was 
wont occasionally to he present, 
privately at his sermon. Father 
Curci also founded, and mainly set 
forward, the CiviHri Qattolica, So 
highly did the late Pope esteem 
this periodical, tlnit he provided 
for its permanent continxiance, in 
Home and elsewhere, under the 
manngcnientof the Jesuits. Father 
Curci was a contributor to the 
Civilt'f Cattolica during a period 
of sixteen years. In 1871 he was in 
high repute as the famous preacher 
in the great chm'ch of the Gesii, 
in Pome, where crowds doched to 
listen to his fervent discourses. 
After that ho retired to Florence, 
and set himself, entirely of OTvn 
accord, to preach and publish his 
lectures on ^^The Four Gospels,^^ | 
At the same time he likewise 
published a small volume of 
"The Four Gospels,” with few 
and short notes. Father Curci 
gave utterance to opinions which 
were quite contrary to those 
generally entertained by his col- 
leagues of the Society o± Jesus re- 
specting the temporal power of the 
Sovereign^ Pontiff, and the result 
was that, in 1877, he was expelled 
from the Order. His peculiar 
views are given in a work published 
at Florence in Hoc., 1877, imder 
the title of "II moderno Dissidio 
tra la Chiesa e lo Stato, considerato 
per occasione di nn fatto parti- 
colare.” (" The Modem Dissension 
between Church and State, ex- 
amined on the ocouiTcnoo of a 
personal matter.”) In March, 1878, 
Father Curci wrote a letter from 
Florence to Bjb Holiness, Pope Leo 
XIII., describing the unhappy posi- 
tion in which he was placed by 
his recent conduct, and expressing 


a desire to offer a retractation of his 
errors. This was followed by a 
second letter, making the largest 
offers of submission, declaring 
himself ready to maJee public re- 
paration if necessary, and express- 
ing a desire, ns affairs 

called him to Homo, to malce his 
atonement in person. He went 
to Eoine, and had interviews with 
Cardinal Franchi, and Father Pecci, 
the Pope’s brother. Tho result of 
the interview with Father Pecci 
was a letter of retractation which 
appeared in all the journals ; hut 
so many persons regarded this re- 
tractation as inoomplote, and liable 
tomiamteiprGlations,thattho Holy 
Father was dissaiisffod with it, and 
refused aprivate audience to Father 
Curci until he had -written a fresh 
recantation, in which he declared 
Ills sincere intention to submit bis 
opinions and his writings to the 
judgment of the Pope. Father 
Curci has for some yeoa's been en- 
gaged on a translation of tbe Old 
Testament, -with notes. It has 
pi*ocQodod as far as the Psalms, 
which -were published at Home in 
1883, with an introductory letter 
by Mgr. Scapatiocij reviser to 
tlic Yaticon, and with the formal 
approval of the ecclesiastical 
authorities. 

OTraaiE, Sir Donald, K.C.M.G., 
M.P., is the sou of the late Mr. 
James Currie, a Greenock mei*- 
chant, and was bom in 1825. For 
many years he was at the head of 
the firm of Donald CuiTie & Co., 
owners of the Castle Line of steam- 
ships between London and South 
Africa j this firm was recently 
transformed into a limited liability 
comptiny, with Sir Donald Currie 
as managing director. Sir Donald 
takes an active interest in all ques- 
tions connected with South Africa, 
and he has rendered great services 
to the Government by supplying 
steamships for the conveyance of 
troops and stores in times of war. 
For his services in the settlement 
of the Diamond Fields dilute and 
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the Oruu^o Free State tJoundary 
ho was made a C.M.G. iu 1877, and 
in l&bl a IC.C.M.G. for further 
assistance towards the relief of 
Ekowe. He entered Parliament in 
1880 as Liberal Member for Perth- 
shire, and in 1885 and again in 
1886 was returned for the new 
division of "West Perthshire. At 
the last General Election he stood 
as a Unionist Liberal. Sir Donald 
Ciu’i’ie has more than once placed 
his well-known steam yacht at the 
disposal of Mr. Gladstone when ho 
was in need of a voyage to restore 
liim to health. 

OUBBIE, Sir Philip Henry Wode- 
honse, K.C.B., son of the late 
■Raikes CiuTie, Esq., was horn in 
1834, He entered the Foreign 
Office in 1854, and became senior 
clerk in 1874. In 1876 he accom- 
panied the Marquis of Salisbury as 
secretary on his Special Embassy to 
Constantinople, and in 1878 was 
appointed (jointly with Mr. M. 
Corry, now Lord Kowton) secretary 
to the Special Embassy during the 
Congress at Berlin, and was made 
a C. B. He was in charge of the 
correspondence respecting the 
^nirs of Cyprus from August, 
1878, to April, 1880, and in 1882 
^ was appointed Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. He was 
Joint Pi’otocolist to the Conference 
in London on Egyptian Finance, 
from June 28 to August 2, 1881, 
and was made a K.O.B. December 1, 
1885. 

CtTBTIS, George Tioknor, was bom 
at Watertown, Massaohusetts, Nov. 
28, 1812. He graduated at Biarvard 
College in 1832, was admitted to 
the bar in 1836, pvaotisod law in 
Boston till 1802, when ho removed 
to New Tork. During his residence 
in Boston he served for several 
terms in the Massachusetts Legis- 
latime. He also held the office of 
United States Commissioner, and 
in this capacity, in 1851, returned 
to his master a fugitive slave, 
named Thomas Sims, for which he 
was shaix>ly censured by the aboli- 


tionibts. He has made valuablo 
contributions to legal literature ;

(1878) ; a Memoir of his father, 
Judge Curtis (18/9) j Life of 
James Buchnmin,^' 2 vols. (1883) ; 
** Implied Powers of the Constitu- 
tion” (1835); and "McClellnn's 
Last Service to the Kepublic ” 
(1886). 

GUBTIS, Georgo William, LL.D., 
was bom at Providence, Bhodo 
Island, Feb . 2 1, 1821. After leaving 
school, he was for a year a clerk in u. 
mercantile house in New Tork, and 
in 1842 was placed, together with an 
elder brother, at the Brook Farm 
Socialistic Institution in Boxhury, 
Massachusetts, where they re- 
mained about eighteen months, 
when they were transferred to a 
farm in Concord, where they re- 
mained another e^hteen months. 
In 18 16 he went to Europe, residing 
mainly at Berlin and Borne, and 
subsequently visiting Egypt and 
Syria. Betuming to America in 
1850, he published "Nile Notes of 
a Howadji,” being sketches of his 
observations in Egypt. This was 
followed in 1852 by " The Howadji 
in Syria.” In the meantime he 
had connected himself with the 
New Torh Tribune newspaper, and 
had become one of the editors of 
Puinani*8 Monthly, The failm^ of 
this magazine (in the ownership of 
which he was a special partner), in 
1857, involved Mr. Curtis in finan- 
cial difficulties from whicli he wne 
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fifteen years in clearing himself. 
He lectured on social and sestlietic 
topics throughout the country^ and 
became a regular contributor to 
Har^iCr^s Magazine, to which, be- 
sides many occasional articles, he 
has furnished a monthly paper 
under the general title of the 
*■ Editor's Easy Chair," bince 1833. 
In 1857 Harper’s WeeJely, an illus- 
trated journal, was established, 
and Mr. Curtis soon became its 
principal editor. When the Civil 
War broke out this journal took a 
decided political tone, and became 
an influential organ of the Eepub- 
lican party. In the canvas of 1808 
he was made a iircsidential elector 
on the Hepublican ticket, and 
warmly supported the election of 
President (iraut, who in 1871 ap- 
pointed him a member of the 
Commission to frame rules for the 
regulation of the civil service. He, 
however, opposed the candidatiu*e 
of President Grant for a third term, 
both in 1870 and in 1880, and has 
been a prominent leader of that 
wing of the Eepnblican party which 
secured the nomination of Mr. 
Hayes and of Mr. Garfield, During 
the recent agitation for a reform 
in the civil service Mr. Curtis has 
vigorously suppoided the move- 
ment. In 1B81 he oppo-^ed the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine as the 
Kopublicau candidate for the Pre- 
sidency, and was a supporter of the 
Democratic nominee, Mr. Cleve- 
land. Ho A\as in 18U7 elected a 
delegate to the Convention for 
revising the Constitution of the 
State of How York; and in the 
same year was appointed one of the 
Eegentb of the TJniversity of that 
State — a body which has the 
general supervision of the higher 
grades of institutions for public 
instruction. He has published the 
following works, nil made up of 
previous contributions to various 
periodicals; ''Lotus Eating," a 
series of newspaper letters from 
watering-places, 1852; « ThePoti- 
phar Papers," 1833 5 "Prue and 


I," 1856; and "Trumps,” 1S62; 
besides a number of addresses and 
orations. 

CUETITTS, Ernst, a German 
HeUenist, born at Lflbeck, Sept. 2 , 
181 J, after a preliminary training 
in the college of hia native town, 
pursued his studies at tho univer- 
sities of Bonn, Gottingen, and 
Berlin, and in 1837 visited Athens 
in company with Professor Bran- 
dis in order to begin at head- 
r[uarter 3 his researches into Greek 
antiquities. Subsequently he ac- 
companied Ottfried Mtiller in his 
archceological expedition to the 
Peloponnesus ; and on the decease 
of that eminent scholar in 1810, ho 
returned to his native country 5 
was created Doctor by the Univer- 
sity of Halle ; taught for some time 
in tho colleges of Berlin ; became 
Professor Extraordinary there ; and 
was appointed tutor to Prince 
Frederick William, son of the 
present Emperor ot Germany. In 
1856 he succeeded Hermann as 
Professor at Gdttingen. Since 
1870 he has been director of the 
Antiquarian Department in the 
Koyal Museum. He went to 
Athens to undertake excavations 
at Olympia in A^pril, 1861. Profes- 
sor Cui’tius's works all relate to 
Greek antiquities ; the best known 
is his " History of Greece," which 
has been ably translated into Eng- 
lish by A. W. Ward, M.A,, 5 vole., 
1868-74. Amongst his other works 
arc “ Poloponnesos," " Haxos," 
" Olympia," and " Greek Sculp- 
ture by Springs and Streams." 

OUST, The Very Rev. Arthur 
Ferciv^ Purey, D.D., Dean of 
York, is tho only surviving son of 
the late Hon. WBliain Gust, by 
Sophia, daughter of the late hir. 
Thomas Newuham, of South- 
borough, Heut, end grandson of the 
first Lord Brownlow, and lic wai 
bom in Feb. 1828, He 'was edu- 
cated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
where ho took his bachelor's degree 
in Easter Term, 1850, and was 
afterwords Fellow of All Souls', 
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where hu graduiited M.a. in 1854, 
He wab ordained deacon by the 
Bishop of Oxford (Dr. Wilbertorce) 
in 1S51, and M’as admitted into 
piiest^s ordois by the Bi&hop of 
Kochester (Dr. Murray) in the fol^ 
lowing year. He was sucecBsively 
curate of Horthclmrch, Hertford- 
shire, and rector of Cheddingtou, 
BucMnghnnislure, from 1853 to 
1802, when lie was appointed vicar 
of St. Mary*s, Beading. He was 
subsequently appointedEuralDean 
of Keading, and succeeded the Yen, 
Edward Bickersteth in the Vicarage 
of Aylesbury, in 1873, but resigned 
that living in the foUo^ving yeoi’, 
on being made Archdeacon of 
Buckingham, He was also ap- 
pointed an Honorary Canon of 
Chi’ist Church, Oxford, in 1874. 
In Feb. 1880, he was nominated 
by the Crown, on the recommenda- 
tion of Lord Beaconsfield, to the 
Deanery of York, vacant by the 
death of the Hon. Augustus Dun- 
combe. He married in 185 !• Lady 
Emma Bess Bligh, younger 
daughter of the late, and sister of 
the present, Earl of Darnley. 

OUST, Bohert Keedham, son of 
the Hon. and Eev. Henry Cockayne 
Oust, and Lady Anna Maiia Heed- 
ham, daughiur of the Earl of 
Eilmorey; was born in 1821 at 
CockaTOe, Hatley, Bedfordshire, 
and educated at Eton. He entered 
Her Majesty’s Indian Civil Service 
and took honours in four oriental 
languages in the College of PortWil- 
liam, Calcutta. He held the highest 
judicial and revenue posts in 
Northern India, and served many 
years with Lord La^vrence in the 
Panjuh, being presentattho battles 
of Mddki, Ferozshabr and Sobraon, 
and at the taking of Lahore, 
1845-46; he took part in the 
Fanjub War, 1848-49, and in the 
paciJication of the country after 
the Mutinies in 1858. He was a 
Member of the Legi^ative Coimcil 
of the Viceroy, 1864-G6, and is 
Barrister-at-Law, J.P. for Middle- 
sex, Honorary Secretary of the 


Eoyal Abiatic Society, and Fellow 
of the Eoyal Geographical Society, 
He has imblished '‘Modem Lan- 
guages of East ludiea,^’ 1878;

Mr. Gust is a JMeinber of Com- 
mittees of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and the Chm‘ch 
Missionary Society, a Member of 
the German and French Oriental 
Societies, and Honorary Member 
of the Geographical Society of 
Holland. 

OirmiER - FLETTBT, Alfred- 
Auguste, author, bom in 1S02, 
studied at the College of Louis-lo- 
Grand, and obtained the prize of 
honour for rhetoric in 1819 , For ten 
years he was secretary to Louis 
Bonaparte, King of Holland,^ hose 
exile he shared at Eome and 
Florence, and upon his return to 
Franco was appointed director of 
studies at the College of Sainte- 
Barbe. In 1827 Louis-Philippe 
intrusted to him the education 
of the young Due d’Aumale. In 
1834 he began to write for the 
Journal des D&)ata, maintaining 
the cause of tho monarchy of July ; 
was created officer of the Legion of 
Honour, April29, 1815 ; and unsuc- 
cessfully 2 )re 8 ented himself for the 
buifrages of the electors of Gueret in 
1846. The Eevolution of Feb. 1848, 
aud subsequent events did not 
change his opinions, and he remain- 
ed one of the principal editors of the 
Ddhafs until 1800. Amimbcr of his 
articles have been coEucted under 
the following titles: — "Porjraits 
jpolitiques et Eevul\itionnaires/’ 
published in 1851 ; " Etudes Histo- 
rijmes et Liijt^raires,” in 1854;

CZACSI, His Eminence Vladimir, 
Cardinal-Priest of the Holy Homan 
Church, was bom in 1834. He 
is by birth a Pole, though of 
Hungarian origin, and is of a noble 
family. He is a nephew of the 
Princess Odcscalchi, and heir to her 
great estates? in her jjalaco at 
Home he has passed a great part of 
his life. His brother, who married 
u Princess Sapieha, is a wealthy 
landouTier in the Ukraine, and he 
is connectecl with such great fami- 
lies as those of Branicki, Potocki, 
and Eadziwill. At a very early age 
he was taken to Rome. From Ixis 
earliest childhood his health was 
feeble, and an accident in bis youth 
left him sliglitly lame. Hot until 
the close of Pius IX.’s long reign 
did the young prelate begin to come 
into public notice at the Roman 
Court. When Cardinal Antonelli 
divided the Secretary of State's 
department into two great branches 
ho gave the ecclesiastical affairs” 
into the charge of Mgr. Czacki, 
who soon came to be known as one 
of the ablest diplomatists at the 
Yatican, and as a man of wide 
literai*y culture and attainments. 
Under Cardinal Simeoni's adminis- 
tration Mgr. Czacki rose into greater 
prominence, and he continued to 
gi|Ow in favour under Franchi and 
Sina, until it became customary 
for the Pope to send for him and 
consult and work with him doily as 
if he hod reaUy held the Secretary's 
portfolio. He was intimately con- 
nected witii tlie negotiations with 
Grenuany, and had a prominent 
part^ in settling the Catholic Uni- 
versity question with France, and 
in the correspondence with Russia 
concerning the Polish Catholics. 


In October, 1870, Mgr. Czacki was 
sent as Apostolic Hiiuoio to Paris, 
in succession to Mgr. Meglia, and 
was cousecrated Archbishop of 
Salamis, in ^artibiia infidelimi. His 
task at Paris was a difficult one, 
with the Republican element grow- 
ing more and more anti-clerical 
daily, but he discharged it with 
cqu^ zeal and dexterity, and his 
safons soon became frequented, not 
only by oloricals but by modorato 
men of ail parties. He was created 
a Cardinal-Priest by Pope Leo 
XIII. in a consistory held at the 
Yatican, Sept. 25, 1882, and was 
invested with the Cardinal’s hat 
by M. Grevy, President of tlio 
French Republic, at the Elysce, 
Pai'is, on Oct. 4. Cardinal Czacki 
was succeeded in his nunciature 
by Mgr. Rende, Archbishop of 
Benevento,

DALLINffEB, The Bay, W. B.,

by microscopical research, of the 
life-histories of the minute forms of 
life the mode of whose origin was 
in dispute. The best lenses and 
appliances obtainable were em- 
ployed.; but imder the influence 
of this work the defects and 
deficiencies of lenses of enormous 
power were disclosed, and all the 
years since have been employed 
by opticians and mathematicians 
in bringing them nearer perfec- 
tion.^ The result has been that 
the life-histories of these minutest 
organisms have been worked out 
successfully by Dr. DoUinger; and 
it has been shown that, so far from 
their having origin in not-Hving 
matter, they actually arise in 
q?ores or germs, fertilized by a 
genetic process like all the higher 
and more complex forms above 
them. Dr. Dalfinger^s latest work 
(1885-0) has been, by tho aid of 


still more perfect lenses, to demon- 
strate that the cell-nucleus in these 
minute organisms (and probably 
in all simple cells) ^ undergoes 
profound changes prior to tho 
several changes of the body. Dr. 
Dallinger’s earliest work was re- 
warded by an unsought grant of 
XlOO from the Eoyal Society for 
further research. He was elected 
a i’ellow of the Boyal Society in 
1880; gave a series of discourses 
on his researches at the Royal 
Institution, London, and was ap- 
pointed Ride Lectiirer to the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. lie also 
discoursed on his researches before 
the University of Oxford. He was 
appointed President of the Royal 
Microscopical Society in 1883, and 
at the recinest of the committee 
went to Montreal to give the 
results of his work to the British 
Association assembled there, 1884, 
receiving on that occasion the 
honorary degree of LL.D. from the 
Victoria University. The work 
done is recorded in the proceed- 
ings of the Royal and the Royal 
Microscopical Societies, and has 
been, in connection with other 
more general biological work, 
communicated to several of the 
leading journals. He has also 
been a lecturer on the Grilchrist 
staff. As a minister he has ever 
sought to inculcate the wisdom of 
a fearless acceptance of scientific 
truth, and has endeavoured to 
show that this may comport with 
a firm hold on the fundamental 
truths of Christianity. 

DALTON, John Call, M.D., was 
bom at Chehusford, Massachusetts, 
Feb. 2, 1825. He graduated in arts 
at Harvard College in 1844, and in 
medicine in 1847. In 1851 he 
received the prize offered by the 
American Mescal Association for 
his Essay on the Corpus Luteum.'^ 
In 1859 he published his ''Treatise 
on Human Physiology/^ of which 
the seventh edition appeared in 
1882. In the civil war he was Sur- 
geon of the United States Volun- 
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teers, and for a time MecUcnl 
Inspector for the Department of 
the St)uth. He was for manj^ 
ycara Pi’ufesaor of Physiology in 
the New York College of Physi- 
oians and Surgeons, and since 
18S1 has hcen its President. He 
has puUished a “ Treatise on Phy- 
siology/’ 1S6S i " The Experi- 
mental Method of Medieino/’ 
1S82 ; " Doctrines of the Circula- 
tion," 1884; and Topographical 
Anatomy of the Brain/* 3 vols., 
1885. He has also published many 
papers and memoirs in the medical 
reviews and journals j and he was 
a prominent scientific contributor 
to the Ainoricaii CyclojtecOia (1878- 
76), and to Johnson's "Dniversal 
Cyclopcedia” (187*1-77). 

DALYBLL, Hobert Anatruthcr, 
C.S.I., LL.D., P.S.a., eldest sur- 
viving son of the late John Dalyell, 
Hsq., of Lingo, Pifeshire, and Jane 
Anstruthei*, eldest sister of the 
late Sir Ralph Austmther, Bart., 
of Balcaskie, was bom in Edin- 
burgh in 1831, and educated at 
Cheltenham and Haileybury Col- 
leges. Api)ointed thence to the 
Indian Civil Service, he landed at 
Madras on the 1st of Jan. 1851. 
In 1661 he was nominated Under- 
secretary to the Board of Revenue 
at Madras. In 1867 ho became 
Secretary to the Boards and in the 
following year Secretary to the 
Government, and a member of the 
Board of Revenue in 1873. In the 
same year he was selected by the 
Viceroy for a two years* tour of 
duty in the Viceregal Council as 
the representative of Madras, and 
was re-appointed to this high 
office in 1875, and again in 1877. 
Intermediately, he was specially 
employed upon an inquiry into the 
excise system of the different 
provinces of India, acted for a 
short time as Chief Secretary to 
the Government of Madras, and, 
during a considerable part of 
1875-70, as Chief Commissioner 
of Mysore, where he dealt success- 
fully with the wide-spread distress 


>vhich afflicb d tl,u cuiiutry pre- 
vioxis to the toirildc tniiiiiie of 
1S77, and had much important 
work connected x\ith the impend- 
ing transfer of the province to its 
native ruler. IVhen on furlough, 
in England, in Nov. 1877, ho was 
nominated a ineinl »er of Her 
Majesty’s Council of India, in 
London, at an unusually early ago. 
and, at the oxinration ot hij, leave, 
fifteen months later, he rcbigned 
his appointments in India. In tlie 
early part of his career Mi*. Dalyell 
published a short sketch of the 
Land Tenures of Southern India, 
and an official edition of the Stand- 
ing Orders of the Board of Revenue, 
and in 1867, he printed a short 
account of the Madras famine of 
the previous year. He retired in 
1879, and in July of the same 
year, he was made a Companion of 
the Star of India. In 18^3^84 Mi*. 
Dalyell became Vice-President of 
the GouucU, and in the following 
year the University of St. Andrews 
accorded to him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in recognition of 
his civil services in India. 

BARA, Charles Anderson, bom 
at Hinsdale, New Hampshire, 
Aug. 8, 1819, entered Harvard 
College in 1839, but remained there 
only two years. In 1842 he became 
a member of the Brook Form com- 
munity, in Eoxbury, Massachu- 
setts, and remained tliere till 1B4X. 
He next edited, in connection with 
George Ripley, Parke Godwin, and 
John S. Dwight, Tho Earhingert a 
weekly journal, devoted to social 
reform and general literature 
(1844-47). In 1847 he became 
connected with the Nbio York 
Tribune, and was for four or five 
years managing editor, until the 
autumn of 18G1. In 1855, in con- 
nection with Mr. George Ripley, 
he projected Ajpleton’s " Ameri- 
can Cyclopcedia,^’ in 16 vols., of 
which they were the responsible 
editors, to its completion in 1868, 
as also of the revised edition 
(1873-77). "The Honaehold Book 
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of Poetx’y was eoinpiled and pub- 
lished by him in 185S ; and in 
186S, in conjunotion with. J. H» 
Wilson, he issued a '' Life of 
TJ. S. Grant;'' in 1872, in con- 
junotion with P. C. Bowman, The 
Household Book of Songs;" and 
in 1882, in conjunction with 
Eossitex' Johnson, *'Piffcy Perfoofc 
Poems." Prom 1SG2 to 1SG5 ho 
was in Government service, during 
tlie last two years as Assistant- 
Secretary of War. About the 
beginning uf ISGG he became 
editor of the ChiciKjo Heimblicanj a 
daily paper, published in Chicago, 
Illinois j but in 1863 purchased an 
interest in the Nlir York Sitii, a 
daily paper, of which he has since 
been the editor. 

DANA, James Dwight, LL.B., 
was born at IJtica, New Toi’k, Peb, 
12, 1813. He graduated at Yale 
College in 1833, and was teacher of 
mathematics in the United States 
navy from 1833 to 1835. In 
1836-37 he was assistant to Pro- 
fessor Billiman in chemistry, geo- 
logy, &G. , at Yale College. In Dec, 
1836, he was appointed mineralo- 
gist and geologist to the U. S, 
e^loiing expedition, under Com- 
modore vVilkes, and accompanied 
it daring its whole tour, returning 
home in 1812. In 1837 he pub- 
lished his work on "Mineralogy,'^ 
which has since passed through 
many editions, and to which three 
appendices in s^arate volumes 
have been addeiL bringing the 
work down to 1882. Since 1816 he 
has been one of the editors of the 
Awe /’lean Jottjml qf Science, He 
prepared three voluminous reports 
of hia observations of the expedi- 
tion, Tivith their accompanying 
attases of figures, describing many 
new species, and the geological 
formations which ho had observed. 
These reports were " On the Zoo- 
phytes" (1846) ; "On the Geology 
of the Pacific " (1819) ; " On Crus- 
tacea" (1862-64), In 1855 he 
became Professor of Natural His- 
tory and Geology in Yale College, 


' a position which ho still holds, 
He is amember of the Boyal Society, 
London, of the Prench Academy, 
Paris, and other learned societies 
in Europe, In 1872 he received 
the WoUastou gold medal of the 
Geological Society of London j and 
in 1877, the Copley medal of the 
Eoyal Society, Among his more 
popular works are : " Manual of 
Geology" (1SC3), 3rd edition 
(1880) ; " Text Book of Geology " 
(1864) J "Corals and Coral Islands " 
(1872) J and " Geological Story 
briefly Told," 1875. 

DAEIiBY, Pelix 0. 0., was bom at 
Philadelphia, June 23, 1822, While 
a clerk in a mercantile house, ho 
produced some liumorons sketches, 
which were so highly praised that 
he was encouraged to devote him- 
self to art as a profession, making 
drawings for engravers his S23ecia- 
lity. His illustrations for books 
and periodicals are almost innumer- 
able. Por the works of James Peni- 
more Cooper alone they number 
more than 600. He has also made 
many large and highly-wished 
drawings, which when reduced ap- 
pear on bank-notes and Govern- 
ment bonds, and has produced 
many outUno illustrations on stone. 
Among these are the series illus- 
trating Judd's "Margaret," and 
Irvines " Eip Van Winkle " and 
Legend of Sleepy Hollow." In 
1852 he was made an Academician, 
and he was one of the eaxly mem- 
bers of the Water-Colour Society. 
Ho exhibits annually, but his work 
is t^ost exclusively in black and 
white. The more notable of his 
later works are " Puritans sur- 
prised by Indians," " The School- 
boy," "The March to the Sea," 
"The Sheepfold," "Feeding the 
Pets," "Mount Desert," and "A 
Cold Snack." About 1864 he began 
a long sojourn in Europe, and on 
hie retmm in 1868 put forth 
"Sketches Abroad, with Pen and 
Poneil." Since then he has mado 
a series of large outline drawings 
for Hawthome”a " Scarlet Letter" 
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(IS79), and a similar scries for 
Lonsftellow’d" EvangeliiiG " (1SS3 ) j 
and has liitoly published (ISSIj; 
another series for Shnlcespeare s 
works. He resides at Chijmont, 
Di* la ware. 

DABWIIT, George Howard, M.A., 
F.B.S., LL.D., (Glasgow, is the 
second son of the late Charles Dar- 
win, He was horn in 18 15, and in 
Oct. ISG b entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and was later elccted-a 
soholar. lie graduated in 18GS as 
Second Wrangler, and was aw^irded 
the Second Smith’s prize. He w’as 
elected to a Fellowship at Trinity 
College in Oct. 18(18, and after- 
wards studied for the bar, and was 
oxlled at Lincoln’s Inn, April 30, 
1873, but never piu'sued the pro- 
fession of the law, and in 1873 he 
returned to Cambridge. In 1870 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Society ; in 1883 the hon- 
orary degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred on him by the Dnivursity 
of Glasgow j and in the same year 
" a royal medal," was awarded to 
him by the Eoyal Society, in re- 
cognition of his scientific work. 
In 1875 ho presented two papers 
to the Statistical Society, on con- 
sanguineous marriages, and in 
1876 he contributed to the Trans- 
actions of the Eoyal Society a 
paper ^'On the influence of geo- 
logical changes on the earth’s axis 
of rotation." This was followed 
by several other contributions, 
many of them attracting great

Earth." Since 1873 Mr. Darwin 
has been principally occupied with 
mathematical and physical investi- 
gations connected with the study 
of astronomy.

3 a translation of Piirst’s He- 
brew Lexicon, with a new preface 3 
above all " An Introduction to tho 
New Testament, Critical, Exegeti- 
cal, and Theological,” 2 vols., 1808, 
in x>lacc of the foimer Introduction 
in 3 vols. In 1873 he issued " On 
a fresh revision of the English Old 
Testament,” and in 1876, "The 
New Testament translated from tho 
critical text of von Tischendoi^f.” 
In 1877 ho published "The Canon 
of tho Bible,” which is tho expan- 
sion of an article contributed to the 
new edition of the "Encydopicdia 
Britannica.” His contributions to 
the "Cyclopaedia of Biblical Litera- 
ture,” first issued by Dr. Kitto, and 
since by other editors, have been 
numerous and marked by varied 
and mature learning. Years ago 
the university of Hallo conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
doctor in theology, a distinotion 
whichhe alone, among Englishmen, 
possesses at the present time. On 
account of his liberal views, and 
his acquaintance with the works of 
German theologians, the committee 
of his ooUegc became dissatisfied, 
and in the end the professor was 
obliged to resign his post. Dr. 
Davidson has for several years re- 
sided in London, pursuing his 
favourite studies. His latest work, 
published in 1883,18 on " The Doc- 
trine of Last Things contained in 
the New Testament.” 

DAVIES, The Bev. John Llewelyn, 
M.A., born at Chichester, Peb. 26, 
1826, was educated at Repton 
School and Trinity Collego, Com- 


Lridge> being elected a fellow of 
tliat society in IbSO. He was ap- 
pointed Incumbent of St. Mark's, 
Whitecbapel, in 1852, and Eoctor 
of Christ Church, St. Marylebonc, 
in 185G. He was appointed, in Peb. 
1881, a Chaplain in Ordinary to the 
Qween; and in Oct, 1882, Bmval 
Dean of the deanery of St, Marylo- 
bonc. Mr, Davies has translated

DAVIS, Henry William Banks. 
E.A., was born at Finchley, Aug. 
26, 1833, and educated at home. 
When a student at the Koyal Aca- 
demy, in tl864, he obtained two 
silver medals — one for perspective, 
the other for a model in the Life 
School. Ho matricuhited at Oxford 
in 185G, but after residing a few 
terms at the university he resumed 
his art pursuits, and was elected 
an associate of the Boyal Academy 
in Jan. 1873. In 1861 Mr. Davis 
painted "Kongh Pasturage," exhi- 
bited at the Eoyal Academy; in 
1863, "The Strayed Herd;" in 1866, 
"Spring Plough!^ " (engraved); 
in 1870, "Dewy Ive;” in 1871, 
" Moonrise," and " The Prajtorium 
at Ncuf chatel ; " in 1872, " A Panic " 
(engraved), and "Trotting Bull," 
in brouize, which obtained a medal 
for sculpture at the Vienna Exhi- 
bition ; in 1873, "A Summer After- 
noon;" in 1874. ''A French Lone," 


"The End of the Day,” and “In 
Picardy;" in 1876, "Early Sum- 
mer," " A Spring Morning,^' "The 
Enatliug Leaves,” and "Alarfs! and 
Foals : Picardy ; ” in 1877, ** Aft««r 
Simdown,” "Eeoonnoitring," "Con- 
tentment,” and " The Approach of

I " Picardy Sheep," and " Cloud and 
Sunshine ; " in 1880, " Family 
Affection,” and "Returning to the 
Fold," which was pnrcliased by the 
president and council of the Eoyal 
Academy under the terms of the 
Chantry bequest ; in 1881, ''Mother 
and Son," "Noon," and "The Even- 
ing Star;" in 1882, "In Eoss- 
shire," "Sea- and Land-Waves," 
"Broken Weather in the High- 
lands,'^ and " Showers in June; ** 
j in 1883, " Gathering the Flock," 
j " Ben Eay," and " At Kinloehewe." 
All the abovG-nicntioned pictures, 
‘ as w^ell as similar Highland scenes 
painted during the last three years, 
were exhibited at the Royal Aca- 
demy. Mr. Davis was elected a fuU 
member of the Academy June 18, 
1877. 

DAVIS, Jefferaon, was bom in 
Christian County, Kentucky, Jxme 
3, 1808. During his childhood his 
father removed into the state of 
Mississippi. He graduated from 
the West Point Military Academy 
in 1828, and served with distinction 
against the Indians until 1835, 
when he resigned his commission, 
retmued to Mii:sissix)pi, and mar- 
ried the daughter of Gen. Taylor, 
afterwards President of the Duited 
States. He became a cotton planter 
until 1843, when he interested him- 
self in politics as a Democrat, and 
took a prominent part in the elec- 
tion of Mr. Polk. He was returned 
to Congress in 1813, and took part 
in the debates on the " tariffj'^the 
" Oregon question," "military af- 
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t'aira/^ and upon the "preparations 
for the Meadcan War,” Upon the 
hrealdn" out of this eontesst, ho was 
elected culouel of tho Mississippi 
rej^imeut of volunteers, when he 
re.-«i{>’nod liis scat in Congress, and 
joined the army of Gen. Taylor on 
the lUo Grande. He was oni^aged 
at the aLoumiug of Moiitcroy, and 
in the battle of Buena Yista. At 
the close of tho w*ar he u'iis offered 
by President Polk the rank of briga- 
dier-general of volunteers, but de- 
clined it. In IS 17 he was elected 
Senator for Mississippi j in 1850 lie 
became Cliairman of tho Committee i 
on Military Affairs, and was distin- 
guished by the energy ^vith which ' 
he defended slavery, and by his 
zealous advocacy of State rights. , 
In 1S51 he resigned his seat in the 
Senate to enter upon a canvass for i 
Mr. Franklin Pierce, who on being ] 
elected President. api)ointed Mr. , 
Davis as Secretai»y of War. He 
w<is again elected as Senator in | 
185B ; but the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln in 18G0, and tlio conaei|uent 
secession movement, caused liim to 
withdraw. When the movement 
received shape and fom, ho was 
chosen Provisional President of tho 
Confederate States. Feb. 4, ISCl, 
inaugurated Feb. 22, and elected as 
President for six years in 1802. 
After the fall of Richmond, Presi- 
dent Ihivis, while endeavoimng to 
make his escape, was captured at 
Irwinsville, Georgia, May 10, 1805, 
and remained a prisoner for two 
yeai'S in Fortress Monroe, awaiting 
a trial. He was released on bail in 
the summer of 1807, and all pro- j 
ceedhigs ag.ninst him were discon- ^ 
tinned. After his release he visited ' 
Europe, and on his return took up 
his residence at Memx)his, Tennes- 
see, where he was for a time Presi- 
dent of a Life Insurance Company. 
In ISBl he published " The Rise 
and Fan of the Confederate Go- 
vernment,” in S vole. He now 
resides at Beauvoir, Mississippi, ■ 
and seldom oinerges from his re- 1 
Urementj though some interest was [ 


aroused by one or two speeches that 
ho delivered early in 188G. 

DAVITT, Michael, one of the best 
known of the Irish leiiders, was 
born in 181G in the village of 
Strjudo, Co. hEayo. His parents 
wore of tho poorer class of western 
Irish poaaantry, and when Michael 
was five years old his father was 
evictofl from the small holding on 
which tho ftiuiily subsisted. This 
early experience of landlord power 
has doubtless largely tended to 
influence hia action in the flerce 
crusade which he has waged of 
recent years against Irish land- 
lordism. The family then emi- 
grated to Lancashire, where he was 
employed in a cotton factory, and 
at the age of eleven lost his light 
arm through a machinery accident. 
He was tlion sent to tho Wesleyan 
School at Haslingden, and at flftoen 
obtained work in a printing-ollico, 
where he remained for seven years. 
In 180G he joined the Irish Revolu- 
tionary movement initiated by 
James Stephens, and in 1870 was 
arrested in London, tried on an 
indictment of " treason-felony,” 
and sentenced to fifteen years penal 
' servitude. After undergoing seven 
yeiirs and a half of imprisoniaent, 
chiefly in Dartmoor Convict Prison, 
Mr. Davitt was released on tioket- 
of-leave. In conjunction with other 
amnestied Fenian x>risouers he was 
tendered a public reception by tho 
people of Dublin, and after making 
a tour of the West of Ireland and 
paying a hurried visit to America, 
he staiined tho Land Agitation in 
his native County of Mayo early in 
1879. In October of that year he, 
in conjimction with Mi‘. Parnell 
and others, founded the Land 
League Organisation and became 
its guiding spirit. He was arrested 
ana prosecuted in November of 
that year for a seditious speech, 
but ni'ter a week's imprisomuent 
and an abortive trial the prosecu- 
tion was abandoned. During the 
partial famine of 1870-80, lie had 
the chief direction of the Land 
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Leat^uu relief fuiidd. In May, i 
1880, he proceeded to America to i 
suijerintend the orj^anization of < 
the American branch of the Land 
League, and made an organizing 
tour of the Northeni States from 
NeAv York to San Pranciaco and 
back. Hecalled to Ireland by the 
State prosecution of tlie executive 
of the Land League, he was again 
arrested on the 3rd of Peb. 18S1, 
by order of the Government, and 
consigned to Portland Convict 
Prison on a revocation of his origi- 
nal ticket-of-leave. After an in- 
carceration of fifteen months, dur- 
ing which, on his own admission, 
he was exempt from ordinary con- 
vict hibour, he was again released 
on ticket-of-leave, Mr. Parnell and 
other Irish Members going down 
to Portland to receive him on his 
discharge. On the very day of 
this release, Ctli of May, 1882, Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke 
wore assassinated in the Phoenix 
Park. In conjunction with Mossrs- 
Parncll and Dillon, he issued a 
manifesto to the Irish race con- 
demnatory of the murder. After 
again visiting America and sub- 
mitting to a meeting of Iidsh 
Ameidcan representatives in New 
York a plan for the amalgamation 
of existing national organizations 
in the Dnited States, he returned 
to Ireland and succeeded in per- 
suading Mr. Parnell to Bummon a 
National Convention in Dublin to 
oileot the revival of the Land 
League movement. The National 
League organization was the out- 
come of this convention — with the 
restoration of Irish legislative in- 
dependence as the first plank in 
its platform. In Peh. 1883, Mr. 
Davitt was again prosecuted for a 
violent speech against rent and 
landlordism, and, refusing to enter 
into bail to keep the ]^eace, he 
underwent four months imprison- 
ment in Bichmond Bridewell, Dub- 
lin. Since then ho has been an 
incessant propagandist of Land 
jueague principles and Nationalist 


I aspirations in Ireland and CIumI 
j Britain. "While imprison(*d in 
' Portland in 18S2 he was elected 
M.P. fur Meath, but ivas disquali- 
fied by a vote of the House of 
Commons. When legally eligible 
on the expiration of his ticket-of- 
leave in 1885, he was solicited to 
become a candidate by several Irish 
Constituencies, but refused to enter 
the Imperial Parliament from an 
©"bjcction to take the oath of alle- 
giance. He at the same time re- 
fused to accept a national testi- 
monial for his sei’viees to the Irish 
people. In Dec. 1881, Mr. Davitt 
published Leaves from a Prison 
Diary," a work which was written 
during his impi'isonment in Port- 
land, and which has had a very 
large circulation. Occupied mtli 
literary work as a means of liveli- 
hood, Mr. Davitt is a constant 
contributor to American and Colo- 
nial newspapers, and an occasional 
writer in Irish and English jom'- 
nals and reviews. He has a decided 
leaning towards socialistic doctrines 
in his widtings and speeches, and 
is far from being in union with 
the otlior Irish leaders ; his theories 
of land being more in accordance 
'with those of Mr. Heniy George 
than 'with those of Mr. Parnell. 
He has boon recently elected a 
member of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, and is a delegate from that 
body to the Port and Docks Board 
of '&0 city. He is a Erector of 
the Dublin North City Millin g Co., 
and a member of the Executive 
Council of the Irish National 
League. He has undergone nlto- 
getlier over nine years’ imprison- 
ment for his connection with Irish 
political movements. 

DAVOBB ?ASHAj an Ottoman 
statesman, was born at Constan- 
tinople in March, ISlC. He is a 
Catholic Armenian — that is, of the 
sect of Armenians who, whilst 
retaining their own ancient rites 
and ceremonies, are in communion 
with the Boman Cp.tholic Church. 
After a complete tiulvepslty course 
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at Berlin, where ho gained more 
than onu great prize medal hy 
his writings and dissertations, ho 
began his official career as pro- 
fessor of modem languages in the 
Ottoman Mil i tar j College of Con- 
stantinople. He afterwards entered 
the diplomatic service as Secretary 
to the Ottoman Einhnssy at Berlin, 1 
then at Vienna, and subsequently j 
at Paris, whence he returned to 
Berlin as Chavg^ d' Affaires, which 
2 )ost he hold at various tiincsduiing 
a period of nine years. In Itido he 
accomp.'inied A'ali Pasha, as chief 
secretary, to the Conference of 
Vienna. In 1S55 he was Iinpexaal 
Ottoman delegate on the comuiis- 
sion for aiT.iuging the navigation 
of the Danube, and in 1858 wont as 
chid Kccret.iry with Fuad Pasha to 
the Confereiico of Paiis for the 
definite organization of Wnllachia 
and Moldavia.

DAWKINS, WUliam Boyd, M.A., 
F.K S.j F.G.S.,F.S.A., Assoc. Inst. 
C.E., geologist and osteologist, Avas 
bora Dec, 1838, at Buttington 
Vicarage, Welshpool, Montgomery- 
shire. He received his education 
at Bossall school and at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, where he hecamo 
a scholar of Jesus College, and first 
Burdett-Coutts geological scholar. 
He iriis appointedassistant geologist 
in Her Majesty's Geological Survey 
of Great Britain in 18U2 j geologist 
in 18G7 ; Curator of the Manchester 
Museum, 18G9 ; lecturer on geology 
in Owen’s College, Manchester, in 
1870 s Pi'ofesaor there in 1874 j and 
Presideiit of the Manchester Geo- 
logical Society in 1874. Professor 
Dawkins is the author of numerous 
essays in the Proceedings *’ of the 
Geological, Anthropological, and 
Eoyal Societies, rclatingprincipally 
to fossil mammalia ; “ British 
Pleistocene Mammalia *’ in the 
“ Proceediugs ** of the Palraoiito- 
logical Society, 186G-'78 5 and 
" Cave- Hunting ; Kesearches 011 
the Evidences of Caves respecting 
the Early Inhabitants of Europe,** 
1871. In 1875 he went round the 
ivorld, by way of Australia and 
New Zealand. In 1880 he published 
a work on " Early Man in Britain, 
and his place in the Tertiary 
Period *’ j and gave a series of lec- 
tures before the Lowell Institute, 
Boston, Massachusetts. He was 
appointed, in 1882, a member of 
the scientific committee of the 
Channel Tunnel, and entrusted 
Avith the geological survey of the 
English and French coasts for that 
enterprise. He presided over the 
Anthropological section of the 
Bxatish Association at SouthainiJ- 
ton, in Aug. 1882 j and on Oct. 17 
in the some year he was elected on 
honorary Fellow of Jesus College, 
Oxford. In 1883-4 ho was engaged 
in laying down the lino for a tunnel 
under the Humber, and in 1885 
made a preliminary survey of the 
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antiquities of the Isle of Mauj in 
the same year being elected 
examiner in the Dniversily of 
Loudon. 

DAWSON, Sir John William, 
LL.D., F.O.S., C.M.G., a 

geologist and naturalist, was born 
at Pictou, Nova Scotia, in Oct. 1820. 
He studied in the University of 
Edin})urgli, and returning home 
devoted himself to the study of the 
natural history and geology of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
Tlie results of these investigations 
are embodied in his Arcadian 
Geology" (3rd ed, 1880). In 1842, 
and again in 1802, he accompanied 
Sir Charles Lyell in his explora- 
tions in Nova Scotia, aiding him 
materially in his investigations. 
Since 1813 he has contributed 
largely to the/' Proceedings" of the 
London Geological Society, and to 
scientific periodicals. He has also 
published numerous monogiuphs 
on special subjects connected with 
geology. His two volumes on the 
"Devonian and Carboniferous Flora 
of Eastern North America," pub- 
lished by the Geological Smwoy of 
Canada, are the most important 
contributions yet made to the 
palteozoic botany of North America; 
and he is the discoverer of the 
Eozobn Canadense, of the Laureu- 
tion limestones, the oldest known 
form of animal life. In 1850 he 
was appointed Superintendent of 
Education for Nova Scotia, and in 
1855 became Principal of the 
McGill University at Montreal, of 
which he is now Vice-Chancellor. 
He is^ a member of many learned 
societies in Europe and America. 
Among his works not already men- 
tioned are: "Aroliaia, or Studies 
on the Cosmogony and Natural 
History of tlie Hebrew Scriptures," 
1858, and " The Story of the Earth 
and Man," 18/2, in which he com- 
bats the Darwinian theory of the 
origin of species. In 1875 he pub- 
lished " The Dawn of Life," — an 
account of the oldest known fossil 
remains, mid of their relations to 


geological time and the develop- 
ment of the animal kingdom; in 
1877 appeared " The Origin of the 
World, and in 1878 “ Fossil Men 
and their Modern Kepresentatives.^’ 
In 18b0 appeared " The Oiiange of 
Life in Geological Time," — atketoh 
of the origin and succession of 
animals and plants. He has also 
contributed largely to the Canadian 
Naturalist, and to many educational, 
scientific, and religious publications 
in Great Britain, fiie United States, 
and Canada. In 1882 he received 
the Lyell medal of the Geological 
Society of London for eminent 
geological discoveries, was created 
a Companion of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George, was 
selected by the Governor-General, 
the Marquis of Lome, to take the 
(first) Presidency of the Eoyal 
Society of Canada, and was Presi- 
dent of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
In the following year he attended 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion at Soiithport, and travelled in 
Egypt and Syria, on the geography 
and geology of which he has pub- 
lished several papers and a little 
popular work, " Egypt and Syria, 
their Geology and Physical Geo- 
graphy in relation to Bible His- 
tory." He received the de^^ee of 
LL.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh, and was knighted by 
Her Majesty in 1884, and in 1885 
was elected Pi-esident of the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science for the meet- 
ing to be held at Birmingham in 
1880, and at that meeting he 
delivered a remarkable address, 
taking for his subject the geo- 
graphical history of the Atlantic 
Ocean.

the Evidences of Caves respecting 
the Early Inhabitants of Europe,” 
1871. In 1876 ho wont round the 
world, by way of Australia and 
New Zealand. In 1880 ho published 
a work on “ Early Man in Britain, 
and his place in the Tortiai'y 
Period ” ; and gave a series of lec- 
tures before the Lowell Institute, 
Boston, Mnssachusotis. Ho was 
appointed, in 1882, a member of 
the scientific committee of the 
Channel Tunnel, and entrusted 
with the geological smwey of tho 
English and French coasts for that 
enterprise. He presided over the 
Anthropological section of the 
British Association at Soutliamp- 
ton, in Aug. 1882 j and on Oct. 17 
in the some year ho was elcotod an 
honorary Fellow of Jesus CoUogo, 
Oxford. In lR88-4f ho was engaged 
in laying down tho lino for a tunnel 
under -the Humber, and in 1886 
made a preliminai'y survey of tho 
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antiqmties of Ihe Isle of Mauj in 
the same year being oleciod 
examiner in the University of 
Loudon. 

DAWSON, Sir John William, 
LL.D., F.R.S., F.O.S., O.M.a, a 
gcologi&t and naturalist, vras bom 
at Piotou, Nova Scotia, in Oot. 1820. 
He studied in the University of 
Edinburgh, and returning home 
devoted himself to the study of the 
natural history and geology of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
The results of these investigations 
are embodied in his Arcadian 
G-eology ” ([3rd ed. 1880). In 18 1-2, 
and again in 1852, ho accompanied 
Sir Charles Lyell in his explora- 
tions in Nova Scotia, aiding him 
materially in his investigations. 
Since 18 13 he has conU'ibuted 
largely to the/^ Proceedings*' of the 
London Geological Society, and to 
Bcientihc periodicals. He has also 
jDublishod numerous monographs 
on special subjects counectod with 
geology, Ilis two volumes on the 
^'Devonian and Carboniferous Flora 
of Eastern North America/* pub- 
lished by the Geological Survey of 
Canada, are the most important 
contributions yet made to the 
palflBOzoic botany of North Americaj 
aud ho is the discovorer of the 
Eozo5n Canadenses of the Laureu- 
tian limestones, the oldest known 
form of animal life. In 1850 he 
was appointed Superintendent of 
Education for Nova Scotia, and in 
1855 became Principal of the 
McGill University at Montreal, of 
■which, he is now Yice-Chancellor. 
He is a member of many learned 
Boedeties in Europe and America. 
Among his works not already men- 
■tioned a3?e: ^'Arohaia, or Studies 
on the Cosmogony and Natural 
History of the Hebrew Scriptures/' 
1868, aud The Story of the Earth 
and Man," 1872, in which he com- 
bats the Barwinian theory of the 
origin of species. In 1875 he pub- 
lished " The Dawn of Life," — an 
account of the oldest known fossil 
remains, and of their relations to 
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geological tiiiie and tlie develop- 
ment of the animal kingdom ; in 
1877 appeared "The Origin of the 
World, and in 1878 " Fossil Men 
and their Modem Bepresen'tatives." 
In 1880 appeared " The Change of 
Life in Geological Time," — a sketch 
of the origin and succession of 
animals and plants. He has also 
contributed largely to the Canadian 
NaturaUsl, audto many educational, 
soientihc,and religiouB publications 
in Great Biitaiu, the United States, 
and Canada. In 1882 he received 
the Lyell medal of the Geological 
Society of London for eminent 
geological discoveries, was created 
a Companion of Uie Order' of Bt. 
Michael and St. George, was 
selected by the Governor-General, 
the Marquis of Loime, to take the 
(first) Presidency of the Eoyal 
Society of Canada, and was Presi- 
dent of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
In the foUo^ving year ho attended 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion at Southport, and travelled in 
Egypt and Syria, on the geography 
and geology of which he has pub- 
lished several papers and a little 
popular work, " Egypt and Syria, 
their Geology and Physical Geo- 
graphy in relation to Bible His- 
tory," He received the degree of 
liL.B. fi'om the University of 
Edinburgh, aud was knighted hy 
Her Majesty in 1884, and in 1885 
was elected President of the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science for the meet- 
ing to be held at Birmingham in 
1886, and at that mee&ig he 
delivered a remarkable adless, 
taking for his subject the geo- 
grapliical history of the Atlantic 
Ocean. He has been elected an 
honorary Fellow of the Geological 
Society of Edinburgh and honorary 
member of ■the philosophical 
societies of Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Manohester and Leeds. 

DAY, The Hon« Sir John Ohorles, 
son of CaiDtain John Day, of the 
49th Begiment, by Emily, daughter 
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of Jan Caspar Hartsinclc, was "born 
at the HaguCj June 20, 1820. He 
was educated at Eribourjj, nud at 
the Ecnedicthie College of St, 
Gregory, at Downside, near Bath, 
and graduated B,A. at the Uni- 
versity of London. He entered 
the Middle Temple in 18*15 ; was 
called to the Bar in Jan. 1849 j 
joined the Homo (now the South- 
Eastern) circuit i was made a 
Queen’s Counsel in 1872 ; and 
elected a bencher of his inn in 1872. 
For many years he enjoyed a very 
extensive practice both in London 
and on circuit. In June, 1 882, he 
was appointed a j udgo in tlie 
Queen’s BenchDivisionof the High 
Court of Justice, in succession to 
Mr. Justice Bowen, who had been 
elevated to the Court of Appeal; 
and he received the usual honour 
of knighthood. Mr. Justice Day is 
the editor of the "Common Laiv 
Procedure Acts,” and "Eoscoo’s 
Nisi Prius.” In 1886 he wns made 
president of the special Commis- 
sion sent to inquire iuto the origin 
and circumstances of the Belfast 
riots. 

BAY, The Eight Eev. Maurice 
ritzgeraldj D.B,, Protestant Bishop 
of Cashel, is the youngest son of 
the late Eev. John Day, rector of 
Kiltnllagh, co. Kerry, by Arabella, 
daughter of Sir William Godfrey, 
of Bushdeld, in the same county. 
He was born at KiltuUa^h in ISIG, 
and received his academical educa- 
tion at Trinity College, Dublin 
(B.A., 1838; M.A., 1858). Por 
several years he was chaplain of 
St. Matthias, Dublin j was ap- 
pointed Dean of Liiuerioik, and 
vicar of Sb. Mary’s, Limerick, in 
1868 ; and was chosen to succeed 
the late Dr. Daly in the united sees 
of Cashel, Emly, Waterford, and 
Lismore, in March, 1872, the conse- 
cration ceremony being performed 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, 
on April 13. 

BE AMIOIS, Edmondo, a popu- 
lar Italian writer, bom at Oneglia, 
Oct. 21, 1816, of a Genoese family, 


Ho began his studies at Cuiioo, and 
after a proliminAry training in the 
Istituto Caudallcro at Turin, he 
. entered the military school of Mo- 
dena, which he quitted in 1865 as 
Buh-licutenant in the 3rd Ecgiinent 
of the line. In 1866 he took part 
in the battle of Custozza. The 
following year he was established 
at Florence as director of the 
Italia Mililarc, After the seizure 
of Eome by the troops of King 
Victor Emmanuel, it appeared to 
him tliat his coi'ccr as a volunteer 
in the iu’uiy of Italian Independence 
had naturally come to an end. 
Weary of the monotony of garrison 
life, he then abandoned the profes- 
sion of arms, took up his abode at 
Turin, and devoted liia energies 
exclusively to liter.xtiire, in which 
lie had already made a mark by his 
sketches of military life — " La 
Vila militare : bozzetti ” (Milan, 
1868). After composing his "E1- 
cordo del 1870-71,” he wrote a 
volume of "Novelle,” comprising 
" Gli Amici di Collegio,” “ Camilla 
Purio,” "Un gran Giorno,” "Al- 
berto,” " Portezza,” and " La Casa 
patema” (Florence, 1872; 2nd 
edit. Milan, 1870). A series of 
tours through Spain, Holland, and 
Morocco, with visits to London, 
Paris, and Constantinople, afforded 
liim the material for several works 
! which, written in a lively and 
attractive style, increased the 
author’s fame, had a wide circula- 
tion, and wore translated into 
several Eurox>ean languages. Their 
titles are- — "La Spngna”(Ploreuco, 
1873) ; " Eicordi di Loudra ” 187 h ; 
" Olanda ” (Florence. 1874) ; " Cos- 
tantinoijoli ” (Gth edit. 2 vola. 
Milan, 1877-8) ; " Marocoo” (Milan, 
1879) ; " Eicordi di Parigi ” (8rd 
edit. Milan, 1870). Of these the 
following have appeared at London 
in English versions by Caroline 
Tilton : — " Constantinople,” 1878 ;

DEPHEOGEB, Franz, an Ana- | 
trian paintei’j born at Sti'onach, in | 
the Tyrol, AiJril 30, 1835, showed 
from his infancy a strong inclina- 
tion for artistic pursuits, and re- 
ceived his first Icbsons L’oui a 
bciQptor at lunspruck in 1800. 
Then he wont to Munich, entored 
the School of Arts there, and con- 
tinued his artistic studies under the 
direction of Piloty, In 1803 he 
proceeded to Paris, where he stayed 
two years, and then returned to 
Munich, where he painted a series 
of genre pictures, representing the 
life of the people in his native 
country.

BE HAAS, Maurice F. H., marine 
painter, was bom at Rotterdam, 
Dec, 12, 1832. Tie studied at the 
Academy of Fine Aa‘ts, and was a 
pupil of Louis Meyer, and of other 
eminent aHists, In 1857 he was 
made artist to the Dutch navy, 
and in 1859 he wont to New York, 
where ho has since lived. The

BE LA RAMEE, Louisa, one of 
the most widely read of English 
novelists, better known by her 
pseudonym of "Ouida,” was born at 
Bury St. Edmunds, in 1810. She 
is of French extraction on the 
fathei**s side. At an early age the 
came with her mother and mater- 
nal grandmother to reside in Lon- 
don, and soon began, under the 
nom de guerre of “ Ouida” (a child^s 
mispronunciation of Loui&a), to 
write for X)G^'mdicals.

SE LA RITE, Warren, M.A.^ 
D.C.L., Ph.D., B.R.S., Correspond- 
ing member of the Institute of 
Franca ( Academic des Sciences) , 
(&c. &O.J is son of the late Mr. 
Thomas Be la Kue^ and ^ms bom 
in the Island of G-uemsoy, Jan. IS, 
1815. He was educated at the 
College of St. Barbe, Paris, entered 
his father’s business, and was for 
many years the head of the liousc 
of Thos. de la Rue & Co., now 
carried on by his sous. Hero he 
applied his scientldo knowledge 
to purposes of practical utility, and 
invented a great number of new 
processes and machines, some of 
which were patented. Among the 
former may be cited processes for 
utilizing earth-oils, and in the 
latter machinery for printing sur- 
face colouring i>aper, pasting cards, 
and for folding envelopes — the last- 
mentioned in coimcction with Mr. 
Edwin Hill. He acted as a mror 
and reporter in the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1851, was a juror of 
the Folds Exhibition of 1855 ; 
and President of Section B, Class 
XXVIII., of the Exhibition of 
1862. He was a member of the 
International Electrical Congress, 
consisting of all the most eminent 
physicists of all countries assembled 
in Paris, and of the jury of the 
Electrical Exhibition held there in 
1861. He was also a member of 
the Consulting Council of the 
Electrical Exhibition atthe Ci'yslal 
Palace, Sydenham, in 1862, Mr. 
De la Rue has made some impor- 
tant soientide investigations, of 
which an account will be found in 
the publications of the Royal, As- 
tronomical, Chemical, and other 
learned societies. He established 
an observatory at Cranford, Middle- 
sex, but this was dismantled in 
1873, and the instruments pre- 
sented to the University of Oxford. 
Mr. De la Rue has distinguished 
himself by the eminent success 


■with which he has applied photo- 
graphy to the recording of celestial 
phenomeiui. In 1874 he ostub- 
lished a private Physical La- 
boratory in wliich he has, in con- 
junction with his friend, Dr. Hugo 
W. Midler, carried on an elaborate 
series of researches on thu electrical 
discharge with the chlorido-of- 
silver battery. The results ob- 
tained have been, from time to 
time, communicated to the Royal 
Society, and the Aoadt^mie des 
Sciences, Paris. On Jan. 31, 1881, 
ho delivered a most interesting 
lecture on The Phenomena of the 
Electric Discharge,^' illustrated by 
a groat number of beautiful ex- 
periments, at the Royal Institu- 
tion. Mr. De la Rue acted for 
sojue time as Honorary Secrotary 
of the Royal Astronomical Society, 
and has been its President, ISOL- 
(30. He was the President of the 
Chemical Society, 1867-69 and 
1879-80; and is President of the 
London Institution. He was 
elected Secretary of the Royal In- 
stitution in 1878, in succession to 
Mr. William Spottiswoode, who 
had become President of the Royal 
Society. On Dec. 27, 1880, he was 
elected a corresponding member of 
the Frendi Acaddmie des Sciences, 
for the section of astronomy, and is 
a member of various other learned 
societies.

was replaced as cliief of the 
Cabinet by Signor Cairoli. A 
few months lator Signor Deprotis 
was, in turn, Buminonod to succeed 
that btatesman, and to form a 
coalition adininiatrntion in which 
various groups of politicians in the 
Chamber of Deputies were repre- 
sented (December, 1878) . This 
Ministry w«is overthrown after half 
a year’s tenure of powej*, and was 
succeeded, in July J879, by a new 
combination of the Loft, under 
Signor Cairoli, who was compelled, 
in November, to reconstruct his 
Ministry, and to bring in Signor 
Depretis as Minister of the In- 
terior. On May 16, 1881, the 
Cau‘oli Ministry, w'hich had he- 
como unpopular owing to the 
aggressive designs of the French 
in North Africa, resigned. The 
King sent for Signor Sella, who 
endcavom’ed, unsuccessfully, to 
form a Ministry which might 
reckon on a working majority. 
Signor Depretis was next entrusted 
with the task, which ho promptly 
accomplished; and he has, since 
that time, retained his position as 
Premier. 

DERBY (Earl of). The Bight 
Hon. Edward Henry Stanley, oldest 
son of the fourteenth earl of Derby, 
bom at Knowsley, July 21, 1826, 
was educated at Bugby and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he took a First Class in Classics in 
18 J 8. His lordship, who was an 
unauccossful candidate for Lancas- 
ter in March, 1818, was during his 
absence in America elected Lord 
0. Bentinck’s successor for Lynn 
Regis, which be continued to re- 
present as Lord Stanley until he 
succeeded to the peerage ; and 
having, after a tour in the West 
Indies, returned to England, ho 
delivered in the House of Com- 
mons, during tho smnmer of 1850, 
a very able speech on the subject 
of the sugar colonies. He paid a 
visit to East, and when in 
India was nominated, in March, 


1852, Under-Secretory of State for 
Foreign Affairs in Lord Derby’s 
first administration. In the spring 
of 1853 he submitted to the House 
of Commons a motion, whioli liad 
for its object a more complete re- 
form of Indian affairs than that 
contemplated by the Coalition 
Cabinet. The doatli of Sir W. 
Molesworth, in 1855, having created 
a vacancy in tho Colonial Office, 
Lord Palmerston, sousiblo of Lord 
Stimloy’s talents and popularity, 
offorod him the seals of that de- 
partment; but the latter, although 
uuclorstood to bo ambitious of serv- 
ing his country ns a minister of tho 
Croivn, remained time to liis party, 
and declined the tempting proposal. 
Ho became Secretary of State for 
Indifi, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
mider Lord Derby’s second ad- 
ministration, in 1858-9, and it was 
under his superintendence that the 
management of our Indian empire 
was transferred from the Board of 
Directors of tho East India Com- 
pany to tho rosponsihlo advisors of 
her Majesty. His lordship was 
apxiointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affnii’a in Lord Derby’s 
third administration, in July, 1866, 
and the tact witli which he con- 
ducted the negotiations for the 
settlement of the Luxemburg diffi- 
culty rendered him exceedingly 
popidar. He held the seals of the 
Foreign Office until the accession 
of Mr. Gladstone to power in Dec. 
1868. His lordship was installed 
Lord Rector of the University of 
Glasgow, April 1, 1869. The death 
of his father on Oct. 28, 1BC9, trana- 
foiTcd him to tlie House of Peers, 
and he has since taken a x)rominent 
part in the discussions of that 
assembly. In Feb. 1874, when Mr. 
Disraeli formed his cabinet. Lord 
Derby was again entrusted with 
the seals of tho Foreign Office. In 
consequence of the decision token 
at the Cabinet Council of Jon, 2S, 
1878, to send up tho Britisli fleet to 
Constantinople, Lord Derby and 
Lord Carnarvon tendered their re- 
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siguationa. That of Lord Carnar- 
von was ficcGpted ; but the order 
respecting tho fleet having been 
countermanded^ and explanations 
having been made with hia col- 
Icagues^ Lord Derby consented to 
resume his post. But diffei'ences 
again arose between him and the 
other members of the Cabinctj and 
on March 28 he announced in the 
House of Lords that he had re- 
signed the office of Secretary of 
Shite for Foreign Aflaira. Lord 
Beaconsfleld stated on the same 
evening that Lord Derby had 
not difiered from his colleagues 
with respect to the conditions they 
had laid down for the Congress, but 
in reference to the measures they 
had adopted in view’ of its probable 
failure. In the debate in the House 
of Lords on the Eastern Question, 
April 8, 1878, Lord Derby took oc- 
casion to observe; — "I have been 
referred to ... as having resigned 
office in consequenco of the calling 
oub of the Reserves. Now I feel 
bound to tell your lordships that 
whatever I may have thought of 
that step, it was not the sole, nor 
indeed the principal reason for the 
differences thatunfortunatoly arose 
between my colleagues and myself. 
What the other reasons are I can- 
not divulge until the propositions 
of the Groverument from which I 
dissented are made known.^^ In 
the debate in the House of Lords 
on the Treaty of Berlin, July 18, 
1878, he said ; — " When I quitted 
tho Government in tho last days of 
March, I did so because it was said 
it was necessary to seize and occupy 
the island of Cyprus, together with 
a point upon the Syrian coast, and 
that was to be done by means of a 
Syrian expedition sent out from 
India, with or without the consent 
of the Sultan, although undoubt- 
edly part of the arrangements was 
that full compensation sliould be 
made to the Sultan of any loss he 
might incur.” The correctness of 
this statement was, however, em- 
phatically denied by the Marquis 


of Salisbury in the course of the 
same debate. In April, 1870, Lord 
Derby withdrew from the Lanca- 
shire Union of Conservative Asso- 
ciations in consequence of his dis- 
approval of tho foreign policy of 
the Government and liis desire to 
' remain aloof for a timo from all 
party obligations j and in Oot. 

1879, it became known that he had 
detached himself definitively from 
the Conservative organization. In 
a letter addressed to the Earl of 
Sefton, Mai’ch 12, 1880, Lord Derby 
wrote ; — " I have boon long unwill- 
ing to separate from tho political 
connection in which 1 was brought 
up, and with which, notwithstand- 
ing occasional differences on non- 
politioal questions, 1 have in the 
main acted for many years. But 
the present situation of parties and 
the avowed policy of tho Conserva- 
tive leader m r^erenco to foreign 
relations leave me no choice. T 
cannot sujiport the present Govern- 
ment, and as neutrality, however 
from personal feelings I might 
prefer it, is at a political crisis an 
evasion of public duty, I havo no 
choice except to dodaro myself, 
however reluctantly, ranked among 
their opponents.^' He was sworn 
in as Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, in Mr. Gladstone’s admi- 
nistration, Dec. 10, 1882, and held 
that office until July, 1885. In 

1880, however. Lord Derby look 
tho Unionist side in tho Irish 
Question. The Earl of Derby was 
elected Lord Rector of the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in Nov. 1874. 
Before his succession to the peer- 
age his lordship served as a member 
of the Royal Commission on Ainny 
Purchase in 1856-7 j of tho Cam- 
bridge University Commission in 
1856-00 ; of the Commission on the 
Organization of the Indian Army 
in 1858-9 J Chairman of the Com- 
mission on the Sanitaa*y State of 
the Indian^ Army in 1859-61 j of 
the Commission on Patents in 
1863-4 s and of the Commission on 
City Ghulds in 3881-2. 
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DEBOVLEDEj Paul, Frencli poet 
and dramati-stj was born in Paris, 
Sept. 2, IS-iS, being a nephew of 
Emile Augier, the poet. He first 
studied law, but in 1870 entered 
the army as a volunteer. He 
published a play in verse, "Juan 
Sti*enner,'' but first made a mark 
by his " Chants du Soldat,” 1872, 
and "Nouveaux Chants du Soldat," 
1875 — ^next to Victor Hugo's, un- 
doubtedly the greatesL poems in- 
spired by the French war. In 1877 
he published a play, " L' lEelmau,” 
followed by "La Moabite,” the 
former of which was acted with great 
success. M. Bcroulude possesses a 
wide knowledge of Q-orman lite- 
ratiu' 0 , and lias contributed some 
valuable criticisms on Goethe and 
IClopstock. At the same time he 
detests Germany ] he is the chair- 
man of the so-called "Patriotic 
League,” and hois for over preach- 
ing "La Hevanche.”

DERVISH PASHA, a Turkish 
general and diplomatist, was born 
in the year 1223 of the Hegira 
(1817), at Eyoub, a suburb of Con- 
stantinoiile, whore liis father exer- 
cised the functions of an Imam and 
primary school tcaclier. At the ago 
of twclvohe entered the preparatory 
School of Engineering which had 
boon recently foundedhy the Sultan 
Mahmoud. He was one of the 
young Turks sent to Euroxie hy that 
monarch to make special studies 
(1837) . After spending several 
years in England, he proceeded to 
Paris, whero he attended from 1889 
to 1812 the lectures in the School 
of Mines. On his return to his 
native coimtry he was nominated 
Engineer-iu-Ohief of the mines of 
Hoban and Argana, in Asia Minor, 
and afLerwards Professor of Che- 
mistry and Physics in the Military 
School of Oonatantinoplp. At a 
somewhat later date he became 
Director of the some school, with 


the rank of General of Brigade. 
He was advanced to the grade of 
General of Division in 1849, and 
was appointed Ottomnn Commis- 
sioner for settling the frontier line 
between Turkey and Persia. On 
liis return from this mission, which 
lasted nearly four years. Dervish 
was sent to the Danubian Princi- 
palities (1854) in the capacity of 
Plenipotentiary, in order to rein- 
state the Hospodars, Hirhoy and 
Ghika. The following year he was 
appointed chief commander of aU 
the military schools of the Turkish 
empire ; and at the beginning of 
the year 1856 ho was delegated by 
the Porte to attend the great coim- 
cil of war which had been sum- 
moned to assemble in Paris. After 
the treaty of March 30 he was 
nominatod Commissioner of the 
Porto for the rectification of the 
frontiers of Bessarabia. When the 
new Sultan Abd-ul-Aziz created in 
Turkey a Special Administration 
of Minos and Forests, he entrusted 
the direction of it to Dorvish Pasha 
(Aug. 1861). The following year 
Dervish Pasha was engaged in the 
militaryoperations which took place 
ill Montenegro, and in concert with 
Husoin Paslia, ho comx>elled, hy a 
series of successful encounters in 
the field, the Prince Nicholas and 
his father Miaho to sign the peace 
of Scutari in Aug. 1862. In Fob. 
1866, he was sent to Syria as speoinl 
commissioner charged with the 
pacification of the Lebanon. In 
the Bussian war of 1878 Dervish 
Pasha was engaged in the military 
defence of Batoiun, then besieged 
by the Bussions, under Priuco 
Miraky. The siege was effectually 
repulsed t but it was finally stipu- 
lated by the treaty of peaco con- 
cluded at Constantinople tliat Ba- 
toum should be ceded to Russia. 
The civil governor of Batoiun, how- 
ever, incited by tlie Lazis, 10,000 
of whom were in arms, to defend 
the place, refused to surrender it 
to the enemy ; and it became the 
task of Dervish Pasha to put down 
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the Ltizisj and to deliver Batonm 
over to the Russians. Two years 
latei'j in 1880^ he was called upon 
to perform a very similar act in the 
case of Bulcigno. The Albanian 
League were in arms to prevent the 
delivery of that Adriatic seaport 
to Montenegro in accordance ivith 
the decision of the European Con- 
ference. The ropugnanceof Turkey 
to execute this promise was at last 
overcome either by the naval de- 
monstration in the Adriatic, or by 
a menace of the seizure of the 
Ouatoma revenues at Smyrna ; and 
Dervish Pasha was then sent with 
a large Turkish force to put down 
the Albanian League. On April 20, 
1881, the opposition of the Alba- 
nians was completely crushed by 
the decisive victory he gained over 
10,000 troops of the League j and 
the rehcllious Beys of Albania were 
mulcted in heavy sums of money 
with which the Poite was content. 
At the beginning of June, 1882, 
a week before the deplorable riot 
and massacre at Alexandria, the 
Sultan of Turkey sent Dervish 
Pasha as special commissioner to 
Egypt to settle the dispute between 
the Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, and 
Arahi Pasha, le.ider of the military 
party, who had again forced him- 
self on the Khedive as Minister of 
War. 

BESCHAKEL, IBniile Martin, was 
bora at Paris, November 14, 1819, 
and, after a brilliant course of 
study at the College Louis-le- 
Grand, was appointed Professor of 
Rhetoric at the College of Bom'ges. 
Shortly afterwards he returned in 
the same capacity to Paris. Ho 
wrote successively for the Hevue 
IndejfendaniSt the Hevue des Deuss 
Mondes, and the Naiionalj and 
several remarkable articles on lite- 
laxy oritieism for La Liberty de 
Penifir, To this last-named jour- 
nal he also contributed a series of 
essays on politics and social philo- 
sophy, entitled " CathoHcisme et 
Socialisme,'’ and in consequence

DEVON (Earl of), The Eight 
Hon, William Eeginald Courtenay, 
was born April 15, 1807, and 
succeeded his father March 19, 
1859. He was educated at West- 
minster and Christ Cluirch, Oxford, 
was a Fellow of All Souls’ College, 
Oxford, and is an Honorary D.C.L. 
of that University. Ho was 
called to the bar in 1832, and re- 
presented South Devon from July, 
1841, till Jan. 1849. In the last- 
mentioned year he was appointed 
a Poor-Law Inspector, which office 
he held until the latter part 
of 1850. From 1850 to 1859 Lord 
Devon was Secretary of the Poor- 
Law Board. He was Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancastorin Lord 
Derby^s third administration, from 


July, 1860, to May, 1807, and 
President of the Poor-Law Board 
from the latter date to Dee. 1808. 

DEVONSHIRE (Duke of), Sir 
William Cavendish, K.G., F.R.S., 
D.C.L., grandson of the late Earl 
of Burlington, was born April 27, 
1808, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated M.A. as second wrangler 
and Smith’s prizeman in ISiiO, 
in which year he was retiimed 
as one of the members for the 
University of Cambx*i^e. Rejected 
by this constituency in 1830, Lord 
Cavendish was rotonodf or Maldou , 
and represented NortJi Derbyshire 
from 1832 till he succeeded to the 
title of Earl of Burlington in May, 
1834. Lord Burlington, who was 
Chancellor of the University of 
London from 1836 -to 1856, suc- 
ceeded his cousin in the dukedom, 
Jan. 17, 1858, His grace was ap- 
pointed Lord-Lieutenant of Derby- 
61111*6 in 1858, and succeeded the 
late Pidnce .^)>ert os Chancelloi* 
of the University of Cambridge in 
1802.

BIIiXE, Sir Charles Wentworth, 
Bart., ivaaborn at Chelsea, Sept. 1, 
1843, being the son of the late Sir 
Charles Wentworth Bilke, and 
grandson of Charles Wentworth 
Dilke, the critic, both of whom 
were noticed in previous editions 
of this work. He received his 
academical education at Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, where ho gra- 
duated as senior legalist in Jan. 
1860. In the same year he was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple, and soon afterwords he 
proceeded to Canada and the 
United States, where he travelled 
alone for some months. At the end 
of Aug. 186G, ho met at Si. Louis 
Mr. Hepworth Dixon, with whom 
he crossed the Great Plains and 
Rocky Mountains, and visited the 
Mormon cities. Parting at Salt 
Lake City from Mr. Dixon, who 
retmmedto England, and shoitly 
afterwards dedicated to him "Now 
America," Mr. DBke passed on to 
Nevada and CflJifornia,^d, after 
a considerable stay at San Eran- 
ciBGO,aailed for Panama, and thence 


to Netv Zealand, Tasmania, and 
Australia, where he visited all the 
colonies, and gathered much infor- 
mation as to their political present 
and their prospects of a great com- 
j mercial future. Visiting Ceylon 
on his way, Mr, Dilke passed from 
I West Australia to Madras and 
I Calcutta, whence ho crossed Upper 
India to Lahore, and returned to 
I England by the Indus, Kurrachec, 

' Bombay, and Egypt j thus com- 
1 pleting the cirouit of tlic globe. 

I I’he result of those journeyings 
was the publication of "Greater 
I Britain ; a Record of Travel in 
‘ English-speaking Countries during 
[ 1866-7," 2 vols., 1868— a work 
I which, treating the new subject of 
the influence of race on government, 

I and of climatic conditions upon 
‘ race, had perhaps the greatest 
success that ever attended the 
publication of an author's first 
work. It passed through four 
editions in a single year in Eng- 
land, and, having been republished 
by two firms in America, has also 
XJassed through a still larger num- 
ber of editions there. One of its 
results was the election, in 1808, of 
its author, who is in x>olitics a 
Radical, to represent the new 
borough of Chelsea, He was re- 
turned at the head of the poll, and 
by a majority of nearly two to one 
over Dr, W. H. Russell, and was at 
that time the youngest man who 
ever reiirescnted a metropolitan 
constituency. In Parliament ho 
chiefly speaks upon foreign, Indian, 
and colonial ailairs. Sir Charles 
Dilke has succeeded his father and 
grandfather in the proiirietorshii) 
of the AihmcDum, and is understood 
to have at one time followed his 
grandfather's example in assuming 
the editorshix) himself. Ho is 
also the proprietor of Notes and 
I Quenes, and the principal proprie- 
I tor of the Qat'denc^^s* Qhronicle* 
Having in 1871 been attacked for 
holding Republican opinions, ho 
admitted publicly that ho had 
, always preferred a Republican 
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form of government to constitu- 
tional monarchy. His re-election 
at Chelsea was in consequence 
violently opposed in Feb. 187^1', but 
he was again returned at the head 
of the poll. Also in 187-1 he pub- 
lished an anonymous satire^ the 
authorship of which remained a 
secret for four months. It was 
called "The PaU of Prince Florestan 
of Monaco/* and passed through 
three editions, ana was translated 
into French. In 1875 he published 
the works of his grandfather, with 
n meinoir,uuder the title of ' ' Papers 
of a Critic.** In the same year he 
again went round the world, and 
wrote on China and Japan in the 
monthly magazines. His chief 
legislative achievements have been 
the creation of School Boards, 
directly elected by ibe ratepayers 
(in place u£ committees of boards of 
guardians, as proposed by Mr. W. 
E. Forster), by an amendment of 
the Education Bill ; the conferring 
of the municipal franchise on 
women j the abolition of the bar- 
barous penalty of drawing and 
quaitering 5 and, in 1878, the ex- 
tension of the hours of polling at 
p.irliamentary elections in the me- 
tropolis by the measure known as 
" Dilke’s Act.** On the formation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s administration 
in May, 1880, Sir Charles Dilke 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Aftairs. In 
1881-2 he was ohaimian of the Boyal 
Commission for the Negotiation of 
a Commercial Treaty with France, 
which sat for many months in con- 
ference witli the French Govern- 
ment High Commissioners both in 
London and at Paris. In Dec. 1882, 
he was made President of the Local 
Govemment Board (with a seat in 
the Cabinet), in succession to Mr. 
Dodson, who had been transferred 
to the Chancellorship of the Duchy 
of Lancaster. In 1883 Sir Charles 
Dilke had charge of^ the Unre- 
formed Corporation Bill, In 1884 
he was appointed chairman of the 
Boyal Commission on the Housing 


of the 'IVorking Classes. In I880 
he had charge of the Bill for the 
Bedistrihution of Seats. At the 
general election of 1885, he was 
again returned for Chelsea (re- 
duced borough), but in 1S8G was 
defeated by Mr. Whitmore, the 
Conservative candidate. In 1885 
Sir Charles Ddke married Mrs. 
Mark Fattison, widow of the late 
rector of Lincoln College, Oxford. 
In this and the next year his name 
was prominently before the public 
in connection with the case of 
Crawford v, Crawford. 

BILKE, Margaret Mary, bom in 
1857, is the eldest daughter of 
T. Eustace Smith, late M.P. for 
Tynemouth. She lived as a child 
at Gosforth House, Ncwcastle-on- 
Tyne, was educated at Orleans, and 
passed the public examination for 
French school-mistresses. She mar- 
ried, in 1876, Ashton W. Dilke 
(second son of the late Sir C. 
Wentworth Dilke), who became 
M.P. for Newcastle 1880, and died 
1.S83 at Algiers. In 1878 Mrs. Ashton 
Dilke became an active member of 
the Women* s Suffrage Society j 
and she has delivered speeches 
and lectures on the subject all 
over England. She wrote, in 1885, 
a book on the subject as part of 
the "Imperial Parliament Series/* 
edited by Sydney Buxton, M.P. 
Mrs. Dilke became, in 1883, trustee 
for the WeeJely Dispatch newspaper, 
over the policy and arrangements 
of which she had since then kept 
a general control. She has been 
active in the promotion of many 
schemes for the improvement of 
the position of women ; and is on 
the councils of many Working 
Men's and Badical clubs. 

BILLOB, John, M.P., second 
son of the late Mr. Jo^ Blake 
Dillon (M.P. for Tipperary, and 
one of the rebels of ’18), was born 
in 1851, and educated at the 
Catholic University of Dublin, 
where he was distinguished for 
his proficiency in mathematics. 
He afterwards studied mcdicinej 
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and becamo aliceutiate of tbo Eoyal 
College of Surgeons of Ireland. 
In 1880 be was returned as mem- 
ber for Tipperai'y, but in March, 
1883, was obliged to resign his 
seat on account of ill-health. 
During his parliuuientary career 
ho was one of Mr. ParnelVs most 
active aupiDorters, and on I'cb, 2, 
18S1, was the first member "sxis- 
pended” on the occasion of the 
Buspeneion of the whole Parnellite 
party. Ho was twice imprisoned 
as a suspect ” under Mr. Forster. 
At the general election of 1885 he 
was retiuned unopposed for East 
Mayo j and in 1886 foi* North 
Mayo. Mr. Dillon is an enthu- 
siast, whose sincerity has never 
been questioned j and his elo- 
quence, when he cares to speak 
(which is not often), is of a liigh 
order. 

DILLMANN, Christian Friedrich 
August, Ph.D., D.D., was horn 
April 25, 1823, at Illingen, in the 
distidct of Mauibronn, in Wiir- 
temherg, and educated in the gym- 
nasium at Stuttgart, aud the Lower 
Evangelical n’heological Seminary 
at Schonthal. From 1810 to 1811 
he studied iihilosophy. Oriental 
philology, and theology, in the 
University and in the Higher 
Theological Seminary at Tubingen. 
In tlic autumn of 1814 he passed 
the first theological oificial exa- 
mination, and then devoted 
another year to the study of the 
Oriental languages. In 1815 he 
hecaiuo a jjarish vicar in Tersheiin, 
in the district of Viiihingen in 
Wtirtemberg. From 1846 to 18 IS 
he made a scientific tour, viBitlug 
the libraries in Paris, and in 
London and Oxford, where lie 
received from the authorities of 
the libraries the proposal that he 
should draw up catalogues of their 
-ffilthiopic MSS. In April, 1848, 
having returned to Wiirteiuberg, 
he became Bepetent in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Tubingen, and 
disohargod at the same timo os 
such the professorate of Old Testa- 


ment Exegesis in the university 
for the four years, during which, 
through the dcpartiu’o of Ewald, 
the office was vacant. In 1852 he 
became Private Docent in the 
Theological Faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Tubingen j mid in 1853 was 
nominated by the King a Professor 
Extraordinary in the same Faculty. 
After filling various posts at Kiel 
and Cfiesson, lie became Professor 
in Ordinary of Old Testament Exe- 
gesis, in the Theological Faculty of 
the Moiropolitical University of 
Berlin, which office he still holds. 
In May, 1846, he graduated as hf.A . 
and Ph.D. in the University of 
Ttihingen. In Oct. 1862, Professor 
DDlmaim received the honorary de- 
gree of D.D. from tho University 
of Loipsic, Ihe learned Professor 
has wi'itten or edited ; “ CaLalogus 
Codicum MSS.

In 1859 Professor Dillmann edited 
the Book of Jubilees in Ailthiopic. 
Already in 1857 this indofatigable 
Orientalist had published his 
'‘Grammar of the iEthiopio Lan- 
guage " 5 and in 1865 followed his 
groat work, the “Lexicon Lingua) 
iSthiopicas cum ludice Latino" 
(Loipsic), in large quarto size with 
1522 columns or letterpross. In 
1866 came his “ ChresLomathia 
JSthiopica edita ct glossario expla- 
nata," and in 1869 his commentary 
on the Book of Job, or “Job newly 
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Explained, for tlic third edition 
of the Brief Exogotical Hand- 
hook.” Professor Billinanu's other 
works arc too numerous to ho men- 
tioned hero. Ho is a correaiioud- 
ing niomhcr of tho Boyal Society 
of Sciouccs in Gottingen, and a 
Chevalier of the first class of tho 
Order ot Merit of Philip the Mag- 
nanimous of Hesse. 

BITTHAE, William, an eminent 
ohomistj horn April 14>, 1833, at 
XJmstadt, near Darmstadt, was edu- 
cated at the Polytechnic School of 
Darmstadt. He passed his exami- 
nation there as apothecary (phar- 
maceutist) in 1850. Subsocinently 
he ptudied at Heidel>»erg under 
Buupen, who appointed him to an 
assifatantship in his laboratory. 
Afterwards he became assistant to 
Dr. n. E. Eoscoe in Owens Col- 
lege, Manchester. Prom tSGl to 
1809 he was Chief Assistant in the 
chemical ]aboratoi*y of the Tlniver- 
sity of Edinburgh, In March, 
JS73, he was appointed Assistant 
Lecturer in Owens College j and 
in Sept. IS/I, Profeppor in Andov- 
bon^s University, Glasgow. Pro 
icbisor Dittmar has puhlUhed 
numerous chemical papers on 
original rosoarchos. lie is also 
the author of articles in Watt’s 
Dictionary, and in Liobig’s " Hand- 
woi'lorhucli,” and of part of Jtt7ircs- 
hcriclit nber die Fortschritte der 
Chemie for 1870. 

DIXOE, The Bov. Eiohard Watson, 
was born in London, 1833, and 
educated at XCiug Edward’s School, 
and at Pembroke College, Oxford. 
After being ordained, he became 
Cumte of St. Mary-the-Less, Lam- 
beth, in 1858, and Second Master 
of the High School, Carlisle, 1863 j 
ho was made hon. Canon of Carlisle 
in 3 87 J, accepted tho Vicarage of 
Kayton 1875, and the Vicarage of 
Warkworth in 1883. While at 
Oxford ho started the Oasford and 
Utthiti idge Magaxine in conjunction 
with^ Mr. Burne-Jones and Mr. 
William Morris, advocating pre- 
Eaphaelite principles. In 1861 he 


published ** Christ’s Company and 
Other Poems,” followed in 1803 by 

Historical Odes.” In 1873 ho 
gained the second Peek Prize for 
an essay on the " Maintenance of 
tho Church of England as an 
Established Church.” He has 
since hoen occupied in writing a

DOBSON, Henry Austin, son of 
Mr. George Clarisso Dobson, civil 
engineer, was horn at Plymouth, 
Jan. IS, 18 iO. At the age of eight 
or nine he was taken by his parents 
to Holyhead, in the island of 
Anglesca ; ho was educated at 
Beaumaris, at Coventry, and finally 
at Strasburg, whence he retiumed, 
at the uge of bixteen, with the 
intention of becoming a civil engi- 
neer. It was decided, however, 
that he should enter the Civil 
Service, and accordingly, in Dec. 
1850, he was appointed to a clerk- 
ship in tho Board of Trade, where 
he has romnined ever since. He 
has been a first-class clerk for some 
years. When Mr, Anthony Th’oUope 
first started his magazine, St^ Paul’s, 
in 1868, Mr. Dobson was one of the 
aitlhora whom he first introduced 
to the public. In 1873 Hr. Dobson 
first collected his scattered lyrics 
in a volume dedicated to Mr. 
Trollope, and entitled " Vignettes 
in Ehyme, and Vers de Socicte.” 
Tt was followed by ''Proverbs in 
Porcelain” in 1877. A sedeetion 
from these two volumes was pub- 
lished at New York in 1880, and 
dedicated to Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. This was reprinted in 
England in 1883, under the title 
of "Old-World Idylls,” which has 
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since 1^6611 succeeded by a com- 
paniorL volume, At the Sign of 
the Lyre,” 18S5. Mr, Dobson is 
also tlio author of a "Life of 
Hogarth,” in the " Biographies of 
0reat Artists,” 1879 j and of a 
chapter on "Illusfcrated Boohs,” 
in the " Library ” by Andrew Lang 
("Art at Homo Series”), 1881. 
Bor the Parchment Library,” he 
has edited "Eighteenth Century 
Essays,” 1882; "Gay’s Pablos,” 1 882; 
and "The Vicar of Wahefield,” 
1883 5 for the Clarendon Press he 
has edited Beaumarchais’ "Lo Bar- 
bier de Seville,” 1384; and "Selec- 
tions from Steele,” 3883.

BOIiLlNGEB, John Joseph Igna- ment, although he was, on April 
tiuB, a theologian and historian, 18, 1871, formally excommunicated 
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by the Archbishop of Munich. The 
University of Oxford conferred on 
him the degree of D.C.L., Jan. 6j 
3871 i and on the 29tli of the fol- 
loTving month ho was elected Rector 
of the University of Munich by 
lifty-four votes against six. In 
187^2 the ICing of Bavaria decorated 
Dr, Dollinger with the Order of 
Merit, and the University of Edin- 
burgh conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. He Wtis 
appointed Pi^esidunt of the Royal 
Academy of Science at Munich in 
succession to Baron Liebig, in May, 
1878. Early in the following year 
the Emperor rewarded him ior his 
opposition to the Catholic party by 
conferring upon him the Order of 
the Red Eagle, second class. Dr. 
Dullinger presided over the " Old 
Catholic ” conference convened at 
Bonn, in Sept. 1874 j ; when it aj)- 
peared that his views on ecclesias- 
tical subjects had been greatly 
developed since his mptnre with 
the Church, as he frankly declared 
that he and his colleagues did not 
consider themselves hound by the 
Council of Ticnt. Ho also intro- 
duced a declaration, which was 
adopted unanimously, that the 
Eucharistic celebration in the 
Church is not a continuous repeti- 
tion or renewal of the gi'eat pro- 
pitiatory Sacrifice. Among Dr. 
Dlillinger’s later works are “ Pro- 
phecies and the Prophetic Spirit in 
the Christian Era: an Historical 
Essay,” translated into English by 
Mr. Alfred Plummer, 1873, and 
“ History of the Council of Trent,” 
1870. 

DOMETT, Alfred, C.M.G., son of 
Mr, Hathaniel Domett, was born 
at Camberwoll Grove, Sun'ey, May 
20, 1811 . He matriculated at Cam- 
bridge in 1829 as a member of St. 
John's College, but after three 
years' residence he left the univer- 
sity without graduating. In 1832 
he published a volume of poems. 
He then travelled in America for a 
cotmle of years, and after his return 
to Londm about 1836-7, he conto- 


buted some poetical effusions to 
SlackwoocV 8 Magazine, One of these, 
" A Christmas Hymn,” was greatly 
admired, and has boeu frequently 
reprinted. Mr. Domett afterwards 
spent two years in Italy, Switzer- 
land, and other continental 
couutides. Ho was called to the 
bar at the Middle ^hinple in 1811. 
Having purchased some land of the 
Hew Zealand Company, he went 
among the earliest settlers to Hew 
Zealand, in May, 1342. On the in- 
troduction of the Hew Constitution, 
framed by Lord Gray in 1818, Mr. 
^Domett was appointed Colonial 
Secretary for the i)rovince of Hew 
Munster, and in 18ol ho became 
Secretary for the whole of New 
Zealand. Later he resigned both 
these offices, and for a time ac- 
cepted an inferior ax)pointment, 
though with far more arduous 
duties, as Commissiuuor of Oi'own 
Lands, and Resident Magistrate at 
Hawke's Bay. Afterwards lie was 
chosen to reijresent tlic town of 
Nelson in the House of Reprosen- 
tatives, and in 18(i0 he was re- 
elected to the same post. In 18G2, 
when affairs in Hew Zealand were 
in a most critical position, Mr. 
Domett was called upon to form a 
Government, and ho succeeded in 
doing BO. After the resignation of 
his Government, he was apxiointed 
Secretary for Crown Lands, with a 
seat in the Legislative Council ; 
and to this there was added the 
post of Commissioner of Old Land 
Claims. In 18G5 he became Re- 
gistrar-General of Land, and five 
years afterwords he was requested 
to undertake the Administration of 
Confiscated Lands. Eor the signal 
services rendered by him to the 
colony of Hew Zealand, he was 
created a Companion of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George (1860). 
He retired from public duties in 
1871, and returned to England. 
Soon after reaching this country 
he published " Ranolf and Amohia, 
a South-Sea Day Dream" (1872), a 
poem desoripUve of the scenery of 
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New Zealand, and oi the habits, 
legends, and chai'acter of the Maori 
inhabitants. In 1877 he published 
a volume of poems, under the title 
of ^'Motsam and Jetsam, Ehyuies 
Old and New.'* His other works

DONALDSON, James, M.A„ 
LL.D., P.JR.S.E., born April 20, 
1831, at Aberdeen, was educated 
at the Grammar School and MiU’is- 
ehal College and University in 
Aberdeen, New College in London, 
and the University of Berlin. He 
was appointed Greek tutor in Edin- 
burgh University iu 1852, Hector 
of the High School of Stirling in 
1854, Classical blaster in the High 
School of Edinburgh iu 1850,Eector 
of the same school in 1860, and 
Professor of Humanity in the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen in 1881, and 
Principal of the United College of 
St. Salvator and St. Leonard in St. 
Andrews University in 1886. Ho 
has published a " Modern Greek 
Grammar for the use of Classical 
Students,” 1853} "Lyra Grffica: 
Specimens of the Greek Lyric Poets 
from Callinus to Soutsos,” witii 
Critical Notes and a Biogmphical 
Introduction, 1864} "Crifical His-

DONALDSON, Thomas leverton, 
Ph.D . , Emeritus Professor of 
Architecture in University College, 
London, member of the Institute 
of Franco, and numerous otlier 
foreign noaclemies of the fine arts, 
and ex-President of the Eoyal In- 
stitute of British Architects (1864), 
the son of an architect, w*as born 
October 17, 1703. Early in his 
professional life he pursued his 
studies for five years in France, 
Italy, and Greece, and became a 
vuiter, and afterwards a lecturer, 
on architectural subjects, — a branch 
of learning in which his name 
stands deservedly high. He is the 
author of numerous works ; among 
which the most remarkable are, 
" A Collection of the most approved 
Examples of Door-ways, from 
ancient and modem Buildings in 
Greece and Italy,” 1833 } " Pompeii 
Illustrated,” 1887} "The Temple 
of Apollo Epicurus at Bossa, wlHi 
other antiquities of Peloponnesus, 
illustrated,” in the supplementary 
volume of Stuart’s Athens, 1888 ; 
"Architectural Maxims and Theo- 
ries,'* 1847 ; " Architectura Numis- 
mntica/* 1859} besides numerous 
articles in the Transactions of the 
Eoyal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, and various pamphlets} a 
"Handbook of Specifications, or 
Practical Guide to the Architect 
and Surveyor,” 1800. On his re- 
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tirement from tlie Professorship at 
London University College in 1864, 
his professional brethren and pupils 
struck a medal ''to commemorate 
his long and zealous services in 
promoting the study of architec- 
ture,'* and two silver impresRions 
are given annually as prizes in the 
classes of architecture and con- 
struction at that college. He was 
architect of Trinity Church and 
University College Hall, Gordon 
Square j of Brompton Church, Lon- 
don ; of various houses, churches, 
schools, &c., in the country ; and of 
the Plaxman Hall and Library, 
University College. He was 
awarded the Boyal Gold Medal of 
the BJ.B.A. in 1851, and a great 
gold medal of honour at the French 
Universal Exhibition, 1855. The 
King of the Belgians conferred on 
Professor Donaldson the rank of 
Chevalier of the Order of Leopold 
in 1872. 

DOBNEB, Isaac Augnst, D.D., 
a Lutheran divine, horn at Kouhau- 
sou-ob-Eck (Wiirtemberg), June 
20, 1809, after completing his 
studios at Tubingen, returned to 
his native village, and odiciated as 
curate under his father, who was 
pastor of the parish. He subse- 
quently visited Holland and Eng- 
land, in order to make himself 
acquainted, bypcrsonalobservation, 
with the condition of the Protestant 
sects in those countries ; and since 
then he has occupied in succession 
the chairs of Divinity at Tubingen 
(1838), Kiel (1839), K5nigeberg 
(1810-49), Bonn (1847), and Berlin. 
He is a Councillor of the Upx)er 
Consistory. Dr. Dorner is well 
known as a contributor to Herzog's 
" Encyclopiidie fiir protestantische 
Theologie,” and as the author of 
several theological works, the prin- 
cipal one being entitled "The His- 
tory of the Development of the 
Doctrine of the Person of Christ," 
Stuttgart, 1839 ; 2nd edit., 2 vols., 
1854. An English translation, by 
D, W. Simon, was published in 2 
vols., 1859, and forms the 10th and 


11th volumes of Clark's *' Foreign 
Theological Library." His "His- 
tory of Protestant Theology, par- 
ticularly in Germany, viewed ac- 
cording to its Fundamental Move- 
ment, and in connexion with the 
Religious, Moral, and Intellectual 
Life," lias been translated into 
English by the Rev, George Rob- 
son, M.A., and Sopiiia Taylor, 2 
vols., Edinburgh, 1872 j Dr, Dor- 
ner is co-editor of the Jahrhiicher 
fdr deutsche Theologie. 

BOITOET, OamiUe, Secretary of 
the French Academy, born at 
Paris, May 16, 1812, studied law, 
aud, for some time, practised as a 
notary. His earlier dramas were 
jjroduced at the Odeon with con- 
siderable success. " Un Jeune 
Homme," 1841 j " L'Avocat de sa 
Cause," 1842 J "Le Dernier Ban- 
quet," 1817. "Ennomis do la 
Moisou," 1850, wcLS reproduced at 
the TluMitre Fran(?ais in 1834, " Le 
Fruit Defendu," 1857. These 
were, in 1838, published under tho 
title of " Comedies en Vers." In 
1833 M. Douceb was named Divi- 
sional Chief of Theatres, and in 
this capacity was charged with 
supreme direction of tho Imperial 
Theatres of Paris and the Deport- 
ments. lie was elected a member 
of the French Academy, April 7> 
1805, in tho place of Alfred de 
Vigny,' and on March 30th, 1870, 
replaced M. Patin os perpetual 
secretary. He has been several 
times elected Member of the 
Council-General of Tonne for tlio 
district of Villeneuvo-l'Arche v^que, 
and he is a commander of the 
Legion of Honour. 

BOITGliAS, The Hon. and Bight 
Bev. Arthur 0aBooigne, Bishox) of 
Aberdeen and Orkney, is the 
youngest son of George Sholto, late 
Eax‘1 of Morton, by Frances Theo- 
dora, eldest daughter of tho late 
Right Hon, Sir George Henry 
Rose, G.C.B., of Sandhuls, Hants. 
He was bom in January, 1827. 
He graduated at University Col- 
lege, Durham, taking his B.A. 
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degree in 1840, and proceeding 
M.A. in 1850, in which year he was 
ordained deacon by Dr. Maltby, 
Bishop of Durham. Ho was ad- 
mitted into priest’s orders by the 
Bishop of Worcester, in 1851. 
Having held for a short time the 
em‘acy of Kidderminster, Mr. Dou- 
glas was appointed in 1855 to the 
rectory of St. Ohivo, Southwark, 
and in the following year was col- 
lated to the Bectory of Scaldwell, 
Northamptonshire, which living he 
held till 1872, when he accepted 
the vicarage of Shapwiok, in the 
diocese of Salisbury. On May 1, 
1883, he was consecrated, in the 
church of St. Andi-ew, Aberdeen, 
to the Scottisli Ei)iscopal Bishopric 
of Aberdeen and Orkney, in suc- 
cession to the lute Bishop Suther. 
He married, in 1855, Anna Maria 
Harriett, youngest daughter of Die 
late Mr. Eichard Eichards, of 
Caerynwch, Merionellishire. 

BOE&IAS, Eobert Eennaway, 
was born Aug. 23, 1838, at Lark- 
boar House, near Ottory St. Mary, 
Devon, and educated at a private I 
school at Bath, and at the Bland- | 
ford Grammar School. He was 
appointed by the Eoreign Office 
Student Interpreter in the China 
Consular Service in 1858 ; in 18G0 
he became Secretary to the Allied 
Commission for the Govermueut 
of the City of Canton ; was tempo- 
rarily attoched to Her Britannic 
Majesty^s Legation at Peking in 
18G1 ; was the same year appointed 
Interpreter on the staff of General 
Six Charles Staveley, K.O.B.j and 
was appointed Acting Vice-Constil 
at Taku in 1SG2, which post he held 
untU his return to England on 
leave in 1801. In the following 
year he resigned his appointment 
in the Consular Service in order 
to take up the post of Assistant of 
the Dpper Section of the 1st class 
in the Library of the Biritish 
Museum, with special charge of 
the Chinese and Japanese Libraries : 
he was promoted to the office of 
Assistant Keeper in 1880, with the 


additional chai'gc of the Sub-De- 
partment of Mapsj and was ap- 
pointed Professor of Chinese at 
King’s OoEege, London, in 1873. 
Professor Douglas is the author of 
''Two Lectures on the Language 
and Literature of China,” 1875 j 
*' The Life of JenghizKhan,” 1877; 
'• Confucianism andTaouisin,” 1879 j 
" China,” 3882, He was honorary 
Secretary to the International 
Congress of Oidentalists during 
the session in London in 1874, and 
edited the " Proceedings j ” he also 
represented England at the session 
held at St. Petersburg in 1876. 
He comjiiled and edited a catalogue 
of the Chinese books and manu- 
scrix^is in the British Museum, 
which was printed by order of the 
Trustees in 187G ; and he further 
edited a catalogue of the Printed 
Maps, Pious, and Chai'ts in the 
BriDsh Museum, which was pub- 
lished ill 1885. He is the author 
of several articles on China and 
the Par East, in the now edition of 
the " Encyclopffidia Britannica j ” 
he has also contributed linguistic 
and other articles relating to the 
same subjects in the periodicals 
of the day. Professor Douglas is 
a governor of Dulwich College. 

BOTJGIASj Sir William Pettes, 
P.E.S.A., son of Mr. James Doug- 
las, banker, of Edinburgh, by 
Martha Brook, grand-niece of Sir 
William Eottes, Bart, (founder of 
the Eettes College), was bom at 
Edinburgh March 29, 1822. Ho 
received his oducation at the Hni- 
versity of Edinburgh. At the age 
of twenty-one he first eihibited at 
the Boyal Scottish Academy, and 
since that period he has continued 
regularly to send his works to the 
annual eidubiDons. In 1877 he 
was appointed principal Curator of 
the National Gallery of Scotland, 
which post he resigned on being 
elected President of the Eoyfd 
Scottish Academy, Jan. 30, 1^2. 
He was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor, May 17, 1882. 

BOEGIiASS, Prederiok, was bom a 
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slave (of a white father), at Tuoka- 
hoe, Mttrylaud, about 1817 » When 
about nine years old, his master 
" lent him to one of his relatives, 
from whom he received kind treat- 
ment, and learned to read and 
write. In 1832 he was purchnsed 
by a Baltimore shipbuilder, and 
employed, first as a waiter on the 
workmen, and afterwards as a ship- 
caulker, paying his owner three 
dollars a week, and retaining the 
remainder of his earnings. After 
serving in this way for some years, 
he made his escape in Sept. 1838, 
and reached New Bedford, Massa- 
ehusetis. Encouraged liy William 
Lloyd ClaiTison in his efforts at 
self-education, he soon developed 
such power as an orator, that the 
oppouents of slavery felt that ho 
could serve their cause as a pubUc 
lecturer, tn 18 tl ho was employed 
by the American Anti-Slavery 
Society as one of their lecturers, 
and soon drew crowds to hear his 
ortraitures of slavery. In 1815 
e published “My Bondage and 
my Freedom,” an autobiography, 
which he re-wrote and enlarged in 
1855, and again in 1881. In 1859 
he camo to England, where his 
eloquence attracted great atten- 
tion. His friends here raised 
i3150, which was sent to his former 
master, and his legal emancipation 
thereby seeui’od. After some years 
he removed to Roohe 8 ter,New York, 
where ho established two weekly 
newspapers. lie was often consulted 
by President Lincoln in regard to 
the interests of the coloured, race. 
Tn 1870 he started, at Washington, 
a journal entitled The New National 
Era. In 1871 he was appointed 
Secretary of the Comnnssion to 
Santo Bomingo, and upon his 
return was made a member of the 
Tewitorial Council of the District 
of Columbia. In 1872 he was 
chosen a Presidential Elector for 
the Stato of New York 5 and from 
1877 to 1881 was IT. S. Marshal 
for the District of Columbia. He 
was subsequently appointed Com- 


missioner of Deeds for the District 
of Columbia, but was removed by 
President Cleveland in March, 
1886. A few months afterwards 
he visited England a second time. 

DOVER, Bishop of. See Pahry, 
Dr. 

DOW, Neal, on ardent advocate 
of total abstinence, was born in 
Poiiland, Maine, in 180 1, of Quaker 
parentage. While a member of the 
State legislature in 1851 he secured 
the passage of what is known as 
the “ Maine Law,” which prohibits, 
under severe penalties, Lho sale of 
all intoxicating liquors. lu 1881 
this provision was incorporated 
into the Constitution of the State. 
He has been twice mayor of his 
native city, and served in the 
Civil War as a brigndier-genoral 
of volunteers, oominanding in the 
deportment of tho (iulf, holding at 
different times tlirce sox^aratc com- 
mands. He wns twice wounded 
and once taken prisoner, when he 
was confined for eight months be- 
fore an exchange eould be effectefl. 
He resides at Porthind. 

DOWDEN, Edward, LL.D,, was 
born in Cork in 1813. He was 
educated by private teaohers, and 
at Queen's College, Cork, and 
Trinity College, Dublin. Ho ob- 
tained in Trinity College tho Vice- 
Olionccllor's prizes in English 
Verso and English Prose j was 
elected President of tho Philo- 
sophical Society j and gained the 
first Senior Modoratorship in 
Logic and Ethics (1803).

]>rB0IS.PIGAI.LE, Paul, one of 
the ;<reate8t of livinj^ sculptonsj 
was horn at Nogeut-sur-Seine, 18 
July, 1829, He was destined by 
his father for the logoi profes- 
sion, hut his artistic tastes con- 
strained him to devote himself 
to sculpture, and he went to 
Paris to become the x>iipil of the 
sculptor ToiissaintjAvitli whom he re- 
mained three yeai's. In 1859 he went 
to Italy, and in 18CD, executed at 
PlorencCj the model for " St. John 
a Child," which was finished at 
]^me, exhibited at the Salon of 
1863, and is now at the Luxem- 
bourg, together with ‘ ' A Florentine 
Singer of the Fifteenth Century." 
This last is in silvered bronze, 
and through its many reproduc- 
tions in smaller size has become 
very popular. M. Dubois has also 
studied painting, and has executed 
fine portraits and beautiful copies 
of old masters, but has been a very 
irregidar contributor to the Salon 
exhibitions. In 1878 he was 
appointed keeper of the Luxem- 
bourg Museum, and director of the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts, May 30, 
1878. Elected a member of the 
Acad^mie des Beaux-Arts in 1876, 
he was one of the Jury of Ad- 
mission for the selection of sculp- 
ture at the Exposition of 1878. 


Dir BOIS-REYMOND, Emil Hein- 
rich, Ph.D., Member and Per- 
petual Seorotary of the Imperial 
Academy of Berlin, Imperial Privy 
Councillor, Professor in Ordinary 
of Physiology in the University of 
Berlin, and Director of the Physio- 
logical Apparatus and of the 
Physiological Laboratory, 'was born 
I at Berlin, Nov. 7j lbl8. In 1851 
Dr. Du Bois-Rcymondj who by his 
researches in the department of 
Animal Electricity iias rendered 
the most important services to 
science, was dected Member of 
the Imperial Academy. In 1838 ho 
was nominated Professor of Physio- 
logy in the University, and after- 
wards was made a Perx>otual Secre- 
tary of the Academy. He has 
written " Investigations on Animal 
Electricity " (vol. I., 18 IS, voL II., 
Pt. L, 18i9, Pfc. TL, 1860); "De 
fibres musoularis rcactione ut 
chemicis visa est acida," 1839 ; and 
other learned works. 

BIT GAMP, Maxims, son of a 
dis tingui&hcd French surgeon, 
Theodore Joseph Du Camp (who 
died in 1824), was bom at Paiis, 
Feb. 8, 1822. On leaving college 
he travelled extensively in the 
in lS4)4-i5, and again in 1849-31, 
During his last journey, he made a 
large collection of photographic 
negatives and scenes in Egypt, 
Nubia, Palestine, and Asia Minor, 
which ho has since published in 
connection with descriptive texts, 
in several volumes. In 1831 ho 
was one of the five founders of the 
Bevue de Paiis, and he contributed 
to it, both in prose and verse, until 
its suspension in 1838. Besides hia 
works of travel in the East, he has 
published "Les Chants modemes,’^ 
poems, 1835; "Mes Convictions/’ 
poems, 1858; "En Hollonde, let^ 
trea ^ un ami," 1859 ; " Expedition 
des Deiiz Sioilea," 1B61 ; " Paris, 
ses orgones, ses fonction8,et savie/’ 
6 vols., 1869-75, his most important 
work, and " L' Attentat Fieschi,” 
T 2 
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1877, Tjoiiif? an account of the 
attenn)t, wliicli as a scliool-'boy of 
twelve^ he chanced to witness, that 
was made hy EieBclii in the Boule- 
vard du Temple on the life of 
Louis Philippe, July 28, 1835.

St. Een6 TaiUandier, 
partly as a mark of gratitude on 
the part of the Conservatives for 
his crushing history of the Com- 
mune, called " Les Convulsions dc 
Paris.” 

BIT CAKE, 8ir Edmund Frederick, 
K.C.B., son of Major Bichard 
Du Cane, by Eliza, dauglitoi* of 
Thomas Wore, Esq., of Woodfort, 
near Mallow, eo. Cork, was Ixymat 
Colchester, Essex, in 1830. He 
was educated at the Military Aca- 
demy, Woolwich, and obtained his 
commission as second Lieutenant in 
the Boyal Engineers Doc. 19, 1848. 
In 1850 he was appointed to assist 
in preparing for and carrying out 
the Great Exhibition of 1851, and 
he appears in the list of the Staff 
as assistant secretary to the jurors 
and assistant superintendent of the 
foreign side. At that time Lord 
Grey was forming a convict estab- 
lishment in Western Australia to 
carry out a system embodying all 
the improvements which nearly a 
century of experience had sug- 
gested, and a company of Sappers, 
to which Lieutenant Du Oaue was 
appointed, was sent out to assist in 
the operation. He was inado a 
magistrate of the colony and a 
visiting magistrate of convict 
dep6ts, and dmected the labour of 
the convicts, who were employed 
in developing the communicaldonB 
of the colony. In July, 1856, he 
was attacjhod to the War Depart- 
ment for special aervico, and after 


being engaged for some time in con- 
nexion with the design and sani- 
tary arrangement of baiTacka, was 
employed on the design of the large 
works of defence undertaken under 
the auspices of Lord Palmerston. 
Among other works, the fortifica- 
tion of the western heights at 
Dover and the long line of works 
wliich protect the dockyard at 
Plymouth ou the land side have 
been carried out on plans sub- 
mitted by him to tlie Defence Com- 
mittee. In Fob. 1851, he had 
been promoted to be first lieutenant, 
and on the IGth of April, 1858, ho 
became second captain. In July, 
18G3, he was appointed by Sir 
George Grey a director of Convict 
Prisons when the Board was recon- 
structed after the death of Sir 
Joshua Jobb, andwbentlie report 
of the Boyal Commission on Penal 
Servitude suggested considerable 
modifications in the convict system , 
He was at the same ilnie appointed 
hy Lord Bipon to bo Inspector of 
Military Prisons. In 18G9, Captain 
Du Cane was made Chairman of 
Directors of Convict Prisons, Siir- 
veyor-General of Prisons, and In- 
spector-General of Military Prisons. 
In July, 1872, he was promoted to 
bo Major, and on Dec. 11, 1878, to 
be Lieutenant-Colonel, having also 
in the same year been made a Com- 
panion of the Bath. The Emperor 
of Brazil has conferred on him the 
Order of tlie Bose. In Dec. 1878, 
he was promoted to be Colonel. 
In July, 1877, bo was created a 
K.C.B., and made Chairman of the 
Prison Commissioners, appointed 
by Boyal Warrant under the 
Prisons Act, 1877, to undei'toke the 
difficult task of reorganising and 
administering the county and 
borough prisons, which from April 
1, 1878, came under the control of 
the Government. He is the author 
of various articles in magazmes, and 
also of a hook on the ** Punishment 
and Prevention of Crime.” (Mac- 
millan). 

BIT OHAILBB, Paul Belloni, was 
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born in Paris, July 31, 1833. His 
father was a trader on the west coast 
of Africa, wliither Paul went at an 
early a^c, and where he neejuired a 
kuowledjjo of the languages and 
modes of life of the neighbouring 
tribes, also devoting much attention 
to natural history. In 1S52 he Avent 
to the United States with a cargo 
of ebony, and published a series of 
papers on the Gaboon coimtry. In 
1855 he returned to Africa, and 
spent about four years exploring 
the then unknown region lying two 
degrees on each side of the equator, 
penetrating to about longitude 11“ 
15' E. During this time ho shot 
and stuifed a great number of birds 
and animals, among Avhich Avere 
several gorillas, a species probably 
never before seen by any European. 
He returned to Hew York in 1839, 
taking Avdth him a large collection 
of native arms and implements, and 
numerous specimens in natural his- 
tory,Avhich were publicly exhibited, 
and many of Avhich were uiterAvards 
purchased by the British Museum. 
The history of this expedition Avas 
published underthe title “Explora- 
tions and Adventm*es in Equatorial 
Africa ” (18G1 j revised edition, 
1871). A shaip conti'oversy arose 
concerning the truthfulness of this 
book, and to vindicate himself Du 
Cliaillu again visited Africa in 
1863, Adhere he remained until 18G6, 
He published on account of this ex- 
pedition under the title “ A Journey 
to AshangoLand"(1867). Hespent 
several subsequent years in the 
United States, where he lectured 
frequently, publishing in the mean- 
while a series of hooks for the 
young, in Avhich the soHont points 
of his adventures were narrated, 
with perhaps some embellishments. 
This series compnses : “ Stories of 
theGoriUa Country'’ (1868), “Wild 
Life under the Equator'^ (18G9), 
“ Lost in the Jungle ” (1869), "My 
Apingi Kingdom" (1870),flnd “ The 
Country of the Dwarfs" (1871). 
Subsequently he made a journey 
to Sweden, Norway, Lapland, and 


Pinland, Avhich ho described in 
“The Land of the Midnight Sun," 
1881, He resides at New York, 

PUCKETT, Sir George Floyd, 
Bart., E.S.A., son of the late Sir 
George Duckett, Bart., E.R.S. (the 
translator from the German of Mi- 
chaelia’s “Burial and Resurrection 
of our Saviour," of Herder on the 
“ Revelation of St. John," of "Lu- 
ther's Preface to St. Paul's Epistle 
to the Romans," &c.) j horn March 
27, 1811, was educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Chm-oh, Oxford. He 
served for some years in the army, 
both in the caA^ali’y and infantry, 
and succeeded to the title on his 
father's death, June 15, 1856. He 
is the author of a “ Technological 
Military Dictionary in German, 
Bnglish,and Erench," for which he 
has received the/' Great gold medal 
of Science ” from the Emperar of 
Austria ; a goldmedalfrom&e Em- 
peror of the Erench | and another, 
“ the Great gold medal of Science 
and Art,” from the late King of 
Prussia. Sir George is the auGior 
of a genealogical work entitled 
“ Duclictiaua,” Avliioh forms a valu- 
able and important addition to the 
county histories of Westmoreland, 
Wiltshire, and Cambridgeshire. 
Ho has also edited the “ Test Act 
and Penal Law Retiuns in 1687-8" 
for the entire counties of England 
and Wales. 

PUGEHAUy Thomas, was born 
Sept. 26, 1816, at Shirebampton, 
nearBristoLandArasedneatedattho 
village school, and afterwards at 
Hereford and Bristol. He began 
his agricultural career at Warham 
in 1810, when, on the severe de- 
pression folioAving the Repeal of 
the Com Laws, he agreed for his 
farm upon a corn-rent regulated 
by the com averages under the 
Tithe Commutation Act. Five 
years later he removed to hia 
present holding, Baysham Court, 
near Ross. Here he took an active 
interest in the game question, and 
frequenG^ drew attention to the 
evils arising from excessive pre- 
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sorvation. In 1857 lio pixrchased 
tlie copyrij^lit of the "Hereford 
Herd Book,” and was its editor for 
20 years, at the end of wliich time he 
Rave it up on account of ill-health. 
In 18GG he presided at the first two 
meetings in London for the forma- 
tion of the Central and Associated 
Chainhers of Agriculture, and from 
that time forward devoted so much 
time and labour to the interests of 
the agricultural classes that he was 
invited to stand for Herefordshire 
in 1880, when he was elected with 
no canvassing expenses, and again 
returned for North Herefordshire 
in 1885, Many of the rcfoima for 
which Mr. Buckham had long agi- 
tated became law in the parliament 
of 1880, such as a better system 
for obtaining Corn ifietiims, the 
Ground Game Act, the Kepeal of 
the Malt-Tax, Mr. Buckham has 
been a member of the Council of 
the Bnth and ’Wost of England 
Association since 1863, and is a 
member of the Council of the 
Smithtield Club. At the general 
election of 1886 he was defeated by 
Mr. Biddulph, Unionist-Liberal. 

DtrCKWOBTH, Ihe Eev, Robln- 
fiCn, D.B., second son of Bobinson 
Buolcworth, Esq., a Liverpool mer- 
chant, 1>om in 183 1, was elected to 
an open scholaisliip at TTniversity 
College, Oxford, in 1853, and gradu- 
ated B.A. in first-class classical 
honours in 1857 ; he was afterwards 
elected a Eollow of Trinity, and was 
Assistant Master at Marlborough 
Collego from 1858 to 1860, and 
Tutor of Trinity College from 1860 
to 1806. In 1861 ho was appointed 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
Bishop of Peterborough, and in 1806 
was selected by her Majesty as in- 
structor to his Boyal Highness 
Prince Leopold. In 1867 he was 
appointed Governor to his Eoynl 
Highness, and held that post for 
three years. On hia retirement in 
1870 he was appointed Chaplain in 
Ordinary to tlic Queen, and pro- 
smitod to the crown living of St. 
Mark's, Hamilton Terrace, N.W. 


He was appointed a Canon of 
Westminster in succession to the 
late Bev. Charles Kingsley in 
March, 1875. In the same year 
he was appointed Honorary Chap- 
lain to the Prince of Wales, and 
in that capacity accompanied Iiis 
Boyal Highness on his visit to 
India. 

E TT C L £ E G , Charles Theodore 
Eugine, a Erenoh statosmnn, was 
bom at Bagneres-de-Bigorres 
(Hautcs-Pyrcncca), Nov. 9, 1812. 
He went to Paris to finish his 
studies, and to find a means of 
livelihood, and obtained a situation 
as a"rGader " in tlie office of LeBom 
Sens in 1836, and was soon raised to 
the position of one of the inuncipal 
editors of that journal. In 1838 
he transferred his services to the 
Bavue du Progras, and at the same 
time he assisted in editing the 
Biefionnaire PoliHyitc. He became 
attached in 1810 to the staff of the 
Nationalj and for a period of six 
years he contributed to that journal 
a remarkable series of articles on 
the railway question, besides nu- 
merous communications on political 
economy and finance. He left the 
National in 18J6, and I'cmaiued in 
retirement until the events of the 
year 1848 brought him again into 
public life. On Eeb. 23, 1818, lie 
was appointed deputy to the Mayor 
of Paris, M. Gamier-Pagt’S, with 
whom ho was soon afterwards 
transferred to the Ministry of Ei- 
nanoe, in the capacity of tTndcr- 
Sccretoy of State. Being elected 
to the Constituent Assemlily by the 
department of the Landos, ho was 
a few days afterwards (May 10) 
appointed Minister of Eiuanoe in 
succession to M. Ganiier-Pag6s, 
who had resigned that office on hia 
nomination as a member of the 
Executive Commission. Ho was 
one of the representatives who dis- 
played the most energy in presence 
of the rising of the 15th of May. 
Buring the troublous days of 
Juno he exposed himself to great 
danger on several occasions, and

afterwards lie vif^orously opposed 
the mcasurGB relating to the state 
of siegGj and transportation with- 
out trial 5 and, finally, he pro- 
tested against the adoption of 
those measures, retiring at the 
same time from office. Up to the 
end of the session he continued to 
take an active share in the work of 
legislation ; but as soon as the 
Constituent Assembly had decreed 
its dissolution, he returned to 
private life, devoted much of his 
time to his favourite studies, and 
turned his attention to industrial 
pursuits. Suiumoned to Spain as 
one of the adiuinistrators of the 
canal works, in connexion with 
tlie river Ebro, he was placed at 
the head of the establishment of 
the Spanish Credit Mobilier. He 
was residing near Bayonne when 
he was elected as a representative 
to the National Assembly (Eeb. 8, 
1871) by the depaitments of the 
Landes and the Basses-Pyrtmees $ 
he cliose to sit for the latter con- 
stituency. As a member and pre- 
sident of the group of the Repub- 
lican Left, he took port in the 
deliberations of the Budget Com- 
missions, and spoke frccxuoutly on 
financial topics. In 1875 he was 
elected Vice-President of the 
National Assembly, and on Dec. 10, 
in the same year, he was elected a 
Senator for life. He followed the 
same line of policy in tlio new 
Senate, of wliich ho was elected 
Vice-President, and he refused to 
vote the dissolution demanded by 
the Be Broglie ministi'y in June, 
1877. When the Be Preycinet 
ministry was hurled from power in 
consequence of its Egyptian policy, 
the " Ministry of Affairs ** succeeded 
under M. Buclerc (Aug. 7, 1882), 
and watdied the procec&igs of the 
English in the dominions of the 
Khedive with ill-concealed distrust. 
To all that was done or proposed it 
offered a passive resistance, on the 
ground that England was hound to 
secure for Prance everything that 
Prance declined to secure for her- 


self. The Buul Control, however, 
had been condemned, not by Eng- 
land, but by events and the judg- 
ment of Europe, and its final dis- 
appearance loft IM. Buclerc in his 
attitude of hopeless protest. The 
fall of his ministry was precipitated 
by the manifesto which Ih'inco 
Napoleon issued about the middle 
of Jan. 1883. The Prince was 
! promptly aiTested as an enemy of 
the Republic, and the alarm of the 
legislature found expression in a 
Bill for expelling from the country 
all pretenders to the throne of 
Prance. At the end of a mouth 
the ministry of Buclerc fell 
through sheer weakness, and was 
succeeded by that of M. Pallirros, 
which released Prince Napoleon, 
endured for a fortnight, and then 
disappeared, to make room for the 
ministry of M. Perry. 

BTTPP, The Right Hon. Sir Mount- 
Stuart Rlphinstone Grant, G-.C.S.I., 
son of the late James Ouninghame 
Qraut Buff, Esq., of Eden, Aber- 
deenshire (formerly Resident at 
Sattara, and author of " The His- 
tory of the Mahrattas ”), by Jane 
Catherine, only child of the late 
Sir Whitelaw Ainslie, M.B. He 
was horn in 1829, and educated at 
Edinburgh, and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1850, and proceeded M.A. in 
1853, He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1834, having 
obtained a certificate of honour 
and a studentship in the preceding 
year. Ho entered the Hoxiso of 
Commons in Bee. 1857, as member 
for the Elf^ district of burghs, 
and he continued to represent %at 
constituency in the Liberal interest, 
till July, 1881. He was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State tor India 
in Bee. 18G8, and he held that 
ofB.C6 till the downfall of Mr. Glad- 
stone's administration in Peb.

On the formation of Mr. Gladstone's 
second administration in May, 
1880, he was appointed Under- 
secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and sworn of the Privy Council.

Governor of Madras in the place 
of the late Mr. William Patrick 
Adaui. JDiu'ing his successful ad- 
ministration of this great province, 
Sir M. E. Grant I)u6 made several 
tours from end to end of the Presi- 
dency in order to see with his own 
eyes what required to he done. In 
1886 he resigned the Governorship, 
and was succeeded by Mr. Bourke, 
Sir M. E. Grant BufE was Lord 
Ecctor of the University of Aber- 
deen from 18G6 to 1872.

BXrFFERIK (Earl of), The Bight 
Hon. Frederick Temple Blaokwood, 
K.P., G.C.B., G.C.M.G., Viceroy of 
India, is the only son of Price, 
fourth Baron Bufferin, by Helen 
Selina, eldest daughter of the late 
Thomas Sheridan, Esq. (bho re- 
married in 18G2 tho Earl of Gifford, 
and died in 1867). Prom Eton 
School hie lordship was sent to 
Christ Chm*ch, Oxford, whei*e he 
took his degree. He succeeded to 
his father’s title, July 21, 1841, 
while still in his minority; and 
for some years he was a lord-in- 
waiting on the Queen under Lord 
John Bussell’s first administration, 
and again in 1854 — 68. Accom- 
panied by a friend he went from 
Oxford to Ireland at the time of 
the famine in 184G — 47, and on his 
return published an account of his 
experiences under the title of 
**Han*ative of a Journeyfrom Oxford 
to Skihbereen, during the year of the 
Hish Famine.’* In Feb., 1865, he 
was specially attached to the mission 
undertaken by Lord John Bussell 
to Vienna. In 1850 he made a 
yacht voyage to Iceland, a well- 
known narrative of which expedi- 
tion he published in the following 
year under the title of ^'Letters 


from High Latitudes.** He was 
sent to the East by Lord Palmer- 
ston in 1800, as British Commis- 
sioner 111 Syria, for the purpose of 
prosecuting inquiries into the mas- 
sacre of the Christians there, in 
which capacity he acted with great 
firmness. For his services on tliat 
occasion he was nominated on his 
return a H.C.B. (civil division). 
He was Undor-Secretary of State 
for India from 1864 to the early 
port of 1860, and Under-Secretary 
for War from tho latter date Lo tho 
following June. On the advent of

DUMAS, Alexandre, the younger, 
son of the late M. Alexandre Davy 
Dumas, novelist and dramatic 
writer, was bom in Paris, July 23, 
1821, and received his education in 
the College Bourbon, where he dis- 
tinguished liimsolf. He was early 
introduced into the society of lite- 
rary men, actors and actresses, and 
was conspicuous for his 'svit and 
precocity. At the age of seventeen 
he composed a collection of poems, 
" Les Peches do Jounesse,” a work 
of small literary merit. He tra- 
velled with his father in Spain and 
in Africa, and on his return wrote 
" Los Avontures de Quatre Femmes 
et d’un Perroquet,” published in 
1816-7r He had early the sense to 
perceive that he could not excel as 
a poet, and has succeeded best as a 
dramatic writer, by his objective 


instincts, and a microsco2)ical 
power of delineating and magnify- 
ing the worst side of society in his 
dramas. He may be said to belong 
to the sensuous school of French 
literature. His i^rincipal work of 
fiction, “ La Dame aux Gam^Has,” 
became one of the best-knoAvn pro- 
ductions of the day. A dramatic 
version was played in 1852, after 
having been interdicted by M. 
Leon Fauohcr, and, reiu’oducod in 
Verdi’s opera "La Traviata,” 
created a still greater sensation. 
M. Dmuasj who has written many 
dramatic pieces, is considered by 
the public the greatest living 
dramatist of the Dami-monde, A 
new comedy from his pen, entitled 
" Lea Id(jes de Madame Aubray,” 
was iwocluced at Paris eaidy in 
18G7. His " Visite de Nocoa ” was 
brought out at the Gymiiase Drn- 
nmtique, Oct, 10, 1871, and "La 
Princesse Georges” at the satuo 
theatre on Doc. 2, 1871. In 1872 
he published a pamphlet untitled 
"L’Homme-Femme,” which caused 
a sensation. It repeated the thesis 
of his novel "L’Affaire CK‘men- 
oeau,” and a dramatic version of it 
was produced at the Gymnase, 
Jan. It), 1878, under the title of 
" La Femme de Claude.” M. Du- 
mas was installed as a member of 
the French Academy, Foh. 11, 1875. 
His drama, "Joseph Balsamo,” 
based on his father’s romance of 
" Cngliostroj” was represented for 
the &st time at the Odoon Tlioatro, 
March 18, 1878. He published in 
1880, "Lea Foinmos qni tucut et 
lea Femmes qui votent” ; in 1881, 
"La Princesse de Bagdad”; and 
in 1886, "Denise.” 

DU MAUBIBB, George Louis 
Palmella Busson, artist, was bom 
March G, 1834, and educated in 
Paris, but is a British subject. His 
gi^andparents on his father’s side 
were emigros from France during 
the Eeign of Terror. He came over 
to England at the age of seventcon, 
and studied chemistry under Dr. 
WiUiamBon at University College# 
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London. Afterwards lie studied 
painting in Paris under the famous 
M. Q-lcyre, also in Antwoip and 
Diisseldorf . He first began to draw 
on wood in England for Once a 
Week, aftei*waa'ds for Punch and 
the Qornhill Magazine, and subse- 
quently he joined the Punch staff. 
Since that time his weekly draw- 
ings have made him one of the best 
known and most admired of con- 
tempoi’aiy artists. Mr.DuMaurier 
has illustrated Esmond," " The 
Story of a Feather/* Thackeray’s 

Ballads," and many other books. 
He is also an Associate of the Eoyal 
Society of Painters in Water 
Colours. A special exhibition of 
his works was held at the rooms of 
the Pino Art Society in 1883. 

BUHICHEN, Johannes, Egypto- 
logist, bom October 13, 1833, at 
Wissholz, near Orossglogau, in 
Silesia, is the son o£ a elevf^yman. 
Having studied the Egyptian lan- 
guage and antiquities under Prof. 
Lcpsius,in Oct.lbU2,he went upon 
an orcbsologlcal expedition to 
Egypt, under the auspices of the 
Prussian governmont. When there, 
he extended his travels to Niiljia 
and the Soudan, and spent several 
years altogether in the Nile valley. 
In 18G8 he went to Egypt a second 
time at the command of the King 
of Pmssia, and added considerably 
to the number of his photographs 
of the monuments. The results of 
these travels appeared in a splendid 
work published at Berlin in 2 vols., 
1869-70. The opening of the Suez 
Canal aJTordod him a tliird oppor- 
tunity of visiting the Nilo coun- 
tries at the special invitation of 
the Eliedive. On this occasion he 
acted as the cicerone of the Prussian 
Crown Prince on his travels through 
Egypt. Besides the work already 
referred to should be mentioned 
his Baukunde der Tempelanlagen 
von Dendera" (Leipzig, 1865) ;

Getreiderech- 
nung" (Leipzig, 1870), besides 
numerous contributions to Lepsius 
and Brugseb’s "Journal for the 
Egyptian Language and Antiqui- 
ties." Herr Diimichen is now Pro- 
fessor of Egyptology at Strasburg. 

BtiHHIEB, Ernst Ludwig, a 
German historian, was bom at 
Berlin Jan. 2, 1830, studied at 
Bonn and Berlin, and settled in 
1855 at Halle, where he was ap- 
pointed Extraordinary Professor of 
History in 1S58, and ordinary Pro- 
fossoi' in 18G0. lie is a motuJjer of 
the Academy of Munich, and since 
1871 he hasl»een an ordinary mem- 
ber of the Historical Commission 
of Munich. He was elected a cor- 
responding moniber of the French 
Academy of Sciences March 30, 
1882. Among his works we may 
mention : — "ThuPilgrimof Passau, 
and the Archbishopric of Lorch," 
1851; "On the Early History of 
the Slavs in Dalmatia," 1850 ; " The 
Formulai'y of Bishop JSaloiiio III. 
of Constance," 1857 ; " History 
of the Kingdom of the Eastern 
Franks," 2 vols., 18G2-63, his prin- 
cipal work, which was " crowned " 
with two prizes ; Auxilius and 
Bulgarius," 1800; "Anselm the 
Peripatetic," 1872 ; and " The 
Emperor Otho the Great,” 1870. 

BTTNCAN, Colonel Eranois, O.B., 
Eoyal Artillery, and M.P. for the 
Holbom Division of Finsbury, was 
bom in 1830, and educated at the 
University of Aberdeen, where he 
graduated M.A. with honours in 
1855. He subsequently received 
from tills University the degree of 
LL.D., and from the University 
of Durham the degree of D.C.L. 
When qunitored in Canada he was

admitted ad eundem by King’s 
Collega and University, and pro- 
ceeded to the degree ol: B.C.L. by 
examination. Ho is a Eellow of the 
Q-oological, Royal ^ Geographical, 
and Anthropological Societies. 
Colonel Duncan joined the Royal 
Aiidllery in 1855, and attained his 
present rank in 1883. Ho has held 
many important staff appointments, 
and among others ho organized 
and commanded the new Egyptian 
artillery in 1833-81-83. Ho received 
the Order of the Osuianlieh from 
H.H. the Khedive. He was Coin- 
manclant at Wady Haifa dm'ing 
the Nile Expedition, and received 
the war modal and clasp, and Com- 
panionship of the Bath. Ho is the 
author of the '^History of the 
Eoyal Artillery/’ " The English in 
Spain,” ‘^Tho Eoytil Province of 
Now Scotland,” and many pamph- 
lets onmilitax’y and colonial topics. 
He maybe considered the father — 
as he is the constant advocate — of 
the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion, Colonel Duncan first entered 
Parliament in 1885, and was again 
returned for Holborn in 1880. 

DUKCAN, James Matthews, M.D., 
E.R.S.E., bom April 29, 182G, at 
Aberdeen, was educated at the 
Grammar School of Aberdeen, Ma- 
rischal College and University, 
spent one wintei* at the University 
of E^nburgh, and the next at the 
Medical School of Paris . He was 
formerly a member of Council of 
the Royal Society of Edinburgh, 
and is at present a member of 
Council of the Koyal College of 
Physicians. Dr. Duncan took an 
active and intimate part in tlie dis- 
covery of the anaesthetic propeity 
of chloroform in 1817, contributing 
largely to the diffusion of know- 
ledge regarding it; and was the 
means of extending the operation 
of the "Medical Benevolent Eund ” 
to Sootland. In i860 he began, 
with a few others, tho Edinburgh 
Koyal Hospital for Sick Children, 
which is now in successful opera- 
tion, and is one of the largest and 


best hospitals of tho kind in tho 
world. Dr. Duncan began, in 1853, 
to lecture on mid wif ery,ancl diseases 
of women and children, in connec- 
tion with the Surgeons’ Hall Medi- 
cal School j in 1870 ho was a candi- 
date for tho chair of Midwifery in 
tho University of Edinburgh, when 
his claims wore supported by 420 
former and present pui^iis. In con- 
sequence of his not getting the chair 
much public indignation was ex- 
cited against the patrons, and a 
meeting was hold in London, of 
those interested in the University 
of Edinburgh, to recommend and 
procure a ciiango in the method of 
electing professors. Tn 1877 ho was 
offered the offices of obstetric phy- 
sician and lectiu'or in St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital, Loudon, which ho 
accepted, and he accordingly came 
to reside in London. Among his 
works are a treatise " On Perime- 
tritis and Parametritis j ” "Re- 
searches in Obstetrics j ” " fecun- 
dity, Fertility, Sterility, and allied 
topics j” "On the Mortality of 
Childbed and Maternity Hospi- 
tals J ” " Contributions to the Me- 
chanism of Natm'al and Morbid 
Pax-tmition.” 

DTTKOKLRY, Henry, was born 
at Warwick, Dec. 21, 1823, and 
educated at the Baptist College, 
Accrington, and the University of 
Glasgow, where he graduated M.A, 
in 18 18. In the same year ho became 
minister of the Baptist Church, 
Great George Street, Salford, re- 
tiring from that position in 1855, 
to undertalco tho editorship of tho 
Manchester JSmniiner and Thnes^ of 
which ho became a co-proprietor 
a few years later. In 1850 a First 
Prize, offered by tlie Religious 
Tract Society, was awarded to his 
essay on the condition of the work- 
ing classes, entitled, "The Glory 
and the Shame of Britain.” In 
1853 a First Prize, offered by the 
Council of the Anti-Cox*n Law 
League for the best work, " show- 
ing the results of the repeal of ^e 
Corn-Laws, and the Free Trade 
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Policy, on the moral, the Bocial, the 
commercial, and the political in- 
terests of the United Kingdom,” 
was awarded to his essay, entitled, 
''The Charter of the Nations.” 
In 1877 ho began the publication, 
in the jlfanc?ics^t;r Weeldy Times, of a 
series of weekly letters on curi’ent 
topics of the day, Avith the signa- 
ture of " Verax,” a pseudonym but 
slightly veiling the aAithorship. 
Five of these letters, suggested by 
the third volume of Sir Theodore 
Martin’s " Life of the Prince Con- 
sort,” and entitled, " The Crown 
and the Cabinot," wei’e published 
separately, and reached a very wide 
circulation, A volume of " Letters” 
was published in 1878 ; and smallor 
selections have been published from 
time to time. In 1878 Mr. Bunckley 
was elected a member of the Beform 
Club, as a recognition of services 
rendered to the liiheml party. He 
has recently been a contributor to 
some of the leading periodicals. 
In 1883 the University of Glas- 
gow conferred on Mr. Bunckley the 
honorary degree of LL.B. 

BUKKIN, Edwin, F.B.S., is the 
third sou of Mr. William Bunkin, 
of tlie " Nautical Almanac ” office, 
by his wife Mary Elizabeth, 
youngest daughter of Mr. Bavid 
Wise, surgeon, of Bedruth, Corn- 
wall. He was bom at Triu'o on 
August 19, 1821, and educated at 
private schools, hrst at Truro, and 
afterwards in London and at 
Guines, near Cslais. In August^ 
1838, he joined the stall at the 
Boyal Observatory, Greenwich, of 
wMch he continued a member till 
his retirement as Chief Assistant 
in Aug. 25, 188^;. Buring this 
periodlie was the representative of 
the Astronomer-Boyal in several 
important astronomical expedi- 
tions, inffiuding the observations 
at Christiana, of the total solar 
ecHpse of July 28, 1851 j the de- 
termination of the telegraphic dif- 
ference of longitude between the 
Boyal Observatory and the ob- 
servatory at Brussels in 1853, of 


Paris in 1851, and of the island of 
Valencia, Ireland, in 1802. In the 
ttutmnn of 1831, Mr. Bunkin had 
the sole charge of the Asti-onomer- 
Boyal's elaborate series of pendu- 
lum experiments in tlie Hartoii 
coal-pit, near South Shields, under- 
taken to determine the mean 
density of the earth, a work of 
considerable responsibility and de- 
licacy. Besides taking a prominent 
part in the duties belonging to his 
official position, Mr. Bunkin is 
the author of several memoirs 
and papers on astronomical ques- 
tions, published in the "Memoirs ” 
and " Monthly Notices ” of the 
Boyal Astronomical Society, the 

Companion to the British Al- 
manac,” and in Various iJeriodioals. 
In 18C0 he re-arranged and re- 
Avrote a large portion of Br. Lard- 
ner’s '^Handbook of Astronomy” 
for & second edition, which i'en- 
dered the work of more practical 
use to students. Some of his most 
popular articles, originally pub- 
lished in the Leisxue Hoitr, were in 
1809 collected into a volume under 
the title of " The Midnight Sky,” 
and in 1870 appeared a series of 
short hiograplucal sketches en- 
titled " Obituary Notices of Astio- 
nomers.” Mr. Bunkin was elected 
a PelloAv of the Boyal Astronomical 
Society on March 13, 1845. From 
1871 to 1877 he served as Honorary 
Secretary, and subsequently as 
Vice-President. On Fob. 8, 188*i, 
he Avas elected President of the 
Society, and has since delivered 
^eciaJ addresses on the presenta- 
tion of the Gold Medal to Br. 
Huggins in 1883, and to Profs. 
Pickering and Pritchard in 188G. 
On June 1, 1873, he was elected a 
Fellow of the il^yal Society, and 
in 1879-81 had a seat in the 
Council. 

BUNBAVEIT, Wyndhatn Thomas 
Wyndham-Quin, fourth Earl of, 
K.P., the only son of the third 
earl by his first wife, Augusta, 
daughter of Thomas Goold, Esq., 
was bom at Adore Abbey, Feb. 12, 
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1841. lie wn.8 cclncatecl at Olirist | 
Churcli, Oxforclj and onterod tlie 
latLife Guards in 18(i3. Whilst 
an officer in the Household Brigade 
he won groat popularity as a 
stccple-chaso rider. He left the 
army in 1867, and wont of his own 
accord to Ahyssinia as special 
correspondent of tho Daily Tele^ 
gmjpk. He followed the Franco- 
German war again as n special 
ooxTespondcnt for tho same journal, 
and in 1871 succeeded to the title 
and estates. In 1875 ho was ap- 
pointed lord>lieutenant and shonfF 
principal of the county of 
Stirling. Ho has been Under- 
secretary for the Colonies in 
Lord Salisbury’s two administra- 
tions since Juno, 1885. Lord Bim- 
ravon is an authority on hunting. 
In economical matters ho is a be- 
liever in tho doctrine of what is 
called "Fair Trade.” He is tho 
author of "The Great Divide,” 
"Holes on Irish Architecture,” 
"Tho Soudan, its history, geo- 
graphy, and characteristics,” and 
various papers on hunting which 
have appeared in the Nineteenth 
Century, 

BTTBANI), Alice Harie Celeste, 
French authoress (who writes 
under the name of Henry Grcville), 
was bom in Paris, Oct. 12, 18J2, 
She was carefully educated at 
home, and when, at tho age of 
fourteen, she accompanied her 
father. Prof. Fleury, to St. Peters- 
hui’g, she was familiar with several 
modem languages. She soon began 
to publish novels and stories on 
Puasian life and character, and 
continued writing after her mar- 
riage with M. Durand, a French 
professor of law. In 1872 she re- 
turned to France, and began to 
write for tho Mevue dea Deuw 
MondeSj Figaro ^ Le Tewps, and other 
periodicals and papers. ITiider the 
name of Henry Grdville she has 
published alarge number of novels, 
amongst which may he mentioned,

BlTBAH, Carolus, French painter, 
was bom at Lille, July 4, 1837, He 
received his onrly art education at 
the Municipal School in his native 
town, and in 1853 went to Paiis 
and spent much time in copying 
again and again " La Jocondo,” at 
the Louvre. Ho gained the Wicar 
travelling scliolarbluxx and went to 
Italy, and at Rome painted "La 
Pribre du Soil*,” exhibited at the 
Salon in 1805. For " L’AssaBsim',” 
1800, he was awarded his first 
medal. This picture and a portrait 
of M. Ed, Roynart was purchased 
by tho Government for tho Museum 
at Lille. M. Duran resided for a 
year in Spain, and the influence of 
Velasquez is clearly seen in his St. 
Francis of Assisi, exhibited at tho 
Paris Salon in 186S. But tho fame 
of Carolus Dm‘an rests principally 
on his portraits, which na’e very 
numerous, and executed with a 
power and dash which are undeni- 
able, whatever we may think of 
their refinement or grace. Among 
them may bo mentioned that of 
Emile do Girardin, those of his 
daughters, and the equestrian por- 
trait of Mdllo. Croizetio, tho well- 
known actress (Muie. Duran). Ho 
is a Chevalier of tho Legion of 
Honour, and of the order of 
Leopold. 

DTTItHAM, Bishop of. (flfeeLiOHT- 
rooT, Da.). 

BTJRRFOBl), The Bight Bey, 
Biohard, D.D., Bishop of Chi- 
chester, eldest son of tho Rev, 
Richard Dimnford, rector of Good- 
worth Clntford, Hampshire, by 
Louisa, daughter of Mr. WilHam 
Mount, of Wasing Place, Berkshire, 
was bom at Sondloford, Berkshire, 
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in 1802. He received his education 
at Eton, 'where he was a contributor 
to the celebrated Etonian, of which 
the hitc Mr. Winthrop Mackwortli 
Praed was editor ; and many of his 
Latin verses apjiear in the “Mus© 
Etoneuses.*’ He passed in due 
course from Eton to Oxfoi*d, and 
was elected successively a Demy 
and a Eellow of Haj^dalcn College, 
where he took his B.A. degree in 
1S2G, obtaining a first class in 
classical Iionoiu's, and proceeded 
M.A. in 3829. In 1835 he was 
appointed rector of Middleton, 
Lancashire. He was preferred to 
the archdeaconry of Manchester in 
1807, and made a Canon of Man- 
chester Cathedral in 18G8. He was 
chosen to bo one of the Proctors in 
Convocation. In 1870, on the re- 
commendation of Mr, Gladstone, 
he was nouiinated by the Crown to 
the bishopric of Chichester, being 
consecrated at Whitehall on May 8. 
Bishop Dumford has devoted him- 
self earnestly to the prominent 
movements of the time witliin the 
Established Church, especially 
texnpcrauee, middle - class edii- 
cation, and the organised 'work of 
women. He has published some 
sermons and charges. Ho married 
in 1830, Emma, daughter of the 
late Hev. John Hcate, D.D., head- 
master of Eton and Canon of 
Windsor. 

DTJUTJY, Jean Victor, bom at 
Paris in 1811, began liis classi- 
cal studies in 1823 at the College 
Pollin, then called College Sainte- 
Barbe ; was admitted into the for- 
mal School in 1830, was appointed 
to the class of history at the College 
of Bheims in 1833, and in the same 
year to a similar position in -the 
College of Henry IV. at Paris, 
afterwards called the College Napo- 
leon. Aboutthis time he published 
ononymonsly various elementary 
historical works. In 1853 ho took 
the degree of Doctor es lettros,” 
afterwards became Inspector of the 
Academy of Paris, , Master of the 
Conferences at the Kuole Normale, 


and Professor of History at the 
Ecole Polytechiiique, and by decree, 
June 23, 1803, was appointed Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction. The 
cluinges and reforms 'which he 
introduced in his depiirtmont, and 
his numerous programmes and uii*- 
culora, gave rise to much discussion. 
Of course, the systematic opponents 
of the Government saw nothing 
good in what he did, and he was 
often sevei’ely criticised by such of 
'them ns belonged to his o'wn pro- 
fession. By the Catholic party, 
too, ho was sharply attacked, and 
his " Synopsis of Contemporai*y 
History," for the use of the Lyceum, 
in wlxich work several material 
points relating to *1116 political 
events of our day were discussed, 
e^xosed him to severe censure. On 
resiming the office of Minister of 
PuWic Instruction in July, 1800, ho 
was appointed a Senator, with a 
dotation of 30,000 francs. He sat 
in the Senate until the revolution 
of Sept. 4, 1870. His principal 
works are : Geographie Politique 
dc la Bepubliquo Itomainc et de 
rEmpii’c," 1838; “Guographie 
Historique du Moyen Age," 1889 • 
Geographie de la Prance," 1840 ; 
'' Atlas de Geographie Historique,”

1840-1- ; Histoire Bomaine," 1848; 
''Histoire de Pionce,” 1852 ; "His- 
toire Qrecque," 1851 j "Histohede 
la Grfece Aneienne," 1852 — a work 
" crowned" by the Prenoh Academy; 
" Histoire Modeme,” 1SG3 ; “ His- 
toire Populairede la Prance/ Z8G3 ; 
" Histoire Populaire Contempo- 
raine,^'* 1861 ; "Introduction G6u6- 
rale &l’Histoire dc Prance,*^ 1805 ; 
and a second " Histoire des Bomains 
depuia lea temps les plus recalls 
jusqu'^ la fin du r^gne des Anto- 
nins,^^ S vols., 1870-70, M. Duruy 
was decorated wiihthe Cross of the 
Legion of Honour in 1845; pro- 
moted to the grade of Officer of 
that order, Ang. 12, 18G3 ; to that 
of Commander, Aug. 13, 18G4 ; and 
to that of Grand Officer, Aug. 4, 
1807. He has been on Officer of 
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the Turkisli Order of the Mecljidie 
aince 1875. 

"DYOB.&K, Pan Antonin, Bohemian 
musician, was horn in 1811 at the 
village of Nelahozeves^noarPraguo, 
where his father was a butcher and 
innkeeper. As a child ho showed 
great aptitude for the violin } hut 
for a long time he was ignorant of 
the moat elementary rules of music. 
After leaving school he earned his 
Hving by playing in a band of 
wandering village minatrelsj and 
his first attempt at composition 
was a dance which the memhors 
of this band tried to play j but as 
the young comijosor was ixnaware 
that the music should have been 
written in different clefs for the 
different instruments the result 
was terrible discord and utter 
failure. He then gave up com- 
posing, and went to Prague, where 
for the first time he heard the 
names of the great composers, and 
was present at the performance of 
an opera ; here he was able to hire 
a piano and give lessons, and in 
1871!, a year putor his marriage, he 
gained a competition scholarship 
at Vienna. In 1875 he gained .£50, 
and in 1870 ^00 s but it was not 
until 1B7B that his name became at 
all well known ; at that time be 
published his '^Moravian Duets" 
at Berlin, which were at once 
favourably received, and opened 
the way for further compositions. 
His dances, songs, and symphonies, 
have all found favour with the 
best critics $ but the Stabat 
Mater" (performed at the Bir- 
mingham Festival) and " Konig 
imd JKiOilor " ai’O perhaps his most 
popular works. His latest work is 
the oratorio '' St. Ludmila," 
founded on the poem of the young 
Bohemianpoet, Yaroslav Vrchlioky, 
the subject being the introduction 
of Christianity into Bohemia. 
This was performed with great 
success at the Leeds Musical 
Festival, Oct. 1836, under the per- 
sonal direction of Herr Dvordk. 

DWIGHT, Timothy, D.D.,LL.D., 


was born at Norwich, Connecticut, 
November 16, 1828. He gradu- 
ated from Yale College in 1840, 
continued his stucUos at New- 
haven for two years, and then 
entered the Theological Seuiinary 
connected with Yale CoUoga, 
(1851-63) filling meanwhile a tutor- 
ship at the College (1851-55). Ho 
was licensed to preach in 1855 j 
spent 1856-57 in Europe j and on 
his return was appointed (185S)Pro* 
feasor of Sacred Literature at Yale, 
a position which he still holds. On 
May 20, 1886, ho was elected Pre- 
sident of the College, to succeed 
Dr. Noah Porter, resigned. Pro- 
fessor Dwight was an associate 
editor of The New Nnglander, and 
was an active member of the 
American Committee for the Ite- 
viaion of the English Version of 
the Bible from 1878 to 1885. 

DYEB, Thomas Henry, historian, 
was horn May 4, 1804, in the parish 
of St, Duustan in the East;, in the 
City of London, and educated 
privately. He was engaged during 
the earHer part of his life in a 
West India house, hut afterwards, 
in consequence of Negro Emanci- 
pation, adopted the profession of 
literature, Mr. Dyer travelled 
extensively on the Continent, 
and particularly studied the 
topograi>hy and antiquities of 
Rome, Athens, and Pompeii. He 
was presented in 1865 with the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
by the University of Si. Andrews. 
He published in 1850 a ^'Lifo of 
Calvin j ” in 1801, a " History of 
Modern Europe," 4 vols. (2ncl od. 
1877, 6 vols.) j in 1865, a History 
of the City of Rome j " in 1807, an 
enlarged edition of " Pompeii j" 
in 1868, a '' History of tho Kings 
of Rome j and in 1878, " Ancient 
Athens j " besides many artides in 
the Qla&Bical Museum, and in Dr. 
Smith's J)icUonanes qf Biogra^phy 
and Qeogmph^, 

DYER, William Turner Thistle- 
ton, C.M.a., M.A., F.R.S., son of 
the late W. Q*. Thistleton Dyer, 
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M.D., was born in the parisb of 
St. James, "WestmiuBter, July 2S^ 
1813^ and educatod at Eing^s 
College School, whei-e he was Eirsfc 
Class Mathematical Scholar, at 
ICmg*s College, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, whoro ho became 
Junior Student in 1803. He took 
a First Class in Natural Science in 
the Final Schools, 1807, passed the 
B. Sc., London, 1S70, and took 
his M.A. degi’flo at Oxfoid in 
1873. He has held successively 
the following appointments: Pro- 
fessor of Natural History at the 
Agricultural College, Cirencester 
(ISOS) } Professor of Bottiuy at 
the Eoyal College of Soieuco for 
Ireland (1870) ; Professor of 
Botany, Boyal Horticultural 
Society (1872) j Assistant Director 
at Kew Gardena (1876), and Direc- 
tor of Kew Gardens (lS8o). At the 
International Phylloxera Cosgrosa, 
Bordeaux, 1881, he was the X'cpro- 
aentativo of New South 'Wales, 
South Australia and Yictoria. In 
1873 and several succeeding j'onrs 
Mr. Dyer delivered in the Schools 
of the Science aud Art Department, 
South Kensington, coursos of in- 
struction in Botiuiy to teachers in 
training. In these a new treat- 
ment of the subject was doveloiJed 5 
the leading types of vegetable 
organism were described and prac- 
tically demonstrated, and for tho 
first time the same methods of 
class exposition were applied to the 
vogotahle kingdom as wore more 
or less in general use for animal 
organisms. At Kew Mr. Dyer has 
been specially occupied with the 
development of hotanical work and 
the organisation of botanical depart- 
ments in the colonies and India. 
He has published " Flora of 
Middlesex,^' 1869 (with Dr. Tri- 
inen) 5 on English edition of ^'How 
Crops Grow,” 1869 (with Professor 
Church) j and an English edition 
of "Sacha's Text Book of Botany,” 
1876 (with A. W, Bennett). Mr. 
Dyer married in 1877 a daughter 
of the late Sir J« D. Hooker, 
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formerly Director of Kew Gar- 
dens. 

DYKE, The Eight Hon. Sir 'William 
Harfc, M.P., son of tho late Sir 
Porcyvall Hart Dyke, was born at 
East Hall, St. Mary Cray, Kent, 
August 7, 1837, and educated at 
Harrow, and Clirist Church, Ox- 
ford, where ho took his degree in 
1861. He represented West Kent 
in the Conservative intore-»t from 
1865 to 1867, and the Mid-Divi- 
sion of the same couuty until 1885, 
when he was retm’ned for tho 
N. W. Divibion. He was Whip ot 
the Conservative party from 1568 
to 1880 J Patronage SecrotiUy to 
the Treasury from 187-1-80, and 
Chief Secretary for Ireland in Lord 
Salisbury's Government from 
June, 1885 to January, 1886. At 
the Genernl Election in 18SG he 
was again returned for North- 
West Kent

EADS, James B,, was born at Law- 
reuceburg, Indiana, 28 M,iy, 1820, 
His fiunily removed to Louisville, 
Kentucky, in 1829, and in 1833 
(after the death of his father) to 
St. Louis. From 1839 to 1812 he 
was clerk on a Mississippi steam- 
boat ; aud from 1842 to 1857 was 
engaged in the recovery of pro- 
perty lost and sunken by ship- 
wreck, from which ho reaUsed a 
fortune. During the Civil War he 
built for the D. S. Government a 
number of gunboats for use on the 
Mississippi and other rivers, which 
had many novel features of his 
own invention. He has, since the 
close of the war, acq,iured great 
distinction as a civil engineer in 
the construction of the Illinois and 
St. Louis bridge, and in the jetties 
made by him at the mouth of the 
Mississippi for the enlargement of 
its channel, so as to permit the 
passage of ships of great draught. 

EAELY, General JuhaL A., wan 
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■born in Virginia about 181 5. He 
graduated in 1837 at tlie Miiiiary 
Academy at West Point, and was 
appointed a lieutenant of artillery, 
but soon resigned and studied law. 
During tho war witli Mexico be 
was a major in a Virginia volun- 
teer regiment. Upon tho breaking 
out of the Civil War he entered 
the Confederate service, and was 
present in several actions during 
tho early part of the war. In May, 
18GB, he held the lines at Frede- 
ricksburg, while Lee was engaged 
with Hooker at ChancellorsviUe j 
and in July ho commanded a divi- 
sion at G-ottysbm’g. In ISGt ho 
commanded in the Valley of the 
Shenandoah, where he was at drst 
successful, "but was finally routed 
by Sheridan, After the close of 
the war he came to Europe, but 
returning, resumed the practice of 
the law at Richmond, In 1867 he 
published ''Memoirs of the Last 
Year of the War.'* Ho subse- 
quently took up his residence at 
New Orleans, where, with Oen. 
Beauregard, he was for somo years 
manager of the Louisiana Stato 
Lottery. He now lives at Lynch- 
"burg, Virginia. In 1883 he jjub- 
lished "Jackson's Campaign agamst 
Pope in 1862.” 

EASTLAEE, Lady, widow of Sir 
Charles Lock Eastlake (who died 
Deo. 24, 1865), to whom she was 
married in 1819, is a daughter of 
the late Edward Rigby, Esq., M.D., 
of Norwich. She was bom aboqt 
1816, and, as Miss Elizabeth Rigby, 
gained considerable literary repu- 
tation by a work published in 1843, 
entitled " Letters from the Shores 
of the Baltic,*' a pleasant and vivid 
record of a len^hencd visit to a 
sister who was married to an 
Esthonian boron, and had settled 
on the shores of that sea. "Livo- 
nian Tales/' comprising the three 
graphic stories of "The Diroo- 
nent,” " The 'Wolves,'' and " The 
Jewess,” appeared in 1816, She is 
also author of a " History of Our 
Lord/' and the " Life of John (Mb- 


son, R. A.” Lady Eastlake has been 
an occasional contributor to tho 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Reviews; 
and her last hook, " Five Groat 
Painters/' is nn expanded reprint 
of articles which first appeared 
there. Two of her contributions on 
" Dress ” and " Music " have been 
reprinted in " Murray's Home and 
Colonial Library/' 

EBEBS, Georg, orientalist and 
novelist, was born at Berlin, Ist 
March, 1837* His father, a banker, 
having died before the birtli of his 
son, the latter received his early in- 
struction from his mother, and sub- 
sequently studied iu Frbbel's school 
at Keilhau, At the Universities 
of Gbttingen and Berlin ho mado 
Egyptology his central study, and 
at the termination of his academical 
career he visited tho principal 
museums of Egyptian antiquities 
in Europe. In 1865, he established 
himself at Jena as a private tutor 
for the Egyptian language and 
antiquities, and in 1870 he was 
called as professor to Leipzig, where 
he has since remained. Apart from 
his scientific services, his thesis on 
obtainmg the degree of Doctor 
" On the Twenty-sixth Egyptian 
Dynasty,” and his larger work on 
" Egypt and the Books of Moses,” 
and his " Scientific Journey to 
Egypt ” (1869-70), were the cause 
of his promotion to that Chair, 
In his second journey to Egypt in 
1872-73, he succeeded in discover- 
ing the Papyrus B, which was sub- 
sequently named after him. This 
Papyrus, although its contents pri- 
marily relate to medical stibjocts, 
is very important on account of the 
insight it gives into the language 
and culture of tho ancient Egyp- 
tians. Bbers also discovered the 
important biographical inscription 
of the " Amon em Nob.” In 1876, 
he had a sevci^ attack of paralysis, 
which still prevents him from walk- 
ing, To tills iHneas the further de- 
velopment of his literary activity 
is mainly attributable, for since 
the state of his health inoapaoi- 
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tated him from purstiing more 
serious studies^ he sought and ob- 
tained a means of recreation and 
agreeable occupation in imagina- 
tive composition. This "was the 
origin of " TJarda, a Eomanco of 
Ancient Egypt'* (1877), which like 
severfil of Ebera' other works, has 
been translated into English by 
Clara Bell. This was the second 
of his works of fiction based upon 
facts in the history of Egypt, for 
he had previously, in 186 A, pub- 
lished An Egyptian Princess," 
which has been translated into 
English by B, Grove, and which 
gives in the attractive form of a 
romance, a description of popular 
life in Egypt about the ume of 
the Persian war of conquest. The 
extraordinary success achieved by 
^^XTarda," induced the author to 
tm'n his Egyptian studies still 
further to account for literarypur- 
poses. He composed in succession 
'' Homo Sum,** a novel (1878) j 
" The Sisters,** a romance (1880) j 
and The Emperor ** (1831), the 
scene of all these works being laid 
in Egypt. Meanwhile, Ebers did 
not neglect the acquisition of solid 
learning. It is true that his splen- 
did work on " Egypt — descriptive, 
historical, and picturesque" (1878; 
English in'anslatlon, by Clara BeU, 
with introduction and notes by 
Br. Birch, 1880) is of a popular 
character, as are filso his previous 
publication Through Goschen to 
Sinai** (1872), and his work,written 
in collaboration with Guthe, on 
Palestine— descriptive, liistori- 
cal, and picturesque** (1881). On 
the other hand, his nmnerous arti- 
des in periodicals on the Egyptian 
language and antiquities, his re- 
markable treatise on " Papyrus E, 
a hieratic manual of Egyptian 
Medicine** (2 vole., 1872), afford 
ample proof of the most profound 
scientific study. His later works 
of fiction are '' The Burgomaster*B 
Wife : a Tale of the Siege of Ley- 
den,*' of which a tran^tion, by 
Clara Bell, appeared in London, in 


1882 ; and Serapis, a Eomanoo ** 
(1886). 

ECCAUnrs, Johann Georg, was 
bom Aug. 23,1818, at Priedrielirocla, 
in the duchy of GSotha. His father 
being a tailor, he was sot down to 
tailoring at the age of ten; five 
consecutive hours ot schooling in 
the forenoon and seven to ten liours 
tailoring in the afternoon, made up 
his juvenilo days. In 1835, at the 
first public oxaniination,lie received 
the first silver medal for being the 
best Sunday scholar in the town in 
mathcmaticsandgeoiuetry, ondsub- 
sequentlyhe officiated as teacher to 
the jimior classes. In the autumn 
of 1816 he turned up amongst the 
latest arrivals from the fatherland 
in the Londoner Arbciter BUdungs 
Verein. In 1830 he made his dvbut 
in the press by a German article on 
London tailoring, published in the 
September number of the J^uue der 
Neuen MheinischenZeUung, An Eng- 
lish article on the same subject, pub- 
lished in Juliau Harney's Red Ite- 
pufiZicaa, opened to him the columns 
of the Chartist press, to which ho 
remained a gratia contributor till 
the extinction of Ernest Jones's 
People’s Paper t He took on active 
part in the foundation of the Inter- 
national Working Men's Association 
in 1861. He was a member of the 
first executive of the EeformLeague 
in 1863, but afterwards resigned. 
In Feb. 186G, ho was appointed paid 
editor of the Conifnonwea2ih,butwas 
«oon dismissed from that post, and 
hod to return to shop-board. In 
1867 he published, under the title 
of " A WorkiM ISIan’s itefutation. 
of Stuart Mill," a series of articles- 
which had originally appeared in 
the Qommonwealih, An enlarged 
edition has since been published in 
German by Eichhoff, Berlin, 1869. 
In July, 1867, he was elected Gene- 
ral Secretary of the International 
Working Men’s Association. Since- 
the collapse of that body he has 
not appeared prominently before 
the public. 

EBEK, The Hon. Sir Ashley^ 
z 2 
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IC.C.S.I. fUld C.T.E., son of the late 
Eobert Lord Axickland, Bishop of 
Bath and Wells, was born 13 Nov. 
1831, at Hertinfrf ordbury, and edu- 
cated at Rugby, Winchester and the 
E. I. College at Hailoybury. He 
entered the Bengal Civil Service, 
1852, and was emiiloyed in the 
suppression of theSanthal j'obellion, 
1856-6, He was secretary to the 
Crovomment of Bengal, and mem- 
ber of the Legislative Coimoil, 
1862-1871, special envoy with the 
Sikhim Expedition, 1861, special 
envoy to Bhutan, 1861, chief com- 
missioner to Burma, 1871-1877, 
and Lieutenant-Governor of Ben- 
gal, 1877-1882. Ho was appointed 
a member of the Council of the 
Secretary of State for India, 1882, 
Knight Commander of the Star of 
India, 1878, and Companion of the 
Order of the Indian Empire, 1878. 

EDEN, The Eight Eev. Eohert, 
D.D.j Bishop of the united diocese 
of Moray, Iloss, and Caithness, nnd 
formerly Primus of the Episcopal 
Church of Scotland, was horn in 
180 i , being the third son of the late 
Sir Eroderick Morton Eden, Bart. 
From Westminster School he pro- 
ceeded to Christ Church, Oxford. 
He held the rectory of Leigh, 
Essex, from 1837 to 1853 j was con- 
secrated Bishop of Moray, Ross, 
and Caithness in 1851 j and was 
elected Primus of the Episcopal 
Church of Scotland in 1802. He 
held the latter post until 18S6, 
when he resigned, and was suCf 
cecded by Dr. Jermyn, Bishop of 
Brechin. Bishop Eden married in 
1827 Emma, youngest daughter of 
the late Sir James Allan Park, 
Justice of tile Common Pleas. 
(She died Nov. 2 1, 1880.) , 

EDEN, The Bev. Robert, M.A., 
son oi the late Rev. Thomas Eden, ' 
bomatWhitehall,near Bristol, was 
educated at a private school near 
that city. Having first entered at 
St. John’s College, Oxford, as Bible 
Clerk, hobecame Scholar, and after- 
words Fellow of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, where he graduated B.A. in 


1825, and M.A. in 1827. He was ap- 
pointed an Examiner at Oxford in 
1828-9, was succossivoly Iload Mas- 
ter of Hackney and GiimherwoU 
Collegiate Schools between 1829 and 
18385 and held the post of Examiner 
for the East India Civil Sci'vicc from 
1839 to 1856 5 was Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Noiwich in 18 19 ; Vicar 
of Noith Walsham in 1851; Honor- 
ary Canon of Norwich in 1852 5 and 
Vicar of Wymondham in 1851. 
Canon Eden is the author of the 
'^Churchman’s Theological Diction- 
ary The Examination and WriL- 
ings of Archdeacon Pliilpot, with 
Biography,’'for the Piu'kor Society, 
and "Some Thoughts on the Inspi- 
ration of the Holy Scriptures,” 186 1. 
He has also edited theological works 
for the Clarendon Press, and has 
published a volume of sermons. 

EDHEM PASHA, aTurkish states- 
luon, was boru in 1823. He studied 
in Paris, where for three years ho 
attended the lectmus in the School 
of Mines. On returning to Turkey 
he was attached to the staff of tlie 
army with the rank of captain, 
rapidly attained to that of colonel, 
and was appointed a moinber of 
the Council of Mines at the time of 
its formation. Having boon ap- 
pointed aide-dc-oamp to the Sultan 
in 1819, he soon was placed at the 
head of His Majesty’s household 
troops. Meanwhile he had been 
! promoted General of Brigade, and 
then General of Division. In 1851 
he was charged, in the capacity of 
Government Commissioner, to con- 
vey to the Prince Alexander Kara- 
georgovitz of Sorvia, the halti- 
sheriff confirming the immunities 
accorded to that country. In 1856 
lie resigned the functions which he 
had fulfilled at the palace, and was 
appointed a member of the council 
of the Tanzimat, and afterwards 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, with 
the rank of Muohir. Ho only held 
that post for one yeai‘. Subse- 
quently he played an important 
part in the affairs of his country, 
where he was nominated President 
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of the Council of State, He was 
also for some time ambassador at 
Berlin. At the Conference of Con- 
stantinople (18?’6-7) lie acted as the 
second Turkish plenipotentiary, 
and he ws apx)ointcd to succeed 
Midhat Pasha as Grand Vizier 
Peh. 5, 1877. 

EDINBURGH (Duke of), H.R.H. 
Prince Alfred Ernest Albert, K.G., 
K,P., the second son of Her 
most ^acious Majesty the Queen 
and his Royal Highness the late 
Prince Albert, was born at Windsor 
Castle, Aug. G, 1841. His early edu- 
cation was entz'usted to the Rer, i 
H. M. Birch ; from 1852 to P. W. ' 
Gibbs, Esq., C.B. ; and in 185G the 
Prince was placed under the special 
care of Major Cowell, R.E., and 
spent the winter of 185G-7 at Ge 
neya, studying modem languages. | 
Having decided upon joining the 
naval service, Prmce Alfred was 
placed under the Rev. W. R. Jolly, 
at Alverbank, near Gosport, where 
he pursued the prex>aratory studies 
fur his xn'ofesaiou during the sum- 
mer of 1858. He entered the ser- 
vice, after a strict and searching 
examination, Aug, 31, 1858, was ap- 
pointed a Naval Cadet, and joined 
her Majesty’s screw steam-frigate 
EuyyaluSj 51 guns, Capt. John 
Walter Tarleton, C.B. After a 
leave of absence of a few weeks. 
Prince Alfred joined his ship for 
active sea-service, Oct. 27, 1858, 
and served in the Bt, George on 
various foreign stations, visited 
many of the countries on the 
shores of the Mediterranean, and 
extended his travels to America 
and the West Indies. In Deo. 
1802, Prince Alfred declined the 
offer made to him of the throne of 
Greece. In Peb. 18GG, Parliament 
granted him ^61 6,000 a year, pay- 
able from the day on which he 
attained his majority, with an ad- 
ditional .£10,000 on his marriage. 
He was created Duke of Edinburgh, 
Earl of Kent, and Earl of Ulster ' 
in the peerage of the United King- 
dom, May 2Jf, 1860 and took his | 


seat in the House of Lovdsj June 8. 
His Royal Ilighnoss was sworn in 
Master of the Trinity House, 
> March 21, 1800, and received the 
freedom of the City of London, 

' June 8. Eox’ly in 1807 the Duke 
was appointed to the command of 
the frigate Galatea, which sailed 
from Plymouth Sound Peb. 20. 
Since then he has visited nearly 
every countx’y in the world, pro- 
ceeding ffrst to Australia, where 
he met with a most enthusiastic 
reception on the part of the in- 
habitants; and great indignation 
was felt at the dastardly attempt of 
an Iiishmau, named O’ParreU, to 
assassinate llie Prince at a picnic 
held at Clontoi'f, near Port Jackson, 
Now South Wales, on March 12, 
1868. The Prince, however, was 
only slightly wounded by a pistol- 
shot in the back. O^Parrell was 
tried on March 31, found guilty, 
and executed on April 21. His 
Royal Highness subsequently vi- 
1 sited Japan (where he was received 
I both publicly and privately by the 
■ Mikado), China, and India. In 
I 1873 ho went to Italy, and on 
I Ax^ril 20 had an audience with the 
Pope at Rome, On Jan. 23, 1874, 
his marriage with the Grand 
Duchess Marie, only daughter of 
Alexander II., Emperor of Russia, 
was celebrated with great pomp at 
St, Petersburg j and on March 12, 
the Duke and Duchess, accom- 
panied by Her Majesty the Queen, 
made a jjublic entry into London 
amid much popular enthusiasm. 

I On Oct. 15, 1874, the Duchess gave 
I birth at Buckingham Palace to a 
I son, who, on the 23rd of the follow- 
ing month, was baptized by the 
names of Alfred Alexander Wil- 
liam Ernest Albert, the sponsors 
being Queen Victoria, the Emperor 
of RubsIa, the Emperor of Ger- 
many, the Prince of Wales, the 
Crown-Princess of Germany, and 
the Duke of Soxe-Cobm'g-Gotha* 
The Duke of Edinburghi a other 
children are the Princess Marie 
Alexandra Victoria, bom Oct. 29, 
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1875 5 and tlio Princess Victoria 
Melita, born at Malta, Nov. 25, 
187G 5 and a princess bom in 1878. 
His Royal Highness is Bnke of 
Saxony and Prince of Saxe-Cobnrg- 
Gotha. lu Nov. 1882 lie vras pro- 
moted to the rank of Vice-Admiral 
in her Majesty's fleet; and since 
that time he has held varions 
important commands. He is now 
(1886) in command of the Medi- 
terranean Squadron. 

£1)18, Robert William, P.S.A., 
liientenant-Colonel of Volunteers, 
bom at Huntingdon in 1839 ; was 
educated at the local Grammar 
School and afterwards at the 
Brewers’ Company School at Al- 
donham. At seventeen he was 
articled to a well-known Arm of 
London architects ; on the expira- 
tion of his articles entered the 
office of tho late Mr. Salvin as 
principal assistant, and nt twenty- 
two began practice for him- 
self. He hecame a member of the 
Architectural Association early in 
his professional life, and was 
elected President for two succes- 
sive years; was elected Associate 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1B62, and a Fellow 
in 18G7 j and Fellow of the Society 
of Antiq^uaries in 1870. He has 
travelled much in many countries, 
and in the early part of his career 
made a series of architectural 
sketches in France, IWy, and 
Germany, some of which were 
published in the ^u.ilding News and 
other professional journals. He 
has written and lectured on do- 1 
mestio art and sanitation, and 
published various books on those * 
subjects j has been a strong advo- ‘ 
cate for the more artistic and 
healthy treatment of English 
homes, and has devoted much 
time and study to internal deco- 
ration and furniture. He is one 
of the leaders of the modem 
revival of red brick and so-called j 
“ Queen Anne " architecture. In ’ 
1882 he went to America to advise, 
oa to the laying out new city 


in Kansas State, and made on the 
spot a survey of the site, plans for 
laying out a to^vn of some 1,000 or 
2,000 houses, and dra^rags for 
some of the principal buildings to 
be erected. In 1880 ho was invited 
by the Society of Arts to give a 
series of Cantor Lectures on tho 
Decoration and Furniture of 
Town Houses,” since illustrated 
and published in book-form. Ho 
wi'ote the article on ^'Internal 
Decoration from a Sanitary Point 
of View," in Our Honios, for 
Messrs. Cassell & Co., and the 
handbook on "Healthy Furniture,” 
for the Council of the International 
Health Exhibition. He has been ex- 
tensively employed in tho building 
of large houses and in general 
domestic work. Amongst his prin- 
cipal and latest works are the 
additions to tlio Inner Templo 
Library, Boscombo Spa Hotel near 
Bournemouth, mansions in Staf- 
fordshire, Huntingdonshire, Hamp- 
shire, and Berks ; tho Badminton 
Club in Piccadilly, Ihe Constitu- 
tional Club in Northumberland 
Avenue ; alterations and additions 
to the Jockey Club, Newmarket, 
Hnrlinghom and Gun Clubs in 
London; additions to Chesterfleld 
House, Offices of the Legal and 
General Life Assurance Society, 
Fleet Street, mansions in Brook 
Street, ball-room and additions at 
Sandringham, for H/R.H. the 
Prince of Wales, &c. Mr. Edis is 
a strong advocate for the more 
extensive use of terra-cotta as a 
building material. Ho is a keen 
sportsman and volunteer ; be 
joined the " Artists ” Corps at its 
formation in 1869, and is now 
Colonel of the re^ment. He was 
Aide-de-Canm to Lord Bury in the 
French and German war under the 
General Convention j and was in 
Paris during the last days of tlie 
Commune, when he wrote, as the 
result of his observations, a valu- 
able paper on "Fireproof Mate- 
rials,” which was read before the 
Institute of Architects, 
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KDISOK, Xliomas Alva, inventor, 
was born in Ohio in 184«7. The defi- 
ciencies of his education (limited 
to a school attendance of eight 
weeks) were in part compensated 
for by the care of his mother and 
by his early x>as3ion for reading, 
which took particularly the direc- 
tion of chemistry. He became 
when still very young a newsboy 
on a railway, where he was able to 
continue his reading, and even to 
make some experiments in che- 
mistry, and to finally publish an 
amateur paper. Becoming inter- 
ested in telegraphy he studied it 
late at night in a railway station, 
and in a few months became so 
expert an operator that he was 
successively employed at Port 
Hmron, Michigan, Stratford, Ca- 
nada, and Adrian, Michigan. At 
this last place he fitted up a small 
^op for the repair of telegraph 
instruments, and for the manufac- 
ture of novel machinery. Prom 
Adrian he went to Indianapolis, 
Indiana, where he invented his 
antomatic repeater. After brief 
stays at various places he settled 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, and at the^ age 
of twenty had acquired some little 
reputation ns a successful inventor, 
but was soon called to Boston on 
telegraphic business, where he set 
up a shop for his experiments. 
Not long afterwards he was made 
superintendent of Gold Indicnr 
tor Co. in New Tork, and while in 
that position established his factory 
for experimenta in Newark, New 
Jersey. In 1876 he resigned his 
Buperintendency in order to devote 
his entire time to research and 
invention, locating himself for this 
purpose about twenty-five miles 
from New Tork, at a place called 
Menlo Park. He remained there 
until 1882, when he returned to 
New York to personally supervise 
the introduction of ^ectrio light 
into that city. Mr, Edison's in- 
ventions, whiSi number over three 
hundred, include the carbon tele- 
phone, the phonography the mioro- 


I tasimetci’,thea6rophone,themega- 
; phone, the phonometer, the electric 
pen, and the quadioiplex system of 
telegrai)hing. 

EDMTTNDS, George F., lawyer 
and statesman, was bom in Rich- 
mond, Teimont, Feb, 1, 1828, He 
was educated at the common schools 
and by a private tutor, studied law 
at an early age, and began the 
practice in 1819. In 1851 ho re- 
moved to Burlington, Vermont. 
From 1854 to 1850 he a mem- 
ber of the lower branch of the State 
Legislature, serving as Speaker for 
three of these yeai'S, In 18C1-2, 
ho was a State Senator aoting as 
Speaker pro iem. On the death 
of Mr. Foote in 1806, he was ap- 
pointed to the vacancy in the U.S, 
Senate, which position lie has con- 
tiuued to fill by successive re-elec- 
tions. He is one of the prominent 
Republican leaders of body, 
has been a member and chair- 
man of some of its most important 
committees, and has twice been 
elected President p7'o tsm. He was 
a member of the Electoral Com- 
missiou in 1876, which decided the 
Presidential controversy between 
Mr. Hayes and Mr. Tilden. A^t the 
Republican National Conventions 
in 1880 and 1884, he received some 
votes for the nomination to the 
Presidency. 

EDWARDS, Miss Amelia Bland- 
ford, is the daughter of a Penin- 
sula offioei*, and is maternally de- 
scended from the family of Wal- 
pole. Her taste for art and litera- 
ture was evidenced from an early 
age, and in 1853, while yet very 
young, she began to be known 
to the public as a contributor to 
periodical literature* Since that 
time, though best known as a 
novelist and traveller, she has 
written many juvenile and educa- 
tional works, besides contributing 
art and drainatio criticisms, literary 
reviews, and political leaders to 
certain of our foremost weekly and 
daily papers. The following are 
among Mbs A, B« DJdwards's bestt 
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known novels i — My Brother's 
Wife (1855) ; '^Iland and Glove " 
(1859); "Barbarii's History ”(1861); 
^ Half a Million of Money/' whicli 
first appeared as a serial in All the 
Tear Roufid (1866) ; Debenham's 
Vow,” first passed throngli the 
columns of Good Words (1870) ; 
''In tho Days of my Youth” 
(1873) ; " Monsieur Maurice,” a 
novelette (3873); and "Lord 
Bmckenbury” (1880), first brought 
out in The Grajj7tic,tmii subsequently 
published by Messrs. Hurst 
and Blackett. This last novel has 
gone through three English edi- 
tions, besides the aerial form ; has 
been translated into Ercnch and 
Bussian, and twice into German, 
besides being reproduced in nume- 
rous forms and sizes in Australia, 
New Zealand, and the United 
States of America. " Miss Ctirew " 
(1865) consists of shoit tales chiefly. 
Besides the foregoing. Miss Amelia 
B. Edwards is the author of "An 
Abridgniont of Frencli History,” 
published in Messrs. Koutledge's 
Useful Library t of tiie biographical 
letterpress to Messrs. Colnnghi's 
Photograp7iie Historical Portrait 
Gallery ; of a volume of " Ballads ” 
(1865) : and of a record of travel 
in the then little known Dolomite 
region, entitled " Untrodden Betiks 
and Unfrequented Valleys ” (3 873), 
with illustrations by the author. 
This was followed at the beginning 
of 1877 by "A Thousand Miles up 
the Nile,” illustrated with upwards 
of eighty wood engravings from 
drawings by tho author, made and 
finished on the spot, in Egypt and 
Nubia, Since the publication 
of " Lord Brackenbury,” Miss 
Edwnrd has chiefly devoted her 
pen to Egyptological subjects. 
She is an active promoter of " The 
Egypt Eiq^loratiou Eund," and is, 
jointly with Mr. B. Stuart Poole, 
on Honorary Secretary of that So- 
ciety. The bulk of Mias Edwoi'cls’s 
Egyptological work is published in 
The Acadenvy. She also writes on 
these subjects for several leading 


journals and periodicals at home 
and abroad. Miss Edwards is 
a contributor of Egyptological 
articles to tlie new edition of the 
"Encyclopasdia Britonnica,” and 
has written a comprohensive ac- 
count of "Beceni Archmologicol 
Discoveries in Egypt” for tho 
American supplement to that 
work. Miss Edwards, besides be- 
ing an Hon. Secretary of tho 
Egypt Exifioration Eund, is a con- 
tributing member of tho various 
orientalist eongroases which aro 
periodically hold in various Euro- 
pean capitis; a Member of tho 
Biblical A.rchoeological Society ; 
a member of the Society for the 
Promotion of Hollouic Studies, and 
a Vice-President of the Bristol 
and West of England National 
Society for Women's Suffrage. 

EDWABDS, Henri Milne, na- 
turalist, of Belgian origin, mem- 
hor of the Institute and of tho 
Academy of Medicine, born at 
Bruges, Oct. 23, 1800, studied 
medicine at Paris, and obtained 
his degree of Doctor in July, 1823. 
After holding tho Profossorship of 
Natural History at the Lycea 
Henri IV., he was appointed in 
181)1 to a slinilai* x^^sition at the 
Museum of the Eaculty of Sciences, 
of which he became Dean and was 
made Professor of Zoology to the 
Museum, in place of M. Isidore 
Geoffrey Saint-Hxlaire, May 28, 
1862. In 1838 he admitted a 
member of tho Academy of Sciences 
(section of Anatomy and Zoology) 
as successor to M. Cuvier; was 
elected an associate of tho Academy 
of Medicine in 1851; created £ui 
officer of the Legion of Honour in 
April, 1847, and was promoted to 
the rank of Commander, Aug. 13, 
1861. He is the author of "Be- 
cherclies Auatomiques sur Ics 
Crustaciis,” 1828,"orowned ”bytho 
Academy of Soicncos ; " Manuel de 
Matibre Medicale,” 1832; "Nou- 
veau Eormulaire Pratique des 
Hdpitaux,” 1840 ; “ Histoire Na- 
turelle dea Crustacea,” 1837-11 } 
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De 90 iis sur la Fhysiolo^io ot 
rAnatomie comparde de FHomnie 
et des Animaux/^ IHSo-GO; and 
other works. M, Edwards super- 
intended the publication of a new 
edition of LamarcVs ** L'Histoire 
Naturelle des non « Vert^br^s," 
1838-1815 ; and bns contributed to 
various scientific reviews, dlction- 
ariesj and periodicals. The honqr 
rory degree of M.D, was conferred 
upon him by the university of Ley- 
dun in Eeb. 1876. In 1878 the 
King of Portugal confen-ed on him 
tlie Ghrand Cross of the Order of 
Christ. 

EDWARDS, Henry Sutherland, 
bom in 1828, was educated at 
one of the branch schools of 
King’s College, London, and in 
France, where he lived many years. 
In 1850 he visited Russia, on the 
occasion of the coronation of Alex- 
ander II., and, remaining some 
months in Moscow, studied the 
Russian language. Ho published, 
in lvS58, a collection of “ Sketches 
and Studies” (contributed origi- 
nally to a magazine), under the 
title of the Russians at Home.” 
This was followed, in 1802, by a 
" History of the Opera.” In that 
year Mr. Edwards went to Poland, 
where an insurrection seemed to 
be preparing, and to Russia, where 
measures were being taken for the 
emancipation of the serfs, as special 
correspondent to the Times s and, 
on his return to England, published 

The Polish Ciwfivity.” In 1863, 
immediately after the rising in 
Poland, he was again sent out by 
the Times, He took part in and 
described] some of the principal 
expeditions from Oalicia into the 
kingdom of Poland ; went, at the 
crisis of the insurrection, to War- 
saw, and, soon after his arrival, 
was ordered to quit the city within 
twenty-four hours. Allowed to 
choose his route, he proceeded to 
St. Petersburg, and thence to 
Moscow, and the South, of Russia, 
returning to Galicia through Kieif 
and Volhynia. In 1864 he pub- 
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lished the " Private History of a 
Polish Insurrection ; ” was special 
correspondent of the Times at 
Luxembmg, when, in 1807, the 
"Luxemburg Question” threatened 
to produce war; and in July, 1870, 
when war between France and Prus- 
sia actually broke out,was appointed 
one of the special correspondents of 
the Times on the German side. In 
that capacity he followed the King’s 
head-quai’ters from Saarbrtick to 
tho neighbourhood of Beaumont; 
went through, the battle of Beau- 
mont with a Bavarian Infantry 
Regiment ; after Beaumont and 
Sedan, joined General von Werder 
before Strasburg, and on the fall of 
Strasburg, traversed the occupied 
country from Alsace to Normandy, 
remaining at Rouen and Amiens, 
with the Army of the North, until 
the end of the ww. He has wi’itteu 
a few novels, and many ifieces for 
the stf^e. His latest novel is 
" Malvina,” 3 vols. 1871. Ho has 
j since publishod a translation of tho 
Statistics of all Countries ” com- 
X>iled by Dr. Otto Hilbnei*, the Di- 
rector of the Prussian Statistical 
Archives, 1872 ; and "The Germans 
in Prance,” 187 1- 
EDWARDS, Miss Matilda Bsr- 
hara Retham, was born at Woster- 
: field, Suffolk, in 1836, and began 
to write when quite young. Her 
first effort in fiction, a story, " The 
White House by the Sea," pub- 
lished when she was nineteen, has 
been many times reprinted in 
popular editions, also translated 
into Noiwegian and^ other lan- 
guages; since that time she has 
devoted herself entirely to lite- 
rature, contributing to PuneJi, the 
Qraphic, the Pall Mall Gazette, Mac- 
millan* a Magazine^ andjother leading 
periodicals, and publishing nu- 
merous novels and novelettes. 
Amongst the most popular are 
"John and I,” "Doctor Jacob,’* 
" Kitty,” “The Sylvestres,” “Brid- 
get,” “Exchange no Robbery,” 
“ Disarmed,” “ Pearla,” “ Love 
and Marriage.” Many of these 
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storios originally ^ appeared in 
American and English, serials^ and 
have been translated into French, 
Gorman, and Norwegian. They 
have also been re-issned in popular 
editions in America, Germany, and 
at home. Amongst Miss Betham 
Edwards’s miscellaneous contribU' 
tiona to literature, may be men- 
tioned, " A Winter with the Swal- 
lows in Algeria,” and A Year in 
Western France.” In 1885, she 
published a volume of "Poems,” 
containing, among other reprints, 
" The Golden Bee,”which attracted 
the attention of Charles Bickens, 
when the authoress was in her 
teens. The volume also contains 
translations from the Greek, 
Spanish, and German. 

EGGLESTON, Edward, was 
bom at Vevay, Indiana, Deo. 10, 
1837. After holding several posts as 
a Methodist minister, he removed, 
in 1870, to Brooklyn, New York, 
and became literary editor of the 
New York Independent, a religious 
weekly, of which he had previously 
been the western correspondent. A 
few monthslaterhe was made super- 
intending editor, which position he 
resigned in July, 1871, to take 
charge of The Hearth and Home. 
His first two novels, contributed as 
serials to this latter paper, having 
opened a new and tempting path 
to him, ho resigned the editorship 
of The Hearth and Home about the 
end of 1872, and has not since 
acted as editor to any periodical. 
In 1874 he carried out a long- 
cherished plan of establishing an 
Independent Church -without a 
creed. To do this he accepted the 
call of the Lee Avenue Congrega- 
tional Church, in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Brooklyn. He was obliged 
in 1879 to resign this pastorate on 
account of the complete breaking 
down of his health ; and since his 
recovery ho has wholly given up 
preaching and all public speakinff, 
and has devoted hims^ entirely 
to letters. He has published "The 
Hoosier Sohoolmaaterj”187l i "The 


End of the World,” 1872; "Mys- 
tery of MetfopolisviUo,”1873 j "The 
Circuit Eider,” 1874 j " School- 
master’s stories for Boys and 
Girls,” 187-=^ s " Roxy,” 1878 j " The 
Hoosior Schoolboy,” 1883 j and 
" Queer Stories for Boys and 
Girls,” 1884. In connection with 
others he imblishcd (1878-80), a 
series of " Famous American 
Indians,” comprising " Brandt and 
Red Jacket;” " Pocahontas,” " Te- 
cumseh and the Shawnee Prophet,” 
" Montezuma and the Conquest of 
Mexico,” and " Rod Eagle and the 
Wars with the Creek Indians,” 
EISENLOHR, August, Ph. D., 
Egyptologist, was bom Oct. C, 1882, 
at Mannheim in the Grand Duchy 
of Baden, where his father was a 
physician. After a preliminary 
training in the lyceum of his native 
to-wn he entered the TTniversity of 
Heidelberg in 1850, applying him- 
self to the study of Protestant 
theology, which he continued at 
Gottingen till 1858, when he re- 
turned to Heidelberg, and entered 
-the theological seminary. Illness 
compelled him to avoid scrions 
study for several years, and on his 
recovery he abandoned theology, 
and devoted his attention to the 
natural sciences, especially che- 
mistry, under tho instruction of 
Professors R. Bunsen and Erlen- 
meyer. Ho graduated Ph.D. in 
1859, and afterwards established a 
chemical manufactory. By com- 
mercial intercourse with China ho 
became acquainted with the Chinese 
language, aud was thus led to tho 
study of hieroglyphics, which he 
has prosecuted with groat zeal 
since 18G4; aided by tho advice 
of MM. Chabas and Brugsoh. On 
giving up commercial piu'suita, he 
entered after some years, the 
academical career as Privaidocont 
of the Egyptian language and 
Aroheaology by a dissertation " Dio 
analytische Erklarung des demo- 
tischen Theils der Eosettana,” 
Theil i. Leipzig, 18G9. In the same 
yeorheuud^ofc generously aided 
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by tbe Grand Duke of Baden, a 
scientific e 2 g)loration of Egypt. 
Having been present at tlxo inau- 
guration of the Suez Canal, he 
sailed up the Nile to the second 
cataract of Wadi Haifa, studying, 
copying, and photographing the in- 
scriptions. On this occasion he had 
the good fortune to he alloTved to 
study the Great Harris Papyrus in 
the house of the late Consul Har- 
ris, at Alexandria, and to make 
exh'acta from it, which ho after- 
wards translated. InMoi'ch, 1870, 
he left Egypt and reimmod home. 
Coming to this country in 1872, he 
assisted Miss Harris in soiling to 
the British Museum for ^3,300 her 
valuable collection of Greek and 
Egyptian papyri. Of this collec- 
tion, and especially of the groat 
HArris Papyrus, he gave a desci'ip- 
tion, translation, and commentary 
in a pamphlet “ Der grosse Papyrus 
Harris. Ein wichtiger Beitrag zur 
Aegyptischen Geschichte, ein 3000 
Jnhr altes Zeuguiss fUr die Mo- 
saische Keligionstiftung enthal- 
tend,^' Leipzig, 1872. He treated 
the same subject with the original 
text in the Transactions of the 
Society of Biblicsl Archeeology 
(vol. 1 ., part ii., 1872), "On the 
political condition of Egypt before 
the reign of Bameses III." His 
explanations were, however, sharply 
criticised by M. Chabas, in his " Ee- 
chorches pour servir k l*IIistoire de 
la XIX® Dynastie" (Chtllons and 
Paris, 1873). Dr. Eisenlohr replied 
to M. Chahas in on article in the 
Aegypiische ZeUschrift, 1873. In 
the same periodical he published a 
translation of the whole of the g^eat 
Harris Papyrus. In Deo. 1872 , he 
was nominated a Professor Extra- 
ordinary in the University of 
Heidelberg, and was elected on 
honorary member of the Society of 
Biblical Archteology at London, 
and of the Society ^^El Chark" at 
Constantinople. He attended the 
International Congress of Orient- 
alists held in London in 1871-. 

EIIOT, Charles William, LL.D., 


was born at Boston, Massachu- 
setts, Mjirch 20, 1834. He was 
prepared for college at the Boston 
Public Latin School, and graduated 
(A.B.) at Harvard in 18u3. He 
was Tutor in Mathematics at Har- 
vard, 1854 — 58 ; Assistant Profes- 
sor of Mathematics and Chemistry, 
1858 — 01 j of Chemistry, 1801 — 03 5 
Professor of Chemistry in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, 1805 — 09 ; and was chosen 
President of Harvard May, 1809. 
Since his appointment to this post. 
President Eliot has exercised very 
great influence over the course of 
education in the United States. 
In conjunction with P. H. Storer 
he has written a Manual of In- 
organic Chemistry,^’ 1800, and a 
"Manual of Qualitative Chemical 
Analysis,^' 1809, besides various 
contributions to scientific journals. 

I ELIOT, Samuel, LL.D., was bom 
in Boston, Dec. 22, 1821. He gradu- 
I ated at Harvard College in 1839 1 
was for two years engaged in mer- 
cantile business in Boston, and 
subsequently travelled in Euroiie. 
In 1817 he published some "Pas- 
sages from the History of Liberty,’^ 
that were intended to form apart 
of a " History of Liberty," which 
he had meditated for several years. 
The first instalment appeared in 
1849, under the title of “The 
Liberty of Borne," altered to that 
of “History of Liberty, Part I., 
the Ancient Bomans t " followed in 
1853 by Part II., "The Early 
Christums." In 185B he published 
"A Manual of the United States 
History between the years 1792 
and 1860 " (revised edition 1877) ; 
and in 1880 a selection of " Poetry 
for Children." He was Professor 
of History and Political Science in 
Trinity College, Hartford, from 
1856 to 1864, and President of the 
College from 1860 to 1864. In 
1871"~8 he was Lecturer at Har- 
vard; from 1872 — 76 Head-Master 
of Girls^ High School in Boston s 
and from 1878 to 1880 Superin- 
tendent of the Boston ^blic 
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Scliools. He is at the head of 
several literary aud charitable 
institutions in Boston. 

ELIZABETH^ Queen of Boumania 
(Pauline Elizabeth Ottilie Louise)^ 
daughter of the late Prince Her- 
mann of Wied, by his mai*riago "mth 
the Princess Maria of NassaUj vras 
born at Hemvied, Geniiany, Dec. 
20 , 1813. In her parents’ home 
she became acquainted with the 
chief miters, ijoeta, scholars, and 
artists of the day, and early showed a 
groat gift for poetical composition, 
writing verses with facility before 
the age of ten. As she grew older 
she showed remarkable intelligence 
in all l>ranches of study, aud 
became especially proficient in 
languages, both aucicut aud 
modern. The years 1803 to 1803 
were spent chiefly in travel. In 
1809 she married Prince Charles of 
Kouinania, second son of Prince 
Anthony of Ilohenzollern, aud was 
crowned Queen on May 22 , 1881, 
when Boumania was created a 
kingdom. Under the name of 
‘^Carmen Sylva,” she has pub- 
lished several volumes of stories 
and poems, with translations of 
Boumanian poetry into German ; 
some of her most beautiful and 
touching poems ai'e those written on 
the death of her only child in 1874. 
She has from tlie flrst taken the 
keenest interest in the welfare of 
her Boumanian subjects, and her 
remarkable talents, her great per- 
sonal beauty, and her rare powers 
of sympathy have endeared her to 
all with whom she comes into 
contact. 

ELLIGOTT, The Bight Bev. Charles 
John, B.D., Bishop of Gloucester 
and Bristol, was born April 25, 
1819, at WhitwcUj near Stamford, 
of which pari^ his father, the 
Bev. Charles Spencer EUicott, was 
rector. He received his early 
education at Oakham and Stamford 
Bohools, and then proceeded to 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. with honours in 1841, and was 
elected a Bellow of St. John’s Col- 


lege. In 1842 he carried off the 
first Member’s prize, and in the 
following year the Hulsoan prize 
on “^The History and Obligation 
of the Sabbath.” In 1848 he was 
collated to the rectory of Pilton, in 
Butlondshiro, but he resigned this 
small living ten years later on 
being chosen to succeed Dr. Trench, 
the late Archbishox> of Dublin, 
as Professor of Divinity in King’s 
College, London. In 1859 ho was 
appointed Hulsean Lecturer, and 
in the following year was elected 
Hulsean Professor of Divinity in 
tho University of Cambridge. The 
Hulsoan Lectures for 1800 On tho 
Life of Our Lord Jesus Christ” dis- 
played profound theological erudi- 
tion, and showed thab thoir author 
possessed a critical knowledge of 
the Greek language. They at- 
tracted much attention even be- 
yond tho limits of the university, 
and it became obviotis that Dr. 
EUicott would bo selected for high 
preferment in tho church. Ho was 
nominated by the Crown to tho 
Deanery of Exeter in 1861, and in 
1803 to the unitod sees of Glou- 
cester and Bristol, which had been 
vacated by the translation of Bishop 
Thomson to York. A principtU 
feature of Bishop Ellicott’s epis- 
copate is said to he his hearty 
sympathy with the clergy of dif- 
ferent theological '^schools of 
thought.” To him the diocese of 
Gloucester and Bristol owes its 
Theological College, and the city 
of Bristol its Church Aid Society,” 
and its Church Extension Piuid " 
for sux)plying spiritual help of a 
missionary land to its overgrown 
parishes. He has also instituted 
a plan of issuing every yesa* a 
Pastoral Letter, in which he com- 
ments on passing ecolosiastical 
ovents,without waiting to deal with 
them for the ^-st time in a Trien- 
nial Charge. His lordship takes 
on active part in the deliberations 
of the Upper House of the Convo- 
cation of the Province of Canter- 
bury. Besides his Hnlaean Lee- 
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tiires, already referred to, 'wliicli 
have reached a 5tli edition (18G9), 
Bishop Bllicott has published The 
History and Obligation of the Sab- 
bath/' a dissertation which ob- 
tiiined the Htilsean Prize for 1813, 
Camb., ISlJj : a " Treatise on Ana- 
lytical Statics,” 1851; "Critical 
and Grammatical Commentsiries ” 
on the Epistles to the Galatians 
(1861), and Ephesians (1855), 
Philippians, Oolossian s, Thessa- 
lonians, Philemon, and on the 
“ Pastoral Epistles ” (1858) ; an 
essiiy on the "Apocryphal Gospels” 
in Ca'nibridffe HJssays, 185C ; The 
Destiny of the Creature, and other 
sermons, preached before the Uni- ! 
versity of Cambridge,” 1858 ; an i 
article on " Scripture, and its In- 
terpretation” in Archbishop Thom- 
son's "Aids to Faith," ISGl ; "The 
Broad Way and the ifarrow Way,” 
2 sermons, 1863 ; " Considerations 
on the Kevision of the English 
Version of the New Testament,” 
18/0; "Six Addresses on Modern 
Scepticism,” published by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, 1877 ; " Six Addresses 
on The Being of God,” iniblished 
by the same society, 1879 ; “ Pre- 
sent Dangers to the Church of 
England,'” 1881 ; " Are wo to 
modify Fundamental Doctiines,” 
1885 ; papers in the publications of 
the Christian Evidence Society; 
and annual addresses to the clergy 
of Ms diocese, published under the 
title of " Diocesan Progress,” 
(1879 — 1886). The bishop was for 
eleven years the chairman of the 
Company of the Revisers of the 
Authorized Version of the New 
Testament, published in 1881. He 
is also the editor of " A New Testa- 
ment Commentary for English 
readers, by various Writers,” in 3 
volumes; and of a "Commeiitary 
on the Old Testament,” on a similar 
plan, in 4 volumes (1884). 

ELLIOT, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Henry George, G.C.B., second sur- 
viving son of the second Earl of 
Minto, by Mary, eldest daughter of' 


Patrick Brydone, Esfj.jWasbom in 
1817. He was educated at Eton, 
and hold the post of secretary and 
aide-de-camp to Sir John Franklin 
in Tasmania from lb3G to 1839. He 
was appointed a pre cis writer in tho 
Foreign Oflice in 1810; an attache 
to the embassy at St. Petersburg in 
1841 ; Sccretaiy of Legation at the 
Hague in 1818; transfer I'od to 
Vienna in 1853 ; and nominated 
Envoy to Denmark, March 31, 1858. 
In 1859 lie was sent on a special 
mission to the king of the Two 
Sicilies, and in 1862 to the king of 
Greece; was appointed Envoy to the 
king of Italy, Sept. 12, 1863, in suc- 
cession to Sir James Hudson; and 
Ambassador to the S uhliineOttoman 
Porte in 1867. Shortly afterwards 
he was sworn of the Privy Council 
and on Nov. 22, 1869, he was created 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Order 
of tlic Bath. He was associated 
with the Marquis of Salisbmy as 
joint-plenipotentiary at the Con- 
ference of tho representatives of 
the great Powers held at Constanti- 
nople in 187G-77 for the purpose of 
considering tho critical position of 
affaii's in the East. At the close of 
that conference tho plenipoten- 
tiaries returned to England, and Sir 
Henry Elliot, who happened to bo 
extremely unpopular among the 
section of the Liberal party who 
sympathised with Russia, was not 
sent back to the Sublime Porto as 
Ambassador, that post being con- 
ferred on Mr. Layard. On Dec. 31, 
1877, however, he was appointed 
Ambassador at Vienna. In 1883 
he resigned, and was succeeded by 
Sir Augustus Paget. 

ELLIOT, The Very Bev. GUbert, 
D.D., Dean of Bristol, son of the 
late Right Hon. Hugh Elliot, and 
brother of Sir C. !l^3t, K.C.B., 
bom in 1800, was educated at St. 
John's College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1822; M.A. 1824). After holding 
various livings, including the 
incumbency of Trinity Church, 
Marylebone, he was nominated in 
1850 to the Deanery of Bristol. 
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Dr. Elliot, who is well known as a 
leader of the Low Church party, 
took an active part as prolocutor 
in the Lower Ilouae of Convocation 
from 1857 till 1804, when he re- 
signed. He is the author of one 
or two volumes of sermons. 

ELLIS, Alexander John, E.E.S., 
F.S.A., formerly Sharpe, the name 
having been changed by royal 
license in 1825, was bom June 14, 
1814, at Hoxton, and educated at 
Shrewsbury, Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of wliich he 
was elected a scholar in 1885, 
and graduated B.A., being sixth 
wrangler, and first in the second- 
class in classics in ZS37. He was 
elected a Eollow of the Cambridge 
Hhilosophical Society in 1837, of 
the Eioyal Society in 1801 (in which 
he was a member of the Council for 
1880-2), of tlio Society of Anti- 
quaries in 1870, of the College of 
Precei^tors in 1873, and a Life 
Governor of University College, 
London, in 1886. He was President 
of the ’Philological Society during 
1872-4, and also 1880-2, of which 
Society he is now a Vice-President. 
IVEr. Ellis is also a member of the 
Hathematioal Society of London, 
of the Koyal Institution, of the 
Society of Arts, and honorary mem- 
ber of the Tonic Sol-fa College. In 
1825 he entered the Middle Temple 
as a student, and is still a mem- 
ber, though he has never been 
called to the bar. He is the author

1877 5 " Speech in Song,” 1878 j 
with numerous other works and 
tracts on Phonetics, Mr. Ellis 
having been the proprietor, editor, 
and chief writer of the " Pho- 
netic Joiirnal,” 1818, and the 
" Phonetic News,” 1849.

" Educational Times,” 1860-79, and 
in the " Journal of the Society of 
Arts,” 1870 ; andin tho latter "On 
the Measurement and Settlement 
of Musical Pitch,” 1877 ; and again 
" On the History of Musical Pitch,” 
1880, and " On the Musical Scales 
of Various Nations,” 1885, for each 
of which last three papers ho re- 
ceived a silver mcctal from tho 
Society of Arts* 

ELlfIS, George Edward, D.D., was 
born in Boston, Aug. 6, 1814. He 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1833, studied theology at the Cam- 
bridge Divinity School, and after 
travelling for a ycai* in Europe, was 
in 1838 ordained pastor of tho Har- 
vard Church (Unitarian), Charles- 
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town, MaBSFWjliusotts, a position 
whici he resigned in 1809. In the 
meanwhile, from 1857 to 1801, he 
was Professor of Doctrinal Theo- 
logy in the Cambridge Divinity 
Sciiool. He afterwards went to 
the Treinont Temple, Boston. For 
a long time he edited the Christian 
Retjislerj the organ of the TTni' 
tarians of Massachusetts, and in 
conjunction with the Bav. George 
Putnam, D.D., the Chnslian J2x- 
aniiner. He is President of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society. 
He has published many sermons 
and addresses, has contributed 
largely to periodicals, and in 1864 
delivered a course of Lowell Lec- 
tures on the Evidences of Christi- 
anity. He wrote the lives of John 
Mason, Ann Hntcliinson, and Wil- 
liam Penn, in Sparkes's “American 
Biography,^* and has published 
*^‘Thc Half ‘Centtu’y of the Uni- 
tarian Controversy " (1857), " The 
Aims and Purposes of the Pounders 
of Massachusetts'' (18G9), “Me- 
moir of Jared Sparks ” (18G9), 

Memoirs of Sii* Benjamin Thomp- 
son, Count Bumf ord" (1871)* "His- 
tory of the Battle of Bunker’s 
HQl” (1875), "Memoir of Jacob 
Bigelow" (1881), and "The Bed 
Man and the White Man ’’ (1882). 

ELLIS, Bohinson, son of James 
Ellis, Esq., born Sept. 5, 1834, at 
Banning, near Maidstone, Kent, 
was educated at Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, and Bugby School, then 
at Balliol College, O^ord. He was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity College, 
Oxford, in 1858, and appointed 
Professor of Latin in University 
College, London, Jan. 8, 1870. In 
1876 he returned to Oxford, where 
in 1883 he was appointed Uni- 
versity Eeoder in La&L Literature. 
Professor Ellis published in 18G7 a 
large and elaborate edition of the 
text of Catullus (2nd edition IS7S) ; 
and an English commentary on the 
poet in 1876. In 1881 appeared his 
edition of the Ovidian or Psendo- 
Ovidian poem “Ibis"; in 1886 a 
contribution to the series known as 
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Amedoia Oasoniensiaj containing 
various unedited raatoritils drawn 
from MSS. in the Bodleian or other 
libraries. Besides these works he 
translated Catullus into English, 
retaining the metres of the original, 
in 1871 (Murray). He is a con- 
tribiifcor to the Canibridga Journal 
of Philology t the American Journal 
Philology i Hermath&na, the 
Academyi tho PhiJologischo Rund~ 
BchaUj the Berlin Hermes, and tho 
Nation, Tho University of Dublin 
oonfeiTed on him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. with Mr. H. A. J. 
Munro, in July, 1882. 

ELVEY, Sir George Job, Mus. 
Doc., son of the late Mr. John 
Elvey, of Canterbury, was bom in 
that city, March 27, 1816, He 
began his musical education as a 
chorister of Canterbury Cathedral, 
under Mr. Highmore Skeata, the 
organist. In 1834, he gained tho 
Gi'eshamprizemedalforhis anthem, 
“ Bow down thine oar." In the 
following year he was appointed to 
succeed Mr. Skeats as organist of 
St. George’s ohapel, Windsor, and 
in 1837 ho was appointed organist 
to the Quoon. Mr. Elvey entered 
Hew College, Oxford, and gradu- 
ated as Bachelor of Music in 1838, 
his exercise being a short oi*atorio, 
^^The Besurreotiou and Ascension," 
whidli was afterwards produced in 
London by tho Sacred Harmonic 
Society, on Dec. 2, 1840, and which 
has also been rendered at Boston, in 
the United States, and at Glasgow. 
He preceded to the degree of Doctor 
of Music at Oxford in 1841, having 
obtained a dispensation from the 
late Duke of Wellington, by which 
he was enabled to take his degree 
two years earlier than the statutes 
of the University would permit. 
His exercise on this occasion was 
an anthem, “ The ways of Zion do 
mowmf* He comxjosed an anthem 
for voices and orchestra, The 
Lord is Kang," for the Gloucester 
Musical Festival of 1853, and a 
similar one, "Sing, 0 Heavens," 
for the Worcester Festival of 1867 
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Sir G. Elvey's compositions are 
mostly of an ecclesiastical cha- 
racter 5 many of his anthems have 
been x)ubliBhed and are in constant 
use. He composed a " Festal 
March'* for the wedding of Iler 
Koyal Highness the Frinoess Louise 
in which was afterwards iier- 
f orinod in public. In the same year 
ho recoivedj from tlie hands of the 
Queen, the honour of knighthood. 
In Juno, 1882, he resigned the post 
of organist to tlic Chapel Eoyal 
of St. George, Windsor, and was 
succeeded by Mr. Walter Parratt, 
of Oxford. 

ELWIN, The Eev. Whitwell, 
M.A., a member of a good family 
in Norfolk, born Feb, 25, 1816, was 
educated at Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1839. Ho held for some years 
the curacy of Heuiington-with- 
Hardiugton, Somerset, and was 
apx>ointed, in 18 19, rector of Booton, 
Norfolk, a living in the patronage 
of his family. He became in July, 
1853, editor of tho Quarterly Review 
in succession to Mr. Locldiart, and 
resigned the post in July, 1800, 
He then began to preparo a now 
edition of "Ihc Works of Alex- 
ander Pope,” the eighth volume of 
which appeared in 1872. This work, 
liowcvor, ho afterwards resigned 
into the hands of Mr, W. J. Court- 
hopo. 

ELWYK, Tho Bov. Eiohard, son of 
Eev. William hJlwyn, was born at 
Sandwich, Bent, Sept. 14, 1827, 
and cdiioatod at Charterhouse and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which ho was Soholar and Fellow j 
he was Senior Classic and B.A., 
1849, M.A. 1852. In 1855 ho became 
second master of Chartorhonso 
School, and in 1858 Hoad Master, 
In 18C1 ho was appointed Hoad 
Master of Bt. Peter's School, York, 
andnon-rosidentiary Canonof York. 
In 1872 he accepted the living of 
St. George's, Eamsgate, and was 
made Kural Bean of Westhere and 
Hon. Canon of Canterbury in 1879. 
He became Vicar of East Farleigh 


in 1880 and Eiiral Bean of North 
Mailing in 1883. In 1885 he was 
appointed Master of the Ohnrtor- 
bouse, in succession to the late Br. 
Currie. 

ELY, Bishop of. Sec Conpton, 
Lobd AiiWYNja. 

EMLY) (Lord)t The Bight Hon. 
William Monsell, eldest son of the 
late William Mouseil, Esq., of Ter- 
voe, CO. Limerick, was born in 1812, 
and educated at Winchester and 
Oriel College, Oxford ; ho is a Magis- 
trate and Lord Lioutenant of the 
county and city of Limerick (cuhtos 
rotulorum), for which he served as 
riigli Shorilf in 1835. ILc sat as 
ono of the membors, in the Liberal 
interest, for tho county of Limerick 
from Aug. 1847 , until his olovation 
to the peerage. Mr. Monsell joined 
fcho Eoinan Catholic Church in 1830. 
He was Cleric of tho Ordnance from 
Bee. 1852, till Feb, 1857, when ho 
was trausf erred to tho Prosidentship 
of the Board of Health, wliich he 
held till Sept. ; was sworn a I'nvy 
Councillor in 1855 ; was Vico-Prosi- 
dent of the Board of 'Trade from 
Feb. till July, 1860 j XJnder Socro- 
taiy of Btato for tho (Jolonios from 
Bee. 1868, till 1870 j and Post- 
inostor-G oner al from the latter date 
till 1873, when ho was created a 
poor. 

EOIOOTT, William Oroninshiold, 
Hnitod States Socrotaxy of War, 
born at Salem, MnasachusottH, in 
1827. A. B, (Harvard) 1817. Ho 
was admitted to tin* bar in 1850, 
and practiaod law until raised to 
the 1 )onch of tho Massn chnsutts 
Sui>rome Court in 1873. This i^osi- 
tion ho rosignod in 1882, to travel 
in Europe on account of Ins health. 
In 1884 ho was the Doinocvatio 
candidate for Governor of Masaa- 
chxisoUs, but was not olccLocl. lie 
was appointed Soei'otary of War 
by President Cleveland in Mtu’ch, 
1885. 

EBOKMANN - CHATBIAN, tho 
compound name of two French 
novelists, who have always written 
in collaboration with each otherji 
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and -whose names are as indis- 
solubly united os those of our own 
Beaumont and Fletcher, ^mile 
Erolonann was bom at Phalsbourg 
in the department of the Mourtho, 
Kay 20, 1822. He is the son of a 
booksollcr, and after studying by 
fits and starts in the college of 
his native town, he proceeded to 
Paris to study law, but never prac- 
tised that profession, lie resolved 
to cam a living mth his pen, 
and accordingly began a series of 
works of fiction in conjunction with 
M. Alexandre Cbatrian, who was 
born in the hamlet of Soldatenthal 
in the commune of Abreschwiller, 
in the department of the Kem-the, 
Doc. 18, 182G, and who was an 
usher in the college at Phalsbourg, 
when M. Erckmann made his ac- 
quaintance in 1847. From that 
time the two friends composed 
numerous tales, all signed *^‘l!lrclc- 
mann-Chatrian,^^ and (fiiaracterised 
by such unity of composition, that 
no one doubted they were the pro- 
duction of a single individual. At 
first they contributed feuilletons, 
which attracted little attention, to 
provincial journals, and wrote some 
dramatic pieces, which wore fail- 
ures. They at length despaired of 
being able to gain a subsistence by 
their literary efforts, and accord- 
ingly K. Brotmajin returned to 
his law books, while K. Chatrian 
obtained a situation in the oifices 
of the Eastern Bailway Company. 
It was not until 1859 that the 
publication of " L'lUustre Dooteur 
Matlicus" gave a certain amount 
of popularity to -the name of Erck- 
mann-Chatrian. Since then their 
reputation as writers of romances 
has been constantly and steadily 
increasing in consequence of a 
series of works containing faithful 
and graphic nari'aUvea of the man- 
ners and customs of Germany, and 
of the glories and military reverses 
of tho Bovolution and the First 
Empire. The titles of these works 
are — Contes Fantastiqnes," 1860j

Malfcre Daniel Bock,” ISfJl ;

(translated into English 1872) ; 
“ Brigadier Frederic : A Story of 
an Alsatian Exile " (translated into 
English 1876) ; “ Maitre Gaspard 
I Fix ; suivi de I'Education. d'lm 
■ Fdodal ; " “ Hiatoire d'un Conser- 
' vateurj” “L^Isthme de Sxiez;” 
and "Souvenirs d'un ancion Chef 
de Chantier; suivi da I'Exil^,” 
1876. Their three - act comedy 
"L'Ami Fritz,” -vras brought out 
successfully at tho Theatre Fran- 
^ais, Deo. 4, 1876, notwithstanding 
tlie discredit which the Bonapart- 
ista had endeavoured to cost before- 
hand on the piece by accusing the 
authors of wont of patriotism, and 
sympathy with Germany. Their 
novel, " Les Vieux de la VieBe,” 
was published in 1882 j and " Les 
Bantzau ” in 1884. 

EBICHSEB, lolui Brio, F.B.S., 

I LL.D, (Edm.)^ was bom in 1818^, 
A A 
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and educated at II10 Mansion 
House, Hammersmith, and at 
University College, London. He 
is a Fellow and Ex-Frcsident 
of the Hoyal College of Surgeons, 
a Fellow of the Hoyal Society, of 
the Royal Academy of Medicine of 
Belgium, the Imperial Society of 
Physicians of Tienna, tlio Univer- 
sity of New Tork, and the Ameri- 
can Surgical Association, and a 
member of various other learned 
and scientific institutions, home 
and foreign. He was appointed 
Professor of Surgery and of Clini- 
cal Surgery at University College, 
and surgeon to the hospital in 1850. 
Mr. Bricliscn is now Emeritus Pi*o- 
fessor of Surgery and consulting 
sui'geon to the hospital, and to 
ninuy other medical charities. Ho 
has been President of the Royal 
Collogo of Surgeons of England— » 
of the Royal Medical and Chirur- 
gical Society, and of the Surgical 
Section of the Great International 
Medical Congiuss of 1881. He was 
apjwinted Secretary to the Physio- 
logical Section of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science in ISitj was member of 
the Royal Commission on Vivi- 
section in 1873, and is Surgeon- 
Extraoi’dinary to the Queen. Mr. 
Erichsen is the author of many 
works and essays on physiology 
and surgery — more specially of an 
"Experimental Inquiry into the 
Naixire andXreatmentof Asphyxia,'* 
to which the Royal Humane Society 
awarded the Fotliergillian Gold 
Medal (value ^850) in 1815, and of 
the " Science and Art of Surgery,*' 
which has gone through eight large 
editions in this country, and many 
editions in America, hesides being 
translated into German, Spanish, 
and Italian, and in part into Chi- 
nese. ^ This work, from its exten- 
sive circulation, has probably exer- 
cised more influence on the progress 
of surgery in all English-speaking 
cpimtries, thou any other publica- 
tion of the day 3 also of a Treatise 
on ConouBsion of the Spine." 


Mr. Erichsen has boon hugely en- 
gaged as a consultang and operat- 
ing surgeon for many years, and 
has devoted much attention to 
surgery in its modioo-logfll aq}octa. 
In compliance with an influential 
requisition, he contested, hut un- 
successfully, ilia representation of 
the Universities of Edinburgh and 
St. Androw^s at the General Elec- 
tion of 1886. 

ERICSSON, John, was born July 
31, 1803, in the iirovince of Wermo- 
land, Sweden. His fatlior was a 
proprietor of mines 3 his brother, 
Baron Nils Exuosson, became chief 
of Swedish railways. At twelve he 
was mode a cadet of ongincors 3 at 
thirteen, a nvoelmv on the groat 
ship canal intersecting Sweden 3 at 
seventeen he entered the army, 
and in 1827 was promoted captain 
by King Charles John (Bemadotte) . 
In 1826 he constructed a flamo 
engine, and went to London to in- 
troduce it, and there resigned liis 
commissi on. Ho produced, in rapid 
fluccesBion, an mstrument for scar 
soundings, a hydrostatio weighing 
machine, and numerous other do- 
vloea, incinding tubular steam 
boiler and artmeial draught by 
centrifugal blowers. In 1829, ho 
oompetea with Stephenson for the 
historical Liverpool and Mnnohos- 
ter Railway prize, for which ho 
built the locomotive "Novelty," 
that was said to excel in lightness, 
elegance and speed all other com- 
petitors, but Stephenson*s proved 
superior in point of tiuotion. Tho 
same year he invented a steam fire- 
engine, empbyed in tho presence 
of Wellington, in putting out a fire 
threatening to destroy the Ar- 
gyle Rooms 3 in 1838 he constructed 
the famous caloric engine, and in 
1858, the ship Ericsson, of 2,000 
tons, propelled by this motor. A 
sea trifil from New York to Wash- 
ington and hack established groat 
economy in fuel, but at a speed too 
low to compete with steam. Moro 
than 6,000 caloric engines for do- 
mestic purposes have been built up 
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to 188G. lai 183G Ericsson inrcntod 
and patented the screw propeller 
which has revolutionised naviga- 
tion. In 1837 he built a screw 
vessel which towed the American 
packet-ship Toronto on the Thames. 
In 1839 he was invited to visit 
Ainericaj where he designed, 1841^ 
foi’ the TJ. S. Governmentj the 
screw-propelled warship Princetout 
with machineiy placed below water 
lino. This, the pioneer of screw 
warships, carried a 12-inch wrought 
iron gun designed by Ericsson, also 
a wrought iron gun carriage Avhich 
took up the recoil without breech- 
ing. To the groat Exhibition of 
1851 he contributed several philo- 
Box>hical inbtrumeuta, a pyrometer, 
an alarm barometer, a sea-lead and 
other devices. In ISSJt he offered 
the plan of a turret vessel to 
Naijoloon III., and in 18G1 built 
for tlio TJ. 8. Government, in 100 
days* the iron-clad llfojiiior,which, 
March 9, 18G2, defeated, in Hamp- 
ton Roads, the Confederate iron- 
clad Marimac that had just de- 
stroyed the Qumhorland and Onn- 
gress, and was about to destroy the 
rest of the wooden fleet. Other 
monitors won many naval battles, 
and Ericsson's system was taken 
up by European nations and carried 
out by them on a very large scale, 
His latest war vessel, the Destroyer, 
carries a submarine 16-inch gun, 
which discharges 300 poiinds of 
gun-cotton in a 1,500 pound pro- 
jectile against an iron-dad's hull 
beneath the armour belt. His 
later scientiflo studies include com- 
putations of the influences that 
retard the earth's rotary motion, 
and the intensity of solar heat. 
His sun-motor, erected in 1883, 
develops a steady power, obtained 
from the inexhaustible supply of 
direct mechanical energy stored up 
in the sun. This motor is not 
patented, being intended by the 
designer as a contribution to ap- 
plied science. Ericsson still re- 
sides in New York. 

BBNEST II. (Duke of Saze-Co- 


burg and Gotha). Augustns-Ernest 
Charles John Leopold Alexander 
Edward, who reigns as Ernest II., 
was bom Juno 2\, 1818, succeeded 
his father Jan. 29, 1811, ami mar- 
ried the Briucpss Alexaudriua, 
daughter of the Into Grand Duke 
Leopold of Baden, brother of the 
late Prince Consort, May 3, 18 J2, 
In 1863 his name was put forward 
as a candidate for the vacant crown 
of Greece, but for statu reasons ho 
declined it, I)uke Ernest, who has 
laboux'ed to promote Gorman unity, 
gave the stimulus to those liberal 
movements which induced the Em- 
peror of Austria to make conces- 
sions to his subjects. He is au 
accomplished musician, and has 
composed sovoroloperaswhiehhavo 
been produced in Germany with 
success. 

ESCOSTTBA, Bon Fatrioio do Isi 
politician and auth or, born at 
Madrid, Nov. 5, 1807, passed his 
early years in Portugal, his father 
serving in the army of Caalanos, 
Having stuped at Valladolid, he 
returned in 1820 to Madrid, and 
studied under Lista. In 18^, in 
consequence of his connection with 
the secret society of the " Numan- 
tinos," he retired to Paris, studied 
mathematics under Lacroix, and 
afterwards repaired to London. On 
his return to Spain in 1826, he 
entered a regiment of artillery, and 
was promoted in 1829 to the rank of 
officer. During tliis period he de- 
voted himself to literary pursuits 
and politics. In 183 X he was exUed 
as a Carlist to Ohvera ; in 1835 he 
was appointed aide-de-camp and 
Bocretary to Gen. Cordova, upon 
whose retirement in 183G he ob- 
tained his dischai^gc. Upon the 
accession of Gen. Esp^*tero to 
power, Eaoosura was again exiled, 
and retired to Prance. Betumiug 
to Madrid in 18 18, he w'as appointed 
a Secretary of State, and held office 
under the Narvaez miniati^, retir- 
ing temporarily from public aflairs 
in 18 IG. After having been for 
sometime TJnder-Seoretary of State, 
A i. 2 
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Lu tho Soioxuayor Ministry in 1817, 
he accepted tho po&t of Envoy Ex- 
traordinary to Portugal in 1855, 
and became in the following year 
Minister of tho Interior in tne Ea- 
partero Cabinet, wliich was soon 
succeeded by that of O'Donnell. 
He was Ambassador to tho German 
Biuixire from 1873 to 1871. Ho 
has obtained reputation as a poet, 
di'amatist, and novelist, and is 
the author of tho following ]D 0 cm 8 :

Capuz," and '' Herman Cortes on 
Cholula ; " di'ainas, '' Corte del 
Buen retiro,” idayed in 1837 j 
Barbaiu Blomberg," ^•'Don Jaime 
el Conquistador," La Aurora dol 
Colon," " El Higuamota," in 1838 ; 
'‘Das Moaedades dellcman Cortes,"

E6C0TT, Thomas Kay Sweety was 
bom nt Taunton, April 26, 1844, 
being tho eldest son of the Eev. 
Hay S. Escott, and member of a 
very old West Somerset family, 
whose scat is Hartrow Manor, near 
Taunton, He was educated at Ox- 
ford, wdiere lie graduated second 
class in the final examination in 
LittensJSumanionhvs in Juno, 1805. 
Mr. Escott was leotiu’ev in logic at 
King's CoEege, London, from 1808 
till 1873, and during the year 1870 
he acted as Professor Dousdnlo's 
deputy as Professor of Classics. 
He adopted journalism as a pro- 
fession immediately after he come 
up to London, in 1865, from Oxford, 
and he has been closely and ac- 
tively connected with the London 
daily and weekly press over since* 
He has also written much for tho 
chief monthly magazines, for 'the 
most part anonymously. He edHed 
the "Satires of Juvenal and Per- 
sius/' 1866^ and "The Comedies of 


Plautius,” in 18(j7. In 1870 he 
published "England, its people, 
polity, and pursuits,” since traus- 
latod into mostEiu’opean languag cs, 
and accepted as a standard work. 
Mr. Escott was appointed editor o6 
the Fortnightly EemcwJinOct. 1882, 
on tho resignation of Mr. John 
Morley, but was obliged to resign 
in 1886 on account of ill-health. 

ESHEE, lord, The Bight Hou. 
Sir William Baliol Brett, Master 
of tho Eolls, oldest surviving son 
of the Kov. Joseph George Brett, 
of Kanclaghj Chelsea, by Dora, 
daughter of George Best, Esq., 
late of Chilston Pork, Kent, was 
bom in 1817. Prom Westminster 
School he was sent to Gains GoUego, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1840 j M.A. 1813). 
At this iJoriod ho was famous for 
his skill in rowing, and be was in 
three University crews. In 1816 
he was called to the bar atLincoln's 
Inn, Ho chosG the Northern cir- 
cuit, and soon acquired a largo 
practice. He possessed a peculiar 
knowledge of ships and nautical 
mailers, and also of many mer- 
cantile pursuits J and he dis- 
played rare skill in selecting the 
topics most pleasing to juries, and 
in presenting business matters 
clearly to business men. In March, 
1860, he obtained his silk gown, 
and at the same time ho was 
made a bencher of his Inn. His 
political career began in 1806, 
when, in view of a general elec- 
tion, ho wont down to Bochdtilo 
to oppose Mr. Gobden, and in this 
advanced Liberal borough declared 
himself to be, not merely a Con- 
servative, but a Tory. Neverthe- 
less ho made so much progrosa 
among the constituents, that Mr. 
Oobden doomed it piudeni to visit 
Koohdale personally, in order to 
defend his seat. Mr. Brett did 
not succeed in his bold attempt, 
and he foiled in the conti*st against 
Mr. T. B. Potter. In July, 186(5, 
he stood for Holston in Cornwall. 
This election became famous from 
the circumstance of there being a 
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tie, and the Mayor assumin;^ to 
give after four o'clock a casting 
vote. For doing this the Mayor 
was summoned heforo the House of 
Commons, and Mr. Brott was 
seated on petition. Mr. Brett 
represented Htdston till 18G8, being 
in Feb. of that year appointed 
Solicitoi’*Crenei‘nbon which occasion 
he received the honour of knight- 
hood. During the short period he 
remained in o^ce he took a promi- 
nent part in passing, in 18G8, the 
Registration Act, which enabled 
the general election to he taken 
in that year, and the CoiTiipt 
Practices Act, which is now in 
force. In Aug. 18BS, when it was 
known that the Conservative party 
had fiiiled to gain the support of 
the country, he was appointed a 
Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and by the operation of the 
Judicature Act, he became a Judge 
of the High Court of Justice in 
1875. He tried the gas-stokers, 
and passed on them a sentence, 
which, by some persons, was 
deemed unduly hiu'sh, and by 
others a necessary sentence, con- 
sidoring the great clangor caused 
to the metropolis by the strike. 
His sentence on Col. Valentine 
Baker was also much criticised. 
In Oct. 187G, he was made a Judge 
of the intermediate Court of Ap- 
peal, and added to the Privy 
Council, In April, 1883, ho was 
appointed Master of the Rolls, on 
the recommendation of Mr, Glad- 
stone, in the place of tho late Sir 
George Jesscl. In 1880 he was 
raised to the peerage in recognition 
of his long and eminent services as 
a judge. He married, in 1830, 
Eugenie, daughter of Louis Mayer, 
Esq., and step-daughter of the late 
Capt. Gurwood, C.B. (editor of 
the Duke of Vrellington's Des- 
patches). 

£TJ (Oomte d*), frinoe Louis 
Philippe Marie Ferdinand Gaston 
d’Orleans, horn at tho chateau 
de Heuilly, in the department of 
the Seine, April 28, 18'12, is the 
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eldest son of the Duo de Hemourja, 
and one of the grandsons of King 
Louis Philippe, Brought up in 
exile, ho was educated for the 
military profession, and wont to 
take service in Soiith America. In 
1801) he married Isabella, the 
eldoat daxightur of Dom Peclro II 
of Brazil, heiress apixai’ent of that 
vast empire. Domesticated in the 
palace of the mule brunch of the 
House of Braganza, and distin- 
guished by the title of Marshal of 
the Empire, he took the command 
of the Brazilian forces as they 
wore straining every nerve for a 
supremo effort in Paraguay, and 
brought the campaign to a happy 
termination. The struggle with 
Lopez, the Dictator of Paraguay, 
lasted for six years with varying 
sxxccesa, and was closed by the death 
of Lopez on March 1, 1870, when 
General Camara, of tho Brazilian 
cavalry, overtook thu Dictator at 
Aquidubon, and, as he refused to 
surrender, ho was cut down, sword 
in hand, at the head of a small body 
of troops, who manifested their 
attachment to their leader till the 
last. Tho Comte d*Eu afterwards 
made a triumx>hal entry into Rio 
do Janeu'o with the t^lite of his 
victorious troops. Ho occupies the 
highest military rank in tho Em- 
pire (Marshal of the Axiny), is a 
member of tho State Council, and 
President of tlio Committee for the 
improvement of the armaments, 
and has the direction of affairs in 
Brazil during the frequent and 
protracted visits of the Emperor 
: Pedro IT. to Europe. 

EtTG^NIEj ez-Empress of the 
Frenoh. Eng^nie-Marie de Guzman, 
Oonntess of Teba, bom May 5, 182G, 
is the daughter of Doha Maria 
Manuela Kirkpatrick, of Closc- 
buim, countess-dowager de Monti- 
joSj whose father was English consul 
at Malaga at the period of her 
marriage with the Count de Monti- 
jos, an officer in the Gxjauish army, 
connected, more or less closely, 
with the houses of tlio Duke do 
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Frias, representative of the ancient 
admirals of Castile, of the Duke of 
Fyars, and others of the highest 
rank, including the descendants 
of the kings of Aragon. On the 
death of the Count do Montijos, 
Ilia widow w^na loft with a fortune 
adequate to the maintenance of her 
position, and two daughters, one of 
whom married the Duke of Alba 
and Berwick, lineally descended 
from James II. and Miss Churchill. 
For Eugenie, the second, a still 
higher destiny was reserved. In 
1851, the Countess Teba, accom- 
panied by her mother, paid a 
lengthened visit to Paris, and was 
distinguished at the various enter- 
tainments given at the Tuileries 
by the dignity and elegance of her 
demeanour, and })y great personal 
beauty, — of the aristocratic English 
rather than the Spanish style. Her 
mental gifts were not less attrac- 
tive s for her education, partly 
conducted in England, was very 
superior to that generally bestowed 
upon Spanish women, who Bcldom 
quit their native country. Shortly 
after the opposition of the higher 
Northern Powers had put an end 
to the idea of a union between the 
Emperor Napoleon III. and the 
Princess Carola Wasa of Sweden, 
he apprised the council of ministers 
of his intended marriage with the 
daughter of the Countess Montijos 5 
a measure which excited some dis- 
approval among them, and even 
led to their temporary withdrawal 
from office. During the short time 
which intervened between the 
public announcement of the ap- 
proaching event and its realization, 
the Countess Teba and her mother 
took up their abode in the palace 
of the Elysee. The marriage was 
celebrated with much magnittceneo 
on Jan. 20, 1853, at Notre Dame. 
The life of the Empress Eugesnie 
after her marriage was compara- 
tively nneventful, being passed 
chiefly in the ordinary routine of 
state etiquette j in visits to the 
various royal nwisons de ^laUance^ 


varied by an extended progress 
through Fj’anoe in company with 
her husband j by an annual sojourn 
for the benefit of hor health at 
BLarritz, in the Pyrenees, the 
favourite summer resort of her 
family in the days of hor girlhood ; 
by a journey in England and Scot- 
land in the autuum of 18C1, and 
in 1861 to Boixio of the German 
baths. The Empress Eugenic, who 
became the mother of an heir to 
I the house of Bonaparte, March 16, 
1856, was a devoted supporter of 
the claims of the Holy See, and to 
her influence much of the policy 
of the emperor towards Italy has 
been attributed. Accompanied by 
the emperor, she visited the cholera 
hospitals in Paris, in Oct. 1803, and 
her conduct on this occasion was 
very highly commended. In July, 
1860, she made, with the Prince 
Imperial, an official tour in Lor- 
raine, and was present at the fulo 
hold at Nancy in commemoration 
of the reunion of that province 
with France. On the occasion of 
the centenary of Napoleon I., in 
Aug. 1809, she proceeded with tho 
Prince Imperial to Corsica. In 
Oct. of tho same year, hor Majesty 
made a voyage to the Bast on 
board tho steam yacht VAigle, Sho 
went first to Venice, thence to 
Constantinople, next to Port Said, 
where sho was present at the 
formal opening of the Suez Canal 
(Nov. 17), visited the most in- 
teresting places in Tiukey and 
Egypt, and returned to Franco at 
the end of November. On the 
outbreak of the war between 
France and Germany sho was ap- 
pointed Begent (July 27, 1870) 
during tho absence of the Em- 
peror. Immediately after the 
revolution in Paris, on the 4th of 
Sept., she hurriedly loft tho 
Tileries, and escaped from Franco. 
Sho landed at Byde, in tlie Isle of 
"Wight, Sept. 9, 1870, and shortly 
afterwards proceeded to join the 
Prince Imperial at Hastings. Cam- 
den House, Ohislehurst, was sub- 
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Beg,uently selected as a residenco 
by tbo Imperial exiles. In Oct. 
1871, tbo Empress went to Spain 
on a visit to her mother. The 
Emperor died at Chislehnret, 
Jan. Oj 1873; and in 1879 the 
Prince Imperial, who had accom- 
panied the English army^ in the 
Zulu war, was Trilled. His body 
wtts brought to England and buried 
at Chislehurat, and the following 
year the Empress went to Zululond 
to visit the fatal spot on the anni- 
versary of her son's death. At 
tho beginning of the year 1881 
the Empress removed from Cam- 
den House to the Eamborough 
estate in Hampshire, close to the 
borders of the county of Surrey. 
Tho estate, which was purchased 
for .£50,000, consists of about 257 
nores^ with a picturesque nnm- 
sion. 

EVANS, Arthur John, M.A,, 
E.S.A., eldest son of John Evans, 
I).C.L., E.E.S., &C.J horn 1851, at 
Nash Mills, Hcmel Hempsteil, 
Herts; was educated at Harrow 
School and Brasonose College, Ox- 
ford, taking a first class (in His- 
tory) 187 1, continuing his historical 
studies awhile at Gottingen Uni- 
versity, under Dr. Pauli. He pro- 
ceeded H.A., 1882. At an early 
period he undertook a series of 
journeys having for their object 
antiquarian and ethnological re- 
searches through some ^ of the 
least-known European regions. In 
the course of these he twice ex- 
plored the Einnish and Lapp 
connives between the Arctic and 
Baltic Seas, in coumany with Mr. 
E. M. Balfour (afterwards Pro- 
fessor), and obtained interesting 
materials regarding the survivid 
of heathen rites in those regions. 
In 1876 he travelled through the 
Slavonic parts of South-Eastern 
Europe, and, after the insuxrcctiGn 
broke out, took up lus residence at 
Bogusa, in Bolmatia, and, while 
continuing to explore the antiqui- 
ties and study the languages and 
ethnology of the Peninsula, fol- 


lowed the revolutionary movement 
with warm interest, and described 
the course of events from tho 
camps of the insurgenta, TTia 
correspondence, mostly comuiiuii- 
caledtothe Manchestei' Gvanhcui^ 
and partly re-published as " Illy- 
rian Letters ” (Longmans), afforded 
Parliamentary weapons to the ene- 
mies of TurH^ dominiou in Europe. 
He was also instrumeutnl in calling 
attention to the frightful state of 
the Bosnian refugocs, over 90,000 
of whom perished on Austro- 
Hungarian soU; and he gave 
active assistance to IVIiss Irby's 
Belief Eund. Baring the Austrian 
occupation of Bosnia in 1878 Mr. 
Evans accompa^ed General Philip- 
povich's division, and narrowly 
escaped being cut to pieces with 
the tinfortunate hussai's in the 
ambush of Maglog. During the 
comparatively minquil period that 
succeeded he was able to continue 
his explorations of the interioi', 
the ai*chflM>logical residls of which 
have appeared in "Arehteolcgia," 
under the title of " Antiquai'iau 
Beaearches in Illyricum," and in 
accounts of new discoveries of 
Illyrian coins in the NumiBmatio 
ClironicUa &c. In 1882 a revolt 
broke out in the Crivoacian High- 
lands of South Dalmatia consequent 
on tho attempt of the Austrian 
Government (in violation of their 
agreement) to introduce military 
service into the country. The 
Austrian Government, highly irri- 
tated with Mr. Evans for laying 
the constitutianal case of the Cri- 
voscious and Bocchcsl before the 
European public, and rightly fore- 
casting the sanguinary conse- 
quences of their despoiio act, had 
him arrested on a charge of com- 
plicity with the inam'gents, and 
confined him in the prison at 
Bagnsa. After seven weeks' soli- 
tary confinement and inquisition 
he was released by Imperial orders, 
hut expelled from the Austrian 
dominions. He then settled in 
Oxford, nnd continued his archtco- 
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logical studies. In 1883 he was 
chosen as LTniversity Lecturei* on 
the Ilchestei* foundation, and de- 
Hvered a course of lectures ^'On 
the Slavonic Conquest of Illyii- 
cum.’' Xn ISSlj on the death of 
hir. J. H. Parkor, he tvus made 
Keeper of the Ashuiolean hlusenui, 
Oxford, with the re-organization 
of which he has since been oceii- 
piod. In 1880, in recognition of 
hia services to the South Slavonic 
causo,he received the Order of the 
Tahova from the King of Serbia, 
In 1881 he was made a member by 
diploma of the Academy of Bel- 
grade, and of the ArchEBOlogical 
Society of Croatia, He is a mem- 
ber of the Antiquarian, Hellenic, 
and Numismatic Societies of Lon- 
don. 

EVANS, John, Honorary L.C.L,, 
Oxford, and LL.D., Dublin, Treas. 
and V.P.E.S., Pres. S.A., f.G.S., 
&c., is son of the late Rev. A. B. 
Evans, D.D., who was head master 
of Market Boaworth Urammar 
School, Leicestershire. Ho was 
bom in 1823, and educated by his 
father. In 1804 he published " The 
Coins of tlie Ancient Britons,^’ and 
in 1872, The Ancient. Stone Imple- 
ments, Weapons, and Ornaments of 
(xreat Britain,” which was trans- 
lated into french and published 
in Pavia in 1873. ''The Ancient 
Bronze Implements, Weapons, and 
Ornaments of Ureat Britain and 
Ireland,” appeared in 1881, and a 
french tranblation of it in the fol- 
lowing year. He has also written 
on the “ flint Implements in the ! 
Drift,” in the " Archaeologia,” vols. | 
38 and 39 j and a variety of Papers 
in the " Archajologia,” and in the 
Numismatic Chronicle^ of which he 
is one of the editors. He was Pre- 
sident of the Geological Society in 
187o-G, and of the Anthropological 
Institute in 1878-79, and has been 
President of the Numismatic So- 
ciety since 1875, and of the Society 
of Antiquaries since April, 1885, 
and is, in consequence, an ex o^cio 
Trustee of the British Museum. 


He is a J.P. and D.L. for Hertford- 
shire, of which county he was High 
Sheriff in 1881-82. 

EVANS, Sebastian, LL.D., 
youngest son of the late Arthur 
Bonojii Evans, D.D. , horn at Market 
Bosworth, Loicestershiro, March 2, 
1830, was educated at Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, graduating 
B.A. in 1833, M.A. in 1837, and 
LL.D. in 1SG8. He became mana- 
ger of the artistic department in 
Messrs. Chance Brothers & Co.^s 
glass works in 1867, in which capa- 
city he designed the "Eobin Hood” 

I window exhibited in the Interna- 
tional Bxliibition of 1802, and 
lithographed by Mr. Waring in hia 
" Masterpieces of Industrial Art.” 
In 1863 he published a volume en- 
titled "Brother f ahian^s MS. and 
other Poems,” and in 1875, a second, 
"In the Studio, a decade of Poems.” 
In 1807 he become editor of the 
Birmingham Daily GaticUc, and in 
1808 unsuccessfully oontested the 
borough of Birmingham in the Con- 
servative interest. He resigned the 
editorship in Oct. 1870, and was 
called to the hnr in 1873, when ho 
joined the Oxford Circuit. After 
practising for some years in Bir- 
mingham he removed to London in 
1878, and took an active part in the 
organization of the Conservativo 
party in connection with the Na- 
tional Union of Conservative Asso- 
ciations. In Oct. 1881, he under- 
took the editorsliip of a new Con- 
servative Sunday newspaper, tho 
Peoples which, under his manage- 
ment, has become an important 
organ of the party. Dr. Evans is 
author of a number of essays and 
poems, which have appeared in 
various pei'iodicals. Several of his 
lectures have also been separately 
published. 

E V A R T S , William Maxwell, 
LL.D., was bom in Boston, Pel). 0, 
1818. He graduated at Tale Col- 
lege in 1837, studied at the Har- 
vard Law School, and in 1841 was 
admitted to tho New York bar, 
where he soon took a high position. 
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Prom 1349 to 1838 he was Deputy 
U. S. District Attorney, In the 
Impeachment trial of President 
Andrew Johnson, in the sprint? of 
1808, Mr. Evnrts was the leadinof 
counsel for the defendant, and 
from July, 1808, to the close of 
hlr. Johuson^s administration, ho 
was Attorney-General of the United 
Stales. In 1872 he was counsel for 
the United States in the tribunal 
of arbitration on tho Alabama 
claims at Geneva ; and in the 
celebrated Tilton-Beeeher case, in 
1H73 he was at the head of Mr. 
Beecher's counsel. He also ar^ed 
the Republican side of the case 
before tho Electoral Commission in 
1877* Upon the accession, in March, 
1877, of Mr. Hayes to the Presi- 
dency, he was made Secretary of 
State, a position which he retained 
until the close of Mr. Hayes' term, 
1881. He is at present U. S. 
Senator from How York, his term 
expiring in 1891. Although an 
accomplished scholar and able 
speaker, ho has published only a 
few occasional discourses and ad- 
dresses. Among these are the 
Centennial Oration before the 
Linonian Society of Yalo College *' 
(1853), an ''Address >»eforo the 
How England Society" (1854), 
a Eulogy on Chief Justice Chase, 
the Centennial Oration at Philadel- 
phia, and at unveiling the statues 
of Webster and Seward in How 
York. j 

EVERETT, Joseph David, P.R.S., * 
was born at Rushmere, near Ips- 
wich, Se:^. 11, 1831. In 1864 he 
entered the University of Glasgow, 
.where he took the degrees of B.A. 
and M.A., with honours in oil the 
subjects of the curriculum. After 
successivdy occupying the posts of 
Secretary to the Meteorological 
Society of Scotland, Professor of 
Mathematics at King's College, 
Hova Scotia, and Assistant Profes- 
sor of Mathematics in the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, ho was appointed 
in 1867 Professor of Hatiiral Phi- 
losophy in Queen's College, Belfast. 


He was secretary to the Units Com- 
mittee of the British Association, 
and published in 1875 a volume of 
" Illustrations," which has lai’gely 
contributed to the general adoption 
of the system of imitsrocommendtMl. 
He was made seci'etary lo th<} 
Underground Teiuporaturo Coui- 
mitice at its appointment in 1S07, 
and has directed tho observations 
which have since been taken in 
various places for determining tho 
rate at which temperature in- 
creases downwards in the earth. 
He has contributed to the Green- 
wich Observations and to the 
Royal Sooioties of Edinburgh 
and London, papers on Under- 
ground Temperature, on Atmo- 
spheric Electricity, andonRigidity. 
His papers on Mmage in the PhU 
loso^iieal Magaaineiov 1873, cleared 
up several points which had pre- 
! viously been ohscui*e. Professor 
Everett published in 1870-72 aver- 
sion of Desohanel's "Traits de 
Physique," partly translated and 
partly ro-wiitteu ; in 1877 an Ele- 
mentary Text Book of Physics ; in 
1886, Outlines of Hatural Phi- 
losopliy for Schools j and in 18b2 a 
work on Vibratory Motion and 
Sound. He is a skilled shorthand 
writer on a system invented by 
himself, wliich was published in 
1877, and has attracted much at- 
tention. 

EVEESIEY (Viscount), The Eight 
Hon. Oharles Shaw lefevre, I>.C.L., 
the oldest son of the late Charles 
Shaw Lefevre, Esq., M.P. for 
Reading (who assumed the name 
of Lefevre in addition to Shaw 
on marrying a lady of that name, 
whose ancestors were among the 
Ereuch refugee families that fled 
to England at the revocation 
of the Edict of Hantos), born 
Feb. 22, 1794, and educated at 
Winchester and Trinity College 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
due course, was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn, but did not practise. 
In 1830 he was returned to tho 
House of Commons for tho now dm- 
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franoliised borough of Downtouj sat 
for Hampshire in 1831-2, and re- 
preaontod tho northern division of 
that county from the passing of the 
Koforni Act till liis elevation to tho 
jieorage. Ho was chosen in May, 
1839, Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, in suoceasion to the late hlr. 
Aborcromhie (afterwaxdaLord Ihin- 
fermline), and retired after an 
eighteen years tenure of olHce, iu 
1857. In this capacity his digni- 
fied and courteous demeanour, 
strict impartiality, and thorongli 
acquaintance with the forma and 
rules of the House secured him 
the confidence ami respect of all 
partied, and even under Sir E. 
PooVb Conservative administration 
no attempt was made to substitute 
another in his place, though he 
professed Liberal ijolitics. His 
Lordship, who was created Viscount 
Eversley on his retirement from 
the Speukerdhip, April 11, 1837, is 
High Steward of Winchester, 
Governor of the Isle of Wight, 
honorary Lieut-Col. of the Hants 
Yeomanry, and an Aide-de-Gamp to 
the Queen for the Yeomanry ser- 
vice, with the rank of Coh in that 
force. In 1858 he was appointed a 
CommiBsioner of Church Estates, 
which office he resigned in 1859, 
when he was appointed an Eccle- 
slaBtical Commissioner. 

'EWART, James Oossar, M.D., 
was^ bom at Penicuik, Mid- 
lothian, 26 Kov. 1851. He was 
educated at Penicuik and at 
the TJniveraity of Edinburgh, 
whore in 1871^ he was appointed 
Demonstrator of Anatomy. In 
1875, he was elected Conservator 
of the Museums of University 
College, London. While at Uni- 
versity CoDoge, he completely re- 
organised tho Museums and in- 
vestigated the life history of the 
BaciQuB of Splenic Pever and of 
other minute organisms. In 1878 
he was a;ppointed by the Crown to 
the Chair of Hatural History in 
the University of Aberdeen, and 
in'1882> he was transferred to the 


corresponding chair in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh — the most 
desirable post a naturalifit can 
hold in this country. In tho same 
year he was elected a membor of 
tho fishery Board for Scotland. 
While in Abordoen, llrofossor 
Ewart introduced classes for tbo 
practical study of zoology, and 
organised a small marine labora- 
tory. At tills, the first marino 
laboratory started in Britain, Pi'o- 
fesaor Ewart and Mr. Eomanea, 
made their investigations for their 
memoir on the Echinoderms, which 
the Eoyal Society constituted tho 
Croonian lecture for 1881. Since 
returning to Edinburgh, Professor 
Ewart has devoted hhnaelf to 
developing the Hatural History 
Department, and to creating a 
scientific dcpai'tmont iu connection 
with the Pisheiy Board j consider- 
able progress has already been 
made in working out the natural 
history and dovolopment of the 
herring and other food fishes. In 
this work Professor Ewart has tho 
use of three marine stations, and 
is assisted by a staff of three 
naturalists and several fishery 
officers, and the government iu 
addition to voting grants for 
carrying on the scientific work, has 
provided boats for trawling and 
other operations. Eeoently ho has 
been endeavouring to discover im- 
proved methods for preserving fish, 
and to introduce the famous Loch 
Pyne herring to the Anlaretio 
ocean. In addition to the laborious 
work of his chair, Professor 
Ewart has found time to have two 
lectureships instituted in iffie Uni- 
vorsity—one on ** Embryology,'^ 
and one on the Philosophy of 
natural History," and bo has done 
much to obtain for the students a 
much wanted Union such as exists 
at Oxford and Cambridge. 

BEETEE, Bishop of. See Bioeeu- 
& TETH, Dn. 

BYEE| The Moat Bov. Charles, 
a EomouCatholiyir elate, son of tho 
late John Lewis Eyre, Esq. (Count 
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Eyre in the Papal domiuioiis)^ and 
brother of the late Very Key. 
Monsignor Eyre of Ilampstead, 
-was bom in 1817^ at Askani Bryan 
Ilalh York, and educated at IJshaAv 
College, Durham, and in Rome, 
Ho was appointed assistant priost 
at St. AndreAv’schiu'chiNewcastle- 
ou-Tyne, in 1813 ; removed to St. 
Mary's, Newcastle, in 18 J4 j became 
senior priest at St. Mary's Cathe- 
dral, Newcastle, in 181>7, and re- 
mained there, with a short interval, 
till Christmas, 1868. He was for 
many years canon of the diocese of 
Hexham and Newcastle; and for 
some time was Vicar-General ; was 
appointed Archbishop for the 
Western district, and Delegate- 
Apostolic for Scotland in Decem- 
ber, 1868 ; and was consecrated in 
the chm'ch of St. Andrea della 
Valle, Rome, Jon. 31, 1869, by the 
title of Archbishop of Anazarba, in 
padihus infidelium. When the 
ancient hierarchy was restored in 
Scotland by Pope Leo XIII., on 
March 4, 1878, Mgr. Eyre was 
appointed Archbishop of Glasgow. 
Archbishop Byre is the author of a 
"History of St. Cuthbert,'* 1819 
(2ud Edit. 1858). 

EYRE, Edward John, some time 
Governor of Jamaica, was born in 
Aug., 1815, son of the late Rev. 
Anthony Eyre, vicar of Hornsea 
and Long Riston, in the East 
Riding of Yorkshire, and educated 
at the Louth and Sedbergh gram- 
mar-schools. Bailing to obtain a 
commission in the army at seven- 
teen years of age, he determined to ; 
tiy his fortune in Australia, and 
having arrived at Sydney about 
1833, with a capital of ^400, en- 
gaged in sheep-farming and the 
teansporting of cattle. He was 
successful, and invested the profits 
in the purchase of an estate situ- 
ated on the lower Murray, upon 
which he settled and remained for 
several years, during which period 
ho was appointed resident magis- 
trate of his district, and Protector 
of the Aborigines. In the nume- 


rous disputes which arose between 
the European settlers and tho 
aborigines, he acted with much 
(liflcretion, and uphold as much aa 
possible the lawful I'ighta of tho 
wandering native tribes. In a 
work entitled " Discovoiies in Cen- 
tral Australia," published in 1843, 
ho earnestly pleads their cause. 
Tu the meantime he distinguished 
himself as an Australinu explorer 
of tho then unknown shore, extend- 
ing from 1X8 deg. to 134 deg, of 
east longitude between King 
George's Sound, in West Australia, 
and Port Lincoln, in South Austra- 
lia. In 1845 Mr. Eyro returned 
to En^and, and in 1846 roceived 
from Eiud Grey, then Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, tho 
appointment of Lieut.-Governor 
of New Zealand, as second to 
the Governor, Sir George Grey. 
Having served his full term as a 
colonial governor, he returned to 
England in 1853, and about a 
twelvemonth afterwards was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
the island of St. Vincent. This 
post he held for six years ; and in 
the year 1839 and 1860 he was in 
the island of Antigua, filling tho 
place of the Goveimor of the Lee- 
ward Islands, who was on leave of 
absence. In 1860, upon the termi- 
nation of his Governorship of An- 
tigua, Hr. Eyre returned to Eng- 
land to recruit his health ; and in 
1862 he was chosen by the lato 
Duke of Newcastle, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, to adminis- 
ter the Government-in-Chief of 
Jamaica and its dependencies dur- 
ing the absence of Governor Dar- 
ling, who had returned to England 
on account of iU-health. In con- 
sequence of the non-retum of 
Governor Darling, 3Mr. Eyre was 
appointed Captain-General and 
Governor, General-in-Chief and 
Vice-Admiral of the Island of 
Jamaica, July 15, 1864; and on 
insurrection having broken out in 
Oct., 18G5, he promoimed martial 
law, and used very vigorous mea- 
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surea for its suppression. As a 
result, what M'as believed to be 
a dauf^erous insurrection Tvas 
crushed, liufc hU measures, more 
eaiiecially in the trial by court- 
martial, aud condomniitioii to 
death of ( i Corine William G-ordon, 
a mulatto of propert y, oxcitiul 
much resentment amonjj certain 
sections at home, and a commission 
of inqniiy was desj)atched to 
Jamaica, Governor Eyre being 
superseded, and Su* Henry Storks 
temporarily appointed in his place. 
The report of the committee, pub- 
lished in Jime, IfiGU, exonerated 
Governor Eyre from the heavy 
eliarges hrom^ht against him, but 
he was recalled, and Sir P. Grant 
appointed his successor. Mr, Eyre, 
on reaching Southampton, found 
that an assoeiation called the 
“ Jamaica Committee ” had deter- 
mined to institute legal proceed- 
ings against him and his colleagues. 
It was in connection "ttith these 
proceedings that Lord Chief J ustice 
Cockbtim delivered his celebrated 
charge to the grand jmy in the 
case of Regina v. Nelson JJmiuJ. 
The actions against Mr. Eyre ex- 
tended over a period of about 
four years, entailing an expendi- 
ture connected with his defence of 
over JBIO.OOO. In every instance, 
howevei', the proceedings instituted 
failed to substantiate any case 
against Mr. Eyre. I

FAEB, John, R.S.A., artist, born 
in 1820, at Burley Mill, in the 
stewartry of Eirlrcudbright, where 
his father was an engineer and 
millwright, show'cd an early taste 
for art, and, encouraged by a suc- 
cessful painting, which he finished 
at the age of twelve, began to paint 
miniatures in his own neighbour- 
hood. Ho rei^aired. in 1811, to 
Edinburgh, where he exhibited, in 
ISoQ, some pictures of humble life, 
which mot with a ready sole. His 


principal works are — Shakespeare 
and his Oontemporarics j ” and two 
scries of dra^vings, illustrating 
"''The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
and " The Soldier’s Eoturn.” Since 
coming to London in 18G-1 Mr. Paod 
has painted “ 'L’he WapponscliaAv j 
or Shooting Match j” ‘'Catherine 
Sefton;” “ The Old Style j” "Tam 
O’Shantorj” "Haddon Hall of 
Old ; ” " The Ballad j ” " Old 

Age J ” "The Stirrup Cup j ” "The 
Old Crockery Manj” "Johu 
Anderson, my Jo’ ; ” " Parting of 
Evangeline and Gabriel j ” " The 
Old Brocade;” "Auld Mare 
Maggie ; ” "Game-keeper’s Daugh- 
ter i ” and " The Hiring Pair." 

PAED, Thomas, E.A. (brother of 
Mr. John Pacd), born at Burley 
Mill, in the stewartry of Kirkcud- 
bright, in 1826, lost his father in 
his boyhood, but, aided by his 
brother, who was working his way 
to reputation as an artist in Edin- 
burgh, resolved to follow the bent 
of his genius. While a student at 
the School of Design in Edinburgh, 
where for a short pei’iod he was 
rmder the tuition of Sir W, Allan, 
he was annually successful at the 
competition for prizes in various 
departments. The earliest work 
' of art he exhibited in ^^ublic was 
a drawing in water-colours from 
the " Old English Baron.” Ho 
soon after took to oil-painting, 
exercising his brush on such sub- 
jects as draught-players and shep- 
herd boys. Mr. Paed became an 
Associate of the Eoyal Scottish 
A eademy in 18 19, and settled per- 
manently in London in 3852, and 
began to exhibit at the Eoyal 
Academy, generally choosing do- 
mestic and pathetio subjects, or 
subjects appealing to Scotch re- 
ligious sentiment. In 1855 his 
" lilitherless Baim," elicited very 
high praise. Other works by Mr, 
Paed are — " Home and the Home- 
less,” " The Pirst Break in the 
Family,” "Sunday in the Back- 
woods," and "The Last o’ tho 
Clan.” Sir. Pacd was made A.E.A ,

in X859, and E.A, in 18G 1. Ho was 
elected an honoraiy inember of tlic 
Vienna Royal Academy in Jnn.j 
1875. 

FAIBHRRBR^ louis Ii6on Cesar, 
a Rroncli general, 'born at Lille, 
June 3, 1818, studied first at the 
college of his native town, entered 
the Polytechnic School at Paris, 
and next proceeded to that of Metz, 
v/liich ho left in 1842, with the 
rank of lieutenant in the first regi- 
ment of engineers. He began his 
military career in Algeria, where 
he was stationed during the years 
18it and 18 15 •, and in 1818 he wont 
to Guadalonpo udth the rank of 
captiiin. Being habituated to life 
in the tropics, and acquainted with 
questions of colonization, which 
lie luid thoroughly studied during 
his residence in the Antilles, lie 
addressed in 1850 a demand to the 
Ministry of "W ar to be attached to 
the staff at Senegal j but as there 
happened to be no vacancy at the 
time, he returned to Algeria, where 
he constructed the advanced fort of 
Hou-Saada, took part in the cam- 
paign against the Rabylos tmder 
General Saint-Arnaud, 1851 ; and 
in the expedition in the highlands 
under General Bosquet, 1852. The 
services ho rendered at the time of 
the dipaater which brought tins last 
expedition to an end, procured for 
him the Cross of the Legion of 
nonour. At the end of the same 
year he was, in consequence of his 
reiterated requests, sent to Senegal, 
and after a residence of two years 
there he had acquired such an ex- 
tensive and accurate knowledge of 
the wants, the dangers, the econo- 
my, and the practical policy of the 
colony, that M. Bucos, the Minister 
of Marino, did not hesitate to en- 
trust him, in lS51,with the supreme 
government of the French posses- 
sions in Senegal. M. Faidherbc 
therefore devoted liis whole energies 
to the task he had so long desired to 
undertake, namely, the renovation 
of the colony, and it took him no 
}osB than seven years to accomplish 


it. After a warfare of four years’ 
duration, he rccapliu’cd from the 
Moors the loft bank of the river 
Trarza, 1 858 j annexed the coasts of 
Baol, Sine, Saloum, and Casamanza ; 
established a system of forti-esses, 
forts, and wooden blockhouses, 
which guaranteed the security of 
the country, and also a network of 
electric telegraphs j opened now 
factories at Ungaua, Podor, Maian, 
and Saldo \ and finally waged a war 
of extermination ngaiust the Pro- 
phet JEl-Hadji-Omor, who had con- 
ceived the vast project of founding 
an immense Mti&siuman empire in 
Central Africa, by driving out the 
foreigners, and uniting native 
tribes in a kind of confederation. 
This war, which was a question of 
life or death for the colony, and 
which sjU’ead OA’cr a ten-itory no 
less than 300 leagues in extent, is 
the chief military exploit of M. 
Paidhorhe. Tt terminated in 18U0 
by the submission of the Apostle of 
Islam. After having cimued his 
undei taking by establibhiug regiUai* 
relations with ('aylor, a powerful 
state Avhieh poi^aratos the tivo im- 
portant French efttablislimonts at 
St. Louis and Gorce, ho exuitted 
Senegal in order to take the com- 
mand of the subdivision at Sidi- 
bel-Abbes, having been previously 
appointed Lioutouant-Coloucl of 
Engineers in 1855, and Colonel in 
1658. During his absence from the 
coast of the Atlantic, the programme 
drawn up by him was disregarded by 
the authorities, and affairs came to 
a orisis. Consequently, on May 20, 
1863, the Miuiatex^ of Marine ^ain 
sought the intervention of M. Faid- 
herbe, who, raised to the rank of 
General of Brigade, resumed the 
reins of government in Senegal. 
Two years later the state of his 
health compelled him to return to a 
less deadly climate, and accordingly 
he was apipointed to the chief 
command of the subdivision of 
Bone, in Algeria. Dimng the dis- 
astrous war between France and 
Germany, General Faidherbe acted 
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a oouBpicuoiis part, being nominated 
in Nov. 1870, to the chief command 
of the Army of the North (22nd 
corps). In July, 1871, he was 
returned to the Assembly for three 
departments — ^tlie Nord, the Pas- 
de-Calais, and the Somme — ^but in 
the following month he resigned his 
position as deputy, in consequence 
of his conviction that the Assembly 
was assuming duties other than 
those confeiTod upon it by the 
electors, and also because he en- 
tirely disapi)roved the disbanding 
of the National (boards. He was 
afterwards sent by the French 
Government on a scientide mission 
to Upper Egypt, and on his return 
the towns of Saint-Quentin and 
Amiens presented him with a sword 
of honour. He was elected a Senator 
in Jan. 1879. General Faidherbo

FAIRBAIBN, Sir Andrew, born 
at Glasgow on the 5th of March, 
1828, is the only son of Peter Fair- 
boim, afterwards Mayor of Leeds, 
and knighted hj the Queen. He 
was educated at Leeds, Geneva, and 
Glasi'ow, and in 1846 became a 
pensioner at Christ’s College, Cam- 
bridge, but emigrated to Peter- 
honse in January of the following 
year. He graduated B.A. in Jan., 
1850, and took his M.A. degree in 
1853. He was called to the Bar at 
the Inner Temple on 80th April, 
1863, and attended the West Riding 


Sessions and Northern Circuit 
until 1866. Ho then relinquished 
practice, and in 1860^ became a 
partner in the firm of his father, on 
whose doaiii in IRC] he succeeded 
to the business. In 1860 he was 
elected Mayor of Ijeeds and was re- 
elected to the some olflee in 1807. 
During the latter year he was a 
Commissioner of the Leeds Exhibi- 
tion of Fine Aits and was knighted 
(by patent) in 1868, during the 
Ministry of Mr. Disraeli. Ho ro- 
fiigned his mayoralty in September, 
1808, in order to stand as Liberal 
onneUdato for Leeds. lie was un- 
successful, as also in 1874f, when he 
contested Knaroaborongh. He be- 
came a director of the Great 
Northern Railway in 1878, and tlie 
same your he was appointed Royal 
Commissioner to the Paris Exhibi- 
tion. In 1880 he was elected 
Member for the Eastern Division 
of the West Riding, and when the 
Division was split nj) into six sub- 
divisions in 1885 he was chosen as 
the first representative of the Otley 
Division. The same year he was 
appointed Vice-President of tho 
Railway Congress at Brussels, and 
was made a Knight Commander of 
the Order of Leopold by tho King 
of the Belgians. 

FAIBBAIBN, Sir Thomas, Bart., 
eldest surviving son of tho late 
Sir WiUioin Fairbah n, Bart., LL.D 
F.R.S., was bom in Manchoator in 
1823, and received a private educa- 
tion. A long residence in Italy 
afforded him opportunities for the 
study and nijprcoiation of art, and 
induced liim to make efforts for its 
encouragement in this country, 
especially in connection with edu- 
cation. Under the signature of 
"Amicus" ho has contributed, 
during many yeoi'S, letters to the 
Times newspaper, on the relations 
between employers and employed, 
the social progress of England, 
Trade Unionism, and other sub- 
jects. He was chairman of tho 
Exhibition of the Art Treasines of 
the United Kingdom atManohestei? 
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in 1857 j and on her Majesty's visit 
in June was offered the honour of 
knighthood, which he declined. 
He was one of her Majesty's Com- 
niissioners for the Exhibition of 
1851, and took an active part in 
the organization of the Great 
Exhibition of 18G2, in the same 
capacity. Ho succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father, Aug. 18, 1874. Sir Thomas 
Eairbnim is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Lancashire 
and Hampshire, and was High 
Sheriff of the latter county in 
1870. 

PAITHFULL, Miss Emily, 
daughter of the late Eev. Ferdi- 
nand Faithfull,wasbom at Headley 
rectory, Surrey, in 1836, and edu- 
cated in a school at Kensington, 
whore she emdy showed that sin- 
gular firmness and independence 
of mind which have since cha- 
racterised her. She waa presented 
at Court in her twenty-first year, 
and entered for a short time into 
the gaieties of London life. On 
becoming interested in tbo condi- 
tion of women, she devoted herself 
to the extension of their remunern- 
tive spheres of laborn'. In 18G0 
she collected a band of female 
compositors, and, in spite of great 
difficulties, founded a typographical 
establishment in Great Coram 
Street, W.C., in which women (as 
compositors) were omployed, and 
for which she obtained approval 
of her Majesty. Among many 
other specimens of first-rate work- 
manship produced at the Victoria 
Press is the Victoria Eegia," 
dedicated by special permission to 
the Queen, who signifledherappro- 
hation by glvii^ a warrant app(unt< 
ing Miss Faithful! prints and 
pifliliaher in ordinary to Her 
Majesty. Jn May, 1863, Miss 
Faithful! started a monthly publi- 
cation called The Victoria Magazine^ 
in which the views she seeks to 
advocate, and the olaims of women 
to remunerative employment, were 
eomeBtly set forth. In the spring 


of 18G8 Miss Faithful! published a 
novel, entitled Change upon 
Change," which ran into a second 
edition within a month of its 
publication, and was received with 
great favour by the press, "as 
abounding in clover pictxires of 
social life of the higher class." 
Shortly after this Miss Faithfull 
made her ch^iii at the Hanover 
Square Hooma as a lecturer. She 
has achieved a marked success in 
this capacity, and frequently loo- 
turoa in our leading Hternry and 
philosophical instituffiona. In 1872- 
73, IStlisa Faithfull visited the 
United States, and received a very 
kindly welcome in Siainway Hall. 

FAIGFl^EE, Jean JUexandre 
Joseph, a French painter and 
sculptor, was bom at Toulouse, 
Sept, 7, 1831. He was a pupil of 
Jouffroy, and at tho Ecole des 
Beaux Arts gained the Pinssdc Borne 
in 1859. In 1857 he sent to the 
Solon a plaster statue of the Infant 
Theseus, which was reproduced in 
marble and exhibited in 18C5. 
Since then he has executed "A 
Christian Martyr," now in the 
Gallery of the Luxembourg, 
1867 i "Ophelia," ISGOj "Vain- 
quetir au Combat do Coq/-* 1870 j 
" Pierre Corneille," 1872 (pur- 
chased by the Government) j Dan- 
sense figyptienne," 1873, for the 
Th5dtrc Fran^ais; "La Suisso 
acoueillant I'armee Fran^aise," 
1874, presented to the town of 
Toulouse by the Federal Councils 
andabust of Lamartine, 1876, which 
was solexxmly inaugurated at Mdcon 
in August, 1878. M. Falgui^eis 
also well-^own as a painter^ His 
first picture " Pr&s du Chdteau," 
1673, attracted much attention; 

Lea liUtteuTB," 1876, was warmly 
praised, as were also "Cam and 
Abel," 1876, and " The Behoading 
of John the Baptist," 1877. At the 
Paris Exposition of 1868 ho was 
awarded a medal of the first-class. 
He is a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. 

PALE, Dr, Adalbert, a German 
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statesman, l)orn at MetsclilcaUj in 
Silesia, in 1827, is tho sou of a 
liiitheran miaister who was a 
liberal theologian." He studied 
flrstinthe"Eealschnle" of Laudes- 
hut, then at tho Gymnasimu in 
Breslau, and finally at the Univer- 
sity of the latter city. In 1817 ho 
began his legal career 5 in 1850 he 
became an assistant of tho Public 
Prosecutor in Breslau ; in 1853 
chief of this office at Lyck 5 in 1861 
he assumed the same fuuoiioua 
boforotheJEawmergericTiforSuperior 
Court, with duties in the Ministry 
of Justice ; in 18G2 he becamo 
Judge of tho Court of Appeals nt 
Glogauj and in 18G8 he was per- 
manently assigned as Privy Coun- 
cillor, or GfifteijJirafZijtotheMinistry 
of Justice, He sat in the Prussian 
IloubO of Deputies from 1858 to 
1801; he was elected to tho Con- 
stituent North German Eciclistag 
in 18G7 ; and he has been a member 
of the Imperial Parliament ever 
since its cbtablishment. When 
Prince Bismarck resolved to weaken 
the influence of the Koman Catholic 
Church in Prussia, he caused Dr. 
Falk to be nominated Minister of 
Public Worship (Jan. 22, 1872), in 
succession to Dr, von Mtihl er . 
During his tenure of office, Dr. 
Falk succeeded in passing various 
repressive laws directed against 
the hierarchy and the clergy, and 
his name has thus become laiown 
beyond the limits of tho German 
Empire. He resigned the post of 
Minister of PubSc Worship July 
11, 1879, and was succeeded hy 
Herr von Puttkamer. 

PABIiEY, James Lewis only son 
of the late Mr. Thomas Farley, of 
Meiltron, co, Cavan, was born at 
Dublin, Sept. 9, 1823. After the 
Crimeau war and the peace of 
Paris, in 1859, the attention of 
English capitalists was directed to 
Turkey, and the Ottoman Bank 
was formed. Faidey accepted 
the post of Chief Accountant of 
the branch at Beyxout, which he 
asfflsted in successfvdly establish- 


ing. In 18G0 he was appointed 
Accountant-General of the State 
Bank of Turkey at Oonstontinoide, 
which siibsequonilyhooame merged 
in the Imperial Ottoman Bank. 
He has been a frotiuent contributor 
to the newspaper press on ques- 
tions relative to tho trade and 
finances of 'ruvkoy, and ^ms special 
correspondent for the' Daily Ncivs 
during tho Sultan's visit to Egy]3t 
in 1863, and dining tho Imperial 
nnd Eoyal visits to Oonstfuitinoplo 
in 1869. Ho is also tho author of 
"Two Years in Syria," 1858; "Tho 
Druses ondMaronites," 1861; "Tho 
Resources of Turkey," 18G2 ; 
" Banking in Turkey," 1863 ; and 
"Turkey," 18CG. In recognition 
of his literary services to tho 
Turldsh empire, he was, in March, 
1870, appointed Consul at Bristol 
for his Imperial Majesty tho 
Sultan. He is a Fellow of tho 
Statistical Society of London, 
and a CoiTe&pouding Member of 
the Institut Egyptieu, founded 
by the First Napoleon in Alexan- 
dria. 

PARBAR, The Yen. Prederio 
William, D.D., F.R.S., Archdeacon 
of Westminster, son of the Rev. C. 
R. Farrar, Rector of Sidoup, Kent, 
was bom in Bombay, Aug. 7, 
1831. He received his education 
at King William's College, in the 
Isle of Man, and at King^s College, 
London. He became a clasalctil 
exhibitioner of the University of 
London in 1850, graduated B.A. 
there, and was appointed a Uni- 
versity scholar in 1853. Mr. Farrar 
was successively a Scholar and 
Fellow of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and in 185 1 he took his 
Bachelor's degree in that Univer- 
sity as fourth in the first class of 
the Classical Tripos, and a Junior 
Optime in mathematics. He had 
ah^oady obtained the Chancellor's 
Prize for English Verse hy his 
poem on "The Arctic Regions," 
and ho subscqucaitly gained the 
Le Bas Classical Prize, and became 
also Norrisian Prizeman. In 185 1 
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ho was ordained deacon by the 
Bishop of Salisbnryj and in 1857 
he was admitted into priest’s orders 
by the Bishop of Ely. For many 
years he was one of the Assistant 
Masters at Harrow under Dr, 
Vaughan, and under Ids successor 
Dr. Butler; and he held, wth 
great distinction, the Head Mas- 
tership of Marlboi’ough College 
from Jan. 1871, tiU April, 1870. 
Dr, Farrar was a select preacher 
befoi’cthe University of Cambridge 
in 1868, and again in 1874-5, and 
ho preached the Hulseon Lectures 
in 1870. He was an Honorary 
Chaplain to the Queen from 1869 
to 1873, when he was nominated 
one of Her Majesty’s Chaplains in 
Ordinary. In April, 1876, he was 
appointed to a canonry in West- 
minster Abbey and the rectory of 
St. Margaret’s, vacant by the death 
of Canon Conway. He was ap- 
pointed Archdeacon of Westmin- 
ster, April 24, 1883. Dr. Farrar is 
the author of the following works 
of fiction: — "Eric, or Little by 
Little,” 1838; "Julian Homo,” 
1859 ; and " St. Winifred’s, or the 
World of School,” 1863. His 
philological works are — " The 
Origin of Language,” 1860 ; 
" Chapters on Language,” 1866 ; 

Greek Grammar Rules,” 6th 
edition, 1865; "Greek Syntax,” 3rd 
edition,1867; "Familieaof Speech,” 
1870 ; and " Lang^iage and ^ Lan- 
guages,” being a revised edition of 
“Chapters on Language" and 

Families of Speech,” comprised 
in one volume, 1878, He has also 
published " A Lecture (before the 
Royal Institution) on Public School 
Education,” with notes, 1867 } and 
edited " Essays on a Liberal Edu- 
cation,” 2nd edition, 1868. His 
theological works are — Seekers 
after God” (Sunday Library), 
1809; "Tho Witness of History to 
Christ; being the HulseanLeotures 
for 1870,” 1871 ; ‘'In the Days of 
thy Youth,” sermons preached in 
the chapel of Marlborough College, 
1877 5 The Life of Christ," 2 vola.. 


1871, which reached its twelfth 
edition in a single year ; Life of 
St. Paul” 1879; and "The Early 
Days of Christianity,” 2 vols., 
1882 ; besides several volumes of 
sermons. All Dr. Fanvir’s work.s 
have i^assed through many edi- 
tions, and inany of them h.ave been 
ii’analated into French, Dutch, Rus- 
sian, Swedish, and Italian, Besides 
these works. Dr. Farrar has been 
acontributor to the Speaker's Com- 
mentary (Book of Wisdom) and 
Bishop EUicott’s Commentary 
(Book of Judges) ; to the Cam- 
bridge Bible for schools he has 
contributed commentariGS on St. 
Luke and the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, botli in the Greek and 
the English editions. He also 
furnished articles to Smith’s " Dic- 
tionary of the Bible,” JKitto’s 
"Biblical Cyclopsedia,” the "En- 
cyclopmdift Bi’ite.nniea,” etc. In 
1883 he was appointed Ruml Doan 
by the late Bishop of London, and 
was re-elected by the clergy to the 
same ol3cc in 1385. Archdeacon 
Farrar is Honorwy Chaplain of the 
2ud Volunteer Battafion Royal 
Fusiliers. In 1885 he was appointed 
Bampton Lecturer before the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, and delivered a 
course (since published) on 
History ofinteipretafcion,” In 1885 
he visited America, where he re- 
I ceived a most hearty welcome from 
all classes, and especially from tho 
members of oil religious denomi- 
nations. Ho has taken a promi- 
nent port in temperance reform, in 
tho Diocesan Council for the Wel- 
fare of Young Men, in the West- 
minster Sanltoy Aid Association, 
in the Westminster Sunday School 
Association (of which he was the 
founder), and in many other philan- 
thropic works. 

FARRAB, The Rev. John, a 
Wesleyan Minister, bom at Aln- 
wick, Northumberland, July 29, 
1802, was educated at Woodhouse 
Grove Schools, near Leeds. He 
became a Wesleyan minister in 
Ang. 1822 ; governor and tutor of 
B B 
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Abney House Wesleyan Theological 
Institution in 1839 j classical tutor 
in Richniond College in 1843 ; 
governor of Woodliouse Grovo 
School in 1858 ; governor of Head- 
ingley College in 18G8 ; seoretJU’y 
of the Wesleyan Conference from 
1851 to 1853, and from 1839 to 
1809 5 Hjad president of the Wes- 
leyan Conference in 1854i and 1870. 
He is the author of a '^Biblical

Arthur, M.D., F.E.S., 
son of the late Jolin Richard Farre, ! 
M.D.j was bom in London, March 
0, 1811. He received his general 
education at the Charterhouse, and 
at Cambridge, and his medical ed- 
ucation at that Dniversity and St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital. He gra- 
duated at Cambridge, M.B. in 1833, 
and M.D. m l&ll. He became a 
Member of the Royal College of 
Physicians in 1838, and was elected 
a Fellow in 1843. He was lecturer 
on Comparative Anatomy at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital (183G-37), 
and on Forensic Medicine (1838-40) j 
Professor of Obstetric Medioino, 
King's CoHcgo, and Physician- 
Accoucheur, King’s College Hos- 
pital, from ISll to 18G2. He was 
appointed consulting physician to 
King'd College Hospital in 18G3. 
He held the ofilccs of Censor, Ex- 
aminer, and Councillor in the Royal 
College of Physicians for the usual 
periods, and was appointed Har- 
veiau Orator in 1872, Ho was 
examiner in Midwifery in the 
Royal College of Surgeons dming 
twenty-four years. ^ Dr. Farre is 
Physician-Extraordinary to the 
Queen 5 Physician-Accoucheur to 
the Princess of Wales, the Dut^esa 
of Edinburgh (Grand Duchess 
Marie ^ of Russia), the Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein 
(Princess H^ena of GreatBritain), 
and the Princess of Leiningen,and

Darmstadt. He was President of 
the Royal Microscopical Society 
diu'iiig 1831 and 1832.

Ho waq 
elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1839. Ho is author ot 
the article Uterus aud its Ap- 
pendages," forming Parts XLIX. 
ondL-of the Cyclopaedia of Anatomy 
aud Physiology, aud of physiolo- 
gical papers in the Transactions 
of the Royal and of the Royal 
Microscopical Societies. Dr. Farre 
is a Dexmty-Liouleuant for Meri- 
onethshire. 

rAUOlT, Helen (Lady Martin), 
horn in 1819, a daughter of Mrs. 
Fauoit, an actress of considerable 
repute, made her formal ddhut in 
London, Jan. 5, 183(), at Covent 
Garden, in the character of Julia, 
in the " Hunchback," and achieved 
a distinguished success. She at 
once took rank as a leading actress, 
and became the most important 
member of Mr. Maoready's com- 
panies, during the production of 
his Shaksperion revivals, at Coveut 
Garden and Drury Lone. Miss 
Helen Fauoit was the original re- 
presentative of the heroines in 
Lord Lytton's "Lady of Lyons," 
" Money," " The Sea Captain,” 
" RioheHeu," and the " Duchess do 
la Valli^re j " in Mr. Robert Brown- 
ing's " Stmfford," the " Blot on the 
Scutcheon/' and " Colombo's Birth- 
day J " in Mr. Westland Morston’s 
" Patrician’s Daughter," " The 
Heart and the World,” and " Marie 
de Meranie j ” in Mr. Troughton's 
" Nina Sforza j " and in many other 
plays. Her rendering of the Shak- 
^erian characters Juliet, Beatrice, 
Constance, Imogen, Hermione, Cor- 
delia, Isabella, Portia, Rosalind, 
and Lady Machctlij has been higlily 
commended. Miss Helen Faucit 
obtained great success in her re- 
presentation of "Antigon4," and

FATJBE, Jean-Baptiste, a famous 
baritone singer, bom at Moulines, 
Jan, 15, 18J10, was educated at the 
Conservatoire, from 1818 to 1852, 
and made his debut at the Opha 
Oomitiue in the latter year. M. 
Faime performed at the Opera 
House in Paris, in Pierre do 
Medicis," Oct. 11, 1801. In 1857 
ho was appointed Professor of 
Singing to the Conservatoire, in 
succession to M. Frederic Poucliai d, 
and appeared during se veral seasons 
at the Royal Italian Opera, Covent 
Garden, For many years M. Faure 
was acknowledged head of the 
French lyric stage.

FAWCETT, Millicent Garrett, 
born at Aldohurgh, iu Suffolk, 
June 11, ISI7, is a younger daugh- 
ter of Howkon Garrett, E-jii,, and. 
sihtur to Mrs. G.irrctt Auderton, 
M.D. In 1SG7 she married the late 
Prnfcbbor Fawi*utt, ami soon aitcr 
her marriage she hccamo a promi- 
nent loader of the Woman's Suf- 
frage movemoiit. She is also an 
urgent pleader on the subject of 
ghls' education. In 1870 bhe pub- 
lished " Political Economy for 
Beginners 5" "Tales in Political 
Economy," 1874 5 " Janet Doncas- 
ter/’ a novel, 1875. In conjunction 
with her husband, Mi*s. Fawcett 
■wrote a vohuue of "Essays and 
Lectures/’ 187^5 nnd the article 
on "Communism” in tho ninth 
edition of the " Encyclopajdin 
Brituunica " is by her. 

FAWCETT, John Henry, was 
born on Doe. 11, 1831, being the 
eldest son of John FaAvcott, Ea<x-. of 
Great Petteriii Bank, Cumberland, 
J.P., D.L. for that county, by his 
wife, Sarah, daughter of J. Hodg- 
son, Eaq., Clerk of the Peace for 
tho county. He w'as educated at 
Rugby School under Dr. (after- 
wards Archbishop) Tait, and at 
Camhiidgc. He was elected a 
scholar of Trinity Hall in that 
nuiver&ity in 1851, and took his 
degree as ilrat-cla&a in the law- 
tripos in 1858. He was called to 
the bar at the Middle Temple in 
Jan., 1857, and joined the northern 
circuit. Jle was appointed a revis- 
ing barrister in 1^8 ; nnsticccss- 
fuUy contested the borough of 
Cockermouth in Feb., 187-1, in tho 
Conservative interest 5 was ap- 
pointed Assistant-Judge and Vice- 
Consul at Constaiutinople iu Jtme, 
1875 5 and was Acting-Judge and 
Consul-General from August, 187<?, 
to Feb. It, 1877, when he was 
appointed Judge of the Supremo 
n B 2 
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Consular Court oi: tlie Lovoni, and 
her Britannic Majesty's Cousul- 
GeneiMl foi‘ Turkey. Alter the raid 
of (ieneral GourLo acrops the Bal- 
kans ill July, lb77, and his suhsc- 
qiu*nt retreat, Mr. Faweett ivas 
ruMjUO'itpd Iiy her Majesty's amhas- 
Stulor to jn'oceed to the valh'y of 
the Tundjii to cany relief to the* 
fatarvinpf populations. He visited 
Rodosti,Adrianople,Bhjloiioli, Tar- 
tar Baseojii'k, Kolia, Korlosa, Kalu- 
far, Eeoanlickj Sliiplra, and the 
whole valley of the 'J’undja, and 
for some wteka roinainod in the 
country distributinyr relief to the 
buffpi’inj? poimlations. Mr. Faw- 
cett's dispatches to her Majesty's 
nmbaspador wore the menus of a 
lai**^^* amount of money heinff suh- 
srrihed hy the British public to 
the Compapsionnte Fund. In May, 
lb78, ho was requested by the Mar- 
quis of Kalishury to proceed to 
A’olo, in Thessaly, to investigate 
in concert with liis Excellency, 
iiodjib Fasha, the circum stances 
coni‘oming the death of Mr. Ogle, 
correspondent of the Times news- 
paper. Ho remained there some 
time, and made a report which was 
the subject of a debate in Farlia- 
luent on the last day but one of the 
Session in Aug., 1S78. Mr. Fawcett 
was selected by her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment to be the English member 
of the International Commission of 
the Rhodope, jiroceeded to Philo- 
p di, and thence to Enos, Fuci'ti, 
Gnrvulgera, and during a month 
tiaversed the Rhodope mountains, 
taking evidence of the state of the 
refugees and sufferings of the Ma- 
hometan population. 

FAYE, Herve Auguste Etienne 
Albans, astronomer, was bom 
at Knint Benoit du Sault (Indro), 
Oct. o, 18X1, , and finished his 
studios at the Ecole Polytechnique, 
lie afterwards went to Holland, 
and on returning to France be- 
came, on the recommendation | 
of M. Ara{,o, a pupil in tho Ob- 
servatory. He discovered E’er. 22, 
Ittod, Ur new comet, to which his 


name was assigned, and received 
the Lalande prize from the Aca- 
demy of Sciences, to which learned 
association he submitted, in 18*10, a 
paper, entitled La Varallaxe 
d’une Etoile Anonyine dcla Grande 
Onrso.” This was followed by a 
work (uititlcd " Sur uu Nouveau 
ColUmatcur Zrnitlialo et sur uno 
Luiiite ZcniUialo Nouvollc.” IIo 
was elected a niomber of tho sec- 
tion of Astronomy in idaco of 
Baron do Bainoiseau, Jan. 18, 1811 ; 
a member of the Bureau of Longi- 
tudes, March 20, 1802 j and was 
decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour in 1843. In 
1801 ho was ax)pointed a memher of 
the Imperial Council of Public In- 
struction, and was promoted to tho 
rank of Officer of tho Legion of 
Honour. M. Faye was Professor 
of Geodesy at the Ecolc Polytecli- 
nique from 1848 to 1831, and in tho 
latter year ho was appointed Rec- 
tor of the University Academy of 
Nancy. He succeeded M. De- 
launay as Professor of Astronomy 
in the Polytechnic School in 1873. 
In addition to tho works already 
mentioned, M. Faye is the author 
of Sur I’Anueau de Snturne,” 
ljublished in 184S ; " Sur les Dc- 
clinaisons AhsoluoBj"inl830; Ocs 
Lemons de Cosmog raphie,” in 1852 j 
*'Cours d’Afatrononuc Nantiquo,” 
1880 ; and " Coiirs d’Astrononiie (le 
I’Ecole Poiytoohnique,” 1881. M. 
Faye was appointed Director of 
the Paris Observatory in January, 
1878. 

FAYREE, Sir Joseph, IC.C.SJ., 
LL.D., M.D., F.R.S., second son of 
tho late R. J. Fayrer, Esq., Com- 
mander R.N., by Agnes, daughter 
of W. Wilkinson, Eaq., of West- 
moreland, was horn at Plymouth, 
Dec. 8, 1824. He was brought up 
under private tuition in Scotland, 
and afterwards continued liis 
studies in London, in Ediuimrgh, 
and on tho Continent. Ho took tho 
degree of M.D. in the University 
of Edinburgh, and became a Fel- 
low of the Royal College of Physi- 
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ciaus of London, a IVHo'vv c?f tho 
Eoyal College of Surgeons of Lon- 
don and EdinLni’gh, and a Eellow 
of the Eoyal Societies of London 
and Edinhurgli, entered the medi- 
cal service of the Navy and served 
in the military hosintal of Palermo 
during the siege of that city (18-17- 
1.S4.S) j andhe was also prosentat the 
siege of Eomo (184S). In 1840 he 
entered tho medical service of the 
army. In 1H50 lie entered the 
liciigal lledicnl Service, from 
which he retired in 1874, He 
served throughout the Burmese 
war of 1852, and the Indian Hiitiny 
of ] 857 ; also at tho defence of 
Lucknow, where ho was Political 
Assistant and Eesidenoy Surgeon. 
Eor those services ho received 
lUGilals and clasps and tho brevet 
rank of Simgeon. He was Profes- 
sor of Surgery in the Medical Col- 
lege of Bengal from 1850-187 1 ; 
was Follow, Member of Senate, and 
during two years President of tho 
Medical Faculty of tho Calcutta 
TTnivei&ityj and was successively 
Vice-President and Prosidenb of 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal. Ho 
was created O.S.I. Dec. 22, 3808, 
and advanced to E.C.S.I. in March, 
1870, at an investiture of the 
Order held at ABahahad by the 
Prince of Wales, whom during his 
travels in Indhii he accompanied as 
j>hysician. In acknowledgment of 
this servico ho received a letter 
from the Queen. He had ire- 
viously accompanied the Duke of 
Edinburgh in his visit to India in 
1870. He was appointed Siu'geon- 
Gouoral and President of the 
Medical Board of the India Office 
in Doc. 1874. He is honorary physi- 
cian to tho Queen, Iho Prince of 
Wales, and physician to the Dul:o 
of Edinburgh. Sir J. Ffiyror Las 
w'ritton " Clinical Surgery in 
India j” a work on the poisonous 
snakes of India which he 2)re- 
sented to the Indian Government, 
from whom he received tlianks, and 
by whom it was published in 1872 5

lectures on climate and fevers of 
India and many contributions to

In Aug., 
1878, the Dniversity of Edinhurgli 
conferred on him the lion, degree 
of LL.D. ile is also Follow of the 
Boyal College of 8iu‘gooiis, and 
Vice-President of the Zoological 
fcjocioty of London. 

PEABOK, Daniel Eobert, M.A., 
Oxon, 1802, Barrister-at-Law, ol- 
dest son of the late Eev. Daniel 
Eose Fearon, auecesBively Vicar of 
Assington, Suffolk, and St. Mary 
Church Devon, by Frances Jane, 
daughter of the late Eev. Charles 
Andrews, Ecctor of Kempton, 
Suffolk, 'was born at Assington, 1 
Dec. 1835, and educated at Marl- 
borough College and Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he took a 
First Ohiss in jVfoderations and in 
the Final Schools. He entered as 
a student at Lincoln's Inn, 10 
Nov. 1859, and was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 17 Nov. 
1874. He was aiipoiuted in 18G0, 
one of H.M. Inspectors of Schools, 
and married, 2 July, 18G1, Margaret 
Arnold, second daughter of Bonamy 
Price, Esq., hon. Fellow of Worces- 
ter College, and Professor of Politi- 
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cal Economy in the Dnivorsity of 
Oxford. He was apj^ointed in 1805, 
ftn Aaaidtant Conimisaioncx* to tho 
Schools Imiuiry Commission, and 
in that capacity reported on 
Secondary Education in London 
and the neighljonrhood, and on 
the system of education in the 
Burgh Schools of Scotland. In 
IHdO, he was appointed n comuiia- 
sionor to enquire into the coiidition 
of elementary education in Man- 
chester and Liverpool, in prepara- 
tion for Mr. For.ster’a Elementary 
Education Act, of 1870. In 187( », he 
was appointed an AsdUtaut Com- 
missionor to th(* Endowed Schools 
C*onimi-«nioii, of which the late 
Lord Lyttelton wa^ chairman. In 
187*‘5, he was L'oimuis'sioned by the 
TreasiUry, tngeUier with Mr. "iV. 
H. CThidstouo, M.P., Sir Robert 
Hamiltm, and Mr. Munny, to 
enquire into th(* Adnimistration of 
the Irish Education Dci^artment. 
In 1875, ho was appointed an Assis- 
tant Cnmmi'j.sjioiUT to the Charity 
(\>umubsiun for England and 
Wales, on the transfer to that 
Comuaiis^ion of the administration 
of the Endowed Schools Acts, In 
ISbU, lie was appointed Acting 
Secretary to that Coiimiission for 
the purposes of the Endowed 
Schools A<‘ts. He was appointed 
liy Roy.il Warrant dated Hi .Time, 
iSbbj to be Secretary to Iho 
Comiuissiou. Mr. Pearon is tlie 
author of a work on ^'School In- 
spection.'*’ 

PERDINAN'l) IV. (Salvator-Marie- 
Joseph - Jean - Baptiste - Francois- 
liouis - Gonzagna - Raphael - Renier- 
Janvier), ox-Grand Luke of Tus- 
cany, Lddest son of Leopold II., 
grandson of F<;rdinand HI., and 
of Marie Antoinette Anne, daughter 
of Francis I., king of the Two 
Sicilies, the late grand duke’s 
second wife, was born June 10, 
1833, succeeded to the grand 
duchy on ^the abdication of his 
father, July 21, 1859, and reigned 
aa Ferdinand IV,, but his career 
as a sovereign pidnco was brief, as 


he was obliged to quit his rtoiuiiiiona 
on the consolidation of tlio kiug- 
flom of Italy under Victor Eiii- 
inanuel in I'^Ol. He married the 
Arohducliess Anuc IMarie, daught(-r 
of the King of Saxonj?”, Nuv. 2*1. 
1859. The gr.and duke is an nreb- 
dufco of Austria, Prince-Royal of 
Hungary and Bohemia, and a 
Colonel of Austrian Dragoons. 

FERRERS, Rorman Maoleod, 
D.D., F.R.y., was bom at Priiik- 
n.ash Park, Gloucostui'shii'o, Aug, 
1 1, 1829, and oducatod at Eton. Uo 
entered as a student at Gonvillo 
and Cains Collogo, Cambridge, in 
lHJ7i and graduated in the Mathe- 
matical Tripos of 1851, when he 
attained the distinguished position 
of SeniorWrangler and first Smith’s 
Prizomaii , Mr. Ferrers was el octod 
to a FulloAvship, and, after filling 
various college ofticos, w.as ap- 
pointed Tutor in 1805. For 80 years 
ho has Ijeon eonstauHy occiTpiod 
in collegiate and Dnivorsity ■\vork. 
As a lecturer in mathematics he 
obtained considerable distinction. 
He examined for the Mathematical 
’fripos no fewer thiin olevou times, 
and he was especially prominent us 
an advocate for the various impor- 
tant changes which were effected 
in the scheme of the Mathematical 
Tnpos examinations. For a con- 
siderable period he has been a 
mem)>er of the Council of the 
Senate, and he is also a member of 
various syndie.ntos and bo.u’ds in 
the Dnivorsity. lie elected 
Master of Gonvillo and Cains Col- 
logo, in succession to Dr. Guest, 
Oct. 27, 1880. Hu is the author of 
an " Elementary Treatise <m Tri- 
liiiear Co-ordinates,” 1801 j and 
"Elementary fi’roatiso on Spherical 
Harmonics,’^ 1«77. In lb71 he 
edited and xmblishcd the mathe- 
matical writings of tlio late Georg(» 
Green. From 1855 he was joint 
editor with Professor Sylvester of 
the Quarterly Journal of Maihenia- 
iic8, and he has been a frequent 
contributor to its pages. In 1870 
he was elected a Governor of St, 
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Paul's Siiliool; in 1885 of Eton 
College, and in 1877 a Fellow of 
the Koyal Society. For the years 
1884; and 1885 he filled the oifico of 
Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge. 

FEEEIER, David, M.D.,LL.D., 
F.R,S.,F.E.C.P.,born at Aberdeen 
in 1813, ^raa educated at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen, where he gra- 
duated in Arts, with First Class 
Honours, in 18G3. In the same 
year he gained the Fergusson 
Scholarship in Classics and Philo- 
Boi>hy, open to competition by gra- 
duates of the four Scotch Univer- 
sities, He studied Philosophy in 
Germany, and Medicine in the 
University of Edinbui'gh, where he 
graduated as M.D., in 1870, with 
Fil’d t Class Honours, and Gold 
Medal for his Thesis. Ho was ap- 
pointed Professor of Forensic Medi- 
cine in King’s College, Loudon, in 
1872. He ia Physician to King’s 
ColIogoHospital,andto the National 
Hospital for the Paralysed and 
Epileptic. Ur. Perrier practises as 
a physician, and is the author of a 
work on the Functions of the 
Drain, " besides numerous papers 
relating to the functions and 
diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. He has incurred the 
special hostilitjr of the extreme 
Anti-vivisectionists by reason of 
the number, and the extraordinary 
suoccssj of his experiments on ani- 
mals. It may be said that Ur. 
Perrier’s resoarches have increased 
our knowledge of brain disease, 
epilepsy, etc., almost more than 
those of any other living man. 

FEBEY, Jules Francois GamiUe, 
a French statesman, bom at Saint 
Ui6 (Vosges), April 5, 1832, studied 
law at Piu’i8,where he was admitted 
to the bar in 183 1. He joined the 
group of young lawyers who aided 
the Uepiities in maintaining con- 
stant opposition to the Empire, and 
he was one of those condemned in 
the famous trial of the " thirteen" 
(ISG'If) . He also became connected 
with jouinalism, and he published, 
in 18G3, a pamphlet entitled La 


Lutte lilectorale," in which he ex- 
posed the method so persistently 
practised under the Empire, of 
electing oUiciai candidates. He 
I joined the staif of the jTcwtps in 
1865, and won new renown for 
himself by contributing to that 
journal a aeries of articles on cur- 
rent politics, as well as by the ter- 
rible analysis which he bestowed 
! upon the accounts of Baron Hau.s8- 
I mann. Prefect of the Seine, who was 
I then occuiiied in rebuilding Paris, 

I and who consef|U0iitly handled very 
I lai’ge sums of money. These latter 
articles were republished in book 
; form, under the happy title of 
"Gomptes Fantastiq[ues d’HausB- 
mann." He had previousl^^ made, 
in 1803, an imsuccessful attempt 
to secure his election to the Corps 
L^gislatiCj but in 18G9 he was 
better known, and he was elected, 
on a second scrutiny, by 15,729 
votes, from tlie sixth conscription 
of the Seine, and lie took his scat 
among the meiubers of the Loft. 
He was a member of several im- 
Ijortnnl commisaions,including that 
which was appointed to consider 
the extraordinary budget of the 
city of Paris. He was one of tho 
deputies of the Left who demanded 
tho dissolution of the Corps Legis- 
latif, on the ground that it no 
longer represented the majority in 
the counfry. Foreseeing that the 
war witli Prussia would be disas- 
trous, he, with his colleagues of the 
Left, voted against the fatal decla- 
ration. At the Revolution of Sept. 
4, 1870, he and tlie other Paris 
Uepnties were proclaimed members 
of the Government of the National 
Defence, located at the H6bol de 
Ville. On the 5th he was ap- 
pointed Secretary to tlie Govei’n- 
meut, and on the Gth he was 
charged with the administration of 
tho Uopartmont of the Seine. 
When the Communal insurrection 
of Oct. 31, 1870, occurred he risked 
his life to suppress it. Subse- 
sequently he was delegated to the 
central mayoralty of Paris, after 
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the resijf nation of M. Arago (No 7. 
163 1870). In this capacity he 
presided over the assembly of 
mayors, which, on Jan. 18, 1871, 
decided on the distribution of ra- 
tions of bread, and two days later 
he issued a decree authorizing a 
search to be made for articles of 
food in the houses of absent per- 
souB. On Jan. 22 he was a second 
time called upon to resist a body of 
insurgents, who, enraged at the 
defeat of the Ifrcnch armies in the 
sortie on Montretout and Buzenval, 
attacked the Hotel de Yille, with 
the intention of overthrowing the 
Government of the National De- 
fence. This Avas the closing episode 
of the siege, for Paris capitulated 
four days later. At the election of 
Peb. 8, 1871, ho v/as elected one of 
the reprcsontativcd of the depart- 
ment of the VosgoB, and thereupon 
he robiguod his functions ns fi mem- 
ber of the Government of the De- 
fence and administrator of the de- 
partment of the Scuio, although he 
retained the latter office provision- 
ally until the 18th of March. After 
the second siege and the entry of 
the troops into Paris, M. Thiers 
nominated him Prefect of the Seine 
(May 2-i) j but the appoiutment 
gave rise to so much hostile cri- 
ticism, that M. Fciry resigned after 
ten days, and was succceclcd byM. 
Leon Say. Subsequently it Avas 
tmdorstood that M. FoiTy would bo 
sent as ambassador to Washington, 
l>ul the proposed apimintment was 
so unpopular that it was never offi- 
cially announced. ITo was, however, 
sent as Minister to Athens (May, 
1872) . After holding that aiDpoint- 
ment for a year he resigned it, and 
resumed his place in the ranks of 
the Republican Loft, of which he 
became President. He was elected 
a member of the Council-General 
of the Tosges in 1871, and for some 
time he was vice-president of that 
body. He was re-elected for the 
orondisaement of Saint Di^ at the 
general Actions of Feb., 1876, 
and Oct. 1877. Ho was chosen 


one of the vice-presidents of the 
Budget Committee in May, 1878. 
After the resignation of Marshal 
MaoMahon (Jan. 30, 1879), M. 
Ferry was appointed by the noAv 
president of the Republic, M. 
Grevy, to a seat in his Cabinet as 
Minister of Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts. Diifei*euces arose Avhen 
M. Ferry brought forward his Edu- 
cation Bill, the seventh clause of 
Avhich prohibited members of "un- 
authorized religious communities ** 
(meaning especially the Jesuits) 
from teaching or managing schools. 
The measure Avas carried by a largo 
majority of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, but in the Senate a strong 
party, including many moderate 
Republicans, and led by M. Jules 
Simon, resisted the seventh clause. 
OAving to IMs determined opiiosi- 
tion the BiUavus postponed. Tn 
the I'olloAving year (18S0) lil. do 
Freyoinct, who had become Prime 
^Minister, authorized the insertion 
in M. Ferry's Govorninent Educa- 
tion Bill of the clause levelled at 
the unauthorized religious Orders. 
As before, the Chamber of Deputies 
passed the Bill by a large majority, 
but the Senate, led by M. Jules 
Simon, threw out tlio clause in 
question by a majority of 19 (March 
9). The Ministry proceeded, hoAv- 
Gver, to effect its purpose by decrees 
founded on laAvs that had fallen 
into disuse, and the pi^oscription of 
the Order Avas proclaimed. The 
expulsion of the Jesuits was carried 
out, but three Cabinet Ministers 
resigned because the decrees Avore 
not being enforced against the other 
unauthorized congregations. These 
secessions upset the Ministry (Sept. 
19, 1880). After some delay, M. 
Feriy formed a Cabinet, consisting 
of M. de Freycinet's more advanced 
colleagues, with M. Barth^lemy 
St. Hilaire at tho Foreign Office, 
and the decrees against the Orders 
Avere then earned out with much 
harshness. On Nov. 10, 1881, M. 
Ferry's Ministry resigned on nc- 
oount of the attacks made upon 
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their policy in regard to the ox- " Le Bourgooia do ’Romo," “ La 
pedition to Tunis, In Euh. 18S3, Criao/' Pour et le Contro,”

Loixis, Missouri, In 1817 he re- 
signed his charge, and visitt^d 
Europe, where ho reiiiaiuod two 
years. Returning to America ho 
was, in 1851, pastor of a chureli at 
lV‘c&L Sjaingflold, Massachusetts, 
and in 1831 ho became one of the 
iwoprietors and editors of The Eurt/i- 
grliU, a religious newsimper pub- 
lished in Now York, of which ho is 
now the solo in'opriotor. In 1858 
he made another European tour, 
which he has doacribed in ** Sum- 
mer Pictures from Copenhagen to 
Venice. In 1887 he again came 
to Europe to visit the Paris Exhi- 
bition, and as delegate to the Free 
Chxirch of Scotland nncl the Proa- 
bytorian Church of Ireland, In 
1877 he made a tour roxxnd the 
world.

FIELD, Tho Rev. John, M.A., 
xvas bom at Wallingford, Berk- 
shire, in 1812, and educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, xvlioro ho 
graduated B.A. in 1834, and M.A. 
in 1837. Ho was appointed to the 
Ciu’acy of St. Clement’s, Worooslcr, 
in 1833 } to the Cxxracy of Cliipping 
Norton, in 1839 ; to tho Cliaphidncy 
of tho Deikshiro Gaol fix 1 8 10 ; and 
to the Rectory of West Roxxnton, 
Yorkshire, in 1857. Mr. Field is a 
Jxistico of the Peace for the North 
Riding (1850), and Chairmnu of 
tlie Visiting Justices of tho NoHh 
Biding pi»isons. He was one of the 
earliest and most earnest advo- 
cates for establishing Reformatory 
schools, and the separate system of 
imprisonment.

Supreme Court of the United States, 
a position which he still holds. 
In 1873 ho was nominated by the 
Oovornor of California one of a 
commission to examine the code of 
laws of the state, and to pi*epare 
ainendmonts to it for the action of 
the logislatore. In IS 77 he was one 
of the hf been members of the Com- 
mission appointed by Congress to 
decide upon the counting of the 
electoral vote for President. He 
was one of the seven members 
who voted that the disputed votes 
slionid bo cast for Mi*. Tilden, 
the other eight voting for Mr, 
Hayes, who was accordingly de- 
clared elected. 

FIELD, The Hon. Sir WiUiam 
Ventris, eldest son of Mr. Thomas 
Flint Field, of Ficlden, Bedford- 
shire, was bom in 1818. He was 
educated at Burton Crammar 
School, in Soinersotshire, and was , 


at first articled to Messrs. ToiTidi, 
Barton, and Smale, sulieiLor.s, of 
Exeter, but was alterwards ivith 
Messrs. Price and Bolton, of Lin- 
coln’s luu. He practised in that 
branch of the i)rotossion in London 
irom 1810 to 18115, aa one of the 
film of Thonniaon, Debenham, and 
Field, of Salters* Hall Court ; but 
from 1813, having entered himself 
as a member of the Inner Temple, 
and reading in tho ehambcr.s of 
Mr. T. Kingdom, of tho Western 
cu*cuit, he iircpared for tho bar.

He 
became leader of the Midland cir- 
cuit, besides practising largely 
before the J lulicial Committee and 
llailwiiy Coinmidaiou, and other 
tribunals. Mr. Field was nomi- 
nated a Justice of the Queen’s 
Bench division in the High Court 
of Judicature in Feb. 1875, and 
shortly after^vards he received the 
honour of knighthood. 

FINLAY, Bohert Bannatyno, 
Q.C., M.P., son of Dr. William 
Finlay, of Edinburgh, was born in 
1842, and Qduc.ited at the Bdin- 
buigh Academy and at Edinburgh 
University, where ho studied medi- 
cine and took liis doctor's degree 
in 18138. Two years later ho gave 
up medical practice and came to 
study for the English Bar. Ho 
was called, in 18G7, at tho Middle 
U^emple. He joined tho 8outh- 
Eastern Circuit and was made a 
Queen’s Counsel in 18S2. In tho 
following year Mr. Finhiy con- 
tested Haddingtonshire against 
Lord Elcho at a by-olection, but 
was unsuccessful. At the General 
, Election of 1885 he succeeded in 
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cfaininj'* a seat for Invomcss 
Burtfh^Sj and in 18SG he was again 
returned fur the same constituency 
ns a Unionist Liberal, dofonting 
Sir Ivohevt Peel (GHadstonian) by 
votes. Up to the election of 
1885 and the rise of the Home 
Rule question, Mr. Finlay had 
made no great mark in the Honsts 
but during the debates on Mr, 
trlndstone*s Uovernment of Ireland 
Hill he rose into a very important 
position, Kis speech on the second 
reading ivas an answer to UtEr. 
Hryce, who, on the Governiuout 
side, had made tlie most effective 
deleiico of the biU since Mr. Glad- 
stone had aiioken. Mr. Finlay^s 
elaborate legal and political argu- 
mt‘nt had the greatest siicccss 
botli in the Hou.'se and in the 
country.

Finlay has been before the imhlic 
in seveiMl capacities, ospocially as 
Couusol for Lord Colin Campbell 
in the celebrated lawsuit brought

FISOHlSKj Etuio, was born July 
33, 1821, at Sanrlewald in Silesia, 
and educated at the Universities 
of Leipzig and Halle, where he 
devoted himself to the study of 
philosophy, theology, and philo- 
logy. In 1850 ho began to lecture 
at Heidelberg, and in 185G was 
appointed Professor of Philosoiihy 
at the University of Jena, where 
he remained until called to fill a 
similar chair at Heidelberg in 
18/2.

FISH, Hamilton, LL.I)., was horn 
in Hew York, Aug. 2, 1808. He was 
educated at Columbia College, 


where he graduated in 1821 • 
studied law, and was admitted to 
the Hew York bar in 1830. In 
1837 he was a raombor of the State 
Legislature, was elected to Con- 
gress in 1812, and served until 
1815. He was Licutonant-G o vornor 
of New York from 1847 to 1819, 
and Governor 3819-51. In 1851 ho 
was elooted United States Senator. 
On the expiration of liis term, in 
ISoTj he spent several years in 
Europe, studying carefully tho in- 
stitutions and governments of the 
different nations. In 1809, on the 
resignation of Mr. B . B .W asliburnc, 
who was appointed Ambassador to 
Frau CO, President G rant caUod 
Mr. Fish to the position of Secre- 
tary of State, which he retained 
during the two teims of Prosidoiit 
: Grant, ending March 4, 1877. To 
Mr. Fish belongs tlio credit of 
suggesting the Joint High Com- 
mission with Great Britain, which 
met in 1871, for the purpose of 
settliiig the ra7'ioi2s diffloulties 
between the two nations. 

FITOHj J, G.j her Majesty ^s In- 
spector of Training Colleges, born 
in 1824 j was educated at Univer- 
sity College, London, and is M.A. 
of tlie Univci'sity of London. Ho 
was from 1851 to 185G Vice-Prin- 
cipal, and from 1856 to 38G3 Prin- 
cipal, of the Normal College of the 
British and Foreign School Society, 
and in conjunction with his col- 
league, Ur. Cornwell, wa-s the 
author of tho " Science of Aritli- 
metic," a hook designed to aid 
teachers in eicplnining tlio rationale 
of arithmetical processes. In 1803, 
on the recommendation of Earl 
Granville, then Lord President of 
the Council, he was appointed one 
of her Majesty’s Inspectors of 
Schools, with charge of the York- 
shire district, but has since been 
repaate<Uy detached from that office 
on special and temjjorary service, 
first as Aasistant-Commiasioner to 
the Schools Inquiry Commission 
in 1865-7, in which capacity ho 
wrote a lengthy report on tho con- 
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(litiou of tlie Endowed Schools in 
Yorkshire, Durham, and West- 
luoreland, and on the state of 
secondary education generally in 
the North of Enghmd j afterwards, 
in 3SG9,with a view to the framing 
of the Educjition Act of the follow- 
ing year, ho was a])poiiited as one 
of two Special Commissioners to 
report to Parliament on the condi- 
tion and resources of x>rimiiry edu- 
cation in the four great towns of 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birming- 
luim, and Leeds ; and when the 
Endowed Schools Commission w’as 
constituted in the same year, he 
became one of the Assistant-Com- 
misaionersj and was engaged in the 
administrainon of the Endowed 
Schools Act until 1877. Soon after 
his return to the service of the 
Education 33Gi)artment in that 
year, he was appointed one of the 
Chief Inspectors of Schools, with 
the oversight of the eastern coun- 
ties ; and has served on several 
departmental committees. He was 
Examiner in thcEnglishLanguage, 
Literatui'e, and History in the Uni- 
versity of London from 18G0 to 
18G5, and subsequently for a second 
X^oriod of five years, from 1809 to 
187 1, Soon after the conclusion of 
his term of office, he was appointed 
a Fellow of the University by the 
Crown, on the nomination of Con- 
vocation, and has since continued 
a member of the Senate. He has 
acted during twenty years as one 
of the specifd Examiners employed 
by the Civil Service Commission, 
for the Indian and other higher 
branches of the Civil Service, and 
18 nJso one of the Examiners for the 
Society of Arts. He is the author 
of numerous articles on literary 
and educational topics in reviews 
and x>eriodicalB i and in 1S81, when 
some temporary alarm was excited 
on the subject of alleged over-pres- 
sure in elementary schools, he pre- 
X)ared, under instructions from the 
Education Department, a parlia- 
mentary paper setting forth some 
facts and considerations on the 
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other side. He served as Juror or 
Reporter in the Education Depart- 
ment of several International Ex- 
hibitions, and, m Vice-President, 
took a consiclerablo share in organ- 
i'aing the International Confereuco 
on Education at the Health Exhild- 
tiou of 1881. On the cetablishiiiGiit 
in 1879 of a Teachers* Training 
Syndicate at Cauibriilgo, he was 
invited to give the first course of 
I lectm'cs before the University on 
the Art and Practice of Teaching ; 
and the volume containing tlioso 
lectures, which was afterwards 
IDublished by the University Press, 
has been largely circulated in Great 
Britain and the Colonies, and espe- 
cially in America, where it has 
been reprinted and much used as 
a text-book.

The Eight 
Hon. John Eavld Fitzgerald, son of 
the late David Fitzgerald, boim in 
Dublin in 181G, ami educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin; was called 
to the Irish bar in 1838, and ob- 
tained a silk gown in 1817. For 
some years he' was leader of the 
Munster circuit. Ho was elected 
M.P, for Ennis in 1832, and served 
in that^ cajjacity up to 18G0, mean- 
while joining Lord Palmerston’s 
Government as Solicitor-General 
for Ireland in Feb., 1835. Subse- 
quently he become Attorney-Gene- 
ral for Ireland — an office which he 
held from 1&5& io Feb., 1838, and 
again from 1859 to ISGO, in which 
year he was appointed a Judge of 
the Queen’s Bench in Ireland, He 
was selected to act on jihnost all 
the q)ecial commissions, including 
those for the ti*ial of the Fenian 
prisoners at Dublin in 18G5-G, at 
Cork in 18G0, and again at Dublin 
in 18G7-8. In January, 1881, he 
presided at the State trials which 
took place in Dublin. In Hay, 
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18fi2, hii was luadp a Lord of Aj)- 
lieal in Ordinary, ^v’itli the dij^nity 
of a baron for lifo. The vacancy

was selected in 1863 to proceed to 
India as assistant to the Commis- 
sion for the Reorganisation of In- 
dian Accounts ; was Deputy-Comp- 
troUor-GeneralofMilitaryAccounts, 
180 1-GG j Accountant - General of 
Madras, 1S71; of British Burmah, 
1872; andwasDcputy-CompU’olIer- 
G(*neral of India, 1872-4. Ho “was 
allowed to accept temporai’y seivice 
under the Egyptian Goveinment 
in 1870 ; and was Director-General 
of Accomits in Egypt, 1870-83. He 
•was appointed Accountant-General 
of the Navy, 1st June, 188, 3 . Sir 
G. FitzGeroJd was created O.M.G., 
1880 5 K.C.H.G., 1885 ; and has re- 
ceived First-Class of the Medjidiuh ; 
Third-Cla.ss of the Osmanieh ; and 
Egyptian War Medal and Bronze 
Ste.

FITZGEBAIB, Percy Hethring-

Louth, 
Ireland; was educated at Stony- 
hurst College, Lancashire, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, after 
which ho was called to the Irish 
bar, and ai)pointed a Crown Prose- 
cutor on the North-Eastern cirouit.

FLAMMABION, Camille, a French 
astronomer, born at Montigny-le- 
Eoi (Haute Marne), Feb. 26th, 
1812, received his education in the 
ecoleeiastical seminary of Limgres 
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and at Paris, was a student in 
the Imperial Observatory from 
1858 till 18(32, ivhen bo l^eoame 
editor of the Cosmos, and was ap- 
pointed scientific editor of tlio 
iS'itYZc ill 18(15, At this period lie 
obtained, by a series of lectures on 
Rfatrouoiny, a certain rt*putatiou, 
which was substMiiieuntly inoro.ned 
by his giving in his adhosion to 
'^spiritualism.** In 1808 ho made 
several balloon ascents, in ordc^r to 
study the condition of the atmo- 
sphere at great altitudes. M. 
Flaimnarion is the author of ** La 
Plurality dos Mondes Habites,*'

FLEMING, Sandford, C.E„O.M.a., 
lute Engineer-iu-Chiuf of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was })Orn 
at Kirkcaldy, Fifeshire, Scotland, 
on the 7th January, 1827, and emi- 
grated to Canada in the year 1843. 
Ho received his early training in 
Scotlaud, and served his appren- 
ticeship as an engineer and sur- 
veyor. For a number of yeai's, 
after his arrival in Canada, he was 
employed on the engineering staff 
of the Northern Railway, and ren- 
dered impoitant service in that and 
other public enterprises. He was 
afterwards one of tlio chief pro- 
moters of the railway from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The fii'st 
link in this chain was formed by 
the survey and construction of the 
Inter-Colonial Railway, undertaken 
by Mr, Fleming at the request of 
the Governments of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick, in con- 
junction with the Imiierial autho- 
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lities. Tho Ibt of July^ 187 G, saw 
the completion of this great wort, 
an historical account of which Mr, 
Pleming puhlishccl in the same 
year. Whilo tjio “ Inter-Colonial ” 
was tmtler construction, Mr. Plem- 
ing WAS ordered to survey and 
locate the line for tho Pacific Kail- 
way, a tast which he iiartly accom- 
plished in 1873. Bor tho next 
seven yeai’s he actively prose- 
cuted this enterprise, and for his 
services was rewarded hy being 
made a Companion of tho Order 
of SS. Michael and George. In 
1S70, owing to some difficulty with 
the government of the day he 
resigned his office. He has con- 
tributed many scientific papers to 
periodicals, and the Transactions 
of learned societies, among which 
is a proposal for the estai>lishment 
of a new prime meridian for the 
world, 180' from Greenwich. Jn 
ibSO, Mr. Fleming was elected 
Chancellor of Queen’s University, 
Kingston, Ontario, in the summer 
of 1883 he made a tom* from Canada 
to England, then hade across the 
Atlantic and through the whole 
extent of Canada to the Pacific 
coast, following by trach-hoi'se and 
on foot the proposed route of tho 
Canada Pacino Kailway through 
British Columbia, the first con- 
tinuous journey by that route 
through the Dominion — an account 
of which he published in 1881 
under the title of "England and 
Canada.” 

FIOQXTET, Charles Thomas, a 
Proncli politician, horn at Saint 
Jean-de-Luz, Oct. 6, 1828, studied 
at the CoU^ge St. Louis. Called 
to the Bar in 1851, he was engaged 
in a great nuiubor of political cases. 
AVhen Prince Pierre Bonaparte was 
tried at Tours for the murder of 
Victor Hoir, M. PlocL^i®!' pleaded 
successfully for damages on behalf 
of the family of the victim j and 
ho was also successful in obtaining 
ihe acquittal of M. Cournet, who 
was iaded at Blois in 1870 for par- 
ticipation in a plot against the 


Government . In Bob. 1871, M. 
Bloquet was elected rexirosentative 
of the Seine in the National Assem- 
bly, but soon resigned his sent, the 
reactionary press accusing him of 
having relations with tho Com- 
mune, and of being its agent in 
tho x>rovinces during the second 
siege, a charge which was formally 
contradicted by him in the Gaulois, 
Tho Government, however, arrested 
him ab Biarritz, and ho Avas con- 
fined at Pau until the end of June, 
1871. In Ax)ril of tho following 
year he Avas elected to the Muni- 
cipal Council, and again in 1871. 
In the senatorial elections of Jon. 
187G, he was an nnsucoessful can- 
didate, hut obtained a seat in the 
second chamber in Beb. After the 
Act of the IGth of May, 1877, ho 
was one of the 303 depiities who 
refused a vote of confidence in the 
ministry of M. de BrogHoj and 
re-elected in the Oct. folloAving, M. 
Bloquet, who possesses great talent 
as an orator, took an important 
part in the debates of the new 
session. At a public meeting held 
in Havre in 1880, M. Bloquet made 
an energetio speech in favour of 
the separation of Church and State, 
as also for the supprosaion of the 
Senate. In 1881 ho was elected 
Vice-President of the Chamber. 
On his nomination as Prefect of 
the Seine in 1872, ho was ohligod 
to resign his seat, but shortly re- 
entered the Chanihcr as member 
for Perpignan, having, on account 
of grave differences botAveen him 
and the^ Government, sent in his 
resignation as Prefect. lie Avas 
tho principal author of the propo- 
sition for expulsion of all tiio 
momhera belonging to tho royal 
families which had reigned in 
Prance, and for dopriAdng them of 
all political riglits. In Jan, 1883, 
urgency for this proposition was 
carried in the Chamber by a large 
majority, but tho matter went no 
farther at the time. On the faU 
of M. Berry from power, and tho 
accession of M. Brisson, M. Bloquet 
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wa-s cliosen to succeed tlio latter as 
President of the Chamher, a post 
which ho still holds. At one time 
he was one of the editors of tho 
jPejjips and the SiccU, 

PLOWEB, Cyril, M.P., son of the 
late Mr. P. AV. Flower, of Stroat- 
ham, was horn in 1813, and edu- 
Ciitod at Harrow and at Trinity 
Collette, Cambridge, He was 
called to tho Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1870. In the Parlia- 
ment of 1880^5 he sat as a Liberal 
for Brecknock, and in 1883 and ^8G 
was returned for the Luton division 
of Bedfordshire. In Mr. Q-lad- 
stone^s short government of 1880, 
Mr. Cyril Flower wa^i one of the 
Junior Lords of the Treasury, or 
''whips " of the Party. He married 
a daughter of the late Sir Anthony 
Bothschild, and both he and his 
wife are much interested in the 
welfare of the lower classes in 
London, and are active supporters 
of the People^s Entertainment 
Society. 

PLOWEE, WUliamHenry, P.E.S., 
F.L.S., second son of B. F. Flower, 
Esq., of Stratford-on-Avon, horn at 
that place Nov. 30, 1831, was edu- 
cated for the medical profession 
at University College, London, and 
the Middlesex Hospital. He en- 
tered the army as assistant-surgeon 
in April, 1854, served in the Cri- 
mean war, and settling afterwards 
in London was appointed Assistant- 
Surgeon and Bemonstrator of 
Anatomy at the Middlesex Hos- 
pital. In 1661 he was elected 
Conservator of the Museum of the 
Boyal College of Surgeons, and in 
1869 Hunterian Professor of Com- 
parative Anatomy and Physiology, 
which offices he resigned in 18S1 
on being appointed Director of tho 
Natural History Departments of 
the British Museum, now removed 
to the new building erected for 
them in the CromweU Boad, South 
Kensington. Ho was President of 
tho section of Biology at the meet- 
ing of the British Association in 
Dublin, in Aug. 1878, and President 


of the section of Anatomy at the 
International Medical Congress, 
held in London in 1881. In 1879 
he succeeded the late Marquis of 
Tweeddale as President of the 
Zoological Society of London, and 
in 1883 was elected i*residcnt of 
tho Anthropological Institute. The 
Boyal Society awarded to liim in 
Nov. 1882, one of its royal medals 
for his valuable contributions to 
the morphology and classification 
of the mammalia, and to anthropo- 
logy, and he has received the 
honorary decrees of LL.D. from 
the Universities of Edinburgh and 
Dublin, Professor Flower is the 
author of numerous memoirs on 
subjects connected with anatomy 
and zoology in the Transactions of 
the Boyal, Zoological, and other 
learned Societies 3 also of " An 
Introduction to the Osteology of 
the Mammalia,” 1870; "Diagrams 
of the Nerves of the Human Body,” 
2nd ed., 1872 ; and various Oata- 
lo^iiea of the Museum of the Boyal 
Cmlege of Surgeons. Ho mniried, 
in 1858, the youngest daughter of 
Admiral W. H. Smyth, D.C.L., 
F.B.S. 

POEBES, Archibald, journalist, 
born in 1838, is a native of Moray- 
shire, Scotland. After studying at 
the University of Aberdeen he 
served for several years in the 
Boyal Dragoons, and his knowledge 
of the practical details of xoilitary 
affairs stood him in good stead 
when, accepting a journalistic 
career as specif correspoudent 
for the Daily News, he accom- 
panied the German Army from 
the hegiuning to the end of the 
Franco-German war. Later, in the 
same capacity, he witnessed the 
close of the Commune, visited 
India during the famiao of 1874, 
saw fighting in Spain, at one time 
with Carliata, at anotlier with. 
Kepublicans, at a third with 
Alfonsists. In the capacity of rc- 
Xn'esentativo of the Daily News, he 
accompanied the Prince of Wales 
in the tour of his Boyal Highness 
C 0 
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tlirougli India in 1873-6. In tlie 
suuimei: and autumn of 1876, he 
was in Servia, and was present at 
all the important fights of that 
campaign. He made the Russo- 
Turkish campaign in the summer 
and autumn of 1877, attached to 
the Russian army, and was present 
at the crossing of the Danube, the 
capture of Bjola, the advance of 
the Cesarewiteh’s army towards 
Bust(^uk, the disastrous battle of 
Plevna on July 3rd, the severest 
fighting in the Shipka Pass, and 
the five days" attack by the Rus- 
sians on Plevna, in September, 
remaining continuously in the field 
until attacked by fever in the 
middle of September. In 1878 ho 
proceeded to Cyprus ns special 
correspondent of the Daily Neios. 
Afterwards Mr. Forbes lectured 
on his experiences to large audi- 
ences in Great Britain, America, 
and Australia. The severe strain 
of his work as a correspondent 
h(5gan to tell upon his health, and 
he was not able to be present 
during the Egyptian and Soudan 
campaigns. Among his works are 
Drawn from Life,'* a military 
novel; "My Experiences of the 
War between Prance and Ger- 
many;^' and "Soldiering and 
Scribbling : a Series of Sketches,” 
1872. 

EOBBES-ROBEBTSOR, John, art 
critic and journalist, is Imeally 
descended from the Forbeses of 
Tolquhon, Thanes of Formartin. 
He is the son of the late John 
Robertson, merchant in A.Wdeen, 
and was born there, Jan. 30, 1822. 
He was educated at the Grammar 
School, andat the Marischal College 
and University of his native city, 
and became sub-editor of one of the 
local papers (under the late Joseph 
Robertson, the eminent historian 
and antiquary) nud contributor to 
the "poet's corner” of another, 
while stili a student, making dra- 
matic and musical oriticism his 
special care. Early in 184^ he come 
to London ; the year afterwards he 


visited France, and subsequently 
the United States of America, On 
his return he aided materially in 
opening up the Salmon resorn'cea 
of Norway, and carried on a corre- 
spondence with the^ French autho- 
rities on tho artificial propagation 
of the fish, long before any practical 
results of the knowledge obtained 
became visible in England. Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson has, since then, 
ivritten much ai*t-critioismj he was 
editor for several years of Art, Pic- 
iorial and Industrial, art editor of 
the Pictorial World, and has been 
on the staff of most of those Lon- 
don journals which make art a 
feature. For ton years he was 
chief art-oritio on tho Art Journal, 
and contributed reviews of conti- 
nental exhibitions to the Illustrated 
London News, tho Maganne of Art, 
&c. He is iJie author of several 
6roc7iwes of special art-criticism, 
and in 1877 ho published a largo 
quarto volume entitled " Tho Great 
Painters of Christendom,” which 
was most favourably reviewed both 
in this countrv and in America. 
He is the author, also, of a Life 
of George Jamesonc, tlie Scottish 
painter, and, in conjunction with 
Wm. May IPhelps, of a Life of 
Samuel Phelps, Player. Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson is wcll-lcaown 
in London and elsewhere as a suc- 
cessful lecturer on the history of 
art. His eldest son, Johnston 
Forbes-Robertson, has won for 
himself a recognised position both 
as a painter and on actor. 

EOBB, E. Onslow, sculptor, was 
born in London July 27th, 1852, 
and as a boy had a great desire to 
become an artist. In 1870 ho went 
to Antwerp and entered the School, 
working his way up to the Amtiquo 
School, where he studied under 
M. Buffeau. In 1871 ho went to 
Munich and joined tho Academy, 
still studying painting, hut shortly 
before leaving he gave up painting, 
and took to soulpturo. In 1874 he 
returned to England, where he has 
since resided. His principal sia- 
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tues are " Sir Rowland Hillj 
K.C.B/' 1882; "The Right Hon. 
W. E. GHadstonej M.P,/' 1883; 

Henry Irving, Esq., as Hamlet,” 
1883 ; and " Linus,” 1881. Besides 
these he has executed a number of 
busts, amongst which may be 
mentioned, "Sir John Brown/ 
1881 ; " Sir Charles Reid,” and 
" Eov. John Rodgers,” 1883 j " The 
Archbishop of York,” 188 1 j and 
" Lieut. - Q-eneral Sir Andrew 
Chirke,” 1881). In 1885 he ex- 
hibited a relief "In Menioriam,” 
and his statuette "EoUy” was 
purchased by the Royal Academy 
under the terms of the Chantry 
Bequest. 

ROBB) Sir Rraucis Clare^ E.O.M.G., 
joined the 1th Light Dragoons in 
I8iC, and retired as Lieutenant in 
1851, The foUo^ving year ho en- 
tered the diplomatic service, and 
was appointed Attach^ at Naples. 
In 1832 he became Second Secre- 
tary, and was resident Charge 
d* Affaires at Carlsruhe from Oct. 
18G3 till Sept. 1863, when he was 
transferred to Vienna, and in‘o- 
moted to be Secretary of Legation 
in Japan in June, 1865, but did 
not proceed thither, going instead 
to Buenos Ayres, where he was in 
charge of the Mission until Oct. 
1866. In 1871 he proceeded to 
St. Petersburg as Secretary of 
Embassy. In 1875 he was ap- 
pointed Her Majesty’s Agent to 
attend the Commission at Halifax; 
was mnde a C.B., and a C.M.G-. in 
Janioary, 1878, and promoted to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to tiie Argentine 
Republic, February 9, 1878. He 
conducted the negotiations at 
Monte Video which resulted in a 
renewal of diplomatic relations 
with Druguay, and was appointed 
Envoy to that Republic Fob. 21, 
1870, In June of the same year 
he proceeded to Brazil, and to 
Greece in 1881. In December, 
1883, Sir F. Ford was appointed 
British Commissioner at Paris for 
the settlement of the Newfound- 
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land Fisheries question. Since 
1884 he has been British Minister 
at Madrid, and in June, 1885, was 
made a K.C.M.G. 

PORHAK, Harry Buxton, born 
in London, July l^, 1812, was edu- 
cated at Toignmouth, and was a]i- 
pointed in 1860 to a Junior Clerk- 
ship in the Secretary’s Department 
of the General Post Office, where 
he is now Principal Clerk for 
Foreign and Colonial Business. 
He is the author of " Our Living 
Poets; an Essay in Criticism” 
(1871), and “The Shelley Library; 
an Essay in Bibliography” (1886), 
and editor of the Library Edition 
of "The Poetical Works of Percy 
Bysidie Shelley,” 4 vols. (1876-7, 
reprinted 1882) ; The Prose 
Works of Percy I3ysshe Shelley,” 
4 vols. (1880); an mmnnotated 
edition of Shelley’s poetry in two 
volumes (1882, reprinted 1886) ; a 
separate edition of Shelley’s tra- 
gedy,^' The Cenci” (1886) ; Charles 
Wells'B " Joseph and his Brethren ”

R 0 R R R B T I John, R.BiG.Sii 
Honorary Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Societies of Italy, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg, 
Knight of the Italian Crown, 
entered the Survey Department of 
Western Australia, 1865, and in 
1669 was selected to command an 
exploring expedition into the in* 
c 0 2 
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terior in soarcli of Dr. Leiclihart 
and party. In 1870 ie commanded 
au exploring expedition from Cham- 
pion Day on the West Const of 
Australia to the overland telegraph 
lino hotTveen Adelaide and Port 
Dnrmn vrithout the aid of camelsj 
ivjth horses only. Por these ser- 
vices he received the thanlcs of the 
Grovernor and the Legislative 
Council, and was awarded the gold 
medal of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society of London, May 22, 1870, 
and was also presented by the 
Imperial Government with a grant 
in fee of 5000 acres of land. In 
1870 he was apjwiiited Deputy 
Surveyor-General of Western Aus- 
tralia. Prom April to September, 
1878, ho conducted the Trigono- 
metrical Survey of the Nickol Bay 
District in Noith-Wostern Aus- 
tralia. Prom September, 1878, to 
January, 1879, he acted ns Com- 
mU&ionor of Crmvii Lands and 
Siu’veyor-General, with a seat in 
the Executive Council of the 
colony. In May, 1878, ho was 
temporarily aijpointed Comptroller 
of the Imperial Establishments and 
Expenditoe in Western Australia. 
He ia a juatioe of tie peace for the 
colony, and in 18S0-81 acted as 
Comptroller of convicts. In 1883 
he WDs appointed Commissioner of 
Crown Lauds, and in the same 
year proceeded to Kimberley Dis- 
trict to report on it to the Govern- 
ment. He has published Explo- 
rations in Australia,*^ 187G. 

PQESTEB, 8ir Charles, M.P., is 
the only son of the late Mr. 
Chaidos Smith Porsior, of Lysways 
Hall, Kugeley, first member for 
Walsall, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
the late Mr. Richard Emery, of 
Barcott House^ Salop. Ho was 
bom in 1815, and educated at 
Worcoator CoUoge, Oxford j was 
called to tbo Bar at tbo Inner 
Temple in 1813, and joined the 
Oxford Circuit. In 1852 he was 
first elected for Walsall, and has 
continued to represent that con- 
stituency in the Liberal interest 


up to the present time. Ho has 
long boon responsible ior iho con- 
duet of private business in the 
House of Commons, and in 187<1 
was created n Baronet in recogni- 
tion of his services. Ho married 
Miss Prances Catherine Surtoos, 
niece of the first E»iii of Eldon. 

PORSTEB, Dr. Ernest Joachim, 
a celebrated Goiman art-critic and 
] 3 ainter, }>rothor of Pj'cdorielc 
Porstcr, a distinguished historiair 
and poet, who died in 1808, was 
born at MUnchengossorsiadt, April 
8, 1800. At first ho applied him- 
self to the study of theology and 
philosophy, hiii soon (loiorniinod 
to devote himself to art, and ac- 
cordingly entered the studio of 
Peter Cornelius at Munich, Ho 
was employed in painting the 
frescoes in the Axil a at Bonn, and 
those of tho Olyptobliek and the 
Arcades at Munich, but his repu- 
tation rests cliieflyonliis diRcovory 
of several ancient pictures, and on 
his worlcs in elucidation of tho 
history of art. His grciitost

EORSYTH, Sir Thomas Douglas, 
C.B., K.C.SJ,, son of tho late 
Thomas Porsyth, Es(i., of Liver- 
pool, bom in 1827, was educated nt 
Rugby and afterwru’ds at Haih'y- 
bury, whore he highly (Usiin- 
guished himself and carried olf 
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several gold medals. ITo -went out 
to India in 1848 in tlio civil service 
of tlic East India Coinx)anyj and 
was first appointed Assistant-Corn- 
inissioncr in tlio Punja))^ and after- 
wards Doputy-Coiumissionor, wliicli 
office lie held from 1852 to 18o(). 
He took an active part in the sup- 
pression of the Indian Mutiny in 
1857j wliile holding office at Um- 
halla, and was in consequence mode 
a C.B. lie then heoauie secretary to 
the Chief Commissioner of Oudh^ 
and in 1860 Commissioner and 
Civil Judge in the Punjahj of 
which Sir Robert Montgomery was 
the Lieut.-Govemor. For a short 
period he held the office of I’inan- 
oial Commissioner in tho Punjab. 
In 1870 he was selected by Lord 
Mayo, the Q-overnor-Gonoral of 
India, to conduct a mission to 
Yarkund, in Eastern Turkiatan, 
and was thanked by the Govemor- 
Ouuoralfor his services. 'VVhou in 
1873 it was detonuinod to send an 
envoy to tho ruler of that country 
in order to negotiate a commercial 
treaty, Sir T. H. Forsyth was again 
appointed to that post, and after an 
arduous journey across tho gigantic 
mountain ranges whicli Rep.xrate 
India from Kashgar^ he snccoeded 
in getting a treaty signed which 
opened up commercial intercourse 
with tho most fiourishing country 
in central Asia. For this aciwioe 
ho received tlie honour of knight- 
hood and was made a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Star of India. In 1874 ho was ax)- 
X)ointod Member of the Legislative 
Council of India, and in 1875 he 
was sent on a special mission as 
Envoy to the king of Burmoh, 
FORSYTH, WllUam, Q.C.,LL B., 
son of tlio late Thomas Forsyth, 
Esq,, of Liverpool, was horn at 
Greenock in 1812, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
ho graduated B.A. in 1881. He 
was third in tho first class of the 
classical tripos, and second Senior 
Oxitime, was Chancellor's Medal- 
list, and Fellow of Trinity, and 


proceeded M.A, in 1837. Ho was 
called to the Bar at tho Inner 
Temple in 1839, went tho Northern 
Circuit, became a Queen's Counsel 
in 1857, and a Bencher of tho 
Inner Toini)lo. Ho was standing 
counsel to tho Secretary of State 
in Council ol India, and is Couuuis- 
sary of the ITuiveibity of Caiu- 
bridge. lie is tho aubhor of On 
tho Law of Composition with Cre- 
ditors," published in 1811; ^‘Hor- 
tensius ; or, tlie Duty and Office of 
on Advocate," in 1819 ; " On tho 
Law relating to tho Custody of 
Infants," in 1850; "Tho History 
of Trial by Jury," in 1832 j 
" Napoleon at St. Helena and Sir 
Hudson Lowe," in 1853; "Tho 
Life of Cicero," in 3801; "Cases 
and Opinions in Constitutional 
Law," in 1869; "The Novels and 
Novelists of the Eiglitcenlh Cen- 
tury, in illustration of tho Mminors 
and Morals of the Age," in 1873 ; 
" Hannibal in Ifcaly t an Historical 
Drama," in 1872 ; " Essays Critical 
and Narrative," in 1873 j "Tho 
Slavonic Provinces South of tho 
Danube," in 187G; iiud has con- 
tributed to tho Quarterly and 
Eilinhurgh Itevieios and BlachwootVa 
Magazine. Having boon elected 
member for tho borough of Cam- 
bridge in the Conservative iutoroHt 
in July, 1805, ho was unseated, on 
petition, on the ground that tho 
office he hold of Btanding counsel 
to tho Secretary of State for India 
was one of profit under the Croxvn, 
and disqualified him from sitting 
in Parliament. He was on un- 
successful candidate for tho repre- 
sentation of Bath in Oct, 1873, but 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons by the borough of MJirylc- 
bone at the general election of 
Fob. 1871, and ho continued to 
represent that constituency till 
1880. 

FORTESOUE (Earl), The Right 
Hon. Hugh Fortoscue, the eldest 
son of tho late Earl (who was Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland in 1889 — 41), 
bom April 4, 1818, and educated at 
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Harrow. He entered Parliament in 
IB 11, whilst Viscount Bbringtouj 
as member for Plymoutlij yhich 
he represented in the Liberal 
interest until 1S32, when he un - 1 
successfully contested Barnstaple. | 
In Deo. 1854, ho was elected for 
MarylobonGafor which he resigned | 
his seat, and was called to the 
Upi>er House in Ms father's barony i 
of Fortescue, Deo. B, 18B9, and | 
succeeded as third earb Sept. 14, 
1861. His lordship was a Lord of 
the Treasury from 1846 to 1847, 
and Secretary of the Poor-Law 
Board from 1847 to 1 861, being at 
the same time an active member, 
and latterly chairman, of severM 
succossive metropolitan commis- 
sions of sewers, In May, 1850, 
wliile visiting a military hospital 
with a view to the motion whicli ho 
carried afterwards in 1858, in favour 
of sanitary reform in the army, 
lie caught ophthalmia, which de- 
prived him of one oye, permanently 
impaired the other, and so much 
injured his health as to comxjel I 
him to retire from the House of 
Oouinious. His lordship is the 
author of pamphlets upon, "The 
Health of Towns,'* 1844 s " Official 
Salaries," 1852 j " Eopresentativo 
Self-Government for the Metropo- 
lis," 1864; "Parliamentary Re- 
form, " 1859 5 and a woi*k on 
"Public Schools for the Middle 
Classes," 1804. He married, 
March 11, 1847, the eldest daughter 
of the late Right Hon. Col. G. 
Dawson Darner. She died in 1800, 
leaving him a large family. 

FORWOOD, Arthur Bowen, M.P., 
son of the late Thomas B. Forwood, 
j. P. , of Thornton Manoz^ Neston, was 
horn June 23, 1836, at Liverpool, 
was educated at the High School, 
Liverpool College, tlie late Dean 
Howson beiim Principal, and is a 
merchant of Liverpool and London. 
He was Mayor of Liverpool in 
1877-78. For several years he was 
Chairman of the Heollh Committee 
of that city, and is now Chairman 
of its Finance and Estate Com- 


mittee, also of the Artisans' Dwell- 
ings Committee. Ho is President 
of the Liveipool Constitutional 
Association, and in tliis capacity he 
toot an active part in the settle- 
ment of Lho differences amongst 
the party leaders that occurred In 
1881. He has written papers on 
the Housing of tho Poor, Tory 
Democz'aoy and One Member Con- 
stituencies, which wore printed in 
the magazines of tho day. Mr. 
Forwood was chairman of the com- 
mittee under which tho Bishopric 
of Liverpool was founded, and was 
also chairman of tho first com- 
mittee that instituted tho Livor- 
pool Hnivorsity College. Ho 
ZB an advanced Conservative, 
and early adopted tho plii-aso 
ff Tory democracy." Ho contested 
Liverpool in 1882 againt Mr. Samuel 
Smith, but was dofontod by a small 
majority. At the General Bloction 
in 1885 Mr. Forwood was oloclod 
by a mfljoidty of 2,800 for tlm 
Oriuskirk Division of tho County 
of Lancaster, and was again re- 
turned, this limo without oi)posi« 
tion, after the dissolution of 1880. 
On Lord SiUiabury's second acces- 
sion to power Mr, Forwood was 
appointed Secretory to the Admi- 
ralty. 

FOSTER, Birkot, bom at North 
Shields, Northumberland, in 1812, 
educated at Hitohin, llorts ; at the 
age of sixteen was placed witli Mr. 
Landells, the wood-engraver, by 
whose odvico, after he had pz*fl etisod 
engraving for a short tinio, he be- 
came a draughtsman. At tho ago 
of twenty-one ho started on his own 
account, illustrated several chil- 
dren's hooks, and cLrow a groat deal 
for the Illusti'ated Loiidoa Newn, ll(‘ 
illustrated Longfellow's "Evango- 
line," Beattie's " Minstrel," " Uoid- 
emith'fl Poetical Works," and 
several other works of tho same 
jkind; and has since been omx)loye( I 
I on many of tho better class of illus- 
trated books that have issued from 
I the press, especially a handsome 
I volume devoted to English land- 
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scape^ Tnth. descriptions from the 
pen of Mr, Tom Taylor, published 
in 18G3 . He then resolved to follow 
a different branch of art, and began 
water-colour painting j in 1860 he 
was elected a member of the Water- 
Colour Society, and has met with 
very great encouragement. He is, 
in fact, the most widely Imown and 
perhaps still tlio most popular of 
English landsoape artists in water- 
colour, There seems to be a never- 
ending demand for his smooth, 
pretty little illustrations of rustic 
life, and the reproductionB of them 
are endless. A eolleotion of Sum- 
mer Scenes” by Mr. Foster, con- 
sisting of a series of photographs 
from some of his choicest water- 
colour drawings, was published in 
1867. 

FOSTEB, Vere Henry Xiouis, was 
bom at Copenhagen in 1819, his 
fathei'. Sir Augustus Foster, Bart,, 
being at that time BritishMinister 
in Denmark. He was educated at 
Eton, and afterwards at Clnist- 
church, Oxford, and then entered 
the diplomatic service under Lord 
Fahuerstou, who was then at the 
head of the Foreign Office. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Vere Foster was 
attached to the mission of Sir 
William Ouseley to Monte Video, 
On his retom from South America 
in 18^7, ho paid a visit to Ireland 
in the company of his eldest brother. 
Sir Frederick Foster. The famine, 
consequent upon the failure of the 
potato crop, was raging at the time, 
and the two brothers set to work at 
once to relieve the starving poor. 
Mr. Vere Foster presently issued a 
pami>hlet — ''Work and Wages — 
advocating emigration, and offering 
to pay the passage of those who wore 
too poor. He himself made a voyage 
to America in an emigrant ship, and 
was so impressed bythe badness of 
its accommodation that he at- 
tracted the attention of ParHa- 
mont to the matter, and soon had 
the satisfaction of seeing the Emi- 

f ration Laws in force, which ren- 
cred the miseries he had endured 


thenceforth impossible in a British 
emigrant vessel. The outbreak of 
the Civil War in America (1801) 
checked for a time the stream of 
emigration, and Mr. Foster now 
turned his attention totheimprovo- 
ment of education in Ireland. By 
improving the village schools and 
building new ones, and in supply- 
ing books, maps, desks, and othor 
apparatus, he spent out of his own 
income more than ^616,000. With 
a view to introduce a better system 
of teacliing writing in the schools 
under the core of the Commission- 
ers of Irish Education, he issued 
the series of his well-known copy- 
books, These had an enormous 
sale, which lias since steadily dn- 
oreased, the demand for them 
amounting to nearly four milUonB 
annually j and they were soon fol- 
lowed by the well-known series of 
drawing-books. Mr. Foster also 
establtoed a system of prizes to 
encourage attontion to writing, 
&C.J wJiich he still continues. 

FOWLEE, The Eight Hon. Henry 
Hartley, M.P., son of the Eov. 
Joseph Fowler, a Wesleyan min- 
ister, was bom nt Sunderland in 
1830, educated at St. Saviour’s 
School, Southwark, and admitted 
a solicitor in 1852, He was Mayor 
of Wolverhampton in 18G3 and 
first chairman of tlic Wolverhamp- 
ton School Board, He took on 
active part in the formation of 
the national Liberal Federation. 
From 1880 to 1885 ho sat as a 
Liberal for the undivided Borough 
of Wolverhampton, and after the 
Eedistribution Act was returned 
by a large majori^ for the EEist 
Division. In Deo. 1884 he was 
appointed Under-Secretary for the 
Home Department, and in Mr. 
Gladstone’s ministry of 1886, he 
held the post of Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury. He was 
created a Privy Councillor in June, 
1886, Mr. Fowler, from hia first 
entrance into the House of Com- 
mons, was regarded as a man cer- 
tain to rise. He is a first-rate 
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man of ■business, on excellent 
spcater, and admirable in answer- 
ing questions. It is regarded as 
certain that ho will be a prominent 
member of the next Liberal Cabi- 
net. 

rOWLER, Sir John, K.G.M.G., 
oivil engineer, is the oldest son of 
the late Mr. h'owler, of Wadsley 
Hall, in the parish of Ecoles- 
fleld, Sheffield, and was born in 
1817. After completing Ins school 
course, he became a pupil of Mr. 
J. Towlerton Leather, the emi- 
nent hydraulic engineer, and ob- 
tained his hrst jpraotical Imowledgo 
under the guidance of that gentle- 
man in the construction of the 
Sheffield waterworlcs. When Mi*. 
Glcorge Stephenson, the father of 
railways, projected the line of the 
Midland Company through the 
valley country, from Derby to Nor- 
manton, and excluded from that 
great highway the towns of Shef- 
hold, Barnsley, and Walcefield, Mr. 
Leather was employed to survey a 
route from Chesterfield through 
Sheffield, and his piipd acquired 
his first experienco as a railway en- 
gineer in laying out the line which 
was subsequenUy adopted. Whilst 
yet a pupil, he surveyed the rooky 
district through Wharncliffe Wood, 
in Yorkshire, for a line which, 
though not constructed at that 
time, he was afterwai'ds enabled to 
carry out and complete, and ho also 
surveyed the country for a line 
between Stourbridge and Birming- 
ham, passing through Dudley and 
Wolverhampton} which line,thougli 
only begun some twenty years 
afterwards by Brunei, fell to the 
lot of John Fowler to carry out. 
On the completion of his pro- 
fessional education he became an 
assistant to Mr. Basti'iok in the 
oonstruction of severallinesof rail- 
way then in progress, and amongst 
others the London Jind Brighton 
Bailway. He was then appointed 
resident engineer of the Stockton 
and Hartlepool Railway and of 
other lines in the same djstrici. It 


was at this period that he first 
came as a witness before a poi'lia- 
mentary committee, and exhibited 
those qualities of acuteness, firm- 
ness, and soundness of judgment 
which still constitute him ono of the 
ablest and most valuoci cngincoriiig 
witnesses in the oommittoo rooms 
of both Houses of Parhomont. At 
the ago of twenty-seven ho was 
selected as the engineer for con- 
structing the largo group of rail- 
ways known as the ManoliesLor, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnahiro lino, 
which includes tunnels, viaducts, 
and bridges of considerable magni- 
tude, in addition to a dock, a float- 
ing pier, large liydrauHo works, and 
a steam ferry, of all which largo 
and multifarious work he had tlio 
sole engineering charge. Prom this 
time the name of John Fowler was 
established in tlie first rank of 
}iraotical engineers, and he bccaiuo 
after settling in London, continu- 
ously employed at home and abroad 
in the laying out and consLructiou 
of railways, docks, and other largo 
works requiring a high class of en- 
gineering ability. Amongst the 
principal works executed by Sir 
John Fowler arc to be found the 
original ‘‘underground” or Metro- 
politan Railway, the District Rail- 
way, the St. Jolm'fl Wood Railway, 
the Victoria Station and Pimlico 
Railway, on which occurred the 
first railway bridge built over the 
river Thames at London j tho Edg- 
ware, Highgate, and Loudon Rail- 
way} the Manchester, Sheffield, 
and Lincolnshire Railways ; tho 
Oxford, Worcester, and Wolver- 
hampton Railway; the Sevorii 
Valley Railivayj tho Mid-Kout 
Railways j the London, Tilbury, 
and Southend Railway j the Oroat 
Northern and Western of Ireland 
systoni of railways j thoMucli Won- 
loclc Railway, and its extension 
east and west } the Great Eastern 
Railway Extension in Cambridgo- 
ahire and Essex } the Isle of Wight 
Railway} tho Launceston and South 
Devon Railway} theMoretonHamp- 
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Btead Railway 5 ilio 'Woynxoutli and 
Portland Railway ; the Wellington 
andCliealiireEailwiiyj tho Millwall 
Docks; and works for tlie improvo- 
inont of rivers and eatunrios, and 
the recdaination of lands from tlie 
sea. Ho has at present nnder con- 
struction the great bridge across 
the Pii’th of Poi’th. Sir John 
Powler is consulting engineer to 
the Great Western Railway, tlie 
Great N’orthernRailwayj and other 
companies, and until the recent 
change of government in Egypt, 
and the suspension of all further 
present expenditure on works, he 
acted in a similar capacity with 
resxject to the important Govom- 
mont and Kliedivial works in that 
coimtry. In 1885 he was made a 
ICnight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Miclmel and George in re- 
cognition of important services 
rendered in connection xvith the 
Soudan compaign. Sir John Eowler 
married, in 1850, Emily, daughter 
of the late James Broadhont, Esq,, 
of Manchester. 

POWLEB, Sir Bohert Eioholas, 
M.P., son of Thomas Powler, a 
London banker, of Bruce Grove, 
Tottenham, and Yorland, Wilt- 
sliire, was born at Tottenham, 
Sept. 12, 1828, and educated at 
Grove House School, and ITnivO]*- 
sity College, London, B.A., 1818, 
M.A., 1850. He become senior 
partner in the firm of Dimsdale, 
Eowler, Barnard & Co., Bankers, 
and was from 1808 to 1874 Con- 
servative member for Penryn and 
Pnlmouth. In 1880 ho was elected 
H.P. for the City of London and in 
1885, was again retmmed for the 
same constituency. He was Lord 
Mayor of London in 1883, and ogain 
for port of 1886, when a vacancy 
occurred through tlic death of 
Lord Mayor Nottage. He was 
created a baronet in Aug. 1885, 
and was again retmmed unopposed 
for the City of London at the 
general election of 1886. 

FOWLEB, TheBev. Thomas, M.A., 
LL.D„ E.S.A., was born at Bur- 


ton-Stather, Lincolnshire, Sept. 1, 
1832, and educated at King Wil- 
liani^H College, Isle of Man, and at 
Morton College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated as a double-first classman 
in 185 L. Ho was elected to a fellow- 
ship at Liiiooln College in 1865, and 
appointed to a tutorship) in the same 
year. Ho was Junior Proctor of 
the University in 18C2-!i, Select 
Preacher in 1872-4, and has fre- 
^[uently acted as Public Examinor 
in the School of Litero) Humauiores. 
Mr. Eowler is now a member of the 
Hebdomadal Council, to which ho 
was first elected in 18G9, Pro- 
fessor of Logic, to which he was 
elected in 1873, and President of 
Oorx)ua Cliristi College, to which ho 
was elected Deo. 23, 1881. He has 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh. He is author of the 
"Elements of Deductive Logic,^*" 
1867 (8th ed. 1883); the "Ele- 
ments of Inductive Logic,” 1870 
( 1th ed. ] 883) ; both of which works 
were published by the Clarendon 
Press, which has also published an 
elaborate o<lition of Bacon"a“Novnm 
Organum,^^ l)y Mr. Powlcr, with an 
Introduction and notes, 1878, as 
well as an edition by him of Locke’s 
" Conduct of the Understanding,” 
1881 (2nd ed, 1882). In addition 
to these works, Mr. Fowler is the 
author of Locke” in the series of 
English Men of Letters,” and of 
" Bacon,” and Shaftesbury and 
Hutcheson,” in the series of 
"English Philosophers.” Bislatest 
work, published by Messrs. Mac- 
millan in 1884, is entitled " Pin- 
gressive Morality, an Essay in 
Ethics” 

FBAKOILIOK, Robert Edward, 
eldest son of James FrancUlon, 
County Court Judge, was born at 
Gloucester in 1841, and educated 
at the Cheltenham College, and at 
Trinity HaU, Cambridge. He was a 
scholar of that Hall, and graduated 
in the first class of the Laxir Tripos 
of 1802 ; was called to the bar at 
Gray’s Inn in 1804, joined the 
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Oxford oiromt, aaid was, during^ I 
18(37, editor of the Law Magazine, \ 
His first work of fiction was Grace 
Owen's Engagement/* wMcli ap- 
peared in Blachwood's Magazine in 
1808. As a novelist he is the 
author of Earl’s Dene/* 1870 j 
Pearl and Emerald/* 1872 j Zel- 
da’s Povtune/* 1873 j Olympia/* 
18715 ''A Bog and His Shadow/* 
1870 5 and" Strange Waters/* 1878. 
He has also contributed several 
novelettes, shorter tales and arti- 
cles to JBlackwoodt the Gentleman*s 
Magazinet All the Year Sounds and 
other magazines. He was for some 
time on the staff of the Qlohe news- 
paper, and in 1872 he re-publishcd, 
under tlie title of " National Oha- 
racteristics : and Plora and Pauna 
of London,** a series of sketches 
which had originally appeai’ed in 
that journal. He has also written 
many well-lmown songs for music, 
and is author of the libretti of 
Mr. P. H. Cowen's cantatas, " The 
Eoae-Maidon ** and "The Corsair.** 
PBANCIS II., ex-King of Naples, 
was born Jan. 31, 1836, and suc- 
ceeded his father, Pordinand IT., 
better known by his sobriquet of 
" Bomba," in 1868. His first act 
was to liberate Poerio, Settembrini, 
and other Neapolitans, who had 
been incarcerated for ten years on 
account of their political opinions. 
Hopes at first entertained, ihat the 
young king would endeavour to 
correct the abuses of his father's 
government, were not fulfilled. In 
ISGOan msurrection broke out in 
Sicily, and Palermo and IVlcBsina 
were bombarded. An expedition, 
headed by Garibaldi, landed in 
Sicily, and defeated the NoaiJoUtan 
army in every encounter ^ Naples 
was soon after ocouined, and the 
king, with his queen and family, 
wore compelled to take refuge in 
the fortress of Gaeta, which, after 
an obstinate siege of six months, 
capitulated to the Sardinian troops, 
Peb. 14, 1861. Praams II. retired 
to Borne, where he was engaged for 
some time in organizing fruitless 


expeditions against the govommont 
of the new kingdom of Italy. He 
married, in 1838, Caroline, diiughtor 
of Maximilian- Joseph of Bavaria, 
and sister to the empress of Austria. 
The comngo displayed by her at the 
siege of Gaeta was the ihcino of 
gonei'al admiration in Europe, 
PEANCISJOSEPH I. (Pranois- 
Joseph-Oharles), Emperor of Aus- 
tria, King of Hungary and Bohemia, 
Ac., was born Aug. 18, 1830, aiid 
ascended the thiuno of Austria 
Dec. 2, 1816, on the abdication of 
his uncle, Perdinnnd J . He is the 
eldest son of the late Archduke 
Prancis-Charlea (who stood next Lo 
the late emperor in the legal order 
of succession, and who died filareh 
8, 1878) and of the Princess Sophia. 
On ascending the throne ho foiuitl 
the emphe shakon by internal dis- 
sensions 5 and his firsb sbep was to 
promise a free and constitutional 
government to the coixniry. *rhe 
coarse of events comi;)ellod him to 
close the National Assembly, imd to 
assume absolute power. At the siune 
time he abrogated the Oonstitu- 
tion of Hungary, the pooido being 
in rebellion against him, and 
only brought to subjection by tlio 
armed intervention of Eussia, while 
ho owed his hold on Italy to the 
skill of his veteran general Raclct- 
sky. Having at Icngtli o})t£iinod 
internal peace and freedom for 
govemmental and logislative ao 
tion, ho promulgated the edict of 
Schbnbrunn, Sent, 26, 1861, in 
which he declared the Govornmont 
"responsible to no other political 
authority but tho throne.** Assis- 
ted by Prince Schwarzonberg, and 
after his death by Count Buol and 
Baron Bach, lie contralisod tlio 
government of his hoterogeuooua 
nationaUties at Vienna, and, aided 
by Herr von Brtlok, inaugurated a 
sex’ies of fiscal and coiiiinoroiiil 
reforms favourable to tho interosLa 
of the middle classos. In 1853- fc, 
the Emperor endeavoured, though 
in vain, to induce tlio Czar Niclio- 
las to abandon his ambitious do* 
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signs against Turkeyj and fui'tber 
excited that autocrat's displeasure 
hy refusing to assist Prussia against 
Uie Western Powers, whose rulers 
Also folt aggrieved because ho re- 
solved to I'Ginaiu neutral, and not 
to throw the weight of liis name 
into their scale. The policy of 
Austria on this occasion will, how- 
ever, he nioi’6 fairly estimated by 
posterity. Her unwillingness to 
make common cause mth the 
Western Powers has been severely 
punished, for had she joined the 
alliance against Pussia in 185cb, in 
nil probability liouis Napoleon 
would not have crossed the Alps 
and dictated the peaco of Villa- 
frauca. It is, therefore, more than 
probable that her reluctance to act 
against Pussia in that war was the 
cause of herlosing Lombardy three 
years later. The EmperoV Praucis- 
JToseph is tall and handsome. At 
Solferino he gave proof of bravery 
amounting almost to rashnoss. In 
April, 185 L, ho marriod tho Princess 
EllzabethAmalic Eugenie, daughter 
of the Duke Maximiluui-J'oscxjh, and 
cousin, on hor mother’s side, to tlio 
king of Bavaria, a lady who of 
recent years has often visited 
England and Ireland for hunting. 
In 1867 tho Emperor and Empress 
paid a visit to their Italian and 
llungorian dominions, and granted 
an amnesty to political oftenders. 
The Reichsrath was enlarged by 
imperial patent March 5, 1880, and 
the Emperor sanctioned tho prin- 
ciple of the responsibility of minis- 
ters May 1, 18G2, The plenipo- 
tentiaries of Austria, Prussia, and 
Denmark, assembled at Yienna to 
consider the terms of a peace 
July 26, 18G1', which was concluded 
Oct. 30. Early iu 18G5 tho Emperor 
liberated Joseph Langiewioz, the 
Polish insurgent. The Ministerial j 
Council was reconstituted July 27. 
The Oouventiou of Gasteiu, signed I 
Ang, 14, 18G5, whicli transferred j 
tho government of Schleswig to 
Prussia, and that of Holstein to ' 
Austria, was a few days afterwards 


confirmed by tho Emperor and tho 
King of Prussia at Salzburg. The 
Emi^oror issued an important mani- 
festo to his people Sopt. 20, in 
which ho oxprosRod very concilia- 
tory intentions towards the people 
of Hungary and Croatia. TJie 
Emperor again visited Hxingary, 
in order to open the Diet, in Deo. 
18C3. 'rho ratifications of a treaty 
of commerce between Austria and 
England were exchanged in Jon. 
18GG, The Emperor and Empress 
visited Pesth-Ofon Jiin. 29, whore 
tliey remained until March 5. In 
March, 1800, tho armaments against 
Prussia began, and councils of war 
wore established in the cii'clos of 
Prague, Pisok, Tabor, and PUsen. 
An imperial order was issued May 
Of placing the whole army on a 
war footing, and concentrating tho 
Army of tho North on the frontiers 
of Bohemia and Silesia. The Em- 
peror published a manifosto rela- 
tive to tho impending contoat, 
June 17, tho Prussian minister 
having received his i)assporis Juno 
12. The Emi^oror showed inuoli 
I devotion in the struggle which 
onauod, and tho fortunes of wai* 

' having been advorso, at once inodo 
I peace and applied his enorgics to 
the diifioult task of reconstructing 
the empire. In this work he was 
powerfully aided by Count Beust, 
the late Prime Minister of Saxony, 
whom he summoned to his councils 
in Oot. 16G0, and who remained in 
office as his principal inmister until 
Nov. 1870, when he resigned, and 
was succeeded by Count Andrassy. 
One of the principal results of tho 
policy pursued by Count Beust was 
the coronation of the Emperor at 
Pesth, as King of Hungary, June 8, 
18G7. The Emperor was present 
at the opening of the Isthmus of 
Suez Canal in Nov. 1869. In 1871 
he had a memorable intorview at 
Qastein with the Emperor of Ger- 
many { and tliere was a meeting of 
tliQ Emperors of Germany, Bussia, 
and Austria at Berlin in the autumn 
of 1872. The Emperor of Austria 
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visited the Euiperoi" of Russia at 
Sfc, Peterabui’S in Eeb. IB?!** In 
1S7B the Congress of Berlin sanc- 
tionocl the occupation by Austria of 
the provinces of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, -which, had formerly be- 
longed to Turkey. The three 
Emperord met again at Skiernevice 
in Sept. 1B8J), and at Kroiubier in 
the folio-wing year. In spite of 
rude trials, the friendship there con- 
firmed still continues, though ther e 
is only, strictly speaking, au alli- 
ance between Austria and Germany j 
Russia trying to bo friendly to both. 
The Emperor’s heir is his son, the 
Cro-wn Prince Rudolph, who was 
born 1858, and who married in 1881 
the Princess St(iphanio, of Belgium. 

PRAKClS, Francis, was bom in 
1S22, at Seaton, in Devonshire. His 
frither was Capt. John iJ organ, 
R.N., and ho took the name of 
Francis iinder the will of the late 
Mr, Francis Prancis. He edu- 
cated at St. Paul’s Grammar School, 
Southsea, and adopted the ijrofes- 
sion of a civil engineer, but did not 
foUow it. In 18U9 he was appointed 
a Commissioner of Fisheries in Ire- 
land, tind inspected all the fisheries 
of France, England, Ireland, and 
the Channel Ishiuds. He is a di- 
rector of the iraminam, or Tui'kish 
Bath, and was for many years 
Naturalist Director to the Brighton 
A^juarium. hli*. Francis wna for 
nearly a (quarter "‘of a century 
the editor of the fishery depart- 
ment of the Fields He has written 
many works on fishing and the 
fisheries, notably “ A Book on 
Angling,’’ -wliich has loaehed a 
sixth edition j Angling,” '' Fish 
Culture,” The Angler’s Register,” 

Reports on Snluion Ladders,” 
" By Lake and River,” and Sport- 
ing Sketches,” "The Practical 
Management of Fisheries,” “Hot 
Pot, or MiaceUanoous Papers,” 
besides many works of fiction. 
Ho has always been an energetic 
agitator for fishery reforms and 
improvements, and with consider- 
able Buccesa. He is "the diair- , 


! mtux of the Thames Rights Defence 
Association, -^vhich was called into 
action to defend the fishery rights 
of the public. He is a frequent 
contributor to current literature, 
and luia received medals from 
Franco and Austriilia for his ser- 
vices to the fisheries. 

FRARKLAND, Edward, D.O.L., 
LL.D., Ph.D., F.R.S., born at 
Churchtown, near Lancaster, Jan. 
18, 1823, received his education 
at the Grammar School, Ljwioastor, 
tho Museum of Practical Geology, 
Loudon, and the XJuivorsitios of 
Marbui’g and Giessen. He 
appointed Professor of Chemistry 
in Owens College, Manchester, 
in 1851 5 in St. JBartholomows’s 
Hospital in 1837 j in tho • Royal 
Institution of Great Brittiin in 
18(33 i in the Royal Oolle^?o of 
Chemistry (Royal School of hliiies), 
in 1865 } and in tiie Normal School 
of Science, South Kensington 
Museum, in 1881. He resigned this 
Professor ship in 1885. He was nomi- 
nated one of Her Majesty’s Com- 
missioners for inquiring into tho 
pollution of rivers in 1808, elected 
President of the Chemical Society 
in 1871, and President of -fche Insti- 
tute of Chemistry in 1877. Dr. 
Frankland was elected in 1853 a 
Follow of the Royal Society} in 
180G a corresponding Member of the 
French Academy of Sciences; in 
1809 a Foreign Member of the Jloyjl 
Academy of Soiencoa in Bavtm. 1 , 
and subsequcntlyof the Ac/idciuies 
of Sciences of Berlin, St, Peters- 
burg, and Bohomia. In 1881 ho 
was made corrospondiiig Member 
of the Vienna Academy of Soionce, 
and received tho lionoraiy degree 
of LL.D. of Edinburgh, Ilo is 
also Honorary Follow of tho Royiil 
Medico-Ohirurgicnl Society of 
London. He is tho author of 
“Resoarclies on tlio Isolation of 
the Radicles of Organic Com- 
pounds, and other Rosearclios in 
Organic Chomiatry,” for which 
he rcceivod, in 1857, a gold modal 
from the Royal Society ; also of 
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Eosoarolios on tho ManufacUivo 
and Purillcaiion of Coal-QaB/' on 
tho " Inlluonoo of Atmospheric 
Pressnre on tho Light ol Gtas, 
Cancllo^ and other FlameSj^' on 

’VVintor Sanitariums in tho Alps 
and elsewhere/^ on The Purifica- 
tion of Town Drainage and other 
Polluting Liquids/' aud on the 
“ Composition and Qualities of 
"Water used for Drinlringand other 
Purposes/' He is also the joint 
author, -with Mr, J. NonnanLoctyorj 
of Eosoarches connected with the 
Atmosphere of tho Sun/' In Fob. 
1B83, ho delivered a Friday evening 
cliscoiu’so On Climate in Townand 
Country/' at the Eoyal Institution 
of Great Britom, in wliich ho sug- 
gested means for artificially pro- 
ducing a genial out-door climate 
in England. In 1883 ho published 
iix the Proceedings of the Eoyal 
Society, Tho Choiuistry of Elec- 
trical Storage Batteries and in 
1883, in the Journal of the Chemi- 
cal Society, On Chemical Changes 
in their relation to Micro-Organ- 
isms." 

FBAUSS, Augustua Wollaston, 
F.E.S., F.S.A., bom in 1836, was 
educated at Eton and at Trinity | 
Gollcgo, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. iu 1849, and pro- i 
ceoded M.A. iu 1852. Ho is the 
author of a work on " Ornamental 
G-laaing Quarries," of a treatise on 

Vitreous Art in the Art Treasures 
of the Manohestor Exhibition," and 
editor of K emblo’s ''Horae Forales. " 
He has contributed to the Trans- 
actions of yariouB aa'chmologicol 
societies, was elected Director of 
the Society of Antiquaries in 1858, 
and is keeper of the department of 
Briti^ and Medieval Antiquities 
and Ethnography in the British 
Museum. Mr. Franks, who is one 
of the greatest living authorities 
on many departments of art, es- 
IJccially the arts of the Kenaissanoe, 
and Oriental Coraniios, has behaved 
with extraordinary geuorosity in 
presenting his magnificent collec- 
tion of Chinese and Japanese por- 


celain and pottery, as well as many 
noble examples of Italian majolica 
and other wares, to the nation. 
For some years his Oriental Col- 
loction was exhibited at the Beth- 
nal Green Museum. Tho catalogue 
of it is, perhaps, tho most valuable 
extant account of tlic history of 
the manufacture. 

FBAEZ, Bobert, composer, bom 
at Halle, J uno 28, 1815, the son of 
a respectable citizen, was for two 
years a pupil of ychnoidor, at 
Dessau. Iu 18 13 ho publisliod hia 
first set of twelve songs, which 
gained lor him tho notice of 
Sdmniimn, Mendelssohn, Lisz L, and 
other eminent masters. Ho was 
then appointed organist at tho 
TJlriohskirche, and oonduotor of tho 
Sing-Academic at Hallo, and lec- 
tux'od to the students at ilio uni- 
versity on musical subjects, and 
the degree of doctor of music was 
conferred upon him. A series of 
nervous disorders compelled liim, 
in 18GS, to relinquish hia appoint- 
ments and to give up writing 
altogether. The pecuniary diffl- 
cnlties which aroao in couseqnonco 
were overcome by the exertions of 
Liszt, Joachim, aud others, who in 
i 1872 organised concerts for his 
' benefit, and realized .£5,000. Of 
I late yeors^ ho has devoted much 
I time to editing aud ari*aiigiiig the 
! works of Bach and Ildndal. He 
has written "Mittheilnngen fiber 
J. S. Bach's Ma^iificatj" and 
" OHoner Bnof an Eduard Hans- 
lick tiber Bearboitungen filterer 
Tonwerko, namontlich Baoh'soher 
and Hfindel'soher Yocalmusik/' 
and has published various coiu- 
positions aud arrangements, which 
include two hundred and fifty- 
seven songs for a single voice with 
pianoforte accoinpaniment,m forty- 
five sets. 

FBANZOSf Karl Bmili a German 
author, son of a Jewish doctor, was 
bom Oct. 25, IS-lSj ou the Eusso- 
Aiistrian frontier. He was brought 
up in the Polish-Jewish village of 
Czorskowj and received his early 
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education in tlie school of the 
Dominican monastery there. Then 
ho proceeded to the Gorman Gym- 
nasium at CzornowicZj where, from 
tho year 1802, he was wholly de- 
pendent on hia own exertions for 
a Hvoliliood, A proof of the ardoim 
and success with wliich ho doToted 
himself to the study of tho classical 
languages is his translation of the 
Eclogues of Tirgil into the Doric 
of Theocritus, Being a Jew, and 
therefore having no hope of ob- 
taining an appoinlmont, ha aban- 
doned philology for jurisprudonco. 
In 1868 he represented, as deputy, 
tho students of Vienna at the 
Berlin '^Kartollkongressj '' and ho 
established, in 1869, tho Germtm 
annual '^Buchenblatter,'' a sort of 
almanac. In 1871 ho was concerned 
in a trial in consequence of an 
appeal to the students of Graz, 
being indicted as a zcbe2. After 
this affair he passed with distinc- 
tion his examination as an advo- 
cate, and practised for a time at 
tho bar with success, but ulti- 
mately ho resolved to adopt tho 
career of a professiounl author. 
At the outset he took to jornnalism, 
first at Vienna and afterwards 
(1872-3) at Peath, until he was 
enabled, in I87i, to find his moons 
of siibsiatence by writing books. 
His chief power as a writer is found 
in othnograpliicol description, es- 
pecially in the form of romance. 
Among his works are — " Semi- 
Asiatic Life : Pictures of Civilisa- 
tion in Galicia, the Bukowina, 
South llussia, and Eoumania,'* 2nd 
ed,, 2 vols., 1878} "Prom the Don 
to the Danube : Hew Pictui’os of 
Semi-Asiatic Life,^' 2 vols., 1878} 
"Young Lovc,^' two stories, 1878 ; 
" Tho Jews of Barnow," tales, 3rd 
ed. } Moschko of Parina/^ the 
story of a Jewish soldier } and 
" Tho Witch,^* a novel, 1880. 
Pransos is still a largo contributor 
to the feuilleions of the 2i^eue Freie 
Presac. One of Ms latest works, 
"Dor Praesident" ("The Presi- 
dent^*)^ is a novel which was first 


published as a fenilleton in tho St. 
Petersburg Zeitmg (1883), and 
since in book form. 

PBASBR, Alexander Campbell, 
D.C.L., LL.D., professor of logic 
and metaphysics in the University 
of Edinburgh, was bom, in Sept, 
1819, nt Ardchattan, co. Argyll, of 
which parish his fathor was minis- 
ter, his mother being a sister of 
Sir Duncan Campbell, of Barcalf lino . 
He was educated at tlie Univorsitioa 
of Glasgow and Ediiibiirgh, and in 
1812 obtained tho Edinburgh Uui- 
vcj’sity prize for on essay on 
" Toleration.” He early devoted 
himself to philosophy and litera- 
ture. In 1850 ho became editor of 
tho North NrUUh JtevieWi which ho 
conducted till 1857. In the pre- 
vious year he oniorod on tho 
duties of his present chair, aa 
successor to SirvVilliam Hamilton, 
^inee 18o9 ho hfia also bold tho 
olHco of Doan of tho Faculty of 
Arts, and taken an active i^art in 
matters of University reform. In 
1871 he was one of the examiners 
in the Moral Science Tripos of ilio 
University of Cambridge, in tho 
same year he received the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws from tho 
University of Glasgow. Since 1872 
he has acted as Examiner in Moral 
Science and Logit* at the India 
Civil Service Examinations. In 
1877 he was ohosoii to rex>rosont 
the Senatus Academious in tho 
Edinburgh University Court, an 
ofiioo which he still holds. At 
Commemoration in June. 1883, ho 
was created an honorary D.O.L. of 
the University of Oxford. Diirin}^ 
tho last thirty years Professor 
Campbell Eraser has contributed 
numerous articles, chiolly philoso- 
phical, educational, and biograplii- 
cal, to tho North Untish lievirtv, 
Macmillan*a Magazine^Nncyclopivdia 
Britannica, and other periodicals 
and enoyoloptedias. In 1850 ho 
published " Essays in Philosophy,** 
and in 1868 "Kationed Philoso- 
phy.” In 1871 he produced a 
Oollootod Edition of tho Works 
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of Bishop Berkeloy, with Dissorta- 
tions and Annotations/' in 3 toIb.j 
and in the same year a Life of 
Bishop Bei’kolcy, with an Account 
of his Philosophy/' "both of thorn 
pnhlished by the Oxford Clarendon 
Press. These wore followed in 
1874 by " Selections from Berkeley, 
with a Historical Introduction/' 
and in 1881 by a monograph on 
'^Berkeley/' in Blackwood's Philo- 
sophical Classics, both of which 
have passed through several edi- 
tions. Ho is now engaged in 
studies on John Locke and modern 
philosophy, with a view to a work 
on that subject. His latest publi- 
cation is a Preface to Hussoirs 

JRcminiscencoB of Tarrow," 1880. 

PBASEB, Major-deneral Charles 
Crawfurd, V.C., C.B., M.P., bom in 
Buldiu, Aug. 31, 1820, is a son of 
the late Liout.-Col. Sir J. J. Eraser, 
Bart. He was educated at Eton, 
and in 18 J 7 joined the 7th Hussars, 
becomiug Caxjtain 1854 and Major- 
Q-cncral 1877, after having com- 
manded the 11th (Prince Albert’s 
Own) Hnssara for eleven years. 
He served with great distinction 
during the Indian Mutiny, and was 
severely wounded in one action. 
On Doc. 31, 1858, ho rescued an 
officer and men from drowning in 
tho Biver Eaptoe by swimining to 
them under a sharp dre. Eor this 
he was mentioned in despatches 
as having shown conspicuous 
gallantry/’ and received, in addi- 
tion to the Yictoria Cross, the 
Boyal Humane Society's drst-elass 
medal. In 1^68 he served through- 
out the Abyssinian Campaign as 
Commandant at Head-Quarters, 
and in charge of the outx^osts, and 
obtained a C.B. He has since been 
A.D.C. to H.B.H. the Commonder- 
in-Ohief , Inspector - G-eneroI of 
Cavalry in Ireland and in Creat 
Britain, oud for four years Com- 
mauder of the Curragh. He now 
represents Horth Lambeth in Par- 
liament in the Conservative in- 
terest. 

EBEOHETTE, IiOuis |Hoaor^, a 


French Canadian littdi^atew* and 
journalist, was bom at Levis, 
opposite Quebec, on the 16th Hov. 
1839. He received his aducation 
at tho Quebec Seminary, at St. 
Anne's College, and at the College 
of Hicolet. Ho studied law, and 
was called to tho Bar of Lower 
Canada in 1801. He became a 
voluminous contributor to the 
newspaper press of the French 
province, and edited successively 
Le J(mrnalde Quebec wa.d. Le Jovrnal 
de Levia» lu 1862 he published a 
collection of poems under tho title 
of ** Mes Loisirs," and two dramas, 
j entitled '^Papineau” and "L'Exile,” 

I For a time he represented his native 
town in the Local Legislature of 
. Quebec, and from 1872 until 1878 
sat for Levis in the Dominion 
Parliament. During this period 
ho published two additional collec- 
tions of poems, entitled respec- 
tively, Lea Flours Borealos " and 
""Lea Oiseaux de Hoige." For 
those works he was crowned by the 
French Academy in Aug. 1880. In 
1877 he added to his literary laurels 
by the issue of P61e-Mffie," a 
fiu'ther comiDilation of French 
lyrics. In 1884 he became chief 
editor of La Paine, Montreal. 

FBEBEBIOE WILLIAM (Fre- 
derick William Nicholas Oharles), 
Imperial Prince of Germany and 
Ci'own Prince of Pi'ussm, is the 
eldest son of William, Bing of 
Prussia, and now Emperor of Ger- 
many. He was born at the new 
palace in Potsdam, Oct. IS, 1S3I, 
entered the milita^ service at an 
early age, rose to the rank of 
general, and held numerous im- 
portant appointments. In 1866 
when the war broke out between 
Prussia and Austria, the chief of 
his staff was Major-Gleneral vou 
Blumentlial, and he had under his 
orders three army-corps, besides 
the Guard Corps under Prince 
Augustus of Wiirtembcrg. The 
Grown Prince led his army, com- 
posed of 125,000 men, from Silesia 
through the passes of the Sudetio 
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Hills, an operation exposed to j^rcat 
clifficttltiea and to considerable 
danger. By a series of brilliant 
operations the artny pushed its way 
through the mountains, fighting 
severe actions at Trantenau, Na- 
chod, Skolitz, and Schweinschodel. 
Before be had practically effected 
hia junction with Prince Frederick 
Charles, Oeucral Benedek had 
made preparations to attack the 
latter -with superior force, and the 
battle of Sodowa or Koniggratz 
was the result (July 3, 18G(J). The 
Crown prince appeared on the field 
unexpected by the Austrians in the 
middle of the battle, struck tho 
heart of the Austrian position, and 
decided the fortunes of tho day. 
His march from Milotin to Konig- 
grutz, and his series of victories 
on entering Bohemia, established 
hib reputation as an energetic com- 
mander. In the war between 
G-ermany and Franco the Crown 
Prince of Prussia acted a most 
conspicuous part. The close of 
July, 1870, found him on the Rhine 
frontier, in command of the Third 
German Army, comprising the 6th, 
6tb, and 11th hTorth Germaai corps, 
the 1st and 2nd Bavarian corps, 
and the divisions furnished by 
Baden, Wurtemberg, and Hesse, 
in all about 200,000 men and 600 
guns, On the 4th of August he 
vigorously attfioked the position 
held at Weissenburg by that por- 
tion of Marshal MacMahon^s corps 
which was commanded by General 
Abel Hoiiay. The French were 
repulsed and dispersed after a 
severe struggle. Following up 
tills important victory, tho Crown 
Prince attacked on the (5th the 
united army-corps of Generals 
MacMahon, FailJy, and Caiirobert, 
drawn up in position at Woerth. 
MacMahon had under him 60,000 
men in all, and occupied a strong 
defensive position on the slopes of 
the^ Vosges. The Crown Prince 
arrived from Weissenburg on tho 
evening of the dth with an army 
of 180,000 men, and began the 


attack at sovon tho next morning. 
The French lino was turned at two 
points, and their left and centre 
broken, notwithstanding a desper- 
ate charge of envaby, which was 
ordered by MaoMahou as a last 
resort. At the inomovnble on- 
gegement near Sedan (Soxjt. 1) liin 
troops and thoao of Prince h're- 
dcrick Charles wore engaged 
against tho greater part of Mac- 
Mahon's forces • and the Gorimins 
succeeded in Grossing tho river 
Mouse, this extremely dilEcult 
oi^oration being offcctocl by tho 
Crown Prince with his Prubsiany 
and WtirtomborgovB, supported by 
the Bavarians under General von 
der Tanu. He next made his way 
towards Paris, entered Versailles 
Sept. 20, throw additional troops 
round the capital, and roinaiuod 
in tho vicinity of tlio invested city 
I until after the oonclusion of pcao('. 
On Oct, 28 lie Was created a Field 
Marshal of Prussia, and on !Nov. 8 
a Russian Field Marshal. In 1B7H, 
when the Emperor had been 
wounded by the assassin Hobiling, 
the Crown Prince was appointe<l 
Regent till his father’s recovery. 
The Prince married, Jan, 2B, 1858, 
Victoria Adelaide, Princess Royal 
of Great Britain, by whom he has 
sovon children, — ^FrodoriokWilliaiu 
Victor Albert, bom Jan. 27. 3860 
(commonly called Prince Willi/im 
—ho is married to the Princess 
Victoria of Schleswig - Holstoin- 
Augustonburg, and has children) j 
Victoria Elizabeth Augushi OJi/ir- 
lote, born July 2X, ISGOj Albert 
William Henry, honi Aug. 20, 
18G2 i Frederica Amelia Williol- 
mina Victoria, born April 12, 
18(16 j Joachim Frodorick Ernest 
Waldoiuar, born Feb. 30, 3HGH j 
S ophia Dorothy Ulrica Alice, 
born Juno 14, 187 O 3 and Margai’et 
BeaMx Feodoro, bom April 22, 
3872. ^ 

FREDERICK WILLIAM LODIS, 
Grand Buko of Bmlon, bom Sept. 

9, 1826, succeeded his father, tlio 
Grand Duke Leopold, as Regent, 
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-April 24 1862, to tlie exclusion of 
his elder brother Louis, who was 
niGutally incapable of governing. 
Since 1853 he has been continually 
o ngoged in struggles with the 
ccolcaiastical power, and at the end 
of 1855 banished the Jesuits from 
tho duchy. In Sept. 1860, ho h*ad 
a narrow escape from assassination. 
He assumed the title of Grand 
Duke Sept. 6, 1850, and married 
the daughter of William I. of 
Prussia, Sept. 20. An ardent 
advocate of German unity, he 
became an ally of Prussia (of whose 
Icing he is nephew) in the Pranco- 
German war (1870-71), and the 
Badoneso soldiers contributed in 
no small degree to the triumph of 
the German arms. In 1880 he 
Ijrosided at the great fiuincente- 
nary festivid of the University of 
Heidelberg. 

PEE£MAK| Edward Augustus, 
U.G.L., LL.D., of SomerleazG, 
Wells, Somerset, son of tho late 
J'ohn Freeman, Bsq., and of Ped- 
more Hall, Worcestershire, was 
bom at Harbome, Staffordshire, 
in 1823. Ho was elected Scholar 
of Trinity College, Oxford, in 18 11, 
Follow in 18 J 5, Honorary Fellow, 
1880, filled the oiEce of Examiner 
in the School of Law and Modern 
History in 1857-8 and in 1863-1, 
and in the School of Modern His- 
tory in 1878, became Begins Pro- 
fessor of Modem History and 
Fellow of Oriel, 3884.

FREMONT, John Charles, was 
bom at Savannah, Georgia, Jan- 
uary 21, 1813, and graduated at 
Charleston College, 1830. In 1838 
he received the appointment of 
teacher of mathematics on board 
the sloop-of-war NdtcTveSf and 


two years afterwards waa^ made 
Professor of Mathoinatics in the 
United States* navy. In 1839 lie 
ho was couimissioucd as lieutenant 
in the corps of topographical en- 
gineers; and in 1842 coiiduoied ii 
geographical survey of the tluni 
almost until own region betwoou 
the Missouri river and the Paeifio 
Ocean. In May, 18 13, ho sot out 
upon a still longer expedition from 
the Booty Mountains to the Pacific. 
On his return in 1814 he was bre- 
vetted as captain, and in the spring 
of 1845 was scut to explore the 
great western basin, and the mari- 
time region along the Pacific, an 
expedition which resulted in the 
acquisition of California to tho 
United States.

EBEBE'OEBAK, Hubert Joseph 
Walther, a Belgian statesman, 
born at Libgo, April 22, 1812, was 
called to tb.e bar o£ liis native city, 
and soon acquired a high reputa- 
tion among the Liberal party there, 
who returned liiin to the Belgian 
Chamber as their representative in 
1847. He Tvas Pinance Minister in 
that year, and again from 1848 to 
1852, being in the interval between 
the two administrations IMinistcr 
of Public Works. He again boctiiuo 
Finance Minister in 1801, was soon 
afterwards appointed President of 
the Council, and once more received 
the portfolio of Finance when the 
new Government was formed in

was employed by the Government 
in the same year onseveral import- 
ant puhHe works.

Marsaii, he was, in tlio regular 
oourso of promotion, transferred to 
Chartres in 1R51, and to Bordeaux 
in 1855, In the latter year the 
Company of the Kailways of the 
South ai)pointod M. de Froyciiiet 
as their x>riucipal ongiuoor. During 
the five years of his temu’e of tliis 
important post, ho gave to tho

organisation which the other French 
j'ailway companies did not fail to 
iinitato. M. do Freycinet was next 
employed by tho Govemmotit in 
various scientific or industrial inis- 
^ sions in Franco and in foreign 
countries.

His former 
Bfcudies on water supidy, sewaigo, 
and engineering won for him tliis 
distinction. M. do Pruyeinot con- 
tinued in his office of Ministor of 
Public Works in the Cabinet pre- 
sided over by M. Waddington (Fob. 
4, 1870), after M. Griivy had suc- 
ceeded Marshal MaoMalion as Presi- 
dent of the Republic. At tho close 
of that year (Deo. 27b ho was ap- 
pointed President of the Council in 
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place of M. Waclding’tou, ami ho 
took the portfolio of Foreif^u Affairs. 
Ho resi^i-ned ^opt. 10^ 1880^ in con- 
Bctiuonce of the diiliculties relative 
to tho execution of the deoreos 
ajjainst the unauthorized religious 
Orders j and M. Jules Ferry was 
then entrusted with the formation 
of a new Cabinet. In Jan. 1882, 
M. Gainbotta^s Ministry was over- 
thrown on tho Scrutin de Liste 
prox>osal, by a majority in the 
Chamber of 305 to 110. M, de 
Freyciuet was then recalled to 
power, and again held, witlx the 
Presidency of tho Council, the 
X>ortfoUo of Foreign Affairs.

Tlio Ministry 
at once resigned, and, as the Cham- 
ber had declared in the plainest 
passible terms against intervention 
in Bgypt, France become a passive 
spectator of England’s action.

President Grevy, after many diffi- 
culties, succeeded in forming a 
"Ministry of Affairs” under M.

Brisson I and he, after a short and 
feeble tenure of office, gave place 
to M. do Freycinet, who took the 
jprosidency of tho Council and tho 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, He 
wont out of office in Deo, 1886, 
and was succeeded by M. Goblet.

to see it. For the next four years 
Mr. Frith did not exhibit much, 
being ooouxned in x^ninbing the 
largo picture of the " Bailway 
Station,” purchased by the late 
Mi\ Flatou, and exhibited in 1862 
at a gallery in the Haymarket.

'While 
still a youth he was afflicted mth 
the total loss of sight, but was able 
to become for a time a partner in a 
manuf aotoing business, and subse- 
quently practised as a medical elec- 
trician at Plymouth. In 1805 he 
announced that ho had discovered 
a means of rendering gunpowder 
non-explosive and exiJlosivo at will, 
the process for offeoting the same 
lioing simple, effectual, and cheap, 
the quality and bulk of the gun- 
powder remaining uninjured.” 
Arrangemonts were made for a 
trial of the process at the Govern- 
ment House, Mount Wise, Ply- 
mouth, June 27, 1865, and the

The invention consists of mixing 
powderedglass wilhtho gxinpowdor, 
which is thereby rendered unexplo- 
sive.

GALLITET, Gaston Alexandre 
Auguste, IdarciuiB de, a Erciich 
pfoneral, bom at Porisj Jan. 23, 
1830, joined tbo army in April, 18 18, 
and became colonel in Dec. 1867. 
Ho commanded the 3rd liegimont 
of Chasseurs d'Afrique, took part 
with the Army of the Rhine, 
during the Eranco-Gerninn War, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
General of Brigade, Aug. 30, 1870. 
During the second siege of Paris, 
he commandod a brigade of the 
Army of Versoillos, and was un- 
ouviably distinguished for his 
frightful severity to the Commu- 
nard prisoners. In 1872, he was 
sent into Africa, .njid placed at the 
head of the subdivision of Batnn, 
and had a considerable share in 
the pacification of the unsubdued 
tribes. He took chai'go of the 
expedition on El-Q oliah, which 
presented numerous difficulties for 
the transport of troops ; but he 
overcame all obstacles, and exe- 
cuted a rapid march through a 
desert country and severely pun- 
ished the revolted ti'ibes (Dec. 

On the g eno- 
ral re-organisation of the army, 
the Marquis de Gallifet (who had 
become very intimate with M. 
Gambetta), was named to the com- 
mand of the 3rd Brigade of In- 
fantry of the 8th Army Corps, and 
of the subdivision of theDeportment 
of the Cher. Promoted to the rank 
of General of Division, May 3, 1876, i 
ho obtained the command of the 
Ist Division of Cavalry, and in 
Eehruary, 1879, that of the 9th 
Regiment. Ho was decorated 
wilh the Legion of Honour in 
Juno, 1855, made officer, April, 
1863, and commander, April, 1873. 
Ho ranks very high as a cavalry 
officer. 

GAIT} Sir Alexandor Tilloch, 
G.C.M.G.j son of John Galt, the 
author, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Dr. Tilloch, was horn at Chelsea, 
Sept. 6, 1817j and educated in this 


country and in Canada. He was 
in the service of the British and 
American Land Company from 
1833 to ISoO, and Commissioner 
and Manager of their entire estates 
from 1841 to 185G. He was first 
elected to the Canadian Parliament 
in 1849. The Governor-General, Sir 
E. W. Hoad, requested lumto form 
an Administi*ation in Aug. 183S. 
This task he declined, though ho 
joined Mr, Cartier's Administration 
as Pinanco Minister, and held that 
office until the Ministry was de- 
feated on the Militia Bill, in May, 
1862. Sir Alexander Galt resumed 
his post as Einanco Minister in 
March, 1864, and retired in Aug. 
1866, when the Cabinet failed to 
carry a moasuro securing ooi*taiu 
educational privileges to the Pro- 
testant minority of Lower Canada, in 
view of the greatly increased power 
obtained by the Prencli and Roman 
Catholic majority under Confedera- 
tion. Mr. (ialt felt, as the reiu'o- 
sentativc in the Government of tlio 
Protestants of Lower Canada, that 
he could best serve their interests 
by retiring. The result appears to 
have justifiod his view. He was 
appointed one of tho Delegates for 
Lower Canada, to confer with tho 
Imperial Government ou tho subject 
of Confodoration, and in that capa- 
city, although not a member of tho 
Canadian Government, he secured 
protection for his co-religionists. 
On tbo Confederation being effected 
ho was appointed Minister of 
Einanco in the new Dominion 
Government, and ho held that office 
from July 1 till Nov. 4, 1867, when 
for private reasons he resigned. 
Sir Alexander Galt is regarded as 
the ablest financier in the oolonics, 
and has taken a prominent part in 
all the measures adopted to unite 
and consolidate British America. 
He was created a Ehight Comman- 
der of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in 1869, for his long official 
colonial services. In July, 1876, 
he was appointed a Commissioner 
on behalf of Great Britain under 
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tlio Truaty of Wiiahington of May^ 
1873^ and moro recently lie acted 
aa a inemher of the Halifax 
FisherioB Commission . He tos 
nominated a May 55, 

1878. Sir Aloxander was ni^ijointocl 
High Commiasioiior for Canada in 
England in Ai^ril, 1380, and was 
the Delegate for Canada, at the 
International Monotory Conference 
at Paris in 1881 . He was a mem- 
ber of the Executive and General 
Committees of the great Inter- 
national Eishorles Exhibition oi 
1883. In 1883 he resigned the 
High Commissionership, and ro- 
itirued to Canada. 

GALTOlf, Pranois, E.E,S., third 
and youngest son of S. T. Galton, 
of Dudclestou, near Birmingham, 
grandson of Dr. Erasmus Darwin, 
author of Zoonomia,'* and cousin 
of Charles Darwin the naturalist, 
was born in 1825 and educated at 
King Edward’s School, Birming- 
ham, wlueh he left to sfcudymedicine, 
first at the Birmiugliam Hospital, 
and subsequently at King's College , 
London, He graduated at Trinity 
College, Camfedge, in 18 U, tra- 
velled, in 18 IG, in North Africa and 
on the White Nile, then rarely 
visited, and in 1850, accompanied 
by Ml*. Anderson, made on ex- 
ploration of the then unknown 
Diimara and Ovampo lands in 
South Africa, starting from Wal- 
fisch Bay, Eor this journey, of 
which he published an account — 
" Narrative of an Explorer in 
Tropical South Africa,'^ 1833 — 
he received the gold medal of 
the Eoyal Geographicid Society, 
in whose proceedings he has since 
taken an active shore. Mr. Galton 
is author of tho " Art of Travel, or 
Shifts and Contrivances in Wild 
Countries,” a work which wont 
through five editions between 1855 
and 1872 j also of *^^Meteorogra- 
phioa,'^ 1863, the first attempt to 
chart the progress of the elements 
of the weather, on a large scale, 
and through whitdi the existence 
and theory of anti-cyclones was 


first ostahliahed by hiiu. Ho was 
appointed, on behalf of tho Royal 
Society, a uiem])cr of a committoo 
of tlie Board of Tr.ido, which exa- 
mined, aftor thp doatli of Admiral 
Pitzroy, into the past niul fiituro 
dutios and adiuinistration of the 
Meteorological OlHoo and lu' is 
now one of tho council to wliost' 
hands the Parliamentary grant for 
the mainlonanco of that ofiico is 
entrusted. In later years ho has 
published tho following works, 
bearing, more or loss clirootly, on 
Heredity and on Eacuitios: — '’H ero- 
ditary Gonius, its Laws and Con- 
sequences,” 1860 5 English Mon 
of Science: thoij* Nature and Nur- 
ture,” 187 1> i “ InquirioR into Uimian 
Enculty and its Dovolopiuont,” 1 883 ; 
also several niomoirrf on allied 
topics, including Exi^orimonts in 
Pangenosis, by brooding from rtib- 
bits of a pure variety, into who.iO 
circulation blood taken from otlu‘r 
variotiea had previously boon 
largely transfused,” (Proo. Royal 
Soc., 1871). He was general hocvo- 
tary of the British Association from 
1863 to 1868, president of its Geo- 
graphical section in 1862 and in 
1872, and of tho Anthropological 
sections in 1877 and 1883 j ho is 
President of tho Anthropologiottl 
Institute, and has boon Vicu-prohi- 
dont of tho Eoynl and tho Itoyal 
Geographical Societies. 

GAltDINEB, Samuel Bawson, 
was born Marcli i, 3829, at I102)loy, 
Hants, and educated at Winchester 
and at Christchurch, Oxford. Ho 
became an Honorary Student of 
Christchuroh and Qiuilo rooonlly) 
Fellow of All Soula^ j and for bouni 
time hold the Professorship of Mo- 
dern History at King *b College, Lon- 
don. Tho honorary degree of LL, / > . 
was conferred upon him by tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh . Mr. Gardner 
has written " The History of Eng- 
land from tho Accession of lames 
I. to the Disgrace of Chief-Justice 
Coke,” 1803 J " Prince Charles and 
tho Spanish Marriage,” J SGOj *' Eng- 
Itvnd under the Duke of Bucking-

haul and Charles I.,** 1875; ^'Tho 
Personal Govei’nincnt of Charles 
I.,” lK77i »'Thc Pall of tho 
Monarchy of Charles T./^ vola, i. 
and ii., all oE which wero repub- 
lished ill L883- 1« as a collected his- 
tory of Enj^limdj 10013-1012 ; “In- 
troduction to tho Study of Bufflish 
History/* conjointly with Mr, J. 
Bass Mullinj»or, 1881 j I'he First 
Two Stuarts and tho Puritan Eevo- 
lutioUj" 1875 j and “The Thirty 
Years* War/* 1874. On Aug. 10, 
1882, a Civil List pension of JB160 
was granted to him “ in recognition 
of his valuable contributions to the 
History of England/* His latest 
worlc is “History of the Orcat 
Civil War,** vol, i„ 188G. 

OARLAHD, Augustus H., Attor- 
ney-General of tho United States, 
was bom at Covington, Ken- 
tucky, June 11, 1832, His parents 
removed to Arkansas when he was 
a year old, and that State has since 
boon his home. He began the 
practice of law in 1838, and had 
attained considerable prominence 
by the time the Civil War began. 
He was an elector on tho Bell and 
Everett ticket in tho Presidential 
contest of 1800, and though at first 
opposed to socossion, became con- 
verted to the doctrine, and was a 
uiembor both of tho provisional 
and pennanont Confederate Con- 
gross, serving in tho Lower House 
from 1801 to 1801, when ho was 
transferred to the Senate. On tho 
dissolution of that body ho resumed 
his i^rofession at Little Rook, He I 
was elected Governor of Arkansas ! 
in 1874, and in 1877 entered the 
United States Senate, where ho 
remained until ho became a mem- 
ber of President Oloveland's Cabi- 
net as Attorney-General in March, 
1886. 

GARKETT, Richard, LL,D,,Bonof 
the late Rev.Richard Garnett, of the 
Biutish Museum, was bom at Lich- 
field, Fob, 27, 1835, and educated 
privately. Hewas appointed Assist- 
ant in the Printed Book Deiiart- 
ment of tlie British Museum in 1851 , 


and Abfliatant-Keeper of Printed 
Books and Superiutendont of tho 
Ruadiug-Room in 1873. He retired 
from the latter post in 1881, in 
order to devote more attoiition to 
the puinbing of tho Museum enta- 
logno. In April, 1883, the hono- 
rary degree of LL.i). was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Edinburgh. Mr. Gamott is tho 
author of “lo in Egypt, and other 
Poems/* 1859 j “ Poems from tho 
German,** 1802 J “Idylls and Epi- 
grams, chiefly from tho Greek 
Anthology,** 1869. He has edited 
his father’s “ Philological Essays/* 
1850 J “Relics of Shelley/* a col- 
lection of poetical fragments dis- 
covered by himself among the 
lioet’s MSS., 1802 j selections from 
Shelley’s poems and his letters, in 
1880 and 18S2, and Do Quinoey*s 
I “English Opium Eater/' hi 1883. 

! Ho has contributed extensively to 
periodical literature, and written 
several articles in the Uncyclopcedia 
BrUanntca tmdV id ionary of National 
Biograjihy^ Mr. Garnett has taken 
ail active iiart in tho nuineiuus iin- 
provoinonta ollocted of late yc«\rs in 
tho library of the British Museum, 
and has from the first superin- 
tended tho publication of tho 
general catalogue of i)rinted books. 

GARKIER, Jean Louis Charles, 
orohiteot, bora at Paris, Hov. 0, 
1825, studied sculpture and high- 
relicf at tho £co1g Speciole du 
Dossin, obtaining several prizes. 
In 1842 ho entered the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts, and remained there six 
years, studying under MM. Levoil 
and Hlppolyte Lohas, and gaining 
the great jjrize in architecture in 
1848, for his design for a “ Conser- 
vatoire pour lea arts ct in6tiers,** 
Afterwards he travelled in Greece, 
moasured in the island of Egma the 
Templo of Jupiter, a polychromatic 
design for the restoration of which 
ho exhibitedatthe Salon des Beaux- 
Arts in 1853, and at the Exposition 
Univorselle of 1835. Returning to 
France in 1864, after a short visit 
to Constantinople, M, Gamier was 
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aUaclied as a siib-inspector to the 
■worts at the Tour de Saint-Jacques 
la Boucherio, under M". Ballu. Tn 
185G ho puhlibhed in tho I?ovuo 
Arclieologique ” an e^Dlaiiaiory 
paper relative to the Temple of 
Egina. lie exhibited various Avorhs 
in vrater-coloiirs^ &c., at the salons 
of 1867, 1859, and 18G3, obtained a 
third-class medal in 1857, a first- 
class medal in 18G3, and was deco- 
rated \nth the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, Aug. 9, 1864. In 1861 
he took part in the open competition 
for the new Opera-House at Paids *, 
iuB plans ■were unanimously adop- 
ted by the jury, over which Count 
Walewski presided, and he was 
entrusted -with the execution of this 
impoi’tant work. The Qrn nd Ox)cra- 
House, which had been nearly com- 
pleted under Imperial auspices, 
was opened Jan, 5, 1875. There 
•was a large concourse of foreign 
visitors present, and many of the 
highest rank j the ex-King of Han- 
over, the ex-Queen of Spain, her 
son, the young King Alfonso, and 
the Lord Mayor of London. On 
■tliis occasion M. Gamier was deco- 
rated as an Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. Ho was appointed Inspec- 
tor-General of Civil Consti’uctions, 
Paris, in October, 1877. The new 
theatre at Monaco, designed by 
him, was opened in Jan. 1879. In 
18SC M. Gamier visited London, 
and was presented with the gold 
mcdnl of tho Institute of British 
Architects. 

GABBKTT, Blizaheth, M.H. (See 
ANnnnsosr.) 

GABTH, Sir Bichord, son of the 
late Bov. Bichard Garth, of Parn- 
ham, Surrey, born in 1820, was 
educated at Eton and at Christ- 
church, Oxford, where he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. He 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1847, and went the Homo 
(Brouit. He sat in Parliament for 
a short time (1806-68) in the Con- 
servativc interest, aa one of the 
members for Guilford. In March, 
1875, he was nominated Chief-Jus- 


tice of Bengal, and received the 
honour of knighthood. 

GATLIKG, Bichard Jordan, M.D., 
^vas lioru in "Nortli Carolina, Sept. 
12, 1818, While a hoy ho asaiated 
his father in perfecting a machine 
for sowing cotton-seed, and another 
for thinning out cotton plants. 
Subsequently he invented a 
machine for sewing rice, Boinov- 
iug to St. Louis, in 1641, he 
adapted this invention to sowing 
wheat in drills. Por sovoi’al win- 
ters ho attended medical lectures 
in Cincinnati, and in 18 J 9 removed 
to Indianapolis, where ho engaged 
in raikoad entcri>riBos and real 
estate speculations. In 1850 ho 
invented a double-acting hoinp- 
hrako, and in 1857 a stonm-plou« Ji, 
which, however, ho did not bring 
to any practical result, hi IHCU ho 
conceived tho idea of the revolving 
battery gun which bears his name. 
Of these he conatructod six at Cin- 
cinnati, which wore destroyod by 
the hulking of his factory. Aft<*i*- 
wards he had twelve manufactured 
elsewhere, wliicli wore used by 
Q eueral Butler on the James Bivor. 
In 1805 ho improved his iuvontiou, 
and in the year following, after 
satisfactory trial, it was adopted 
into the United States service. It 
has also been adopted by several 
European govommonta. In 1879 
he ■visited England, roturning in 
1880. Ho resides at Hartford, 
Connecticut, superintending the 
I manufaotui'o of his guns. 

GATTT, The Bev. Alfred, H.P., 
is a member of a Cornish family, 
but was bom in tho city of Loudon, 
April 18, 1813. Ho was for five 
years at the noted school, Temjilo 
Grove, East Sheen, acquiring tho 
rudiments of education j after- 
wards both at tho Oharterhouso 
and Eton. Por a short time ho 
prepared for tho legal profession, 
but in April, 1831, lie ontorod at 
Exeter College, Oxford, and whilst 
an undergraduate printed a small 
volume of Poems. At tho begin- 
ning of 1886 ho took the degree of 
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B.A., having Bomo time previously 
X^assod the ncoessary examinations j 
and in 1837 was ordained by the 
Bishop of Kipon to the curacy of 
Bollorby, in the parish of Speuni- 
thorue, yorlcshirc. In 1838 he 
graduated K.A., and in the follow- 
ing yem* married Moi'gax’ot, the 
younger daughter of the Rev. Bx’. 
Scott, heat known as having been 
the friend and chaplain of Lord 
Kelson, In the year of his mar- 
riage ho was x)^OBonbcd to tho 
vicarage of Ecelesfleld, near Shef- 
field, a very large and arduous 
ptirish, where ho has ever since 
resided. Mrs, G-atty, being highly 
accomplished, and with fine literary 
taste, joined her husband in writ- 
ing a Life of Br. Scott in 184<2, 
which was (quickly out of print, 
They also subsj^uently edited 
a Life of Br. Wolff, the mis- 
sionary, which passed through two 
editions ; and they "wrote their 
Tour in Ireland in 1861, under tho 
title of "The Old Folks from 
Home,'* which had a like success. 
Mrs. Gatty was also assisted by 
her husband, during her long fatal 
illness, in the compilation of hor 
last work, " A Book of Sundials.” 
Br. Gatty*B own literary works arc 
a volume of Sermons, 181G j a 
second volume of Seimons, ISitS ; 
"The BeU } its origin, history, and 
uses,” second edition, 1848; "The 
Vicar and his Buties," 1863 ; 
"Twenty Plain Sermons,” 1858; 

The Testimony of Bavid,” 1870 ; 
a folio edition of Hunter’s ^'His- 
tory of HaUamshire,"” to which he 
added about one-third new matter 
(1869) ; also " Sheffield : Past and 
Bresent,” 1873; "A Life at one 
Living,” 1884; and in 1886, a 
tliird edition of "A Key to In 
Memoriam,” annotated by Lord 
Tennyson. In 18G1 he was axx- 
pointed a rural dean by Arch- 
bishop Longley, who during the 
following year bestowed upon him 
the honorary dignity of Sub-dean 
of York Cathedral. On Oct. 4, 
1873, Br. Gatty had the misfortune 


to lose his amiable and gifted wife, 
after ton years of aufCoring, during 
whicii time her intellect never lost 
its sii’ougth or clearness. The 
late Mrs* Ewing was their daughter, 
who wrote famous tales for the 
young, including Jackanapes,” 
“■ Tho Story of a Short Life,” Ac. 

GAYAZZI, Alessandro, a "Ko 
Popery ” lecturer, bom at Bologna 
in 1809, was admitted into minor 
orders in tlie Church of Borne in 
1826, and was made Professor of 
Ehetoxic at Kaplca, iUustratiug tho 
theory of the art by his eloquence 
in the pulpits of the chief cities of 
Italy. On the elevation, in 184C, 
of Pius IX. to the papal chair, he 
oxpi'essed the views he had long 
entci'tained on the state of his 
country and tho Chux'oh with in- 
creasing freedom. When the in- 
surrection of the Milanese and the 
discomfiture of the Austrians be- 
came known in Borne, Gavazzi, who 
was called on by the x^Bople to 
sx>eak, pi'oceeded to tho Pantheon, 
and x)ronounced a fervid oration on 
the patriots who had fallen at 
Milan. Ho took the tricoloim cross 
as Ills standard, and for weeks 
harangued crowds of citizens at 
tho Coliseum, on the prospects and 
duty of Italians. Pius IX., who 
was undei'stood to favour those 
attempts to rouse the nation, cou’* 
ferred upon him the office of Chap- 
lain-general of the Forces then 
being reorganized by tho levy of 
volunteers and national ^ords, 
and he accompanied the Roman 
army to the walla of Vicenza. 
While thus engaged, a reactionary 
^irit came over Pius IX., who 
recalled the Bomon legion, and 
Gavazzi, passing into Tuscany, 
made Florence ring with his ap- 
eals. Expelled from the cluchy, 
e took refuge in Genoa, whence he 
was recalled to restore quiet in 
Bologna, tho people in that idty 
having broken into open mutiny 
agoing the papal government. 
Bossi having by this time become 
the chief adviser of Pius IX., 
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shortly aftorwai’cls orderod tho 
arrest of G-avazzi^ who was sent off, 
under a strong escort^ to tho prison 
at Oornoto. On his way the people 
of Viterbo rose to deliver him, and 
Pitis IX. ordered his release. On 
tho flight of tho Popp after the 
assassiuati on of Ivossi, and the 
formation of tho republican govern- 
ment, Gavazzi, who was re-ap- 
IJointed Chaplain-general oi the 
Poroes, organized a committee of 
noble Eomau ladies to provide for 
the wounded, and superintended 
tho military hospitals. During the 
armistice concluded with General 
Oiidinot, the Bomans made a sortie 
under' Gai’ibal^ to repel the long 
of Naples, who had invadod the 
territory of the republic. Gavazzi 
aocompanied them, and after tho 
defeat of the invader, assisted the 
dying and wounded on both sides. 
Keturuing to Eomo, he occupied 
liiiusclf in sustaining the spirit of 
the people until they were over- 
whelinod by the auperioi’ forces of 
the French. At the close of the 
strugglo ho left his country, to 
gain a livelihood by teaching 
Italian, and lecturing against the 
Catholic Clnirch. For about six 
months his lectures in London 
wore attended by crowds, and he 
afterwards visited tho chief towns 
of Scotland, where he was received 
with hearty welcome. In 1851 
Gavazzi published his memoirs in 
Diiglish and Italian, and a few 
months later his Orations.” 
From Scotland he proceeded to ilie 
Duited States, whore ho was not 
so warmly received, and in Canada 
his oiutlons on more than one occa- 
sion nemdy caused a riot. On his 
return, ho resumed his occupation 
of propagandizing his particular 
views in Italy, in the stawice of 
the national cause, and was present 
with GarlbalcU at Palermo during 
the expedition of 18G0. Since 
then ho has several times visited 
Fugland. At present he is residing 
at Bomp. 

GATANOOS 7 ABC£, Pasoual 


de, was born at Seville the 2lBt of 
Juno, ISOfl, being tho son of 
brigadier-gonernl D. Jos6 de Gay- 
angos y Nebot. He made hie first 
studies at Madrid, and was, at the 
age of 13, sent to France, where nt 
Fontlevoy in tho dopartiiicnt of 
Loire and Cher, first, and after- 
wards at Paris, he conii>letad his 
education, having iitbonded for two 
yeoi’s thelootmes of Daron Silvestro 
de Saoy, the celebrated orientalist. 
After a few years iiassed in France 
he came to Fuglaud, married, and 
returned to Madrid, where ho 
obtained a post in the Treasury, 
and in 1833 was appointed intor- 
preter to tho Foreign Office till 
I83G, when the political events, 
and tlio Carlist war, made him 
resign his post, and come to 
England. In London, where ho 
resided till J8<li3, he devoted 
his attention to Oriental and 
Spanish iitorature, and besides 
numerous contributions to reviews, 
magazines, and other i)criodic:il 
issues, ho inado at tho roquoab of 
the Eoyal Asiatic Society of Eng- 
land, a transliition into English 
of the History of the Mohiuniuediiu 
dynasties by Almakkarf (2 void., 
<lto, 1811 — 3). In March of the 
same year (1843), ho was invited 
to return to Spain, und take oliargi» 
of tho professorship of Orioutal 
languages recently created at the 
University of Madrid, wJiioh post 
he acceptod and filled until 1872. 
Thence ho was promoted, in 1881, 
to the office of Director of Public 
Instruction, but having in the 
same year been elected senator by 
the town of Ifuolva, ho was obliged 
to resign, that offico being incom- 
patible with a scat in tho Spanish 
Senate. Since then ho haa mostly 
resided in London, engaged in 
various publications, such as a 
detailed and classified catalogue 
of the Sx^anlsh MSS. in tho British 
Museum, of which three volumes 
have already boon published, as 
well as tho '^Calendar of Letters 
and Papers illustrative of the His- 
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tory of Engliiud in comiccUon with 
that of Spain, during the reign of 
Homy VIIZ/' (7 vols,, royal 8to). 
The above works are in English. 
In Spain Seuor Gayangos has con- 
tributed largely to ilTustrato tho 
history of his native country. 
Beaidos scvoral learned papers on 
the history of Mohammedan Spain, 
such ns Momoria del Moro 
Earis/' Madrid, 1815, 4t0j and 
“ Memorial Historico Espahol,”' 
19 vols., small 4to, his contributions 
to various publishing societies, and 
chiefly to that of Los Bibliofllos, 
liave been very numerous. 

G-EHEN/, The Itev. John Euryj 
horn at Hastings, May 4, 1822, was 
educated at Kingswood School, near 
Bristol j entered tho Wesleyan 
ministry in 1810; from 1846 to 
1651 was Assistant Tutor in the 
Wesleyan Theological College, 
Richmond, Surrey; and in 1856 
was appointed Professor of Hebi^ew 
and Classics in the Wesleyan Theo- 
logical College, Didsbury, near 
Manchester, which office ho still 
holds. In 1870 Mr. Geden be- 
came n member of the Old Testa- 
ment Company for the Revision of 
the Bible. Ho has written "Tho 
Doctrine of a Puturo Life as con- 
tained in the Old Testament Scrii)- 
turos,'^ and " Didsbury Sermons/* 

GEIKIE, Archibald, P.R.S., born 
in Edinburgh in 1835, and edu- 
cated at the High Stdiool and the 
IJuivorBity, was appointed to the 
Geological Survey in 1855. He is 
a PtiBow of the Royal Societies

London. 

GEIIi.^The Right Rev. Frederick, 
D.D., Bishop of Madras, son of tho 
late Rev. Philip Qell, of Dorhy, 
bom in 1821, took his B.A. degreo 
at Trinity Collogo, Cambridge, in 
1843, and soon afterwards became 
n n 2 
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Fellow aiid Tutor of Clirist’a 
College. He prooeodod to tlie 
degree of M.A. in 184G. Having 
been chaplain to the Bishop of 
London, and one of Her Majesty’s 
prcaohers at 'Whitehall, ho, in 
1861, was couaccratecl to the see 
of Madras. 

GENOA (DUKE OE), Thomas 
Albert Victor do Savoy, only son of 
•tdiQ late Pidnco Ferdinand, Buko 
of Genoa, the brother of King 
Victor Emmanuel, waa born Feb. 6, 
ISC-ii. After receiving an English 
education at Harrow School, ho 
went through a regular course of 
study in the Mai'ine College at 
Genoa, and came out an officer of 
the Royal Italian Navy, iu which 
capacity he was entrusted with the 
command of the Vettor Pisani, a 
corvette of the first rank, bound on 
a voyago I’oimd the world. The 
vessel completed her cniise in 
1880, and the Duke’s journal of 
the voyage was published at the 
close of that year. 

GEORGE I. (Christian William 
Ferdinand Adolphus George), King 
of Greece, second son of tho King 
of Denmark, and brother of the 
Princess of Wales, born Dec. 21, 
18d5, served for some time in the 
Danish navy. After the abdicn^ 
tiuu of Otho X., the late King of 
Greece, in 18G3« the vacant throno 
was first tendered by a majority of 
the Greek people to Prince Alfred 
of England, irhose nomination the 
EngliSi Government refused to 
accept. It was then offered to 
Duke Ernest of Saxe-Ooburg Go- 
tha, who declined it ; and eventu- 
ally to Prince Christian, who, with 
the concurrence of liia own family 
and the consent of tho Groat 
Powers, accepted it, and began to 
reign as King George I. He was 
married at St. Petershm'g to the 
Princess Olga, daughter of the 
Grand Duke Constantine, Oct. 27, 
1807. The Prinoesa Olga was born 
Sept. 3, 1851. Since the year 1876, 
when active trouble broke out in 
tlie Balkan Peninaula, King

nia country gained a eonsidoraljlu 
addition of territory by tho deci- 
sion of the Conference which fol- 
lowed the Congress of IJorlm. In 
I 1K8G, after the revolution at 
PliiJippopolis and tlui Sorvo-Bid- 
guriaii war, <lrocco (uiidor a rasli 
minister, M. Delynniiis) was for 
declaring war against Ihirkey, and 
was only stojjpod by tho firm 
attitude of England. 

GEORGE, Henry, was born at 
Philadelphia, Seiitombor 2, IHGO. 
He attended the jniblic sohools 
until 183S, when ho wont into 
a counting-room, and thou to 
sea, learning something of print- 
ing in tho meanwhile. In 1858 
he re.ached California, wliore lu* 
worked at tho case again tmiil 
ISGGj when ho became a reporter 
and afterwards editor of variou-s 
IMipei's, among them tho San Fran- 
cisco Times and Post , Ho was State 
Inspoctor of Gas Motors for Cali- 
fornia, from 187G to 18H0, aud^IVus- 
teo of the Saai Francisco Fro<i Lhihlio 
Library from 1870 to 1880. lu Aug., 
1880, he removed to New York, 
where he has since resided. Ho 
spent a year in England and I rc- 
Innd, 1881-82, whore ho wiw fot' a 
very brief time under arrest as a 
“ suspect,” but was iiumodiatiOy 
released upon his identity being 
established. Mr. Gcorgo is (iliiolly 
known through his addresses an<L 
books upon economic subjects, iu 
which he traces tho evils of socioty 
to the cxistouco of private lu’opcrty 
in land. Ho has puldishod " Our 
Land and Land Policy,” 1871 j 
" Progress and Poverty,’^ 1879 j 
Irish Land Question,” 1881 j 
Social Problems,^’ 1883 j Tho 
Lund Question,^' 1884 5 and '' Pro- 
tection or Froo Trade,” 188G. Mr, 
George visited England again iu 
1883, and Scotland in 1884, lectur- 
ing on economic quostions, particu- 
larly that of land ownership. In 
1880 he was uominatod by the 
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Laljour Party as canditlabo for tlie 
MtiyoKiTty of New Tork. The op- 
posing cancliclates wore Mr. Abram 
Hewitt, Democrat, and Mr. Roose- 
velt, Republican, Immense inte- 
rest all over tlic world was excited 
by the contest, whioli ended in the 
success of Mr. Hewitt, who polled 
some 00,000 votes, Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. George polling some 60,000 
each. It need not bo said that 
this was looked upon as a great 
moral sneoess to the Labour Party. 

CIEBM AII9',*'- Antoine-Kenri-Marie, 
a Pi’cnch politician and Rnanciei*, 
was born at Lyons, Pob. 10, 1824. 
He was one of the founders, and is 
now the Chairman, of tho great 
huancial company, the Credit 
Lyonnais. In 1869, ho was elected 
as Iji])ertU member for tho 3rd cir- 
cumscription of the Ain, and was 
chosen again at the general elec- 
tion for the National Assoinbly in 
187 1. As the embodiment of 
“ Loft Centro ” 2>i‘i^ciiJle3, and as 
one of tho highest French autho- 
rities on finance, M. Germain has i 
always held a very distinguished 
X>otitiun, and his rare speeches on ! 
the different budgets have made an , 
impression not only in Paris, birt 
throughout Eiu'Ope. Ho is opposed | 
to tho recent fijiancnd policy of the 
Republic. ! 

0EROME, Jean Iiaou, artist, boi*n 
at Vesoiil, Haute-Saflno, May 11, 
1821, studied in his naiivo place, 
went to Paris in IS 11, and entered 
the studio of Paul Delaroche, under 
whose dircetzou lie pm's^d, for a 
time, his studies at the Ecolo des 
Beaux-Arts. Ho remoinod under 
that celebrated artist until 18XX, 
andaocompaniod him in his journey 
to Italy. Retiuming to France in 
18d5, he exhibited, for the first 
time, at the Salon of 18 17, went on 
an excursion to I'urkoy and the 
eastern banks of the Danube in 
1833, and to Upper and Lower 
Egypt in 185G. These travels fur- 
nished him with numerous subjects 
for his ];)amtings. In Dec., 1863, he 
was appointed Professor of Paint- 


ing in tho Ecole des Bcanx-Arts. 
Since 1847, M. Gdrdme has exhi- 
bited " The Virgin, the Infant 
iTosus, and Saint John " Bacchus 
and Cupid ; ” A Greek Interior $ "

By the advice of 
the director of the Conservatoire 
at Vienna, who chanced to hoar 
her sing at tlio head of one of bho 
Catholic pi'ocessions of her native 
town, she was placed under the 
tuition of tho far-famed Madame 
Marohesi, with whom she studied 
most diligently for throe yeai's 
(1873-76L In the meantime ru- 
mours or }jer wonderful voice had 
got abroad, and offers were made 
to her from several German towns. 
Etelka, however, declined these, 
as she was determined to begin 
her career in an Italian schools 
and in Jan., 1876, she made her 
ddhut at Venice, under the man- 
agement of Signor Gardini, in the

EigoloLlo/^ and witli wonderful 
success. Almost at once followed 
the parts of Ophelia, Xtucia, Amina 
in La Somnamlmla/^ and " Mar- 
guerite,” which last character she 
at first sang, as it was originally 
written, in French.

Church, and in 18 IG a Christmas 
cantata of his coni])osition Avas por- 
! formed in Ghent. In May, 18 J 7, 
lie gained the first prize for com- 
position at tho iititioual comiieti- 
tion at Brussel H, but was allowed 
to postpone his foreign tour for 
tAvo years, during which his first 
two ox)oras, Hughes do Somcr- 
ghem,” and " La Comedio i\ la 
Villc,” wore produced in Ghent. 
In 1810 ho proceeded on his tour, 
and Avont to Spain. His rcxiorts on 
{Spanish music Avere jiriiitod in tho 
i Imllotin of the Academie of Jlnis- 
sels for 1831. On Nov. 27, 1832, 
ho prodncod " Georgette ” at the 
Theotre Lyritpio in I’uris, anti in 
Oct., 1851, ''Lo Billet do Min*- 
giUTito,” both Avith cxtrnordiuary 
success. For his onutatn, ** Du 
Natioualo VerjaordMg,” composed 
in honour of the tAVonty -fifth auui- 
versary of the i-eign of Khig Leo- 
pold, ho received the Order of 
Leopold. In 1807 ho aviis appohitetl 
Chef dc Chant at the Aeademie do 
Musique, I’aris, a i>ost he retained 
until Sept,, 1870, since Avhich tiuio 
he has devoted his attention mo]*u 
especially to tho history of music, 
and in 1876 brought out the first 
part of his "Histoirc ot 'J’hrurie 
de la Musiquo dans rAntiquite.” 
In 1871 he succeeded Fetia n.s di- 
rector of tho Conservatoire at 
Brussels, an apxioiiitmont Avhieh 
gave great scojio foi* his remark- 
able iDOAA'ors of organizalion. One 
of liis reforms consisted in iilacing 
tho singing ol/iflsos under the >in- 
nual inspection of some celebrated 
singer. Govaoi‘t Avas eloeteil a 
Member of tho Acadomio des 
Beaux- Arts in 1873. liis utliiu’ 
Avorks oomprisu (Quentin Dur-

1801; all i)rodn(‘od at the Opera 
Couiique, Paris, with gi’oat success, 
as Avas also "Les Heux Amours,” 
at the theatre of Baden-Baden, 
1861. In conuociion with tho his- 
tory of music ho has written Tecr- 
book van don Gfregoriaonsohon 
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zang/' 185G ; Trait6 tVInstru- 
mentation/' 1803 ; and ‘^Los Q^oires 
d'Jtalie/' 1868. 

GIBBONS, The Host Ber. Janies, 
EomanCatliolicArclibisliox) of Balti- 
more, 'was bom at Baltimore, July 23, 
1834. Ho graduatod Troin St .Mary 'a 
Somxnary (Baltimore) in 1867. Ho 
iras consooi'ftted tatuhu* Bishop of 
Adrannytliium in 1808, and made 
Vicar Apostolic of North Carolina. 
In 1872 ho was transferred to tlio 
See of Eiehmond, Virginia, and 
later became coiadjutor to Bishop 
JBaylcy, whom ho auccouded in the 
Arclibishopric of Baltimore in 1877. 
In March, 188G, ho was nominated 
as Cardinal. His principal wox*k 
is The Faith of onr Fathers."

GIBSON, John George, Q.C.^M.P., 
youngest son of Mr. William Q-ih- 
Bon, of Rochforest, eo. Tipperary 
(who was Taxing Moster in Chan- , 
eery), and brother of Lord Ash- 1 
bourne, was born in 1846, and i 
educated at Trinity College, Dub- ’ 
lin, where he had a brilliant career, i 
talcing the first two gold medals in 
Classics and Histoiy and Political 
Science. He was called to the 
Irish bar in 1870 and joined the 
Leinster Circuit. He was created 
a Queen's Oonnsel in 1880, and in 
1883 was elected Conservative 
member for the Walton Division of 
Liveipoolj which he represents also 
ixi tho present Parliament, In 
1886 he was appointed her Majesty’s ! 
Third Seijeont-at-Law, and in Lord 
Salisbnty’s second administration 
(1886) holds the post of Solicitor- 
(loneral for Ireland. 

GIFFEN, Robert, LL.D,, was 
bom at Strathaven, Lanarkshire, 
in 1837, and educated chiefly at 
tixe imrish school in that town j was 
exnployed as clerk in a solicitor’s 
olHce, partly in Sfcrathaveii and 
partly in Glasgow from 1850 to 
1857, attending for two sessions at 
Glasgow OoUoga in 1856-7 and 
1837-8; and was afterwards em- 
ployed in a commercial house in 


I Clasgow from 1858 to 18G0, be- 
coming connected TTitii the proas 
in the latter year as sub-editor and 
J reporter on the staff of the Stirling 
Joii^rnal. In 1802 he left Stirliug 
for London to occupy a position on 
the staff of the Qlohe newspaper, 
with which he was comiectod, as 
sub-editor and rontidbzxtor, zzzitil 
18GG ; for a short time after that 
he assisted Mr. Morley in tho Fort- 
nightly JRevicio ; from ISGS to 1876 
ho was assistant editor and ixrinci- 
pal contributor to the Ji'conomistj 
under Mr. Baguhot, being also 
from 1873 to 1876 city editor of aud 
writer of tho Trade and Finance 
article in the Daily News, Ju 1876 
ho was appointed chief of the 
Statistical Department of tho Board 
of Trade, the olllco being luorged 
in 1882 in that of Assistant-Seci'c- 
tary. Commercial Department. 
During his connection with the 
press he was a contributor to tlio 
Fortnightly Eeview, Saturday Eevim, 
Spectator and other journals, and 
in his official capacity has written 
numerous reports on commercial 
matters, besides giving evidence on 
similar subjects, e.g., sugar boun- 
ties, gold and silver, Channel 
tunnel, Ac., before nine Committees 
of the House of Commons and 
Royal Commissions. In 1881 Mr, 
Giffen I'esignod his post at the

(tIEBS, Kioholas Carlovitoh de, 
a Bnssian statesman of Swedish 
origin, was bom May 9 (O.S.), 
1820. After passing through the 
course of science at the Imperial 
Lyceum of Czarskoe Belo, he en- 
tered the Asiatic Department of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
being then 18 years of age. In 
1811 he was attached to the Bussian 
Consulate in Moldavia, and in Sep- 
tember, 1818, he was sent by Im- 
perial order fo the head-quarters 
of the liussiau troras in Transyl- 
vania duriug the Huugaxian cam- 
paign, as a diplomatic official under 
tho Commander-in-Chief, General 
Lueders. For hia untiring industry 
and the zealous fulfilment of his 
duties in this capacity, he was 
made a Court Councillor, and re- 
ceived the Order of St. Stani^as of 
the fourth class. On his return 
from Transylvania in 1850, he was 
sent as First Secretary of Embassy 
to Constantinople j and thence, in 
1853, he was transferred to Bou- 
mania as Director of tho Chancery 
of the Commissai'y-Pleuipotentiary 
in the then Principalities of Wal- 
lachia and Moldavia, whoro he re- 
mained 32 months. On war break- 
ingoufe withTurIcey,he wasattached 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and despatched in 1855, with im- 
portant instructions, to the Govor- 
nors-Gonoral of ITew Eussia and 
Bessarabia. In 1856 he was created 
a Councillor of State and appointed 
Consul-General to Egypt; and, 
after two years, in the same capa- 
city to Wallaciua and Moldavia, 
xec^ving the latle of Acstual Coun- 


cillor of State. For his many im- 
l^oi'tant services at tho Inttor post, 
during a period of five years, tlio 
Emperor decorated him with tho 
Order of St. Anno of tho first class. 
On Aug, 1, 1863, he was made 
Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Tehe- 
ran, where he ]*emamcd till 1860. 
His residence at the Persian Court 
is said to have greatly contributed 
towards tho consolidation of its 
friendly relations with Busaia. ITo 
was then made Privy Councillor, 
and decorated with the insignia 
of St. Vladimir of tho second 
class. M. de Giera was appointed 
in 1869 Minister at Berne, whore 
he remained three years (being 
succeeded by tlio son of Prince 
Gortohnkoff) ; and was then trans- 
ferred in the same capacity to 
Stockholm in the room of M. Uas- 
chakott. While acting ns Anibiis- 
saclor in Sweden ho recoived the 
high BxxBsian Orders of the White 
Eagle and St. Alexander Novbky. 
When the Swedish King wont to 
Enasia in 1875, Privy Coimcillor 
de Giera was called to St . Petersburg 
and remained near his Majesty 
throughout hia stay. Soon after- 
wards, in Dec. 1875, lie was ap- 
pointed Adjunct to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Director of the 
Asiatic Department, with a scat in 
the Senate. In this capacity he had 
to diroot hia attention to the con- 
troversies whicli ppriodicolly arise 
in Central Asia between Eussia and 
England; and ho generally con- 
tri vod to terminate any negotiations 
on such subjects to the advaut»ige 
of the former Power. In 1870 the 
dil'ection of foreign affairs was 
altogether confided to him dxiring 
the ahaenee of Prince Gortuhakoff} 
and again, in 1877, for bpvoii 
months, during tho wiu' with 
Turkey. Tho late Emperor, on 
returning from Bulgaria, expressed 
his thanks to M. do Giers for his 
able direction of the Ministry;

GILBBBT, Joseph Henry, bou of 
tho Rev. Josojih Gilbort, w>is born 
at Hull, Aug. 1, 1817, During his 
achool-daye ho mot with a gunshot 
accident which hindered his odu- 
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cation for sonio timcj azicl also 
deprived Miu of tlie sight of one 
eye. lie studied first at Glasgow 
University, devoting iniicli time to 
clioiiiistry, and tiftermirds at Uni- 
versity College^ London^ in’oceoding 
later on to Germany, where ho 
worked at chemistry under Liebig 
at Giessen, and took his degree ox 
Ph.D. On his return to London in 
1810, ho acted as assistant to Prof. 
A. T. Thompson at University 
College, and afterwards went to 
Manoh ester, where he studied the 
chomistry of oalico-i>rinting, etc. 
In 1813 ho became connected with 
Mr. (now Sir) J. B. Lawos, of 
liothaiustod, and has Buice been 
eiijraged ^vith him in a systematic 
series of rcseardios on agi*icultnral 
chemistry and physiology, the 
results of which have been inib- 
lished from time to time in the 
^‘^PUilosoidiioal Transactions of tlie 
Royal Society." l)r. Gilbert was 
elected Follow of the Royal Society 
in 1860, and was presented with 
one of the Royal Medals in 1867. 
He has been a meinher of tlie 
Chemical Society since 1811, and 
was President of that body in 
1882-3. In 1884 ho was appointed 
Sibtliorpian Professor of Rural 
Economy in the University of 
Oxford, hut he still retains the 
Rcctorshij:) of the Rothaiustcd 
Laboratory. Up to the present 
time nearly 100 papei's, many Jong 
and elaborate, have been published 
on the Rothamsted field experi- 
ments, on the Feeding of Animals, 
Utilisation of Sewage, eto., mostly 
by Br, Gilbert and Sir J. B. 
Lawes jointly, but some by Dr. 
Gilbert alone. 

OILBEBT, William Schwenek, 
B.Am was bona Nov. 18, 1830, at 
17, Southampton Street, Strand, 
London, and educated at Great 
Ealing School. He took the degree 
of B.A. at the Uni vei’sity of London, 
was onllcd to the bar of the Inner 
Temple in Nov. 18G1 j was Clerk in 
the Privy Council Office from 1857 
to 1862; and was appointed Captain 


of the Royal Aberdeenshire Ifigh- 
landors (Militia) in 18G8. Mr. Gil- 
Ijort is well known as a drainatio 
author and contributor toperiodioal 
literature. His fiist piece, Hul- 
aamai’a,” wna j)roduced at the Si. 
James’s Thcntre, in Jan. ISGO. He 
is also author of "An Old Score j" 
" The Princess j " " Ages Ago j " 
"Randall’s Thumb;" "Creatures 
of Impulso "A Sensation Novel j" 
" Happy Arcadia " (Gallciy of Il- 
lustration); "The Palace of Truth," 
a fairy comedy in tliroo acts,brought 
out in Nov. 3870 ; " Pygiiiiilion and 
Galatea," a fairy comedy, in throe 
acts, brought out in IJec. 1871 ; 
" The Wicked World," a fairy 
comedy in throo acts, brought out 
in Jan, 1873; and "Charity," a 
play in four acts, brought oixt 
in Jan. 1874, at the Haymarkot 
Theatre, whore the tlu’oo preceding 
pieces had also first appeared. 
" Sweethearts," a dramatic contrast 
I in two acts, was produced at the 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre, in Nov. 
1871. "Broken Hearts," a fairy 
comedy, was produced at the Court 
Theatre, in 1870, "Tom Cobb," a 
three act farcical comedy, at the 
St. James’s in the same year, and 
" Trial by Jury " (written in con- 
junction with X)r. Arthur Sullivan), 
at the Royalty. This was followed 
by ^'Dau’l I)ruce," a three act 
drama, at the Haymarkot ; and this 
again by " Engaged," a three act 
farcical coniedy,at the same thoairc ; 
the " Ne’er-do-Weol " (Olympic, 
Fob. 25,1878) ; ‘’'Gretchon" (Olym- 
pic, Mai^oh 24, 1870) ; "F^^gerty’s 
Fairy,” Criterion; "Comedy and 
Tragedy," Lyceum ; and the Sor- 
cerer," a two act opera (written 
in conjunction with Br. Arthur 
Sullivan), which was prothicod at 
the Opera Conii(|Uo in Sept. 3877. 
This was followed by ** H.M.S. 
Pinafore," which ran for two years 
at that theatre. The " Pirates of 
Penzance,” whidi succeeded this 
piece, ran for more than a year, 
and "Patience, or Bunthome’a 
Bride," which was produced at the 
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Oppra Comiquo in April, 1881, and 
ti’ansforred to the new Savoy 
Thentro in Oct. 3881, and ran for 
twenty months. This was followed 
by lolanthOj or the Poor and the 
Pori/' which ran thirteen months, 
and " Princess Ida or Castle Ada- 
inimt,'* which ran nearly as louf?, 
The last of the series, so far, is 
The Mikado or the Town of 
O’itipu/* which was produced in 
18Sr>, and is still nmning*. The 
Mikado ** has been performed in 
Berlin and Vienna with tlie great- 
est success. These operas were all 
written in conpinction with Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. " The Palace of 
Truth” is based on a story of 
Madame de Geulis, " Gbotohon " 
on the “ Pauat ” legend, and " The 
Princess” on Mr. Tennyson^s poem, 
but the other pieces ax^e original. 
His ‘^Bab [}nUndH,”origiucally pub- 
lished in Fiiii, have since been 
in’intcd in a scpar.ite form. 

QILBBBTSOlf, Hdwai’d, was born 
in London in 1813. The early yeai's 
of his life were passed in various 
paits of Kiiasia, the language of 
which coimLry he siioaks Euently. 
He left Eussia in 1810, and for 
several years after his return to 
London was a frequent contributor 
of leading ai*liclosto the Daily News 
and other papers. In 1857 ho ho- 
came Secretary to the Ottoman 
Bank in London, and during the 
foUowinjf four years paid several 
visits of inspection to the hranchos 
at Boyrout, Smyrna, and Constan- 
tinople. In ISGl ho undertook the 
managomeut of the bank in the 
latter city, nud in 1862, as memhor 
of the Piuaucial coiumissiou, had 
the chief direction, under Edhexn 
Pasha, of the operations for wiih- 
draxving the Caime, forwhich service 
he received the third class of tho 
Mcdjidip. In 1863 ho was ouo of the 
signatories of the coxieessiou of the 
Imperial Ottoman Bank, and from 
that date until May, 1871, was As- 
sistantDirector-Oeneral of the Bank 
at Constantinople, He has taken 
on active part in negotiating all 


tho Turkish public loans in whi( h 
the bank was intorostod since 1858, 
and has been a lucinbor of various 
financial commissions formed by tho 
Ottoman Government j such as that 
for the amelioration of the system 
of imblic accounts, for the Budget 
of 1867, <i.c. Tho Sultan, in recog- 
nition of his servicos to tho imp#‘ 2 ‘ial 
troasmy, has conferred on him tho 
order of tho Osmanie of the ihii’d 
class. Upon hie arrival in England, 
in May, 187lj ho was unanimously 
elected a memlior of the comuiittou 
of the Bank in London. 

OILBEY, Walter, son of the late 
Henry Giihey, of Bishop Stortford, 
was horn in that town in 1831, is 
the head of the firm of W. & A. 
Gilboy, Avinc morehants, one of 
the greatest commercial undertak- 
ings of tho country. In addition 
to his very important business, 
Mr. Gilboy devotea much of Ins 
time to uiattora pertaining to tho 
iniorosts of agrioulturo. ILo is a 
memhor of the Eoyal AgricuHural 
Society, a member of Council of tho 
Smithfiold Club and of tho British 
Dairy Parmer’s Society, and aUo a 
member of Council of the EiisiUgo 
Society; he is a moiubor of tho 
CommUtoe of Management of tho 
Parmer’s Club, and is President 
(1886) of the English Jorsoy Cattle 
Society j he also occupies the posi- 
tion of Vice-Chairman of tho Itoyal 
Agiicultural Hall Company, and 
tlm IJoi'se Shows hold thoi'o for ilw 
past ten years have boon und(‘r his 
management. ITo Ims nlso taken a 
most active part in tho fornniiion 
of tho Shire Ilorso Society, has 
created tho Ilimior’s Improvouiont 
SociGi,y and tho LTaokney Horse 
Society. Mr. Giihey has tAvieo Avon 
the Champion Prize for tho best 
horse in all classes at tho Shiro 
Horse Society’s London SIioavs in 
1883 and 1886. In 1884 ho was 
aAvardod 63 distinctiouH of muvit, 
ineludiiig 3 Ciiuinpioua, 2 Special, 
3 Gold Medals, 27 First Prizes, 16 
Second Prizes, 1 Third Prize. He 
was a successful exhibitor at tho 
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Ilauilmrg International Show, 1883, 
and at tho International Exhibition 
at Amsterdam in 1884. 

GILli, David, born Juno 12, 1843, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr. 
David Gill, of lilairythai, Aboi'- 
doo!ishiro, by Margaret, daughter 
of Gilbert Mitchell, Esq., of Savock, 
in tho saiuo county. He was 
educated fit Marischal College, 
Aberdeen. TTe obtained hia first 
experience in practical astronomy 
in the Observatory at Aberdeen, 
and in a private observatory which 
he erected in tho same city. Mr, 
Gill was associated with Lord Lind- 
say in tho designs and details of 
tlio large observatory fomided by 
that nobleman at Dniiucht in 1870, 
taHng tho position as chief of the 
staff. Ho thiis became engaged in 
tho organisation of the expedition 
to the Mauritius, fitted out by Lord 
Lindsay, for tlie observation of the 
transit of Venus, on which occasion 
advantage was taken of the circum- 
stance of a holioineter forming part 
of the equipment to determine the 
sun's distance by measures of the 
planet Juno. The details of this 
work were published by Lord Lind- 
say as the joint work of himself 
and Mr. Gill. In connection with 
tiio same expedition, Mr. G ill 
arranged and personally conducted 
tho whole of the chronometric and 
telegraphic longitude determina- 
tions connecting Berlin, Malta, 
Alexandria, Suez, Aden, Bombay, 
Soychellos, Reunion, Mauritius, and 
Rodsigucr. It was while engaged 
upon these operations that ho 
undertook, at the request of the 
Khedive, the measimement of the 
first base line of the geodetic sur- 
vey of Egypt. In 1877 he went to 
Ascension to observe the apposition 
of Mars. In 1881 he published 
an account of a determination of 
the Solar Parallax from observa- 
tions of Mars, at Ascension, in 
1877 j in the Memoirs of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, In the same 
year, a difficult task, the organisa- 
tion of elaborate longitude opera- 


tions connecting Aden, Zanzibar, 
Mozambique, Delagoa Bay, Dur- 
ban, Port Elizabeth, and the Gape, 
was equally carefully pei’formod} 
18B2 saw him organising observa- 
tions of tlio minor planets Victoria 
and Sai>plio, which wore cai’riod out 
at tho prmci]‘»ul observatories of 
tho world, and tho siimo year ho 
made tho arrangements for obser- 
vation of the transit of Venus, in 
South Africa. In 1893 ho set on 
foot the geodetic survey of South 
Africa, a sohemo which ho had 
urged upon Govornmont without 
ceasing since 1879. Erom 1881 — 
83 he was likewise engaged in 
resoarohes on the Parallax of the 
fixed siai*s, an ohiborate memoir on 
which subject he has published in 
the memoii’S of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society. In 1875 ho re- 
ceived the Medjidio (3rd class) 
fi’oni tlie Khedive for his eoienlifle 
labours in Egyi)t. In 1881 he was 
made LL.D. of Aberdeen Dniver- 
sity, in the same year he received 
the Valz Modal of the Paris 
Academy of Sciences for researches 
on tho Solar Parallax, and in 
1KS2 tho Gold Modal of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of London 
for his HeUometvio observations of 
Mors and tho discussion of his 
results. In 1883 ho was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
in 1884 made LL.D. of Edinburgh 
■University. Dr, Gill is a Magistrate 
for County Aberdeen, one of tho 
trustees of the South African 
Museum, and was also sometime a 
member of the South African Uni- 
versity Coimoil. 

GIIiIi, Rdmund,landscapepamt6T, 
was bom Hov. 29, 1820, in tho 
pariah of Olerkenwell. His father 
was by trade a japanner, but soon 
turned his attention to painting 
and succeeded in occasionally 
exhibitingpictureainthe Academy. 
After imssing some years in Shrop- 
shire Edmund GKU came, in 1841, 
to London, and beoame a Btu<^nt 
at the Academy. He has since 
been a regular exhibitor of land-

GILZMOHJS, General (luinoy 
Adams, was born in Loraino county, 
Ohio, Fob. 2R, 1825. In 1819 ho 
graduated nt West Point, and was 
employed ns second-lieutonaut of 
engineers on the fortifications in 
Hampton Hoads. From 1852 till 
1856 he performed the duties of 
assistant instructor in practical 
engineering at West Point. Soon 
after the outbreak of the civil 
war he was made Captain of 
Engineers, and had chargo of tlio 
oporiitions against Fort Pulaski, 
on the Savannah river, Georgia, in 
Fob., 1802. Having been promoted 
to the rank of Brigadier-Gonoral of 
Volunteers, he was ordered to tlie 
West as Commander of the district 
of Western Virginia, and soon after 
was appointed to a division in the 
Army of IContucky. Ordered to 
South Carolina, ho took command 
of the land forces engaged in the 
siege of Charleston. Bbr his ser- 
vices during this campaign ho was 
promoted to the rank of Major- 
General of Volunteers. Ho subse- 
quently co-operated with General 
Sheiman in his movement throngli 
South Cai'ohna, and ufior the sur- 
render of the Confederate forces 
was, in June, 1865, placed at the 
head of the new dopaituient of 
South Carolina. After the close of 
the war he was mustered out of the 
volunteer service, but holds the 
rank of Colonel in the TTniled States 
Corps of Engineers, and is engineer 
in charge of the defences of the 
Atlantic coast. He is the author 
of A Practical Treatise on Limes, 
Hydraulic Cements, and Mortars 
(1868) 5 " Siege and Eoduction of 
Fort Pulaski, Georgia,” (1863) ;

Ho graduated 'with 
honours in 1810 in the CTnivcrsity 
of Edinburgh, whoro ho was a 
moijibor of tho so-called ‘^Ohiero- 
niathic Brotherhood/' of which tho 
natiiiMlist, Edward 3<^orbes, tho two 
Q-oodsirs, George Wilson, J. Hughes 
Bennett, and others sinoo eminent 
iii scionoo, wore mombei'S, In 1842 
he entered the H.E.I.Co.^s Bombay 
Medicul Servioo, and in that year 
the Linntean Society published in 
their Transactions his Observa- 
tions on Vegotablo Embryology.'' 
which were subsequently embodied 
in several of the British and Eoreign 
systomatio works on botany. In 
1813 he was appointed Professor of 
Ohomiatry and Botany in tlio Q-X’ant 
IVIedical Collego, Bombay, of wliioh 
institution ho became Principaband 
also Chief Kedical Oificer of Sir 
Jamsetjeo Jcojebhoy’sHospibal, and 
Ohcmictil Analyst to tho Bombay , 
G-overnuient. He was the £rst to | 
introduce the study of chomistry , 
and botany into Western India. In | 
18G3 Dr. Giraud was Syndic and 
Bean of the Eaoulty of Medicine in < 
the Cuivordity of Bombay. Ho was ! 
also on tho stalf of Lord Elphin- 
stone, of Sir George Clerk, and of 
Sh Bartlo Frerc, as surgeon to those 
Govamurs of Bomhay. Br. Giraud 
has contributed papers on chemical 
and botanical subjects to tho Trans- 
actions of the Botanical Society of 
Etlinhurgh, the Annals of Naim'al 
History » the London and Edinburgh

aiADSTONE, John Hall, Ph.B., 
E.U.S., was born March 7, 1827, 
and educated at home. He studied 
chemistry at University Col- 
lege, London, under Professor 
Graham; and at Giessen under 


I Professor Liobig, lie took the de- 
gree of Ph.D. in 1848 j lectured on 
Chemistry at St. Thomas's Hospital 
from 1850 to 1852 ; was elected a 
FoUow of tho Royal Society in 1863 j 
was a Member of the Royal Com- 
mission on Lighthouses, Buoys, and 
Boacons, from 3850 to 1802; a 
member of the Gun-Cotton Com- 
mittee (appointed by tho War 
Olfioe)from I80ittol8G8 ; Pullerian 
Professor of ChomisLry at tho Royal 
Institution from 1874 to 1877 ; Pre- 
sident of tho Physical Society from 
its formation in 1874 to 1870 j and 
President of the Chemical Society 
from 3877 to 3879. Since 1846 Br. 
Gladstone has been constantly en- 
gaged in scientific rosoarch, imiuci- 
pally in chemistry and oi)tios. Tho 
results are generally publislied by 
the lE^oyoI and Chemical Societies,

For many years he has been en- 
I gaged also in voi’ious philanthropic

GLADSTONE, The Right Hon. 
William Ewart, M.P., fourth son of 
the late Sir John Gladstone, Bart, 
of Fasque,countyHiQoardine,N.B. 
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a -wGll-loiown mercbnut of Jjivei’- 
poolj bom there, Dec. 29, 1^09, was 
educated at Eton and ChristOhurch, 
Oxford, of which ho was, ncininiiied 
a student in lb29, and gradual od, 
taking a double first class, in Mi- 
ohaehnas ioriii, 1831 . Having aijcnt 
some time in a continentLil tour, 
ho was I’otuTHed at tho general 
election in Dec. 1882, in the OoU'^ 
servativo interest for Newark, and 
entered Parliament just as the 
struggle of parties was at its height. 
On Jan. 26, 1833, he entered Lin- 
coln's Inn, and when he had been 
a nieuxbcr for six years and three 
months , petitioned to have his name 
removed from the books of the So- 
ciety, on the ground of hia having 
given up his intention of being 
colled to the bar. In the House of 
Commons, his mercantile origin, 
the success of his university career, 
his hahits of business, and his high 
character, recommended him to the 
notice of Sii* Robert Pool, wlio, in 
Doc. 1831, appointed him to a 
junior Lordship of the Treasury, 
and in Pcb., 1833, Under-Scoretary 
for Colonial affairs. Mr. Gladstone 
retired from office, with his minis- 
icrial leader, in April, and remained 
in opposition until Sir Robert PceVs 
return to power in Sept., 1811, On 
accepting office under Sir Robert 
Peel, in 1841, as Vice-President of 
the Board of Trade and Master of 
tho htint, Gladstone was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council. In 
his new position he had to explain 
and defend in the Lower House of 
Parliament the commercial policy 
of tlie Government ; and in tho dis- 
charge of this duty he had whatever 
advantage his mercantile origin and 
connection could give liim. The 
revision of the tariff in 1812 was 
almost entirely the result of his 
energy and indnstry. When tliis 
laborious work was brought before 
tho House of Commons, it was found 
to be as admirably executed in its 
details as it was complete in its 
masteiy of general principles, and 
it received the sanction of both 


' Houses witli scarcely an alteration. 
In 1813, Mr. GUd&tono succeeded 
tho Earl of Ripon as pj’osideut of 
the Board of Trade, but resigned 
that office early in 18 15, In Jan., 
184G, Sir Robert Peel announced 
hismtoniioii of proposing a modiff- 
cation of the Ooni Laws. Mr. 
Gladstone, wljo had succofvled Lord 
Stanley (the late Earl of Btnby) in 
the post of Seci’ctary of SUto for 
tho Colonies, adhered to the leadtn* 
under whom lie had ontored upon 
ministerial life j but, jiossibly, un- 
willing to remain under obligations 
to the late Duke of Newcastle, who 
sympatliised strongly with the Op- 
position party, resigned his seat for 
Newark, and remained for some 
time out of Parliament. At the 
general leleotion iu Aug., 181^^, he 
was, with the late Sir Rohort Harry 
Inglis, elected for the University of 
Oxford. In the Parliament of 18 17- 
52, the ciuebtioiiB of ITnivorbity Xte- 
form and the removal of Jewish 
disabilities wore froffuontly and 
earnestly agitated in tho Lower 
House. Though Mr. Qhulbione'a 
eaady sympathies no doubt liouiul 
him strongly to tho High Church 
and Tory Party, yet ho lolt that on 
both these points tho exigencies of 
the times required that some con- 
cessions should be nuuh‘. Ho con- 
sequently found himself h'oqiiently 
oiiposed to his formei* friends, and 
eventually separated liiiuHelf from 
tlio groat body of the Conbcrvativo 
poi’ty, in Peb., 1851 , At the genortil 
election in July following. Hr, 
Gladstone was re-elected for the 
Uuivoi'sity of Oxford, but not -with- 
out a severe contest. On the forma- 
tion of what is gouomlly knoTO as 
the “ Coalition ” ministry, under 
tho Earl of Aberdeen, in Dec., 1862, 
Mr. Gladstone was appointed to the 
Chancellorship of tho Exchequer, 
in which office, the thorough know- 
ledge of finance which ho had ac- 
quired in former life, and had tested 
by practical oxporionoo at the Board 
of Trade, proved of the greatcBt 
assistance to tho ministry. After 
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tlie ‘broatiu^ up of the Aberdoon 
aclminieirationj ov ratiior^ on its 
reconstruction under Lord Palmer- 
ston at the beginning of 1865^ 
Mr. Gladstone atilrsfc continued to 
occupy the same post, but he re- 
signed in the course of a few weeks, 
on finding that it was not the in- 
tention of the ministry collectively 
to oi>pos6 the vote of censure im- 
plied in the resolution of Mr. Roo- 
Imok, iiz favourof the appointment 
of a committee of inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopol, and the causes of its 
suiXeringB. Por some time Mr. 
(Gladstone, who held no public office, 
gave Lord Palmerston's ministry an 
indopendont support. In the winter 
of 1838-9 he accepted, imdor Lord 
Derby's second cabinet, atspecitil 
mission to the Ionian Islands, to 
arrange ocrtaui difficulties which 
had arisen in the administration of 
that dependency ; and in J* une, 1839, 
resumed office under Lord P^mer- 
ston as Chancellor of theExoheqner. 
In this capacity ho was mainly in- 
st3(nmiental in repealing the paper 
duty, and in promoting the nego- 
tiations conducted by Mr. Cobden, 
which resulted in the commercial 
treaty between this country and 
Prance. Mr. Gladstone, IffiougU 
originally very jealous of an inte 2 >- 
Yentiou on the port of the State in 
the matter of University Reform, 
lent the Government from time to 
time very valuable assistance, by 
supporting the suggestions of the 
Oi^rd University Commissioners, 
through his extensive personal and 
official influence with the authori- 
ties of Oxford as one of the repre- 
sentatives of that university in Par- 
liament. Besides being eminent as 
a statesman, Mr. Gladstone had ac- 
quhed celebrity as an author. His 
flrat work, a treatise entitled '' The 
State in its Relations with the 
Chm’oh/' published in 1838 (4th 
edition enlarged, 2 vols., 1841), and 
followed, in 1841, by his " Church 
Principles considered in their Re- 
sults," stamped him, while still a 


young man, as a deep and original 
thinker. His views on these sub- 
jects, as they are unfolded in these 
treatises, had, we need aciircoly say, 
been formed and moulded by the 
education and assooiatious of Ox- 
ford, to which university they are 
dedicated as tho first-fruits of licr 
teaching and training. 8oon after 
their appearance, they were thought 
worthy of a long and ohibor.ite 
criticism by the late Lord Jilacaulay 
in the pages of the Sdinbv.rgh Rc- 
view, Mr. Gladstone's Roinurlca 
on Recent Coimnei*cial Legislation, ” 
published in 1843,while the country 
was on the evo of an important 
change in. her commercial system, 
were intended to pave the way for 
the extensive inoclifioation in tho 
restrictions on commerce imposed 
by the corn laws, and contain mi 
able and comprehensive summai’y 
of tho beneficial results of tho ttu’i^ 
of 1842. In 1831 he jiublishcd a 
work of a dilferent kind, which 
j created considerable interest both 
at home and abroad. During a visit 
i to Haples in tho previous year, lie 
j learned that a largo number of 
citizens of that phicc, who had 
I formed tlie Opposition ” in the 
Heapolitnn Chamber of Deputies, 
were exiled or imprisoned by King 
Perdinand, and that (it is said) 
above 20,000 of his subjects had 
been thrown into prison on a charge 
of political disaficotiou, Having 
asc^ained the truth of these state- 
ments, Mr. Gladstone wrote to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, urging his inter- 
position on their behalf ; and that 
noble lord's remonstrances proving 
inefiectnal, ho published an indig- 
nant letter on tho subject of tho 
state prosecutions at Haples, which, 
was translated into several foreign 
languages, and was sent by Lord 
Palmerston to onr ambassadors and 
mlnlstiers on the Continent, with 
orders to forward copies of it to 
their respective courts. In 185S he 
pnblitiied an elaborate work on 
Homer ("Studios on Homer and 
the Homeric Age," 8 voU.), and in 
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July, 1861j he was solicited to be- 
come a candidate, in the Liberal 
interest, for South Lancashire^ but 
ref ased to forsake his former con- 
stituents. Having been rejected 
by the University of Oxford at the 
general Section in July, 1865, Idr. 
Q-lndstone was returned, being third 
on the poll, for South Lancashire. 
After the death of Lord Palmerston, 
he became leader of the House of 
Commons, z'otaining the Ch&nceJ- 
lox'ship of the Excheq.uer in Lord 
KusseU's second administration. 
Early in the session of 1866 he 
brought in a Beform Bill, and a 
motion in committee having been 
carried, June ^ 8,agamst the Govern- 
ment by eleven votes, Mr. Gt-lad- 
stoue and his colleagues resigned. 
The divisions in the Liberal ranks 
pievented him fi'om defeating Mr. 
Disraeli’s Beform Bill, which he 
strenuously opposed. In the early 
part of the session of 1868, Mr. 
Gladstone brought forward and 
passed through the House of Oom- 
mons a series of resolutious, having 
for their object the disestablisli- 
meut and disendowment of the 
Irish Church. These resolutions 
wore the basis of the Irish Church 
Suspensory Bill, which, on May 22, 
was read a second time in the Lower 
House by 313 votes to 368, but was 
soon afterwards rejected in the 
House of Peers by a majority of 95. 
At the general election of 1868 Mr. 
Gladstone stood as one of the candi- 
dates for South-west Lancashire. 
After a fierce contest, the result of 
which excited the most intense in- 
terest throughout the country, ho 
was defeated ; hut this defeat did 
not exclude him from the House of 
Commons, as in anticipation of such 
on event, the cleotors of Greenwich 
had, a few days previously, re- 
turned him by a large majority, 
as one of the members for that 
horough. On the resignation of 
Mr. Disraeli’s Ministry, in Dec. 
18G8, Mr. Gladstone succeeded that 
statesman as Pirst Lord of the 
Treasury. The principal events of 


his administration were the passing 
of the Irish Church Disestablish- 
ment Act (18G9), of the Irish Laud 
Act (1870), and of the Elomoiitiiry 
Education Act (1870) j tho aboli- 
tion of Purchase in the Army by 
the exorcise of the Boyal Preroga- 
tive, in consequence of an adverse 
vote by the House of Lords on tho 
Army Kegulatiou Bill (1871) j the 
negotiation of tho Treaty of Wash- 
ingtoii reapoctmg the Alabama 
Claims (1871) j the passing of tho 
Ballolj Act (1872) j and tho Judica- 
ture Act (1873), Tho i)rinoipal 
measure proposed by the Govorn- 
ment hi tlio session of 1 873, was tho 
University Education (Ireland) 
Bill, which was opposed by tho 
Boman Catholic mombors, who, 
voting on this occasion with tho 
Conservativoa, caused tho rojocUon 
of the Billhy 287 votes against 281 
(March 11). Uiion this Mr. Glad- 
stone tondei^ his rosigiintion to 
Hor Majesty, and Mr. Disraeli was 
sent for ; but as he declined to Liko 
oldce, Mr. Gladstone, though xvith 
reluctance, undertook (March LG) 
to reconstruct tho cabinet. In 
August, 1873, immediately after tho 
close of the session, the oahinet was 
considerably remodelled, Mr. GIoaI- 
stone assuming tho Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer, in addition to 
his office of Eirst Loi'd of tho Trea- 
sury. On Jan. 2 i., 1874, a fortnight 
before both Houses were to liavo 
met for tho despatch of public 
business, Mr. Gladstone took ovory- 
bodjr by suapriso by announcing 
tho immediate dissolution of Par- 
liament, and issuing his address to 
his constituents at Greenwich, in 
which he promised to abolish tho 
Income Tax. At the general elec- 
tion which ensued, tlio votes were, 
for the first time, Lakon by socrct 
b^lot. The result proved most 
disastrous to the Liberal party. 
The returns, completed on Eeb. 37, 
showed that 861 Conservatives had 
been elected and 302 Liberals, in- 
clusive of the Home Bulers, who in 
point of fact, dedinod to identify 
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thomsolvea with either of tho old 
political parties. Kr. Gladstone at 
once resigned, and Mr, Disraeli 
hecaino Prime Minister. In the 
Boaaion of 1S7 1, Mr. Gladstone, who 
had been re-eleoted for Greenwich, 
was rarely to ho seen in his place in 
tho House of Commons ; hut at its 
close he offered a persistent opposi- 
tion to tho Public Worship Begula- 
tion Bill. Even amid tho turmoil 
of political life, Mr. Gladstone had 
devoted a portion of his time to 
literature. His "Eoce Homo,” re- 
printed from Good JVords, appeared 
in 1808 ; a pamphlet on the Irish 
Church question, entitled "A Chap- 
ter of Autobiography," was };>ub- 
lishcd Nov, 23, 1868; and " Juvontus 
Mundi : the Gods and Mon of the 
Iloroic Age," in 18G9. After his un- 
successful attempt to prevent the 
passing of the PiiblicWoi’ship Regu- 
lation Act, he contributed to the 
Ooniempojwi/ Meview for Oct, 1871, 
an article on Ritualism," which 
gave rise to an animated contro- 
versy, Jnithens3ertedthat^*'Rome 
had substituted for the proud boast 
of scjapcr eadeni a iDolicy of violence 
and change in f ait V ’ that she " had 
refurbished and paraded anew 
every trusty tool she was fondly 
thought to have disused," that ''no 
one could become her convert with- 
out renouncing his moral and men- 
tal freedom, and placing his civil 
loyalty and duty at the mercy of 
another," and that "shehadoqually 
repudiated modem thought and 
ancienthistory,'" Challenged by his 
Roman Catholic friends to substan- 
tiate these grave charges, Mr. G^lad- 
stone published (Nov. 7, 1874) a 
bulky pamplilet entitled " The Vati- 
can Decrees in their bearing on Civil 
Allegiance : a Political Expostula- 
tion," which elicited numerous 
elaborate replies from Mgr. Capel, 
Dr, Newman, Archbishop Manning, 
and other distinguished members 
of tho Roman Catholic Chm*oh. Mr. 
Gladstone's reply to his opponents, 
published Eeb, 21, 1873, is entitled 
"Vaticanism; an Answer to Replies 


and Reproofs," Mr. Gladstone fol- 
lowed up his attacks on the Roman 
Catholic Church in an article on 
" The Speeches of Pius IX " in the 
Quat’terli/ JRevieio for Jon. 1876. On 
Jon. 13, 1876, three weeks before tho 
assembling of Parliament, Mr.Glad- 
stono announced in a letter to Eail 
Granville, his determination to re- 
tire from the leadership of the 
Liberal party. "At the ago of sixty- 
five," he remarked,'^ and after forty- 
two years of a laborious public life, 
I think myself entitled to retire on 
the present opportunity. This re- 
tirement is dictated to me by my 
personal views as to the best method 
of spending the closing years of my 
life," Soon afterwards the Marquis 
of Hartington was chosen by the 
Liberal party to bo their leader in 
tho House of Commons. Subse- 
quently, however, Mr. Gladstone 
constantly took port in tho discus- 
sions of that assembly. In 1876 he 
published "Homeric Synchronism; 
an Inquiry into tho Time and Place 
of Homer," and on Sept. G in tho 
same year appeared his famous 
pamphlet ou " Bulgarian Horrors 
and tho Question of the East," It 
was followed (March 13, 1877) by 
another pamphlet, entitled " Les- 
sons in Massacre: an Exposition 
of tho Conduct of the Porte in and 
about Bulgaria since May, 1876." 
Mr. Gladstone took an active part 
in the agitation respoctiag tho 
massacres in Bulgaria, and strenu- 
ously opposed, both in and out of 
Parliament, tho policy of the 
Conservative Government, which 
resulted in the Treaty of Berlin 
and the signing of the Anglo- 
Turkish Convontion, In the 
autumn of 1877 (Oct. 17 — Nov. 12) 
he paid a visit to Ireland, and was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of Dublin. On Nov. 16 in 
that year ho was elected Lord 
Rector of the Dniveraity of Glas- 
gow, succeeding Lord Beaconsfield. 
Mr. Gladstone sent a letter to the 
president of the Greenwich Liberal 
"Rive Hundred," on March 9, 
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lS78j etatin^ that lio should only 
represent tho borougli ■ontil the 
next g'cneral election. In the 
cotiTbo or the year 1879 ho contri- 
buted to the£ntvij/i. QuaHerlyE&view 
an article on ''The Bvangolical 
Movemeutj itsParontagOjProgresSj 
and Issue and published a col- 
lection of his fugitive writings 
under the title ol " Gleanings of 
Past Yeara.^' Early in the same 
year (1870) ho had been invited 
to become the Liberal candi- 
date for jUidlothiaUj and the 
crowning incident of the electorcO.! 
campaign in the ensuing Parlia- 
mentary recess Avas his visit to 
Scotland in connection with his 
purpose of contesting that county 
at the general election. Ho set 
out from Liverpool for Edinburgh 
on Nov. and from that date, 
with the exception of two days' 
rest at Taymouth CasUo, his life, 
till his return to Hawarden on 
Deo. 0, was a long succession of 
enthuaiaatlG rccex>tiona and un- 
wearied speech-making in condem- 
nation of the policy of the Con- 
servative Government. In the 
course of this tour he delivered the 
Ecctorial Addi‘css before the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow (Dec. 6). On 
the dissolution of Parliament at 
Easter, 1880, Hr. Gladstone re- 
newed in Midlothian the oratorical 
fours ch force of the preceding 
winter, and ho was successful in 
his candidature, polling 1697 votes 
against 13G8 recorded in favour of 
the Earl of Dalkeith, his Conser- 
vative opponent. When the com- 
position of the new House of 
Commons Avas made known, it 
appeared that it consisted of 840 
Liborala, 213 Conservatives, and 
60 Home Knlcrs. The Earl of 
Beaconsfield tendered his resigna- 
tion to the Queen as soon as it was 
manifest that the Liberal Party 
had obtained an unquestionable 
majority. The Marquis of Har- 
tington, who had been leader of 
the Opposition in the Lower House, 
and Earl Granville, the Opposition 


leader in the Houso of Poors, were 
sent for by Hor Hajc&ty in tho first 
instance, but, in aceoKlauco Avitli 
consultations among tho chiefs of 
tho party, they recommondod the 
Queen to entrust tho task of 
forming a Cabinet to Hr. Glad- 
stone. He consentod to accept tho 
duty (April 23), and liis Cabinet 
WAS constructed with a vioAv to 
conciliate and to represent the 
different sections of tho Liberal 
majority. Mr. Gladstone himself 
superadded to his duties as Eirat 
Lord of the Treasury tho functions 
of Chancellor of tho Exchequer, 
but ho resigned tho latter office in 
1883 into tho hands of Mr. Childers. 
Tho history of Mr. Gladstone's 
second Ministry may bo summed 
up in three words — Ireland, Egypt, 
Franchise— though of course a 
number of oihor mtiiiove 
(such as Hr. Chaniborlnin's Dank- 
ruptcy Bill and Merchant Shipping 
DiH) wore long under consideration. 
Irchuid was the groat question 
during tho sessions of 1880 (May — 
August), 1881, 1882, and the do- 
bates on the Compensation for 
Disturbonco Bill, on Mr. Forster’s 
Coecoion BiU, and (after the mur- 
der of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and Mr. Burke, May G, 1882} on 
tho Crimes Bill, occupied tho 
greater part of tho time und at- 
tention of the country. Wlmt 
prolonged and exa8i)cratcd tho 
cliscussions was the method of 
ohstruclion invoulod nnd priictiRod 
noL only by Iho followers of Mr. 
Parnell, but also by some membors 
of tho Tory paiiy. After the 
j)asBing of the Crimes Act, Avhich 
closed a period of almost itncxani- 
pled Pailiamontary and adminis- 
trative difficulty, Egypt began to 
occupy tho mind of X‘ariiamont. 
Tho struggle with Arabi 
came to a head in July> when yir 
B. Soyniotu' bombarded tho forts 
of Alexandria j and was ended on 
Sept. 13, when Sir Garnet WolhC- 
ley won the battle of Tcl-el-Kebir. 
But Mr. Gladstone's difficulties 
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WGro ODly ju&tj beginning. The 
revolt of tlio Jirab tribes of the 
Soudan, tbo doairuction of tticka 
Paaha^a Egyptian army, tUo two 
iSiialrim expeditions, tlio doapaich 
of Gonoral Gordon to Khartoum, 
nnd long nftorwarda of Lord 
Wolseley’fl i*elieving force, the 
acivance of this latter, its dlfd- 
cultiea and its hard- won victories , its 
failui^e to reach Khartoumi n tiino 
to save Gordon — ^these things are 
too fresh in tho public memory 
to need a detailed repetition. The 
session of 1884 waaoooupied, as far 
as home politics are oonoernod, with 
the franchise Bill — Bill for ex- 
tending household suffrage to the 
counties, and thus completing the 
democratising of our constitution. 
Passed in the Commons, it was 
thrown out by the Lords, who, 
under tho guidance of Lord Salis- 
bury, declined to pass it until the 
Badistiubutiou scheme was before 
them. But after an autumn of 
pojiular. demonstrations a 
series of conferences between tho 
Liberal ami Tory leadord were 
held, in which the lines of a 
Kodisiribution Bill wei’c settled. 
After this both Bills passed in 
due course (1885), but soon aftor- 
w.irds, on Juno 0, Mi, Gladstone 
was overthrown by a vote on 
the Budget, and Lord Salisbury 
came into power. At the gene- 
ral election of fSTov. 1885 the 
Liberals were rofcurned with num- 
bers almost exactly equal to those 
of Tories andParnelHtes combined. 
Soon afterwards Kr. Gladstone 
returned to oiEce, and at the same 
time caused it to be known that 
ho was prepared to introduce a 
Home Biule measure. This broke 
nj) the Liberal party. Lord Har- 
tington and others refused office, 
and Hr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Trevelyan only accepted on grounds 
which were soon afterwards sho'wn 
to be untenable. Mr. Gladstone 
introduced his Home Buie Bill in 
a long and powerful speech on 
April 8 (tho scene in tho House 


before, during, and aftor the spoeoh 
boing one that will not be foi*- 
gotten), and on Juno 0 the second 
reading was rejected by a majority 
of .‘)0. He aiipealed to the country, 
and as a result an overwhelming 
luaj ority of Conservatives and 
Unionist Liberals was i’eturned. 
Ho resigned without mooting Par- 
liament, and Lord Salisbury became 
for the second time Prime Minister 
Aug. 3, 3886. It may be added 
that Mr. Gladstone married Cath- 
ei’ine, eislor of the late Sir Stephen 
Glynne M.P., and of the late Lady 
Lyttelton. Of his sons, the eldest 
sat in Poliament for some time as 
member for East Worcestershire j 
the second, the Bav. Stephen 
Gladstone, is Bector of Hawarden ; 
and the third, Mr. Herbert Glad- 
stone, has sat, since 1880, for 
Leeds. 

I GLAISHEB, James, E.B.S., was 
born in London in 1800. In 1829 
ho was appointed Assistant on the 
Principal Triangulation of the 
Ordnance Sm’vey of Ireland, and 
in that capacity was charged with 
the meteorological observations on 
the mountains Bencoir in Galway, 
and the Keeper moixntain near 
Limerick, These observations were 
published by Sir Henry James in 
1B5G. Prom 1833 to 1830 he was 
Assistant at the Cambridge Obsor- 
vatoi^. In 188C he was appointed 
Assistant in the Astronomical De- 
partment of the Boynl Observatory, 
Greenwich, and in 1810, on the 
establishment of the Magnetioal 
and Meteorological Department, 
he was appointed its Superinten- 
dent, and continued to hold this 
office until bis retirement from the 
public service at the end of 1874. 
In 1841 he began tho series of 
quarterly and annual meteorolo- 
gical reports which have been pub- 
lished by the Begistrar-GeuoroZ in 
his Quarterly and Annual Beports, 
without any interruption from that 
time to the present. Those meteoro- 
logical reports are the result of the 
reduction and discussion of tho oli- 
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eervations of about sixty voluntary 
observers scattered over England, 
Jdr. GHaisher was elected a Eellow of 
the Eoyal Society in 1819, and was 
tlie founder of tlie Koynl Meteorolo- 
giciil Society, of wliicli ho was Secre- 
tary for nearly twenty years, and 
President in 1807-8. lie is also a 
past President of the Eoynl Micro- 
scopical Society. On the death of 
tlie late Lord Chief Baron Sir P. 
PoUoch, he succeeded him as third 
President of the Photographic So- 
ciety of Great Britain, an office 
which he still holds. He liEis also 
since 1880 been the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Palestine Exploration Eund. He 
was a Juror in the Class of Scien- 
tific and Philosophical Instruments 
at the Exhibitions of 1851 and 1863, 
and was the Eeporter of this Class 
in 1851. He is the author of a 
‘'Peiiort on the Meteorology of 
London in relation to the Cholera- 
epidemic of 1863-4,“ published by 
tbe Board of Health in 1855, and 
of a Eeport on the Meteorology 
of India in relation to the Health 
of the Troops “ (1 863), whicli formed 
an A.p^endix to a Report of a Royal 
Commission on the Army in India. 
He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on the Warming and 
Ventilation of Dwellings (1867), foi* 
which he conducted most of the ex- 
periments, and wrotethe report. He 
is the author of more than a hun- 
di^ed books and papers relating to 
astronomy, meteorology, and theory 
of numbers. In 1815 he published 
his Hygrometrieal Tables,'' which 
has passed through six editions, 
and is regarded as a fundamental 
work in connection with meteoro- 
logy, ** A. Memoir on the Radiation 
of Heat from various Substances," 
pnbliBhed in the "Philosophical 
Transactions” for 1818, and cer- 
tain papers on the forms of snow 
crystals, published in 1855, are 
also noticeable. Between 1868 and 
1866 he made twenty-nine balloon 
ascents for scientific purposes, hi 
one of which (Sept. 5, 1803), he 


attained the greatest lioight yet 
reached (nearly seven miles) . lie 
was insensible for more than ton 
minutes, and Mr. Coxwell, the 
aeronaut, only just succeeded in 
opening the valve by pulling it 
with his tooth. The results ai-e 
printed in the Reports of the 
British Association. The observa- 
tions mode were very nnmoroiis 
and varied, and still form a unir|uo 
scries. Some of the results have 
been published in a popular form 
in " Travels in the Air.” Ho trans- 
lated and edited " The Atmo- 
siihere” (by Elniumorson), ond 
" The World of Comets ” (by Guil- 
lemin). After his retirement 
from the Royal Obsorvatoi’y he 
devoted himself to the conii)lction 
of the Eactor Tables begun by 
Burokhordt in 1811, and continued 
by Dace in 1862-5. Burckbardt 
2 >ublished the first throe uiillions, 
and Dace the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth. The three intervening mil- 
lions have been calculated by Mr, 
Glflisher, and published, with a 
full enumeration relating to tbo 
whole nine millions, in 3 vols., 4to 
(Taylor & Erancis, 1879-83). 

aiEIOHEN (Count), H.S.H. 
Frinoe Victor Ferdinand Francis 
Eugene Oustavus Adolphus Con- 
stantine Frederic, of llohonloho 
Langonhurg, was bom at Limgon- 
burg, Nov. 11, 1833. He is brother 
of the reigning Prince Hormaun 
Ernest Erancis Bernard, and son 
of the late Prince Ernest, and the 
Princess Feodor, daughter of the 
late Ibnnee Emich Charles of Leln- 
ingon. Prince Victor of ITohenlohe 
is therefore bho nephew of Her 
Majesty the Queen. Uo is a re- 
tired captain in the Eoyal Navy, 
nnd served in the Baltic campaign 
of 1864i, with the Naval Brigade 
before Sebastopol in 1856, and in 
the China war of 1857, In coiiiinon 
with many memhors of the Eoyal 
family, he possesses a keen taste 
for the arts, and has exhibited 
statues at the Eoyal Academy nnd 
other exhibitions of sculpture since 
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18G7. Amongf his numerous works 
may bo mentioned a fine marble 
group of The Deluge ; " an ideal 
Bguro for his mother's grave at 
Baclcm several statuettes and busts 
of members of tho Boyal family, 
and a monunientRl hgura of Sir 
Goorgo Soymour, In 1876 ho 
undertook, at the desire of Colonel 
Loyd Lindsay, a colossal statue of 
Alfred the Great, in Sicilian marble, 
for erection in the market-place of 
Wantage, the birthplace of the 
Saxon monarch. On the comple- 
tion of the statue in 1877 it was 
l^resontcd to the inhabitants of the 
town by Colonel Lindsay. The 
ceremony of inauguration was per- 
formed by the Prince of Wales, the 
cousin of the sculptor, and was the 
occasion of great rejoicings in the 
neighbourhood (July 14, 1877). 
Prince Victor of Hohenlohe holds 
the office of Governor and Con- 
stable of Windsor Castle, and 
boars for liimself, his wife (Laura, 
youngest daughter of the late Ad- 
miral Sir George Seymour, G.C.B.J, 
and for his deacondanta by this 
marriage, his aocoud title of Count 
Gloichou. I 

GLEXGI’, The Eev. George Eobert, 
the son of a Scotch Bishop, bom 
in 179G, was educated at Glasgow 
and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
iv'hioh ha entered at tho early age 
of fifteen. After keeping six terms, 
he chose the military profession, 
received a oonunission in 1812« and 
joined the army of the Duke of 
Wellington in 1813. His career in 
the Peninsnla formed the subject 
of his very amusing book, ^^The 
Bubaltem, published in 1825. He 
served in the campaigns of Wash- 
ington and New Orleans, was 
wounded at the capture of Wash- 
ington, returned to Oxford, com- 
pleted his studies there, and took 
orders. In 1822 he was presented 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
ilrst to the perpetual cm*aoy of 
Ash, and afterwards to the rec^ry 
of Ivyohuich, both in Kent, and in 
181-1 was made Chaplain of Chelsea 


Hospital. In 18 16 he became Chap- 
lain-Qouoral to the Poroesj and 
haying devised a scheme for tho 
education of the soldiers, was ap- 
pointed Inspector-General of Mili- 
tary Schools, and Prebendary of 
St. Paul’s. In addition to '^The 
Subaltern,^’ he has written Cam- 
paigns at Washington and New 
Orleans,” " The Lives of Military 
Commanders,” ‘"‘The History of 
India,” "The History of the Bible,” 
" The Story of the Battle of Water- 
loo,” "The Life of Lord Clive,” 
"The Life of Warren Hastings,” 
" Life of the Duke of Wellington,” 

Memoirs of Sir Thomas Munro,” 
" Traditions of Chelsea Hospital,” 
" Chronicles of Waltham,” "Coun- 
try Curate,” "The Family History 
of England,” " Germany Visited,” 
" The Hussar,” " Military History 
of Great Britain,” " Soldier's Help 
to Divine Truth," and " Things 
! Old and New.” In 1872 he rotii’ed 
I into tho country, where he wi’ote 
"The Great Problem” in 1874; 
and in 1875, in consequence of a 
severe illness, ho resigned the 
office of Cliaplain-Goueral to the 
Forces. Mr. Gleig was a frequent 
contributor to Blaclcioood^s and 
Fmssr's Magazines, and to the 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Baviewe, 
As one of the original Governors 
of Wellington OoSege, he took a 
I lively interest in that institution, 
tiU advancing years compelled him 
to seek perfect rest. 

GLOirCESTEB and BBISTOL, 
Bishop of. /See EMiIOott, Ds. 

GLYE, Isabella, a distinguished 
actress, was born at Edinburgh, 
Majy- 22, 1825. The strict Presby- 
terian views of her family led 
them to oppose her inclination for 
the stage ; but coming by chance 
among a company of amateurs, 
who were engaged in getting up a 
performance for the St. Jameses 
Theatre, in London, she took the 
leading female character. At Paris, 
under M. Miohelot, of the Con- 
servatoire, she began her edu- 
cation for the French stage j and 
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retumiug homo in 1810^ was ad- 
vised to devote horsulf wholly to 
tho Eujjlish dmnitt. Under the 
guidance of Mr. Oharloa Kemhle 
bhe bej^-nu to study fc{hakesiJOnre, 
HJid between 1847-‘t0 appeared with 
BUCCOBB as Lady Constancej Portia, 
Heruitone, and other celebrated 
ehnr.ioters. In 1852 she played the 
leadin^j jjart in Webs ter ’a “ Duchess 
of Malli/' Miss Glyn haa given, in 
the metropolis and the provinces, 
readings from Shakspere, which 
have proved very succesbiiil, and 
reappeared at the Princess's as 
Cleopatra, in May, 1807. She went 
to the United States on a reading 
tour in 1870. Miss Glyii was mar- 
ried at Glasgow, in 1853, to Mr. 
Dallas, but the marriage was, on 
her i)ctition, dissolved by tho Di- 
vorce Court in 1874. Mr. Dallas 
died on Jan. 17, 1879. 

GNEISX, Budolph, Doctor of 
Laws, Profe&Bor of J'urisprudence 
in tho University of Berlin, was 
born in that city, A.ng. 13, 1816. 
After the usual course of study at 
tho gymnasium and Tmiversity, he 
adopted tho legal profession, and 
in 1833 became Auscultator.” In 
1841 he was Assessor before the 
Suiiorior Court, or " Chamber,” and 
in 18lG Assistant-Judge in the 
•Supreme Tribunal, This post, and 
with it the judicial career, he aban- 
doned in 1850. Already, in 1 839, 
he was a privai-docent in law ; in 
ISIJ, iirofoBsorj in 1872-4, rector 
and pro-rector. His ijarliamcntary 
career began in 1818, with a scat, 
wliieh he still retiiins, in the Muni- 
ciptd Council, Prom 1858 to the 
present time, ho has boon a mem- 
ber of tho Prussian Lower House ; 
in tho Imperial Parliament he has 
sat from the first. In tho A^ussian 
House of Deputies he sits for a 
dibtriot in the province of Saxony ; 
in the Keiohstag he is elected from 
tho district of Landeshut, In his 
earlier days he belonged to the so- 
called "Praction. Vinckej” later 
he was leader of the Left Centre j 
and now he ranks among the Na- 


tional Liberals. Ho is the author 
of numerous works on liistorical, 
constitutional and social subjects, 
the most important being: *^The 
Constitution of Trial by Jury in 
Germany,” 1818 j “Nobility and 
Knighthood in England,” 1853; 
" The English Constitutional and 
Administrative Law of the Present 
Day,” 1857-63, of which tJio section 
of " The English System of Land- 
tax,” 1830, was published sepa- 
rately j Tho History of Solf- 
Qovernmontin England,”two vole., 
1863 ; “ Self-Government, Commu- 
nal Constitution, and Administra- 
tive Tribunals in England,” third 
edition, 1871; and Admiuisti’a- 
tion. Justice, Mode of Law and 
Self-Government,accordiug to Eng- 
lish and German conditions,” 1809; 
"Der Rechtsstaat,” 1872 d '^Dio 
Prenssischo Pinansreform," 1881 ; 
" Bnglische Verfassungagesclii- 
chtOj” 1882. Tho last-named has 
been recently translated into 
English. 

GOBLET, Bent, French staios- 
mon, was born at Aire-aiu'-hi-Lys, 
Nov. 26, 1828. Ho -was called to 
the Bar at Amiens, and xmder tho 
Empire took an active part in the 
establishment of a Liberal noAvs- 
paper. Ho resigned his legal ap- 
pointments in 1871, in order to 
enter political life, and Avas elected 
to the National Assembly. 11 e 
identifiod himsdf with the Bepixb- 
licon Left, and in the important 
debates m Avhioh he took part soon 
made his mark as an orator. At 
the general election of 1876 ho 
failed in his candidature for tho 
representation of Amiens, but in 
tlie following year was succe&sfnl, 
and in 1879 was appointed IJndor 
Secretary of State for Justice. 
the same time he took a protuinont 
part in the affairs of his own town, 
and was Mayor of Amiens, and 
representative for its north-east 
division at tho Council of tlio 
Somme. In Aug. 1881, he was ro- 
oloctcd for Amiens, and in M. do 
Preyomot'8 Cabinet of 1882 was

appointed Ministor of tho Interior. 
He resign od with his coUoagiies on 
tho Egyptian Question on July 29 
of tlio same yoar. Aftor tho fall of 
M. h’orry, M .Goblet was appointed 
Minister of Edneation and 1-^iiblic 
“Worship in tho Oabinot of M. 
Brisson, in which eapaoily he in- 
troducod many important reforms, 
lie resigned oIEco with tho Brisson 
Ministry in 1HS3, but was ap- 
pointed to the aamo post under the 
new Prime Minister, M. do Pi^y- 
cinet (Jan. 1880). In the long and 
important debate before the Senate 
on the subject of lay organization 
and primary education, M, Goblet 
made aoToral striking spoeohos, his 
speech of Peb. 4th in particular 
being pronounced so admirable 
that it was ordered by tho Senate 
to be published throughout tho 
whole of Prance. On the fall of 
the Preycinet Cabinet in Doc, 1886, 
M. Goblet became Prime Ministei*, 
taking upon himself the additional 
oihees of Minister of the Interior 
and ad interim Minister of Poreign 
Affairs. 

GODDARD, Arabella, 
daughter of Mr. T. Goddard, of 
Welbecfc Street, born at St. Sei'vau, 
near St. Halo, in Brittany, in Jau. 
1830, almost from infancy showed 
an extraordinary tasto for music, 
which was fostered by her parents. 
On her first appearance in public, i 
at a conoert given for some ohari- 
table purpose in her native village 
of St. Servon, when she played a 
fantasia on themes from Mozart's 
''Don Juan," she was little more 
than four years of age. At this 
time the promise of fu&re o^obrii^ 
in the child was go great, that her 
parents removed with her to Paris, 
where she received lessons from 
Halkbronner. Returning toDondon 
soon after the revolution of Peb. 
1816, Mr. and Mrs. Goddard con- 
fided the cultivation of theii* 
daughter's musical talents to Mrs. 
Anderson, her Majesty's pianiste. 
She was only eight years of age 
when she was called upon to por- 
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form at Buckingham Palace before 
her Majesty and the late Pxdnoo 
Albert, who highly oompliiuentod 
her on her playing. Tho comple- 
tion of her musical odiioation was 
iiitn.iBted to Thalborg, under whoso 
able tuition she rapidly progressed, 
and in a short time slio could play 
tho mostdllllcultiiasBageu at sight; 
in addition to which her musical 
memory was surprising. She first 
appeared in public, at a maiMe at 
her father's residence, March 30, 
1860 1 and in Oct. mode her d^hui 
at the Grand National Concerts, 
when she played the "Elisire" 
fantasia, and the "Tarantella" of 
I Thalberg, with marked success. 
Prom that time she .appeared fre- 
qiuenbly in public, and established 
her fame by her performance of 
various fantasias by Thalberg, 
Prudent, 4fcc. The first pcrforiu- 
' ances of Miss Goddoi’d at the con- 
certs given at Her Majesty's 
Theatre were confined principally 
to works of the modern romantic 
school. She has since become 
equally distingmsliod as a pianisU 
in more classical compositions. 
Miss Goddard afterwards became 
tho pupil of Mr. G. A, Maofarren, 
under whom she studied harmony j 
and left England for a tour on 
Continent in 1851, visiting Paris, 
Loii)zig, Berlin, Vienna, Plorence, 
and nearly all the principal cities 
of Prance, Germany, and Italy; 
giving concerts, and meeting with 
^*eat success. She 3*eturned to 
England in May, 1856, and in 1860 
was married to Mr. Davison, a 
musical critic, though she, in 
public and private concerts, has 
retained her maiden name. Miss 
Goddard took her farewell of the 
British public at St. James’s Hall, 
Peb. 11, 1873, and soon afterwards 
went on a professional tour through 
Australia, the Sandwich Islands, 
and the TTnited States. She re- 
turned to England in April, 1876. 

GODhEY, John Arthur, C.B., son 
of tlie late J. R. Godley, of Kille- 
gar, CO. Leitrim, and of Charlotte, 
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daughter of the laLe C. G. Wynne, 
Esq., of Vodas, Donhighshiro, was 
horn in Portman Squni’e, London, 
Juno 184*7, and educated at 
Eiiffby and at Balliol College, 
Oxford j ho obtained the Hertford, 
Ireland, and Eldon Law Scholar- 
ships, and other distinctions, and 
took his M.A. degree in 1878. He 
was a Eellow of Hertford Oollege 
from 1874 to 1881, was private 
secretary to the Right Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, 1872-74 5 to Earl Gran- 
ville, 1873-80} and ag.vin to Air. 
Gladstone, 1880-82 } was a Commis- 
sioner of Inland Revonuo, 1882-83, 
and in ISSB was appointed poriua- 
nent Under-Secrotary of Siaito for 
India, which post he now holds. 
He was made a C.B. in 1882. In 
1871 Mr. GocUey married Miss 
Sarah Jamos, only daughter of the 
first Lord Northhouriie. ' 

GODWIN, George, \^R.S.,E.S.A., 
the son of an architect, bom at 
Brompton, Middlesex, in Ian. 1813, 
was, in 1835, rowardoA hy a medal 
from tho Royal Institute of British 
Architoois for an "Essay on Con- 
crete,” which was afterwards trans- 
lated into sevcrol languages. In 
1838 ho puhlished a work on the 
" Churches of London,” and in 1839 
hecame one of the founders and 
honorary secretary of the London 
Art Union. Amongst his chief 
works as an architect are St.Mary*s, 
West Brompton, St. Judo's, and 
St. Luke's, South Kensington, and 
the restoration of Redcliffe Church, 
Bristol. He is a Fellow of the 
Royal and Antiquarian Societies, a 
Yice-President of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, and was 
one of the jurors at the Groat 
Exhibition of 1851. Mr. Godwin, 
who is tho author of " History in 
Ruins,” 3853 j "London Shadows,” 
1854 5 Town Swamps and Social 
Bridges;” "Momoriola of Workers}” 
and " Another Blow for Life 5 ” 
contributed largely to the Civil 
JBngineer and ArcUiiecta* Joumah 
the Art Jow*nal, etc., and has been 
editor of the Builder since 1841. 


In 1883 ho received the Queen's 
Gold Medal, and to coinmoinorato 
it founded a Bursary of £J 0 por 
annum at tlm Institute of Archi- 
tects to oncourago tho study of 
foreign architecture. Mr. Godwin 
was a momlior of tho recent Jtoyal 
Commission on tho Housing of tho 
Working Classes. 

GODWIN, Parke, was born at 
Paterson, Now Jorsoy, Fob. 23, 1810. 
Ho graduated from Jhuncoton Col- 
lege in 183 i, stiuliod law and was 
admitted to practice, but profon’od 
literary purfauits. He married a 
daughter of William Cullon Bryant, 
and from 1837 until within a fow 
years was connected witli tho New 
York JEveniny PosL Ho o<litod in 
3813-1 The Fat}\Jmder, a literary 
journal, and was for some years 
a contributor to tho Xicknocmiic 
Review, Of Putnam* s Muyazinet ho 
was for a considerable time tlu* 
principal editor, and always a tK)n- 
tri])utor. Two volumes of critical 
and miacollanooAW Gbaaya in thm 
mogozino have heenoolb'ctodiuider 
tho title, "Out of the Past,” 18/0. 
Bosides liis almost continuous jour- 
nalistio labour, lie has ti’anslatod 
and edited Goethe's "Autobio- 
graphy,” Zsohokko's " Talos } ” 
" Undine } ” ” Siutram and his 
Companions } ” and compiled a 
"Handbook of Universal Biogra- 
phy” (3851) } now od. ontitlod 
" Cyclopojdia of Biograifiiy,” 1878 } 
and has written, among otiicr 
works, "A Poimlar View of tho 
Doctrines of Pourior ” (1844) } 
"Constructive Doinocraoy}” and 
"Vala, a Mytliologiual Tale” 
(1851). Many years ago ho began 
an elaborate " History of Prance,” 
of which only tho first voltimo has 
been published. During the ad- 
ministration of Prosidont Polk ho 
was Deputy Collector of Now York, 
and subaoquonily entered tho Re- 
pxiblicon party on its formation. In 
1883 he published a " Biography 
of Wm, Cullen Bryant,” in 2 vols., 
and Buporintendcu a now edition 
of his poems, 
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GOEj The Eev. Field Flowers, 
D.D., son of the lato Mr. Field 
Flowers Goe, solicitor^ was born at 
Louth, Lincolnsliire, in 1RI32. JIo 
was educated at ICiiif? Fdward’s 
Grammar School, Loiifchj and after 
studying law for a time wont to 
Oxford in 185 1, graduating at 
MMgdalon Hall (now Hertford Col- 
lege) in 1857r He was ordained in 
1858 by tho Archbishop of York to 
the Curacy of Christ Church, Hull, 
and in the same year was ordained 
priest, and succoededtheBoY. iTohn 
Bing as Incumbent of that church. 
He held this post until 1873, when 
lie was appointed to tiio Rectory of 
Sunderland, Four years later ho 
was appointed by the Lord Chan- 
cellor to the Rectory of St. George's, 
Bloomsbury. In 1884 he was Select 
Preacher to the University of Cam- 
bridge. Mr. Goo has always taken 
nn active part in the meetings of 
tho Church Congress and in paro- 
chial missions, and has been one of 
the representatives of tho Rural 
Doanexy of St.“ George's, Blooms- 
bury, in the London Diocesan Con- 
ferunco. In Oct. 1880, ho was 
selected by Lord Salisbury to fill 
the Bishopric of Melbourne, vacant 
by tho translation of Dr. Moorhouso 
to the See of Manchester. At the 
presotit date (N'ov. 1880) it is in- 
tended that his consecration shall 
take place in Westminster Abbey 
in Fob. 1887. 

GOLBSOHMIBT, Meier, poet, 
novelist, and journalist, is tho sou 
of Aaron Goldschmidt, and of his 
wife Lea Rothschild, and was born 
at Yordinborg, in the island of 
Zealand, Denmax^k, Oct. 2G, 1819. 
He studied at the Univei'sity of 
Copenhagen, and first appeared as 
an author in 1840, when he founded 
The QorsaiYi a weekly paper, sati- 
rical, GBsthetioal, and political, at- 
tacking the then absolute Govern- 
ment of Denmark, and although 
vehemently persecuted, he contri- 
buted to tho wide and deep bx'eaoh 
in Danish absolutism thi*ough which 
liberty subsequently marched in. 


In his new magazine. North and 
8ouiht ho contended for Iho mode- 
rate exercise of liberty, and for 
tho education of the peoplo, so 
that they might bocomo fit for the 
enjoyment and exorcise of its rights, 
and against that policy which has 
since led to tlio national disasters. 
Goldbohmidt'a works are "A Jew,” 
translated into Gei'inan and Eng- 
lish, of which several editions liavo 
appeared under the titles of "The 
Jew of Denmark," and Jacob 
Bardixen the Jew ; ” " Homeless," 
translated into Gexmau and Eng- 
lish ; " Tho Heir j " " The Rock j " 
" Love Tales from Many Lands j " 
and many smaller tales in Daxxish, 
Geiinau, and English. Besides 
these, he has published sevexMl 
dramas, to two of which the laiuel 
I crown has been awarded. 

eOLSSMIB, Major-General Sir 
Frederic John, C.B., K.C.S.I., born 
at Milan, in Lombardy, Aug. 10, 
1818, was educated at the imivato 
English School of iho Rev. Mr. 
Matui’in in Paris, at King's College 
School, and at Xing's College, Lon- 
don. Ho was appointed ensign in 
the Madras Ai*my in 1839 3 lieute- 
nant in 1840 ; eax^taiu in 1851 3 
brevet major in 185G 3 major in 
18G1 3 brevet lieut.-colonol in 1803 3 
lieut.-col. in 18G5 3 brevet ool. in 
18703 and retired with rank of 
major-general from 1st Januaiy, 
1875. £Vom 1889 to 1850 he held 
several military staff appointments, 
general and regimental 3 but from 
1852 to 1873 he was chiefly in civil 
and political employ. From 1805 
to 1870 1x0 was chief director of the 
Govermnout Indo-Eiuopeon Tele- 
graph 3 fi»om 1870 to 1873, Boundary 
Commissioner and Arbitrator for 
the Eastern Frontiers of Persia, 
with tile rank of major-general. 
He served in tho Ohiixese campaign 
of 1810-42 3 and with the Tnrhish 
tiroops in the Eastern Cimnaa in 
1855-6G 3 was afteiwards employed 
oti several official missions, espe- 
cially in India, Persia, and inter- 
vening countides 3 among tho later 
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of tlioao, to Matraii in 18G3, ISGH, 
and 1809 ; tlirouj^li Turki&li Aralna 
and A»ia Minor to OouBtantinoplo 
in 18GL; to Easborn Persia and 
Baluchistan in 180(5-70-71 ; and 
'W'ostorn-AfglianiBtJin in 1872. Ho 
laid down the Perso-Balncli frontier 
in 187 L ; and arbitrated on the 
Pcrso-Aff'lian frontier in 1872. In 
1877 lie was appointed Biitisli 
Commissioner on the International 
Commission for Immigration of 
Indian Coolies in the French island 
of Bourbouj and was employed on 
a later commission assembled 
in Paris on the same question in 
1880. He was Bngli sh Controller of 
Bal’ra Sanich, in Egypt, from 1880 
to 1883 j proceeding to the Congo 
in the latter year for H.M, the 
King of the Belgians. Besides 
pumidets or miscellaneous writings 
of a minor character, he published 
in 187 A, a volume entitled Tele- 
graph and Travel edited "East- 
ern Persia ” in 1870 ; and published 
the "Life of Sir James Outram” 
(2 vols.) in 1880. Ho was created 
a C.B. in 18GG j K.C.S.I. in 1870 j 
has the 2nd class Order of the 
Osmauiya, 4th class Order of the 
Mejidie, the China Medal, Turkish 
War Medal, Egyptian War Medal, 
and Khedive's Bronze Star. He is 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society, and member (and secro- 
tary) of the Boyal Asiatic Society, 
GOIBSMID, Sir Julian^ M.P., 
eldest sun of the late Frederick 
Ooldsmid, was horn in Oct. 1838. 
Ho was educated at University 
College, London, and was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in Jau. 
1801, when he chose the Oxl’ord 
Circuit. Ho is a magistrate and 
depnty-lientenaut for Kent, and a 
Fellow of and also Treasurei' of 
UniverBity College, London. Ho 
sat as a Liberal for Honiton from 
March, 1806, till its disfranchise- 
ment in 1868, when he was an 
nnsuccessfnl candidate for Mid- 
SiUTey. He was returned for 
Eoohester in July, 1870, and sat 
for tliat constituency nntil 1880, 


between which date and Nov. 3885, 
he more than once iiusuccessfully 
sought re-election. He was re- 
turned for South St. Panoras in 
1885, and again as a Unionist 
Liberal in 1880. 

GONCOUKT, Edmond Louis An- 
toine Huot dO) a French wi'itor, 
bom at Nancy, May 20, 1822, is a 
grandson of Jean Antoine Elnot do 
Uoiicourt, a deputy in the National 
Assembly of 1789. As on author 
he became kuoAvn by a long scries of 
works written in conjunction with 
Ids brother, Jules Alfred Huot de 
Goncom't, who was born at J^aris 
in 1830, and who died at Auteuil in 
June, 1870. Some were novels j 
others, and the more imj)ortant, 
wore a series of studios on tho 
society and art of the t 8 th century 
in Franco. Tho two brothora pub- 
lished in their joint uaiiios, "Eu

GONZALEZ, Gen, Hanuel, was 
bom in Tamaulipas in 1836. Ho 
was bound to a mercantile career, 
but relinquished it to enter the 
army. Ho was one of the 
leaders in the various attempts to 
overthrow the successive Mexi- 
can Governments, which occurred 
so frequently prior to 187G. At the 
end of President Diaz's first terai of 
office in 1880, Gen. Gonzalez was 
elected his successor, serving as 
President until Doc., 188 1. 

GOOCH, Sir Daniel, Bart, M.P., 
bom in 1816 at Bedlington, North- 
umberland, studied the profession 
of an engineer at Nowcastlo, under 
the late Kobert Hiephenson, and 
in the largo iron-works of South 
Wales. Ho was ohiof locomotive 
engineer to the Great Western 
Hailway for twenty-seven years, is 
chairman of the Board of Directors 
of that comx)any, and is a dislin- 
guished Freemason, having been at 
one time Grand Sword-bearer of 
England, and is Provinoial Grand 
Master Berks and Bucks. He was 
one of the original shareholders of 
the Great Eastern, one of the mort- 
gagees to whom it was mortgaged 
for jei00,000 ; and when the vessel 
was sold for .5825,000, over and above 
all liens upon her, was one of the 
purchasers, with a view to employ- 
ing hor in the laying of the Atlantic 
cable. Sir BaniiiWhowas returned 
for Oricklado in July, 1806, is choir* 
man of the Great Eastern Steam- 
ship Company, chairman of the 
Telegraph Construction and Main* 
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I tenance Company, and a director 
I of the Anglo-American Company. 
The dignity of a baronet was oon- 
ferrod upon him affcor the laying 
of the Atlantic cable, Nov, 13, 
180G. 

GOODALL, Frederiok, B.A., son 
of the late Mr. Edward Goodall, 
the eminent ongraver (who died 
April 11, 1870), was bom in Lon- 
don, Sept. 17, 1822. At thirteen he 
was taken from school, and placed 
in the studio of his father to learn 
the art of engraving; but soon 
after it was resolved that he should 
become a paintei’ — still, howovor, 
under the superintendence of his 
father, whose general knowledge of 
art well qualified him to bo the 
instructor. Before ho was fifteen 
he had won the "Isis,” and the 
large silver medals of the Society 
of Arts. In 1888 he wont on a 
sketching tour thi'ough Normandy. 
In 1839, whon but sovonteon, he 
exhibited his first picture at the 
Academy — " Card Players,” a 
cleverly painted anterior of a 
Normandy cabaret, with French 
soldiers playing cards. Subsequent 
visits to Nonuandy, Brittany, and 
Ireland, supplied him with mate- 
rials for a long series of popular 
pictures, sonio of which were pur- 
chased by Samuel Eogers, Mr. 
Wells, of Eedleaf, the Marquis of 
Lansdowno, Mr. T. Baring, and 
other distinguished patrons of art. 
One of these early pictures, " The 
Hetum from Christening,” received 
a prize of i!60 from the British In- 
stitution. Another, "The Tired 
Soldier" (painted in 1842, and a 
remarkable workfora youth of 20), 
was purchased by Mr, Vernon, In 
1847 the elaborate " Village Holi- 
day,” also bought by Mr. Vernon, 
and now, with the preceding, in 
the National Gallery, greatly ex- 
tended his reputation. Other im- 
portant pictures drawn fi*om old 
English fife were " Hunt the Slip- 
per” and Raising the Maypole,” 
1851 . A chanmng scene from 
Milton's ^^L'AHegro” was in a 
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f 7 nllc lio had seldom trod. In 1853 
ho was elected an Associate of the 
Academy. Two years later he ex- 
hibited' 'An Episode of tho Hap- 
pier Days of Charles I./' represent- 
ing a water party in the Royal 
barge at Hampton Court : and 
after this came "The Swing” 
(1855), and "Cranmer at the Trai- 
tor^B Gate” (185G), engraved in 
line by his father. In 1857 Mr. 
Goodall visited Venice and Chiog- 
gia, whore he made studies for 
" Felice Bnllarin reciting Tnsso.” 
which was not completed for the 
following exhibition, but exhibited 
in 1859 . Tho winter of 1858 and the 
spring of 1869 ho spent in Egypt 
and several pictures have been 
tho result of that journey. In 18G3 
he was olectudaRoyal Academician. 
Since then ho has oxliibited " The

GOODWIN, The Eight Rev. 
Harvey, D.D., Bishop of Carlisle, 
formerly Dean of Ely, son of tho 
late Charles Goodwin, Esq., was 
born at King’s Lynn, Norfolk, in 
1818, and cduofited privately. En- 
tering Caius CollogOj Cambridge, 
in 183G, ho graduated as second 
Wrangler and Smith’s Prizeman in 
1840. Uo was FoIIoav and Mathe- 
matical Lecturer of his College, and 
incumbent of St. Edward’s CJiuroh, 
Cambridge, from 18 18 to 1858, dur- 
ing part of wliich time he held tho 
HulseanLoctm'eshij) in tho Univer- 
sity. Ho was Doan of Ely I'j'om 
1858 to 18G9, when ho was ainwiuLud 
Bishop of Carlisle in succossioii to 
Dr. Waldcgravo. Ho is tho author 
of " A Memoir of Bishop Maclcen- 
zie j” "Essays on tho Pentatouyh 
a " Commentary on St. Matthew, 
St, Mark, and SL. Luke " Hulseun 
Lectures,” in 1855-6 : " Lectures on 
the Churcli Catochism j” a " Guido 
to the Parish Church,” Parish Ser- 
mons, University Sermons, etc., 
“ Walks in tho Region of Soionoo 
and Faith,” 1883 j and of flouio 
mathematical treatises, including 
an " Elementary Oourso of Mathe- 
matics,'"* Mathematical Problems, ‘ 
“Elementary Statics,” "Elemen- 
tary Dynamics.” Dr. Goodwin 
was the first to propose the erec- 
tion of a Ohurmx House as Uie 
Churdx of England’s celebration of 
the Queen’s Jubilee. 

GORDON, The Hon. Sir Arthur 
Hamilton, G.C.M.G., Governor of 
Ceylon, youngest son of George, 
fourth Earl of Aberdeen^ some<« 
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time Prime Mtnistev of England, 
by his second wife Harriot, 
daughter of the lato Hon. John 
Douglas, was born Nov., 20, 1829. 
In 1851 ho was elected in tho 
liibeml interosb for Beverley* hav- 
ing defeated Mr. G, W. Hastings, 
and I’otained his seat until the 
general election of 1857, when he 
unsuccessfully contested Liskeard 
against Mr. feilph Grey, wlio was 
afterwards appointed a Counnis- 
sionor of Customs. Sir Arthur Gor- 
don was assistant private secretary 
to his father when Eoreign Secre- 
tary, and also when Prime Minis- 
ter j and he was specially attached 
to Mr. Gladstone's mission to tho 
Ionian Islands in 1858. Ho was 
appointed Governor of Now Biams- 
wickin 1801 ; Governor of Trinidad 
in 1806 ; and Governor of Mauri- 
tius in Oct,, 3 870. In 1871 he was 
created a Knight Commondor of 
the Order of SS. Micliael and 
George. When the Fiji Islands 
were eroded into a separate colony, 
called the Colony of Fiji," Sir 
Arthiu* Gordon was appointed 
its hrst Governor and Oomiuiiudur- 
iii-Chief, Feh. *1, 1876 ; also Consul- 
General and High Commissioner 
for the Western Pacific, 1877. 
He Tyas nominated a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George in Aug., 1878 j 
and appointed Governor of New 
Zealand in 1880; and of Ceylon 
in July, 1883. Sir Arthur mar- 
ried in 1865, Rachel Emily, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. G . Shaw-Xjefevre, 
tho Clerk of the Parliaments. 

GOBBOir-O17HMIir0, Canstanaa 
Frederica, sixth daughter of Sir 
William Gordon-Cumming, of Al- 
tyre and Gordonstoun, Morayshire, 
was brought up in Scotland, and 
early acquired a love of nature 
and of travel. An invitation to 
join a married sister in the Him- 
alayas reaultedinher penetrating to 
the boundaries of Chinese Tartary, 
and, the taste for travel being 
now fairly awakened, the next 
twelve years were spent in won- 
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deriug from one country to another. 
Miss Gordon-Cumming has pub- 
lished accounts of her travels in 
the following volumes j " 35’rom the 
Hebrides to the Himalayas," 
"Wanderings in Cornwall and in 
Egypt,” " At Home in Fiji,” " A 
Lady's Cruise in a French Man of 
War,” "Fire Fountains of Hawai,” 
"Granite Crags of California,” 
and " Wanderings in China.” 

GORDON, John B,, born in Upson 
county, Georgia, Feh. G, 1832, 
woB educated at the University 
of Georgia, and was admitted to 
the bar. At the beginning of the 
civil war he entered the Con- 
federate army as Captain, and 
’ rose to the rank of Major-General. 

I Ho became prominent towards 
the end of tho wai^, especially 
during the protracted siege of 
Peterhhurg hy Gcnoi-al Grant, at 
the close of which ho commanded a 
division of Lee's army. Ilis divi- 
sion reduced to barely 8,000 men, 
was all that miiiained in arms at 
the final surrender at Appomatox 
Court House. The State of Geor- 
gia having boon "reconstructed,” 
as a member of the Union, he was 
in 1868, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, hut his EeiJublionn 
opponent was declared to he elected. 
In 1873 ho was chosen Senator 
from Georgia, and re-elected in 
1879, hut resigned hia seat in 1880. 
He took a leading port in the 
Senate, and although a Democrat, 
gavo a anodorate support to the 
policy of President Hayes. Since his 
retirement from tho Senate ho has 
been interested in various railroad 
enteiprisea in New York, but has 
recently fl8S6) resumed his resi- 
dence in Atlanta, Georgia. 

GOBGFI, Arthur, General, bom 
Fob. 6, 1818, at Topporez, in Hxm- 
gary, entered the military school of 
Tuba, where he completed the throe 
years' course of study in two. His 
ability having been recognized, he 
was appointed at Vienna to the 
Hungarianbody-guard, and was in 
five years promoted First Lieu- 
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tetLant in the Palatinal Hussars, 
ito left tho army iii order to study 
chemistry at Prague ; but the news 
of the rising iir Hungary oalled 
him to action^ and bo haBtoned to 
Eudo-Pesth, and placed his sword 
at the disposal of the Hungarian 
ministry. The finnness of his con- 
duct attracted the attention* of 
Kossuth, and, until he became his 
rival, GSrgei appears to have boon 
his favourite. After the battle of 
Schweehat he assumed the chief 
command of tho Hungarian army, 
and in that position showed great 
military talent. He was driven 
out of Baab by Windischgriltz, it 
being impossible for him to defend 
the place with his small force ; was 
again repulsed at Windschaoht, 
and saved his army by a bold 
retreat over the Stiu’coz mountain. 
Soon after this lus dlfL'erenoes with 
the civil authorities began. Twice 
he was superseded in his command, 
and on resuming it, was alternately 
victor and vanquished, Tho Go- 
vernor and Council resigned Aug. 
11, 1849, and Kossuth m^e Gfii'goi 
dictator in his place. Shortly after 
this the Hungarian forces laid down 
their arms. Eor this G&rgoi had 
beon called a traitor, though tho 
state of aftairs seemed desperate 
enough to warrant Bubmiasiou. The 
most suspicious part of the affair is 
the leniency with which he was 
treated by fiie victors. He went to 
Klagenfurt, was afterwards allowed 
to leave on parole, and pursued his 
favourite study of chemistry at 
Pesth. A narrative of his connec- 
tion with the insurrection, under 
the title of " My Life and Acts in 
Hungary,”*' apX)eared in 1851. I'rom 
that time he has lived in retire- 
ment, keeinng completely aloof 
from politics. In 3885 a pro- 
posal was made to formally rein- 
state him in public favour, but it 
was not well received in Hungaiy. 

GOBST, Sir lohn Eldon, Q.C., 
M.P., is a son of the late Hr. 
Edward Ohaddock Lowndes (the 
last name assumed instead of Gorst), 


of Preston, Lancashire, and was 
born ill May, 1836. Ho was edu- 
cated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, of which ho was sometime 
a Fellow, and was third Wrangler 
in 1857. From 1861 — 63 he was 
Civil Commissioner of Wailtato, 
New Zealand, and in 1865 was 
called to the Bar at tho Inner 
Temple, becoming a Q.C. in 1875. 
In 1866 he entered Parliaitiont as 
Conservative member for Cam- 
bridge, but was defeated iu 1868, 
In 1876 ho was returned for Chat- 
ham, which ho has continued to 
represent over since. Mr. Gorst 
was from 1880 to 1886 ono of the 
small group of members laiown as 
tho Fourth Party, nil of whom have 
sinco received such reniarkablo 
political advonoemont. In Lord 
Salisbury's first administration 
(1886) ho was Solicitor-General, 
and in the present Governmeut he 
holds the post of IJndor-Socretary 
for India. 

GOSGHENj The Bight Hon. George 
Joachim, H.P., son of tho late 
WiUinm Henry Goschen, a London 
merchant, of German extraction, 
was bom Ang , 10, 1831 . Ho 
received his education at Bugby, 
under Brs. Xait and Gonlburn, and 
at Oriel College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A., taking a first-class 
m dassiesj in 1863. Formerly he 
was a merchant in partnership with 
Messrs. Frtlhliug and Goschon, of 
Auetinfriars, but ho retired from 
that firm on taknig oifico in tho 
Eussell-GladstonQ ministry. Ho 
was returned in the Liberal interest 
for the City of London, in May, 
1863, on tho death of Hr. W. Wood, 
and he took an active part in tho 
movement for throwing oiion the 
universities to dissenters, and the 
abolition of religious tests. Mr, 
Goschon, who was re-olectod for 
the City of London, at tho hood of 
the poll, at tho general election in 
July, 1865, was made Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, Nov. 
20, 1866, when ho was sworn of the 
Privy Counoil, and CliaaooHor of 
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tlio Duchy or Laiicastor and a Cabi- 
net Minister Jan. 20, X8G0, retiring 
with tho Kossell ministry in June 
of that yetxr. On the accession of 
Mr. Gladstone to power, in Dec. 
1868, ho was appointed President 
of tho Poor-Law Board, which office 
he held till March, 1871, when he 
succeeded Mr. Childei'S as Pirst 
Lord of tho Admiralty, lie went 
out of office with his party in Peb. 
1871. At the general election 
which was held in that year he was 
the only Liberal candidato retoned 
for the City. The numbers were : — 
Alderman Cotton, 8,397 j Mr, 
Twolls, 8,330 } Mr. Hubbard, 8,210 j 
and Mr. Gosohen, 6,787. Aider- 
man 'W. Lawrence and Baron 
Bothschild failed to secure their 
election, polling respectirely only 
0,65 i and 6,490 votes. In 1876 
Mr. Goschen and M. Joubert were 
chosen as delegates of the British 
and French holders of the Egyptian 
debts to concert measures for the 
conversion of tho debts. They | 
proceeded to Egypt, where they 
wore receiv^ed by the Khedive 
(Aug. 14) , and eventually an agree- 
ment was signed at Cairo (Nov. 18) ! 
for a reorganisation of the Bnances . 
and public debt of Egypt. On | 
July 17, 1878, Mr. Goschen issued 
an ad^'ess to the Liberal cicotors i 
of tho City of London, declining to 
come forward again at the next I 
genoinl election, on the ground 
tiiat his votes on ihe County 
Franchise question had not been 
in accord with the views generally 
entertained by the party. Mr. 
Guschen attended the IntomationnI 
Monetary Conference held at the 
Foreign Office, Paris, in Aug. 
1878. In May, 1880, immediately 
after Mr. Gl^stone^s accession to 
power, Mr. Goschen consented to 
undertake tho special duties of 
Ambassador Extraordinary at Con- 
stantinople, rep^cing Sir Henry 
Layard, who retired, nominally on 
leave of absence, but in fact finally. 
Before proceodhig to ConstanU- 
nople Mr, i^sohen visited the 
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most imx)ortant political centres in 
Europe, and tliis was the ilrst step 
towards the formation of a Eiu*o- 
pean concert for the execution of 
the nnijerformod parts of the 
Treaty of Berlin. In 1881 the 
omhassadors of the Great Powers 
in tho Conference of Constanti- 
nople, after long and patient 
nogobiatious, joined in a note 
to tho Greek Government re- 
commending tho acceptance of 
the utoiost that Turkey could ho 
brought to yield. Tho now frontier 
ZinG left the greater part of Epirus, 
with Janina and Metzovo, to Tur- 
key, giving Greece possession of 
almost all Thessaly, and the ooin- 
mand of the Gulf of Aria. The 
Cabinet of Athens was forced, 
under pressure, to agree to this 
frontier line, which deprived 
Greece of nearly one-third of tho 
territory promised to her at Berlin. 
It was admitted by all tlio Powers 
that the assent of Turkey to those 
terms was obtained chiefly through 
the persistence and Brmness of Mr. 
Goschen. His mission came to nn 
end in April, 1881. Mr. Gosehen 
w>is appointed an Ecclesiastical 
Oomiuissioncr foi* England in Nov. 
1882. He has written largely on 
Bnanciol questions, and his trea- 
tise on '‘^The Theory of the Foreign 
Exchanges" (6th edit.), 1801', has 
been translated into French by H. 
Leon Say. He has published in 
pamphlet form his ** Speech on the 
Oxfoid University Tests Abolition 
Bill,^^ 1865, and his '' Speech on 
Bankruptcy Legislation and other 
Commeroitu Subjects," 1868. At 
the genoi'a! election of 1685 Mr. 
Goschen, who had sat for Bipon 
since Ms retirement from the re- 
presentation of the City of London 
in 1880, was elected, after a severe 
contest (in wMch he was opposed 
by a Bamcal, but obtained a great 
majority), to represent the Eastern 
Division of Edinburgh. In 1886, 
however, ho was defeated by a 
large Gladstone-Liberal majority, 
Mr. Gladstone himself having 
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clenouucod him as a Tory. Mr, 
Goschen had taken a foremost 
place in the campaign against the 
Home Enle Bill, in the course of 
which ho developed oratorical 
powers of the highest kind. 

(jOSSE, Edmund William, only 
son of Mr. Philip Henry Gosse, 
P.R.S., was horn in London, Sept. 
21, 1819, and educated in Devon- 
shire. Ho was appointed assistant 
librarian at the British Museum in 
18G7 ; but has held since 1875 the 
post of Translator to the Board of 
Trade. In 1872 and 1874 he 
visited Norway, Denmark, and 
Sweden for the purpose of study- 
ing the literature of those coun- 
tries $ and in 1877 ho visited Hol- 
land \vdth a similar purpose. His 
Ijoetical writings consist of " Ma- 
drigals, Songs, and Sonnets" (in 
uoujiuiction with n friend), 1870 j 
" On Viol and Pluto," lyrical 
poems, 1873 j "ICing Erik,-” a 
tragedy, 1876 j " The Unknown 
Lover," a drama, 1878 ; New 
Poems," 1870 ; and Pirdausi in 
Exile, and other Poems,^' 188G. 
Mr. Gesso wrote “ The Masque of 
Painters," which was performed 
by the Boyal Institute of Paintors 
in Water Colours, on May 19, 1885, 
and on subsequent evenings, with 
great success. His prose -writings 
nrc a volume of "Northern 
Studies," 1879, consisting of criti- 
cal essays in Soandinavian, Dutch, 
and German literature s a Life of 
Gray,” 1882 (Enfflish Mm of tetUrs 
HerUiB) J about thirty essays con- 
tributed to Ward's "English 
Poets," in 1880 — 81 j " Seven- 
teenth Century Studies; a eon-tri- 
bution to the history of Ei^liah 
Poetry,” 1883; and "Prom 
Shakespeare to Pope; an inquiry 
into the causes of the rise of 
classical poetry in England,” 1886. 
He has also edited a volume of 
" English Odes,” 1881, and a com- 
plete edition of the works of Gray, 
in 4 vols., 1884. In tho spring of 
1884, Mr. Gosse was elected Clark 
Lecturer in English Literature at 


Trinity CoUoge, Cambridge, in tho 
place of Mr, Leslie SLophon, who 
retired; and in 1885 he received 
the honorary degree of M.A. from 
the University of Cambridge. In 
the winter of 1884 — 6, Mr. Gosse, 
who had boon invited to deliver 
the Lowell Lectures that season, 
visited America, and lootnred not 
only in Boston, but before Harvard 
and Yale Oollogea, before the 
Johns Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, and in New York. In 1875 
Mr. Gosse married a lady who 
is well known as an artist, and as 
a contributor to tho principal ex- 
hibitions. 

GOSSE, Philip Henry, P.B.S., 
born at Worcostor, in 1810, re- 
moved in infancy to Poole, Dorset. 
In 1827 he went, in a morcantilo 
capacity, to Newfoundland, whore 
he occupied his leisure in colloot- 
ing insects, nnd making coloured 
drawings of them and their trana- 
formations. After a residence in 
tliat colony of eight years, ho 
visited Lower Canada, pursuing 
zoology and entomology. Ho 
afterwards travelled -through tho 
United States, and resided in 
Alabama for nearly a year, making 
a large coUootion of drawings of 
insects, especially the fine le^)!- 
doptera of that region. In 1830 
he returned to England, and 
in 3810 published "The Canadian 
Naturalist.” In 1814 Mr. Gosse 
visited Jamaica, and spent eighteen 
months in the collection and study 
of the zoology, and published on 
his return -Bie result of his re- 
searches in "The Birds of Ja- 
maica,” followed by an Atlas of 
“ Illustrations,” and " A Natu- 
ralist's Sojourn in Jamaica.” 
During the subseqiiont years ho 
published on " Introduction to 
Zoology,” and iireparod many 
works for tho S. P, C. K. He 
thon devoted himself ospoclaBy 
to tho miorosoopio study of the 
British rotifera, and took a pro- 
minent port in tho formation 
of public and private coUoctions 
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of luariuo animals. In 1856 lie 
was olccted a F.K.S. Ilis remain- 
ing works include ‘'The Aqua- 
rium/* 183 1 j '^AMaiiunlof Marino 
2oolof»y/* 1855; "Tenhy^a Seaside 
Holiday,** 185() ; " Lifo in its Lowor, 
Intormodiato, and Ilighcr Forms/* 
(857 5 Actinologia firitaunioa ; a 
History of the British Soa Ano- 
uioncs and Corals/* 1800; ‘'Lottors 
from Alabama, on Natimal His- 
tory,*' "Tho Bomanco of Hatiu'al 
History/* 1860-62; "A Year at the 
Shore," and " Land and Sea," 
1803. Of late ho has boon pur- 
suing some microscopical investi- 
gations on the Prehensile Aniia- 
fcuro of tho Genital Organs in the 
family Papiliomd©; tho first-fruit 
of wluoli is now being published in 
the Transactions of tiio Liunean 
Society. In the Royal Sooiety*a 
" Catalogue of Scient. Papers ** 
(1863), jflty-onc are atti’ibuted to 
Mr. Gosse's pen ; and he has pub- 
lished a few more since that 
period. 

GOT, Praujois Jules Edmond, an 
eminent French comedian, bom at 
Lignorolles (Oriio), Oct. 1, 1822, 
received his education at tho 
Colb'^go Charlemagne, and after 
being employed for a short time 
at the Prefecture of the Seine, 
entered M. Provost’s class at the 
Conservatoire, where, in 1842, he 
carried ofi tho second, and in 1843 
the first prize for comedy. After a 
year’s compulsory service in the 
army, he made ms first bow to a 
Parisian audience in 18 It at the 
Com4die Fran 9 aiBe,'of which Society 
ho became a member in 1850. M. 
Got’s reputation steadily increased, 
and he is now most deservedly re- 
garded as one of the greatest actors 
on the French stage. He excels in 
the representation of the loading 
comic parts in the old classical 
dramas, and has created scores of 
original characters in modern 
pieces. M. Got’s name has been 
frequently before the public, in 
connection with the internal dis- 
sensions of tho Comedie Frangaise. 


When M. Got and his colleagues 
of the Q’h4(Ure Fran^ais visited 
London in 1871, they were ontor- 
toined at a public dinner at the 
Crystal Palace. On Aug. 4, 1881, 
M. Turquot, tho Under Secretary 
of State for Fine Arts, publicly 
conferred the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour on M, Got at tho Con- 
servatoire. It was n.B Professor of 
tho Conservatoire that M. Qot 
reooived lliis high rccompenso for 
hi& services. 

GOITLBTrEir, The Very Rev, 
Edward Meyriok, D.I)., Dean of 
Norwich, son of Edward Goulbmii, 
Esq., Serjeant-at-Law, bom about 
1818, was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford, of which 
he was elected a scholar in 1835, 
and where he graduated B.A. in 
1830, taking first-class honours in 
the Scliool of LitercB llmtamores, 
and was elected Follow of Mei*tou 
College in 1811. Having held for 
some years a college tutorship 
conjointly with the incumbency of 
Holywell, in Oxford, he was elected 
in 1830 succQBsor to Dr. Tait, Dean 
of Carlisle, in the Hcad-iuaster- 
ship of Rugby School, from which 
post he retired in 1838. He 
preached tho Btimpton Lectures at 
Oxford in 1850, was appointed 
minister of Quebec Chapel and 
prebendaiy of St. Paul's in 1858, 
one of the Queen’s chaplains in 
ordinary, and incumbent of St. 
John's, Paddington, in 1859, and 
Dean of Norwich in 1866. In 
addition to a largo number of 
single sermons and lectures. Dean 
Goulbum has published " The 
Doctrine of the Resurrection of 
the Body, as taught in Holy 
Scripture," eight Sermons, 1861 ;

OOUIB, Benjamin Apthorp, born 
at Boston, Massachusetts, Sept. 
27, 1824, graduated at Harvard 
College in 1814, and afterwards 
studied at Gottingen, where he 
took luB degree in 18X8, and was 
for some time on assistant in tho 
observatory at Altona. After 
visiting the jirincipal observatories 
in Furope, he returned to America, 
1851, and was employed in the 
Coai^ Survey, having in special 
charge the longitude determino- 
tlona, the methods of which he 
greatly improved. In 1856 he was 
appointed director of the Dudley 


Observatory, at Albany, Now iTork, 
retaining the i)ost until the be- 
ginning of 1859. In 1806 ho 
established an obsurvatory at 
Valciitia in Ireland, and made the 
first deteriniualiou of transatlantic 
longitude by telegraph cable. In 
1868 ho was apiiointod by tho 
Government of the Argentine 
Eepublio, South America, to orga- 
nise and direct tho National Ob- 
servatory at Cordova, where ho 
remained until 1883. While in 
South America he completed a set 
of maps of the stars visible to the 
naked eye from tho Observatory, 
and also undertook a series of zone 
observations on the southern stais. 
In 1810 he founded at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, the AsLronomical 
Joumalj which ho edited until its 
susx:)onsion in 1801, the expenses 
being defrayed by liimsolf and a 
few friends. His j)rincix>al works 
are — " Keport on the Discovery of 
the Planet Neptune” (Smithsonian 
Institution Ilex'>oz’ts, 1850) ; " In- 
vestigation of the Orbit of the 
CometV.,” 1817; “Discussions of 
Observations made by tho IT. S. 
Astronomical Expedition to Chili, 
to doterminG the Solar Parallax,” 
1866 ; " On the Transatlantic 

Longitude,” 1889 ; "Military and 
Anthropological Statistics of Ame- 
rican Soldiers,*' 1809 j " Ancestry 
of Zacheus Gould,” 1872 j and 
several charts of stars of scarcely 
less imx)ortimce thtui thoso already 
noted. 

GOUNOD, Charles Francois, com- 
poser, was born at Ptuds, June 17, 
1818. After tlio naual course of 
training in musical aciunce, and 
the probationary attempts in coin- 
X^osition oommon to x>i'0^(>saional 
novitiates, M. Gounod became 
known as a lyric composer for tho 
stage by his pastoral of " Philemon 
and Baucis.” This was followed 
by " La Nonne Songlanto ; ” 

Sappho/* a cantata ; and " La 
Oolombe.” Althongh these works 
contained unquestionable marks of 
genius, none achieved saocess. 
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Indeed, few compoflovs who have 
risen to cuiinonce have had more 
failures at the outset of their 
career than the author of one of 
the most successful of modern 
operas, jPaust,” which, although 
iioiactiiolly thefirsi successfulworJc 
of Glounod, took all tho lovers of 
operatic music by surprise. What 
rendered his success more remark- 
able was the fact that, though 
Gootho’s masterpiece had been 
previously set to music a hundind 
times, not one of those efforts was 
considered worthy of the theme. 
K. Gounod is tho coniposer, 
amongst other works, of a comic 
opera founded on Moli&re's '^Mtidi- 
cin malgrd lui," produced in 
London by the English Opera 
Company under the title of tho 
" Mock Doctor ; ” of La JBeine de 
Saba j ” Mirelle,” bx*ought out 
in London inlBGlj "Komeo and 
Juliet,” produced at Paris and 
London in 1867 ; and "Polyeuuto," 
produced at the Grand Opera, 
Paris, Oot. 7, 187H. Ho was elected 
ft member of the French Institute, 
section of Music, in May, 18G6, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
Commander of the Legion of 
Honour in Aug., 1877. His opera. 

The Tribute of Zomora,” was 
pz»oduced at tho Grand OpiJra at 
Pai’is on April 1, 1881 ; and in the 
following year his sacred work, 

“ The Redemption,” was produced 
at the Birmingham Musical Festi- 
val. In 1885 his new oratorio, 

Mora ot Vita,^* was produced at 
the Albert Hall, and a second per- 
formance, by special command of 
the Queen (who was present), took 
place in Feb. 1886. M. Gounod is 
at present engaged on a great work 
on Joan of Arc,” which he is said 
to be writing in the Cathedral of 
Orleans. 

GOUBKO (Count), Joseph VasBil* 
yevioh, one of the most distin- 
guished generals of the Susso- 
ThirkiBh war, is of Polish origin, 
and was bom in 1828, and educated 
iu the Imperial “Corps de Pages.” 


Ho was created ensign of the rogi- 
mont of Hussars of the Imperial 
Body Guard in 1840. In 1857 he 
was ahoady captain, and com- 
manded a squadron in the same 
regiment, and was made in I860 
adjutant to tJie Empez’oi'. In 1861 
ho received his colonoVs commis- 
sion. In 18G6 Qourko was ap- 
pointed eoimnondcr of the ith 
Hussar regiment of Marinpol. In 
1867 the Emperor named him 
major-gcnei'al, and ordered him to 
be at his Then he com- 

inandod tho Grenadier regiment 
of the Imperial Guards, and in 
1873 the Ist brigade of the 2nd 
division of the Cavallerie de la 
Garde. We may add that Count 
Gourko took part, although iu in- 
ferior ranks, in the Crimean woi', 
being stationed at B^bcck. His 
late heroic deeds are almost too 
well known to be minutely re- 
corded; wo will only mention some 
of the principal feats of this 
valiant genersd, who commanded 
the vanguard of the Imperial 
army. On the 25th Jxme, 1877, 
with a detachment of cftvalx*y and 
a single battery, he attacked and 
took by assault the strong and 
powerfully occupied town of Tyr- 
novo (Timowo). On tho Sth of 
July he ocoupied Kazoulyk and the 
village of Shlpka, and aftci* occu- 
pying and def onding the posses of 
Shipka, Hankoj and others, he, 
together with General Badetzky, 
traversed the Balkans in the xxxid- 
dle of the winter snowstorms and 
frosts, with but few losses, and led 
the viotorions Russian troops into 
the fertile valleys beyond, thus 
occupying Soffa, Philippopolis, and 
Adiianople. The hazardous and 
almost impossible feat of travers- 
ing the Balkans in tho nuddlo of 
winter will for ever remain one of 
the greatest deeds performed by 
the soldiers of Russia. Count 
Gourko has been elevated to the 
rank of Adjutant-General, is a 
Knight of SL. George of tho second 
class, and of several other higlx 
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orders. Ho was made a Count in 
Aprilj 1878, and was afterwards 
niDpointed tiovernor of "Warsaw. 

GOW, Andrew Carrick, A.R.A.j 
was ’born in London, June 16, 1848, 
and educated at St. John's School, 
"Warwick, and in London. He was 
trained as a lithop^raphio artist Toy 
the late Andrew Maclure, of Wal- 
hrook, and, became a student of 
Hoathcrloy's School of Art, Now- 
man Street In 1808 he was elected 
a IMember of the Institute (now 
Koyal Institute), and since 1869 
has been a constant exhibitor at 
the Hoyal Academy. Amongst his 
chief works may be mentioned 
" A Suspicious Guest,” 1870 j In- 
troduction of Lady Mary Wortley 
to the Kit Kat Club,” 1873 ; So- 
phy Baddeley at the Pantheon,” 
1875 ; The Belief of Leyden,” 
187G, now in the National Gallery 
of Sydney ; " The Tumult in the 
House of Commons in 1040,” 1877 j 

No Surrender,” 1878, now in t^ 
National Giillory at Melbourne ; 

The Last Dayb of Edward VI.," 
1880; ‘^Bothwell,” 1881; Abso- 
lution for tha Lost at Sea,” 1883 ; 

Cromwell at Dunbar,” 1880. 
Mx\ Gow was elected an Associate 
of the "Roydl Academy in 1881. 

GRACE, William Gilbert, a 
famous cricketer, was horn at 
Downend, near Bristol, July 18, 
1818. He early evinced a great 
aptitude for cricket, and in 1S61 
played with the South Wales team 
at Brighton gainst the Gentlemen 
of Sussex. The next year he was 
eagerly sought for, and his rejjuta- 
tioneatablialiod. Between ISGii and 
1879 Mr. Grace completed 113 
innings in^ first-class matches, and 
obtained in all 20,812 runs, the 
most wonderful record of batting 
performances ever chronicled. In 
July of the latter year he was pre- 
sented with a costly testimonial 
snbscrihod for by all classes of 
players, in recognition of his 
merits as an all-round cricketer.* 
He ifl the best hat in England, is a 
good bowler, an excellent field, and 


a first-rate captain. In 1881 he 
played throe innings of over 100 
against the Australians, and in 
1880 his record was equally liigh, 
Like his father and brother (Ur. 
E. M. Grace) ho is a luomher of 
the medical profession, and took 
his M.B, degree in 1870. 

GRAHAM, Lioutenaut-Goneral Sir 
Gerald, G.C.M.G., K.C.B,, V.C., son 
of the laic Robori Hay Graham, 
M.U., of Eden Brows, Cumberland, 
WAS bom in 1831, and educaied at 
private schools, of which three 
years were spent at a school in 
Dresden, Saxony, He entered Hio 
Eoyal Military Academy, Wool- 
wich, in 1847, and got his commis- 
sion, as Second Lieutenant in the 
Corps of Boyal Engiiicors in 1830. 
lie hocamo Captain in 1858, Major 
in 1830, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1801, 
Colonel in 1809, Major-General in 
1881, and Lieutenant-General in 
1881. He served throughout the 
Crimean oainpaign,landingwith the 
I first troops at Old Port on the 1 1th 
of September, 1861, and leaving 
when the Bnssian guard took ov<'r 
Bnlaklava in May, 1830. He was 
present at the battles of Alma and 
Inkerman, did nearly 300 turns of 
duty in the trenches, and led a 
ladder-party at the as*3ault of tho 
Bedan on the 18th of June, 1835. 
Ho took port in tho demolition of 
the docks and "White Buildings ” 
during the winter of 1855-50, audwas 
twice wounded. Por tho Orimooix 
campaign he received the mcd«il, 
with three clasps, 5th elassModjidio, 
Turkish medal, Victoria Gross, and 
was made a Knight of tho Legion 
of Honour. He was twice mon- 
iioued in despatches, and obtained 
the brevet rank of Major. lie 
look part in the China war of 18G0, 
and was severely wounded at the 
assault of the Talm Ports, was 
present at the capture of Pekin, 
mentioned in despatches, obtained 
brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
C.B., and medal, with two clasps. 
In the Egyptian campaign of 1882 
Major-General Graham commanded 
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the 2nd brigade of the 1st division 
throughout tho oampaigh. He took 
part in the action of El Kayfar, 
cominandocl at Hassassiu on the 
28th of August, and toot pari in 
tho subsequent action of the 9th of 
Sepiombor, and in the battle of Tel- 
el-Kobir ; ho was mentioned in de- 
spatches, tJjanted by both Houses 
of Parliament, received 
2nd classModjidie modah-with clasp, 
and bronze star. Major-General 
Sir Gerald Graham was put in 
command of tho expedition for the 
relief of Tokai in Bebmary, 1884, 
after the destruction of an Egyp- 
tian force under Baker Pasha. The 
British force fougbt a severoly- 
conteated action with the rebel 
Hadendowas at El Teb on the 29th 
of Pebruary, 1884, and I’eHeved 
Tokai on the following day. On 
the 18th of March Sir Gierald 
Graham again defeated a large 
force of Arabs, with great 
slaughter, at Tamai. The road to ! 
Berber was then open, but the ! 
British troops were withdrawn. 
Bor these services Major-General | 
Sir Gorald Graham was i^romoted , 
to the rank of Lieutenant-General. , 
In 3885, after receiving news of i 
the fall of Kartouin, another ex - 1 
pedition was sent to Suakim to 
open the road to Berber and to lay 
down a railway. This expedition 
arrived at Suakim about the 13th 
of March, and on the 20th fought 
the battle of Hasheeu. On the 
22nd Sir J. McN eill was at- 
tacked in the bush, but the enemy 
was repulsed with severe loss, and 
in the subsequent march on Tamai 
there was very little fighting. The 
railway was laid as far as Otao, 
about twenty miles from Suakim, 
when orders were received to send 
the troops home about tho middle 
of May, Bor his services Lieut.- 
Gener^ Sir Gerald Graham was 
thanked by both Housea of Parlia- 
ment, and was decorated with the 
Grand Cross of SS. Michad and 
George by Her Majesty. He was 
married in 1802 to Jane, daughter 


of G. Durrantj Esq., of 8t. Bhn- 
liam Hall, Suffolk, and widow of 
tho Eev. J, B. Blacker, Rector of 
Eoedhaui, Norfolk, He has contri- 
buted some ai*ticloa to tho Royal 
lilngineers’ Professional Corps 
papers, and translated Von Goetyo's 
‘Account of tho Gorman Engineers* 
opei'fttiona during the campaign, 
1870-71.** 

GEANIER BE CASSAGNAO, 
Paul de, son of Adolphe C-lranier do 
Caasagnacjborn about 1810,bccamo 
at an early age a contributor to tho 
minor Parisian journals, and soon 
acquired notoriety by the fierceness 
of hia personal attacks on Ms con- 
temporaries and thenumerons duels 
to iivhioh they gave rise. In 1806, 
under the auspices of his father, he 
joined the staff of Le Pays, of 
which soon afterwards he became 
tho principal editor. Since then 
he has been perpetually embroiled 
in quarrels with his brother jour- 
naUsta and anti-Bonapartist poli- 
ticians. It would would be difficult 
to enumerate nil the ^‘affairs of 
honour** in which he has been en- 
gaged, but his duel with the late 
M. Gustave Blourens in 1869, may 
be mentioned as being one of tlio 
most desperate fought in recent 
times. M. Paul de Coasagnuc was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour on the Emperor's fete-day 
in i8GS, and in July, 1869, was 
elected a member of the Conseil 
Gda&*al for the Department of Gars. 
On tlie declaration of war against 
Prussia, in Aug. 1870, M. Paul de 
Cassagnao, who was stiU Suffering 
f7*om a recent wound in the chest, 
and who had jnst been ax^pointed a 
Major of tho Garde Mobile of the 
department of Gets, preferred to 
enrol himself as a volunteer in 
the first regiment of Zouaves. 
Taken prisoner at Sedan he was 
imprisoned for eight months at 
K6sel in Silesia. On recovering 
his hborty he went to Vonice^for 
the benefit of his health ; and 
afterwards he established in the 
department of Gers, LAppd an 
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JPmple, a political journal which 
mot with cou&idorahle succcbs. lie- 
turniTig to Pai'is in Jan. 1872, he 
resumed the editorship of ie Pays. 
In July of that year he was con- 
demned to CL week's imprisonment, 
and to pay a fine of 100 franca 
in oonscquenco of his duel with 
M. Lockroy. On July 7, 1878, he 
fought a duel on the Luxemburg 
frontier with M. Banc, a Pai’is 
journalist, both combatants being 
wounded, and M. Ennc disabled. 
He was tiled in Paris, July 2, 187 1 . 
for the publication in Le Pays of 
articles calculated to disturb the 
public peace, and to stir up liatrcd 
and contempt between citizens. M. 
Paul de Caasognac undertook his 
own defence and obtained a verdict 
of ''Not Guilty," a result which 
was regarded by the Bonapartists 
as a signal triumph. In 187 1 he 
published in his journal a series of 
violent articles in reference to the 
capitulation of Sedan, the whole 
responsibility of which was thrown 
on toGreneralWiinpffcn^s shouldei's. 
The G-oneral accordingly instituted 
a prosecution for libel in the Assize 
Com’t of the Seine, but M. Paul de 
Coasagnao, was acquitted by the 
jury (Feb. 1875). On Nov. 21, 
1876, he delivered, at a meeting at 
Belleville, a speech in which he 
contended that the restoration of 
the Empire was the essential con- 
dition of the welfare of the peoxile. 
The Pays and other newspapers 
were prosecuted for printing a 
report of this discourse, but they 
were all acquitted. M. Paul dc 
Oassagnac was returned to tbe 
National Assembly by the arrou- 
dissement of Condom in the depai't- 
ment of Gers,at th e general elections 
of Feb. 1876 and Oct. 1877. The | 
latter election was annulled by the 
Chamber, Nov. 11, 1878, but in the 
following February M. dc Cos- 
sagnao was again elected, as he 
has been at subsequent general 
Actions. Of late years bis fiery 
zeal has somewhat abated, cMefiy 
on account of the unfortunate 


I dissensions in the Bonaparte 
family. 

I GRANT, The Very Rev. George 
Monro, D.D., Principal of Queon^s 
University, Kingston, Ontario, who 
is of Scottish parentage, was bom 
at Stelinrton, Picton county, Nova 
Scotia, Dec. 22, 1835. Ho received 
his literary education at Picton 
Academy and his theological train- 
ing at the West Eivor Seminary of 
the Presbyterian Church in his 
native province. At the latter, at 
the age of oighteou, ho won a 
biu'sary which entitled him to a 
collegialo course in the University 
of Grlasgowj the bursary being 
awarded by the synod of the Old 
ICirk in Nova Scotia. During his 
theological course at Glasgow he 
won Eicadeinio distinction, taking 
the highest honoms in j)hilosophy 
at his examination for M.A., mid 
the Lord Eector's Prize for the 
best Essay on Ilindoo Literature 
and Philosophy. On his return to 
Nova Scotia, he spent some time as 
a missionary in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and becamo pastor of St. 
Matthew's Church , Halifax, a xiosi- 
tion he held until his acceptance, 
in 1877, of the Principalahip of 
Queen's University. As President 
of this institution, Dr. Grant has 
been conspicuously successful. 
In 1872 ho published "Ocean Lo 
Ocean," an interesting diary of a 
tour across the American Continent, 
in connection with a surveying 
expedition, lo locate the line of the 
Canadian Pacific Eoilway j and, in 
1881, "Picturesque Canada," an 
elaborate work Olustrativo of 
the scenery, the industries, and 
the social life of the Canadian 
Dominion. 

GRANT, James, was horn at 
Edinburgh, Aug. 1, 1822. When 
q^lyten years old he sailed with 
his father, who had the command 
of a detachment of solders, for 
Newfoundland, and was several 
years with the troops in America, 
his education being principally 
received in baiTacks , To this mill- 
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taiy training may bo Iracccl the 
stylo and character of many of his 
woi*k 0 . Ecturuiii" homo in 1830, 
ho was gnzetted to an onsigucy in 
the 62nd foot, joined tho provisional 
battalion at Chatham, and in 1810 
had diarize of the depot. Ho loft 
the army soon afterwards, and de- 
voted himself to litoraturc and the 
study of Scottish antiquities. His 
first work, "'L'lie Eomanco of War ; 
or. Highlanders in Sj^ain,” was 
imblishod in 1816; an additional 
volume appearing in 18 17, with the 
secondary title of '' Highlanders in 
Belgium/' This work Imd an im- 
mediate success, and has since been 
read with delight by thousands of 
schoolboys. During the next thirty 
years Mr, Grant published a large 
number of novels, amongst which 
may be mentioned " Walter Hen- 
ton," Philip Hollo or the Scottish 
Muskotoers," Legends of the 
Black Watch," ^^Only an Ensign," 
^'Dulcie Carlyon." Most of his i 
^vorks have been printed ni the 
United States j all have been 
translated into German and Danish, 
and several into French. Mr. Grant 
has boon a constant conti'ibutor of 
auouioirs to the Dublin University 
Magazine^ the United Sci'vice Maga- 
zhiej &e. In Dec. 1875, Mr, Grant 
abjured Protestantism, and was 
received into tlie Bomon Catholio 
Church b^ the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Westminster. 

GBANT, licuteniint’Coloncl^ames 
Augustus, 0,B., C.SJ„ F,B,S., 
F.L.S., son of the late Bev. James 
Grant, minister of Naim, N,B., 
born at Naim in 1827, was edu- 
cated at the grammar-school, and 
Maa^isohal College, Aberdeen. He 
was appointed in 18 16 to the Indian 
army, served under Gen.'Whiah at 
both sieges of Mooltan, was present 
at the battle of Goojorat under 
Lord Gough, for which he received 
the medsd and two clasps ; was 
Adjutant of the 8th N.I. for five 
years, and baggage-master to Sir 
James Outram's force in Aug. 1857 ; 
aud did duty with the 78th High- 


landers, under Gen. Havelock, 
at the relief of Lucknow, where 
he was wounded while in com- 
mand of two companies of the 78fch 
Highlanders who formed the rear 
guard of tho army. For those 
services liG received tho Mutiny 
medal luid clasp for "Relief of 
Lucknow.” Tn 1860-3 he explored 
the sources of the Nile in company 
with the late Capt. Spelce, who 
published hia " Journal of the dis- 
covery of the source of the Nile" 
in 3863, for which he was made a 
C.B. (civil division) iii Sept. 186G. 
Ho served in the lutelligeuco 
Department with tho Abyssinian 
expedition under Lord Napier of 
Magdola in 1868, and was nomi- 
nated a Companion of the Order of 
the Star of India for his services in 
that capaoity(medalfor Abyssinia), 
He is tho author of a " Walk across 
Africa," "Summary of tho Spoke 
and Grant Expedition" in tho 
Journal of the lioyal Oeograpfiical 
i Society for 1872, and of " Tlio 
Botany of the Speke and Grant 
Eaqoecution," forming the 29th vol. 
of the Transactions U/ the Iiinnreaii 
Society, 1872. He is gold medallist 
of the Royal Geographical Society, 
and has received medals from Pox)e 
Pius IX. and Hing Victor Bni- 
uuinucl. He is a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant of 
Nairnshire. 

GRANT, Sir Patrick, G.C.B,, 
G.O.M.G., son of the late Major 
John Grant, of Auchtertdair, cor 
Inverness, bom at Auchterblair, 
Strathspey, in that county, in 1801, 
entered the military service of tho 
East India Company in 1820. 
During the Gwalior campaign of 
1843-1, Captain Grant served on 
Sir Hugh Gough's Staff as Deputy 
Adjutant-General, and obtained 
his brevet majority for Maharajpur, 
As Adjutant-General in tho Sutlej 
Campaign of 1845-6, ho fought 
under the same chief at Mu^i 
and Sobraon, was twice severely 
and dangerously wounded by 
grape-shotin the am, ondmuskot- 
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hnll in tlie loft breast, and liia 
horse ■\vas throe times shot iTiiclcr 
]iim. He was frequently men- 
tioned in desi>atcliesj and was 
made Brevet Colonel and C.B.j ro- 
oeivinjj a medal and three clasps. 
In the some capacity ho again fol- 
lowed Lord G-ough through the 
Punjaub campaign, sharing in the 
liard-won fight of Chiliauwallaand 
the oi’ownmg victory of Gujarat. 
At the end or the campaign he was 
mode an A.D.C. to the Queen with 
the rank of Colonel, In IR 19-50 
Colonel Grant again served as Ad- 
jutant-General in Sir. C. Napier's 
cjunpaign against the hill-tiibes of 
Kohat. In 185G, as Major-General 
and 3C. 0. B., lie was npiiointed 
Commander-in-chief of the Madras 
army, and on the death of Genera L 
Anson, in the first days of the 
Mutiny in 1857, Sir Patrick wont 
over to Calcutta ns acting Gom- 
mander-ui-Chief of Bengal, pending 
the arrival of Anson’s sueoessor. 
Sir Colin Campbell. After the 
Mutiny he was rewarded with the 
Grand Cross of the Bath, and in 
March, 1867, was preferred to the 
Governorship of Malta, and ap- 
pointed G.C.M.G. in 1858. The 
latter 2503t ho resigned in April, 
1872, and in 1874 he was appointed 
Governor of Chelsea Hospital, loft 
vacant by the death of Sir Sydney 
Cotton, tn Dec, 1885, he was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Royal Horse 
Guards (the Blues) and Gold Stick 
in Waiting. 

GRANTHAM, Sir William, sop of 
George Grantham, of Bai'combe 
Place, Sussex, was horn ab Lewes, 
Oct. 28, 1835, and educated at 
King’s College School. He was 
called to the Bar in 1863, made 
Q.C. 1877, and became a Bencher 
of the Inner Temple in 1878, J.P. 
and Deputy-Chah’man of Sussex 
and Judge of the High Court of 
Jnstico 1866. Mr. Grantham has 
always token an active interest in 
politics, and has especially devoted 
himself to converting the working 
olasses to the ConservaUve oouso. 
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Tn 1871 ho was largely instrumen- 
tal in securing the return of Mr. 
lV.T.tney foi’ Ea&i Surrey, this being 
the first Conservative victory in the 
constituency for 27 years. At the 
General Election of 1874 ho him- 
self coiitu&tod the county against 
the lion. Locke King, whom he 
defeated by a largo majority j in 
1880 ho was again returned, and 
after the Redistribution Bill of 
1886 he was returned for tho now 
borough of Croydon. In Jan. 1886, 
Mr. Grantham was made a judge 
and consequently retired from 
Parliament. 

GRANVIL1,B (Bail), The Right 
Hon. Granville George Leveson- 
Gower, K.G., eldest sou of the first 
earl, born May 11, 3815, was edu- 
cated at Eton, and Christ Church, 
Oxford, whore he took his degree 
in 1831, became attachr* to tho em- 
bassy at PiU’is in 1835, and was 
elected to the House of Commons 
for the borough of Morpeth in 
3836, being re-elected in 1837. 
Early in 1810 he accoiitcd the ap- 
pointment of Undcr-Secrctary of 
State for Poreign Affairs, which ho 
held for some months, and shortly 
after took his seat as member for 
Lichfield, While in tho House of 
Commons he supported the Liberal 
party, and was an able and consis- 
tent advocate of free trade, tn 
38X6 he sucoceded to the peerage, 
in 1818 was apiiointed Vice-Proui- 
dent of the Board of Trade, in 3851 
obtained a scat in tlio cabinet, and 
in Deo. of tliat yeai' succeeded Lord 
Palmei'ston in the Foreign Office, 
retiring with the Russell ministry 
early in 1852. Lord Granville, 
who has hold tho offices of Master 
of tho Buckhounds, Paymaster- 
general of the Forces, Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, and 
Treasurer of tho Navy, was ap- 
pointed President of tho Council 
in 1853, and in 1855 undertook tho 
ministerial loadershii) in the House 
of Lords. In 1850 Lord Granville 
acted as Vice-President of the 
Royal Commission for tho Great 
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Exhibition, of which ho was ono of 
the most diligent wording inomberB, 
and accei)todj in the autmnn of 
1800, the Chairmanship of the 
Commisaion for the Gfroat Exhibi- 
tion of 16()2< In 1850 ho was aont 
upon an extraordinary mission to 
the court of St. Petersburg, as 
roproaontative of the English na- 
tion, at tho coronation of ^exander 
II, Lord Granvillo, who retired 
with Lord Palmerston^s first niinis- 
tiy in 1858, was re-appointed Pre- 
sident of tho Council (having failed 
in an attempt to form a ministry 
himself) in Lord Palmerston's 
second administration in 1859, and 
retired on the fall of Lord Bussell’s 
second administration in I86G. 
Lord Oranville was made Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports in 
Doc. 18G6. In Deo. 18G8, hia lord- 
ship accepted office under Mr. 
Gladstone as Colonial Secretary, 
and retained that position till J^uly, 
1870, when ho was appointed Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs in succes- 
sion to the late Earl of Clarendon. 
He occupied tho latter position 
until the resignation of tho Liboml 
Cabinet in Feb, 187-1. Early in tho 
following year, when Mr. Gladstone 
retired n'Om the leadership of the 
Opposition, Lord Granville became, 
by general consent, the leader of 
the Liberal party. Lord Htvrtington 
being chosen as its spokesman in 
the House of Commons. On Mr. i 
Gladstone returmng to power in 
May, 1880, Earl. Granville again 
become Secretory of State for 
Foreign ASaira. On June 12 in 
thatyear his lordship was presented 
with the freedom of the Fishmon- 
gers’ Company. In Mr. Gladstone's 
ministry of 1880, Lord Granville 
held the post of Secretary of State 
for tlie Colonies. 

G B A V E B, The Bight Bev. 
Charles, D.D., Bishop of Limerick, 
Ardfeii;, and Agadoe, was bom 
Hov. 6, 1812, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
took high honours, and of which he 
became a Follow. He was for some ] 


time Doan of the Chapel Boyal in 
Irehmd, and Ohaplaia to tho Lord 
Lieutenant. lie was oonsocratod 
Bishop of Limerick, Juno 29, 180G. 

GBAY, Asa, M.D„ LL.D., born 
at Paris, New York, November 18, 
1810, graduated M.D. at Fairfi.olcl 
Medical College in 1881, but soon 
relinquished the practice of medi- 
cine, iiud devoted himt»olh under 
Professor Torroy, of New York, to 
the study of botany. In 1831 
ho received the appointinont of 
Botanist of the United States Ex- 
ploring Expedition, but he declined 
it. In 1812 ho was elected Fisher 
Professor of Natural History of 
Harvard OoUego, a position ho still 
r otainB,although he has not actively 
taught since 1878. In addition to 
hisleciiu'da at Cambridge, he has 
delivered three courses of lcotm*0S 
before the Lowell Inatituta in 
Boston I he pubUshed in 1880 liis 
''Elements of Botany," enlarged 
' into the " Botanical Text-book j” 
and in 1888 began with Dr. 
Torrey, " The Flora of Nortli 
America,” He piiblished in 1818 
the " Manual of Botany for tho 
Northern United States,” and the 
first volume of tho " Genera Boreali- 
Americana lUustrata;” and the 
first volume of his botany of the 
United States Pacific Exploring 
Expedition under Captain Wilkes, 
in lB5k He has ednee pnbH&hed 
tho following works, mostly text- 
books i ** How Plants Growi” ‘■'‘Les- 
sons in Botany, %vith drawings from 
Nature " The School and Field- 
book of Botany j” " The Manual 
of Botany j” " Stmotural and 
Systematio Botany” (new edition, 
1879), a revised edition of the 
" Botanical Text-book,” with 1,300 
illustrations j "Flora of the South- 
ern United States j''* "Free Exam- 
ination of Darwin's Treatise/' 
1861 1 " Borwiniana/' 1870 j *• Now 
Flora of North America,” 1878,* 
"Natural Science and BeKgion,” 
1880 j and "Synoptical Flora of 
North America,” 1884. He visited 
Kurox^o in 1838-9, and again in 
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1830-51^ and has contnbuted nu- 
inerotis papers to scientificj periodi- 
cals and to the Transactions of 
learned societies. In 1874* he 
was chosen one of the Regents 
of the Smithsonian Institute, and 
in 1878 the Ajcaddmie des Sciences 
of Paris elected him a correspond- 
ing momhor in the Section of 
Botany. 

a BAY, E. Dwyer, M.P. for 
Dublin, son of the late Sir Jolin 
Gray, M.P, for Kilkenny, was horn 
in Dublin, in 1813, and married 
ISOO, Caroline Agnes, daughter of 
Maior and Mrs. Caroline Chisholm 
*'(Tho Emigrant's Priend).'^ He 
WAS Lord Mayor of Dublin in 1880, 
and High Sheriff in 1882. Ho 
unsucecssfuUy contested Kilkenny, 
on the death of Sir John Gray, 
in 1S75, and was elected in 1877 
for Tippm*m*y, and 1880 for Carlow 
county, for which he was again 
retiimcd 3883, but elected to sib 
for Dublin, Ho succeeded Sir 
John Gray as proprietor of the 
Freeman* s Journal^ the leading 
Irish ne'vvBpaper, and is also pro- 
prietor of the Belfast Morning News, 
both nationalist organs. He has 
taken an active port, botli per- 
sonally, and as conductor of the 
alDove-namod papers, .in nil the 
popular movements in Ireland 
during the last fifteen years. Ho 
was chairman of the Dublin Man- 
sion House Committee, by which 
j 6180,000 was collected for the 
relief of disti’Css in Ireland in 1880. 
Wlien High Sheriff of Dublin, he 
was sentenced by Lord Justice 
Lawson to three monthb' imprison- 
ment, and a fine of ^£300 for con- 
tempt of court, on account of 
coimuents written by him in the 
Wreeimn*6 Journal, upon alleged 
misconduct of the jury which 
was trying Francis Hynes for 
murder. After six weeks he was 
liberated by order of the judgo, 
the fine having been paid by public 
Bubacirlption. Mr. Gray is a moin- 
bor of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, and has taken a very active 


part in the promotion of sanitary 
and municipal reform in Dublin, 
and was a member of tho Royal 
Conimission on tho llousiug of 
llio Working Classes, ai^pointed in 
188 1*. Ho was again returned for 
Dublin in 1880. 

GBEELY, Lieutenant Adolphus W., 
was born at Nowhuryport, Mass., 
27 March, 1S14>, Entering tho 
volunteer sorvioo, ho attained tho 
rank of Captain, during tho Civil 
War, and at its closo was traus- 
feiTodto tixe Rogulai' Army with 
the rank of Liontonant. Tn 1808 
ho was placed in tho Signal ser- 
vice, and in 1881, was assigned to 
the command of the Lady Frank- 
lin Bay Expedition to Northern 
Greenland. After sulforing ex- 
treme and terrible hardBhip 8 ,Gro 0 ly 
and a few surviving meiuljors of his 
command were roscuod in 1881, by 
an expedition sent to his roliof 
by tlie U.S. Govexmmoxii. Lieut, 
Qreely has tho honour of having 
reaciied tho fartlicst point north 
of any Arctic explorer. Ho pub- 
lished an ficoount of tho ex- 
pedition in 1886, under tho title of 

Three Years of Arctic Service.” 

GREEK, Anna Katharine, 
novelist, daughter of James Wil- 
son Greoii, a lawyer, who has hold 
public positions in New York and 
elsewhere, was bom at Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and educated at Ripley 
College, Poultney, Vermont. Hlxo 
has imhlished T'ho Leavenworth 
Ctifie,” 1878 j '^A Strango Dis- 
appearance,” 3879 j ^^Tho Sword 
of Damocles,” 1881 j "The Defence 
of tho Bride, and other Poems,” 
1882 j "X Y Z,” 1883 \ " Hand and 
Ring,” 1883 ; and "Tho Mill 
Mystery,” 3 88(5. On Nov. 2 1, 18H4, 
she was married to Mr. Charles 
Rohlfs, of Brooklyn, N.T. 

GREEK, Mrs. Mary Anne Eve- 
rett, whose maiden name was 
Wood, was horn at Sbolfiold in 
1818, and, in early life, resided in 
several parts of Laxioashire and 
Yorkshire, and received an excel- 
lent education, Hor intcUootxxal 
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tastes were fostered hy tlie late 1 
James Montgoinory^ tlie "hard of | 
yheflioldj” an intiinato friend of j 
lior father. In 1841 her parents 
removed to Londonj and liaving 
now freer access to libraries and 
MS. collcotiona, she conceived the 
idea of compiling the "Lives of 
Princesses of England,” the first 
1^01111310 of which appeared in 18J0, 
and the sixth and last in 1855. Mrs. 
Green edited "Letters of Eoyiil 
and Cllnatrioua Ladies,” published 
in 1840 j " The Diary of John Bons ” 
priulod for the Camden Society, in 
1830 ; " The Letters of Qneen fion- 
riott?i Maria,” in 1867 j and has 
cont3*ibuled occasionally to period- 
ical literature, chiefly on antiqua- 
rian Bubjeots. She has been in- 
trusted by the Master of the Bolls 
with the duty of calendering the 
State Papers in the Becord Office. 
The papers of the reign of James 
I,, 4 vols., wore published in 1857-9, 
and of those of Charles II. seven 
volumes appeared 1 800-08. Mrs. 
Green was then requested to com- 
plete the calender of the State 
Papers of Queen Elissabeth, loft ! 
unfinisbed by the late Mr. Lemon, ’ 
which, witii addenda from Edward j 
VI. to Jamosl., forms 0 vols., pub- , 
lished, 1869-1871. She is now 
occupied upon the papers of the 
Interregnum, of which 9 vols. are 
Xniblished, 1875-1883. In 1813 she 
married Mr. G* P. Green, artist, of 
Cottingliam, near HuB, and of ' 
London. 

GBEENWEIL, The Bev. William, 
M.A., D.O.L,, E.B.S., E.S.A., is 
the eldest son of the late William 
Thomas Qreenw0ll>Bsq,, J .P., D.L., 
of GreenweU Ford, oo. Durham. 
He was born there March 23, 1820, 
and educated at Durham School, 
and the XJniversity of Durham, 
whero he graduated in 1839, and 
ultimately became Fellow of Dni- 
vorsity College, and afterwards 
Principal of Heville Hall, New- 
costle-on-Tyne. In 184.7 he was 
preferred to the vicarage of Oving- 
ham, Horthumberlond, and is now 


I Minor-Canon and Librarian of 
I Durham Catliedral, and Eoctor of 
St. Mihvy, in the South Bniloj, in 
the city of Dux’ham. Mr. Groenwoll 
is well known as an archmologist, 
principally in connection with tlio 
sepulchral vomaina of the early in- 
habitants of Britain. His investi- 
gations with regard to the terri- 
^I'ial possessions of the bishopiuc 
of Durham, as well as those of 
the Prior and Convent of the same 
place, are familiar to all interested 
ill these and cognate subjects, lie 
has also written on Greek numis- 
matics, and other branches of the 
arcbroology of that pcoiile. Mr. 
GreenweU is tlie possessor of a 
very extensive and valuable col- 
lec&n of weapons, implements, 
and other articles belonging to 
the stone and bronze periods of 
Britain and other countries, with 
which moat native and many f oreign 
arohmologists are well acquainted. 
His large series of skulls, many of 
which wein doiived from the bar- 
rows of England, and which com- 
prised also nnineroiiB examples 
from America, Australia, and other 
countries, was given by him some 
years ago to the University of Ox- 
ford, whero they are exhibited in 
the New Museum. In 1879 he pre- 
sented to the nation a coHeotion, 
second to none in Britain, of nrns 
and other sepulchral pottery, wea- 
pons and implements of stone and 
bronze and ornaments, the result 
of above twenty years' researches 
in the biu’ial mounds of many 
counties of England. These are 
now lodged in the Biitzsh Museum. 
Mr. GreenweU has been President 
I of the Tyneside HaturaJists' Field 
Club, and for many years President 
of the Durham and Northiunber- 
land Archcfiolo^cal and Architec- 
tural Society. Hia principal works 
are " Boldon Buke, a Survey of the 
possessions of the See of Durham 
in 1183 ” (1862) j "Bishop Hatfield's 
Survey,” a record of the possessions 
of the Sea of Durham (1867) j 
, " Wills and Inventories from the 
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Eegistry at Durlaam “ (1860) j Feo- 
darium Prioratus Dunelmonsis/^ a 
survey of the possesaionB of the 
Prior and Convent of Durham in 
tho fifteenth century (1872), beini;? 
piiblicatioiia of tho Surtees Society j 
" British Barrows/’ a record of the 
examination of sopulchral mounds 
in various parts of England (.1877) j 
^'Durham Oathedrnl/' an address 
illustrative of the building and its 
history (1881) ; and various papers 
in tho "Transactions of tlio Ber- 
wioksliire Naturalists’ Field Club/-* 
the Numismatic Chronicle, tho Joiw- 
ncd of Hellenic Studies, and other 
publications. Mr, Qreenwoll is a 
Justice of the Peace for tho county 
of Durham. 

C^SEGG-, The Bight Bev. Bohert 
Samuel, D.D., Bishop of Cork, 
Oloyne, and l^ss, youngor son of 
tho late Bight Bev. Dr. Joint 
(irogg. Bishop of Cork, by Eliza- 
beth, dauglitur of Mr. Bobert Law, 
of Dublin, was born in 1834«, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin (JB.A., 1857 j 1860). Ho 
was formerly Bector of Clonmel, 
Queenstown, Ireland, and after- 
wards Precentor of Cork and In- 
cumbent of St. Finbar in that city. 
Ho was appointed to the deanery 
of the cathedral church of St. Fin- 
bar, Cork, in 187*1, and in March, 
1876, ho was elected to the Bishop- 
ric of OsBory, Ferns, and Leighlin, 
which had been left vacant by the 
death of the Bight Bev. James 
Thomas O’Brien, D.D. On June 
27, 1878, he was elected in the 
room of his father, the late Dr. 
John Q-rcgg, to the Bishopric of 
Cork. Canon Honry Jollett, D.D,, 
was also nominated for the See, 
but in the final poll the Bishop 
of Ossory obtained 109 out of IGO 
clerical votes. Bishop Gregg mar- 
ried, in 18G3, Elinor, daughter of 
Mr. J , H, Bainbridge, of Frankfield, 
CO. Cork. 

GBEGOBY, Edward John, A.E.A,, 
son of an engineer in tho IPeninsu- 
lar and Oriental Company’s service, 
was bom at Southampton in 1850. 


lie was educated in the Middle 
Class School there under Mr. David 
Cruickshaiik, who did much to 
encourage his artistic proclivities. 
He was then placed in the Engi- 
neers’ drawing office of tho Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company at 
Soutliam 2 )ton, where ho iMunoined 
till 1869. During this time he 
attended tho Southampton School 
of Art. Ho also became acquainted 
with Mr, Horkomer, and took part 
in the formation of a Life Class 
chiolly under his direction. Ho 
ihon enmo to London, studied at 
South Konaing ton for a few months, 
ihon took uj> some other mechanical 
decorative work for the "doport- 
mont,” succeeding Horkomer in 
this employment. Ho exhibited 
his first picture (in water colour) 
at the Dudley Gallery, and was 
' then for a number of yonrs a regu- 
* lar member of The Graphic artistic 
I stall. In 1873 he was elected a 
niombor of tho lustituto of Painters 
in Water Colours, aud has sinco 
I that time exlubitud many admir- 
able drawings in tho rooms of that 
body. His first considerable suc- 
C 0 SS dates from 1876, iriicn ho ex- 
hibited, at Mr. Dosohamps’ Gallery 
in New Bond Street, a powerful 
picture of morning light stream- 
ing in on the host and hostess 
of an otherwise deaortod bjill-room. 
Among tho pictures exhibited by 
him at tho Instituto are : " Norwe- 
gian Pirates,” " Pet of tho Crow,” 
" Sir Galahad (which gained the 
Watts Prize at Manchester), " St. 
George,” and " Last Touehos.” At 
the Grosvenor Gallery ho has exhi- 
bited portraits of tho Chairman of 
Lloyd’s Begifltor, Mr, W. T. Eley, 
and Mias Galloway j and " The 
Behearsal” and other pictures: 
and at tho Boyol Academy, his 
own portrait, and portraits of Mr. 
H. B. Bobertson, and tho Bov. 
Thos. Stevons, Warden of Bradford 
College, Mr. Gregory was olocted 
an Associate of the Boyal Academy, 
Jan, 30, 1883. 

GBEGOBY, The Bev. Bohert, 
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M.A., son of Bobei’t Gregory^ Esq.^ 
of Nottinghanij born in 1819, was 
oducatod at inivate schools and at 
Corpus Oliristi, OollogQ, Oxford 
(B.A„ 1813 ; M.A., 1840). In 1850 
he gained the Oenyor Theological 
Pxdsso at Oxford. Ho was ordained 
at Christmas, 18 1*3, ourato of Bilsoy, 
in Gloucostershiro, whore he x’e- 
inainod till 1817, when ho became 
curate of Panton and lyrngby, in 
Lincolnshire. There he stayed till 
1851, when he became ourato of tho 
pariah church of Lambeth, remain- 
ing there until ha wns aj}pioiLted in 
1833 perpetual omato of St. Maiy 
the Less, Lambeth, which living lie 
resigned in 1873, In 1808 he was 
appointed Canon of St. PauPs j and 
in 1882 ho was appointed by the 
Bishop of London, Treasurer of St. 
Paulas. In 1870 he was appointed 
Bural Boiui of Camberwell, which 
post ho resigned in 1873. In 1863 
he was elected Proctor for the 
clergy of tho Arohdoaconiy of Suz*- 
roy, which post he hold till tho 
election in 1871, when, having 
ccasod to hold a benofice in the 
diocese of ’Winchester, ho was no 
longer eligible ; and he was then 
elected for tho chapter of St. Paul's, 
and lie was ro-oloctod in 1890 and 
in 1885. In 1808 ho was appointed 
Treasurer of the National Society 
for the Education of the Children 
of tho Poor in tho Principles of tho 
Established Church. Canon Gre- 
gory was a member of tho Eitnal 
CouunisBion, and also of the Eoyol 
Commission u^n the adminisi^a- 
tion and operation of the Contagious 
Diseases Act. In 1873 he was 
elected a member of iiie London 
School Board for the City Division, 
and ha sat on the Board till 1876, 
when he did not seelc re-election. 
On Aug. 9, 1878, he was appointed 
a Eoyal Commissioner to inquire 
into tho Parochial Charities of the 
City of London i and in January, 
1886, a commissioner to inquire into 
tlio worhing of the Education Acts. 
He married first, in 1844, Mary 
Prances, younger daughter of 


William Stewart, Esq., of Prescati, 
near Dublin (sho died in 1851); 
secondly, in 1801, Charlotte Anno, 
youngest daughter of Admiral the 
Hon. Sir Robert Stopford, G.C.B. 
Canon Gregory is tho author of t 
Plea for Small Parishes,^' 1810 ; 
" Tho Difficulties and Organization 
of a Small Metropolitan Parish," 
1800 j '^Sermons," 1869,* ^'Lectures 
at St. Paul’s/' 1871-2; '^Tlie Cost 
of Voluntary Schools and of Board 
Schools,'' 1875 j "Is the Canadian 
Systom of Education Ratospossible 
in England ? “ 1875 ; " Position of 
the Celebrant Aspect in Convoca- 
tion," 1875; "Tho Position of tho 
Priest ordered by the Rubric in the 
Communion Service,” 1876, 
dREGORY, The Right Hon. Sir 
William Henry, is tho only son of 
I tho late Mr. jRobert Gregory, of 
I CootoPark, co.Qalwtiy, and grand- 
son of the late Right Hon. William 
Gregory, who was Dndor-Socz'otary 
for Xi-oland for several yeai»s under 
the administration of Lord Livoi^- 
pool. Ko was born in 1817, and 
educated at Harrow, whore ho 
gained the Peel Modal, a scholar- 
ship, and other piuzea ; and after- 
words at Chi’ist Church, Oxford. 
Heontcrod Parliament in 1842 as a 
Conservative, on a casual vacancy 
in the representation of the city of 
Dublin, arising through the death 
of Mr. John Beattie West, when he 
defeated Lord Morpeth (afterwards 
Earl of Carlisle) by a majority of all 
but 400 votes; but at the general 
election of 1847 he failed to secure 
his re-election, being defeated by 
Mr. J ohn Reynolds by just 100 votes. 
He did not again enter Parliament 
until 1857, when he was returned 
for Galway county as a Liberal-Con- 
servative. He gave an independent 
support to Lord Palmerston, hut 
voted with Lord Derby on his 
Reform Bill in March, 1869, and 
against the Refoim Bill brought 
forward by Lord John Russell in 
1866. Sir W. Gregory is a magis- 
trate and Deputy-Lieutenantfor the 
county with which, he is connected 
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"by tlie ties of property, and Hisyh 
Sljeriff, of whicli lie served in 1840. 
Ho becoino well known in the world 
of .U’t, and of art education, and took 
nn active part in general j^olitics, 
especially where Ireland was cou- 
comed, in the House of Coimnons. 
He is a Trustee of the National 
Grnllery. In 1871 he was sworn a 
inombcr of the Privy Council for 
Irelaaid, He retired from the 
representation of Gkilway on heing 
^pointed Governor of Ceylon, 
Jan, 8, 1872. While occupying 
thi B position Sir W. Gi*cgory 
retstored the King’s Palace at 
Kandy, one of the most splendid of 
oriental edifices. He resigned tho 
Qovornorsliip of Ceylon in 1877. 
Sir William Gregory wrote many 
letter’s to the Tinips in tho early 
stages of the Egyxitian quoiTol, in 
support of the claims of Arahi and 
the National ” party. 

GEENFELL, Henry Biversdale, 
born 5th April, 1824, is second son 
of Charles Panve Grenfell, at one 
time M.P. for Preston, and of Lady 
Georgina, eldest daughter of Win, 
Philij), 2nd Earl of Sefton. He 
was educated at Harrow and Chi’ist 
Ohuroli, Oxford ; was private 
secretary to Lord Panmuro at the 
close of the Crimean War, and^ to 
Sir Charles Wood dining the period 
of the reconstruction of the Indian 
adminiatration from 1859 to 1861 ; 
was elected M.P, for Stoko-upon- 
Trent on the death of John Lewis 
Hienrdo in 1862, and sat for that 
place till 1868, when ho stood with 
Mr. Gladstone for ^ South-West 
Lancashire, since which date he 
has not succeeded in obtaining a 
seat. He was elootcd a director of 
the Bonk of England in 1805, 
Deputy-Governor in 1879, and 
Governor in 1881. He was Captain 
of 2nd Middlesox Militia in 1851, 
and was made Liout.-Colonel of 
that regiment in 1870. Col. Gren- 
fell is the author of several political 
pamphlets and magazine articles 

e cipally on econonuoal subjects, 
dug legislation^ and the 


standard of value. Ho is a Libernl 
in politics, and has supported 
Mr. Gladstone in all questions 
except those connected with Ire- 
land. 

GE£vY, Francois Jules Foie, 
President of the Prenoh KojDublio, 
was born at Mont-aous-Vaiulroy, 
in the Jura, August 15, 1807. 
Ho was educated in tho College 
of Poligny, afterwards studied 
law in Pai'is, and in due course 
was admitted an advocate. lie 
took part in the E evolution of 
July, 1830, and was subsequently 
much employed at the bar as a 
defender of members of LheEadical 
party who wore charged with the 
commission of political offences. In 
18 18 he was appointed Commissary 
of the Provisional Government in 
hi i department, and was returned to 
tho Constituent Assembly, heading 
the list of the successful caiiduhitoa 
foi* the Jura, As a member of the 
Committee of Justice and Vice- 
President of the Assembly ,M.Grcvy 
frequently ascended the tribune,nnd 
proved hhuself to bo one of tho most 
able speakers among the democratic 
paHy. While maintaining an inde- 
pendent attitude, far removed from 
the Socialists and not so far from 
tho Mountain, ho usually voted with 
the extreme Left. Above all, his 
name is connected with a Eadical 
amendment on the question of tho 
Presidency, He proposed that tu’ti- 
cles 41,43jand 45 of tho Constitution 
should mn in the following terms: — 
^'Article 11. TheNaLional Assembly 
delegates tho executive power to a 
citizen who receives the title of Pre- 
sident of the Council of Mmistors/^ 
" Article 13. Tho Proaidoiit of the 
Council of Ministers is appointed 
by the National Assembly by secret 
ballot, and an absolute majority of 
votes,” Ai’tiole 45. The President 
of the Council is elocjted for an 
unlimited period. The appointment 
is always rovooahle.^’ This amend- 
ment was rejected by 633 votes to 
138, at the sitting of Got. 7, 1848, 
when the Assembly decided that 
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tUo President of the Eiopnblic should 
be elected by uniyersal sufCrageand 
hold office for four years. After the 
election of the 10th of December, 
M. Grevy opposed the Government 
of Louis Napoleon, and protested 
against the expedition to Borne. 
After the CO Mj? ho held aloof 
from politics, and confined himself 
to the prnetice of his profession. 
In 1808 he was appointed h0toiifhie7' 
of the order of Aclvocates, and the 
following year ho was again re- 
turned as Deputy for the Jura. On 
Pcb. 17> 1871, M. Gr^vy was elected 
President of the National Assembly, 
then sitting at Bordeaux, and 
afterwards removed to VersailleH, 
and in discharging tlie duties 
of this important office, he dis- 
played remarkable tact, judgment, 
and moderation. He resigned 
this office in April, 187Si when 
he was succeeded by lif. Buffet. 
In Oct., 1873, he published a pam- 
plilet, entitled ^*’The Necoasivry 
Government," in which he declox'cd 
tliat "Prance has been transformod, 
and has become a pure Democracy ” j 
tliat "her first mistake was not to 
have founded a Constitutional 
Monarcliy when she possessed the 
elements of one ” ; and that " her 
second mistake would be to attempt 
to establish it wheu those elements 
no longer exist.” At the general 
election of Peh., 1870, he was re- 
turned to the Nation^ Assembly 
by the arrondissement of D61e in | 
the department of the Jura, and on 
the meeting of tho Chamber he was 
elected its President. He was re- 
elected by the new Chamber of 
Deputies, Nov. 10, 1877, and again 
in Jan., 1879. After the resignation 
of Harshal Maeinahon, M. Gr^vy 
was elected President of the Be- 
publio for seven years on Jan, 80, 
1879, when 563 votes were recorded 
in his favour, 99 bmng given to 
General Chanzy (against his wiU), 

5 for H. Gambetta, one each for 
General Ladmirault, the Due d^Au- 
male, and General Gallif et. Porty- 
three voting-papers were blank. 


and 87 senators and deputies were 
absent. On tho expiration of this 
period he was again elected for a 
second time j but it is believed that 
age and increasing infirmitios will 
before long lead him to resign. 

GEEY (Earl), The Eight Hon, 
Henry Grey, E.G., born Deo. 28, 
1802, the eldest son of the late earl, 
who was Premiei’ in 18, SO-3i, was 
educated at Trinity Colleg^e, Cnm- 
bridge, and, as Lord Houdek, was 
returned to tho House of Commons 
in 1826, as member for Winchelsoa, 
in 1880 for BUgham Porrars, at the 
general election of 1831 for North- 
umberland, and after tho passing 
of tho Reform Bill for the northern 
division of that countv. On the 
foiTuation of his fnther*s ministry, 
he was appointed Dnder-Secretary 
for the Colonies, but in 1833 re- 
signed, in consequence of the deter- 
mination of the Cabinet not to 
attempt the immediate emancipa- 
tion of the slaves. He afterwards 
held for a short x^eidod the post of 
Under-Secretory for Home Affaii's, 
and on the formation of the hlel- 
boume administration in 1835 be- 
eamo Secretary for War. Having 
at the general election of 1811 lost 
his seat for Northumberland, which 
he had represented for ten years, 
he was returned in September of 
that year for Sunderland, and exer- 
cised hia powers as a debater in 
opposition to the Peel government. 

I Lord Howick succeeded his father 
: as third Earl Grey, July l7i 1845, 
and on the construction of a Whig 
cabinet by Lord J. Bussell in 1810, 
accepted the position of Scoretoy 
of State for the Colonies, resigning 
with his colleagues in 1852, Lord 
Grey, who figured prominently in 
the opposition to Lord Derby, wim 
not included in the Coalilnon cabi- 
net, did not approve tho policy of 
Lord Aberdeen’s cabinet ^ in de- 
claring war against Russia, and 
explained his peculiar views on this 
question in a long speech, hlay 25, 
1S65. Por many years he has only 
rarely spoken in the House of 
H H 
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Lords ; but he frequently writes 
long and weighty letters to the 
Times on the questions of the day. 
His lordship is the author of 

Colonial Policy of Lord Eussell's 
Administrationj'^ 185!)^ and of 

Essay on i*arliamonlary Govern- 
ment as to Euform/' 1858, of 
which n now edition appeared in 
18C1. 

0EIEG, Edvard Hagerup, mn- 
sioian, was born at Borgen, in 
Norway, 15th June, 18 J3. At an 
early nge he received his first niu- 
sical instruction from his mother, 
who was a liighly gifted imisioian 
and an accomplished x>ianist. In 
1838 ho was, by the advice of Olo 
Bull, sent to continue his musionl 
training nt the Conservatoiiuni of 
Leipzig, where he became a pupil 
of Moscheles, HaTiptmann, Eichtcr, 
Beinecko, and Wenzel. In 1803 he 
went to proBcento his studies at | 
Copenhagen under Niels Wilhelm 
Gade, who, with E. Hartmann, 
greatly contributed to develop his 
talent for composition. The tam- 
ing point in his career, however, 
was hia coining in contact, for a 
short period, with Richard Nord- 
raak, a young Norwegian composer 
of brilliant genius, who shortly 
afterwards died. With regard to 
tliis meeting Grieg himself relates 
that "The scales fell from my 
eyes. It was from him that I first 
learned to appreciate the popular 
melodics of the North, and to bo‘ 
conscious of my own nature. Wc 
became determined adversaries of 
the effeminate Scandinavianiam 
wliich was an admixture of Gado 
and Mendelssohn, and with enthu- 
siasm wc struck out the new path 
now trodden by the Northern 
school.” In 18C7 he founded at 
Christiania a musical society , which 
he still continues to direct. In 1805 
and 1870 he paid visits to Italy, and 
became iniamate at !^me with 
Liszt. He also repeatedly visited 
Germany, especially Leipzig, for 
lengthened perioeb. Then he 
brought out his oompositlona in 


public, and ho himself performed 
in 1870 at a concert in the Gowand- 
hnus, at Leipzig, his concerto for 
the piano. Grieg is incontestably 
a composer of original and sterling 
talent, and some of his written 
works are full of poetical fool- 
ing, ospociiiUy hia two sonatas 
for the violin, bnb some of his 
other compositions may bo de- 
scribed as being decidedly arti- 
ficial. 

GBIMTHOEFE (Lord), Edmund 
Beckett Denison (afterwards Sir 
Edmund Beckett), was bom at 
Carlton Hall, near Newark, May 
12, 1810, and was educated at 
Doncaster, Eton and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, of which ho was 
scholar. Ho graduated B.A. 1838, 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 
Inn 1641, and became Q.O. 185 i. 
In 1803 ho received the degree of 
LL.D., and in 1877 was appointed 
Chancellor and Vicar-General of 
York. He was for many years a 
leader of the Parliamentary bar, 
and reidred in 1881. In J860 ho 
was created a peer. He has always 
interested himself greatly in archi- 
tecture, and has designed no small 
number of churches and houses, as 
well as all the new works at Bb. 
Alban's Cathedral since 1878 at 
Lincoln's Inn, of which ho is a 
bencher, and the great West- 
minster clock and bells. Uc is 
President of the British Horo- 
logicnl Institute, and is the author 
of the following works; ^'Astro- 
nomy without Mathematics,” 7bh 
edit., 1883 ; " Treatise on Clocks, 
Watches and Bella,” 7th edit., 
1883 j " Life of Bishop Lonsdale,” 
1809 3 " A Book on Building,” 2nd 
edit., 1880; ''Lectures on Church 
Building,” "St. Alban's Cathedral 
and its Restoration,” 1885, besides 
numerous pamphlets and reviews 
chiefiy on questions of ecclesiastical 
law, and a multitude of caustic 
letters to the Times,

GITLI, Sir William Withey, Bart., 
M.D., P.B.8., was bom Deo. 31, 
1816, being tho youngest son of 
Mr. John Gull, of Thoipe-le-Soken, 
Essex. Ho was educated privately, 
and subsoqtiently pursued his 
medical studies at Guy’s Hospital. 
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lie graduated M.B. in I8ti, and 
H.D. in 18 J 6, at the London Uni- 
versity; and it is worthy of note 
that he was tho first medical 
graduate who was nominated on 
the Senate by the Crown. Dr. 
Gull was Fullerian Professor of 
PJiysiology at the Boyal Institu- 
tion of Groat Britain in 18J7-49 j 
was elected a Fellow of the Boyfil 
College of Physicians in 1848; and 
for twenty years acted os physician 
and lecturer to Guy's Hospital, 
retiring from that position about 
1867, though he resumed his con- 
nection xvith the institution in 
1871 by aocoiJting the i>ost of con- 
sulting physician. On Jan. 20, 
1872, ho was created a b.aronet, in 
recognition of tho services rendered 
by mm during tho severe iilnoss of 
the Prince of Wales at the close of 
the previous yeiu* ; and in the 
following month he was appointed 
one of Her Majesty's Physicians 
Extraordinary. In 1883 he re- 
signed tho position which for 
twelve years ho had held in tho 
Ocnoral Medical Council q,a one of 
the Crown members. Sir William 
Gull is President of the Clinical 
Society, a Follow of tlio Boyal 
Medieo-Chiruvgical Society, a mem- 
ber of tho General Medical Council, 
an honorary Doctor of Civil Law 
of Oxford (1808), and a Fellow of 
tho Boyal Society (1869). Ho is

HAAd, Carl, E.W.S., a painter, 
born at Erlangen in Bavuria in 
1820, began Ids artistic education 
at the Academy of Nureniborg in 
1837, afterwards continning it at 
Munich and Bonie, In 1817 lie 
settled in tliis country, and hia ad- 
miration for the perfection of Eng- 
lish water-colour painting in- 
duced him to abandon oil, and 
adopt water-colour in preference. 
In 1850 he was elected a member 
of the Eoyal Society of Pointers in 
Water-Colours. Ho has been a 
constant contributor to the Ex- 
liibiifions of that Society, the sub- 
jects of hzs earlier pictures being 
chiefiy from the Tyrol, Dalmatia, 
and Montenpgro. In 1853 he was 
introduced at the Conrt of Queen 
Victoria by the late Prince of 
Leiningen, and Her Majesty gave 
him many commissions for sketchos 
of life in the Highlands of Scotland^ 
Lind also for important pictures, 
such as " The EoynJ Family ascend- 
ing Loch-mirGar j" "Evening at 
Balmoral — the Stags brought 
Homej" "The Queen and Prince 
Conseii? fording Pool Torff,’’ and 
others, which were exhibited, and 
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liavo since been engraved. lie 
then travelled in Greece, Egypt, 
Syria, and Palestine, painting im- 
portant views of Athens, Ba’albek, 
Palmyra, and many of the Holy 
Places in Jerusalem, among them 
Ancient Vostibnlo beneath 
the Temple Aroa,^' ^'The Golden 
Gateway,'^ and The Holy Eock in 
the 80 -caUed Mosque of Omar,’* 
most of which wore Unibhed on the 
spot. His chief aim, however, was 
to study the life of the Bedaween 
tribes, and the scenes of different 
deserts, for which purpose he made 
long stays among these nomadic 
hordes, learning their mode of life, 
their manners and customs, and 
has since painted a series of pic- 
tures illustrative of Arab life, the 
best known of which are, '‘Agliilo 
Agha receiving the visit of H.E.H, 
the Prince of Wales and suite in 
his Encampment near Mount 
Tabor,” ^'The tribe of the Anozeh 
Bedaween departing from Pal- 
myra,'^ '^ABivouaointhe Desert,” 
"The Arrival at a Well in the 
Desert,” " Preparing the Evening 
Meal,” " Desert Hospitality,” 
"Happiness in the Desert,” "A 
Bodawoo's Devotion,” " Danger in 
the Desert,” ” On the Alert,” 
"Ready for Defence,” and "A 
OaraYivn of Bedaween Encamx>ing 
near the Sphinx of Geezeh against 
an approaching Sandstorm. A 
special exhibition of Mr. C. Haag's 
works was held at the Goupil Gal- 
leries in Bond Street, 1886. Mr. 
Hoag is on honorary member of 
the Socicto Eoyale des Aquarel- 
liates of Brussels. He received the 
Eoyal Bavarian Cross of Merit in 
1872, In 1874 he became an 
Officer of the Order of tlio Med- 
jidi6, and in 1878 a Knight of -^e 
Legion of Honour of Prance. 

HAAST, Sir Julius von, K.C.M.G., 
Ph,D., D.Sc., P.E,S., P.L.S., 
P.G.S., &o., a well-known geologist, 
paljBontologist, and explorer, was 
born May Ist, 1824, at Bonn, 
Germany. He received his educa- 
tion at the Graanmar School 


(Gymnasium) there, and attended 
afterwards tho University. Later 
on ho lived some time in Belgium 
and Prance, and made extensive 
travels over Europe, eontinuiug 
his geological and art studLos, In 
1868 he went to Now Zealand on a 
scientific mission, joined Professor 
Hochstettor, who had arrive<l in 
the Novara, and took pai*t in all tho 
laboms of that distinguished 
geologist. In 1850 he started on 
bohaH of tho Provincial Govern- 
ment of Nelson, on an exploring 
expedition to the south-western 
portion of that province — an un- 
known, uninhabited wildomoss. 
After an absence of nine months, 
full of privations and dangers, ho 
retumed with excellent results, 
having discovered valuablo coal 
and gold-fields. In hip Notes on 
the Geography nnd Geology of iho 
South-Western portion ol NelB<ju, 
printed by tho Nelson Govemineiii, 
he gave an iniorcBting aceoimt of 
liis adventurous joiuney nnd its 
scientific roBidts. Eeceiving after 
this the appointment of Govern- 
ment Geologist for the Province of 
Cantorbrny in 1861, ho explored 
during ten years the interior of 
that important province, discover- 
ing what arc now termed tho 
Southern Alps of New Zealand, 
and prepai'ing topographical and 
goologioal maps of tho region. Nu- 
merous publications i^rinted botli in 
England and Now Zeoliuid give the 
detailed results of those remark- 
able discoveries, for which ho was 
awardedthe gold modal of the Eoyal 
Geographical Society. His princi- 
pal publication on tho results of 
his journeys in Canteihtuy nnd 
Wntlond is, " Geology of tho l)ro- 
vinccs of Cnntcrbury nnd Wut- 
land” (Auckland, 1870). The 
foundation of tho Canterbmy Mu- 
seum at Chrisidiurch in 1806 was 
tho next step, and tluis within 
twenty years an institution was 
built up, that by its ridmess nnd

KATEN, Pranois Seymour, 
F.B.C.S,, was boim Sept. 10, 1818, 
at 02, yioiino Street, London, and 
oducated at University College and 
at the Sorbonno, Paris. Ho became 
in 1842 a inembei* and in 1837 a 
If’cllow of tho Boyal College of 
Surgeons of England. Tho Intor- 
natioual Jury Boport on Surgical 
Instruments, drawn up by Mr. 
Hoden, was acknowledged by all 
the medical journals of the time, 
foreign as well as English, to bo 
an exhaustive essay on the then 
state of European Surgery, and 
vms the first public docuniont in 
which the operation of Ovariotomy 
i (till then universally condemned) 
W/is reconjincnded. Three letters, 
contributed by him to tlio Times, 
under tlio title of Earth to 
Earth,” in Jan., May, and June, 
1873, to plead for a change of sys- 
tem in our mode of disposing of 
the botlies of the dead, uiid in con- 
demnation of the proposals of the 
advocates of cremation, attracted 
much attention, and brought about 
considerable amelioratiou in the 
practices pursued by undertakers 
and cemetery coinp<uiies, and led 
to a system of intermont founded 
on reason and sanitor-y considera- 
tion, which has ever since been 
successfully carried out nt Woking. 
Mr. Iladon is also the author of 
certain art publications, which, 
undertaken for tho purpose of re- 
storing oidginal engraving ns it 
^ms practised by the old masters, 
and as a relief from the cares of 
praotico, have ucqnii'ed for the 
author a European reputation. 
Those publications, began in 1858, 
and atiU going ou, have been partly 
artistic and partly literary, — the 
artistic part of tho work consist- 
ing: — (1.)

Of many studies and draw- 
ings, which have not yet been pub- 
lished, and of other plates^ not yet 
included in Sir William Drake’s 
catalogue. The literary j)ortions 
of the work have consisted chiefly 
of a Monograph on tlie etched 
work of Rembrandt; of Lectures^ 
both in England and in America, 
of Tvhicli a course of tliroo were 
delivered at the Royal Institution 
of Groat Britain, in tlio spring of 
1878; and of Notes ''About Etch- 
ing/' published by the Fine Art 
Society. Several 0B3.ays, also, from 
the pens of other writers, have ap- 
peared from lime to time nn the 
work of Mr. Hadoii — ^notably two 
in the Odnetie dos Beaux Arts, by 
M. Philippe Burty, in 380 J j and iu 
the Art Journal, by Mr. Frederick 
W edmore. In America, also, similtu* 
essays have ax^pearod in 8eHbner*a 
Monthly (Aug. 1880) ; and in Mr. 
P. Q. Hamerton*s work, entitled

mour Hadm is also the possessor

HALSBTTEY fiord), Hardinge 
Stanley Gifiard, Lord Chancellor of 
England, born in London, Sept. 3, 
1825, is the third son of the late 
Stanley Lees Oifford, Esq^., LL.I)., 
barrister-at-law. He was educated 
at Merlon College, Oxford, whore 
ho took the degi’oe of B.A. in 1832, 
and M.A. in 1853. Ho Avas called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1850, and joined the South Wales 
and Chester Circuit. He also had 
a very laige junior practice at the 
Central Criminal Couiti and the 
Middlesex Sessions, and he Avas for 
several years a jimior prosecuting 
counsel to the Treasury. He be- 
came Queen's Counsel in 1865, and 
a Bencher of the Inner Temple. In 
1873 he was appointed Chairman of 
the Carmarthenshire Quarter Ses- 
sions. In Mr. Hisra^'a adminis- 
tratiou in 3875 he was made Solici- 
tor-General. He twice contested 
Cardiff in the Consezwativo intej'eat, 
but did not succeed in getting a seat 
until 1877, Avhen he was returned 
for Launceston, and sat in the 
House of Commons for that borough 
xuitil his elevation to the peerage in 
1886, when ho was created Baron 
Halsbm’y, and appointed Lord High 
Chancellor- He was one of the 
leading coimacfi in the Tichbome 
case, and before hia elevation he 
Avns engaged in most qi the impor- 
tant cases of his time. He is con- 
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stable of Laimcoston Castle, and in 
1881 Avas trensxu'er of hia Inn. 

HAISWEIIE, Keeley, E.L, 
A.E.S.A., was born at Eichmoiid, 
Suiroy, April 23, 1832. Ho very 
early showed talent and liking for 
art, biii his desire to adox)t fudi as 
his profession mot with no encour- 
agement from his family. Even- 
tually, however, he was entered as 
a pupil ill an architect's office in 
London, but soon abandoned what 
appeared to him niochanical diiid- 
gery. After some practice as a 
skotcher for the Illiisimiecl London 
Nows he went to Edinburgh, and 
thoi’C fmmd a friend in Mr. WiQiam 
Ndson, the publisher, who ou- 
coiuaged him by giving him illus- 
tration work, also offering to send 
the yoimg aii:ist to Spain or Italy 
to study paintmg. In 1837 he 
eadiibitcd his fimt pictiue m the 
Eoyal Scottish Academy, and in 
18GG Aros elected on Associate of 
that body.

In 1884 a series of his 
views of Thames Scenery was ex- 
hibited in London. 

hAmEBTON} Bhilip Gilbert, was 
bom at Lnneside, near Shaw, Lan- 
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cashire. Sept. 30, 1834, hie failxer 
Toeing a solicitor in Shaw, and cadet 
of an ancient Yorkshire family, the 
Hamertons of Hellitield Peel and 
Hollins. He was educated at 
Bmnley and Doncaster Grammar 
Schools, and afterwords prepared 
by private tutors for Oxtordi but 
a taste for the fine arts led him to 
etndy landscape painting. He 
began to exercise Ms pen very 
early in life by contributing to the 
SiBtoric Timies a series of articles 
entiUed "Rome in 1849," and in 
1851 he published a work on 
Heraldry. In 1856 appeared a 
volume of verse, "The Isles of 
Loch Awe, and other Poems," with 
sixteen illustrations the author. 
In the same year Mr. Homerlon 
wont to Paris to study painting 
and Prench literatiu'o. In 1867 
he sottlcd at Loch Awe, but re- 
turned to prance in 18G1, living 
first at Sens and afterwards near 
Autun. His residence at Sens was 
chiefly productive of pictures, but 
on the establishment of The Fine 
Arts Quarterhf Heview he became 
a frcqxient contributor, and he 
also contributed to the Fortnightly 
when xmder the editorship of Mr. 
Lewos. In 1866 Mr. Hamerton 
became art-critic to the Saturday 
MevieWj but resigned this post in 
1808, remaining, howcvoi*, con- 
nected with the Review as an occa- 
sional contributor. In 1868 he 
published "Etching and Etchers," 
a critical and practical treatise on 
the art of etching, and the masters 
wlio have exceed in it, with 
plates ; the first edition of this is 
now rare and much sought after. 
In 1868 appeared an essay on Prench 
art, entitled " Contemporary Prench 
Painters," followed in the next 
year by another of the same kind, 
"Painting in Prance after the 
decline of OlassiciBin." In 1869 
Mr. Hamerton wrote his first 
novel, " Wenderliolme.^' During 
the year 1869 he planned a new art 
ppiodioal, the Porifolioj whicdi |is 
distniguished by careful writing 


and artistic illustration, chiefly ui 
the form of etchings by the best 
masters in Europe. Some of Mr. 
Hamorton's more recent literary 
works have first appeared in the 
pages of the Porifoho, One of the 
most widely known of this author’s 
works, "The IntoUectual Lite," 
appeared in 1873. In 1876 was 
published "Round my House," an 
account of the author^a personal 
obsei*vations of nu’ol life and clia- 
racter in Prance. In 1878 Mr. 
Hamerton j)ublished anonyinonsly 
" Mannomc," a novel, which was 
successful in England, Prance, and 
the United States, and appeared in 
the Tauohnitz raprints. "Modem 
Preiichmen" (1878)coniains various 
studios of remarkable Pronchmon. 
In 1882 appeared "The Graphic 
Arts, a treatise on the varieties of 
Drawing, Paiutiug, and Engraving 
in comparison with each oilier and 
with Nature.^' Li 1884 appoarod a 
volume of Essays by Mr. llamor- 
tan under the title "Human Inter- 
course," and in 1885 a costly and 
important work on " Landscape," 
richly illustrated. !Mr. Hamerton’s 
works have been freaucntly re- 
printed iu America, and a colIooLed 
edition in ten voliunes was pub- 
lished at Boston in 1882. In recog- 
nition of his standing as a writer 
on art, ho has been elected an 
honorary meiuber of the Burlin^on 
Club, memh*e j^roteclenr of the Bel- 
gian Etohing Club, and an honorary 
member of the Society of Painter- 
Etchei's. In 1882 the Prench Go- 
vernment confeiu’ed upon him the 
University decoration of an 
d*Acad^vLe. 

HAMILTON, The Bight Hon. lord 
George Francis, M.P., is the third 
son of the Duko of Abercom, by 
Lady Louisa, second daughter of 
John, sixth Duke of Bedford. Ho 
was bom at Brighton in Deo. 1815, 
and received his education at 
Harrow. In 1864 he was appointed 
an ensign in the Rifle Brigade, and 
in 1868 was transferred to tho 
Coldstream Guards. At Ihe general 
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cloction of Dec. 1808^ lie contested 
the eoimty of Middlesex in the 
Conaervative iniorcat, and was re- 
turned at the head of the poll, the 
numbers being as follows: — Lord O. 
Hamilton, 7,850 j Viaeouut Mnlielcl, 
6,6075 Mr. Henry Lahouchere, 6,307. 
This decisive Conservative victory 
occasioned great surprise in xsolitical 
circles, as Middlesex hadprcvioiicly 
been regarded as one of the most 
impregnable sbrongholds of the 
Liberal pai‘ty. At the general 
election of Feb. 1874, Lord George 
Hamilton again came in at the head 
of the poll, receiving 10,343 votes, 
against 5,192 recorded for Viscount 
Enfield, the most popular of the 
Liberal candidates. On the forma- 
tion of Mr.Lisraeli^sAdmmistration 
in Feb. 1874, his loi*dshiii was 
nominated to the post of Parlia- 
mentary Under Secretary of State 
for Indyia; and he was ap])oiuted 
Vico-President of the Committee 
of Council on Education, April 1, 
1878, in succession to Viscount 
Saudon. On the latter occasion he 
was sworn of the Privy Coimcil. 
Ho went out of office with his party 
in April, 1880. On the defeat of 
the Gladblone Govcnimcnt he was 
made First Lord of the Admii'alty 
from June, 1885 to Feb. 1886, under 
Lord Salisbury's first administi’a- 
tion, and filled the same post in 
the second Salisbury Cabinet, 1&8G. 
His lordship married in 1871, Lady 
Maud Caroline, youngest daughter 
of tlie third Enad of ^irewoodL 
HAMILTON, Sir Kobert George 
Crookshankt K.O.B., bom in 1836, 
is a son of the late Bev. 'A, 
Macaulay HamUton, Minister of 
Hressay, Shetland, He was edu- 
cated at the University of Aber- 
deen, and in 1865 entered the Civil 
Service as a temporary clerk in the 
War Office. In that year he went 
to the Crimea in the Commissariat 
Doijartnient. On his return, in 
1857, he was employed in the 
Office of Works, and subsequently 
in the Education Lepartmont. 
From 1809 to 1872 he served as 


Accountant to the Board of Trade. 
In 1872 he bocamo Assistant 
Secretary, and in 1874 Secretary 
to the Civil Service Inriidry Com- 
m ission. In May, 1882, Loi'd Noi*th- 
brook appointed bim Under Socro- 
tary to the Admiralty ; but ho had 
scarcely entered uxion that office 
before ho was called to take the 
place of the murdered Mr. Burke 
as Under Secretary for Ireland, 
which position he retained until 
Nov. 1886, when ho was appointed 
Governor of Tasmania. He was 
succeeded at Dublin by Sir Eedvers 
Bullcr. In 188X he wtis made 
N.O.B. It is understood that Sir 
Bobert Hamilton's advice had 
much to do with the adoption of a 
Home Buie policy by Mr. Gladstone 
and Eoi'l Spencer. 

HAMILTON, Sir Bobert North 
; Collie, Bart., K.C.B., eldest son of 
I the late Sir Frederick Hamilton, 
Bart., of Silverton, county Lanark, 
was born Ai)ril 7, 1803. Having re- 
ceived his education at Haile3’‘biu’y, 
he entered the Buugal Civil Service 
in 181D, and after holding several 
civil and political offices, became in 
1 8 1 2 political agent i o the Governor- 
Generjil in Centi'al India, in wliicli 
post ho displayed great readiness 
and ability diming the Imlian 
mutiny j and for his services was 
created a H.C.fi. (Civil division), 
and received the tiianks of both 
Houses of Parliament. Sir Bobert, 
who is married to a daughter of the 
laic General the Honomable Sir 
George Anson, G.C.B., was in Eng- 
land when the mutiny broke out, 
and returned at once to Calcutta, 
whence he was sent by the Gover- 
nor-General with full powers, to 
accompany the force under Gen. 
Sir Hugh Bose. He was present in 
evci'y engagement, and in the field 
throughout the whole campaign, 
until teinquiUity was restored in 
Control India, wlien he was com- 
pelled, on account of ill health, to 
leave the country, and to give up 
the appointment to tlio Sujn’eme 
Council in India, which had been 
I I 2 
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conferrod upon him. For his ser- 
vices he received the modal and 
clasp. After his rotiuTi ho was 
Ilii^h Sheriff of 'VVarwickbhiro, in 
which county ho is a Magistrate 
and Dopiity-Lieutonani. Sii* R. 
Ilaiuilton contested Soui h W arwick- 
sliiro in the Liberal interest at lUe 
general election of Dec. 1868^ and 
faded by 29 votes. 

HAMLET, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Edward Bruce, K.C.B., IC.O.M.G., 
fourth son of Admiral William 
Hamloy, K.L., by his wife Barbara, 
daughter of Mr. Charles Ogilvy of 
Lerwick, was born at Bodmin in 
Cornwall, Ax>ril 27, 182 J. Ho was 
educated at the grammar school 
kept by tlio late William Hicks (a 
remarkable hiunorist), and at ilic 
Royal Military Academy, W ool wich . 
Ho entered the army as second 
lieutenant in the Royal Artillery 
in 18 13. He obtained a captaincy 
in L850, received the Brevets of 
Major and Lioutonaiit-Colonel for 
distinguished service in 1851 and 
1855, was promoted to Colonel in 
1878, to Major-General in 1879, 
and to Lieuienant-Gcnoral in 1882. 
Ho served in the Crimean cam- 
paign in 1854-5, including the 
affairs of Bulgonac and McKenzie's 
Fai‘mj the battle of the Alma, 
where his horse was shot; Bnhi- 
clava, and Inkerman, where his 
horse was killed; the siege and 
fall of Sebastopol, and repulse of 
the sortie on Oct. 26, 1854, when he 
was mentioned in despatches. 
Rrom 1870 to 1877 he was Com- 
mandant of the Staff College. He 
was employed as Her Majesty's 
CoinmisBioner for the delimitation 
of the Balkan frontier (1879), for 
the delimitation of the Russo- 
Turkish frontier in Armenia (1880), 
for the evacuation of Epirus and 
Thessaly by the Tmkish forces, 
and for the occupation of the same 
bythe Greek army (1881) — all these 
measures being in fuMlment of the 
Treaty of Berlin.

wood.” Ho was elected Conserva- 
tive member for Birkonhoad, Nov. 
25th, 1883,. and again after the 
dissolution of 1886. 

HAMLIN, Hannibal, American 
politician, was bom at Paris, Maine, 
Aug. 27, 1809, He prepared for 
college, but tlio death of his father 
compelled him to ialce charge of 
his farm. At the age of twenty- 
one he })ecamo a printer. He tlieii 
studied law, was admitted to tlie 
Bar in 1833, and practised until 
1848. Prom 1836 to 1840 ho was a 
member of the Maine legislature, 
serving as Speaker in 1837, 1830, 
and 1840. He was a Member of 
Congress from 1843 to 1847; a 
State representative again in 1847 ; 
and H.S. Senator from 1818 to 1857- 
He was Governor of Maine from 
Jan. 7th to Feb. 20, 1867, resigning 
the position on his re-dection to 
the Senate. He was elected Vice- 
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President of tlie U.S. on the ticket 
with Mr. Lincoln in 18G0, and on 
the expiration of his term in 1805 
w'as made Collector of Otistoms for 
the port of Poston. This jjosilion 
he retained until he was again 
chosen to the Senate in 18G0, where 
he rcuiained until 1881, He was 
suhseipiently for a few years IF.S. 
Minister to Spain, but at present 
holds no office. 

HAHHONB (lord), The IRight 
Hon. Edmund, son of the late Mr. 
George Hammond, for many years 
Undei’-Secretary of State for 
Poreign Affairs, bom in London 
in 1802, was odiicated at Eton, 
Harrow, and University College, 
Oxford, where he took his P.A. 
degree in 1823, and was afterwards 
elected to a fellowship. He entered 
the Civil Service of the Crown in 
1823, as a clerk in tlic Privy Oomicil 
Office, whence in tlic following year 
ho was tonsforrud to tho Poroign 
Office. Here he rose by gradual 
promotion until, in April, 1851, he 
was apijointed Under-Secrehuy of 
State for Poreign Affairs, Ho w'as 
sworn a Privy Coimcillor in 1800, 
and in 1873 he rethed on a i)enBion. 
In March, 1874, he was raised to 
tho peerage by the title of JSaron 
Hammond, of Kirk Ella, Kingston- 
on-Hidl. He married, in 184G, 
Mary Prances, iliird daughter of 
the late Lord Pobert Kerr, and 
gi'and-daughtor of William, fifth 
Marquis of Lothian. 

HAMMOND, William Alexander, 
M.D,, bom at Annapolis, Moiy- 
land, August 28, 1828, graduated 
M.D. in the University of New 
Yoi'k in 1846, and in June, 1840, 
entered the medical service of the 
United Stat(*B army as assistant- 
surgeon, in which he roiuaincd till 
1800, having attained the staff 
rank of Captain. In 18C0 ho was 
appointed Professor of Anatomy 
anrl Physiology in the University 
of Maryland. At the commence- 
nient of the civil war he resigned 
his professorship, and ontored the 
army almost at the bottom of the 


list of assisLant-burgcons. But on 
the roorganiration of the Medical 
Biu’oau in April, 18G2, he was, at 
the earnest solicitation of the Sani- 
taiy Commission, appointed Siu> 
geon-Genernl of the army, Avith tho 
rank of Brigadier-Geueral. He re- 
tainod tliia position luitil 1884, 
when he was dismissed from the 
service on the ground of irregu- 
larities in tho award of contracts. 
This sentence was reversed by the 
President and Congress in 1878, 
when ho was restored to his full 
rank and placed on the retired list. 
On Ills dismissal from tho army in 
1801 ho was appointed Professor in 
the Bellcnie - Hospital Medical 
College, New York, and Phyaician- 
in-Clnef to the New York State 
Hospifeil for Diseases of the Nej*- 
voiis System ; and subsequonlly 
•was connected with the me<lical 
department of tho University of 
Now York. Since 1882 he lias 
been Professor of Mental and Ner- 
vous Diseases in the New York 
Post Giiiduiite Medical Scliool. He 
was also the editor of 77ie Jotiraal of 
I*s\jchological MedicinCj and has 
publislied '^Military Hygiene ” 
(1803 ) ; “ Pliysiological Memoirs

HAMPDEir, Visconnt, The Right 
Hon. Sir Henry Bonverie William 
Brand, 0,0. B., M.P., late Speaker 
of the House of Coinnious, is the 
second son of the iTrejity-fir&t B/ii^n 
l)acro, "by the second daughter of 
the late Hon. and Very Key, Man- 
rice Croahie, Doan of Limerick, 
and lirotlxm* and heir proBiimptivo 
to the present Boron, JIo was 
horn in Dec. 181 1, For aoiuctimo 
he was private scci’etary to Sir 
Greorge (Sr(»y. In Jidy, 1852, ho 
obtained a scat in iho House of 
Coiiinions as one of the liieiiihcrs 
for Ijowor, which borough ho con- 
tinued to repr(‘! 3 cnt till Doc. 1808, 
and since then ho has sat for the 
ooimty of Cninbi'idge. In J’ob- 
1858, Mr. Brand was appointed 
Keeper of ilie Privy Seal to the 
Prince of Wtdes, biit ho only held 
the olheo for a few weeks. Ho 
held the ollice of l^arliamoniary 
Secretary to the Treasury from 
June, 1850, to July, 1800. hi 1859 
Mr. Brand succeeded Sir W. Hay- 
ter, senior " whip ” of the Lilieral 
party, and ho discharged the dnties 
of tliat imx)ortant and laborious 
office witli unflagging energy and 
xerd for a period of nine years. 
When Mr . Denison, afterwards 
Viscount Ossingfcon, vacated the 
Speaker’s chair, Mr. Brand was 
nominated by the Government to 
succeed him, and he was elected 
Speaker of the Honsc of Commons 
witliont opposition in Peb. 1872. 
At first some lion, members enter- 
tained misgivings as to whether a 
gentleman who had been so iioon- 
liarly identified for jnany years 
with the interests of one political 
party in the State would preside 
with due impartiality over the 
discussions of the House of Com- 
mons J but all such doubts wei*c soon 
set at rest by the conduct of the 
right hon. gentleman, who had dis- 
charged the duties of his high 
office to the satisfaction alike of 


Liberals and Conservatives. The 
most conclusive proof of this is, 
til at when a new Parliament was 
oJootod, and tlio Coiibeivativos 
wore placed in iiowor, Mr. Brand 
was again elected Bjictiker without 
opposition in March, 1874. lie was 
elected Bpeaker for the thii'd time 
Ajiril 29, 1880, and on him foil the 
chief burden of doaliug with the 
“obstructionists,^’ who during iho 
next two Bessions did their lie&t to 
roudor Parliamentary Govornmont 
impossible. At fclio close of the 
Session of 1881 tho Queen con- 
ferred on him the dignity of the 
Civil Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Bath. Sir Henry Brand’s 
name for some years came fre- 
quently before tho public in con- 
nection with a scliGuie for the ame- 
lioration of the condition of the 
egriculturnl hiboiirers on his estate 
at Glynde, in Sussex, llo is a 
magistrate and DeiDuty-Liouteiiiiut 
for Sussex, and marriod, in 18118, 
Eliza, daughter of General Robert 
Ellice. On his rotiroiaent from the 
Oliadr of the Honao of Commons 
in 1884 ho was created Viscount 
Hampden. 

HAMPTOH) Wade, was bom in 
ChiU’leston, South Carolina, March 
28, 1818. His father, who diod in 
1836, was probably Dio wonltljicat 
pluntor in the United States, being, 
it is said, the owner of more than 
3,000 slaves. Tlio son graduated 
at tho University of South Caro- 
lina, studied law, and subsequently 
became a member of the State 
Legislatiu*e. On the outbreak 
of the civil war ho entered the 
Confederate service, and raised a 
regiment of cavalry j was made a 
Brigadier-Goneiul, served during 
tho Peninsular campaign of 1802, 
and was woimded at Gettysbiu’g, 
July 2, 18G3. In 18G1 ho was made 
Lieutenant - General, and com- 
manded a body of cavalry iu Vir- 
ginia. Early iu 18G5 he was seat 
to South Carolina, and commanded 
tho rear-^ard of the Coufedorato 
army, which was foiling back 
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before G^encral Slicrnian, Largo 
quantities of ootton had been stored 
at Coliunbiai the capital of the 
Btate^ which, upon tho approach of 
the TTnioiL forces, was piled up iu 
nn open square, ready to be burnt. 
Fire was set to this, which resulted 
in a conhagratiou by wliich a great 
part of the city was destroyed, A 
sharp discuBsiorL arose between 
Cj-cnerrds Hampton and Sherman, 
each charging the other with the 
wilful destruction of Coliunbia, 
Hut, according to tlic best evidence, 
as far as either was concerned, the 
conflagration was puzuly acci- 
dental. In 3870 Gen. Hampton 
was elected Governor of South 
Carolina, and again in 1878. Since 
1870 he has represented South 
Carolina in the U.S. Senate, his 
present (second) term expiring in 
1891. 

HAKBUEY^ Sir James Arthur, 
son of the late Hr. Saantiel 
Hanbury, was bom in 1832, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took the 
degree of Bachelor of Medicine in 
1853. He became a nzember of tho 
Hoyal College of Surgeons of "Eng- 
land in 1850. Immediately after 
graduating at Dublin, ho entered 
the medical department of the 
Army. He became surgeon iu 
1863, surgeon-major in 1873, bri» 
gadier-Burgeon in 1879, and deputy- 
surgeon-general in 1881. He served 
wii^L distinction in China, India, 
and America ; was principal medical 
officer of a division during the 
Afghan campaigns of 1878-9 and 
1879-80; and served as principal 
medicalofficer under Lieut.-Gen, Sir 
Frederick Boberts on tho occasion 
of his celebrated march from Oabid 
to Oandahar. Bor these services 
he was created a Companion of the 
Bath, and received the war medal 
and bronze star. In Aug. 1882, he 
was specially selected to accomx>any 
Sir Garnet Wolscdey as pimcipal 
medical officer of the Egyptian 
Expedition, with tho local rank of 
surgeon-general. At the close of 


the campaign he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Ordei' 
of the Bath, and Bellow of the 
Boyal College of ^ SiU'geons, Ireland 
(cau&A honoris), in 1883. 

HANNAH, The Yen. John, 
D.C.L., bom iu 1818, was educated 
at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
of which he was scholar, and where 
he took his B.A . degree in 1340 as 
a first class in classics. He was 
elected to a Bellowship at Lincoln 
CoUego, where he obtained a lni*ge 
univorsify connection as a private 
tutor ; became Bcctor of the 
Academy at Edinbiu^h in 1817 1 
and succeeded Bishop Wordsworth 
in 1854, as Warden of Trinity Col- 
lege, Glcnalmond, an educational 
establishment which combines a 
Divinity department for training 
yoimg men for the Episcopal 
Chiuuh in Scotland, with a public 
school after the English model. 
Dr. Hannah wnsnppoinied Hampton 
lecturer at Oxford, for 1863, his 
subject being “The Belation be- 
tween the Divine and Human Ele- 
ments in Holy Scripture /'and was 
Select IVeacher at Oxford, in 1881, 
and at Cambridge in 1877 and 
1886. He was presented to the 
vicarage of Brighton in 1870. 
He became Prebendary of Chiches- 
ter in 1874, and Archdeacon of 
Lewes in 1876. He is the author 
of “Discourses on the Ball and its 
Besulis," and of several separately 
piiblishedleciuresandsermons. He 
has also edited, witli notes, “The 
Poems and Psalnis of Henry Kiw, 
D.D.," 1843 5 poems by Sir 3. 
Wotton, Sir VY. Baleigh, and others 
(1845) ; and the “ Courtly Poets 
from Baleigh to Montrose,** 1870. 

BLANNEN, The Eight Eon. Sir 
James, eldest son of the late Mr. 
James Hannen, of Eingswood, 
Surrey, formerly amerchaut in the 
city of London, was bom in 1821, 
and received his education at St. 
Paul’s Schooli whemoe ho removed 
to the University of Hoidelbnrg. 
He was called to the bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1848, and chose 
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tho Huuio Circuit on which ho 
ol.lciinjil a very largo practice, 
iii» i inly in c< aunicrcial businesa. H e 
w.ia continutilly omploy&l in very 
complicated and important eased, 
juid in tho gi*eat 8hrow3biu*y case 
in the House of Lords he was 
one of the coimsol retained by the 
Rueces&ful claimant. Mr, Hunnen 
was for some time couns(*l to the 
Treasxu’y. In Aug. 1S08, he was 
nominated a puisne judge of the 
Queen’s Bench, in succession to tho 
late Mr. Justice Shee, and had the 
honour of knighthood conferred 
upon him. He was appointed 
Judgo of the Court of Probate and 
Divorce in succession to Lord Pen- 
zance, in Nov. 1872, when ho 
was sworn a member of the Privy 
Ouimcil. 

HANSLIGS, Eduard, musical 
critic, ]»tiru at Prague, Sept. 11, 
lb25, is the son of a well-Jniown 
bibliographer. He studied law 
and philosophy in Prague and in 
Vienna, where he tookthe degree of 
Doctor. In 1S5C he was appointed 
tutor of sestlieticB and musical 
histury, in IbBl extra- 

ordinary, and in 1870, regular pro- 
fessor. He was juror for the miiai- 
cal department of the Exhibition 
of Paris, IB67 ; Vienna, 1873, and 
Paris, 1878, and used every eftbrt 
to further the interosls of tlie 
musical instrument makors of 
Austria. In 1870 he was appointed 
a member of tho Imperial CoxmcU, 
having some time before received 
the Order of the Iron Ci*owti. During 
the years 1859-03 ho gave public 
lectures on the liistory of music 
in Vicuna, and occasionally in 
Prague and Cologne. He has been 
musical critic successively to the 
IVicncr ZcUung, the Vresse and the 
Ncue Ft'cie Presse. His resistance to 
tho Liszt-Wagner movement is 
well-known.

HANSON, Sir Reginald, who was 
born in 18 10, is the son of tho late 
Mr. Samuel Hanson, tho head of 
the Grin of Messrs. Samuel Hanson, 
Son, and Barter, wholesale grocers, 
in Botolph-lane, City. His family 
have been connected with tho 
Ward of BiUingagate for 1J4 years, 
and he himself was born in the 
same house in Botolph-lane as his 
grandfather and father were. He 
was educated at Bugby, in Bean 
Goulboiun’s head mastership, and 
proceeded thence to Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where ho took 
the usual degrees of D.A. andM.A, 
The last old Bugbeian who was 
Lord Mayor was Sir W. Plomer, 
who iilled the office in 1781. After 
a visit to Austmlia he entered 
his futher’s business, and he joined

was knighted with his colleague, 
on the occasion of the visit of the 
Queen to Epi^ing Porost. Subse- 
(piently he was a member for ihroo 
yearB of the London School Board, 
Ho has been several yeax’s on tho 
committee of the Surrey Cricket 
Clu>), and has also been actively 
identified with the London Atblotic 
Club. He is a Past Master of tlie 
Shipimghts’ Company, a member 
of tho Morelmnt Taylors* Company, 
a Pollow of the Society of Anti- 
quoiies, and chairman of the 
counoil of the London Chamber 
of Commerce. He is an hon- 
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oravy colonel of tlio 4tli Bat- 
talion Royal Fusiliers (City of 
London Hilitni), and is also a 
Cumniander of the (Jj’own of Oak 
of the Motherlands. He is now 
tho head of the firm of Messrs. 
Hanson ami Barter in Botolph- 
lano. He is in politics a Conser- 
vative. Ho married, in 1866, a 
daughter of the late Mr. C. B. Bing- 
ley,of St.iuhope-park, Middlesex, In 
Sept. 1880, Sir Reginald was elected 
Lord Mayor of London for the 
civic year 188C-7. 

HAECOITRT, The Eight Hon. Sir 
William George Granville Venables 
Vernon, M.B., Q.G., second sou of 
tho Rov. 'William Vomon-Harcoiirt, 
and grandson of the late Arch- 
Inshop of York, horn Oct. 14, 1827, 
was educated at Uh-inity College, 
Camhridgo, of which ho was a 
seliolar, and graduated in high 
honours in He was called 

to the Bar at the Inner IVmipli* in 
ISol, and ivonfc the Homo circuit. 
Ho un«;uccossfully ctjiitosted the 
JKirkcaldy burghs m 1858. In Doc. 
186:{, ho eoudiicted the dehnico of 
Col. Ci’awley, who was tried before 
a court-iiLirtifil at Aldershot. Mr. 
Harcoint was appoinlcvl a Queen's 
Counsel in 1SG6 ; and was rctiu'ued 
to the House of Commons for tho 
city of Oxford in the Liberal inlo- 
rost in 1808, Ho was cloetod Pro- 
fe.^sor of International Law in tho 
University of Cambridge, March 2, 
1869. He was a member of the 
Royal Commission for amending 
the Mcutralily Laws, and of the 
Royal Commission for amending 
the Naturalisation Laws. Ho was 
appointed Solicitor^Ghmeral in Nov. 
1873, on whidi occasion he was

Minister in London. 

HAEBIN’OE, lieut.-Gen. the Hon. 
Sir Arthur Edward, second son of 
the late Viscount Hardinge, was 
born in 1828. Joining the army 
in 18 i I, he soon *if ter wards pro- 
ceeded to India to join the personal 
staff of the Qoveinor-Gonoral, and 
there took part in the important 
actions in tho Punjab, on tho 
Sutlej, 1816-C, being present at the 
battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah — 
whero his horse was shot under 
him— and tho decisive victory of 
Sobraon, for which he received tho 
motlal and two clasps. Returning 
to England, and appointed to the 
Coldstream Guards, he seized an 
early opportunily of rpialifying 
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liimsolf for Staff employment "by 
g*uinj^ through the senior dopart- 
inont at Sandhurstj where he took 
high honoui's. On the breaking 
out of the war in 1851, Captain 
Harilingo was appointed Deputy 
As&iatrUit Quartevmn ster-Greneral in 
the £’irat Division of the Army in 
the East, and he took part in all 
the BconoB of the war, inclnding 
the occupation of Bulgaria, expe- 
dition to Crimea, battle of Alma — 
where he was mentioned in de- 
spatches for romarkablc coolness 
and judgment — ^tho battle of Baln- 
khiva, where ho rode in the cavali’y 
charge, the battle of Inkermann — 
again mentioned in despatches — 
and tlio whole siege of Sebastopol, 
lattmdy employed at head-quarters 
as Assistant -Quartormaster-G onc- 
ral, and remaining with the Army 
until the close of the war. lie 
was marie Brevet-Major after Alma, 
and at the peace received C.B., 
Knight of the Legion of Honom*, 
fifth class Mcdjidid, meda], four 
clasps, and Turkish modal. In 
1857, appointed Assistant Quarto c- 
master-Gonoral to tlio Dublin Di- 
vision, ho served on the Staff in 
Ireland, qixalifying there for full 
colonelcy in 1858. In 1859 ho was 
selected hy the Prince Consort to 
j oin the Royal household asE querry, 
which post he held until his Royal 
Highness’s death in 1801, when the 
Queen, to retain his services, made 
liim Erpierry to Her Majesty. In 
command first of a battalion and 
su})sequontly of the regimoui of 
ColdstrOLim Guards, he proved 
himself so efficient a commtmdiug 
officer that on liis further promo- 
tion to Major-General liis services 
in India in command of a division 
were willingly accepted.

G.C.B., 
who was Govcmor-Goiieroi of India, 
and Commandor-in-Ohiof at the 
Horse Guards, bom Sox)t, 12, 1812, 
was educated at Eton iuid Christ 
Church, Oxford, whore he gradu- 
ated B. A. in 1 8 1 1> in olassical 
honours, lie sat in tho House of 
Oommons as member for the 
borough of Dowipatrick, from 1851 
till Sept. 21, 1850, when ho suc- 
ceeded to his father’s title j and ho 
held the post of Undor-Socretary 
of State for tho War Department 
under Lord Derby’s second ad- 
minisiration in 1858-9.

HARDY, Thomas, novoList, was 
born Jiuio 2, 1840, at a village in 
Dorsetshire, and educated in tlie 
same county. He was destined for 
tlio architectural profession, and in 
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liis 17th year was articled as pui^il 
to an architect practising in tlio 
connty-towii, about which time ho 
formed a friendship with Iho lalt* 
able cliisBical scholar nncl Sniiirday 
reviewer — Mr. Horace* Moiile, of 
Queen’s College, Cambridge — who 
road with liiiu during tlio ensuing 
four years. On taking up his cosi- 
dcuoo in London, Mr. Hardy allied 
liiiusolf with tlio niodern school of 
Gothic artists, and acquired addi- 
tional experience in design under 
Mr. Aj.'tluu’ Blomficld, M.A.,I\S.A,, 
son of the lute Bishop Blonilield — 
ineanwhilo entering as a student of 
luodorn languages at King’s GoJ- 
loge. His first literary performance 
was nil essay on Coloiued Brick 
and Terro-cotLa Aroliitectuve, which 
received the prize and modal of the 
Institute of British Architects in 
IbGIl j he also was awarded in the 
same year Sir W. Tite’s prize tor 
architeoturcil design. Ito now 
formerL the idea of hocoming an 
art-critic, and engaged in further 
studies for that purpose j hut at 
length tried his liand on a work of 
fiction called “ He&porate Heme- 
dies,” wliich was imhlishod in 1871, 
and was cqiially praised and oon- 
demtied. In 1872 he published the 
rural tale entitled " Under Die 
Greenwood Tree,” and in 3873 “A 
Pair of Blue Eyes,” both of wliich 
were well received. These were 
followed, in the Oomhill Magazine 
for 1874, Ijy his best-known novel, 
"Far from tho Madding Crowd,” 
dramatized by tlie autlior in 1879, 
and acted in a modified form at the 
Globe Theatre in 1882. He has 
also written " The Hand of Ethel- 
borta, a Comedy in Chapters ” 
(187G) j " The Return of the Na- 
Uvo (1878) ; " The Trumpet- 
Major” (1880); "A Laodicean" 
(1881) ; "Two on a Tower” (1882) ; 
and " The Mayor of Castoibridge ” 
(LS8G); hcbides some minor tales. 
Many of these novels have been 
published sinuiltnnconsly in Eng- 
Itmd, America, Australia, and India, 
and some have been translated into 


French and Dutch. Ulio majority 
have a picturesque coiuitry distidct, 
vaguely spoken of as " Wobsox,” 
as tlieii* common seoue.

HARDY, Sir WilliAin, •was born 
at Kingston, dumaicn, on 11 lo Gih of 
July, 1807, being tho second sou of 
Major Thomas Bartliolomow Brice 
ILu’dy, E.A., by FrancpH, second 
daughter of Alcxaud(*i' DulTus. »Sir 
’William entered tlie Lhiblic Serviee 
in 1830 as a dork at tin.* Record 
Ollico, Towor. lu 1838 ho was 
transfoiTod to the Duchy of Lan- 
caster Ofilen us clerk of the Recor<ls 
then kept tlioru. In 18G8, on the 
removal of the Duchy Jiocor^ to 
tho Public Record Oifleo, he was 
appointed one of tho Assistant 
Koepci’s of Records, and in 1878, on 
iho death of his broHior, Sir Thomas 
Duffns Hardy, was made Doxnity 
JCuGjior, which jiOBt ho held till his 
3'otiroinent from tho Puhlio Servieo 
in Jan. 188G. I to was elected a If olio w 
of tho Society of Antiquaries iu 1837, 
I'Qccivod tlu* honour of kniglithoo(l 
Doc. 31, 3884, and is om* oi the 
Historical Man uscriiita Cominis- 
sioners. Ho marriud in 1840 Eliza 
Caroline 8<»yinour, daughter of 
Caphiin John Edward Leo, of West 
Glioldorton Manor, Wilts, and UnJla 
Fletcher, Isle of Man. 

HARE, Augustus John Guthbart, 
tho youngest and now Hie only 
surviving son of Fraucifii George 
Haro, was born at tho Villa Strozzi, 
at Rome, March 13, 1834, and was 
adopted, as on infant, by the widow 
of his uncle, Augustus ’Williaiii 
Haro. Ho was educated at Harrow, 
and at University College, Oxford. 
Mr. Haro resided formerly at liis 
family homo of Hiirstnionoeaux, 
hut now lives at Holnihurst, near 
Hustings. Ho has published "Epi-

HARLEY, George, M.D., I’.R.S., 
vas bom at ITuddington, Enst 
Lotliitin, in 1820, ontorod tliu XTiii- 
versily of Ediubiu'yli when 17 
years of age, and gradafttiujy: there 
as Dooiov of Medicine in 1850, 
then studied sciontidc uiodicine for 
five yua.'S in the UnivoraitioK of 
Paris, Wurzburg, Boidin, Vienna, 
and Jleidolborg. On couiinff ImioIt 
to London in 3855 ho wtia ininiodi- 
ately ax)X>omtud Lci'Uu’cr on Prnc- 
ticjl PJiyhiology and Histology in 
Univerftity College, London. In 
1859 ho was apiiointod Professor of 
Medical Jiirisprudt^nce, and in 1801 
l^hj^sieian to TJnivoj^sity College 
llospilal. Dr. Gcoi'ge Ilarley is 
( Corresponding Heniber of the 
Academy of Sciences of Jlnvuria, of 
the Academy of Medicine of 
Madrid, and of sovcral continontal 
Scieutllio and Medical Societies ; 
he wag in 1853 IVosidcnt of the 
Parisian Medical Society j and in 
1801 he received the Triennial prize 
(fifty guineas) of the Royal College 
of Sm^goons for an Efsay on the 
Suprarenal bodies. The published 
writings of Dr. George Harley are 
nmnurous. Twnity-onc scientific 
XJiipera boarhig hia name ai'O in the 
eatiilogue of the Royal Society, 
w'liich goes ni> only to 1803, and 
since then he has published bcveral 
others on gorin diseases, &c. ifi.s 
chief medical works are on Histo- 
logy, noallhy and Morbid 1 >inb(‘l es, 
Albninmuria, Jaundice, Kidney 
and Liver DisonBOS, the latter being 
ft large work of 1,200 pages, witli 
88 illustrations.

JoJin Chitty, D. £>,, Bishop of CJu-ist- 
oluirch. Now Zealand, was born at 
j Gosport, lEnmjialiiro, in 18(>7, and 
eduentod at Queen's College, Oxford 
(B.A, 1820, M.A. IS'lO), where he 
ohtainod the Michel Kellowshi]). 
After having been ju’ivatc tutor to 
the sons of 8 ir Clnwh^s t'ooie, ho 
ftfiieiuLod for many y<'ars m-» " eou- 
duct** or chaplain to Eton ColU*g(», 
by which society he was i>reb(*nU(l 
in 1810 to the vicarage of 8 traifi<'ld 
Mortimer, Berkshire, whence he 
was appointed, in 1R5G, first Bishoi) 
of Cliriatcluu'cli. The dioc(*se wns 
3‘eoonsiituted in 1800 and made 
metropolitan over the sees of Auck- 
land, WoDingtou, Waiaxm, Nelson, 
Oimedin, and Melanesia. 

HARRIS, George, LL.D., P.S.A., 
born in 1800, entered the navy as a 
midshipman, biit loft it on account 
of ill-hoalth. Ho was forunady a 
member of Trinity Uall, Cambridge. 
He was called to the Bur in 1813, 
and wont ilie MuUand circuit 5 wns 
the acting judge of the Brnming- 
ham County Coiirt for two years, 
under the direction of the lior(l 
Chaucollor, nnd was ajipointod ouo 
of the Registrars of the Court of 
Banknuilcy in 1802, fr 4 >m which 
jiost ^ he retired in IHOH.

year. Ho is also a Fellow and one 
of tho Yiee-Presidents of the Eoyal 
Historical Society. In 187(i ho 
pnldifahed his Philosoidiie/il ’JVea- 
tise on tho Nature and Oousi Liution 
of Man,” which was tho hiboiir of 
more tlian forty yeai’s.

He is J.P. and D.L. for Kent, and 
Deputy Chairman of tlie East 
Kent Quarter Sessions.

HARRISON, Frederic, M.A., was 
boru in Loudon, Oct. 18, 1831, 
being tbe eldest son of Frodeciek 
llnri’ison, Esq., of London, by 
Jane, only d.iuglitor of the Into 
Alexander Bvum*, Esq., of lii'lfust. 
Ho was educat'd at King’s (‘ollego 
School, London j was olectod 
Scholar of Wadhaiu Coll(*ge, Ox- 
ford, 18 i8 ; and took tlie degitic of 
H.A, 1853 (when ho was in the Ist 
class in Classics), After residing for 
Bomo time as Fellow anti Tutor of 
his College at Oxford, ho was called 
to tho Bar in 1858. Tlo has since 
practised as a Conveyancer, and in 
the Com*Ls of Equity, Mr. Har- 
rison was a member of the Royal 
Commission iiimn Trades Unions, 
IHGV-GOs Secretary to the Royal 
Coinmi.ssion for the Digest of the 
Law, IS()0 70 ; and in 1877 was 
ai»])ointed by tin* CoinioU of Legal 
Ediicalum, Prolessor of Jurinpru- 
denco and Intt^rnaiitahd Ta^iw. Ifo 
has given nmeh ntti'ntion to tho 
quohtions and bistitulioiis relating 
to working men. Ho was one of

HABEOWBY (Earl of), The Eight 
Hon. Dudley Francis Stuart Eyder, 
is the eldest son of the late Bari of 
HfU’rowby, K.G-., hy Lady Frances 
Stuart, fourth daughter of the late 
Marquis of Bute. Ho Avaa born tit 
Brighton, Jan, 16, 1831, and ru- 
ceived his education at IIan*ow and 
at Christ Church, Oxford, where ho 
gradiiiitod li.A. in 1852, After 
leaving the ITnivei'sity ho accoiu- 
pniiicd tlio present Earl of Car- 
niuwou on a joiu-noy to the East, 
visiting the sites of Nineveh and 
Babylon, and exploring ilio country 
botAveen McBO])otaniin, the Black 
Sea, and Bersia, He served ns 
Captain in the 2iid Staffordshire 
Militia when that regiment was 
called out for garrison duty nt tlie 
time of the Crhueon War and the 
Indian Mutiny. In 1856 he was 
elected M.P. for Lichfield, which 
city he represented ns Viscount 
Sandon till 1850 j and for some 
time ho was Private Secretary to 
Mr. Labouclicro nt the Colonial 
Office, 1856-8. ITo unsnccossfully 
contested Stafford in 1860. Vis- 
county Sandon was first elcctecl 
for Livea’pool in January, 1808, 
and was three times elected for the 
horotigh. At the general election 
in Feh. 1874, hia lordship was ro- 
tumed for that borough at the 
head of the poll, no fewer tlian 
20,200 votes having boon recorded 
in Ills favour^tho largest number 
given to any candi&to in the 
united Kingdom, Ho come into 
Parliament as a supporlor of Lord 
Palmerston,butgavoup hig connec- 
tion with fhat party and his seat in 
the House of Commons on account 
of Lord John Euss^ becoming a 


moiuber of Lord Palmerston's 
Government, and has been over 
since a steady supiAortcr of ilio 
Conservative party. At one time 
betook an active part in the privai e 
busiuebs of the ILouae of ( 'ouimons^ 
and served on sovoi’a! select com- 
mittees, including those on the 
Euphrates Valley, Hudson's Bay, 
and the l)ii)loiuatic and Consular 
Services ; and ho Avas also membej* 
of tlie secrot committee api)oiute(l 
to inquire into the AVuslmeatli 
Eibbon outrages, flis name wiia 
associated with the Parochial Coun- 
cils Bill, wliich ho brought forAvard 
in tAVo sessions, with the object of 
giving to the laity a larger shart‘ in 
I the management of Church affairs. 
His lordship took a lo«iding jAarl, 
conjointly AvithMr. W.H. Bmitli.in 
foxniding the Bishop of London’s 
Fund.” Q’o the first lioiidoii School 
Board he Avas roturii(‘d £{)r West- 
miiifator (1873),audhexM’eaidod ovtu* 
the sintistioal cittumitioo appouit<‘d 
by that body to invostigato the 
educational Aviuits of the Medro- 
polis. In Feb. 1874, ho. Avas 
appointed Vico-ProsiOont of llie 
Council of Education, and for four 
years ho represented that Beiini t- 
ment in the House oC Connuoiis. 
He brought in the Education Act 
of 1876 and various Eevised Codes. 
In 1877, Avhun the ofii<‘u of Ohi 4 ‘r 
Secretary for Troland became 
vacant, and a second time in 1H7H, 
the Earl of Boaconslield offered it 
with a seat in the Cahinet, to Vis- 
count Sandon, who, hoAV(ivor, re- 
fused it on liolh occasions for family 
reasons j butshoitly afterwards his 
lordship nceeptod th<j post of Pre- 
sident of the Bonrd of Trade, Avilh 
a sent in tlie Cabinet, vacant by the 
resignation of Mr. Adderley, who 
was raisodtotho House of 
April, 1878. Ho went out of 
office with his coUeaguoB in 
April, 1880. He was appoint (»il 
Lord Privy Seul in the Marquis 4 » 1 ' 
Salisbxuy's Government in 1885, 
and wont out of office with his col- 
leagues in Feb, 1880, Viscount 
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Sanclon succooclcd to thu title of 
Earl of IlaiTowby on tlxo death of liis 
father (Nov. 19, 1882). He married, 
in iSdl, Lady JHoiy jPrancee Occil, 
oldebt daughter of the second 
Marqnifl of Jilxotor. 

HABTj Ernest, horn in June, 
1830, WtiB educated at the City of 
London School, whore ho becanio 
Captain and Lambert Jones Scholar 
at a very early age, SubBOciiionlly 
he entered the school of medicine 
attached to St. George's Hospital, 
where he attained the position of 
first prizemair in every class, Ho 
then obtained the ijost of Oph- 
thalmic Surgeon and Lecturer on 
Oi)hthalmology at St. Mtu'y’s Hos- 
pital Medical School, practising for 
some years as a surgeon, and he was 
the author of a method of troat- 
iiieiit of aneurism. For sovursl 
years Mr. Hart was co-editor of tho 
Lanccti and in ISGG was selected as 
editor of tho BHUshMedicalJournal 
by tho council of the British 
Medical Association. For several 
years Mr. Hart has devoted him- 
self to public work in connection 
with questions of socitd and sani- 
tary progress. He is editor of tJic 
8aniiavy Uecord and the London 
Medical Itecord, Chainiian of the 
National Health Society, Chair- 
man of the Smoke Abatciiiont 
Oommittoe, and Chairman of the 
Varliameniary Bills Cominittoo of 
tlio British Medical Association. 
As Honorary Secretary of the 
Workhouse Infirmaries Association 
in 1806-7* he rendered great public 
BcrvicGB in exposing, in concert 
>vith others, the defective arrange- 
ments for the siolc poor in work- 
houses s and in an article on tho 
"Hospitals of the Slate," published 
in the Fortnightly Remew of that 
year, Mr. Hart laid down a series 
of iDropositions for the creation of 
asylums for the siolc, which were 
subsequently embodied in the 
Metropolitan Asylums Act (1807). 
He has also established Societies 
for tho Protection of Infant 
Life, the Abatement of Smoke, 


and tho cstablislunont of cheap 
concerts for tho poor. The concerts 
at tho Victoria Theatre are 
tho outcome of the last of these. 
As Chairmaii of the Parliamentary 
Bills (^)miiiiitoe of tho British 
Medical Asbociation Mi*. Hart lias 
taken part in promoting ihe bettor 
orgaiiiziiUon of Lho Modical de- 
paitmouis of tho army iuid navy, 
and in bhaping tho Puldic llonlth 
Acta. Among sanitary iiivcatiga- 
tioiiB Mr. Ilai4 Inis Obpccially in- 
vestigated the various opidomica 
wliicli have boon due to the pollu- 
tion of uiilk, has csUiblishod 
ihe necessity of ssvfegnarding tho 
miUc supply of towns, and has 
devised a scries of regulations to 
tliis end, which are widely adopted 
in Loudon, Glasgow, Cliiton, 
etc. After investigating tho con- 
dition of tho tieasoute of Qulway, 
Donegal, and Mtiyo, ho published 
in the Fortnightly Uevim proposals 
for favouring the creation of a 
peasant prppriotury, and reclaim- 
ing waste lands, wliicli wore adopted 
by the Oovommnnt, and are pnh- 
lishod in the " Migration (Jlauses " 
of the 1’ramwaya Act (Ireland). 
With Mrs. Ifait he lins oslnblihlied 
tho Donegal Industrial Fund, 
which has largely developed tho 
homo industries of the cottagers, 
and now (1886) employs upwiu’ds 
of 1,000 liersons. 

HABTj James McBougalflaudscnpo 
painter, was bom at Kilmarnock, 
Scothuid, in 1828. When a child 
ho went witli his family to America 
and lived at Albany, New York. 
In 1851 ho went to Dtsseldorf nnd 
studied painting for about a year. 
Ho retuined to Albany iu 1862, and 
in 1866 removed to Now York city, 
whore he has ainoe resided. Ho 
was made an Acadomioian in 1850.

Hart 
horn at P.iialcy.Scotlaiul, 
iiil823 . ir 0 AVOiit ^vith his tninily to 
Albany, How York, in 1831, and lUie 
his hi other was a coach-paintor. 
Evincing a ttileut and taste for art, 
he took up landscape painting, and 
made his first public exhibition at 
ilie Academy of Design in Hovy 
York in 1848.

For Bovoral years ho was Frosideiit 
of the Brooklyn Academy of Design, 
and was one of the foimders of the 
Water-colour Bocioty, of which for 
three years ho was Ih’osidont. His 
izictmes arc J’einarkablo for their 
lumiuouB brilliancy of, colouring.

HARTEt Francis Bret, was born at 
Albany, New York, Aug. 25. 1830. 1 
He wont to California in 183 h, and 
was successively a minei*, school 
teacher, express laeascngor, iirinter, 
and iinnlly editor of a nowspaiJcr. 
In 18G'1 ho was ai^pointod Hoereiary 
of the United States Branch Mint 
at San Francisco, holding the olHco 
until 1870. Uo contributed many 
poems and sketches to periodicals, 
and in IBCB, upon the catabiiuh- 
ment of^ tho Overland Monthly ^ ho 
became its editor, tuicl contributed 
to it several nolable i»iles and 
sketebes. Hi 1869 appeared in it his 
humorous poem, "The Heathen 
Chinee/* which suddenly mode 


him famous. In 1871 he wont to 
the Ecistom States, and took up 
hiy rpsidcnco first in Now York, 
and Rubbequcnily in Boston. Ho 
was apiwinted United Slates Con- 
sul at th'efield in 187^^^ from which 
ho wns transfeiTod to Glasgow in 
Mai dll, 1880, where ho remained 
until July, 1883. >Iis works, most 
of wliich originally aiipoared in 
poriodicala, include " Conduusod 
Novels ” (1867) j " Poonia *’ (1870) j 
" Luck of Roaring Camp, and other 
Sketches ” (1870) : " East nnd Woat 
Poems” (1871) j "Poetical Works,” 
illustrated (1871) ; "Mrs. Skaggs’s

H A R T I N U, James Edmund^ 
F.L.S,, F.Z.S., oldest son of tlic 
late James Vincent Harting, of 
Hai*tingj in tho county of Sussex, 
was born in London Apidl 29, 18 11. 
Ho was octuoatod at Downside Col- 
lege, neai* Bath, ami at tho Uni- 
versity of DondoUj whore he matri- 
culated in 1830, and the following 
year passed the first oxaminaliou 
for the degree of B.A, lie followed 
tlio profession of a solicitor until 
1878, when ho retired fromxJi’actko. 
Bemg* Horn yoiitlx devoted to tho 
study of Koology, nzid more csi)o- 
ciitUy oinithoJogy, he began in IbGG 
to publish tho results of his observa- 
tions, and sinco tliat date ho has 
wnttou Bovci‘nl worlcs, of which Iho 
titles and dates are given below, 
as well Bs numerous paiiei'S in the 
"Proceedings”^ and "Transac- 
tions ” of scientific societies and in 
journals devoted to natonl his- 
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toi*y. Tn Jan. 1871j he began 
to edit the natural history cohuuns 
of the FUldj which he lias con- 
tinued to do ever since ; and in 
J'an. 1877, he was aijpointed editor 
of the Zoologist^ in which capacity 
he Btiil acts. Elected a Fellow of 
the Zoological Society in 1804, and 
a Fellow of the Linnean Society in 
1808, he has served on the coimoil 
of the latter and on various com- 
mittees of the former society and 
of the British Association for many 
years. ^ He took on active part in 
procmdng the passing of the Soa 
Birds Preservation Act, 1869, and 
drafted the Bill for the Protection 
of Wild Fowl, which was passed in 
1872 j and in 1873 he was examined 
before a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, appointed to 
take evidence on this subject with 
a view to fiudher legislation. Elected 
an honorary member of several 
county Natxu’al History Societies, 
he was in 1882 awarded a first- 
class silver medal of the Soeicte 
d^Acclimatation de France "for 
scientific publications.” The titles 
of liis works are : — " The Birds 
of Middlesex : a Contribution to- 
wards the Natural History of the 
County,” 1860 ; " The Ornithology 
of Shakespeare oritioally examined, 
explained, and illustrated,” 1871 ; 
" A Handbook of British Birds,” 
1872; "Our Summer Migrnnts,^^ 
1876 j a now edition of " White's 
Natural History of Scheme,” 
1875 ; another edition, with addi- 
tional " Letters of White,” 1876 j 
"Hambies in Search of Shells,” 
1876 ; " Ostriches and Ostrich 
Farming” 1879; "Itodd's Birds 
of Cornwall,” edited with on Tn- 
trodnetion. Appendix, and Memoir 
of the Author,” 1880; "British 
Animals extinct within Historic 
Times,” 1880 ; " Olimpsea of Bird 
Life,” 1880 j and " Essays on Sport 
and Natural Histo^,” 1882. 

HABTIKQTON (Marquis oQ, The 
Bight Hon. Spencer Compton Caven- 
dish, M. P,, eldest Surviving son of 
William, 7th Duke of Devonshire, 


by Lady Blanche Georgina Ho-wai'd' 
daughter of George, 6th Earl of 
Caalisle, was bom July 23, 1833, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1851, and was made LL.D. 
in 1862. He was attached to Earl 
Gi’anville'a special mission to Rus- 
sia in 1856. In March, 1857, he 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons as one of the niembors for 
North Lancashire in the Liberal 
interest. At tlie opening of iho 
now Parliament in 18B9, ho moved 
a vote of no confidence in Lord 
Derby's Govommeut, and it was 
carried by 323 votes against 310. 
In March, 1863, ho was appointed 
a Lord of the Admhalty, and in 
April in the same year Under- 
secretary for War. On the recon- 
struction of Lord BusseU's second 
[ Administration, in Feb. 1866, the 
j Marquis of Hartington became 
Secretary for War, and I'fitired with 
his coUeoguea in J'uly of that 
I year. At the general oloctian of 
I December, 1868, he lost his scat 
for North Laneashire, but was im- 
mediately afterwards retm-ued for 
the Radnor boroughs, having first 
received the oifice of Postmaster- 
General in Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, 
He held that office iiU Jon. 1871, 
when ho succeeded Mr. Chichester 
Fortescue as Chief Secretory for 
Ireland. His lordship wont out of 
office with his party in Feb, 1874, 
When Mr. Gladstone, shortly be- 
fore the assembling of Parliament 
in 1876, announced his intention of 
abandoning the post of loader of 
the Liberal party, a mooting of the 
members of the Opposition was 
held at the Reform Club (Fob. 8), 
under the prosidency of Mr, John 
Bright. On tha motion of Mr, 
Yilliors, seconded by Mr. Samuel 
Morley, a resolution was unani- 
mously passed to the effect that 
tho Marquis of Hartington should 
be reqiieated to undertake the 
leadership of tlie Liberal party in 
the House of Commons. His lord- 
ship accepted this responsible pos^ 
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tion^ and beconio the aolmoTvlodgocl 
loader of the Opposition in tlio 
liowcr House. Ho received the 
freedom of the city of Glasgow, 
Nov. 5, 1877 5 and was installed as 
Lord Sector of the University of 
Edinburgh, Jan. 31, 1879. At the 
general election of April, 1880, ho 
was elected M.P. for North East 
Lancashire. On the resignation 
of tho Conservative Government, 
the Marquis of Hartinglon was 
sent for by the Queen to foiin an 
Administration 5 but tliis taslc, 
having been declined by him and 
Earl Granville, eventually de- 
volved on the former leader of tho 
Liberal party, Mr. Gladstone, who 
constructed a Cabinet, in whiol) 
the Marquis of Hartington occtipicd 
a seat, as Secretary of Slate for 
India, froju May, 1880, till Poc. lO, 
1882, when ho was transferred to 
the War Oiiico in succGbsion to 
Mr. Childers, who had become 
Chaneollor of Uio Exchequer. Ue 
resigned with ilie Govemmout in 
June, 1885, and was elected for the 
Eossendalo division of Loncasliiro 
Pec., 1885. In 1880, on the forma- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone's Home Eulo 
Cabinet, Lord Hartington declined 
to join it: but, on the contrary, 
took up the position of leader of 
the Unionist Liberals. He moved 
tho first resolution at the great 
Opera House jueeting ; and also, in 
tho House of Comuions, tho rejec- 
tion of the Bill at tho debate on 
the second reading. His election 
for tho Eossondalc division in 1886 
was looked upon with immonso 
interosi. Ho was rotimied by 
6,899 votes against 3,949. When 
the now Government formed 
ho declined to become a member 
of it, preferring to give Lord Salis- 
bury on outside support.” 

HABTLEY, Sir Charleii Augustus, 
JK.C.M.G., was bom at Howorlh, 
CO. Purham, 1823, being the son of 
W. A . Hartley, Esq,, iron merdiant 
of Parlingtoii, by Lillias, daughter 
of A. Tod, Esq,, J.P., of Borrow- 
slownesB, N.B. In 1845 after a 


practical course of instruction in 
mining and railway engineering 
at £lshox> Auckland and Leeds, ho 
was appointed one of Messrs. Stc* 
veiison, Brassoy, and Mackenzie’s 
Uistrict onginoerb on tho Scottish 
Central Bail way, and held that post 
till 1848, when ho was nominated 
Resident Engineer at Sutton Har- 
bour, Plymouth, under Mr. J. 
Locke, M.r. In June, 1835, on tho 
completion of tho Sutton Harbour 
Works, he accepted a commission 
as Captain in the Turkish Contin- 
gent Engineers, and sorvod at 
Kortoh witli that force until tlie 
end of tho Crimean war, for which 
ho received tho Turkish war modal. 
In Pcc. 1836, he was olcotod Eugi- 
noor-in-Chiof to tho Eiu?opoan 
Commissioii of the Danube, on the 
recommendation of Major (now 
Major-General Sir John) Stokoa, 
and General Sir John Burgoyne. 
In March, 1861, he inspected tho 
early works of the Suez Canal, and 
roporiod favourably on that schonio 
to the English Govommont. Xu 
Sepi. 1862, ho rocoived tho honour 
of knighthood. Jn 1807 be was 
awarded the Emperor of Euesiii’s 
" Grand Competition Prize ” of 
8,000 silver roubles, for which thoi'o 
wore twenty competitors, for Iiia 
plans for enlarging the harbom* of 
Odessa. In 1872, when tho depth 
at Sulina had been increased, by 
natimal scour only, to 20^ foot, and 
many important river improvo- 
inenta liad boo2i effected, he o6asod 
to reside at Sulina, and becanio 
Consulting Engmoortotho Danube 
Commission, a post ho still retains. 
During Ms residonco abroad ho 
was also employed by the Austeian 
Qovommont to report on vanous 
sell ernes for improving tho port of 
Trieste 5 by the Turkish Govom- 
mont, to report on dock accommo- 
dation at Constantinople j by the 
Enssian Government, to survey 
and report on tlio mouths of tho 
Don; by tho British Government, 
to report on an international ques- 
tion of enginoerang, connooiecl 
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■with tlio Scheldt ; hy the Indian 
(iovoriiment, to report on the 
Ilooghlyj hy the Khedive, to re- 
purl on the great Barrage,” across 
IpIic Nile j and by the Komnaniiiu 
Government, to ijrcparc sui’veys 
and drawings for a harbonr on the 
coast of Bessarabia, In Jan. 1S7 1, 
he was the first engineer to re- 
commend the improvement of the 
South Pass and Mouth of^ the 
Mississippi in preference to cither 
of the other Mouths. In Aug. 1875, 
ho visited the South Pass as a mem- 
ber of Mr. J. B. Ead’s Advisoi’y 
Board, and remained in constant 
communication with that distin- 
guished engineer tiU the summer 
of 1870, when Mr. Ead's wcU- 
plannod operations to deepen the 
South Pass and Mouth, by means 
of i)anillel jetties, as at Sulina, 
were crowned with complete sne- 
C033, In 1873-77, he acted as Cou- 
snlting Engineer to the Cattewatur 
Commissioners for the Gattowater 
Breakwater at Plymouth. In May, 
1870, he was appointed a member 
of the Panama Congress, but ab- 
stained from voting in favour of 
M. do Lossej»a* Panama-Colon pro- 
ject, as ho considered that the 
ouginecring data collected up to 
that time were insuflloieut to deter- 
mine Hatisfactorily the best route 
for a ship canal across tlio istliinus. 
In 1881 ho prepared^ detailed 
surveys, plans, ana estimates for 
the enlar^oment of the harbour of 
Kustendjie, in Itonmania. In 1881> 
he was created a Knight Com- 
numder of SS. Michael and 
George. In IbS^t-SS, on the recom- 
mendation of H. M. Govommont, 
he acted as one of the English 
members of the International Tech- 
nical Commission appointed by the 
Suez Canal Comjmty to report on 
tho best means of impi'oving tlie 
Suez Canal. He is the attOior of 
papers on "The Bella of the 
Daiiuhe,” on "Public Works in 
the United States and Canada,” 
and on "Inland Navigations in 
Europe/^ He has been decorated 


with tho Orders of the Modjidie 
and tho Star of Bomiiania, and has 
roccived tho Stephenson ])rizo, tho 
Telford niechil, the Watt modal, 
the Telford premium, and tho 
Blanby premium, from the Insli- 
tiition of Civil Engineers. 

HAETMANN, Alfred, a Swiss 
author, was bom Jan, 1, 181 J, at 
Langenthal, in the Canton of 
Bciiio, and attondocl from 1827 to 
1881 the schools of Solothurn. After 
the latter date he studied law in 
the uiiiv 0 i*Bitioa of Munich, Heidel- 
berg, and Berlin. During a joro- 
longed visit to Paris, howevor, ho 
lost all taste for jurisprudonco, and 
devoted himself to literary piusuits. 
On returning to his native country 
ho pormnnently fixed his rosidenco 
at Solotlmm, where he fornuid a 
close friendship with, amongst 
others, tho well-known painter Uis- 
toli, and whore (from 1845) hopub- 
liahod a comic perioflical cnJlod tlio 
Postheiri, But Hartmann became 
best knoTO through hia Helve tic 
romance, "Meis tor Putsch und soino 
Gosolleu,'^ 1858 j and, in tlio doparl- 
mont of biography, by hia sketch of 
his friend " Martin Bistoli,” 18(51 ; 
“H. ,r. Vmi Sbual,” 1801 ; "Galcric 
heruhmtoi* Schwoilzor,” 2 vols,, 
1803-71 J " Htiry, Kanzler-Bonk- 
wiirdigkoiton," 1870. Among his 
other works may ho montionod 
" Kiltabondsgosohichlen,” 1858-63 ; 
"ErzUhluugou aus dor Schweiz,” 
18(58 ; " Junker und Bllrgor,” 18(56, 
an historical romance of tho latter 
days of the old Helvetic confedera- 
tion : " Schweizornovellen,” 3877; 
"Neuo Schweizemovellen,” 1879* 
and " Portunat,” 1879. 

HATCH, The Rev. Edwin, B.D., 
born at Derby hi 1835, was odu- 
cat ed at Birmingham School and at 
Oxford, whei*o ha gividunted in 
Classical Honoius in 1837. Ho was 
ordained to tho curacy of St. Thomas 
Charterhouse in 1858, and in. the 
following year accepted a profos- 
Borshm at Trinity CoEege, Toronto, 
Canaan. In 1862 ho was apjiointed 
Rector of the High School of Quebec. 
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In 18G7 he rctniiicd to Oxford as 
Vico- Principal of St. Mary Hall, 
wliich ijost he retained imtiX his 
resignation in 1885. Jlo has taken 
an aoiive part in imi versify work, 
and ia now Secretary to the Boards 
of Faculties and Studies. In 1880 
he delivered the Bnmpton Lectures 
on ** The Organisation of tlie Early 
Chidstian Churches,” which when 
published excited interest through- 
out Germany as well as in England, 
the main points being accepted by 
all the leading German tlioologinus. 
Tn the same year he was appointed 
Giinficld Lecturer on the Septna- 
gint, and hold the office for four 
years, In 1883 ho was npiDointod 
Ki'ctor of Piirloigli in Essex, and 
in 1881* liondor in Eedesiaslicnl 
History at Oxford ; lie retains l)oth 
those offices, and is also one of the 
Select Preachers to tho Um’vorsity. 
In 1883 the University of Edin- 
burgli conferred ni^on him tho 
degree of l).l). I)r, Hatch has 
published many artiolos in reviews 
and other stanclard works, amongst 
which may be mentioned a long 
article on St, Paul in tho 33wyclo~ 
poBcWa Bntannica, 

HATTON, Josepbi born at Ando- 
ver, in 1830, is the eldest son of 
tho late Mr. Francis Hatton, a 
Borbyshiro newspaper proprietor 
and publisher. He began to 
write at an early ago, in his 
father’s paper, the Times, 

Ho lias edited several provincial 
and London newspapers, and was 
during five years iho proprietor 
of Bcrrov}*B ^Vorcesier JToumal. In 
18G5 liis first novel, " Bitter 
Sweets ; a Love Story,” appeared 
in three vols., and in tho following 
year, " Against the Stream.” This 
was folloAved in I8G7 by ‘‘‘’The 
Tahanta of Baiton.” In 3808 ho 
was appointed editor of the Gontte- 
mctn’fi Magazine, which post ho re- 
signed at the end of six years. Ho 
founded Tiie School Board C/M'onicZe, 
and etai'ied tho first illustrated 
newspaper pnbliBhod in tho pro- 
yincos^ The Uluetraied Midland 


News. Ho has published several 
novels, and has also occupied liim- 
Bolf with adapting plays and stories 
for the stage. In 1870^ lie inade a 
tour through the United States 
and Canada ; smcc which time he 
has held the responsible posilion 
of London corrosiiondeut of The 
Tmee of How York, his letters to 
which jonnial ai’p largely quoted 
throughout tho United Status. 
He lias frequently visited America 
duiing tho last few years. In 1881 
itfi'. Hatton wont to Now York io 
inaugurate a system of daily cables 
of Aniorioan news and opinions for 
The Slandanl (London), and was 
singularly successful in oxifioiting 
the Irish question and tho electoral 
troubles of the iinio which lod ui) 
to tho assassination of Prosiduni 
Garfield, His novel of *'Clytio” 
is L’equcntly roin'intod in the 
United Slates and Canada, wliuro 
" Cruel London ” and “ To-day in 
America ” are also popular works. 
His pen is engngod in mnny direc- 
tions, and it is a tribute to his 
versatility that his " Now Ceylon,” 
compiled from iDrivato and public 
papers, has made him, in tho esti- 
mation of the enstorn press, an 
authority on tho history and con- 
dition of North Borneo. 

HATZPELBT, Count von, was 
bom in 1831. His mother was tho 
Countess Sophie von Ilaizfoldt, 
the patroness and companion of 
Ferdinand Jjassalle, tho Jew philo- 
Bophor and Social Bomocrat. In 1802 
Count Jlatisfcldt went to Paris 
with Prince Bismarck as one of his 
RocrotariGH, and when the Foreign 
Office wnfl mobilized on tho outbreak 
of the Franco-German War ho wns 
one of tho selcot workers who 
formed tho Glianoollor's diplomatic 
suite. In 1874 lie was aiiiiointcd 
Imperial Minister at Madihl. 
Soon after tho signalnro of the 
Treaty of Berlin no was sent to 
Constantinople in sueooaaion to 
prince Bcuss, with tho spoeial 
objoet of prescuTing tho ascontl- 
enoy which Germany had acquired 
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in the Conncils of the Porto, After 
a three years'* residence at Stam- 
houl he 'waa recalled to Berlin to 
succeed Her von Bulow as Foreit?n 
Secretary. In November, 18h5, ho 
replaced Count Miinstor as German 
Ambassador in London. 

HATTSSMANN, Baron Georges 
Eugene, administrator and senator, 
born nt Paris, March 27, 1809, was 
educated at the Consci’vatoire de 
Musique, studied ivith a notary, 
and became an advocate. After 
the revolution of 1830 he was suc- 
cessively sous-jircfet of Nerac, Saint 
Girons, and Blaye, and under the 
Presidency of Louis Napoleon, was 
Prefect of Var, the Yonne, and 
Gironde. The President, appre- 
ciating his administrative talents, 
api-)ointod him Prefet of the Seine, 
in succession to M. Berger, Juno 23, 
1853. Under his active direction 
and outei^rising bpirit, works wero 
executed in Paris of such a iiatiu'e 
as to almost render it a new city. 
Amongst these may bo mentioned 
the improvement of the Bois do 
Boulogne, the i>i'olongatiou of the 
Kne do Itiroli, the consiructioai of 
the Boulevard de Sebastopol, and 
of more than twenty boulevards in 
the old parts of Paris, various 
public gardens, squares, hai'incke, 
the Ilalles Centrales, the uoav Pre- 
fectures of Police, moi*a than a 
dozen bridges, the rebuilding of 
various mairies, in addition to 
numerous hospitals, asylums (espe- 
cially the H6tel Dien), and many 
other ijublio works. After several 
loans had been contracted for the 
purpose of carrying out these im- 
provements the municipality of 
Paris, acting xmder the powers 
conferred upon tliem by special 
laws, raised a further sum of 

250.000. 000 francs in 18G5, and 

200.000. 000 francs more in 1809. 
Meanwhile the financial acLniinis- 
traiion of H. Haussmann had given 
rise to the most animated discus- 
aions in tlio Corps Legislatif and 
in the colnums of the press, it being 
alleged that the Prefect had raised, 


by means of bonds, hundreds of 
millions of francs over and above 
the large amoxint ho was legally 
aixthorised to expend in the oon- 
structiou of public Avorks. Even- 
tually M, Haussmann reqiicatcd 
the Emperor to placo the budget 
of the city imder the control of 
the Corps L^isliitif, and accord- 
ingly tho examintition of his ac- 
counts became tlie principal busi- 
ness of the session of 1800, tho re- 
sult being that authority Avas given 
for a now loan of 200,000,000 francs, 
Avhioh Avas eagerly subscribed by 
tho public. On the formation of a 
pai'liamentai'y cabinet by M. Jfimilc 
OUivioJ’j he was asked to tender 
his resignation of the offico of Pre- 
fect of the Seine, and on hia refusal 
to do so he was " relieved of his 
duties by an imperial dcovee, dated 
Jtui. 5, 1870. M. Haussmann was 
promoted to the rank of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
June 17, 1850, and Grand Cross, 
Sept. 8, 1862. In Aug., 1857, he 
was created a Senator, and, in 1867, 
elected a member of tho AcJidumy 
of Pino Arts. Ho avus likowiso a 
member of tho Imperial Council of 
Public Instruction. After the fall 
of the Emiiire Baron HauBsmaim 
prudently quitted France for a 
time. On his roturn he was ap- 
pointed (Sept. 3, 1871) director of 
tho Credit Mohilior, and in this 
capacity he did much to restore tho 
influence and improve the situation 
of that financial institution. At 
the election of Oct., 1877, ho Avaa 
rutuiMiod to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by^ tho arrondlssement of 
Ajaccio in Corsica, his candidature 
having received Hio official appro- 
bation of tho Government. Ho 
polled 8,066 votes against 4,4.21 
given for his opponent. Prince 
Napoleon. In tiie Chamber lie 
occasionally took part in the dis- 
cufision of fiuancitd projeote and 
questions relating to publio works, 
and had several times, in roferoneo 
to this latter class of subjects, to 
defend his admhiiskation, In Juno, 
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1879, tlio iniinicipHl council o£ 
Paris, after n deliato on the names 
of streets, included the Boulevard 
ITaussmann nnionf^ the public 
thovDuglifares which wore to have 
lUoir names changed ; but on the 
recommeudatiou of the now I^refcct 
of the Seine (M. F. Herold) the 
nanio of his predecessor was 
retained. 

HAVET, Ernest Anguste Eugene, 
born at Paris, April il, 181!i, was 
after’ briUianl sUidies, admitted, 
at the same time, into both the 
litemry and the scientific sections 
of the Normal yohool. Ilo chose 
the section of literature, and be- 
came a graduate in the higher 
classes. At first ho was professor 
of rhetone in the coUego of Dijon, 
but being shortly afterwards called 
toPai’is, ho was entrusted, in IB IQ, 
with the lecture on Gre(*k litcj’a- 
ture in the Normal School, and, in 
the following year, with the lecture 
on French liieratiii'c. After having 
occupied, as deputy of Victor lo 
Clorc, the chair of Latin Elor|uence 
at the Sorbonno, ho became, in 
1855, the regular professor of the 
same subject in the Collogo de 
France. He was also appointed 
Professor of Literature at the Poly- 
technic School. Professor Havot 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour and promoted to the rank 
of Officer, Aug. 4, 1875, and he was 
nominated a inomber of the council 
of tlio Order in May, 1870. On 
Feb. 1, 1880, he was, by 24 votes 
against 0 given for M. do Pressonr 5, 
elected the successor of M. KGyba\id 
in the Academy of Moral and PoH- 
ticnl fcJeienoes. His works include

H AWEIS, The Ee v.Hugh Eeginald, 
M.A., was liorii at Egluim, &iiirvpy, 
Ax>ril Ji, 1838, being the son of the 
Bev. J. 0. W. Ilaweis, M. A., rod or 
of fcllaiighcan, Sussex, and Maiy 
Davis Haweifl. ^ ITc rcooivod his 
education at I’riniiy College, Cam- 
budge. (B.A, 1859; M.A. 1SG4). 
He was first apjjoiutod curate of 
St. Peter’s, Bethnal Green, aiul 
next in 1802, appointed curate of 
St. Jamoa-thc-Loss, WosiTninbler. 
Tn 1867 ho married Miss Joy, 
daughter of Mr. Joy, tho well- 
known ai’tiat. In J8<)6 Mr. Ilawcis 
was appointed incTiudiont of Si. 
(Tnjncs’y, Maryljd')onD, a Jivbig in 
the gift of the First OommisBumer 
of Works — ^thou the hMglil Hon. 
W. F. Cowper-Tcmploj JVl.P. On 
several occasions ho has opened St. 
Janios’s Hall, Eogent Slrcot, for 
special services on Sunday nioin- 
ingSj and ho was appointed a special 
preacher by tho late Dean of West- 
niiiiRter at a course of Services for 
the PeoiJlo at Westminster Abbey. 
Mr. Ilawcis took great intcrost in 
the Italian Rcvolulion imdcr Gari- 
baldi, and was present at the siege 
of Capua, whore he had several nar- 
row escapes. Ho afterwai’ds pu])- 
lished in the Arz/ofi/ an account of 
tiiCRo events and a memoir of Gari- 
baldi, who stihseqnonily wrule, at 
liis request, other nicmoirs of his 
life for OuaselVs J^Tatjnmic, hir. 
Ilawoia lias been on iudcfutigiiblo 
advocate of tliO Sunday opening of 
Musotima, of popxilar “ Penny 
■Readings,'^ and of Music for the 
People. Ho has boon a frequent 
Iccluvor at the Royni Institution, 
notably on violins, clnu’ch-bolls, 
and American humorists. Ho is 
a vohiminons contrilnitoi* to the 
periodical press, iuchiding the 
QmHcrly Urvipw, tlic Contewporary 
AevieWi and Good T^ordii s he was 
appointed editor of QasselVs Maga- 
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zine in 18G8 ; and lio was on tiio 
orifjinal staff of tlie J^chOj for lendintj 
articles and musical criticism. Ho 
is the author of " Music and 
Morals,” " Thoughts for the Times,” 
‘■‘‘Speech in Season” ‘^Current 
Coin,” “Arrows in the Air,” “Pet,” 
a book for childrou ; Ashes to 
Ashes,” a cremation prelude ;

HAWKIirs,Benjamin‘WaterhouBe, 
P.G.S., bom in Devonshire Street, 
London, Pcb. 8, 1807, was educated 
at St. Aloysius College. His earliest 
attempts in art wore made under 
the instruction of the late W, 
Beliiics, tho celebrated sculptor. 
Mr. Hnwkina has devoted hiinself 
to tho study of natural history 
Biucc 1827, and to that of geology 
since 1852. In 181*2 he was invited , 
by tho late Earl of Derl>y to reside I 
at Knowaley, to make studies from 
the living animals, and Avns occu- | 
pied in this manner until the end 
of 18-li7. Ho was assaiatant-siy^er- I 
intoudont at tho Groat Exhibition 
of 1851 j in 1852 was appointed by 
the Crystal Palace Company to 
restoro tho external forms of tho 
extinct animals to theii* natural 
gigantic sise, anti devoted throe 
years and a half to the construction 
of the thii'ty-ihrea life-size models 
in tho Crystal Palace Park^ many 
of them being of colossal propor- 
tions. In one of these (tho Igua- 
nodon) he carried out. Doc. 30, 
1853, his idea of giving a dinner to 
Professor Owen, Professor Forbes, 
and Wonly scientiflo and literary 
gentlemen. He was elected a Fel- 
low of the Linnason Society in 1847, 
of the Geological Society in 1854, 
and a member of the Society of 
Arts in 184G. In Feb. 1808, ho 
wont to New York, and leoUu'ed on 


scientific subjects to largo a\idi- 
Giicos in the great hall of tho 
Cooper Union. He was afterwards 
employed at a salary of 6,000 
dollars per annum, to devote eight 
months of his time in each year to 
making models of extinct animals 
in the Central Park, New York, 
and deliveidng lectures. Mr, Haw- 
kins is tho author of "i*opular 
Comparative Anatomy,” published 
in 1^0 j of Elements of Form,” 
in 3842 ; of “ Comparative View of 
tlio Human and Animal Frame,” 
in 1800 J and in conjunction with 
Professor Huxley, of an Atlas of 
Elementary Anatomy,” in 1866, 
and of “Artistic Anatomy of tlxo 
Horse, Cattle, and Sheep for Art 
Students.” 

HAWEINd, Frederick, son of the 
late 'William Hamilton Hawkins, 
of the Timea, was bom in 1840, and 
from an early ago has been coii- 
nooted with litorartiire and jotirnol- 
ism. His first work was a bio- 
grapliy in two vohinies of Edmund 
Kean, bronght o\ii in 1800. £lo 
asaistedin establishing Tho Tfteatre, 
one of the few lioi'iodicala exclu- 
sively devoted to the liiovature and 
art of tho singe. Begun in 1877 as 
a weekly newspaper, it appeared 
ill the following year os a monthly 
veviow and magazine, and at tho 
end of 1879 was sold liy its original 
proprietors to Mr. Cloinent Seolt. 
Mr. Hawkins, who Itad edited it 
from the oulsci, ilion undcrioj>k to 
deal with a subject little known in 
this conniry. His “ Annuls of the 
French Stage from its origin to tho 
death of Eacino,” came out towards 
tho close of 1884. Tt was generally 
held to moot a want long felt in 
English literature, tlio Athenmmi 
o^ressing a " doubt whether any 
single French work Bupidied so 
animated, and in the main acen- 
rate, a picture of the estabBslmient 
of the stage and the progress of 
dramatic literature in France.” A 
continuation of tho history to the 
Eevolution is now being prepared 
by tho Bomo pen. Mr, Hawkins 
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acted as clraiuatic critic for the 
Times during the last illness of Mr. 
Oxenford, and has for some time 
been a member of the editoria’ 
staff of that journal. 

HAWKINS, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
son of John Hawkins, Esq., 
of Hitchin, Herts, by Susannah, 
daughter of Theed Pearsc, Esq, 
of Bedford, was bom at Hitchin in 
1816, and educated at Bedford 
School. Adopting tho law as his 
profession ho entered the Middle 
Temple, and was a very diligent 
special pleader before his caU to 
tho Bar, in 1813, at the Middle 
Temple. After a year or two ho 
rapidly rose into a very largo 
proctico as a junior. He attached 
himself to tho Homo circuit, and 
after ho obtained his silk gotvn, in 
1858, he was for many years one 
of its leaders. Ho also became a 
Bencher of tho Middle Temple. 
As a junior, Mr. Hawkins was one 
of the counsel (with Serjeant 
Byles) for Sir John Bean Paul, in 
1855 i and (with Mr. Edwin James) 
for Simon Bernard, who was teied 
as accessory to the conspiracy 
Q^amst the life of tlie Emperor 
^poleon, in 1858. After he be- 
came a Queen’s Counsel he was 
engaged in nearly every importimt 
case that come before the Superior 
Courth. He was associated with 
the late Lord Chief Justice Bo^l 
in the great Boupell cases against 
the claims advanced upon the 
evidence of Mr. Roupcll. Tn tlio 
famous convent case, "Saurin v. 
Star,” tried in 1809, Mr. Hawkins 
led for the defence j and he was 
leading counsel for Mr. W, H. 
Smith, whose seat for Westmin- 
ster he auccessfuliy defended be- 
fore Baron Martin. He was 
associated with Bie present Lord 
Coleridge in the first Tiohborne 
trial, when he pariicularly distin- 
guishod himself by his exhaustive 
cross-examination of Mr. Baigent. 
In the prosecution of the Claimant 
for perjury, Mr. Hawkins led for 
the Crown, and thp skiU he dis- 


played in this ti’ial — ^iho most 
protracted and the most remark- 
able in the annols of jurisprudence 
— greatly increased his reputation 
as an advocate. In tho Probate 
Court Mr. Hawkins led tho ease in 
support of the will of the late 
Lord St. Loonai'ds, wliich he es- 
tablished both before the Judge 
Ordinary and the Court of Appeal. 
The Gladstone and the Von Heable 
cases were among his victories in 
the Divorce Court. Mr. Hawkins 
was counsel in numerous election 
petitions ; was engaged for many 
years in every important compen- 
sation case ; acted for the Crown 
iu the purchaso of lands for the 
National Defences, and for the 
Eoyal Commissioners in the puv- 
ohaso of the site for the new Law 
Com'ts ; and was Standing Counsel 
for, and hold the general retainer 
of, tho Jockey Club. Ho was aj)- 
pointed a Judge of tho High Coxut 
of Jxtstice (Queen’s Bench Division) 
Nov. 3, 1876, and transfoiTod to 
the Exchequer division, when ho 
received tho honoiu? of knight- 
hood, 

HAWKINS, Thomas, son of tho 
lato John Hawkins, was born at 
Glastonbury, July 23, 1810, and 
educfitod at Chaz*mouth, Dorset- 
shire. He studied anatomy at 
Guy’s Hospital under Sir Astley 
Cooper, and devoted himsolf chiefly 
to scientific inu'suits. He is the 
author of " Memoirs of the Ichthy- 
osauri and Plesiosauri,” 1834, and 
" Book of tho Great Sea Dragons,” 
1840, both of which explain and 
illustrate tho two groat national 
coUoctions of fossil Saxirian ro- 
maina procured by the Govern- 
mont for tho British Museum, mid 
now roinovod to tho Natunil 
History Museum, Mr. Hawkius 
has also presented two other geo- 
logical collections of almost equal 
importance to Die Universities of 
Oxiord and Cambridge respoo- 
tively.

He succeeded his father as 
third baronet, March 10, 1801, was

of it} a Sketch/’ 1874. Sir John 
luaiTied, in 1817, the Hon. Eliza 
Napier, tlxird daughter of William 
John, eighth Lord Napier, 

HAY, John, journalist, authorjand 
Xjolitician, was bom at Salem, tii- 
cUaua, Oot. 8, 1880, and graduated 
at Bmvn University, 1838. Ho was 
admitted to tliu bar in Springfield, 
TUinois, in 18G1, but almost nnme- 
cXiatoly went to Washington as 
Assistant Secretary to Prusidont 
Lincoln, and Bubsequontly was Ills 
Adjutant and Aide-de-Camp. Diu’- 
ing the civil war he served for a 
time under Generals Hunter and 
GilluiorOj attaining the rank of 
Colonel and Assistant Adjutant 
General. Erom 1805 to 1867 he 
was Secretary of Legation at Paiis, 
and from that time to 1868 was 
Charge d’Affaircs at Vienna. He 
was Secretary of Lega- 

tion at Madrid in 1800, whore ho 
remained until 1870, when ho re- 
turned to the United States, and 
accox>ted a iiosition uixoii the edi- 
loriitL staff of the New Yorh Tribune. 
O’his he resigned in 187G, upon his 
removal to Clevolaxxd, Ohio, but has 
continued to occasiontilly contrihute 
to its coliuuns to the xxresent time. 
During the ahseneo of the editor, 
Mr.Whitelaw Reid, in Europe, from 
April to November, 1881, Colonel 
Hay returned to New York to take 
entire editorial charge of the 
Ti^ihune. Prom 1879 to 1881 ho 
was Assistant Secretary of Si ate. 
While on the THHn& ho obtained 


considerable celebrity by his dia- 
lect poems of "Jim Bludsoo,” 
" Little Breeches,” &e., wliicli wore 
afterwards jxublisliod in book-form 
under the title of "Pike Couuly 
BaUadSj” 1871. In the same year 
ho also issued "CasiiHan Days,” a 
series of sketches of Sijanish life 
}vnd character. Herei>roseutod the 
United Stales at the International 
Sanitary Congress held at Wash- 
ington in 1881, and was chosen 
President of that bodyj ho has 
heen engaged since then (in 
collaboration with J olm G. 
Nicolay) in writing a Life of 
Abraluun Lincoln, which is now 
(188G) nearly completed. 

HAYDEN, Eerduiand Vandevecr, 
M.D., was born at Westfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, Soi)t. 7, 1829. Ho gra- 
duated at the Albany Medical 
School in 1833, and soon aftex* 
explored the " Bad Lands,” in 
DiUiotalx Territory, where he^ dib- 
oovorod a remarkable deposit of 
extinct animals, and made a largo 
aiid vahuiblo collection of fossil 
vertebrates, Inthoaxiriiigof 1831, 
ho ascended tlxe Missouri river 
almost to its soxmee, returning in 
X85G with another large collection 
of fossils, and was appointed Geo- 
logist on the staif of Lieutoixant 
Wna*i‘ 0 iXj who was engaged in mak- 
ing a reconnaissance of the North- 
west. In 18G1 1x0 entered the 
oi'niy as ineclioal olficci*, remaining 
in the field till the close of the war. 
Iix 18G3 he wap axxpointed Profesaox' 
of Geology and Mineralogy in the 
University of Penusylvaixia. In 
18GB 1x0 made another exxiodition to 
tlic Umier Missouri, in behalf x)f 
the Philadolphia Academy of 
Sciences, making numox^ous collec- 
tions of fossils. In 1807 Uxe Unil(‘d 
States Geological and Googj'axxhieal 
Survey of the Tei'X'itorios was 
begun under his ehaxgo, f ( n* 
which Congress had made aixpro- 
pxdatious, increasing each auects- 
sxvG yeai\ Tn 1872 ho resigned his 
professcrshii) in order to devote 
Iximsolf exclusively to tho survey. 
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During the last twenty-five yoai’s 
Ills Bcientilic explorations have ex- 
tended ovoi* a great i^ai’t of the 
States of Kansas, Nebraska, and 
Colorado, and the territories of 
Dalcotoh, Montana, Idaho, Utah, 
and New Mexico. Tho reports of 
his surveys are among the most 
valuable of tho Government publi- 
ciitiuns. He is now (1880) on- 
gtigud in pro]5aring a report on 
tho geology of tho Upper Missouri 
River. 

HATES, Rutherford Birohard, 
LL.D., nineteenth President of 
the United States, was horn at 
Delaware, Oliio, Oetoher IJ, 1822, 
and graduated at Kenyon College, 
IS 12. His parents emigrated 
from New England j and his 
father dying, ho was adopted by 
a maternal uncle, from whom he 
ultimately received a considorahlc 
fortune. Ho was admitted to the 
Bar at Marietta, Ohio, in 1815, and 
entered uijon practice first at 
Eremont, Ohio, and snbsefinenily 
at Cincinnati. Tho Civil war hav- 
ing broken out, ho was in June, 
1S61, made major of a regimout of 
Ohio vohmteers. His regiment was 
ordered to service in Western 
Virginia, was subsequently joined 
to the army of the Potomac under 
General McClellan, and took part 
in the operations pertaining to tho 
Confederate invasion of Maryland, 
in Sept. 1862. At tlzo engagement 
of South Moimtain, just before the 
battle of Antietam, Major Haj^es 
was Boverely wounded. Havmg 
recovered from his wound, he was 
in Nov. 1862, made Colonel of liis 
regiment, which was subsequently 
on diity in Ohio and elsewhei^e. He 
was later made Brigadier-General, 
and afterwards Major-General of 
vohuiipers.^ In June, 1805, he 
resigned his commission, having 
been elected a Representative in 
Congress from Ohio, taking Ms seat 
in Decpmhci*, 1805. He was re- 
elected for tho following fcorm, but 
resigned in 1867, having been 
elected Governor of Ohio, to which 


office he was re-elected in 1809, and 
again in 1875. His repeated success 
in Ohio induced the Republican 
National Convention in 1870 to 
nominate him for tho x)rosidcncy as 
a compromise candidate between 
Mr. Blaine on the one hand and 
Mr. Coukliiig on the other. When 
tho election had taken place, • it 
seemed certain tliat, of the 309 
electoral votes, 181 would be oast 
for Mr. Tildcn, the Deniocratie 
candidate, being one loss than a 
majority 5 172 wore equally sxirc for 
Mr. Hayes j hut there were thiitccn 
electors, in respect to whose elec- 
tion there wore grave questioiis in 
dispute. Of these, eight wore from 
Louisiana, four from Plorida, and 
one from Oregon, from which States 
there were two sets of electors, ouch 
claiming to have been dixly cliosoii. 
If only one of these votes should 
he counted for Mr. Tildcn he would 
have a majority, and would conso- 
quently become President. In 
order to secure the election of Mr. 
Hayes, aU of those thirteen votes 
must he comited for him. Singu- 
larly enough, neither the Constitu- 
tion nor any existing law pro- 
vided for such an Giuorgcnoy, and as 
the Republicans had a majority in 
the Senate, and the Democrats in 
the House, it was certniu that the 
two branches of Congress would not 
agree upon any hill wliicli would 
give the counting of the disputed 
votes to their opponents. In this 
enicrgeno^r, a bill was passed creat- 
ing a speoifd Electoral Commission 
of fifteen for counting the votes. 
It was to consist of five Senators, 
five RepresontaUves, and five 
Judges of tlie Supremo Court, 
This commission, by a majority of 
one, decided that the disputed votes 
should aU be counted for Mr. Hayes, 
giving him a majority of one vote, 
and he was declared didy olcctod, 
Mr. Hayes' administration was a 
conservative one, and was noted 
more for its exceptional purity tliau 
for any especial policy. By the 
withdrawal of all national troops 
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from tlio iSoutliciii States lie restored 
to tlieux in its Ml outity iliu ri^lit 
of local «clf-govcriimcntj and thus 
removed, probably permanently, 
the Sonthern question ” from 
general qxolities. Ho ondoavonred 
to prevent the ]>rciuonetization of 
silver, but his voto Tvas overrjdtm 
by the constitutional two-thirds 
majority in both llotises of Con- 
gress, The Ttepublican Senators, 
led by Mr. Conlcling, vigorously 
oi)i)osod his efforts at n refonn of 
the civil service, so tluit ho vrah able 
to seexu'o but little legislation upon 
the subject, the biu proliibiting 
I)olitical ajs&ossiiiont on ofiico- 
holdcrs being the only measure in 
that direction pa&bod. Ho was 
aide, however, to set an ezaniplo 
in favour oJ: the reform hy chocking 
reuiovala cxeei>t for oause, and }>y 
instituting iu the Interior Dejmrt- 
inent at Wafahington, and in the 
Post Ollicc and Cubtoni Hoiiso at 
New York, ooinpcLitive oxamimi'- 
tions for appointiuent. The HoubO 
of Eeprosenlativos, wliicli was 
llcmocratie throughout his t(3riu, 
atteiuxitud to socimo his assent to 
the repeal of coriam measures ])y 
attaching them to appropriation 
bills, but he was firm in his refusal 
to sign them, and the Houbu was 
finally obliged to give way, public 
Bontimont showing itself largely on 
the side of the President. On 
March 1-, 18B1, he was succeeded in 
the PreBidoney by Mr. Garfield, and 
has since itiaidod at his home in 
Premont, Ohio. 

HAYMAN. ThoEov. Henry, D.D., 
was bom in 182:1, and ontorcil 
Merchant Taylors’ School in 1882, 
whence, after gaming the chief 
prizes in Greek verso and Latin 
prose, ho proceeded as scholai* to 
yt, Jolm’s CoUege, Oxford, in 1811. 
Ho became a fellow of his college in 
1844, and in the following year was 
placed in the second class both in 
classics and in mathemaiios. Ho 
then came to London, and was 
successively curate at yt, Luke’s, 
Old Street, and at 8t. Jameses, 


Piccadilly, when the late Bishop 
of London, Bi*. Jackson, was rector, 
and in 1850-35 one of the iissislant- 
niasiors at the Charterhouse. In 
1854 he was appointed a&sibtont 
iwoacher at the Tcunilo Church, 
wliGvo, on tho close o]' the Crimean 
Wju', ho 2 >nbUBh(‘d a feorinou on 
‘^Pt'aco, God’b gift, and how to use 
it j ” and in the following year head 
master of fit. Olavc^’s Grammar 
School , Sonihwiirk. Subsequent ly 
ho became head mabter f>f Chell un- 
ham Granuiiar School, and in 18(18 
of St. Andrew's CoUogc, Brndfleld. 
■When Hr. Toinplo was iiroinotod to 
the f.(‘o of Hxeter, Hr. llaynnui was 
elect e<l liis successor as luMid nutfalor 
of Uugby School, Nov. 20, 1809, a 
post which ho rot»iiiio(.l until his 
removal by tho Govoriiiiig Body iu 
1871. At tho close of Axivil, 1871.

Oxford man who has at iirosont 
that honour 5 and has coiiiributed 
sevei’al p/iiiors to its Journal and 
Tronsaclions. He is tho author of 
niinierouB articles in tho “ Hiotion- 
ary of tho Hiblo,” oditod by Dr. "W. 
Smith, and has since iiublished in 
tlirce volumea an edition of Tlomor’a 
Odyssey; some exorcises in Greek 
ami Latin oomxiosition ; and " Itugby 
School Sormons,” with on introduo- 
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tory Essay ** On the indwcllinff of 
the Holy Spirit/' 1875. lu 1884 
he became Hon. Canon of CarlUlo, 
ami in 1885 was one of the firbt 
elected Proctors for the now ai’oh- 
deaconry of Puincas. He is well 
known and frequently called on in 
moat parts of the northern pro- 
vinces for addresses on Church 
Defence, S. P, O., niissions against 
infidelity (which also ho has con- 
ducted in London), and similar 
subjects. 

HAYTEE, Sir Arthur Bivett, 
Bart., is the only son of the late 
Eight Hon. Sii‘ William Oood- 
onougli Ilaytor, Q.C., of Southall 
Parlr, Beiks, and waa born in 
London in 1835, his mother being 
Anno, daughter of Mr. William 
Pulaford, of Liuslade, Bucks. Ho 
was educated at Eton, and at 
L\i lliol and Brasenose Colleges, 
Oxford j he graduated in clasaicol 
honours in 1857^ and procoeded 
M. A. ill 1850. In 185U he obtained 
a commis.sion in the Grenadier 
Guards, retiring in ISGO with the 
rank of captain, Sir Arthur Hay- 
tor, who is a magistrate for Borlis 
and Somex'bot, was M.P. foi' Wells 
from 1805 till 18G8, when ho tm- 
sueecssfuUy contested East Somer- 
fact. In 1873 ho -was olecLed as 
member for Bath in the Liberal 
interest. He succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father in 1878. In 1880 he was 
appointed a Lord of the Treasury, 
and in May, 1882, he succeeded 
Mr. Campboll-Bannermaa as Fi- 
nancial Secretary at the War 
Office. In 1885, and again in 1880, 
Sir Arthur Ha^er stood for Bath, 
but was both times defeated by 
Conservatives, Sir Arthur Hay ter 
married, in 1866, Henrietta, dnngli- 
tor of Hie late Mr. Adrian John i 
Hope, and niece of Mr. A. J. B. , 
Bevesford Hope, M.P. 

HAYTEE, Henry Heylyn, C.M.G., ' 
was bom in Oct. 1821, at Eden i 
Vale, Wiltshire, and educated at a 
inivate school and at the Charter- 
house. He emigrated to Victoria 


in 1852, and in 1867 joined tho 
department of tho Registrar-Gene- 
ral, whore ho was for many years 
at thehendoftho slatistical branch. 
Whilst in that position ho brought 
tho official statistics of Victoria to 
a high state of perfection. In 1S70 
he was solocti'cl to fill the office of 
fecorotary to a Royal Commission 
appointed to inquire into tho work- 
ing of tho iniblic bervico of Victoria. 
Mr. liayter's hiboum on tho Com- 
mission did not prevent him from 
attending to his ordinary official 
duties, which wore much added to 
}}y tho census of 1871, the whole 
of the details of which, both as 
regards the collection of the x'ctiuns 
and their subsequent comixilation, 

I wore devised by him /lud coxTietl 
j out under his management. Those 
labours, together with doxuostic 
losses, aifocted his health, and in 
1S72 ho obtained leave of absence 
for a short period, wliich he sxxont 
in Now Zonland, whoi*e ho investi- 
gated the xrorking of tho Regis- 
trar-0 onoral's department. In 
May, 1871, the statistical branch, 
over whi oil Mr. Hay ter had so long 
presided, xvns erected into a 
separate departmunt, ho boiiig 
placed at its head under tlio title 
of Govoruinent Statist, In 1875 
hoxvas deputed by his Government 
to represent Victoria at a confer- 
ence of the Australasian Colonies, 
hold in Tasmania, for the xxux'poso 
of establishing a uniform system 
of official statistics. In 1870, Mr. 
Hayter visited England as secre- 
tary to a mission whoso object was 
to bring to tho notice of tho Im- 
perial Government certain defects 
ill the Victorian Constitution. On 
liis rctium to Victoria, Mr. Hayter 
made arrangements for taking tho 
census of 1881, which, as well as 
tlie compilation of the I'etui'nsi he 
afterwards carried out successfully. 
Ho was a juror at the Melbourne 
Intorcolouitil Exhibition of 1875, 
and the Melbourne International 
Exhibition of 1880-81, and on eacli 
occasion received a silver medal for 
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writiug^ a statistioal account of 
Victoria as an introduction to the 
exhihiiion catalogue. He was also 
a moxnher of, and contributed 
several papers to, a Social Science 
Congress which was held in Mel- 
bourne whilst the latter exhibition 
was open. Soon after Mr. Uayter 
assumed the oITicc of Govommont 
Statist, he originated the work he 
is best known by, the "Victorian 
Year Hook** He is also author of 
'•Notes of aToiu' in New Zealand 
" Notes on tho Colony of Victoria, 
Historical, Geographical, Meteoro- 
logical, and Statistical ; "School 
History ” and " School Geography” 
of Victorias and a "Nosological 
Indox,^' which is used in tho statis- 
tical departments of all the Aus- 
tralasian colonies. In 3877 ho 
edited, at the request of the Vic- 
torian Government, and wrote the 
greater part of, a " Precis of Infor- 
mation on the Colony of Victoria, 
and of its Capabilities for Defence,” 
for tho WBO of tho Intolligonoo 
Branch of tho Impeinal War Office. 
Ho is an honorary member of tho 
Statistical Societies of London and 
Manchester, of tho Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Holand, 
of the Statistical Association of 
T61d6 (Japonh of the Hoyol So- 
cieties of SouUi Australia and Tas- 
mania, and of the Geographical 
Society of Bremen. He is also a 
I’ellow and the Honorary Corre- 
sponding Secretary for Victoria of 
the Koyal Colonial Institute. He 
was created a C.M.G. May 2‘ii, 18B2, 
and an Officer of tho French Order 
of Public Instruction on July 11 of 
tho same year. 

HAYWARD, Gharlos Forster, 
F.S.A., architect, horn at Colches- 
ter in Jan. 1831, received his edu- 
cation at TJnivorsity CoUego, 
London, and professionally studied 
in the offices of Mr. Lewis Cubitt, 
Mr. P. C. Hardwick, and tho late 
Professor (JockerolL Ho was 
elected a Fellow of tho Royal 
Institute of British Architects in 
1861, Fellow of the Society of An- 


tifxuaries in 1807, and apijointed 
District Svmvoyor by the Metropoli- 
tan Board of Works in 1871. Mr. 
Hayward was elected Honorary 
Secretary of the Royal Institute 
of Bzitish Archliects in 1802, and 
hold the appointuient for many 
years. He was also Honorary 
Secretary to the Institute's Archi- 
tectural Committee for the Exhibi- 
tion in Paris in 1807. Mr. Hay- 
ward has oreoted many buildings 
in London and tho imovinoes — ^in- 
cluding the Duke of Cornwall 
Hotel at Plymouth, the Sanatorium, 
the Scienco Schools, and other 
buildings for Harrow, School- 
houses for Chariorhouso, Mill Hill, 
&c« ; and ho is also known as an 
occasional contributor to profes- 
sional journals. 

HAZLITT, William, only son of 
tho essayist, horn in Wiltshire, 
Sept. 2G, 1811, was called to the 
Bar in 1844», and api^ointed Regis- 
trar of tho Court of Bankinptcy, 
London., in IdCyt. His dvet litoriwy 
l^roductions were, for tho moat 
part, translations and compilations ; 
but in 1851 a pamphlet by him on 
the Registration of Assurances 
attracted some attention. Mr. W. 
Hazliti, who edited Johnson's 
" Lives of tho Poets,” compiled a 
Classical Gazetteer, and, in con- 
junction with Mr. Roche, produced 
a useful Manual of Mointimo Wnj*- 
fare, and editions of the Bank- 
ruptcy Acts of 1861 and 1809, and, 
in conjunction ivith Mr.Ringwood, 
an edition of the Bankruptcy Act, 
1883. 

HAZLITT, William Garew, horn 
Aug. 22, 1834., the eldest sou of 
Mr, William Hazlitt, was odu« 
ealed at Merchant Taylors' School, 
onlcrcd the Inner Temple ns a 
student in 1850, and was called to 
the Bar in Nov, 3861. Mr, Hazlitt 
is the author of " ‘Vho History of 
the VonetJHU Republic: her Rise, 
her Greatness, and her Civiliza- 
tion,” 4. vole., 1860, Tho first draft 
of this work appeared in a smollGr 
form in 3 857. Mr, Hazlitt has also

HEATH^ The Eev. Dunbar Isidore, 


M.A ., born in 1810, graduated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, as fifth 
Wrouglor, iu 1838, and received 
from that college, of which ho was 
a Follow, the vicarngo of Bradiug, 
Isle of Wight, in iSiG. Hu wiia 
prosecuted by his diocoaan before 
tho Conx’t of Arolios, for oxprussions 
iu his "Sormoiib on Jmxjortaut 
Subjccts,’'i>u})libhedin 1859jallcgod 
to bo derogatory to tho Thirty-nine 
Articles, and was, in 1861, bon-fconced 
to deprivation of his benefice, which 
sentence was confirmed on appeal. 
This case is noteworthy lor being 
tho first enforcemout during three 
centuries of the Act of 13th Eli/a- 
beth. Mr. Heath resigned tho 
vicarage of Bruding in 18G2. Ho 
has written "Tho Future Kingdom 
of Christ," 1852-3; "The Exodus 
Papyri," 1865; "A Eecord of tho 
Patriarchal Ago,” 1858 ; " Defence 
of My Professional Character," 
18G2. 

HEATH, Francis George, youngest 
son of the late Edward Hoatli , Esq 
" was born at Totnes, Devonshire, 
Jan. 15, 1848, and educated at 
Taunton. When very young hc‘ 
began to write tho " Autobio- 
graphies of Animals." In 1802 he 
entered the Civil Service, securing 
the eighth place in a competition of 
j sixty candidates for twenty aii- 
poiutments. For many years ho 
has taken an active part in pro- 
moting and supporting movements 
for tho jDruaurvation and extension 
of open apficoa chieUy in tho metro- 
polis. It was mainly owing to his 
efibrts that the oulargcmont of 
Victoria Park was elTeotod. Jlo 
has also laboured assiduously in 
furthoronco of tho movement for 
the preservation of Epping Foi^cst 
and Biiruhain Bcoches. “When, in 
1872, the " strike ’’ of agricultural 
laboiu'ers took place iu Warwick- 
shire, Mr. Heath undertook a tour 
of inquiiy amongst tlie peasant 
population of the West of England ; 
the result being the production of 
his first book, " Tho ' Eomonco * of 
Peasant Life," which rapidly passed 
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into a second oditioiii and was fol- 
lowed in 1874 by "TIio Englisli 
Peasantry.” In 1876, Mr. Heath, 
with the object of iwoiuoting tlio 
import ation into tlie drearier parta 
of dismal town centres of some of 
the fifreen life ” of tbe country, 
published The Eem Paradise : a 
plea for the Culture of Ferns A 
larger vohtme, ‘'The Pern World,” 
aijpeared in August, 1877, and 
reached a fourth edition before the 
end of that year.

" Our Woodland Trees.” In 1870 
Mr. Heath published a little volume 
called " Burnham Beeches,” and a 
new edition of Qil 2 )in^s Porest 
Scenery.” In 1880 ho prodiiced a 
volume under the title of " Sylvan 
Spring.” In the same year si'p- 
peared "Peasant I^ife in the West 
of England.” "My Carden Wild” 
was produced in 1881, and was fol- 
lowed by "Where to find Perns” 
and " Autumnal Leaves.” Mr. 
Honth accepted the editorship of 
the Journal of Foresfrij in June, 
1882. 

HEATON, John Henneker, direct 
descendant of the Heatons of 
Ileaton, Co. Lancaster, is the eldest 
son of Lient.-Colouol Heaton of 
the ‘I7th Hegunent. Ho was bom 
at Bochestor, on 18 May, 1818 ; 
and educated at Kent House 
Grammar School and King's Col- 
Icgo, London. At the age of six- 
teen he emigrated to Australia, 
where ho took to pastoral pursuits 
with varying fortune, and also 
became couneotod with the press, 
and acquired an interest in the most 
successful newspapers in New 
Soiith Wales. He has always been 
most prominent in all public and 
l)hilanthropio works in the Austra- 
lasian colonics ; he represented 
the Government of Now South 
Wales, at the Amsterdam Exhibi- 
tion, in 1883 ; was appointed by 
the Government of Tasmania to 
reijresent that colony at the Berlin 
International Tolegraiihio Con- 


ference, in 1885, and succeeded in 
getting a very largo redriction 
made in the cost of caldo messages 
to Australia ; he was plootod. M.P. 
lor C.intcrbtu’y, England, at the 
general election in Nov. 1885 j and 
was api)oiuLod Ooiiiunssioiier for tlio 
Government of New South Wales, 
to tJio Indian and Colonial Exhi- 
bition in London in ISOO. Mr. 
Heaton is the author of the stiiiid- 
ard work of I'efcrenco on AiistiMlia, 
called " The Austi‘ara.u Dictionary 
of Hates and Mon of the '^rime,” also 
of " A short account of n (’’anonizii- 
tion at Home, from an Unseetarhin 
Point of View.” In P.ivliamenl, 
he is a strong advocate, and first 
introdxiced a i)ro 2 )osal for a Uni- 
versal International Penny Postage 
System. 

H E B E B T, Antoine Auguste 
Ernest, artist, horn at Grenoble, 
Nov. 8, 1817, went to Paris in 
1833, and stndied in the stixdio of 
David d* Angers. In 1639 he exlii- 
bifced at the Louvre his '* Tasso in 
Prison,” which was bought by the 
Government for the Masco of Gre- 
noble. Aided by the advice and 
kimlupbs of M. Paul Holarooho, ho 
competed, in 1830, at the licolo 
des Beaux-Arts, and shortly after 
gained the great IMzeof Home ; the 
subject of bis picture being "The 
Cup found in the Sack of Benja- 
min.” lie remained in Italy eight 
yeiu*8, and sent various paintings 
and sketches to Paris. After liis 
vetiu'u, M . H^‘bert exhibited, 
amongst other works "ExVorip 
Orientaloj” "Paysanne de Gndraiid’o 
battont du Bcurre j”'* LaMtil'Ariaj” 
and gained a high reputation as a 
colorist, and for the originality of 
his designs.

1867, and tho 
rank of Commander in 1874, 
HECOB, The Very Bov. Isaac 
Thomas, born at Hew York, Dee. 
18, J 819, was educated in his 
native city, nnd ontoi^ed into 
huaincsB with his brothers. In 
1843, he joined the Brook Farm 
Community in West Eoxbnry, and 
after BiDondiiig' some months there 
associated himself for a time with 
the " Consooiate Family," at Fruit- 
lauds, ‘Worcester County, Mnssa- 
ohusetts, and also lived for a time 
with Thoreau in his hermitage. 
Thence ho returned to Hew York, 
and in 1845 was received into the 
Eoman Catholic Church. After

In 1851 
he returned to the United States, 
and for tlio next six years was, in 
company with several memhers of 
his Order, constantly engaged in 
missionary labours. In the autumn 
of 1867 he visited Eomc, and, with 
several of his ooUeagnes, was re- i 
leased from his conneotion with tho 
Eodemptorists, and authorised to ' 
, found a new missionary society 
under the name of "The Congre- 
gation of St* Paid the Apostle." 


This was fully organised in 1858, 
and their 6rst house built in Hew 
York in 1R59-G0. The Paulist 
Fathers, of whom Father Hccker is 
tho chief or bui)criorj are almost 
eiith’oly of Amoriciiu birili, and 
couv(‘rts, andh.ivc proved a very 
ellioiout orgiiuis.itioiiforthe x>ropa- 
gtitiou of their fiiilli.

HEFELE, Karl Joseph von, D.D,, 
Eoman Catholic Bishop of EoUon- 
berg, a distinguished German ec(’lc- 
siastical historian, boim March 15, 
1809, at Unterkochen, in Wiirtom- 
berg, district of Aalen, recoivo<l a 
public school education at EUwau- 
gen and Ehingcn ; next applied 
himself for five years at the Uiii- 
versily of Tiihingeii f o xihilosophienl 
and theological studies, and gra- 
duated there in 183 1. In 18.36 ho 
settled as a jirivate tulor, and in 
1810 received a i)rof(‘HSorshii) in 
the Catholic iheologionl facidty at 
Tflhingen, whore he represenie<l 
tho departments of Church histoiy, 
Christinnarchffiologyandpatrology.

one read at the Church Congress ^ 
Wolverhampton, Oct. 18G7, and 
the other at Swansea, Oct. 1879 j 
and has sot to music some of Dr. 
Neale's traiislatioub of Hymns of 
the Eastern Church j " Peace, it is 
I,” “ The Day is Past and Over,” 
and “'Tis tJio Day of Resurrec- 
tion." 

HENDERSON, Lieut. -Col. Sir Ed- 
mund Yeamans Walcott, 
son of Rear-Admiral George H<‘n- 
dorson, was bom about 1820, 
Having passed through the ordi- 
nary course at Woolwich he entorod 
the Army in 1888, became Lioul.- 
Col. Royal Engineors in I8G2, was 
for many years Controlhu* of tho 
Convict Depai’tmpnt in Weal cm 
AnsU'alia, and Wiis appointed in 
3863 to the offices of Snrveyor- 
Ooueral of Prisons and Olmiriimu 
of the Directors of Convict Lh'isoiis. 
He was created a Companion of the 
Bath Doc. 7, 1868, and appointed 
on Fob. 12, 1HG9, Chief Commis- 
sioner of Police of t)io 2 notj*opo]ia, 
in the room of Sir Tlichard Mayno, 
deceased, Xn March, 1878, lie was 
created a K.C B. Sir Edmiuid 
Henderson resigned tlie post of 
Chief Cominisbioner of I'olice in 
the early part of ISHG, and was suc- 
ceeded by Sir Charles Warren. 

HENEAGE, The Right Hon. 
Edward, M.P., oldest sou of flic lat(» 
George Pii^sohi Heiiongu, Es^., of an 
ancient Lincolnshire family, was 
bom in London, Mai'ch 20, ISdX), and 
educated at Eton. Ila accep^d a 
commission in the 1st Life Guards 
in 1857, but loft after six years* 
service j succeeded to the family 
estates in 1863, and married in 

1864 Lady Eleanor Cecilia, daugh- 
ter of tho late Lord Listowol. In 

1865 Mr. HpUGUgo wjb rotnmed as 
a Libeinl for Lincoln ; he unsiu- 
cessfnlly cont(»8tcd Groat Grimsby 
in 1871, but gaino*! the seat in 
1880 and was again rotumed in 
1885 and 1886. In tlio Parliament 
of J880 Mr. Heneagc moved for the 
Select Committee on tho Law of 
Distress, presided over by Mr. 
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Goacben, and together Mr. C. 

Korvvoodj obtained the Select 
Connuittee on Outdoor Customs 
Officers’ Grievances. Ho was a 
iiiciuber of the Select Coiiuiiitiec on 
Tommis’ Componsation Bills and 
Jlnvl^ours. In 1883 he introduced 
a bill to carry out the Eeport of 
tho Select Coumiittee on the Law 
of Bistrnintj and has worked on 
many other Committees on qties- 
tions connected with tenants, fislier- 
juen, axjpi’ontices, ifrc., an<l is also a 
nieiubur of the Boyal Commission 
on Loss of Life at Sea. He has 
always boon conspicuous among 
Liberal members for his great in- 
terest in agricultural questions, 
and it was probably for this reason 
that on the formation of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Govornmout in 1885 ho was 
appointed Chancpllor of the Jlucliy 
of Lancaster, a post whicJi ho re- 
signed in April, 18HG, on Juieouut 
oi disagreemont with Mr, Glad- 
stone's Iribli BiU. 

HENKEE, Jean Jacques, a French I 
paiiitor, born at Bornwillor, Alsace, i 
March 5, 1820, was ii piniil of Drol- ’ 
ling and Bicot, anil in ISdS entered | 
the £colo dos Beaux-Arts, At tho 
end of two years, ill-health com- S 
X>elled him to rctm'H home, but ho 
was re-admitted in 1858, and gained 
a prize for his *^Adani et Evoro- 
trouvant 1g corps d'Abol.^^ After 
this he went to Itonic, studied 
imder Hipp, and painted four pic- 
tures for the Muboo de Colmar, ono 
of which, "Joune haigneur en- j 
dormi/^ was exhibited at the Salon 
of 1803, together with a flaio por- 
trait of Victor Schnetz. '‘LaChasto 
Suzanne'* (1805) was purchased by 
the Government, and is now in tho 
Luxembourg. “Alsacioame'’ (18^0), 
one of his best-known liictures, was 
presented, in 1872, to M. Gambetlii 
by a coimnittce of Alsatian ladies. 
His later works ai*ej Madeleine 
dans lo Bosert," and " Le bon Sa- 
maritain,** 1874{ j "Le Christ Mort,** 
3878; "Bglogue” and "Jesus an 
Tomheau/' 1879 ; ** Saint Jerome,” 
1881. M. Homier has obtained 


numerous medals at the Salon; 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1873 ; and was made an 
Officer in 1878. 

HEHNESSy, Sir John Pope, 
IC.C.M.G., Knight of Malta, is son 
of Mr. John Hcnnessy, of Bally- 
hennessy, co. Kerry, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Henry Casey, of 
Cork. He was born in Cork in 383X, 
educated at Queen’s CoUegCj Cork, 
and was callod to tlio bar al tho 
Inner Temple in 18G1. He entered 
tho House of Commons as member 
for the King's county in 1859. His 
election address in 1860 was the 
first in which Mr. Disraeli’s name 
was mentioned. lie expressed his 
confidence in the Imperial jjolicy 
of Mr. Disraeli, but as a national 
Conservative reserved entire in- 
dtpcndencc to himself in ovory- 
ihing relating to Ireland. Mr. 
UounOBsy was the first Catholic 
Conservative in IWliameni. lie 
coiTiod the Select OojmiiittcQ hi 
opi)Obition to Lord rahuerstou’s 
Govoruiuont foi* tliroiving oi>eu 
appointments in the Civil Service 
of the Dnited Kingdom to puldic 
competition, and he amended the 
Irish Poor Law, so as to iirovido 
for tho rearing of pauper children 
out of the workhouses. Ho re- 
ceived tho thanlcB of the Catholic 
Committee of England for the 
Prison Ministers Act, and an ad- 
dress of tlianks from the miners of 
GreatBi'itainfor some amoiidmcnta 
lie secured in tho Miuos' Kegula- 
tion Bill. Mr. Hcnnessy drew the 
attention of the House of Commons 
to tho decline of the population of 
Ireland, and urged the Govern- 
uienl to keep tho people at liome 
hy aniendiuff tho Jvisli land laws 
and rcolaiining tho waste lands. 
Tie oppoBocl the Government syaloiu 
of education in Ireland, on the 
ground that the so-eflllod Hatioual 
system was nnti-National. H o voted 
for Cliureh-rntos, an<l in favour of 
the Church of England in England, 
but supported concurrent endow- 
ment in liHdand, by whioh the Irish 
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ecclosiaBtical property founded be- 
fore the Keforuiation ^vould be ve- 
stored to the Catholic Church, and 
some ancient abbeys in Ireland 
revived. In foreign iiffairs ho ex- 
X^used the conduct of the Hussion 
Uovorument in Poland, and moved 
an address to the Crown to carry 
out the stipulatioua of the Treaty 
of Vienna in favour of the Poles ; 
he criticised the conduct of Lord 
Palmerston and Mr. Gladstone in 
their attacks on the Popej and 
supported the independence of the 
Sovereign Pontiff. He opposed the 
war in China, and the bombard- 
ment of ports in Japan, l>ut sup- 
ported the Northern States during 
the American Civil War. He voted 
against the New Zealand wai*, but 
sni)ported the claims of the Aus- 
tiuliiin colonit‘S to comxjleio lGgi.s- 
lativo iiulopondcnce of Downing 
Street. Ho was aiipoinlod Gover- 
nor of Labuan, in ISti?} of the 
West African settlements, in 1872 ; 
of the Bahamas, in 187J5 j .of the 
Windward Islands, in 1875 j of 
Ilong-koug, in 1877; and of the 
colony of Mauritius, in Deo. 1882. 
On more than one occasion his 
conduct as Governor has x>rovolcod 
remonsti'ances, the latest instance 
being his disagreement with Mr. 
Clifford Lloyd, which led to ques- 
tions in Parliament, and the de- 
spatch of Sir Hercules Eobiuson 
to Maimtius to investigate tho 
quan-el. He was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George, in April, 1880. 
He contributed papers to the Pro- 
ceedings ** of the Eoyal Society and 
British Association, to the Philoso- 
phical Magazme, tho Gontempora/i'y 
BevieWt and tho Ntnet;Be7ith CentTmj; 
and he published, in 1883, a volume 
on "Kaleigh in Ireland, with his 
Letters on Irish Affairs, and soinc 
contemporary Documents." He has 
been hon. secretary to tho Mathe- 
matical section of the British As- 
sociation, and Chaumian of tho 
Repression of Crime section of tlxo 
Social Science Congress. 


HENNESSY, William MaunseU, 
was born at Castlogrogory, co. 
Kerry, in 1828, and cdncatocl at 
private sclioole. He was one of the 
writers of the Nation nowsiDaimr 
from 1853 to 185(), in which latter 
year ho obtained, by ijublio com- 
X>efcitiou, an apiiointmout in Dub- 
lin Castle. Mr. Hennossy is an 
eminent Celtic scholar and arohauo- 
logist. He was 

efficiency to a rosixonsiblo ijosition 
in the Public Record Office of Ire- 
land. Ho is a member of tho Royal 
Irish Academy, to the "Pi’oceod- 
ings " of which he has contributed 
several imxiortont papers, includ- 
ing a j'omarkablc treatise on the 
Ancient Irish Goddess of War," 
and another on the Irish system of 
Trial by Ordcjil." Mr. Hennossy 
has edited, besides oUior works, tlie 
Uhronicon Scotorum," and the 
‘^Annuls of Loch-Key/* xjublished 
in the Rolls' series of National 
Clu’ouicles. He is one of tlie 
writers of tho Ecvne Qdtinue, and 
has tilso contiibutod tn the 
Cntiqucj Kuhn's Zeilschriftt and to 
the Jieiirluje cur vergh Sju^ach/ors- 
\ chuvg, lie is one of tho writers of 
j the Academy, in which ho published 
a remarkable article on the Ossi- 
anio " controversy. 

HENRICI, Olaus, Ph.D., was 
bom Mai'ch 9, 1810, at Meldorf, in 
Holstein, and received his early 
education in tho gynmasiuin of 
Ms native town. In 1850 he loft 
Meldorf in order to study for soino 
years in tho workslxops of a me- 
chanical engineer. In 1839 lie pro- 
ceeded to tho Polytechnic Scliom in 
Karlsruhe, wlmro ho roiuoinod until 
18G2, when ho entered Die Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg. Here, in 1803, 
he graduated with spoeinl honours 
as Ph.D. Dr. Henrici next x>ro- 
ceeded to Berlin in order tlicro to 
prosecute his mathematical studies. 
In 1865 he became tutor in the 
University of Kiel, but left soon 
afterwards for London. In 1869 
Dr. Honrici was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Pure Mathematioa in 
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tlic Univorsity College, London, 
lu 1808 lie was elected a mem- 
ber, and in 1860 one of the vice- 
presidonts of the London Ma- 
tlieinatical Society, The learned 
Professor is the author of the fol- 
lowing pajiers, Hemerkung zu 
* Zfosse * 2jerlegiing der Bedingung 
fur die Oleichheit dor Hauptnxou 
ehies auf einer Oberflnche zwoitcr 
Ordnung 1 iegondeuKcgclschnittos’ ’

Society, vol. ii., read in 
Nov,, 18(58); and "On Series of 
Curves, especially on the Singu- 
larities of their Envelopes : with 
Applications to Polar Curves,” also 
iu the " Proceedings ” of the Lon- 
don Mathematical Society, vol. ii. 

HEITEY, The Hon. William Alex- 
ander! horn at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
Dec. 30, 181(5, and educated for the 
legal profession, waa called to the 
"bar of Nova Scotia iu Nov. 18 iO, and 
was shortly ttftor elected a member 
of Gio legislative asBemhly. Olie 
Question of res^nsiblo government 
at that period agitating British 
North America, was strenuously 
oppOHod in Nova Scotia, and the 
other provinces. Mr. Henry, how- 
ever, upon his entry into the logis- 
latiu'c, supx)ortod it, and in 1813 a 
vote of want of confidence was 
carried against the Govoruiuent, 
which opposed the system, and in 
1813 miuisLcrs rpsigned. An ap- 
peal having been mado to the 
country* Mr. Henry and his friends 
were defeated hy a small majority. 
At the general election of 1847, 
however, the friends of responsible 
government were successful, aud 
Mr. Henry has since been returned 
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on the princiide ho first oiiimoiatcd. 
At the meeting of l^orliauient in 
1848, the Government was displaced 
by a resolution of want of confi- 
dence. In 1819, Mr. Henry was 
apjiointed a Q.0„ and accepted a 
seat in the ministry. In the Court 
of Chaucery and Equity lie has 
introduced various reforms, which 
have proved of great licncflt to the 
community. In 1854 he accepted 
the post of Solicitor-General, and 
joined the administration, and in 
183G, waiving his claim to a vacant 
sunt on the lionch of the Su]n’omo 
Court, he aGceiitod the oflico of 
Provincial Secretary. Tliis iioai- 
tion ho held for about eight months, 
and in 1859 txguiu bocaiiie Solicitov- 
Gonoral. A general eloctioii took 
place soon after, and iu 18150 the 
Government was displaced, tluur 
oxqioncnts holding oillco until after 
the general election of 18G3, when 
Mr. Henry hecojuc for the thml 
time Solicitor -General. He has 
taken a in’ominont part in the 
question of the union of the North 
American provinces j in 18G5 was 
appointed a member of a delegation 
to Loudon, respecting the construc- 
tion of railways j and in the winter 
of 186(5 rci^resontedhis goveruuient 
at Washington, in an unsuccessful 
negotiation for the continuance of 
the Reciprocity Treaty between 
England and the ITnitod States. In 
July, 180G, ho was again appoiiited 
a ddegatc on the " CTnion” (Ques- 
tion, and with liis oolloagxxos from 
Novia Scotia, and the dologaiea 
from Canada and New Brunswick, 
met in London, and adoiitod a 
achume of union for submission io 
iho Homo Govoniment, which has 
boon adoijtod. Ho is now a iniisne 
judge of tho Siqiromo Court of the 
Hoininioii, 

HENXY, George Alfred, was bom 
at Trumx)iiigton, CambridgCHhiTo, 
Dec. 8, 1833, and educated at 
Westminster School and aif Caius 
College, Cambridge. Ho loft Cam- 
bridge to go out to the Crimea In 
the Purveyor’s Dexiortment, Eo- 
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tnv nmg invalided, h.O'was promoted 
to tlio rank of Purveyor to the 
Forces, and was sent out to Italy to 
organize tlie liospitals of tlie Italian 
le^^ion. At the end ot the war he 
returned home, and had charge 
first of the Belfast and afterwards 
of the Portsmouth districts. Ho 
resigned his cominiBsion, and for 
several years was occupied in 
mining operations in Wales, Italy, 
Ac. Then ho went upon the staff 
of the Statidard newspaper. As a 
special correspondent of that 
journal he witnessed the Italo- 
Austrian war, was with Garibaldi 
in hid campaigns in the Tyrol, at 
llio opening of the Suez Canal, 
with the Abyssinian Expedition to 
Hagdala, and the Ashantec Expe- 
dition to Coomassio. Hu also went 
through the Franco-German war, 
and the Communal yiego of Paris, 
and was lilcewiso out in the Carliafc 
InsuiTection. He went to Eussia 
for the Standard at the time of the 
Xliiva Ej^odition, and on his 
retium vibitod the mining regions 
of tho United States, in California, 
Nevada, Utah, and on Lake Su- 
perior. He accompanied tho Prince 
of Wales in his tour through India, 
and was with the Xnrkiali army in 
tlie Tnrko-Persiiin war. Kr. Henty 
is the author of "A Search for a 
Secret," "All But Lost," "The 
March to Magdala/* "The March 
to Coomassie," Out on the Pam- 
lyns," " The Young Frano- 
Tireurs," "The Young Colonist/' 
and antmiber of otherbooks for boys, 
chiefly of an historical oharacter.

HEBAUB, John Abraham, waa 
born in London in 1709. Self- 
educated, and originally intended 
for business, he began writing for 
the magazines in ISIS. In 1820 
ho published his local poem, "Tot- 
tenham,” and in 1S2J his f' Legend 
of St. Loy 5 ” ^vrote articles for the 
Quarterly and oilier reviews, and 
for tliree years assibied in the edi- 
torsliip of Frasc?s Magazine, His 


poem of " Tho Descent into Hell ” 
apiioarod in 1880, and "Tho Judg- 
ment of tho Flood” in 1834, and 
both were republished many years 
afterwards, enlarged and ro- 
lU'rangcd. Ho has written " Vi- 
dona,” a tragedy, acted in 1854 j 
"Wife, or no Wife,” "Agnolo 
DiorOj” and a version of JVl. Le- 
gouve’s "Mudua,” "The Eomau 
Brother," and " Salvator, or tho 
Poor Man of Naples,” two trage- 
dies; “Tho Life and Timos of 
Girolamo Savonarola,” and soiuo 
orations and lectures on Coloridg<‘, 
and on pooti’y. He was for three 
years ctl itor of tho Monlkl/y Nagaz iao, 
and snbsocxuuutly of tho Clinetian's 
MofithUj Magazine, In iK05 Mr. 
Heraud imbUshod " ShakepoiM* - 
His Inner Life, as Intimated in his 
Works.” In 1870 herpappoarLMliis 
a poet, in a volume entitled " T’ho 
In-gathering,” which was follow(.‘(l, 
in 1871, by another "war-epic,” on 
tho uonflict betweon Franco and 
Prussia, under the title of “Tho 
War of Ideas.” His latest works 
nro, "Uxmal; an nnticpio Love 
Story ; ” and^ “ Macro do L^»sde- 
part; an Historical Eomiinco,” 
1878. Mr. ’II(»raud is now a 
Brother of tho Chartorliouso. 

HEBBEET, John Bogers, E.A., 
born Jan. 23, 1810, at MaUlon, 
Essex, whore* his fallier was comp- 
troller of customs ; was sent to 
London in 182G, and became a 
stud^t of tho Koval Academy. 
Having lost liis father two years 
after, he was obliged to abandon 
his course of study, and directed 
liis attention to portraiture. His 
earliest exhibited i>icturoa (1830-6) 
consist of portraits, and he em- 
ployed Ms pencil upon smaU poeti- 
cal subjects, exhibited chiijfly at 
tho British Institution in Pall 
Mall. From 1839 to 1811 he 
painted chiefly scones of roxuaneo 
and chivalry. Tho picture of 1 H42, 
♦“^^Tho first Introduction of Chris- 
tianity into Biitain,” was the first of 
that sorioB from religious subjects 
by which the artist is boat known. 
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His principal siitsequont -works 
liave boon : — ** Christ and -the 
Wonmu of Samaria/^ exhibited in 
lb4‘3 j Sir Thomas More and his 
Dauf^htcr Witnessing four Monks 
going to Execution/* no-w in the 
Vernon Gallery • " St. Gregory 
teaching the Boinan Boys the 
Chtmt/* in 1815 ; and “Oiu* Saviour 
Bu))jootto his Parents at Nazareth/* 
in 18 17* In 1816 he -was elected E. A., 
and in 1848 was invited to assist 
in decorating the now Houses of 
Parliament. To Mr. Horliert was 
assigned the decoration of the 
Peers’ robing-room with subjects 
from the Old Testament, one of 
which, entitled ” lilustrations of 
Justice on the Earth, and its Oe- 
velopmont in Law and Judgment/' 
was comidotod in lyfJl. Eor this 
fresco J’arliaiuuiit voted him a 
handsome siiiu, in addition to tlio 
original prico agreed ujjon. His 
fresco, “ Moses Descending from 
tlio Mount with the Tables of the 
Law/’ is in the principal committoo- 
rooiii of the House of Lords. In 
Doc., 1860, Mr. Herbert was elected 
a foreign corresponding luombor of 
the Eronch Academic des Beaux- 
Arts, in the room of tho late Baron 
Leys. Ilis pietui’o, “ Tho Judg- 
ment of Daniel,” painted for the 
House of Lords, was exhibited in 
1881, Mr. Herbert, who has held 
with great determination to his 
rights as an exhibitor at tho Iloyal 
Academy, is behoved to have ut 
last resigned his memhorship. 

HEBEFOBL, Bishop of. {8cq 
Atlay, Db.) 

HEBFOEd, Edward, was horn at 
Birmingham in 1815, and prac- 
tised for many yoars as a solicitor 
at Manchester, of which town ho 
was ap 2 )ointQd in 185!) assistant 
Town CJlerk. In 187J he was put 
upon tho commission of the peace 
for tho county palatine of Lancas- 
ter. Mr. Herfurd originated and 
largely conducted tho following 
associations in Manchostor and 
tho noighhourh ood : — Tho three 
Lyceums — cheap literary and re- 


creative institutions for tho work- 
ing classes j the Lancashiro and 
Oheshico Association of Mechanics* 
Institutions j tho Young Men’s 
Anti-Monopoly Associa-Liou ; tho 
Poor Law Association j the Man- 
chester Churoh Institute ; and the 
Free and Open Church Society, 
wiiich has been largely instru- 
mental in rostering the ancient 
freedom of parish churches to poor 
and rich alike, throughout the 
kingdom. In 18 10 Mr. Herford 
projected The North of Nngland 
Magazinet a sliort-lived periodical 5 
and in 1879 ho formed the National ' 
Committee for abolishing Purchase 
in the Church. Among Mr. Her- 
ford’s writings nro pamphlets on 
‘ ^ Free and Open Churches ; ** Law 
of Free Parish Churches ; ** and 
‘^I’ew-i’onts fatal to the National 
Church.’* 

HEEGENBOTHEB, His Eminence 
Josef, Cardinal-Doacou of the Holy 
Eonian Church, was born at Wurz- 
burg, in Bavaria, Sept, 15, 1822, 
and studied in his native city, at 
Munich, under Dr. Dellinger, and 
at Home. In 1852ho wiis a])pointcd 
Professor of Canon Law and Church 
History in the University of W urz- 
burg, liaving in the previous year 
(1851) published at ltatishou“Do 
OatholiciD EcclosiflQ Primordiis ru- 
centiorum Protestaniiiun Syatom- 
ata oxpcndiintur diasertationo his- 
torico-dogmatica, quam auotoritato 
ot consensu iHustris Thoologorum 
ordinis in alma univcrsitiitc Ludo- 
vico-Maxiinilianea logendi f<icul- 
tatem rile adex)turus publico de- 
fendit J. Ilcrgonrother, S. Theol. 
Doctor/' Dr. HergonrOthcr won 
the admiration and coniidenee of 
Catliolic Germany by liia troatiso 
on Tho State of the Church since 
the French EovoluUoii *' (” Die 
Hir chons taat aoit dor franzbslelicn 
Kovolution ” Freiburg iin Breisgau, 
1860). In his work on the origin 
of tho Greek Schism, Dr. Horgeu- 
roiher next came forward as tho 
defender of the Holy See, which 
had been taiuited by Dr. Pilcher 
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Avith having given rise to that 
lamontahlo Bopai*ntion. The vosult 
of long labours Avas the publication 
of "Monumenta gi'aoca ad Photium 
ojuaquc hiatoriani portinontia/' 
rlreek mul Latin, Batisbon, IROO ; 
and ‘^riiotiua. Patriarch von Con- 
Btautiuopeh Sein Leben, Seine 
Schriften, und das griechische 
Schisma/* Begensbui'g, 187G, etc. 
By those works on Photius Pr. 
Hergenrbther proved himeelf to bo 
one of the best Gtroek scholars of our 
tiuio. No sooner had Pr. Didlingor 
taken a hostile position against 
Pius IX. and the CEcumonical Vati- 
can Council than Dr, Hergenrbther 
opposed liim in several minor works, 
in “Anti-Jonns. Eine historisch- 
theologischeKritik dor Schi’ift'Per 
Papst nnd das Concil, von Jtuius/ " 
Freiburg im Breisgnu, 1870 (trans- 
lated from the German by James 
Burton Eobertson, Dublin, 1870) ; 
and lastly in his Katholische 
Eirche and christliolier Staat in 
ihrer gesehichtli chen Entwickelung 
und in Bezichung auf die Pragen 
der Gegenwart,” Preibiu'g im Breis- 
gau, 1872 (ti’anslated into English 
under the title of " Catholic Church 
and Christian State : A series of 
essays on the relation of the Church 
to the Civil Power,“ 2 vols., 1870). 
This latter work was also trans- 
lated into Italian. Professor Her- 
genrbther has likewise published 
"Cardinal Maury, Bin Lebensbild 
aus dem Ende des vorigen und 
deni Anfonge des jetzigen Jahr- 
hunderts," Wbrzburg, 1878 s and a 
"Handbook of General Ecclesias- 
tical History'' ("Handbueh der 
allgemeinen Kirchengeachiohte," 
Freiburg, vol. I. 1876, vol. II. 
1877, supplemental volume, 1880). 
He was one of the German divines 
who, at the invitation of Pius IX., 
took port in the preparatory labours 
of one of the theological commis- 
sions that, preceded the assembling 
of the Vatican Council. Ho was 
created and proclaimed a cardinal, 
May 12, 1879, with the diaeonal 
"title" of S. Nicola in Caroore.

HEEEOMEE, Hubert, A.E. A., Avas 
born in 3849, at Waal, in BavfU'ia. 
His father, Lorenzo Horkoinor, avIio 
is a skilful Avood-caiwer, emigrated 
with his family, in IBoly to the 
Unitofl States, but in 1K57 sought 
to improve his fortunes in Englau d, 
and settled in Southaiux^tou. As a 
hoy, Hubert Avas hindered imxch in 
hia education by ill lioalth and 
poverty j but at thirtoou ho entered 
the Ai*t School at Southann)tonj and 
won a bronzi‘ modal thore. In 3 803 
he went to Munich with his f ailior 
(who hml been coniuiissioned to 
carve eojjios of figures )>y Peter 
ViBolior), andAvhile there the young 
artist was aided in his studies by 
Professor Echto. In 3 800 he en- 
tered the schools at South Ken- 
sington, but after five months was 
obliged to rctuiox to Sotithampton, 
where he was instrumental in esta- 
blishing a draAving-Bchool for the 
study of the living model j and at 
Christmas in that year ho and the 
oung artists associated Avith him 
old an exhibition of tlieir works, 
in Avhich ho sold his first picture. 
In 1807 he went again to South 
Kensington for a few months, and 
in the i'ollo wing year he established 
himself in the village of Hythe, 
nnd there painted two pictures, 
Avhich ho exhil>ited at the Dudley 
gallery (3808), He then oaiue to 
London, and occupied himself suc- 
cessfully with water-oolom* paint- 
ing and designing for the wood 
engraver. In 1871 Mr. Borkoxuor 
was invited to join the Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours, and 
to the gallery of this Society, and 
subsequently to the Grosvenor and 
the Academy Exhibitions, he has 
contributed many draATings, chiefly 
of Bavarian subjects, and latterly 
some with figures or portraits about 
the aciQe of Nature. The oil pic- 
ture, " After the Toil of the Day," 
in the Academy Exhibition of 1873, 
extended hia reputation and pre- 
pared the way for "The Last 
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Muster '* (1875) ^ the uiomorablo pic- 
ture of Chelsea pensiouorBj which 
after appearing in the Lecture 
Boom at Burlington House in 
1875j figured at the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1B78, and was there 
awarded one of tho two grand 
inodals of honour carried off by 
the English sohool. Subsoquonlly 
the artist turned his attention 
etching and other branches 
of practice. His later pictures^ 
exhibited at the Royal Academy,

18S3« Mr. Herkomer was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy 
Juno 10, 1879} and in tho samo 
year ho was elected on houorai'y 
member of tho Imperial Academy 
of Vienna. In Sept., 1881, he re- 
ceived from the Hochstiftiing of 
Erankfort-on-Maiii a diploma of 
meiiihership and mastership of Iho 
Inbtitutoj and in 1880, at tho 
Berlin Exhibition, one of the 
" Groat gold medals " for art. 
lie has loiindod a school of art 
at Bushoy, Herts, 

HERTSIET, Sir Edward, O.H., 
son of the late Lewis Hertslot, 
Esq,, who for fifty-seven years was 
Bub-librarian and afterwards libra- 
rian and keeper of tlio papers of tho 
Eoreign Oflico, was born in West- 
minsterPeb. 3, 1821, and educated 
at private schools. He entered the 
Foreign Office March 23, 1810, 


and was promoted to be sub- 
li}>rarian April 1 , 1855, and libra- 
rian and keeper of the paxjors 
Nov. JO, 1857} was electodF.R.U.S. 
Jan. 11, 1858. Ho is tho author of 
" Hertslot's Commercial TroaticB," 
a work in 10 vols. , wliicli was begun 
by hib father iu 1820 ; the " Briti'^h 
and Foreign State Papers," n work 
in 09 voIHm also begun by his 
father in 1825, and coiiiiiiled lor 
the use of Her Majesty's Govern- 
mout } " Tho Map of Europe by 
Treaty," a work in 3 vols., show- 
ing tho various ijoliiical and tei’ri- 
toiial changes which took place in 
Europe between 181 i« and 1875, 
with Humorous maps ; " Annlyboa 
of TroaticB and Tmlffs rogulatiug 
the Trade between Great Britain 
and various Foreign Powers, " iu 
0 vols. } mul tlio " Foreign Oifieo 
List," forming a complete diplo- 
matio and consular handbook, 
which has boon imblished annually 
sinco 1852. Ho was made a com- 
panion of the Bath Feb. 21, 1871, 
and was attached to the special 
embassy of the late Earl of 
Bcaconsfield and tbo Marquis of 
Salisbury to the Congress of B(‘r- 
lin in Juno and July, 1878, with 
a Royal commission as acting 
secretary of Embassy in Her 
Majesty's diplomatic f*ervicPi and 
was knighted by Her Majesty in 
recognition of his sorvices at Ber- 
lin July 30, 1878. 

HEBYE, Aime Marie Edouard, 
a French joimialist, bom May 28, 
1835, at Haml-Benis, in the island 
of Reunion, is tho sou of a jn ofessoi* 
of matliematies iu the college (;f 
that town, where he begun his 
btudies, which hi» terminated in n 
particularly biilliant niunner in 
Paris at tho College Naxjoh'mi. In 
1854 he entered tlicNoimal School, 
being tho first on tho list for X)ro- 
motiou in the department of litera- 
ture, but he sent in his resignation 
shoi-tly afterwards in order that ho 
might devote his undivided atten- 
tion to journalism. Ho was con- 
nected first of all with tho Bqv%iq da

VInstruction Puhlique^axid tlio Revue 
Contemporahie, to which he con- 
tributed (1860) the political Buni- 
mary ; and he then hocome editor 
of the Oo^irrier de Dimianche (1863)j 
of the Te7nps (18C4)j and of tlie 
Epof/attJ (1803), The hostility of 
tlie Gfovei'ument having rendered 
it ahnost impossible to continue 
his connection with a French news- 
paper, he transferred his services to 
the Journal de O-enevGj of which he 
became one of the principal corre- 
spondents. After the publication 
or the Imperial letter of Jan. 19, 
1SG7, inaugurating a new system 
for the press, M. Ilorve established 
in cimjunctiou with M. Jean Jacques 
Weiss, the Jou/rnal de Paris (1807)> 
wliiohbecaine notedf or itspersistent 
attacks on the Imperial rfigime. At 
the general election of May, 1869, M. 
Herv6 come forward, in the oircon- 
scription of Arras, as the candidate 
of the Liberal opposition, under the 
patronage of M. Thiers, but he was 
defeated at the poll by the official 
candidate, M. Sens. M. Weiss 
having retired from the strife 
of political journalism, on being 
nominated general secretary of the 
•Ministry of Fine Arts, M. Herve 
remained sole editor of the Journal 
de Pans, and on Fob. 6, 1873, he 
started the j8oZei7, a largo political 
halfpenny newspaper, which at 
the outset was meroly an offshoot 
of the Journal de Pans, and con- 
ducted hy the same lifcoriuy staff. 
After the visit of the Comte de Paris 
to Frohsdorff which preceded the 
attempt to re-establish the ancient 
monarchy, M. Hervo proclaimed 
loudly "the roconoiliation of the 
House of France,^' and engaged, 
with reference to this snbject, in an 
animated controversy with M. Ed- 
mond About, the editor of the Hiaj- 
Neuvidme Siicle^ This dispute ended 
in a duel, in which M. About was 
slightly wounded. After the pro- 
clamation of the Septennate, M. 
Hervd supported the policy of the 
Broglie, Cissy, and Buffet Cabinets. 
On April 28, 1876, M, Herv6 nn- 


iiouncod to the readers of the 
Journalde Paris the disoontiimaiico 
of that journal, after nine years of 
a stormy existence ; and since then 
he has romainod editor of llu‘ Soleil. 
He liiis xmblishcd in book form, 
under the title of " 0ne Page 
d'tListoiro Coiiteiupomi iic/ * 1 8< 19, 
a series of articles on the elections 
in England, and tho loading btates- 
men of this eountiy. 

HEBVEY, The Hon. and Bight 
Eev. lord Arthur Charles, D.J)., 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, fouitih 
son of Fredoriek William, fifth Marl 
and first Marquis of Bristol, and 
uncle to tho present Marquis, was 
born Aug. 20, 1808, and educated 
at Eton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, whore ho proceeded 
M.A, in 1830, being placed sixth in 
tho first class in olassics. Having 
: hold a country curacy for a yeai*, 
ho was, in 1832 appointed rector of 
lelcworth, Suffolk, a living in the 
gift of his father, to which was 
added, in 1833, the adjacent living 
of Homingshentli, in the same 
patronage. In 1 862 he was promoted 
to tho archdeaconry of Sudbury j 
and in Nov, 1869 ho was nomi- 
nated by tho Crown, on the j’e- 
commendation of Mr. Qladsitono, to 
the bishopi'ic of Bath and Wells, 
vacant by the I’esignation of Lord 
Auckland.^ He was consecrated on 
Dec. 21, in Westminster Abbey, 
Dr, Temple being conseo’atod at 
the same time to tbc see of Exetor. 
His lordship is Visitor of Wadham 
College, Oxford, In addition to 
various single sermons and 
" charges ** he has published : — " A 
Few Hints on Infant Baptism," 
1838] "National Education in tho 
Principles of the Ohiu'cli connected 
with the National Prosperity,” 
1838 j " Thanksgiving Sermons for 
Indian Victories,” 1816 ; " Sermons 
for the Sundays and Principal Holi- 
days throughout tho Teaiy^ 2 vols., 
1850 ] "Missionary Sermons,” 
preached in Ely Cathedral, 1861 ] 
" The Genealogies of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, as contained 
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in tlie G-ospolfl of Mattliow and 
LukOj reconciled mth cacli otliorj 
Sind with the Oon(*al()ify of the J1 ouso 
of David, fioni Adam to the close of 
the Canon of the Old ToBtament, 
and shown to lie in Harmony witli 
tho True Chronology of the Times,” 
1853 j “A Suggestion for Supply- 
ing the Literary, Scientific, and 
Hechanics’ Institutes of Oreat 
Britain and Ireland with Lecturers 
from tho Universities,” 1855 ; " I’ho 
Inspiration of Holy Scripture,” five 
sermons preached before the Uni- 
versity of Cnmhridgo, 38ofi j '* A 
Letter to the Eov. 0. Wordsworth, 
D.D., on tho Declaration of tho 
Cloi'gy on Marriage and Divorce ” 
1857 ; and Increase of tho Epis- 
copate : A Letter to the Lf»rd Dishop 
of Ely,” 1850 j throe Lectures to 
working nion on tho Division of 
Labour, Property, and Wages, 
1883, J88J, 1885. He has been a 
contri})utor to Dr, Smithes ‘'Dic- 
tionary of the Bible,” and to tho 
"Speaker's Commentary,” and to 
tho "Pulpit Commenfciry”; and 
was one of tho Kovisors of tho 
authorized version of the Old 
Testament. At one time ho w'as 
well known as an opponent of the 
extreme High Church party, and 
Ms correspondence with Arch- 
deacon Denison on the subject of 
symbolic observances in tho cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion 
was published in 1871-72. Ho 
mm'riod, in 1839, Patience, daughtci* 
of Mr. John Singleton. 

H E B B E Y , The Yen. James 
Augustust D.C.L., eldest son of the 
late Mr. J, A, Hessoy, born in 
London in 1811, was edneated at 
Merchant Taylors' School, and wont 
to St. Jolm'a Oolloge, Oxford, of 
which he was for some years a 
resident follow and Icoturei*. Ho 
graduated B.A. in 183G, tiiking a 
Brst-olass in Literie HumanioHbus ; 
was appointed Publio Examiner in 
1812, and Select Preacher in his 
University in 1849. Prom 18 15 to 
1870 he was Head Master of 
Merchant Taylors' School, and 


from 1850 to 1879 Preacher of 
Gray's Inn. In 1800 ho proaohod 
tho Bampton Loctiu'CH at Oxford, 
I the subject being " Sunday, its 
Orig in , History, and Present 
Obligation considered,” of which 
four editions have been iniblished. 
He has also written "Schemata 
Elietorica,” "A Scriptui*e Aa*gu- 
ment against permitting Marriage 
' with a Wife's Sibtoi',” "Biographies 
of tho King s of J udah,” several small 
pamphlets and sermons, raid some 
articles in Dr. Smith's " Dictionary 
of tho Biblo.” Xu 1800 Dr. ITcssoy 
wjis appointed by Dr. Tait, Bishop 
of London, tu tiio Probondal staJl 
of Oxgate, in St. Paul's Catlicdral, 
which ho resigned in 1875 ; in 1805 
was elected to tho office of Griiifield 
Lecturer on tho Soptuiigint by the 
Univoi'bity of Oxford, and, on the 
expiration of the two years' tonui'o, 
was elected in 18G7 for two years 
more. At Christmas, 1870, Dr. 
Hoasoy resigned the Head Master- 
ship of Merchant 'Baylors' School, 
having a few weeks previously boon 
appointed by Dr, Jackson, Bishop 
of London, one of Ms lordship’s 
examining chaplains. He retains 
this office under the present Bisho}), 
Dr. Temple. In Nov., 1870, ho 
was nominated to proncli tho 
Boyle Lecture for 1871 and the 
two following years, his subject 
being " The Moxul Ti’catmcnt of 
Unl)cliof His lectures have })ecn 
iniblished by the S. P. C, K. tmdor 
the title of "Moral Difficulties con- 
nected with tho Bible,” of which 
many thousand coinos have been 
sold in England and America. 
Pi'oni 1872 to 3874 ho was Classical 
Examiner for tho Indian Civil Ser- 
vice. Dr. Hobsey was appointed 
Archdeacon of Middlesex in June, 
1875, and has seven 

annual "Charges to his Clergy and 
Churchwardens,” Ho is a Governor 
of St. Paul's and Higligate Schools, 
and in 1878 and 1879 was Select 
Preacher in tho University of 
Cambridge. In the year 1884 he 
received tho degree of D.D. honoris 
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cavs'f, from the Uaivoraity of the 
South, U.S. Dr. Ilesaey is ono 
of the throe peruianent chairmen of 
the Society for Promoting; Christian 
Knowledge, and is an active mom- 
her of nearly all the Church So- 
cieties. He has also, both by his 
writings and by his ijersoual efforts, 
taken a great part in resisting 
proposals for altering the laws of 
marriage, and in establishing a 
Diocesan Conferencefor London, &c. 

HETJETLEY, The Eev. Charles 
Abel, D.D., boim about 1806, was 
odnoatod at Corpus Christi CoUege, 

0 vf ord, of which he was successively 
Scholar and Pellowj was presented 

1 )y his college to the rectory of Penny 
Coznpton, W^iirwickshirc, in 1810 ; 
discharged the oiUco of Bamplon 
Lecturer in 1815 ; and was appointed 
to an Honorary Cationry in Worces- 
ter Cathedral in 18 iS. In 1853 he 
was elected to the Margaret Pro- 
fessorship of Divinity, to which is 
attached a Canonry in Christ 
Church Catlicdivil j and in 1861 ho 
was chodeu a nieinber of tho Hebdo- 
madal Ooxuicil. Dr. HeiirUoy, who 
has been throe times apizointed one 
of the select preachers of the Xlni- 
versiLy of Oxford, is tho author 
of several volumes of sermons, 
University and Parochhil, includ- 
ing his Bampton Lectures "On 
Justification,^' and of fiar- 
monia Symbolica, a Collection 
of Creeds belonging to the An- 
cient Western Church," 1858, 
together with pamphlets on the 
Eucharist, on Prayer addressed to 
Christ, and on the Age of the 
Athouasian Creed. 

HJEWETT, Sir Prescott Oardner, 
Bart,, P.E.S., received his pro- 
fessional education at St. George's 
Hospital and in Paris, on the 
completion of which ho passed 
his oxaininatiou, and became a 
member of tbo Eoyal College of 
Surgeons of England July 15, 1836, 
Ho was made an honorary Pellowof 
the College when the new charter 
was granted to that institution in 
Deo., 1843, In 1867 the Fellows of 


tho College oloctod him a luoiiibci* 
of the Coiuioil. Ho had provioiisly 
been appointed a Professor of 
Human Anatomy and Surgery. 
In 1876 ho succeeded Sir Janiea 
Paget as President of the College, 
and in July, 1883, ho was croatotl a 
btironet. lie is one of Her Mttjosty's 
Sorjoant-Siu’geons, and also Sur- 
geon-in-Ordinary to tho l-'rincc of 
Wales. Ho is the author of some 
valuable papers in tho Transac- 
tions of the Eoyal Morlic*il aiid 
ChiruTgioal Society, and of tho 
Pathological and CUuicdl Sociolioa, 
and of tho two latter ho luis filled 
tlio president's clinix*. lie is also a 
member of iniiny loarned and 
scientific societies at homo mul 
almoad, 

HEWETT, Bear-Admiral Sir Wil- 
liam Nathan Wrighte, K.C.B., 
K.G.S.I,, V.C., second son of 

the late Mr. William Wrighto 
Heweit, by SubJu Moore, danghtur 
of tho late Kov. John Maddy, U.D.. 
was born at Bi’ighton hi 1831. He 
entered the Eoyal Navy in 18 17, 
and became Lieutenant in 1851, 
Commander in 1S58, Captiiin iii 
1802, and Eear-Admiral in JS7S. 
Ho served with tho naval bvij^ado 
in the Burmese war and in Cliina, 
and also in tbo liuasian war of 
1854-5, for which ho rocoivo<l tho 
Order of the Legion of Honour and 
the Sardinian war luodal, 'Jho 
I Victoria Cross, with two dates, 
j was also conferred upon him te 
' coubpicuoiis bravery in tho field 
before Sebastopol and Inkerman. 
For the gallantry exhibited on this 
occasion tho Board of Admiralty 
promoted him to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant. He commanded the JSeagle 
at the captoo of ICortch and 
Yonikali, and in tho Azoff ex- 
pedition. During tho Ashantee 
war of 1873-4 ho was commodore on 
tho west coast of Africa, and ho was 
present at Amoaful and the onpfcuro 
of Coomassie. For his borvices ho 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath (March 31, 
1874), Siibse(](iiontly he severely 
M n 
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inuii&liocl the Congfo Bivor pirates 
I'or oiitrnt^es (1875). He w«ab ap- 
pointed Commandor-iu-Chiof on 
the East India fetation in 1882, and 
in the saino year for liis serviceri 
■when in coiuniand of naval forces 
in tho^ expedition to Egypt ho re- 
ceived the thanlca of I^rliauicnt. 
He was created a JCnight Coni- 
inandor of the Order of the Star of 
Lidin in 1882/ He wiis charged, in 
188 ijTvith amission to King John of 
Abysfeiniii, in order to induce that 
potentate to aid in the relief of the 
garrison of Kassala. 

HEYBE) Paul, a Oorinan poet and 
novolibt, was horn March 15, 1830, 
at Berlin, where his father was a 
distinguished University professor 
and philologist. He was educated 
in the h^i*(Mleriok- William Gyin- 
nasuini of his native city, and in 
the Univorsitios of Berlin and 
Bonn, where ho applied liinisclf to 
the study of philology. In 1852 he 
roi)aircd to Italy, to examine the 
luiuuisoripts in the public libraries 
of lioino, Eloreuco and Venice. In 
May, 1854, he was auimnoned to 
Munich by King Maximilian, and 
he there married the daughter of 
the eminent writer on art, Eranz 
Ktigler. Ho has written some 
tragedies which have been per- 
fornitid in various towns of &or- 
many,viz. : "PrancoacadiK.imini,^' 
I860 ; "Ormka,” 1832 j '■ Meleager,” 
185 Itj "The Mon of the Palatinate 
in Ireland (DioPfldzorinlrland),”

and Boiuti others, which, though 
never presented on the stage, have 
been eagerly read by a wide circle 
of readers.

HEYWOOB, James, E.B.8., fifth 
son of the late Mr. Hathanicl Hoy 
wood, banker, of Manchester, Ijorn 
May 28, 1810, was educated al 
Ti’iiiity College, Cambridge, whcu’c 
ho was a senior opiiimo in 1S33, bui 
did not graduate B.A., till 1837, 
when enforced subscription Lo a 
declaration of Church of England 
Momborship wan abolished by the 
Cambridge University lioformAcfc. 
which ho did much to promote. 
He was cullod to tho bar in 1838, 
but did not practise ; was one ot 
the members for North liaiicnshirc 
from 1817 till 1857, and whilst :n 
tho ilouso of Commons took an 
active pai’t in discussions on acado 
mical sub j Cots. Iii April, 1850, ho 
moved for an address to tho Queen 
for a Boyal ComnuHsion of Inquiry 
into tho English and Irish Uiiivor- 
Bitioa,and thopidiueminiator (Lord

A clause in the Cambridge 
University liefonn Bill doing away 
with tests on taking degrees ir 
arts, law, medicine, and music, waf 
carried by 118 to 41 (Juno 20 
185G), as woll ns a clause oponiup 
college scholarships for under 
graduates. Mr. Heywood pub

HIBBEET, The Eight Hon. John 
Tomlinaon, JUL.P., eldest son of the 
late Elijah Hibbort, of Oldham, 
by Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late JVIr. A. Hilton, was born at 
Oldham in 1821, and educated at 
Shrewsbury school and at St. 
Jolm's College, Cambridge (B.A. 
iai7 ; M.A. 1851). He was called 
to the bar at the htiddlo Tomple 
in 1819, Mr. Ilibbert, who is a 
Liberal in politics, imsuccessfully 
contested Cambridge in March, 
1857, Oldliam in 1850, and Black- 
burn in Sept. 1875. He succeeded 
in his candidature for Oldliam in 
May 18G2, and he continue! I to re- 
jireaent tliat borough till the 
general election of Jan. 1871, when 
ho was an unsuccessful candidate ; 
but on tho death of Mr. Cobbett 
in 1877 he regained his seat, and 
he was again returned at the 
general election of April, 1880. 
Mr. Hibbort was Parliamontaiy 
Secretary to the Local Govern- 
ment Board from 1872 to Eeb. 
187d, and on the formation of the 
Gladstone ministry in May, 1880, he 
was re-appointed to his former office, 
which ho held till June, 1883, when 
he was nominated Undor-Socrefcory 
at the Home Office, in Buccession 
to the Earl of Rosebery. In 1885 
ho was again return cd for Oldham, 
and was appointed Secretary to 
the Admiralty in Mr. Gladstone's 
Government in 1880. At the 
general election of 1886 ho stood 
ns a Ghidstoniaii Liberal and was 
defeated by a largo Conservative 
majority. Ho is a magistrate and 


doputy-liouteziant of the county 
palatine of Lancaster. 

HIGGINSOH, Thomas Wentworth, 
was born at Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts, Dec. 22, 1823. lie graduated 
at Harvard CoUego in 1841, studied 
divinity, anti was inmistcr of 
sovoral Unitarian chxu'ohos until 
1858, when, having entered actively 
into political affairs, nota])ly in tho 
anti-slavory conflict in Ifansas, ho 
abandoned the pulpit, In 1862 he 
bcciime captain in a Massacliusetbs 
regiment of volunteers, and after- 
wards colonel of a coloured regi- 
ment in South Carolina. He was 
severely wounded in Aug. 1863, and 
left the service in the following 
year. Prom the close of the war 
to 1878, he resided at Newport, 
Ehodo Island, but since 1878 has 
lived at Cambridge, Massa- 
clmssotts. He is an earnest advo- 
cate of woman suffrage, and in 
1880 and in 3881 was a member of 
the Massachusetts Legislature. 
Prom 1880 to 1885 ho was a mem- 
ber of tho State Board of Educ^t- 
tiou. He has published "Out- 
door Papers” (1863) ; " Malbouo, 
an Oldimrt Romaneo (1869), and 
"Oldport Days'' (1874.), both de- 
picting life at the watcring-idace 
of Newport; "Awny Life in a 
Black Reigmentj” which was 
translated into Pronch (3870); 
" Harvard Memorial Biographies 
(1866) 5 "Atlantic Essays ” (1871) ; 
" Brief Biographies of European 
Statesmen” (1875) ; a Young 
Polks' History of tho United 
States” (1873); '^Toimg Polks* 
Book of American Explorers” 
(1877); "Short Studies of Ameri- 
can Authors ” (1870) ; " Common 
Sense about Women” (1881) ; 
" Margaret PuUor Ossoli” (1884>) j 
and "A Larger History of the 
United States ” (1885). In addi- 
tion to these ho is a frequent con- 
tributor to tho magazines and 
papers, particularly to the Atlantic 
Monthly, Nation^ and Harper's 
Bazaar. 

HlhBYAEB, The Eev. James, 
M ai 2 
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ei^’lilh son of tlio lato Rov. 
■VVilliaiu llildyarcl, Lorn in 1800, 
was oducttfcod at Shrowsbuiy School 
under Dr. Butloi*, and at Christ’s 
CollGjTe, Oiimbridgo, where ho gra- 
duated B.A., in 1S:^.S as Second 
OUissie andChauccUor’s Mcthillist, 
having previously gained six goJd 
medals for Greek and Latin odes 
mid epigrams, two prizes for Latin 
essays, nud the Battio’s University 
Scholarship. Ilo became Follow 
and Tutor of his College, nud was 
one of tlic pvoachera at Whitehall 
in 1843- i. On tho death of Dr. 
Arnold ho was an nnsuccessfnl 
CMiididatc for tho Hoad Mastershii) 
of Kugby 8ohooL, and wa9api)Oiiited 
rector of I ngoldftby, Liucolnsiiirc, 
ill 1810. He lias publiahod s,oiue of 
tiie phiys of Phuilua, willi Latin 
nutoH and a glos&.iry, faovoral 8or- 
luonn, and Ingoldsliy Loi Lers on 
Liturgical Rcvisioii,” dtli edition, 
] 870-80, in which tho argumouts 
ot the Ex>i^copal Dunoli agaiuht a 
revision of tho Book of Coiuiiion 
Prayer are fro(dy discuasod. lie 
is also tho writer of boveral other 
treutiaos on snbjoota of tho day, 
and montlily coniributor of 3h*- 
flcctions after tho Manner of 
Boyle,** to tho Parish Magazine, 
!&CLES, Henry, Miis. Doc., born 
nt Slirewsbiny Deo. 31, 1823, was 
educated pj'ivatcly in his native 
town. Dr. Hilcs hns iioUl several 
organ appointments in bondon and 
Manchester, and was appointed 
Lecturer on Harmony and M usical 
pomijositiou at the Owens College, 
Manohestor, in 1880, which appoint- 
ment, iogetliei* with a like olUeo in 
the Victoria University, ho still 
holds. He is the conductor of 
several important musical societica 
in and nem* Mmicliostor. Ho 
graduated Mua. B. at Oxford in 
1882 and Mus. Doc. in 1807. Dr. 
HUgs gained the prizes for Hio beat 
organ composition offered by tlio 
Cmlege of Organiats in 1864, 1865, 
and 1808 j also the prize for tho 
best anthem, in 1865 ; and was, by 
the Council, specially elected as a 


Fellow of the College. In 1808 Dr.

HILL, Frank Harrison, born at 
Bast on, in Linoolnshire, Fob. 6, 
JR80, was cducjited at Manchester 
New College, graduated B.A. in 
the London University in 1851, and 
was afterwards efllh‘d lo the baa* 
liy tho Society oi' Liiicoln*s Jim, 
111 3800 ho acted ns one of the 
scori^tnries of iho ^rrades Union 
Conuiiitloo of tho Social Science 
Association, to Die xirinted volumes 
of whose reports ho furnished, 
among other contributions, a pjipcr 
on Trade Combinaiions in feheulold. 
In tho same year ho wont to Ireland 
as editor of the Northern Whig. 
This post ho hold until Die begin- 
ning of the year 1800, when hp 
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became one of the assistant^eclitoi's 
and political writers of the Daily 
Neica, of which joiirnal ho was, from 
1870 to 18t>G, editor-iQ-diief. ^ Bo- 
sides a volume entitled Political 
Porti'aits/' 1873, consisting of 
sketches of living English states- 
men, which appeared originally in 
the Daily Nswsj a aeries of papers 
in tho Forhiighty jRevem, entitled 
" The Political Adventures of 
Lord Beaoonsfield,^^ and an essay 
on Ireland, published in the vohime 
of “ Questions for a Eeformod Par- 
liament/^ 18G7, Mr. Hill is the 
author of a great nxuuber of articles 
on literary, philosophical, and poli- 
tical subjects, in the Ntdionulj Fori- 
nightly, and Saturday Reviews, and 
other periodicals. 

HILL, The Bight Bev. Bowley, 
D.D., Bishop of Sodor and Man, Is 
the third son of the late Sir George 
Hill, Bart., of St. Colombs, co, 
Derry, by Elizabeth So2>hia, eldest 
daughter of Mr. John Kea, of St. 
Colombs ; and brother of the late 
Sir John Hill, the fourth baronet. 
He was l)orn Peb. 1830, and edu- 
cated at Trinity Golleyi', Cam- 
bridge (B.A.j 1850 j M.A., 1803; 
D.D., honoris causfi, 1877). He was 
ordained deacon in 1800, and priest 
in the following year, by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbiuy. Having 
held the cturacies of Christ Church, 
Dover (1860-01), and of St. Mary’s, 
Marylebone (1801-03), he was ap- 
pointed in 1803 vicar of St. Lxikj?B 
Chm’ch, Edgwaro Eoad ; rector of 
Pranfc, Sussex, from 1808 to 3871 ; 
and vicar of Si. Michael, Chester 
Square, from 1871 to 1873. In iho 
latter year he was appointed to the 
important vicarage of Sheffield, and 
he was made Bural Dean of Shef- 
field in tho following year. Ho 
was also a Canon of York Cathedanl 
(1870), and Chaifiain to tho Mar- 
quis of Abergavenny. In 1877 he 
was presented I)y the Crown, on the 
recommendation of tho Earl of 
Boaconsficldj to the Seo of Sodor 
and Man, in succession to tho late 
Bishop Powys j and he was conse- 
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orated on Aug. 24 in York Miu&ter. 
In religious opinions Bishop Hill 
is a ‘moderate Evangelical. Hu is 
tho autlior of “Simdny Lessons'^ 
on The Oollccls/' “ The Gospels/^ 
The Gluu'ch Catecliism/’ and 
"Tlie Titles of our Lord,” '"rho 
Church at Home,” and of various 
sei’mons and tracts, Tho Bishop- 
ric of Sodor and Man is incor- 
porated by Act of II(mry YIII, in 
the I’rovinco of York, and tho 
Bishop takes procodcnco according 
to tho date of his consecration. 
But as his Lordshq} is a membei' 
of tlio Manx Logislatiu’C, he has 
the privileges of tho House of 
Lords without the jjower of legisla- 
tion. Sodor is an abbreviation of 
Sodorensea, the Southern Hebrides, 
the old title of the See having been 
"MannijB ot insularumEpiscopus.” 

HIIL3, The Bight Bev. Cfeorge, 
D.D., Bishoi} of Columbia, eldest 
son of tho late Ecor-Admirul 
George Hills, was born atEyethom, 
Kent, in 1810. He was ordained 
deacon in 1837, and priest in 1829. 
Ills academical education he re- 
ceived in tho University of Dur- 
ham, whero he graduated B.A. in 
1835, M.A. in 1838, and D.J). in 
1858. He was apiwinted Icctui^or 
of Leeds parish church in 1841 ; in- 
cumbent of St. Mary’s, Leeds, in 
3816 j vicar of Great Yarmouth in 
18 IH ; and honomiy canon of Noi*- 
wich Cathedral in 3830. He was 
also elected proctor for Norwich in 
Convocation, and was chaplain to 
tho union and gaol of Great Yar- 
mouth until he was consecrated tho 
first Bishop of British Columbia 
in 1859. He married in 1805 
Mary Philadelphia Louisa, eldest 
daughter of tho late Admiral Sir 
Richard King, Dart., K.C.B, 

HIND, John Bussell, 
astronomerj, is the son of a lace- 
manufacturer, who was one of the 
first introducers of tho Jacquard 
loom in Nottingham. Ho was 
born there May 12, 1823. From the 
age of six his mind was intent on 
the study of astronomy. In 1839-10 
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he eonti'ibutetl » niiuiber of /istro- 
nomical notes to the NoUmgham 
Journal tincl Bearden's Miscellwiiy, 
As an assistant to a civil on^inuor, 
he was sont, in 18 10, to Loudon, Lnt 
ho soui>lit an ap])ointinent moro in 
aecordanoo with his tastes. By the 
proposition of Professor Whcat- 
stono to Mr, Airy, tho Astromnuor- 
lloyal, he received a post as assist- 
ant to the Mognotiaal and Motooro- 
lof^ical Dopartincnt of the Koyal 
Observatory. For a period of three 
months, in 1813, Mr. Hind was en- 
gaged in the Governinout exiDedi- 
tion sent to ascoitiiin chronolofiji- 
eally the lon^itude of Valeutia, in 
Ireland, ITorecoivod tho appoint- 
ment of observer in the private 
observatory of Mr. Gt-. Bislioi>, of 
Ih 'gent's Pni’k, in Jime, 181 1, in 
this year ho was adinittoi a Follow 
of the Astroiiouiieal Society. He 
published his first work — Solar 
System”— in 18I(>. In 1SJ7 he 
accepted the Foreign Sooretaryslup 
of the Koyal Astronomical Society. 
Duj’ing the following year he was 
eleoteil a corresponding member of 
tho Sooietti Philoiiiaticiuc of Paris. 
For his discovery of a planet in 
February, 1817, he received a gold 
medal from the King of Denmark. 
Hepublishodhis " Expected Itetnrii 
of the Great Comet of 1U(34 and 
1550,” in 1818. On Sopioniber 13, 
1830, he discovered '^Victoria.” tn 
May of the same year he whs 
chosen a corrospoiiding member of

After graduation ho was x^riueipal 
of an academy at Jall'roy, N(‘w 
Hampshire, 1836-7 5 ho entered 
Andover Thcologieiil Seminary in 
1838 ; was a tutor at Amherst 
1830-13; taught in bov(‘ral Hoiui- 
narios, and in 1H'15 ])ocamo xiasior 
of a Congregational church at 
Exeter, New llami>bhire. In 1852, 
having jmssed a year in .study at 
Halle and Berlin, lie resigned his 
pastorate, and became J^rob'Hbor of 
Natural and Keveahal Ibdigiou in 
Howdoin College. In 1855 lu' was 
appoifitod ProPesHor <>1' Church 
Fliatory in Huioii 'riietdogical 
Keminary, New York, a ])(iHition 
whieh he still holds.

H 0 A B, Bbenezer Bookwoo d, 
HL.I)., bom at Concord, Mossaohii- 
setts, Feb. 24, 3S16, graduated at 
Hamird, 1833. Ho wiis adniittod 
to the bar in 1840, and practised in 
Middlesex and the neighbouring 
counties. Hu was ap^iointcd a 
Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas in 1849, but resigned in 1856, 
and returned to the practice of his 
j>rofeasionj in Boston. In 1859 ho 
was appointed a iustico of the 
Supremo Court of Massachusetts, 
and held that office for ten years, 
when ho resignocl to become XT.S.

Ho was 
I educated at Eton and at HhiIHoI 
i College, Oxford, where he gained a 
first-chiBB in classics in 1841. In 
1845 he beuaine a uiuinbcr of the 
Chitneery bar, and ijrnctised as 
a couvejuincor and otiuity drafts- 
man, and as a Queen’s Counsel hi 
the IfcoUa Court.

HOGGF, lientenant-Golonel Sir 
Janies Macnaghten McGarelj Bart.j 
was bom at Calcutta in 1823. He 
is the eldest sou of the late Right 
Hon. Sir Jamos Weir Hogg, for- 
merly Member of Council for Incliaj 
who for many years ropresontod 
Beverley and Honiton in Parlia- 
ment. The ijresent baronet was 
educated at Bton^ and at Christ 
Church, Oxford. He joined the 
Ist Life Guards in 1843, and be- 
came Maj or and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in 1855. He left the aiany in 1869, i 
having two years previously mar- 1 
ried the eldest daughter of the first ' 
Lord Penrhyn. In politics Sir James 
Hogg is a Conservative. He repre- 
sented Bath from 18G5 to 18G8j 
and sat for Truro from 1871 to the j 
dissolution of 1885. Atthe general i 
election in the autumn of 1883, hu 
was returned })y a largo majority i 
member for the Hornsey Hivi- ! 
sion of Middlesex, and was re- 1 
turned unopposed in 1880. On the 
assembling of Parliament in Kov., 
1807, Sir James (then Colonel) 
Hogg was selected to second the 
address. On the death of Sir John 
Thwaites in the autumn of 1870, 
Sir James Hogg, who had heon a 
member of the Metropolitan Board 
of Works since 1867, was selected 
by his colleagues for the onerous 
office of chairman of that body, a 
I)osition to which ho has since been 
annually re-oloctod. Sir James had 
previously been connected for many 
years with local administration, 
having been a member of the St, 
Margaret and St. John Vestry, the 
Westminster District Board of 
Works, and subsequently of the 
Guardian Boai’d and Vestry of St* 


George, Hanover Sqmaz’e, which 
latter body he represented at the 
Metropolitan Board, On the com- 
pletion and opening of the Chelsea 
Bmbankmcnt in May, 1874 Sir 
James Hogg was created a K.C.B., 
and he succeeded to the baronetcy 
on the death of his father. Hay 37, 
1870. Sir James assumed the pre- 
fix of MoGarel to hia surname l)y 
royal licence in 1877, on suo- 
ceoding to the Antrim esiatos of 
the late Charles McGorel, Bs i*, of 
Magheromomo. 

HOKBNLOHE - SCHXLLING6- 
PURST, Olodwig Carl Victor, Prince 
of, born at Rothenburg, Miu’ch 31, 
1810, is the second son of Francis 
J oseph. Prince of Hohenloho- 
Sohillingsfurat (of the line of 
Waldcnburg). On the death of 
hia father in^ 1841, Clodwig had 
just begun hia jtidiciol and his- 
torical sUidies in the University of 
Gottingen. A year latex*, after 
having passed his examination 
with distinction, he “took a subor- 
dinate position in the public ser- 
vice as Anscultator in the Office of 
Justice at Ehveubreitsteiu. He 
next became Referendary of the 
Government at Potsdam. While 
working thus diligently at his liost 
in Prussia, the Landgrave of Hes- 
sen - Rlieinfols - Eothonbxiifg died, 
and the princely family of Ilohen- 
loho sncceoded to a ilch inherit- 
ance, including the lordships of 
Batibor and Corvey. ^ The event, 
howevex’, did not aJtier Clodwig’s 
position. His elder brother took 
the domains of Batibor and Cox*- 
vey, to wliich the King of Prussia, 
WiUiam IV., added the title of 
Duke. In 1815, on the death of 
hia brother, Philip Ernest, Clod- 
wig succeeded, “with the consent of 
his elder biMther, to the old family 
seat of SchxUingafuTBt, and, fox*- 
saking the Prussian service, took 
up his permanent residence in 
Bavaria. Thus at twenty-seven 
years of ago ho became an here- 
ditary member of the Bavailan 
parliament, The ministry, moan- 
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while, in FtMulcfoii, soni him aR 
ambassiulor to Aihons, Eloroiice, 
anti Eouit*. In 1810 lio roturuod to 
I<’iMukt'oi*t. Having’ iiitU'riud Lho 
Pi‘iucefi& of Hayn-'VV'itjjoustoinj by 
whom ho has a nuiuoi'ons family, 
lio rotn’od for soiiio ton years into 
pi’ivii.to life, payin^f firquont visits 
to England, ih’unt'o, and Italy. Li 
ISGO jn'inoo ag^ain onterod on 
parlinmontavy life, and favonvod 
throughout ajx aHuLUcc with i’nis- 
&ia. Towards the end of J8G(5 the 
youthfiil Icing roquestod lloiioiilolie 
to propnx’o *ind lay Ixdortj him a 
programuio of the prineiplos which 
wore to servo eventually as a minis- 
iol'ial policy, rrinec Hohonloho 
frddllod his oommiasion to tho satis* 
faction of the Icing, and on Jan. 1, 
18G7, succeeded Ptordton as Bava- 
rian minister, THio whole of (aer- 
jnany at hist ncloixtod tho Uolnm- 
lohu programme. J n 3 8^ IH and 18U0, 
Prince Holiunloho was GU»ctod Vieo- 
preaidont of the Customa Parlia- 
ment of tlui Genaaii h'odemtion. 
In Ilia capacity as Poreign Minister 
of Bavaria, he isaued his famous 
circular of April i), 18Gh, directing 
the attention of the European eahi- 
ncta to tho serious eonsoquencea 
likely to arise from tho docreea of 
the (Ecumenical Council of the 
Vatican. Jloihug to got tho Popo 
to Avitlidraw Jiia political oj^poaition, 
and viewing luoro religious innova- 
tions with oxti'enio indiifereuce, tlio 
Prussian (lovornment slighted the 
warnings of tho Bavarian ininisU'r, 
and ruluscd to take action against 
tho couteinplated ducn*os. In eou- 
sequcncG oJ’ this desertion )>y tho 
principal exponont of the Unity 
party, Prince Jlohonlohe could not 
hold out against the attacks of thu 
combined Piu'bicularists, CatlKilios, 
and Austriacanti in the Bavarian 
ParHainont, and h ad to i*esign 
(March WO). He now rosuiued 
liis scat in the Munich House of 
Peers, and in a few months, on 
Pronco thi'oatoning war, made him- 
self con^icuons by insisting upon 
the participation of Bavaria in tho 


great nati onal feud. Upon tli o suc- 
cessful termination of tho war in 
JS7l,ho was (doetod menihcrof tho 
first German Parliamoiit, and, in 
recognition of hia patriotic di’serts, 
iinmediatidy bccaiue Viin'-Prcsi- 
dent thereof, hi May, 1871, after 
tho dei>Jorable exit of (Jonnt Harry 
Aruim , Prince 1 1 ohcnlolic was 
tdioaeii (iei’man Am)>a.SR«dor at 
Paris, JIo was one of the German 
idcuipotontiiirios at lho Coiigroas 
of Berlin in 3878. En August of 
that yeiu’ ho was re-olected to tlic 
Bciohstag, on the second ballot, at 
Eoi'chlieini, Kuliubach, Bavaria, 
polling S),800 votes, while hia Oatho- 
lic ooinx>ebitor had 8,000. After 
the death of Marshal Maiiteuffel, 
Prince Hohonloho waM aiipoiutod 
Govemor of Alsace-Lorraine, a 
position ho atill holds. 

HOHENZOIIrEEV, loD- 

pold, Hereditary Prinoo of, tho 
eld(*Blj son of Ih’incc Charles An- 
thony of IIohoiiKollcrn-Hignuirin- 
gen, was born 8i'pt. 1830, and 
studied in the univursilies of Bonn 
and Berlin. His Itoyal lfighn(»hs 
is wl‘ 1] known in eoiiueetion witli 
his candidaturo for the throiui of 
ypiiin, which ultiinutuly gave occa- 
sion to tho Eroin'o-Gorman war. 
On Kept. 12, IHGJ, the Prince mar- 
ried the PrincoHS A.ntonia of Por- 
tugal, l>y whom he lias a numerous 
family. Ho is said to ho an <*xci‘I- 
lent Bjninish sebolar, 

H 0 It 3) E N, Tho Bev. Hubert 
Ashton, M.A., LIaD., membor of 
all old Stiilt'ordshiro family, was 
liorn in 1822, cdiu-atod at ICiiig 
Edward's School, Birmiugluuu, 
under tho late BiRlioi)H of Poter- 
borougli (Ur. Jcuno) and Maii- 
clioster (l)i*. J. Prince Leo), ami 
at Trinity College, Cauibridg'o, of 
which ho bocaiuo a Pollow in 1817.

HOLLAND, The Bight Honourable 
Sir Henry Thurstan, Oart., M.P., 
U O.M.G., oldest sou of Sir Henry 
Holland, tho famous physician, 
and Pre&idcnt of tho Royal Jnsti- 
tiitiou of GiM^at Britiin, was hoim 
on the 3rd of August, 182.*), and 
(‘ducafcod at IlaiTow and Trinity 
Coll ogc , Cfuiibr idge, taking liis 
univtu’sity dogroo in 1817. After 
tho naiuil preiiiuiiuirioa ho was 
caUod to tho Bar in 3819 by tho 
Honourable Society of tho Inner 
Toini)le, and joined tho Northern 
Circuit. Undertakings of a dilll- 
C11I t and delicati^ mituro soon 
devolved upon him, and Jio was 
frcqumitly employed by the Trea- 
sury, in conjuucLion with Sir W. 
KLephonsou, tho late "Mr. George 
Hamilton, thou iSociv>tary to the 
Trcjifaury, and the late Mr. George 
Arlmthnol, also attaclu‘d io the 
Manic olHce.iorevihuand vcorganiae 
the osUiblifthiuent of various public 
oifices, among thonuiii her Ixdng iiie 
Kcclebiustionl Gmmuxbsion, the 
lN)or Jjiiw Board, and tho Wood.M 
and Furebts OoiumisHiuii. Fn 1851, 
although only twenly-six yoiirs of 
ago, he was iipi)uiutod by the th< 11 
Lord OhaiicoUor to the onerous 
duty oi drawing up the BTll.which, 
in 1852, became lawnu<l(‘r theiitln 
of the <yomiuon Law Ib’oceduro 
Act, 3833. M'his taslc ho carried 
out Liiidor tho direction of iho lato 
Mr. Jufatieo Willes, one of tho 
Royal ConuuiHsionerH. Tho Com- 
mon Law lh' 0 (>oduro Act of 186d, 
which followed tho measurG just 
mentioned, was tlieiioxtwork upon 
which Sir ITcnry Holland wns 
engaged as draughtsman. E£o was 
next oiuidoyod by liOi»d Chief 
Baron Sir Fitssroy Kelly in drarting 
two of tho criminal inoasures which 
becamo law in 2 Ith and 23th Viet. 
The County Court Judgeship of 
Northnmbcrland was ofl’orod him 
by Lord Campbell whon Lord 
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Chniiccllor, but tlio appointiuout 
was refu&od. Sir Ilonry continiiGcl 
to praotiso at tliu JJar until tho 
boumniug^ ot tbo year 18137, when 
Lord (Janiarvoii selected him to 
fill the office of legal advisor to the 
Colonial Office. In 1870 ho was 
promoted to an assistant under- 
Bocretaryship, and reiuanied in that 
office until August, 1871, when ho 
resigned in order to stand for the 
borough of Midhurst j he was elect- 
ed without a contest, and took Ijis 
scat in the House of Commons in the 
following session, hr 1 BBS, after the 
borough of Midhuz’sfc was disfran- 
chised Sir H. T. llollaud stood for 
the new Borough of Hanii)stead, and 
li)eat liis opponent, the Marquis of 
Loi’iie >)y a large majority.

He was called to the Bor in 1803, 
and practised in the Home Circuit, 
In 1874i he was elected Vinerian 
Header of English Law at Oxford, 


hut resigned that office on being 
elected a few months later, Chichele 
Professor of International Law. 
Has boon fre(|uently law exaiiihier 
at Oxford, as also (1870-75) in the 
University of London, and (1878- 
80) to the Inns of Court. He is a 
moiubor of tho lustitut do Droit 
Interuiitiouiil, a knight of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy, D.O.L. 
of Oxford, Follow of All Sonia

H0LLZNGSH£AD, John, son of 
Mr. Henry B. HoUmgaheiwi, of the 
Irish Chamber, whose family have 
long been eonneoiod witli business 
in London ; born in London, Sept. 
9, 1827, was educated at Homerton, 
and entered busiuess early; but 
preferring joumalisni, became con- 
nected with several leading dsHy 
and weekly newspapers, as well as 
magazines. He joined tiio staff of 
Novsehold Words in 1837, was a 
constant contributor to that pe- 
riodical and to All the Tear Mounds 
the Oornhill Magazines Good Words, 
and Once a Week. From 1859 to 
18G1 he published several volumes 
of essays and stories, ohiefiy on life 
in Loudon. He has written one or 
two original di*amatic pieces, and 
was for ten years the dramatic 
critic of the Daily News, London 
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Hcview, &C.J and is a moinbor of ilio 
Dramatic Authors* Society. Mr. 
(lollingshoad has always heen a 
Icvoied froo-triulei\ When th(i 
ij^italioii for the roponl of the paper 
lutios was in oxistonco, ho helped 
t in Gvory posaihlo ; nnd when 
i crusade was made apjainst the 
MCusic-haUfa by tlu»atrical uianef^ors, 
0 stop the infi'inp^oment of the 
}o-called dramatic privileges, he 
lid all ho could to promote free 
rado in theatres and dramatic 
•eproaentation. The result of this 
i^^itation was to draw the at- 
ention of capitalists to the 
loficiout first - class theatrical 
iccouimodation in London, and 
‘ig'hioen now metropolitan theatres 
xavo siuc(' boon huili. One of tJiCbc* 
—llie Gaiety 'I'hoatrc, in the Strand 
—Ml*. TloUhiffsliwidh.ulthe courage 
0 take and open liimsidf in J>p- 
•eznlx^r, hS(}8, and ho has oiily 
atoly ceased to bo its lesaoe and 
nana^^or. lie has had throe me- 
ropoUtan theati'es under his dii*c*c- 
ion at one time, with the luobL 
powerful combination of actoi’s in 
jondon. Ue has also been the 
Urootor of the principal theatre in 
VEancliest(‘r. In 1870 ho induced 
ho whole QomMia Fmm^aihO to 
dsit London and play for six weeks 
i.t the Gaiety. A collection of his

•itle of "Miscellanies : Stories and 
iissaya” 8 vola., 1874} two other 
nmiU colloptionB in 1882 ond 1888, 
ialledrespoctividy " Plain Ein^lish” 
inrl " Footlights j ” and in 1877 he 
nacle a successful adaptation of 
VtM.

HOfiMES, Oliver WondoU, M.D,, 
vas born at Cambridge, Massacdni- 
etta, Aug, 20, 3800. Ho graduated 
it Harvard Collogo in 1820, nndbe- 
yau the study of law, which he iibau- 
lonod for that of medicino. 11 av- 
ng attended the hospitals of Paris 
md other Eiu'opcan cities, ho 
'tegan practice in Boston in 183G ; 
n 1838 was olootod Professor of 


Anatozny and Physiology in Dart- 
mouth College ; and in 18 J7 was 
appointed to fi similar i^rofessorship 
in the M,as&ii(*huBotlB Medical 
fcjcbool, from which ho retired in 
1882. As early na J88G liis contri- 
butions ill verse appeared in various 
periotUcals,and his reputation as a 
poet was esbiblished by tlio de- 
livery of a metrical essay, entitled 
“Poeiry,** which was followed by 
others in rapbl succession. As a 
writer of songs, lyrics, and poems 
for festive occasions, h«» ocoupius 
the first i)lacc. Ho was for many 
years n i>opular leotnrev. In

Hoarohos in microscopy and aiiscul- 
tiition, and has contributed largely 
to current medical lilorature, as 
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woll as to tlio literary joiu’nals and 
reviews. 

HOLYOAKE, Cieorge Jaool}, born 
at Birmingham, April 13, 1817, was 
educated at tlie Meclianics* Insti- 
tution in that toAvn. Ho Avas ap- 
pointed Siiporintondent of Assist- 
ants of the hrst Exhibition of Arts 
and Manufactures hold at Birming- 
liam in 1830 j Teacher of Mathe- 
matics to tho Mechanics' Institu- 
tion there j and one of the Lec- 
turers to exj)lain the Social System 
of Kobert Owen (1841). In 1810 
he Avas aAvardod the five prizes 
olferod by the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows for five new Degree 
Lectures upon KnoAvledgc, Charity, 
Justice, Science, and Progress. Ho 
was Acting Secretary of tho British 
Legion sent out to Groribaldi j and 
Secretary of tlie Hyde Park Domoii- 
slralion Committee against Lord 
Palmerston's Conspiracy Bill. Mr. 
Holyoate is the founder of “ Secu- 
larism,” a system Avhich, according 
to Mm, " bases duty on considora- 
tiouB purely human, roHos on 
material moans of improvement, 
justifying its belief s to the con- 
science, irrespective of Atheism, 
Theism, or JEtovelatiou,” He is the 
author of numerous Avorks on work- 
ing-class education, thool ogicid 
criticism, polities and co-oporation j 
"Uses of Euclid j" "Reasoning 
from Facts i" "Public Speaking 
and Debate ; " " 3Vial of Theism ; " 
"History of Middlesborough-on- 
Toesj" "Letters to Lord John 
Russell on an Intelligence Fran- 
chise J " The Political Situation ; " 
a letter to Joseph Cowen, which J. S. 
Mill declared, 1865, tobe " the best of 
Mr. Holyoako's political writings." 
"The History of Co-operation in 
Rochdale," which caused upwards 
of 250 co-operative societies to be 
founded in two years, and has been 
translated into the chief European 
and Indian languages ; " A History 
of Co-operation in England," in two 
volumes j and " A New Defence of 
the Ballot," which Mr. Bright de- 
scribed OB the only originsl argu- 


ment for it he had seen. He Avas 
tho editor of thirty volumes of tho 
Reasoner. Mr. Holyoakc was the 
last person imprisoned in England 
for allogod atheism. The cause 
Avas an answer given in debate 
after a Loctiuo upon Homo Colo- 
nies (1841). Mr. Juaiice Erskino 
admitted that ]Vlr. Ilolyoake did 
not iutrodAice theology into Ins 
address, and merely gave an honest 
answer to a public (iiiestion, but 
sentenced him to six months’ im- 
prisonment to euGOurago him in 
candour. Mr. Holyoake Avas also 
the last person ngaiust whom an 
indictment was issued by tlio Court 
of Exchequer for publishing un- 
stamped papers in support of Die 
Society for repealing tho Taxes 
upon Knowledge, Mr, Holyoako 
haA^^ing incurred itpwards of 
.8000,000 of fines, !Mr. CHadstono 
said to a deputation upon the sub- 
ject Unit ” he recognised that Mr. 
Holyoake's object was not to break 
tho laAv but to try the law." The 
Repeal of the Newspaper Stamp 
Act, however, caused the prosecu- 
tion to be abandoned. He was chiefly 
instrumental in causing the Evi- 
dence Amendment Bill to be passed, 
Avhich legalised purely secular 
afilrmations. He suggested and 
furnished tho scheme of tho 
series of Blue Books issued by 
Lord Clarendon, prepared by the 
Foreign Office on the " Condi- 
tion of the Industrial Classes in 
Foreign Countries." ItAvas on Ms 
suggestion, made when Lord John 
Manners was Commissioner of 
Works, that tho limelight was 
placed over the clock tower at 
Westminster, to denote at night 
when Parliament was sitting. A 
later work is the "Life of Joseph 
Raynor Stephens, Preacher and 
Political Orator." In 1882 ho a 
second time visited Canada and the 
United States to propose to tho 
Governments of both countries to 
issue a Settlers' Guide-book, to 
be prepared and published on 
their authority, Mr. Gladstone 
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making Mr, Ilolyoako two grants 
from the Public Service Puucl 
in aid of tliis object. Mr. 
Holyoako edited the first three 
volumes of the Present Day, a 
journal discussing Agitated Ques" 
lions without Agitation.** fiis 
recent ^vorks ai^e " Among the 
Americana/* ^^A llnudreil Days 
Abroad in Kew Mexico and 
Canada/* and " Hostile and Gene- 
rous Toloratioii/' Has been aniom- 
bor of the Central Co-operative 
B,oar(l since its fii'st oslablishmont 
in 18GS>. 

HOOK, James Olarke^ H.A.^ was 
bom in London Nov. 21, 1819. tlis 
fathorj Mr, James liook^ wtw the 
Judge Arbitrator in the Mixed 
Coiiuuibsion Courts, Sierra Leono, 
and liis iiiotlier was the second 
daughter of Dr. Adam Clarke, the 
bll)boal commentator. The futiuM* 
artist was eiiterod as a student of 
the Royal Academy in 1880 , and 
liib pvogrcHB irom the outset was 
marJeed and encouraging. Ifo took 
the first medals in the life and 
painting schools in 1813. JCo ol)- 
tainud the gold modal fur historical 
painting in 18 (5, the subject being 
“ The Finding of the Body of 
Harold,** Hi) to this tiiuo Mr, 
Hook had chiofiy confined hiiusolf 
to subjects from English hiflfcoi*y, 
and occasional portraits. In 18‘JG 
ho obtained the ti'avelliug 
of the Hoyal Academy for throe 
years, and in thosiimo yoaiunarriod 
Ihe tlurd daughter of Mr. James 
Bui’ton, solicitor, and wont to Italy. 
Ai tor oightoGii montlis* absenoe, lie 
gave up half his poiibion, and re- 
turned to England. Ho now began 
painting subjects from Italian and 
French history and poo try, and 
occasionally from Scrii)ture. Of 
this class may be luontionod the 
following, all exhiidted at the 
Royal Academy : *' Pampliihis re- 
lating his Story/* a subject from 
Boecaoio, 1841$ "The Song of 
Olden Time/* 1845 5 The Con- 
troversy between tho Lady Jane

Bassanio commenting on tho

Venice/* 1850. Mr. Jtook was 
elected an Associate of tlio Royal 
Academy in 1850, and attained tho 
full honours of tho Academy in 
IKGO. Ho exhibited " Tho Robcuo 
of tho Brides of Venice,** and "Tho 
Defeat of Shylock/* 185 1 j "Tho 
Story of TorcllOj** from Boccacio, 
and "Othollo*s Description of Doa- 
domonn,** 1852 j " The Ghovalici’ 
Uayard knighting the Son of tho 
Duke of Bourbon/* and " Isabella 
of Castillo and the Idle Nuns/* 
1858} "Incidents in the Persecu- 
tion of the Protestants in Paris/* 
1854} and "Gratibudo of tho 
Mother of Moses for tlio Safety of 
liorChild/’ 1855. About this ixu’iod 
Mr. Hook returned to his first in- 
clination, and devoted hinibelf 
chiefly to pastoral and modern sub- 
jects, Of examifios in his later

Hook has dovotf^l hiuiself to marine 
siihjoots. " Luff, IJoy ! ** a sticking 
boat BCoue, created quite a sensn- 
Uon on its appearance in 1859, and 
was followed by others in tho sunio 
btyle.

HOOKEE. Sir JosephEalton, M.D., 
IC.O.S.I., O.B., P.K.S., F.L.S., 
F.a.S., D.C.L.(Oxon), LL.D. (Can- 
tab., Dubl., Ediu., and Qlott.), is 
the second and only surviving son 
of the late Sir William Jackson 
Hooker, Eegius Professor of Botany 
in Q-lasgow University, and subse- 
quently Director of the Eoyal Q-or- 
dens, Kew, by Maria, eldest daugh- 
ter of Mr. DttAVson Turner, F.E.S., 
banker, of Great Yarmouth, Nor- 
folk. He was bom at Holesworth, 
Suffolk, June 30, 1817, and was edu- 
cated at the High School and Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, where he took 
the degree of M.D. in 1839. At the 
age of twenty-one he accompanied, 
omoiolly as assistant-surgeon, but 
in reality as naturalist, the famous 
expedition of Sir James Clark 
Boss, fitted out b^ the Government 
for the pxu'pose of investigating the 
phenomena of terrestrial magnet- 
ism in the south circumpolar seas. 
The result of his researches during 
this voyage was a series of superb 
volumes on the botany of the 
Southern regions, embracing the 




flora of the AuckLind Islauda, Now 
Zealand, and Tasmania. By a com- 
parison of the now jjlantB discovered 
by him with those of other ports of 
the world, ho succeeded in advan- 
cing our knowledge of the laws 
which govern the distribution of 
plants over the surface of the earth. 
He returned to this country after 
an absence of four years. In IBdO 
he accejited the ai>pomtnient of 
botanist to the Geological Survey 
of Great Britain under Sir H. do 
la Beche, and he contributed a 
valuable paper to the second 
volume of the "BocordR" of that 
institution on the vegetation of 
the Carboniferous period as com- 
pared with that of the present day; 
and another on the structure of 
coal-fossils, tn 1817 Dr. Hooker 
undertook a journey to India for 
the purpose of investigating tho 
plants of tropical countries, and tlio 
fiora of a hitherto unexi>lored re- 
gion of the Himalayas. In tho 
course of his travels in these re- 
mote districts ho was for some 
time kept prisoner by tho Kajah of 
Sikkim. Ho returned in 1831, 
and published two very interesting 
volumes of " Himalayan Joiunols/' 
and a number of scientific works 
on the botany of India. In 1830, 
while in India, he published some 
beautiful sketches of rhododen- 
drons from tho Sikkim Himalaya, 
several of which have since been 
introduced into England. These 
expeditions, though partly at his 
own expense, were conduotedunder 
the authority of Government, 
which supplied some of the funds. 
He was appointed, in IS33, Assist* 
ant-Director of Kow Gardena ; 
and, on his father's death, in 1863, 
succeeded to the Directorship, 
which he resigned in 1885. He was 
some time Examiner in Natural 
Science of candidates for medical 
appointments in tho BoyalArmy 
and late East India Company's ser- 
vice, and Examiner in Botany to 
the London University and Apo- 
thecaries' Company. In tho autumn 
K N 
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of 1860 hoj the late Admiral Wasli- 
ington, and D. Hanbury, E.L.S., 
matlo a tour in Syria, during which 
ho paid bpccial attention to tho oaks 
o± thatconntry. Hr. Hooker presided 
over tliQ meeting of the British 
Association, held at Norwich 
in 1BG8. The main subject of liis 
address, wliich gave rise to niuoli 
controversy, was the consideration 
of tho views put forward from time 
to time by Mr. Darwin on the doc- 
trine of the continuous evolution 
of life, and in connection with this, 
on what is termed natural selec- 
tion,” together with his theory of 
the "origin of species,” To Dar- 
win's notions, exi}rcsbod in their 
fullest extent. Or. FTookor gave in 
his entii’o adhesion. He was w\i~ 
pointed a Oomjianion of tho Bath 
(Civil Division) in 18G0, In April, 
1871, Dr. Hooker left Enghind for 
Morocco, in company with Mr. 
John Ball, P.lt.S., and G. Maw, 
h’.L.S., his purpose being to colloct | 
the plants of that coinparativoly 
unexplored country. On tlxo IGtli 
of May he and his companions 
mtade the ascent of tho Great 
Atlas, the summit of which mouu- 
tain had never hoforo been trodden 
by a European ; and at the close of 
June he returned to Kow, bringing 
a laiw collection of jdants. In 
1873 Dr. Hooker was olootod Pro- 
eidont of the Koyal Society, and | 
resigned in 1878, when the late | 
Mr. W. Spottiswoodo was chosen as 
his succosRor. In 1877 ho was 
created Knight Commtuider of the 
Star of India, for his services to 
the Government of India. En that 
year he paid a visit of throe 
months' duration to the Dniiod 
States, whore he was most cor- 
dially^ received hy the leading 
scientific men. On his return ho 
presented to Kew a Im'gc collection 
of seeds and museum specinxenn, 
and a horharium of about a thou- 
sand flpocioR, together with notes 
on the dihtrihiition of the HoiHi 
American trees in particuhu*, as 
also some now correepondents in 


parts of the country whence much 
novelty is to he obtained. lu 1851 
ho was awarded a gold medal by 
tho Koyal Society. In 1881, tho 
Pounders' Modal of tho Boyal Goo- 
grapliical Society was awarded to 
Sir Joseph Hooker " for his emi- 
nent services in scientific geo- 
graphy” j and in 1883 the Society 
of Arts proflontod to him their 
Albci't Medal for the scx’vicos he 
has rendered to tho arts, manufiio- 
tni'Gs, and commerce by promoting 
an nccui’ato knowledge of tho floras 
and economic vegetable products of 
the several colonies and depomlen- 
cioB of tho Empire. Sir Joseph is 
a member of various learned so- 
cieties, and a corresponding luem- 
l)or of tho Tnstitiito of Prance.

HOPE, The Eight Hon. Alexan- 
der James Beresford Beresford, M.P. 
LL.H.j youngest son of tlio late 
Thomas Hope, Esq., of Deopdene, 
Siu'rey (author of "Aiiastasins,”) 
by Louisa Beresford, daughter of 
Lord Decios, Archbishop of Tkiam, 
who married as her second Uim- 
band the late Viscoimt Beresford, 
G.C.B., was born in 3820, jind 
educated at narrow and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whoi'O ho 
graduated B.A. in 18 il. Hu wtiB 
one of tho earliest members anil 
president of the Cambridge Cam- 
den (afterwards the Ecidesiologi- 
cal) Sooieby, and hns tak(5U an 
active part in tho Ohuroh ninvtnnent, 
and in artistic and arohitoi^tural 
iiucstions, as an avowed paitisiui of 
Uio Gothic side. Ho pui'chaMod in 
181d> the ancient Iniildiugs of 8 b, 
Angiiatino's Abbey, Canterbury, as 
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a collogo for missionary olorgy, and 
was President of tlio Royal Insti- 
tute of Britisli Arcliitocts from 
18ti5 to 1807. Ho was one of the 
members for Maidstone from 1841 
till 1832, lichen ho retired, but was 
re-elected for that borough in 
March, 1857. In 1850 he was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, was defeated 
at Stoke-upon-Trent in 1862, and 
was elected for tliat borough in 
July, 1865. In 1808 ho was elected 
foi* the University .of Cambridge, 
which he still represents. He has 
always acted as an independent 
Conservative. In 1880 he was 
sworn ft member of tlie Privy 
Council. In 1883 the Univer- 
sity of Dublin conferred on him 
the honorary degree of LL.D. Mi*. 
Beresford Hope is the author of 
"Letters on C2iiti*ch Matters, hy 
D. C. L. j” "The English Cathe- 
dral of the ^ l^inctcenth Cen- 
tury/'^ "Worship in the Church 
of England,'* 1874 j " Strictly 
Tied Up," a novel, 1880; "Tho 
Brandroths," a novel, 1882 j and 
of numei'ous pamphlets, pajiers, 
and articles, and is the proprietor 
of the Saturday JReview. He mar- 
ried, in 1812, tho Lady Mildred 
Cecil, daughter of James, second 
Marquis of Stdisbuiy. 

HOPKINS, Edward J., Mus. Doc., 
born in Westminster, June 30, 
1818, was admitted at the age of 
eight, as a chorister in the Chapel 
Royal, St. James's, where ho 1*0- 
inainod till his voice broke in 1883. 
He then become a pupil of Thomas 
Eorbes Walmisley, organist of the 
Church of St. Martin - in - the- 
Kields. About a twelvemonth 
afterwards, Sept. 17, 1834, Mr. 
Hopkins played for and obtained 
his first aijpointment, that of or- 
ganist to Mitcham Church, Surrey, 
at the early age of sixteen. This 
post he exchanged for that of 
organist to St. Peter's Islington, 
in 1838. The same year bo ob- 
taiued tho Gresham gold modal 
for his anthem, "Out of the 


Deep j” and in the year 1840, ho 
obtained a similar prize for his 
anthem, " God is gone ui>/’ tho 
umpires being Dr. Crotch, Mr. W, 
Hovsloy, and Sir John Goss. lu 
1841 he accepted tho position of 
organist to St. Luke's Church, 
Burwick-streot, where ho remaiuccl 
until 1843. During that time he 
exocnted a task calling for much 
diligence and patience, viz. : — ^that 
of " scoring " two sots of old 
madrigals from the separate and 
unbarred part books for the Musi- 
cal Antiquarian Society, — ^Thomas 
Weelkos^i first set of madi*igals 
(1597), and John Bonnet's first 
sot of madrigals (1599) ,■ the for- 
mer of whiSi was published in 
tho early part of 1843, and tho 
other a few years later. About 
this timo he began to publish 
& series of aiiiangements fov the 
organ, tho first throe numbers 
of which were devised for tho 
GG organ, to the use of which 
I he had been trained j but the 
remainder of the series were laid 
out for the CO organ, to which, 
in conjunction with Dr. Ganntlotfc 
and Ilonry Smart, Mr. Hopkins 
became an early adherent. On 
May 7, 1313, Mr. Hopkins played 
his first probationary soi’Vico at 
the Tomplo Church, and in tlio 
following October he was formally 
appointed " Organist to tho Hon- 
om*able Societies of tho Tomplo," 
by tho , Treasurers ,and Bonebera 
of those two ancient inns. In 
1849, the octave and a half of P 
podals were removed Jh*om the 
Temple organ, and a proper set, 
of the range of two octaves and 
a half (from CCC to E), wore laid 
down in their stead. For tho 
opening of the organ with this 
important improvement, the ser- 
vico known as "HopkLns in F" 
was vo^itton which was soon fol- 
lowed by the second service in A 
major. Previously to this, how- 
ever, he had resumed publication 
of the series of organ [arrange- 
ments for the CC oi'gan, inta’O- 
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chioing ilio contiuontal oblong 
form for ilio printing 5 and be bail 
also iHfaiied bis ''Poiu* Prolndial 
Pieces/" In Sept. 1850, Mr. 
lloplcins delivered a conrbO of four 
looinres at tbo Collegiate Institu- 
tion, Liverpool, on ** The Construc- 
tion find Oapabilitios of tbo Orgtin, 
illnstraied witb Diagrams, oto./* 
fvbioh, on receiving the request 
tbat tbey should be printed, 'vvero 
developed into tbo book since 
ontitlod " The Organ : its llistory 
and Construction,"" by Dr. Itim- 
bjuiltandE. J. llopkius. tn 18S0 
Dr. Hopkins's history of th<? Organ 
appeared in Sir George Grove's 

Dictionary of Music,'" and in 184H, 
at tho rc(iuest of tbo Ti’easnrers 
of the two boil, societies, Mr. 
Iloj^kins undertook tho rfitber 
heavy task of preparing a new 
book of the words oi the anthems, 
and inioiiiLed psalter with chdiitK, 
foi‘ the express use of tho Temple 
Cluu'cln Dr. Hopkins has com- 
posed a unnibor f of anthems, ' 801 *- 
viceSj and yuluntarics, and has 
1 ocoived nifiny bonoural do dis- 
tinctions in I’ccognition of his ser- 
vices to music. 

HOPKINS, Mark, M.D., D.D„ 
LL.D,, was born at Stoclcbiidge, 
Massacluisotts, Fob, 4, 1802, Bo 
gradiuited at Williams College in 
1824, find in 1828 began the prac- 
tice of modioino in New York. In 
1830 he was chosen Professor of 
Blictoric and Moral Philosophy in 
Williams College, of which in 
3830, ho hccaino President, and 
subsequently also Professor of 
Christian Theology. Ho resigned 
the Presidency in 1872, still retain- 
ing the Ciuiir of Khetonc and Moral 
Philosophy. In 1857 ho became 
President of tho Amurioon Bofinl 
of Commissioners of Eoruign Mis- 
sions, His principal works arc 
Lowell Lee buros on the Evidences 
of Christianity" (18<Uj) ; Miscel- 
laneous Essays and Keviows "" 
(18 j/7) 1 ‘'Lectures on Moral Philo- 
sophy" (1858) \ "Tho Law of Love, 
and Love as a Law : or, Christian 


Ethics"" (iPOO, now edition, 1SS3) ; 
"An Outline 8 tudy of Man"" 
(1873); "iSirength and Bc^auty"" 
(1874) } " ScTii>Uu’al idea of Man"" 
(1883) j and " Teachings and Coiui- 
selK " (1881). 

HOPWOOP, Charles Henry, Q.C., 
flonof J. S. 8 . Uopwoocl, of Chancery 
Lane, solicitor, was horn in July, 
1829, /ind edm-atod at a private 
school and ,'ifterwarcla at King's 
College, London. lie bocamo Bar- 
rister, Middle 'JVuiplo, in 1853, 
practised on tho Nortlmm Circuit 
and in Loudon, and was iiiadu 
Queen's Counsid in 1874. Ho was 
elected M.P. for 8 toeki>ort 3874, 
and was r (‘turned again lu 1880, 
hut rejected in 1885. Ho was 
elected Bencher of the Middle 
'I'eniplc 1874, and Beadov 1885j 
was a])iJOinled l4(‘Cord(‘r of Liver- 
pool If(‘b. 1880 \ atbain(‘d (‘onsider- 
nbl(‘ practice, and was joint anilior 
of ^MOlocition Cases,’* IJopwood 
PhiZbriek, and rioi)W(40cl i'll; CoH- 
man. Hf‘ advocated the cjiuho of 
'JVados UnionH, d<»fonding at the 
Bar their mem))erH against i)roso- 
cutioii and insisting upon protec- 
tion to their funds against the lu'O- 
judioo of the time. In tlie Uouse 
of Commons ho assisted in amend- 
ing the laws as to Employers and 
Workiu(‘n, and pressed forward 
3t(»fornis in the Summary Jurisdic- 
tion of Justices to reduce tlio fre- 
quency and h'ligth of imprlson- 
meuts. He advocated the creation 
of a Court of Appi»al in rudicitihlo 
cases. He worked for tho Itopeal 
of tJio Contagious Uiseases Acts as 
to Wom(‘n, as well as of the Vacci- 
nation laws. Always advimcod in 
political opinions ho supported 
every (‘xtension of tho Suffrage. 
Ho is earnest for a inor(*iful ad- 
ministration of ilio criminal law, 
wliich he Ijolieves to ho harsh and 
inconsidorate , producing con vhition 
of tho innocent, and despair, not 
reform, of the guilty, 

HORNBY, Vice-Admiral Bir 
Geoffrey Thomas Phipps, IC.C.B., 
is tho son, by a sister of tho la-io 
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Field Marshal Sir John Biu’goyne, 
of the late Admiral Sir Phipps 
Hornby, who sorvod with groat 
distinction in the French wars at 
the l)oginniiig of this coutiuy, who 
was a liontonant on hoard tho Vic- 
tory when she carried Lord Nel- 
son’s hag, and who got a medal 
when in command of the Vol^e in 
Sir W. Hostess action off Liasa. 
The present Admiral, born in 1825, 
entered the service on hoard the 
Princess Charlotte in 1837^ imd was 
X^resent as a midshipman at the 
bomhardmont of Acre by Sir Robert 
Stopford and Sir Chai'lcs Napier. 
Ho afterwords served under Ad- 
miral Percy at the Cape of Good 
Hope, under his father, Sir Philips 
Ilornhy, in the Pacihe and on 
various otlier stations. He has 
been twice round the world. Ad- 
miral Hornby has worked hard all 
hib Life at tho theory and practice 
of his profession. When a young 
captain ho got leave for a year ana 
studied steam in the dockyard at 
Portsmouth. It was he who coni- 
mandod the first fiying squadron ns 
caxitain, wth tho rank of coiumo- 
doi*e, taking the squadron round 
the world. Ho has besides had 
groat exiDorionce in manoeuvring 
Seots. Ho was Flag Captain to Sir 
Sidney Bacres, when that officer 
commanded the Channel Fleet, and 
subsequently, as Rear-Admiral, he 
himself held that post, succeediug 
Admiral Wellesley. He attained 
fljig-rank in 1869, and became Vice- 
Admiral in 1875. Ho was api>ointed 
Commandor-in-Chief of her Ma- 
jesty's naval forces in tho Mediter- 
ranean, and he held that respon- 
sible position during the trying 
times in 187fij when war was 
apprehended between this country 
and Russia, and when our fleet was 
ordered to the BarclancUea. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath, Aug. 12, 
1878. Subsequently he was appoint- 
ed to succoed Admiral Sir Charles 
Shadwell as President of the Royal 
Naval College, Greenwich, for a 


term of three years, to date from 
March 1, 1881. In addition to his 
pi’ofossional acquirements, Admiral 
ITornby is a xu’oficicnt mathemati- 
cian and a good French scholar. 
He is also tJioroughly ncciuaiuted 
with tlie routine of Admiralty 
affairs, having served under Mr, 
Ward Hunt as a Lord of the 
Admiralty in Lord Beaconsflold'a 
Administration, as his father had 
served in that of the late Lord 
Derby. It may be added that Ad- 
miral Hornby is a coufain of Lord 
Derby and a brother of Dr. Hornby, 
the Pi*ovoBt of Fton. Ho married 
in 1853 Emily Francos, daughter 
of tho late Rov. John Coles, of 
Ditoham Pai’k, Hants. He is a 
magistrate for Sussex, in which 
county he owns the residential 
property of Little GroeUj near 
Peters Beld. 

HORNBY, The Rev. James John, 
D.D , third son of the late Adinh-al 
Sir Phipps Hornby, G.O.B., of 
Little Green, Sussex, was born ai 
Winwick, in 1820, and educated at 
Eton under the Rev, Dr. Hawtruy, 
and at Btilliol College, Oxford, 
whei’O, in 1849, he took a first-class 
in classics, besides distinguishing 
himself in aquatic sports and in all 
athletic exorcises. In 1810 he 
became a Fellow of Brasenose Col- 
lege, and in 1854 Tutor nixd Prin- 
cixinl of Bishop Coaon's BAll in the 
University of Durham. Retium- 
ing to Oxford in 1864, he became 
Classical Lecturer at Brasenose, 
and in 1860 was Senior Proctor of 
the University. At the close of 
the latter year he was elected 
Second Master of Winchestor 
School, which post he retained till 
his appointment as Head Master of 
Eton in Jan. 1868, Dr. Hornby 
was appointed one of Her Majesty’s 
honorary chaplains in Feb. 1882, 
and made D.C.L. of Durham Uni- 
vei‘sity the same year. He was 
axjpointed to the Provoatahip of 
Eton, July, 188 fr. 

HOST, The Rev. Fenton John 
Anthony, D.D,, bom at Dublin, 
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Ajiril 23, 18SS, wa& odiicatod at the 
Rov. J. JBueldand’s, Laluliain, and 
nt Riig?by Sc]jool, and graduated in 
3S50 nt Trinity College, Cambridge. 
Uo wa®j a Junior Optimo iu the 
Mathematical Tripos, and was 
bracketod third classic. Ho took 
honours in the Moral Sciences 
Tripos, obtaining a first class, and 
also being nwardod tho Moral 
Philosophy Prize, then given by 
tlio late Dr, Whewoll, the Professor 
of Moral Philosophy. Mr. Ilori 
won the second place in the Pii'bt 
Class of tho Natural Sciences Tri- 
pos, being distiuguishod in Physi- 
ology and Botany. In 1852 ho was 
elected to a Fellowship at Tidnity 
College, which he hold until 1867. 
In that year lie was iDroscnted to 
tho college living of St. Tiipolyts, 
with Great Wyniondloy, llertford- 
shiro, a iiroforinont ho held until 
1872, when ho returned to Cam- 
bridge on being oloctod a Fellow of 
Emmanuel College. Since 1872 ho 
has been a constant resident iu 
the University and has delivered 
lectures on Theology. He was 
examining chaplain to tho Bishop 
of Ely (Dr, Ilta'old Browne) from 
1871 to 1873, und ux^on the transla- 
tion of Bishop Browne to tho flce of 
Winchester Dr. Hort was retained 
as one of the examining chaplains 
to that prelate, In 1871 he was 
elected Hulscan Lecturer, and in 
1 873 was appointed Lady Margaret’s 
Preacher. On Dec. 18, 1878, ho 
was elected to the Hulsean Pro- 
foBsorshii> of Divinity, vacant l>y 
the xwomotion of tho Rev. J. J. S. 
Perowno to tho Deanery of Peter- 
borough, Dr. llort has coni ributod 
munerous articles to Smith and 
Waoe*s "Dictionary of Christian 
Biography,” and the "Journal of 
Philology,” and piibliahod in 1K7G 
" Two Dissertations ” — (1 ) " On 
Moiiogenos ri'heos in Scripture 
and Tradition," (2) " On the Con- 
Blontinopolitan and other Eaatera 
Creeds of the Fom’th Century,” 
Conjointly with Dr. Wostcott ho 
edited in 1881 a critically revised 


Greek text of the New Testa- 
ni(»nt, with an Tntrotluction and 
critical Appendix in an accompany- 
ing volume. He was a inomher of 
tho company for tho Revihiou of 
tho Now Tofatamont. Dr, Hort has 
several times examined for the 
Natuial Sciences, Moral Sciences, 
and Theological Trii)oscs. IIo is 
a mombor of the Board of Theo- 
logical Studies, and a mombor of 
the Council of tho Senate of the 
Univerbity of Cambiddgo, and has 
boon u mciuboi* of the Board of 
Historical Studios, 

HORSLEY, John Callcott, R,A„ 
son of the late William Ilorsloy, 
tho well-known iiiusicinn, and 
grand-nephew of the late Sir 
Augustus Callcott, the omiiiont 
painter , wa.s i)orn in London, Jan, 
20, 1817. His first exhibited pic- 
ture, painted while ho was a 
youth, — " Rout-Day at F la ( Idon 
Hall in the Sixteenth C’ontury,” — 
was spolcon of in high terms by 
Wilkie. "^J’he Chobs Players,” 
“ Tho Rival Musicians,” " Waiting 
for an Auawor,”— wore first seen iu 
the British Institution, and lie ex- 
hibited, for tho first time at tho 
Academv, the "Pride of tho Vil- 
lage” (in tho Vernon Gallery), 
This wiis followed by " Tho Con- 
trast : Youth and Ago,” in IHJOj 
"Leaving tho Ball,” another 
" Oonti'ost,” — gay ploasure-beekcrs 
on tho one hand, tho homeless out- 
cast on tho other j and " Tho Ped- 
lar,” hotli iu 1811 J " Winning 
Gloves,” in 1812 j and " Tho 
Father’s Grave,” in 1813, In the 
hitter veiu’ Mr. ttorsley’s cartoon of 
" St. AuguBthiQ Preaching” gained 
at WoflUninstor Hall one of tho 
throe priz(‘s in tho second rank, of 
^200, and in th<‘ trial of skill of 
18 1 ii ho obtained by his two small 
frescoes a place among tho six 
painters coiniuissioiied ^ execute 
further sninplcs for the Palace at 
Wostmiuster. That of 1815, for 
" Religion,” was aimrovod, and tho 
subjeot executed at largo in tho 
Eoiiso of Lords. In 1817, liis 
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colossal oil iminting, ''Henry V., 
belie vin|v the Kinjj; dead, assumes 
tJie Cvowiiy** secured a pi'omium of 
the tliird class. Another fresco, 
■which ho has been employed to 
execute, " Satan surprised at the 
Ear of Eve,” is to be seen in a 
portion of the Now Palace, callod 
Poet's Hall. Amonpfst his later 
works arc " M alvolio i* the Sun 
practising to his own Shadow 5 ” 
" Hospiwity ; " " The Madrigal — 
' Keep your Time • The Pet of 
the Common ; ” " L'Allegro and II 
Ponaeroso” (painted for the late 
Prince ilbert) j " Lady Jane Grrey 
and Boger Ascham ; ” "A Scene 
from Don Quixote }” "Blower 
Girls — ^Town and Country j” "The 
Holy Oommrinionj” "The Lost 
Bound j " A Jealous Eye j ” " The 
Duenna's Eetom;” "The New 
Dress j” and "Under the Mistle- 
toe ; ” " The Bashful Swain •, ” 
"The Duonna and her Cares;” 
"Attack and Defence;” "De- 
tected;” "The Gaoler's Daugh- 
ter;” "Caught Napping;” "The 
Banker's Private Room, — ^Negotiat- 
ing a Loan ; ” "Old Bolk and Young

" Tho other Name ? ” " The Poet's 
Theme ; ” " Sunny Moments ; ” 
and a large religious subject with 
figures of colossal size, entitled 
The Healing Mercies of Christ," 
painted as an altar piece for the 
chapel of St. Thomas's Hosjutal; 
portrait of Thomas Wooloombo, 
Esq., painted fox* the South Devon 
Railway Company; "Under Lock 
and Key;" "Comi^ Down to 
Dinner;" "The World For- 
getting j ** " Critics on Costimie — 
S'ashions Change ; ” portrait of 
the Lord Advocate of Scotland, 
and two portrait groups arrangod 
as subject pictures, one of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jessop, the other of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Tomlin ; " Le Jour des 
Morts;" "Life in the ChAtoau 
Gardens at Fontainebleau," 1881 ; 
" A Merry Chase in Haddon HoJl,” 
1882; and "Wedding Bings,” 


1883, In 1882 Mr. Horsley was 
elected Treasurer of tho Royal 
Academy. He lias been very active 
in bringing together the magnifi- 
cent coliections of " Old Masters " 
displayed every winter since 1870 
at B Islington House. 

HOSMEB, Harriet Gr., born at 
Watertown, Massachusetts, Got. 
9, 1830, was educated at Lenox, 
Massachusetts, and early displayed 
a taste for art. 8 ho received a few 
lessons in modellmg in Boston, and 
then entered a medical college in 
8 t. Louis to study anatomy and 
dissection. Her first work in marble 
was a reduced copy of Oauova's bust 
of Napoleon, wMch was soon fol- 
lowed by an ideal work, " Hesper, 
or the Evening Sfciu\" In 1832 she 
wont to Borne, and became a pupil 
of Gibson. After two yeox-s of 
study and modelling fz^nz the 
antique, she" produced the busts of 
"Daphne” and "Medusa." Her 
first full-length figure in marble 
was (Enone, coinpletedin 1855, and 
this was followed, tivo years later, 
by " Beatrice Genoi sleeping in her 
cell." In tlio suiunier of 1HG5 sho 
modelled " Puck," of wliich many 
copies have been made. This was 
followed by " Will-o'-the-Wisp." 
A colossal statue of "Zenobia, 
Queen of Palmyra, in chains," 
was her next important work, fol- 
lowed by a statue of Thomas N. 
Benton, the " Sleeping ” and the 
" Waking Faun," and a design of 
a memorial monument to A braham 
Lincoln. She has resided for many 
years in Borne. 

HOW, The HeV/ Williatn 

Walsham, D.D., Bishop Suffragan 
of Bedfoi^d (for East London), is 
son of Mr. William Wyborgh How, 
Esq., of Shrewsbury, and was born 
in that town, Deo. 13, 1823. From 
Shrewsbury school he proceeded to 
Wadham College, Oxford (B.A., 
1817). He was successively curate 
of St. George's, Kidderminster, 
1846, and of Holy Cross, Shrews- 
bury, 1848, and was collated to the 
rectory of Whittington, Shropshire, 
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in the diocosp of St, Asnphj in 1851. 
In 1858 ho was appointed rural 
dcfiii of OsTVPstry and dioooaau in- 
sppotor of schools, in 1800 ho ob- 
tained ftn honorai’y canoniy in St. 
Asaiih's Cathedral, and in 1800 was 
olocied Proctor in Convocation for 
the diocese. He was ono of tho 
Select Pronchers at Oxford in 
18G8-G0, and in 1878 he was ap- 
iiointed oxainining chaplain to the 
Bishop of Liclifiold. In 1879 ho 
obtained the rectory of St. Andrew 
ITnclovahaft with St. Mary Axe, in 
the City of London, and a Vrobend 
in Bt. Paul's Cathedral j and in 
July the saino yeju* tho^ Queen 
apijointedhim SiilTrajjan Bishop of 
Bedford. IIo is the author^ of 
various works of a tlicological 
and praciiciil eharacior, including? 
" Vlain’WorclH,” four series ; Prac- 
tical Soriuoua.” '^Lent Leoturoa on 
pBjiliu li.,** i)aily Paiiiily Prayer 
for Churchmen,'' " Pzistor in Pai’O- 
ehid,” '' Plain Words to Children," 
" The Parish Priest," Camhridgo 
Pastoral liecturos/' Words of 
Good Ohocr,” and '^Pooina,” all 
published by Messrs. Wells, 
Uaa:dnci', & Co. j also a " Commen- 
tary on the JTour Gospels," and 

Holy Communion," published hy 
tho Society for Promoting Chris- 
tian Knowledge. 

HOWAKD, His Bminenoe Bdward, 
Cardinal Priest of tho Holy Koinan 
Church, was horn at Nottingham, 
Pol). 18, 1B29, being tlio only son 
of tho late Edward Gylos Howard, 
Esq., who was tho son of Edward 
Charles Howard, ymmgcst brother 
of Bernard EdwiU’d, fifteenth Puke 
of N orfolk. In his youth ho served 
Her Majesty Quoon Victoria as an 
ofticor in the 2nd Life Guards, hut 
when 2G years old ho was a priest 
at Home, »ind ho atbachod himself 
entirely to the service of l^ius IX. 
Por about a year ho was employed 
in India in the matter of the Goa 
schism, nnd tho rest of his ecdosi- 
asticnl caroor was spent in Italy. 
Hia graceful and dignified boariug 
was familiar to frequentei’s at St, 


Peter's, in which Basilica Arch- 
bishop Howard holds tho office of 
ai’oh-x)riost'8 vicai*. Ho was conse- 
crated Archbishop of Ncococsaria, 
in xitivlihus infideliutni in 1872, when 
he Avas mado coadjutor Bishop of 
Frascati, an office which he held 
for only a few weeks. Ho was 
created a Cardinal Priest hy Pope 
Pius IX. Mtiroli 12, 1877, the 
titular church assigned to him 
being that of 8S. John and Paul, 
on the Colian Hill, His Eminence 
took possession, as Protector, of 
tho English Oollogo at Boino, 
March 21, 1878. In Doc. 3881, ho 
was nominated Arclipriost of the 
Basilica of St. looter's, and in that 
capacity ho also hocamc Prefect of 
tho Congregation, which lias tho 
caro of tho odifloo itsolf . Cardinal 
Howard’s attainmontB as a linguist 
arc roiuarkaljlo, Ifo spoalcs Arabic, 
Armenian, and liusMnn fluently. 

HOWARD, Sir Henry Pranoia, 
G.C.B., second son of tho lato 
Henry Ilowiu’d, Esq,, of Corby 
Castlo, Cuiuborlaiid, horn iu 180U, 
educated at Sionyhurst and tho 
University of E(liiibui*gh, was at- 
tached to tho mission at Munich 
in 1828, was sovcral times Charge 
d' Affaires, was appointed paid At- 
tache at Borlinin 1882, Secretary 
of Legation at the Hague in 184^0, 
having boon transferred to lioidin 
in 184(5, and was Chaigc d' Affaires 
several times duidngtho succeeding 
years. 31e was appointed Envoy- 
Exti'aordinary and Minister-Pleni- 
potentiary to the Emperor of Brazil 
in 1853, was U‘«nsfei‘red to Lisbon 
in 1855, and to Hanover in 1850, 
when ho was appointed Minlbtcr- 
Ploni]x>tontiary to Brimswlek and 
to Oldenburg, and was made a 
K.O,B. in 18G3.

He wtis ap- 
pointed Envoy-Extraordinary and 
Minister - Wonixiotontiory to tlio 
King of Baviu'ia, Jon. 39, 1800. 
Ho *vvaB croatod a G.C.B. in 3872. 

HOWARD, GoacraZ Oliver Otis, 
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LL»E., born at Zeoda, Maine, Nov. 
8 j 1830, gi'adnatocl at Bowdoin 
CoHe^o in 1850, and in 1851 at the 
Military Academy at West Point, 
where, in 1857, ho was made As- 
Bistant'ProfesBor of Mathematics. 
Upon the breaking- out of the civil 
war he was made colonel of a rcgi~ 
ment of volunteers j commanded a 
brigade at the battle of Bull Bun, 
and was made brigadier-general of 
volunteers. Ho lost his right arm 
at the battle of Fair Oaks, May 31, 
1862. He was made major-general 
of volunteers, Nov. 20, 1802, and 
had the command of a division, at 
Burnside*s defeat at Fredericks- 
burg, Boo. 18, 1862. Soon after, 
ho was placed in command of the 
lllh army corps, whiclx was sur- 
msed in broad daylight by the 
Confederate Concral Jackson, and 
put to flight, at Ohancolloi'sville, 
Jtdy 1, 1863. In the following 
autumn he was sent with his corps 
to the West, took part in the cam- 
paign which followed down to the 
capture of Atlanta, and com- 
manded the right wing of the 
army during Sherman's "march 
to the sed.” Ho was, in Boc. 
1804, promoted to Brigadier-Oen- 
r£d, and in the following March to 
brevet Major-Q-encrnl in tlie regu- 
lar awuy. In May, 18U6, he was 
placed at the head of the Freed- 
man's Bureau, his duties lasting 
until 1872. From 1860 to 1873 ho 
was President of Howard's Univer- 
sity. In 1872 he was sent as 
special commissioner to the Indians 
in New Mexico and Arizona, and 
from 1878 to 1881 he served on the 
Indian frontier. In 1881 he took 
charge of the U.S, Military Aca- 
demy at West Point, but was sub- 
sequently transferred to the com- 
mand of the Bepartment of the 
Platte, fie has lately (1886) re- 
ceived his full rank of Major- 
General, andis now in charge of the 
Bivision of the Pacifle. 

HOWEIiIiS, William Sean, was 
horn at Martinsville, Ohio, March 
1 , 1887. In 1840 he removed to 


Hamilton, Ohio, with his father, 
who was a printer and journalist. 
He learned the printer's trade of 
his father, and was afterwards edi- 
torially connected with the Oinetti- 
na£i Gazette, and the Ohio Stale 
Journal. From 1861 to 1805 he 
was^ United States Consul at 
Venice. Eetuming to America, he 
engaged in literary labour, and in 
1873 Txecame editor of tlio Atlantic 
Monthly, a ijosition which ho re- 
tained until 1880, when he rflin- 
quiahod it to devote himself exclu- 
sively to writing. Besides liis 
papers in that magazine and otlier 
peidodicols, he has publbjlzod

HOWITT, Mrs, Mary, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Botham, a memhor of 
the Society of Friends, xras horn at 
Uttoxeter early in the present 
century. Her early love of poetry 
was such, that she composed almost 
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as soon nsslio could write ; and after 
■bocoiiiing the wife of the late Hr. 
William llowitt, jjuhlishcd various 
•works in conjunction ■with hor hus- 
hand. Mrs. Ilowitt, "who is tlio 
authoress of a volume of ballads 
and other poetry ; of The Seven 
Temptations/' a series of dramatic 
sketches; of Wood Leighton/’ a 
novel; and of a groat number of 
volumes, in prose and verse, for 
children, has k'tmslated into Eng- 
lish the whole of Miss Dreiner’s 
works, and H. C, Andm’son's Im- 
provisatoro/' jSlio edited for three 
years the '^Drawing-Boom Scrap- 
Book/' and illusti'ated by bio- 
graphical vignettes a series of 
poi'traits of tlie Queens of England, 
To one of the popular libraries she 
conti'ibirtcd an original story, on-

HOWLAND, The Hon. Sir 
WUliam Pearce, C.li., K.C.M.O., 
was born In New York State on the 
20th Hay, 1811, and settled in 
Canada in 1830. In Toronto and 
the neighbourhood he has been 
engaged in extensive biismess oii- 
terprisea for over fifty years, lie 
was retumod for West York in 
1867, and sat in tho Legislature of 
Canada until 1808, when he was 
appointed Lieut.- Ooverno)* of On- 
tario. From 1BG2 imtll 1801 ho 
held tho oliiccB of Minister of 
Finance and Koooiver-QGnoral. In 
tho latter year ho boenmo Poat- 
niaster-Ocnoral, and a member of 
the Execuilvo Council. In IBCG he

HOWORTH, Henry Hoyle, M.P., 
CoiT.MombuL’ of tho Boyal Academy 
of Lisbon and tf the Anthropolo- 
gical Society of Italy, F.S.A., and 
Local Sooi’utary of the Society of 
Anthropologists in Lancashire, 
M.B.A.S., oto.j etc., is the son of 
the late Henry Howoi4h of Lisbon, 
merchant, and was bom at Lisbon, 
July 1st, 18 12, educated at Bossali 
School, and called to the bar at the 
Cnnoi* Temple, J uno 11th, 1867. 11 as 
devoted hiinsolf cliiefly to litera- 
ture and politics.

HUBBLESTOK, The Hon. Sir John

Ives, Cornwall. lie stii(lic<l for a 
time at the Univm'sity of Dublin, 
bnt did not giiiduate. Having 
olioson tbo law as a prof i^Rsion, lie 
was, in 1839, called to tlie bar at 
Gray’s Inn, whore ho (jiiiolcly rose 
to a prominent position. Luring 
his career as an advocate, Mr. 
Huddleston gradually a(*<inu'ed an 
extensive practice in the Superior 
Coux’ts at Westminster Hall and 
Guildhall, at tlie Central Criminal 
Court, and at tho Middhisox Ses- 
sions. Mr. Huddlc&ion’ s sucoobs

HTTEPPEB, Francis, Ph.D,, was 
bom in 1813, and devoted himself 
to the study of modern philology 
and music m London, Paris, Ber- 
lin, and Leipzig. His first pub- 
lication (1869) was a critical edition | 
of the works of Guillem de Cabes- 
tanh, a troubadour of tlie 12Lh 
century, for which the University 
of Gottingen conferred nx>on him 
the degree of Ph.D. A more ex- 
tensive work on the same subject, 
entitled " The Troubadours : a His- 
toiy of Provon(;al Life and Litera- 
ture in the Middle Ages,” was 
X>ublishod in 1878 j and in the 
same year Mr. Huefior was ap- 
pointed musical critic of the Timea 
In 1880 ho delivered a series of 
lectures on the Troubadours at 
the Hoyal Institution. As a 
writer on music and a musical 
critic, Mr. lluefier has bean the 
first in England to advocate tho 
claims of Eichord Wagner, whose 
works were ten years ago almost 
unknown in this counti*y. His first 
work on the subject, "Eichard 
Wagner, and the Music of the 
Future,” was published in 1874 j a 
more comprehensive biography of 
the master from his pen appeared 
as the ^st volume of a series of 
lives of "The Great Musicians” 
1881. A collection of ^Musical 


Studies,” reprinted from tho Tmies, 
the JPortnigJitly EeuieWj and other 
^periodicals, appeared in 1880. Tho 
work has hoen translated into 
Italian by Signor Alberto Visetti, 
and published at Milan in 1880. 

^ In his critical writings Mr, Ilueffer 
warmly osi)ou8L‘d the cause of a 
national English opera, and ho 
wrote tho libretto of ti. musical 
drama, "Colomba” (music by Mr, 
A. 0. Mackonzio) for the English 
opera season at Drury Liuic in 
1883. llis volume of essays, en- 
titled " Etalian and other Studios,” 
also ni>poarod in 1883. In 18S6 ho 
produced a second operji in eou- 
^unction with Mr, Mariconzio. It 
is entiblod " The Troubadom*,” 
and Guillem do Cabestanhj the 
Proven9al poet previously men- 
tionod, is tlio hero. The first 
porforinanco took place at Drury 
Lane Theatre, Juno 8, 1886, and 
was very favourably received, 

H U G G I E S, WiUiam, F.E. S ., 
D.C.L. (Oxon.), LL.D. (Cantab, et 
Edin.) Ph.D. (Leyden), was born 
in London, Fob. 7, lB2ji, and ro- 
ccivod his early education at tho 
City of London School. He after- 
wards continued hia studies in 
mathematics, olaBsics, and modem 
languagofi with the assistance of 
private masters. Much of his time 
WQ s given to oxperimouis in natural 
X>hilosophy, and he collected appa- 
ratus by the use of which he gained 
coneidorable practical knowledge 
of the oloments of chemistry, 
electricity, magnetism, and oiher 
branches of physical scionco. In 
1852 he was elected a member of 
the Microscopical Society, and for 
some years he applied himself wi^ 
much assiduity to the study, with 
tho aid of the microscope, of animal 
and vegetable physiology. In 1856 
Mr. Huggins ei'ecled on observa- 
tory at his residence at Upper 
Tulse Hill, and occupied himself 
for some time with observation of 
double stars, and with careful 
drawings of the planets Mors 
Jupiter, and Saturn. From tho 
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fii-at eatablishmont of his obscrvji- 
tory it waa his dcsiro not to con- 
tinuo in tho boatcn tract of asti’o- 
nomical observation, but, if pos- 
sible, to bring to bear upon the 
science of astronomy the practical 
knowledge he had obtained of 
general physics, S’or his impor- 
tant researches, Mr. Ilxiggins ro- 
ooivod, in Nov. 1800, one of tho 
Royal Medals placed at the di,s- 
posal of the Royal Society, of wliich 
liG had previously, on Juno 1, 18G5, 
been elected a Fellow, In 1807 the 
G-old Medal of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society was aiv»ii*ded to 
Mr. Huggins and Dr. Miller for 
their conjoint rosonrohos. Mr. 
Huggins has since continued liis 
prismatic researches by a rc-oxa- 
miuation of tho ncliulco with a 
more iiowerPul spectroscope, l)y 
which his former results hii vo 
boou confirmed. Ho has also exa- 
mined the spectra of i'om* comets, 
and has found that the greater 
part of tho light of those objects 
is different from solar light. Mr. 
Huggins has made observiitions of 
tho Bpoctra of the solar iiromi- 
ueuces, and devised the luotliod 
by which tho forma of these objects 
may bo seen. He lias also suc- 
ceeded in detecting tho heat rc- 
coivucl at the earth from some of 
tho fixed stars. From 1875 Mr, 
Huggins has been engaged in ob- 
taining photogrnphs of tho ultra- 
violet portions (uivisiblo to oyo 
observation) of the sijoctra of the 
stars. This difficult research has 
led to important results, and has 
opened up quite a now field of work 
to tho astronomer ; it furnieOicstlio 
only data we at x)reaent have as to 
the pi*obablo relative ages of tho 
stars, and of the sun. Mr. Huggins 
has extended this method of 1 * 0 - 
searcli to two comets, and to tho 
G-reat Nebula in Orion, in e«oh 
case now results of importanco 
being obtained. For those newer 
researches, and for that on tho 
nation of stars in tho lino of 
sightj Mr. Huggins has a second

(h'ubb, of Dublin, construot(‘d at 
I the expense of the Royal Society, 
was placed, in 1871, in Mr. Hug- 
gins's hands, and Ilxiul in Die ob- 
Rorvatory oroetod by him at Uiiper 
TulseJlill. In July, 187fi, he was 
oleotod a I^’oroign MoiuIku* of the 
ancient iiiiiveraity, Dei Liucei, at 
Romo. In tln‘ Oetolxu'of the Rnmo 
year tho Academy of Sci<‘Uc<‘H of 
Paris awarded tlm Lalande Prize 
for Astronomy to Mr. Unggins, as 
an acknowledgment of Ills rti- 
soarohoH in th(' iiliysicsil consti- 
tution of the Hbars, iilanetH, ci^mets, 
and nebuliD. 'rho Ruqxu'or of 
Drii/iil, who has twice paid long 
visits to Mr. lluggiuH*s observa- 
tory, honoured him with the dia- 
tinction of Oommandor of tho 
Order of Lho Itoso in March, 1873, 
About the same time ho was 
olooted a Foi-eign Memlioi' of tho 
Royal Society tif Denmark, and 
also of the Philosophical vSocioty of 
Lund. In Jan, 187 Is ho received 
tho honour of bidng (d<'cto<l a 
Corresponding Miuulx'r of tho 
Academy of Scieuoo of J^aiis. At 
tho tercontenary counnumoration 
of tlui university of Leydcjn, In 
1875, Mr. Huggins received tlio 
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honorary clogroe of Doctor of Phy- 
sics and Mathematics. In 1877 he 
was olocted a OoiTesponding Mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Gottin- 
gen^ and a member of the Royal 
Society of Bohemia : he is also nu 
honor.ory Polio w of the Royal 
Society of Edinbnrghj and of 
various other learned Societies at 
homo and abroad. Mr. Huggins 
was President of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society of Great Britain 
from 187G to 1878. 

HUGHES, Lieut. - Ool. Edwin, 
M.P., was born at Droitwioh, 
■Worcestershire, May 27j 1832, and 
educated at the Grammar School, 
Birmingham. He afterwards be- 
came clerk in a lawyer’s office 
at ‘Woolmch, and in 18G0, at the 
age of twentj^-cight, began prac- 
tice as a solicitor at Woolwich. 
The same year ho was elected 
fourth on the poll to the Woolwich 
Local Board. Ho had been seci'o- 
tory to the Mutual Building 
Society for five years, but now 
started a now building society, the 
ICent and Surrey, became solicitor 
to it, and was api>oinlod Consorv.v- 
tivo agent for Woolwich district. 
In 1883 ho was elected vestry-clerk 
of Plumstoad, and afterwards a 
member of the Plumstoad District 
Board. Ho was also elected a 
director of the Woolwich Steam- 
boat Company, inti'oducod a second 
bonk into Woolwich, and was ap- 
pointed on the eommittoea of all 
local charities and societios. In 
I8C2 he was cominissionod second 
lieutenant in the Plumstoad Ar- 
tillery Volunteers, and beoamc a 
prize-winner at many county and 
Wimbledon competitions. In 18G5 
Mr. Hughes wtifl aiipoiuted chief 
county Consorvaiivo agent, and 
was Bucocssful in gaining six seats, 
which have over since been kept 
by the Conservativos, In 187 Ii he 
was transferred to the City of 
London Conservative Assooiatiou, 
and iucroiised the Conservative 
majority by thousands, so that in 
1880 they polled two to one, and 


in 1885 four to one. After twenty- 
five years’ exertions ho proeiired 
the return in 1880 of two Conser- 
vative luombers for Greonwioh. 
In 1878 ho stiutod another build- 
ing society, tlic Modern, and bo- 
caine vico-cliaiiman. He founded 
a society of vcstry-clerka in London, 
called the Metropolitan Local 
(iuvoriimcnt (Officers) Associa- 
tion.” He took an active part in 
the agibition against the School 
Board in 1885, and on the triuinx)h 
of the "economical” party he was 
oleotod to the post previously hold 
by the Hon. Lyulph Stanley. In 
1885 ho was elected first member 
for Woobvich by a largo Conserva- 
tive majority, and again rotuimod 
in 188G, ivftcr a somewhat unedi- 
fying sq[Liabble had taken i)lace 
between himaolf, Mr. Hoord, and 
Baron H. de ‘Worms, as to the 
representation of Greenwich. 

HUGHES, The Right Rev. Joshua, 
D.D„ Bishop of St. Asaph, born 
at Ne^vportJ PombrokeshirQ, in 
1807, was educated at Cardigan 
and Yslramoiu’ig Sobools, and sub- 
sequently at St. David’s College 
Lampeter, undor Dr. Ollivant, the 
late Bishop of Llandaff. Having 
taken orders, he began his career 
in the Church as curate to tho late 
Archdeacon Hughes, of Aburyst- 
with. -Subsoipiently he was pro- 
moted to tho incumbency of St. 
David’s, Carmarthen, and soon 
afterwards to that of Abergwili 
(1837), in which parish the Bishop 
of St. David’s resides. When 
there he rebuilt tho parish church 
and restored the Chapel of Llan- 
fihnngel-wooh-gwili. Hia popu- 
larity there, and the zeal and 
enoi'gy with which he laboured, 
induced the Bishop to present him 
to the vicarage of Llandhigat, near 
Llandovery, in 18 16, There he 
restored the parish church of 
Llandingat, and also tJiat of Llan- 
foir-y-begon, and also built two 
school chapels. He also hecomc 
rtual dean, suiTogatc, and proctor 
in convocation for tho diocese of 
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yt. David’s. In March, 1870, he 
was nonihiatocl by Mr. Gladstone 
to the see of St. Asaph. Bishop 
Iltighos is said to he an oftoctivo 
preacher both in JSnglibh and 
Welsh. 

HUGHES, Thomas, Q.C., second 
son of Mr. John Hughes, of Don- 
niugton Pnory, near Newbury, 
Bei'ks, by Margaret Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Tliomas Wilkin- 
son, was bom on Oct. 20, 1823, at 
using ton, in Berkshire, of whicli 
parish his gi’andfatlier waB vio*u\ 
Ilis father afterwards removed to 
Donning! on Priory. In 1830 ho 
was sent to u school nt Twyford, 
near Winchester, and at the end of 
the year 3833 ho was removed to 
Itugliy, whore ho studied under 
Dr. Arnold. Thence ho proceeded 
to Oriel College, Oxford, where 
he took his B A. degree in 
1815. Previously io this time ho 
had turned his attention to poli- 
tical problems, and when he left 
Oxford ho was an advanced 
Liberal* He was called to the bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn in Jan. 1848. He 
was one of the members for Lam- 
beth from 1805 to 1808, when he was 
returned for the borough of Prome, 
which ho continued to reprosoni 
till Jan. 1874. At the general elec- 
tion of Peb.l871ihewa8 nominated 
as a candidate for Morylebonc, hut 
he retired on the day before tho 
poll was taken, when 294 votes were 
recorded in his favour. Mr. 
Hughes was appointed a Queen’s 
Counsel in 1869, and in the fol- 
lowing year ho made a tour in tho 
United States. In July, 1882, ho 
was appointed Judge of tho County 
Court Circuit, No. 9, vacant by tho 
resignation of Mr. Yates. Ho is 
tho author of ** Tom Brown’s 
Soliool Dtiys, by an Old Boy,” 
1857, which passed through several 
editions, and a French version of 
which '^imiie do I’Anglaia avec 
I’autorisaticoi de Tauteur, par J, 
Levoiain,” fropeared at Pju’ib in 
1875; ^'The Scouring of the White 
Horse/* 1868, though dated 1859 ; 


*^Tom Brown at Oxford,” 3 vols., 
1801; ''Boligio Laici,” 1861, being 
the first of a series of ^Tracts for 
Priests and People,” and after- 
words reininled as Layman’s 
Faith,” 1808 ; Cause of Free- 
dom: which is its Champion in 
America, tho North or the South P” 
1803; ''Alfred !he Great,” in tho 
" Sunday Library for Household 
Beading,” 1809; "Memoir of a 
Brotlier” [Goo. C. HughosJ, (2nd 
edit., 1873) ; a Prefatory Memoir to 
Chiudes Kingsley’s "Alton Locke,” 
1876; "Tho Old Church: what 
shall we do with ItP” a volmno 
directed against tho movement for 
tho disosiablishmentof the Church 
of England, 1878 j and " A Memoir 
of Daniel Macmillan,” 1882. Ho 
also contributed a pi'oface to 
" Whitmore’s Poems ; ” and edited 
J. B, Lowell’s "Biglow J’aporR,” 
1830 5 the Comte de t’aris' work on 
The Trade Unions of England,” 
1809 ; J* F. D. Maurice’s treatise 
on "Tho Friendship at BooIvr,” 
1874; and "Gone to Texas: Let- 
ters from Our Boys,” 1885. Mr. 
Hughes married, in 18 J 7, Anno 
Francos, oldest daughter of tlio 
Bov. James Ford, Probondary of 
Exeter. 

HULL, Edward, M.A., LL.D*, 
F.B.S., Director of tho Geological 
Survey of Ireland, son of tho Bov. 
J. D. Hull, vioor of Wieldtani- 
brook, was born in Antrim, May 21, 
1829. Ho was oxiensively em- 
ployed upon tho Geological Survey 
of Great Britain under tho late Sir 
H. T* Dc In Bechc and Sir R. 1, 
Murchison. In 1867 ho was ap- 
pointed District Surveyor to tho 
Geological Survey of Scotland, and 
in 3809 Director of the Survey of 
Ireland, and ProfuSROr of Geology 
in the Boyal College of iSciouco, 
Dublin, on tho decease of the late 
Professor Jukes. On tho appoint- 
ment of tho Boyal Coniznission on 
Coal Besourcos, '^’ofasHor Hull 
prepared an ostimato of Dio quan- 
tity of coal in the coidfiolds of 
Irmand, and nlso contributed in- 
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forniatiou on thoao of Enjyland, 
which is published in the Itoport. 
In 1873 ho was elected President 
of the Boyal Geological Society of 
Irelaud, and in 1871 Probident of 
tho Ucologioal Section of the 
ilrltish Absociatiou at its mcoliug 
in Belfast. In 1879 he received 
the honorary degree of LL.D. from 
the TTniver&ity of Glasgow. To- 
wards tho close of 1883 Professor 
IIuU undertook the charge of a 
Sciontiho Expedition through 
Arabia Petraja, tho Jordan Arabah 
Valley, and ‘Western Palestine, 
organised by the committee of the 
Paloatiiio Exploration Pund, for 
the purijoso of investigating tho 
goologioal structure of these coun- 
tries, and oi' determining the 
mode of formation of the depres- 
sion of the Bead Sea, and or the 
Jordanio Valley. Tho Expedition 
was acoompaniedby several natural- 
ists, and by Colonel Kitchener, 
Bp.E., and a narrative of the jonruey 
has been drawn up by Professor 
niiU, entitled “Mount Seir, Sinai, 
and Western PtUcstine,'' 1885. Ho 
is the author of sevoi'«il works, of 
which the following ore tlie more 
important ; — Memoir on " The 
Phybical Geology and Geography 
of Arabia Petrwa, Palestine, and 
adjoining Districts,*' 1880 j 
Physical Geology and Geograpliy 
of Irehind,” 1878 j “The Coal 
Fields of Great Brihiin,*' 1th edit. 
3881s “On Building and Orna- 
mental Stones of Great Dritoin and 
Foreign Countries/' 1 872 s momoh'S 
“ On tho Triasaio and Permian 
Rocks of tho Midland Counties of 
England," 1869 ; “ On tho Geology 
of the lieicostershiro Coal Field," 
1860} "On the Geology of the 
Country around Oldham and Mau- 
ohoster," 1803 } " On the Geology 
of the Country around Chelten- 
ham," 1857. Mr. Hull is also a 
contributor to tho Transactions of 
tho Eoyal and Geological Societies 
of London, Dublin, and other 
towns. 

HITMBEET IV., King of Italy, 


tho eldest son of the late King 
Victor Emanuo], was born March 
14, 1814. At an early age he ob- 
tained an insight into political and 
military life under tho guidance of 
jiib father, whom lit» attended dur- 
ing the war of Italian Independ- 
ence, although ho was then too 
young to tako an active i^art in the 
struggle. Tho youthful hoir to 
the throne was more closely con- 
nected with the movoiuont tor tho 
unification of Italy, which followed 
the events of 1850. In particular 
]ie took port in blie work of rc- 
OJ*ganizing tho ancient Kingdom of 
the Two Sicilies, and in July, 1862, 
ho visited Kax)les and Palermo, 
whore he shared the popularity of 
Garibaldi. When tho war between 
Prussia and Austria was iinmiucnt, 
Prince Iluinbort was despatched to 
Paris to ascertain the sentiments 
of the ih'enoh Govormnent in refer- 
ence to tlie alliance betwoee Italy 
and Prussia. On tho outbreak of 
hostilities be hastened to take the 
field} obtained the command of 
a division of General Cialdinl*s 
army with the title of Lieutenant- 
General } and was present at tho 
disobti’ous battle of Oustozza (June 
23, 1860), where, it is said, he per- 
formed prodigies of valour. On 
April 22, 1868, he married, at Turin, 
his cousin, the Princess Miu'gucrite 
Mario Thorese Jeanuo of Bavoy, 
daughter of the late Buko Fer&- 
nand of Genoa, brother of King 
Victor Emanuel. A son was born 
at Naples, Nov. 11, 1869, wbo re- 
ceived th e names of Victor Emanuel 
Ferdinand Mary Jauuarius, and 
the title of Prince of Naples. After 
the occupation of Koine by tho 
Italian troops in 1870, Prince 
Humbert and the Princess Mar- 
guerite took up then* residence in 
the Eternal City. He succeeded to 
the throne on the death of his 
father, Jan. 9, 1878. As he was 
entering Naples, Nov. 17, 1878, a 
man named Giovanni Passanonte 
approached the royal carriage and 
attempted to assassinate his Ma- 
0 0 
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josty with a poniard. I'lie Kin*? 
escaped with a slight scratch, hut 
Signor Cau'oli, tho Pi’iino Minister, 
who was with him, was wounded 
rather badly in the thigh. Pas- 
sananto was condemned to death, 
hut tho piiiualuuGiit was commuted 
by t]:io King to penal servitude for 
life, King Ilumliert rocoivod the 
Order of the Garter by the hands 
of tho Duke of Ahercoru at tho 
Quirinal, March 2, 1H78. 

HUME, The Rev. Abraham, D.C.L., 
LL.D., of Scotch extraction, born 
about 1815, WHS educated at the 
Eoynl Belfast College, at Glasgow 
University, and afterwards at 
Trinity College, Dublin, in all 
which ho Buooeoded in obtaining 
honours. Having taught inatho- 
inatics and the English laiigxxago 
and literature in the Belfast itoyal 
Institiztiozz and Aomloinyt and the 
Institute and College at Liverpoo], 
he was ordained in 18 i3, aii<l tho 
hon. degree of LL. D. was conferred 
upon him by tho University of 
Glasgow, In 18-17 ho was ap- 
pointed to a new parish in Liver- 
pool } and his minute statistical 
inquiries connected with this and 
other portions of tho town throw 
groat light tipou its moral and 
^iritual comlition. The j>iiblioa- 
tiou of a summary of tho previous 
year’s work from his diary in Jan, 
1837 and 1858, under tho signatuiv' 
of ” A Lauciishiro Incumbent,^* had 
tho effect of modifying public 
oi)inion on the subject of tho idle- 
ness imputed to the' clergy in letters 
printed in the Timeb. lie has paid 
grOvit atloniion to the pi'oinotioa of 
education, and to the advancement 
of useful Icamiiig among all classes 
in Livcipool, and is a member of 
several learned societies. Among 
his writings aro Tho Learned 
Socictios and Printing Clubs of the 
United Kingdom,’^ published in 
1817 } ** St. Hugh of Lincoln, or an 
Bxainmation of a Curious Tradition 
respecting tlie Jews,'* 1840 j Philo- 
sophy of Geograyhicnl Niunes,’’ 
1861 5 " Geographical Terms, as 


illustrating and enriching tho 
English Language,” 1859 j "Toiio- 
gra])]iical, iiistorieal, and Philo- 
logical Essays, ropriuted from the 
Ulster .luurmil of Archeology}” 
VJirious pamphlets in defence of 
the EstabliBliod Church} Essays 
on Elenxoutary edu(‘ation } and 
single sermons, Jn 1807 ho was 
sent on a surveying tour hy tho 
South Auienoun Missionary Society, 
mid explored Iho west coast, es- 
pecially in Peru and Chili. In 
1800 he was awarded the Cunning- 
ham prize by the Royal Irish 
Acadoiny, for a valuable essay on 
the Frish Dialect, acconiiianied by 
a largo glossary of words and 
phrnsca, iu 187 1» ho was appointed 
to an lionojury cjuioury iu Chester 
Cathedral. >lo was one of those 
who coiitouded for years that Liver- 
2 X>ol should have a 
aetiug 4U4 So(»reLary of the Com- 
mittee, he iniblishod foiu* pamphlets 
on tho subject. In 1881 ho con- 
ducted a ”Crcod Coiisiis” of tho 
whole diocese, olitaiiiiug replies 
from tho people with roadiiicss} 
and in 1882, when a Coubus of 
Religious Worship for tlio Diocese 
was taken in all the churches, it 
was tabulated and reduced to order 
by Canon Hume, lie has also 
written an " Ecolosiastioal Hibtery 
of Liverpool,” which was inildiahojl 
in tho first number of tho ‘ * Diocobaii 
Calendar.” 

HUMPHREY, The Rev. William, 
a.J., sou of John JUunphroy, Ewp, 
J.P.jOf Pitmeddon, Abordociibhiro, 
was bom at Abortlcon, July 3J, 
1839, lie was edneatod at Maris- 
chal College, Aberdeen, and is a 
member of the General Council of 
the University of Aberdeen. He 
studied law at tho University of 
Edinlnmgh } was ordained a clergy- 
, man of the Church of England by 
i Dr, Forbes, Bishoj) of Brechin, and 
held the living of St. Mary Mag- 
dalono, Dimdoo. Ho became a 
; Roman Catholic in March, IBCBj nnd 
i went to Romo, whwo he made his 
I thoological studies at tho Collegio 
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Boinano. He was ordaiucd x>i’i 6 bt 
by Cardinal Manning, in 1871, and 
served on tlio mlHsion in London 
till lS7i, when ho ontorod tht» 
Society of Jesus. Father Hxxui- 
plirey is tho author of " The Divine 
Teacher,” and sevt»raJ Bormons,and 
has oontrilmted to the “Catholic 
Acadcjuia'' and tho Month. 

HUMPHRY, Sir George Mur- 
ray, M.D„ born July, 1820, at 
Sudbury, in SulL’olk, is the son oi 
a barrister-at-law. Ho was ai>- 
prontiood to Mr. J. G. Crosse, a 
surgeon of Norwich, in 183G, studied 
at the tiorfpitiil of that city, and 
subsequently at Si. Dai*tholomew*s. 
In 1856 he took his degree of M.D., 
at Caonbridge. He bocaino Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy in 1866, a mem- 
ber of the Connoil of tho College 
of Surgeons in 1 BG 8 , of the Court 
of Examiners, 1877, and Professor 
of Surgery at Cambridge in 1883. 
Sir C. Humphry is tho author of 
“A Treatise on the Human Skele- 
ton j ” " Old Ago and Changes 
Incidental to it,” 1875 ; " The 
Hunterian Oration,” 1879 ; and 
various articles in the Journal of 
Anatom/y, &c. He was knighted In 
188*1. 

HUNT, Alfred William, M.A., 
R.W'.S., was born at Liverpool in 
1830, and educated at the Col- 
legiate School in that town. In 
18J8 he gained a scholarship at 
Corpus Ohristi College, Oixford. 
In 1861 he won the “ Nowdigato,” 
and in 1862 took his degree with a 
second-class in classics. In the 
following year he became a Fellow 
of his College. He ^st exhibitod 
in the Eoyal Academy, in 185 1, 
“ Styehead Pass, Cumberland." In 
1356 he made a th*st success in the 
Academy, with his pictiu’e “ Llyu 
Idwal,” which was much praised 
by Mr. Buskin j and the same year 
he became a member of the Ho- 
garth Club, which was then just 
founded, and was the centre of 
pre-Baphaelite force. Mr. Hunt's 
next year's pictuivas were also 
mudh admired by Mr. Buskin, but 
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they wore unfortunately hung, and 
Mr, Buskin’s comments on their 
hanging wore of n kind tliat did 
not advance the artist's fortunus 
for tho fxituro. Ho continued, 
howover, at intervals, to exhibit 
iii tho Itoyiil Acrwlciny until 1862 , 
wlion Jig whs elocterl an Associate 
of tho aocioiy of L’»imt'C'r.s m WHlcr 
Colours, of which ho w.L‘^ inado a 
full mcnihor two years later, and 
for alioiit sovon yo.u’s Avuikoil only 
in that medium, lu 1870 ho again 
sent a picture to tho Academy, axid 
has sinco then oxhibitod both oil 
and water-colours. Mr. Hunt’s 
best known pictxircs since that 
time arc : “ Loch Marco j ” “ G oring 
Look i” “ Diinstauborough Castle r 
“ A Mountain joyous with Leaves 
and Streams i ” Summer Days for 
Me 3 ” " Whitby ; Morning ” and 
“Bveningj” “Leafy Junej "Tho 
Wreck of the Globe 3 " “Whitby 
Churchyard 5 ” and " Sonning,” 
Ml*. Hunt's walcr^coloiu*s are so 
numerous, that it is diiHcult to 
make a selection from them. Per- 
haps tho most impQi'tnnt are tho 
“ Durham j ” “ The Eainbow 3 *' 

“ Ullswator ; ” “ Llandocwyn ; " 

“Luch Corinski” and “A Land 
of Smouldering Fire." A large 
number of Guo apccimens of liis 
art were grouped together at one 
of tho Winter Exliibitious of the 
Qrosvenor Gallery a few yem's ago, 
and a large collection of his works 
in water-oolour and oil was shown 
at the Fine Art Society's Booms in 
188-1*. Mr. Hunt is generally con- 
sidered to bo the most distinguished 
follower of Tumor, and the chief 
upholder of the system of land- 
scape ai*t which endeavoui’s to unite 
truth of light and poetical feeling 
with fidelity to nature. In 1882 
Mr, Hunt was elected Honorary 
Fellow of Corpus Ghristl College, 
Oxford. 

HUNT, Sir Henry Arthur, C.B., 
horn in 1810, is a son of James 
Hunt, Esq., of Westminster. He 
is Consulting Surveyor to Her 
Majesty's Office of Works, a part-

ner in the flj’ni of Messra. Huntj 
Stephenaon, and Jones, Surveyors, 
London, and Eeeoivcr-O^oneral for 
the Lptiii and Clnipier of We&i- 
ininstpr. lie "waK knighted in July, 
1870 , 

HT7NT, Eokert, JT.lt.S., horn 
Sept. G, 1807, at Devoni)ort, a self- 
educated man, is tho ICeeper of 
Minin Eeoords at tho Muscuin 
of Practical Geology, and was tho 
dret-appoinled Pi-ofcssor of Me- 
chanical Science to the Govern- 
ment School of Minos. ITe is beat 
known by his work on "Photo- 
graphy/^ published in lS12j 
scarohes on Liglit,” "'I’he Poetry 
of Science,^* and "Paiithca, or the 
Spirit of Nature,” 18J0 ; “Ele- 
mentary Physics,” 185 L ; and 
“ Manual of PIiotograi>Iiy " 7tli 
edition, 1857 j and is the editor of 
three editioub of “ TTi’o’s l>iction«ry 
of Arts, Manufactures, and Mines." 
The 7tli edition was published in 
1875, and a suppluiuentary volume 
in 1H7B. Ho has devoted special 
attention to the chouii<*al inilucncc's 
of tlio solar rays, is tho discovoror 
of several iiui)oHani photographic 
processes, and has contributed to 
a more perfect knowledge of tho 
influences of light, heat, and actin- 
ism (tho chemical principle of the 
solnv rays) on the growth of 
plants. Those rosearohes have boon 
iniblishod in the " TriinflacUons of 
tlic liritish Association," and one 
]japer in tho " Transactions of tho 
Poyal Society,” of which Society ho 
has boon for many years a Follow, 
Ho was for five yeai’s Secretary to 
the Eoyal Cornwall Polytcclniic 
Society, dunng which period ho 
was very actively engaged in inves- 
tigating tho phenomena of mineral 
veins and of metalliferous dex)Osit8 
in genei'al. Mr. Kobort Hunt, who 
is the author of the ''Synopsis,” 
and of the "Handbook” of the 
Great Hschibition of 1851, and of 
the International Exhibition of 
1802, was the originator of the 
publication of statistical returns of 
the mineral produce of the United 


Kingdom. His "Miiioral Statis- 
tics,” published nimunlly by order 
of the ^t'roasury, are so much 
vnlucd hy those engaged in motal- 
liu'gical aud inhieral induHlrios, 
that ill 1S()0 a vei’y liaiidsoine 
tobtuuouia], of tiio value of COO 
guineas, was prosonted to him. In 
J88I1 tho 'I'voaisiuvy abolished tlio 
Mining Itocord Oflice, when Mr. 
Hunt receivt'd, in conaidoration of 
his services, an additional I'otiring 
allowance, tlio "Mineral Statistics,” 
which ho originated, being trans- 
ferred to i ho Mine Euapootora under 
the lToni(» Olliee. lie originated 
tho Miuers' AbHOiujition of (Joni- 
wiill and Devonshire, tho ohjoct 
of which is to give the practical 
miller a beiontifle oducation, litied 
for tho industry in wliich ho is 
engaged. This Asbooiatioii, which 
is now incorporated with tho Min- 
ing lubtituto, is still actively at 
^vork. Mr. li. Hunt was aiiiioiuted 
in IKCG one of tho Koyal (JoiumiB- 
sioners to inquire into tho qxtuntily 
of coal remaining umvorked in the 
Jlritish coiil-fleldfl. fn IS8 1- lie pub- 
lished a eomiirehensivo work on 
British mining, llo has recently 
rocoivod the liiploma of Honour 
from tho Iloaltli Exhibition, for 
" services rendorod.” 

HTJKTj Thomas Storry, LL.D„ 
r.E.S., was born at Norwich, Con- 
necticut, Sept. 5, 1825, En 18 15 he 
became assistant to Ih-of. Si I liman 
in his chouiicnl laboratory nt Yale 
Oolleije, and in 18 17 was niipoiutod 
chemist and iiihiernlogibt to tho 
Geological Survey of Uauada. He 
hold this post lor more tlmn twonty- 
flvo years, rebignhig it in 1872 to 
accept tho chair of Geology in tho 
Massacliubctts Institute of Tochno- 
logji but subsequently relumed to 
Montreal, where lie has since re- 
sided. His earliest studios were 
directed ospeciiilly to theoretical 
chemistry, and tho llicoriub ho de- 
duced were maintained by him in 
a series of papers in tho Awcricuii 
Journal of ScioncCt hogiiuiing in 
1848. Ho has ii»n(lo very thorough 
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researchus into tho cliomiciil and 
ininoral conix^osition of roeks^ and 
into tho ohemiati'y of mineral 
waters, and has very fully discussed 
tUo phenomena of volcanoes and 
igneous rocks. Ilia views on these 
and other kindred <xuostions are to 
he found in an essay on tho Che- 
mistry of the Earth/^ in tho Eeport 
of the Smithsonian Institution for 
18GQ, in his address as retiring 
Ih’esident of the American Associa- 
tion for the A dvancement of Science 
(1871), and in more recent papers, 
llis contidbiitions to American and 
European scientide societies and 
joiu’nals arc very numerous j and 
a collection of many of them was 
published in 1874. lie furnished 
many important articles in his 
specialty to Appleton's American 
Cydoxijodia " (1871-70 ) ; and is a 
member of the leading learned 
societies of both continents. In 
3881 hepuhlislied a work on the 
" Coal and Iron in Southern 
Ohio } " and in 1881 an "Account 
of the Progress in Uoology in 
1883." His latest work is " M moral 
Physiology and Physiography," 

1880. Tho honorary degree of 
LL.B. was conferred upon him hy 
tho University of Ctimbridge in 

1881, and in 1882 ho received from 
tho King of Italy the decoration of 
Officer of tho Order of SS. Mauri- 
tius and Lazarus. Ho aided in the 
organization of the Royal Society 
of Canada in X8B2, of which in 
188d-8S he was xiresidont. 

HUNT, 'William Holman, painter, 
one of tho most prominent of tlie 
three working members of Uio Pre- 
Itiii>haolite movement, born in Lon- 
don in 1827, exhibited his first 
pieturo at tho Academy in 1810. 
Tho earlier works were adopted 
from poetry imd fiction, such as 
" Dr. Rochooli If c performing Divine 
Service in tho Cottage of Jocolino 
Joliffo at 'Woodstock," in 184-75 
"The Plight of Madeline and 
Porplxyro," from Keats's " St. 
Agnes," in 1848 $ and " Rienzi 
vowing to obtain Justice for the 
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death of his young Brothor,” 
in 1840. He began that series 
of religious and mystical sub- 
jects, whereby he has smeo made 
iiimsoll' best Icnown, with " A 
Ooiivortod British Pamily shelter- 
ing a Christian Missionary from 
tho Persecution of the Druids/’ in 
1860, foliowcd by the symbolical 
"Hireling Shepherd," in 1852. Ills 
picture in 1851 was in a different 
class of sentiment, — Valentino 
receiving Sylvia from Proteus j" 
that of 1853, " Claudio and Isa- 
bella," and " Our English Coasts," 
a bcauliful study of the Downs at 
Hastings. Tlu*ce of these pictures 
were awarded .£50 and .£60 prizes 
at Liverpool and Birmingham. 
Tho ooculb meaning of his " Light 
of tho World " and of the "Awaken- 
ing Conscience," of 1854^ was ex- 
plained by Mr. Ruskin in some 
letters to tho Twies, " The Scape- 
' goat," of wliioh tho scene was 
painted upon tho margin of tho 
salt-cnonisted shallows of the Red 
Son., was exhibited in 185G. Tho 
" Finding of the Saviour in tbo 
Temple," exhibited in 1860, was 
IDOrhaps tho painting which at- 
tracted tho most exclusive notice 
of any modern effort. "Isabella 
and the Pot of Basil" was exhi- 
bited in London in 1866. His 
moro recent pictmes are "London 
Bridge on tho Night of tho Mar- 
riage of tho Prince of Wales j" 
"The After-Gf-low j " and "The 
I‘estival of St. Smthin." The 
last-mentioned was in tho Royal 
Academy Exhibition of 1868. Tho 
largest of his works, wldch exclu- 
sively occupied his time during a 
residence of four years in Palestine, 
was finished in 1873. It is styled 
" The Shadow of Death," and re- 
presents a prevision of the Cruci- 
fixion. " Plains ol Esdraelon," an 
oriental landscape with shepherd 
and sheep, taken at Nozoi’eth ; ex- 
hibited 1877. "The Ship," an 
illustration of lines from *'^In 
Memoriom," represents tho deck 
of a ship by night j exhibited 1878. 
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‘^Poriniit of Sir liicbarcl OwcHj 
C exhmtcd IcSSO, &c. '* Tlio 

Tiiiiinph of tlio Innoconts^^ was 
oxliiHterl in Bond Struct in 18bD. 
I’liifl work was retarded in its coiii-

HUNTEB, Sir William Guyer, 
K.C.JVL.Or., oldest son of the 

late Mr. Thomas Hunter, of Oat- 
ter iek, Y orkshire, was born in 
1831, and educated at King’s Col- 
lege, Iionclon, at Aberdeen Uni- 
versity, and ut various hosiiitala. 
lie entoi*ed tlio Indian Hodical 
Service, jioinbay Presidoucy, in 
18D0, and served throup-b. the Bur- 
luesti War and the Indian Mutiny. 
In 1870 ho was ajiijointed Princiiial 
of the Grant Moclical College, and 
in 1879 Yice-Chancellor of the 
University of Boiuhay. Ho retired 
in 1880, and in 18HH went out to 
Egypt to survo on the Cholera 
Conimiasion. Kor hia services on 
this oocubion lie was made a i 
K.O.M.G, lu 18Sr> he entered | 
PiirlJttuient as Oons^uwativo mem- 
ber for Central Jlaekuoy, find was 
again roiiirmnl for the stuno eon- 
stituoiioy in 1880. 

HUHTEB, William WilBon.O.l.K., 
was born July 15, 18*10, and edu- 
cated lit the University of Glasgo’w, 
at Paris, and Bonn. He hcadud 
the list of Indiiui civilians ai)- 
pointed in 1803 j and after distin- 
guishing himself in Calcutta }>y 


high proficiency in Sanskrit and 
tlio modern vcrnanulare of liiclia, 
passed tlu’ough tho usual appoint- 
ments of a civil servant in tho 
Bengal disbdets. On the outbreak 
of the Famine of 18()fl, ho was 
selected to superintend public in- 
struction in the iirovince of Orissa 
and the south-weafccru division of 
Bengal. At tho ond of the dearth 
ho received the thanks of tho Go- 
vernmont, but was invalided to 
Bnglfiud. While on sick leave Mr. 
Hunter wi-oto “ 'I'ho Annals of 
Purul Bengal,^’ which in the next 
ten yufiiB pass<*d through five edi- 
tions j and a Diefcionavy of tlio 
N on- Aryan Baiigi ui ges of Indi a 
and High Asia,” lor which Avorks, 
on his return to Bengal, ho re- 
ceived the iHiblie aekiiowledgiueuth 
of tho Govornor-( ieiieral and tho 
Koeretiiry of State, and tho (b'greo 
of LL.D, from tho University of 
Glasgow, lu IKGO lie was attiudiiid 
on special duty to the Somdariat 
of the Govenunent of Bengal j in 
18/0 to that of the WuimMuo Go- 
vernment of India, a{'tiug for a 
time US Under-Secrotnry j in 1871 
he was appointed Diroetor-Goneral 
of Statistics, As the first head of 
tliia dci3artuiont he organised and 
earrxedontthe staiistieal survey of 

India. The first eonbus of India 
was fcakon in 1872. In IK 7 G the 
“ Statibiieal Aocouiit of Bengal” 
was issued to the public in iAventy 
volumes, and an exact suivoy hud 
been nuide of tho roj-ouiTeH and 
2)Opulatioii of each distruit in India, 
nil area ucjual to all Muroiioh^ss 
Htissta.’^ Mr. Hunter again ru- 
eoived Llie gazetted 1 hanks of l\m 
Government. llisJabours bad deme 
much to throw light on the c.iubeH 
and juaungemtml of fjuniiii^h, and 
to hring them within eoiilrol j and 
in 1878 ho was apiitunied uniong 
the first members of tho innv Order 
of the Indian Eminre. Jlis best 
known books are tho ’^Annalri of 
Ktiral Bengal j” ‘'Orihsa, or an 
Indian Province iiiuler hJ alive 
and British Hulo 5 ** The Indian 
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Mussulmans j “A System of i’li- 
niine Warnings 5 A Life of Lord 
Mayo,” 2 vols. j ^'A Dictionary of 
tlie Non- Aryan Languages of India 
and High Asia ; ” " The Imperial 
Gaaettcer of Indiaj” 9 vols, j Thu 
Indian Empire : its History, 
People, and Products^” 1882, which 
consists mainly of the article 
“ India,” ill his "Imperial Gasset- 
toer,” revised, remodelled into 
chapters, and brought up to date. 

HUNTINGTON, Daniel, born at 
Now York, Oct. 14, 181G, gradu- 
ated at Hamilton College in 1834, 
entered the studio of S. B, E. 
Morse, in Now York, in 1835, and 
soon produced two noted genre 
pictures, the Toper Asleep,” and 
the "Bar-room Politician,” and 
several excellent landsoapos. In 
1830 he studied in Elorenue and 
iiomo, and, on his return to Ame- 
rica, painted " Mercy’s Dream," 
and " Christiana and her Children.’ * 
In 1844 he Again went to Eome, 
where he painted the " Homan 
Penitents,” "Italy,” "The Com- 
munion of the Sick,” and several 
landscapes. In 1851 he visited 
England, wliero ho painted the 
portraits of several distinguished 
porsonagos. With the exception of 
a few years ho has been President 
of the National Academy of Design, 
Now York, from 18G2 to the pre- 
sent time. Among his later works, 
besides numerous portraits, are, 
"Lady Jane Grey and Eookenliam 
in the ToweiV* " Henry VIII. and 
Queen Catherine Parr,” " Queen 
Mary signing the Death-warrant

HUNTINGTON, Erederio Daniel, 
D.D,, S.T.D., Bishop of the Pro- 
testant Episcoiial Diocese of Cen-

tral Now York, was born at Iladloy, 
Mnssaoliusotts, May 28, 1810. Ho 
graduated at Amherst College in 
1830, studied divinity at Cam- 
hndgo, and in 3842 hocanie pastor 
of a Dnitaritvn Church in Boston, 
lu 3855 ho was elected preacher to 
Cambridge University, and Pro- 
fessor of Christian Morals in Har- 
vard College. Ho had, about this 
tiiiio, withdrawn himsell from the 
Unitarian body, and cniiie to the 
University occupying an indepeii- 
dont position. In 1850 he took 
orders in the Protestant E 2 }iBcopal 
Chuz’ohj in 1801 was one of the 
foimdors of the Olvurah Montlihj s 
and in 1800 was elected Bishoij of 
the diocese of Contml New York. 
Bosidos a suiucs of lectures on 
"Human Society as 13 lustrating 
the Wisdom, Power, nnd Goodness 
of God,” he has i)ublisJicd many 
volumes of sermons and books of 
devotion, together Avitli "Hymns 
of the Ages ” (3 vols., 18G0-0J). 

HUTCHINSON, Jonathan, E.H.S., 
was born in July, 1828, at Selby, 
Yorksluj'Oj and educated at Selby. 
Ho was admitted a Eellow of 
the College of Surgeons in 18G2. 
He was appointed President of the 
Huutei'ian Society in 1800 and 
1870 1 Prosldont of the Pathologionl 
Society in 1879 and 1880 j of the 
Ophihalmological in 1888, and was 
Professor of Surgery and Path- 
ology in tho Eoyal College of 
Surgeons from 1877 to 1888, This 
distinguished sui'gcon was a mem- 
ber of the Eoyal Commission 
appointed in 1881 to inquire into 
the condition of the London hos- 
pitals for small-pox and fever 
cases, and into the means of pre- 
venting Uie spread of infection. 

HUTCHINSON, Thomas Joseph, 
M.D., E.B.G.S., was born at Stoney- 
ford, CO. Kilkenny, January IH, 
1820. He was educated at Ennis- 
corthy and Dublin, and, after 
taking Ms degrees, ho made seve- 
ral voyages to Africa as ship’s 
doctor. In Septembei', 1866, he 
was ai>pointed Her Majesty’s Con- 
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Bill for the Big^lit of Biafraj audj 
in tlio same month and year, 
received a like cominUsion for tlio 
Island of Eox'uando Po. Ho was 
Actiug-Goveruor of Pornaudo L^o 
for Queen Isabella of Spain, from 
January to July, 18S7. He was 
elected a Follow of tho Royal 
GI-cogr<ix>hioal Sooioty in ISoS — of 
the Ethnological Society in 1800 — 
of tho Royal Society of hitoiMturo 
in 18G1 — of tho Anthropologicnl 
Society in 1803 — and of tho Society 
of Arts in 1871. lie is Vioo- 
President d*homioiir do I'lnstitut 
d*Afrique in Paris, and Honorary 
Member of tho Liverpool Literary 
and Pliilosophical Society. Ho 
was transferred, as Consul, to 
Rosario, in the Argontiiio Repub- 
lic, on the 12tb of July, 1801 . By 
directions of Earl Russell lio pro- 
cccd(‘d to explore the Salado val- 
ley in sijarcli of wild cotton on the 
2D til November, 1802, and returned 
to his post on tho 10th of March, 
18(13. lie was transferred, as Con- 
sul, to Callao, on the 20th October, 

1870. Whilst at Callao he was 

nominated by 1 ^resident Pardoc 
one of tho fifteen Foundation Fel- 
lows of tho Society of Fino Arts in 
Peru. He resigned his post here 
in May, 1873, on account of failing 
health. Ho is author of "Niger- 
Tshadda-BinuO Exploration of 
1854-55** (1835) j Impi'cssions of 
Western Africa** (1858) ; “ Ten 
Years* Wandorings amongst the 
Ethiopians ** (1801) j Buoiioa 

Ayres and Argentine Gleanings ** 
(1805) ; The Parana and South 
American Recollections from 1801 
to 1808** (1808) i '"Two Years in 
Peru ** (2 volfl., 1874) j and '* Suni- 
mor Holidays in Brittiuiy** (1870), 
do is also author of several 
Consular Reports in tho Foreign 
Oflloo Blue-books. Ho retired from 
active service on February 12, 1873, 
and was granted n pension by tho 
Lords of the Treasiuy on Apill 2 1, 

187 1. Ho went as Delegate for tho 
Antlu'opological InsUtuto of Groat 
Britain and Ireland to tho Inter- 


national Geographical Congress at 
Venice, in the mouth of September, 
1881 i was elected Foreign Corre- 
spondent of the liciliuuG cographiciil 
Society at Rome on the 29th of 
January, 1882. 

HTTXLEY, Thomas Henry, LL.D., 
Ph.D., D.C.L,, M.D., F.O.S.Eng., 
F.R.S,, was horn on May <1, 1825, at 
Eahug, M iddlosox, and was for some 
years educated at the school in his 
native place, where his father was 
one of the masters. This prepara- 
tory course was followed hy indus- 
trious ])rivate study, including 
German scientific literature, and 
medical instruction recoivod from 
a broth or-in-Liw, who was a pliysi- 
(‘ian. Aft(‘rwarcls ho attended 
lectures at the Medical School of 
tho Chai'iug Cross Hospital, fu 
18 15 hex)assed tho first examination 
for the degree of M.B. at the 
University of Loudon, and took 
honours in physiology. Having 
passed the requisite examination, 
ho was, in IRIO, appointed assibhiuL- 
surgoou to H.M.S, Viclory, for ser- 
vice at Hablar Hospital. His next 
ai>x)ointinent was as assJstant-suj*- 
geou to H.M.S, Eiitihsnakii, ami ho 
spent the greater piu’t of the time 
from 1817 to 1850 off the eastern 
and northern coabts of AusU’alia. 
Some of tho results of tho studies 
in natural history for which this 
cruise afforded facilities, aiipearod 
in various nnunoirs comuiunicaluil 
to the Lium^an and Royal Societies, 
and in a work ciititl(‘d O(i('jmio 
riydroKoa, a Descrixition of the 
Oaiycophoridm and Physoiihoridm 
observod during tho voyage of 
ir.M.S. liaitlcsmH** (1859). Mr. 
Huxley returned to Eiiglantl in 
1850, and in tho following year ho 
was olc'Ct<'d a Fellow of the Royal 
Hooiety. In 1852, ono of the Ihiyal 
medals was awarded to liiiu, In 
1855 ho was appointed L^rofessoi* of 
Natural History at the Royal 
School of Mines in Jenuyn-btreet, 
and, in the same year, Fulloriaii 
t*rofessor of Physiology to tlie 
Royal Institution, luid Examiner 
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in Phybioiog’y niifl Conipjir/itivo 
Anatomy to tho University of 
Jjonrlon. In IH.’jB he was appoiniod 
Croonian Lecturer to the Koyal 
Society, -when ho chose for his 
sabject the “ Theory of the 
VurtelnMte Skull.” When, in 1800, 
it becanie Professor Huxley's duty 
to give one of the courses of lectures 
to the working men in Jormyii' 
street, ho selected for his subject 
“ The Itelation of Man to tlie Lower 
Animals.” The questions arising 
out of this fcoi^ic bocanie the subject 
of warm controvorsy at tho meeting 
of the Bi'itzsli Association in tliat 
and subsequent years, A summary 
of the whole disciiBsion was given 
in tho work entitliid " Evidence as 
to Man*B Place in Ncituro/* 181)3, 
and excited gi*eat popular interest 
both in this country and abroad, 
Mr. Uarwin^s views on the origin of 
Bpueics wore the subject of Profesbor 
lluxloy*s lectures to tho worlriug 
men in 1803, which have been 
published underthu title of lectures 
” On our ICnowltidge of tliu Ciiuses 
of the Plieuoiueua of Organic ISTa- 
ture.” He also delivered lectures 
on tho “ Elements of Comparative 
Anatomy,” and on the " Classifica- 
tion of Animals and the Vertebrate 
fcdkull.” In 1802, in consequence 
of the n>)sonce of tho President, it 
devolved ux)on Mr. Huxley, who 
was then one of tho secretaries of 
the Geological Society, to deliver 
the annual address to the G cologicol 
Society, and, as President of Section 
D at the meeting of tho British 
Association at Cambridge, he gave 
an address on the Condition and 
i^roapoefcs of Biological Science.” 
He was elected Profosst»r of Coni- 
iwrativo Anatomy to tho Boyal 
Oollogo of Surgeons in 1803, and 
liehl jthat ofilce for seven years. 
He beciuue President of the Geo- 
logical and the Ethnological Socie- 
ties in I8U9 and 1870, and presided 
over the ineuting of the British 
Association held at Livoriiool in 
1870. Pi’ofessor Iluxley’s name 
came prominently before the gene- 


ral public ill connection witli the 
London School Board, to which he 
was elected in 1870. Ho took a 
very active part in the dclibortv 
lions of that body, having rendered 
himself particularly consincuous 
by his opposition to donomiuatioiuil 
teaching, and by his fierce denun- 
ciation in 1871, of the doctrines of 
the Koman Catholic Church, 
Professor Huxley was compelled 
l)y ill health to retire from tho 
Board in Jan. 1872. He was 
elected Lord lieoLor of Aberdeen 
University for threGyears Hoc. li*, 
1873, and installed Ecb. 27, 1874. 
In 1873 he was elected Secretary 
of the Boynl Society. During 
Professor WyviLlo Thompson's 
absencowith tho Challenger expe- 
dition, Px'ofoBSor Huxley acted as 
his substitute as Professor of 
Natural History at tlie University 
of Edinburgh in tho snnimor ses- 
sions of 3873 and 1870. In tho 
latter year ho received the Wolhis- 
ton medal of the Goologienl Society. 
Ho has received tho honorary 
degree of Pli.B. from the Univer- 
sity of JJroslau, M.D. from tho 
Uuivor&ity of Wurzburg, LL.D. 
from tho Dniversitics of Edinburgh, 
Dublin (1878), and Cambridge 
(3879), D.O.L. from the University 
of Oxford (1883), and ho was elected 
a Ptilloivof tho Itoy/il OoUego of 
Surgeons in 1881. He is a foreign 
and oorreai»onrting meiubor of the 
Academies of Brussels, Berlin, 
Gottingen*, Haarlem, Lisbon, 
Lyncei (Eome), Mimioh, St. Peters- 
burg, Philadelphia, Stockholm j 
of the Belgium Academy of Modi- 
nine, of the Koynl Irish Academy, 
tho Eoyal Society of Edinburgh, 
and iho Cambridge Philosopliioil 
Society. He is a Knight of the 
Pale Siar of Sweden, a luirely 
bciontific distinction ; ia a Pellow 
of Eton College, and a meiubor of 
tho guvomlng bofly of tliat school. 
Mr. Huxley has served on many 
Governiuont and lioyal comniis- 
Bious, relating to Pisherics and to 
Science, Contagious Diseases, Vivi- 
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Bootion, Uie Scottish Univcrfaitics, 
and other matters. In 1S81 ho 
was ax^pointerl Inspector of Salmon 
Eishorics, at first in conjunction 
with Mr. Spencer Walpole, but 
attorwards tilone. In 1BB5 he 
wtis compelled by ill health to 
resign this and all his other public 
offices, but he retained his con- 
nection with the Normal School of 
Science and Eoyal School of Minos, 
as Bean and honorary Professor of 
Biologfy, nt the request of the Lord 
President. In June, 1870, tho 
Ereneh Acndeiny of Sciences elected 
Professor Iluxloy a corresponding 
member in tho section of anatomy 
and zoology, in tho place of tho late 
Liiissian naturalist, Baer . On 
July 5, 1883, he was chosen Presi- 
dent of tho lioyal Society in place 
of the late Mr. Spottiswoode ; and 
in tho same year he was clouted 
by the council of the United States 
National Academy ns one of their 
foreign niombcrs. He delivered 
tho Kedo Ijocture at Cainbridgo, 
June 12, 3883, tho subject being 
“ Tho Ongin of the Existing Norms 
of AnimHl Life — Construction or 
Evolution.^^ ProfeBBor Huxley is 
well hiiown ns a writer on natural 
science, being tho author of minie- 
rous papers published in tho 
Triuisactions and Journals of tho 
Poyal,tho Linnoan, the Geological, 
and tho /ioological Sooiciics, and 
in the Memoirs of tho Geological 
Siu'vey of Groat Britain. In addi- 
tion to tho works mentioned above,

HYMER8, The Rev. John, B.B., 
E.R.S., born at Ormesby, in Cleve- 
land, July 2G, 1803, was educated 
at St. John's College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated B.A. as second 
wrangler in 182G, was elected Fel- 
low and npiDointed Tutor of his 
College. 1 J 0 was elected Lady 
Margaret's Preacher in 1811, and 
having discharged several other 
uiiivorsiby ofilcus, was appointed to 
the rectory of Brandesburton, 
Torkshire, in 1862. l)r. Ilymors, 
who is a Fellow of tho Boyal and 
Geological Societies, has written 
sevortS Cambridge text-books, in- 
cluding “ Tho Elements of Lhu 
Theory of Astronomy 3 “ Treatise 

on tho Theory of Algebraical Equa- 
tions 3 ” " Tr<»atiso on Analytical 
Geometry of throe BiuieiiRions ; " 
"Treatise on Biitorontial Equa- 
tions and the Calculus of Finite 
BifCoroncos ; ” " Treatise on Trigo- 
nometry, Plano and Spherical;”

IBBETSON, The Right Hon. Sir 
Henry John Selwin, Bart., M.P., 
imly son of the late Sir John 
^rhomas Ibbotson-Selwiu, tho sixili 
))aroneL, by Isabella, daughter of 
the laic General John Loveson- 
Gowor, was bom Sept. 26, 1826, 
and rocedvod his academical educa- 
tion at Cnmbridgo, in St. Jolui'a 
CoUego. He twice contested Ips- 
wich in the Conservative interest, 
before being retuxmed for South 
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Essex in Julyj lBG5|j and after tho 
county was further divided by the 
second Beroriii Act, he iv^<is elected 
in IrtOB for the western division of 
it, which under the new name of 
Ex^ping division, ho still roiu’eseiits 
ill tho House of Commons. He 
brought in and passed tho Bills 
dealing with the LicBnccs for tho 
sale of Beer and Wine in ibOO and 
1870. Sir H. Selwin-Ibbotson was 
aX>pointed Under-Secretary of State 
for the llomc Bepiwtment on Hr. 
Disraeli taking office in the spring 
of 1874. lie was chairman of 
tho departmental commission ap- 
liointed in 1877 to in<xuire into tlie 
detective branch of the metropo- 
litan police. In April 1878, hewa.3 
axJiiointed Secretary to tho Trea- 
sury, and he held tliat office until 
tho resignation of the Conaervntivo 
G-overnmonfc in April 1880. He 
assumed the name of Ibbetsou 
(which his father had formerly 
borne) in addition to that of 
Solwin in 1867. 

IBBEN} Henrik, a very eminent 
Norwegian iioct and dramatist, 
was bom at Skicu, March 20, 1828. 
Ho at first studied medicine, but 
soon abandoned that profession for 
literature. Under the iiscudonym 
of Urynjolf Bjarme he published 
in 1850 " Catilina," a drama in 
three acts. In the some year he 
entered the University, where, in 
conjunction with others, hefoundod 
a literary journal, in the columns 
of which appeared his first sath'G, 
“ Nora et Dukkehjem/' Through 
tho infiuonce of Ole Bull, the 
violinist, he became director of 
the Iheafiiv at Bej*gGn, and in 1857 
WTut to Christiania, where several 
of his plaja were produced with 
complete success. Eor some time 
he lived in Itoiiic, and in 1866 
olitciined from the Stoithiug a 
lionsion. His best known works 
are " Erii Ingor til Oesteraad/' 
1837 5 " Haer Haondene iiaa 

Ilclgcland," 1838 j " Brandt,” 
1866 i Peer aynVM867 5 ‘"De

IGNATIEPF, NiokSas Pavlo- 
vitoh, a Russian general and diplo- 
matist, was bom in 1832. Ho is the 
son of Count Paul Ignaticft, a eax)" 
tain of infantry, who, at the time 
of the militaiy insmTOOtion that 
occurred at St. Petersburg in con- 
sequence of the somewhat forcible 
accession of the Grand-Duko 
Nicholas to the tlu'ono of Russia in 
1823, was the first to i^ass ovei’, 
with his coiuiDany, to the side of 
the new Czar — a defection which 
ensured the triunix')h of tho latter, 
and gained for Captain Ignatieff 
nnd his family the po'worfulxDrotoc- 
tion of Nicholas 1. Tho subject of 
this notice had at tlic very outset 
of his career the Emperor for liis 
god-fathei\ He was educated at 
the Corps des Pages, and, according 
to custom, quitted that select estah- 
lishmcnt for youug aristocrats to 
enter tho Guard. At the be- 
ginning of the Crimean war ho 
served with his regiment at Revel, 
in tho Baltic provinces, under 
Count Borg, to whose staff ho was 
attached. Towards the end of tho 
war Ignatieff followed his general 
to Finland. He then passed from 
the military to the diplomatic ser- 
vice, finding his point of trousitiou 
in the military atfcachtfship to the 
embassy at London. His chief 
performance in this capacity was a 
report on England's military posi- 
tion in India, which so pleased the 
Emperor that he sununonod Cap- 
tain Ignatieff to ’Warsaw for a per- 
sonal interview. In 1858 TguatielT, 
now a colonel and aide-dc-^nmxi to 
the Emx^eror, was sent on a special 
mission to Khiva and Boklioi’a. 
He was afterwards made a major- 
general in the Iiuijeiiai suite, nnd 
sent as plonipoteniiai’y to Pekin 
(1860), where he concluded a treaty 
by which the province of 'Ussuri 
was coded by China to RusEia. On 
his return to Russia he was made 
Director of the Asiatic Depaitmcnt 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
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In 1804 ho was apiiointocl Minister 
at Conbtantinoj)lo, where his logo- 
lion was afterwards (X807) raised 
to the rank of an omhabsy. Apart 
Irojii ]iis I'onlc as Ambassador, he 
WHS a lieutenjint-gonorol, and 
gonoral aide-de-camp to Iho Em- 
peror. The object which Greneral 
Jgnatioff steadily pursnod at Oon- 
slantinople was toseouj'o for Bussia 
a power! til infinoueo over Turkey. 
He oompletoly reasstu’cd the late 
Sultan Abdul Aziz as to the inten- 
tions of the Government of St. 
Potorsb'irg, wliilo on tJxo other 
hand he g.iinod tlu* good-will of the 
Chiisticin subjocts of the X^orte by 
his courleoufa behaviour and hia 
simulated anxiety to protect them. 
Jji the ne^otialions between Uie 
vju’ioLis Ihiropenn Powers prior 
and hubbe(inont to the wai» between 
liuBsia an<t 'J’nrkey* General Tgna- 
tieff took a very prominent part. 
He was recalled troin the embassy 
at Conbtiiutinople May 2, 187«, 
when Priiico LabanoU’ was sent 
there in hia phici*. Afterwards he 
tv as oppointed Minister of tlu» In- 
terior, fi'oin which pobt ho was 
dismissed in June, 3882, Ho re- 
mained, however, a member of the 
(Jouncil of the Empire, and was 
appointed a Senator and President 
01 the Academy. 

INOE, The Eev. William, D.T)., 
eldest son of the late William Inee, 
sometime Prcsid(‘ut of the Pharnui- 
coutical Society of Groat Britain, 
w^is born in thD 2 )m*ish of St. Jiimob's, 
OlerkimwoU, Juno 7, 1825, and 
eduo.ilod ab King’s (Jolloge, L<»n- 
(lon, and Lincoln College, Oxford, 
where he gained a scholavHlai) in 
3K1J1. lie graduated J3.A. wiUj 
Vh’bb Chws in (’l.ihsics in IHld, nml 
hocann* hVllow of lilxeioi* College 
in 1847, n Sub-rc'otor of Exeler, 
1857 — 3878, when ho was iiixiiointu(l 
itegius Ih’ofesfaor of Jlivinity nxid 
Canon of Olirisb Clmrcli in Bueoes- 
sion to Hr, Mozloy. Ur. luce was 
Whitehall t*rt‘acher, IHOO — 02, 
Public Examiner of Oxford, 1800 — 
OB, Chaplain to the Blsliop of Ox- 


ford, 1871. Ho has ixuldibhod

Truth,'^ lS02j "Beligion in tlio 
University of Oxford,'* 187 1 j and 
various nuiversily and college 
sermons. 

INGELOW (Miss), Joan, daughter 
of William Ingolow, Esrp, of a 
Lincolnshire family, w«ib Ivorn at 
Boston, Jjincolnrfiire, in 1820, and 
is the author of '' Poems by Jean 
Ingelow,** 1S()3 (23rd edition) j ‘^A 
Story of Hoorn,** 1807 j and a third 
voliune of poems published in 3885. 
She has Jilso written various jiroso 
books, ^‘Stories told to a Child,** 
‘'MoimthePairy,*' 18G9i ^'Studios 
for Stories,** cV:c, Also four novels, 
“Off the Skolligs,*’ 1872; « Bated 
to be Broe,** " Sarah do llorongoi*,** 
and Don John/* 1881. 

IliTGEESOLL, Eobort G., was boru 
at Dro&d(‘n, JSTew York, in 183,3, Tlio 
family removed to Illinois in 1815, 
where Hubert studied Jaw, wiib 
admitted to the Bar, and ontoi'(‘d 
political liie as a Hemocrat, He 
was nominated for Congress in 
1800, but was dofeatod. In 3tSri2 
he entered tin* army as Colonel of 
a regimemt of eiivalry, find was 
taken pribonei’, but was exchanged, 
Betiirning to civil life ho hecamo 
a Bopublican, and in 18li8 was 
made Attornuy-Goneral of Illinois. 
At the lioiiublican Convention of 
18/0 Ills speech, in proj)Osing Mr. 
Blaine’s name for the PreHideucy, 
aroused g(‘neral attention for its 
eloipience, and since that time 
Colonel Xngorsoll hns fiomi invnni- 
n<*nt before the country us a 
public spealco]*. He has often ap- 
peared u])ou the lecture platform 
ill advociiey of vii^ws opposed to 
Christianity and to the orthodox 
i*onceptiou of the Jlibhs viewB 
whlcli Im lum nlho mniutBUied iji 
contributions to periodicals. It is 
cliioily to this soeptieism iJiat lie 
owes his (jelolwity. He rosides in 
Waaliiugtou, where lie has a lucra- 
tive law imicbicG, Ho lias pul>- 
lisked The OodH and other 
Lectures/* 1878 ; Pi’oso-Pooms 
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null Selections/' 188 1 j and "Lec- 
tures Coiuplete/' 1883. 

INOHAH, Sir James Taylor, is a 
younger sou of llio Inte Mr. Josliua 
Ingham, of Blake Tliill, in tlic 
"W est Xtiding of Yorkshire, by- 
Martha, danghtoi’ of Mr. Jauioa 
Taylor, of Halifax, lie was horn 
in 1805, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cninhridgo, whore he 
graduated M.A. in 1832. He was 
called to the Bar at the Inner 
Toiuple in 1832, joined the North- 
ern Circuit, and practised at the 
West THding Sessions. In 1819 
ho was appointed one of the magi- 
strates of the I'hames Police Court, 
whence he was subse(|uenfcly trons- 
forrod to the Hainmei'&inith and 
Wandsworth Police Courts. He 
sucooeded the late Sir Thomas 
Henry as Chief Magistrate of the 
IJolico courts in Loudon in July, 
1876, when he received the honour 
of knighthood. IIo luamed, in 
1835, Gertrude, daughter of the 
late Mr. James Penrose, of Wood- 
hill, CO. Cork. 

IN&LEPISLP, Admiral Sir Ed- 
ward Augustus, C.B., F.E.S., son of 
the late Admiral Samuel Hood 
Inglofiold, C.B.j by Priscilla Mar- 
garet, daughter of Admiral Albany 
Otway, was })oi‘n at Cheltenliam in 
1820. He was educated at the 
Jtoyal Naval College, Portsmouth, 
anil entered the Navy as a first- 
class volimteer on board Her Ma- 
jesty's ship Mtna in 1831. Having 
seen some active service in several 
ships on the South American and 
West Indian stations, and in 1840 
taken x^art in the operations on the 
coast of Syria, where he formed 
one of tho storming |}arty at the 
capture oi Sidon, and assisted at 
tho bombardment of Acre, he was 
invested with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant on the occasion of Her 
Majesty visiting Scotland in the 
Jtoyal George yacht in 1842, and 
afterwards acted as Flag-Lieu- 
tenant to his father on the South 
American coast. There ho com- 
manded n,M.S. Comus at the battle 


of the Parana, where the combined 
ficots of England find Prance 
effected the destruction of four 
Jieavy bfiitozues belonging to 
(Icnoral Jlosaa fit Pimta Obligado, 
JIo was conswpiontly i-onliviued in 
the JMiik of Couimiiuder by com- 
mission, dated Nov., 1813. Ho 
became Captain in Oct., 1853, 
attained flag rank in 18(>9, find was 
promotod to Vice-Admiral in 1873. 
Ho was second in command on tho 
Mediterranean station, and super- 
intendent of Malta dockyci'd from 
1872 to 1877 , and Cominaudor-in- 
Gliief on tho North American 
station fj'oiu 1878 to 1879. Ho 
commanded three Arctic exiiedi- 
tions, and was knighted in 1877 
for his Arctic services. He is a 
Fellow of the Koyal Society, and 
was nominated a Companion of the 
Batli (Militiiry Bivision) in 1869. 
Sir E. Xnglofiuld is the author of 
" A Summer Searcli for Sir John 
Franklin/^ and of loninphlets on 
"Maritime Warfare/' "Naval 
Tactics,” and "Terrestrial Magnet- 
ism.” 

INGLIS, The Eight Hon. John, of 
Gloueorae, son of the Eev. Dr. 
Inglis, minister of the old Groy- 
friars Church, Edinburgh, born 
in 1810, was educated nt Glasgow 
and at Balliol College, Oxlord, 
whore ho graduated B.A. in 1831, 
M.A. in 1837, and lion. D.C.L. in 
1839. Having been called to the 
Scotch Bar in 1835, he rose rapidly 
in his profession, was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Scotland in 
Lord Derby's first administration 
in 1652, and a few months after- 
wards was made Lord-Advocate, a 
post which he resumed in Lord 
Derby's second administration In 
1836, in which year ha vras raised 
to the bench as Lord Justice Clerk 
of Scotland. He roprosented 
Stamford from Feb. to July, 1858, 
and was for many years Dean of 
Faculty. In 1859 he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council, and 
was made Lord Jnstice General 
and President of the Court of 
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Session in J^ob., ]rt07. He wiis 
instnllod as Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of lii<linburf?h, Ai)ril 12, 
lHG9j and in the same year he re- 
ceived from the Univorsily of 
Ulasgfow the degree of lili.l). 

INDBAM, John H,, was born in 
Ijonrlonj Nov. 16, 1849. In 1803 he 
pubiishod a small volume of verse, 
Biil)3c*qiicntly 8nx>pressod. This “was 
followed, in 1868j by " Klora Syiu- 
bolioa/" a work on the folk-loro (»f 
flowers, whioh has iDassod through 
nuinerouB editions. Jn 1873 ho 
began a scries of articles in 
English and American periodicals, 
calling attention to misrepresonfca- 
tions about the life and character 
of Edgar Allan Poe, and in Oct., 
1874, embodied some of the results 
of his investigations in a sUorL 
'' Momoir of Poe prefixed to a f oiir- 
voUimo edition of the poet's works, 
which was followed, in 1880, by an 
exhaustive two-volmno biograpliy 
of Edgar Allan Poo ; anew edition 
(in one volume) of which work 
has recently been prepared. In 
18701 under the name of '' Uon 
Polix de Salamanca/' he published 
a jeu (Z'espriij entitled, " Tlio Philo- 
Bopliy of Uandwiating," wherein 
the characters of several cele- 
brated contemporaries wore as- 
sumed to bo portrayed by their 
oaligraphy. In 1881 he published 
a volume of Paii’y I’ales," triins- 
lated from the Simnish of '‘’Pornan 
Caballero,” and in 1882 a collec- 
tion of liistoi^ical skotclies, styled 
Claimants to Itoyalty.” lie is 
editing a bcrica of original bio- 
grapbieal manuals, entitled, ^'Tho 
Eminent Women Seidos.” ^ In the 
•winter of 1883 ho published a 
volume of historical ghost stories, 
ontitlod The Haunted Homos of 
Great Britain/' and in 1884 a 
second series of siuuhirnan'atives. i 
In bhosamo year apj)onrcd his life of 
" Oliver Mimox Brown/' the young 
poot-painter, who died in 1874, a 
new edition of -whoso works Mr. 
Ingram is preparing for i>tt))licn- 
tion* In 1884, also, Mr. Ingram 


edited an illustrated Edition de luxe 
of Bdgar Poo's ''Tales and Poems,” 
in 4* vols., and a selection from 
Poo’s works, in 2 vols., for the 
Tauchnitz collection. In 1886 ho 
published a monograph on Poo's 
"Baven/' »uid has in theprosss 
; variorMn edition of Poe's " Pooti- 
' cal Works,” and a volimie of bio- 
graphical and critical essays, lie 
is a contributor to many of the 
leading reviews of Euiopo and 
America, and has occasionally loe- 
tiirud on bob.alf of educational in- 
stitutions. Ho holds an appoint- 
ment in the Civil Service. 

I IT IT ES S , George, landscape 
painter, Avaa born at Newburg, Now 
York, May 1, 1825. At the age of 
sixteen ho wont to Now York to 
study engraving, but ill health 
couiijcllcd him to relinquish it, 
and to return to his piu'ciils* home, 
then at Newark, New J'oi’soy. There 
ho spent the next four years paint- 
ing and Bketcliing, when ho again 
Went to New York, imd after 
spending a month studying under 
Giguoux, began his career as a 
landscape painter. He has visited 
Europe throe times, once remain- 
ing hero fom* years. His residence 
is at Now York, although he lived 
for a time at Hosioii, and at 
Eaglcswood, Now Jersey. Among 
his principal pictures ar() : " J*eac<‘ 
and Plenty,” " The Higu of Pro- 
mise," " A Vision of Paith,” 
“Loitering,'' " Snnei't,” “Tlie Val- 
ley of the Shadow of Death, ” “The 
Jiivor of Life,” “An Autumn 
Morning,” “ Close of a Stormy 
Day,” '* Pine Groves of Barbarini 
Villa,” “ A Passing Slorm,''“Siun- 
mor Afleruooii/'*' Coming atonn,” 
The Light 'rriumpliant,*' “ 'IVi- 
light/' “ The Apooalj^jtie Vision of 
the Now Jerusalem.'' 

IRVING, John Honry Brodribb,* 
actor, ^vaB born Poll. 6, 1838, at 
Keiuton, near Glastonbury, and 
cdncafced at Ur. Pinchcb* sohool, 
in George Yiu’d, Lomliard Street, 
London. Hu made his flrst ap- 
pearance on the boards of the yun- 
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derland Theatre, Sept. 20, 185G, 
and came ont next at Edinburgh, 
Eob, 9j 1857, I’omaiuing there lor 
rather more than two years and a 
half. On Sept, 25, 1869, ho appeared 
at the Princess’s Theatre, whore 
he remained about throe months, 
lie proceeded in April, 1890, to 
Glasgow, the theatre of which town 
was then un<.ler the management 
of Edward Glover, and remained 
there until the 20th of the following 
September. After this he went to 
Manchester Theatre Royal, and 
continued to play there up to 
April 1, 1805. Erom Jan,, 1800, to 
July in that year he was engaged 
flt the Prinoo of Wales’s Theatre, 
Liverpool, and on July 30 was 
engaged to play, with Miss Kate 
Terry, at Manchester, by Mr. I>ion 
Boucioault, in an original play of 
his, entitled ''Hunted Down,” 
This led to a London engagement, 
when he came out at the St> James’s 
Theatre as Loricourt in the " Belle’s 
Stratagem.” In Pec., 1807, ho 
proceeded to the Queen's Theatre, 
and auhsequently acted in the pro- 
vinces from time to time, as weU 
as at various London houses. In 
May, 1870, he transferred his ser- 
vices to the Vaudeville Theatre, 
•where ho appeared as Digby Grant 
in Mr. Albery’s comedy of the 
" Two Rosea,” which character he 
sustained for 300 consecutive 
nights. His subsequent appear- 
ance, Hov. 20, 1871, was at the 
Lyeexun Theaiie, in the " Bells,” 
founded on MM. Erohmann-Ohat- 
riaoi’s pwular novel of the "Polish 
Jew.” Ho afterwards represented 
the principal oharaoteia in Mr. 
Wills’s di'Omas of "Charles I.” and 
Euffena Aram” 1873. and "Riche- 
lieu” in Lord Lytton’s play. His 
reiiresentation of " Hamlet ” at the 
Lyceum Theatre (Oct. 31, 1874) 
produced a great sensation among 
the playgoing public, and o^^inion 
was at first much divided as to the 
merits of the performance, but it is 
now generally admitted that by 
his rendering of this and of other 


Shahspoorian parts Mr. Irving has 
placed himself at the head of Eng- 
lish tragedians. "Hamlet” was 
played for 200 nights, the longest 
run of the play on record. Ho 
appeared in "Macljoth*’ Sept. 25, 
1875, iu " Othello ” in 1870, and next 
as Phili]]) in Lord Toniiyson’a drama 
i of " Queen Mary.” Afterwards 
Mr. Irving played his Sliakspearian 
l)avt3 in the provinces m Scot- 
land and in Ireland. In Jau, 
1877, Mr. Irving adeled to his 
Shalrspearian repertory ])yplaying 
"Richard III.” at Lyceum. 
In May of the same year he under- 
took the dual characters of Lesur- 
qiiGS aud Puboso in " The Lyons 
Mail.” On June 8, 1878, he played 
the title r5Ze in " Vanderdecken,” a 
poetical diumn by W. G. Wills. 
Tlic withdrawal of Mrs. Bateman 
from the Lyceum gave Mr. Irving 
supreme control over the thoati’e, 
of which he had long been the 
mainstay. It opened under liis 
management on Pec. 30, 1878, 
when he played the 
" Hamlet ” for 100 nights. Tho 
most remarkable incidents of Mr. 
Irving’s management have been 
the production of '• Othello ” (iu 
which he oHcrnated the parts of 
the Moor and lago with Mr.

In 18G1 he attained 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in 
18li2 was appointed Eoputy Eireo- 
tor of Portifioations under Sir John 
Bui'goyne, and in 18G3 was nomi- I 
natod a Goinjianion of the Bath, 
and was sent on a special mission 
to report on tho defences of Canada, 
Nova Scotia, and New Bnmswicli:, 
on wliich occasion he ‘visited the 
fortifications at the principal poi'ts 
on the seaboard of tho United 
States. In 18GL he was sent again 
on a sxieciul mission to Canada to 
confer with the Canadian (^ovurn- 
ineiit on the question of the defence 
of that province. On his return 
to England his report was laid 
before Parliivment, and the Im- 
perial Q-ovomment undertook to 
carry out tho defences of Qnebco 
on the plan recommended hy him. 
In addition to his post cat the War 
Office, Colonel Jervois was Secre- 
tary to the Permanent Dofence 
Committee, imder the pi-esidenoy 
of the Luke of Cambridge. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Miohaol and 
George in 187*1, and was appointed 
(3k>vomor of the Straits Settiements, 
April 7, 1875. The latter post he 
hold till June, 1877, when he was 
appointed Governor of South Aus- 
tralia. He was nominated a 


Q-.C.M.G. in 1878 j and in Dec. 
1882 he was appointed Governor of 
Now Zealand, 

JE 8 SE, Creovge Richard, son of 
the late Rev. William Jesse, Vicar 
of Hargarotting, Essex, oud Pelsall, 
Staffordshire, and nephew of the 
late Edward Josso, of the Woods 
and Forests Office, author of 
" Gleanings in Natural Hihtory," 
was bom at Caen, in Normandy, 
in 1820. He is a civil engineer, an 
etcher on copper, and the author 
of " Researches into tho History of 
the British Dog,*' 2 vols., 18GG. 
He has been engaged in tho con- 
struction of railways in England, 
Egypt, and India. He has written 
on tho Sue;! Canal, tho projected 
I Euphrates Valley Railway, and 
Indian Public Works. Ho is also 
a leader of the anti-'nvisectionists, 
and has written many pamphlets on 
the subject of vmsection. 

7ESS0PF, The Bev. Augustus, 
D.D„ was bom in 1824, at Albury 
Place, Cheshunt, Herts, where his 
father was J .P. for the county and a 
Deputy-Lieutenant. He was edu- 
cated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he is M.A . ; and 
he is D.D. of Worcester College, 
Oxford. He was appointed Hcad- 
Kaster of Helston Grammoi'’ School, 
Cornwall, 1856 j Head-Master of 
Norwich School, 1850 ; and Reotor 
of Scorning, Norfolk, 1879. Ho 
was preacher before the University 
of Oxfoa'd in 1870. Dr. Jessopp is

1860, which has passed through 
five editdons s Noi*wich School 
Sermons," 1864 j “"A Manual of 
the Greek Aooidonoo/' 1865, 3rd 
ed.

I),, only son of Thomas 
Jox-lllnk(s Efijj., .7, P.for the county 
of Norfolk, nnd M.iria Emily, 
daii^^htcr (»1‘ Tlioiii.ih Oubitt, Jiistj., 
J.P. and IJ.Ij. for tin* snuic county, 
was born in Ijomlon, Jan. 20, 1802, 
and ent(‘r(»tl huf^hy Wcliaol, as a 
pupil of Mr. Cotton, in J 8 id. In 
1851 he was olc‘ctt‘d a scholar of 
Uiiivorsity Oollo^jc, Oxford, whore 
he took his U.A. degree in 1855, 
obtaining a llrst-clnss in elassictiX 
honours both in JM oderationa nnd in 
the h’inul Schools, E e was appointed 
coinpoBition master to the sixth 
form at Maidborough Colh^gc in 
1855 by JDr. Cotton, afterwards 
Bishop of Calcutta.

JOAOHIM, Joseph, a celeb rated 
violinist, born at Kitboo, near Pr(»s- 
burg, in Hungary, of J ewish 
parents, July 35 , 1833 , entered 
while very young the Conservatory 
of Music at Vienna, where ho 
studied under Joseph Bohni, From 
tho ago of twelve years ho at- 
traeted much attention at Leipzig 
Ijy liis rare skill on his instrument, 
and olitainedian engagem ent, which 
ho hold for s(3veu years, in the ox*- 
chostiniof the Gowandhnus. Mean- 
while, liowevor,he assiduously pur- 
sued his studios under tlie guidaiieu 
of Ferdinand David, and also ro- 
eoived lessons in tho theory of 
musics from MoriU Hauptmann, 
Tn 1850 ho paid his llrbt visit to 
Paris, and in tlie Hnme year he was 
appointed Director f>f the (.'onem*ts 
at Weimar. In 186 J 1 lu‘ Isecaiue 
Master of the Chnisd Poyal at 
Ifanover, After this he appt'ared 
in most of the capitals of I'lnrope, 
and paid annual visits to Ijondun, 
whore ho gave several scries of 
concerts. In 1801 ) ho became a 
member of tho Kenste of the 
Berlin Academy, and was nomi- 
nated Director of tho School of 
Instrninontal Music in the Cons^u*- 
vatorjr of Music then re<‘euHy 
estalxlisliud in the Frussiau (*npital. 
lie was created an honorary Mus. 
Doc. of tho University of Ciun- 
Inddgo, March 8 , 3877 . Hew* Joa- 
chim’s fume resls mainly on his 
extraordinary skill us an insti'u- 
mentalibt, Imt iie is too great an 
artist not to ko(i) his own wonder- 
ful ieohnical ability always sub- 
ordinate lo the interprcdalion of 
tho music In' is playing. Ab a 
composer lie belongs to the school 
of iSchuinann. The "Oon<‘ert u la 
Hongroibo ” is one of his chief eoni- 
pobitious for violin and orchestra. 
In Ang., 1882 , he was appointed 
eomluetor of tho Royal Academy 
of Music at Berlin, and musical 
director of the Royiil Academy of 
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Arts, He has freqtteutly visited 
England since then, and in 1880 
played in moat of the popular 
concerts at St. James’s HaU. 

JOHNSON, Eastman, was born at 
Lovell, Maine, July aO, 1821. In 
18 19 ho wont to Diisaoldorf, whoro 
ho studied two yoara^ and al'tcr- 
Wiuds lebided for four years at the 
Hague, whore, hobides numerous 
portraits, ho executed “The S.ivoy- 
ard” and the “Card Players/* his 
earliest elaborate pictures in oil. 
After visiting the principal Emv)- 
pean galleries, he returned to Now 
York in 1856, where ho still re- 
sides. His favourite subjects are 
the American rustic and negro, 
and glimpses of domestic life, 
though of late years he has de- 
voted himself almost exclusively 
to portrait-painting. He revisited 
Europe in 1885. Among his best 
works, many of which have been 
rei>ioduced in chromo-lithography, 
are " The Old Kentucky Home " 
(1859), “Hating” (1860) j “The 
Parmer’s Sunday Moi-niug” (1860); 
“ The Village Blacksmith ” (1864) j 
" Piddling his Way ” (1865) j “ The 
Boyhood of Abraham Lincoln” 
(1867) ; “ The Barefoot Boy ” 
(1868); "The Old Stage Coach” 
(1871) ; " The Wounded Drummer” 
(1872); "The Pedlai*” (1873); 
" Dropping Off ” (1873) ; "A Class 
with the Squire ” (1880) j and 
" The Punding BiU” (1881). 

JOHNSON, The Bight Bev, 
Edward Balph, Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, fifth son of Wflliam Pon- 
sonby Johnson, of Caatlesteads, 
Cumberland, was bom at Castle- 
steads, Peb. I7i 1828, and educated 
at Rugby, and at Wadham College, 
Oxford (B.A. 1860; M.A. 1860). 
He was ordained deacon and priest 
by the Bishop of Worcestei>^ea^ ; 
con, with a title to the curacy of 
Pamboroughj in the county of 
Warwick — ^in 1851. He was ap- 
pointed, in I860, to a minor 
c^onry in the cathedral of Chester, 
and to the curacy of the cathedral 
parish of St. Oswald. In 1866 the 


Doan and Chapter appointed him 
to the rectoiy of Norfchenden, in 
the county of Chester, where he 
succeeded the late Archdeacon 
Woolrough. H(* was selected by 
the Bibhop of Chester, in 1871, to 
fill the post of Archdofieon of 
Chestor, upon the resignation of 
the late Arclulcacon Pollock. In 
Oct. 1876, he was apiioinled to the 
bislioprio of Calcutta, vacant by 
the death of the late JDv. Robert 
Milmon. He was coiiBocrated in 
St. Paul's Cathedral, Loudon, Nov. 
30, 1876. 

JOHNSON, General Sir Edwin, 
Royal Ai-tillery, K.C.B., C.I.E., 
fourth son of the late Sir Henry 
Alien Johnson, K.W., was born 
4th July, 1825, at Bath, and edu- 
cated at Addiscombe College. Ho 
entered the service as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, Bengal Artillery, 10th June, 
1842, and served in the Horse 
Artillery during the Sutlej cam- 
paign, 1845-16. In 1848 he was 
appointed Deputy Judge Advocate- 
General, and served on the Staff 
under Lord GoughiulSlS-lOdnrmg 
the Punjab War, he was on Sir 
I Walter Gilbert’s Sbiff in pursuit 
of Ibe Sikhs and Afghans alter 
the battle of Goojerat ; and was 
present at the surrender of the 
Sikh army on March 14th, 1819. 
He was appointed A.D.C. to the 
Commander-in-Cliief, India, March, 
1855, and Assisl^t- Adjutant- 

General of Artillery, Deer., 1865. 
ITo sezwed throughout the Indian 
Mutiny in 1857-58, including the 
siege and capture of Delhi, and 
the siege and capture of Luck- 
now. Li 1862 he was appointed 
hy Sir Hu^ Rose, Commander-in- 
Chief m Lidia, to officiate as 
Adjutant-General of the army, and 
in 1865 Assistant Military Secretary 
and extra A.D.C. to H.R.H. the 
Duke of Cambridge. In July, 
1873, he was appointed Quarter- 
master-General in India, on Ihe re- 
oommendation of Lord Napier of 
Magdala, and Adjutant-General in 
India in the following year, return- 
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ing to England ns a Memljcr of tho 
India Ooimcil in 1871. Ho was 
appointed Kembor of the Viceroy’s 
Council in India in Mcircli, 1877, 
vcsigiiod tlio post in Soptcmbu]*, 
18H0, and became t)irector-Gouoral 
of Military Education on lOfcli 
])i'c„ lS8d'. Sir Edwin Johnson 
has l)ecn several times meutloncd 
in deai)atche3 for service iu the 
field, and was wounded at tho 
battles on the Hindun against the 
Mutineers in 1837. Has received 
two l>rev<itrt, three medals and five 
clasps, and is a IC.C.B. and a 
Couii)anioii of the Order of Llie 
Indian Empire, 

JOHNSON, Oeorge, M.B., E.H.S., 
was horn in Nov. 1818, at doud- 
hurstj in Kent. Ho was educated 
at the Gouflhursi Orauimav School 
and at King’s College, bondon, 
where he entered as a medical 
student iu 1839. In 184)3 ho was 
appoinfcoil the first Medical Tutor 
at King’s College j in 1850, when 
lie resigned that olRco, lie was 
elected an honorary Eellow of the 
College 5 in 1857 he was appointed 
Brofoasor of Materia Medica ; and 
in 1803 he succeedod the late Dr. 
George Budd as Professor of the 
Principles and Practico of Medi- 
cine, In 1876 ho was appointed 
Professor of Clinical Medicine, wiUi 
tho ofUco of Senior Physioian of 
King's Collogo Hospital. Having 
resigned these oifiocs in 1836, he 
was elected by tho Council Emeri- 
tus Professor of Clinical Medi- 
cine and Consulting Phyaiciim to 
tho Hospital. He is a graduate of 
London — M.B., with the acliohir- 
ship for Physiology, in 1812 j M.D. 
iu 1814. In X8G2 ho was eloetod a 
Tellow or Senator of tho Univor- 
sity of London, and in^ 1872, a 
Ecllow of the Koyal Society. In 
1810 ho become a member of tho 
College of Physicians, and in 1850, 
having been elected a Eellow, he 
was appointed to give the Gul- 
Btonion Lectures. In 1877 he de- 
livered the Lumleian Lectures, and 
in 1882 the Harveian Oration. He 


has served in succession as Ex- 
aminer in Medicine for the College 
Liceucoj as a Junior Censor, and 
Instly as Senior 0(*nsov in 1875-76. 
Eor tho usual period of two years, 
from 188 Jito 1886, ho was Proaidtuit 
of the itoyed Medical and Chirur- 
gieal Society. Dr. Jolinson l».is 
XHiblishcMl the following wovhs : 
“ On Diseases of the Kidney," 1832 j 
'^Lectures on Bright’s Disease/' 
1873 ; “ Eindomic Diarrhoaa and 
Cholera/' 1855 s Notes on Cho- 
lera," 18GG ; “ The Luryiigoacoyo : 
directions foi* its use and jiractical 
illustrations of its viilue/' 186 J ; 
also numerous Lectures and Pepers 
on various subjocls, csxiocially on 
'^Nervous Disorders, tho result of

Diphtheria." 

JOHNSON, The Bt. Hon. William 
Moore, is tho only son of the Itev. 
■William Jolmson, M.A., formerly 
Chancellor of Boss and Cloyne, and 
rector of Clonore, county Cork, by 
Elizabeth Anno, daughter of tho 
Itov. William Hamilton, Jind was 
horn in 1828. He graduated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, taking his 
Bachelor's degree in 1840, and thalj 
of M.A. in 185G. Ho was called to 
the lidsh Biu* in Michaelmns term, 
1 853, was ax>xiointed a Quoon’s 
Counsel in 1872, and was Law Ad- 
viser to the Crown iu Ireland from 
1868 till 1874. Mr. Jolmson was 
returned as M.P. for Mallow at the 
gcntu’al election of April, 1880, and 
on the formation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration in tho following 
luontli ho was axixiointcd Solicitor- 
General for Ireland, and re-elected 
M.P. for Mallow, lie succeoded 
Mr. Law as Attonioy-Gcneral for 
Ireland in Nov,, 1881, and was 
apxiointed Judge of the High Court 
of JuEflice in Ireland, 1883. Ho is 
a Jlcnehor of tlio King’s Inns, 
Dublin (3860), and was made a 
Privy Councillor (Irehind), 1881. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander, painter, 
horn at Edinburgh in 3813, fii'st 
exhibited at tho Boyal Academy 
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in 183G. Hie earlier pieces were 
derived from Scotiisli song and 
story. "The Oentlo Shephortl,*^ 
exhibited in 1840, and "Sunday 
Morning/^ in 1841, from Bums j 
^'Tlie Covenantor's Marriage,” in 
1812 ; and " 'J’ho Covenantor’s 
Burial," in L832. Many of his 
Rninllor-pricod pieces, The Higli- 
Lmd llomo,” " T'he Trysting 
Tree,” " Introduction of Plora 
Macdonald to Prince Charlie,” &o., 
have found favour with Art Unions. 
" Lord and Lady EussoU receiving 
the Sacrament in Prison,” executed 
in 18 IG, an example of a more 
ambitions^ style, is in the Vernon 
Gallery. f*^Pamily Worship in a 
Scotch Cottage,” was painted in 
1851. "Melonothon being sur- 
prised by a French Traveller rock- 
ing the Cradle of his Infant,” the 
first of a new style, produced in 
1854, was followed by “Tyndall 
Tkanslating the Bible,” in 1855. 
Ah these are engraved. "The ar- 
rest of John Brown the Lohnrd” 
was painted in 185G, fohowed hy 
"The Pressgang” in 1858, which 
was published for the Art Union of 
Glasgow. “ John Bunyan in Bed.- 
ford Jail,” in 1861 j The Cottar’s 
Satm*day Night,” in 18G3 ; " Eobin 
Adair,” in 3864, and “The Child 
Queen, and her four Maries,” in 
1860. "The Flight of Mary Mo- 
dena,” " Charlofrfce Corday,” and 
“ Flora Macdonald,” irere all 
painted in 1869, and exhibited in 
that year’s E. A. Exhibition. The 
last-named was bought by the 
Prince of Wales. "The Elope- 
ment of Dorothy Vernon ” was ex- 
hibited in 1871. “The Waif,” 
painted in 1877, is now in the 
Sydney National Gallery. 

JOHNSTON, George, M.D. Ed., 
F.E.G.S., M.B.C.S.E., FeUow and 
President of the Eing and Queen’s 
College of Physicians in Ireland, 
in the year 1881-2 Mem. and Ex- 
Pres. Obstetrical Society, Dublin, 
Ex-Master Eotunda Lying-in Hos- 
pital, Dublin, Consultiag Phy- 
sician Whitworth Medi^ and 


Surgical Hospital, Dnuncondra, 
Dublin, formerly Surgeon-Super- 
iutondent H.M. Commissioners for 
Colonics South Australia, is a sou 
of Andrew Johnston, late Presi- 
dent of the Eoyal College of Sur- 
geons in Ireland, who served in 
the Webt Indies and Egyptian 
campaign under Sir Erilpli Abcr- 
oroiuby as Surgeon in the 4ltlL 
Eegiment. Ho was born in Diddin 
in 1814, and studied at the Uni- 
versity of Dublin. lie is a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Geographicfil Society, 
and a member of the Eoyal Dublin 
Society. Ho is the author of 
“ Clinical Eoports of the Eotunda 
Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, during 
his seven years’ Mastership, from 
1808 to 1873,” which contain a most 
accurate and valuable body of 
statistics on obstetrical subjects j 
also of "Clinical Eeporfc of 762 
Cases of Forceps Deliveiy in Hos- 
pital Practice j ” and in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. B. B. Sinclair of 
“ Practical Midwifery.” Dr. John- 
ston has contributed papers to the 
D Libliu QuaHerly Journal of Medical 
S^ieiuse. 

JOHNSTON, Gen. Joseph Eccle- 
Bton, was born in Prince Edward 
county, Virginia, Feb. 1807, He 
graduated at thoMilitaiy Academy 
at West Point in 1829, and Bcrved 
in vaiious military capacities, 
ohiefiy in the Topographical Enai- 
naers, until the oaihreak of the 
civil war, at which time he was 
QuartormaErtcr-General, “with the 
rank of Brigadier-General. Ho re- 
signed his commission April 22, 
1861, and entered the Confederate 
service as Major-General. ' During 
the eorHcr port of the oampai^ m 
1862 he was in command of au the 
Confederate forces in Virginia, and 
was severdy wounded at battle 
of Fair Oaks, near Eiohmond, 
May 31, In Nov., having been 
made Lieut.-General, he was as- 
sl^ed to the command of the 
military department of Tennessee, 
and in the following spring mode 
on ineffectual ^ort to relieve 
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Vifksbtirjyj on the Mississippi, 
■which w'Hfl thou hosicf^ud by Goii. 
Grant* Aftur the dofuat of Gou, 
nra<?f?, at Chuttanoof^a, Nov. 25, 
IHGih Johnston was assi^^nod Lo the 
eouunand of all the ConloderiiLo 
forcoa in the aouth-wost, with tho 
rank of Goiioral, In IHOJ- h(» was 
at tho lieiul of tho forcoa wliicli 
opposod Bliorinan in his famous 
'^inm*ch to tho sea.'* Compelled 
to fall back from point to iioint, 
the ftxitliorities nt Biolimond be- 
came dissatisfied, and on J'lily 17 
Johnston was ordered by President 
Davis to tium over his coiumaiid 
to Gon. Hood. Near tho close of 
ITob. 1805, when Sherinaii h»ul 
inarchodinto South Carolina, Johu- 
ston, at the express urgency of 
Goii. Leo, was <liroctod to assume 
tho comiiiandof tho reinnnnl of the 
army of 'J'onnesseo, and of all the 
for(ie3 in South Carolina, Georgia, 
and Plori<la, to drive hack Slier- 
uuin.” Tho force which he could 
concentrate was p’oatly inferior to 
that of Sherman, and ho was un- 
able seriously to chock lus nuuch. 
Having learnt that Loo had sur- 
rondored the army of Virjjinia to 
Gi*ant, Johnston oapitulaiod to 
Sherman at Durham’s Station, 
North Carolina. Prom the closo of 
tho war until 1885 ho was (mga{?ed 
in ajcrioultural, commovoial, axxcl 
railrond GntorpriscB* In Marcli, 
1883, he was appointed Coinmis- 
siotier of Utiilroads by President 
Clevohuid, which 2 ^osition ho now 
holds, n e luis published a 

Narratiro of Military Oxjora- 
tioiis conducted by him diirinj? 
“tho "War between the States ” 
(1874). 

JOHNSTON, William, M.P. 
(known na Mr. Johnston of Bally- 
kilbeg), was born in Downpiitrick, 
S'ob. 22, 1829, and received his 
education at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, whore he gracluntod B.A. in 
XB52, and M,A, in 1830. He was 
called to the Irish bar in 1872. 
Ho was elected M.P. for Belfast, 
in til 0 Conservative interest, in 


1808, was ro-olected in 1874, and 
sjit for that borough till 1878, 
when he was appointed Inspector 
of Irish Fisheries . JTe hold this 
oilico till 1885, when he was dis- 
mibbod by Lord Si)onccr for a 
flpceoh in the Gencnnl Synod of the 
Church of I re lain 1. Mr. Joluiston 
has bo(*n for thirty-eigJit years a 
mein)>or of tho Orange Juhtitutiou, 
and was iniiniboned for two 
months, in 1808, for biking part 
in an Orange procession at Bangor, 
CO. Down, on the 12th July in tho 
previous year, lie is the author 
of the novels — " Nightshade,” 
1857; '' Preshtiold,” and *'XJndcr 
which KingP” 1872. In 1885 ho 
was rc‘turnod for South Belfast by 
a largo majority, an<l -was again 
oleotod in 1880. In the House he, 
with Msjor Sauiidorson, is the 
leading ropreseiitativo of the 
Orange party. 

JOKOEiE, Tunkoo Abubeker bin 
Ibrahim, IC.C.B.l., the Maharajah 
of Johoro (eomnionly called the 
Tumongong), born in 1835, is 
grandson of one of Gio Malay 
princes by whom tho island of 
Bhigapore was first coded to Sir 
Stamford Baffles, as political agent 
for tlio British Govormnont, and 
succeeded to the sovereignty of tho 
Johoro torritorioB on tho death of 
his fatlior in 18(11 . He is one of 
the most enlightened princcH of 
East(»rn Asia, and is a firm ally of 
tho British Govornimmi. In 1803 
he visited England, del(»gaiing the 
oxeroise of his powers during his 
nbsimce to his brother, the Prince 
Unkoo Alalulralnnau. Tlie goveni- 
mont long nuiiutainod a fiotilla, in 
conjunction with our own, for tho 
suppression of piracy in tho njir- 
row^ Bcas of their rosiiootivo pos- 
sessions ; and some years ago the 
’Jhunongong’s father was prorfontod 
by tho govommeut of India with a 
sword, in iioknowledgmont of the 
servicos ho had rendOred in sup- 
pressing piracy, In 1885—0 ho 
visited JSnglamI ngain. 

JOINVIlliE (Prince de), Franjois- 
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Ferdinand - Fhilippe - Louis - Harie- 
d’ Orleans, son of Uio late Loiiis- 
Pliilip]DOj king of tlie Prench, was 
born at Ncuillyj Aug. IJ*, 1818. 
Soon after his father’s accession to 
tliG throne in 3880, ho began his 
naval studies, was sent to sea at 
the ngo of thirteen, received, like 
his brothers, the Dukea of Orleans, 
Nemours, and Axunale, a liberal 
education in the 2 >ublic colleges of 
Prance, and passed a brilliant exa- 
mination at Brest. Prom that 
time liG devoted himself entirely 
to his jirofcssion, and became a 
great favoxu’ito with the Pronoli 
navy. The ordinary hai’d work of 
tho service was not suUicient to 
satisfy liis lU'dcnt desire to dis- 
tinguish himself. Being xvith the 
Me<litorjMneau Sfxundi’on in 1837, 
hp disembarked and rode np to 
Constantino, in tho hope of taking 
port in the storming of that strong- 
hold, blit oiTived just too hitc. 
Not long afterwards ho i*eceivGd 
the command of tho corvette 
Creole, and joining the float of 
Aduiiral Baudin, was intrusted 
xvith the difficult mission of ob- 
taining reparation from tho Mexi- 
can government. The Crt^oZe took 
a prominent port in tho bombard- 
ment of St. Juan d’UIloa, and at 
Vera Cruz the Prince, at the head 
of tho storming pai'ty, was the 
flrst to enter the gates, under a 
heavy fire, and was only saved 
from certain death by tho devo- 
tion of one of his officers. In 
1841 he was selected by the king to 
command La Belle Povle frigate, 
oliarged with the service of con- 
veying to Prance the body of the 
emperor Nax>olcon, and he mamed, 
at Bio Janeiro, May 1, 1843, Donna 
Prancisca de Braganza, sister of 
Don Pedro II., emperor of Bnizil. 
Becoming Bear-Admiral, he took 
part in the sittings of the Admi- 
ralty; and the French Navy is 
deeply indebted to turn for the 
manner in xvhich he helped to solve 
the great question of the adapta- 
tion of steam to vessels of war, in 


1845. When xvor broke out between 
Prance and Morocco he commanded 
a squadron, xvith which he bom- 
barded Tangiers and took Mogadoi*. 
After this docibivo expedition he 
xvas raised to the rank of Yice- 
Admii’al. Being almost ah^ays on 
active service, the Prince de Join- 
villowas in Algiers xvith his brother 
the Due d^Aiiiualo when the revo- 
lution of Peb. 1818, overthrew the 
constitutional monarchy. Ko&olv- 
ing to share tho mislortuncs of 
their family, the two brothers 
sought refuge in Englantl, and 
joined King Douia Vliiliiipo at 
Claremont. The Prince distin- 
guishud himself by actively nicliug 
in the rescue of ninny of the jias- 
sengors and crexv of the shi]i 
Ocean Monarch, xvhon buming olf 
Southampton, Aug. UjfcjlStB. Driven 
suddenly from a brilliant position 
into tliti norroxv limits of private 
life, he accepted his new situation 
with simplicity and dignity, and 
remaining at heart a French sailor, 
endeavoured to render himself 
uscfixl to the navy of his country 
by his pen, if not by liia sword. 
He had ah-eady, in IS-t-l, begun 
publishing in the Bemie des Bern 
Mondee his studies on the French 
navy. One of his articles, pub- 
lished in 1865, was a oomporativc 
review of tho fleets of tho TTnited 
States and of Prance, and excited 
much attention at the time. Hap- 
pening to be in the TJnitod States 
about a twelvemonth after the 
breaking out of the civil war, he 
accompanied his nephews, the 
Comte do Paris and the Due de 
Chartres, to the camp of 0en. 
McClellan, with whose staff he 
witnessed the principal actions of 
the Virginian campaign of 1802, and 
gave an account of these events 
in a weU-written and impartial 
article published in the Revue des 
Deufo Mondes of 1868. After the 
downfall of the Na;^eotmc dy- 
nasty, he went back to Prance wi& 
the other Orleanist princes. He 
and the Duo d’Aumale took their

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souls in tlio Ntiiionul Assomblyj 
Puc^. 19,..187l. 

JOKAi, Maurufl (or Mdr), tlio 
uios t produoti VO tuid gouial of 
IIung»u*ian novelists, was born 
Pob. 19, LS25, at IComorn, His 
fatlior was an advocate, of ft'ood 
and anoiout family, and a sti’i(jt 
Oalyinist, so that his son was 
purit anictdly brought nx^, until liia 
twelfth year, when ho -was loft an 
oi’i)lian. Por two years boforo 
hi& fiitlior'd doaih he had l)oen 
learning flormau at Preaburg, but 
ho was now loft to teach hhuKolf, 
until in 1840 ho wont to tho High 
School at Pniia, and in 1842 to that 
of JECocslcomct, at bobh having the 
Iluiigavian i)oot Alexander I'etl)!! 
ns liis sehoolfoUow. In 184t ho 
wont to Pobtli, where ho was 
nrtLclod to an advocate, and ob- 
tained liis dii>louui, of which, how- 
ever, ho never availed himself ; 
for, in 1840, ho Avas already oflitoj* 
of tho then vui'y hinious TVoe7tea- 
hfaft. In ISIS ho i>rocl aimed tho 

I'welvo Pointa of Poalli,'' and in 
the samo^ year he luaiTicd Eosa 
Laborfalvi, tho greatest of Ilun- 
giiriau tragedians. In 1840 ho 
followed tlxo nungariuu govern- 
ment to Pt^breozin, where ho oditod 
the AhmdhlOtfor^ and was present 
at the caiiitulafcion of Villagoe, 
Aug. 28, 'J’o oseax)o being nnulo 
Xn'iaonor, ho resolved on snioido, 
but was hindered by tho fortunate 
arrival of his wife from Pestli. 
She had converted all her joAvels 
into gold, and tho ijair found their 
way on foot through tho Eusaian 
army, reached a safe hiding-idnee 
in the wood of Buklc. and at last 
got safe to Peslh. Ten years fol- 
loAvcd, during Avhich Hungarian 
literature beoamo avoII nigh cx- 
tinot. Almost alone this young 
man created a now one, and since 
political jouruiilism avcb imiiraoti- 
cablo he betook himself to notion. 
He has published in 100 vols. 25 
romnnees of sovorfd vols. each, 820 
novolcttoB, and six di'umns, of which 
more than half a mUUon copies 


have been sold amongst six millions 
of Magyars, besides translations 
into various languages. Amoug&l 
his most x^oi^b^i-’ I’omanees are;

JONES, Sir Horace, born May 
20, 18] 9, in Loudon, Avhure his 
father, David Jones, practised ns a 
solicitor for nearly 40 y(»ars, av«h 
odnoated at priviito schools, and 
afterwards articled to Mr. John 
Wallen, architect and surveyor, of 
yx>ital S(iuar 0 and Aldorman})uryj 
City of London. He travelled in 
Franco, Italy and U(»ruiany in 1841 
and 184-2, and soon after liis re- 
turn to England in 1813 hogau 
Xiractico as an architect and bur- 
veyor in Loudon. About J 84-7, 
having obtained the tirsL iirisjc in 
a x>u.blic conixjetiLion, he was up** 
pointed architect to the Town Hall 
nnd LaAv Courts in Cardiff, South 
Wales. He idso designed Caver- 
sham Hall, rebuilt after being 
burnt, for Win. CraAvshay, Fsti. 
In 1856 and 1850 ]io designed and 
erected the Eoyal Surrey Music 
Hall to contain an audience of 
nearly 10,000 xiorsons j and in the 
next few years designed various 
gentlQuion's rosidoncGe and public 
and ^ coniinerciid buildingrt, in- 
cluding the Submarine and Mag- 
netic Telegraph Office, the Sovq- 
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reign Assurance Olfioe j a mug to 
tlio if^'oe Hospital, several schools j 
the com]3lction of a olmrcli in 
Yorkshire, and various private and 
conimcroial buildings in Leeds , 
Manchester, and other provincial 
toTTns and places. In Ecbrnary, 
1804, he wns elected Architect to 
the Corporation of the City of 
London, and designed and flupex*- 
intended the restoration of the 
present oak roof at the Guildhall, 
1804 and 1800 ; also, the Guildhall 
Lihraiy and Puhlio Kcatog Hoom, 
oiicnod November 6th, 1872. 
Amongst other worlcs designed in 
lliis capacity may ho named tlie 
Meti*opoUtan Meat Max’kot, the 
Poidtry Market, the Vegolahlo, 
tomporanly xised as a fish market, 
BiUlngsgate Eish Market, Deptford 
Ciittlo Market, Leadcnhall Market, 
&c., several V police stations, hoflf- 
pital, and barracks j completion 
and addition to City of London 
Irtinaiao Asylum ; decorative naid , 
other work to the Mansion House j i 
the triumphal arches in Elect 
Street and Lndgato Hill for the 
occasion of the Queen’s visit to 
St. Paul’s, Eebrufuy a7th, 1872, 
Temple Bar Memorial, 1878 (a 
work which has not been regarded 
with Tuimixed admiration^. New 
Council Chamber for the Court of 
Common Council, opened in 1885, 
and the Guildhall School of Music, 
lately completed. In 1878, at 
the reixuest of the Bridge House 
Committee, he prepaa^ed a design ! 
fox* an opening biddge, on the 
Bascule principle, between Iron 
Gate Stairs (adjacent to the Tower 
ol London) and Horsleydown : 
this was approved of by the Court 
of Common Council, but postponed, 
lu 1882 the question of Thames 
communication was again brought 
fonmrd, and in 1884 a modified 
design was prepared and approved 
of by the Bridge House Committee, 
and afterwards by the Court of 
Common Council, and, with the 
eanotion of Parliament in 1885, the 
work has been begun under the 


joint superiuteudeuce of Sir 
Horaco Jones and Mr. J. W. 
Uarry. Sir Horace Jones was 
elected President of tlie Hoyal 
Institute of British Arohiteclo in 
1882, and sewed that oJTico for two 
years. He is a Liveryman of the 
Eishmongers’ Company, Paintora’ 
Company, and Turners' Company, 
tliis last conipa7iy having ijrcseutcd 
him with its lionorm y freedom and 
livery. Ho is a meniljcr of the 
Commission of the Court of Lieu- 
tenancy for Loudon, and has also, 
on the nomination of II.B.H, the 
Prince of Wales as Gx'iind Muster, 
served during the last four y cal’s 
as Grand Suporiutondentof Works 
to the Grand Lodge of Masons of 
England. He was knighted in 
1880. 

JONES, Morris Charles, E.S.A., 
was bom in Montgoinex’ybhiro, May 
0, 1810, and educated at Bruce 
Castle School, Tottenham. Ho is 
the author of numerous genealogi- 
cal and antiquarian articles and 
privately printed pamphlets, and 
of “ The Ab})Gy of Valle Crucis : its 
Origin and Foundation Charter,’-* 
1800 J and ‘^The Feudal Barons 
of 3?owySj*’ 1868. He is the 
founder and chief supporter of tho 
Powysland Club, an archaiological 
society for Montgomeryshire, and 
also of the Powysland Musetxm and 
Library connected there-with. He 
has devoted much time to the illus- 
tration of the arohteology and his- 
tory of his native country, and sinco 
1807 has been the editor of The 
Montgomeryshire Collections,'’ is- 
sued hy tho Powysland dub, which 
contain elaborate and us^ul con- 
tributions to local topography and 
histoiy, and afford complete and 
extensive materials for the history 
of the county of Montgomery. In 
lK70hisarohieological services were 
acknowledged hy a testimoniol 
raised by public subscriptions, 
which wore devoted chiefly to tho 
purchase of a fine life-size bronzo 
group, ro 2 >rasenting a scene in 
Welsh history, which, at his re- 
q q 2 
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quo£>fc, ivaa placed iii tlio Powys- 
laucl Musouiu. 

JOITES, Thomas Wharton, F.It.S., 
phyBiolof?ist,bon of the late Bicharcl 
JoiiGb, Ear]., of Her hlajcsty's Ciis- 
touis for Scotland, born at St. 
Andrew's in 1808, was educated at 
the T/nivci*sity of Ediiibui'f'h, and 
afterwards visited the i)rinoipMl 
continental universities. He set- 
tled in Loudon in 1838, and 
entered upon the practice of 
Ills profoBsiou, Ho is a Fellow 
of tlio Koyal CollOf?c of Surijeons, 
and has Iwen Lecturer on Physio- 
loj^yai the (Jlla^iu^^-Cl’Osa Hospital, 
Fiillorian Professor of Physioloj^y 
ill the Eoy.il Institution of Groat 
Hritain, and Professor of Ophthal- 
mic Mcdiciuo and Sui’fyory in Uni- 
versity C'olloy:e, Loudon, and Oph- 
tlialuiic Siu‘^>con to the llospiUil. 
Ho has now rotiretl and talcc^n np 
his robidonco at Ventuor, T. W. 
Ho has written a treatise on the 
Principles and Praotico of Ophthal- 
mic Medicine and Siu'i^ei’y; the 
Astley Cooper J^rizc Essay on In- 
ilannnation (1850) ; the Aotonian 
Prize Essay on the Wisdom and 
Hcneficoncu of the Alini^lity iifl 
displayed in the Sense of Vision 
(1831) j The Phy&iology and Phi- 
losophy of Body, Souse, and Mind/' 
and Eailnro of Sijrht from Knil- 
way and other Injuries of the Sj>mQ 
and Head; its Nature and Treat- 
ment" (1800), He is the author 
of various physiological discoveries, 
recorded in the Philosophical 
Transactions and elsewhere : iu 
pjirticuiar the facts discovered hy 
Mr. Wharton »Tones relating to the 
niechanisni of the extreme vessels 
and the course of the hloodinthoin 
have greatly clucidatojl the ijhe- 
nomena of the inliaminatory i)^- 
cesB— a subject in regard to which 
extraordinary errors arc still cur- 
rent. Ho is a Foreign Member of 
the Medical Societies of Vienna, and 
Copenhagen, and of^ the Socirtc do 
Biologio of Paris. Mr. Wharton 
J ones edited for theCamden Society, i 
in 1872# the Life and Peath of his I 


ancestral kinsman. Bishop IjedoH, 
of Kilmore, who perished in the 
Irish Rebellion of lUIlj and in 
187(> published a volume oontro- 
vcrling the Darwinian doctrine of 
cvol ution. 

JONES, The Bight Rev. William 
Basil, D.D.j Pifilio]) of St. David's, 
the eldest son of the late William 
Tilsey Jones, Bb(]., of Gwyufryu, 
Cardiganshire, by Jane, daughter 
of the Into Henry Tiokell, Es<]., of 
Loytonstoiiu, Essex, wub born iu 
].S:32. Ilowiib educated at Slirews- 
bujy School under Dr. UuUor uJid 
Dr, Koiinody, and ho was thence 
elected, in 1810, to a Sehohu-ship 
at ^I'rinily Cell ego, Oxford, where 
he obfaiuod the Ireland Univorsity 
Scholarship in 1812, and took his 
U .A . degree with beeoud - class 
honours in chi.ssicH in 1811. Su)^- 

soipioiitly he hold a Michel Fellow - 
bhip at Quron’fl Oollcgc, and a Fel- 
lowship at UiiivorhUy College, lie 
lieciiiue tutor cf the lattei’ eollege 
in 1851, and held various Uiiiver- 
sity oUiccH. Lie became a J’robtm- 
dary of St. David’s iu 1851)- in- 
cumbeiit of Baxby, Yorkshire*; a 
Prebendary of York in lb()3 j Vi<‘ar 
of Bishoi)thorpe in 18G5 j Arch- 
deacon of the West Riding in 7807; 
Chaiicollor of the Ohureh of York 
in 1871, and Canon KeRideiilini'y of 
York in 1873. For many years 
he was Examining Oha})1ain to the 
Archbishop of York. 'L’lio Qiu'en 
nominated him to the bihlioprio of 
St. David’s when the bee was v«- 
eated by the resignation of Dr, 
Thirlwall, and he was aecoi'dingly 
cousec'i’titcd in Westminster Al)b(»yj 
Aug. 2|., 1871. He has written

1831; '‘I'he History and Anti(iui- 
tios of St. David’s/’ 185(1 ; jointly 
with Mr. E. A. Freemnu, "Notes

boi'moiis, and sovcivil papers aud 
reviowH in liter, iry/iud autK(uarian 
poriodioals. The liisUop lUcirried, 
inlHSO, h'rancos Charlotte, youiij^or 
daughter of the Into Eev. yamuol 
Ttolworthy, rector of Croxall, 
Uerhyaliire, who died in 1881, 
JOULE, James Fresoott, IT.K.S., 
was born at Salford, Dec. 2 1, 1818, 
and educated at honie. Ho is the 
discoverer of the laws of tho evolu- 
tion of heat, aud of tho induc- 
tion of inngnetisiu by electric 
cm'reuts, and of tliu uicchanicul 
ocjuivalont of heat, aud is the 
originator of the Kinetic theory 
of gases, In 1850 fcho Eoyal Society 
presented liimwith the Eoyal modal, 
aud in 1870 with thoir Copley 
medal, for his experimental re- 
searches on the dynamical theory 
of heat. He received, in 1880, the 
Albert mechil of tho Society of 
Arts. The honorary degree of 
LL,D. was presented to him by the 
Universities of Dublin and Edin- 
burgh in 1857 and 1871, and the i 
honorary degree of D.O.L, by the I 
Cuivorsity of Oxford in 1800. He 
is Doctor of Natural l^hilosophy, 
Loydou, He is honorary F.E.S.E. 
and honorary F.O.P.S., Associate 
of tho Royal Danish Academy, of 
the Royal Academy of Turin 
and Belgium, of the American 
Academy of Arts and Science, and 
of the Physical Societies of Prance 
and Halle, Corresponding Member 
of the Academy of Sciences, Paris, 
and of the Institutes of Bologna 
and Basle, aud honorary member 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
In 1878 he received a Civil List 
pension of «£200, in recognition of 
his eminent scientifio ochievemonts 
and valuable discoveries, including 
the application of the pi'incijile of 
the mechanical equivalent of heat. 

JOWETT, The Rev. Benjamin, 
M.A., LL.D., was born at Camber- 
well iniaiV. His father, who died at 
Tenby in 1850^ was the author of 
a metrical version of the Psalms of 


David. Ho was educated at St. 
Patirs School; was (docLod to a 
Scholarship at BalHol College, 
Oxford, in 1835, aud to a Pcllow- 
ship in 1838. Ho WlVS tutor of 
Halliol College from 18 12 to 1870, 
aud in the di&uhargo of that ofEco 
lie gained the regard of m<iny 
|)upilB and friends. He ivas aiJ- 
pointod (o the Regius Professorship 
of Q-rcok on tiio recoumicndatiou 
of Lord Paluicrslon, in 1855, 
having, in 1853, boon member of 
a commission which had under its 
consideration tho mode of adniis- 
sion by oxaiuimition to writers hips 
in tho Indian civil service, and of 
which tho late Lord Macaiday was 
chairman. Pi-ofessoi* Jowett has 
wi'itten a Coiumeutary on the 
Epistles of St, Paul to tho TJiessa- 
lonians, ClalatianB, and Romans, 
ublished in 1855, 2nd od. 1858 ; 
Q also contributed an essay on the 
lutei-pretation of Scripture to 
'*' Essays and Reviews.^' In 1870 
he was elected Master of Balliol 
College, and in 1871 published a 
translation of the “'Dialogues of 
Plato, in d vols., with introduc- 
tion (2nd od. in 6 vols. 1875). Tho 
honorary degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Leyden in Peb. 1875, and by tho 
University of Edinburgh at its 
Tercentenary in 1884^ In 1881 he 
published a translation of Tliixcy- 
didos, with notes, in 2 vols. ; and 
in 1885 a translation of the Politics 
of Aristotle, with notes and essays. 
He was j^pointod Vice-Chanoellor 
of the University for the four 
years 1882-6.

SALARANA, David, King of the 
Sandwich oi* Hawaiian IslancU, 
was bom about 1888. He belongs to 
one of the highest families in the 
islands. When King Komehameha 
V. died in 1872, there were two 
cjindidates for tho vacant throne. 
David Kalakana and William 
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Lunalilo j tho Ifittor -was ol(?(*to<l l»y 
a xJlcbificitiTiu, \vhi(*h wis oonfinnod 
}iy tho Lej^islatiive. Lunalilo died 
mbhiu a twolvomonth, and Kala- 
kiina acfaiu imt forward his clfiinis. 
A L<‘%^isLitui'o^ sporirilljr convened 
tor the purpose, olotfed him in 
Fob. 1H71 j but the validity of this 
election was contested by Queen 
Emma, widow of Kaniehameha IV., 
who died in 18(5'h Queen Emma 
is the daughter of a native chief by 
an Englishwoman, and was adopted 
by Dr. Kooke, an English i^hysician 
on the islands, and, before her 
marriage Avith Kaiuehameha, Avas 
kno^vn as Emma Eooke. The dis- 
pute threatened to result in a civil 
war, the adherents of Emma hoping 
that the British Govemmont would 
refuse to acknowledge Kalakana, 
Aiho was presumed to be hostile to 
European infliionce in the islands ; 
but in June, 187 h Queen Victoria 
sent a letter to Kalakcana, congra- 
tulating him ripon his accession, 
and his right Avas then admitted. 
In tho autnum of 1874* he decided 
to visit America and Em'ope, and 
the United States Government de- 
Bjiatched a steam frigate to coaivey 
him to San Francisco, where he 
arrived Nov. 28. King Kalakana 
IB well-educated, of exemplary 
habits and dignified manners, and 
speaks English with fluency. 

KANE, Sir Hobert, M.D., born in 
Dublin in 1810, where his father 
was a manufacturing chemist, was 
educated for the medical i>rofe3- 
sion, and studied at the JVIeath 
Hospital, of Avhich he became 
the clinical clerk. In 1830 he ob- 
tained the prize offered by Dr. 
Graves for the best essay on the 
Pathological Condition of the 
Fluids in Typhus Fever. Mr. 
Kane became a licentiate in 1832, 
and was elected a Fellow of the 
King and Queen’s College of Physi- 
cians in Ireland in 1841, having 
been previously appointed in 1831 
Professor of Chemistry to the 
Apothecfuaos* Hall, of whose board 
he was for many years a ending 


oxauihuu’. Ho resigned his jiro- 
fes.sorflhip in 1815, and ivas sne- 
ceoded by Dr. Al<lridge. In 1832 
ho iirojected tho Dittlbi Jownial of 
Mediral 8cieiic('y coufined in tho 
firsit instance to chemistry and 
iduinu.icyi and afterwards ex- 
tended to xiractioal lucdicino. His 
direct connection Avith that jouiual 
ceased in 183 1. He hold the ap- 
jiointment of Profoaaor of Natural 
Philosophy to tho Koyal Dublin 
yociety, from 1834 till 1817, and in 
the latter year the Eoynl Academy 
UAvarded him tho Cunningham gold 
medal for his discoveries in che- 
mistry. He had been a member of 
the Eoyal Irish Academy from 
1833, was placed upon its council 
in 1841, and was afterwards olooted 
its BGcretary, an ofiioo which he 
continued to fiU until he received 
the appointment of President of 
the Queen’s College of Cork. He 
had presented, in 1840, to tho 
Koyal Society of London, some re- 
soiu’chos on the colouring matter 
of the lichens, Avhich Avere subse- 
quently published in the Philoso- 
phical Transactions, and for which 
lie received the I'oyal medal. In 
1843 he delivered a series of lec- 
tures on the different sources of 
industry wliich exist in Ireland. 
In 1840 the measures recommended 
by him for the formation of a 
Museum of Industry, in Ireland 
wore carried out, tho Museum in 
St. Stephen’s Green Araa created, 
and he Avas appointed Director, 
the Ordnuuco zoological and 
mineral collection of Mountjoy 
being removed to it. Dr. Kane’s 
most extensive work, ''The Ele- 
ments of Chemistry,” appeared in 
1842 ; and the " Industrial Ke- 
aotu'cea of Ireland in 1844. Dr. 
Kane was, in 1843, appointed, in 
conjunction ndth Professors Lind- 
ley and Playfair, to examine into 
the oansp and means of preventing 
the potato blight. In 184G he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
and was appointed one of the Irish 
Belief Commissioners. Ho resigned 
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the Presidency of Queen's College, 
Cork, in 1873, and also the Direc- 
toraljii> of the Museum of Irish 
Industry, tn 1873 ho was elected 
Memhcr of the Academic Council 
of the ITnivorsity of Buhlinj and in 
1S70 Probidout of the Eoy.il Irish 
AciTidomy. In 1880, on the forma- 
tion of the lioyal University of 
Ireland to replace the Queen's 
University, of whidi he had been 
elected Vice-Chancellor, Sir K. 
Kane was appointed by the Crown 
a member of the Senate of the new 
University, and also a member of 
the Board of National Education 
for Ireland, 

KAEIt, Jean Baptiste Alphonse, 
author, T)om at Paris, Nov. 24, 
1808, received his first instructions 
from his father, and afterwards 
entered the College Bourbon, in 
which he became a teacher. A copy 
of verses which he sent to the 
satirical jommal Figaro introduced 
him to literary life. Having been 
disappointed in love, ho, in 1832, 
published a novel written in his 
youth, — " Sous lo3 Tilleuls,” a 
melange of irony aud sentiment, of 
goofl sense and trilling, which at 
once made him popular. Une 
Heure trop Tard" appeared in 
1833; ^'Vendredi Soir" in 1835; 
"lie Chemin le plus Comt" in 
1830; ^^Einerley" and "Cene- 
vidre” in 1833; and "Voyage 
autour de mon Jardin" in 1845, 
followed by numerous other works. 
In 1830 he became editor-in-chief of 
Figaro; and the same year founded 
Lee Cru^pcs, a monthly satirical 
journal, which hod a remarkable 
success. After the revolution of 
1848, M. Karr, disgusted with poli- 
tical life, retired to Nice, and has 
continued till lately to write occa- 
sionally in the Revue dee Deu'c 
Moiides and other periodicals. His 
chief occupation, however, is hor- 
ticulture on a large scale. The pub- 
lication of a complete edition of 
this author^s works commenced at 
Paris in 1800. He was made Ohe- 
yolicr of the Iiegion of Honour 


April 23, 1813. His dfuighter, 
Mdlle.

KAY, The Hon. Sir Edward Ebe- 
nezer. Judge of the High Court of 
Justice, was horn July 2, 1822, at 
Meadoweroft. near Eochdale, being 
a son of Eobert Kay, Esq,, and 
Hannah his wife. He is a brother 
of the late Sir James Kay-Slnittle- 
worth, Bart., Secretary of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, 
and of the late Joseph Kay, Esq., 
Q.C., Jndge of the Manchester and 
Salford Palatine Court. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B. A. in 
1814, and M.A. in 1847. Having 
resolved to adopt the legal profes- 
sion, ho read in the chambers of 
the late George Lake EnsseU, E-^q., 
and -was called to the Bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in Trinity term, 1817. 
He became authorized reporter in 
the court of Lord Hatherley, then 
Vice-Chancellor Wood, and pub-

porte." Ho obtained the honour of 
a silk gown in 18G6, and practised 
as a Queen’s Counsel in the Court 
presided over successively by Vice- 
ChaneoEor Wood, Vice-Chancellor 
Gifford, Vico - ChanceUor James, 
and Vice-Chancellor Bacon.

Magazines, and in aovcral of tho 
daily papers. In 1804 ho publibhed 
" Essays on History and Politics 
in 1808, “ Statesmen since tho 
Peace " j in 1872 " The Agricultoal 
Labourers i and in 1881, on the 
death of Lord Beaconsheld, was 
employed to edit a collection of his 
speeches published in two volumes 
byMessrs. Longman, Mr, Kebbel’s 
latest work is the *' Tory Adminis- 
trations from the Accession of Mr. 
Pitt to power in 1783 to the death 
of Lord lioAconsflcld in 1881.” 

EEELEY, Mrs , widow of Mr, 
Eobert Keelcy, the popular come- 
dian (who died in 1880), was bom 
at Ipswich in 1800, acquired repu- 
tation as an actress as Miss Go^vard, 
and mode her hrst appearance in 
London at tho Lyceum in 1825, ns 
Eosina, in the opera of that name, 
and Little Piolde. Mrs. Keeloy 
acquired great fame by her render- 
ing of the characters of Smike, 
Mrs. Peerybingle, and Clemency 
Newoome, in sta^ adaptations of 
Mr. Dickenses novels, '^Nicholas 
NicHeby,” ''The Cricket on the 
Hearth,” and " The Battle of 
Life.” 

KELLOGG, Olara Louise, was bom 
at Sumterville, South Carolina, 
July, 1842. In 1843 her parents 
returned with her to Connectieufc, 
where they remained imtii 1836, 
when they went to New York. At 
an early age she gave evidence of 
musical tslout, and after some years 
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of careful stufly marie her first ap- 
pearnuce at the Aearlemy of Music 
ill New York in 1800. After four 
more yeai‘s of stiuly, she apiicarod 
asM.irtfuento in Gounod’s" Eaust,” 
in the season of ISO 1-3, when she 
viiulicat(*d her title to })e roj^arded 
as ouu of the heat artists of her 
time.

KEMBALL, General Sir Arnold 
Burrowes, K.C.B., K.C.S.L, bom 
in ISIS, was educated for his pro- 
fession at Addiscoiuhe, and received 
his first commission as second 
lieutenant in the Bombay Artil- 
lery Dec. 11, 1837. His batteiy 
forinod part of the Army of the 
Indus under Lord Keane, and with 
it he served in the first campaign 
in Afghanistan, 1838-9, including 
the siege and storming of Ghuznee 
and subsoqueui occuiiation of 
Caljul, for ivhich he received the 
medal. His real field of utility, 
ho'wever, w.is determined by liis 
appointment as A^siatuui Political 
Kesident in the Persian Gulf in 
1812, where ho was employed in 
various political duties for 2S years, 
and acquired a special and valuable 
experience of Turkish and Persian 
affairs* and mastery of the Turkish, 
Persian, and Arabic languages. He 
was made Political Kesident in the 
Pereian Gulf in 1852, and Consul- 
General at Bagdad and Political 
Agent in Turlash Arabia in 1855, 
after having acted in both capaci- 
ties at various times during the 


absences of pre'viouB incumbents. 
He took part in the Persian Ex- 
pedition in 1857, under Sir James 
Outrnm, and was pro^jcnt at the 
capture of Mohumrah and suhse- 
r[uent opor.itions in the field. He 
uas specially uieutionod bever.il 
times in the despatches of both the 
General and the Commodore, coni- 
maiiding the hind and sea forces, 
for his valuable assistaneo, advice, 
and gallantry. Lord Canning, in 
his notification of June 18, 1837, 
publicly thanked himf or his zealous 
services, "afforded on every occa- 
sion of difficulty and danger*, and 
especially in the brilliant expe- 
dition against Ahwas." For his 
services in the Persian War, 
Captain Kemball was rewarded 
with the medal and clasp, a Brevet 
Majority, and the C.B. In 18GG ha 
was nominated to the second class 
of the Star of India, and in 1874 
was promoted to General Officer’s 
rank, 

KEMBLE, Frances Anne, daugh- 
ter of Charles Kemble, and niece of 
Mrs. yiddons, was born in Newman 
Street, London, Nov. 27, 1809. She 
made her first appearance, Oct. 5, 
1829, as Juliet, at Covont Garden 
Theatre, then under the manage- 
ment of her father. "Venice 
Preserved^' was revived Dec. 0, 
in that year, for the purpose 
of introducing her as Belvidoraj 
and she sustained the parts of 
the Grecian Daughter, Mrs. 
Beverly, Portia, Ibaholla, Lady 
Townloy, Calista, Bianca, Beatrice, 
Constance, Lady Teazle, Queen 
Catherine, Louise of Savoy in 
“Francis I.” Lady Macbeth, and 
Julia in the "Hunchback." The 
three years during which she re- 
trieved the fortunes of her family, 
were marked by the production of 
"Francis X.," a tragedy written by 
herself at seventeen. In 1832 she 
visited America, and, with her 
father, performed with great suc- 
cess at the principal theatres of 
the United States. An account of 
these wanderings is giyen in her 
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J oui*nal of a Rosirlence in 
America (1835). At this period 
she hccaine tlio wife of Mi*. Pierce 
Butlei'j n planter of South Caro- 
lina, from whom she obiained a 
divorce in 18J30. Sho roRuuicd her 
niaidoii mime, and retired, to Ltuiox, 
Maaaachnsetla, whoro she roaided, 
with the exception of n y(nir aiJont 
in Italy, for nearly twenty years. 
Bubides tranBlatioiis from Schiller 
and others, sho has also published 
" The Shu* of Seville ” (1837) j a 
volume of Poems” (184a) ,• '^A 
Tear of Consolation” (1817); 
''Peaidenoe on a G(-eoi*gia Planta- 
tion” (1603) j " Records of a Cirl- 
hood,” 3 vols. (1878); "Records of 
Later Life,” 2 vols. (1882) ; "Notes 
upon some of Shakespeare's Plays ” ; 
(1882) ; and has a^ipeared at intei^ 
vals as a public reader. Prom 
1860 to 1873 she was in Eur(^e. 
She then returned to Amencfl, 
but now resides in London. 

KEMPE, The Rev. John Edward, 
H.A., son of A. J. Ecinpe, Esq., 
P.S.A.> a distinguished antiquary, 
was horn Mai*ch 0, 1810, educated 
at St. Paul's School and Clare Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1833 as a senior 
optime, and first-class in clasbics ; 
and M.A. in 1837. He was ap- 
pointed Curate of Tavistock, Devon, 
in 1833, and elected a Pellow of 
his college in 1841. He became 
Curate of Barnet, Herts, in 1844 ; 
Incumbent of St. John's, St, Pan- 
eras, on the presentation of Bishop 
Blomfield, in 1846; of St. Barna- 
bas, Kensington, in 1818 ; and 
Rector of St. James's, Piccadilly, 
on the presentation of Lord Aber- 
deen, as Premiei', in 1853. In 1801 
he was appointed by Bishop Tait 
to the Prehendal Stall of Chambor- 
lainewood, in St. Paul's ; in 1864 
he became one of her Majesty's 
chaplains ; and in 1868 he was 
elected one of the Proctors in Con- 
vocation for Loudon, being x’e- 
eleoted in 1874. In 1880 he re- 
tired from Convoeatitm. He is a 
Rural Dean of the diocese. Mr.

' Grimsby, Lincolnshire, Mar. 16, 
1849. Her grandfather, her father, 
and hei* uncle, were all actors, 
playing in what was then Iruown 
as the Lincolnsliire circuit, Her 
brother was the dramatist T. W. 
Robertson. Miss Robertson's 
in London was mado on July 29, 
1805, when she aiipeared at the 
Haymarket as Ophelia to the 
Hamlet of "Walter Montgomery; 
and in the following month she 
played at the same tlioatre Des- 
demona to the Othello of Ira 
Aldridge. After this, for about 
eighteen months, sho fulfilled 
engagements at the tlieatros in 
Nottinglmm and Hull. In 1867 
Miss Robertson returned to town, 
appearing at Drury Lane on Easter 
Monday as Edith in Andrew 
Halliday 's "Great City,” On March 
14, 1868, she mode her £1*81 decided 
success in the metr opol is, as 
Blanche Dumont, in Dr. vVesiland 
Maraton's " Hero of Romance,” 
which was performed for the first 
time on tliat occasion, at the Hay- 
market Theatre.

23, 1860, as Lilian Vavasour in 
"New Men and Old Acres j” on 
Oct. 24, 1870, as Lydia Languish 
in "The Rivals on Nov. 19, 1870, 
as Princess ijoolide in " The 
Palace of Truth ; ” on Dec. 0, 187 1, 
as QaLitea in "Pygmalion and 
Galatea j” on Jan. 1, 1873, as 
Helene in "The Wicked World j” 
and on Jan. 3, 1871, as Mrs. Van 
Jirugh in "Charity.” The crea- 
tion of the character of Lilian gave 
Mrs. Kendal a position among 
the leading couiediennesot the day. 
In Jan. 1875 she began a short 
engagement at the Opiu’a Comiquo, 
appearing, in the course of it, as 
Pauline in the **Lady of Lyons,” 
Itosalind in "As You Like It,” 
and Miss Hardcastle in " She 
Stoops to Conquer.” In 1875 Mrs. 
Kendal joined the company orga- 
nized by Mr. Hare for the Coiut 
Theatre, and whilst a member of it 
created the chief feminiue rules in 
Mr. Coghlan^s " Lady Flora,” Mr.

He was educated at Eton, where at 
the ago of sixteen ho x^i^l^l^shed 
" The Birds of Borkshiro and Buck- 
inghamshire i a Oouti’ibiition to 
tho Ornithology of the two Coun- 
ties,” 1868, by Eton Boy.”

KENNEDY, The Bev. Benjamin 
Hall, D.D., born at Summer HiU, 
near Birmingham, Nov. C, 1804, 
eldest son of the late Rev. Rann 
Kennedy, incumbent of Sb. Paul’s, 
Birmingham, and Second Master 
of King Edward’s School in that 
town, author of "Tho Reign of 
Youth,” and other poems, was 
educated at King Edward’s School, 
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JBirmingliain, ami at Slirowabury 
ychoolj imdor Dr. Butler. Enter- 
ing St. John's College, Cambridge, 
he gained the Porson Prize and 
Browne's Medal for Latin Ode in 
1828 ; the Pifct University Scholar- 
ship in his first year; Browne's 
Medal for Greek and Latin Odes, 
and the Porson Pi’ize in 1824; 
Browne's Medal for Bjjigrnms in 
1825 ; and the Porson Prize a third 
time in 182G. IJe graduated B.A. 
as Senior Classic and Senior Chan- 
cellor's Medallist in 1827, gained 
the Member's prize for a Latin 
Essay, Do Origino Scriptnroa 
Alphabeticuo," was elected Pellow 
and Classical Looturerof St.John's 
College in 1828, Ijceaino an Assist- 
ant Master at Harrow, under Dr. 
Lougley, in 1830, and was appointed 
Hoad Master of Shrewshmy School, 
vacant by the pi'oinotion of Dr. 
Butler to the see of Lzchileld, in 
1830. In 1841 he was appointed ;

He was ordained 
deacon in 1809 by tho Bishop of 
Tuaiu, and priest in the following 
year by tho Archbishop of York. 
He was (lomestic chaplain to the 
Bishop of Tuaiu 1869-70 j curate of 
Doncaster 1870-71 j York Diocesan 
Inspector of Schools 1871-73 ; vicar 
of St. Paul's, Sculcoates, Kingston- 
on-HuU, 1873-70 ; and vicar of All 
Saints', Bradford, from 1876 until 
his advancement to the episcopate. 
On Hov. 30, I8S2, he was conse- 
crated, in Westminster Abbey, 
Bishop of Adeloidc, in succession 
to Dr, Short, who had resigned the 
sec, which comprises the whole of 
South Australia. 

KEKBIOK, The Host Bev. Peter 
Bichard, D.D., Boman Catholic 
Archbishop of St. Louis, Misfiouri, 
was horn in Dublin, in 1806. 
He was educated at Maynooth, 
and ordained a priest in Ire- 
land, but soon afterwards emi- 
^ated to Philadelphia, wliere his 
brother (the late Archbishop of 
Baltimore) was then coadjutor to 
the Bishop, Here he edited the 
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Catholic HcralU for sevoral years, 
and published various Tvorks, ori- 
ffiiiial and translated. He was also 
made Yicar-General of the dioceso. 
In IS 11 Bishop Kosati,of St. Louis, 
rcq^iiestcd his nomination us his 
coadjiitoi* with the right of succes- 
sion. Ho was consecrated bishop 
of Brasa in partibv.St and coadjutor 
of St. Louis, Nov, 30,1811. In 1813, 
on the (loath of Bishop Kosati, Pr. 
Kenriclc became Bishop of St. 
Louis, and in 1817 the first Arch- 
bishop of that city. He has been 
very sncceaaful in promoting the 
interests of the see, having estti- 
blished a largo hospital, an orplian- 
age, two magnificent convents, 
nmnerous schools and charitable 
institutions, and one of the most 
ext(?nsive and beautiful cemeteries 
in the United States. Besides the 
translations already referred to, 
and (Editions of devotional woik?, 
the Archbishop has published " Tlio 
Holy House of Lorotto j or, an 
Examination of the Historical 
Evidence of its Mironlous Trans- 
lation ; ” and Anglican Ordina- 
tions.” Arclihisliop Kenrick was 
present at the Vatican Council, and 
was roported to have maintained 
the iuopportunenoss of defining 
the dogma of Papal Infallibility. 
Hu, however, accinioscod in the 
definition, and pnblisbed it, to- 
gether with the other decrees of 
the Council, in his diocese. 

ESNT, IVilliam Charles Hark 
(Jenown as Charles Keni ), was bozai 
in London, Nov. 3, 1823, and 
educated at Prior Park and Oseott 
Colleges. Prom an early age he 
adoi>ted literature as a xunfession, 
and has produced a number of 
volumes of poems, essays, and 
stories. He was for 25 years editor 
of tho Snn. newspapev, and for 
seven years (1874-81) editor of 
the Itioman Catholic publication 
the Weekly Register, He has edited 
the works of Lamb, Bums, and 
Moore, and the late Lord Lytton 
(" The Knebworth Button”), 
and has published a number 


articles, essays, pamphlets, etc., 
under various assumed names, 
besides some theological works 
of which ^'Corona Catholioa” is 
tho best known j and he has oon- 
trilmtcd a number of memoirs 
to the Dictionary of National 
Biography. 

KEPPEL, iThe Hon, Sir Henry, 
G.C.B., Admiral, a younger sou 
of the late Earl of Albemarle, 
bom June 11, 1800, entered the 
navy at an early ago, was made 
Lieutouautin 1820, and Commander 
in 1833. In command of the 
Childii's, IG guns, he served on tho 
south coast of Spain during tho 
civil wnr of 183 J-5, afterwards on 
the west coast of Airica, ^vas made 
Captain in 1837, and commanded 
the Dido from 1841 till 1815, during 
which time he was employed in the 
China war of 1812, and afterwards 
in the suppression of piracy in the 
Eastern Archipelago. Prom Nov. 
18 J 7, till July, 183 1, he commanded 
theJlTeandfir, 14 guns, on the China 
and Pacifio stations j in May, 1853, 
was appointed to the command of 
the 8t Jean d’Acre, 101 guns ; 
served in tho Baltic and in the 
Blaoic Sea, and having in July, 
1855, exchanged into the Rodney, 
71 guns, obtained command of the 
Naval Brigade before Sebastox>ol. 
After the fall of that stronghol(I he 
returned to England and was ai> 
X}ointGd to the Colossus, In Sox)t. 
183(3, he hoistod his pennant as 
Commodore on board the Raleigh, 
52 guns, and x»roceeded to China, 
where his ship was lost by striking 
on an unknown rock. He com- 
luandod a division of boats at tho 
destruction of the Chinese war 
fleet in tho Fatshan Creek, Jxme 1, 
1857, for which service he was made 
a K.O.B., and on attaining flag- 
rank he returned to Bnghuid. In 
1859 he was made Groom in Wait- 
ing to the Queen, whioh oJfice ho 
relinquished in May, ISCO, on being 
apx^ointod to the Cape of Good 
Hox)e as naval Commonder-in-Chief „ 
from which he was transferred to 
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tlio Brazilinu Station. In Jan. 
1807 lie hoisted his flag on board 
the Rodney t as Vice-Admiral Com- 
niandor-in-CMcf on the China and 
Japan station , He returned to 
England in Dec. 18G9j on attaining 
the rank of full Acluiirah iiiid was 
made D.C.L. of Oxford in 1870. 
Ho was created a G.C.B. in 1871, 
and ho became an Adniiral of tho 
Fleet in 1877. Ho is a Ooinmandcr 
of the IfOgion of Ilonoiu', and 
Medjidie of tho second class. Sir 
n. hLCpxjel has written ‘'Expedi- 
tion to Borneo, with llajah 
Brooke's Journal," published in 
1817, and "Visit to the Indian 
Archipelago.” 

EBBATBY, Emile, Comte de, 
was born at Paris, March 20, 3832, 
of an ancient Breton family, hia 
father being Count Auguste Hila- 
rion Kerntry, who died in 1S59. 
Having completed his studios at 
the Lyceums of St. Loitis and of 
LouiB-lc-Grand, he entered as a 
volunteer the Istri^iment of Chas- 
seurs d'Afrique in 1851, wont 
through the Crimean campaign, 
removed successively to tho Ist 
regiment oi Spahis and of Cuiras- 
siers>, and in 1S59 was appointed 
Bous-lieutenant in the 6th regiment 
of Lancers. In l&Gl ho exchanged 
into the 3rd rogiment of Chasseurs 
d'Afrique, in order that he might 
make the campaign in Mexico ; and 
in 1861 he was detached as Captain 
commanding the second squadron of 
Colonel Lupin's famous counter- 
guerilla. In this dangorons ser- 
vice ho distinguished himself by 
his bravery and decision, and after- 
wards ho was ax>pomted officer of 
ordnance to Marshal Bazaino. The 
Comte de Keratry was several 
times mentioned in the " Order of 
the Day” in Africa and Mexico. 
In 1865 he was recomiuended for a 
lieutenant's commission hut^ he 
sent in Ms resignation and retired 
from the service. At this period ho 
had received the Legion of Honour, 
and had been decorated 'with several 
oreign Orders. On Ms return to 


France he devoted himself to lite- 
rary pursuits, and contributed to 
tho Revue Cotiteid^oraiae a roraark- 
ablo series of articles on tho Mexi- 
can cxi)edifcion in which he 
severely attacked the Government 
and the conduct of Marshal Bdzaiue. 
Soon afterwards ho became editor 
of the Revue Modcnic, in whi^h 
periodical ho continued his acciisa 
tion. In IbGO he was returned by 
tlie electors of Brest to tlie Coips 
Legislatifj when he associated him- 
self with the new Liberal Tiers- 
Porti. On the establishment of 
the Government of the National 
Defence in Sept. 1870, he ^vas made 
Prefect of Police j but in the fol- 
lo^viug month ho escaped fromPoris, 
then besieged, in a baUoon, and pro- 
ceeded on a diplomatic mission to 
Madrid, where, soon afterwards, he 
was replaced by M. Edmond Adam. 
He is tho author of " Le Contre- 
GueriUn,” 1SG7 ; " La Creauco 

Jeoker,” 1S07 j L'Elevation et la 
Chute do Maximilion/'1807j awork 
on French evouts entitled “ Lo 4i 
Septembro et le Gonvcrnenient de 
la Defense Nationale,” 1871 ; 
"Armeo de Bretagne, 1S70-71,” 
published in 187 1; and “Mourad V., 
prince, sultan, prisonuicr d'etat,” 
1878. 

BEBNi J. Conrad, statesman, 
was born in 1808, in the market- 
town of Berlingen, near Arenen- 
berg, in the canton of Thurgau, 
Switzerland. After studying at 
the Gyumajsiam of Zurioh. lie pro- 
ceeded to the University of Basle, 
to study theology, which he gave 
up, became a law student, and 
finished his educ.ition in the schools 
of Berlin, Heidelberg, and Paris. 
From 1837 he^ performed in his 
canton the duties of President of 
the Supreme Oourt of Judicature, 
and those of President of the 
Council of Educaiion. Dr. Hern, 
at an early period, impelled by his 
liberal tendencies, was enj^^aged in 
reforming the cantonal institutioua. 
In a wider fleld ho was, from 1833, 
under the old compact as under 
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the now Federal coustifctitioUj regu- 
larly cliosen representative^ of his 
canton in the Diet or in the 
National Assembly. In 1838 the 
French Governineut insisted, 
through its ambassador, the Duke 
of Moutobello, on the eactradition 
of Prince Louis Napoleon, who 
with his mother. Queen Hortenso, 
had for some time resided in the 
canton of Thm’gnn. In the Diet, 
Dr. Kern protested against the 
right of any power to interfere 
with the hosjutality of his canton, 
or with the liberty of a Swiss 
citizen j and on his retiu'u to Thui’- 
gau to render to the Town Council 
an aocoiuit of the deliberations of 
tho Diet, ho urged his follow- 
citizens not to allow thomselves to 
be intimidated by the menaces of 
France, "Do ivhat is ritjhl, fuq^cn 
what 3 UU 1 /,*’ was tho eonclusion of 
his BX>eoch. Dr, Keiii had the 
Balisfaction to return to the Diet 
with tlio nuanimoua votes of his 
canton in favour of his principle. 
As President of the ificole Poly- 
technique of Zurich, he has done 
much for thnt valuable institution. 
When, in 1857, the dispute between 
Switzerland and tlie Kiag of Prus- 
sia as to Neufchatol threatened to 
cause serious troubles. Dr. Kem

terest and- uphold the digaily of the 
republic at the conference held at 
Neufch-atelj and was appointed 
Swiss plenipotentiary at the court 
of France. 

K£SB, Boberfi, arcliitect, ^vas 
bora at Aberdeen, 1823, and became 
a pupil of John Smith, City Archi- 
tect of Aberdeen. He was tho first 
President of the Architectural 
Association in 18 1:7, was elected a 
Fellow of the Koyal Institute of 
British Architects in 1867, and 
was appointed Professor of the 
Arts of Construction at King^s 
College, London, in 1861. He is 
the author of " The English Gen- 
tleman's House/' ia64f, and other 
works, and amongst other build- 
ings, has designed and executed 


Bearwood, Berkshire, the residence 
of hir. John "Walter. 

KERVYN BE lETTENHOVE, 
Joseph Marie Bruno Oonstantin, a 
Belgian statesman and historian, 
born at Sb. Michel, near Bruges, 
Aug. 17, 1817. From an early ago 
he devoted himself to historical 
and antiquarian studies, and )jegan 
to gather the materials for the 
admirable works which have gained 
for him bo high a reputation, both 
in his native country and in 
France, Ho lias been for many 
years a member of the Chamber of 
Bepreseutativos, wliore ho distin- 
guished himself as a supijorter of 
the Conservative or Catholic party. 
"When that party came into power 
in July, 1870, ho accepted office 
I under Baron d'Ancthan as Minister 
of the Interior, and rotaiued that 
Ijost until the resignation of the 
ministry in Dee. 1871. M, ICer-

KEY, Admiral the Eight Hon. Sir 
Astley Cooper, G.G.B., E.E.S., is 
the second son of the late Charles 
Aston Key, Esq,, by Anne, daugh- 
ter of the Kev. Samuel Lorick 
Cooper, of Great Yarmouth. He 
was born in 1821, and educated at 
the Naval College, Poitsmouth, 
where he obtained the first medal 
and a Keuteuant^s commission in 
the navy, which ho entered in 1835. 
He was junior lieutenant of the 
Oorgon in 18 J4, and was officially 
mentioned for rescuing her on being 
stranded at Blonto Yidco. In 18 1 5 
he was wounded in the action of 
the Ohligada whilst in command of 
the Fanny, and displayed a gal- 
lantry %vliieh earned his early -pro- 
motion to Commander’s rank.

He 
served in command of the Amphion 
during the Baltic campaign, taking 
part in the capture of tlio forts of 
Bomarsund, and other operations. 
When the honours were distributed, 
he was nominated a C.B. (1855). 
Placed in command of the Bans- 
pareH, and a squadron of gunboats, 
he served at Calcutta during the 


Indian Mutiny, and received the 
thanks of the Governor-General 
Soon afterwards he commanded a 
battalion of seamen at the capture 
of Canton, where ho secured, with 
his own hand. Commissioner Yeh 
as he was in the act of escaping 
over a paling at the back of his 
yamsen. On his retimn to England 
he was chosen to represent the 
navy on the Royal Commission 
appointed to consider the state of 
our defences j and in 1860 ho be- 
came captain of the steam ordinary 
at Devonport. Ho passed to the 
JUxcellent in 1863, and found himself 
in first charge of the great develop- 
ment of the iron-plate and the 
heavy gun. The great changes in 
gunnery necessitated the creation 
of a new ofiloe at Whitehall, and 
Captain, afterwards Rear-Admiral 
Key, filled the post of Director- 
General of Naval Ordnauco until 
1809, when he became Superinten- 
dent of Portsmouth Dockyard. He 
was next appointed second in com- 
mand in the Mediterranean, ami 
Superintendent of Malta Dockyard ; 
and was President of the Royal 
Naval Collogo, Greenwich, from 
Dec. 1872 to Jan. 1876, when ho be- 
came Gommauden>in-Chief on the 
North American and West Indian 
Station. He was promoted Vice- 
Admiral in 1873, and Admiral in 
1878. In 1879 he was appointed 
Principal Naval Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen. The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of D.G.L. in 1880 5 and 
for his services iu the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he was made a 
G.C.B. Sir A. Cooper Key has held 
since 1870 the office of Second Lord 
of the Admiralty under two suc- 
cessive Administrations, and was 
sworn in as Privy Councillor in 
1884. He was placed on the 
retired list of Admirals, in 1886. 

KIMBERLEY (Earl of). The 
Right Hon. John Wodehonse, K.G., 
hom Jan. 7, 1826, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1817* 
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ialring a first-clas3 in classical 
honoxirs. He succeeded his grand- 
father as third Baron Wodehouso, 
May 29, 1810, and was raised to the 
earldom of Kimberley, J uuc 3 , 1800, 
In Dec., 1852, he accoi)tcd the post 
of Undcr-Seoretary of State fur 
Eoreigu AITairs, which he held 
under Lords Aljerdeen and Pal- 
merston until 1850, when he wa^ 
appointed Envoy at St. Peters- 
burg. Ho returned from Puiwia in 
1858, and resumed his post as 
TJnder-Sccretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs in Lord Palmerston's second 
administration, Juno 19, 1859, re- 
tiring Aug. 3 1, 1801, In 1803 he 
was sent on a special mission to the 
north of Europe, with the view of 
obtaining some settlemont of the 
Schleswig-Holstein question; and 
in 180 A was appointed under Secre- 
tary for India, In Oct. of the 
same year ho succeeded the late 
Enrl of Carlisle in the Lord-Lieu- 
tonaucy of Ireland, resigning that 
post on the fall of Lord Eusseirs 
second administration, in July. 
1800. He hold the o£Sco of Lord 
Privy Seal in JMr. Cladhiono's ad- 
ministration from Dec. 1808, to 
July, 1870, and that of Secretary ot 
State for the Colonies from the 
latter date until the retiivment of 
Mr. Gladstone in Pch, 187^. In 
Feb. 1878, he was nominated Chair- 
man of the Bioyal Oommissiou 
appointed to enquhe into the word- 
ing of the Pei^ Servitude Acts. 
He was reappointed Secretary of 
State for tlie Colonics on Mr. Glad- 
stone's return to power in May, 
1880 : and in June, 1882, he was also 
appointed to hold provisionally the 
se^B of the of&co of Ohtuicullor of 
the Ducliy of Lancaster, resigned 
by MEr. Bright. On Deo. 16, 1882, 
he received from the Queen the 
seals of the office of Secretary of 
State for India, which ho held till 
Juno, 1886, and to which he iras 
reappointed on the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone's third Government 
in Feb. 1886. He is a member of 
the Senate of the Hniversil^ of 


London, and President of Univer- 
sity College, Loudon. 

KING, The Bight Kev, Edward, 
D.D., Bishop of Lincoln, was born 
about the year 1829, and was edu- 
cated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
(B.A. 1851, M.A. 1855), He waa 
ordainod deacon in 1851, and priest 
1H55, by the Bisshop of Oxford, and 
foeoaino curate of Wheatley. Tn 
185S ho was appointed Oliaphiin 
and Assistant Lecturer of Ouddos- 
don College, and from 1RG3-73 he 
was Principal of the College, in 
1873 he became Canon of Christ 
Church, Oxford, and Begins Pro- 
fessor of PustoKil Theology, in 
which position he exercised a wide 
influence throughout tho Univer- 
sity. On the death of Dr. Clncis- 
topher Wordsworth in 1883, Dr. 
King was appointed to the Bishop- 
ric of Lincoln, and was consecratad 
in Lincoln Cathedral. Dr. King 
is a pronounced High Churchman. 
He is unmarried. 

KIITGLAKE, Alexander Willianii 
oldest sou of tho late William 
Kinglako, Esq,, of Wilton House, 
near I'liuntoii, l>orn in 1811, Tvaa 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
iitod B.A. in 1832, was called to the 
bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1837, but 
retired from the law in 185G. He 
is well known as the author of 
** Ebthen," on account of Ida ex- 
periences in Eastern travel, pub- 
lished in 18 H. He was returned 
as one of the members in tho 
Liberal interest, in March, 1857, 
for Bridgewater. In 1858 he moved

KIB&XiAE£y Robert Arthur, 
brother of the historian of the 
Crimean ‘W'oa'j was born at Taunton, 
in 18115, and was educated at Ottery 
Saint Mai'y, Devonshire. For more 
than half a eentxiry he has devoted 
himself to works of charity and 
benevolence, directing his especial 
efforts to the improvement of the 
moral and physical condition of tlie 
labouring classes. The extension 
of penny and other savings banks, 
the promotion of the labourers’ 
" allotment ” system, and the im- 
provement of the dwellings of the 
agricultmal poor, are objects which 
have chiefly occupied his attention. 
He established a Court of Kecon- 
ciliation” in his native town, by 
means of which he has been enabled, 
nnder the influence of friendly me- 
diation, to settle a large number of 
quarrels without involving the con- 
tending parties in any ‘'costs.” 
Air. Kinglake was one of the prin- 
cipal promoters of the "West of 
England Sanatorium established 
near Woston-super-Mare. In an- 
other, but equally useful direction, 
he has extended his untiring 
labours by seeking to ameliorate the 
condition of disgorged prisoners. 
He was the originator in his native 
county, of its famous and well- 
known "Valhalla of “Worthies,” 
which includes the busts of Dooke, 
Blake, Bym, Speke, Fielding, and 
General Jobn Jacob, the founder 
of the celebrated Scinde Horse, 
and others. Ha is the author of a 
memoir of General Guyon, the 
famous English hero in the Hun- 
garian War of Independtnec — a 
work which called fortK the warm 


approval of Kossuth and his friends. 
Mr. Kinglake is also the author of 
a work on Land Transfer, and of 
various pamphlets on social sub- 
jects. 

XIKBY, The Eight Bev. Tobias, 
Bishop of Lita, was born in the 
diocese of Waterford, in 18015, and 
went to Koiue in 1839, when he 
determined to embrace the occlesi- 
astioal profession, and entered hiiii- 
eelf a student at the Komiui Semi- 
nary. Among his fellow students 
was the present Pope, Leo XIII, 
Mr. Kilby was ordained a priest in 
1833 . His learning and piety caused 
his selection for the post of Vico- 
Kector of the D’ish College in 1836, 
and in 1850 he succeeded Coi'dinal 
GuUeu as Hector. That office he 
has held dm'ing eventful periods. 
He witnessed the revolution which 
drove out Pius IX. and the restora- 
tion of the same Pontiff, and again 
that other revolution which led to 
the fall of the temporal power. 
As the trusted agent of the Irish 
and many colonial Bishops, Mon- 
signor Kilby had frequent coin- 
munioations with Phis IX., who 
created him in 1860 a Private 
Chamhorlain, and with Leo XIII., 
who soon after his accession rnised 
him to the rank of Domestic Pre- 
late. In May, 1881, he was ap- 
pointed Bishop of Lita, in paJ ii’tws 
i?^dcZiww. 

KIBK, Sir John, M.D., K.G.M.G., 

[ was born at Aibirlot , near Arbroath, 
Forfarshire, in 1833. He graduated 
M.D. in the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1861, and early distin- 
guished himself in botany and 
other departments of natural his- 
tory.

EIAPKA, George, horn ntTeiiiea- 
WM, Axc’il 7, 1S2/^, entered the 
army at the age of eighteen, was 
at first attached to tlie artillery, 
and (onipleted his military educa- 
tion at Yieiinn. Sent, in IH 17, into 
a frontier regiment, he was dis- i 
gusted with the profession, and 
rebiguod. He w-as about to travel 
abroad when the Revolution of 
3818 broke oiit, and he resumed 
the profK'‘«5ion of arms. Fighting 
against Austria, he took command 
ot a company of Honveds, and dia- 
tingiiibhed himself in the war 
ngiihist the Servians. Towards 
the close of 38J8 he ivas the cliief 
of the shift of Gen. Ifi.s, and after 
tlie dofuat of Hasohau (Jan. i, 
IS 10), replaced Mesbiiros at the 
1 lead of his corps d’anaf'e. Under 
Kobsuth he whs Minister of TVar, 
and entered completely into the 
views of tlio Government of the 
Revolution, Quitting the Idinisti y, 
be took coniraaml of Comoiu, and 
vainly endeavoured to reconcile 
Kossuth and Gorgei. After the 
unfortunate capitulation of Vilagos 
(Aug. 1ft, lM9),Klapka maintained 
liimself heroically in Comom, and 
juenaced Ausbda and Sfyria, until 


ho heard of the alleged defection 
of Gorgei, In Sept. 1849, a con- 
vention was signed between the 
defenders of the place and Gen. 
Ifaynau, and Klapka went into 
exile, ftrbt in London, and after- 
wards in Switzerland and Italy. 
His Memoirs,” published at Leip- 
sio in 18o0, were followed by ” Tlie 
National War in Hungary ami 
Transylvania,” in 1831. In the 
imfortunate aiTangoments set on 
foot by Garibaldi for the attempt 
on Rome, in 1862, when he sought 
to excite the Hiuigariaus to take 
the field, a judicious counter-pro- 
clamation from Klax>ka, pointing 
out the headlong temerity and 
rashness of the undertaking, kept 
them quietly in their lioiuos. Jn 
18G0, however, after the defeat of 
Austria at Koniggratz, ho foiiiied 
a company of Honveds, and endea- 
voured to bring about a revolution 
in Hiiiigaryj but the attempt failed, 
and Klapka fled to Oderberg. In 

1873 ho w-as engaged, upon the re- 
organisation of the Turkish army, 
and in the war of 1R77-78 j his 
advice was freely offei*ed to the 
Tui'lrish generals. 

KNAPS, Ludwig, a celebrated 
German genro-patuter, was born 
at Wiesbaden, Oct. 10, 1829, and 
entered the Academy at Dhs- 
scldorf, where he studied under 
8ohn and Scliadow. Ho then went 
to Paris, and, with n break of one 
year iu Italy, lived there for eight 
years, perfecting liimself in tlio 
technical part of his art by close 
study of modem French ma&teis. 
Tlis first important iiictnres 'vvoie 
“The Ooldou Wedding,*^ 1858, and 
" The Christening,” 1859. In tlie 
following year he returned to Wies- 
baden, Imt in 18G1 went to Berlin, 
in 1HG6 to Dussoldoi'f, wdienco in 

1874 he once nioie returned to 
Borliii, in order to fill an important 
post in the Academy. Besides the 
above-named works may be men- 
tioned "Funeral in a Hcfso Vil- 
lage,” 1871 ; ” His Excellency 
Travelling,” "The Village Musi- 
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cian/^ '^Tlio Jnn/' 1B70 ; '^Tlio 
Rofraotory Model/' 1877; "Solo- 
mon's Wisdom/' 1878 j and "A 
Peep Behind the Scenes/' 1880, the 
last of whioh created a groat deal 
of interest in Dusscldorf. 

KKOWLES, James, horn in 1831, 
was educated aa an architect at a 
privrate school, at University Col- 
lege, in his father's office, and in 
Italy, He is a Fellow* of the Boyal 
Institute of British Architects, and 
has executed many architectural 
works, chiefly in London and its 
neighbourhood — amongst which 
may he montionod, Aldworfch, 
the Surrey residence of Lord 
Tennyson j Kensington House, with 
its gardens and adjuncts j the 
Thatched House Club, Si. James's 
Sti'oet ; tlic public garden and 
fountain in Leicester Square j Al- 
bert mansions in Victoria Street j 
and St. Saviour's, St. Philip's, and 
Si. Stei^hon's Churches at Clapham. 
Mr. Knowles has also been engaged 
in literature from an early age, 
contributing many articles to jour- 
nals and reviews, and in 1800 com- 
piling (from Sir Thomas Malory) 
" The Story of King Arthur," which 
reached a sixth edition. In 1800 
he originated "The Metaphysical 
Society," a club consisting of forty 
members, chiefly being eminent 
representatives of the most various 
forms of contemporary thought 
and belief on speculative subjects 
— ^Anglican, Homan Catholic, Non- 
confoinnist. Positivist, Agnostic, 
and Atheistic — and constituted for 
the full, fi’ee, and confldential dis- 
cussion of philosophical questions. 
In 1870 he succeeded Dean Alford 
in the editorship of the Oontewi- 
Xtorary lievicw» which, by euUsting 
the aid of the luembers of the 
Metaphysical Society, he raised to 
a position of influence and import- 
ance. In 1877, owing to a change 
in the proprietorship of the Con- 
y BevieWj a separation took 
place beWeen it and Mr. Knowles, 
irhen — supported by more than one 
hundred writers of celebrity (mostly 


members of the Metaphysical So- 
ciety, and contributors to Uie Con- 
tinnjyorat'y Beview ) — lie established 
The Nineteenth Oentitnj, a monthly 
ro viGW,in which, as h is own property, 
the principle of the unfettered and 
unbiassed discussion of all topics 
of public interest, by autliors sign- 
ing their own names, might be 
pi’eserved without interference, 
immediately 
attained and still preserves a very 
wide circulation. 

KOSSUTH, Louis, ex-Govemor 
of Hungary, was bom April 21, 
1802, at Monoir, in the county of 
Zemplin, where his father was a 
BiuaU owner, of the noble class. 
Louis was educated at the Pro- 
testant College of Scharasehpotaek, 
whoi’e ]ic qualified himself for ihe 
profession of an advocate, obtained 
his diploma in 1826, and in 1830 
became agent to the Countess Sza- 
pary, and as such sat in the Comital 
Assembly. At the age of twenty 
seven he took his scat in the 
National Diet of Presburg, as re- 
presentative of a magnate. He 
published reports of the proceedings 
of this assembly on lithographed 
sheets, until they wore suiipressod 
by the Government, andaiterwards 
in MS. circulars. The Government, 
which determined not to allow 
reports of parliamentary debates 
to become current in Hungary, 
prosecuted him for high treason j 
and in 1839 he was sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment. After 
about a year and a half of confine- 
ment, he was liberated under an 
act of amnesty. In Jan. 1841, ho 
became chief editor of the Birlap, 
a newspaper published at Pestli. 
His influence with his countrj’uien 
steadily increased until, in March, 
1848, he entered Vienna with a 
deputation to urge the claimsof his 
country upon the Government, and 
returned to Presburg as Minister of 
Finance. Under his influence the 
internal reforms which he had 
vocated were carried out ; the 
lost remains of the oppressive 
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feudal esyhtom wore swept away^ 
and tlio peasants were declared 
free fi'om all soi^norial claims, the 
country undertaking? to indemnify 
tho hmdlorda. The Diet was dis- 
solved, and a new Diet emninoned 
for July 2, by which Kossuth was 
created Governor of Himgary, and 
he held that post during the civil 
war of 1848-9, After the efforts of 
the Hungarians had been crushed, 
mainly by tho aid of Kussian armed 
intervention, Kossuth was com- 
pelled to retire to Turkey. He 
reached Sohumla ivith Bern. Bern- 
biuski, Perczol, Guyon, and 5,000 
men, and was appointed a residence 
in 'VViddin. Austria and Itussia 
wished the refugees to be given up, 
in which case they would probably 
have been executed. Through the 
intervention of England and 
Prance, the demand was refused. 
The late Sultan behaved with 
great humanity and disintcrested- 
noss on the occasion. The refugees 
■were removed to Kutaliia, in Asia 
Minor, whore they remained pri- 
soners until Aug. 22, 1851, Kos- 
suth loft Kutahia Sept. and 
after touching at Spezzia, called 
at Marseilles, hut was refused 
permission to travel through 
France. Having been hospitably 
received at Gibraltar and at 
Lisbon, he reached Southampton 
Oct. 28, sailed for the ITnited 
St?ites Kov. 21, and made a tour, 
agitating in favour of Hungary. 
He soon returned to England, 
where he resided for some years, 
occupying himself chiefly in writing 
for newspapers, and delivering lec- 
tures against the house of Haps- 
burg. One of the occasions on which 
his name was brought prominently 
before the public was in 1860, when 
the Austrian Govermuent insti- 
tuted a successful process against 
Messrs. Day & Sons for litho- 
graphing several miUions of bank- 
notes for circulation in Hungary, 
signed by Kossuth, as governor of 
that countiy. In Hov, 1861, he 
published in the Perseweraiwc, an 


Italian journal, a long letter, 
setting forth the situation of 
Hungaiy, and urging the Italians 
to commence war against Austria, 
with the view of enabling the 
Hungarians to develop their 
strength against that Power j 
issued an inflammatory address 
to the Hungarians, June 6, I860, 
and after the close of the war of 
that year advised the Hungarians 
to reject the concessions offered by 
Francis Joseph. He was elected 
deputy for Waitzon, Aug. 1, 1867, 
but ho declined to accept the ofSco. 
In April, 1875, M. Kossuth wiis 
living in an unpretending dwelling 
in Turin, where he had resided for 
thirteen years, in the strictest 
privacy. Latterly he has devoted 
much of his time to science, and 
he published a paper on tho " Far- 
benvertlndorung der Sterne'' in 
1871. In Nov. 1870, he lost his 
rights as a Hungarian citizen, as 
I the Chamber of IleputioB ado2)ted 
a Bill declaring that any native of 
the country who voluntarily resided 
abroad for an iminterruptod period 
of ten years should lose his civil 
status. The Extreme Left violently 
opposed the measure, accusing the 
Government of levelling it directly 
against Kossuth, but it was fln^ly 
carried by 141 votes to 62, Kossuth 
was engaged for several years in 
writing his "Memoirs,'^ the last 
volume of which aj)peared in 1882. 

KEAPOTKIN, Potr Alexeio- 
vitch, was bom at Moscow, Dec. 0, 
1842. At the ago of 15 he entered 
the Corps of Pages at St. Peters- 
burg, and was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in 1862. Attracted by the 
desire of travelling, he joined 
a regiment of Cossacks of the 
Amur, and spent five years in 
Eastern Siberia, first as Aidc-de- 
Camp to tlie Military Governor 
of Ttansbnikalia, and, after 18G3, 
as Attache for Cossacks' Afftiii's to 
the Governor-General of Eastern 
Siberia. During those five years 
he thrice visited the Amur and 
ITsuri, and made extensive jour- 
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neya in Siberia and Mantoliuria. 
In 186^ he crossed the ^orth 
Montohuria from Transbailcalia bo 
the -^murj viil Morghenj in the 
same year he took part in the first 
steamcr-expcdition up the Sungari 
to G hirin. Aooouuts of those 
journeysj and several others, are 
publislied in the Keuioirs of the 
ItuBsian and Siberian Geographical 
Society, from the former of which 
lio received tho gold medal. Pro- 
motod Captain in 1865, he i*etumed 
in 1867 to St. Petersburg, and 
atiidiod four years at tho Hathe- 
matical Baciilty of that University, 
and acted as Sccrehny to the 
I’hysieal-Oeography Sootion of the 
Geographical Society. In 1871 he 
wtis sent by this society to explore 
the glacial deposits in Pinland and 
Sweden, the account of which is 
embodied in a larger work on the 
Glacial Period, the first volume 
of which was published in the 
Memoirs of the GcograpHcal So- 
ciety. In 187i5 he paid a visit to 
Switzerland and Belgium, and be- 
came acqiuiinted with the Inter- 
national Working Men's Aasooia- 
tionjand joined the most advanced 
anarchist section of it. He re- 
turned to Itussia aud became a 
member of the widely-spread 
orgtinisiitiou of the Tchaykovtry; 
was arrested in March, 187*4, and 
confined to the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, where he con- 
tinued to write on the Glacial 
Period. He was ti'ansferred to the 
prison of the Military Hoi^ital, 
and escaped on July 12, 1876, and 
went to England. The next year 
he rejoined, in Switzerland, the 
Jura Federation of the Inter- 
national Working Mem's Associa- 
tion, and in S'ebruary, 1879, 
founded at Geneva the anarchist 
paper Le Bevoltd^ now published at 
PiU'is. Expelled from Switzerland 
in September, 1881, ho stayed first 
for a few months at Thonon while 
his wife passed her examination of 
B.Sc., and then went to reside in 
England, where he roused an agi- 


tation against the Bussian Govorn- 
ment both in the press (Newcastle 
Chronicle^ It^ortnighily JJewcw, and 
Nineteenth Centu,ry)j and by a 
series of lectures at Newcastle and 
in Scotland. In October, 1882, he 
went again to stay at Thonon, 
where ho was arrested Deo. 20, 
1882. On Jan. 10, 1883, he was 
condemned by the Police Correc- 
tionnelle Gomt at Lyons to five 
years’ imprisonment for participa- 
tion in the International Work- 
ing Men’s Association. He was 
liberated on Jan. 15, 1886, by 
doci'eo of tho President of the 
French Bopublic. His auiirehist 
papers conti’ibutod to the RC 00 U 6 
have been collected by liis friend 
Elis4 Eedns, and were published 
in Octobei', 1885, in a separate 
volume, under the title " Paroles 
d’un E6voltc.” 

EETTFF, Frederick, a celebrated 
metal-founder, is proprietor of the 
enormous manufactory at Essen, 
in Bhenish Prussia, originally 
established by his father in 1827. 
At first the elder Krupp had only 
two workmen, and tho works were 
conducted on the most limited 
scale 3 but under the supervisioix 
of the son they attained to their 
present colossal liroportions. Fre- 
derick Krupp is the discoverer of 
tho method of casting steel in very 
large masses. He sent to the 
London Exhibition of 1851 a block 
weighing foi*fcy-five German q^uin- 
tals ; and at the present time he is 
able to cast a hlodk weighing juoro 
than four thousand quintals. Herr 
ICrupp manufactures a large num- 
ber of articles used for peaceful 
purposes 5 but his name is more 
partioularly associated with the 
gigantic steel siege-guns which 
the Germans used with such 
terrible effect against the city 
of Paris. In 1864 the King of 
Prussia offered him letters of 
nobility, which he declined to 
accept. 

KXTBKEN, Abraham, D.D.,LL.D., 
is a native of Haarlem, where he 
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"vvas born Sept. 0, 1828. Ho was 
edncatctl in the local Q-yiunnsinm. 
In 184C he was entered as a student 
of theology in the Umversity of 
Loj^den, and in 1821 look with 
grout distinction the doctor's 
degree in that faculty. The next 
year he qualified as ProfcSBor Ex- 
traordinary of the science hy a 
learned dissertation on the im- 
portance of on exact knowledge of 
Hebrew antiquity for the study. 
In 1853 the Academical Senate 
honoured him with the doctorate 
in literature, and in Oct. 1835, he 
hocainc Ordinary Professor of 
Theology, Dr. Kuenen had already 
wade himself a great name as a 
critic of the Biblical hooks, and 
esiJcciully of the Pcutatouoh, 
having published, in the years 
1S31-54, a moat important Latin 
work on Abu Said's Aiabie version 
of Genesis, Exodus, and Lo\iticus, 
from the Samaritan Pentateuch. 
Among the moat nolcwoi'thy of his 
numerous later works are his three 
volumes, which appeared in the 
years 18G1-5 \mder the title “ His- 
torico-Critical Investigation into 
the Origin and Collection of the 
Old Testament Books.'' A Erench 
translation of the first volume, by 
A. Pierson, appeared at Paris in 
18G0, and a second was published 
in 1879, with a preface by M. 
Kenan. A bitter and protracted 
conti’oversy was kindled in this 
country by Bishop Colenso's publi- 
cation hero in 1803 of his transla- 
tion of the earliest chapters of the 
tamo work under the title “ The 
Pentateuch and the Book of Joshua 
critically Examined.” Among 
later works by Professor Knenon 
which have appeared in English 
may be mentioned "The Reli- 
gion of Israel to the Pall of the 
Jewish State” (London, 1874-75), 
and The Prophets and Prophecy 
in Israel ” (London, 1877). The 
translator of the latter work was 
the Kev. Adam Milroy, M.A., and 
it waa furnished with an introduc- 
tion by Dp* J, Huir. Many papeis 


by Dr. Kuenen will he found in 
the Transactions of the Amster- 
dam Royal Academy of Sciences, 
of which ho was elected a Fellow 
in 1865. The Hibbert Lectures 
for the year 1882 wore delivered 
at Oxford and in London by 
Dr. Kuenen, the subject being 
" National Religions and Uni- 
versal Religions. ” He pre- 
sided over the sixth Congress of 
Orientalists held at Leyden in 
Sept. 1883.

lABIOHB, Eugene Marin, a 
French dramatist, born at Paris, 
5th May, 1815, ^\n.s educated at the 
College Bourbon, then entered the 
School of Law, and made his first 
attempts at authorship in 1835, 
when he sent various contributions 
to the minor journals of the day. 
In 1838 he published a novel, "La 
Clef dos Champs,” and wrote, in 
conjunction with M. Marc Michel 
and M. Lofranc,"M. de CoyUin, on 
I'Homme infiniment poli,” for the 
cybut of Grassot atHic Palais Royal 
theatre. In spite of the donbiSnl 
success of this piece, M. Labichc 
thenceforward devoted himself to 
the production of farces of tho 
some desci'ij)tion, with the most 
extravagant plots and abounding 
in droU situations. The pieces 
he has brouglit out, chiefly in 
collaboration with other wTritei’s, 
arc upwards of 100 in number.

LABOTTCHERE, Henry, M.P., 
eldest son of the late John Labou- 
chere, of Broome Pai’k, Simrey, 
and nephew of the late Lord Taim- 
ton, was horn in 1831, and educated 
at lEton. He entered the diploma- 
tic service in 1S54 and was euooes- 
sivoly Attach6 at Washington, 
Munich, Stockholm, Frankfort, St. 
Petersburg and Dresden; he was 
appointed Third Secretary in 1862, 
Second Secretary at Constantinople 
in 1863, and retired in 1861. In 
1865 he entered Parliament as 
Liberal member for Windsor ; but 
in April, 1866, he was unseated on 
petition, and from 1867 to ISfJS sat 
for Mid^esox, In February, 1874, 
ha unsuccessfully coatosted Not- 
tingham, but in 188U was returned 
at the head of the poll for North- 
ampton, and has since, "with Mr. 
Bradlaugh, sat for that borough. 
Mr. Lahouchere, who was returned 
at the last general election as a 
strong Gladstone Liberal, is con- 
sidered one of the mo^ lively 
and amusing speakers in the House. 
He is proprietor and editor of 
port proprietor of ^la.e 2>aily Nom, 
and was the defendant in the cele- 
brated libel case, Lawson v, Labou- 
cherc. He married Mias Hcmnetta 
Hodsou, Uie well-known aotrt'ss. 

XiAIN0, Sasinel, son of Mr.Saniudi 
Laing, of Rapdale, co. Orkney, and 
nephew of Mi*. Malcolm Luing, 
author of a " History of Scothind,'** 
hom at Edinburgh in 1810, was 
educated at St. Jolm's College, 
Cambridge, where ho took his B.A. 
degree in 1832, being second 
■wrangler and second Smith's prize- 
man. He Wits elected a fellow of 
St. John's, resided in the univer- 
sity as a mathematical tutor, and 
entered at Lincoln's Inn, -where he 
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wa.3 Ciillt'd to tliG bar in 18 10, and 
soon after beoamo private secretary 
to Jilr. Laboucliere, then President 
of the Board of Trade. Upon the 
formation of the Railway Depart- 
ment, he was nprohited secretary, 
and thencefoi’th distinguished him- 
self in railway legislation under 
successive presidencies of the Board 
of Trade, In IHls^ he proved the 
results of his experience in “ A 
Report on British and Foreign 
Railways,^' gave much valuable 
evidence before a committee of the 
Commons upon Railways, and to 
his suggGstiouB the humbler classes 
are iiiainly indebted for tho^ con- 
vi*ui<nice of parliamentary trains at 
a miiiimiiin rate of piiymout of ouo 
liuuuy per mile. In 1845 Mr. Laing 
was iiomiiialed a member of the 
Railway Commission, presided over 
by Lord Dalbousio, and drew up 
the chief reports on the railway 
schemes of that period. Had his 
rccomiucndatious been followed, 
much of the commercial crisis of 
1815 would, ns has since been 
proved, have been averted. The 
reports of the commission having 
been rejected by Parliament, the 
commission was dissolved, and Mr. 
Lning, who resigned his post at the 
Board of Trade, returned to prac- 
tice at the bar. In 1848 he ac- 
cepted the post of Chairman and 
Managing Director of the Brighton 
Railway Company, and under his 
administration the passenger traffic 
of the line was in five years nearly 
doubled. In 1852 he became Chair- 
man of the Crystal Palace Company, 
from which he retired in 1855, as 
well as from the chaumanship of 
the Brighton Railway Company. 
In Jiily, 1852, Mr, Laing was re- 
turned in the [/ihcral interest for 
the Wick district, which he reine- 
sented till 1857, and having been 
re-elected in April, 1850, resigned 
in Oct. 1800, on proceeding to India 
as Finance Minister, in place of the 
late Mr. James Wilson, and was 
once more elected in July, 18G5. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate 


for Wick in NoV. 1808, but in Jnii. 
1873, he again obtained a seat in 
the House of Commons as member 
for Oi’kney and Shetland. Mr. 
Laing, who was Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury from June, 1859, 
till Oct. 1800, again accepted the 
chairmanship of the Brighton Rail- 
way in 1807. Of late years he has 
written books, and hia "Modern 
Science and Modem Thought 
(1880), has been read with in- 
terest. 

LAKE, The Very Rev. William 
Charles, D.D., Dean of Durham, 
son of Oapt. Lake, horn in Jau. 
1817, was educated at Rugby under 
Dr. Arnold, whence lie was elected, 
In 1884, to a scholarship at BalUol 
College, Oxford, and took first-class 
honours in classics. He obtained 
the Latin Essay, became Fellow 
and Tutor of his College, Proctor 
andUniversity Preacher and Public 
Examiner in classics and in modern 
history.

LAB0, Andrew, M.A., hon. LL.D., 
was born at Selkirk, March 31, lb'll, 
and educated at the Edinburgh 
Academy, St. Andrews University, 
and Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he gained first classes in Classical 
Moderations and the Final Schools. 
In 1808 he was elected a Fellow 
of Merton CoUege, Oxford. Ho 
has published, in verse, " Ballades 
in Blue China,” 1881 ; "Bhymes A. 
la Mode,” 3884; and "Helen of 
Troy,” 3882 ; and, in iirose, "Cus- 
tom. and Myth,” IRSt; and "The 
Mark of Cain,” a novel, 1880. He 
lins also published a prose transla- 
tion of the " Odyssey” (with Pn)l‘. 
Butcher) and of the "Iliad” (with 
Messra. E, Myers and Walter Leaf), 
and of "Theocritus.” Mr. Laug 
writes for the Daily News, and is a 
frequent contaibutor to periodical 
literature. He is one of the most 
versatile writers of tlie day ; and 
is specially Imown, on the one 
hand, by his light and hximerous 
articles on ephemeral subjects, 
and on the othei-, by his learned 
mitings on French literature and 
on the science of comparative 
mytliology.

LANSEVIK, The Hon. Sir Hector 
Louis, H.C.M.G., C.B., born in 
Quebec, Aug. 25, 1826, was edu- 
cated at the Seminary in his native 
city, studied law at Montreal, and 
was called to tho bar in 1850. He 
was created Q.C. March 30, 1864. 
He was for some time chief editor 
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of the Melanges Eeligietum, a news- 
papor devoted to politics and theo- 
logy^ and published in Montreal j 
was afterwards one of the editors 
of he Oourrier da Canada, a daily 
Ijaper ijubliahcd in Quebec, and 
wrote Droit Administratif dos 
Pai’oissus, or Parochial Laws and 
Customs of Lower Canada/' 1802. 
Mr. Langovin, elected Mayor of 
Quebec in Dee. 1857, was re-elected 
in 1858 and 1850, has filed the 
choir of the lustitut Canadien, and 
has been President of the St. Jean 
Baptiste Society of Quebec. Ho 
was elected, Jan. 2, 1838, member 
of the provincial Parliament, by 
the connty of Dorchester, and has 
always supported the Conservative 
party. In March, 186-1, Mr. Lange** 
vin became Solioitor-Cencral for 
Lower Canada, with a seat in the 
Cabinet in Sir B. P. Tache'a ad- 
ministration, and exchanged the 
former post for the Postmoster- 
G-euernlship in Hov. 1866. Ho was 
one of the Canadian delegates to 
the conference at Prince Edward 
Island, on the question of the Con- ! 
federation of the British Horth ' 
American Provinces in the summer i 
of 1806, and afterwards to the Que- ! 
hoc Conference, and repaired to | 
London with other commissioners | 
towards the end of that year, in i 
order to complete the arrange- 1 
meats. On the reorganisation of 
the Dominion Cabinet in 1867, Mr. 
Langevin was transferred to the 
position of Secretary of State of 
Canada, Superintendcnt-deneral of 
Indian Afairs, and Begistror- 
Ceneralj and in Nov. 1809, ex- 
changed this office for that of 
Minister of Public “Works, which 
he retained until the fall of the 
Macdonald Government in 1878. 
At the general elections of 1878 he 
was returned for Three Bivers 
(which he still represents), and 
was sworn in as Postmaster-Gene- 
ral in the Liberal- Conservative 
Government of that year.

LANGTBy, Lillie, actress, is the 
daughter of the Eev. W, C. Lo 
Breton, Dean of Jersey, and wa^ 
born in 1852. In 1871 she was 
married to Mr. Langtry, a native of 
Belfast, and about 188 1, after hiiving 
been for some years extremely well 
known in London society, deter- 
mined to go on the stage. After a 
trial trip at a semi-amatear per- 
formance at Twickenham, in aid 
of a local charity, in which her 
instructress, Mrs. Henry Labou- 
chere (Miss Henrietta Hodson), 
was interested, Mrs. Langtry made 
her first public performance on any 
stage on Thursday morning, Dec. 
15, 1881, at the Haymnrket Theatre, 
in She Stoops to Conquer," in aid 
of the Boyal General Theatrical 
Pund.

vincial tour. She a|>pearcd as 
■Rosalind in As You Like It" at 
the Imperial Theatre, on Saturday, 
Sept. 23, 1882, and Bubscqucni:^ 
wont to America, where her suc- 
cess was complete, and she rotumed 
to this country vastly impwved as 
an actress, and with a considerable 
fortune as the result her bril- 
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liajit tour throughout the conti- 
nent of America. Mrs. Langtry has 
twice leased the Prince’s Theatre 
(now the Prince of Wales’ Theatre) 
in Coventry Street, and has njj- 
peared as La Princcsse Georges 
(Jan. 20, 188B) in a version of 
Lmnab* play 5 as Lady Teazle in 
the " School for Scandal (Fob. 11 , 
1885), and as Lady Ormonde in 
'' Peril’* (April G, 1885). During 
the year 1880 Mrs. Langtry created 
the character of the heroine in 
Mr. Coghlan’a drama called '' Ene- 
mies,” and appeared as Pauline in 
the ** Lady of Lyons j ” hut at the 
end of the summer season, was 
called away once more to America, 
where she is very popular. 

LANEESXBE, Edwin Bay, M.A., 
LL.D., E.E.S., was horn May 15, 
1817, at 22 , Old Burlington-street, 
London, and educated at St. Paul’s 
School, Loudon, and Christ Church, 
Oxford. He was appointed Bellow 
and Lecturer of Exeter Collego, 
Oxford, in 1873, and Professor of 
Zoology and Compamtive Anatomy 
in University College, London, in 

1874. He is an honorary LL.D. of 
the University of St, Andrews 
(1885) and Examiner in the Uni- 
versities of Cambridge, London, 
and Kew Zealand. In 1878 the 
professorship held by Mr. Lankes- 
ter was selected by Mr. Jodrell for 
endowment, with the interest of 
<£ 7 , 000 , and subsequently large 
laboratories and a museum adap- 
ted both to class teaching and 
to the puTdiut of oi'iginal inves- 
tigations in the field of natural 
history vrevo placed at his disposal 
by tho council of the College. 
Professor Lankester was elected a 
Bellow of the Eoyal Society in 

1875. He has published more

Since 1869, when he 
joined his father, the late Dr. 
Edwin Lankester, in that work, 
he has been cliief editor of the 
Quarterly Journal of Microscopical 
Bciencc. During the years 1870-71, 
he was one of the sectional secre- 
taries of the British Assooiation for 
the Advancement of Science, and 
organised the annual museum 
i wluch has become a feature of the 
I meetings of that body. In 1883 he 
I was President of the Biological 
i Section of the Association when it 
met at Southport. In the autumn 
of 187G Professor Lankester pro- 
^ secuted the spirit-medium Slade, 
and proenredhia conviction by Mr. 

! Flowers at Bow Street as "a com- 
mon rogue and vagabond.” He 
has also taken a prominent part in 
the defence of scientific experiment 
on live animals, and in the dis- 
cussion of University Eeforin. In 
April, 1882, the Eegius chair of 
Natural History in the University 
of Edinburgh was, on the death of 
Sir Wyville Thomson, offered by 
the Home Secretory to Professor 
Lankester, and accepted by him. 
This had been the moat coveted 
post to which a naturalist could 
aspire, both on account of its pecu- 
niary value and educational im- 
portance. It was, however, inti- 
mated by the Government, at tho 
moment of making the present 
appointment, that the division of 
the chair and the alteration of tlie 
curriculum in such a way as greatly 
to reduce the Professor’s income 
from students’ foes, were in con- 
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toniplation, I’indiug that lio would 
Ijg uuablo under tlioso circuiu- 
stancea to develop the uiusouui and 
laboratories of tlio University in a 
satisfactory manner, on account of 
the general uncertainty as to the 
contemplated changes. Professor 
Lanhester resigned the Regius Pro- 
fessorship n foilinight after his a])- 
]>ointmcnt, and was immediately 
re-clectod to the Jodrell Professor- 
ship in London. In November of 
tho same yoar ho wjis elected by 
tlio Royal Society to be a inombor 
of the Oounoil of that l;ody. In 
188 i Professor Lankestcr founded 
t]io Marine Riological Association, 
of which ho is the Honorary Secre- 
tary, Professor Huxley being its 
President and the Prince of Wales 
its Pati’on. The Association is 
erecting at Plymouth, on a site 
granted by tlxe IVur Office, a large 
laboratory and aquarium fox* the i 
study of marine fishes and shell- 
fish. Tho Association has obtained 
suixportfrom the Fishmongers and 
other (Jity Companies, and from 
the Government, so that it is able 
to spend ^810,000 on tho labora- 
tory, and has an income of <£1,000 
a year to maintain it. In 1H83 
the Council of tho Royal Society 
awfirded to Professor Lankestei* 
one of [the Royal Medals in 
recognition of his discoveries in 
tho field of Zoology and Pnlaxon- 
toiogy 

LANMAN, Charles, was born in 
Monroe County, Michigan, June 14, 
1810. He received an academical 
education at Plainfield, Connecti- 
cut, and hocame successively a 
clex*k in a mercantile house in New 
York, a journalist, traveller, pri- 
vate secretary to Haniel Webstox*, 
and librarian to the House of Re- 
presentatives. Prom 1871 to 1882 
he was Secretary of the Japaneso 
legation at Washington, and since 
then has devoted himself to land- 
Bcax:)Q piiiuting, and writing ti 
large numjjcr of books, of which 
the most in^rtant was his ''Hie- 
tionoiy of Congress” of which a 
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number of editions wore issued 
until it was supoi’seded in 1870, 
by Biograxxhical Annals of the 
Civil Government of the United 
Slates,” 

LANSDOWNE (Marquis of), The 
Right Hou. Henry Charles Keith 
Jitz-Maurxoe, Governor- General of 
Canada, cldubt sou of tho toiuth 
Maiquis of Lausdowne, K.G., by 
his second “wift*, the Hou. Kmily 
Jane, oldest doughtcr of the Comte 
do Plaliault and the Jiaroness 
Keith and Nairne, was boxm in lb 15. 
Ho was educated at Eton and at 
Halliol College, Oxford, and was 
foimexly a Captain ixi tlio Wilts 
Yeomanry Cavalry. Ho succeeded 
Ills father iu the ^Marexuisato and 
other titles in 18G6. Lord Lans- 
doivne was a Lord of the Tivasury 
from 18GS to 1872, and Under- 
j Secretary fox* War from the hitter 
I date till 1874. He was appointed 
Under-Secretary for India when 
Mr. Gladstone took office again in 
1880, but retired two months after- 
wards (July 8) owing to a disagree- 
ment with tho Government on the 
sul >j eet of the Compensation for Dis- 
turbaixco (Ireland) Bill. In May, 
1883, the Queen approved the ap- 
pointment of Lord Lausdowne os 
Governor-GonOrul of Canada, in 
succession to the Marquis of Lome, 
who "Was to retire in October of 
that year, on the completion of the 
period for whidi he tms appointed. 
His lordship is a magistrate for 
Wiltshire, and also for the county 
of Kerry. He married in 1889, 
Lady Maud Evelyn Hamilton, 
youngest daughter of the first 
Duke of Abercoxm. 

LATHAM, Robert Gordon, M.H., 
P.B.S,, bom at Bihingborough, 
In Lincolnshire, in 1812, was edu- 
cated at Eton, and proceeded to 
King’s College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. iu 1832, being 
duly elected Fellow.

LAYELEYE, Emile Louis Victor 
de, a Belgian writer, chiefly on 
topics connected Avith xjolitical 
economy, is a cousin of the Avell- 
known civil engineer, Auguste 
Prau9ois Lamoral de Laveleye, who 
died in 1865. Born at Bruges, April 
5, 1822, he studied flrst in the Athe- 
nroum of that city, next in the Col- 
lege Stanislas, at Paris, and Anally 
went through the course of law at 
Ghent. In 1818 he devoted himself 
exclusively to politic3,and the study 
of economical q^uestions, and in 18G4! 
was appointed to the chair of Poli- 
tical Economy in tho ITniveraityof 
Liege. M. Laveleye is a warm par- 
tisan of the Liberals, whose policy 
he has supported in numberless 
articles, published in Belgian and 
Prencli journals. He is a corre- 
sponding member of the Eoyal Aca- 
demy of Belgium, and in 1869 he 
was elected a corresponding member 
of the Prench Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences. In Aug. 
1882 the University of 'W’urzbitrg, 
upon the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of its tercentenary, conferred 
upon liim the honorary degree 
of Doctor in Political Economy.

liingiiages. In his wanderings he 
made it a special j)oiiit to explore 
tliose spots believed to have been 
the fiitey of andont cifcios, and when 
at jMosuI, near the mound of Nim- 
roud, ho was iiniJclled with au 
irresislible debire to examine care- 
fully the spot to which history and 
ti'iulition point as the “ biiiiiphico 
of Lhc wisdom of the West.*^ On 
hearing that M, Botta, a Frcnch- 
mftn, had boon carrying out exca- 
vations at the coat of hia Goverii- 
inontj and had found agreai number 
of curious marbles, Mr. Layard 
longed for the o^jportunity of 
making similar discoveries. Re- 
turuing to Gonstantinoplt*, he laid 
his views before Sir Stratford Can- 
ning, who, in 1845, goneroubly 
oft’erod Lo shave the coal of excava- 
tions at Nimroud, and in the 
autumn Mr. Layard sot off for 
Mosul, and liegan his la})Ours on a 
spot previously undisturbed. Hero 
ho ultimately siiccoedod in ex- 
huming some of the numerous 
wonderful speciiuens of Assyrian 
art whidi enridi the British Mu- 
seum. The Govommeutj however, 
for a time failed to appreciate the 
value of Mr. Layard^a researches. 
He was appointed Attache to the 
Biubassy at Constantinople, April 5, 
1840. and Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs in Lord Rus- 
selPs first adiuinistratiou for a few 
weeks in 1852 ,■ Lord Berby, on his 
accession to power in Feb. of that 
year, having offered to retain him. 
in that ojGUce until the rcBim of 
Lord Stanley to Bngland, and then 
to give him a diplomatic apjjoint- 
ment. This offer Mr. Lnyaa’d, after 
taking the advice of Lord John 
Bussell, declined. In th e Coalition 
Cabinet under Lord Aberdeen, ho 
wn*? offered various posts, which, as 
they were of a nature to remove 
him from the ffeld of Eabtom 
politics, ho declined. In 1863 ho 
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■was presented witli the rvoedom of 
tlxo City of London, in conaidcra- 
tiem of liis diseoverioa amongst tlie 
ruins of ^jinevoli, and wont toCoji- 
sfciinfciuoi>lo xvitli Lord Strnfcford tlo 
Rodcliffej but, distti^reemg; with 
his cliief, returned in the course of 
the year to Bnjjland. In the House 
of Comuiona ]ie hecamo the ndvo- 
cate of a more decided coiu’sc of 
action on the Eastern qxiestion, 
and delivered aeveral energetic and 
imprcBsivo speeohea on that im- 
portant subject. In 1851 he again 
proceeded to the East, was a spec- 
tator of the important events then 
taking place in the Crimea, wit- 
nessed the battle of the Alma from 
the maintop of the Aganiem7ion, and 
reuudnodin the Crimea till after the 
battle of Inkermaun, making liiiu- 
Btdf acquainted with its actual con- 
dition. He was one of the most | 
urgent among the members of the 
House of Commons in ^ demanding 
the committee of inquiry into the 
state of the army ; and ho took a 
leading part in the investigation, 
to which he contributed his evi- 
dence. On the formation of Lord 
Palmerston's first administration, 
in 1855, lie was again offered a 
post ; but as it wus unconnected 
with the foreign policy of the 
country, he declined it, liecame one 
of the leaders of the Administra- 
tive Eoforui Association, and 
brought before the House of Com- 
mons, in June, 1855, a motion em- 
}>odying their views, which was 
rejected by a large majority. He 
spent some time in India during 
the rebellion of 1857-8, endeavour- 
ing to ascoriain its cause. He was 
roturnod as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Aylesbui’y 
in July, 1853} was defeated at the 
general election in March, 1857 ; 
was an tmeuccessful candidate at 
York in April, 1850, and was re- 
turned one of the membors for 
Southwark in Dec., I860. In 1818-0 
he xmblished ‘^Nineveh and its Re- 
mains ; ** and, in 1 85ii, a second port 
of the work. His " Monuments of 


Eineveli ” appeared in 1810-53, and 
an abridged edition of ^^Niucveli 
and iU ltejuains”iu 1851. Mr. 
Liyard, who liad been cb'ctodLord 
Ih‘ctor of Abci^loen CJni verity in 
1855 and 185(i, became Dnder- 
Sccretary of Statu for Poreign 
Ailiciirs in Lord Palmerston's second 
admiiiiatration, in July, 1801, uml 
retired on the fall of Lord Riibsoirs 
second administration, in July, 
IBOO. He was appointed a trustee 
of the national Gallery in Peh., 
186G. Ho was Ghiof Commissioner 
of Works in Mr. Gladstone's ad- 
minisfciatiou from Dec., 1868, at 
which time he was added to the 
Privy Council, imtil Jfov., 1860, 
when he iv3tired fi*om Parliament 
on being appointed Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary at Madrid. In April, 1877, 
he was sent us Ambassador to Con- 
I stantinople in succession to Sir 
I Htmry Elliot, who, after the failure 
of the Conference of Constanti- 
nople to secure peace between 
^’urkey and Russia, had returned 
to England and had requestj^d a 
long leave of abseuf’e, in order, it 
was said, to recruit his health. On 
the ro-estiiblisliment of ordinaiy 
diplomatic relations with the 
Sublime Porte, Mr- Layard was 
chosen by Loi'd Bcacoui^deld to be 
I our Ambassador. He arrived at 
I Constantinople April 2 1, 1877. The 
Order of the Grand Cross of the Bath 
was conferred on him in June, ib78, 
just before tlxe assemblmg of the 
Congress of tho Great Powers nt 
Berlin. In April, 1880, when Mr. 
Gladstone returned to power, Sir 
H. Layard received leave of absence 
from his post at Constantin^e, 
and his idace w^is soon after- 
waids taken by Mr. Goschen, the 
latter going out as special Am)>as- 
sador. 

LEADER, Bexijaniin Williams, 
A.R.A,, sou of G)e late Mr. E. 
Leader Williams, C.E„ was born 
at Worcester Mtirclx 12, 1831, He 
received his earliest instruction 
in art at the Sichool of Design in 
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Ilia native city. Tii 1851 ho was 
adiuittod a student in the Royal 
Academy* and in tlio same year 
oxliihifco’cl Ill’s first picture, " Cottag^e 
< ‘luMren Blowing Bubbles,^' wliioli 
wns boiij^ht for «B50bynn Amorienn 
j*eubloman. Two years later Mr. 
Leader visited Scotland, having till 
then seen no hills higher than the 
Malvems. Since then he has be- 
come one of the most popular 
dolineators of mountain scenery, 
Wales and Switzerland being his 
favourite sketching-grounds. He 
was elected an Associate of the 
Royal Academy Jan. 16, 1883, 
and has exhiliitod pictures in 
the Royal Academy since 1860.

LEATHES, The Rev. Stanley, 
B.B., was born March 21, 1830, at 
Ellesliorough, Bucks, being son of 
the Rev. Chaloner Stanley Leathes, 
rector of that parish.

He has, how- 
evei*, written nothing on geology 
with the exception of a few papers 
in the journals, though he has 
amassed a iarge private collection 
of fossils. In 18^1 he removed to 
Caerleon, in Monmonthsliire, and 
took an active part in forming the 
County Antiquarian Association, of 
which for more than 25 years he 
was the Honorojy Secretary, and 
as an amateur artist he contributed 
to most of its periodicals.

He gained the Grand Prix do 
Romo in 1801 for " The Death of 
Priam,” and in 1870 oxhibitud at 
the Salon " Truth ” and a portrait.

LEFEVBE, The RightHon. George 
John 8haw-, M.P., sou of Sir John 
George 8haw-Lofevro, K.C.B.* by 
Rachel Emily, daughter of Mr. 
Ichabod Wright, of Mapperley 
Hall, Nottingham, was horn in 
1832, and received Ida education at 
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Eton autl at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. lie waB called to tire bar 
at the Inner Temple in 185(?. In 
18G3 lie was first elected M.P. for 
Heading, in the Lihornl interest, 
and he continued to ho one of the 
j'Ojyrc&entativQs o£ thfii horongh 
down to 188S, when he was de- 
feated by Mr. Murdoch. He was 
a Lord of the Admiralty from May 
to July, 186G 5 Secretary to the 
Board of Trade from Dec. 18G8, to 
Jon. 1871 ; Secretary to the Admi- 
ralty from the last date to Eeb. 
1874-^ and again from Aprils 1880^ to 
the following Novemher, when he 
was appointed Eirst Commissioner 
of Works and Buildings in succes- 
sion to Mr. Adam, who had resigned 
that office on being appointed 
Governor of Madras. As Eirst 
Commissioner, Mr. Shaw-Lefevro 
introduced great improvements 
into the streets of London, notably 
at Westminster and at Hyde Park 
Coirner. On tho death of Mr, 
Fawcett he was appointed Post- 
master-General (Hov. 1884), and 
his tenure of this office was marked 
by the introduction of sixpenny 
telegrams. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre was 
elected a bencher of the Inner 
Temple in Hov. 1882. He is the 
author of an important article 
on "Public Works in London,^' 
in the Nineteenth Century (Nov. 
1882). After his defeat at Beading 
in Nov. 1886, he was without 
a seat until, at a bye election, 
April, ISfiC, he successfully stood 
for Bradf 01 d, vacant by the death 
of the Bight Hon, W. E. Forster. 
At the General Election of 1886 he 
was again elected as a Gladstonion 
Liberal. He has published several 
useful works, some of a statistical 
kind, on the English and Irish 
Land Question. One of his sisters. 
Miss Madeleine Shaw-Lefevre, is 
Pidneipfd of Somerville Hall, Ox- 
ford. 

LEfiGE, James, was horn at 
Huntly, Aberdeenshire, in 1815, 
and educated at Huntly, and the 
grammar schools of Aberdeen and 


Old Aberdeen. Jfe entered King’s 
College and UniverBity in 1831 j 
graduated M.A. iu 1833 j studied 
suhsofjuciitly at Bighhury ^rheo- 
logical College, London, and re- 
ceived from the TTniversity of 
Aberdeen tho degree of LL.I). in 
1870 5 and tho sniiie degj^oo again 
at the Tercentenary of tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh in 1884. He 
was appointed a iniBsiouary to the 
Chinese in connection with the 
London Missionary Society, in 
1839, and arrived at MoJacca in that 
capacity in Uecemhor of the same 
year. In 1840 he took charge of 
the Anglo-Cliinese CoUogo, founded 
there by the Bev. Dr. E. Mondson 
in 3826. In 1842 he received the 
degree of D.D. from the University 
of New York. In 1813 he removed 
to Hong Kong, where he continued 
till 1873 in the discharge of mis- 
sionary duties. In 187^3 several 
gentlemen connected with tho 
China trade formed themselves into 
a committee to promote the esta- 
blishment of a Chair of the Chinese 
Language and Literature at Oxford, 
to he occupied in the first placo 
by Dr, Logge. The University 
liberally responded to the proposal, 
and the Chair was constituted in 
March, 1876. Corpus Christi Col- 
lege was forward in aiding the 
foundation, and Dr. Legge is now 
a Fellow and M.A. of it. In 
certain philological discussions 
which arose in China in 3847 about 
tlie proper rendering in Chinese of 
the words "God" and "Spirit" 
Dr. Legge took a prominent part, 
his principal publication being a 
volume, in 1862, under the title of 
" The IJotions of the Chinese co^i- 
cerning God and Spirits." His 
chief claim to literary distinction, 
however, rests on his edition of the 
Chinese Classics witli the Cliinese 
Text, a translation in English, 
notes critical and exegetical, and 
copious prolegomena. He con- 
ceived the idea of this work in 
1841. His plan was to embrace 
what are called "the four Sliu/* 
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and ^'the five King,^ The S7m 
were pnhlished in two volnnios in 
1801. Throe of iho King have 
sinre been puhlishod in two volumes 
each, in 1HG6, 1871, and 1872, nnd 
with thejiQ volumes there were 
incoi-poratod translations of various 
other hnpoi'tant ancient Chinese 
woiks. Smaller editions of the 
8hu have been published witliout 
the Chinese port, and also a version 
of the second King, or Book of 
Ancient Chinese Poetry, rendered 
by the author in English verse, in 
1875. Eor these works the JuHcn 
prize, on occasion of its first award, 
was given to Dr, Degge by the 
Acadtoie des Belles Lettres et 
Inscriptions of the institute of 
Prance in 1876. He attended the 
Congress of Orientalists held at 
Florence in 1878. He is one of the 
workers on the series of "The 
Sacred Books of the East/^ edited 
by Professor F. IMTar MfiUer ; and 
a translation of the fourth King 
was published in it in 1882. The 
remaining King has also been 
translated, nnd forms the 27th 
and 28th volumes of the series. 
Four lectures on the Beligious 
of ^ China, Confucianism, and 
Taoism, described and compared 
mtli Christianity, wei*e published 
in 1880, after being delivered for 
the English Presb^erian College, 
London. 

LEGOirV]^, Ernest Wilfrid, a 
French dramatist, the son of 
Gabriel Legouve, author of ^'Merite 
des Femmes,'* was bom in Paris, 
Feb. 14, 1807. At an early age he 
wrote novels, plays, and poems, 
and his lectures on L'Hisioire 
Morale des Femmes wore pub- 
lished in 1848. In 1849, in con- 
junction with Scribe, he produced 
" Adrienne Lecouvreur," which 
gained groat popularity through 
the personation of the heroine by 
Bach^. She, however, paid a fine 
of 5,000 francs rather than perform 
in his "Mcdde,"a play which in 
Montanclli'a Italian version was in 
1866 very succesBfvil with Bistorir 


In ISoG he succeeded Ancelot as a 
member of the Academy. Among 
bis works are " Befttriy," ISOl j

LEItMAlTN, Bndolf, artist, was 
horn Aiig. 19, 1819, at Ottenaen, 
near Hamburg, and educated at 
Hamburg. Hie art education he 
received at Paris, IVtunich, and 
Borne. Ho obtained three gold 
medals at three Pans Exhibitions, 
and was created a Bnight of the 
Order of ihe Falcon by the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimor. His por- 
trait, painted ^ himself at tlie 
reouest of the Dhector of Public 
Galleries xn Florence, is placed in 
the Galleria degli IFfiizi of that 
I city, in the room set apart for por- 
traits of distinguished artists 
painted by themselves. M. Leh- 
mann's chief pictures are — " Six- 
tus y. blessing the Pontine 
Marshes,” bought by the French 
Government for the Museum in 
LBle; a "Madonna,” and a "St. 
Sebastian,” ordered by the French 
Government for two churches in 
France j " Grazielle,” from Lamar- 
tine's " Confidencesj” " Early Dawn 
in the Pontine Marshes j ” nume- 
rous pictures of modern life and 
costume in Italy; numerous por- 
traits of dxbtinguished persons in 
England, amongst whom are Lord 
Houghton, Mr. Btowning, Mr. 
James Payn, Sir Wm. Ferguson, 
the Duke and Duchess of Lein- 
ster, etc. ; and a collection of jjenciZ 
sketches, portraits of distinguished 
contemporaries, with their auto- 
graphs (100 in number), 12 of them 
published by Messrs. Bruckmann & 
Co. 

LEIBT, Toseph, M.D., XiL.D., 
bom in Philadelphia. September 
0^ 1823, graduated H.D* in the 
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tJiiivGvaity of romiaylTaiii«T. iu 
ISli, anti (lovnioU himsolf io 
HfMiMititic pnvaiiiij. Prom lSLl)to 
isr»:i lii‘ private coiiiso^ of 

lectures on anatomy and physiology . 
Iu IS 10 he was made Chamman of 
tho Curators of the Academy of 
Natural Scienoos of l^hilaclelphiaj 
iu 1833 Profossor of Anatomy in 
the University of rounsylvanin ; 
and in 1871 Professor of Natmal 
History in Swarthmore CoUetfo, all 
of which positions he still holds. 
Ho is also Presidontoftho Academy 
of Natural Seiencesof Philadelphia. 
In 1881 tho University of Pennsyl- 
vania estahlishod a department of 
hiolo^yj of whioh ho was made tho 
DiiH3ctor. I>uring the civil war he 
served as suri^eon in Sattorloo 
ITospital, Philiidelphia. ilo has 
fiu’inshod more than 8U0 contribu- 
tions to scioutlfic periodicals. 
Among his more imiJortant worts 
are — Plora and Fauna within 
Living Animals/^ 1833 j The Ex- 
tinct Mammalicin Fauna of Dakota 
and Neliraska/' "with 30 plates, 
18/0 ; and " Contributions to the 
Extinct Vertebrate Fauna of tho 
W estern Territaries,” with 37 
plates, 18/3. 

LEIGHTON, Sir Frederick, BaH., 
P.K.A., was born at Scarborough, 
Doc. 3, 1830, «and from childhood 
evincsed a strong passion for paint- 
ing. This his parents cncopraged, 
as they gave liim every opportunity 
for gratifying it. They opposed^ 
Iiowever, for some years, liis desii'o 
to study art witli a view of making 
it a profession. His first systematic 
inaiiiictiona in drawing were re- 
ceived at Rome in the winter of 
1812-1813 fi'om a painter named 
Filippo Heli. In 1813-11 ho en- 
tered, as a studont, the Royal 
Academy of Berlin. Then followed 
a comparative withdrawal from art 
for a year, during which the em- 
bryo painter was receiving his 
gonoi'al education at a school at 
Frankforiron-the-Moine. The win- 
ter of 181S-4G was spent in Flo- 
rences and here it was that tho 


father at lust yielded to the son's 
desire to embrace painting as a pro- 
fodsion. Some drawings of tho 
young student wore submitted to 
the celebrated American scidptor, 
Hiram Powers, and tho father pro- 
mised that his decision should 
depend on the results of his inter- 
view wiili the sculptor. Tho osti- 
mat<» formed by Powers of the 
drawings being highly favourablo, 
the youthful Leighton was per- 
mitted from that day forward to 
devote the whole of his time to 
painting. Part of tho time, from 
1840 to 1818, he studied in the 
Academy of Frankfort-on-the 
Maine. Tho winter of 18 IS- 19 ho 
passed in Brussels, painting his 
first flniahod picturo, which repre- 
sented the story of Cimabuo finding 
Giotto drawing in tho fields. The 
succeeding year or so he sx^ent in 
Paris, copying in the Louvre, and 
attending tho life school. Thence 
he I’oturned to Frankfort, whoxxj lio 
became, and continued till tho early 
part of 1833, a pupil of E. Stoinlo 
of Vienna (one of tho followers of 
Ovorbeek), Professor of histoiical 
Painting at tho Academy of that 
city. During this period several 
pictiures were iiainted hy Mr. 
Leighton, amongst others a largo 
one of The Death of Brunellesco." 
More or loss of three winter seasons 
were next passed at Romo in dili- 
gent study and in painting a largo 
Ijici uro of "Cimabue,” ropresontiug 
the i)roecssion (consisting in the 
picture of Ciinabue, his scholars, 
and principal Florentine contem- 
poraries) which is said to have 
accompanied with great honoxmand 
x'ejoicing, through the eti-cots of 
Florence, to the church of Santa 
Mmia Novella, C^imabuo's xjictnre 
of the Madonna. The exhibition 
of this work by Mr. Leighton .at 
tho Royfd Academy in 1853 was a 
great surprise to the Loudon pnl> 
fic, coming as it did fi'om an artist 
unknown in England. It was at 
once purchased by the Queen, and 
it was re-oxhibitod at tho Man- 
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clieater Art-Ti’casuros and tlic 
luternationa 1 Exhibitions. Dnr- 
iufr fom* years after this early and 
j^reat success, the artist rc&iaed in 
Paris, studying^, however, under no 
master, though aided by the coim- 
sel of Ary Schotfer, Kobert Floury, 
and other French painters. S iibse- 
qucntly he resided in London, and 
in 180l> he coulrihntod to tho 
Acadejiiy Exhibition a picture en- 
titled ” The Triumph of Music,” the 
bubjot* b being Orphons, by the power 
of bis art, redeeming his wife from 
Hades. Tho following is a list of

At the Inst Acar* 
demy (IhSG) he exhibited a bronze 
statue "Tho Sluggard,” and a 
diJaigu for a coiling. In tho Poii- 
folio for 1S70 is a photogiaph 
of the group of "The Five 
Foolish Virgins," reproduced from 
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tho roi’edos of St. MicliaeVsChxarcli, 
Lyndhiii’st, situate on the hordors 
of the New Poi'est. In painting 
this waU-picture Sir F. Leighton 
made use of a new niedium tried 
by Mr. liamoier Parry at nigh- 
ham^ near Grloueeatei% and in^ the 
nave-vault of Ely Cathedral. Sir P. 
Leighton has executed many draw- 
ings for the wood-engravers, among 
which may be named the illustra- 
tions to G-oorge ElioVs Florentine 
tale of " Eoiuola." Mr. Leighton was 
elected an Associate of the Boyal 
Academy in ItiGii, and an Aca- 
demician in 18G9. He was chosen 
President of the Eoyiil Academy in 
succession to the late Sir Francis 
Grant, Nov. 13, 1878, and a few 
clays later received the honour of 
knighthood. In the same year he 
was nominated an Officer of the 
Legion of Honour. la this year he 
completed ti large fresco at the 
South Kensington Museum, " The 
Industrml Arts applied to War,“ 
the companion to wluch is just 
finished. In 1879 he was created 
an honorary LL.D. of Cambridge, 
an honorary L.C.L, of Oxford, and 
an honorary LL.L, of Edinburgh 
at the Tercentenary celebration. 
Sir F, Leighton was for many years 
Colonel of the Artists* coriJS of 
Yolunteers : he resigned that com- 
mand in July, 1883. lie accepted, 
in Aug. 1883, the presidency of an 
English Commission wliichl was 
formed for the International Exhi- 
bition of the Graphic Arts in 
Vienna. SirF. Leighton is a mem- 
ber of several foreign artistic so- 
cieties and at the Paris Exhibition 
of 1878 was nominated President 
of the International Jury of 
Painting. 

LEIGHTON, John, F.S.A., artist, 
descended from the Leightons of 
THysseahaven, Forfarshire, was 
bom in London, Sept. 15, 1822, and 
became a pupil of Mr. Howard, 
E.A. His first published work, a 
series of outlines, came out in 16X4, 
but he hod previously contributed 
to cartoon exhibitionB. In 1848-60 


he published several serio-comic 
brochures, satires on certain ai*t 
px-inciples, under the name of 

Luke Limner.** In 1851 ho pub- 
lished a series of twenty-four out- 
lines, entitled Money,** and at the 
same time a book on design, en- 
larged in IbSl. He has lectured 
on ‘^Libraries and Books/' Ori- 
ental Alt,” and '^Binocular Por- 
spectivo/* and has also traveUod 
in Russia, Caucasia, and Georgia, 
for the pm^pose of studying tho 
Byzantine art of the Greek Church. 
He has illustrated ‘'Moral Eiu- 
bleins/* "Lyra Gernuinica/* "Tho 
Life of Man Symbolised,** and 
"Madre Natura.^* In 1871 ho 
edited, witli illustrations, "Paris 
under the Commune.** Mr. Leigh- 
ton Served on tho Commissions of 
the Exliibitions of 1851 and 18G2, 
also at Paris, 1833, 1807, and Phila- 
delphia, 1SG7. In June, 1883, he 
assisted at Victor Hugo’s funeral 
at Paris, and in November of the 
same year was imsuccessf ul candi- 
date for the representation of the 
borough of St. Pancras. 

LEITNEH, Gottlieb William, 
M,A.,Ph.D.,born at Pesth, capital 
of Hungary, Oct. 14, 1830, is a 
naturalized British subject, and 
has several relatives living in 
England. He was educated at 
Constantinople, Brussa, Malta, and 
King's College, London ; was ap- 
pointed First-class Interpreter to 
the British Commissariat during 
the Russian War, in 1833 ; was 
lecturer in Arabic, Turkish, and 
Modem Greek at King's College, 
London, in 1859 j and Professor of 
Arabic with Muhaiumadon Law tit 
the some institution, in 18G1, when 
he founded the Orienttil section. 
The degrees of M.A. and Ph.D. 
were conferred upon him by tlie 
University of Fi’eiburg, in 1862. 
He has founded over seventy in- 
stitutions, including the Punjaub 
University CoILege, a number of 
schools of varioiiB grades, literary 
societies and free public libraries 
in India and elsewhere ^ and has

started six journals in English^ 
Arabic, Urdu, &c. Dr. Deitner 
discov'erecl tlio laug’uages and races 
of Dardlstan in 1BG6 ; and he has 
since iucorpoi'ated oLhcr languages 
between Kabul, Kaslunir, and Ba- 
dakhshar in his researches. He 
was the only British exhibitor at 
the Vienna Universal Exhibition 
of 1873, who, in competition with 
the Miuistrias of Education of all 
civilised countries, received the 
only Grand Diploma of Honour 
that was awarded for " promotion 
of education.'' He brought over 
the first Yarkandi and the first 
Siali Posh Kafir to Europe, as well 
as the largest Central Asian ooUec- 
tion of curiosities and antiquities. 
He excavated Greece - Buddliistio 
sculptures in 1870, and established 
a link between Greece at the time 
of Alexander the Groat and Bud- 
dhist ai't and religion. Dr. Doitner 
originated and defended the title 
Kaiser-i-ifind " in connection 
with Her Majesty's assumption i 
of the Imperial dignity in India, I 
long] befoi^ its adoption by the 
Inman Government. Dr. Leitner 
also caused consideralfie excava- 
tions to be made by his re- 
tainers in Swat, which yielded 
numerous Grosco-Buddhistic sculp- 
tures, and proved that Greek art 
had once i^uonced that now in- 
hospitable region. In the course of 
his literary activity Dr. Lextnor has 
brought together one of the largest 
ooUeclions in the possession of a 
private individual, and which is 
unique in many respects. Besides 
its ethnographical and numismatic 
interest, it chiefly illusti’ates the 
influenoo of Greek art when in 
contact with barbaric sculpture, 
whether Egyptian, Indian, Assy- 
rian, or Persian. A portion of it 
is deposited on loon at the India 
Museum. Dr. Leitner is Principal 
of the Lahore Government College 
(in which the Delhi College is now 
incorporated) 5 Principal of the 
Oriental College, Lahore ; and Be- 
gistror of the Punjanb University. 


He is also the President of an im- 
portant body which he founded in 
186 1, namely, the E^njaub Ass&o- 
ciatLon, or Anjuman-i-Punjaub, an 
institution for social, political, and 
educational reforms. Dr. Leitner 
speaks, reads, and writes 23 lan- 
guages. He attended the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Plorenco in 
Sept., 1878. Ills published works 
comprise : — " Theory and Pi'iicbice 
of Education j ” “ Philoaophical 

Grammar of Arabic;" the same 
translated into Urdu and Arabic ; 
" The Sinin-ul-Islam (History 
and Literature of Muhamniachin- 
ism iu their relations to Universal 
History^ j The Baees of Turkey, 
with principal refei'ence to Muham- 
madan Education j " " Comparative 
Vocabulary and Grammar of the 
Dardu Languages ; " Dialogues in

Loud., 1868, et seg.j History of 
Dardistan, Songs, Legends, &c.;"

LE JEBNE, Henry, A.R.A. (re- 
tired), of Flemish extraction, was 
born in 1819. In early life he was 
sent to study at the British Mu- 
seum, and in 18X1 he obtained the 
gold medal of the Boyal Academy, 
for a picture of ** Samson bursting 
his Bonds." He was Head Master 
of the Government School of De- 
sign from 1815 to 18X8, when he 
became Curator of the Painting 
School at the Eoyal Academy, re- 
tiring from this post in ISOk He 
has been a frequent exhibitor since 
18 XI, was chosen an A.jEu. A. in 1863, 
and retired in 1886. 

LELAND, Charles Godfrey, was 
bom at PhUadol 2 >hia, Aug. lo, 1824. 
He graduated at Prinooton College 
in 18X6, and subsequently studied 
at the Universities of Heidelberg, 
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and Baris. Ho iras ad- 
mitted to tlic Bai* in 1851, but soon 
relim flushed law for litoraturo, and 
eontril^nted largely to periodicals. 
For several years lie resided in 
Europe, but returned to tlio TJuited 
States in 18b0, and is now conduct- 
ing an experiment in industrial art 
education in the public sobools 
of Philadelphia. Hiw woj'ks, many 
of which are of a humorous or 
biirlos^pie ohsmeterj include, I'he 
poetry and Mystery of Eroams,” 
1855 5 " Meisior Karl’s Sketch

In tho first Rcrii- 
tiny, made on the Ibllowing moi n- 
ing, Pecci had 10 votes, the otliors 
1 )eing scattered among vari ous 
Cardinals, stub as Franchi, Bilio, 
De Luca, MartiueUi, and Ecrriei'i. 
In tho second scrutiny, on tho 
evening of Tuesday, Cardinal 
Pecci’s votes rose to 34, and in the 
scrutiny on Wednesday (Fob. 20) 
morning to 14. 'L'lie election was 
then at an end, and the Cardinal 
Camerlongo was made Pope by the 
acclamation of all. Tho news was 
officially proclaimed to the outside 
world at a quarter past one o'clock 
from the gallery of St. Peter's, 
whoa it was announced that his 
Holiness had assumed the name of 
Leo XIII. On March 3 he wiis 
crowned in the Sistine Chajjel, all 
the ancient ceremonies being oIj- 
served, save the benediction Urhi 
et Orhi, from tho loggia of St. 
Peter’s. The history of the Pope 
since his election is the history of 
the Papacy, and as such it would 
occupy far too much space to ti‘11 
it here at the length that it might 
be thought to deserve. Suffice at 
to say that Leo XIII. has through- 
out behaved with perfect consist- 
ency as a Pontiff willing to act with 
modern governments, but deter- 
mined to bate no jot of his rights 
as Head of tho Church, and os the 
despoiled sovereign of Boine, Ho 
has never quitted the Vatican, but 
has religiously kept up the fiction 
of Ms being held theie a prisoner. 
He refused the income voted to 
him, as to his predecessor, by the 
Italian Parliament, and has never 
recognised the Law of Guarantees, 
He has protested from time to time 
against “ godless " schools, and 
against tolerated heresy in Borne. 
But in his relations with foreign 
powers he has always been anode- 
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rale and dexterous. His eliief

})iui, a man of the world ; and with 
lus help he has lieen able to hriii'^ 
to n fairly sucoesbful issue the

LEOPOLD II. (Leopold - Louis- 
Philippe - Marie - Victor), Kinj? of 
tho Beli^iaus, son of the hite King 
Leopold I.jUpon whose death, which 
oocuiTOd Deo. 10, 1805, he suc- 
ceeded to the throne as Leopold II., 
was bom at Brussels, April 9, 1835, 
and niamod, August 22, 1853, the 
Archduchess Marie of Austria, by 
whom he has had three children — 
two daughters and one son, the 
Duke of Brahant, who died in Jan. 
18G9, at the age of ten. lu 1855, 
in company with the Duchess of 
Brabant, he made a lengthened 
tour through Europe, EgypL ami 
Asia Minoi^ As Duke of llivibant, 
ho look a prominent part in seveial 
important discuBsions in the Senatts 
especially in that relating to tho 
establishment of a maritime serviro 
between Antwerp and the Levant.

LESLIE, George Dunlop, H.A., 
the you^estsonofthelate Charles 
Rohei*t Loalio, B.A., was bom at 
12, Pineapple Place, St. Jolm^s 
Wood, London, July 2, 1835, and 
educated at the Mercers* School in 
the City. Prom his father he re- 
ceived, of coui'se, a great deal of 
instruction in artj and the pure 
nnd tender feeling, as well as the 
simplicity and method, which dis- 
tinguish so many worts of the 
father, seem to be reflected in the 
productions of the son.

LESLIE, Heniy David, musical 
composer, son of John lieslie^ bom 
in London, June IS, 1822, and edn- 
oated at the P^ilaco School, En- 
field, began his musical studies in 
183H, under the direction of ('harles 
Lucas. He was appointed Hon. 
Sec. of the Amateur Musical Society 
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of London on its formation in 1847, 
and from 1855 until its dissolution 
in 1 8Gl yro,^ its conductor, In 185G 
ho founded the choral society Icnown 
hy his name, and is Principal of 
the College of Music, an institu- 
tion founded in 18G4?. He has com- 
posed Beum*' and '^'Jubilate 
in 1)/* published in 1841; "Oi’- 
chesfcral Symphony in F/^ in 18 17 ; 
Festival Anthem, Let God Arise/* 
for soprano and tenor solo, double 
chorus and orchestra, in 1849 ; 
dramatic overture, The Templiu',” 
in 1852 ; oratorio, “ Immanuel/* in 
1853 i operetta, fiomiincc, or Bold 
Dick Turpin/* and oratorio, Ju- 
dith/* in 1857 s cantata, ““Iloly- 
rood/* in 1860; wedding cantata, 
"The Daughter of the Isles,** in 
18(11 ; besides vari )us compositions 
for stringed instruments, and some 
sixty or seventy single songs, duets, 
anthems, and pianoforte pieces.

LESSAE, Paul, was bom in 1851, 
and comes of a Monteuegidn family. 
He was educated at the Kcole des 
Ingenieurs in St. Petersburg, and 
on accoimt of his ability he was 
selected to accompany General 
SkobolefP into Asia to survey for 
railways. In 1880 he joined Gene- 
rtd KomaroE as an expei^t in sm- 
veying and escjAoringlhe Turcoman 
country between the Caspian and 
Afghanistan. Ho established him- 
self at Askabod, and in Nov. 1881. 
ho penetrated beyond Sarakha, 
across the Afghan frontiei*, to 
within a few miles of Herat. In 
the comae of two years he rode a 
distance of nearly six thousand 
miles, exploring the whole of the 
j^uund of the Huaso-Persiaa and 
fiusao-Afghau frontier. He is now 
Biploniatie Attach^ to Ihe Governor 
of the Tronscai^inn, and to him has 
been oommittea the real dmection 
of thexuatierof the Afghan frontier. 
In 1885 he was sent on a special 
mismon to London aa geographical 
expert to assist the Eussian Ambas- 
sador in the negotiations which 


accompanied the despatch of tlio 
Afghan Bonnflary Commission. 

LE3SEPS, Vicomte Ferdinand de, 
dii^lomatist and engineer, born nt 
Versailles, Nov. 19, 1805, was 
appointed, in 1828, Attache to the 
French consulate at Lisbon, and 
after holding various consular 
offices in Europs and the East, was 
made Consul at Barcelona in 1842, 
during tho bombardment of which 
town he zealously devoted himsoH 
to iiToteot French life and property, 
besides affording an asylum to 
Spaniards and others on board 
French ships. His fame rests 
chiefly on his scheme to pierce the 
Isthmus of Suoz by means of a 
canal, and in successfully carrying 
it out he showed much zeal and in- 
defatigable energy. It was in 185 i, 
when in Egypt on a visit to Mehc- 
met Said, that he ojienod the pro- 
ject to Said Pasha, who, seeing the 
advantage that might bo expected 
to accrue ironi its execution, invited, 
him to draw up a memorial on the 
subject. This was done with full 
details, under the title of " Perce- 
mont de Tlstlnue de Suez expose, 
et Documents Officiels/* M. de 
Loseeps received a firman sanction- 
ing the enterprise in 1851, and a 
letoer of concession was granted by 
the Viceroy of Egypt, in Jan, 1850, 
Eminent English engineers (and 
among them the late G. Stephen- 
son) questioned its practicability, 
which, howevoi*, has since been 
clearly demonstrated. The works 
were begim soon after the com- 
pany was constituted, in 1850 j 
large sums were subsequently ex- 
pended, and the late Pasha of 
Egypt was induced to take a large 
number of shares in the undertaking 
besides permitting M. de Leaseps 
to employ native labourers. Tms 
ingenious scheme was at first 
favoTwed by a portion of the com- 
mercial body in this country j hut 
a belief soon gained ground that 
the project was viitually a irolitical 
one, and in this point of view ib 
received no encouragement from 
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tlio British Government, On the 
death of the late Fasha of E^ypt in 
18C3, the question of the sanction 
of the Ottoman Porlo ivaa more 
actively discussed, and the right of 
the Sultan to grant it formally in- 
Fisted upon. The result was the 
■withdrawal of the pei mission to the 
company to hold any portion of 
Egyptian territory — the supposed 
covert design of the project j and 
after much dispute between M. de 
Lesaeps and the Egyptian Uovem- 
niout^ the claim for compensation 
to the company ho represented was 
left to the arbitration of the Em- 
peror of the French, who imposed 
ceHain conditions on both polities, 
and allowed the works to be con- 
tinued. A canal, with sufficient 
w/iter to admit of the passngo of 
steaiuboafcs, was openea Aug. lo, 
1865. By degrees, owing to the 
employment of gigantic dredges 
and n novel system of mnehines for 
raising and carrying away the sand, 
the bed of the canal was enlarged, 
so that small ships and schooners 
were enabled to jjass through in 
March , 1867 . At length the waters 
of the Mediterranean mingled with 
those of the Ked Sea in the Bitter 
Lakes, Aug. 15, 1860, an event 
which was commemoiated by grand 
fetes at Sues : and on Nov, 17 the 
canal was formally opened at Port 
Said amid a series of festivities 
I>articii)ated in by the Empress of 
the French, th e Emperor of Austria, 
the Crown Prince of Prussia, Prince 
William of Orange, the English 
and Bussian Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople, and a large number of 
English and Continentnlmerchants 
and journalists. A grand proces- 
sional fleet, composed of forty ves- 
sels, then set out from Port Said in 
the direction of Isma’ilia. A few 
days after the inauguration, M. de 
Lesseps married Malle. Autard de 
Brngard, a very young Creole of 
English extraction, tn Feb. 1870, 
the Paris Soci6tf* do G^ographie 
awarded the Empresses new prize 
of 10,000 francs to M. de Lesaeps, 
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who gave the money us a contribu- 
tion to the society’s proiected ex- 
pedition to Equatorial Africa. lie 
was appointed to the rank of GiYind 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, 
Nov. 10, IftGOj received the cordon 
of the Italian Order of St. Maurice 
in Doc. 1800 ; and was nominated 
by Queen Victoria an honorary 
Knight Grand Commander of the 
Order of the Star of India, Aug. 10, 
1870. The honorary freedom of the 
City of London was publicly pre- 
sented to him, July 30, 1870, In 
July, 1873, the Paris Academy of 
Sciences chose M. de Lesaeps a free 
member in the place of M, de Ver- 
neuil deceased. In 1875 he pub- 
lished '' Letti’es, journid, ct docu- 
ments pour ser^r k Phistoire du 
canal du Sues.'* For this work tie 
French Academy awarded to him 
tho HarceHn Guerin prize of 5,000 
francs (May, 1876). On June 21 1 
I 1881, he was elected President of 
the French Geographical Society in 
the place of Admiml do la Eonci('‘re- 
lo-Nonry. During the Egyxitian 
expedition of 1882 M. dn Lesseps 
violently oppoFedthepolicypur&ued 
by Great Britain, and regarded 
Al’abi Pasha as a noble patriot. In 
j the following year M. de Lesseps 
j entered into a preliminary agree- 
! ment with Her Majesty’s Govem- 
j incnt for the cutting of a second 
Suez Canal j hut as the arrangement 
did not receive the sanction of the 
House of CommonB,the negotiations 
were abandoned. The broad ribbon 
of tho Persian Order of the Lion 
and the Sun was presented to M. 
de Lesseps, July 25, 1883. He 
is at present engaged in the great 
work of cutting a canal through 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

LETHBEIIGB, SirSopw, 

M.P., eldest eon of the late Mr. E. 
Lethbridge, was bom in 1840, and 
educated at Exeter College, Oxford. 
He was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1880. In 1868 he 
was apjMintcd Professor in the 
Bengal Educational Department. 
He ■was at tho same time elected a 
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Et'Iloir of the Caluuita TJnivorsity, 
jiiul ill 1S77 VTiXa yecrctnry to the 
Simla Educational Commission. 
In the folloivinjv yyav he was trans- 
fevrerl to the Indian Political De- 
partment as Political Agent and 
Press Commissioner imder Lord 
L^tton^s Viceroyalty. In 1885 he 
■was elected Conservative memher 
for North Kensington, and was 
again rctumed in 18bG. He was 
created a Knight Bachelor in 
1883. 

lEVY, Emile, a French painterj 
horn at Paris, Aug. 29, 1S2G, studied 
at the Ecole des Beaux-Arta, ns a 
pupil of Abel de Pujol and of 
Picot, and gained the Prize of 
Home in 185-1 . H e sent from Eome, 
in the follo>viug year, to the Dni- 
ver&al Ex 2 *ositiou at Paris, his 
picture of "Noah cur&ing Ham,” 
wliicli was 2 >urchased by tlie State. 
Among the pictures which he suh- 
soquently exhibited at the annual

LEVI, Leone, F.S.A., horn at 
Ancona, in Italy, July 0, 1821, was 
educated for mercantile puratiits ; 


ill 1811 arrived at Liveriiool, mid in 
1 8 17 was naturalised, and became a 
British subjf‘ct, Mr, Levi being 
struck with the want, in so great a 
commercial community as Liver- 
l)ool, of a Chamber of Commerce, 
with a supplemental tribunal of 
commerce tor the settlement of 
couimerLial diaiiutes, agitated tile 
question as one of public interest, 
llis aiipeiil Avas Buccobsfiil, and the 
Livoriiool Chamber of Commerce 
was established in 18 LO, and num- 
bers upw'ards of GOO members. ^*liis 
important example led to the for- 
mation of similar institutions in 
other commercial toAvns in the 
jirovinces. In his capacity of Hou. 
fcJoc. of the Liveipool Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Levi procured in- 
formation respecting similar insti- 
tutions abroad, and was enabled to 
ijroducQ his "Commercial Law of 
the 'World,” 1850, a. second edition 
of Avliioh, under the title ot '‘In- 
ternational Commercial Law,” ap- 
liearod in 1873. This w^ork gained 
for the author the Swiney Prize 
UAvarded hytho Society of Arts and 
the College of Physicians, and from 
the Emperor of Austria and the 
King of Prussia their great gold 
medal for science and art. Mr. 
LtiAU suggested the utility of an 
International Commercial Code, 
and lectured on the buhjoct before 
the Chambers of Commerce. A 
conference iirusided over by Lord 
Brougham and the Earl of llarrow- 
hy Avas held in London on tho 
subject, and the result Avas that 
two Acts were passed, 19 A 20 Viet, 
c. GO, and 19 & 20 Viet. o. 97i 
whereby the morenntile laws of 
the United Kingdom were made 
uniform on many points. Bince 
then, considerable advance has been 
made towards unity of commercial 
legislation oven in foreign coun- 
tries. Tn ISoU he road a paper on 
"Judicial Statistics’* before the 
Law Amendment Society, and after- 
wards prepared a scries of resolu- 
-tions and a bill on tho subject 
which Lord Brougham introduced 
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in the House of Lords, Heiaee the 
imhlication of the annual volumes 
on Judicial St^itistics for Englaud 
and Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 
Mr. Levi has written * * On Taxation: 
How it is Rtiispd, and How it is 
Expended,” puhlishcd in 18G0 ; and 
many of his contributions may he 
foxmd in the Jovinal of the Statisti- 
cal SorietUi the Transactions of the 
Hritish Association, and the Journal 
of Ihe Society of Arts. He has also 
ivritten a “ History of British Com- 
merce and of the Economic Pi*o- 
^ress of the British Nation, 18G3- 
70*’ (lfi73), a second edition of 
which, hringinfj the History down 
to 187«S, was published in 1880.

LEWIS, The Bight Bev. Bichard, 
D.D., Bishop of Llanchiff, bom 
about 1822, was educated at Wor- 
cester College, Oxford (B.A., 18j;i j 
M.A., 1840). Ho was collated to 
the rectory of Lampetei’-Vclfry, 
Narborth, Pembrokeshire, in 1853 , 
and was appointed Archdeacon of 
St. David's in 1875. In 1883 ho 
was appointed Bishop of Llandaff in 
succession to Dr. Ollivant, and was 
consecrated to that see by the 
Archbishop of Canterbtuy (Dr. 
Benson), in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
on Apinl 25. 

LEWIS, Thomas Hayter, E.S.A., 
was hom in Londou J^itly [>, 1818, 
and articled pupil to Joseph Par- 
Icinson, architect, of Backville 
Street, Piccadilly. In 1837 he was 
cidmittcd as a student of the Royal 
Academy, and in 1830 obtained 
the Silver Medal for Architectural 
Drawing. He subsequently entered 
the office of Sir U. Tite. In 1811- 
42 he travelled thi*ough Franco, 
Germany, Italy, Sicily and Greece, 
liis principal sketches being pu7j- 
liahed in the Dictionary of the 
ArcbitecturaZ Publication Society. 
He then entered into partnershix> 
with Mr. Finden, brother of the 
well-known engraver. In 185t he 
designed the Alhambra as a scien- 
tific institution— the Panopticon, 
In 18G0 he succeeded Sir M. D. 
Wyatt as Honorary Secretary to 
the Royal Institute of Architects. 
In 18G4 he was Examiner, in con- 
junction with Sir G. G. Scott and 
A, Ashpitel, in the Voluntary 
Examination at the Royal Insti- 
tute. In IhGS he was elected Pi’O- 
feasor of Architecture ntUniversity 
College, afterwiirds designed the 
extensive additions to the College 
buildings, and in 1871 was Dean 
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of the Faculty of Aits, In suhec- 
quent years he travelled in Ger- 
many, Italy, Greece, Algeria, Egypt, 
Palestine, Ac, papers hy him rela- 
ting to the arclutecturc and anti- 
quities of ^ tliosQ countries being 
published in the Transactions of 
various societies. In 1809 he re- 
tired, to a considerable extent, 
from general practice, owing to a 
severe illness ; and in 1881, for tbe 
same reason, resigned the professor- 
ship, being then elected Emeritus 
Professor by the College. He is 
the author (in addition to various 
detached essays) of the articles on 

Ancient and Modem Architec- 
tui’e” in the new edition of the 
JSncyclopccdia Britanniccb (the ino- 
diajval portion being by Mr. G. E. 
Street, K.A.), also of the ‘^Annual 
Eeview of ^chitccture” in the 
Companion to the Almanac for 
1885 aud 1886, and, with Colonel 
Sir C. W. Wilson, has annotated 
Mr. Herbert Stewart's translation 
of Procopius' work on “ Justinian's 
Buildings." 

LEWIS, William James, M.A., 
bom near Newtown, Montgomery- 
shire, Jan. 16, 1817, was elected a 
scholar of Jesus College, Oxford, in 
Oct. 1865, and obtained a first class 
in the TJrdversiiy examinations in 
mathematics and natural science. 
He was elected a Fellow of Oriel 
College in April, 18G9. For some 
time he was assistant-master at 
Cheltenham College. He was a 
member of the tot^ eclipse expedi- 
tions (English) of 1870 and 1871, 
and his observations on the polari- 
7ntion of the corona have been 
published in the volume of Solar 
Eob’pses issued under the auqiices 
of the Eoyal Astronomical Society. 
In 1874 he began to study 
mineralogy, and for that purpose 
went to Cambridge, where he re- 
ceived the valuable assistance of 
Professor WUliam Hallows Miller. 
He held an appointment in the 
Mineral Department of the British 
Museum from 1876 to 1877, in 
which latter year he I’esigned, 


owing to ill-health. He has con- 
tributed several papers on Crystal- 
lography to the Philosophical Ma- 
gaisino. In Feb, 1881, he was elected 
Professor of Mineralogy at Cam- 
bridge, in succession to the late 
Dr. William Hallows Miller.

LIDDELL, The Very Eev, Henry 
George, D.D., Dean of Christ 
Church, Oxford, eldest sou of the 
late Eev. H. G. Liddell (formerly 
rector of Easington, Durham, and 
uncle of the late Lord Havens- 
worth), was bom in 1811. Having 
been educated at the Charterhouse, 
and at Christ ChiU'ch, Oxford, 
where he took a double first-class 
in 1883, he became successively 
Tutor and Censor of Clirist Cluirch, 
Public Examiner in Classics, Select 
Preacher, and Proctor of the Uni- 
versity, Head Master of Westmin- 
ster School, a member of the Ox- 
ford University Gonmiission (1850), 
Domestic Chaplain to the late 
Prince Albert, and Chaplain Ex- 
traordinary to the Queen. He 
succeeded Dr. Gaisford as Dean 
of Christ Church in 1855, and be- 
came Vice-ChauoelloT of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford in 1870. He 
has written '' A History of Home," 
published in 1856, which has gone 
through many editions, and is joint 
author of "Liddell and Scott's 
Greek Lexicon," which first ap- 
peared in 1813, and of which the 
seventh edition, greatly augmented, 
was published in 1883. 

LIDDOK, The Eev. Heniy Parry, 
D.D., D.C.L., Canon of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and probably the fore- 
most living preacher of the Eng- 
lish Church, was boin in 1829. He 
became a student of Christ Chtu’ch, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1850, taking a second-class in 
Classics. In 1861 he obtained the 
Julmson Theological Sclxohu'ship 
and in 1853 proceeded to the 
degree of M.A. Having taken 
orders ho was, from 1864 to 1860, 
Viee-Prinoipal of the Theological 
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College of Cuddcfecloii. lie was also 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
Bishop of Salishiiiy. In 18CI he 
was appointed Prehendary of Major 
Pars Altaris in Salisbury Cathedral. 
He has been Select Preacher at 
Oxford (1&03-G5, 1870-72, 1877-70), 
and in 1800 he was Banipton Lec- 
turer. Prom 1800 to 1873 he was 
a uiumber of the Hebdomadal 
Council at Oxford. In 187U he was 
instoILed a Canon Eesidcntiai'y of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, and in the 
same year he was appointed Ire- 
land Professor of the Exegesis of 
the Holy Scripture in the tTniver- 
sity of Oxford. At this period he 
was created B.O., and an honorary 
B.G.L. He resigned the Ireland 
Professorship in Oct. 1883, and is 
understood to be devoting the 
greater part of his time to a life of 
the late Hr. Piisey. Canon Liddon 
is the author of "The Hivinity 
of JosuB Christ ; eight lectures 
preached before the University of 
Oxford in 1806 on the foimdation 
of the late Eov.

Xu 1800 he co-operated Avith Gene- 
ral (then Colonel) Gordon in sup- 
pressing’ the Taeping rebellion, 
lieing* then Govemor of theTliiang- 
Riu province. The other 1'hin.ng 
pi’ovince being added to his rule, ho 
was created Viceroy of the United 
Countries May, I8O0. Thu follow- 
ing y<’ar he was aijpointed Minister 
Plonii^otentiary, Viceroy of Hong- 
Kuang in 18G7, and a Grand 
Chancellor in 18G8. Aftez* the 
Tien-Tsin massacre in 1870, he 
was despoiled of his titles, and 
otherwise punished on the charge 
of not assisting the Genei’al in 
emnmand, but in 1872 the then 
Emperor z’ostored him to favour 
and the office of Grand Chancolloi\ 
He was the mediator for fixing the 
indemnity for the murder of Mr. 
Margary, who Avas hilled, in 1870, 
AA'lulo endeavouring to explore 
South-lVestern China. Noav Li 
Hung Chang is the Viceroy of the 
IVIeti'opolitan provinces of Pe-Chih- 
Li, and as such is the actual nilcr 
or chief administrator of the 
Chinese Empire. He is a man of 
liberal views, ponnits coal-mining 
and coast-steamer tinffic to be 
carried on by English companies, 
and is thought to bo even favour- 
able to railways. 

LILLY, William Samuel, -was born 
at Fifehead, Dorsetshire, in 1840, 
and educated at St. Peter’s College, 


Cambridgo, Av^hero in 1858 ho ob- 
tained the senior scholarship and 
the Classical Prize. Ho graduated 
in 1801 in the LaAV I’ripos, and in 
the same year obtained an appoint- 
ment, by open competition, in the 
Civil Service of India. He Avas 
sent to the Presidency of Madras, 
where, after filling various public 
offices, ho was aijpointed, in 18(5*), 
Undcr-Socrelary to tho Govern- 
inont. He left India on account 
of ill-hoalth in 1870. He Avas 
called to tho English bar in 1873, 
and in 1874 -was appointed 8601*0- 
tary to the Catholic Union of 
Groat Britain, Avhich office he still 
holds. Ho published in 188 1

Thought,” and in 1886 " Chapters 
in European History" (2 vole.), 
and is avcU Imown as a contributor 
to the Quavterhjt Dubliit, Oonfcai- 
2 )orary, and Forhiiglitly Jtevieios, 
and to the Ninetemth Century, upon 
philosoiAhicul and historical sub- 
jects.

LINTON, Sir James P.R.I., 
was bora in London, Dec. 2G, 1840. 
Ho soon showed talent for drawing, 
and was sent to the Newman Street 
School of Art, then conducted by 
Leigh, a pupil of Etty, He con- 
tinued his studies there till the 
age of twenty-one, and then began 
to exhibit wfxter-coloure at tho 
Dudley GnUery and the Institute 
of Watercolour Painters ; of tho 
latter ho was, in 1807, elected a 
rnernber, and his pictures soon 
became a special feature of the 
exhibitions. At tho same time he 
became a member of the staff of 
artists on the Graphic. Among his 
pictures exhibited at the Institute 
may be mentioned " Maunday 
Thursday,” "1793,” "Love tho 
Conqueror,” "Off Guard,” "The 
Cardinal Minister,” "The Earl of 
Leicester," and "Priscilla.” Mr. 
Linton worked hard to obtain for 
tho art of watercolour painting a 
recognised position. In 1803 ho, 
j together witli other artists, opened 
the Institute of Painters in Wator- 
I colours, a devclopxnent of tho New 
Sccioiy whicli had beenfoimedin 
1832 by painters dissatisfied with 
the manner in which theia* art was 
I treated by the Royal Academy. 
The exhibition was for many years 
confined to tho works of niembors, 
but in 1883, having moved to large 
new quarters in Piccadilly, it was 
thrown open to all comoi'S, and Mr. 
Linton was elected President. The 
Queen granted the title " Royal,” 
and in 1885 conferred on tho Presi- 
dent the honour of knighthood. 
Sir James has also produced a 
number of pictures in oil ; in 1878 he 
exhibited a small picture "Biron,” 
at the Academy, and in 1879 five 
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oil paintings at tho G-rosyenor 
(xHllery. In the same yeai% he 
received a commission for a aerios 
of pictures ropresentin^y the conflict 
hetween Islam and Christianity in 
the lOth century.

Z.0EWE, The Rev, Dr. louis, was 
bom at Ziilz, in Prussian Siloeia, 
in 1800, and educated at Rubeuberg, 
in Silesia, subsequently at the 
theological colleges of Lissa, Ni- 
eholsbiu’g, and Presburg, and the 
University of Berlin. He was 
appointed in 1S30 Hebrew Lccteer 
and Oriental linguist to the late 
Duke of Sxissex} in 1850, Head 
Master of the Jews’ College, Fins- 
bxuy S(juare} in 1858, Examiner 
for Oriental Languages to the 
Royal College of Preceptors i and 
in 1868, Principal and Director of 
Sir Moses JEontefiore’s Theological 
College at Ramsgate. Dr. Loewe 
travelled under the auspices of the 
Duke of Sussex, the Duke of North- 
luwborlanrl (then Lord Prudhoe), 
the Earl of Munster, and tho late 
Admiral Sir Sydney Smith, in the 
years 1836, 1837, 1838. in Egy^>t, 
Nubia, part of Ethiopia, S^^a, 
Palestine, Turkey, Asia Minor, and 
Greece, for the cultivation of the 
fatudy of the Arabic, Coptic, Nubian

lOFTIE, Bev. WilUam John, 
E.S.A., was bom at Tandi’sgee, 
in the coimty Armagh, 1839, 
the eldest son of John Henry 
Loftie, J.P., and Jane, his wife, 
daughter of William Crozier, 
and niece of Captain E. K. M. 
Crozier, R.N., E.JR.S., of H.M.S. 
Terror, lost in Franklin's expedi- 
tion. The Lofties wore seated at 
Smeetli, in Kent,f or three centmdes, 
and William Loftie, great-grand- 
father of the subject of this notice, 
was Mayor of Canterbury in 1774, 
Mr. Loraa was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took the 
degree of B.A. in 1804. He was 
ordained to a curacy at Corsham, 
Wiltshire, in 1866, but in 1867 re- 


moved to a scene of greater activity 
as cui'ate of St. Mary Magdalene, 
Peckham. Less than a year of the 
hard work of the south-eastern 
suburb injxu’ed his health, and at 
the advice of his vicar, Michael 
Biggs, a weU-known scholar, he 
turned to literature, wutiug first 
on antiquarian subjects in the 
People^ s Magaxine (8.P.C.K.), of 
which he became editor in 1872. 
Elected P.S.A.in 1872,hQpxxblished 
a " Contmy of Bibles,” and in 1873 
" The Latin Tear," a collection of 
hymns. After holding temporary 
Chm'ch appointments ho became 
assistant Minister of the Chapel 
Boyal, 8avoy, 1871, and in 1879 
publishcd"Memorial3 of theSavoyj" 
meanwhile, having spent some win- 
ters on the Nile, ho wrote " A Bide 
in Egypt," and has sinco published 
'* An Essayof Scarabs,” and wiftteii 
papers in the Archceological Journal 
on "Egyptology." Being also a 
student of old prints, ho published, 
in 1877, a catalogue of the works of 
Hans 8ebald Beham. Ho became 
connected with the Guardian in 
1870, and was a weekly contributor 
for six years. In 1874 he joined the 
Estoff of the Saturday Review, and 
has written on art and archroology 
in the Portfolio, the Magazine of 
Art, and many other periodicals. 
The "Art at Home Series,” begim 
in 1877, resulted in the issue of 
twelve volumes, by various writers, 
including Mrs. Loftie, Mr. Andrew 
Lang, Mrs. Oliphant, andMr.Walior 
Pollock. At the instance of the 
late Mr. J. B. Green he tiuned his 
attention to municipal antiquities, 
nnd with a short guide " Through 
London,” and other books, has pub- 
lished two editions of ** A History 
of London;” besides writing a 
volume on the City ” for Mr. E, 
A. Freeman's series of '‘Historic 
Towns,” and the authorized "Guido 
to the Tower,” for the Government, 
of which 10,000 copies were sold in 
the first three weeks. Besides these 
literary laboius he was one of the 
founders of the Society for the 
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Protection of Ancient Buildinga, 
and of the Inooiporated Society of 
Author$» 

LOFTTTS, The Bi^ht Hon. lord 
Angnstus William Frederiok Spen< 
car, Gr.C.B., commonly callod lord 
Angnstua Loftns, the fourth son of 
the .second Maiviuis of Ely, hy the 
dau»?htor of Sir K. W. Dashwood, 
Dart., -was born in iyi7, and edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
■where he took the degree of 5I.A, 
Entering the Diploniatie Service, 
he was appointed Attachd at Berlin 
in 1887, and paid Attache at Stutt- 
gart in ISU. He accompanied Sir 
Stratford Canning (afterwards Vis- 
count Stratford de Eedoliife) on hia 
special mission to the Courts of 
llerlin, Viimna, Munich and Athena, 
in March, 1SJ<S, He was appointed 
Secretary of the Legation at Stntt- I 
gart in 1852; and at Berlin in 
1858 5 and Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Vienna in March, 1853. He was 
appointed by the Queen to repre- 
sent Her Majesty at the marriage 
of His Serene Highness Prince 
Leiningen with the Princess Mriry 
of Baden, at Carlsruho, in Aug. 
1S3S. In Bee. ISGO, ho was trans- 
ferred to Berlin. On the elevation 
of the Mission at Berlin to the rank 
of an Embassy, he was ■transferred^ 
Oct. 2S, 1862, to Munich, which was 
on that occasion raised to the rank 
of a Eirat-olass Mission. He was 
created a K.C.B., Dec. 12, 1862 j 
wija ijromoted to be wAnibassrtdor 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
to the Bing of Prussia, Jan. 19, 
1S66 i and was made a Gf-.C.B., July 
6, 1806. He was appointed Ambas- 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipo- 
tentiary to the North German 
Confederation, Peb. 2*i>, 1809$ was 
sworn a Privy Councillor, Nov. 11, 
1808 ; and was appointed Ambassa- 
dor Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Emperor of Bussia, 
Oct. 10, 1871. Tme latter post he 
held tiid Pel). 1879, when he was 
appointed Governor of New South 
Woles.

LONDONDERBY, Marquis of, The 
Bight Hon. Charles Stewart Vane- 
Tempest Stewart, son of tho fifth 
Marquis, was born in 1852, ami edu- 
cated at Eton and at Chn&t Church, 
Oxford. As Viscount Castloreagh, 
he unsuccessfully contested South 
Kensington in 1874, and Mont- 
gomery District in 1877, and ssat 
I for County Down from 1378 to 
: 1881. On tho death of hia father 
in 18S1 he succeeded to the titiu, 
and on the formation of Lord Sali'j- 
bury^s second administration in 
1886, was appointed Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland. He married the 
oldest daughter of the Earl of 
Shi’ewsbury, and is the owner of 
extensive collieries in Durham. 

LONGSTBEET, Gen. James, was 
bom in South Carolina in 1820. 
He graduated at the hlilitary Aca- 
demy at West Point in 1812, and 
was on duty on theMexican frontier 
till 1840 ; took part in the Mexican 
war, 18 10- 18,wherc ho was wounded; 
attained the rank of Cai^)tain and a 
Major’s brevet; liervod oubsequently 
in Texas an<l as Paymaster in the 
U. S. army, being promoted Major 
on the staff in 1858. He resigned 
his commiBaion to take part with 
the South in the civil war, June 1, 
1861; was appointed to tho com- 
mand of the 4th Brigade of Gen. 
Beauregard’s first corps, near Con- 
treville, and -was present at tfio 
battle of Boll Bun, July 21, 1801. 
During the early port of XS02 he 
was made Major-General, and won 
reputation under Gen. Lee, in the 
campaigns againatMcClellan, Pope, 
Burnside, and Meade. After the 
battle of Prederickab’urg, Dec. 13, 
1862, Longatreat wtis promoted to 
the command of a corps, with the 
rank of Licutotnant-GeneraL He 
took an iuitive part in the battle of 
Gettysburg, July i-8. He was also 
conspicuous for ms military ability 
in tho t5ampaign of the Wilderness, 
May 1-0, 1861, and was severely 
wounded on the Gth of May, but 
V V Z 
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recoyerecl in tiino to take comiuaiid 
of liis corps during the siege of 
Petersburg. Ho surrendered with 
Gen. Lee, in A-piil, 1805, After 
tho war, Gen. Longstreet acted 
zealously for the restoration of har- 
mony betw'oen the two sections. 
He made Hew Orleans his residence, 
and, having been amnestied by 
President Johnson, he was so cor- 
dial towards the Administration 
that President Grant appointed 
him Surveyor of the Port of Hew 
Orleans. In 1875 he took up hia 
residence in Georgia, and in 1880 
was sent as Minister to Turkey, 
where he remained miiii 18S1. He 
was Bubsefttiently U. S. Marshal for 
the Hortheru District of Georgia, 
but at present holds no official 
position. He resides at Gains- 
ville, Georgia. 

LONGLDY, Henry, son of the 
late Archbishop Lougley, was edu- 
cated at Hugby and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated M.A. in 1859. Ho was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1860, 
and after going the Northern Cir- 
cuit for a short time, ultimately 
practised at the equity bar and as a 
conveyancer. Ho was appointed 
a Poor Law Inspector in 1868, and 
was in charge of the Hcti'opolitan 
Poor Law iJistrict from 1872 to 
1874. In the latter year, he was 
appointed third Charity Commis- 
sioner upon the transfei* to the 
Charity Commission of the duties 
of the Endowed Schools Commis- 
sioner. He was appointed Second 
Chaiity Commissioner in 1879, and 
(’hiof Charity Commissioner in 
July, 1886, upon the death of Sir 
*VV. K. Seymour Fitzgerald, G.C.S.I. 
Mr. Longley is the author of a 
report to the Local Government 
Hoard made in 1873, on " Poor Law 
Administration in London, with 
special reference to the disposal by 
Boards of Guardians of Applica- 
tions for Belief." 

LOOMIS, Elias, LL.D., born 
in ToUimd Co., Connecticut, in 
Aug. 18X1, graduated from Tele 


College in 1830, and wab Tutor 
there from 1833 io 183C. lu 1836 
he was appointed Professor of 
Mathematldcs and Natural Philo- 
sophy in Western Beserve College 
in Ohio, with permission to spend 
a ycai* in Eimope in scientific stu- 
dies. Diming his residence in 
Oliio he devoted a large amount of 
time to astronomical, magnetic and 
uietoorologicol observations, and. 
to roseai’ches eonnootod with these 
obsorvationa. In 1811 he became 
Xh'ofessor in the University of the 
city of New York, and while there 
devoted considerable time to tele- 
graphic comparisons for longitufle 
in concert -with Mr. Sears C. W nllccr . 
These observations aflorded the 
first detennination of the velocity 
of the electric current tlu’ougli tele- 
graph wire. In 1860 ho was np- 
l>oinied Professor of Natural Pliilo- 
sophy and Astronomy in Yale Col- 
lege, a position which lie still holds. 
He has published a bevies of text- 
books embracing the whole rtuige 
of mathematics, natural philosophy, 
aati'onomy, andmctcorology. These 
books have attained au aggregate 
circulation of over half a million of 
copies. His Treatise on Analyti- 
cal Geometry and Calculus” has 
been translated into the Chinese 
language, and his ** Treatise on 
Meteorology” into Arabic. His 
scientific papers embrace tlio vaii- 
ona departments of meteorology, 
the phenomena of auroral exhibi- 
tions and atmospheric electricity, 
territorial magnetism, astronomical 
observations, shooting-slara, solar 
spots, &c. These papers areneaidy 
a hundred in number, amounting 
to over twelve himdred pages. His 
entire publications aggregate more 
than nine thousand pages. Pro- 
fessor Loomis is a moiiiber of the 
principal scientific societies of the 
United States and also of several 
scientific academies of Europe. 

lOPEB, The Bight Hon. Sir Henry 
Charles, Lord Justice of tho Court 
of Appeal, third son of the late Sir 
Balph Lopes, the second baronet 
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of Mariatow, Devon, by Susan 
Gibb, eldest daughter of tlie late 
A. iiiidlow, Esq., of Hepvood House, 
Wiltsliire, was born at Devonport, 
Oct. II, 182S, and received his odu- 
ciitir»n at VVinchcBtcr School, and at 
Balliol College, Oxford (B. A., 1850), 
He was called to the Bar of tlie 
Inner Temple, June 7, 1852, and 
for some time he practised as an 
cquitydrnftsinan and a conveyancer. 
In 1857 he joined the Western cir- 
cuit, of whidi he beeamo, in coiiree 
of time, the leading "stuff gown.” 
Mr. Lopes was made Ifcecorder of 
Exeter in 1SG7, obtained his silk 
gown in 1800, and was elected a 
bencher of his Inn shortly after- 
wards. In Ai>ril, 180S, he was 
returned to the House of Commons, 
in the Conservative interest, ns 
iiiemher for Laiuiceston. He was 
re-elected in Dec., IbGS, and he 
continued to sit for that borough 
till Jan. 1871. The Warrington 
Park propeity having in the mean- 
time changed hands, it then became 
nocesanry for Mr. Lopes either to 
oppose the new owTxer, or to seek 
for another seat. Choosing the 
latter alternative, he determined to 
Bhmd for Prome.near which borough 
he had a residence and property. 
After a severe contest he was re- 
turned by 012 votes, against 557 
recorded in favour of Mr. Willans, 
the Liberal candidate. He con- 
tinued to represent Projue until his 
elevation to the judicial bench. 
Mr. Lopes wus a frequent speaker 
in the House of Commons, and he 
succeeded in carrying thi*ougli that 
House a Jury Bill, containing more 
than a hundred sections, but there 
was not sufficient lime to get it 
passed by the House of Peers. On 
Nov. 3, 1870, Mr. Lopes accepted 
the vacant judgeship in the Cotirt 
of Conunon Pleas, in succession to 
the late Mr, Justice Archibald, and 
very shortly afterwards he received 
the honour of knighthood. In 
Nov. 1870, on the death of his 
matemnl uncle, Sir Henry Lopes 
became the lAmor of Heywood, 


near Wostbury, Wiltshire, a place 
^vhich had been for many years in 
his mother’s family, and where he 
noAv resides. On the 1st Dee. 1885, 
ho was appointed Lord Justice of 
Ai)pGal, and suhsemieutly sworn of 
the Privy Coiuicil. In 1851* ho 
married Cordeliii Lucy, daughter 
of Ewing (Jlarkc, Esq., of Efford 
Manor, near Plymouth, and thus be- 
came connected with tlio old Cornish 
families of Mole&wortli and Tre- 
Inwny. 

lOEIMEE, James, M.A., LL.D., 
Professor of Public Low, and of 
the Law of Haturc and Kations in 
the University of Edinburgh, was 
born at Aberdalgie, near Perth, 
Nov. 4, 1818. His father, who in- 
hei'ited a small estate in Angus- 
shire, was factor to the Earl of 
KinnouU, and w'as much consulted 
as a land-valuator dtii'ing his long 
life, and took an active shoi'e in 
Perthshire affairs, of which county 
he was a Jixstice of the Peace, 
!RIr. Loi'imer was educated at the 
Univei'fciity of Edinhtu’gli, and suh- 
suqiicntly studied at the Academy 
of Geneva and at the Universities 
of Berlin and Bonn. In 1845 he 
I became a member of the IScotch 
baa*, and in 18G2 Professor of Public 
Law. He was one of the founders 
of the Institute of International 
Law, 1873 i and with its members 
and earlier Continental friends 
has always maintained intimate 
relations. He is a member of the 
Academy of Jurisprudence of 
Madrid, and of the Universities of 
St. Petersburg and Moscow, a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Socie^ of 
Edinburgh, &c. He has published 
"The Univeifiities of Scotland,” 
1834 j "Political Progress,” 1837 ; 
"Handbook of the Law of Scot*- 
land,” 18G2, now in its 5th edition ; 

" Constitutionalism of the Futime,” 
18C3, 2nd edition 1807 i " Insti- 
tutes of Law,” 1872, 2ud edition 
18S0. A French translation is in 
preparation: "Institutes of the 
Law of Nations,” Vol. I. 1883, 
Yol. II. 1884. Alffidged and trans- 
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latocl inlo Freiicli Ly Ikl. Ernest 
Nys, Professor in the Univei’sity 
of BiTissola, under the titlo of 

Principea de Droit International,” 
1SS5, In earlier lile he was a 
frequent contributor to the Edin- 
burgh, North British, and other 
Beviews, and to ‘'Chambers^ En- 
cylopsedia,” and he has puldiahcd 
ninny pamphlets, introductory 
lectures, and the like. He sIlLI 
contributea frequently to the 
"E5vTie de Droit International,” 
Professor Loidwier is a representa- 
tive of the Historico - Political 
School of Jurisprudence. 

IiOBKE, Sir John George Edward 
Henry Boaglas Sutherland Campbell, 
G.C.M.G-., called by coua’tcsy the 
Mauqttis op. eldest son of the 
Dnko of Ai‘gy]l, was bom at Staf- 
ford House, London, in 184*5, He 
was oloeted M.P. for Argyleshire, 
in the Liberal interest, in Eeb. 
1868, and in Dec. of the same year 
he became private secretary to his 
father at the India Office. The 
chief event of his life was his mar- 
riage with the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, 
on March 21, 1871, on which occa- 
sion he was oi^eated a knight of the 
Thistle. The marriage ceremony 
was performed in St. G eorgo's 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
Lon^n, assisted by the Bishops of 
Wincliester, Oxford, and Worcos- 
lor , A trifling work, by tho Marquis 
of Lome, entitled A Trip to the 
Tropics, and Home through Ajue- 
rica,” was published in 1867. It 
was followed by " Guido and Lita : 
a Tale of the Eiviera,” a poem, 
1873; and '*The Psiilms literally 
rendered in V erse ” 1877. In Jitly, 
1878, he accepted the post of 
Governor-General of tho Dominion 
of Canada, in succession to Lord 
Duflerin. lie was soon afterwards 
created a Knight Grand Cross of 
the order of SS. Michael and 
Geo^e. Accompanied by the Prin- 
cess Louise, he proceeded to Canada 
(Nov, 1878), where he had a moat 
enthusiastic reception. His term 


of office (during which ho had tra- 
velled very extensively throughout 
the Dominion) exinred hi 38SJb 
when he was succeeded by the 
Marquis of Lansdowno. At tho 
General Election in 1883, Lord 
Lome contested Ilampstoiid .as a 
Liberal, against 8ir Henry Hol- 
land, but was defeated by a largo 
majority, 

lOSSING, Benson John, LL.D., 
bom at Beekmnn, New York, Peb. 
12, 1813. After working some 
years at watch-making, he became, 
in 1835, joint-owner and editor of 
tho Pougliheepbie Telegraph. He 
soon added to this a semi-monthly 
literary joiunal called the Pough^ 
heepsie Cashet, and studied wood- 
engraving and drawing, to be able 
to illustrate it. About 1838 ho 
settled m New York as a wo(»d- 
engraver, publishing also the 
Family Magaziao. lii 18 11 he 
published '* An Outline History of 
the Pine Arts.” lu 1847 he pul)- 
liahed ‘'Seventeen Himdi-ed and 
Seventy-six,” and in 18 18, " Lives 
of the Signers of the Declaration 
of Independence,^' and “Pictorial 
JFidd Book of the Kevoliition,” 
and a large number of other 
popular historical works. Besides 
these, he has contributed to 
Harper’s Magazine and other perio- 
dicals a number of papers, and is a 
most industrious collector of docu- 
ments renting to American his- 
tory. He has now (May, 1886) two 
additional ^vorts ready forpuhlica- 
tiou, “ The Two Spies, Nalh;m 
Hale and John Andro/’and “ A Cy 
clopffldiaof Universal History.” In 
1872 he received the degree of LL .D . 
from the University of Michigan. 
He resides at Dover Plains, near 
the city of New York. 

LOUIS 1. (louis-Bhilippe-Marie- 
Ferdinand - Pierre - d' Alcantara -An- 
toine - Hichel - Baphael -Gabriel-Qou- 
zague - Xavier - Francois d’Assiae- 
Jean - Jnlea - Auguste - Volfando - de 
Braganza-Bourbon), King of Por- 
tugal, second but eldest surviving 
scni of Donna Maria II., Quoea of 
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Portugal, and Bom Peniando, 
Prince of Saxe-Coburg, bom Oot., 
1S3H, visited this country with his 
older Ijx'otlier in 386i, when he 
boro the title of Duke of Oporto, 
and aftorwavils attained the rank 
of a Captain in the Portuguese 
navy. He succeeded to the throne 
on the death of hia brother. King 
Pedro V. (by a fever, which carried 
off another brother), Kov. 11, 1861. 
Ho married,! Oct. 6, 18G2, Pia, 
youngest daughter of Victor Em- 
manuel, King of Italy, by whom he 
has two sons, Carlos, born Sept. 2$, 
1803, micl Alfonso, bom July 81, 
1803.

He married Hie Princess ^ Alice, 
second daughter of Queen Victoria, 
July 1, 1862, when an allowance of 
^6,000 a year was settled on the 


bride-elect, together with d£30,OUO 
as a dowry. Tlie Queen granted 
him tho pivfix of "Ilis Royal 
Highness,” and created him a 
Knight of the Garter. This is not 
the first matrimonial connection 
contracted between the present 
reigning family of England and 
the house of Hesae, an auut of 
Queen Victoria, the Princess Eli7a- 
beth, daughter of George III., 
having married the Londgriave of 
Hesae-Homburg. His Royal High- 
ness succeeded to the Grand-Duke- 
dom on the death of his uncle, 
Louis III., June 13, 1877* and was 
left a widower on Dec. 14, 1878. 
Borne years later he morganatic- 
ally married Madame de Koloinine, 
bnt after a ahoiiitmie divorced her, 
The Grand Duke has seven child- 
ren (1) Victoria Elizabeth Ma- 
thilda Alborte Marie, bom at 
Windsor, April 3, 1803 ; (2) Eliza- 
beth Alexandra Louise Alice, bom 
at Bessungen, Nov. 1, 18C4 ; (3) 
Irene Marie Louise Anna, bom at 
Daimstadt, July 11, 1866 3 (4) 
Ernest Louis Charles Albert, l^om 
Nov. 23, 1868 ; (5) Friedrich Wil- 
helm August Victoria Leopold 
Ludwig, born Oct. 7, 1870, acci- 
dentally killed, May 29, 1873 ; (0) 
Victoria Alice Helena Louise, bora 
June 5, 1872 j and (7) Marie Vic- 
toria Feodore Lecpoldine, bom 
May 24, 1874, died Nov. 15, 1678. 

LOVELL, John, born Nov, 20, 
1835, at Famham, Surrey, and edu- 
cated at a private sohoed, began his 
journalistic career in 1850, at the 
small town of Guildford, in Surrey- 
Thencehe went to the North, where 
he became connected with several 
of the leading provincial journals, 
and at the same time contributed 
to the periodical literature of 
day. He was appointed editor of 
Casseirs Magazine, in succession to 
Mr. Moy Thomas, in 18(J8, but re- 
linquished that post in 1869 to 
take the xoanagement of the Press 
Aseooiation. Having successfully 
launched and carried on this under- 
taking, he in 1880 retired to take 
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the editorship in chief and iveneral 
management of the Livetx^ool Mer- 
cury, In addition to contributing 
largely to periodical literature, Mr. 
Lovell has translated and edited 
tlio " Nouveau Eobinson Suisse ** of 
Stahl. 

LOWE, The Bev. Edvard Clarke, 
D.D., born at Everton, near Liver- 
pool, Leo. 15, 1823, youngest son of 
S. Love, Esq., solicitor, formerly of 
Whitehaven, Salop, an d subse- 
quently of Liverpool, was educated 
in Liverpool at a private school, 
and afterwards at Oxford, where he 
entered under Eev. W. Jacobson, 
afterwards Bishop of Chester, at 
Magdalene Hall in 1842, whence he 
was elected to the Bible Clerkship 
at Lincoln College in Juno, 1844, 
where he was a pupil of the late 
Mark Pattison. Ho graduated 
B.jV, in 1810, in the third class, 
and the following year became 
Second Master of the King’s School, 
Oitery St. Mary, and was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Phillpotta in 
September of the same year, and 
priest in September of next year. 
In 1849 he joined, at Shoreham, 
the Eev. N. Woodard, who had 
just begun his effort to found, hy 
public boarding schools, a system 
of Church of England education 
for the middle classes. In Jon., 
1850, he opened, as headmaster at 
Hurstpiei'point, the first middle 
school of the system, and remained 
in that office till the end of 1872, 
when he was appointed Provost of 
the Midland district of St. Nicholas’ 
College, an office he still retains, 
being head of the Society of SS. 
Mary and John of Liclrfield, in 
union with St. Nicholas’ College, 
and directing the large schools at 
Denstone and Ellesmere for boys, 
and two for girls at Abbots Bromley, 
os well as a boys’ day-school at 
Dewsbury. In Sept., 1878, he was 
preferred to Canonry in Ely 
Cathedral, and in the present and 
late Parliament has represented 
the Chapter as Proctor in Convoca- 
tion* He has published several 


siuall educational works ; among 
others : " Porta Latina,” Erasmus 
College Series, “ An English 
Primer,” and an annotated edition 
of C. Herbert’s "Church Porch” 
(J, Parker Co.). 

LOWE, Edward Joseph, P.K.S., 
elder surviving son of the late 
Alfred Lowe, Esq., J.P., of High- 
field, near Nottingham (one of the 
original members of the Meteoro- 
logical Society), was bom at High- 
field, Nov. 11, 1825} and in 1840 
began that valuable scries of 
daily meteorological observations 
which were continued to April, 
1882. In 18iG he pubHshed "A 
Treatise on Atmospheric Phe- 
nomena.” About 1848 he assisted 
the late Professor Baden Powell in 
the meteor observations for the 
British Association, and was the 
fi-rst to point out the convergence 
of meteors to a point in the heavens, 
" Prognostications of the W eatlier 
a small work by him, appeiirod in 
1849. In 1850 he became a mem- 
ber of the Meteorological Society, 
of which he was one of the founders. 
In 1853 he wrote two valuable 
local works, entitled " The Climate 
of Nottinghaiusliiro,” and "The 
Conchology of Nottinghamshire.” 
In the same year he likewise assis- 
ted the late Professor Edward 
Forbes in the compilation of liia 
work on " British Mollusca,” and 
issued the first parts of the weU- 
known " Natural History of British 
and Exotic Foms.” His next work, 
on " British Grasses,” appeared in 
1858, and he subsequently wi'ote 
two otherbotanical works on " Beau- 
tiful-leaved Plants,” and New aud 
EareFerna,”ml8Cl and 1802} and 
" Our Native Ferns,” in 1805. His 
last work, ontitledthe " Chronology 
of the Seasons,” is yet in xuogress, 
the first part only having been 
issued, lu 1860 he was one of 
those who accompanied the Govern- 
ment expedition to Spain for the 
purpose of ol)aervmg the solar 
cclii)se, and was placed in charge of 
the meteorological deiwirtments in 
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the Santander district. In 180C he 
WHS local seoi‘etary to the British 
Association. In 1SG8 he -was presi- 
dent of the Nottingham Literary 
and Philosophical Society. Besides 
being the author of the works enu- 
merated, Mr. Lowe has contributed 
many papers on scientific subjects 
to various learned societies, and to 
the British Associationj and he sends 
daily meteorological telegrams to 
the Board of Trade, and synchro- 
uous meteorological observations 
to the United States Government. 
He was the inventor of the dry 
powder tests for the ozone observa- 
tions used in the scientific )>nlloon 
ascents. He was also the discoverer 
of an entirely new and distinct 
species of British worm, the Mcgas- 
colex rigida (Baml) i has been the 
raiser of many abnormal British 
ferns ; and has succeeded in produc- 
ing hybrids between Polystirlmm 
aciileaUim and P. anr/ularc. Por 
some years past Mr. Lowe has been 
a Deputy-Lieutenant and Justice 
of the Peace for Nottinghanishire, 
and a Commissioner of Income Tus. 
In lSb2 he went to reside at Shire- 
newton Hall, near Chepstow, which 
Ctetate ho purchased from Lord Kin- 
tour. Hl* is now a Justice of the 
Peace for Monmouthshire. He is a 
Pellow of the Eoyal, the Eoyal 
Astronomical, the Geological, the 
Liunsean, the Meteorological, the 
Zoologic^, and the Horticultural 
Societies. 

tOW£, Major-General Sir Drury 
Onrzon Drury, K.C.B., son of the 
late Mr. William Druiy-Lowe, hy 
the Hon. Caroline Esther Curzon, 
daughter of the second Lord 
Scarsdade, was hom in 1830. He 
entered the army in 1831, and 
became a full Colonel in 1871. He 
served with iho 17th Lancers in the 
Crimea, and also in the Indian 
Mutiny. He commanded his regi- 
ment in tiic 2Sulu War, and led tho 
charge at the conclusion of the 
battle of Ulundi. He went out to 
South Africa again in 1881 to com- 
jnand the cavalry there, but did not 


arrive in the country in time to see 
active service. In the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he commanded 
the Cavalry Brigiido, and for his 
services he ^vns created a K.C.B., 
and received the thanks of P.irlia- 
ment and al^o the sccoud class of 
tho Osmaiiieh. 

LOWELL, James Bussell, LL.D., 
D.C.L., bom at Camhriflge, Massa- 
chusetts, Peb. 22, 1819. Ho gra- 
duated at Harvard Collogo in 
1838, and studied law, but soon 
abandoned law for literature. 
Before leaving college he published 
u class poem. A volume of miscel- 
laneous poems, entitled " A Year’s 
Life,” appeared in 1811 j a now 
collection containing '^A Legend 
of Brittany,” Prometheus,” and 
others, in 1811 5 ” Conversations on 
some of the Old Poets,” containing 
a series of well-studied criticisms, 
both in prose and verso, giving in- 
dications of Mr. Lowell’s interest 
in the various political and phihiu- 
thropic questions of the day, and of 
his attachment to tlio&e principles 
oH which he has since been tho 
champion, in 1815; a third collec- 
tion of poemss, and “ Tho Vision of 
Sir Launfal,” founded on a logond 
of the Search for the San Graal, in 
1848 : " A Pablo for Critics,” in 
which he satirically posses in re- 
view the literati of the United 
States, and his most remarkable 
work, " The Biglow Papers,” a col- 
lection of hnmorouB poems on poli- 
tical subjects, written in the 
Yankee dialect, in 1348. "Pirt- 
eide l^nvels,” inclnding graphic 
papers on Cambridge in old times, 
and the second series of the ‘'Big- 
low Papers ” appeared in 18U1. In 
1869 he published *• Under the Wil- 
lows, and other Poems j ” and near 
tho close of the same year, The 
Cathedral,” an epic poem j in 1870, 
a collected volume of essays, en- 
titled ** Among my Books ; ” and 
in 1871, ”My Stmly Windows,” 

" Three Memorial Poems ” ap- 
peared in 1870 i and in 1881, a new 
edition of his complete works in 
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5 vols. was issued. In 1 Sj 5 ho siic- 
ceedod Longfellow as Professor of 
Modern Languages and Bclles- 
Lottres in Hoi'vard College. The 
degroG of D.C.L. was conferrod 
upon him in 187^1, by tho English 
ITuivcirsity of Oxford, and that oi' 
of LL.D, by Ciimbridgo in 187^1. 
Prom 1857 to 1803 he was editor 
of tho Atlantic Monthly^ and he had 
previously been connected editori- 
ally or otherwise with The Pioneer, 
a magazine of high character, the 
Anti ^Slavery Standard, Putnam's 
Monthly; and from 1803 to 1872 
was ediitor of the North Amencan 
Ileoiew. He has also been a lec- 
turer before the Lowell Institute, 
in Boston, on the British poets. 
Towards the close of 1871 he was 
offered tho post of Minister to 
Eussia, w^hich ho declined j but in 
1877 accepted that of Minister to 
SjMiin j from which ho was traus- 
fen,*ed in Jan. 1880, to that of 
Minister to Great Britain. On the 
change of administration in 1 885 he 
rosip^ied this position and returned 
to the United States. The speeches 
which he delivered in this country 
have just been republished under 
the title of " Democracy and other 
Addresses^' (1887). 

LOWTHBB, The Bight Hon. 
James, M.P., younger son of Sir 
Charles Hugh Lowther, Bart., by 
Isabella, daughter of the late Bev. 
Robert Morehead, D.D., Keotor 
of Easington-cum-Liverton, York- 
shire, was bom at S'willington- 
House, Leeds, in 1840, and edu- 
cated at "Westminster School and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B.A., 1862 ; M.A., 18CG). He was 
called to tho bai* at the Inner 
Temple in 1861. The next year he 
was elected M.P. for York in the 
Conservative interest, and con- 
tinued to sit for that city until 

1880. Ho unsuccessfully contested 
East Cumberland in February, 

1881, and in September of the 
same year was elected member for 
North Lincolnshire, which con- 
stituency he represonted unto. Nov, 


1885. He wns Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to tlie Poor Law Board from 
Aug, to Doc*. 18G8, and Undor-Soc- 
rolary of State for the Colonies 
from Feb. 1871, till Feb, 1878, 
whun ho w'RB iii>pomtcd Chief Sec- 
retary of Ireland, which office ho 
held imtil the resignation of Lord 
Beacon silcld's Government in May, 
1880. Ho unsuccessfully contested 
the East Lindsey Division of Lin- 
colnshire, Nov. 1885, and was de- 
feated in North Cmnberland at the 
General Election of 188G. Mr. 
Lowth er is a magistrate and 
deputy-lientonant for the North 
Riding of York. 

LOYSON, Charles, formerly known 
as Father Htacinthe, was bom 
at Ox-leans in 1827, finished his 
studies at tho Academy of Pan, 
and at an early age composed somo 
remarkable poetry. In 1835 he 
entered Saint-SuJpico, was ordained 
priest after four years of thcologi- 
cid. study, taught philosophy at 
the great Seminary at Avignon, 
and theology at that of Nantes, 
and officiated in Ids ecclesiastical 
capacity at St. Sulpice. Ho oiter- 
wards spent two years in the con- 
vent of the Carmelites at Lyons, 
entered that Order, and attmeted 
much attention by his preaclung 
at tho Lycce of that city, lie de- 
livered the coiu'se of sermons in 
Advent at Bordetinx, a cotu'se for 
Lent at Perigueux in 1864, and 
repaired to Paris, whore his Advent 
sermons at the Madeleine and at 
, Notre Dame attracted much atten- 
tion (1SG5-G9). Gradually, how'- 
ever, a suspicion grew up that the 
eloquent pulpit orator was not alto- 
gether o^hodox in his view^s, and 
in 18G9 M. Louis Veuillot de- 
nounced him to the Court of Bomc, 
but ho succeeded this time in clear- 
ing himself from the charge of 
heresy. In June of the same year, 
however. Father Hyacmtha de- 
livered before tlxe International 
League of Peace an address, in 
which he spoke of the Jewish reli- 
gion, the Catholic religion, and tho 
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Pi’dtestnnt religion, as being the 
three great religions of civilized 
peoples/^ This expression elicited 
severe consiire'a from the Catholic 
press. The donht now generally 
enteHained as to tlio reverend 
fat)ier*s oiHshodoxy was changed 
into certainty hy his fnnions letter^ 
ndilressed on Wept. 20 of the same 
year, to the General of the Bare- 
footed Carmelites at Home, in 
which he protested against the 
" sacrilegious perversion of tlie 
Gospel/' and went on to say ; — '* It 
is my profound convicjtion that if 
France in particular and the Latin 
races in general are given xip to 
sociah morah and relij^ious anarchy, 
the principal cause is not Cutho- 
licisin itself, hut the manner in 
which Catholicism has for a long 
time been xinderstood and prac- 
tised.” This manifesto against the 
alleged abuses in the Church 
created intense excitement, not 
only in France, hut throughout 
the civilized world, and the young 
monk was hailed as a powerful 
ally hy all the opponent‘3 of the 
Papacy. Soon after this Father 
Hyacinthe left France for Ameri<*a, 
landing in New York, Oct. 18, 1809, 
Ho was warmly welcomed by tbe 
leading members of the various 
Protestant sects in the TTniled 
States, but, though he fraternized 
with them to a cei-tain extent, he 
constantly declared that he had no 
intention of quitting the fold of 
the Cathoho Church. The Pope, 
after frequent solicitations on the 
subject, at last consented, in Feb, 
18/0, to relieve Father Hyacinthe 
from his monastic vows, and he 
accordingly became a secular priest 
under the title of the Abbe Loyeon. 
As was naturally to be expected, 
M, Loyaon energetically protested 
against the dogma of the Pope's 
infallibility; and soon after the 
seizure of Pome by ICmg Victor 
Hinmanuel's troops, he paid a visit 
to the Eternal City, where he de- 
livered a series of discourses. In 
Sept. 1871, he attended the Con- 


gress of the «01d Catholic,,^* 
at imich. On St»pt. 2, i 872, 
ho was maided in London, at the 
Mary lei »ono Eegistry Office, to 
Emily .Tano, daughter of Mr. 
Amory Bultorfiold, and wMow of 
Mr. Edw'in Jl nth von Morinian, of 
the XJnilod states. Tho lato Or. 
Stanley, Doan of ■\V‘e&Uuinstor, uud 
Lady Augusta Stanley, hU wdfu, 
were present at the marriage. 'I‘he 
Abbe Loyson w'as elected enro of 
Genova, but he resigned this post 
in 1874, on the giound ''that the 
spirit which prevailed in the 
Liberal Catholic movement in 
Geneva was neither Liberal in 
politics nor Catholic in religion.” 
A tranaljition by Mrs. Loyaon of 
some of her liusband's " letters, 
fragments, and discourses,” was 
published at London in 1874, under 
the title of " Catholio Eefonn,” 
with a preface by the late Dean of 
Westminster. M, Loyson revisited 
Englandin June,lh7(>,aud delivei-ed 
three lectures on " The Prospects 
of Christendom,” and one on "The 
State Regulation of Vice,” in re- 
ference to the Contagious Diseases 
Act. In 1881 he took the school- 
room in the Rue tV Arras, previously 
devoted to Radical meetings, and 
it became the " Gallican ” Church 
of Pads. 

LtTAED, The Rev. Henry Richards, 
D.D., son of the late Henry Luard, 
Esq., horn in 182o, was educated at 
Oheaui and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where be graduated 
B.A. in 1817, M.A. in 1850. B.D. 
in 1875, and D.D. in 1878, and 
became Fellow and Assistant Tutor 
of his College, 1855-05, Registrar 
of the Dniveraity in 1803, and Vicar 
of St. Mary the Great, Cambridge, 
1860-86. He has written ‘"njo 
Life of Porson/' in the "Cam- 
bridge Essajs” for 1857? "Cata- 
logue of the MSS. in the Cambridge 
University Library ” — ^the theo- 
logical portion, and the general 
index; "Remarks on the Cam- 
bridge University ComniiBsioncrs’ 
New Statutes foy Trinity College,” 
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1S58 ; and edited Lives of Ldward 
the ConfoBsor.” 1858 j Bartlio- 
loinoJi de Cotton Hiatoria Angli- 
caud/* 1850 ; “ Eoberti Grosse- 

te&te Epifatolae/’ 18G1 ; ” Annales 
Monastioi," in I8()i-9j and ‘^Mat- 
thew Paris/’ 1872-S3,in the Govern- 
ment series of Mediteval Clmoiii- 
cles ; " Diary of Edward Eecd,” 
1800 5 "■ Correspoudeuce of Person,” 
1867 j " Graduafci Cauiabrigienses/’ 
1873-8 1 ” On the Eelations between 
England and Eome during the 
earlier portion of the Eeign of 
Henry III.,” 1877. 

LUBBOCK, Sir John, Bart., M.P., 
F.E.S.j w'as born at 20, Eaton 
Place, Loudon, April 30, 1834, 
being the son and heir of Sir John 
William Lubbock, of Mitcham 
Grove, SniTey, and High Elms, 
Do'au, Kent, a gentleman eminent 
as an astronomer and a mathema- 
tician, by his wife Harriot, daughter 
of Lieut. -Col. George Ilotham, of 
York. The baronetcy was created 
in 180G, in favom* of the great- 
great-uncle of the present baronet, 
who succeeded to It in 1805, and 
who resides at High Elms, near 
Furnborough, in Kent. From a 
Xndvate school he was transferred 
to Eton. His father, owing to the 
sudden illness of several of liis 
jpartners, took him when but four- 
teen years of age, into his bank in 
Lombard Street, a business with 
which the family has heen con- 
nected for sevei’al generations. He 
became a partner in this establish- 
ment in 1850. Among the improve- 
ments which he introduced in bank- 
ing aflairs were the “ Country 
Clearing ” and the publication of 
the Clearing-HouEe returns. So 
high was his i>rofeasional reputation 
that he was chosen Honorary Secre- 
tary to the Association of London 
Bankers, the lirst President of the 
Institute of Bankers, an association 
numbering nearly 2,000 members, 
and nominated by the Crown to 
seiye on the International Coinage 
Commission. Howas also amemher 
of the Public School Commission 


and of the Advancement of Science 
Commission. It is, however, by 
his works on the ancient vestiges 
and remains of man that Sir John 
Lubliock has most distinguished 
himself. Ho has written Pie- 
historic Times, as illustrated by 
Ancient Eemaina and the Manners 
and Customs of Modern Savages," 
1805, 4th edit. 1878 j The Origin 
of Civilization and the Primitive 
Condition of Man,” 1870, wliich has 
also passed through four editions, 
and which, like the preceding work, 
has been translated into aU the 
principal languages ; The Origin 
and Metamorphoses of Insects,” 
1874 J " On British Wild Flowers, 
considered in relation to Insects,” 
1875; “ Monograph of the Thysanura 
and Collembola ; " two volumes of 
Lectures and Addresses ; and lastly 
a work on Ants, Bees, and Wasps, 
which in less than a year ran 
through five editions j and nearly 
a hundred seiiarate memoirs on 
zoological, physiological, and ar- 
chseological subjects in tho Trans- 
actions of the Eoyal Society, the 
Society of Anticiuarios,the Linnean, 
Ethnological, Geological, and Ento- 
mological Societies, and the British 
Association. He was chosen ns 
President of the Bi*itish Association 
for the " Jubilee ” year (1881), and 
presided over the meeting held at 
York. He is now President of the 
Linnean Society, He has been 
President of tho Ethnological and 
Entomological Societies, and of 
the Anthropological Infititutc,Vice- 
Presideut of the British Associa- 
tion, and of tho Eoyal Society. 
Sir Jolin Lubbock has been twici* 
cliosen to rexirosent Maidstone 
in Parliament. In Fob. 1870, 
after ho had heen defeated as a 
Liberal candidate for West Kent 
by only fifty votes, he was triumph- 
antly returned for the county ton u, 
an honour which was renowed at 
the general election of 187 X ; in 
1880, liowevcr, he lost hie scat, but 
was immediately returned by the 
I University of London, for which he 
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now bitK. In tlio House of Com- 
luons he has spoken principally on 
financial and educational bulgects. 
lie has hoen so fortunate Ub to suc- 
ceed ill carrying no fewer than four- 
teen important public measures, 
including the Banlc Holidays Act 
(1871), by which four noTV statute 
holidays were added to the two 
l)reviously in existence. Amongst 
the other measures were : the 
Absconding Debtors Bill, the Ai)o- 
theenrios' Company Medical Act 
Amendment Bill, the University 
of Lomlon Medical Act Amend- 
ment Bill, the ITalsification of 
Accounts Bill (by wliich, for the 
lirsi timoj it became an offence to 
falsify accounts for the purpose of 
fraud), the BankoiV Books Evi- 
dence Bill, the College of Surgeons 
hledical Act Bill, the Factory Acts j 
Amendment Bill, and the Bills of 
Exchange Bill, which consolidates ‘ 
and codijQes the whole law relating ' 
to bills of exchange, cliccpies, and 
promissory notes. More recently his 
name has* been associated with the 
Ancient IMonumentsBill,” which 
lias received the sanction of the 
legislature. In 1S77 he moved the 
previous r^uestion to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s famous resolutions on the 
Eastern Question. Sir John was a 
member of the Public School Com- 
mission and of the Advancement of 
Science Ceimnission. In March, 
1S78, he was appointed u Trustee 
of the British Mu. cum, in the place 
of the late Sir William Stirling 
Maxwell. In the same year the 
University of Dublin conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
LL.D. He is also a D.O.L. of 
Oxford, and M.D. of Wur7burg. 
He was Vice-ChaaccUor of the 
University of London, but resigned | 
the office on his election to repre- I 
sent the University in Parliament. 
This seat he held without a contest 
till 1880, but on the dissolution. 
Ml*. Fj*6derio Harrison was brought i 
forward as a Home-Bulc candidate, | 
Sir J, Lubbock standing as a 
Unionist. The latter easily won I 


j the scat, polling 1,)U I votes ag.tiubt 
Mr. Harrison’s 51l>.

mathematics, physics, dogiuiitie 
‘ and moral theology, aud canon 
law, besides acquiring a knowlutlgo 
of the Ginek, Latin, Englisli, 
French, and Gcnnnn language*'}. 
In 1820, Do Luca went to Koim* to 
I complete his studios, and in IbtlO 
published his first esray in litei n- 
tiire. In 1833 he was appointed 
secretary to Cardinal Weld, aud 
retained that office till the Cardi* 
nal’s death in I8i57. From IBJiu to 
1815 ha was editor of the Amale 
delle 8nc»ne Religiose, In Jan., 
1810, Mgr. de Luca accompanied 
to Paris Mgr. Bartolomeo I’aeca 
(atter wards* a Cardinal), who was 
sent as Ablegate Apostolic to 
probont the CaiJiual’s hat to the 
Bishop of AiTas, Mgr, De la Tour 
I d’ Auvergne. OnthisoccabiouMgr, 

I De Luc«a received signal marks of 
esteem from Louis Pliilippe, aud 
I fomed the acquaintance of tlie 
I most remarkable men in the de- 
partments oi science ^md literatuin. 

I Gousin, Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion. made him by diploma Mem- 
ber of the Institute for Historical 
I Correspondence. De Luca hocame 
inBomc a member of the Accademia 
Tiberina, of the Ai*cadia, and of 
the Avchceological Aca<lemy. He 
was made Censor of the Academia 
of the Catholic Beligion, and he 
took part in the revival of the 
Aecadeinia Liturgies, which was 
founded by Benedict XIV., but 
had fallen into decay by reason 
of the revolution, The Catholic 
University of Louvain conferred 
upon Dc Luca, and upon the cele- 
brated Father Lacordairo, in 1810, 
the lavrea ad honorem in Sacred 
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Tliooloi^ y . Pope Gro j^ory XV I . 
appointed Do Luca to be Oonstiltov 
of tlio Congregations of the Inilox 
and the Proiiagiinda, and nominated 
him also an honorary ProfesRor in 
tlio Koman University, Dmector of 
the Polyglot Press in tho Propa- 
ganchi, Vice-President of the Ponti- 
Scul Academy of Noble Er’cle- 
siastios, and Cainerioro Segreto 
Soprnmmierario at the Vatican 
Court, In the Oonsi&tory of No v. 1 , 
184.3, Mgr. Dg Luca was promoted 
by Gregory XVI. to bo Bishop of 
A versa, near Naples, and be re- 
ceived episcopal consecration on 
Dec. 8 following from Cardinal 
Pransoni. In 1833 ho was advanced 
to the Archbishopric of Tarsus, i.p. 
i,, and was sent as Apostolic Nuncio 
to tlio Couit of Bavaria, wJiore lie 
remained from May, 185 1«, till Oct., 
1830. From Bavaria he was trans- 
ferred to a still jjiorc iinpoi*t»ant 
ollico, that, namely, of Nuncio to 
the Kniperor of Austria, to whom 
ho presented his credentials, dated 
Nov. 1, 1S3G. The now Nuncio 
had a difficult task to accomplish. 
In Aug., 1835, a Concordat had 
been concluded between the Bm- 

J )oror and the Pope, but by recent 
aws passed by Francis Joseph II. 
tho jurisdiction, rights, properties, 
and privileges of the Church had 
been injuriously affected. It was 
the cnaeavoiu* of the Nuncio to 
bring back everything to a state 
conformalde to the tenor of the 
Concordat, and especially to restore 
the jurisdiction of the ecclesiastical 
tribunals of the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Austrian Empho, 
and to regulate all appeals accord- 
ing to the rules of the canon law. 
Cases affecting ecclesiastical per- 
sons and properties, and matri- 
monial causes, were restored to the 
sole jurisdiction of the ecclesiastical 
courts. In 1833 Mgr. De Luca 
esecuted a special charge com- 
initiod to liioi by tlio Sovereign 
Pontiff, and went on a delegation 
to the orthodox Boumanians in 
Hungary and Transylvania. Pius 


IX. created Mgr. De Luca a Cardi- 
nal in the consistory of March 10, 
1803, and ho received the beretta 
from the Emperor of Austria on 
May 13 following, and was also 
decorated with tho G-rand Cross of 
Si, Stephen of Hungary. ^ Cardinal 
De Luoa, as Pro-Nuncio, repre- 
seiiled tho Holy See at Vienna till 
Sept, 10, 1863. lietuniing loEomo 
at the end of that month, ho ro- 
eoirod the hat fi'om the hands of 
Pius IX., and the presbyteral title 
of the church of SS. Qiiattro Ooro- 
izati. At the end of the year ho 
became Prefect of the Congregation 
of the Index. In the Vatican 
Council Cai'diniil do Luca was 
second in order of seniority of the 
five Presidents of the Comicil, and 
I was in constant communication 
with the Anstriau, Bavarian, 
French, and Italian bishops. In 
the consistory of July 15, 1H7.S, he 
was declared Bishop of Palestrina, 
and Viee-ChancGlloY of the Holy 
Eoman Church, and Sommista of 
Apostolic Letters. On tho same 
clay the Cardinal received U com* 
^nendam the church of S. Lorenzo 
in Damaso. 

LtrCAN (Earl of), The Bight Hon. 
George Charles Bingham, G.C.B., 
elder son of the second earl, whom 
he succeeded Juno 30, 1830, born 
April 10, 1800, was educaled at 
! Westminster, enlered Ibe army at 
the usual age, and soiwed as a 
volunteer with the Rrissian army 
under Gen. Diebitsch in the Turkish 
campaign in 1828. He was one of 
tho representatives of the county of 
Mayo, in the Conservative interest, 
from 1826 till 1830, and was chosen 
one of the Bepreaentaiivc Peers for 
Ireland in 1810. He served in the 
Crimea in 1834r5, in command of a 
division of cavalry, and took part 
in tho battles of tho Alma, Mept. 20, 
Balaklava, Oct. 26, and Inkermaim, 
Nov. 3, 1851. Owing to some mis- 
apprehension of Lord Paglan^a 
orders, that heroic but fatal charge 
of the Light Brigade in which so 
many lives were lost was made in tho 
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]>attle of Baliiklava. Lord Liicau, 
who wa* coloiiol of the 8bh Hxis^ard 
till Fob. 22, lb05, Tvhou he bocamo 
Coloiiol of the 1st regiment of Life 
U-iiavds, was imide a Lieutenant- 
General in 180S, and General 
Aug. 2% LS05 j was nominated a 
K.C.B. for his CVimoan services, 
and G.C.B. in 1S09 ; is Commander 
of the Legion of ttonour, Knight 
fii*st-clas3 of the Mudjidic, and a 
Knight, second-class, of St. Anne 
of Ilussia. 

LUCAS, Seymour, A.E.A., was 
born in London on Becembor 21st, 
1819. Leaving oidiool fit the tige 
of fifteen, he spent three months 
in the studio i)t a sculptor, and a 
further term of nine months with 
Ger.u’d Eobinaon, the wood-carver, 
from whom ho received his first 
iKjtions of compusition. Ilia undo, 
John Lucas, the painter, then arti- 
cletl him to his son, Jolm Temple- 
ton Lxicas, xvho was to teach him 
the art of painting. During the 
term of his api>rentioe3hip Hr. 
Lxxcas attended the evening elasacs 
of the St. MtU’tin*s School of -\.i*t, 
in connection with Soxith Ken-ing- 
ton j and in 1871 he became a 
btudent of the Eoyal Acaxleniy, ex- 
liibiting his firat picture there in 
1872. It wfis not imtil 1873, hoxv- 
ever, that Mr. Lucas contribxited to 
the aunxuil exhibition at Bxirling- 
ton Hoxxse a work of any innrkj 
this was entitled '"By Hook or 
Crook,” The following year he 
sent two pictures, '* Fleeced,” and 
" For the King and the Canso j ” 
and in 1877, ” Intorceiited De- 
spatches.'' " An Anihuscade, Edge 
HiE," appeared in 1878. The tech- 
nical exoeUence of all this artist's 
work is of a higli ordex*, and is 
especially noticeable in " The 
Gordon ^ois,” which was exhibited 
in 1870. In 1877 he was elected 
full member of the Institute of 
PainterB in "Water Colour.^, and in 
13SC was elected A.E.A. His

LUCY, Henry W. , bom at Crosby, 
near Liverpool, Dec. 5, 1815 ; was 
aiiprcntieed to a Liverpool mer- 
chant; joined the ^taff of thaShrew’t- 
htfry ChronLd(^ .13 chief reporter in 
ISO 1 i in ISOO went to P.iri’s to attend 
lectures at the Soi^bonne ; in Jan. 
1870, returned to Lon<lon to join 
the staff of the morning edition of 
the Fall MaH Gazette ; ami in Oct, 
1872, joined the Daily Ncu'$ as 
fapecial coiTOspondent, chief of the 
Gallery Staff and writer of the Par- 
liamentary Sununary, Mr. Lucy is 
tilt' author of ** A Handbook of Par- 
liamentary Procndm*e j ” and " Men 
and Manners in Parliament. ’* Ho 
is a fretiuent eontidhutor to London 
unxl American periodical literntxu'o. 
In 1S82 his first iiovcd, " Gideon 
Flcyi;<»/* was publishorl. In the 
autumn oi 18S3 he made a journey 
round the world, visiting the 
United States, Japan, and India. 
He ivrote on aeeouut of the jour- 
ney in ii series of Letters wliioh 
first appeared in the Daily Ncivs 
and the Ntw York Trihuiu , and 
were subsequently published in 
hook form under the title “ East 
by Weat." In 1885 the first 
volume of his " Diary of Two Par- 
liaments” was pxiWishfld simul- 
taneously in this country, the 
United States, and Australia. Tlie 
second and concluding volume ap- 
peared in 1880. On the death of 
Mr. Tom Taylor, who, in succession 
to Mr. Shiidey Brooks, had written 
the "Essence of Parliament” for 
Funch, Mr. Lucy was invited to 
continue the w«rk. This he did in 
a now style, now familiar as ** The 
Diary of Toby, M.P.” In 1878 his 
letters to iUo Daily xVeu’s, de- 
scribing the condition of the people 
in Soufli Wales owing to the strike, 
resulted in a public subscription, 
which in course of three weeks 
amounted to over iS10,0Ol) in ensh^ 
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in addition to many pjifts in land. 
TVilh a poidiun of the money the 
rector of Merthyr was enabled to 
feed daily for aeveutoen wdolcs 
5,000 childi’on. In Januar 5 ^ ISSG, 
Mr. Lnoy accepted the editorship 
of the Daily HJcws. 

LTJGAEBiiGeiLeral, The Bight Hon. 
Sir Edward, G.C.B., son of Capt. 
John Lngard, bom at Chelsea in 
ISIO, was educated at the Military 
College, Stmdhurst, and having eu- 
tei’ed tlie army in 1828, proceeded 
to India, where he served with dis- 
tinction for many years. Diu’uig 
the Afghan 'vvar ol 1812, he was 
Brigude-Ma-jor to the fourth Bri- 
gade ; and during the Sikh war of 
1815-0, Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the first divi-sion. Thi'oughont 
tlie Ihinjaub cainpaignb of 1818-0, 
he w.is Adjutant-General to the 
Q noon’s foiceSj for which services 
lie wMs made a C.B. and Aide-de- 
Canip to the Queen. Ho was made 
K.C.B. for his services as chief of 
the fatatt in the Persian expedition 
of 1850-7, and was appointed Adju- 
tant-General in India at the close 
of 1857. At the capture of liiick- 
now, and the suhsecpient operations 
against the rohols, he conunanded, 
as Brigadier-General, the second 
division of infantry, nncl for his 
iliatingui&hed services on these oc- 
casions was specially promoted to 
the rank of Major-General in 185S.

* Ho is General, and Inspector- 
( General of the Bavarian Amiy, 
Chief of the Regiment of Bavarian 
Artillery, and ijroprietor of the 
first regimentof Austrian ArtiUel• 3 ^ 
ITo married April 15, 1814, the 
Princess Augusta, Archduchess of 
Austria. On the death of Louis II. 
King of Bavaria in June, 1886, he 
was appointed Itegeufc on account 
of the mental deraugciiient of 
Prince Otto, the succeeding titular 
king. * 

LUKIS, The Rev. William Col- 
lings, M.A,, F.S.A., born in 1817, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Oambiidgo, Avhore he graduated in 
honours in 18 10; he has beensncces- 
siyely itieumbont of East Grafton, 

: Vicar of Groat Bedwin, and Rector 
I of Collingboumc Duels, ui Wilts, 
and Rural Dean of tho Deanery of 
Marlborough, and is Rector of 
Watli-ju3rta-;^l)on, Yorkshiie, and 
late Rural Dean of the Deanery of 
Catteriok East. Mr. Lukis is a 
Fellow of the Royal fcJociety of 
Northern Antiquaries at Copen- 
hagen, Hon. Member of the Socicte 
Archeologique de Nantes, an<l of 
the Societ6 Polymathique du Mor- 
bihan, Brittany, one or the Secre- 
taries ot the York Architectural So- 
ciety, and was for some time one of 
the general secretaries of the Wilts 
Arcliseological and Natural History 
Society. He is the autlior of

LTTHBT, Xho Bov. Joseph Bawson, 
D.D.,bom at Stannini^ley, in York- 
shire, was educated at the Leeds 
Grammar School, entered as a 
scholar at Majfdalone College, 
Camhridfi'o, ill 1^51 ; aud took his 
degree in the Ibt Cltisa of the Clas- 
sical Triijos in 1858. He was elected 
a Feilow of Ikingdalene Collego in 
IhSS, obtained the Crosso Divinity 
Scholarship aiiil tho Tynvhitt 
Hebrew Scholarship, and was also 
for some time cln.'^-'ical lecturer at j 
JVlagdalone College and at Queen's 
Coll I »ge . Ho has been cul lapquent ly 
elected Fellow of St. Catharine's 
College. Dr. Lumby was one of 
the founders of the Early English 
Text Society, for wliich he hua 
e«litod several works : “ King

** Floidz and Blaimohefloiir.” Ho 
is ouo of tho editors of the historic 
documents published by Govern- 
ment luider the superinloudence of 
tho Master of the Enlls. The 0th 
volume of Higcleii's Polychronieon 
lias recently appeared under his 
editorship. Ho has pixblished 
several works for the Pitt Press, 
as "Bacon's Life of Henry YII.”

I. TIM LEY, Sir John Savile, 
K.C.B.j son of John, eighth Earl 
of Scarboroxigh, was bom in 1825. 
He entered the Foreign Oilico as a 
Bupemuinerary clerk in tho Iiibra- 
rian's deportment in 38X1, but was 
permitted to accompany the Into 
Earl of VS!'’eaT;morelan<l to Berlin as 
private secretary aud attache in tho 
autumn of that year. In IS 12 he 
was ai>poinled Attache nt Berlin, 
and vas sui) 3 efpiently trniisferred 
to St. Petevoburg, where he acted 
as paid Attache. In 1851 he uas 
nominated Secretarv of Leg.ation 
at TiVa&hingtou, and in the follow- 
ing year he was Charge d'A-ffuiros 
and al.-jo employi'd on ftijucial tor- 
vice at New Y ork- ( )n the deijart urc 
of Mr. (now Sir John) Crompton, 
in May, 1858, Mr. Luimey wim left 
in cluu'ge of the archives, and in 
February, 1858, Ue was transferred 
to Madrid, where he acted fw a 
short time as Oliargo d'Affaircs. 
He was employed on special service 
in the Basque Provinces in 1858, 
and was transferred to St. Peters- 
burg in tho following year. On 
leaving Madrid he presontixl the 
National Gallery with a remark- 
able pictiu’e by Velasquez. In 
iSGO he vras appointed Secretary 
of Embassy at Constantinople, but 
the close of the same yoiir saw him 
back in St. Petersburg, where he 
was Charge d'AlLures in 18C2, 
1801, and again in 1S05. In 18GC 
he was elected on Associato of the 
Imperial Russian Academy of Fine 
Arts, and in the same year he was 
promoted to be Envoy Eitraor- 
X X 
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dinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the King of Saxony. In 
August, 1867, he was appointed, in 
the some capacity, to the S\nsa 
Coufedoration, hut was transferred 
to Brussels in Oct. Ib68. He was 
appointed by the Queen to repre- 
sent her ^fajesty at the funeral of 
His Koyal Highness tlie Buhe of 
Brabant in Jan. 1809. He was 
nominated a companion of the 
Order of the Bath in 1873, and was 
offered by the King of the Belgians 
the Orand Cross of the Order of 
Leopold, which, in consequence of 
oxibting regulations, he was unable 
to accept. In Oct. 1878, he was 
nominated a Ehlght Commander 
of the Order of the JBath. He was 
appointed Ambassador Extraordi- 
nary and Plenipotentiary to the 
King of Italy in Sept. 188.3. 

LVHSBEN, Major-General Sir 
Peter Slark, G-.C.B., C.S.I., son of 
the late Colonel Thomas Lumsden, 
C.B., was born at Aberdeen in lSii9. 
Ho entered the Indian Army in 
1847, and has risen to liis present 
rank by constant and active ser- 
vice, principally on the North- 
West frontier of India. In 1857 
he was employed in a difficult mis- 
sion to Afghanistan, at tbo crisis 
of the Indian Mutiny, and dis- 
charged his arduous and perilous 
duties with infinite credit. He ac- 
companied the expedition to China 
in 1800, and was present in all the 
actions there, including the assault 
and capture of the Takee forts. He 
was Adjutant-General to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Sir P. P. Haines, 
dming the last Afghan War, and 
was appointed Commissioner for 
the demarcation of the North- 
Western Boundary of Afghanistan, 
July 10, 1881. After the Penjdeh 
incidenV' Sir Peter Lumsden re- 
ttimed home to re|}ort on the state 
of things to the British Govern- 
ment, and his place was taken by 
Colonel (now Sir West) Eidgway, 
Sir Peter Lumsden is a member of 
the Cotmcil of India, and was made 
Jidy 8, 1880. 


LTALL, Sir Alfred Comyns, 
K.C.B., son of the Bev. Alfred 
Lyall, was bom at Coulstou, Surrey, 
in 1835, and educated at Eton. He 
was appointed Home Secretary in 
India in 1873 ; Poreigu Secretary 
in 1878 j and Liexitonanl-Govomov 
of the Norih-West Provinces in 
1882, liaving in the previous year 
boon created a K.C.B. He was 
formerly Secretary to the Order of 
the Star of India, and the Order 
of the Indian Empire. Sir Alfred 
Lyall, who is no less distinguishod 
in literature than in the public 
service, is the author of ''Asiatic 
Studies, JleligiouB and Socifd,^' 
1882. 

LYNE, The Eev. Joseph Leycestei*, 
called ** Pathor Ignatius,” was 
bom Nov. 23, 1837, at Trinity 
Square, by the Tower of London, 
educated at St. Paul's School, Lon- 
don, then by Eov. G. N. Widght, 
at Ayscough Free Hall, Spalding, 
Lincoln, and Britannia House, 
Worcester j next at Trinity Col- 
lege, Glenalmond, Perth. He was 
ordained in 1860, to the curacy of 
St. Peter’s, Plymouth ; and was 
then Mission Curate to the late Mr. 
Lowder at St. George’s in the East, 
but left him to begin the attempt 
of restoring monastioism in the 
Chxu’ch of England, in 1862. lie 
began at Claydon by Ipswich, and 
moved to Norwich, Jan. 80, 1863, 
Next ho moved to the Isle of 
Wight, to a house of Dr. Pusey’s, 
at Ohale, then to Laleham, Chert- 
sey, for three years, and finally he 
purchased land among the Black 
mountains, and built Llauthony 
Abbey, five miles beyond old 
ruined Llanthony Priory. He is 
the author of many published ser- 
mons, poems, hymns j the " Tales 
of Llanthony j " Brother Pla- 
oidus,*” "Leonard Morris;’' and 
"Tales of tlie Monastery.” He 
is the composer of many pieces of 
Sacred Music, 1860-82 j also editor 
of "Llanthony Monastery Tracts," 
There is a Priory of Nuns attached 
to the Church, as well as on Abbey 
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for Monks, after the example of 
many of the old doitble Monasteries 
of the Saxon Church, The monks 
claim to follow the ancient rule of 
St. Benedict, and tiso the Benedic- 
tine Breviary for Choir Office and 
the Sariun Missal of the ante-Eo- 
formatiou Church of Enjjland. 
They wear tlie old English Bene- 
dictine di*ess. Mr. Lyne's monastic 
name is " Ignatius of Jesus.” 

LrOBS (Viscountl, The Bight 
Hon. Bichard Biokerton Pemell 
Lyons, 0.0. B., G.C.M.O., only 
surviving son of the first Lord 
Ly m-s (who commanded the British 
fleet in the BLicl: yea in 1855-t)), 
w,is bom at Lymington, April 
1817, and succeeded to his father’s 
title Nov. 2.J. 185S. Having been 
ednciited at IVinchestor and Chi'iat 
Church, Oxford, he was appointed 
unpaid AttiiclK* at Athens in 1881). 
and paid Attache in 184 4, at l>reo- 
deu in IS, >2, at Florence (residing 
at Home) in 1S53, yorretary of Le- 
gation there (residing at Rome) in 
18 , jC, and Envoy to Tusc<iny in 
ISuS. iJo was accredited as Envoy 
Extraordinary to the United States 
in Dec. 1358, returned to England 
on account of ill health in Fob.

LYSONS, (General Sir Daniel, 
K.C.B.,8on of the late Bev. Daniel 
Lysons, M.A., F.B.S.,of Hempbted 
Court, Gloucestershire (well known 
as an antiquary and a topographer ), 
by his secondwife Josopha Catherine 
Susanna, daughter of John Gilbert 
Cooper, Esq., of Thm'garton Priory, 
Nottinghamshire, was horn at 
Bodmarton, Gloucesterffiiire, in , 


181G, and educated at Shrewsbury 
School. Entering the army as en- 
sign in the let Royals in 1831, he 
served through the Canadian 
rebellion (1838-39), including the 
actions of St. Denis and St. £us- 
taoho. He was Deputy Assistant 
Quartermaster General from 1838 
to 1841. Afterwards he was pro- 
moted to a captaincy in the 3rd 
West India Regiment, and in 1811 
he was transferred to tho 22nd 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers. ITo was 
Brigade Major at Barbadoes from 
IS 11 to 18 17. In 18 19 he was ap- 
pointed Town Majorat Portsmouth. 
Jle served throughout the Crimean 
War (18Si-5), was present at tho 
battles of the Alma and Inkermann, 
at the affairs of Bulgnnac and 
McKenzie’s Farm, the capture of 
Balaklava. and throughout tho 
siege of Sebastopol; he led tho 
main column of attack on the Redan 
by the Light Dhision on June IS, 

I and commanded a }>rigade in the 
; latter part of the action; he was 
i engaged in the final assault on the 
I Rodan on Sejit. 8, when he was 
severely woimded; and he eom- 
inanded the second Brigade, Light 
Division, froiu Oct. 1853, to the 
end of the war. In 1857 he ex- 
changed to the 25th Kmg’a Own 
Borderers. He was appointed As- 
sistant Adjutant-General to the 
Inspector^General of Infanfay in 
Nov, 1837. In Dee, 1801, he was 
sent out to organise tho militia of 
Canada at the Trent affair. He 
wosDeputy Quartermaster-General 
in Canada from 1302 to 1867 ; was 
axjpointed to the command of a 
brigade at Malta in 186S, and to a 
brigade at Aldershot in 1869. From 
1872 to 1874 he was in command of 
the Northern district of England, 
and in 1876 he was appointed 
Quartermaster -Geneml of the 
forces. He was created a Knight 
Commander of tho Order of the 
Bath in 1877, and attained the rank 
of General in 1879. In July, 18SU, 
he assumed command of the troops 
at Aldershot, in succession to 
x X 2 
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General Sir Tliouins Stocle, K.C.B., 
whoso term of ofB.CG had expired. 
Sir D. Lysona has received the 
Crimean medal witli three clasps ; 
also the Turkish and Sardinian 
medals. 

LyrTON (Earl of), The Right 
Hon. Edward Bohert Bulwer-Lytton^ 
G.C.B., G.O.S.I.^poet and diploma^ 
tisi, only son of the celebrated 
novelist, poet, dinmatist, orator, 
Dixd Btatesinan, was horn Nov. 18, 
1831. lie was cductatcd first at 
Harrow, and under private tutors, 
and aftei*warda at Bonn, where 
he devoted himself o&peoially to 
the study of modern languaj;'CB. 
When nearly eighteen years of ago 
he entered the diplomatic service 
of the Croxvn, being appointed 
Oct. 12, 1819, Attacbi' afWasliing- 
ton, where his uncle, Sir Henry 
Bulwer, afterwards Lord Balling 
and Bulwer, was minister. To 
Sir Honry ho acted at the time 
as privaio secretary. On Feb. 5. 
1852, ho was transferred as Attache 
to Ploi'cnce, and on Aug. 12, 183'J, 
was remC)ved to the Embassy at 
Pails. JTo was thence promoted, 
shortly after the peace of 186(5, to 
he pa id Attache at the Hague . Two 
years afterwards, on April 1, 1858, 
lie was appointed firfrt paid Attache 
at St. Petoi'sbxu'g, and a little more 
than two months later, was gazetted 
first paid Attach^ at Constanti- 
noplo. From that Embassy he was, 
on Jan. G, 1850, transferred to tho 
one at Vienna. He was on Oct. 1, 

1802, gazetted second secretary in 
Her JMajosty^a diplomatic service, 
being employed in that capacity at 
Vienna. Shortly afterTrards he 
was promoted on Jan, 0, 1803, to 
be Secretary of Legation at Copen- 
hagen. There, during tw'O inter- 
vals, from Feb. 27 to March 18, 

1803, and again from April I4i to 
May 24, 18G4, he held the position 
of Charg6 d* Affaires. A week before 
the data last mentioned (on Hay 18, 
1864r), he was gazetted as Secretary 
of Legation at Athens, whence, on 
April 21j 18C5^ he was transferred 


to Lisbon. Upon three bovoral oc- 
casions ho there also discharged tho 
office of Charge d^ Affaires, from May 
30 to Oct. 1805, from April 29 to 
Nov. 18, IbCG, and from Seiit. 11, 
18G7, to March 19, 1868. In little 
more tlian a month from the last 
named date, on li^eh. 20, 18G8, when 
ho successfully concluded the nego- 
tiation of a Commercial Treaty bo- 
t\TOen Great Brit.ain and Portugal, 
he was tronsfcired to Madrid. Six 
months later he was promoted to 
the Secretaryship of Embassy at 
Vienna. There he acted once more 
from Oct. 30 to Dec. 29, 1800, as 
Cliargo d’Affaires, and was thenco 
transforred on Oct. 6, 1872, as 
Secretary of Embassy to Paris. 
Three months afterwards (January 
18. 1873), uijon his father’s death, 
he succeeded to the title as the 
second Baron Lytton . T^vico during 
that same year, from April 13 to 
]5fay 17, and again from Sept. 11 to 
Oct. 22, he acted at Paris as Charge 
d* Affaires, and to tho close of his 
career in the French cnintal us 
Secretary of Embassy, he was 
always, during the absence of tlio 
ambassador, accredited there as 
hfanister Plenipotentiary. Hislord- 
ship, having previously declined tho 
Governorship of Madras, was aj)- 
pointed Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Lisbon in the De- 
cember of 187 1 j and, after occupy- 
ing that post for a year, was sud- 
denly informed by telegram, in the 
January of 1870, of his nomina- 
tion by Mr. Disraeli as Viceroy 
of India. Hastening to London 
to compioto his arrangements for 
assuming this high office, his Ex- 
cellency, on the 1st of March, 
took his depaitmre for Hindostaxi. 
Midway on the journey Lord Lytton 
met by pre-arrangement in Egypt 
H.R.H. tho Prince of Wales, then 
on his way home from his tour 
through India. Immediately on his 
arrival at Calcutta, his Excellency 
was sworn in as Governor-General 
and Viceroy on the 12th April, 
1876 5 and on the let Jan., 1877^ 
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surrounded by all the princes of 
Ilindostan, presided at the gorfijeous 
ceremonial which marked on the 
plains of Delhi the Proclmuation of 
ller iMajeaty Queen Victoria ns 
Umpivpg of Tn<li.L. Xu T>\ o. Ib77, 
the Queen tonfori'ed upon him the 
hounur of the ttrand Oro?iS of the 
civil divifaion of tUo Order of the 
Hath. On the 1:2th of Docemljer, 
187U, an utteiuijt was jjjade to 
nsgassinato Lord Lytton^ happily 
without any ill effect whatever. 
The principal event of Lord 
Lytton’s Viceroyalty was the 
Aff^hjui 'War. On the 2bth of 
April, ISbO, he was raised to the 
dignity of an earl dom, being created 
Earl of Lyttou, of Lytton in the 
county of Derby, and Viscount 
Knebworth of Knebnorth, in the 
county of Herts. Lord Lytton had 
previoubly given in hi-s lewgnation 
as Viceroy of India, the Earl of 
Boaconsfield placing it in the 
hnnds of Her MajeDty siinultane- 
oubly with his omi resignation, in 
the April ut lSSO,ot the l*reniiei'taliip. 
Lord Lytton has iniblished (chiefly 
under the absiuued name ot Owou 
Meredith), a niuaber uf volumes in 
probe .iiul verse, amongbt which 
are Clytemnubtra and other 
Poems/^ lbo5; “LucUe,'* 1800; 
" Tannhttuser, or the Battle of the 
Bards,” 1861 j and " The King of 
Aiuasis,” 1803. In 1871 appeared 
in two vols,, his Fables in Song,” 
and also in two vols., the “ Speeches 
of Edward Lord Lytton, with some 
of his Political IViitiugs, hitherto 
unpublished, and a Prefatory Me- 
moir by his Son.” Tn 1883, Lord 
Lytton x>ublislicd two volumes of 
"The Life, Letters, and Litoiary 
Kemaius of Edward Bulwci*, liord 
Lytton,” and in 1885 the 
of Glenavcril,'* in 0 boots and 
2 vols. The Earl of Lytton 
married, Oct. 4>, 180 1, Edith, second 
daughter of tlic Hon. Edward Vil- 
liers, and niece of the late Earl of 
Clarendon.

MACAIISTEK, Alexander, F.K.S., 
son of Kobert Macnlistcr, Esq., 
was bom in Dublin, 1811, and 
educated at Trinity Colh'ge, Dub- 
lin. Ho bncame L.K.O.S. in 1S61, 
L.K.O.P., 1862, and M.A. and M.D. 
of the XJuivorbitiPS of Dublin and 
Cambridge. In 1800 he wag ap- 
pointed Professor of Zoology in 
Dublin University and of Anatomy- 
in 1872. in 1883 ho accepted the 
Professorship of Anatomy at Cam- 
bridge, and he wiua elected Fellow 
of St. John’s CoUege. He is F.K.S. 
and member of Iho Senate of the 
Koyal University of Ireland, and 
has published " Inti'oductiou to 
Animnl Morphology,” 1870, “Mor- 
phology of Vertebrate Animals,” 
1878. 

MACAT7IAY, JAMES, M.A.,M,D,, 
was bom at Edinburgh, May 22, 
1817. His early educataui was re- 
ceived at the Edmbiu'gh Academy, 
In Xb-10 he enteicd the University 
oi EiUnbujgli, wdicre he took de- 
grees in arts and in medicine, 
attending al&o the clasbcs in theo- 
logy, Alter graduating in 18U, 
Dr. Macaulay studied in Paris, and 
travelled in Italy and Spain. In 
1851 he became joint editor of the 
Litew^y Gazette, OJX the retirement 
of William Jordan, and retained 
the ax)pointment till 1857. In the 
following year he became etlitor of 
the Leistirc }£mr» and the Sunday 
at JSeme^ From the teisure Hour 
oiEce wa& issued a few years ago. 
The Jioy*s Own Pajper^ w'hich was 
btcuted in order to take tlic place 
of the xiernicious weekly literature 
which had iwoviously been jiro- 
vided; and -was followed by The 
GirVs Own Payer. Both were 
started by Dr, Macaulay as editor. 
In addition to editing and freely 
contributing to his magazines he 
has found time to write a number 
of books, some of those s^iocinlly for 
boys, such as “'Stirring Stoi'ies of 
Peace and Wur,” ami “ True Tales 
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of Travel anil Ailvt*nfciu’e, Valour, 
and. Virtue/^ Da*. Macaulay is the 
author of ^^The Truth about Ire- 
land/^ containing tho result of 
poa’i-joiial observations during ro- 
pcal('fl visits to tho country. It 
■vvas the menus of directing a good 
deal of attention to the condition 
of tho Irish people. Ono of his 
host works is Sea Pictiu*eSj^’ 
furnishing nn account of the poetry, 
liistoi’y, and physical geography of 
the sea. He has also published 
hooks on Luther, Dr. Jolinson, and 
General Gordon, 

MACBETH, Robert William, 
A.R.A second son of Mr. Norman 
Macbeth, Scotch portrait- 

painter, was horn in 18-18, He first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy 
in 1873, a picture called “ Sunshine 
and Shade,^' and has been an ex- 
hibitoa* over since. He attincted 
general attention in 187G by his 
“ Lincolnshire Gang/' a number of 
little children working in the 
field under a gang-mabtor. Another 
picture which drew mxich attention 
was his " Flood in the Fens/' cx- 
hilnted in 1880 at the Grosvenor 
Gallery. ” Sheep-Shearing/' exhi- 
bited in 1883 in that Gallery, 
well maintained his reputation. 
Mr. Machetii is on excellent etcher, 
and has achieved a very remark- 
able success by his plates after 
Frederick Walker, O. J. Pinwell, 
and George I^Iason, especially " The 
Harhoiu* of Refuge/' and Slarlow 
FeiTyj" "The Elixir of Love," 
and " The Pied Piper " (2 pLvtes) j 
" The Harvest Moon," and " The 
End of the Day.” He is also a 
member of the Institute of Painters 
in Water-Colours. He was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy, 
Jon. 30, 1883. 

McCarthy, JnsUn, M.P«, was 
horn at Cork in Nov. 1830. After 
receiving a liberal education there, 
he became attached to the staff of 
a Liverpool paper in 1853. He 
entered the Reporters' Gallery of 
the House of Commons in I8G0 for 
the Morning SHr, became foreign 


editor of that paper tho following 
autumn, and chief editor in IHGl j 
he resigned the latter post in 1808, 
and travelled through the TTnited 
Slates for nearly throe years, visit- 
ing thirty-five of the tliirty-sovon 
States. Mr, McCarthy has ooJiiid- 
butod to the London TtoiHew, the 
Westminster Review, the Fortniglitlij 
Mevieiv, the Nineteenth Orafjtri/, the 
Conteniiyorary Review^ to several 
English magazines, and to many 
American periodicals. Ho is tho 
anthor of “ The Waterdaie Noigh- 
bonra/* 1807 ; " My Enemy's 

Daughter," 1869 j "Lady Judith,” 
1871 } "A Fair Saxon,” 1873 j 
"Linley Rochford,” 1874} "Dear 
Lady Disdain," 1875 j "Miss Misan- 
thrope," 1877 5 " Donna Quixote,” 
18795 "The Comet of a Season/' 
1881 5 "Maid of Athens/' 1883} 
" Gomiola/' 1883 (novels) ; of "Con 
Amore," a volume of critical essays j 
and "Prohibitory Legislation in 
the United States/' an account of 
the working of the Liquor Laws^ in 
Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Iowa, and other States of tlie Union. 
Mr. McCarthy's most important 
work is "A History of Our Own 
Tunes” (1878-80), being an ac- 
count of what happened in these 
countries from the accession of 
Queen Victoria to the general elec- 
tion of 1880. He has published 
the fir.st volume of a " History of 
the Four Georges,” He has also 
written a short history of "The 
Epoch of Reform," the period be- 
tween 1830 and 1830, published in 
1882. Mr. McCarthy is a i)olitieal 
writer for one of tho London 
daily papers. He was elected to 
Parliament as member for the 
county of Longford, Ireland, in 
March, 1879, and was re-elected 
when the dissolution took place in 
1880, in both instances without a 
contest. At the general election, 
1885, he contested Dewy, and 
was defeated by a majority of 29, 
but was immediately elected for 
Longford, by an immense majority. 
In 1880 he was returned unop- 
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poBod for Longford. He has since 
lectured in America. He is a Home- 
Eiiler, and vice-president of the 
Irisli Parliamentary party in the 
House of Commons. 

MoGAUXi, The Bev. John, M.A., 
LL.D.,Tras horn in Bnhlin in 1807. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he became Classical 
Tutor and Examiner. In Nov. 
188S he uas appointed, by the then 
Archbishop oi Canterbury, Prin- 
cipal of the Upper Canada College, 
and entered upon liis duties in 
Jan. 1839. In 1842, he became 
Vice-President of King's College, 
Toronto, and Professor of Clofisics, 
Logic, BUetorio, and Belles Lettres. 
In lb IS, he was apiJointed President 
of the University of Toronto, and 
in 1853 President of University 
College, and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Toi*onto, positions 
which he resigned in 1881 , in con- 
sequence of advancing yoaro. I>r. 
McCaul has published several 
vohunes of essays and treatiEou on 
clus^ical topics. He has also edited 
for coUeguite text-hooks the S.Ltire-4 
and Epistles of Horace (still al- 
most universally used in schools in 
Ireland) and portions of Longinus, 
Lucian, and Thucydides j and ha& 
edited a Canadian jomnal. In this 
country he is best known as a 
writer on Latin Epigraphy. His 
* ‘ Britanuo - Roman Inscriptions " 
and “ Christian Epitaphs of the ; 
first Six Centuries" have been ! 
moat favourably received, and have 
gained for him high reputation as 
a scholar and a critic. 

UcGLlNIOGK, Admiral Sir Pran- 
ois Leopold, D.O.L., LL.D., P.B.S., 
etc., etc., is a younger son of the 
late Henry McClintock, Esq., uncle 
to the first Lord Bathdounell. He 
was bom at Dundalk in 1819, and 
entered the Navy in 1831 . Lacking 
the naval interest so essential for 
advancement in those times, ho 
was not promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant until 1845, wKen it could 
no longer be withheld, so conspicu- 
ous was his zeal and assidxiity at 


the memorable recovery of H.M.S, 
G^orgon, when that ship lay stranded 
for iJiany months at Montevideo. 
After some years of foreign service 
Lientcuaut McClintock returned to 
England, about the time when groat 
anxiety began to be felt for the 
safety of Sir John Pranklin and 
his companions. Ho accompanied 
Sir Jtuues Clarke Boss as second 
lieutenant on board H.M.S, Enfcr- 
prise, in the artic Expedition sent 
out by the Admiralty iu lh4S. Re- 
turning unsucoetasful in Novemlier, 
1849, McClintock joined a second 
expedition sent out early in 1850, 
under the command of Captain 
Horatio Austin, as senior lieutenant 
of H. M. S. Assistance. Captain 
Erasmns Ommaney. It was his 
fortune in August, 1850, to see, at 
Cape Biloy, the first traces of the 
missing expedition. In the follow- 
! ing spring, whilst frozen up ^ at 
' GrifSth’s Island, he signalized him- 
self by an unprcceilented sledge 
journey of 80 iLiycs and 7C0 geo- 
graphical miles, reaching the most 
westurly point -wliieh had yet been 
attained Iroin the east, in the Arctic 
regions. Upon the return of this 
expedition to England in October, 
1851, Lieutenant McClintock was, 
deservedly, pronioteil to the rank 
of Commander, The following 
spring he again proceeded to 
idle Arctic regions in command 
of H.M.S. Intrepid, one of five 
vessels composing the third seardi- 
ing expedition, under Sir Edward 
Belcher's command. In accordance 
with instructions from the Admi- 
ralty, the in company with 

the Rcsolutef Cajjtain Kellett, win- 
tered at Melville Island, in order 
to search for the heroic Captadn 
McClure and his com^xinions ; and, 
most fortunately, they wci'e dis- 
covered and rescued, after their 
three years' imprisonment in the 
ieo. McClintock again distinguished 
himself by his sledge journey of 
105 days and 1,210 geographical 
miles, into the hitherto unexplored 
region northward of MulvBle Is- 
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land. The comparative perfection 
to ’W'hich Arctic Bleclgti-tiuvelling 
has been carnod is almost cutiz'ely 
due to the improveiuonts effected 
by liiin. Abandoning four out 
of tho five ships imboddcd in Iho 
ice, and also McCliii’e’s ship, the 
Jiiveaiigator, the personneZ of this 
expedition, with McClure and his 
companionSj returned to England 
in October, 1854, in the depot ship 
North Star, and two relief shii)s, 
freshly arrived out, under Captain 
Inglefleld, McClintoclc was now 
advanced to the rank of Captain. 
In 1857 he accepted tho command 
of Lady Eranldin's own search 
expedition — ^to he fitted out at her 
expense. He selected, and appro- 
priately equipped, the stoam-yaoht 
Foco, of 177 tons, and with 21 com- 
panions, sailed on the 1st of July, 
1857, He 2 ‘efcmrned on the 20th of 
Scptemher,1859, having discovered, 
upon the north-west shore of King 
William’s Island, a record announ- 
cing the death of Sir John Ernnklin 
and the abandonment of the Nrehvs 
on^l Terror, McClintock brought 
home intelligence of their great 
discoveries and the fate of their 
crews, and many relics of tho bold 
oxpetHtion. He published a very 
interesting account of his most im- 
portant and successful scorching 
voyage, the moat memorable of its 
kind in history. Captain McClin- 
tock was received with great dis- 
tinction j Knighthood, the Ei*eedom 
of the City of London, and tho 
highest degrees of the chief ITui- 
veraities were conferred upon him. 
Her Majesty, by her order in 
council, sanctioned his time in the 
to count as sea-time served in 
the navy, for having brought homo 
the only authentic intelligence of 
the death of Franklin and tho fate 
of his companions. Bimng the 
next six years Sir Leopold com- 
manded, in succession, H.M.S. 
Bulldog, Doric j and Ai£ro7*(z,fulfiIling 
various important and delicate 
duties abro^. From 1865 to 1BG8 
he served as Commodore of tho 


j Jamaica Station. From 18G8, until 
I promoted to Eoar-Admiral in 1871, 
he was a uavaZ Aidc-do-Oamjj to the 
Queen ; from 1 S72 to 1877 Adndrnl- 
Superiiitendent of Portsmouth 
Boolcyard, when lio was promoted 
to Vice-Admii'a I j and from 1879 to 
1882 ho served as Commander-In- 
Chief of the North American and 
West Indian Stations. In 1881 ho 
became a full Admiral and also an 
Elder Brother of the Corporation 
of Trinity House. He is the author 
of The Voyage of the Fox in tho 
Arctic Seas,” which has gone 
through five editions. 

MaoGOLL, The Bev. Malcolm, was 
bom March 27, 1838, at Clenfinan, 
a sheep farm, occupied by his father, 
in Invemess-shire, and was edu- 
cated at Edinburgh, at Trinity 
College, Glenalmond, and at the 
University of Naples. He was 
appointed assistant-ciu'ate of St. 
Paul’s, Knightsbridge, in 18G1 j 
chaplain to the British Aznbassa<lor 
at St. Potorsbnrg (1802-63) ; enrato 
of St. Paul’s, Knightsbridge (1801- 
67). He spent the period botweeu 
1867 and 1809 in Soxithcm Italy; 
and was collated to the rectory of 
St. George, in the City of London, 
in 1871. He is the author of: —

He was etlttcated in the Belfast 
Institution, in Dublin, and in Baris j 
he l)ecaiue Bachelor and Master of 
Arts, also Master in Surs^ery, and 
Doctor of Science honoris caiivi ot 
the Queen’s University, and re- 
ceived its gold uierlaL He W'us 
afterwards a member of the Senate, 
and Examiner in Singei-y of the 
University, He was appointed 
Surgeon, and subsequently Oonstilt- 
iug Surgeon, to tlie Beiiast Eoyal 
Hospital.

From 1S15 to 1818 ho Avaa 
Surgeon of H,M. yacht WillUim 
ami Mat'y at WoolM’ich, wliieh was 
oonsidored a life appointment when 
he joined hei% and had hitherto 
been so held. But he was placed 
on half-pay, nevertheless, at the 
lemiination of the usual th I'co 
yeors^ service.

He was given the eommaiid of an 
open boat, manned by six volun- 
teers from the North Star, which 
he called the Forlorn Sope, tlic 
season being too far advanced j but 
after a three weeks' exploration, 
amid tempestuous weather, he set 
at rest the then mooted question 
that there wtis no opening between 
Bai'ing Bay and Jones's Sound, On 
March 13, 1833, he was benighted 
in a dense fug, and had to bivouac 
in the snowdrift, with a tempor.i- 
ture 32° Fahr. below zero. Having 
in vain volunteered to explore 
Smith Sound into the Polar Ocean, 
if given the command of the Mary 
ya^t of 12 tons, lying useless at 
Beechey Island, his former boat's 
crew volimteering to accompany 
him, he returned to England in 
H.H.S. P/iffiJii®. On Jan. 0, 1857, 
ho laid before the Koyal Q-eogi'a- 
phical Society and the Admiralty 
his last plan of searcdi, by Hing 
‘William's Band, through JBcUot’s 
Strait, for records of the lost ships.

HACDONAIB, The Eight Hon. 
John Hay Athole, C.B., Q.C., M.P., 
son of the late Mr. M. N. Mac- 
donald-Hume, of NinewoUs, was 
bomin 183G,andwaa educated atthe 
Edinburgh Academy and Univer- 
bity, and in 1859 was called to the 
Scottish Bar, He unsuccessfully 
contested the City of Edinburgh in 
the Conservative interest in 187 J, 
and 1880, and Haddington Burghs 
in 1878, but in 1885 ho was retmned 
for the Universities of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews. In 187*1 he 
was appointed Sherifi of Ross, Cro- 
marty, and Sutherland, but re- 
signed this office in 1870, on 
becoming Solicitor - General for 
Scotland. Prom 1880 to 1883 ho 
was Sheriff of l^erth shire, and Dean 
of the Faculty of Advocates from 
1882 to 1883.

tant. On the Ijrealdng out of the 
civil war he was luarlo a brigadier- 
general and appointed to the com- 
mand of the Federal troo 2 »s at 
Washington.

McDowell was placed in 
charge of the troops around Wasli- 
ington. lie was made a Major- 
General of Volimteers, March 14*, 
nnd Commander of the department 
of the Ihipj >nhaniiock, Ajiril 1 1 , J 862 .

)nit wu'9 relieved from his commancl 
Supt. 5. In 1S63-G 1 he was iirusi- 
dent of the court foi’ invc.stigating 
cotton frauds, aud of the board for 
ruth’ing di^'a^>lod olfioers. From 
July, 1801, to June, 1865, ho was 
in command of the department of 
tlie Pacific, In jSTov. 1872, he was 
Qirade Major-General of the regular 
army, and successively had com- 
mand of the various military de- 
portmen-ts into which the Onilcd 
States is divided, nnlal he was 
placed on the retired list in 1882. 
He resides at San Francisco. 

MACDUFF, The Eov. Dr. J. E., 
second son of Alexander Mheduffi, 
of Bonhard, Perthshire, was bom 
in 1818, and educated at tlie High 
School und University of Edin- 
burgh, from winch, as well as fi*om 
Hew York and Glasgow, he received 
the degree of D.D. In 1843 he was 
ordained minister of the parish of 
Kettins, Forfarshire, and in 1819 
was presented to the parish of St. 
Madoes, Perthshire, where he re- 
mained until appointed to the now 
church of SandjSord, Glasgow. Dr, 
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Mtxcdnif lias published a very large

MAGGltllGOE, John, was horn 
at Gravesend, Jan. 21, 1823, and is 
eldest son of the late General Sir 
Duncan MacGregor, K.C.B, A few 
■weeks after his biith, Ixis father, 
tlien Miijor MacGregor, embarked 
xvith his wife and son and regi- 
ment on board the JCcat, East 
IntUaman, which afterwards took 
fire in the Bay of Biscay, liis 
education began in King’s Sdiool, 
Oauterbury, and was continued, 
owing to the removal of his father's 
regiment, in seven other schools. 
Proceeding to Trinity College, 
Dublin, he gained three first prizes. 
He then entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and graduated as B.A. 
and a Wrangler. In 1&15, Mr. 
MacGregor began to write and 
sketch for Punch* In 181*7, he 
entered at the Inner Temple, and 
graduated as M.A. at Cambridge. 
During the Bevolution in Paris of 
184<8, he visited .that metropolis; 
and in 1849-50 made a tour an 
Europe and the Levant, and 
through Egypt and Palostine. In 
1851 he was called to the Bar. He 
subsequently visited Kussia and 
every other country in Europe, as 
Well as Algeria and Timis, and the 
United States and Canada, and pub- 
lished an account of his observa- 
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tions. In I860, he made his first 
canoe voyage, and published in 
1S6G his logbook, under the title of 
'^A Tho'usand Miles in the Bob 
Boy Canoe on Bivers and Lakes of 
Europe,” which in 1883 iiad passed 
through thirteen editions. This 
was folloiFcd by several other ac- 
counts of canoG voyages, all of 
which have bucomo iJopuJar. In 
1670, and ngain in 1873, he was 
elected a member of tlic London 
School Board, for the division of 
Greenwich; and was chairman of 
the Industrial Schools Committee. 
In 1873, ho married a daughter of 
Admirfil Sir Crawford Caflln, K.C.B. 
He has conMbuted articles on 
miudno propulsion anclmany minor 
Itnpers to the Transactions of the 
British Association, and has worked 
on the committees for erecting 
various memorial statues to great 
men. 

MAGKABNESS, The Bight Bev. 
John Fielder, D.i)., Bishop of Ox- 
ford, son of John Mackamesa, Esq., 
a 'West Indian merchant, hy Catha- 
rine, daughter of George Smith 
Coxhead, Esq., was bom Dec. 3, 
1820, and received his education 
at Eton and at Merton College, 
Oxford, where he obtained a *^Po.st- 
mastership.” He took his B.A. 
degree in 18df<L<, with a second-class 
in classics. Shortly afterwards ho 
wa>3 elected to a fellowship at 
Exeter College, but this he did not 
retain for any length of timo, for 
in 1845, almoBt immediately alter 
taking priest’s oilers, he was pre- 
sented by the Clive family to the 
vicarage of Tordebiggo, nearBroms- 

g rove, W’orcestershire. This living 
e held until 1855, when ho was 
presented to the rectory of Honiton, 
Devonshire, in the patronage of 
the Earl of Devon. In 1S58 be was 
promoted by the late Bishop of 
Exeter (Dr. Philpotts) to an 
honorary prehendal stall in Exoter 
Cathedral > and in 1808 he obtained 
the small vicarage of Motikton, 
neai' Honiton. He was also for 
some time chaplain to LordLyttel- 
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Ion. lu 1SG3 liG was clectecT. one 
of the Proctors in Convocation for 
the olerjry of Uie dioce&o of Exeter; 
blit on tho re-oloction of tbat body 
in 1809 be failed to secure bis seatj 
on accoimfc of bis ai^proval of Mr. 
Glaflsione’s measure for tlie dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church, 
In Dec. ISCOj lie was appointed, on 
tho recommendation of Mr. G-lad- 
stone, to tho Bishopric of Oxford, 
vae.iut by the translation of Dr. 
Wilborforco to the see of ’Win- 
chester. Tic is a brother-in-ltiw of 
I/ord Coleridpfo, 

MACKAY, Charles, LL.D., ainem- 
bor of tho Highland family of 
which Lord Keayia chief, was bom 
in Perth in Ibll, and removed in 
infancy to Loudon. Proceeding to 
Btdgiiim to cojnplolo liis education, 
he -was a witness of tho startling 
events of the revolution that broke 
out in 1830, and published, inl83^, 
a small volume of poems, which led 
to his introduction to the late Mr. 
John Black, editor of the Morning 
Chronicle, through whose instru- 
mentality he became connected 
with tbat paper, and continued to 
be BO for about nine years, during 
which time he published another 
volume, entitled '‘The Hope of the 
World,** and other poems. He 
became editor of the Clasgow Argus 
in Sept. 1811, and retired from the 
management of that paper at the 
general election in 1817, in conse- 
quence of a schism in the Liberal 
party. In 1818 the Glasgow Uni- 
versity conferi'ed on him the title 
of LL.D. Dr. Mackay, on the 
establishment of the Daily News, 
under the editorship of Mr. Charles 
Dickens, wote for that journal a 
series of poems : " Yoices from the 
Crowd,** afterwards published in a 
separate form. He has also written 
“ The Salamandrine, or Love and 
Immoitality/* published in 1813; 
"Legends of the Isles, and other 
poems/* in 3843; "Yoicea from 
the Mountains/* in ISID; "Town 
Lyrics/* in IW ; ** Egeria/* in 
1850; ^‘’Xhe Lump of Gold/* in 


] 853 ; " Under Green Leaves,** in 
1857 ; " A Man's Heart,** in 1800 ; 
and "Studies from the Antique, 
and Sketches from Nature,** in 
3801. For some years ho con- 
tributed leading .articles to the 
Illueimtcd London News, and he 
G&tablished the London Deviev) in 
18()0. Dr. Mackay visited iiie 
United States in the winter of J857 
to the spring of 1858 on n lecturing 
tour, and publislied an account of 
liis experiences under tho title of 
"Life nnd Liberty in America,** 
He returned to America in 1602, 
and resided in New York until 
1800, as correspondent of the 2V})ics 
in that city during tho CivU War. 
As a prose writer he is known by 
his " Memoirs of Extraordinary 
Popular Delusions,** publi.9hed in 
18 U , A collection of his contribu- 
tions to All the Year Round, Rnhln 
Cood/ellow, and other periodicals, 
was published, with the title of 
"Under tho Blue Sky/* in 1873. 
Ho also puldished "Lost Beauties 
of the English Language ; an Ap 
peal to Authors, Poets, Olorgyiuen, 
and Public Speakoi’s/' 1874. "Tho 
Poetry and Humour of tho Scottish 
Language;** "Boron Griinbosh, 
Oovemor of Baratario,** and a 
philological work, entitled the 
" Gaelic and Celtic Etymology 
of the Languages of western 
Europe.” In 1883 he published 
"The Pounders of the American 
Eepublic.** He has boon a frequent 
contributor to BlachwooiVsMagazinc, 
and the Nineteenth Century, 
MACKENZIE, The Hon. Alexander, 
M.P., ex-premier of the Canadian 
Dominion, was bom at Logieraii, 
Perthshire, Scotland, Jan. 28, 1822. 
He was educated at Perth and at 
Dunkeld, after which ho euiigraiod' 
to Canada, and for a time became 
a contmetor and builder, firat at 
Kingston, and latterly at Sarnia, 
Province of Ontario. Por some 
years he edited tho Lamhton Shield, 
a Beform ^'ournal. He entered 
Parliament m 1862 as member for 
Lambton, and represented that 
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coii&tituency in tlie Cciua*liaii Ab- 
bembly until Confederation. In 
lbG7 he returned to tlie 
Uominioii Pdrliamenl, and con- 
em*ientlyrepri?iionted W'est Middle- 
soY in thf* Ontario Le'^Uhitrue dur- 
ing tht* Jean 1S71-72, lu)MLn^ the 
f>flice first uf Ih’ovinciiil Secretary, 
and afterwarcU <.>£ Provinrial Trea- 
sTirer. In Oct. ut the latter year, 
he reoijjued his repreboutation in 
the Local and in 1S73, 

on the defeat of the Macdonald 
MiniLtrj, called upon to form 
an Adiiiiiii^tratieu iu the Dominion 
Pai'Hameiit, and accepted the office 
of Premier and Minister ot Pnldic 
Win'l.s* This po-st he held uiitil 
the fall of his ^hivcrniuent in 3S78. 
In 1S75 lu* vi'iited the motlier 
e»»untrj', where in* was ijre*sentcd 
'svith the freedom of fhe Scottish 
town& ot Irvine, Dundee, anil Perth, 
In 18Sl,on theoccabion of u second 
visit to his native land, he pie- 
aeiited witli the freedom of Inver- 
ncbo.^ He is still a member of the 
Dominion Pailiameut, and rebide-s 
at Tonmto. 

MACKENZIE, Alexander Camp- 
bell, the son <d* a tavourite Ediii- 
buTi^li mua,iei«m, Ti\ a* Item in 
Eihnbiu'^h in IS 17, and bent to 
(TOiinaiiy, at the age of ten, to 
study under Ulrieh Edward Stein. 
Pour years later he entered the 
dual oi'ehostra, at Sohwairzbjirif- 
Sundoivhau&eii, and remained in 
Germany iill IHOii, when ho unino 
to London to btudy the violin under 
M. Sainton. Ihe same year hennas 
elected King's Scholar at the Eoyul 
Academy of Music. In 18Go he 
ictumedto Edinbiirgh aa a teacher 
of the pianoforte, and has since 
remained in Scotland with the 
view of devoting himaclf entirely 
tu composition. He has written 
" Cervantes/' an overture for 
orclicstra ; a bcherzo for the same ; 
overture to a comedy; a string 
quartet, and many other pieces in 
MS., but the composition which 
made him famous was his opera 
"Colomba,” based xipon Merimee's 
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cideT>ratcd bt(.u’y. This work (of 
wliich the libretto w .13 written hyDr. 
Kueffer) was pi^oduced with very 
great bueoeba by the Carl Ko.-'aCoin- 
2 )any at Diuiy Lane, in ISSl. His 
hecoud opera, The Tioubadfmr,” 
WMS pioduLod iu llu* huminov of 
1S80 ; and at the Lt,L.ds P(‘ 3 tival of 
IbSG his new c.uitata, *' The Story 
of Sayid/’ was perfurmed with 
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MACKENZIE, Morell, M.D. 
(London), was bom at Leytonstone, 
Essex, in 1S37, and edu(*ated at the 
London Hospital Hoflieal College, 
I^arj^, and Vienna. He toimdcd the 
llobpital for Dibfa'sO-s of tiu* Throat, 
Golden Sqmiro, lbd3 ; and in the 
samp year obtained the Jaeksonian 
Prizt* from the lioyal CoUege of 
Surgeonb for liis Es&ay on DiBoascs 
of the Ltirynx. He was soon aiter- 
wards elected Asbi&taut-Phy&iciau 
to the London Hospital, becoming 
in duo Lom’bo full Phybician, and 
w iis impointod Lecturer on Diseases 
of the Tliroat, an appointment 
which he stUl holds. He is a Cor- 
re-spuJiding Membui* of the Imperial 
K ijal fciocitty of Phjsicians of 
Vieimii,audof the 3IeJieal Society 
of Prague, and an Honorary Fellow 
of the Ameritan Laryngologiral 
Asbociatiou. Dr. Mackenzie ib the 
author of nruuoroub publications 
on laryngological subjects, and in. 
pfirtimilar of a systimiatiy tavali^u 
iu two volumes, on Diseases of 
the Throat and Ntise,” which ia 
acknowledged to he a standard 
work. It has been translated into 
French and German, and has had 
a very large circulation both in 
this country and in America. Dr. 
Mackenzie has also written mono^ 
graphs on Diphtheria and Hay- 
Fever, and he published jui article 
on Specialism in Medicine" in 
the June niimher of the Fortnightly 
JBcuieia (IS 80 ), which excited con- 
siderable attention. 

MAOLA0AN, Sir Douglas, eldest 
son of the late David Maclagan, 
M.D., F.E.S.E., Physician to the 
Forces, and Surgeon in Ordinary 
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to the Queen iu Scotland^ 'WaR born 
at Ayr, N.B,, in 1812, and educated 
at the High School of Hdiuburgli, 
and aubsequontly at the TJniveraity 
of Edinburgh. He became Eellow 
of the Boyal College of Physicians, 
EdinbiU'ghj 1S63, and hag been 
President of both the Boyal Col- 
lege of Surgeons and of Physicians 
(Edin.), an honoxu’ held only by 
his father ; is P.B.H.E. and Beputy- 
Lieutenonl of the City of Edin- 
burgh. Sir B. Maclagan holds the 
following posts : — Professor of Me- 
dical J iirisprudence and Public 
Health iu the University j Surgeon- 
Qeneral of the Boyal Company of 
Ai’chors of the Queen's Body- 
Ghiard for Scotland j Surgeon-Major 
of the Queen's Edinburgh Rifle 
Volunteer Brigade; Medical Ad- 
visor to H.M. Prisons' Commis- 
sioners for Scotland j and Sxiper- 
visor, on behalf of the Privy 
Council, of Pharmaceutical Exami- 
nations in Scotland. He is the 
author of "Nug® Conorffl Mpdioso," 
and of numerous papers on Hedicfd 
Jurisprudence, and on Materia Me- 
dica and ThorapeuticB, in the 
medical jonrnalB. He was made 
Knight Bachelor in 1886. 

HACLAGAXr, The Bight Bev. 
William Baliymple, D.D., Bishop 
of Lichfleld, is son of David Hac- 
lagan, M.B., pliysician to the 
Forces, a distinguished medical 
officer who seived in the Penin- 
sular war. He was born at Edin- 
burgh in 1826, and educated in his 
native city. In eaidy life he served 
in the army in inefia, and retired 
with the rank of lieutenant in 1852. 
Then he went through the ordinary 
univeraity coiu’se at St. Peter's 
College, Cambridge (B.A., 1856 j 
M.A., 1860 5 D.B.j dignitatis j 
1878). He was ordained deacon in 
1856, and priest in 1857. He served 
the ouracieg of St. Saviour, Pad- 
dington, and St. Stephen, X^ryle- 
bone, tall 1860, when he was ap- 
pointed Secretly to the London 
Biocesan Church Building Society. 
In 1865 he was appointed Curate- 


in-Charge of Eufiold, and in ISOO 
Lord Chancellor Hathcrley gave 
him the Rectory of St. Mary, 
Newington, When Newington was 
transferred to Rochester, the Bishop 
of London, in order to retain Sir, 
Maclagan in his diooo&e, promoted 
him to the vicarage of Bt. Mary 
Abbots, Kensington, where he re- 
luoined till 1878» when ho was 
nominated by the Crown, on the 
recommendation of Lord Beacon.^- 
field, to the Bishopric of Lichfleld, 
which had become vacant by the 
death of Br. Selwyu. He wag con- 
secrated in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
Juno 2-1, 1878. Dr. Maclagan has 
published one or two detached ser- 
mons ; a Charge delivered to the 
Clergy and Churchwardens of his 
Diocese in 1880 ; and several other 
addresses to the Clergy, and Paro- 
chial Papers. In conjunction with 
Dr. Archibald Weir he edited The 
Chm’ch and the Age ; Essays on the 
Principles and present Position of 
the Anglican Church," 1870, 
MAOMAHOK, Marie Bdm^ Pat- 
rick Maurice de. Due de Magouba, 
a Marshal of Prance, ex-President 
of the French Republic, born at 
Sully, July 13, 1808, derives his 
descent from an Irish family who 
risked and lost all for the last of 
the Stuart kings. The MacMahons, 
carrying their national traditions, 
ancestrm pride, and historic name 
to Prance, mingled their blood by 
marriage xrith the old nobility of 
their adopted countiy. This mem- 
bei* of the famOy entered the mili- 
tary service of France in 1823, at 
the school of St. Gyr; was sent 
to the Algerian wars in 1830 ; 
while acting as aide-de-camp to 
Gen. Achard, took part in tlie ex- 
pedition to Antwerp in 1832 ; at- 
tained to the rank of captain in 
1833 ; and, after holding the post 
of aide-de-camp to se\reral African 
generals, and taking port in the 
assault of Constantlue, was nomi- 
nated Major of Foot Ohasaenrs in 
1840, Liexit.-Col. of the Foreign 
Legion in 1842, Colonel of the 41st 
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of the Line in 13 io, and Cxeueral of 
Bri^j^ade in ISIS, 'When, in 18’)5, 
Oen. Canrohoi’t left the Orinio.i, 
Gen. JlacMalion, then in Pranee> 
■was aelectccl hy the Emperor to 
succeed him in the oominandnf a 
division 5 and'svheiitliechiofsot the 
uUk'il armies resolved on assaultintj 
Sehastopul, Si-'pt, S, they assimiod 
to Gen. MacMahon the periLoiia 
post of oaiTyiu;;^ the wt>rlrs of tlie 
Halakof^. For his 1>rilliant succeed 
on this uccasiou ho was made Grand 
Cross of the Loijion of Honour; 
and in l&oO was nominated a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Bath, 
Ooii. ilacMahon, who took a con- 
spicuous i»«irt in the Italian cam- 
paign of 1S50, received the baton 
of a Marshal, and was created 
Duke of Hageuta, in coinmeinora- 
ti<jn of that victory. Be repre- 
i^ented Fiance at tho coronatiuii of 
William III. of Frub&ia, in Nwv„ 
ISdl, was nominated to the cc»m- 
mand of the 3rd cof'j^s d'amiLC Uct. 
li, 1802, and was nominated Gover- 
nor-General of Algeria by devieo 
Sex>t, 1, 18(il. In this capacity ho 
inaugurated a new system, the 
tendency of which was to create 
an Arab kingdom. It proved, how- 
ever, a complete failure. The 
French and other European colo- 
nists became so dissatished, that in 
1861 a large nmnbcr of them loft 
for Brazil, while thousands of the 
natives perished from hunger. A 
great outcry was raised in France 
against the Marshal, whose policy 
was also severely censured by Mgr. 
de Lavigerie, Bishop of Algiers. 
On the breoHng out of the war 
with Prussia, Marshal MacMahon 
was intrusted with the command 
of the First Army Cori)S, whose 
head-quarters were at Strasburg. 
On Aug. G, 1870, the Crown Prince 
of Piaissia attacked the imited 
Army Corps of Generals MacMahon, 
Failly, and Canrobert, drawn ui> in 
a position at Woerth. MacMahon 
had under him 50,000 men in all, 
and occupied a strong defensive 
position on the slopes of the Vosges, 


but the i’reneh line was turned by 
the Prussians at two points, and 
their left and centre broken, not- 
withstanding u desperate charge 
of cavalry which was ordered i)y 
MacMahon as a last resort. Mac- 
Mahoii rcth'udon the following d.ty 
to Saveriic, next to 'J’nul (I3th), 
Iwhtiiuis and Itotliel (22nd). 

On the Guih his iorce& ^vcrc again 
ilefeated by the Prusbi<mj>, being 
driven back from Bcauumut l)eyond 
the Meuse, near Mouzon. He was 
chief in command at the battle of 
Sedan (Sept. 1), but received a 
severe wound in the thigh at tlic 
beginning of the engagement, 
whewupou the command dovolvtvi 
on General Wimpffeu, who signed 
the capitulation. MacMahon was 
made a prisoner of war, and con- 
j veyed into Germany, Having re- 
; covt*red from his wound, he left 
j Wiebbadeu for France, March 13, 
1S71, and was? nominated in the 
following mouth Gommander-in- 
Chief of tht* Army at Vercailles. 
He successfully conducted the siege 
of Paris against the Oommiuie, and 
ably assisted il. Thiera in re- 
organizing the iVrmy. lu Dec. 
1871, he was requested by the 
Parisian Press Union to become a 
candidate to represent Paris in tho 
National Assembly, but he refused 
to accept the nomination. On M. 
Thiers resigning the Presidency of 
'the Republic, May 2 1, 1873, ho was 
elected to the vacant ofHce by the 
Assembly. Of the 892 members 
who voted, 8D0 voted for Marshal 
MacMahon, who immediately after- 
wards accepted the Headship of 
the Executive, his consent l^ing 
carried back to the Assembly, 
couched in a letter which was a 
modd of manly striiightforwardnoas. 
and modesty. " A heavy resjionsi- 
bility," he wrote, is thrust upon 
my patriotism, but with the aid of 
God, the devotion of tho army, 
whi(^ will always he the army of 
tho law, and the support of all 
honest men, we will continue to- 
gether the work of liberating the 
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territory^ and restoring moral order 
tbrougliout the country j we will 
maintaiu internal peace and the 
lu’iuciples on which society ia 
based. That this shall he done 
I plfMlgc my word as nn honcfet 
m.in and a soldier.^^ He at once 
proceeded to form a Conservative 
administration, his Ministers being 
the Hue de Broglie, ^’oreign Affairs 
aud Vice-President of the Council; 
M. Emoul, Justice ; M. Beuh', 
Interior ; M. Hague, Finance ; 
Ceneral de Cissey (who remained 
par interim). War j Vice-Admiral 
Honipierre (i*Hornoy, Marine and 
Colonies; M. Bathio, Public In- 
struction, Public Worshii>, and 
Fine Ai’tsj M. Hessoilliguy, and 
M, de la Bouillorie. The Sep- 
tenuate was voted Nov. 19, 1873, 
when the National Assembly, l>y 
.378 votes against 310, entrusted 
him with the exercise of power for 
seven years. On May 1(5, 1877, 
Marshal HaoMahou addressed to 
M. Jules Simon, the Pi'esident of 
the Conncil, a letter reproaching 
him with incajjacity. This com- 
pelled the latter to resign aud 
a new ministiy was formed. The 
Hue de Broglie became President 
of the Council, M. de Fourtou, 
Minister of the Interior, the Hue 
Hecazes remained at the Foreign 
Office, and G-eneral Borthaut re- 
tained his post as Minister of War. 
The Chamboi* of Deputies wasinime- 
diutely x>i^o^'oguod, and the Senate, 
by a small majority, resolved to 
exorcise the power conferred hy the 
Constitution, by concurring with 
the President of the Bepublio in a 
dissolution. Accordingly, the Mar- 
shal dissolved the Chamber of De- 
puties by B» decree dated June 26, 
1877. After a period in which the 

? fOvemment "screw" was merci- 
es^y applied, the eleotions for the 
new Chamherwere held throughout 
France on October 14, resulting in 
the return of 335 Bepublicans and 
198 Anti-BembHcans, the latter 
olnssed as 89 Bonapartists, 41 Legi- 
timistff> 38 Orleanists, and 30 ^^Mac- 


Malionists." The Republican ma- 
jority refused to vote the supplies, 
and after a brief interval of hesita- 
tion the Mai’bhal came to the con- 
clusion that M. Oambetta's famous 
alternative- se i>ovmctire oh 6e fh- 
hiettre — ^must bo acted upon. Ac- 
cordingly he yielded to the Eopuh- 
lioan majority and a new iniuistry 
was formed under the presidency of 
M. Dufaurc, with M. Leon Say as 
Minister of Finance, and M. Wad- 
dington at the Foreign Office. Thus 
the period of uneasiness — the i)ro- 
longed crisis — that began on May 
IG, was peacefully brought to a 
close on Deo. 11, 1877. I’ho Sena- 
torial elections at tho beginning of 
1879 gave the Republican party nn 
effective working majority in tho 
Dppor Chamber. M. Dutanro*s Ca- 
binet was at onco pressed to remove 
the most conspicuous Anti-Repub- 
licans among the generals and offi- 
cials. Marshal hlacMahon refused 
to be a party to these measures,audj 
seeing that I'esistance was idle, re- 
signed on Jan. 30, and was suc- 
ceeded by M. Qi'cvy. As Presi- 
dent of the Reimblic, htorahal 
MacMahon was decorated with 
the insignia of various foreign 
Orders. 

MACMILLAN, The Rev. Hugh, 
D.D., LL.D., F.R.8.E., horn at 
Aberfeldy, PeHlishire, Sept. 17, 
1833, was educated at Brendalbunc 
Academy and Edinburgh Univer- 
sity. He was appointed Free 
Church Minister of ICirkiuichaol, 
Perthshire, in 1859, translated in 
1861 to Free St. Peter's (Jhm’ch, 
Glasgow ; and in 1878 to the Free 
West Church, Greenock, his present 
charge. Ho received the degree of 
LL.D. from the University of St. 
Andrews, in Feb. 1871; was elected 
two months afterward F.B.S.E. ; 
and in April, 1879, the degree of 
D.D. was conferred upon him hy 
the University of Edinburgh. Dr.

tion Bishop of Maritzburg, or 
FietHr-Maritzburg, Jan. 25, 

The ceremony was peifonuod at 
Capetown, the consecrating prelate 
being the metropolitan. Dr. Eobert 
Gray. A protest signed by 120 
persons having been presented 
against Dr, Macrorie’s consecra- 
tion. on the groimd that IVIaritz- 
burg was ill the sec of Natal, which 
already bad *a legal Bishop (Colen- 
so), tho Metropolitan replied that

MACWHIBTBB, John, A.E.A., 
-was born in 1880, at Slateford, 
near Edinburgh, and educated at 
Peebles, Ho ivas elected an Apso- 
datc ot the Eoyal Scottish Aca- 
demy in ISCO. In the following 
year he came to London, and was 
elected an Associate of the Eoynl 
Academy on Jan, 22, 1879. He was 
elected an Honorary Member of tho 
Eoynl Scottish Atidemy in 1882 j 
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elected momherof the Boyal Insti- 
tute of Painters in ‘Water Colors, 
Bamo year ; exhibited in !R.A. 
(1884), "Tlxe Windings of the 
Forth,” " A Sermon by the Sca,^' 
and " Home of the Grizzly Boor ; ” 
(1835), Ti*ack of a Hurricane,” 
" Iona,” Loch Scavaig ; ” " The 
Three Witches ” (1886), Mr. Mac- 
Whirter has painted *' Loch Cor- 
nish, Skye,” 1867 j " A great Avhile 
ago the "world began with hey ho, 
the wind and the rnin,^' 1871 ; 

Caledonia,” 1875 j The Lady of 
the Woods,” 1876; "The Three

HAdEE, The Bight Bov. William 
Connor, "D.D., Bishop of Peter- 
borough, "was horn, at Cork in 1821, 
being son of the Bev. John Magee, 
Curate of the Cathedral Parish, 
Cork. At the age of thirteen he 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, 
and subsequently obtained a scho- 
larship, besides other academical 
distinctions. In due course he 
"took holy orders, and after holding 
for some time a curacy in a Dub- 
lin parish, he was obliged to relin- 
quish it an<l to proceed for the 
benefit of his health to Malaga, 
■where he remained two years. On 
his return, in 18J8, he accepted the 
curacy of St. Saviour’s, Batli, 
which he held about two years. 
In 1860 he was appointed joint 
incumbent, and shortly after solo 
incumbent of the Octagon Chapel, 
Bath. When the Liberation So- 
ciety was organised, Bath formed 
a counter-association, called the 
"Bath Church Defence Society,” 
in connection with which Dr. Ma- 
gee delivered on able lecture on 

The Voluntary System, and the 
Established Churem.” Such was 
the effect of this address that simi- 


lar societies sprang up throughout 
the country. Subsequently Dr. 
Magee published " Clmist the Light 
of all Scripture,” an Act Sermon 
preached in the chax)el of Trinity 
College, Dublin, June, 1800; "The 
Gospel and the Age,” preached 
at the ordination in Whitehall 
Chapel, 1860 ; and " Tlic Church’s 
Fear and the Church’s Hope,” 
preached in Wells Cathedral, 1864. 
At Oxford Dr. Magee on several 
occasions preached one of the Lent 
lectures, and in Aug. 1861, he de- 
livered a powerful address to the 
clergy at fiadley on " The Kelation 
of the Atonement to the Divine 
Justice." At Cambridge, and in 
London too, he very frequently 
took part in preaching and .■speak- 
ing on behalf of church societies, 
and puhliblied several lectures 
delivered at their mootings on 
Scepticism,” " Baxter and his 
Times,” " The XTses of Prophecy.” 
The Bishop of Bath and Wells con- 
ferred on Dr. Magee the honorary 
rank of Prebendary of Wells some 
time before he left Bath. In 1860 
he succeeded Dean Goulbum as 
minister of Quebec Chapel, London, 
and in the following Feb. he was 
appointed to the rectory of Ennis- 
killen by the University of Dublin. 
In 1864 he was appointed Dean of 
Cork, and shortly afterwards Dean 
of the Chapel Koyal, Dublin. Ho 
was appointed Donnellan Loctiiivv 
for 1866-06, a position in Dublin 
analogous to that of Bampton Lec- 
turer at Oxfoi’d. Dr. Magee was 
fi-equently selected ns one of the 
special preacliers at St. Paul’s, 
w e&tminster Abliey, and the 
Chajiol Boyal, Whiteliall, as well 
as at Windsor, before Ilor Majesty. 
He was also eoleclod, in 1808, to 
preach before the British Apsoeia- 
tion at Norwich and the Church 
Congress at Dublin. Both these 
sermons "were x)uhlished, under "the 
respective "titles of " The Christian 
Theory of the Origin of the Chris- 
tian Life,” and "The Breaking 
Ket.” Dr. Magee "was appointed 
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Bishop of Peterborough in ISCSj on 
thu death of Dr. Jeune^ beings it 
ia said, the only Trinity College 
Duljlin man ever appointed to an 
English see. He has from time 
to time taken part in the debates 
of tlio Hoiz-se of Loi’da, and 
hiri ftpeeuh agcainst the Dill for 
the disestablishment of the Irish 
Glmreh was a remarkable specimen 
of impasaioned eloquence. Pour 
sermons preached by him nt Nor- 
wich, in Defence and Confirma- 
tion of the Faith,” attracted much 
attention, and wei’O translated into 
several continental languages. In 
1871 he delivered and published a 
‘^Charge,” in which he treats of 
the Athanasian Creed with great 
force and ability. He presided 
over the Chm*ch Congress at Lei- 
cester in 18Sf). 

MAGUIEE, TheBev.Bobert, B.D., 
son of 'Willium Maguire, Esq., 
Inspector of Taxes of the city of 
Dublin, bom in that city in 1826, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, whore he graduated in 
first-class honours in 1846, as a 
moderator and medallist of his 
class. Having been ordained, be 
held the cixracy of St. Nicholas, 
Cork, from 1849 till 1832, when he 
became Clerical Secretary of the 
Islington Protestant Institute. He 
was appointed Sunday afternoon 
LcctiU'cr, of St. Luke’s, Old Street, 
in 1856 ; Vicar of Clerkenwell in 
1857? and Early Morning Lec- 
turer at St. Switlun’s, London 
Stone, in 1864. After the Fenian 
Explosion at Clerkenwell (Dec. 19, 
1SG7) Dr. Maguire was appointed 
Chairman of the ilelief Committee, 
which raised upwards of ,£10,000 for 
the relief of the sufierci's. In June, 
1875, the Queen, on the recommen- 
dation of the late Earl of Boacona- 
fiold, presonted him to the rectory 
of St. Olave’s, Southwark. He has 
written several controversial and 
other religious works, including

Cause and Effect,” 1854; "The 
Seven Churches of Asia,” 183/5 


" Expository Lectures on Bun- 
yan’s ' Pilgrim’s Progress,’ ” 1850 5 
"Things Present and Things to 
Corue,” ISOO, since ro-iasued {2nd 
edit.) as " Mottoes for the Million ;

MAdBATHfThellev.JohnBioliard, 
D.D., son of Nicholas Mugrabh, 
Surgeon, K. N., of Manor House, 
Guernsey, was Ijorn in Guernsey, 
January 20th, 1839, and educated 
at Elizabeth College, before pro- 
ceeding to Oxford, where he gained 
a Scholarship at Oriel College. He 
graduated B.A., with a firat-doss 
in 1860, was Johnson's Theological 
Scholar (Queen’s College), 1861, 
and took his M.A. degi'ee 1863. 
From 1800-78 he xvas Fellow of 
Queen's College; Chaplain from 
1867-78, and Bursar from 1874-78. 
In 1878 he took the degrees of 
B.D, and D.D., and was elected 
Provost of Queen’s College. Dr. 
Magi'ath has published "A Plea 
for the Study of Theology in 
the tTnivei'sity of Oxford,” 1868; 
" Selections from Aristotle’s Or- 
ganon, 1868, 2nd ed. 1877 ; " Two 
papers on TTnivcr&ity Boform,” 
1876. 

HAEATPT, The Bev. John Pent- 
land, was bom Feb. 20, 1839, nt 
Chapponnaire, near Vevay, on the 
Lake of Geneva, in Switzerland, 
and was educated in Gemesny by 
his parents, till he entered Truiity 
College, Dublin, in 1856. He was 
elected to a scholarship in 1858, 
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and obtained two Senior Moderator- 
fihips (in Classics and in Philo- 
sophy) at Ms dcf^reo in 1859; gained 
his Pollowship by competition in 
186J« j was appointed Precentor of 
the Chapel, with control of the 
coUcge choir, in 1867 ; Professor 
of Ancient History, 1871 (which 
oi&ce he now holds) ; and JDon- 
ncUun Icctnror in 1873 ; ho received 
the degree of B.D. in 1886. He 
was decorated mth the Gold Cross 
of the Order of the Saviour by the 
King of Greece in 1877, and was 
elected an Honorary Fellow of 
Queen's College, Oxford, in 1882.

Mr. Mahafiy is Examiner 
and Lecturer in Trinity College, 
Dublin, in Classics, 3’hilo80i)hy, 
Music, and Modem Languages. 

MAINE, Sir Henry James Sumner, 
K.C.S.I., LL.D., P.R.S., son of tlie 
late James Maine, Esq., M.D., by 
Eliza, daughter of Andrew Pell, 
Esq., of Caversham Grove, Oxford- 
shire, was bom in 1822, and at ‘ 


the usual age entered Pembroke 
College, Cambridge. His under- 
graduate career was one of re- 
markable brilliancy, as will be seen 
by an enumeration of the honours 
he obtained during his University 
course. In 1812 he obtained Sir 
William Browne's medal for a 
Greek ode, the Camden modal, and 
the Chancellor's Medal for English 
poetry. In the year following he 
was elected Craven Scholar, and 
was awarded Sir William Browne's 
medal for a Latin ode and epigrams. 
He graduated B.A. in 1811, when 
he attained the distinction of Senior 
Classic, Senior Chancolloi»*s Clas- 
sical Medallist, and likewise ob- 
tained mathematical honoius as a 
Senior Optimo. No PoUowship 
being vacant at Pembroke College, 
the authorities of Trinity Hull 
offered to Mr. Maine the office of 
Tutor of that college, which he 
acccijtedj and he became a member 
oP Trinity Hal] and dischax'gcd the 
duties of Tutor for two years. In 
1SJ7 he was selected as Regius 
Professor of the Civil Law on the 
retirement of the Rev. J. W. Gel- 
dart, a half-brother of the late 
Master of Trinity Hall, from that 
office. The promotion of Mr. Maine 
to a Profesaorsliip at the early ago 
of 25 was an exceptional advance- 
ment. He, however, only held tho 
appoiutmout until 1851, when he 
relinquished it to undertake the 
duties of Reader on Jurispinidence 
at the Middle Temple. Mr. Maine 
had been called to tho Bar in 
1850. In 1862 lie pi'Occeded to 
India on being appointed Law 
Member of the Supremo Govern- 
ment, and during his tenure of tMs 
office originated a large number of 
legislative improvements. After 
nearly seven years of noble work 
done for Indian progress, he rc- 
tm'ued to England in Oct., 1861), and 
was elected to the nowly-created 
Coriius Professorship of Jurispru- 
dence in the University of Oxford 
in 1870. In Nov., 1871, he was ap- 
pointed a membor of the Council of 
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Iho h:eciv'triry of State for lutlia, 
ou which ocOtisioii he was cr(*atod a 
K,C.SJ, In IhfaS, ho Wiia oft'ured 
tlio Pei’uiauout Xlnder-Socretai’y- 
ship of State at tho Ifomu Office, 
hut he declined it. In 18/5 he 
didivered the Eede Lecture at 
Ciimhi'idije, the ^.u! >ject 1 " The 

effects of Ohservation nf India on 
Modern European Thouj^ht.” This 
leetnre aitracted considevahle at- 
tention, and was published in a 
piimphlot form. After the deatli 
of Dr. Gehhni, Master of Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, the Fellows of 
that College were nnaljlo to agree 
in the choice of his au/’oessor. One 
party was in favour of the Kev. II. 
Latham, the Senior Follow, while 
an eiiuiil numl er desired to elect 
VhdVi^or Fawcett. In theie cir- 
eumst-mccfa, and in order to prevent 
the api)ointuient lapsing to the 
Duke of Devonshire, Chancidlor of 
the University, the Fellows con- 
sunted to a compromise ; and, by a 
unanimous vote, elected Sir IT. 
Maine to the viicant mahter-jhip, 
Dec. 'lli 1S77. In May, 1S7^, ho 
signified to the Vice-Chiuu'elhir of 
the Univer&ity of Oxford his inteu- 
tiini to resign the Coi'inis riofes‘>or- 
ship of Jiu‘isi)rudence at the end of 
the year. Previously to his resigna- 
tion he delivered (Nov., 187S), in 
the hall of Coigns Chvistl College, 
Oxford, a series of lectures on 
“ Modem Theories of sxiceession to 
property after death, and the cor- 
rections of them suggested by 
recent researches.** His works are

j MAJOB. Bichard Henry, F.S.A., 

I and member of In.^uy home and 
foreign learned sooietito, bom in 
London in 1S18, was placed in 
charge of thu mai)s and churtfa in 
the Printed Look Departiuout of 
tho Hritish Munoum in Jan., 18 1 1. 
In January, 1807, the eollection 
was raised into n Department, of 
wliich Mr. Major was appointed 
" Keeper.” He was tho Honorary 
Seeretary, from 1840 till 1858, of 
the Hakluyt Society, for w'hich he 
edited Select Letters of Christo- 
pher Columbus/* jmblished in 
1S47 ; '' Tile Histtay of Tr.ivuile into 
Yirginia Drilunuia,by TV. Straohoy, 
first Secretary of tho Colony,” in 
1810 ; “ Notes upon Pus&ia,” which 
lie translated from the Latin nf 
Jlei’berstcin. in 1851-52 ; and 
wToto Introductions to “Mendoza's 
China,” edited by Sir Ueorge 
Staunton, Bart., in 1853, and to 
“ Tartar Comiuerors in Cliina,” 
edited by the Enid of Ellesmere, 
in 1851. He edited “ India hi thu 
Fifteenth Century,” in 1S57; and 
“ Early Voyages to Terra Aus- 
tralis/* in 185fl, showing indica- 
tions of discovery by the Portuguese 
in tho first half of the sixteentli 
century, but with no discoverer’s 
name. As a befiuel, Mr, Major 
rend before the Society of Anti- 
quaries, in 18l»l, a letter on a M8. 
document, in the British Museum, 
by which the honour of tho first 
authenticated discovery of Aus- 
tralia seemed to >»e transferred 
from Holland to Portugal, the date 
of tho pretended dihCOVi*ry bidng 
IGdl. In ivcognition of the im- 
portance of these re-^Mrebos, Dom 
Pedro V., King of Portugal, cou- 
fiuis'd on Mr. Major the Knight- 
hood of tlic T<aver und Sword. In 
18ii5 he communicated to the So* 
ciefcy of Antiquaries an elaborate 
memoir on a mappemonde by Leo- 
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iiiu’do da Vinci, being the earliest 
known map contuiuing the name 
of America, now in the Eoyal Col- 
lection at 'Windsor. In 1808 he 
published his " Life of Prince 
Henry of Portugal, surnamed the 
Navigator, and its results,' ’ a work 
pronounced '' classical ” in G-er- 
inany, Portugal, and England. In 
testimony of approbation of this 
'vrork, Dom Luis I., the present 
King of Portugal, raised Mr. Major 
to the rank of Olllcor of the Tower 
and Sword, and sent him, as a 
special comxjliment, the Collar of 
the Order in gold. His Majesty 
since conferred on liim the rank of 
Knight Commander of “ the most 
ancient and noble" Order of Sant- 
iago ; and in acknowledgment of 
the value of the same w'ork, the 
Einx')oror of Brazil made him a 
Knight Officer of the Order of the 
Pose of Brazil. In 1873 the 
original MS. work of Eredia, the 
supposed first authenticated dis- 
coverer of Australia, was found in 
the Poyal Burgundian Library at 
Brussels, when Mx. Major was the 
first to detect, and expose in the 
Archseologia, the pretended dis- 
coverer as an impostor. In 1873 
Mr. Major edited for the Hakluyt 
Society the Voyages of the Vene- 
tian Brothers Nicold and Antonio 
Zeno to the Northern Seas in the 
Pourteenth Century s comprising 
the latest known accounts of the 
lost Colony of Greenland and of 
the Northmen in America before 
Columbus." Having unriddled all 
the iiuzzles in this book, which had 
been declared by the learned Jolin 
Pinkerton, in his History of Scot- 
land, to be " one of the most puz- 
zling in the whole circle of litera- 
ture," Mr. Major had the honour 
to receive from His Majesty the 
King of Italy, in recognition of his 
successful laboui's, rank of 
Knight Commander of the Crown 
of Italy. Mr. Major was one of 
the Vice-Presidents of the Koynl 
Geographical Sooie^, from 1881 to 
1884, having previously been for 


sixteen years one of its Honoraiy 
Secroiaries. 

MALAN, The Kev. Solomon Geesar, 
D.B., son of the late Eev. CoBsar 
Malan, B.D,, of Geneva, was bom 
in 1812, and educated at St. Ed- 
mund Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1837, having ob- 
tained the Boden Sanscrit, and 
the Pusey and Ellorton Hebrew 
Scholarships, together with a 
scoond-class in chissics. In 1838 
he went to Calcutta as Classical 
Professor in Bishop's College, was 
ordained deacon, and in 1839 ho- 
camo Secretary to the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal. Keturning to 
England, he was admitted into 
Balliol College, whence ho took 
his M.A. degree in 1843, and after 
being ordained priest, was ap- 
pointed Vicar of Broadwindsor, 
Dorset, 1845, and Prebendary of 
Sarum in 1871, a dignity which ho 
resigned in 1875, Dr, Molon has 
translated many volumes of prayers 
and sermons, etc., from Armenian, 
Arabic, and other Bastom lan- 
guages, and has written a number 
of works on theological subjects, 
amongst which may be mentioned 
"Am Outline of the Early Jewish 
Church," and " On Kitualism," 
He has also published chants and 
other mnsical compositions. 

MAb£X,The Bight Hon. Sir Edward 
Baldwin, G.C.MG,, K.C.B., bom 
at tbc Hague, Oct. 10, 1837, is the 
son of Sir Alexander Charles Malct, 
K.C.B., formerly British Minister 
at Frankfort. Ho was educated at 
Eton, and at Corpus Cliristi College, 
Oxford, and entered the diplomatic 
service in 1854 as attache at Frank- 
fort. In 1858 ho wae transferred 
to Brussels, to Kio dc Janeiro in 
l&Ol, and to Washington in 1862, 
where he was made Second Secre- 
tary. In 18G5 he served at Lisbon 
and Constantinople j was appointed 
to act tcmx**orarily as a super- 
numerary Second Secretary at Paris 
in July, 1867 j and was transferred 
to Paris in January, 1B6B. He was 
at Versailles through the siege. 
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JJui’inff the Couiiuune he waa 
dea Archives ] was made 
a C.Jt3., July lOj 1871iand promoted 
to bo Socrotiry of Legation at 
Pokiu in August of the same year. 
From 187y to 1873 he was acting 
Charge d* Affaires at Athens^ and 
thou proceeded to Home as Socre- 
tiry of Embassy. In connection 
with the renewal of the Treaty of 
Commerce with Italy, Sir Edward 
Malet visited the manufacturing 
districts, and was appointed with 
Mr. Kennedy to confer with the 
Italian Commissioner in November, 
1873, with respect to the renewal 
of the Treaty of August G, 1863, 
between Great Britain and Italy. 
On April 20, 1878 he was appointed 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Con- 
stantinople in the absence of the 
Ambassador. The following year 
ho wentto Egypt as Agent-Conaul- 
Goneral, and a Minister Plenipo- 
ttmtiary in the diplomatic service. 
Was made a K.C.B, in 18S1, and 
received the medal and Khedive's 
star fur his services in Eg^iJt in 
1882. In August, 18S3, he was 
promoted to be Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
at Brussels, and Ambassador at 
Berlin, Sept. 20, 168A Sir Edward 
Malet was sw'orn a Privy Comicillor 
in March, 1885, and in June of the 
srune year was made a G.C.M.G. 
lie married Lady Ermyntrude, 
daughter of the Buko of Bedford. 

The Bight Hon. Sir 
Iionis, C.B., son of lata John 
Lewds Mallet, Es(i., of Hampstead, 
MidtUeaex, by Frances, daughter 
of John Herman Merivale, Esip, 
of Barton X’lace, Devon, and grand- 
son of the cuilnont French Publicist 
Mallet du Pax, was bom in London, 
March lllh, 1823, and educated 
privately. He entered the public 
Biawice as a clerk in the Audit 
Oliiee in 1839. Thfre be remained 
eight years, wJien he was trans- 
ferred to the Board of Trade in 
1817. His literary skill, added to 
liis official experience, rendered | 
him peculiarly adapted to the post | 


of private secrct'iry to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and 
he assisted in that capacity, first, 
Mr. Labouchere (afterwards Lord 
Taunton) from IBIS to 1832, and, 
secondly. Lord Stanley of AJderley, 
from 1855 to 1857. In Jan. 1860, 
Mr. Cobden signed the Commercial 
Treaty with France, and in April 
of that year the English Govern- 
ment sent a commission to Paris, 
with Mr, Cobden as Chief Commis- 
sioner and Mr. Mallet and Mr. 
Ogilvio as Assistant Commissioner.^, 
for the pm^ose of making a tariff. 
Mr. Mallet soon impressed Mr. 
Cobden by “his strong intelligence 
and efficiency," and during the six 
months that the Commission re- 
mained in Paris he took his full 
shore in the long discussions that 
were held with French officials 
and manufacturers. Mr. Cobdon's 
Commercial Treaty might have 
possessed little real imporUmce 
but for the successful drawing uji 
of a satisfactory tariff, and with the 
latter achievement the name of Sir 
Louis Mallet will be permanently 
associated. In questions connected 
with Commercial Treaties Mr. 
MaUet'a authority, particularly 
after Mr. Cobden's death in 1865, 
stood high. He consequently found 
incessant employment at the Board 
of Trade, and in 1865 ho was ap- 
pointed an English member of the 
Mixed Commission which met at 
Vienna for tlie purpose of examin- 
ing into an Austrian tariff. His 
Austrian labours, which ended in 
thu conclusion of treaties of com- 
merce and navigation, covered a 
period of two years, not terminating 
till the latter part of 1807. In 
1806 he was made a C.B., and in 
Bee. 1868, he received the honour 
of knighthood. In 1872 he retired 
from the Board of Trade, and was 
immediately nominated to the 
Indian Council. He remained 
during two years a member of the 
Secretary of State’s Council ; hut 
I in' Feb. 1874, on the death his 
I relative, Mr. Herman Merivale, he 
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was ofCorecl by tho Duke of Argyll 
tbo post of rormnneDt Secretary 
o£ State. In tlic following year bo 
paid ii visit to India. In 1H81, he re- 
presented (in conjunction with Lord 
ReayL tbu government of India at 
tlie International Monetary Con- 
ference bold at Paris in that year. 
In ISby he retired from the post 
of permanent Undcr-Sucretary of 
St.ite for India, and his name was 
added to the roll of tho Privy 
Connoil. Sir Louie Mallet is the 
author of a treatise on Rcci- 
jn’oeity,” pi‘intcd for tho Cohden 
Club in 1879. 

MALIiOOK, William llnrrell, 
son of the Bov. Roger MaUock of 
Cockington Court, South Devon, 
WHS born in Devonshire in 1810. 
ITis niothc‘r is ii daughter of the late 
Yen. R. UmTell Fronde, Arch- 
di«acon of Totuos, and sister of 
Mr. Anthony Fronde, the historian, 
Mr. Mullock was educated by a 
private tutor, tho Rev. W. B. Piiil- 
Xjot, of Littleliampton, Sussex, and 
afterwards at Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, wherein 1871 he gained the 
Newdigate Prize Poem, the subject 
being ‘‘The Isthmus of Suez.'' He 
took, at Oxford, a second-class in 
the final classical schools. Mr. 
Mallock has never entered any 
profession, though at one time lie 
contemplated the diplomatic ser- 
vice. " The New Republic,” most 
of which he wrote when he was 
at Oxford, was published in 1870, 
having first appeared in a frag- 
mentary form in SeJtfravia. A year 
later he published * ‘ The New Paul 
and Virginia.” In 1879 he pub- 
lished “la Life worth Living?” 
which first appeared in Fragments 
in the Co7ijcmpo}ari/I!2rriewandtbe 
h*inetccnth Centut'y* In 1880 he 
brought out a smfLll edition of 
“Poems,” written, most of them, 
many yeura previously. The fol- 
lowing year lie published “ A Ro- 
mance of tho Nineteenth Century 
and in 1882 “ Social Eqiiolity ; a 
Study in a Missing Science,^^ the 
subsi^nce of which had already 


appeared in fragments in the IS'uic- 
teenth Century and the Qoniemxm'ury 
during the three previous years. 
In 1S81 he published “Property 
and Progress,” an examination of 
the theories of contemporary radical 
and socialistic agitation. This had 
been formerly published in the 
Quarterly Jicviciv in the shape of 
three essays. Tho year following 
ho published “Atheism and the 
Value of Life, or Five Studies in 
Contemporary Literature,” being 
criticisms of Professor Clifford, 
Lord Tennyson, George Eliot, the 
Author of “ Eccg JCIomo,” and 
Herbert Spencer. His latest work 
(1886) is " The Old Order Changes,” 
n novel first published in the 
NaHo7ial Review. 

MALHESBTIRT (Earl of), The 
Right Hon. James Howard Har- 
ris, G.O.B., oldest son of the late 
earl, and grandson of thccolebratod 
diplomatist in the reign of George 
[XL, bom in London, March 25, 
1807, was educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, whore he 
graduated B.A. in 1828. Having 
been elected a member in the Con- 
servative interest for the borough of 
Wilton in June, 1841, he succeeded 
to the peerage on the death of his 
father, the second earl, Seirt. 10, in 
that year. His lordship, as Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs in 
Lord Derby’s first administration 
in 1852, by being the first to 
recoguiso the French empire, con- 
tributed to bring about tho good 
imderstanding which, -with slight 
interruption, subsequently existed 
between Napoleon III. and the 
Court of St. James’s. Lord Malmes- 
bury hold the same position in 
Lord Derby’s second administra- 
tion in 1858-9, when he laboiu’od 
zealously to avert the war between 
Franco and Italy and Austria. On 
the formation of Lord Derby’s 
Ibird administration, in 1860, Lord 
Malmesbury, fooling unequal, on 
account of failing health, to the 
labours, imposed upon a Foreign 
Minister, became Lord Keeper of the 
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Privy Seal, which office he retained 
till Dec. 1808. lie was re-appointed 
to the latter office in Pel). 1871, 
and resie^ned it Auj^. 12, IS/O. His 
lordship, who edited 'Pho Diarii-h 
and Correbpoudence ” of his gr.and- 
father, j)uhlibh(*il in ISIJ, .ind 
" The Fir&t Lord IMdlnioshnry ; his 
Family and Friends, A Series of 
Letters from l7 15 to 1820,” 2 vols. 
8vo, London, 1870, published in 1884 
" Memoirs of an Ex-Minister ” (his 
own life and Lord Derby’s threu 
adniinisti’ations) jwasmade a Privy 
Councillor Peh. 28, 1832, and 
G.C.B. .Time 14, 1859, and was 
one of tlie General Comuiittec 
of Pine Arts in the International 
Exhibition of 1862. He married, 
in 1R30, Corisande, daughter of tlie 
Earl of Tankervillc, who died in 
1870, and married again, in 1880, 
Susan, daughter of John Hamilton, 
Esq., of Pyne Park, Somerset. 

MAKCHESTEB, Bishop of. (£fre 
Moobhou&e, Dr.) 

MARISTT, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
son of the late Rev. James Manisty, 
B.D., Vicar of Edlingham, North- 
tunberland, was horn at Edling- 
liam in 1808, and educated at the 
Durham Grammar School. He 
practised as a solicitor from 1831 
to 1845 } was called to the Bar at 
Gbray’s Inn in the last-named 
year, was appointed one of Her 
Majesty’s Counsel in 1857j and a 
Judge of the High Court of 
Justice (Queen^s Bench Division) 
in Nov. 1876, on which occasion 
he received the honour of knight- 
hood. 

HAKNi Horace, son of Thomas 
Mann, Esq., solicitor, and after- 
'tt'ards Chief Clerk in the General 
Register Office, was bom Oct. 4, 
1828, and educated privately and at 
Mercers’ School, London. He en- 
tered at Lincoln’s Inn in 1842, and 
was called to the Bar in 1347, 
practising on the Home Ciiouit 
nntil, in Oct. 1850, ho wa^^ appointed 
Absistant Commissioner for con- 
ducting the Census of 1851. In 
that capacity he wrote special 


Reports on “Education” and 
“licligiou^ 'VVorfthip,” In Juno, 
1855 he was nppointud Registr.ii', 
and in Decomli‘r, 1875, Hi'cretra*;^, 
to the Civil Service Commis^sinn. 

MANNERS, The Right Hon. Lord 
John James Robert, (l.fM!., M.P., 
second son of lUo late Jnhiillimry, 
fifth Duke of Rutland, by the Lady 
Elizabeth Howard, fifth fLiughLur 
of Frederick, fifth Earl oi C.irlKlo, 
bom at Belvoir Cdbtle, Leice^tei- 
shire, Dec. 13, ISIS, was educated 
at Eton and ^’rinity College, (’am- 
bridgo, -where he graduated bl.A. 
in 1839, and was one of th<* e.'n‘lie,-«,t 
memberii of the Caiudtm Sori^^t^v, 
establifrlipd for the purpo.se of pr^j- 
moting chnridi restoration upon 
the principles of Gothic iirdiitec- 
ture. It was at tlie University 
that he originally ])ecame inspired 
with those ImJf-f.inttibiic, half-Uto- 
pian, yet wholly chiv.ihoiis ideas, 
which eventually rt»faultc‘d in the 
social and political movement isL't 
on foot by the little band of politi- 
cians, ivho were derisively styled 
“Toung EngLmders.” In June, 
1811, he was, with Mr. Gladstone, 
roturued member in the Conserva- 
tive interest for the borough of 
Newark, but ho did not present 
himself again to that constituency 
at the general election in Aug. 
1817. He was defeated in a contoEt 
for Liverpool in the latter year, nnd 
in another contest for the City of 
Loudon with Baron Rutbsi'hild, in 
J-uue, 18 to, but he was returned for 
Colchester in Feb. 1850, and t’-on- 
tinued to represent that borough 
till March, 1857, when he was 
elected for North Leicestershire. 
He made his maiden speech in Feb. 
18 il, when ho opx>csed the repeal 
of the Com Laws, advocating, sub- 
aequently, tho cultivation of diplo- 
matic relations with tho See of 
Rome, and of a better understand- 
ing with the Irish priesthood, a 
roltixaiion of the law of mortmain, 
and the passing of the Ton Houi\s 
Factories Act, and in many other 
matters showing that he held too 
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liroad opinions to act always with 
his pai'tyj though he opj)osed Sir 
R. Peers frce-tv.ido measures in 
181 1 ^- 0 , aud from that time ideuti* 
lied himsolf completely with the 
Conservatives. He was appointed 
First Commissioner of the OMco of 
Works, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
and sworn a Privy Councillor in 
Lord Dei’by*s firt>t administration 
in 1852, held the same post in Lord 
Derby’s second administration in 
1858-9, aud was re-appoiuted in 
Lord Derby’s tliird administration, 
18GG-7. On the return of the Con- 
servatives to office in Feb. 1874, he 
was appointed Postmaster-Grenei’al, 
and he hekl that post till the Con- 
servativos went out of office in 
April, 1880, when ho was created a 
O.C.B. In 1885 he was returned for 
the now Mellon Division of Leices- 
tershire, and was Post - Master- 
General in Lord Salisbury’s Govern- 
ment. The honor-ary degree of 
D.C.L. was conferred upon him by 
tlie Dniver'sity of Oxford in 1876. 
Lord John Manners, who is heir 
presumptive to the dukedom of 
Rutland, is a staunch defender of 
the rights of the Church, a sup- 
porter of tho agricultural interest, 
and has acted for many years as 
Chairmau of the Tithe Redemption 
Trust, His first literaj^ perform- 
ance was England’s Trust; and 
other Poems,’’ 1841. Appended to 
this volume are some minor pieces, 
headed "Memorials of otherLands,” 
commemorative of Lord John’s ex- 
cursion, in company with his older 
brother, then Marquis of Granby 
(now Duke of Rutland), through 
Prance, Spain, Switzcr-land, and 
Italy. Has other works are : " A

His lordship married 
first, in 1851, Catharine Louisa 
Georgiana, daughter of the late 
Col. Mai’lay, C.B. (she died April 7, 
1851); and secondly, in 1862, 
Janetta, eldest daughter of Thomas 
Hughan, Esq. In 18SG ho was 
returned unopposed for the Melton 
division of Leicestershire, and was 
appointed Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster in Lord Salisbury’s 
second administration. His eldest 
sou, Mr, Henry Manners, is ijrivato 
secretary to Lord Salisbury. 

nANRlRa,il)aniol, Secretaiy of 
the U.S. Treasury, was boi'n at 
Albany, N.Y., Aug, IGth, 1831. 
Losing his father at an early age, 
ho was compelled to support him- 
self, and soon bocatne connected 
with the Albany Atlaa, a paper 
afterwards merged in tho Albany 
Argus, Working his way up from 
office-boy, through the composing- 
room to the repo^orial and editorial 
sla£,by 1873 he had second control 
of the paper, and had become presi- 
dent of the Argus Publishing Co., a 
position still retained by him. On 
the accession to the Presidency of 
Ml*. Cleveland in Mai*ch, 1885, Mr. 
Manning was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

MARNIRd, His Eminence Henry 
Edward, Cardinal Priest of the 
Holy !l^man Church and Aj*oh- 
bishop of Westminister, son of the 
lata William Manning, Esq., M.P., 
merchant, of London, bom at Tot^ 
teridge, Hertfordshire, July 15, 
1808, was educatecL at Harrow and 
Bidliol College, 0:^ord, where he 
graduated B.A. in first-class 
honours in 1830, and became Fell<kw 
of Merton College. He was for 
some time one of the select 
preachers in .the University of 
Oxford, was appointed Rector of 
Laving^on and Graffham, Sussex, 
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1H3 and Archdeacon of Chichester 
in 18 iO. These preferments he 

resigned in 1851 on joining the 
Roman Catholic Church, in which 
he entered the priesthood, and in 
1857 founded an ecclesiasticnl 
congregation at Bayswator, en- 
titled the Ohlates of St. Charles 
Borronieo. The degree of D.D. 
was conferred upon him at Home, 
and the oflicc of Provost of the 
Catholic Archdiocese of 'West- 
minster, Protonotary Apostolic, 
and Domestic Prelate to the i*op 0 . 
After the death of his Eminence 
Cardinal Wiseman, Munsignor 
Manning was consecrated Ai*ch- 
hishop of Westminster, June 8, 
1865. Pope Pius IX. ci'eated him a 
Cardinal Priest, March 15, 1875, 
the title assigned to him being that 
of SS. Andrew and (Gregory on the 
Ccelian Hill. The same Pontiff in- 
vested him with the Cardined'a Hat 
in a consistoiyheld at the Vatican, 
Deo, 31,1877. Dr. Manning wrote 
four volumes of Sermons and other 
works before 1850 ; since that date I

I born Uit Millbury, Massachusetts, 
Oct. 25, 1845, graduated at Am- 
herst College in 1825 ; and was 
tutor there until 1849, when 
having in the meantime studied 
law, he was admitted to the Hew 
York bar, 1350. He subsequently 
engaged in teaching in Virginia, 
1852^0, and in 1858 was chosen 
Professor of the English Language 
and Comparative J^ilolt^^ in La- 
I fayetto College, Easton, Pennsyl- 
I vania, a position whicli he still 
retains. He has devoted himself 
specially to the Anglo-Saxon lan- 
guage, ranks among the foremost 
scholars in that department, and 
in 1873 was chosen President of 
the American Philological Asfo- 
oiation. He is chairman of the 
Committee of that Association, 
appointed in 1871^ which is work- 
' ing with a committee of the Philo- 
logical Society of England for n 
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auholai'ly aii<l anthoritftti vo revision 
of EngHdli spellinff, and has pre- 
pared addresses, articles and re- 
ports oji that subject foi* various 
a^sociationaandfor the TJ.S. Bureau 
of Education (1880). He has also 
taken the direction, since 1870, of 
the worlc in America for the His- 
torical Dictionary of the English 
Language^* of the Pliilological So- 
ciety of England, now in jjuhlica- 
tion by the Duiveraity of Oxford. 
He is President of the Spoiling 
Reform Association, Councillor of 
the Auierican Educational Asao- 
rintion, Vice-PreHident of the New 
Shakesi)fTo Society and honorary 
nioniberof the Philological Society 
of London. Bossiclea philological 
contrihutious to periodicals and 
learnud societies, he has published, 
“ A Method of Philological Study 
of the English Language,” 1805 ; 
"Parser and Analyzer for Begin- 
ners,” 1869; " Anglo-Saxon Gram- 
mar,” 1870 ; and “ An Introduc- 
tion to Anglo-Saxon,” 1871.

In 1880 he was 
elected member for Berwickshire 
in the Liberal interest, nnd in 1888 
moved the Address in answer to 
the speech from the Throne. In 
February, 1880, he was appointed 
Comptroller of Her Majesty's 
Household, second whip to me 
Liberal Party, and sworn a Privy 
Councillor. In 1883-84 he served 
aa^ Chairman of the Select Com- 
mittee on Harbour Accommoda- 
tion, and is a member of the Royal 
Commission on Trawling. He was 


again returned for Berwickshire iu 
1880. 

MABKBY, William, fifth son of 
the Rev. William Heniy Markby, 
B.D., rector of Duxford St. Peter, 
in the county of Cambi’idge, was 
educated at King Edward’s School, 
Bury St. Edmunds, imd Merton 
College, Oxford (B.A. 1850, M.A. 
1858, D.C.L. 1879). He was caUed 
to the Bar, 1856, and became Re- 
corder of Buckingham, 1865-0 ; 
Judge of the High Comt at Cal- 
cutta,! SGl>-l878 ; and was appointed 
Reader of Indian Law in the Uni- 
vcr&ity of Oxford, 1878, which 
ollice he still holds. Ho is a Fellow 
of All Souls nnd of Balliol Colleges, 
and Justice of the Peace for the 
county of Oxford.

MARKHAM,GIein6nts Bohert,O.Ij., 
F.R.S.j F.S.A., son of the Rev. 
David F. Markham, canon of Wind- 
sor, and of Catherine, daughter of 
Sir W. Milner, Bart., of Nunapple- 
ton, CO. York, was born July 20, 1830, 
at Stilliugficet, near York, was edu- 
cated at Westminster School, and 
entered the Navy in 18'J4. He was 
appointed Naval Cadet on board 
H.M.S. C^)llmg^ooodt bearing the 
flag of Sir George Seymoui*, on the 
Pacific station. Midshipman in 18 10, 
passed for a lieutenant in 1850, and 
left the Navy in 1851. He became 
a clex*k in the Board of Control in 
1855, Assistant Seoietary in the 
India Office iu 1807, and was placed 
in charge of the geograpluciil <1g- 
pai-tment of the India Ollice in 1808. 
From 1802 to 3 Sfi I he was Private 
Secretary to Mr. T. G. Baring (now 
Enrl of Northbrook). He was ap- 
pointed Secretary to the Hakluyt 
Society in 1858, and was elected 
Secretary of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society in 1863. Mr. Markham 
served in the Arctic expedition in 
search of Sir John Franklin in 1850- 
51 ; explored Peru, and the forests 
of the Eastern Andes in 1852-54 ;

MARRIOTT, Tho Right Hon. 
William Thackeray, Q.C., M.P., ^on 
of the late Mr. Christopher M ir- 
riott, of Crunipsall, near Mnnehoj- 
tor, was born in 183 1, and educated 
at St. John's College, Cambridge. 
He took orders and worked for 
some time as a curate, but feeling 
conscientious scruples he gave up 
his clerical career and was called 
to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 
18G1. He became a Queen's Coun- 
sel in 1S77 and was made a Bencher 
of his Inn in 1879. He first entered 
Parliament as Liberal member for 
Biighton in ISSO, but in 1881, hav- 
ing differed from his party on tJie 
question of the clidnrc, he ann ouncod 
a change in his political opinions 
and accepted the ChUteru Him- 
dreds. He was ro-elected as n 
Conservative, and returned as such 
in 1885 and a^aiu in ISSG. In 
Lord Saliabmxa first administra- 
tion (having been sworn of tho 
Privy Council) he was Judge Ad- 
vocate General, a post to which ho 
z z 
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was apain appointed in 1886. Mr. 
Marriott at ouo time gained noto- 
riety by liis violent attacks on the 
Liberal party, and in particular on 
Mr. Chamberlain. The truth of 
his charges was on the point of 
being decided in the Law Courts, 
but when Mr. Chamberlain espoused 
the Unionist cause the qtiarrel was 
made up. 

MABBYAT^ Blorenoe (Mrs. Fran- 
cis lean) 4 sixth daughter of the 
late Captain Yredonck Marrynt, 
B.N., C.B., F.R.S., was born at 
Brighton in Sussex^ and educated 
at home. She began to ^vcito in 
18G5, when her first novel, Love's 
Conflict,” was published, since 
which time she has written <13 
works, most of which have been 
republished in America and Ger- 
many and translated into French, 
German, Eussian, Flouiish, and 
Swedish, She was appointed edi- 
tor of JDo^uloa Society in 1872, and 
has been a constant contributor 
to magazines and newspapers. She 
is known on the stage as an ope- 
ratic singer and high-class comedy 
actress, and has been most success- 
ful as an entertainer and lecturer. 
Her latest book is ^^Tom Tiddler's 
Ground” (1886). 

MAB8DEK, Alexander, M.D 
F.E.C.S., Consulting and Senior 
Surgeon to the Eoyal Free and 
Cancel* Hospitals, London, is the 
son of the late William Marsden, 
M.D,, founder of the above Insti- 
tutions. He was born Sept. 22, 
1832, and educated at Wimbledon 
School and King’s College, London. 
He entered the army in 185<lf and 
served at the General Hospital, 
Scutari. Karly in 1835 he was ap- 
pointed Surgeon to the Ambulance 
Corps before Sebastox)ol, and re- 
mained on active service till the end 
of the Crimean war, when he re- 
ceived the Crimean and Turkish 
war medals. OnhiBretenhome,in 
1856, he was appointed fuE Surgeon 
to the Eoyal Free and Cancer 
Hospitals, and subsequently Cura- 
tor of the Museum and general 


Superintendent of the former Insti- 
tution. For fifteen years Dr. Mnra- 
den worked at these two ho^itala, 
seeing as many as 300 patients a 
week at the Eoyal Free, and about 
70 to 80 at the Cancer. During 
the last twelve years ho has devoted 
himself to the latter Institution 
only. In all probability no man 
has had anything like his im- 
mense experience in the treatment 
of this disease (cancer) or hna been 
more successful, no fewer than 
15,000 cases having come under 
his observation. He is the author 
of A Now aud Successful modo of 
treating certain forms of Cancer j ” 
"Cancer Quacks and Cancer Gii- 
rers ; ” " The Treatment of Cancer 
by Chian Turpentine and all other 
Methods." He is editor of the 
4th edition of the late Dr. W. 
Marsden'a Treatise on the Nahuo 
aud Treatment of Cholera,” and 
numerous other papers. 

MAB8H, Miss Qatherlne, is the 
youngest daughter of the late Eev. 
Dr. Marsh, Eector of Beddington, 
Surrey, who died in 1861. For 
many years she has taken the 
greate^ interest in the improve- 
ment of the working classes, for 
whom she has written narratives of 
a religious chaToeter, Her best 
known works ore " English Hearts 
and English Hands,” " Memorials 
of Captain Hedley Vicars,” the 
"Life of the Eev. William Marsh, 
D .D .,”a volume of songs and hymns, 
entitled "Memory’s Pictures,” aud 
"Light for the Line ; or, the Story 
of Thomas Ward, a Eailway Work- 
man ; ” also " Brief Memories of the 
late Earl Cairns.” Miss Marsh 
resided for some time at Becken- 
ham, Kent, to the then rector of 
which parish her sister is married. 
During the visitation of cholera in 
lSC6,\^ilBtwatchiug over sufferers 
from that disease in the wards of 
the London Hospital, she founded 
a Convalescent Hospital at Black- 
rook, Brighton, wmoh has since 
been established as a permanent 
insUtutiou $ also an Orphanage at 
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Beckenham, since removed to Non- 
ington Kent. 

IHABSH, Othniel Charles, 
bom at Lockport, New York, Oct. 
20, 1S31. He graduated from Yale 
College in ISOO, and from the Yale 
Scientific School in 1802, and from 
lb02 to 1805 studied in the imiver- 
sities of Berlin, Heidelberg, and 
Brcf»lau. Rctiuming to America 
in 18C(», he was chosen Professor 
of Palceontology in Yale College, a 
position he still retains. Ho 
devoted himself to the 
veatigation of the extinct vertebrate 
animals of the JKocky Mountain 
districts, and nearly every year 
since ISOS has organised and led a 
scientific expedition to those re- 
gions. In these explorations more 
than l,0iX) new species of verte- 
brates have been discovered, many 
of which rejircsent wholly new 
orders, and others not before dis- 
covered in America. Of these more 
than 300 have already been de- 
scribed by Professor Marsh in 
papers most of which have ap- 
peared in the American Jonnutl of 
Science* These papers are over 150 
in niimlter. Since 1870 he has been 
engaged in preparing a series of 
Eeports, to be pxiblished by Govern- 
ment, giving full illustrated de- 
scriptions of his Western dis- 
coveries. The first of these, on the 
Odontornithea, or birds with teeth 
plates), was issued in 1880, and 
a second memoir on the Dinoeerata \ 
(50 plates), appeared in 1884. A 
tiiird volume on the Sanropoda (90 
plates) has lately been completed. 
In 1878 Professor Marsh was Presi- 
dent of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
and since 1883 has been President 
of the N ational Academy of Science . 
He is a Pellow of the Geological 
Society, Zoological Society, and 
many others. 

MABSHALL, Alfred, M.A., bom 
in 1842, was educated at Merchant 
Taylors* School, whence he obtained 
the title to a probationary fellow- 
ship at St. John*s College, Ox- 


ford, awarded for classical atlam- 
ineuts, but preferring mathemati- 
cal studios he proceeded to St. 
John*s College, Cambridge. He 
was second Wrangler in 1805, and 
' was elected Fellow of hia College 
in the same year, and lecturer on 
Moral Scieuce is ISOS. Ho hold 
this position till 1877 when he was 
appointed Principal of University 
College, Bristol In the same 
year he married Miss Paley, and in 
conjimctionwith her ho published in 
1870 the " Boonomics of Industry.'* 
His he«^lth having broken down, ho 
resigned Iiis post in 1881 and went 
abroad. In 1SS3 lie was appointed 
Lecturer on Political Economy at 
Bolliol College, Oxford, and in 
1881 he was made a Fellow of that 
College. In the same year he was 
elected to the Chair of Political 
Economy at his old University, 
vacant by Professor Fawcett's im- 
timely death, and in the following 
year he mhs rc-eleeted a Fellow of 
St, John's College Cambridge, 
Tliongh much hiiiderod till Lately 
by ill-health he is now making 
progress with a treatise on economic 
science. 

lilABSHALL, Franois Albert, 
youngest son of the late W. Mar- 
shall, Esq., M.P. for East Cumbei*- 
land, was bom Nov, 18, 1840, in 
Grosvenor Street, London, and 
received his education at Harrow 
and Oxford, but did not take a 
degree at the University. Ho was 
a;^inted a clerk in the Audit 
Office, Somerset House, by compe- 
tition, in 18G2, and resigned in 
1868. Mr. Marshall wrote regu- 
larly for several newi^apors and 
magazines from 1862 to 1870 j and 
published an unfinished novel, "X 
a, d./' in the Britannia magazine, 
He is best known, however, os a 
dramatist. Amongst liis plays 
may be mentioned "Mad as a 
Hatter," " Corrupt Practices,** 
"Q. E. D.,'* a comedietta, False 
Shame," an original comedy in 
three acts, which achieved n great 
success. Since this he has pro-

^‘Family Honom*,” was brought 
out at the Aciunrium Theatre, 
May 38, 1878. 

MAHSHALLi Herbert Henzies, 
youngest son of the late Air. T. H. 
blartahall. Judge of tho County 
Comt, Leeds, was hoim at Leeds, 
Aug. 1, 1811, and educated at 
Wcfetininster 8chool, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated in ISOi, second class in 
the Natural Science Tripos. In 
tho same year he went to Pai’is for 
the puiposse of studying architec- 
ture, and entered the atelier of M. 
Quostol, architect to the Chateau of 
V orsailleri. Onhis return f romParis, 
1807, he became a student of the 
Eoyal Academy, and in the follow- 
ing year obtained there tho Travel- 
Hng Studentship m Architecture. 
The result of travelling in Italy 
and of constant sketching under a 
bright sun was to weaken his eye- 
sight so much that ho was obliged 
to give up for two years all work, 
and especially any architectural 
dra'wing. This accident induced 
him to turn Ids attention to water- 
colourpainting, as being less trying 
to the eyes, and in 1871 he exhi- 
bited his first drawing at tho 
Dudley Callery. In 1870 he was 
elected an Associato of the Society 
of Painters in Water-colours, and 
became full member in 1882. Mr, 
Marshall has chiefly devoted his 
attention to representations of the 
effect of atmosphere in London 
streets, and on the river. A special 
exhibition of his works iUnstrating 
the Scenery of London was held in 


1886, in the galleries of the Fine 
Art Society. 

MARSHALL, John, F.E.S.,LL.D., 
son of William Marshall, E&q., 
solicitor, was bom at Ely, and 
educated privately at Ilingham, 
Norfolk. He received hib medical 
tmining at University College and 
Hospital, London, where he held 
successively the appointments ol 
Curator of tho Anatomical Museum , 
Demonstrator of Anatomy, Demon- 
strator on Practical Surgery, Pro- 
fessor of Surgery, Surgeon and 
Senior Surgeon. He is at present 
Emeritus Professor of Surgery at 
Dniversity College Hospital. Dr. 
Marshall has delivered courses of 
lectures at tho Eoyal Institution 
and South Eonsington, and c'lbo to 
tlie students of the Eoyal Academy. 
Ho is a member of many medical 
nnd learned societies, and has pub- 
lished a number of works, amongst 
which may be mentioned "Deve- 
lopment of tho Great Veins 1830 j 
"Outlines of Physiology,” 1807} 
" Anatomyfor Artists,” 1878, 1881 ; 
" Proportions of the Human Body,” 
1880} "Physiological Diagrams,” 
1860-86 (many editions) ; " De- 
scription of the Human Body,” 
1800-86 j " Anatomical Diagrams 
for Artists,” 1880. Ho has also 
published a considerable number 
of lectures and smaller papers, and 
has taken an active part in ino- 
moting baths and washhouses in 
London, a teaching Dniversity , and 
other works for the benefit of tho 
metropolis. 

MAISHALL, William Calder, 
E.A., sculptor, bom in 1813, at 
Edinburgh, whore he was educated, 
and for some years practised his 
art, studied in London under 
Chantrey and Bailey, and in 1836 
visited Eome. He first exhibited 
at the Eoyal Academy in 1833, took 
up his residence in London per- 
manently in 1830,and was elected an 
Associate of the Scottish Academy 
in 1812, of the Eoyal Academy in 
1844, and E.A. in 1852. Mr. liar- 
shall, who is one of the few ■who

Marshall obtained the first prize of ' 
.£700 for a design for a national I 
monument to the late Duke of : 
Wellington, and he has executed 
part of a series of basai-rilievi in 
marble for the chapel in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, in which that inonument 
has been placed. Among other 
public ^vorks on which he has been 
engaged is a bronze statue of 
Crompton, the inventor of the mule 
spinning machine, erected in 
Bolton ; a statue in marble of Sir 
George Grey, late Governor of the 
Capo of Good Hope, placed in Cape 
Town; and a statue of James, 
seventh Rxirlof Derby, for the sx>ot 
on wliich that nobleman was exe- 
cuted at Bolton. Mr. Marshall was 
a member of the Royal Commission 
appointed to represent Briti^ and 


colonial exhibitors at the Inter- 
national Exhibition held at Paris 
in 1878, and, in recognition of 
his services, he was nominated a 
Chevalier of the begioiiof Honour. 

HABSTOR, Philip Sourke, x>oot, 
novelist, and o&sayit.t, the son of 
Dr. WeatUnd Marntoii, was bora 
in London, August 13, 1S30. In 
his fourth year, owing to the rapid 
development of cataract in both 
eyes, he became almost totally 
blind, and in spite of an operatitm, 
followed by a li ttlo temporary J)t*ne- 
fit, unfortunately remains so. 
After contributing a few poems to 
the Co/*nhill and oth{*r 

periodicals, ho published his first 
volume of poems, entitled “ Song- 
Tide/* in 1870. This was followed 
by a second volume, entitled “ All 
in All/* in lb75, and by a third, 
entitled “Wind Voices,** in IbSJ. 
Theac poems gained for him the 
friend-shii) of Swinburne and of the 
late Dante Gabriel Rossetti, who 
addressed to liim a sonnet. Mr. 
l»rarr.ton liaa contributed poetical 
critiLUius, essays, anrl novelettes 
to various well-knomi pfrio licala 
both in England and America, in 
which latter country he is perhaps 
even more widely known than in 
his own. Ho has contributed to 
the Atlantic Monthly t to Scribner, 
Marker, and Lippincott A sketch 
of big career, written by tho 
American poetess, Mrs. Louise 
Chandler Moulton, has appeared 
in the Boston Ziferartj TVorld. 

MABSTOK, Westland, LL.D., 
poet and dramatist, was born at 
Boston, Lincolnshire, Jan. 30, 1810. 
Having been articled to hie unde, 
a solicitor in Loudon, on the com- 
pletion of his legal education he 
relinquished law for literature. 
His best known five-act dramas 
axe, “ The Patrician’s Daughter/* 
a tragedy, published in 184)1 ; “ Tho 
Heart and the World,'* a play, in 
1847 5 “ Strathmore/* a tragedy, in 
1840; and “Ann Blake/* a play, in 
1852.

Pure G-old," a play in four acta j 
" The Wife’s Portrait/' a drama in 
two acts ; and Donna Diana/' a 
comedy in three acts, partly from 
Oex*man soimcea j The Favourite 
of Fortune," a comedy, played at 
the Haymarhet Thoa^be in 1866; 
"A Hero of Romance/’ from the 
French, with some original scenes, 
at the same theatre, in 18G7 j and a 
blanh verso play, produced at the 
Lyceum in 1868, entitled Life for 
Life." Ilis latest di’amatic pro- 
duction is a comedy, in four acts, 
entitled " Under Fire," given at 
the Vaudeville Theatre im 1860. 
Mr. Marston, who was one of the 
editors of the Naiioml Magazine, 
hns written some stirring lyrics, 
some of which appeared in the 
Alhenccum. Of these compositions 
the best known is his Death Ride 
at Balaclava.’’ He published 
"Gerald, a Dramatic Poem, and 
other Pooms/’in 1842; "A Lady 
in her own Right/’ a novel, in 
1860 ; and a coUeotion of his con- 
tributions in dctiozi to periodical 
literature, under the title of 
" Family Credit, and other Tales," 
in 1861. 

MARTIN, Sir Theodore, 
son of the late James Margin, Esq., 
solicitor, of Edinburgh, was bom 
there in 1816, and received liis edu- 
cation at the High School, and at 
•^e University of his native city. 
After practising as a solicitor in 
Edinburgh for several years, he 
came, in 1816, to London, where he 
established liimself as a parliamen- 
tary agent. In a few years he was 
recognized as one of the leaders in 
the body of able men in whose 
hands is the conduot of the business 
of promoting private bills in Par- 
liament. That position he still re- 
tains. He first became known as 


an author by his contributions to 
Fraser* s Magazine and Tait*8 Maga^ 
zine, under the signature of " Bon 
Gaultier," and in conjunction with 
the late Professor Aytoun he com- 
osed the "Book of Ballads," which 
ears that psoudonym,and a volume 
of translations of the " Poems and 
Ballads of Goethe," 1838. He pre- 
pared a translation of the Danish 
poet Henrik Hertz’s fine IjTical 
drama, " King Renin's Daughter,” 
which was produced on the stage 
with great effect, the principal 
character, "lolantho,” being played 
by Miss Helen Faucit, who in 1851 
became Sir T. Martin's wife. His 
translations of (Ehlonschlager’s 
dramas, "Corregio,” and "Aladdin 
or the Wonderful Lamp," pub- 
lished in 1854 and 1857, have made 
these masterpieces of the Danish 
poet’s genius familiar to a largo 
circle of English readers. Kis 
metrical translation of the " Odes 
of Horace " appeared in 1860, and 
was immediately republished in the 
United States. It was followed, 
ten years later, by a critical essay 
on Horace’s Life and Writings, in 
the Ancient Classics for English 
Readers." In 1882 Sir T. Martin 
completed his Horation lahoiirs in 
a translation of Horace’s whole 
works, with a life and notes, in 2 
vols. His poetical translation of 
CatuUus (1861, 2nd edit., 1876), 
was followed by a privately printed 
volume of "Poems, Original and 
Translated,” 1803, a translation of 
the " VitaNuova" of Dante, and a 
translation of the first part of 
Goethe’s "Faust,” which, from the 
frequency of the editions, seems to 
be accepted as the best English 
metrical version of that famous 
work. In 1886 he published a 
metrical version of the Second 
Port of " Faust." In 1867 he pub- 
lished amemoir of Professor Aytoun. 
It was while ho was engaged on 
this biography that he was re- 
quested by the Queen to write the 
" Life of His Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort,” the first volume 
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of "wbicli appeared in 1871. Hia 
metrical version of Heinous 'Toems 
and Ballads" appeared in 1878. 
The fifth and concluding volume 
of the " Life of the Prince Consort." 
was published on jVIorch 15, 1880, 
and five days afterwards the author 
r(*ceivecl from the hands of the 
Queen the honour of knighthood, 
and was inverted with the insignia 
of a Knight Commander of the 
Bath, On Nov. 25, 1880, he was 
elected Pcctor of the University of 
St. Andrews. In 38.S.3 he puhli&hed 
a '^Life of Lord Lyndhur&t," 
founded on papers furnished by 
his lordship's -widow and family. 
He is a J.P. for Denbighshire, 
whore he has eonsidorable pro- 
perty, and resides during the 
summer months. 

MAETINEAU, James. LL.D., 
younger brother of the lale Miss 
Harriot Martineau, was born at 
Norwich, April 21, 1805, and edu- 
cated at tlie Norwich Clrammar 
Sidiool, Dr. Lant Carpenter’s School 
at Bristol, and Manchester New 
College, York, He was appointed 
second miniatter of Eustace Street 
Presbyterian Meeting House, Dub- 
lin, in 1S2S } second minister of 
Paradise Street Chapel, Liverpool, 
in 1832 ; Professor of Mental and 
Moral Philosophy in Manchester 
New College, in ISXl ; removed to 
London, 1857 s was minister of 
Little Portland Street Chapel, 
1859-72 1 and was appointed Prin- 
cipal of Manchester New College, 
London, in 1868. Dr. Martineau 
is the author of ^'^The Rationale 
of Religious Inquiry," published 
about 1837 5 Lectures on the 
Liverpool Controversy," 1839 j 

Hymns for the Christian Church 
and Home," 18 10 5 "Endeavours 
after the Christian Life," vol. i,, 
1813 j vol. ii., 18175 "Miscellanies,” 
1832 5 " Studies of Ci^'istianity," 
1838; "Essays Philosophical and

1885. He has been a constant 
contributor to the I^ational Jleview, 
of which he was one of the foimdors. 
The honorary degree of LL.D. n^as 
conferred upon him by Harvard 
College, Cambridge, Maps.,U.S,A., 
in 1872 5 that of Doctor of Tiwology 
by the University of Leyden, in 
1873 5 and that of D.D. by the Uni- 
verbity of Edinburgh in 1881. 

MABXINEZ CAMPOS, Arsenio. 
a Spanish goneinl and stiite's- 
man, born in 1831. the son of a 
brigadier-general, left the Staff 
School at Madrid witli the rank of 
lieutenant, wont through the cam- 
paign in Morocco, in 1830, as a 
member of the rtaff of the com- 
mander-in-chiof. O’Donnell, anti 
was there promoted to the rank of 
nu]or. In 186 1 he joined tlio ermy 
of Cuba as colonel, and he remained 
six years in that island. On his 
return to Spain in 1870, he was 
sent, with the title of brigadier- 
general, to join the Army of the 
North, which -was engaged in re- 
pelling the Carlist rebellion. After 
the abdication of King Awadpo he 
declined to give in his adhesion to 
the new order of things, and made 
no secret of his antipathy to the 
Republic. He was put on the 
retired list iu 1873, and shortly 
afterwards was confined in a fort- 
ress as a conspirator. Prom his 
prison he addressed to Oenoral 
Zabala, Minister of War, the well- 
known letter in which horequeated 
permission to go and fight, os a 
private, imder the orders of General 
Concha, the Carlist forces in Na- 
varre and the Boeqne provinces. 
This letter obtAined for him his 
liberty, and he was sent to the 
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Army of tlie Nortli in April, 1874, 
to command a division of the 3rd 
Corps. He took part in the engage- 
monts of Las Muneeas and Oal- 
dames, which led to the siege of 
Bilbao being raised, and he was the 
first to enter the liberated city on 
May 1, 1874. “When General Con- 
cha reorganized the Liberal army, 
Martinez Campos was appointed 
general in command of the 8rd 
Coips. He fought, at the head of 
his troops, on the 2oth, the 2Gth, 
and particularly on the 27th of 
June, the day on ■which the Com- 
uiander-in-Chief, General Concha, 
was killed in the attack on Monte 
Moru, near Bstella. General Mar- 
tinez Campos, besieged at Zurugay, 
on the same day, by the main body 
of the Carlists, opened a passage 
through the enemy's ranks, at the 
head of a column -whicli uuhibercd 
barely 1,800 men, and went to re- 
join, at Murillo, tho head-quarters, 
where he was able to organize the 
retreat of the army on Tafalla. 
Betiuning to Madrid, he continued 
■to conspire almost overtly in favour 
of Bon Alfonso, whilst Marshal 
Serrano, chief of^ the executive 
power, was operating against the 
Carlists. In conjunction with 
General Jovellar he made the 
military proTiu/iciawtcnfo of Sa- 
gontoj which gave the throne of 
Spain to Alfonso XII. The new 
Government sent him into Cata- 
lonia, os Captain-General ondCom- 
mandor-in-Chief of that military 
district. In less than a month he 
pacified the country, put down the 
Oarllst bands, and took ■fchc com- 
mand of tho Army of tho North. 
He brought the civil war to a close 
hy tho defeat of Bon Carlos at Pena 
de Plata, in March, 1876, The high 
dignity of Captain-General of the 
Anny, which is e^valent to that 
of a Marshal of France, was the 
recompense for his signal seiwioes. 
A year afterwards he was appointed 
Gommander-in-Chtef of the army 
in Cuba, which the rebels had held 
in checifor seven years. Under 


his leadership the Spaniards wore 
uniformly victorious, but neither 
these triumphs nor the strategical 
talents of the Commander-in-Cliiof 
would have succeeded in bringing 
about the complete pacification of 
tho island if the recognition of the 
political rights of the Cubans and 
now Liberal concessions had not 
satisfied the demands of the insm*- 
gents. On his return to Spain, 
General Martinez Campos accepted 
the portfolio of war and the i^esi- 
dency of the Council (March 7, 
1879), and endeavoured to procure 
the fulfilment of the promises made 
to the Cubans } but not obtaining 
■the support of the Cortes, he re- 
signed, and was succeeded hy Senor 
Canovas del Castillo (Bee. 9, 1879). 
Early in 1881 the Conservative 
Government of Seuor Canovas del 
Castillo was overthro^wn, and a 
coalition between Seuor Sagasta 
and General Martinez Campos 
came into power, and retained it 
tiU Oct., 1883, when it resigned 
in consequence of being unable to 
obtain from the French Govern- 
ment a satisfactory apology for 
the insult ofiered to £^g Alfonso 
by the Paris mob on his visit to 
Paris. 

MASXEIiL, William, M.A., only 
son of tho late WiUiam Maskell, 
Esq., of Bath, bom in 1814, and 
educated at University College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A, 
in 183C, and M.A. in 1838, took 
orders in 1837, and was instituted 
to tho rectory of Corscoinbe, Borset 
(of which he was patron), in 1812, 
resigning it in 1810. He was ap- 
pointed chaplain to the Bishop of 
Exeter, and instituted to the vicar- 
age of St. Morychurch, Bevon (in 
the patronage of the Bean and 
Chapter of Exeter), in 1847. The 
"Gorham Case," in which Mr. 
Maskell liad taken on active and 
prominent part, as chaplain of the 
Bishop of Exeter, was doeided by 
the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council early in 1850, and 
in June Mr. Maskell rcsigued his 
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prefements, and wag received into 
the Itoman Catholic Church. This 
btep, however, was not taken until 
after a long and interesting corre- 
spondenoo ■vvitli the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Mr. Mastell has

slngion Museum Art Handbooks. 
A now edition of his "Ancient

Mr. Maskell is a magistrate and 
deputy lieutenant for the county of 
Cornwall. 

MASPBBO, Gaston, a French 
Egyptologist, was boi*n at Paris 
June 24, ISIG, and after a brilliant 
course of study at the Lyc^e Louis- 
lo-Grand, ho entered the iScolo 


Norranlo in 1805. Devoted early 
to erudite studies, he was appointed 
teacher and assistant professor of 
Egyptian Archceology and philo- 
sophy at the College of Prance, 
Peb. 4, 1874. He is the author of 
" Essai Brn’l'InscriptioiiDudicatoire 
au Temple d'Abydos,” 1800; "Une 
Enqurte Judiciaire il Tlael<os an 
Temps do la XXc Dynastic,” 1872 ;

' MASSENET, Jules Emilia Ire- 
dkic, a Ficneli compnger, bom at 
Montiiud, fifay 12, 1812, is the 
youngest of twenty-ono children 
of .m engineer officer of the First 
Empire, who established himself 
as a hlncksmith near Saint Etienne. 
He studied at the Paris Conserva- 
toire under Laurent, Eehor, Savurd, 
and Ambrose iiiomas, obtained the 
first prize for pianofoite in 1850, 
the fir.st for fugue and the Frix de 
Borne for his cantata " David 
liizzio” in 1803, He travelled 
through Italy and Germany, and 
made his th'huf at the Opera 
Comiquo, Paris, in 18CS, with "La 
Grande Tante.” In 1873 he was 
appointed Professor of Comimsition 
at the Conservatoire, and elected 
a member of the Academie des 
Beaux Arts. He is the author of 
" Poeme d'Avril," 1808 ; " Suite 
d’Ordiestre,” played at the Pasde- 
loup Concerts, IbOSj "Poeme do 
Souvenir,” 1809 ; " Don C^sar de 
Bazan,” produced nt the Opera 
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Comique in 1873 5 " Marie Made- 
leine/' a sacred drama produced at 
the Odeon the same year ; " La 
JEtoi de Lahore^" an opera^ 1877, 
and a large number of pieces for 
piano and orchestra. 

MASSEY, Gerald, ^vasborn of very 
poor parents at Tring in Hortford- 
shire. May 29, 1828, and received a 
scanty education at the British 
and National Schools, At eight 
years of age ho was worlcing twelve 
hours a day in a silk manufactory. 
At the age of fifteen ho went to 
London and found w’orlc ns an 
errand boy, and at twenty-one he 
became editor of the Spirit of Free- 
dom, The following year he was 
one of the secretaincs of the 

Christian Socialists/* and a per- 
sonal friend of Oharlos Kingsley 
and F. B. Maurice. In 1854 he 
published '^The Ballad of Babe 
( 'hristabel and other Poems," which 
was at once favourably reviewed. 
He then joined the staff of the 
Athcncpimij and for ton years wrote 
a considerable number of its re- 
views of poetry. As early as 1832 
Mr. Massey began to tahe a great 
interest in mesmerism, spiritualism 
and kindred subjects, and ho has 
since delivered many lectures on 
such matters, both iu London and 
abroad. He has lectured all 
through North America, Australia, 
and the colonies, where ho is better 
known and more highly thought 
of than in England, Of late years 
he has written very little poetry, 
and has occupied himself chiefly 
with promoting ^iritualiatic and 
socialistic societies. His principal 
works aro "Voices of Freedom and 
Lyrics of Love/* 1850 5 “ The Ballad 
of Babe Christabel/* etc., 1834 $ 
" War Waits/’ 1853 ; " Croigerook 
Castle,"185G s ''^Havelock's March," 
etc., 1860 ; The Secret Drama of 
Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” 1864-1872 3 
"A Tale of Eternity, and Other 
Poems,” 1869; "Concerning Spiri- 
tualism/’ 1872; "A Book of the 
Beginnings,” 1882; "The Natural 
Oenesis/’ 1884 ; besides numerous 


contributions to English and Ameri- 
can periodical literature. 

MASSON, David, Professor of 
Hhctoric and English Literature in 
the University of Edinbui’gh, was 
boim Deo. 2, 1822, in Aberdeou, and 
educated at IMarischal College iu 
that city, and at the University of 
■Edinburgh. He began his literary 
career at the ago of nineteen, as 
editor of a Scotch provincial news- 
paper, and repairing, in 1844, to 
London, where lie remained about 
a year, contributed to Fmscr's Ma- 
gaxine and other periodicals. He 
established himself in Edinburgh 
for two or throe years, as a %vriter 
for periodical publications, besides 
having special engagements %vith 
the Messrs. Chambers, but returned 
to London in 1847^ where he resided 
for eighteen years, and was ap- 
pointed to tho chair of English 
Language and Literature at Uni- 
versity College, Loudon, on the re- 
signation of the late Professor 
Clough in 1852. Ho retired from 
his post in Oct. 18G3, having been 
appointed Professor of Rhetoric and 
English Literature in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. Ho conti*ibutcd 
nmnorous articles to the Quarterly, 
Nationah Briiiah Quarterhjt and 
NoHh British Reviews, to the " Ency- 
oloptfidia Britannica” andthe"Eng- 
lish Cyclopsedia/’ and in 1869 be- 
came editor of MacmillaTi*8Magazine, 
which he conducted for a good 
many years, and to which ho has 
largely contributed. His papers on 
Carlyle's "Latter-Day Pamphlets,” 
" Dickens and Thackeray,” "Rabe- 
lais,” " Literatui’e and the Labour 
Question/’ " Pre-Raphaelism in Art 
and Literatm’c,” "Theories of Poe- 
try/’ " Shakspere and Goethe,” 
"Hugh Miller,” and "De Quinoey 
and Prose-writing,” are the best 
known. His ^'Essays, Biographical 
and Critical: chiefly on English 
Poets,” appeared in 1856, and nave 
been repimited, with additions, in 
8 vols., 1874, one being entitled 
specially, Chatterton ; a Story of 
the year 1770 ; ” his " Life of John 
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Milton, narrated in connection with 
the Political, Ecclesiastical, and 
Literary History of hia Time,'' vol, i, 
was puhUshed in 1S58, rol. ii. in 
1871, vol. iii. in 18/3, and vols. iv, 
and V, in 1878; '^British Novelists 
and their Styles ; a Critical Sketch 
of the History of British Prose Fic- 
tion,' ’ in 1859; ** Eeoeut British Phi- 
losophy ; a Eeview with Criticism, 
including some Bomarks on Mr. 
Mill’s Answer to Sir 'W', Hamilton," 
being an explanation of some lec- 
tures delivered at the Boyol Insti- 
tution of Great Britain, in 1SG5. 
Among his most recent publications 
are an edition of Milton's Poetical 
Works, called "The Cambridge 
Edition,"^ in three volumes, with 
introductions, notes, and an essay I 
on Milton's English, and a smaller | 
edition of thu same, called " The 
Golden Treasury Edition," in two 
voluiuos, with introductions, notes, 
and a memoir. B(;th appeared in 
1874. In 1873 he published a bio- 
graphy of the poet Brunimond, en- 
titled, " Drummond of Hawfhorn- 
den : thu Story of his Life and 
Writings j ” and in 1874 “The Three 
Devils : Luther's, Milton's, and 
Goethe’s." 

HASTEES, Maxwell Tylden, M.D., 
P.B.S., bom in 1833, at Canter- 
bury, wns educated at Bing’s Col- 
lege, London, after which he prac- 
tised medicine for some years. He 
held the lectureship on botany at 
St. George’s Hospital from 1855 to 
1858, and became principal editor 
of the Gardener^ Ohroniele in 1865. 
Dr. Masters has been Botanical 
Examiner in the University of 
London ; is a Fellow of the Boyal, 
Linnean, and Boyal Horticultural 
Societies $ on Associate of King's 
College; an honorary or corre- 
^ond^g member of the principal 
Horticultural Societies of Belgium, 
France, Germany, Bussia, Italy, 
and America, and of the Boyal 
Society of Sciences of Li^ge, the 
Society of Natural Sciences of 
Cherbourg, the Botanical Society 
of France, and corre^ondent of 


the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia, His works con- 
sist of a treatise on "Vegetable 
Teratology," of "Botany for Be- 
ginners " and of "Plant Life '* (of 
both of which French, Dutch, and 
Busaian translations have been 
made), and of numerous mono- 
graphs and papers on subjects 
relating to botany, vegetal do phy- 
siology, and horticulture. He is a 
frequent contributor to scientific 
periodicals, and has taken part in 
Oliver’s " Flora of Tropical Af idea," 
Hooker's "Flora of British India," 
Von Martins's "Flora Brasiliontrip," 
De Candolle's Prodromus," the

MATHERS, Helen Buckingham 
(Mrs. Henry Reeves), novcliat, 
bom in 1852, at Crew kemo, Htimer- 
set, and educated at Chantry, near 
Fromc. Herfiratuovtd waa^Comiii* 
thro' the Bye,'* 1S75, which imme- 
diatoly securud immonse popu- 
larity, und was rapidly tem«!ljitcd 
into more languages than any of 
Dickens’ works, “ The Token of 
the Silver Lily," a poem, was pub- 
lished in 1876, and soon sold out ; 
" Cherry Eipe," Mies Mathers' se- 
cond novel, was published in 1877, 
aud followed in 1878 by " TJio Land 
o' the Leal," and " As He Comes up 
the Stair,” which are novelettes. 
Her third novel, "My Lady Green 
Sleeves," appeared in 1879, and was 
followed in 18bl by ** The Story of 
a Sin." " Sam’s Sweetheart," and 
" Eyre’s Acquittal," were pubBshed 
in 1883 and ISSt, aud "Found 
Out," wliich appeared in shilling 
form in 1885, was rapidy followed 
by that series of cheap novels by 
many authors which has since be- 
come so popular. In 187G Miss 
Mathers was married to Mr. Henry 
Beeves, F.B.C.S.E., a well-laiown 
surgeon to several large metro- 
politan Hospitals, and author of 
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IIuTnaii Morpliolosjy/* and other 
works. 

MATHESON. GeorgOj D-D., was 
Ijoi’U at (jllas"OW, March 27^ 1842, 
anil educated at Glasgow Academy, 
and the University of Glasgow. 
He lost his sight in youth, but in 
spite of this entered the iiniversity 
in preparation for tho ministry, and 
took a leading iilace in classics, 
philosophy, and theology ; carried 
off the first in*ize in the senior 
division of logic, and tho prize 
essay for the best specimen of 
Socratio dialogue in ISGO, took the 
first prize for inoi-al philosophy in 
1801 j graduated M. A. with honours 
in philodoijhy in 1S02, and B.B. in 
ISOO.

MATHEW, The Hon. Sir James 
Charles, Judge of the High Court 
of Justice, IS son of Mr. Charles 
Mathew, of Lehena Hoiiso, Cork, 
by Mary, daughter of Mr. James 
Hacketfc, of Cork. He was born at 
Lehena House, July 10, 1830, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he was senior 
moderator and gold medallist iu 
3850. He was called to the btu' at 
Lineoln’s Inn in Hilary Term, 1864, 
having in the previous November 
obtained an open studentship. Mr. 
Mathew was a member of the South 
Eastern cirenit, when in March, 
1881, ho was appointed by tho 
Grown a Judge in the Queen’s 
Bench Division of tho High Goinii 
of Justice. Shortiy before that 
time he had acted as a member of 
the committee on the subject of 
Costs of Legal Pi-oceeding's. His 
appointment to tho bench is one of 
the few instances of a member of 
the junior bar being elevated. He 
was knighted on his promotion and 
created LL.D., honoris causd, by tho 
University of Dublin. He was tho 
third Catholic Judge appointed in 
England since Catholic Emancipa- 
tion, the two ijrovioiis ones being 
Mr. Justice Sheo and Mr. Justice 
Hayes. Ho manied, in 1801, Eliza- 
beth, eldest daughter of the Hev, 
Edwin Biron, vicar of Lympno, 
Kent. 

MATHILBE (PriiioeBa), MatMLde 
Leetitia Wilhelmine Bonaparte, 
daughter of the ex-King Jerome 
and Princess Catherine of Wilrtem- 
berg, and cousin to Napoleon III., 
was horn at Trieste, May 27, 1820, 
and married at Florence, Oct. 10, 
18 11, to the Hussion Prince Ana- 
tole Demidoff. This union was 
not happy, and in 1845 they sepa- 
rated by mutual consent, her 
husband being compelled by the 
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Czar to allow tbo Princess an 
annuity of 200^000 roubles. Prom 
1819 till the marriage of Napoleon 
III, she did tlie honours at the 
palace of the President, and on the 
ro-estahlishment of the Empire was 
comprised amongst the members of 
the imperial family of Prance, and 
received the title of Highness. The 
Prinuesa, who was a pupil of SI. 
Gii'aud, is an accomplished artist, 
and has exhibited some of her pic* 
turus upon several occasions at the 
Salon do Peinture. She obtained 
honourable mention in 1S61. 

MATTHEWS, The Eight Hon. 
Henry, Q.C.,M.P.,waBboniinl82G 
in Ceylon, where his father was a 
judge. After graduating at the 
universities of Paris and London, 
ho was called to the bar at Liu- 
coln'^s Inn, Ho has been engaged 
in several of tbe great cases of his 
time, notably the Home case, the 
Tichbome case, and the Crawford 
case. He contested the borough of 
Hungarvau three times unsuccess- 
fully, but sat for it from 18G8 to 
1R74. At the general election of 
ISSG ho was returned for East 
Birmiugliam, being the first Con- 
servative who ever sat for Bir- 
mingham. On the formation of 
Lord Salitbbury^B second Ministry, 
Mr. Matthews -was appointed Home 
Secretary. He is a Homan Catholic. 

MAUBSLEY, Henry, H.D., was 
bom near Gjggleswiok,Settle, York- 
shire, Feb. 5, 1835, and educated at 
Giggleswick School and University 
CoUege, London. He studied medi- 
cine at University CoUege, and 
graduated M.D. at the Umversity 
of Londem in 1837. Br. Maudsley 
was Physician to the Manchester 
Royal Lunatic Hospital, 1859-62; 
was made Follow of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians in 1800 ; and was 
appointed Gulstonion Lecturer to 
the College in 187U. He is a Pellow 
of University College, London, was 
lately Professor of Medical Juris- 
prudence inUniversity College, and 
is Consulting Physician to the W est

MAX-MUIIEE, Frederick, son 
of Wilhelm Mhller, the Geiniaii 
poet, was bom at Dessau, Deo, G, 
1823, studied at the University of 
Leipzig, and took his degree in 
1813. Ho afterwards^ studied 
Sanskrit and comparative philo- 
logy, under Professor Brookhaus, 
at Leipzig, whore ho published, in 
184 4f, his first work, a tinnslation of 
" The Hitopadesa," a collection of 
Sanskrit fables ; and then itro- 
oeuded to Berlin to attend the 
lectures of Bopp and Schclling, 
and to examine the collection 
of Sanskrit MSS. there. In 1815 
ho went to Paris to continue his 
studies under Eugene Bumouf, 
at whose suggestion he began to 
collect inatenals for an edition of 
the "Rig-V uda,” the Sacred Hymns 
of the Brahmans, and the Com- 
mentary of BayanAchdrya.

HELIKOFF, Iioris, a Huasian 
general, of Armenian descent, son 
of a merchant at Moscow, was bom 
in 162 L and received his educa- 
tion at the Lazareff Institute in 
that city. He speaks the Eus- 
sian, Armenian, Tartar, Persian, 
and French languages. At an 
early age he began his military 
career, joining the Hussars at St. 
Petersburg. At the time of the 


Crimean war he had attained to 
the rank of colonel, and he com- 
manded a light cavali*y rogimont. 
Ho was present at the capture of 
Kars, and was a 2 > 2 K>iuted com- 
mandant of that town Avith the 
rank of general. He also took 
part in the military operations in 
the Caucasus, and ^tor the Peace 
he was sent, as governor, to Vladi- 
Kavkas, in Circassia, in l&GO. 
Some years afterwards he obtained 
on unlimited leave of absence on 
account of tho state of his health. 
He visited Prance, resided for 
some time at Paris, went next to 
Germany, and was staying at Wies- 
baden when the declaration of war 
by Bussia against Turkey recalled 
him to active service. He was 
appointed Adjutant-General to the 
Grand Duke Michael, the Imporuil 
Lieutenant Commanding-in-Chief 
the army of the Caucasus. It was 
in fact General Loris Melikoff who 
directed all the military operations 
in a country Tvith winch no one 
was more intimately acquainted 
than himself. To him in particular 
was due the capture of Avdaban by 
the Eussian troops, May 17, 1877, 
aud the subsequent capture of 
Kars. On March 3, ISSO, he was 
shot at by a man named Moladzy- 
etsky, but he fortunately escaped 
without injmy. 

MEIiLOl^, Mrs. Al&ed, known 
under hex* maiden name.

HEHABEEA, Louis Erederiok, 
Harqnis de Yal-Bora, «au Italian 
Creneral and statesman, boi*n at 
Chambthy (Savoy), Sept. J, ISOO, 
studied with distinction at the 
University of Uhiriii, and entered 
the corps of Engineers as lieii- 
toiiant. At an early age he be- 
came favourably known by his 
Buientidc attainments, which led to 
his ai)pointmeiit ab Professor of 
Mechanics in the MilltaryAcadeiny, 
in the School of Artillery, and in 
the University of Tiu'iii,and to his 
election, in 1S80, as a member of 
the Academy of Sciences in that 
city. He attained the rank of 
captain in 1848. Sent by King 
Charles Albert on a mission into 
the Italian duchies, ho exerted him- 
self to px'ocuro a vote in favour of 
xmion with the Siibalpinc kingdom. 
He was ne?ct elected to the Chamber 


of Deputies, and attached aa cliiof 
olHcor, first to the Ministry of War, 
and next to that of Poroigu Affairs. 
These functions he resigned on the 
accession to power of Gioborti, but 
he resumed them after the defeat 
at Novara. In the war of Italian 
Indopondonco Count MonabreajWho 
Iiad }'»ocn advanced to the rank of 
major-general, and placed at the 
head of the engineering department 
of the army, executed several im- 
portant works, including the in- 
vestment of Peschiera, and was 
present at the battles of Palostro 
and Solferino. On the cession of 
his native province to Prance, he 
determined to retain his Italian 
nationality. Soon afterwards ho 
was nominated a Senator by King 
Victor Emanuel. He was also made 
lieutenant-general, and conducted 
the military operations at Ancona, 
Caj)ua, and Gacta. In 1801 he 
became Minister of Marine in the 
adiuinisti'ation of Baron Eicasoli, 
and in 1800 he was sent to Germany, 
whore, as plenipotentiary of Italy, 
he signed the Treaty of Prague, 
In 1807 ho was intrusted hy the 
king, whose first aide-de-camp he 
had been for some time previotisly, 
with the fonnation of a cabinet in 
'vrhich he held the ]jortfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, besides being 
President of the Council ; and not- 
withstanding numerous finaueinl 
difficulties, and the complications 
of the Homan miGstion, he remained 
in power till Nov., 1SG9, when a 
iiuw Cabinet was formed by Signor 
Lanza . G en . Menabrca was sent as 
ambassador to A^ienna in Nov. 187U, 
but was recalled in the following 
year. lie was appointed Aml)ns- 
Bador at the Cunrt of St. Jameses in 
May, 1870. He was aub3G<iuently 
apxjoiuted Ambassador at Pmus. 
Ennobled in 184,3, ho was created a 
Count in 1801, and Marquis de A'al- 
Dora in lj87o. 

MENPilS, Oatulle, was boim at 
Bordeaux in 1810. In 1800 he es- 
iahlished, in Paris, La Reine Ran- 
taisiste, in which he published ''Le 
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Roman d^une Nuit/* a drama in 
verse, but being under .age lie was 
condemned to two inontbs’ impri- 
sonment and a fine of 500 franes. 
His other works include ‘^Philo- 
mela,^* a volume of lyrics, 186 1 j 
Ifespems,'* a poem, 1SC9 j "La 
Cohere d*nii Pranc-tirour,,Odelotto

MENZEb, Adolf Priedrloh Erd- 
mann, German historical painter, 
W.13 born Dec.S,lS13, at BrodlaUjbiit 
removed in 1830 with his parents 
to Berlin, where he studied art at 
the academy. On his father's 
death he bad to support himself, 
and fii’st began by selling pen and 
ink drawings. In 1836 he made 
his first attempt in oil painting, 
The Chess Players, *■* followed by 
several other pictures } but from 
lSoO-12 ho worked at the illustra- 
tions to Kugler's "History of 
Frederick the Great.” Since then 
he has become celebrated ns a 
painter of the most hfe-like and 
accurate scenes from the ago of 
Frederick ; his first important 
work of the period was the " Round 
Table of Frederick the Great,” 
1830, followed by the " Flute Con- 
cert at Sanssouci,” 1852 j " Frode- 
nek’s Reception in Breslau,” and 
" Frederick at the Battle of Hoch- 
kirch,” 1856 j " Blileher and Wel- 
lington at Waterloo,” 3858, and 
many others. All these paintings 
are remarkable for strong reahsm, 
great power of characterisation, 
and for the masterly skill with 
which every detail is represented.

In I8S3 an exhibition of 
his works was hold in Ptuds, wliich 
not even the French liatrcd of 
Germany could make anytiiing bub 
a success.

Co.). 

lilEECIE, MarcuB Jean Antoine, a 
French sculptor, was born at Tou- 
louse, Oct. 30, 1815. He was a 
pupil of Falguij*re and J otiff roy, and 
stuflied at the Kcolu clcs Beaux Arts. 
In ISOS he obtained the Prix do 
Romo, and the sumo year exhibited 
a me^dlion at the Salon. Xu 1672 
he sent from Rome a x>lastor statue 
of David, and Dolila, a bust ; and 
in 1874 " Gloria Victis,” a group 
in bronze, attracted much atten- 
tion, and was purchased by the 
Government. " The Genius of the 
Arts,” intended for the grand 
entmuce of the Louvre, was ex- 
hibited in 1877 J the i>la^r model 
of the bas-relief for the tomb of 
Michelet in Fere Lachaise, in 
1879 1 and a statue of "Arogo,” 
in 1880. Besides these he has 
modelled various portrait busts, 
M. Mercie was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour in 1874, and 
made an oificer in 1879. 

MEBEBITH, George, novelist 
and poet, bom in Hampshire, 
about 1828, and educated partly

MERIVALE, The Very Rev. 
Charles, D.D., Dean of Ely, son of 
the late John H. Merivale, Esq., of 
Barton Place, Devon, and brother 
of the late Mr. Herman Merivale, 
bom in 1808, w'as educated at 
Harrow, Haileybury, and St. 
John's College, Cambridge, of 
which he was snccessively scholar, 
fellow, and tutor. He took his 
B.A. degree in high honom*s in 
1830, was a select Preacher befoie 
the University of Cambridge in 
lg33 — 40, one of the Preachers at 
Whitehall in 1839—41, Hulsetm 
Lecturer at Cambridge in 1861, and 
Boyle Lecturer in 1864 and 1863.

priest of Geneva. There he lUa- 
playod reuiarkahle activity, waa 
mainly instrumental in raising the 
Church of Notre Dame, which was 
opened in 1837^ and obtained great 
influence at Rome on account of his 
zeal and rare eloquence. In 18C-1 
he was cousocx»atod Bishop of He- 
bron, i.p.i., and appointed Auxi- 
liary to the Bishop of Lausanne 
and Geneva, as Vicar-General. In 
1873, Pina IX. nominated him 
Vicar-Apostolic of Geneva, which 
waa thus separated from the diocese 
of Lausanne. This act was con- 
sidered as the creation of a new 
hierai*ctiical oflioe in the Canton 
without the couseut of the Govern- 
ment. Consequently, on Feb. 17> 
the Bishop was exiled, and it was 
added, this decree is to hold good 
as long as the person elected shall 
not declare to the Federal Council, 
or to the Government of Geneva, 
tliat be renounces the functions 
conferied upon him, contrary to 
the decisions of the Cantonal and 
Federal authorities.” For ton 
years. Bishop Mermillod was ab- 
sent from his flock, yet ever active 
in his zealous labours for the 
Catholic Faith in France, in Rome, 
and in other parts of Em'ope, being 
regarded as one of the most emi- 
nentprelates of the Roman Church. 
In 1879 Leo XIII. settled ihe 
dispute by appointing the new 
bishop of Freiburg-Lausanne, also 
bishop of Geneva, Br. Mermillod 
only retaining the title of bishop. 
Bishop Mermillod has published 
numerous Sermons, Conferences, 
Discourses, and other works on 
theological topics. 

METIERKIGH (Prince Be), 
Richard Clement Joseph Lothaire 
Hermann, diplomatist, son of the 
famous statesman Prince Motter- 
nich, bom at Vienna, Jan. 7, 1829, 
was educated as a diplomatist, 
became attached to the Austrian 
embassy at Paris in 1832, and was 
made Secretary of Legation there 
in Dec. 185 1. In the complications 
which arose in 1859, before the 


Italian war broke out, Piduce Met- 
ternifh was entrusted by the Aus- 
trian government with a special 
mission to Paris, and at the close 
of the war he became jbnbassador 
of Austria at the French com't, 
which position he retained till Dec. 
1871. Ho was named Herodltpy 
Councillor of the Austi'ian Empire, 
April 18, 1861, and ConncUlor in 
Nov. 18645. 

MERRY, The Rev. William 
Walter, M.A., Rector of Lincoln 
College, Oxford, son of the late 
Walter Merry, Esq., and grandson 
of William Merry, Esq., for many 
years Deputy-Secretary for War, 
was bom in 1833, and educated at 
Cheltenham College, whence he 
proceeded to Oxford, as a scholar 
of Balliol, in 1833. Mr. Merry was 
placed in the flrat class in Classical 
hloderations in 1854, and in the 
second class in Lit. Humaniorcs 
in 1856. He gained the Chancel- 
lor’s Prize for the Latin Essay in 
1858 ; and in the next year he was 
elected Fellow and Tutor of Lincoln 
College, on appointment which he 
held till his election in 1884 to the 
Ijlaee of rector of that society, in 
succession to the late Mark Patti- 
son. In 1861 he was presented to 
the Vicarage of All Saints, in the 
city of Oxford, in the patronago of 
his college. In 1880 Mr. Merry 
was elected to the office of Public 
Orator in the Dniversity of Oxford, 
and was appointed one of the 
Select Preachers, 1878-9; and in 
1883- i> ho was nominated by the 
Bishop of London as one of the 
Preachers in the Chapel Royal, 
Whitehall.

that year, the government of the 
country intrusted, during his 
minority, to n llouncil of Regency, 
Consisting of Messrs, IJlaznavatz, 
lii^tits, mid CTnrrilovics, three able 
and patriotic men, who continued 
the liberal and reforming policy 
begun by Michael 111. Their 
regency terminated with the coro- 
nation of Prince Milan IV. ; but 
M. Riflties continued to possess the 
couflilencc of the Prince, who was 
only eighteen years of age when ho 
was crowned iu Belgrade cathedral, 
Aug. 22 j 1872, On June 12, lS7t», 
Prince Milan issued a proclama- 
tion stating that '‘the insurrection 
in the Tui'kifah provinces has 
fotmd its way to the frontiers of 
Servia, enelosing the whole Prin- 
cipality by an iron bond.” which 
had compelled him h) place 
his 2 )Cople under arms.’* Shortly 
afterwards (June 22), he sent what 
may be called a threatening lctt^*r 
to the Grand Vizier, and then he 
formally proclaimed (June 30) that 
he intended to join his arms to 
those of Tiosnia and Herzegovina in 
order to secure the liberation of the 
Slavonic Christiana from the yoke 
of the Porte. On July 2, a joint 
declaration of war was sent by the 
Prince of Servia and the Hospodar 
of Montenegro to the Turlrish Go- 
vernment. their troops crossing the 
frontier at the same time. The 
Prince departed from Belgrade 
(July 21), to assume tlio command 
of the Servian troops in the field ; 
but he soon retumed to his capifeil 
(Ang J 2] ,!ind appointedthe Kussian 
general, Tchornayeif, to the com- 
mand of the Survion forces. On 
Sept. 1, an important battle under 
the walls of Aloxinatz resulted in 
tho complete defeat of the Servian 
army. The great Powers now in- 
terposed. but the negotiations for 
the suspension of hostilities were 


delayed by an ill-atlviscd step 'whioli 
Princo Milan, at the instigation of 
General QVheriiayt*ff, was induced 
to take. On Sept. 10, he was 2 n*o- 
claimed King of Servia at Heligrad, 
although, upon tho general exprt^H- 
sion of disii 2 )j)roval which folh»\vcd, 
his Higlmobd apix'iired dispo.-ied to 
disclaim any .active share in the 
l>erf or munco. Va r broke f» i ifc n g. lin , 
and the »Sorvi*ni army, though 
lai’gcly I’einforced by liu'^Man vo- 
lunteers — men ns well as oflicern — 
v/asiguominiously beaten. On Oct. 
31, tho Turks captured the town of 
Alexinatz, and on tho following day 
Deligrad was captured, thus leaving 
the road to Belgnidu completely 
open. A peace was now conclutled 
between Turkey and Servia on 
favourable terms to tho latter. 
When, however, Russia ma<lo war 
upon Turkey, Prince Milan saw an 
opiiortunityof gaining oouiplet<^ in- 
dependence, and a proclamation of 
the Servian Government, dated 
Dec. 11, 1877, luudoknoivn that the 
Servian army -was immediately to 
cross the Turkish frontier, which 
they did on the following day, under 
the command of (yenerals Lesjauin 
and Benitzki. After the close of 
the war the independence of Servia 
was recognised, and its boundaries 
defined by the Treaty of Berlin 
(July^ 13, 1878). Prince Milan 
married, Oct. 17, 1875, Natalie, 
daughter of the late Russian Oolo- 
nel Eeseliko, by his ivifc Pulcheria, 
Princess of Stuur<lza. Servia was 
proclaimed a king<lom under King 
Milan I. on March G, 18S2. On 
Oct. 23, in that year, as the King 
and Queen were entering the ca- 
theflrtil of Belgrade, Madame Mar- 
kovitch, willow of Iiieutenant-colo- 
nel Markovitch. who had been shot 
for a dynastic conspiracy live years 
previously, fired at his Majesty, 
missing him and wounding a female 
on-looker in the thigh. The at- 
tempted assassination took place 
just after the King’s return from 
Ruetchuk, whither he had gone to 
visit Prince Alexander of BSgaria. 
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Unfoi’tunatoly tliis frieiuliy iuter- 
coursy diil not, iu iJSSu, prrvfnt 
fCinuf Milfin declaring wir upon 
Prinr<‘ Alexander, on the ground of 
the unlawful union of Bulgaida 
and Eastern Koumelin. His army 
had soiuG success at Brat, Liit 
■witliin a fortnight was driven back, 
defeated and cru'shod, within the 
Servian frontier, Prince Alexander 
behaved like a hero ; })ut it is not 
known that King Milan ever ex- 
posed himself under Bre. King 
Milan has a son, the CroAvn Prince 
Alexander, born Aug. l-J?, 1876. 

MILLAIS, Sir John Everett, Bai't., 
K.A., son of John William Millais, 
Esep, by Mary, thmghtor of Richard 
Evermy, Esq., and widow of Enoch 
Ilodgkinson, Esq., was born at 
Southampton iu 1829. Tlic family 
of Millais has held for centuries a 
X>lace among the lesser landlo7'ds 
in the island of Jersey, where the 
name doubtless existed long prior 
to the Norman conquest of England, 
At the early age of nine he began 
his art education in Mr. Sass's 
Academy, and two years later ho 
became a student at the Royal Aca- 
demy, whore he gained the principal 
rizes for drawing. He gained his 
rst medal at the Society of Arts 
when only nine. “ Pizarro seizing 
the Incaof Peru,” his first exhibited 
picture, was at the Academy in 
18^6, followed by"Diinstan'a Emis- 
saries seizing Queen Elgiva,^" and a 
colossal cartoon at the Westminster 
Hall competition, '^Tho Widow’s 
Mite,” in 1817^ and the picture of 
" The Tribe of Benjamin seizing 
the Daughters of Shiloh,” at the 
British Institution in 1848. Keat*a 
‘'Isabella” was the subject of his 
pencil in 1849- While a student in 
the Academy’s schools, his taste 
had tacitly rebelled against the 
routine conventions of academic 
teaching, and, strengthened in that 
feeling by such speoimena of early 
Italian aH as fell in their way, he 
and his friends, William Holman 
Hunt and Dante Gabriel Rossetti, 
resolved to study nature os it ap- 


peared to them, not as it appeared 
in "the antique.” 'rheso views 
were afterwards adopted 1 »y Charles 
Collins and otlier younger painters, 
w'ho wore termed, half in jest and 
half iu earnest, the “Pre-Raphaelite 
School.” Eor a short time the 
arfcibls tried to enforce their views 
by the pen as well as the brush, in 
a short-lived periodietJ, The Germ, 
or Ad and JPoelry, which appeared 
in 1S50. The principal works exe- 
cuted by Mr. Millais under the in- 
Buence of his new convictions are a 
mystical picture of "Our Saviour,” 
and “ Pordinand lured by Ariel,” 
in 1850 ; " Mariana in the Moated 
Grange,” and tho "Woodman’s 
Daughter,” in 1851 ; and " Tho 
Huguenot ” and "Ophelia,” in 1852. 
Mr. Ruskin came, in 1851, to tho 
support of the new school with 
enthusiastic approval, freely ex- 
pi^essed in letters to the Times, in 

1852, as well as iu a pamphlet on 
Pre-Raphaelitism, and in his "Lec- 
tures onArclxitecturo andPainting,” 
in 1853. Mr. Millais was elected an

1853, and became R. A. in Dec. 1863.

MILLER, Joaquin, an American 
I>oet, whose real name is Cincinnatn.s 
Heine Miller, was born in tho Wa- 
bash distinct, Indiana, Nov.lO, 1841 . 
When he was thirteen years old his 
father emigrated to Lone county, 
Oregon, whence the boy wont three 
years later to try liis fortune in 
California. After a wandenng life 
of seven years, he returned home in 
1860, and entered a lawyer’s office 
I at Eugene, Oregon. The next year 
he was an express messenger in the 
gold-mining districts of Idaho, 
which he left to take charge of tho 
Democratic Megister, nweeMy news- 
paper at Eugene, afterwards sup- 
pressed by the authorities for its 
j political sentiments. In 18(33 h(> 
opened a law office in Canon City, 

I Oregon. From 1866 to 1870, he 
served as county judge of Grant 
‘ county, and during this time began 
to wiite his poems. He imblished 
first a collection in paper covers 
called " Specimens/’ and next a 
volume with the title " Joaquin et 
aL/* from which he derived his 
pseudonym. In 1870 he went to 
London^ where he published in 
the following year, Ms " Songs of 
the Sierras/’ and " Pacific Poems/’ 
In 1878 appeared "Songs of the 
Sun Lands" and a prose volume 
entitled "Life among the Ma- 
doca: Unwritten History.” His 
later works are " The Ship in tho 
Desert,” 1875s "First Fam'lies 
in the Sierras,” 1875 (repub- 
lished in IBSl, under tho title of

MUXS, Sir Charles, K.C.M.G-., 
C.B., was educated at Bonn, and 
served in the OStli Eoot, and on 
the staff of lE.M. army in India, 
China, Turkey, and the Cape. Ho 
afterwards served as commissioner 
for the formation of (Jeriunn settlo- 
iiients, and subsequently as High- 
Sheriff, Auditor, ttud Secretary to 
the (Tovornment in Bidtisli Kaff- 
rarin. On the annexation of that 
territory to Capo Colony ho repro- 
feonted the division of King Wil- 
liiimstown in the Colonial paxdia- 
ment. In October, 1807, he was 
aiipointecl Cliief Finance Clerk to 
the Colonial Office ; in 1871, Chief 
Clerk j and in 1872, Under Secre- 
tary. He served on special coni- 
inissions for &naueiid and other 
matters, and in 1880-82 was com- 
mibsioner in Loudon for the adjust- 
ment of 0 X 2 iendituro connected 
with the Kaffir war. In July, 1882, 
he was appointed Agont-Ueneral 
for the Capo of Good Hope in 
Loudon, and Boyal Commissioner 
and Executive CouimiBsioner for 
the Cape Colony at the Colonial 
and Indian Exliibition, ISSG. 

MlIKE (Admiral of the Fleet), 
Sir Alexander Milne, Bart., G.O.B., 
K.C.B., F.E.S.E., is the second son 
of the late Admiral Sir David 
Milne, G.C.B. Ho Avaa born in 
180(3, and first eutci'cd the Naval 
service in 1817, was actively em- 
ployed as Lieutenant Commander 
and Cax)tain on the Brazil, Home, 
and Noi-th American and West 
India stations $ promoted to Com- 
mander, 1830, and Captain, 1839 i 
was Flag Captain to his father at 
Devonport, 1812-43, where he com- 
manded the Calcdotiia, and was 
employed at Tangier, the coast of 
Poj^ugal, and as Flag Captain to 
Admiral Bowles in Ireland j was 
Flag Captain to Sir Charles Ogle 
at Portsmouth, and to Sir Charles 
Napier in the Channel Squadron, 


In 1817 he was nxxpointed a Junior 
Lord of the Admiralty, and served 
with successive governments until 
3858, during which period lie 'was 
Superintending Lord of the Groat 
Store, Victualling, and Transport 
Deiiarlments, and (1853) during 
the Crimean war was oreatod a 
K.C.B., and was instrumontal 
in introducing many important 
measures for the benefit of the 
service. Sir Alexander was again 
appointed to the Admiralty as 
the Senior Naval Lord in 18G0- 
GS, and at a subsequent period in 
1872-7G, when he retired, having 
served with nine First Lords of the 
Admiralty, and was then created a 
Baronet. In 18G0 he was appointed 
to the North American and West 
India command, with the tempo- 
rary rank of Vice-Admiral, and 
received H.E.H. the Prince of 
Waiee at Hitlifax. Before the 
termination of his command he 
received the approval of the Lord 
Commissioner of the Admii’alty. 
Sir Alexander was the only Ad- 
miral over the station who had 
ever officially visited any points of 
the United States, since the war of 
1812. He arrived at New York in 
Oct. 1863, at the time of the Civil 
War, and his visit us exiJrcsscd by 
Lord Lyons, H.M.'s Minister at 
Washington to the Foreign Office, 
appears to have proved satisfac- 
tory. Sir Alexander Milne was 
received with the utmost courtesy 
and cordiality by the President as 
well as the members of the govern- 
ment at Washington, and on his 
return to England received the 
commendations of the Admiralty. 
In 18G9 Sir Alexander was ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief on 
the Mediterranean Station with 
his Flag in the Lord Warden. He 
was present at the opening of the 
Suez Canal in November. He 
visited various ports of the station, 
and, in Aug, 1870, assumed the 
command of the combined Medi- 
terranean and Channel Squadrons 
at Gibraltar, for e^cercise on the 
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roast of Portugal, lu September 
ho returned to England and struck 
liis flag, receiving the iii)proval of 
the Lords Comiuissionora of the 
Ailmiralty for the able manner in 
■vvliich he conducted his duties in 
the 3d e liteiTiancan. He was elected 
an Elder Brother of the Trinity 
House ill lS/0, has been chairman 
of various professional committoeSj 
and president of a committee for 
the Defence of the Colonies and 
Coaling Stations. Sir Alexander 
!■> a magisitrato for Berwickshire. 
He married, in 1850, Eupheniiri, 
daughter of the late Archibald 
Cochran of A-shkirk. 

MIKTO, William, was born on 
Oct. 10, 18 15, at Auchintoul, Alford, 
Aberdeenshire, and took the degree 
of M.A. at Abenleon in April, 1805, 
with honours in ehassics, mathema- 
tics, and philosophy, and other aea- 
demic ^Listinctions, winning in the 
same year the Scottish University 
Eergusim Scholarship in classics. 
He entered Merton College, Ox- 
ford, in 1800, but left next year 
without taking a degree.

She w as 
immediately afterwards engaged at 
tho Opera Oomiriuo, whore aho ap- 
peared iu Auber's AmliabNulricc,” 
and, Utor, in “ Le Gaid and “ Gir- 
alda,’* the Litter ha-v ing bcou eoni- 
puatvl exprosalyfor li* r by Adolphe 
AfLim.

Jeanette,*’ and **Lu Nidiab,*’ all 
written for her. In 1851 Mdlle. 
Miolan was mamed to M. LCun 
Oarvaille, called Carvalho, director 
of the Thedh'O Lyritiuo, of which 
estabUshiucnt she at once becouic 
the prima donna, singing in “ Fan- 
chonette,** Margot,** "La Keino 
Topaze,** "La Maiguorite,*’ "Los 
Hoces do Figaro,** and other new 
operas. On the death of Madame 
Bosio, in 1859, Mr. Gye was recom- 
mended byM. Meyerbeer io supply 
her place with Madame Miolau- 
Carvalho, who appeared, July 2d, in 
the character of Dinorah, and at 
once became a favourite. During 
her second season in London, she 
was completcdy established ns one 
of the first operatic singers of the 
diiy. She was the original Mar- 
guerite in Gounod’s opera of 
"Faust,** and ax)peared at the 
Boyal Italian Opera of London in 
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tlial character with great success 
iu 1SG3. 

HIXCHELLj Maria, was boru at 
Nautuc^cetj Massachusetts, Aug. 1, 
1818. For astronomy and its cog- 
nate branches she had a strong pre- 
dilection, and at an early age became 
on active assistant of her father, 
who was himself a teacher and an 
astronomer of some note, and car- 
ried on a series of independent 
observations. In 1817 she disco- 
vered a telescopic comet, for which 
she received a gold modal from the 
King of Denmark. She calculated 
the elements of this comet, and 
communicated them to the Smith- 
sonian Institution ; and was sub- 
sequently employed on the Coast 
Survey and in the compilation of 
the American N^autical Almanac. 
She visited Europe and the prin- 
cipal observatories of QTe.T.t Britain 
and the Continent in 1837, and in 
18G3 was appointed Professor of 
Astronomy in the Vassar College, a 
collegiate institution for women at 
Poughkeepsie, New York, a position 
which she still retains. 

MITCHELL, The Hon. Peter, 
bom Jan. 4, 1821, at Newcastle, 
Miromichi, province of New Bruns- 
wick, and educated at the same 
place, was in 1 85G elected a repre- 
sentative for his native county to 
serve in the Provincial Parliament, 
and was subsequently re-elected. 
After serving as representative for 
five years, he was appointed Life 
Member of the Legislative Council, 
and was a member of the Executive 
Government of New Brunswick 
from 1838 till 1805, when his go- 
vernment was defeated^ on the 
question of the confederation of the 
British American x>rovinces. He 
was three times appointed delegate 
to Canada and England, with the 
view of obtaining Ihe construction 
of the Intercolonial Hailway from 
Halifax to Quebec, and the con- 
federation of the provinces. In 
1863 he was called upon, in con- 
nection with the Hon. B. D. Wil- 
mot, to form an administration to 


test the province on confederation, 
and was appointed President of the 
Executive Committee. Having dis- 
solved, they were sustained by a 
majority of 33 to 8, and confedera- 
tion was carried. Mr. Mitchell, 
who was an ardent advocate of 
union, did much by his ■writings 
and speeches in and out of parlia- 
ment to promote British connection. 
On the organisation of the Domi- 
nion government in July, 1807, 
Mr. MiteheU. was called to the 
cabinet as Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, which ijost he held rmtil 
-tlie resignation of the Macdo- 
nald Administration in 1873. Mr. 
Mitchell took an active port in the 
settlement of the Fisheries dispute 
between the Dominion of Canada 
Olid the Government of the United 
States, and has lately given im- 
portant aid in operations connected 
with the Canada Pacific Hailway. 
In 1882 Mr. Mitchell was elected 
representative in the Dominion 
Parliament for Northumberland 
County, New Bruns’wiok, 

MIVABT, St. George, F.R.S., was 
born at 61 (then 30), Brook Street, 
Grosvenor Square, London, Nov. 
30, 1827, and educated at Olapham 
Grammar School, Harrow School, 
King’s College, London, and finally 
at St. Mary’s College, Oscott, being 
prevented from going to Oxford (as 
intended) through having joined 
the Homan Catholic Ohnrch in 18X4. 
He n^as called to the bar atLincoln’s 
Inn in 1851 j appointed Lectm'or of 
St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School 
in 1862*, elected a FeUow of the 
Eoyal Society in 1867; Yice-Pre- 
sident of the Zoological Society in 
1869 and 1882 j Secretary of the 
Linnosan Society in 1874; and Pro- 
fessor of Biology at University 
College, Kensington, in 1874 ; 
created a Ph. D. (Home) in 1876, 
and M. D. (Louvain), in 1884. 
Mr. Si. George Mivait is the 
author of various papers in the 
publications of the Hoyal, the 
liinncaan, and the Zoological So- 
cieties, from 1864. E.g. t On the 
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Zoology^ Auatomyj and ClasBifica- 
tionof Apes andLemturSj especially 
on the Osteology of the Limbs com-

He has delivered lectures at the 
Zoological GaiNlens, Kegent’s 
Park;" at the London Institu- 
tion 3 at Leeds, Birmingham, Hull, 
Bra^ord, Bristol, Halifax, Lei- 
cester, and elsewhere. He is Imown 
through the "Genesis of Species" 
os, to a certain extent, Mr. Dar- 
win’s opponent— an opponent who, 
while fully asserting evolution 
generally, denies that it is appli- 
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cable to the human intellect, as 
also that "natural selection" is 
in any instance its true cause. Ho 
represents the formation of new 
species as mainly due to one mode 
of action of thiit plastic innate 
power manifest on all hands in 
nature, as evidenced by the many 
instances referred to by lum. The 
author brings strongly forward the 
independent origin of similar struc- 
tures, insistence upon which is 
perhaps his indncipal contribution 
to physical pliilosophy. In his 
** Lessons from Nature " he has 
pointed out the fundamental dis- 
tinction between men and animals, 
distinctly defining wherein tho 
human intellect differs from the 
highest psychical actions of brutes. 
To this exposition no reply has as 
yet been made. 

HODIBSKA, Helena, autress, 
born at Cracow, Poland, about 
IS 13, early manifebtc>d a desire for 
the stage, and after her marriage, 
at the age of seventeen, with her 
guardian (whose name she still 
bears on tho play bills), a humble 
beginning was made with a com- 
pany of strolling players. It was 
not. however, until after her hus- 
band’s death in l&lio, and her 
marriage three years later to M. 
Chlapowski, a Polish patriot and 
journalist, that she became the 
theatrical star and favourite of 
Warsaw, a position which she hold 
until about 1876, when she and her 
husband emigrated to America. 
Their experiences on a Calitbmiau 
farm were highly unprofitable. 
Mdme. Chlax)owski soon began to 
suffer from stage nostalgia, and as 
her funds did not allow of her 
rottum to AVarsaw, tlie only course 
open to her -was the apparently 
impossible one of acting in English, 
lier only knowledge of the language 
being at the time derived from one 
of Oitida’snovels, which it had taken 
her three months to get through. 
After six months of study, she 
made her ajmcarance, in Aug. 
1877j in an i&iglish version of 
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Aili’ioiino T jocoiivivui* Mfc a 
thfiitre in San Kmiicirfco. Who won 
tlio Ami'i'iccin pul die uluioat iimuc- 
di.itoly, and ha« since ucliioved 
various triumphs on hoth sides of 
tlie Allanlio, 

MOLESWORTH, Guilford 
Lindsay, civil eui»'iiicfr, sou of the 
Kev. iTolin Udward Nassau Molcs- 
wortli, D.D., vic.ir i)f Eoclulalo, 
was horn at Millbruok, Uaufcs, in 
ISAS ; tjiluoated ut the collof^e of 
Civil Uugincors, Tutuoy, rfler- 
wanlrt served an aiipi’cuticcbhip to 
civil oiif^dnccriiiL^ under Mi’. Dot-k- 
ray tai the Loiuloii au<l North 
\Voi,toru Kiiihva>, and also in 
moclianieal ont^iuoeriiif^ niuler Sir 
\\''illiain Fairhairii at jVlanchost<‘r. 
fc)uh£.i‘iiuontly lie was employed in 
various railway and other euffiiioer- 
iii^ v/orks in connection with iroii- 
vrorks in Soulh AVales. In 1852 
lie uas cliiel nssist.int-ontjinuer on 
the Lomlon J>rij;hton and South 
Cotist liaihvay, which he left in 
order to siiperintond the construc- 
tion of Iniildinjjs and machinory in 
thu Itoyal Ai’sonal at ‘Woohvieh 
durhijj the Crimean "War. Aftar- 
Avards he practised aa a Conaultinj^ 
Euj^iueur in London for some years.

the Institution on the subject 
of “ Conversion of TVood l>y 
Machinery .'* In 1851) he went out 
to the Ceylon railway as meehani- 
Ciil and locomotive eujjineer, and 
ho Avas appointed Chief Euj^inuer 
of the Ceylon Government railAAiiy 
in 18G2 ; Direetor-General of the 
railway in IHGo ; Director of 
Public "WorkB in 1SG7 ; and Con- 
sulting Engineer to the Govern- 
ment of India in 1871. His " Pock- 
et-book of Engineering Eoi’multo 
passed through six editions in the 
first year, and is now a standard 
w(trk in the profession. 

HOLESWOETH, TheRav.JWilliam 
NoBsan, M.A., son of the Rev. John 
Edward Nassau Molesworth, D.D., 


was born at Millbrook, near South-* 
hainptoii, Nov. 8, 1810, and edu- 
cated at the King’s School, Canter- 
bury, and at St, J'ohn's and Pem- 
broke Collogo.s, Cambridge, gradu- 
ating, as a mombor of the latter, 
JJ.A. in ISGO, and M.A. in 1812. 
I’fiking orders, ho became incum- 
bont of St. Andrew's, Manchester, 
in 1811, and Adcar of St. Clement 
Spot and Itoeh'hile in 1811. SFr. 
jVlolobAVorth's Avorkd are : “ An 
Essay on the Religious Importance 
of Secular Instruction,” 1857 ;

Mr. Molosworth has taken 
a Avarm and active interest in many 
social questions, and es];iocially in 
the co-operative movement, Avhieh 
he supported at a time when it was 
very unpopular, and Avith which he 
v.n3 connected almost from the 
first. Hu is a strong supporter 
of the Liberal party. 

KOLTKE, Hellznuth, Count Von, 
Chief Marshal *of the German 
Empire, Chief of the General Staff, 
is descended from a AveU-knoAvn 
Mecklenburg family, and was born 
at Parebim, Oct. 2G, 1800, in the 
neighbourhood of Avhich jdace his 
father, a former officer of tho Mol- 
Icndovf regiment, possessed the 
estate of Gnewitz. Soon after 
Helhnnth^sbirth his parents settled 
down in Holstein j and thus the 
boy, in his twelfth year, went to 
Copenhagen, in order tq devote 
lumsclf> in the barracks thei’e, to 
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the military profession. In 1822 
he entered the Prussian service, as 
a lieutenant in the Bth infantry 
regiment, and studied in the Mili- 
tary Academy. The tvai* had 
nearly ruined his parents, and the 
young officer was thTO\ra entirely 
on his ownrosom'cos. After having 
spent some time in the School of 
llivision of Prankfort-on-the-Oder, 
Moltke wasenteredintothe General 
Staff. In 1S35 he undertook a tour 
in Turkey, which brought him under 
the notice of the Sultan Mahmoud, 
who advised with the young Prus- 
sian officiT on the reorganization of 
the Turkish army. Moltke re- 
mained several years in Turkey, 
and in 1839 took part in the cam- 
paign of the Turks in Syria against 
the Viceroy Mehemed Ali of Egypt 
andhis adoptedson IbrahimPasha. 
In 18 15, bavingretumed to Prussia, 
and published an account of his 
Turkish experiences, he became ad- 
jutant to Prince Henry of Prussia, 
then resident in Home, and after 
his death, in 1847, was engaged 
in connection with tlie general 
command un the Ehinc, becoming, 
in ISIS, a member of the Grand 
General Staff, and in 1849, Chief 
of the Staff of the 1th Amiy Coips, 
in Magdeburg. In 1858 ho was 
advanced to the rank of Chief of 
the Grand General Staff of the 
Prussian Army, and in 1859 became 
n lieutenant-general. In the 
Austro -Italian war Moltke was 
present in the Austrian head-quar- 
ters. After the conclusion of pence, 
he spared no pains that he might 
fully develop the capacities of the 
Prussian General Staff and tlio 
Prussian Army. When the war of 
1801 against Denmark broke out, 
Moltke sketched the plan of the 
campaign, and assisted in its execu- 
tion, acting similarly in the case of 
the war of 1800. The whole plan 
of the Bohemian campaign was due 
to the Lieutenant-General, who 
was personally presentin the battle 
of Euuiggratz, which he led, and 
in like manner arranged the bold 


advance of the Prussian columns 
against Olmutz and Vienna, and 
negotiated the armistice and the 
preliminaries of peace. For these 
services he received the Order of 
the Black Eagle, and a national 
dotation. To “ Father Httltke"” 
(Vater Moltke), as he is familiarly 
termed in the German army, and 
his brilliant strategy arc ascribed 
the splendid victories of the Gorman 
arms in the Pranco-German ^v^\v, 
He was practically the Commander- 
in-Chief. The whole plan of the 
campaign was due to him. In re- 
cognition of his unrivalled servicea, 
Moltke was made the Chief Marshal 
of thoGennan Empire (Sept. 1871)^ 
ngain received a national dota- 
tion, and was created Comit 18/2. 
The illustrious Marshal, wJio is 
generally regarded as the first 
strategist of the day, received from 
the Czar the Order of St. George, 
the liighest military decoiution of 
Russia, in Oct. 1870 ; and from his 
own sovereign the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the L'on Cross, March 
! 22, 1871. An English tinnslation 
, of his Observations on the Influ- 
ence tliat Arms of Precision have 
on Modern Tactics," was puijlished 
at London in 1871. 

MOMMSEN, Theodor, bom at 
Garding, in Schleswig, Nov. 30, 
1817, studied at the University of 
Kiel, and travelled from 1844 till 
1847. On his return ho wrote 
Humorous articles for the Schhsioiff^ 
IXolstein Journal, which lie con- 
> duoted, and was made Professor of 
Law at Leipzig. Having been dis- 
missed on account of the part he 
took in political affairs, he was 
made Titular Professor of Law at 
Zurich in 1852, at Breslau in 1851, 
and at Berlin in 1858. In 1875 ho 
was appointed Professor of Juiis- 
prudence in the TJnivei'sity of Leip- 
zig. On Jime 15, 1882, he was tried 
at Berlin for having in an election 
speech slandered Prince Bismarck, 
hnt was acquitted. The decision 
was appealed against, and on April 
7, 1883, the Imperial High Court of 
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Aijpeal at Leipzig finally acqmtted 
Professor Mommsen of the charge, 
lie has -vmtten nnmerons learned 
works, has edited a magnificent 
work on Latin inscriptions, puh- 
lished hy the Prussian Academy of 
Sciences, and a work on Homan 
Coins, and is best known in Eng- 
land by his " Earliest Inhabitants 
of Italy ” of which a translation by 
Hobertson appeared in London in 
1858, and " History of Homo,'' 
translated byW. P. Dickson, and 
published in London in 1SG2-3. In 
18V8 the King of Italy conferred 
on him the Grand Cross of the 
Order of SS. Maurice and Lazarus. 
In 1880, Professor Mommsen's lib- 
rary was destroyed by fii'e 5 and 
a number of bis English admirers 
had the happy idea of presenting 
him with a selection or classical 
and historical books, printed in 
England, to comijcnsate him for 
some x>ortiou of his loss. 

MONCX (7iBcount)t The Eight 
Hon. Charles Stanley Monck, born at 
Temifiemorc, co. Tipperary, Oct. 
10, 1819, was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and called to the 
bar in Ireland in 184-1. He was 
returned one of the members for 
Portsmouth, in the Liberalinterest, 
in July, 18B2, was re-elected in 
March, 1855, was defeated at the 
general election in March, 1857, and 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Dudley in April, 18G1. He waa^ a 
Lord of the Treasury from 1866 till 
1858 ; was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of Charitable Donations and 
Berjuests in Ireland in 1851, and 
Captain-General and Govemor-in- 
Chief of Canada, and Governor- 
General of British America, Oct. 
28,1801. His lordship was formally 
reappointed, under a fresh Act of 
Parliament, Governor of the United 
Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick in June, 1867, 
but resigned in Nov. 1868. In 
1871 he was appointed a Commis- 
sionor of National Education in 
Ireland. On the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church in 1871 he was 


appointed a Commissioner to carry 
into effect the provisions of the 
Act ; the other Commissioners being 
Mr. Justice Lawson and the late 
Mr. G. A. Hamilton. He succeeded 
his father as fourth viscount in the 
peerage of Ireland, April 20, 1819, 
and was made a peer of the TJnitod 
Kingdom, July 12 , 1860. 

MOKOBEIFF (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. Jamea Honoreiff, second son of 
the late Sir James Wellwood Mon- 
creiffj ninth baronet, of TuUiebole, 
Kinross-shire (a Lord of Session in 
Scotland, by the title of Lord Mon- 
creiff), by Ann, daughter of Cap- 
tain George Hobertson, E.N., wag 
born at Edinburgh, Nov. 29, 1811. 
He was educated at the high school 
and at the University of Edin- 
burgh, and was admitted an advo- 
cate at the Scotch bar in 1833 . He 
was Solicitor-General for Scotland 
from Peb, 1850, tiU April, 1851, 
when, on the elevation of Lord 
Butherford to the bench, he was 
appointed the Lord Advocate, and 
continued to hold that office until 
the change of ministry in March, 
1862, Soon after being appointed 
Lord Advocate he was returned to 
Parliament as member for the 
Leith district, os a Liberal, and in 
favour of free trade. He retained 
his seat for the Leith district till 
April, 1869, when he was elected 
for Edinburgh, which city he con- 
tinued to represent till 1868, when 
he was returned to Parliament as 
representative for the Universities 
of Glasgow and Aberdeen. He be- 
came Lord Advocate a second time 
in Dec. 1862, and occupied that 
position till March, 1838 j a third 
time from June, 1859, tiU July, 
1806 ; and a fourth time from Deo. 
1808, tiU Nov. 1869, when he was 
appointed Lord Justice Clerk and 
President of the Second Division of 
the Court of Session in Scotland. 
On this occasion he was sworn of 
the Privy Council, and took the 
courtesy title of Lord Monermff. 
It may be mentioned that in 1832 
ho brought in a Bill to abolish 
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religious tests in the Scotch TJni- 
veraitiesj which was lost on the 
second reading. In 1853j however^ 
he successfully introduced and car- 
ried the Billj and among other mea- 
sures of w'hich he was the promoter 
may he enumerated the " Valua- 
tion of Lands (Scotland) Act,” 
passed in 18 j4j and the “Bank- 
ruptcy (Scotland) Act/' in 1850. 
Bri^vious to his elevation to the 
judicial henf*hj Lord Moncreift* was 
a deputy-lieutenant and justice of 
the peace for the county of Edin- 
burgh, Bean of the Eaculty of 
ScoUdi Advocates, and Lieut.- 
Colonel of the Edinburgh Eifle 
Volunteers. Ho was elected Lord 
Hector of the University of Edin- 
burgh in the early part of the year 
1809 ; was created a baronet ISIay 
17, 1871; and was raised to the 
peerage of the United Kingdom os 
Baron Moncreiif of Tulliebole, Kin- 
losa-shire, Jau, 1, 187 L A novel 
published in 1871, under the title 
of “ A Visit to my Discontented 
Cousin,** is said to have been ■writ- 
ten >»y Lord Moncieiff. In Aug. 
187S, he -was appointed one of the 
Eoyal Commissioners under “ The 
Endowed Institutions (Scotland) 
Act, 1878." Ho succeeded in 1883 as 
11th baronet, his brother, the Eev. 
Sir Henry "Wellwood Moncreiff. 

MONIEB-WILI.XAMS, Gir'Uonier, 
M.A., B.C.L., LL.D., Sansciat 
scholar and Indologist, son of the 
late Col. Monier-Williams, Sur- 
voyor-Geu. of the Bomba;^ Presi- 
dency, born at Bombay in 1819, 
was educated at private schools and 
at King*8 CoUego, London, and 
entered at Balliol College, Oxfoid, 
in 1838. He soon after obtained 
an Indian -writership, and pro- 
ceeded as a student to the E. I. 
College, Hiiileybury, where he 
gained the first prizes in all the 
Oriental subjects. For domestic 
reasons ho resigned his Indian ap- 
pointment and returned to Oxford, 
became a member of University 
College, was elected to the Boden 
Bchol^shipin 1843, graduated B.A. 


in 1841, and was awarded an hono- 
rary place in the class list both in 
classics and mathematics. He was 
Professor of Sanscrit at Haileyhiiry 
from 1841 till the abolition of 
that institution, in 1858 ; when 
he removed to Cheltenham, and 
superintended the Oriental stu- 
dies at the College for two years. 
In Dec. 1800, atter a long con- 
test, he was oleoted Bodon Snnaorit 
Professor at Oxford. Ho is also 
Fellow of BaUiol College. The 
foEowing is a list of his works:

India. During his absence the 
University of Oxford conferred on 
him an honorary degree of D.C.L., 
and he also received an honorary 
LL.D. degree from the University 
of Calcutta at the same time as the 
Prince of Wales. In 187C he 
visited India a second time, and 
returned in 1877, after having tra- 
versed the whole peninsula, and 
received cordial promises of support 
from all tho most infiuential mem- 
bers of tho Indian cominunitj;. In 
1880 he was made a Companion of 
the Order of the Indian Empire, 
and in 1882 an honorary member 
of the American Oriental Society, 
He is also a member of most of the 
Oriental Societies of Europe and of 
India. The Secretary of State for 
India appointed Professor Monier- 
Williama honorary delegate to re- 


present the G-ovemment of India 
at tho fifth International Congress 
of Orientalists held nt Dcrlin in 
Sept. 1881. In 1883 he visited 
India a third time, and was the 
guest of Lord Ripon, theu Viceroy. 
He is an lion, member of the Asiabic 
Society of Bengal and of Bombay. 
Ho was Imightcd by the C^ucen on 
March 8bh, 188G. 

MONK - BRETTON, Lord, The 
Right Hon. John Georgo Bodsou, 
only sou of tlie late Right Hon. 
Sir John Dodson, by Prances Pris- 
cilla, daughter of George Pearson, 
Esq., M.D., was born in 1825. He 
was educated at Eton, where lie 
gained tho Prince Consort’s i^rizes 
for modem languages in 18 11 
and 1813, and at Cluist Church, 
Oxford, where he took a first-class 
in classics in 181-7. Ho was called 
to the bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1853. 
He unsuccessfully contested East 
Sussex iu the Liberal interest in 
July, 1852, and March, 1857 5 was 
first elected for Bast Sussex in 
April, 1857, and sat for that con- 
stituency till Feb. 187-1. Ho 
sat for Chester from the lust date 
till April, 1880, when lie was un- 
seated on petition. After the 
election, winch was declared void, 
he had been re-elceted, on his 
acceptance of the post of President 
of the Local Government Board, 
and consequently ho remained a 
Member of Parliamentj although 
he could neither sit nor vote. Bo 
sat for Scarborough from July, 
1880 until 1885. hlr. Dodson Avas 
Chairman of Committees of the 
whole House from Fob. 18G5, till 
April, 1872; Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury from Aug. 1873, to 
Feb. 1874 j and President of the 
Local Government Board from 
April, 1880, till Dec. 1882, when he 
was appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. In 1883 ho 
was raised to tho peerage under 
tho title of Lord Monk-Bretton. 
Ho married, in 1836, Florence, 
second daughter of Mr. W. J. 
Campion, of Danny, Sussex.

MONTEPIH, Xavier Aynion do, 
French wrib-r, w a^ burn at 
Apremont, Miir^h 18, 1821, made 
himbelf conspicuous tm uuti- 
i*evolutionary ■journalist in lb IS, 
and since then hab devoted himbClf 
to literature. His novels and plays, 
mostly of a sensational and melo- 
dramatic kind, are exceedingly 
numerous.

UONTQOMERT, Sir Robert, 
K.C.B. a.C.S.I., LL.D., son of the 
late Rev. S, hlontgomery, bom in 
Londonderry in IbuJb and educated 
at Foyle College, in that city, was 
appointed tothe BengalPresidency, 
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and entered the service of the East ' 
India Company in 1828. Having 
served in various postsj in 1849 he 
was Boloctod hy the late Lord Dnl- 
housie as one of the commissioners 
for the newly-annexed province of 
the Punjaub, nnd on tho dissolution 
of the Board in 1853, was appointed 
Judicial Commissioner, Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, and Director- 
General of Police for the whole 
province. During tho mutiny in 
May, 1857, he adopted measures for 
disarming the large native force 
stationed at Lahore, was appointed 
Chief Cominissiouor ofOiide in 1858, 
nnd for his services in aiding the 
armies under Lord Clyde and restor- 
ing traiKiuillity to tho province, 
received thcthanlcs of both Houses 
of Parliament, and was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath. 
In 1859 ho was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Punjaub, 
from which he retired in 18G5, after 
service in India of upwards of 
thirty-six years. He is LL.D. of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and re- 
ceived tbe Grand Cross of the Star 
of India, Peb. 20, 18G6. He was 
appointed a Member of tho Comicil 
of India in 1868, 
HONTPEKSIEB (Duo de), 
Antoine - Marie • Philippe - Xouia 
d’Orleans,bom at Neuilly, July 31, 
1824, fifth son of the late King 
Louis-Philippe and Qneen Marie 
Amelie, was educated at the College 
Henri IV., and after a special 
examination, was ap^iointed Lieu- 
tenant of Artillery in 1842. Ho 
was sent to Africa in 18 14, where 
he took port in the expedition 
against Biskara, and was wounded 
in the faco during the campaign of 
Ziban. His services wore rewarded 
with the Cross of tho Legion of 
Honoui- and promotion to the rank 
of Major. Having accomjianied his 
father on his visit to tho Queen of 
England in 1846, he rejoined the 
army in Africa, and distinguished 
himself against tho EAbyles, after 
which ho made a tour in Egypt, 
^yria, Coustantiiiople, and Greece. 


On his return he married, at 
Madrid, Oct. 10, 1816, the Infanta 
Mario Lonise Perdinande de Bour- 
bon, sister of Queen Isabella II. of 
Spain. This marriage was regarded 
as a master-stroke of policy by 
Louis-Philippe, and will long be 
romomberodfor tbe excitement and 
the irritation it caus0d,which nearly 
led to a rupture between Prance 
and England. After the revolution 
of Peb. 18 18, the Duo do Montpen- 
sier, with tho rest of his family, 
took refuge in England, and having 
remained a short time in this coun- 
try, went to Holland, whore he 
embarkedfor Spain, andafiorwai'da 
resided at Seville, occasionally 
making excursions abroad, or visit- 
ing Ills relatives at Claremont. 
H.R.H. received the title of Infante 
of Spain, and was made Captain- 
General of the Spanish army, Oct. 
10, 1859. During the political 
events which preceded the flight of 
Queen Isabella, the Duke loft Spain 
at the request of tlie minister Gon- 
zales Bravo, and before doing so 
renounced his rank in the army, 
his title of Infante, and sent back 
to the Queen the decorations he 
had received from her. After the 
triumph of the revolution of Sept., 
he recognised the provisional Go- 
vernment, obtained permission to 
return to Seville, and became a 
candidate for the vacant throne. 
All chance, however, of his being 
elected King of Spain was destroyed 
by his fatal dxiol with his cousin, 
tho Infante Don Enrique du Bour- 
bon. Tho ill-blood between tbe 
combatants was of long-standing, 
and bad been added to not a little 
by Don Enrique^e letter to the 
Kegeut, dated Jan. 11, soliciting 
restoration to his naval rank and 
pay, of which the Government of 
Karvaez had despoiled him years 
previously, for his avowal of liberal 
sentiments. In tliat letter he made 
some bitter allusions to Montpen- 
sier and his followers. The Duke 
de Moni^ensier, galled beyond 
measure, sent a challenge to his 
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cousin^ and a hostile meeting took 
place on March 12, 1870, at the 
artillery ground near Carabancliel, 
about three miles from Madrid. 
The combatants stood at ten paces 
from each other. Enrique fired his 
first shot in the air ; Montpensier 
imitated the oxamplo. Somewhat 
wildly Enrique fired his second 
shot, which went pastMoutpensier*s 
head by the right side, so close that 
he distinctly heard the whizz of 
the ball, Srontpensier’s second shot 
struck the bntt-end of Enrique’s 
pistol and split it in two, one por- 
tion striking the collar of Bun En- 
rique's coat, and the other his left 
shoulder, but without piercing the 
cloth. ^ Enrique fired a third time, 
but failed to strike his adversary, 
who, with deliberate coolness, took 
deadly aim at his cousin. The ball 
entered his head, and in three 
minutes Don Enrique expired. The 
Duke was greatly agitated, and, 
after being removed from the scene 
by his friends, was obliged instantly 
to take to his bed, where he re- 
mained for some days in a high 
state of fever from ovor-oxcitoment. 
On the 12th of April he was tried 
by a court martial, which sentenced 
him to ono month's banishment 
from the capital, and to pay 6,000 
dollars by way of indemnification 
to the family of the deceased. By 
his inarriage with the Infanta Marie 
Louise Ferdinande de Bourbon, he 
has had threo sons and four daugh- 
ters. His eldest daughter was 
married to the Comte do Paris, 
May 30,1801*5 aud his third daugh- 
ter, the Princess Maria de las 
Mercedes, was the first wife of the 
late King of Spain. 

KONTEEAI, Bishop of. (Bee 
Bond, Ds.). 

H00D7, Dwight Lyman, born at 
Northfield, Massachusetts, Feb. 5, 
1837, worked on a farm until 
the age of seventeen, when he 
became a clerk in a shoe-store in 
Boston. In 18S0 he went to Chi- 
cago, and while engaged in active 
business there entered zealously j 


into missionary work among the 
poorer classes. During the Civil 
War ho was in the service of the 
Christian Commission, and after- 
wards became a lay-iuis^ionary of 
the Young Men’s Chriotian As'soci- 
ation of Chicago. In IS/Jl, accom- 
panied by Mr. Sankey, an effective 
singer, he went to Enghind, and 
the two instituted a series of week- 
day religious services, which at- 
tracted large and enthusiastic audi- 
ences. They returned to America 
in 1873, where they organized simi- 
lar meetings all over the country. 
They again visited England in 
1883. In addition to the many 
printed accounts of hi* meetings 
and reports of his addresses, Mi% 
Moody has publisliod "Arrows and 
Anecdotes,” 1877 ; " Heaven,”

UOORB, The Bev. Daniel, M.Am 
a native of Coventry, w'es educated 
in the Grammv\r School of that 
city, and entered at St. Catherine's 
College, Cambridge, in 1&37 (B.A. 
1810 1 M.A, ISU). Ho gained tins 
Norrisian Prize in 1837 and 183ib 
and the Hulsean Prize in 1810. 
He was iierpetual curate of Camden 
Church, Camberivell, from 1814 to 
186G, when he was presented to tho 
vicarage of Holy Trinity, Padding- 
ton. In several years he has been 
a Select Preacher before the Uni- 
vei'sity of Cambridge, and in 1864 
he ffled the ofiico of HnUean 
Lecturer. Ho was appointed Lec- 
turer at St. Margaret's, Lolhbury, 
in 1830; a chaplain in ordinary 
to the Queen m 1870; Preben- 
dary of Oxgate, in St. PauTa 
Cathedral, in ISSQ, and Rural Dean 
of Paddington in Ibbo. Among his 
works we may mention ** Ronunibni 
as set forth in its own acknowledged 
Formularies^” "Sermonspreaehed 
before the University of Cam- 
bridge;” "Discourses on the Lord's

MOORE, Thomas,P.Ij.S.,hotaniBt, 
and horticultuidstj horn at Stoke- 
next-Ouildford, May 29, 1821, was 
appointed, in 1818, curator of the 
ancient Botanic Garden of the 
Society of A2>othocarics at Chelsea, 
wliich office he still holds. Ho is a 
trustee of the Liudlcy Lihi'ary, and 
also of the Voilch Memorial Prize 
Fund. Ho TV as Secretary to the 
Ploral Committee of the Royal 
Hoitieultural Society from its 
establishment in 1859 till 1865, 
when he was named Floral Director 
of the same Society j was the prin- 
cipal acting Secretary of the Great 
International Horticultural Exhi- 
hition, London, 18G6 ; and is Hon, 
Secreikry and Treasurer of the 
Grand National Dahlia Show, hold 
at the Crystal Palace.

MOORHOirSE, The Right Rev. 
James, D.D., Bishop of Manchester, 
son of Mr. James Moorhouse, a 
merchant of Sheffield, was bom in 
that toTvn in 1826. He received 
his education at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge (B.A., 1853 ; M.A., 
1860 J D.D., jure dignitatis, 1870), 
He became Vicar of St. John’s, 
Fitzroy Square, in 18G2 j Hulsean 
Lecturer at Cambridge in 18G5 ; 
Vicar of Paddington and rural 
dean in 18G8j Chaplain in Ordi- 
nary to the Queen in 1874 ; Pre- 
bendary of St. Paul’s and "War- 
burtonian Lecturer in 1873, In 
May, 1870, he was appointed Bishop 
of Melbourne, in succession to Dr. 
Perr^ resigned. On the death of 
Dr. Fraser, in 1883, ho was ap- 
pointed by Lord Salisbury to the 
Bishopric of Manchester. He is 
the author of " Nature and Revela- 
tion,” four sermons preached before 
the University of Cambridge, 18G1 ;

passed through six editions. He is 
a magistrate for Denbigh*diirp, a 
bencher of Lincoln’s lain, and Vicc- 
prcbirlent of the Univeraity College 
of ^Tortli Wales. He married in 
1S5G, Emily, second daughter of 
the late Mr. Leopold Boiss, of 
Broom House, Ecelos. 

MOB I EE, Sir Bobfiit Burnett 
David, K.C.B.j was Jium about 
1827, and graduated ut Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxfoi*d, taking his Bachelor’s 
degree us a second class in clabbios 
in 1819. He served in tlio Educa- 
tional Department of the rri^y 
CounL'il Oftice in 1S51-52, and v.'as 
aftt n\ ards t;ucL*fa;ii\ cly iinpiiid At- 
tache at Vknna, and paid Attache 
at Borlin.

MOBLEY, The Bight Hon. Albert 
Edmund Parker, Srd Earl of, only 
son of the 2nd Earl, was born at 
Kent House, Hnightsbridge, June 
11, IH 13, and educated at Eton and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, where 
ho took a drst class in Classics in 
1865. Ue succeeded to the title in 
1SG1», and was Lord-in-Waiting to ' 
the Queen from 1808 to 187 1. He 
was Under Secretaiy of State for 
War in Mr. Gladstone's govern- 
ment from 1880 — 18S3, and on the 
formation of the n^w cabinet in 
Pcb. ISbO, became Pirst Coiinuis- 
sionor of ‘Works, but resigned in 
April through disagreement with 
Mr. Gladstone's Home Bulc Bill. 
In 1S70 he married Margaret, 
daughter of Robert Staynor Hol- 
foi*d, Esrp, of Westonbirt, Gloiices- 
tershire, and Dorchester House. 

MOBLEY, Arnold, M.P., fourth 
eon of the late Mr. Samuel Morley, 
WHS born in 1810, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in I873j and fiiyt entered 
Parliament in 1B8U, as member for 
Nottingham. He reproaonted that 
borough until 1885, when he was 
returned for its Eastern Division. 
He is Tice-President of the 
‘^Eighty Club,” and was one of 
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the party who accompanied Mr. 
Gladstone in the <Sfimbcani to Nor- 
way. Ho has several times i*epre- 
SGiitcd the Home Office at inquiries 
relating to accidents in mines. In 
Mr. Gladstone’s administration of 
1880 Mr. Arnold Morloy was ap- 
pointed Political Secretary to the 
Treasury and Eirat Whij) of the 
Liberal Party. 

MOBLEY, Henry, son of Henry 
Morley, Esq,, of Midhurst, Sussex, 
born in London in 1822, was edu- 
cated at the Moravian School, Neu- 
wied-on-the-Rhine, and at King's 
College, London, of which college 
he has since been made an honor- 
ary Fellow. He practised medicine 
at Madeley, Shropshire, from ISll 
till 18 IS J tried successfully, during 
two years, at Liscard, Liverpool, 
the method of school-keeping de- 
scribed by him in No. 200 of Hovse- 
fioUl WordSj and gave up the pro- 
ject somewhat unwillingly in 1831, 
offers having been mode that led 
him to settle in London as a jour- 
nalist, in association with Souse- 
hold Words and the Sxaminer, of 
which paper he afterwards was 
editor. He has written " How to 
make Home Unhealthy,” published 
in 1850; A Defence of Ignorance,” 
in 1851; ‘''Life of PaJissy, the

He has edited in 1886, “ Elorio's 
Montaigne,” and, in five volumes, 
“ Boswell's Life of Johnson.” He 
has edited for Messrs. Eoutledge 
" Morley's Universal Library ” 
since its foundation in 1881, and 
edited also " Cassell's National 
Library,” founded in 1886. He 
was English Lecturer at King’s 
College from 1857 till 1863, with 
duty confined to direction of the 
English department in the evening 
classes. Since 1863 he has been 
Professor of the English Language 
and Literature at University Col- 
lege, London; he was Examiner in 
English Language, Literature, and 
History to the University of Lon- 
don, from 1870 to 1875, and during 
a second term of five years from 1878 
to 18S3. Since 1878 he has been 
also Professor of the English Lan- 
guage and Literature at Qiiecn’s 
College, Loudon. In 1879 the 
honorary degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Edinburgh. In 1882 he became 
Principal of University Hall, 
London. 

MORLEY, The Bight Hon. John, 
M.P., is the eldest son of the laic 
Mr. Jonathan Morley, of Black- 
burn, Lancashire, where ho was 
bom in Bee., 1838 ; was educated 
at Cheltenham College and at Lin- 
coln College, OxfoiS, where he 
^^aduated B.A. in 1859, and M.A. 
in I87d*. He was called to the bar 
at Lincoln's Inn in 1850. He was 
for some years editor of the Literary 
Ganettc, the title of which was sub- 
sequently altered to the JParthenon. 
Mr. Morley was editor of the 
Fortniijhtly&evieWt from 1867 to Oct., 

1882. Ho was also editor of the Pall 
Mall QazeiteivomMsij, 1880 till Aug. 

1883, and of Maemillan*s Magazine 
from 1883 to 1685. Ho unsuccess- 
fully contested the borough of 
Blackburn in 1860, in the Liberal 
interest, and the City of West- 
minster in 1880 ; but in Peb., 18S3, 


at a by-elcction, he was returned 
as an advanced Liberal by the 
borough of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
defeating his Conservative oppo- 
nent, Mr. Oainsford Bruce, by a 
majority of 2,256 (9,113 voles 
against 7,187). Mr. Morley pre- 
sided over the great Conference of 
Liberals held at Leeds iu Oct., 
1883. On the formation of Mr. 
Q-ladstoue’s "Home Kule” Cabi- 
net, Eeb., 188(5, Mr. Morley was 
appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland; and throughout the de- 
bate on the Bill (for which he was 
in a great measure responsible), 
he was the Prime Minister’s idght- 
hand man. As almost the only 
cabinet minister who had been a 
consistent Home Buler for many 
years, Mr. Morley was regarded 
with respect even by his most 
thorough-going opponents. He 
was returned at the head of the 
poll for Newcastle, July, 1886. His

MOBBIS, The Bev. Pranois 
Orpen, B.A., eldest son of the late 
Rear-Admiral Henry Gage Morris, 
of Beverley, Yorkshire, and grand- 
son of Lieutenant-Colonel Roger 
Morris, of York, was born March 
25, 1810, and educated at Broms- 
grove School and Worcester Col- 
lege, Oxford, whore he graduated 
a second class in Classics in 1833. 
He holds the living of Nunbum- 
holme, Yorkshire ; was chaplain to 
the late Duke of Cleveland; and 
has written " A History of British 
Birds,” published in 1831-57; "A 
Bible Natoal History,” "A Book 
of Natural History,” 1832; "A 
Natural Histoiy of the Nests and 
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E^rtTg of British Birds>” aud "A 
Natimil History of British Buttor- 
flic" 5 ,"lSoy ; ‘^Anecdotes in Natural 
Ili&torj’,” Natural Ili story of 
Britisli Moths/’ 1850-71 5 " Eocords 
of Animal Sai^acity and Cha- 
racter/^ in l&Gl; ''The County 
Scats of the Noblemen and G-ontle- 
mon of (iroat Britain and Ireland ;

MOBRIS) The Rev. John, was 
born in India j at OoLacamundj in 
the Madras I?ro&idencyj July 4, 
lS2d. "While pxu'auing his studies 
at Trinity CollcgOj Cambridge^ he 
became a Boiuan Catholic^ and re- 
pairing to Bouio entered the Eng- 
lish College. After receiving orders 
he spent throe years in the diocese 
of Northampton and Tvas made 
Canon. Ho Uieu returned to 
Borne, and for throe years hold the 
olfico of Vice-Beetor of the English 
College ; at the expiration of this 
period ho enierod tho arch-diocose 
of Weatminstor, was made Canon 
Penitentiary of the Metropolitan 
Chapter, and noted as Secretary to 
Oanliiiai ‘Wiseman, and his succes- 
sor, Cardinal Manning. He left 
the ju’ch-dioceso in 1SG7 to join the 
Society of Jesus. He has spent a 
year in Malta as Hector of a College 
of the Sui-iely newly established 
there, he has boon for some years 
Professor of Canon Law and Church 
History at St. Beuno's College, 
near St, Asaph ; aud, since 1879, he 
has been Beclor and Master of 
Novices at Boehampiou.

MORRIS, lowiSj M.A., was born 
in Carmarthon, being the eldest 
son of tho hito L. E. Williams 
Morris, E-sc)., of Carmarthen, for- 
merly of Blauuant, Bi'oconshirc, 
by Sophia, daughter of the late 
John Hughes. lie was educated at 
Cowbridgo and Shorborae Schools 
aud Jesus College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1855 as Rrst-class 
in Classics and Chancellor’s Prize- 
man ) M.A., 1858 ; was called to 
the bar at Lincoln’s Inn in Nov., 
18G1, when he obtained a Certifi- 
cate of Honour of the First Class j 
practised chiefly as a conveyancing 
counsel until 1880 j was elected an 
Honorary Fellow of Jesus College 
in 1877. In 1879 ho was appointed 
a Knight of tho Order of tho 
Saviour (of Greece). In tho same 
year he accepted tho office of 
Honorary Secretary of tho Univer- 
sity College^ of Wales. In 1880, 
ho was appointed on the Depart- 
mental Committee, charged by 
the Government to inquire into 
Intermediate and Higher Educa- 
tion in Wales, and, in the same 
year, a Justice of tho Peace for 
Carniarthenshire, in which county, 
at Penbryn House, he resides. He 
was appointed Vico-Cbairinan of 
tho Political Coiimiittee of the Re- 
form Club, in the place of tho late 
Mr. W. P. Adam, M.P. j and was 
a candidate, in December 1881, for 
tho Carmarthen Ijurghs, but re- 
tired; in 18SG, was Gladstouian 
candidate for Pembroke and 
Haverfordwest, but was defeated. 
Mr. Morris is perhaps best Imo’wn 
for his contributions to the poeti- 
cal literature of tho time. In 1871- 
1874-73, appeared the 3 vole, of 
" Songs of Two Worlds," now col- 
lected, and in an eleventh edition. 
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In 187G appeared Book 11., and in 
1877, Books I. and III., of " The 
Epic of Hade.'?/' now in a twentieth 
edition. In Beceuihor, 1878, ap- 
petu'od Gwen, a Drama, in Mono- 
loguo/’ in March, IbfiO, The Ode 
of Life,” both of which aro now in 
a sixth, and in Oct. 18S3, Songs 
Unhung,” now in a fifth edition. 
The above works for many years 
appeared anonymously as the work 
of A New Writer,** but are now 
collected and puliKshcd under the 
author’s name. Mr. Morris is tho 
great-grandson of the well-known 
Welsh autic|unry and poet, Lewis 
Morris, of Penl)i*yn, in Cardigan- 
shire. 

MOIMMS, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Hlohael, Bart., elde&t eon of Martin 
Morris, Esq^., J. P„ of Spiddal, co. 
Gralway, by Julia, daughtea* of 
Dr. Charles Blake, of Galway, was 
born at the latter place in 1827. 
He reccivcfZ his cdacation at Eras- 
muH Smith's College, Galway, and 
at Ti-inity CSdlege, Dublin, v.-'horo 
he grjuhiatcd in 1817, Pir&t Senior 
Moderator and gold medallist. lie 
was called to the bar in Ireland in 
June, 1810, and made a Queen’s 
Counsel in Peb. 1803. Mr. Morris 
who was High Sheriff in 1819-50, 
held tho office of Eecorderof Gal- 
way from 1857 till 1803. The repre- 
sentative of one of the old families 
kuvwn as the " Tribes of Galway," 
lie was first elected as one of tho 
members in Parliament of the 
boroughof Galway, on Independent 
principles, in July, 1803, having 
polled 90 xKsr cent, of the electors ; 
was subsequently twice re-elected 
without opposition, on his appoint- 
ment ns Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land (July, ISGO), and as Atfcomey- 
Geueral (Nov., ISGO), in Loi^l 
Derby’s Government j and retained 
the seat until he was raised to the 
bench, as one of the judges of tho 
Common Picas in Ireland, in 1807, 
when he was succeeded in the re- 
presentation of Galway by his 
brother. Me served as a member 
of the Itoyal Commission to inquire 


info Primary Education in Ireland 
in 1SG8, 1609, and lS7u j and be- 
came a Commissioner of National 
Education in 1808 ; and £C nif^mber 
of the Senate of the Bojal Univer- 
sity j was appointed Lord Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas iu 
1870, and was ercatoil a baiom‘t 
in Aug. 1885. Harried iu 1800, 
Anna daughter of the Hun. H. <i. 
Hughes, Baron of the Court of 
Exchoquor, 

MOEBIS, Philip Bicherd, A.Ti.A., 
was born at Devouport, Doc, 4, 
1838. The son of an engineer and 
ironfounder, he pursued his early 
artistic studies in the hours won 
with some difficulty from the w^ox’k- 
ing day. He owed hisiir.st regular 
training to Mr, Holman Himt, and 
by the advice of that eminent 
artist, studied the Elgin Marbles 
at tliQ British Museum. Ho next 
entered the sohools of tho Koyal 
Academy, where his Hist success 
was made by gaining the silver 
medal for the best diuAving from 
the life. In the following year he 
achieved double honours by ob- 
taining tho silver medal for the 
best painting from the undo figure, 
and a second similar prize for 
tho best painting from the dressed 
figm’e. In 1838 he won tho gold 
medal for the best liistoricnl pic- 
ture, the subject being " The Good 
Samarila 2 i,"andsnbsequent]y com- 
peted successively for the Travel- 
ling Studentship. Wliile he was 
yet a student in the schools of the 
JBoyal Academy his first publicly 
exhibited picture appeared on its 
walla under tho title of Peaceful 
Days,” since wlien Mr. Morris has 
constantly exhibited at tho Royal 
Academy, the Grosvenor Gallery, 
and elsewlicre. Among hie best 
known pictures are "The Shadcav 
of the Cross," " Prison Faro/’ and 
the large picture of a " Procession 
at Dieppe," exhibited iu 1877. 
Mr. Morris was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Royal Academy, June 
18, 1877. 

MOBBIS, The Bov. Bichard, 
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M.A.j LL.D., wais bom Sept. 8, 
18H3, at Bermoudseyj Southwark, 
and educated St. John^s College, 
Battersea. He was appointed lec- 
turer on the English language and 
literature in King’s College School 
(Modern Department) in April, 
IROO ; ordained Toy the Bishop of 
‘Winehoster, and licensed as curate 
of Christ Church, Camberwell, on 
Trinity Sunday, 1871. He was 
created Doctor of Laws in 1S70 by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Dr. Morris is a Member of the 
Council of the Philological and 
Early English Text Societies. He 
was elected President of the Philo- 
logical Society in 1874, and in the 
same year received the honorary 
degree of M.A. from the University 
of Oxford. In July, 1876, he was 
elected head master of the Boyal 
Ma.=3onio Institution for Boys. Mis

MOEEIS, William, was born near 
London in 1834. He is the eldest 
son of a merchant, who died in 
1844, leaving a large estate. Ho 
was educated at Forest School, 
W althamstow, atMarlboroiigh, and 
at Exeter College, Oxford, He 
studied painting, hut did not suc- 
ceed in that proiessiou. In 1853 he 
published a small volume entitled 
" The Defence of Guenevero,” and 
other Poems. In 18G3, with several 
partners, he started in London an 
establishment for the artistic de- 
signing and manufacture of vaadous 
articles, especially wall paper, 
stained glass, tiles, and household 
decorations. At this business Mi*. 
Morris has ever since wrought as a 
dcbigner, devoting his leisure to 
the composition of poetey. Ho 
published " Tho Life and Death of 
Jason,” a narrative poem, in 1807, 
and "The Earthly Paradise” (4 
I parts), 3 vols., 1868-70. The latter 
poem is made up of twenty-four 
I legendary and romantic tales in 
verse, recited by a company of 
travellers who had sailed westward 
from Norway to find the eartlily 
paradise.^ Ho also published a 
poem entitled "Love is Enough, or 
the Freeing of Pharamond ; a 
MoraUty,” 1873 , His later imbHca- 
tions are, The ABneids of Virgil, 
done into English verse,” 1870, and 
" Tho Story of Sigurd the Volsung, 
and the Fall of the Niblungs,” a 
poem, 1877. In collaboration with 
Mr. Eirikr Magnusson, ho has 
translated the following works 
from tho Icelandic " The Story 
of Grettir tho Strong,” 1869 j "Tho 
Story of the Volsunga and ihe 
Niblungs,” 1870 ; and "Tlireo 
Northern Love Stories,” 1873, His 
"Hopes and Fears for AH: Five 
Lectures, delivered in Birmingham, 
London, and Nottingham, 1878-81 
appeared in 1882. Of late years 
Mr. Morris has declared himself a 
Socialist, and has written and 
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Bpoken lunch in suiDpoiii of socialist 
doctrines. 

IIOSELEY, Henry Nottidge, K.A,, 
LL.E., F.R.S., son of the late Kev, 
Henry Moseley, F.R.S., Canon of 
Bristol, was born at Wandsworth, 
Nov. 14s, ISlt, and educated at 
Harrow ondExeterCoUogCj Oxford.

" Narrative ” volume of the official 
work on the scientific results of the 
Challenger Expedition, of which 
he is joint author with his col- 
leagues on the scientific stafi. He 
acted two years as Assistant Regis- 
ti’ar to the University of London, 
and vacated this position on his 
election in Nov. 1881, to the Lin- 
acrc Frofesaorship of Human and 
Comparative Anatomy in the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, which he now 
holds. He became a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in 1877, and has 
been for the last two years a 
member of the Council. In 1884 
he was President of the Section of 
Biology at the meeting of the 
Briti& Association at Montreal, 
when the McGill University con- 
ferred on him the degree of LL.D. 
During the Expedition 

he undertook the entire collection 
of plants at the various regions 
visited. Besides the Notes hy a 


Naturalist on the Challenger** he 
has published a small work entitled

MRKLLEE (Baron) Sir Ferdi- 
nand von, K.C.M.Ct., M.D., Ph.D.,

In 1852 he ac- 
cepted tlio newly-created office of 
Goveranient Botanist for Victoria ; 
explored there till 1855, examining 
id-n the w'liole mountain vegetation 
i »t‘ Austruliii, lire viously utteidy un- 
known, ascended and named Mount 
Urktham, the Barkly Ranges, and 
nuuiy other mountains ; joined, as 
I'hytographic Naturalist, the expe- 
dition, sent out under Augustus 
Gregory, by the Duke of Newcastle, 
to explore the River Victoria, and 
other portions of the north parts of 
the Australian continent ; 'was one 
of the four who reached Termina- 
tion Lake in 1850 : went through- 
out the whole other parts of the 
same expedition, conducted over- 
land by Gregory to Moreton Bay 5 
accepted the Directorship of the 


Botanical Garden of Melbonmo in 
1857, wliich office he held till 1872, 
raising that institution to high 
fame, and establishing scientific 
relations with all parts of the globe, 
in order to introduce useful plants 
into the colony, and to make known 
Australian plants abroad.

MUKHTAB-PAGHA,0hazi Ahmed, 
springs direct from a family of 
silk merchants of Broussa, of Asia 
Minor. His father, Hadji Halil 
Agha, died young, and Ahmed 
Mukhtar, who was bom in 1837, 
was brought up by his grandfather, 
who sent him, in 1819, to tho pre- 
paratory military school of lus 
native city. Hu mauifcstefl a re- 
markable aptitude for military 
studies, and at the expiration of 
five years he passed from the school 
first of his class. Entering the 
Military Academy at Constanti- 
nople, he romained four years as 
pupil, when, in consequeueo of his 
progress, he was promoted, while 
still pursuing his studies, to the 
grade of lieutenant. When he 
left, as a further reward of merit, 
he was made captain on the staff, 
and in that capacity he, in 18C0, 
joined the head-quarters of Uic 
8erdar Ekrem Omar Pacha, in 
Montenegro, where ho soon dis- 
tinguished himself. After a 
time Ahmed Mukhtar returned 
to the Military Academy, where 
he was appointed to the post of 
Professor of Astronomy, Mili-^ry 
Architecture, and Eortificatiou. In 


this somewhat mixed capacity he 
remained until 1803, when he was 
sent as binbashi or major and chief 
of the staff of the division of Isla- 
hoye — a division of organisation — 
at Alexandrotta, under tho com- 
mand of Dervish Pacha, now 
Mushir at Batoum. At tho end of 
1801 tho young soldier was ap- 
pointed caimakain, or lioutcnani- 
colonol, and tutor to Prince Tous- 
Bouf Issedin, the eldest son of Sul- 
tan Abdul Aziz. In this capacity 
he travelled over the greater part 
of Europe, and received the Legion 
of Honour, tho Red Eagle, and the 
Crown of Iron among other decora- 
tions, and in 1897 returned to Con- 
stantinople. At that time Prince 
Youssouf became colonel of the 
Imperial Guard, and Ahmed Mukh- 
tar was appointed one of tho Com- 
missioners for regulating tho fron- 
tier of !MonteuegrOj in which capa- 
city he served until 1800, by his 
policy saving to Turkey the strate- 
gical point of Veli Malou Berdu, 
between Spitz and Podgoritza, 
while as the ex-professor of foriiO.- 
cations he made tho iOtc du 2)on!> of 
Vezir Keupri. Eor tliose services 
he was promoted to the Third Class 
of the Medjidie, and returning to 
Stamboul was made a member of 
the Council of War. Three months 
later he was nominated general of 
brigade, under Redif Pacha, then 
commanding the Yemen expedition 
against the Arabs. Soon after 
Mukhtar's arrival Redif fell ill, 
and the commaoid fell into the 
hands of tho young liwa, or major- 
general. He took the city of Tedy, 
and was promoted for that achieve- 
ment to the grade of forik, or 
general of division, and chief of 
all the corps in Yemen, Redif be- 
coming Governor, until he was 
superseded.on the OT>ound of illness, 
by Bsaod Pacha. When Ali Pacha, 
the Minister of War, died, Essod 
Pacha became Seraskier, and Mukh- 
tar was promoted to Mushir (or 
full general) and tho Governorship 
of Yemen, in 1871, at the ago of 33.

Now named Gover- 
nor of Candia, he was at the end 
of ten days about to leave Constan- 
tinople when the Goveinment de- 
tained him to have his advice on 
tlie questions nffooting Montenegro, 
giving him the nominal command 
of the 1th or Erzeromn army corps. 
On the 23th March, 1877, wliilo in 
his bureau at Stamboul, he learnt 
that for the first time the prospects 
of pctioo were judged hopeless by 
Turkish statesmeu, and making an 
immediate application for a ship 
he left in a man-of-war ou the 20th 
for Trobizondc, where he arrived 
on the 30th, proceeding, after three 
days’ hard work in the orgtmisatiou 
of land tonspori, &c., to Erzeroum 
and Kars. He had only three weeks 
to provide for the defence of Ar- 
menia when the ivar broke out, and 
in less than a week from his arrival 
in Kara that fortress was invested, 
and Mukhtar retired on the 
Soghanly Dagh. His gallant con- 
duct has become amalter of history. 
On the evening of the 1st of October, 
1877, he received the news that the 


Sultan had coiiferrod on liim the 
title of Ghnzi, one of the greatest 
honours that can be given to an 
Ottoman. The woi'd originally 
means fanatic, but in its modern 
acceptation it is both Defender of 
the Faith and Conqueror, Besides 
this title, the First Glass of the 
Mcdjidie in diamonds, two fine 
Arab liorses, and a sword in bril- 
liants, marked his Ottoman Ma- 
jesty’s sense of Ahmed Mukhtar’s 
services. In April, 1878, he was 
appointedGrandMasterofArtillcry, 
and in November the same year, 
Commandant of Janina. lu Sept. 
1883, he was chosen to proceed to 
Berlin to attend the German 
autumn military manoauvres. He 
also had severi interviews with 
Prince Bismarck with reference 
to the entrance of Turkey into 
the Austro-Germau alliance. His 
Excellency is the autlior of an 
astronomical work called "Fenni 
Bassito, ou La Science du Quadrant 
Solnire pour le Temps Turque,” 
the hours in Tm^key depending 
upon the moment of sunset, and 
consequently varying from day to 
day. 

mlTLHAXiIi, Miohael 0., horn 
1836, is third son of the late 
Thomas Mulhall, lawyer, St. Ste- 
phen’s Green, Dublin. He was 
educated at the Irish College, 
Home. He has published the fol-

Between the ages of ten and 
eleven ho was sent to Halberstadt, 
to tho Cathedral Classical School, 
there to be prepared for the imiver- 
sity, his father’s desire being that 
he should become a clergyman, 
allliongh he confesses to many 
youthful delinquencies indicative 
of unfitness at that time for a 
sacred calling. He became a mem- 
ber of tho University of Halle, with 
honourable testimonuds, and thns 
obtained permission to pronch in 
the Lutheran establishment, He 
began preaching in August, 1 K 2 G, 
and lived for two months in free 
lodgings provided for poor students 
of tlivinity. In June, 1828, the 
London Society for Promoting 
Christianity among the Jews in- 
vited him to London on a six 
months’ probation 5 but the Prus- 
sian law required from him three 
years’ military service. He failed to 
obtain exemj^on; but an illness 
came on and left him in a condition 
unfit for military service ; and in 
March, 1829, he reached London. 
He studied Hebi*ow and Oholdco j 
but he fell ill again, and by medical 
advice, went to Teignmouth, 
where he formed the acquaintance 
of his ‘^beloved brother, fidend, 
and fellow-labourer, Henry Croik.” 
He could not conform to the 
disciplinary conditions of the Jews^ 
Society, and he ceased to be one 
of its missionary students in Jon. 
1830. Ultimately he consented 
to settle down at Tcignmouth, 


as the minister at Ebenezer 
Chapel ; he also laboured in Bristol. 
In 1830, he married Mary Groves j 
and tho same year gave up pew 
rents and throw himself on volun- 
tary gifts, for which a ]iox was set 
up in the chapel. In Doc. 1835, 
after a visit to tho Conliuent, 
and after much consideration, he 
printed a proposal for the cstab- 
lishmeut of an Oiphaii House for 
destitute children bereaved of both 
parents. By May, 1837, there were 
sixty-four children in two houses ; 
and at the end of that year Mr. 
Muller wrote and published the 
first pai*t of his "Narrative.” He 
continued itin 1811, 1841, and 185(5. 
At the end of 1838 there wei*e 8(5 
orphans in three hoxises. At the 
end of 1858 the orphans numbered 
297 i and Mr. Mtiller wrote, " With- 
out any one having been personally 
applied to for any thing fiy mo, the 
sum of J£8 1,441 ()8. 3.id. has been 
given to me for the oiphans, os the 
result of prayer to God.” Ex- 
pansion, the addition of house to 
house, increase in the number of 
orphaais, have been the history of 
this inidertaking, until, in 3875, 
2,000 children wore lodged, fed, 
and educated, without a shilling of 
endowment, without a committee, 
without organization, by funds 
drawn from all parts of the world. 
Besides all this, through the agency 
of the Institution named, Mr. 
Miiller supports numorons foreign 
and home missionaries and schools, 
and provides for the circulation of 
vast numbers of the Scriptures and 
religious tracts. Mr. Muller is at 
present (1886) in Queeiisland, where 
he is engaged in preaching, 
MTri<blNGEB,JaineB Bass^wasborn 
at Bishops Stortf ord, Herts, in 1834, 
being the second son of John Morse 
Mullinger (publisher of Chauncy's 
" Herlrordshiro ”” and numeroxis 
other classical ’works), and Mary, 
second dau^ter of the Itev.

Ho has also written various 
liistorical jirticles in the “Dictionary 
of Christian Antiquities/* and the 
“ Encyclopsdia Britiuinica ; ” and 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the Academy, tnu Uevue Hibiorique, 
the ConiemiMray'y Eeview, and other 
critical journals.

Craik), born at Stoke-upon-Tront, 
Staff ord<»hire, in 1820, published 
licr first novel, “ T’he Ogilvies/' in 
18 10, which was followed liy “ Olive,*' 
a novel, -which supiiorted the pro- 
mise of its predecessor, in 18o0 ;

“ John Halifax, Grentlemau," in 
1S57 : “A Life for a Life/* 1859;

Ho 
now holds the office of consulting 
physician to the Eoyal Hospital 
for Incurables. In addition to 
n-iuiierous contiibutions to the 
medical joiunals relating chiefly 
to rliseasos of the lungs and heart, 
he is the author of a " Memoir of 
the Life and Writings of J. A. 
Paris, M.D./* 1857; and of a valu- 
able biograiiliical work, entitled 
" The Eoll of the Eoyal College of 
Physicians of London, compiled 
from the Annals ami from other 
Authentic 8ourooB,” 2 vols., 1801, 
tlu» second edition of wliich ap- 
peared in 3 Volumes in 1S78.

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HAPIEB AND mmCK (lord), 
The Bight Hon. Brancis Napier, 
K.T., eldest sou of the 81h hnrou, 
l/oin Sept. 15, 1839, succeeded hia 
father Oct. 11, 1831. lie was made 
Attache to the Embassy at Vienna 
in J8X0, and hold diplomatic posts 
at Teheran and Constantinople, 
to which place he returned as 
Secretary of Embassy in 185-1, after 
having been Secretary of Legation 
at Naples and St. Petorsbni^. In 
1857 he was appointed British 
Minister nt Washington, whence 
he was removed, Dec. 13, 1858, to 
the Hague; going Dec. 11, 18G0, 
to St. Petersburg; and Sept. 15, 
1801, to Berlin.

The lEUght Hon. Sir Bohert Oornelius 
Napier, G.C.B., G.O.SJ., son of 
Major C. P. Napier, Boyal Aitillery, 
by Catherine, daughter of Cod- 
rington Carrin^on, Esq,, of Black- 
mans, Barbados, was lioru in 
Ceylon in 1810, He received his 


education at the Military College, 
Addiscoinbe, entered the corps of 
Bengal Engineers in 1828, and 
served with dibtinction in the 
Sutlej campaign, at the conclusion 
of which, having attained the rank 
of Major, ho vrna selected by the 
late Sir Henry Lawrence for the 
responsible post ot Engineer to tho 
Durbar of Lahore. He was by tliis 
position enabled to acciuiro that 
special knowledge of the Punjaub 
and its resources so essential to a 
judicious development of the latter, 
should the tide of events necessitate 
the undertaking of such a task by 
the Indian Government. He was 
constantly referred to when Mool- 
raj rebelled, on all questions con- 
nected with the reduction of Mool- 
tan, at the siege of which ho was 
present as senior Engineer j and nt 
its full accompanied Gen. Wish's

He was 
engaged in the discharge of these 
onerous duties for some years, until 
summoned to Calcutta to assume 
the post of Chief Engineer of 
Bengal. During the mutiny of 
1857 he served in tho capacity of 
Chief Engineer with the army of 
Sir Cohn Campbell, and tliopaA ho 
played in the suppression of the 
rebellion greatly enhanced his pre- 
vious high reputation. It was ho

NAPOLEON. Prince Napoleon- 
Joseph - Charles - Paul - Bonaparte, 
cousin to the emperor Napoleon III., 
the second son of Jerome Bona- 
parte, hy his second marriage with 
the Princess Prederika of Wurtoiu- 
burg, was bom at Trieste, Sept. 9, 
1822. His youth was passed at 
Yieuna and Trieste, Florence and 
Tome, oeeasionally in Switzerland, 
England, Spain, and in 1845 he 
obtained permission to visit Paris 
under the name of the Comte de 
Monlfort, but was soon afterwards 
compelled to leave on account of 
his intrigues with the extreme 
democrats. After the revolution of 
Fob. 1818, Prince Napoleon re- 
turned, and the Corsicans elected 
him a nicuihcr of the Constituent 
Assembly, in which ho became 
leader of the extreme republican 
party Iniown as the Moimtain. 
His views, however, rmdorwont a 
change, and in 1849 he was ap- 
pointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
at Madrid, but was shortly recalled 
for having quitted his post without 
authority. He was made a French 
l)rince, '^vith a seat in the Senate 
and Council of State, Deo. 23, 1853, 
and at the same time received the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour and the j-ank of General of 
Division. In 1834 he was ap- 
pointed to a command in the ex- 
pedition to tlic Crimea, and com- 
manded an infantry division of 
reserve at the battles of Alma and 
Inkermunn. On account of his 
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Biiddeii retirement from tliis post, 
ill-health being tlie excuse, the so- 
briquet of P?on-jDio7t was given him 
by his countrymen. Prince Napo- 
leon is said to have furnished in- 
formation for a pamphlet reflecting 
on the conduct of tho war, and com- 
menting somewhat too freely on 
the deliberations of the council of 
wa?’ which decided upon the Cri- 
mean expedition. Though it was 
immediately suppressed by order 
of the French Oovernmeut, it was 
published at Brussels, and was 
foitliwith translated into English. 
In 1855 he was named President of 
the Imperial Oommissiou of the 
Universal Exhibition, and proved 
himself a zealous and efficient 
member. In June, 1858, he was 
placed at the head of the new 
jjiinistry for Algiers and tho colo- 
nies, but speedily resigned his ap- 
pointment. He married the Prin- 
cess Clotildo, daughter of Victor 
Emmanuel, late king of Italy, Jan. 
30, 1850, by whom he has two sons, 
Napoleon victor Jerome Frederick, 
Imrn July 18, 1802, and Napoleon 
Louis JosejAi Jerome, born July 10, 
ISO 1 , and one daughter, Marie 
Lf^ti tia EugiSnie Oallierine Adelaide, 
bom Dec. 20, 1860. In the Italian 
campaign of 1859 he coimiionded 
the French army of reserve in tlie I 
north of Italy, but was not engagod ; 
in any of the great battles. In the 
Senate in 1861 he made an attack 
upon the Orleans family, which 
was answered with spirit by the 
Due d'Aumale. Prince Napoleon, 
to the dis^st of a great pomon of 
the French army, declined to accept 
the challenge sent him by diike 
on that occasion. Ho was president 
of the French Commission to repre- 
sent France in the Great Exhibi- 
tion at Kensington in 18G2. In 
1805 Pxdnee Napoleon was appointed 
President of the ConuniBsionors for 
the Universal Exhibition at Paris 
in 18G7, but resigned the post in 
consequence of a roprimand whicdi 
he received from the emperor for a 
speech delivered in Corsica at the

inauguration of a statue of the 
emperor Napoleon I., May 27, 18G5. 
At the same time lie gave up his 
appointments as member and vice- 
president of the Px'ivy Oouneil. 
This disgrace, however, was only of 
temporary duration, tho prince 
being soon ndniitted again into 
the comicilB of the emperor, and. 
intrusted with importfint and doli» 
cate missions. It is well knowi 
that the jn’ined urged llie emperor 
to inaugm'ate a liberal policy, and 
it is understood that, after the 
message of 1800, announcing the 
Senatus-Consultum which revived 
ministerial responsibility and the 
system of parliamentary govern- 
ment, he recommended tliat the 
members of the cabinet should be 
replaced by now men, who would 
thoroughly cai'ry out tlio new policy . 
Prince Napoleon has travelled 
much, and made many voyages in 
his steam yacht the Jcrojne ifapolcoii 
to distant parts of the world. He 
has often visited England, Corsica, 
Algeria, and Italy; and in 18GI he 
Avout to America while tho civil 
Avar was raging, and formed the 
acquaintance of President Lincoln, 
of Mr. Seward, and of several of 
the Federal and Confederate gene- 
rals. In 1808 he visited, it is 
believed with a political object. 
Southern Germany, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Bohemia, the Dannbian Prin- 
cipalities, and Turkey in Europe. 
On war being declared Avitli Prussia, 
in Jxily, 1870, Prince Napoleon im- 
plored his cousin to appoint him to 
a military command. The empei*or, 
however, declined to do so, on the 
plea that he might render moi'd 
eflicient service to France by ac- 
cepting a confldential mission to 
Italy, Avherc he could bring his 
personal influence to bear on his 
father-in-law, King Victor Em- 
manuel. Accordingly he in-oceeded 
to Florence, but foiled to obtain 
the co-operation of Italy, These 
latter facts are stated on the autho- 
rity of a justificatory ptuuphlet 
published by Prince Napoleon in 
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18Vl,xiiiclor the title of ‘^LaVcrite,^* 
After the fall of the empire ho 
spent Bouio months in Brussels and 
in otlier continental cities, but ul- 
timately he fixed his residence in 
England. After May 24, 18/3, he 
obtained permission to return to 
France, After the death of the 
emperor, Prince Napoleon claimed 
to he the chief representative of his 
family, and endeavoured, though 
without success, to organize a party 
of his own in opposition to the 
adliorents of the Empress Eugenie 
and the Prince Imperial. At the 
general election of Feb. 20, 1876, 
Prince Napoleon came forwai’d as 
a candidate in the nrrondisseiuent 
of Ajaccio, against Eouher, with 
a profession of his political faith, 
in which he said : — The form of 
government is not in question : it 
exists ; I accept it fiuntly,” and 
which concluded thus : — ChoobC 
hetw'een the son of Jerome, nephew 
of Napoleon I., and a stranger to 
your isljind/' Ho was earnestly 
(jpposed by the lenders of the 
Bonapartist party and by the Prince 
Imperial, who addressed to JVI. 
Franceschini Pietro a letter in 
which he exhorted his friends to 
support 31. Eouher. Prince Na- 
poleon was defeated on the second 
ballot, but the Chamber invalidated 
tile election of his adversary, and 
on May 14 the Prince was elected. 
He took his seat on the benches of 
the Left, though he did not identify 
himself with any particular group. 
On Dec. 2J, 1870, he delivered a 
speech in which he luado a violent 
attack on the clerical party. He 
was listened to in silence by the 
Left, while he was violently inter- 
rupted by the BouapaitistB. After 
the act of May 1(3, 1877, ho was one 
of the 303 deputies of the reimited 
sections of the Left who refused a 
vote of confidence to the De Broglie 
Cabinet. At the election of Oct. 14, 
he was defeated in the arrondiese- 
luent of Ajaccio by Baron Hauss- 
uumn. From this period he held 
alcof from party poUtics until the 


unexpected death of the Prince 
Imperial again brought him mto 
promiiiGiice. Ho was recogiiiscd as 
head of the family of Bonaparte 
and of the Imperialist party by the 
majority of the adherents of the 
party ot the ** Appeal to the Peoidc,'* 
though not without the opposition 
of 31. Amigues and M. Paul Grnuior 
rle Cabsagnne, who, alter having in 
his journal denounced him as a 
"Communard” (May 24, 1876), 
proposed as tlie liead of tlio party, 
his son Victor, a “ young man wdth 
an ardent heart,” who, in point of 
fact, had been designated by tho 
Prince Imperial, in liis last will 
and testament, as his successor. 
Prince Napoleon was present at tho 
funeral of his cousin atChislchurst, 
but he rotiu’iied to Paris immo- 
diatcly afterwards w'iihout having 
Iiad on interview with tlio Em- 
press. Thenceforward ho main- 
tainod an attitude of absolute re- 
serve until shortly after the pro- 
mulgation of the decre(»s of March 
29, 3880, respecting tho religious 
congregations. In a letter pub- 
lished by the Ordri* and the Esfa- 
fetfe, lie applauded that measure, 
Os being n "renewal of the pio- 
seriptions, too long neglected, of 
the Concordat,” and he treated as a 
" fiction ” the Conservative union, 
and declared that he and his 
friends could not be supporteis 
" of .T. retrograde policy, hostile to 
civilization, to science, and to true 
liberty (April 5, 18H0). On Jan, 
10, 1883, a manifesto by the Prince 
appeared in tho Figaro^ and was 
extensively placarded on the walls 
of Paris. In this document, which 
was an indictment against tho Eo- 
pnhlic, he posed ns champion of 
the Church, and advised the nation 
to havo recoursQ to a pU hiscite. A 
meeting of tho Cabinet was immo- 
diately convened, and the Prince 
was arrested and impiisonod. The 
Chambre des Mises eu Accusation 
unanimously decided, howovor, 
that tho Prince had in reality com- 
mitted no offence, and accordingly 
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aftor a luoiitli’b dtstontiou ho was 
stiL at liberty. Ho was included in 
the Expulsion Law of 1886, and 
left Erance on its promulgation. 

H A It E S, Sir George Strong, 
K.C.B., is a son of the late 

Captain 'William Henry Naros, 
B.N., of Danesiown, Aberdeen, by 
his marriage with a daughter of 
Mr. B. Gr. Dodd, and a groat grand- 
son of Sir George Hares, foimerly 
one of the Justices of tho Court of 
Common Pleas. He was bom in 
1831, and Avaa educated at the 
Eoyal Haval CoDogo, Hew Cross, 
where he gained the naval cadet- 
ship which is given annually to the 
most promising pupil by the Lords 
of the Admiralty. He saw some 
service in H.M.S. Oa/iopMS, forming 
part of the Channel sr^uadron, and 
afterwards in H.M.S. Kavmnaht on 
the Australian station. He was a 
mate on board the Resolute in the 
Arctic Expedition of 1832-51, when 
he took an active share in the win- 
ter amusements, and did his part 
manfully as a aledge-ti'aveller. 
He acted in the theatricals, and 
gave a series of lectures to the 
men on winds and on the laws 
of mechanics. In the spring of 
1853 he was auxiliary to Lieut. 
Mecham, and travelled over 005 
miles in 69 days. In 1851 he 
sim'tod in the intense cold of March, 
and went over 580 miles in 50 days. 
On the return of this Arctic Ex- 
pedition he served in H.M.S. Glai~ 
ion during the last yeai* of the 
Crimean war 5 afterwardsinH.M.S. 
Conqueror on the Mediterranean 
station. On the inauguration of 
the present system of training for 
naval cadets, he served as Lieu- 
tenant in charge of cadets tmder 
the late Captain Eobert Harris, in 
H.M< ships Illustrious mdBritannia, 
In 1834 he was promoted to the 
rank of Commander, being attached 
also to the training-ship Roseawen, 
In 1806-07 we find him employed at 
the Antipodes in command of the 
Rdfamanderin anryeying the eastern 
and north-eastern coasts of Aua- 
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trail* a and Toi»res Straits. In 1800 
ho was sent in H.M.S. (ikectnvater 
to survey and report upon the Gulf 
of Suez. Erom 1872 down to tho 
end of 1871 Caphiin Haros was in 
command of H.M.S. GhnlUngev, 
empl oyed in making extensive 
soundings on the coast of China, in 
tho Eastern and Soxxth Pacific 
Oceans, and in other parts of the 
world. He was thon ordered home, 
and appointed ’to tho command of 
the Al'ctic E^edition. The two 
ships coinposing the expedition, 

H. M.S. Alert and H.M.S. JOiscovery, 
coimiionded respectively by Ca])- 
tains Hares and Stephenson, loft 
England in May, 1873, with the 
hope of reaching the Hoi*th Pole. 
The expedition reached the month 
of Lady Eranklin Bay on Aug. 27. 
Here Captain Hares left the Dis- 
covery to take up her quarters for 
the winter, while the Alert con- 
tinued her coiu'so along tho west- 
ern shore of Bobeson Chaimel. 
This course she held until, on Sept. 

I, the Alert herself attained the 
highest latitude, and was made 
fast to some grounded hergs of ice, 
within 100 yards of a tolerably level 
beach, in lat. 82“ 27' and long. 
61® 22'. Lieut. Bawaon, of the Dis- 
covery, with his slodge-crewof eight 
men, had accompanied the advance 
ship with the object of returning to 
the Discovci'^y during the antunm 
with news of the Alert^s progress. 
This journey, however, he wasnever 
able to accomplish, tho snow being 
too deep, and ilio ice too treacherous 
and too frequently in motion to 
render sledge -traveUing poasiblo 
for a distance of 70 or 8D miles at 
BO late a period of the year. The 
Discovery thCToforolmew nothing of 
her consert’a position until the 
ensuing spring. On Oct. 12 the 
Bun finally disappeared, leaving the 
Alert in total or pailakl darkness 
for 142 days, and the Discovery for 
almost the same paidod. After the 
return of daylight, sledge expedi- 
tions were arranged. A party, 
nuinhoring in the aggregate 63 per- 
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auns, luii by Coiumandtjv Markliam 
ainl Lieut. Parr, nuode a iiiosi 
gallant attpiux>t to reach the Pole. 
They were absent 72 days from the 
ship, and on May 12 succeeded in 
planting the British flag in lat. 
88° 10' 26" N. Prom this position 
there was no appearance of land to 
the northwarclj but, curiously 
enough, Iho depth of water was 
foimd to he only 72 fathoms. The 
men siiflerod intensely from the 
extreme cold, many wore attacked 
by scurvy, and it was with great 
difficulty that the sledging party 
made their way hack to iho ship. 
Captain Hares now resolved to re- 
turn home, as, “with tho whole 
resources of the expedition he could 
not hope to advance more than 
ahorit 5U miles beyond the positions 
already attained. The expedition 
arrived at Yalentia, Oct. 27, 1876. 
In reward for his services Captain 
Hares was appointed a K.C.B. 
(Bee. 1). lie w'us afterwards again 
placed in command of the Alert, 
whirh aailedfroiu Portsmouth Sept. 
2-J, 1878, for a two years* sm‘vey of 
the South Paeiiie. He is the author 
of Tho Haval 0adet*8 Gxiide, or 
Seaman^s Companion i containing 
Complete illustrations of all the 
Standing Biggings, the Knots in 
IJso, iSce.,** 1860, afterwards pub- 
lished under the title of Seaman- 
Bhip,*' 2nd edit,, 1862 ; 3rd edit., 
1865; 4th edit,, ISOS 5 ‘'Reports on 
Ocean Soundings and Tempera- 
ture ” [in the Chnllenyer'], printed 
by direction of tho Lords of the 
Admimlty, 0 parts, 1871-5; "Tho 
Official Repoii; of tho Arctic Ex- 
pedition,** 1876 3 and ‘'Narrative of 
a Yoyage to the Polar Sea during 
1875-0 in H.M. ships Alert and Dis^ 
covei'y/* 2 vols., 1878. He married 
in 1858 Mary, daughter of the late 
Mr, W . 0. Grant, of Portsmouth. 

HASMYTH, lames, engiueor, horn 
at Edinburgh, Aug. 19, 1808, sou 
of Alexander Nasmyth, a well- 
known landscape painter. He was 
the youngest of a family of eleven, 
the eldest being Patrick, also a 


' well-known artist. James gave 
I very eaidy evidence of a decided 
taste for mechanical pursuits. Hia 
education was stimidated by the 
advantage of listening to the con- 
versation of m»uiy of the most 
intelligent men of science and 
artists who, in his early days, wore 
constant visitors at liis father's 
house. From his earliest years iiis 
love of mechanism led to his acquir- 
ing tho art of handling tools and 
performing all tho processes in 
practical mechanics with such ef- 
fectiveness as to enable him to pay 
the fees for his attendance at the 
chemistry, mathematical, and na- 
tural philosophy classes at the 
Bdinbuigh University, from the 
proceeds of the sale of steam-ongine 
nnd other models, which ho con 
strncted in a amjUl worki’oom in 
his fatlicr’s house. In 1820 he 
came to London to offer his services 
to Henry Mandalay, the founder of 
the celebrated engineer firm in 
London. The evidences of his effi- 
ciency as a workman were so satis- 
factory to Mr. Maudslay that he 
appointed him his assistant in his 
beautiful private workshop. Here 
he remained tOl Mr. Maudslay’s 
death in 1831, after which he re- 
turned to Edinburgh for the p\ir- 
pose of constructing a set of 
engineering tools, wherewith he 
started business in Manchester 
in 1831. The extent of work that 
came to hhn soon oul^»ew the ca- 
pacity of the premises. He then 
removed to a twelve-acre ifiot of 
land which he seciuredat Patricroft, 
four miles west of Mandioster, 
This site was soon covered by an 
extensive series of workshops, and 
the establishment was named the 
Bridgewater Foxmdry, ftrom the 
circumstance that the Wd in ques- 
tion was bounded by the Bridge- 
water Canal. Here many me- 
chanical tools were invented and 
manufactured which are now doing 
good service in the workshops of 
the world. Conspicuous among 
them is the Steam Hammer, which. 
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sinco itfl invention in IS39, hab had 
no Biiiall influence in advancing the 
progress of the mechanical arts. 
The application of his steam ham- 
mer as a means of di-ivin^j piles for 
the foundation of bridges and great 
dock works was one of his most suc- 
cessful inventions, and was hailed 
as a most valuable agent in carry- 
ing* out such great works as the 
High Level Bridge at Hewcastle- 
upon-Tynej the Borders Bridge at 
Berwick-upon-Tweed, the (Jreat 
Coffer Bam required for tho con- 
struction of groat Books at Key- 
ham, near Bevonport, and many 
other such works at home and 
abroad. Among other inventions 
of his which have lieen extensively 
adopted owing to their high prac- 
tical utility may be named his 
Safety Foundry Ladle, by which 
tlie most ponderous castings can be 
poured with perfect security to the 
woi’kmen, Bouble-faced Wedge 
Sluice Valve, now in general use by 
all our water works companies, a 
Suction Fan for effecting the per- 
fect ventiUtion of mines ; a Rever- 
sible Rolling Mdl in which all 
need of a fly-whool is dispensed 
with, and by which simple arrange- 
ment enormous plates and bars of 
iron and steel can be rolled with 
the utmost ease and vast saving of 
laboui' ; a foi^au of Steam Engine 
derived from that of his Steam 
Hammer, and now almost nniver- 
sally adopted for screw steam- 
ships ; and a Spherical Seated 
Safety Valve, which is abaoluiely 
perfect in its action. He retired in 
J857 from the firm, which he hod 
founded, of Eusmy^, Gaskell, and 
Co., and he has since resided at 
Peushurst in Kent. He is the 
author of Remarks on Tools and 
Machinery,'’ in T. Baker’s "Ele- 
ments of Mechanism,” 1858; and 
'^The Moon considered as a Planet, 
a World, and a Satellite ” (in con- 
jimction with James Carpenter), a 
work Uiat has secured for itself the 
highest approval of astronomers. 

KASR-ED-BEEK, Shah of Persia, 


son of the late jVIehomet Shah, hy 
Queen Velliat, of the Kadjar tribe, 
and grandson of Abbas! Miiv.a, 
born in 1S29, was called to the 
throne in 1848. The Shah is well 
vei’BPcl in Persian and Turldsh, is 
acquainted with hibtory, and has 
travelled in E ur ope . At the begin- 
ning of the war between Russia 
and Tui'key in 1853, ho declared 
his neutrality, but shortly before 
its dose, entered into a treaty 
with Russia. In the following year, 
in consoquencQ of the occupation 
of Herat by Persian troops, the 
Government of India declared war 
against him (Hov. 1, 1850). Alter 
a few months of hostilities, during 
which General Outram captured 
Kurrach, Bushii'C, and otlier places, 
a treaty of pence was signed at 
Paris by Lord Cowley and the 
Persian ambassadoi*, in which 
ample satisfaction was given to 
England. Subsequently the Shah 
had wars with several neiglibour- 
ing States, and was successful in 
an expedition against the Xiu’co- 
mans. Of late years he has acted 
in the most friendly manner to- 
wards England, and in 1866 a treaty 
for estabuBhing telegraphic com- 
munication between Europe and 
India though Persia %va3 signed 
at Teheran. The Shah’s visit to 
Eui’ope in 187-3 is a sti’ong argu- 
ment as to the moderation and 
popularity of his lulc, for although 
he was absent from Ids kingdom 
from May 12 till Sept. 0, not one 
breath of sedition di&tmbed the 
political calm that reigned there. 
In fom* months the Shah crossed 
the Caspian to Astrakhan, ascended 
the Volga, visited Moscow and Sfc, 
Petersburg, crossed by rail to 
Berlin and Cologne, ascended by 
rail to Wiesbaden and Frankfort, 
Heidelberg, Carlsiuhe, and Baden, 
turned northward to Bihorich, de- 
scended the Rhine to Bonn, took 
the rail to Spa, went on to Brussels, 
crossed from Ostend to Dover, 
visitedLondon, Portsmouth, Liver- 
pool, Trenthaxn, Manchester, Wind- 
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cvossed to Cherbourg, visited Paris, 
Cfoneva, Turin, Milan, and Verona; 
crossed the Brenner to Salzburg 
and Vicuna, returned to Italy, 
crossed from Brindisi to Con&tdnti- 
nople, and from Constantinople to 
Poti, took rail to Toflis and carriage 
to BAkii, and thence returned by 
steamer to Enzeli, the Persian port 
at which His Majesty had first 
embarked in May. During this 
journey the Shan kepi a diary, 
wliich, on his return, was published 
in the original Persian. A ver- 
hatim English translation, by Mr, 
J, W. Keilhouse, appeared in Lon- 
don in 1871. The Siuih has sinco 
paid a visit to Ktissia, entering the 
capital of that country in state. 
May 23, 1878. The “ Diary kept 
by His ilajesty the Shah of Persia 
during his Journey to Europe in 
1878, translated from the Persian 
by Albert Scliindler and Baron 
Louis de Nonnan,” was published 
in London in 1870. 

NAS 8 ATI (Duke of) Adolph 
William Charles Augustas Frederick, 
born July 21, 1817, assumed the 
sovereignty Aug, 20, 1830, The 
Duke married in 18 11 the Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Grand 
Duke Mioliael of Russia, ^rho died 
Jan. 28, 1843 ; and took, as a second 
wife, April 23, 1831, Adelaide Marie, 
daughter of Princo Frederick, of 
Anhalt-Dessan, by whom he has 
two children. A constitutional 
government had existed for many 
years before his accession to the 
throne, the nation being repre- 
sented not in Chambers elected by 
X:»opular suffrage, but by the States 
of the dukedom. In 1848, a new 
constitution, upon a more liberal 
basis, was proclaimed ; the Duke 
declared his intention of govern- 
ing in a constitutional manner, 
and for a time the experiment 
promised to succeed. The Duke 
was one of the sovereigns who 
joined the union of German States 
under the presidency of the king 
of Prussia, formed after the failure 


of the Fr.inkfo**t constitution. Tliis 
union was soon dissolved, and the 
Duke joined the Austrian party in 
1830, and voted with it in the Diet. 
The constitution was annulled in 
Nov. 1851. This state was joined to 
Prussinby decree, Sept, 20, IRGG, and 
the Prussians took possession Got. 8. 

NAST, Thomas, was born at Lan- 
dau, in Bavaria, Sept, 27, IS 10. In 
18 IG his parents emigrated to Ame- 
rica, and when very young he found 
employment in the office of Frank 
Leslie*s Illv st rated Ne wspajse r. With 
onlj’' six months* art-instruction 
under Theodor Kanf mann, he began 
to furnish acceptable sketches and 
dr.iwings for the engravers. In 
18G0-G1 ho was in Europe, employed 
as a travelling artist for Britisli 
and American illustrated periodi- 
cals. Returning to America, he 
formed a connection with Ilarper'a 
irfie/;?!/, which has continued to the 
present time , D uring 1873 he 

lectured in a number of cities in 
tliu United States, iHiistiuting his 
lectures by caricatures, drawn on 
the platform. In 1885 he again 
delivered some lectures, iUnatiat- 
ing them in oil on canvas in the 
presence of tlie audience. Ho has 
illustrated, among other books, 
Dickens’s ** Pickwick Papers,** and 
I "Pictures from Italy,” Nasl6y*a 
" Swingin* Bound the Cerkle,” &o. 
As a political caidcaturis b, or rather, 
satirist, he has few equals in Ame- 
rica, and his productions have been 
of groat service to the Bopublican 
p*arty. He z'esides at Morristown, 
Now Jei’sey.

NEWCOMB, Simon, LL.D., was 
biu'ii at WallaeCjNo va Scotia, March 
1:2, lb33. While a youth ho went to 
the United States, and was for 
s-evoral years engaged asatoachei*. ' 
In 1So7 he was employed on the 
eomputationa for the National 
Almanac.” In IboS ho began liia 
original investigations in astro- 
nomy, and in lb61 was appointed 
Prolessor of Mathematics in the 
U. S. Navy, and was stationed at 
the Naval Observatory. He nego- 
tiated tho contract for the groat 
telescope ordered by Congress, and 
su2>erviaed its eon&tniotion. He 
was made Seorelury of the Commis- 
sion created by Congress in 1871, 
to observe the transit of Venus 
(Doc. 9, 1874). In 1872 he was 
elected an associate of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society, and in lS74i 
received its gold medal for his tables 
of Neptune and Uranus. In the 
same year he was chosen a corre- 
sponding member of tho Institute 
of jprance 5 and in 1876 he received 
the honorpy degree of Doctor of 
Mathematics and Physics from the !

lie obtained a double first-class in 
classics and mathematics in 1820.

NPWIEAN, His Eminence John 
Henry, Cardinal Deacon of the 
Holy Eonian Church, elder brother 
of Francis William Newman, was 
bom in London in 1801, aud edu- 
cated at Ealing School, whence he 
proceeded to Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1820, taking classical honours, and 
was elected Fellow of Oriel College. 
In 1825 he became Vice-Pi’incipal 
of St. Alban’s Hall, then under the 
late Dr. (afterwards Archbishop) 
Whatoly, and in 182(5 Tutor of his 
College, which post he held until 
about 1831. In 1828 he accepted the 
incumlicncy of St. Mary’s, Oxford, 
with tho outlying chaplaincy of 
Littlemore; and in lBi2Ee quitted 
Oxford, and established at Little- 
more an ascetic community on a 
inedioevol model, over which he 
presided for tliree years. He held 
St. Mary’s from 1828 till 1843, 
whoi’e, I»y his preaching, he gained 
such influence over the younger 
members of tho university, that ho 
became, in conjunction with Dr. 
Pnsey, the recognised leader of the 


High Church Party. Ho took a 
leading i>art in the publication of 
the *'Tracts for tho Times,” to 
which he contributed the final tract. 
No. 90, which was severely censured 
by tho university authorities ns 
prncticallyannuUing the broad lines 
of demarcation between tho English 
and Roman Catholic Churches. In 
Oct. 1845, ho socodod from tho 
Established Church, was received 
into tho Roman commimion, and, 
after being ordained priest, became 
founder of the English Oratory and 
head of its Birmingham House. 
In 1854 he was ai)pointed Rector of 
the no wly-f oimdcd Catholic U niver- 
sity in Dublin, but resigned that 
post in 1858, and established a 
school for the sons of Roman Oa< 
tholio gentry at Edgbaston, near 
Birmingham. Dr. Newman was 
elected an honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, Oxford, Dec. 28, 
1877, It has been frequently as- 
searted that Dr. Newman did not 
believe in the doctrine of the Infal- 
libility of the Roman Pontiff when 
speaking esscailiedrfi to theUnivor- 
sal Church on questions of faith or 
morals. In reply to a criticism to 
this effect made by a Mr. Capes, 
Dr. Nowiuan wrote as follows (Sept. 
13, 1872) : "He assumes that I did 
not hold or profess the doctrine of 
the Pope’s Tnf allibility till the time 
of the Vatican Council, whereas I 
have committed myself to it in 
print again and again from 1843 to 
I8G7. And on the other hand, as it 
BO happens — though 1 held it, as I 
ever have done— I have had no 
occasion to profess it, whether in 
print or otherwise, since that date. 
Any one who knows my writings 
will recollect tliat in so saying I 
state a simple fact.” Dr. Newman 
was created and proclaimed a Car« 
dinal Deacon by Pope Leo XIII. in 
1879.

NEWTON, Alfred, M.A., P.E.S., 
bom at Geneva in 1829, is the fifth 
son of William Newton of Blveden 
f formerly ^I.P. for Ipswich, and 
Lieut-Coionel of West Siifiblfc 
Militia), by Bli/a, daughter of 
Itieliard Slater Miliiea of Fryston 
(fownerly M.P. for York). Ho en- 
tered Mag<lalono College, Cam- 
bridge, and graduated B. A. in 1852, 
being afterwards chosen Travelling 
Fellow of that College, in which 
capacity he visited Lapland, Ice- 
land, Uie West Indies, North Ame- 
rica, and other countries. In 1801 
he accompanied Sir Edward Birk- 
beck to Bpitzborgen, and was 
elected by the University of Cam- 
bridge to the Professorship of 
Zoology and Compaiatdve Anatomy 
on its establishment in 1860. In 


1877 ho was re-elected Fellow of 
Magdalene College, Prof, Newton

NEWTON, Oharles Thomas, C.B.. 
D.C.L., son of the Eov. N. D. H. 
Newton, Vicar of Bredwardine, 
Herefordshire, born in 1816, was 
edneated at Shrewsbury Schooland 
Christ Church, Oxford, of which he 
was a faculty student, and where 
he graduated B.A. in 1837, taking 
second-claBs honours, and M.A., in 
1810. In May, 1840, he was ap- 
ointod one of the assistants in the 
eparlment of Antiquities at the 
British Museum, which post he held 
until 1852, when, being anxious to 
rescue from oblivion some of the 
ancient aculi)turcs on the coasts of 
Asia Minoi* and in the islands of 
the JSgeau, he obtained (he ap- 
liointmeut of Vice-Consul at Mity- 
leno. After having spent several 
years in exploring the Archipelago, 
he discovered at Budrum the (an- 
cient Halicarnassus) the site of the 
Mausoleum erected by Artemisia, 
and carried on extensive excava- 
tions at Cnidus and at BranoMd©, 
between Oct. 1850, and April, 1839, 
The results of hia discoveries con- 
sist of a fine collection of sculptures 
from the Mausoleum and other 
places, deposited in the British

NIOHOLAB (Grand Buko) Nico- 
laievitoh, third son of the Czar 
Nicholas I„ and brother of the ; 
Czar Alexander IT., was burn July 
27 (Aug, S), 18J11. Being destined 
for a military career he received a 
suitable education , and entered into 
active service at the age of sixteen. 
The Grand Duke spent a few days 
in £>eb.istopol, irlien that fo!2*t2’es3 
was besieged in 1855 ; he was at- 
tached for a period of two years to 
the general staff of the army of the 
Caucasus, and in that enpaeily he 
was present at several skirmishes 
with the Tcherktisses. Nominated 
a General and Inspector-General of 
Engineers, ho coxmuanded-in-ohief 
all the army, having General Tod- 
lehen as hia assistant. He was also 
appointed Commander of the Royal 


Body Guard, and President of the 
chief commission for the organisa- 
tion and instruction of the troops. 
In tile war against Turkey he 
received the commaud-in-chief of 
the army of the Danube, which, 
after a eoimcil of war held some 
days previously at Kichenelf, in- 
vaded Eoiimauia April 21, 1877. 
The Grand Duke himself arrived at 
Bucharest on the 25th of May, and 
was roctuved at the railway station, 
with great ceremony, by the reign- 
ing Prince Charles I., and the 
Motropolitcin. In April, 1S78, ho 
resigned the coinm.md-in-chief of 
the Russian Army before Constan- 
tinople, and was succeeded by 
Ctoner.il Todleben. He married, 
Eeh.

NIOHOISON, Henry Alleyne, 
M.D., P.C.S., was bom at Penrith, 
Cumberland, Sept. 11, 1814, and 
clucated at the Universities of 
Gottingen and Edinburgh.

(1860), Bttles Scholar in Medicine, 
and Gold Medallist of the Univer- 
sily of Edinburgh (1SG7) . Ho was 
appointed Lcctiuer on Natural His- 
tory in the Medical School of Edin- 
burgh in 1860; Professor of Natural 
History and Botany in the Univer- 
sity of Toi*onto ill 1871 j Professor 


of Biology and Physiology in the 
University of Dnrhani (College of 
Physical Science, Newcastle) in 
1874; Professor of Natural History 
in the University of St. AncLrews 
in 1875 ; and Swinoy Lecturer on 
Geology to the British Museum in 
1877. In 1882 he was appointed 
Regius Professor of Natuiul His- 
tory in the University of Aberdeen, 
which appointment he now holds. 
He is the author of original scien- 
tific works, principally geological 
and palujontological, comprising 
" Essay on the Geology of Cumber- 
land and Westmoreland,” 18GG ; 
"Monograph of the British Grap- 
tolitidfiBj” 1872; "Reports on the 
Pnlojontology of the Province of 
Ontario,” 1874-75; "Report on the 
Fossil Corals of the State of Ohio,” 
1875 ; " The Structure and Affinities 
of the Tabulate Corals of the 
Paltoosoic Period," 1879 ; " The 
Structure aud Affinities of the 
Genus Monticulipora,” 1881; and 
numeroiis memoirs in various aeien- 
tific publications. He is also the 
author of various educational worlcs, 
such as " Manual of Zoology ; ” 
" Manual of Palajontology ; ” "In- 
troduction to the Study of Biology ; ” 
and " Ancient Life-History of the 
Earth.” 

NIGOL, Erskine, A,R.A. (retii'od), 
was bom at Leith, Scotland, in 1825, 
and received his art-education in 
thcTrustecs* Academy, Edinburgh, 
under Sir WiUiam Allan and Mr. 
Thomas Dimcau, In 1816 he went 
to reside in Ireland, where he re- 
mained throe or four years. It was 
this residence in the sister isle 
which decided tho paintcr^s choice 
of his peculiar field of representa- 
tion, for moat of his subsequont 
pictures have been Irish in subject. 
From Ireland ho returned to Edin- 
burgh, and after exhibiting for 
some time, he was ultimately elected 
a membor of the Royal Sootti^ 
Academy. In 1862 he settled in 
London, and after that date con- 
tributed regularly to the exhi- 
bitions of the Royal Academy, of 
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which hocly ho wafa elected an Assso- 
ciato in June, ISOO.

NIGHTINGALE, Plorsnce, a lady 
whose name has been rendered 
illublriouri hy her philanthropic 
effoits to alltviuto the aulferiugs of 
our wounded soldiers in the Cri- 
luean War, is youugor daugliLer of 
Mr. William E. Nightingale, of 
Enihley Piirlr, Hampshire, and Lea 
Hurst, Derhysliire, and was hora 
at Florence in May, 1S2(\ MKe 
enjoyed all the advunlagea xvhieli 
Ml to the lot of the childi'en of 
the aiHuent and retiued 3 and her 
command of difTerent languages 
and other bronuhes of a truly 
"liberal education” stood hex* in 
good stead in her after career. It 
Wtis not long before her idxilan- 


thropio instincts, exercised among 
the poorer neighbours of her Eng- 
15 ah home, led her to the systematic 
study of the amcliorntivo troat- 
inent of physical and moral dis- 
troas. Not satisfied with studying 
the working of English schools, 
hospitals, and refornmtory institu- 
tions, slio examined similar in- 
stituliona abroad in the same 
t-pirit, and in 1831 spent some 
months in an inbiitution of Pro- 
testant Sistoi-s of Mercy at Kaisers- 
werth, on the Rhino. Before long 
an opportunity presented itself for 
applying the practical lessons she 
there learned, for having heard 
that the Governesses’ Sanitorium, 
in Harley Street, languished for the 
want ot supervision and support, 
sho generously devoted both her 
peisonal energies and pidvatemeans 
to its Rbloration and thorough 
oi’ganization. This work had 
hCitrcely been accoinplislied, when, 
>)efurc Mis‘S Nightiugalo had time 
III recover her ovor-taxed sti'ength, 
new demands were made upon her 
spirit of Bolf-sacrifice. The in- 
oificiency and niisuianagemeut of 
oni* military hoapitulsin the Crimea 
led to an outburst of pxiblic feeling. 
Various plans of help were sug- 
gested, the most imiJiUar of xrhicli 
was the sending forth a select band 
of ladies. At the rcfixiost of the 
late Lord Herbert, then Socrotaiy- 
of-War (whoso letter crossed one 
iVom Miss Nightingale, offering to 
go), she xindertookthe organization 
uiulcontlxxct of this body. No oxilogy 
can do justice to the talent, energy, 
and devotion she constantly dis- 
played in her self-imposod task. 
By instituting order xvliere con- 
fusion had before reigned, and by 
affording care and consolation, she 
nlleviatcd the sufferings of all, 
saved the lives of many, and earned 
the blessings of the sick and 
wounded, as well as the gratitude 
of her country. A testimonial 
fund amounting to fifiy thousand 
pounds, sixbsoxibed by the public 
in recognition of her noble soivdces. 
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was at her special reqiiest devoted 
to the formation of an institution 
for the traniinf^ of luirses, now 
carried out at bt. Thomases Hos- 
pital, in the Nightingale Home/' 
Her writings are intended to dio- 
seminate practical knovrledge on 
the subject in which sho is so well 
versed. ‘'Notes on Hospitals,” a 
valuable work which had a very 
Lu’ge circulation, appeared in 18S0 j 
•'Notes on Nursing,” of which 
nearly a hundred thousand copies 
have been sold, in iSGOj and 
'* Observations on the Sanitary 
Slate of the Army in India,'* in 
1803. It is understood that, at 
the rccpiGst of the War Office, she 
drew up a very voluminous con- 
fidential report on the working of 
the aimy medical department in 
the Crimea, and sho has a further 
claim on the gratitude of her coun- 
trymen for the active intei-est she 
iuis displayed in the Volunteer 
movement. Although confined to 
licr house !y constant ill health, 
fc-hc has been ceaselessly at work for 
the welfare of oiu* fellow-subjects 
in India in all motters affecting 
the improvemout of their liealth, 
(‘dncaliou, and social benefit. The 
regulations of hospitals and supi>ly 
of nui’ses in dittereut jjarts of the 
'world, sanitary measures, audmu’s- 
iug arrangomonls for the aimy 
ul home and abroad, occupy her 
ihonghts and time. During the 
civil war in America, she was fre- 
quently consulted on questions 
affecting the health of the army, i 
and assistance for the wounded 
in the field. Her name is as | 
well known in America as in Eng- 
land. Diu'ing the Ernneo-German 
war she was similarly appealed to 
by the German authorities. 

NIGBA (Count) Constantino, an 
Italian dipioniatist, horn at Cas- 
tellcmonto June 12, 1827, studied 
law at the university of Turin, and 
took part, as a volunteer, in the 
war against Austria in 1848. Being 
severely wounded at the battle of 
Hivoli, ho aluiudoned the military 


career, entered the diplomatic ser- 
vice, and acted as secretary to Count 
Cavour at the Congress of Paris in 
I ISoG. He took pai^ in the negotia- 
; tious between riedmont and Franco 
which preceded the war of 1850, at 
which he was present with the ge- 
neral staff of Napoleon III. Ho was 
secretary to the Italian ificnipoteu- 
tiaries at the Zuidch Congress, after 
which he was nominated, on Ca- 
vour*B recommendation, Minist er 
Plenipotentiary, first of Sardinia, 
fmd afterwards of the kingdom of 
Italy, at I*ari8. On the war of 
1870 breaking out, he -was among 
those who made I'eal efforts to pre- 
vent it, and then showed himself 
to the end, at least personally, 
devoted to tho Emperor and Em- 
press. He was one of tho fe'w 
persona who, on Sept. 4, wore hy 
the side of the menaced and fugi- 
tive sovereigns. After liaving 3*e- 
presented Italy at Paris for fifteen 
years as Minimr Plenipotentiary, 
he was in May, 1876, appointed to 
fill the same post at St. Peiei'sburg. 
He was nominated Italian Ambas- 
sador in London in Nov, 1883, on 
which occasion King Humbert coji- 
furred upon him the title of Couni , 
in attestation of His Maj<*sty'a 
recognition of tho eminent services 
he had rendered to his country. 
Count Nigra has published several 
works on the dialects and popular 
poetry of Italy. In J 8S3 ho resigned 
the embassy in London, and was 
succeeded by Coimt Corti. 

NlZiSSON, Ohristilna, daughter of 
a labouring man, bom at Weders- 
Ibf, near ’VVexib, in Swedm, Aug, 
3, 1843, at an early ago evinced 
great taste for music. She became 
I quite proficient on the violin, 
learned the flute, and attended 
fail's and other places of public 
resort, at whiel\ sang, accom- 
pan^ng herself on the violin, 
Wliile performing in this manner 
at a fair at Ljungby, in June, 1857, 
her crtroordinarT powers attracted 
the attention of Mr. F, G. Tor- 
mh'hjulm, a gentleman of influence. 
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vrho rescued her from her vagrant 
life, and i>ificed her at school first 
at llttlmstad, and afterwards at 
Stockholm, where sh e was in- 
structed by M. Franz Berwahl. 
She made her first appearance at 
Stockholm in 18G0, went to Paris, 
continued her musical edircation 
under Masset and W urtel, and 
cimo out at the Tholtre Lyriquo, 
Oct. 27, as Violetta in the Tra- 
viata,” with such success that she 
was engaged for three years. Slie 
made her first appearance in Lon- 
don at Her Ma-jesty's Theatre in 
lStS7, proved the great operatic at- 
traction at that establishment 
during tho season, and has since 
performed here with constantly in- 
crcMsing success. More recently 
fain' ijaid a visit to the United 
States (187GL "'vhere, within less 
than a year, phe is baid to have 
clonred ^130,000. Aftor a Trans- 
atlantic trip of two j^ears she re- 
appeared Jit Drury Lane Theatre, 
May 28, 1872, in ** La Travinta.** 
She was married at Westminster 
Abbey, Aug. 27, 1872, to M. Auguste 
Rouzaud, the son of an eminent 
French merchant. (He died at 
Paris Feb. 22, 1S32.} Madame 
Kilsson made a farewell appearance 
in Xew York, April IG, 1883, before 
ii crowded audience, thus closing 
the most succe&sfnl concert tour 
ever conducted in the United States. 
Madame Nilsson lately (18SG) mar- 
ried again. 

NISARD, Jean Marie Napoleon 
Sesire, journalist, born a1 Clidtillon- 
Bur-Seine, March 20, ISOG, was edu- 
cated at Salute Barbe, joined the 
Btafi of the Journal dcs Dt'bafs in 
182G, and afterwards became con- 
nected with the Natioiiah He was 
appointed to a post in tho iSicolo 
Normalc, which ho filled till 1814, 
and held other iinportsmi posts, 
succeeded M. Yillcmain in the 
chair of French cloimonce, and was 
made director of the Kcole Normalo 
Bupjrioure in 1827. This latter 
position he retained till 1807, when 
he was raised to the dignity of a 


Senator, Ho has -wiilten, amongst 
other w’orks, ** Les Poetes Latina 
de la I)L*raflenco,” published in 
1831 i Histone et Description de 
la Ville do Niinea,” in 1835 ; “ Me- 
langes,” in 1838; "Precis de THis- 
loire do la Litterature Fr’auj^aiae 
depuis SOS Premiers IMonumonts 
jnscpi’a nos Jours,” in 1840 ; " His- 
toire de la Littih’ature Fran 9 aiso,” 
in 1811-G3 ; he contributed articles 
to tho Rtivve dc Paris, tho Revue des 
Deuv Mondes^ the Revue Contem^o- 
rain^f and the Rcuue Furqp Joins; 
has translated some of the plays of 
S liakspear e, and written some 
novels. He was made a member 
of the Acad^mie Fran 9 ai 8 e in 1850 ; 
Officer of tlie Legion of Honom* in 
1845, and Commander, June IG, 
185G. lie superintended the jnihli- 
cation of a ooUectiou of Latin 
Classics, with a translation in 
French, begun in 1830, and coiu- 
2 Jleted in 27 volmuos. M0O/M3 

NOIRE, Ludwig, German philu- 
aoijhical writer, was born at Alzey, 
in Hesse, March 2G, 1829. He 
studied from 1846-48 at Giessen, 
and then became a schoolmaster at 
Mainz, where he has since re- 
mained. The study of the works 
of Spinoza, Schopenhauer, and 
Lazarus Geiger, led him to devote 
himself to philosophy ; in 1871 he 
published “ Die Welt als Fntwickel- 
ung des Goistos;” " Der Mouis- 
tischc Godanke,” 1875 j "Die Dop- 
pelnatur der Kausalitiit,” 1S75 ; 
" Dcr Ursprung der Spraolic,” 1877. 
He has also puhlislied in English 
" Historical Sketch of the Develop- 
ment of Philosophy before Kant,” 
1881.- 

NORRENSKIOLB (Boron), Adolf 
Erik, a Swedish naturalist and ex- 
plorer, was bom at Helsingfors, the 
capital of Finland, Nov. 18, 1832. 
Descended from a Swedish family 
long eminent in scientific pursuits, 
he had his inherent tastes deve- 
loped alike by his surroundings at 
his homo at Frugdrd, which con- 
tains a magnificent mineral and 
natmal history collection, and by 
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liis journeys witli Inis fatlior, Nils 
Gustaf, who was chief of the Fin- 
land JVIiuizig^ Bcpcartmcnt. Thus 
the lad cared more for practical 
than for theoretical learning when 
he first went to tlic Gyinnnsimn at 
Borgo, and on entering the Univer- 
sity of Helsingfors in ISl-O devoteil 
himself almost entirely to scientific 
Rtnelies, spending his vacations in 
excursions to the rich iniaernl loca- 
lities of Finland. He soon became 
eminent in this particuhu* branch 
of science, and was nominated to 
several appointments, bnt ho un- 
luckily incurred the suspicion of 
the Eussian authorities by partici- 
pation in various students’ meet- 
ings, and time after time lost his 
appointments, and was obliged to 
leave the country. Indeed, at last, 
for some years he was unable to 
obtain a passport to return lo Fin- 
land. He therefore settled in 
Sweden, and in 1851 first entered 
on his Arctic travels by accom- 
panying Torell to Spitzbergen. On 
his return to Stockholm, Norden- 
fikiold was nominated Director of 
the Kiks Museum, but in 1801 ho 
■went again to Spilzborgen with 
Torell, to obtain the iueasui'cment 
of an arc of the meridian. The 
work was not then finished, and 
accordingly, three years Inter, 
Nordenskioldlieaded an expedition 
which successfully completed the 
measiirement, and mapped the 
southern part of Spitsbergen. The 
explorers, however, met with some 
shipwrecked walrus hunters, and 
were obliged to return, their provi- 
sions being inadoc|nate to maintain 
BO large an addition to the party. 
Thus disappointed, Nordenskibld 
now endeavoured to organise a 
fresh expedition, and he eventually 
started in 1808 in the Government 
steamer Sqfia, which managed lo 
attain the high latitude of 81* 43' — 
a latitude only exceeded by Hall’s 
American and Nares’s British Axo- ! 
tic E^editions. Tliis success con- ' 
vinced Nordenslribld that he could 
x*each a much higher latitude by 
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wintering in Spitzbergen and utilis- 
ing sledges. Accordingly, after an 
interval — during which he sat in 
the Swedish Diet, and travelled in 
Greenland to ascertain the respect- 
ive values of dogs and reindeer as 
beasts of burden for sledge joua*- 
noys — Nordenskiold sailed in the 
PolJiem in 1872, accompanied by 
two tenders. The winter was un- 
usually early, and the ice shxit in 
the tenders, which were to have 
returned home, thereby straiten- 
ing the provisions through extra 
moulJisj the reindeer weie lost, 
and the men suffered greatly from 
scurvy. Nevertheless Nordenskiold 
and Lieutenant Palendcr success- 
fully surveyed ixart of North-East 
Land, and in the following July the 
vessels were extricated from their 
winter quarters. Mussel Bny, on 
the noith coast of Spitzbergen, and 
returned home. Nordensklbld now 
turned his attention to Siberian 
exploration, and in 187a sailed 
through the Kara Sea to the Tenis- 
Bol, and ascended the river in a 
small boat, returning home over- 
land. He repented this voyage in 
the following year, after a flying 
visit to the Philadelphia Exhibi- 
tion, but this time came back from 
the Tenissei by sea. These expe- 
riences gave Nordeuskibld a reason- 
able hope of accomplishing the 
North-East Passage. The fiSng of 
Sweden, Mr. Oscar Dickson, and 
Mr. SibiriakoJI at once lent their 
aid to the project, and in July, 
1878, Professor Nord^kibld started 
in the Vega. She was the first 
vessel to double the most northern 
point of tlie Old “World, Cape 
Tchelyuskin ; she wintered in Beh- 
ring’s Straits j and once more free 
in July, 1879, reached Japan on 
Sept. 3. On his arrival in Etrrope 
Nordeuskibld was cnthusiasticauy 
welcomed, and laden -with honours. 
He was created a Baron (April, 
16S0) ; and appointed a Commander 
of the Legion of Honour and a 
foreign Knight of thePrussianOr dre 
pour lo Mvrile for Arts and Sciences. 
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NOBPOIK (Puke of), His Graoe, 
Henry Fitzalatt Howard^ Earl of 
Ariuadol, Sxirroy, and Norfolk, and 
Baron Eitzalau, Clun, Os-v\uildestre, , 
juid jVTultraverSa Promior Eulce and i 
Earl, Hereditary Earl-Marslud, and 
Chief Bxiller of England, is the 
eldebt son of the seventeenth duke 
by hia vrifo Augusta Mary Minna 
Catharine, faecond danghter of 
Eduiuud, fiist Lord Lyons. Ue vraa 
born in Carltr>n Teri'ace, London, 
I>ee. 27, 1S4>7, and succeeded to the 
X)cerage on the death of his father, 
Nov. 25, IbOO.

KOBMANBT {Ihe Marquis of), 
Tho Most Noble George Augus- 
tus Constantine Phipps, only son 
ot the lirtit Marquis, }»oin Jidy 21), 
1810, entered the Scots Fusilier 
(luaids in 1S15S, and was Controller 
and subpequently Treasurer of the 
Queen’s Household from 1850 till 
IboS, when he was appointed Go- 
vernor of Nora. Scotia. As Lord 
Mulgiuve, he was membei' for Scar- 
borough in the Liberal interest 
from 1847 till 1851, and from 1852 
till 1857. He was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in 1851, and succeeded 
to his father’s title July 28, 18tW, 
when he resigned his foreign ap- 


pointment and 1 eturned to England.

N 0 V El L 0, Clara Anastasia 
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(Countess Gigliuoci), fourth daugh- 
ter of Mr. Vincent Novollo, musical 
composer, born in London, June 10, 
1818, at an early age displayed so 
much musical talent as to induce 
her father to give her a thoroughly 
professional education. Her pro- 
gress repaid the caro bestowed upon 
her, for at the early age of cloven 
years she won, by competition, her 
admission as apupil into the Conser- 
vatoire de i&Iusique Sacrce at Paris, 
•where, for two years, she studied as- 
siduously, and at one of the pixblic 
examinations of the pupils was 
complimented by Charles X. and 
his court. On the closing of the 
institution, in the revolution of 
IBSO, she returned homo fitted to 
take a xnomment part among the 
singers of the day, at the concerts 
of the Philharmonic Society and 
other leading musical entertain- 
ments. When only seventeen 
years of age she was elected an 
Associate of that Society ; and 
soon afteiwords accepted an invita- 
tion from Mendelssohn to take part 
in the Leipsio Gewandhaus Con- 
certs. In Berlin and Vienna she 
was equally well received 5 and so 
great was her success at the firei- 
luentioued place, that the late king 
presented her with introductions to 
his sister, the Empress of Bussia, 
and to the court of Vienna. Before 
this time Malibrau and Bubini 
advised her to go to Italy, and 
study for the stage. Her success 
at Vienna induced her to take part 
in the musicsl festivals in Lom- 
bardy, and she felt disposed to 
follow their advice, but, owing to 
engagements at St. Petersburg and 
in Germany, could not carry out 
this plan until 1839*40. She ap- 
peared at Padua in 1841 in the 
character of Sommamide with such 
success, that engagements at 
Bologna, Modena, and Genoa fol- 
lowed, and in 1842 both Borne and 
Genoa endeavoured to secure her 
for the fetes of the carnival. In 
1843 she returned to England, and 
sang in London and Manchester j 
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and having married Count Cigli- 
tieci, she withdrew from the stage in 
1844. Circumstancosj however, in- 
duced her to return in 1850 ; and 
she constantly appeared in concerts, 
oratorios, and operas, on the Con- 
tinent and in London, until 1860, 
when slie finally I’etircd. 

NOYELLO, Joseph Alfred, son of 
Vincent Novello, organist and com- 
poser, was horn in 1810. He fol- 
lowed his father^B footsteps in de- 
voting himself to the propagation 
of good music in England and at 
the early age of nineteen estah- 
lished himself in London as a 
musical publisher. Some years 
after he devised a system of print- 
ing cheap music, and succeeded in 
introducing tliis beneficial novelty, 
notwithstanding the general oppo- 
sition of fellow music-sellers. To 
his efforts is due the abolition of a 
vexatious printers’ guild law, which 
had hampered the trade since 1811. 
A friend and admirer of Eelix Men- 
delssohn,Mr. Alfred Novello eagerly 
introduced to English auditors the 
works of that great master, and 
aided him in translating " St. Paul,” 

LohgesaiJg,” and ether composi- 
tions. In 1849 ho ossoeiated hun- 
self with the energetic men who 
relieved England from ** taxation 
on knowledge,” and for years was 
the active treasurer of their society, 
the object of which was the repeal 
of the advertisement duty (accom- 
plished in 1833), the repeal of the 
newspaper stamp (acoomx)lish6d in 
1855), duties on paper and foreign 
hoots, and the repem of the socurj^ 
system. Ever a^ent in promoting 
the progress of art, science, and 
social advancement, he materially 
assisted tlie inventive genius of his 
friend. Hr. Bessemer, in his seien- 
tifio discoverieB in ghxss, &c., and 
especially that of producing the 
metal now tnown as Besaemer steel. 
In 1856 he retired from business 
and established himself in Italy, 
the birthplace of his paternal an- 
cestors.

OAKELEY, Sir Herbert Stanley, 
Mua. D., D.C.L., second son of the 
late Sir Herbert Oakeley, Bart., 
was born at Ealing, Middlesex, in 
July, 1830. Hia mother, Atliolo 
Murray, the third Lady Oakeley, 
was daughter of Lord Charles Mur- 
ray, youngest son of John, tliird 
Duke of Athdo. He was educated 
! at Hugby School, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A. 1853, M.A. 
1855). After having graduated ho 
went abroad to complete his stupes 
in music, for whicli, horn earliest 
childhood, lie had shown a inoiked 
predilection. At Leixizig he studied 
pianoforte-playing under Professors 
Moscheles and PlSidy, and at Bonn 
orgpn-playing imdar Dr. Breiden- 
stein. Professor of Music in that 
University, and later under the 
great organist Dr. Johann Schneider 
of Dresden. While resident in Lon- 
don he acted for some years as 
musical critic and correspondent to 
a well-known periodical, to whi(^ 
and to other journals ho still con- 
tributes notices of musical ferti- 
vals at home and abroad. In 1864, 
he was enrolled, in Home, os mem- 
ber of the Society of ^^QuMtos.”

He lias written for the Ghurcli, for 
chorus, orchestra, organ, and piano- 
forte, and has published vocal 
ipiartcts, A.C. To Sir IIerhei*t 
Oakeloy’b inlluence may bo in great 
measure aitriliuted the increase in 
appreciation of tlie organ and the 
orchestra which has talcen place in 
Scotland since his appointment at 
Edinburgh ; and also the founda- 
tion of a Students* Clioral Associa- 
tion at each of the Scottish Univer- 
hitifS. He is Hon. President and 
Conductor of the University Musi- 
i- il Societies of Edinhurgli and St. 
-Vnili’cv/s, and a Vice-President of 
Unit at Aberdeen j Hon. President 
of the Choral Union, Amateur Or- 
chestral, and “ St. Andrew ** 
Amateur Orchestral Soeiebie 3 ,Edin- 
hiirgli j Hon. Prr*sident of Chelten- 
liani Chornlau'l Orchestral Society, 
and Member of the Philharmonic 
Society of London. 

OAKES, John Wright, A.K.A., 
horn in 1822 at Sproston House, 
near Middlewich, Cheshire, was 
educated at a private school in 
liivorpool.

O’BEIEN, luoiua Eichard, Presi- 
dent of the Eoynl Canadian Aca- 
demy of Arts, was liorn at the family 
residenec on LnJio Siuicoe, Ontario, 
Canada, in 1S32, and odiieatod at 
Upper CauafU College, Toronto. 
At an e.nrly age he developed a 
taste for art. In 1872 he took an 
active part in founding the Art 
School of the Ontario Society of 
Artists, and for six years he held 
the Vice-Presidency of that insti- 
tution. In 1880, the Eoyal Cana- 
dian Academy of Arts was founded, 
and Mr. O’Brien was elected Pre- 
sident. To the exhibitions ho has 
been a large contributor. He su- 
perintended the illustration of 
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« Pictiu’esqno CanacUi” (2 vols.j 
Toronto, 18S1), to which he con- 
tributed a large number of the 
da*awings. 

O’BBIRN, William, son of the late 
Mr. James O'Brion, of MaUow, was 
born in 1852,and wa s cducatod at the 
Diocesan CoUogej Cloyue, and tho 
Queen’s College, Cork. He repre- 
sented Mallow from Jan. 1883, until 
its extinction as a borough under 
tiie Ei‘distribution A ct, 1886, and in 
the )iarliamentof ISSowas member 
for South ’Jyrone. At tho general 
election of 18SC he was defeated by 
Mr. T. W, Russell, Unionist Libe- 
ral, who gained the seat by a ma- 
jority of 1)9. Mr. O’Brien ia one of 
the foremost luomhers of the Par- 
nollitc party, and is the editor of 
Uniicil If'damlj he was a “suspect^' 
under Mr. Porster’s Coercion Aet, 
and is a leader in the cormcils of 
the National League. He was a 
delegate of this body to tho Chicago 
Oouveution in August, ISSG. In 
Parliament he is a bitter and inoi- 
sivo speaker, and has frequently 
lieen ” suspended” foi‘ a breach of 
the rules of tho House. 

O’CONNOR, Thomas Power, M.P., 
boim at Atlilono, co. Roscommon, 
in 1848, was educated first at the 
College of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, Athlone, and afterwajrds at 
the Queen’s College, where he 
graduated in the degrees of B.A. 
and M.A. He adopted journalism 
as a profession, and after^ three 
year’s connection with the Dublin 
press, came to London in 1870. He 
first obtained an engagement on 
the J)aihj Telegraphy and was after- 
wards employed on several other 
London journals . He published, in 
1870, the first volume of a biogra- 
phy of the late Lord Beaconafi^d, 
under the title of " Benutmin JDis- 
raeli, Earl of Beaconsneld,” but 
afterwards, changing tho 7nethod, 
brought out a complete Life of the 
then Premier, in a single volume, 
entitled Lord Beaconmdd, a Bio- 
graphy.” The work received gene- 
ral praise for its literary merits 
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and researclx, but, as it took a very 
unfavouralile view of the Conaer- 
vative leader, its conclusions met 
witli a widely different reception 
from Liberal and Conservative 
critics. Mr. O’Connor was elected 
member for the town of Galway at 
the general election of 1880, and 
soon became one of the most active 
and prominont members of the 
I>arty led by Mr. Parnell. Ho was 
one of the Executive of the Laud 
League, both in England and Ire- 
land.

1881, ho set out for 
the United States, and lectured on 
tho Irish cause to largo gatherings 
in nearly all the great cities, during 
a tom* which extended over seven 
months, and raised a large sum of 
money. In 1883 he was elected 
President of the ^'Ii’ish Nationnl 
League of Great Bi’itain.” In 1885 
he stood for the Scotland division 
of Liverpool and defeated^ Mr, 
Woodward the Liberal candidate 
by a majority of 1,350. In 18SG he 
defeated Mr. Earle, a Unionist 
Libei’fll, by 1,480. Ho bas edited 
' a "Cabinet of Irish Literature,” 
and has written a largo number of 
tales, essays, and magazine mtl- 
clcs. In 1885 he published what 
is, txU now, his principal work, 
"The Parnell Movement."

Bartho- 
lomew’s Hospital in 1868; Fulle- 
rian Profossor of Chemistry at the 
Royal Institution in 1868 ; TVayn- 
fieic Professor of Chemistry in the 
University of Oxford, Juno 17, 
1872; and elected a Fellow of

' Franco - German war. He left 
Franco after the fall of Paris an<l

he went to Cuba at the time of the 
msurrection, but joined the rebels, 
was taken prisoner, and confined 
for some time in a dungeon, whence 
at last he contidved to escape.

he was lost for some mouths in 
the dt-sert, and at lust npx)oared 
on the Nile, not far from Jfluirlomii, 

I After -writing a series of lively 
letters to the Daily News he re- 
tiumod to England, and once more 
rei)reseuled the constituency of 
Roscommon in the House of Com- 
mons. At the General Election of 
1885 he and Mr, Mullany wore 
relumed by an immense ParnolUte 
majority for the new (.livision of 
North Roscommon, and in 1886 
he was returned unopijosed. Mr. 
O'Kelly was a " suspect,” and was 
imprisoned at Kilniainliam in 
1881-2. In the House of Commons 
he has l>pen frequently " sus- 
pended.” 

OIDENBTTRG, (Grand Duke of), 
Nioholaa Prederiok Peter, son of 
the Grand Duke Paul Frederick 
Augustus and the Princess Ida of 
Anhalt - Bemberg, bom July 8, 
1827, succeeded Ids father Feb. 27, 
1853, The population of the duchy 
over which ho reigns is about 
300,000. Ho promulgated a liberal 
constitution in Fob., 1849, modified 
it in 1832, and during the war be- 
tween Rrissia, Turkey, and the 
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Allied Powers he adhered to the 
policy of Prn&sia. After the con- 
quest of Schleswig-Holstein by 
Prussia and Austria, the Grand 
Duke claimed a portion of these 
duchies, which claim he endea- 
voured to support by some Me- 
moirs ” addressed to the cliploina- 
tists of Europe, He married, Feb, 
10, 1832, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Prince Joseph of Saxe-Altcnburg, 
hy whom he has two sons, 
OhIFHAHTy Laurence, eon of the 
late Sir Anthony Oliphont, C.B., 
for many years Chief Justice of 
Ceylon, bom in 1829, was intended 
for the law, hnt visited India whilst 
very young, and accompanied Jung 
Bahadoor to the Hcpaulese Court. 
An account of tlais visit ho pub- 
lished, under the title of " A Jour- 
ney to Katmandhu/’ Betuming 
to England, he was admitted a 
member of the Scottish bar, and 
was afterwards called to the Eng- 
lish bar at Lincoln's Inn. In 1832 
he travelled through a great part 
of Bussia, as far as the &imca, an 
account of which tour he published 
in 1853, under the title of The 
Bussian Shores of the Black Soa.” 
He became private secretary to the 
late Eaid of Elgin, then Governor- 
General of Canada, and Civil Secre- 
tary and Superintendent of Indian 
affairs; and in 1885 published, 
under the title of " Minnesota and

He 
accompanied the late Lord Elgin 
ns private secretary and historio- 
grapher on Mb special embassy 
to China in 1857, and in 1860 xmb- 
lished '' A Earrativo of the Earl of 
Elgin's Mission to China and Japan, 
in 1857-59 j " and " Patriots and 
Pillibusfcers : Incidents of Travd." 


He has been a frequent contributor 
to 2 ) 0 riodioal literature. In 1861, 
while acting as Charge d'Alfairos iu 
Japan, he was attacked and severely 
wounded by usstissins, and rosignofl 
the diplomatic service in tlio fol- 
lowing year. In 18G5 he was re- 
turned to Parliament for the Stir- 
ling burghs, aud resigned his scat 
in 1868. He published '^Piccadilly : 
a Fragment of Coutemporaneous 
Biography," 1870 ; “ The Land of 
Gilead, with Excursions into the 
Lebanon," 1881; " Traits and Tra- 
vesties, Social and Political," 1882 ; 
"The Land of Khomi," 1882 ; 
"Altiora Peto,” a novel, 1883 j 
“ Syiupneiimata, or Evolutionary 
Forces now active hi Man," 1885 j 
and "Masolhun," 3 vols., 1886. 
He married Alice, daughter of 
Heiu*y Styleman-le-StiMnge, of 
Hunstanton H.iU, Norfolk. 

OLIPHANT, Mrs. Margaret, 
whose maiden ntuiic was Wilson, 
novelist and biographer, and one of 
the most prolific writers of the dtiy, 
was born at Wallyford near Mussol- 
biu’gh in Midlothian, in 1828. Tlie 
first of her numeious works of 
fiction which abound in skilful de- 
lineations of Scotch life and charac- 
ter, appeared in 1849, before tho 
author had attained her majority, 
under tlie title of " Passages in the 
life of Mrs. Margai*et Maitland of 
Sunnyside." It siicoeas was such 
as to incite its autlior to fresh 
efforts, and slie produced a long 
series of works of fiction which 
secured fox'hera wide-spread mpii- 
tation both in England and 
America. Amongst her novels are,

1831; "Katie Stewart," 1852; "The 
Quiet Heart," 183 1; " Zaidue,” 1836;

Oliver’s Bride,” 1886. Mrs. OH- 
l)liarit has also written works of 
history and biography, amongst 
which " S. Francis of Assisi,” 1870 j 
^•The Makers of Floreiiro,” 3S7C j 
and '^Literary History of England,” 
1882, are tho best known. She 
also edited Messrs. Blackwood’s 
Foreign Classics for English 
Koadera,” and herself contributed 
volumes on Dante and Cervantes. 

0L1PHAI9T, Thomas Lawrence 
Kington, bom Aug. 10, 1831. at 
Henloaze, near Bristol, was edii- 
ciited at Cheam, iSurrey, then at 
Eton, next at Balliol College, 
Oxford, and afterwards at the Inner 
Temple . He was served heir to hie 
maternal grandfather’s estate of 
traskiin Perthshire, in 1867, having 
adopted his mother’s family name, 
'‘Oliphanl” instead of '^Kington.” 
Mr. Oliplmnt has pn})lishe(l the 
"Life of the Emperor Frederick 
the Second,” 1862 : " Jacobite 
Lairds of Gask/* 18/0: ^'Sources 
of Standard English,” 1873 ; " Life 
of the Due do Luynes,” with other 
essays, 1875 \ and" Old and Middle 
English,” 1878. His latest work 
is " The Hew English .” 

OLLIVIEB, Emile, a French 
statesman, horn at Marseilles, July 
2, 1825 ; became a member of the 
Paris bar in 1817; and in 1848 
was Commissary-General of the 
Kepublio at Marseilles ; was Prefet 
at Langres; and returned to tho 
bar in 1810. Elected ns Opposition 
candidate for the third circonscrip- 
tion of the Seine in 1837, ho took 
part in several important discus- 
sions ; amongst which may ho men- 
tioned those relating to the laws 
respecting public safety, the expe- 
dition to Italy, and the r^daiion 
of the press. During the session 
of 1860 lie was one of the most dis- 
tinguished members of a small 
CToiip of Opposition deputies, 
known by the name of " The Five.” 
In the meantime he undertook the 
defence of M, Vaoherot, indicted 
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for his work entillod "La Dcino- 
criitie,” and in consequence of tho 
style he adopted in pleading, was 
suspended for three months, an 
ajipeal against this judgment fail- 
ing. In 1863 ho was re-elected for 
Paris, and in llie first session w.ns 
distinguished by his report on the 
law relating to coalitions, and then 
showed such moderation in his re- 
lations with the Govormnent to 
cause a coldness between himself 
and his old political friends, a feel- 
ing which was increased during the 
session of 1865, in which year ho 
was elected a member of the 
Connoil-General of the Var, In 
July of the same year he received 
the appointment of Judicial Counsel 
and Commissnry-Goncral of the 
Viceroy of Egypt in Paris, and 
rptii’ed from the Paris bar. M. 
Emile OlHvior was chosen Ijy the 
Emperor as arbitintor of the 
diiiiculties which arose relative 
to the Isthmus of Suez, and 
it was upon liis repoid that the 
final decision was founded. The 
session of 1806-67 witnessed 
the complete separation of M. 
OlUvior from his former political 
associates of the Left. The liberal 
promises contained in the famous 
Imperial letter of Jan. 19 induced 
him to side with the Government, 
and it was fiiUy expected that he 
would be received into the ministry 
in tho combinations which were 
successively announced and contra- 
dicted. Just before the general 
elections of 1860 tho rumour.s on 
I this point assumed fresh consist- 
ency, and M. Ollivier seized this 
opportunity to direct public atten- 
tion to the origin and history of his 
relations with the Emperor by pub- 
lishing a pamphlet entitled ^‘Le 19 
Janvier.” He was retmmed by an 
enormous majority for tho first 
I eirconscription of the Var, but was 
defeated in the third circonsorip- 
I tion of the Seine, for which he was 
also a candidate. On Dec. 27, M. 
Ollivier, who had been for some 
time the centre of the movements 
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for iiidtmg the fractious of the late 
majority with the uew Liberal 
2^'crs PaHit received from the Em- 
peror a letter inviting him to form 
a ministry wliieli should enjoy the 
confidence of the Legislative body, 
,and which could carry out the 
Senatus-Consultum in letter and 
spirit , This onerous task he under- 
took^ and the names of the new 
ministers wore published in the 
Journal Oficicl on Jan. 3, 1870. M. 
Oliivier himself took the portfolio 
of Justice, the otlier ministers 
being Count Daru(Eoreign Affairs), 
M. Chevandier do Valdrdme (Inte- 
rior), M. Buffet (Finance), Coneral 
Leboiuf (IVar), Admiral Eigault de 
blenouilly (Marino), M. S^ris 
(Public Instruction), M. Talhoufrt 
(Public Works), M. Lonuet (Com- 
merce), Marshal VaiUant (Imperial 
Household), and M. Erichnrd (Fine 
Ai-ts). Amon^ the first-fruits of 
the new admfixistration was the 
granting of an amnesty in favour 
of M. Ledm-Eollin, the convocatiou 
of the High Court of Justice at 
Tours to try Prince Pierre Bona- 
pai’te, the maintenance of order 
u ithout shedding of blood during 
the popular excitement caused by 
the assassination of Victor Noir, 
the ])rosocuiion of Henry Koclie- 
lort, and the dismissal of M. Kauss- 
mann. Several administrative re- 
forms wore also introduced, and 
it was thought by many that an 
era of constitutional liberty had 
begun for France. These hopes 
were soon rudely dispeUed. The 
declaration of war against Her- 
many, and its diastrous results, 
led to the overthrow of the OHivier 
Government on Aug. 9, 1870, when 
General Count de Palikao was 
changed 'with the formation of a 
war ministiy. M. Oliivier, who, it 
should be mentioned, had been 
oloetud n member of the French 
Academy in April, 1870, deemed it 
prudent after fall of the empire 
to retire to Biclla, in Piedmont, 
where he resided for a considerable 
time with his wife and child, devot- 


ing his time to literary pursuits. 
He returned to his house at Pussy 
at tho close of the year 1872, and 
his reception at the French Aca- 
demy took place Feb, 26, 18/4. 
M. Emile Oliivier has published 
numerous juridical works, wMoh 
have appeared in the Revve deVroit 
Pratigua^ which he founded in 1860, 
in conjunction with MM. Mourlon, 
Dcmangeat and Ballot. He is the 
author, with M. Mourlon, of '^Coiii- 
mentaire but Ics Saisics Immobi- 
li^^e3 ot Ordi’cs,^' 1869 j and of 
'^Goiniuissairc de la Loi du 25 Mars, 
1861, BUT les CoolitionSj” ISGJ-j 
** tine Visits a la Chapelle des Mo- 
dicis : Dialogue entre Michel Angc 
ct RaplmM? 1872; ‘^L^Bglise et 
riitat au Goncile du Vatican/* 2 
vols., 1879 ; "M. Thiers ibTAcade- 
mie et dans PHistoire,** 1880 ; and 
other works, Ho is an accom- 
plished musician, and besides play- 
ing the violin, has written several 
concertos for t^at instrument. M. 
Ollivier’s first wife, who died at 
Saint Tropez, in 1862, was a 
daughter of Liszt, tho famous 
pianist and eomiioser ; lie married, 
secondly, in Sept., 18G9, Mdllo. 
Gravicr, the daughter of a mer- 
chant of Marseilles. 

OLMSTED Frederick Law, land- 
scape gardener, was bom in Hart- 
ford, Connooticiit, Nov. 10, 1822. He 
studied at Ynle OoUoge, devoting 
special attention to engineering 
and the sciences connected witli 
agriculture. In 18-18 he purchased 
a fruit-farm on Staten Island, near 
New York, and while successfully 
managing it, studied landscape 
gardening. In 1850 he made a 
pedestrian tour through England 
and portions of the Continent, ar^ 
account of which was given in hia 
Walks and Talks of an American 
Farmer in England,^* 1862. In 
1852-53, as correspondent of the 
New Torh Times, he travelled 
through the Southern States with 
tho special purpose of studying 
the effects of slavery upon agricul- 
ture. The results of tMs journey. 
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aud of a subsequent one, were 
afterwards published in separate 
works I " A Journey in the Sea- 
board Slave States/* 1850 j " A 
Journey throuffh Texas" 1857; 
" A Joxirney in the Black Country/* 
1800; and ‘^The Cotton Kingdom/* 
IhOl. In the meanwhile, in 1855, 
he made a tour through France, 
Italy, and 0ormany, for the pur- 
pose of observing parks and rural 
grounds. In 1850 he Bocmed the 
prize for the best plan of laying 
out the New York Central Park, 
and was a})pointed architect and 
cliief engineer. He continued in 
charge of the Park until 1861, 
when the civil war having broken 
out, he was ajxpointed Secretary 
and Executive Officer of the Sani- 
tary Commisssion. Prom 1804 to 
1800 ho Bijcnt in Cjilifomia, when 
he was made one of the Coiuniis- 
Bioners of the National Park of 
the Yosemito. He retmTiod to Now 
Yoi'k in 1860, and had charge of 
the laying out of the Brooklyn 
Prospect Park. He has since been 
associated in designs for parks and 
other public works at Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco, and other 
cities. He resides at Brookline, 
Massachusetts. 

OJttMANNEY, Admiral, Sir Eras- 
mus. C.B., P.K.S.jis the seventh son 
of the late Sir Francis Molyneux 
Onunanney, the well-known Navy 
agent, and soinetiiue M.P. for 
Bamstaple, ami nephew of the 
late Adminil Sir John A. Oimiuiii- 
ney, K.C.R. Ho was born in 
London in 1811, and entered the 
navy in 182(». As midshipmjin, he 
assisted at the landing of the 
British army at Lisbon in 1827, 
jras at the battle of Navarino on 
board the Mhion, mid in H.M. ships 
JReoenge and Undaunted saw much 
service in the Mediterranean, East 
Indies and Coast of Airica. He 
was promoted to lieutenant in 1835, 
and immediately volunteered to 
serve mth Capt. James Boss in an 
expedition to relieve the whaling 
vessels, beset in the ice of Baffin*a 


Bay; this expedition was carried 
out in mid-winter under extreme 
hardships and difficulties, and for 
his services Lieut. Omnianney 
received the commendation of the 
Admiralty. In October 1810, ho 
was promoted to Commander, and 
studied the principles and construc- 
tion of marine euginos in order to 
ht Iniuself to command steam- 
vessels which were then being in- 
troduced into the navy. With the 
VesuvivBf he was activdy employed 
on all parts of the Me^terronean 
for three years, being present at 
the bombardment of Tangier by 
the French. He then retinuiedto 
England, and, unable to get active 
employment, studied at the Ports- 
mouth Naval College. After being 
promoted Captain in 1816, ho was 
employed by the government to 
help in carrying ont the relief 
measui'es during the Irish Famine, 
and in Febmai'y 1850, was selected 
to be second in command of the 
Arctic Expedition, under Captain 
Austin, to search after the Franklin 
expedition, and was the first to dis- 
cover traces of the missing ships. 
After travelling over 500 miles on 
the ice in sledges, Capt. Ommanney 
retmmed to the ship, and though 
no further traces of Franklm were 
found, a great deal of new land 
was discovered. On his return to 
England he was appointed Beputy 
Controller-Q-eueral of the Coast- 
guard, which he left on the out- 
break of the wai' agaiust Biissia in 
1854, when' he was appointed to 
command the White Sea Expedi- 
tion, which harassed the towns of 
liusaion Lapland, and endured a 
service of considorablo seventy. 
In 1856 he was appointed to com- 
mand a special service in the 
Baltic, assisted in the operations 
of the fleet in the Gulf of Finland, 
and was Senior Officer in the Gulf 
of Biga. In 1857 he proceeded to 
the West Indies, and took command 
of the Bmwtwcfc, and was a.fter- 
wards attached to the Channel 
Fleet and the Mediterranean Fleet, 
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111 May, 18G2, Tio went to Gibraltar 
ns Senior Oificer and soiTcd thore 
till ISGi, when ho had to resign on 
his promotion to Rear-Admiral. 
He retired from tho Navy in lb75, 
was promoted to the rank of 
Admiral in 1877, and received tho 
honour of knighthood for Arctic 
services. He was elected a Follow 
of the Royal Society for scientific 
discoveries made in the Ai’ctic and 
White Seas ; assisted in observing 
the Transit of Yenus in Upper 
Egypt in 187 13 and aeconipHniod 
the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science to Mon- 
treal in 1881. 

OPPERT, Jules, a French orien- 
talist, was born in Hamburgh, of 
Jewish iiarents, July 0, 1S25. Ho 
studied law at Heidelberg, and 
Sanskrit and Ainbio at Bonn, He 
next studied the Zend and the 
ancient Persian, and published a 
treatise at Berlin on the vocal sys- 
tem of the latter languago. As his 
religion prevented him from hold- 
ing a professorship in a German 
university, he went to France in 
1847, obtained the professorship of 
German at the Jyceuuis of Laval 
and Jiheims, and was appointed on 
Hie scientific oxx>odition sent by 
tho goveriunent to Mesopotamia. 
After his return in 1851, he sub- 
mitted to the Institute a new 
system of interpreting tho inacrip- 
tiona. For nearly thirty years he 
has devoted himself chiefly to the 
study of cuneiform inscriptions. In 
1867 he was appointed Professor of 
Sanskrit in the school of languages 
attached to tho Imperial Library, 
Among his works are "Les Inscrip- 
tions des Ai'chdmenidcs/^ 1852; 
"litudes Assyrieunesj L^Exp^di- 
tion Boientifiq.ue dc France en

ORCHARD0ON, WilUam Quiller, 
E.A., horn at Edinburgh in 1833, 
entered at tho age of fifteen the 
Trustees* Academy of his native 
city. Tho first pictures ho sub- 
mitted to public inspection wore 
shown in tho exhibitions of the 
Royal Scottish Academy. En- 
couraged by their reception, Mr. 
Orchai'dson came to London in 
1808, and the same year exhibited 
in Trafalgar-squore for the first 
time. His contributions were en- 
titled “An Old English Song,” 
and “Portraits,” the latter a life- 
size full-length portrait compo- 
sition of thi-eo young ladies. In 
the following year he exhibited 
at the British Institution a figure 
of “ Peggy ” from Allan Ramsay’s 
“ Gentle Shepherd/* and at the 
Royal Academy another Scottish 
subject, entitled “Flowers 0 * the 
Forest.'* The following year ap- 
peared at the Royal Academy 
j “Hamlet and Ophelia,” and in 
I tho winter exhibition at the French 
; gallery, Pall Mall, “ Tho Chal- 
lenge” which won a prize of jBIOO 
given by Mr. Wallace. In 186C 
came “The Story of a Life ” at tlm 
Academy — on aged nun relating 
her life experience to a group of 
novices; and “Christopher Sly,” 
in Mr. Wallis’s winter exhibition 
at the Sufiolk-street galleries. In 
18C7 the Academy pictures were 
“ Talbot and the Countess of 
Auvergne,” and “Miss Pettie,” 
and another was shown at the 
French gallery winter exhibition, 
entitled “Choosing a Weapon/^ 
In Jan. 18G8, he was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy, 
only four years after he had come 
to London. He exhibited that year 
at the Academy, besides a portrait 
of Mrs. Birket Foster, a Ru})ju(‘b 
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from Shiilci'tspeare— "Priuce Henry^ 
Poindj aud Palstaff In 1870 three 
jncturoa by him were exhibited at 
the Royal Academy, viz,, "Bay 
Breams/’ "The Market-Oirl from 
the Lido/’ aud " Toilers of the Sea/’ 
Mr. Orchardsou achieved a grout 
suoeeoB at the Paris Univorsal Ex- 
hibitiou, whore his" Challenge” 
aiK i " Chrifeioivher Sly ” were greatly 
adinirod by French critics, and won 
for tlio painter one of the very few 
medals awarded to English artists.

O’BEILLY, John Boyle, LL.B., 
was horn at Castlo Bowth, co.Meath, 
Ireland, June 25, 1841. He was 
tried and convicted of high treason 
in June, 1866, and sentenced to 
imprisonment for Ufe, but the 
sentence was commuted to twenty 
years penal servitude. In 1860 he 
escaped to the United States, where 


he lias siuco been editor of the 
Boston Pilot, He has published 
" Songs from tho Southern Seas,” 
1872; " Songs, Legends, and Bal- 
lads,” 1876 ; " Moondyne,” 1877 ; 
and " Statues in the Block,” 1881 . 

OBMEROI), Eleanor A., is the 
youngest child of the late Mr. 
George Ormorod, the 'well-lcnowii 
genealogist end historian of OhO'^- 
liire. About 1868, when the col- 
lection of economic entomology 
now at the Bethnal Green Museum 
was begun, Mias Ormerod became 
a contributor. In 1877 she invited , 
by circular, information for imbli- 
cation in reports, as to means found 
practically serviceable for preven- 
tion of injury to oaks by insects, j 
and in this way and by constant 
study she has gained much prac- 
tical knowledge on the subject. In 
1870 she juiblished " Notes of Ob- 
servations of Injuiious Insects ; ” 
"A Manual of Injurious Insects, 
with lilothods of Px'evcniion and 
Remedy for their Attacks to Pood, 
Crops, &e./’ 1881 ; " Reports of Ob- 
servations of Injurious Insects 
during 1882,” 1883 ; " Some Ob- 
servations on the OSstridco/* IRS-l, 
In 1882 Miss Ormerod was ap- 
pointed consulting entomologist of 
tho Royal AgriciSturH Society of 
England, and shortly after became 
special lectm'er on economic ento- 
mology at the Royal Agncultni-ul 
College, Cirencester. 

OBMSBY, The Right Hon. Henry, 
son of tho Rev. Hem*y Ownsby, 
rector of Kilskier, co. Meath, was 
born in that parish in Feb. 1812, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, whore he graduated in 183 J, 
having obtained several honours 
in his career ; these were in Logic, 
Mathematics, and Greek Composi- 
tion. He was called to tho bar in 
1835, and made a Q.C. in 1858. 
Shortly before tho resignation of 
the Conservative ministry in 1808 
he was nominated Solicitor-General 
for Ireland. Upon the return of 
Mr. Biaraeli to power in 1874 he 
was re-appointed Solicitor-General, 
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In Jan, 1S75, lie was appointed 
Attorney-General for Ireland, and 
sworn of the Privy Council ; and in 
Nov, tliesataoyear hewae appointed 
a Judge of the Landed Estates Couit 
in Ireland. 

OSBORNE, The Rev. Lord Sydney 
Godolphin, third son of the first 
Lord Godolphin, horn in 1808, 
gradual cd B.A. at Braaenose Col- 
lege, Oxford, in 1830, and having 
heen for some years Rector of Stoke 
Pogis, near Eton, was appointed 
Rector of Burweston, Dorsetshire, 
by Lord Porlmau, in 1841. lie 
resigned the latter incumbency in 
Sept. 187o. On the accession of 
his brother. Lord Godolphin, to the 
dukedom of Leads, he obtained the 
rank of n. duke’s son. Lord S. G. 
Osbonio was formerly well-known 
for liis letters on social andphilan- 
tliropic subjects, published under 
the signature of " S. G. O.,’* in the 
Times, He lias lately continued 
these letters under the same sig- 
nature. His lordship h.as written 
” Gleanings in the West of Ire- 
land" (which country he visited 
for benevolent purposes during the 
famine of 1817, and also in the 
year in which the cholera pre- 
vailed), published in 1830 j “ Lady 
Eva: Her Last Bays, a Tale" in 
1S51 ; “ Scutari and its Hospitals,” 
with illustrations (he visited the 
hospitals at Scutari during the 
Crimean wai*, received the thanks 
of the Government for the services 
he rendered, and was honourably 
mentioned in the report of the 
Piirliauientory Committee as hav- 
ing assisted to alleviate the suffer- 
ings, raise the spirits, and save the 
lives of the wounded and sick 
Boldiers) in 1833; Hints to the 
Charitable,” and "Hints for the 
AmclioTutlon of the Korol Condi- 
tion of a Village,” in 183C ; Let- 
ters on the Education of Young 
Children,” in 186U; and many pam- 
phlets, urging on the public the 
improvement of the dwellings of 
the lahom’lng classes. 

OSCAR II., King of Sweden and 


Norway, was bom Jan. 21, 181^, 
and before he ascended the throne 
held the rank of Lieiitenanl-Gone- 
ral in the army. He married, in 
June, 1857, the Pidncess Sophia of 
Nassau, daughter of the late Duke 
Wilhelm of Nassau, who was born 
in July, 1836. From this union 
there are four sons— namely, (-ius- 
taf, Duke of Weimland, bom in 
June, 1858, now hoir-apparent to 
the Ihrono ; Oscar, Buko of Gotland, 
born in Nov. 1839 ; Carl, Buke of 
Wesiergbtlond, born in Feb. 1861 ; 
and Eugene, Duke of Nerike, bom 
in Aug. 1865, On the death of his 
brother, Charles XV., in 1872, ho 
succeeded to the throne. The coro- 
nation of Emg Oscar and Queen 
Sophia took place July 18, 1878, at 
the Cathedral of Broni^eixn in 
Norway, In 1878 the Frankfort 
Academy of Sciences elected the 
King of Sweden a comesponding 
member in recognition of his 
poetical translation of Goethe’s 
"Faust” into Swedish. His Ma- 
jesty is also the author of " A 
Memoir of Charles XII.” (U’ans- 
lated into English in 1879) j ami 
of Poems and Leaflets from my 
Journal,” 1880, 

O'SHEA, John Augustus, horn in 
1810, was educated in the Oatholie 
University, Bablin. He went 
through the Austro-Prussian war 
as correspondent of a New York 
paper, and joined, in 18C9, the staff 
of the London Standard, with 
which he has been since connected. 
While acting os representative of 
the Standara during the Franco- 
Prussian war, he was sentenced to 
death at Rheims on snapiezon of 
having been in communication wiih 
the enemy, and it was only on a 
personal appeal to the Emperor by 
a press colleague that his release was 
ordered. After that he was one of 
the last to re-enter Paris before it 
was invested by the German forces, 
and while contribiiting continuous 
letters by balloon-post suffered all 
the privations of the siege in the 
buleagured city. He has since been 
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Avitli the Cai-lists in Hiscaya, was 
pi’esont ab the capture of Curtha- 
{^eiia, and chronicled the episodes 
of the famine in Bengal. Mr. 
O’Shea is the author of one or tw’o 
serial novels, and several comedi- 
ettas, besides many shorter slcetchcs 
and stories which have aiipearcd in 
different magazines. 

O’SHEA, Captain William Henry, 
born in 1840, is the only son of the 
late Henry O'Shea, E^q., of Dublin. 
He was educated at Oscott and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and in 1858 
joined the 18th Hussars, but Inis 
now retired. He ontercdParliament 
in 1880 as Liberal Homc-Bule mem- 
ber for Clare, and retained his seat 
until 1883, When it was in con- 
templation to release Mr. Parnell 
and others from Ealmainhnm in 
April, 1882, Cai>taui O'Shea acted 
in some way not precisely defined, 
as the intormodiary between the 
Government and the buspects. His 
devotion to Ihe Home-JiuJe Ciinse, 
however, has not been so absolute 
as to secure for him the confidence 
of the other members of the party, 
and in 1885 it required all Mr. 
Parnell's authority to secure his 
election as member for Galway. In 
1880 he was not a candidate, 

OSMAN PASHA (Ghazi), a Turk- 
ish general, was bom at Tokat, in 
Asia Minor, in 18.82. He began his 
education in the preparatory school 
in Constantinople, under the siipei*- 
vision of his brother, Hussein Ef- 
fendi, who, at the time, vras pro- 
fessor of Arabic at the institution. 
Prom the prej^aratory school Osman 
passed in due coimae into the mili- 
tary school, and quitting the latter 
in 1853 with very liigh certificates, 
at once entered the aiuny as a lieu- 
tenant i being appointed to the 
general staff in Slinmla shortly 
after the outbreak of the Crimean 
war. His gaUantry in action, and 
general soldier-like qualities, led to 
his vapid advancement, and at the 
termination of the campaign he was 
appointed a captain in the Imperial 
Guard at Conetaiitinople. Before 


long he was promoted to the rank 
of major, and, as such, took part in 
the fighting in Crete, from 18UG to 
1SG9. Eoturning to Constantinople 
after the suppression of the insur- 
roction in the island, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of colonel j and 
on attaining the rank of brigadier- 
general he was appointed to the 
command of a division in the 5th 
ArmyOoips. In the Tnrko-Servian 
war Osman Pasha commanded the 
division of the Timkish army as- 
sembled at Widdin, and for his 
conduct in the campaign he was 
promoted, by an Imperial irade, to 
the rank of Muschir, or Pield- 
Marshal. When the war between 
Hussia and Turkey broke out he 
still remained at Widdin, but his 
command was increased to sixty- 
eight battalions, sixteen squadrons, 
and 174 guns j and it was with the 
greater pai*t of this force that he 
aiipeared at Plevna in July. 1877, 
anil turned ilie tdde of war in favour 
of the Turks. He defended that 
IDlace with such gallantly, that in 
October he received from the Sultan 
the title of Ghazi," or Victo- 
rious," and the decoration of the 
Osiuanid in brilliants. At last 
Plevna surrendered (Deo. 10,1877), 
after Osman had made a desperate 
attempt to break through the Eus- 
sian lines. Osman Ghazi Victorious 
surrendered unconditionally the 
gallant army with which he had 
held this famous stronghold for so 
long, with which he upset the whole 
Eussian plan of campaign, and with 
which he defeated, in three pitched 
battles, Eussia's finest armies. Por 
some time Osman was a prisoner of 
war, but shortly after the conclu- 
sion of peace in March, 1878, he re- 
turned to Constantinople, and was 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the Imperial Guard. On June 10 
he was appointed Marshal of the 
Palace, at the same time retaining 
his command of the army for the 
defence of Constantinople. He was 
next appointed Governor-General of 
the islancl of Crete. Gluizi Osman 
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Pasha was appointed Miuistei* of 
War in the administration formed 
in Dec. 1878, and be elaborated a 
plan for the radical reorganisation 
of the army. In a short time he ac- 
quired considerable influence over 
the mind of the Sultan. Being 
accused by two mushirs, Fuad and 
^usrot, of maladministration, bo- 
fore the Sultan himself and the 
Council of Ministers, he was suc- 
cessful in preventing tlie charges 
from being pressed (Juno, 1879). 
To his influence, and that of the 
Sheikh-ul-Islam, was attributed 
the dismissal of the Grand-Vizier 
Khereddin Pasha. In July, 1880, his 
dismissal from the post of Minister 
of War was announced, but in Jan. 
1881, ho was again appointed to that 
oflice in the place of Hussein Huvni 
Pasha. After being for some time 
out of office, he once more, on Dec. 
3, 1882, became Minister of Wai' 
with the title of Serastier. 

OVLESS, Walter William, B.A., 
was bom at St. Holier, Jersey, Sep. 
21, 18 18, and educated at Victoi’ia 
College in that island. He came to 
London in lb64, and was admitted 
Or student of tho Boyal Academy in 
tho following year. While there, 
he took a silver medal in the 
Antique School, and was an unsuc- 
cessful competitor for the Histoi'ical 
gold medal. Mr. Ouless has been 
a constant exhibitor at Burlington | 
House since 1869, and his first 
works were subject pictures, the 
principal being '‘‘Home Again, 
and '^An Incident in the JBVench 
devolution.” In 1872, acting on 
tho advice of Mr. MilMs, he took: 
to x>ortrait-paintingi and has since 
devoted liimself almost exclusively 
to that hrianch of the profession. 
He was elected an Associate of the 
Koyal Academy Jan. 2, 1877, and a 
Boyal Academician May o, 1881. 
He obtained the medal of the second 
class at the Paris International 
Exliihition of 1878. Among the 
porti'aits painted and exhibited by 
Hr. Ouless, may be mentioned those 
of Lord Selbomo, Mr, Charles Dar- 
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win, P.E.S.j the late Bishop of Lon- 
don ; Admiral Sir Alexander Milne, 
G.C.B.; Miss Ruth Bouverie, 1877} 
the late Mr. RussoU (iuTney, M.P., 
Recorder of London, 1677; Licut.- 
Col, Loyd Lindsay, 1878; Mr. John 
Bright, M.P, ; Sir Thomas Glad- 
stone; the Rev. Dr. Ridding, head- 
master of Winchester College; and 
Mr. Edmund Yates, 1879; Ills Emi- 
nence Cardinal Hownian and Mr. 
Justice Maniaty, 3880; Mrs. But- 
torworthjlSSl; Gon. Sir P. Roberts, 
1882 ; the late Bishop of Llandafl, 
and the Bishop of Norwich, 1883 j 
and Mr. G. Scharf, 1886. Mr. 
Otdess was one of the two English 
recipients of the grand gold medal 
for AH at the Berlin International 
Exhibition, 1886. 

OTTSELEY, The Rev. Sir Frederick 
Arthur Gore, Barb., is the only son 
of tixe late Right Hon. Sir Gore 
Onseley, Bart., IC.H. and F.K.S., 
of Hall Bam Park, Beaconsfleld, 
Buckmghani'ihire, (alearned Orien- 
talist who was Bomotime ambas- 
sador at tho courts of Persia and 
I Russia), by his marriage with Har- 
riot Georgina, daughter of John 
! Whitelooke, Esq. He was bom in 
Grosveuor Square, London, Aug. 
12, 1825. From early childhood he 
evinced great talent for music, and 
at the age of eight he composed an 
opera, “L^Isola disabitata.” He 
was educated privately under Mr. 
Joyce, vienr of Dorking, and in 
1843 entered Christ Church, Oxford, 
as a gentleman commoner {B.A., 
1816; M.A., 1819). He succeeded 
to tho baronetcy on tho death of 
his father in 1844, Having been 
ordained deacon in 1849, he was 
nominated to the curacy of St. 
Paul’s, Enightsbridge, principally 
servinp* the sister church of St. 
Barnabas, Pimlico, and living in the 
College attached to that chui'oh. 
He held the curacy till 1851, and 
on the dispersion of the choir o£ 
St. Barnabas, he collected the 
scattered choristers, and estab- 
lished this little colony, under the 
mastership of the Rev, Henry Pyffe, 
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M.A., at Lovehill House, near 
Langley Marish, Buckinghamsliire. 
Afterwards lie erected, at liis own 
cost and on liis own property, the 
Ijeautiful church of St. Michael and 
All Angels, at the Old Wood, near 
Tenbury. Sir Frederick was ap- 
pointed its first viqar (1856), and, 
afterwards, the choristers having 
been removed from Langley, he 
became Warden of St. IVEicliael's 
College, Tenbury. He was tlie prin- 
cipal founder of this establisluiicnt, 
the object of which is the education 
of boys in music, the cla-!sical lan- 
guages, and general knowledge. In 
the Warden’s house Sir Frederick 
Ouseley has formed n musical 
library, which is acknowledged to 
be the most valuable and extensive 
private collection in the kingdom. 
It contains nearly -l-jOOO volumes, 
mostly rare full scores and treatises. 
In 1860 Sir Frederick took the 
degree of Bachelor of Music at Ox- 
ford. his “ exercise” being a cantata, 
'^The Lord is the true Uod ; ” and 
in 1834* he proceeded to the higher 
grade of Doctor of Music, for which 
his oratorio, St. Polycarp ” w'as 
composed and performed. Ho took 
priest’s orders in 1853, and in the 
same year w^as appointed Precentor 
of Hereford Cathedral. At the 
clo.-3C of that year he was uoiuiiiatod 
Profejisorof Music in the University 
of Oxford, in succession to the late 
Sir Henry R. Bisliop. As a com- 
X)03er, he is chiefly known by his 
works for the Church. He has 
composed eleven services ; has pub- 
lished over seventy anthems, of 
which the best known is, ''How 
goodly ai*c thy tents, 0 Israel ; ” 
and has edited the sacred works of 
Orlando Gibbons. His treatises on 
" Harmony,” 18G0 j and on " Coun- 
terpoint and Fugue,” 1860, are 
standard works. His Treatise on 
Musical Form and General Com- 
position ” is also a valuable contri- 
bution to musical literature. He 
edited a ooUeotion of " Cathedral 
Serviees,” 1853 5 and. in conjunc- 
tion with Dr> Monk, “Anglican 


Psalter Chants,” 1873. He is a 
member of the Convocation of the 
Province of Canterbury, having 
been Proctor for the Chapter of 
Hereford since 1869. In 1880 ho 
was made a Canon Residentiary of 
Hereford Cathedral. 

OVERALL, William Henry. 
F.S.A., was born Jan. J 8 , 1829, 
at St. John’s Wood, was educated 
at a private school, and subse- 
quently hocame one of the early 
students of the City of Loudon 
College, when held at Crosby Hall, 
Bishopsgate. He entered the Town 
Clerk's Office, Guildhall, in 1847 ; 
was appointed Sub-Librarian to 
the Corporation of London in 1837, 
and Librarian in 18G5. His first 
literary effort was a “ Dictionary 
of ChronoJogy, or Historical and 
Statistical Register,” 1870 5 and, 
afterwards, he prepared '' Cata- 
logue of Sculpture, Paintings, and 
Engravings and other Works of 
Art belonging to the Corporation,” 
2vols. 5 a “Catalogue of the Books, 
Music, Pictures, and Prints in the 
Library of Gresliam College,” 1872 ; 
“ A Critical and Historical Account 
of the Earliest Known Survey of 
the City of London,” by Ralph 
Agas, taken about 15G0 (published 
in 1871)5 '*1’he Accounts of the 
Chmehwardens of the Parisli of St. 
Michael, Cornhill, with Memoranda 
from the Great Book of Accounts, 
from 143G-1608;” “A Catalogue 
of the Library and Museum of 
Horolugical Specimens belonging 
to the Clockmakors’ Company of 
London,” 1875; “A Catalogue of 
Hooks, Manuscripts, and Letters 
belonging to the Dutch Church, 
Austin SViara,” 1879 5 “ A His- 
tory of the Cloofcmakers’ Com- 
pany of the City of London,” 
1881 5 and, in eonj^unction with 
his cousin, Mr. H. C. OveraU, he 
compiled on analytical index to the 
series of records belonging to the 
Corporation of London, Imown as 
“ The Rememhraneia,” 1579-1G64, 
with biographical and historical 
notes, besides makmg an exhans- 
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tive report, rtescribing the nature 
of the civic records generally. His 
"Catalogiio of the Topographical 
Prints and Drawings of London 
and Westminster/* exhibited by 
Mr. J. E. Q-ardner, P.S.A., at the 
opening of the present library, is 
held in high esteem. As curator 
of the Museum, ho has recently 
re-arranged the local antiquities 
preserved by the Corporation, and 
is now engaged in compiling a new 
classified catalogue of the Library. 

OWEN, SirEiohard, K.C.B., M.L., 
D.C.L., LL.D., E.KS., the cele- 
brated comparative anatomist, is 
the youngest son of Richard Owen, 
Esq., of Fulmer Place, Bucks, and 
was born at Lancaster, July 20, 
180-i. He studied in the grammar 
school of his native town where he 
was contemporary with the late Br. 
Whewell. In 18^ he matriculated 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
where he attended the anatomical 
lectures of I)r. Barclay. He also 
attended for a considerable time 
the schools of medicine in Paris. 
He became a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London in 
1826, and began life as a general 
practitioner in Scrlc Street, Lin- 
coln’s Inn Fields, but his subse- 
quent appointment, on Br. Aber- 
nethy’s recommendation, to the 
post of Assistant Curator of the 
Hunterian Museum, led him to de- 
vote his attention exclusively to 
the study of comparative anatomy. 
In 1834 he was appointed to the 
Chair of Comparative Anatomy at 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, and 
soon afterwards ho married the 
only daughter of his colleague, Mr. 
William Clift, Curator of the Hun- 
terian Museum. In IS3G he suc- 
ceeded Sir Charles Bell as Professor 
of Anatomy and Physiology in the 
College of Surgeons, being ap- 
X)ointed by the College in the same 
year as the first Hunterian Profes- 
sor, He was an active member of 
the CommisBion of Inquiry into the 
Health of Towns, as well as of the 
Metropolis, which resulted in ^^e 


appointment of a Sanitary Commis- 
sion, and of the Ooirunission of In- 
quiry hito Smithfield Market ; and 
it is to his persevering endeavours 
in making Icnown the evils of the 
latter that the x>ublic are mainly 
indebted for the abolition of the 
nuisance. Professor Owen also 
took part in the organisation of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, served 
as president of one of the juries, at 
the request of the Government went 
to Paris, and was president of the 
jury of the same class of objects in 
the "Univerbal Exhibition** of 
1855, and received the Cross of 
the Legion of Honour. Profosbur 
Owen's connection with the College 
of Surgeons ceased in 1856, on Ms 
being appointed Superintendent of 
the Natoal History Bepartioeuts 
(Zoology, Geology, Mineralogy) in 
tlie British Museum. He hoe ad- 
vocated the provision of adequate 
galleries for the exjxisitioii of these 
collections in his "Discourse on 
the Extent and Aims of a National 
Museum of Natural History. ** For 
some years he was Lecturer on 
Paleontology in the Government 
School of Mines, Jermyn Street, 
and Fulleriau Professor of Physio- 
logy in the Royal Institution of 
Groat Britain, but was compelled, 
on account of failing health, to re- 
sign these oMcgs, He has been 
chosen, by coimnand of Her 
Majesty, to deliver courses of lec- 
tures to the Royal Family at Buck- 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle, 
and a residence in Richmond Park 
has been assigned to him. Among 
the first great works which he un- 
dei'took were the "Besoriptive and 
Illustrated Catalogue of the Speci- 
mens of Physiology and Compara- 
tive Anatomy ; ** the" Catalogue of 
the Natural History*** that of the 
"Osteology/* and that of the 
"FosaU Organic Remains/* pre- 
served in the Mnscum of the Roral 
College of Surgeons, Biscernmg 
in a fragment of fossil bone from 
'Now Zealand, submitted to him in 
1839, evidence of a bird more gigon- 
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tic than the oatricli, VrofessorOwen 
jinhlishecl an account of it 5 trans- 
inittecl copiea to New Zealand, and 
obtained evidence in confirmation 
and extension of his idea^ which 
ocoupies many successive pai'ts of 
the ‘'Transactions^* of the Zoologi- 
cal Society, in that for 1855 he 
propounds his theory of the extinc- 
tion of species on the principle of 
the" contest of existence ** thronjjh 
the operation of extraneous influ- 
ences. The genera of birds thus 
lost by " natural rejection ** are 
Dinornis, A])fornis, NotornU, Chemi- 
ornisj &c. Concluding in the work 
" On the Nature of Limbs ’* his re- 
searches on the unity of j)lan of 
animal organisation, the author is 
led to regard species as diie to 
secondary cause or law, continu- 
ously operating an d producing 
them successively, but in a way 
unknown to him. Professor Owen 
has mitten, amongst other works, 
"Memoir on thcPeaT.'ly Nautilus," 
18132 ; " Odontography,” 1840 ; 

"Memoir on a <4igantic Extinct 
Sloth,” 1812; "Lectures on the 
Comparative Anatomy of the In- 
vertebrate Animals,** 1843 ; " Lec- 
tures on the Comparative Anatomy 
of tho Yertebmte Animals/* 18 IG ; 
"History of British PoBsils, Mam- 
mals, and Birds,** 1840 ; "On the 
Archetype and Homologies of 
the Vertebrate Skeleton,*’ 1848 ; 
" On tho Natm’B of Limbs,” 1849 ; 
" On Parthenogenesis, or the Suc- 
cessive Production of Procreative 
Individuals from a single Ovum,” 
1849 j " History of British Eossil 
Reptiles/* 1849-51 j " Principles of 
Comnarative Osteology/ * published 
in French at Paris in 1855 j " On 
Palaiontology/* and " On the Me- 
gatherium/* I8GO5 "On the Aye- 
Aye” (ChiromyA)^ 18G3 ; "On the 
Gorilla/* 1863; "On tho Dodo,** 
and "On the Anatomy of Verte- 
bi'ates/* 186G 5 and the articles on 
Zoology, Comparative Anatomy, 
and Physiology, in " Brando’s Dic- 
tionary of Science/* in which the 
article " Species ” contams tho 


Professor’s views of their nature 
and oiigin. His later researches 
have been on the extinct animals 
of our principal Colonies. In ] R/G 
his work on " The Fossil Reptilia 
of South Africa,” with 70 plates, 
was published by the tnistees of 
the British Museum. In 1877 Pro- 
fessor Owen brought out, at his 
own cost, a work " On tho Fossil 
Mammals of Australia, and on the 
extinct Marsupials of England,** 
2 vols. Ito, with 132 plates and 
many woodcuts. He is also the 
author of an enlarged work " On the 
extinct Wingless Birds of New Zea- 
land.” Professor Owen has com- 
mimicatcd nimierous papers to the 

Transactions ” of the Royal, 
Liunsaan, Geological, Zoological, 
Cambridge, Philosophical, Medico- 
Chirurgical, and Microscopical 
Societies, and has contributed some 
elaborate Reports, published in the 
" Transactions ” of the British As- 
sociation. He was one of the 
foimders, and first President, of the 
Microscopical Society ; is a Fellow 
or associate of most of the learned 
societies or scientific academics at 
home and abroad ; is a Chevalier of 
tho Order of Merit of Prussia, and 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the French Xnstituto. He was 
created a Companion of the Bath, 
June 3, 1673, and shortly after- 
wards made a K.C.B. ; and in 
Jan. 1879, he was elected a foreign 
member ,of the Berlin Academy of 
Sciences. 

OXENBEN, The Right Rev, 
Ashton, D.D.,late Primate and Me- 
tropolitan of Canada, was bom at 
Broome Ptirk, near Canterbury, in 
1808, graduated B.A, at University 
College, Oxford, in 1831, and was 
ordained priest in 1R34«. From 
1848 to ISCO he was rector of Phxek- 
ley-with-Pevington, in Kent. In 
186 1 he became an Honorary Canon 
of Canterbury Cathedral. In 1869, 
having been elected by the synod 
he was consecrated, to the Metropo- 
litical Seo of Monixeal, in virtue 
of which he became Primate of all 
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Canada^ Ho rosined his hibhopiic 
in April, 1878, feeling hiinsolf no 
longer equal to the fatigues of his 
diocese. In May, 1879, lie Tvas 
instituted to the vicarage of St. 
Stephen, near Canterhur^. Hr. 
Oxenden, has written Hecision j 
"Prayers for Private ITsej '' " Ser- 
mons on the Christian Life j ” 
" God^s Message to the Poor j ” 
" Baptism. Simply Explained j 
"The Lord’s Supper Simiily Ex- 
plained ; ” " Pervent Prayer ; " " A 
Plain History of the Christian 
Church J " " The Pastoral Office ; 
"The Pathway of Safety;” "Lec- 
tures on the Go^ol;” “The Bar- 
ham Tracts ; ” and many other 
works, most of which have [had a 
large circulation. 

OXENHAM, The Bev. Henry 
Hutcombe, M.A., was bom Hov. 15, 
1820, at Harrow, being the eldest 
son of the late Eev. Wuliain Oxen- 
hoin, second master of Harrow 
School. Ho was educated at Har- 
row, and at Balhol CoUege, Oxford, 
where he obtained an open scholar- 
ship, and took his B.A. degree (2nd 
class in classics) in 1850 ; and that 
of M.A. in 185 1. He became Cm'ate 
of Howninghall, Bucks, in 1851, 
of St. Bartholomew’s, Criplegate, 
in 1850 ; joined the Eoman Catho- 
lic Chui-ch in 1857 ; as for a time 
a member of the London Oratory, 
and was afterwards sucoeasirely 
Professor at St. Edmund’s College, 
Ware, and Master at tlie Oratory 
School, Birmingham. He has pub-

Evelyn Denison, Examiner of Peti- 
tions for Private Bills to Ijoth 
Houses of Parhamont, 1866, and 
Second Clerk Assistant and Clerk 
Assistant of the House of Commons, 
1868 and 1870. In 1886, on the 
death of Sir Thomas Erskine May, 
he was appointed Clerk to the 
House of Commons.

PAXGBAVE, William Gifford, sou 
of the late Sir Francis Palgrave, 
was bom in Westminster Jan. 24, 
1826, imd received his education at 
the Charterhouse. He was Captain 
and Gold Medallist of his year, 
and obtained a Scholarsbip at 
Trinity College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1810, taking a 
first class in classics, and a second 
dass in mathematics. The follow- 
ing year he was appointed a second 
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lieutenant in the 8tli Bombay Na- 
tivo Infantry. After a short period 
of service, ho became connected 
»vith the Order of the Jesuits, and 
in due course he was admitted to 
the priesthood. During his on- 
gagement Avith the French and 
Italian branches of the Society of 
Jesus he resided in Southern India 
till 18o3 ; at Borne till the autumn 
of 1 85 j ; and subsequeutly in Syria 
and Palestine, whei'e ho was ac- 
tivcly employed in the interests of 
the Order till ISGO, by whioli time 
he had acquired a complete mas- 
tery of the Arabic language, both 
literary and vernacular. Mr. Pal- 
gi'ave was summoned to France in 
the summer of 18G0 by Napoleon 
III., to give an account of the Syrian 
disturbances and inassacresj and 
he retm’ned to Syria in 18G1, 
charged with the task of exploring 
Central and Eastern Arabia in the 
service of the Emperor. This he 
accomplished in the years 1802 and 
18(53, traversing the entire Wa- 
habo kingdom, and subsequently 
the produces adjacent to the 
Pei'sian Gulf and Indian Ocean. 
During his x>rolonged and varied 
residence and journeys in Syria, 
Mesopotamia, Arabia, Egypt and 
other regions of the Ottoman East, 
he acquired such a familiarity with 
Arabic and the Arabs, that he was 
looked on by the latter as one of 
their own leaders and Sheyhks j 
and on several occasions acted as 
"Imanx” and *'Khutttb” in their 
mosiiues. Mr. Palgrave, having 
obtained the permission of the 
French Emperor, published a work 
of great merit, entitled "Narrative 
of a Year’s Journey tlirough Cen- 
tral and Eastern Arabia (18G2-3),’’ 
2 vols., London, 18G5, which has 
been translated into French by K. 
E. Jonveaux, The reserve neces- 
sarily maintained by the author 
respecting the precise object of 
his wanderings tended to increase 
the interest of the public in this 
remarkable publication. Having 
at last retmTied to England, Mr. 


Palgrave was, after some fuirther 
' stay in Prance and Germany, 
sent out by the English Govern- 
ment on sj)ecial service for the 
release of Consul Cameron and the 
other }U'isonors in Abyssinia, in 
J uly, 18G5, and remained in Egyijt, 
by order, till June, 18GC, when ho 
returned to England. He was ap- 
pointed Consul at Soukhoum-Kalc 
July 23, ISGG, at TrebizondMay 2i), 
1807, at the Island of St. Thomas, 
Feb. 10, 1873, and at Manila (Phi- 
lippine Islands), April 3, IS/Gj and 
Consul-General in the Principality 
of Bulgaria, Sept. 23, 1878. In 
Jan. 1880 he was appointed Consul- 
General in Siam, to reside at Bang- 
kok.

Cavan, by 
Eleanor, eldest daxighlur of Mr.

Margaret’s, eo, Dublin, and was 
bom in 1831. He was educated at 
Trinity College, I>ul>liu, where ho 
took his Bachelor’s degree in 1862, 
and was called to the Irish bar in 
the following year.

PALLISEB, John, oldest son of 
the Into Liout.-Gol, Wray Palliser, 
of Comi’ah, Waterford, bom in 
1817^ has taken an active interest 
in the progress of geographical 
science and exploration. He ex- 
plored a largo portion of tho " Far 
West” region of America to the 
shores of the Pacific, and under a 
commission from the Government, 
in 1857-60, topographically deter- 
mined tho Briti^ North Americiin 
international bonndai*y-linc from 
Lake Supoiior in Canada, across 
the main chain of the Kooky Moun- 
tains, and thence to the sea-coast 
or Cascade Eange. Parliamentary 
papers reporting the progress of 
the explorations were published in 
1859, and the detailed journal of 
the British North American Ex- 
ploring Expedition, containing re- 
ports upon tho geography, agricul- 
tural resources, and commercial 
capabilities of Western America, 
was presented hy him to her Ma- 
jesty's Government, and appeared 
in 1861. Mr. PaUiser in early life 
passed much time and acq^uired 
some experience among the Indiana 
of the northern woods and western 
prairies, and some of the reeulta of 


his American oxpcidonces are re- 
corded in "The Solitary Hunter, 
or Sporting Adventures in tlio 
Prairies," published in 185^.

1838, was only ton years of a^o 
when the revolution of Feb. 1818, 
broke out, and, accompanied by 
his heroic mother, the latcBuchesa 
of Orleans, he witnessed the stoimy 
scene in the French Chambers 
which followed that event. He 
was educated at Claremont, in this 
country, by his mother, who died 
there, May 18, 18o8. In the autumn 
of 1801 the young Comte de Faids 
and his brother, the Due de Char- 
ti’ps, accompanied hy their xuielo, 
the Prince do Joinrille, proceeded 
to the United States, and on 
arriving at Washington were cor- 
dially welcomed by tlie Federal 
Government, ami by Gen. McClel- 
lan, who proposed that the yoiuig 
princes should serve on his staff. 
Tlie two brothers ontwed the ser- 
vice with the rank of Captains of 
\’'olunteers, stipulating that they 
were to receive no i>ay, and that 
they should bo free to resign their 
appointments •whenever they might 
xviah to do so. They served on 
Gon. McGlellan’s staff till the con- 
chision of the campaign in Vir- 
ginia, and the consequent reti*eat 
of the army of the Potomac, in 
June, 18G2, when they returned 
to Europe. I'ho Comte do Paris 
married his cousin, the Princess 
Marie-Iaabelle-Frani;oise d'Asaiso 
Antonia Louisa Fernanda, eldest 
daughter of the Due de Moiitpensier, 
May 30, 1804, and has three chil- 
dren, one son. Prince Loixis Phi- 
lippe Robert (born Feb. C, 1809), 
and two daughters. At the close 
of the year 1871 the Comte de Paris 
was, after* some delay, admitted a 
member of the National Assembly, 
at Versailles, tinder M. Thiers, Pre- 
sident of the French Republic j 
and on Dec, 22, 1872, the Assembly 
voted the restitution of the pro- 
perty of the Orleans family. On 
Aug, 6, 1873, the Comte €lo Paris 
had "the celebrated interview at 
Frohsdorf with the Comte de Cham- 


bord, whom he acknowledged as tlie 
head of the Royal House of France. 
After the death of the Comte de 
Chambord (Aug.^ 24, 1833), the 
great majority of the Legitimists 
acknowledged the Comte do Paris 
ns his successor. A remarkable 
article, entitled, L*Allemagne Qt 
scs Tendances Nouvellefl," which 
appeai’od in the Reviia dos Deux 
Mo/i(7es,in Aug, 1867, and attracted 
considerable attention, is said to 
have been written by the Comte 
de Paris. He is also the author of 
“ Les Associations Ouvrieres cn 
AngloteiTo/' Paris, 1809, an English 
translation of which, by N. J. 
Senior, M.A., waa published the 
same year at London, imdor the 
title of ‘'The Trades Unions of 
England and of Histoiro do la 
Guerre Civile en Ainorique,” vola. i. 
and ii,, Paris, 1874. The fifth and 
sixth volumes of tliis -work appeiu’ed 
in 1883. In 1880 the Government 
introduced and passed the Expul- 
sion Bill, forbidding the soil of 
Prance to the direct heirs of 
families tliat had reigned in France. 
This waa chiefly directed against 
the Comte de Paris, who accord- 
ingly, amid demonstrations of sor- 
row from a mxdtitude of friends, 
left Treport for England in July. 

PAEISj Gaston, a very diatiu- 
guished French Philologist, the 
son of Alexis Paris, xvaa bom at 
Avemay, Marne, August 9, 1839. 
He xvns educated at Rollin College, 
and at the Universities of Gottin- 
gen and Bonn, and studied the 
Romance languages with Professor 
Diez. On his return to Prance he 
entered the ^cole des Chartes, 
pxu'Buing at the same time tlie 
study of law, and took the degree 
of Doctor in 18C3. On May 12, 
1S7G, he was elected a member of 
the Academy of Inscriptions in the 
place of Guigniaut. Among other 
interosUng and qurioua works ho 
has published "Etude but le r6le 
de Taccent latin dans la hmguc 
frangaise,” 18025 "De pseudo

PABK, Edwards Amasa^ was 
born at Providence, Eliodc Island, 
Dec. 29, 1808. He graduated at 
Brown XJniversity in 1320, and at 
Andover Tlieological Seminary in 
1831, and was pastor of a Congre- 
gational chnrcn nt Braintree, Mas- 
saclinsetts, 1331-34, when lie became 
Professor of Mental and Moral Phi- 
losophy at Amherst College. In 
1330 he became one of the Profes- 
sors in the Andover Theological 
Seminaiy, and has for many years 
been regarded as a representative 
of what is styled "Hew England 
Theology/’ Ho has been one of 
the editors of the Bibliotheca Sacra 
from its establishment. He has 
edited "Selections from Gorman 
Literature," 1839 ; has contributed 
much to current theological litera- 
ture; and has published " The Pise 
of the Edwardi»an Theory of the 
-Vtonemeiifc," 3^59; ** Theology of 
the Intellect and the Peelings/’ 
1851 ; " Hymns and Choirs," 1801 ; 
" Life of Leonard Woods/’ 1330 ; 
and " Discourses on some Theo- 
logical Doctrines as related to the 
Beligious Character/’ 1885, 

PAKKESf The Hon. Sir Henry, 
K.C.M.G., is the son of Thomas 
Parkes, a Warwickshire farmei”, and 
was born at Stoneleigli, in tliat 
county, in 1815. He spent some 
years of his early life in South 
Wales, and was afterwards appren- 
ticed to a mechanical trade in Bir- 
mingham, where he manied. In 
1839 he emigrated to Sydney, in 
Australia, and appears to have en- 
gaged in the or<linary pursuits of 
labour in that colony. Wo find 
him in 1843 taking an active pai*t 
in the Section of Mi\ Bobert Lowe 
(now Viscount Sherbrooke), as 
member of the local LegiskiturG 


for the city of Sydney, and soon 
afterwards he established the E»i- 
/)ic 0 j a daily newspaper, which he 
conducted for seven years. In 
1851 Mr. Parkes was elected to 
the Legislative Council for Sydney, 
and he still sits for the metropolis 
in the Parliament of How South 
Wales. Ho accej>ted from the Go- 
vernment in 1801 tho appointiueiit 
of Commissioner for Emigration in 
England, and was in this countiy 
till the end of 13(32. In Januaiy, 
IHOiS, he took office as Colonial Sec- 
retary, and was the minister who 
passed the Public Schools Act of 
that year, which has been often 
spoken of 03 an ndmii’able measure 
of popular education. Mr. Parkes 
was President of the Council of 
Education from January, 1807i until 
October, 1870. In May, 1872, he 
was entrusted by the Governoi' 
with the formation of a ministry, 
and he continued to hold office ns 
Premier until Eebmary, 1875. Mr. 
Parkes reqeived, in 1874, the gold 
medal of tho Cobden Club for hia 
servioea in Australia lo the caubc ol‘ 
free trade during his aduiinistra- 
ti'»u. In March, 1377, he was coiii- 
missioued by the Governor of 
South Wales to form an adminis- 
tration, and became Premier for tho 
second time. Being defeated in the 
Legislative Assembly in August, be 
advised his Excellency to dissolve 
Parliament. His advice was ac- 
cepted on the condition that supply 
should be granted to cover the 
period of the general election. The 
ministry declined being parties to 
any condition whatever, and re- 
tired from office. Their successors 
obtained a dissolution, and were 
defeated on tho meeting of the new 
Parliament. On their defeat 
Parkes was again (in December, 
1877) requested to form a govern- 
ment. On this occasion, however, 
he returned his commission after a 
few days, finding that he could not 
construct a ministry which, in his 
judgment, would have suffiident 
strength to conduct affairs offi- 
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raently and aatibfautorily. Jii Doc, 
1S7S, Kir Iltnry Parker took office 
as J’l'tmiioi’ 1‘or the third time, and 
li.iB had tliu distinction of being 
nt the head of Iho longest lived 
(ioveriimont of Australia. Dialing 
his tenure of office he passed a new 
odueatirin law, th(> Public luatruc- 
tirpii Act of ISSO/^ which ivx>eals the 
Art of IbGO, and extends its jirovi- 
fcions more coinidelely on a non-aec- 
tariiin ])a&is, creating a chiBS of High 
Schools us well as Primary Schools, 
and placing the Education Depart- 
ment under a responsible minister. 
In Doe. 18S1, Sir Henry Parkes 
left New South Wales, under 
medical advice, on a short visit 
to AmOi’ica and Europe. On this 
occasion he was entertained at a 
luinqiiet by the two Houses of Par- 
liament, and also at a second ban- 
quet by the citizens of Sydney, In 
England Sir Henry Parkes received 
a marked w*elcome from all classes, 
and a l)anqiiet was given in his 
honour with the Duke of Edinburgh 
in tluj chair. In June, 1877, her 
Alajesty conferred upon him the 
rank of K.G.M.D., and in 1882, 
King Humbert conferred upon him 
the dignity of Knight Commander 
of the Crowm of Italy, in recogni- 
tion of his services to a large num- 
ber of the Italian emigrants who 
vrent out to New Ireland, and who 
arrived ultimately in Sydney in a 
state of great distress. A volume 
of “ Speeches on various Occasions 
connocied with the Public AfL*aii*s 
of New South Wales, 18 18-7 J, hy 
Henry Parkes, with an Introduction 
by David Blair,” was published at 
Melboiunc in 187G. 

PjailtKIlfSOK, J’OBeph Charles, 
})orn in London in 1832, obtained an 
a])pomtment in Somerset House (In- 
land Revenue Dopai*tment), in 
1855, after the Civil Service Com- 
mission had been established by 
order in Council. He published in 
1S5U, Under Government,^' the 
first complete guide to the various 
de^rnttmeus of the Civil Service. 
This work, which ran through 


many editions, wns followed in ISUt) 
by a handbook of “Government 
Examinations." In 18G1 Mr. Par- 
kinson's abilities as a journalist 
were recognized by the Daily News, 
and for the next ten years he was 
one of the steadiest and most 
cstociued contributors to that 
journal, mainly on the abolition of 
public executions, j)oor-law reform, 
and the preservation of commons, 
In conjunction with the Duke of 
Wcstuiinster, the Archbishop of 
York, the late Dr. Anstic and 
others, Mr. Parkinson worked by 
Ijen and speech to promote that 
r-eform in workhouse infiimarios 
which culminated in Mr, Gathome 
Hardy's measure. In 18G9 he 
visited Egypt as the guest of the 
Viceroy, and described for the 
Daily News the opening of the Suez 
Canal. He next visited India on 
a special mission for tho tele- 
I graphic authorities, and published 
an accoimt of his visit, “Tlie 
Ocean Telegraph to India," Mr. 
Parkinson has of late years retired 
from journalism, and occupies him- 
self with the coal industi'ies of 
South Wales. 

P A R NE L Ii| Oharles Stewart^ 
M.P., was born in 1846, at Avon- 
dale, CO. WicHow. He is descended 
from an old English family that 
l>assed over from Congleton, Che- 
shire, to Ireland, and many of his 
ancestors have phiycd prominent 
parts in history. Thomas Parnell, 
the poet, was one of the family. 
Mr. Parnell's great grandfather. 
Sir Jolm Parnell, hold for many 
years the office of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the Irish Parliament, 
and resigned rather than vote for 
the Act of Union j and Sir Henry 
Parnell, Sir John's son, after many 
years' service in the House of Com- 
mons, was raised to the peerage as 
LordCongloton in 1841. Mr. Par- 
nell, whose mother is a daughter of 
Adn^ol Charles Stewart, a cele- 
brated American naval officer, was 
educated at various private schools 
in England, and afterw'ords went to 
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Magdalen College, Cainbritlgo. 
After a tour of some duration in 
tho United States, he rctui*ned to 
his home in Wicklow*, and was High. 
Sheriff of the county in 1871. He 
made liia first attempt to enter 
puhlic life in the same year, con- 
testing the county of Dublin with 
the hite Col. Taylor on the latter’s 
acceptance of office as Chancellor of 
the DiU'hy of Lancaster in the 
Second administration of Lord 
Deaconsfleld. He was defeated by 
an ovorwhebuing majority, but in 
the following year — 1875 — he was 
returned for the county of Meath, 
in succession to the late Mr. John 
Martin. For some time he took no 
prominent part in the proceedings 
of Parliament, but during the 
Session of 1870 he attracted some 
attention by engaging in one or 
two prolonged and stubborn con- 
flicts with the Government. In 
Feb., 1877/ he made his first ap- 
pearance as a legislator, introduc- 
ing The Irish Churcli Act Amend- 
ment Bill,” the object of which 
wiis to facilitate tlio purchase of 
their holdings by the tenantry of 
the disestablished Iri^ Church; 
the Bill was thrown out by 150 to 
110 votes. The introduction of the 
Prisons Bill by Sir Kichard (then 
Mr.) Cross, gave rise to the first 
real development of the principle 
of what was known as the “active” 
policy to the Irish, and the policy 
of “obstruction^’ to the English 
people. The various clauses of the 
measure wei^e obstinately opposed; 
and when attempts were mode to 
force the bill thi’ough at a late 
hour, there were repeated motions 
for adjournment. A similuj’ coui'se 
was pm'sued on the Mutiny Bill, 
hostility being chiefly directed 
against the flogging clauses ; and 
scenes of much xxission and excite- 
ment frequently occurred. Mr. 
Courtney, Mir. E. Jenkins, and 
other Liberal members, were 
stiongly oi>posed to the South 
Africa Bill, which authorised, 
{imong other things, the annexa- 
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lion of the Transvaal. Mr. Parnell 
joined in the attack ujion tlie Go- 
vernment; and, on the 31 at July, 
the House sat for 22 hours — from a 
(piarter to four on a TTiosclay tiU 
two ill the afternoon of the follcov- 
ing Wednesday. Mr. Pamell came 
into serious collision iu the course 
of this Session, both with Sir Staf- 
ford Hortlicote, the then leader of 
the House of Commons, aud Mr. 
Butt, then leader of the Irish ptirty. 
Sir Stafford Northcote moved a re- 
solution on one occasion for Mr. 
Parnell’s suspension, which, after 
varying fortunes, had finally to be 
abandoned, in order to give way for 
some Hew Eules against ** obstruc- 
tion” generally. Mr. Butt con- 
demned the policy of Mr. Parnell, 
both by letters and speeches ; but 
it soon became apparent that the 
action of the younger man was the 
more popular among the Irish 
people. In the beginning of 1 878, 
Mr. Parnell was elected President, 
instead of Mr. Butt, of the Irish 
organisation in England, known ns 
the Home Eule Confedoriition, and 
from this time forward Mr. Butt 
iwactically ceased to be tiio loader 
of the Irish party. Tlie sessions 
of 1878 and 1870 were practically a 
repetition of the proceedings of 
1877. In 1878, a oommitteo was 
appointed to disousa the best 
means for putting down “oh- 
struertion,” and Mr. PorneU was 
apjxiinied a member, and took an 
active part in examining the vari- 
j ous witiiesses called. The hostility 
of Mr, ParneU was chiefly directed 
' in these yeara to the use of the lash ; 
and finally, in 1879, be succeeded 
in having it abohshed. At the 
close of -the session of 1879, Mr. 
Parnell entered upon a new and 
buportant epoch in his career. 
There had been a succession of 
three bad harvests in Ireland ; the 
country was threatened with deep 
aud wide-spread distress; and the 
time was ripe for starting a new 
movement for reform of the rela- 
tions between landlord and tenant. 
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A meeting had been hold iu Irish- 
town, CO. llayo, iu the previous 
April, but it was not till June that 
Mr. Panioll formally joined the 
neor land movement. It was on 
this occasion that ho uttered as the 
keynote of the coming struggle the 
words, Keep a firm grip of your 
homesteads.'' On the 21st of Oc- 
tober following, the “ Irish National 
Land League*' ivas founded, and 
Mr. Ptiruell W'tia elected the lirst 
President. The objects of the new 
organisation wore declared to be 
‘'first, to bring about a reduction 
of rack-rents ; secondly, to facilitate 
the obtaining of the uuuiorship of 
the soil }»y the occupiers.” In 
December of the same year, he 
sailed for jimerica, in order to raise 
funds for the relief of the distress 
and for starting the new organisa- 
tion ; lectured iu a large uiunber of 
towns, before several State Logis- 
lattu’cs, and finally hetovo the Honae 
of Representatives at 'Washington, 
The honoxir of addressing the last 
assembly had ijroviously been con- 
ferred upon but three i)ersons — 
Lafayette, Bishop England, of 
Oliarleston, and Kossuth. Mean- 
time, Parliament was dissolved 5 
3Mr. Parnell hurried home, took an 
active part in the general election, 
and was himself elected for thi'oe 
constituencies — ^Meath, Mayo, and 
Cork city j ho selected the last- 
named eonstituonoy. At the meet- 
ing of the new Irish party after 
the election, he was chosen leader 
of the Irish party instead of Mr. 
Shaw, who had biiccoerled Mr. Butt, 
Immediately after the mooting of 
the new Parliament, Mr. Parnell 
caUecl for the introduction of a 
measure to deal with the Irish 
land questions and shortly after, 
the Government brought in the 
Disturbance BiU, which, having 
been passed by the House of Com- 
mons, was afterwards rejected by 
the House of Lords. In the autumn 
of 1880 he took on active part in 
organising the Land League, which 
rapidly grew to be the most power- 


ful of modem Irish movements. 
In November of this year, infor- 
mations were laid by the Irish 
Attorney-General against Mr. Pai^- 
nell and several other members of 
the Land League executive} the 
trial opened nt Dublin on the 28tli 
of December, and finally, after 
nineteen days* hearing, ended in a 
disagreement of the jxiry. In the 
opening of the Session of ISSl, the 
Government brought in a Coercion 
Kill, and to this measure, as well 
ns to an Arms Bill, Mr. Parnell 
«and his colleagues ofiered a fierce 
and obstinate oixpoaition, prolonged 
over seven weeks. There were 
many exciting and tumultuous 
scenes, and on the 3rd of February 
ho and 3J« of his followers wore 
removed by the sergeant-at-arms 
for causing obstruction in the 
House of Commons. The Land 
Act having been passetl into law, 
Ml*. Parneil pi»osidotl at a Land 
League Convention, at which it was 
rusolvod that the “Act should bo 
^ tested ” by means of certain 
' selected cases j he was present 
afterwards at several large Land 
League demonstrations; and on 
the 13th October ho was arrested 
and conveyed to Kilmainham Gaol, 
The Government immediately 
afterwards proclaimed the Land 
League as an illegal association, 
and Mr. Parnell and his colleagues 
isbuod the “ No Kent " manifesto. 
Mr. Parnell remained in Kilmain- 
ham Gaol till April 10, 1882, when 
ho was released on ^mrole in order 
to attend the funeral of a relative. 
On May 2nd following, he was for- 
mally released, as well as his col- 
leagues, Mr. John Dillon, M.P., 
and Mr. O'Kelly, M.P. Then 
followed the resignation of Mr. 
Forster and Lord Cowper, the 
murders in the Phognix Pork, and 
the stormy debates on the Crimea 
Bill. The freedom of the city had 
been voted to Mr. Pamell during 
his imprisonment by Dublin and 
other places, and on Jan. B, 1882, 
hu and Mr. Dillon nttende<l in the 
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City Hall, Dublin, to receive the 
honour. In the session of 1882 he 
took an active part in procuring 
the passing of the Arrears Act, and 
of the Traimvays and Labourers 
Acts in the session of 1883. A 
national subscription to Mr. Par- 
nell was started in the spring of 
1883, and a swm of c835,000 is said 
to have been raised among the 
Irish at home and in Aaucrica, and 
presented to him. He still, how- 
ever, retained his populaidty and his 
power. The Land League was 
revived under the namo of tJie 
national League, and Mr. Parnell 
took his place at its head. He 
inspired all the policy of the Irish 
parliamentary party during the 
sessions of 1S84 and 1885 ; and on 
the dissolution, when the Irish 
people first voted on a general 
household suffrage, he nominated 
every Nationalist candidate, and 
came back to *VVestminster with 
85 followers. It was to moot this 
new situation that hir. G-laclsione 
l>ropoaed Home Buie, in which of 
course, he was supported by Mr. 
Psii'nell and the whole strength of 
hia i>arty. After the defeat and 
the new elections, Mr. Parnell 
Ijroposed a Dill to suspend evic- 
tions, and practically to reduce 
rent by one-half. The DiU did not

PABBY, Charles Hub ert Has- 
tings, M.A., Mus. Doc. Oxford, 
Honorary Mus. Doc. Cambridge, 
Professor of Musical History and 
Composition at the Boyal College of 
Music (1883), Choragua of Oxford 
University (1884), is the son of 
T. Gambier Parry, of Highnam 
Court, in CTlonecstershire, and was 
bom at Bournemoxith, Peb. 27, 
1818. He went to Eton in 18(>1, 
spent what time could bo spared 
from games in working at haimony, 
&c., with Sir George Elvey, organist 
at Windsor, and made su^ciont 
progress to pass the examination 
for the musical Bachelor’s degree 
at Oxford before leaving the school. 
He proceeded to Christchurch in 


1866, and in 1870 took a second 
class in Law and History. While 
at Oxford he wrote a few songs, 
Anacreonaticodos, a string quartet, 
some pianoforte pieces, and a 
** Service ” (in D), but on leaving 
he had to give up the idea of music 
as a profession, and went into 
business in the city. At intervals 
he worked at music, with Sir 
William Stornrlale Bennett drst, 
then with Sir G-. A. Macfarren, 
and ultimately tried to make up 
for lost time by assiduously working 
at the piano, &o., with Mr. Dann- 
reuther. While still in the city 
he published several pianoforte 
sonatas and songs, and began to 
contribute to Sir George Grove's 
'^Dictionary of Music.’' In 1872 
he moiTied Lady Maude Herbert, 
with whose family lie had been 
intimate since boyhood. In 1873 
he gave up business and devoted 
hiinsolf entirely to mnsio. By the 
side of composing and pianoforte 
playing, much time was now given 
to working out the historical 
development of music (on lines 
analogous to Darwin’s — from whose 
works, and Herbert Spencer’s, came 
the spur to deal with music in this 
manner). Important and valuable 
results are shown in the solid and 
elaborate articles signed C.H.H.P.

PARRY, The Right Rev. Edvard, 
D,D„ Suffragan Biaho];) of Dover, 
is tlio only surviving son of the 
Lite 1* ear-A dmirnl Sir E dvard 
Parry, K.C.B., the woll-kiiovn navi- 1 
galor and explorer of the Arctic I 
regions. Ho was bom at Govern- 
ment House, Sydney, Now South 
Wales, in 1830, and, after a pre- 
liminary traiining at Rugby Scliool, 
entered Balliol College, Oxford, in 
IS^iO, graduating B.A. (ffrsi-class 
in classics) in 18 j 2, and H.A. in 
1855. Prom 18o3 to 1850 he was 
tutor of Diuhani TJnivorsity. Ho 
was ordained deacon in 1854, priest 
in 1835, and in 1850 he held the 
curacy of Sonniug, Berkshire, under 
the Rev. Hugh Pearson. On the 
elevation of Dr. Tait to tho sec of 
London, at the close of tliat year. 
Hr. Parry became his domestic 
chaplain, rcbiding and wording 
with his lordship for nearly three 
years. In the ten yeais which 
followed, from 1859 to 1800, ho 
held the Rectory of Acton, Middle- 
sex, and took an active part in all 
London diocesan matters. He was 
also rural dean of Ealing from 1803 
to 1*^00, when he was appointed 
Archdeacon and Canon of Canter- 
bury. In IS/U he vras appointed 
Bishoi:) Suffiagnn of Dover, for tho 
Diocese of Canterbury, being con- 
secrated in the chapel of Lambeth 
Palace on March 25, under letters 
patent from tho Queen and a com- 
mission from the Primate. It is 
w’<jithy of note that he and the 
Bishop Suffragan of Nottingham 
(Mackenzie), in the same year, 
were the first Suffragan Bimiops 
conseoratedinthe Anglican Chiirch 
for nearly 300 years. In 1882 he 
was elected by the Australian 
bishops to the Bishoprio of Sydney, 
as Metropolitan of Australia and 
Tasmania, but he dedined the 
nomination. Bishop Parry has 


written memoirs of his father, a 
work which has passed through 
several editions; and '‘^Memorials 
of (hisbrother) Commander Charles 
Parry, R.N.,” 1870. 

PARSONS, Alfred William, R.I., 
landscape painter, son of Joshua 
Parsons, M.R.C.S., was born at 
Beckinf^on, in Somcrsolshire, Doc. 
2nd, 1817, and educated at private 
schools. In 18()5 became a clerk in 
the Savings Bank Department of 
the General Post Office, di*awing 
in the evening at Heatherley's, and 
the South Kensington Art Sdiools. 
In 1807 left the civil service, and 
returned to Somersetshire and 
studied painting, working from 
nature without masters. His first 
pictures andwator-colour drawings 
wore exhibited at the Dudley 
Gallery, and he was elected a 
member of the committee of the 
GeneralExiiihilion of Wator-coloim 
Drawings in 1870! On tho disso- 
lution or that Society, he, with tho 
other members of tho committee, 
joined the Royal Institute of 
Painters in Water-coloims. In the 
winter of 1881-82 he visited Now 
York, and has since done many 
iUustrations for American uiaga- 
zines. His first picture exhibited 
in the Royal Academy was in 1871 5

FAKTOIT, Tames, bom at Cantor- 
biiry, England, Feb. 9, 1822, was 
taken to America when a child, 
lie received an ordinary education, 
and at the age of nineteen was 
teacher in an academy nt White 
Plains, N. T., and subsequently 
taught in Philadelphia and New 
York. He afterwards becomo a 
joiiruBlist and magazine writer, 
'andhas written many books, mostly 
of a historical character.

FASSAdhlA, The Ahbl Carlo, 
D.D., was bom in Italy in 1811, 
received his education at Rome, 
took orders, joined the Society of 
Jesus, and became Professor of 
Theology in the Roman University. 
He is the author of several learned 
treatiseson Biblical Inteipretation, 
including " A Commentary on the 
Prerogatives of St. Peter, tiie Chief 
of the AposileSj” published at 
Ratisbon in 1650 ; atreatise " On the 
Rtemity of Future Punishment ; ” 


another in defence of "The Imma- 
culate Conception of tho Bles&od 
Virgin;” and has edited, with 
additional notes, the groat work of 
Petavius on Dogmatic Theology, 
In 1861 he published a remarkable 
pamphlet in Liitin, in which ho 
counselled the Pope to abandon liis 
temporal state and power, in obedi- 
ence to the voice of united Italy. 
It was placed upon the Index Ex- 
puigatorius by the ecclebiiistieal 
authorities, and its author soon 
afterwards left Rome. He was 
appointed, at the instance of King 
Victor Emmanuel, a Theological 
Professor in the U niversityof Turin,

PATTI, Adelina Maria Clorinda, 
a popular operatic singer, daughter 
of Salvatori Patti, is of Italian ex- 
traction, and was horn at Madrid, 
April 9, 1813. A^cr a course 
of professional training under her 
brother-iuJaw, Maurice Strakosch, 
she appeared at New York, Nov. 24, 
1859, and reports of her fame 
roaclied these shores, where a much 
more brilliant success awaited her. 
She luado her first appearance in 
London at the Italian Opera Honso, 
('event Garden, in the x>art of 
jViiiina, ill ‘^La Sonnambula,” Miiy 
11, IHiSljUnd 80 favourable was the 
impression created, that she became 
at once tho prime favourite of the 
day. Wliatover diversity of opinion 
may exist among critics as to the 
(luallty and management of her 
higii soprano voice, tho mnsic- 
loving public were spell-bound by 
her combined attractions of person, 
manner, and artistic skill. Her 
versatility, too, was such that slie 
was acknowledged to possess equal 
facility in the iUustxution of im- 
pnssioned tenderness, and in the 
assumption of the sprightly graces 
of comedy. To Aonina succeeded 
her equally successful performance 
of Lucia, in Donizetti’s oiMira, hut 
she gave still greater reason for ap- 
probation hy her representation of 
Violetta in the rather questionable 
opera of “ La Traviaia/’ to which 
she imparted a purity with which 
it had never before been invested. 
Her Zerlina was also much ad- 
mired, while in Maltha — insignifi- 
cant as the opera is — she displayed 
so original a vein of arch-comedy 
as to give an unwonted interest to 
the performance. Xfc was, however, 
as Eosina, in H Barbiere di Si- 
viglla/^ that her comic powers first 


j shone forth in full splendour, 
i Mdlle. Patti, with laudable anibi- 
I tion, attempted, in tho summer of 
18()3, iho difficult part of Nineita, 
in '*La Gazza Ladm,” and her 
spirited rendering of the character 
fully sustained her high reputa- 
tion, which was increased by her 
admirable iietformance, both as 
Norina, in " Don Pasquale,” and as 
Adina, in "L’Elisire d’Amorc.” 
Uudanntod by tho success of rival 
celebrities who had preceded her, 
she, in ISGt, took the part of Mar- 
gherita, in Gounod’s "Faust,” and 
her performance was pronounced 
by some critics to be superior to 
that of every other representative 
of the cliaractor. She achieved a 
fresh success in the xiart of Juhet, 
in Gounod’s " Romeo and Juliet,” 
Avhich proved tho great attraction 
of the operatic season of 1SG7. 
Mdllo. Patti has been ccxually suc- 
cessful on the Continent of Europe. 
In May, 18G8, she was married, at 
the Roman Catholic Church, Clai)- 
haui, to M. Louis Sebastion IXciiri 
de Roger de Cahuzac, Marquis de 
Canx, from whom she was after- 
wards divorced. In the early part 
of 1870 she visited Russia, where 
she met with a most enthusiastio 
welcome, receiving from tho Em- 
peror Alexander the Order of Merit, 
and the appointment of First 
Singer at the Imperial Court. She 
has since achieved fresh successes 
both in Europe and America. In 
188G she was married, in Wales, to 
Signor Nicolini. 

PATTI, Carlotta, sister of Adelina 
Patti, was for some time the lending 
vocalist in the United States. Her 
voice is described as the highest 
soprano over known,” reaching to 
G sharp in alt. ; her powers of 
execution are considered extraor- 
dinmy, and her style is essentially 
Italian. Owing to a physical dis- 
ability, she luLS refrained from 
exhibiting her powers on tho stage, 
but has aohieved great success at 
concerts. 

PAtTNCEPOTB, Six JuUan, C.B., 
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G-.C.M.O., thM son of the late 
Eobert Paiincefote, Esq,, of Pres- 
ton Court, Gloucestershire, was 
born at Munich, Sept. 13, 13^8, 
and educated at Paris, Geneva, and 
at Marlborough College. He was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1852, joined the Oxford 
circuit, and also j>ractised as a con- 
veyancer. He was apjwmted At- 
torney-General of Hong-Koug in 
May, 1865, and acted as Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court in 1869, 
and in 1872 he received the thanks 
of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils of Hong Kong for his ser- 
vices to the Colony, and, in 1871, 
was knighted by patent. He was 
appointed Chief Justice of the Lee- 
ward Islands in 1873, and Assistant 
TTnder-Seoretary of State for the 
Colonies in 1871'. In IS/Chewaa 
appointed Assistant (Legal) Under- 
secretary of State for Eoreign 
Affairs. He was created a C.B. 
and a K.C.M.G. in 1880, and in 
1882 he succeeded the late Lord 
Tenterden as Permanent Under- 
secretary of state for Eoreign 
Affairs, In 1885 he received the 
Grand Cross of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. 

PAYN, James, was bom at Ghel- 
tenbaui in 1830. He was educated 
at Eton, Woolwich Academy, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in 185 1. At that date 
he had already published a volume 
of verse, called Stories from Boc- 
caccio,^’ and the next year he pub- 
lished another book of Poems.” 
In 1851 he began to write for the 
Westminster Eeview, and constantly 
contributed to Mou&chold Wards, 
until, in 1858, he succeeded Mr. 
Leitch Bitchic as editor of C/iam- 
5ers’s Journal^ for which magazine 
he wrote exclusively for many 
years. In Qhamh^tB's came out his 
first novel, Family Scape- 
grace,” and, a few years afterwards, 
“Lost Sir Massingberd,” a story 
which is said to have raised the 
circulation of the journal 1 >y nearly 
20,000. Mr, Payn’s novels became 


afterwards very numerous, and hia 
popularity a growing one, till ho 
wrote “By Proxy,” in which he 
may be said to have taken a new 
departure. This novel of incident 
in China achieved another extra- 
ordinary success. With "High 
Spirits,” a collection of stories of a 
different kind, ho was hardly less 
fortunate. Xu addition to his 
works of fiction, Mr. James Payn 
frequently contributes essays of a 
huinoroxiB type to the Ninetdanth 
Century and the Times. A collec- 
tion of such, essays, from these two 
periodicals, was published in Lon- 
don under the title of “ Somu 
Priviito Views.” His works in the 
British Musenm extend to upwards 
of a Imndi'ed volumes.

PPACOCK, The Pight Hon. Sir 
Barnes, Loin in 1810, uas called to 
the bar at the Inner Temple, and 
practised on the Home Circuit. He 
was created a Queen's Counsel in 
1850, and was appointed legal 
member of the Supreme Council at 
Calcutta in 1832, taking his seat on 
the 2iid of June of tliat year. In 
1839, on the retirement of Sir 
James VST. ColviHc, Mr. Peacock 
was appointed to succeed him as 
Chief Jristice of the Supreme Court 
of Calcutta, and at tlio same time 
was nominated Vice-Prebideut of 
the Legislative Council of India, 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood; he received a fresh appoint- 
ment in 1882, under the Act passed 
in that year, as Chief Justice of 
the High Couxt of Judicature of 
Bengal. He finally resigned his 
seat on the Calcutta Bench in 1870, 
and was sworn a Privy Councillor 
on his return to England in that 
ye^. In June, 1872, he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Judiem 
Committee of the Privy Council. 


PEACOCK, Edward, P.S.A., of 
Bottesford Manor, near Brigg, 
Lincolnshire, born at Hemsworth, 
Yorkshire, Doc. 23, 1831, was edu- 
cated by private tutors.

In 1SC5 he was elected 
in Uie Liberal interest for South 
Durham, which oonsUtuency he 
represented xmtil 1883, when he 
was elected for the Barnard Castle 
Division of the county. In 18SG 
he was re-elected without a con- 
test. He is a J.P. for the North 
Riding of Torkshii’e, a director of 
the North-Eastern Railway, and 
the owner of coal and ironstone 
mines in Durham and Yorkshire. 
He was created a baronet in 1882. 
In 1851 he married Mary, daughter 
of the late Alfred Fox, Esq., of 
Falmouth. 8lir Joseph is a pro- 
minent member of the Society of 
Friends, and of the Peace Society j 
and in parliament has rendered 
valuable services in all questions 
connected with trade and com- 
merce, and especially with the coal 
and iron industries of the North 
of England. Though a follower 
of Mr. Gladstone, he ^oke against 
theBerber-Suakim Railway schemej 


and in a very short time facts 
gave a melancholy justification of 
his common-sense prophecies. His 
eldest son, Mr. Alfred B, Pease, is 
Liberal member for the city of 
York. 

PEDRO 11., De Alcantara, Em- 
peror of Brazil, born at Rio de 
Janeiro, Dec. 2, 1823, the son of 
Dom Pedro I., of Braganza and 
BoiU'hon, and of Leopoldina, arch- 
duchess of Austria, is the legitimate 
descendant of the three groat royal 
houses in Europe — Braganza, Bour- 
bon, and Hapsbui'g — and was pro- 
claimed upon the abdication of his 
father, in April, 1831, at the ago of 
five years and some months. The 
government was at first adminis- 
tered by a Oounoil of Regency, and 
afterwards by one regent. In July, 
1810, he was declared of age by the 
Chambers, and assumed the sove- 
reign power when not quite fifteen. 
In 1843 he was married to the 
Pi’incess Theresa Cludstina Maria, 
sister of Francis I., late King of 
Naples } from which union were 
born bvo princes, who died young, 
and two princesses. Dom Pedro is 
very courteous in his manners, and 
writes and speaks fluently English. 
French, German, Spanish, and Ita- 
lian. He is strongly attached to 
literature, and liberally patronises 
industrial entcipriscs by encourag- 
iug public works and perfecting the 
navigation of rivers. He has suc- 
ceeded in substituting free labour 
for slaves, by encouraging Euro- 
pean colonization. The aid which 
he afforded to General IJrquiza 
contributed greatly to the over- 
tlirow of Rosas, and the fruits of 
this intervention were an aggran- 
disement of territory, and the free 
navigation of the Plate River, 
which have contributed greatly to 
the prosperity of the Brazils. The 
film and judicious attitude he 
assiuned in 1802, in the quarrel 
which broke out between his Go- 
vernment and that of Great Bri- 
tain, which was settled in hia 
favour by the arbitration of the 
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King of tlie Belgians, tended 
greatly to consolidate his power. 
In 18(35 Dom Pedro entered into 
an alliance with Uruguay and the 
Argentine Bepuhlic against the 
Paraguayans under Lopez. The 
war began in 1800, and raged with 
varying fortunes down to March 1, 

1870, \vhen it was brought to a close 
l>y the deatli of Lopez. In 1871 
Dom Podi'o made the tour of Eu- 
rope, visiting London, Paris, Flo- 
rence, Borne, Brussels, and other 
capites, and in 1876 ho visited 
the United States. The most im- 
portant event of his reign was the 
issuing of an imperial decree, in 

1871, for the gradual hut total 
abolition of slavery in Brazil. He 
was elected a corresponding mem- 
ber of the section of Navigation 
and Geography by the ^cadt'mio 
des Sciences at Paris in Feb. 1875. 

PEEL, The Eight Eon. Arthor 
‘Wellesley, M.P., Speaker of the 
House of Commons, is the youngest 
son of the late Bight Hon. Sir 
Bobert Peel, and was bom in 1820. 
He was echicated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford, and in 
1865 hrst entered Parliament for 
Warwick, which he has continued 
to represent down to the present 
time. He was Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Poor Law Board from 
Dec., 18G8, to January, 1871 ; 
Secretary to the Board of Trade 
from 1871 to 1873, Patronage 
Secretary to the Treasury 1873-7-i, 
and Under Becreto^ to the Home 
DepRrtment for nine months in 
1880. On the retirement of Sir 
Henry Brand in 1881, Mr. Peel 
was elected Speaker, and has con- 
tinued to hold the post amid 
general expressions of goodwill 
from all parties. After the dissolu- 
tion of 1880, he was i>roi)ose<l as 
Speaker by Lord B. Churchill, aud 
seconded by Mr. Gladstone. 

FEEL, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Frederiok, K.C.M.G., second son 
of the late Sir Bobert Peel, bom in 
London, Oct. 26, 1823, and educated 
at Hariw and Trinity College, 


Cambridge, where he was first class 
in classics s was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1819, and re- 
turned as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Leominster 
in Feb. 1819; was elected for Dm*y 
in July, 1852, and having been 
defeated at the general election in 
March, 1857, was agfiin returned by 
this constituency .at the general 
election in April, 1859, but was 
defeated at the general election 
in July, 1865. He was Undev- 
Seci’etaiy of State for tho Colonies 
from Nov. 1851, till March, 1852, 
in Lord Bussell^s fii'st administra- 
tion; held tlie same post in the 
Coalition .administmtion underLord 
Aberdeen ; wnsUnder-Secretary for 
War in Lord Palmerston’s first ad- 
ministration in 1855, and resigned 
in 1857 ; and was Secretary to the 
Treasury from 18(30 till 1865. He 
is a DeiJuty-Lieutenant for War- 
wickshire ; was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in 1857; and nominated 
a ICnight-Oummnnder of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George in 1869. 
Ho was appointed President of the 
Kailway Commission in 1673. 

PEEL, The Bight Hon. Sir Bobert, 
Bart, G.C.B., eldest son of the late 
Sir Bobert Peel, second hart., horn 
May 4, 1822, was educated at 
Harrow and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, and entered the diplomatic 
service. Ho was Attache to the 
British embassy at Madrid from 
June, 1844, till May, 1816, when 
he was appointed Secretary to the 
British Legation in Switzerland; 
became Charge d'Aifaixes in Nov., 
1846, and r^ired in Dec. 1850. 
He was a Lord of the Admiralty 
from Feb, 1855, till May, 1867, 
and was Chief Secretary for 
Ireland from July, 1361, till Deo., 
1665. Ho acted as Secretary to the 
Special Missioa to BmiSia, at tho 
coronation of Alexander Xl., in 
1865. Sir E. Peel was returned 
one of the members, in the Liberal 
intciust, for Tamworih, soon after 
the death of his father, whom he 
succeeded in the bai^onetcy, July 2, 
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1850, and retained tho scat till 
March, 1880. He -w^aa sworn a 
Privy Councillor, and made a 
Jan. 5, 1860. He took a 
prominent part in the dehates of the 
House of Commons, especially on 
Irish questions, and subjects affect- 
ing the foreign policy of the 
country. Ho sat as a Conservative 
for Huntingdon in 188 1-5, and for 
Blackbiu’ii from 1883-6. At the 
General Election of ]&S6 he stood 
as a Home Euler for Jiivei'ni'ss 
Biu'ghs, hut was defeated by Mr. 
E. B. Finlay, TTnionist. Sir It. 
Peel married a daughter of the 
Marquis of Twoeddalo, and sister 
of the Dowager Duchess of 
’Wellington. 

PELHAM, The Eight Bov. and 
Hon. John Thomas, D.D., Bishop of 
f^'orwieh, brother of the third Earl 
of Chichester, burn Juno 21, 1811, 
was educated at ■Westminster and 
Christ Church, Oxford, became 
Eoutor of Burgh Apton, afterwards 
Incumbent of Christ Ghxu'ch, "Ham- 
stoadj and in 1833 Eector of Mary- 
Icbono. Having held that living for 
two yeiu’s, he was selected to fill the j 
place of Dr. Hinds, resigned, and 
xvas consecrated Bishop of Horwich 
ill 1857, 

PELLY, Major-General Sir Lewis, 
II.C.B,, K.C.S.I,, M.P., son of the 
late John Hinde Pelly, Esq., of 
Hyde House, Gloucestershii*e, was 
born in 1825. He has had a long 
and distingnirihed career, especially 
in India. He served as Assietani- 
Eesident at the Court of the G ui- 
cowar, prosecuted the Khutput 
inquiries before tlie Commission 
imder Sir James Oiitraui in 1851 ; 
was in the Civil Service of Sinde 
from 1852 to 1855, and wns x>ersonal 
assistant to the Couiuiibsioner in 
1830. He was Aido-de-Camp to 
General John Jacob, who com- 
manded the cavalry in the Persian 
Expedition in 1857. He served as 
political secretary to Sir James 
' Qutram during the same Expedi- 
tiqp. He was Major of Brigade of , 
the Sinde Frontier Force in 1838, 


Secretary of Legation at the Court 
of Persia in 1859, and Charge 
d' Affaires at tho same Coiut in 

1860. He served on a special mis- 

sion through Persia, Herat, Afghau- 
iatan, and Boloochibtan,in 1860 and 
1861 ; WAS on Bijecial duty at Cal- 
cutta with Lord Canning in 1861 1 
xvent on a niisBion to the Comoro 
Tslaiid-i in becamo Political 

Agent at Zanzibar in 18G1 and 1862, 
and Politu'nl Eesident in the Per- 
.sian Gitif in ISO'2; and was em- 
ployed on a mission to tho capital 
of tho Wahabees, Central Arabia, 
iu 1803. He paid several visits to 
tlie Chaab Arabs and Ai*ab Tribes 
of the littoral of the Gulfs of 
Peroia and Oman from 1865 to 1871 j 
and negotiated conventions with 
the littoral Arab chiefs and with 
tho Sultan of Muscat fur anli- 
bhivcry aud telegraphic purijosos. 
After confirming in*evious treaties 
with the Seyyid of Zanzibar in 

1861, he was associated with Sir 
Bartle Frere on an anti-slavery 
Mission to the East Coast of Africa 
and Arabia in 1872 and 1873, He 

} was appointed agent to the Gover- 
nor-General and Chief Commis- 
sioner to Uie States of Eajpootana 
in 1873, and having been sent ns 
Special Commissioner to Btu'oda, 
arrested the Guicownr, and took 
charge of tho State in 1874. He 
ivas on sijouial duty with the 
Government of India iu J870, and 
finally Envoy Exliaordinary and 
Plenipotentiary for Afglinn Affairs. 
In May, 1871, he was created 
K.C.S.T.,andiuAug.,1877.aK.C.B. 
He has received the modal and 
cla9x> for the Pei'Sian Expedition. 
He has been a member of the 
Council of iiio Eoyal Geographical 
Society and of the Asiatic Society. 
He has published a pamphlet on 
" Our North-West Frontier,” 1858 ; 
“Views and Opinions of General 
Jacob ; *' and “ The IVtiraole Play 
of Hasan and Husein, collected 
from oral tradition,” 1870. In Nov. 

I 1885, Sir Lewis Pelly was elected 
Conservative ineinbor for North 
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Hacbicy-j and was re*clected in 
188G. 

PEMBBOEE, Earl ofj deorge 
Robert Charles Herbert, oldest son 
of Lord Herbert of Lea (Sidney 
Herbert), was born JiUy 6, 1850, 
and educated at Eton. Prom 1807 
to 1870 lie travelled in Hew Zealand 
and Australia, and the South Seas, 
and WTote, conjointly with Hr. 
Georg-e King*sley, " South Sea 
Bubbles,” 1871, and "Roots” in 
1S72, besides various articles. Prom 
187-1-0, in Mr. Hisraeli’s Govern- 
ment, he was ITndor-Socrelary of 
State for War, but was obliged to 
resign on account of ill-he^tlth. 
Since that time he has not taken 
a prominent part in politics, 

PENGELLY, Wilfiam, P.R.S., 
P.G.S., was born at East Looo, in 
(Jornwall, Jan. 12, 1812. He is the 
author of several memoirs and 
papers on Rainfall, the Hevonian 
andTriassio rocks of Devonshire, 
the ossiferous cavei*ns and the sub- 
merged forests of the same county, 
and (conjointly -with Dr. Heer, of 
Ztirich) of a monograph on " The 
Lignite Pormatioii of BoveyTraeoy, 
Devonshire,” puhlibhed in 1803. 
lie collected and arranged the 
Devonian Fossils, wliich, under the 
name of the " PengeUy Collection,” 
were lodged in the Oxford Uuiver- j 
si^ Huaemn by tlie Baroness BmN 
dett-Coutts, in connection with the 
Burdett-Coutts Geological Scholar- 
ships. In 1837 Mr. Pengelly re- 
establishedthe Torquay Meclxanics’ 
Institute 5 in 1814 he originated the 
Torquay Natural History Society, 
and in 1802 the Devonshire Asso- 
ciation for the Advanceiuent of 
Science, Literature, and Art. He 
has always taken an active part in 
the management of these institu- 
tions. 

PENNELL, Henry Cholmondely*, 
eldest son of Sir Charles Henry 
Pennell, was born in 1837. He 
entered the public service about 
1853, and after serving in various 
departments of the Admiralty, 
Whitehall, was appointed one of 


Her Majeaty^a Inspectors of Fisher- 
ies in 1800. In Jan. 1876, ho was 
selected liy the English. Govern- 
ment, at the request of the Khedive 
of Egypt, to initiate and assist in 
carrying out various important 
commercial reforins, and was after- 
Wiirds nominated Direotor-Goneral 
of Commerce for the Interior. Mr. 
Pennell made his first mark in 
literature in " Puck on Pegasus,” 
1861 — a book w’hicli attracted con- 
siderable notice, and has since 
gone through many editions. His 
other poetical works are ‘^Cres- 
cent,” 180G; "Modern Babylon,” 
1873 j "The Muses of Mayfair,”

Duriug 
18C4-C5 he edited the Fishet'tnanrs 
Magatiine and Review^ and has sinoe 
contributed to the literatui’C and 
practice of angling and ichthyology 
a number of very successful works, 
of which the most important are :

Of this 
author’s less known contributions 
to angling and ichthyologyj may 
bo instanced; "How to Spin for 
Pike," 1862; ‘‘Fishing Gossip," 
1807 ; " Oyster Legislation,” 1863; 
" The Oyster and Mussed Fisheries 
of France,” 1SG3; "Oyster Fisheries 
and Legislation, a reprint of 
Letters to the Times,” 1875 ; also, 
in 1875, a series of angling manuals 
in a popular form, viz.: "Fly- 
fishing and Worm-fishing for 
Salmon Trout and Grayling;" 
"Float Fishing;” "Trolling for 
Pike, Salmon, and Trontj ” these 
have since passed through nume- 
rous editions. Mr. Pennell has con- 
tributed to the Atkmavhf, 
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the Sj^oHUkj GaticHo, &c,, aurl more 
recently to TemjjZo BaVa the Field, 
and other periodicals. He is also 
a. distinguished spoi'tsiuan. 

PEIIZAHCE (Loid), The Right 
Hon. James Plaisted Wilde, Ist 
Baron, horn in London July 12, 
1810, is the fourth son of the late 
Edward Archer Wilde, Esq., and 
nephew of the late Lord Truro. 
Ho received hia education at Win- 
chester College, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1838, and M.A. 
in 18 12. He was called to the har 
at the Inner Temple in 1839, and 
devoted his attention to mercantile 
and marine law, and wont the 
Northern Circuit. He was ap- 
pointed Junior Counsel to the 
Excise and Customs in 1810, 
(Queen’s Counsel in 1855, Counsel 
to the Duchy of Lancaster in 1859, 
and a Baron of the Exchequer in 
April, 1860, when he received the 
honour of knighthood. In 18G3 
he succeeded Sm Cre&well Crcswell 
as Judge of the Court of Probate, 
and Judge Ordinary of the Divorce 
Court, appointments he retained 
until 1872, when he resigned owing 
to ill-healtli. He was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in July, 18G1, and 
created a peer of the United king- 
dom ApiH 0, 1869, since 'whi^ 
time he has sat as a member of tlie 
Final Court of Appeal in the House 
of Lords. In June, lb75, ho was ap- 
l^ointed Judge under the Public 
Worsliip Iten Illation Act (Dean of 
Arches), and judge of the Pro- 
vincial Courts of Canterbury and 
Tork, Among the important cases 
tried by him was that of " Clifton 
and Others v. liidsdalc,” popularly 
Imown ns the Folkestone Ritual 
Case, the judgment in which was 
published in book form, under his 
lordship's sanction in 1876. He 
unsuccessfully contested Leicester 
in the Liberal interest in 1852, und 
Peterborough in 1857* He was a 
member of the Commission for the 
Digest of the Law, of the Judica- 
tUTO Commission, of the Marriage 


Laws Commission, and took a chief 
part in the preparation of the 
scheme for those purposes which 
has since been oaiTied out by 
Royal Warrant. 

PERCIVAL, The Rev. John, hon. 
LL.D.j born about 1835, was edu- 
cated at Oxford, where he was 
scholar of Queen’s College from 
1851 to 1858, and Fellow of the 
same college from 1858-62. From 
1860-62 he was a master at Rugby 
School, and was then appointed 
first head-master of Clifton College, 
a post which he most successfully 
fiUed until 3878, when he was 
elected President of Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford. A few years later 
he was made a Canon of Bristol. 
He has published "Some Helps for 
School Life,” sermons preached in 
Clifton College Chapel, and " The 
Connection of the Universities and 
the Great Towns.” He was one^ of 
the originators of the University 
College, Bristol ; and is known 
throughout the country, and espe- 
cially in the west, for his exertions 
for the spread of university edu- 
cation among the middlc-cdasscs. 
Dr. Percivul has recently been 
apiiointed head-master of Rugby 
Scliool, in succession to Dr.^ Jex- 
Blake, and has announced his in- 
tention of resigning his headship 
at Ti'inity College, Oxford, and 
also the Ciinonry at Bristol. 

PEROT, John, 3VI.D., F.R.S., son 
of the late Mr. Henry Percy, bom 
at Nottingham in 1817, was edu- 
cated in Paris and in Ediburgh, 
■where ho was a pupil of Sir C. Bell, 
and where he graduated M.D. For 
some years he was in medical prac- 
tice at Bimingham, Dr. Percy 
was appointed in 1861 Professor of 
Metallurgy in the Government (now 
Royal) School of Mines, and he held 
that office till Deo. 1879. He is 
the author of an. important work 
on Metallurgy, or tlio Art of Ex- 
tracting Metals from their Ores, 
and adapting them to the vai’ious 
Purposes of Manufactoo,” with 
illustrations, pubhshod in 1861 1 
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** The Metallurgy of Gold, Silver, 
and Lead," 1869 ; and The Metal- 
lurgy of Lead, including Desilveri- 
sation and Oupellation,” 1871. The 
Iron and Steel Institute, on 25 
Jan, 1877, awarded their Bessemer 
medal to Dr, Percy for hia works 
on metallui'gy, especially those on 
iron and steel. The freedom of the 
Turners* Company was presented to 
Dr. Percy, Jan. 11, 18S3. In 1880 
he was President of the Iron and 
Steel Institute. Dr. Percy has for 
many years had the control of the 
ventilation of the Houses of Parlio- 
nient. He is also well-known in 
the world of art as the owner of an 
unrivalledhistorical collection (said 
to number 12,000 examples) of 
water-colour drawings of the En- 
glish school. 

PEREZ GALBOB, Benito, a 
Spanish novelist, was born in IS J 5 
at Las Palmas in the Canary Isles. 
As a writer of fiction be first dis- 
tinguished himself by the publica- 
tion of two historical romances 
relating to the state of Spain in 
1820 and 1801, and entitled respec- 
tively La Eontana de Oro" (Ma- 
drid, 1871), and "El Audaco.” 
Hext, in imitation of MM. Erck- 
moun-Chatrian, he published two 
scries of "Episodios Haoionales,^' 
the first dealing with subjects taken 
from the War of Ind^endonce 
against Kapoleon, and the second 
describing the struggle of Spanish 
Liberalism against '^e tyranny of 
Eerdinand VII. Those novels 
achieved a' great success in Spain, 
and were also widely read in Spanish 
America. Among them we may 
mention "Baillen,” 1873-5; "HajiD- 
leon en Chamartin," 1874 ; " Cadiz," 
1874; "Juan Martin el Empeci- 
nado," 1874; "La Batalla do los 
Arapiles," 1873; and "El Terror 
de 182 1, "Madrid, 1877. Encouraged 
by the continually inci’easing suc- 
cess of these productions, he com- 
posed other romances, entitled 
"Doiia Pcrfecta” tran^ted into 
English 131 1880) j Gloria" (trans- 
lated into English by Nathan 


Wotlierell, 2 vols., Lond., 1879) j 
" Marienela," and "La Eamilia de 
Leone Roch,", which angmented his 
fame, and brought him into the 
foremost rank of Spanish novelists. 
Eor some years past Seiior Perez 
Galdos has been living at Madrid, 
working hard at literature as a 
profession, and figuring for a time 
as the head of the principal Spanish 
review, the Revista de A\spa«o. In 
politics ho belongs to the Liberal- 
Conservative party. 

PEROWEE, The Very Rev. John 
James Stewart, D.D., Dean of 
Peterborough, was horn. March 13, 
1823, at Burdwan, Bengal, of a 
family of Erencli (Huguenot) ex- 
traction, that came over to this 
country at the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes. He was educated 
at Norwich Grammar School, and 
at Corpus Christi College, Cam- 
bridge ; was appointed Bell’s Uni- 
versity Scholar in 1842, Crosse 
(Theological) Scholar in 1845, Tyrr- 
whitt’s (Hebrew) Scholar in 1848, 
and Member’s Prizeman (Latin 
Essay), in 18 ti, 18 1C, and 1847. 
Dr. Permvne took his B.A. degree 
in 1815, and that of M.A. in ISIS, 
and was elected a Eellow of his 
College in 1819. He was Examiner 
foi' the Classical ^iposin 1850and 
1851, He was Select Preacher at 
the University Chiircli in 1853, 
18C1, and 1873, and fref^ucnily 
since; Hulsean Leoturer in 18C8, 
and Lady Margaret’s Preacher in 
1871. Eor several years he held a 
Lectureship and Professorship in 
Ring’s College, London, and was 
Assistant-Preacher at Lincoln ’s 
Inn, and Examining Chaplain to 
the Bishop of Koiwlch. From 
18C2 to 1872 he was Vice-Principal 
of St. David’s College, Lampeter. 
Ho was in 1872 appointed Prelec- 
tor in Theology, and in 1873 elec- 
ted a Eellow of Trinity College j 
from 1874 to 1876 he was Cam- 
bridge Preacher at the Chapel 
Royal, Whitehall. He was Canon 
Residentiary of Lhiudaff from 1860 
to 1H78, nnd Hulsean Professor of 
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Divirdty at Gambridije, having 
heen elected to this olfice, June 17, 
1875 ; lie vras also Examiner in the 
Text of Sorhjfcure, <fec., in the Uni- 
versity of London. He was ap- 
Ijointod an lionorai*y chai)lnin to 
the Queen, May 13, 1875. In Aug. 
1878, ho was nominated by the 
Crown, on the recommendation of 
Lord Boaconsdold, to the deanery 
of Peterborough, vacated by the 
death of Dr. Saimdei's. Pr. Pe- 
rowne is the author of Tlie Book 
of Psalms, a now Translation, with 
Notes, Critical and Exogetical,^* 
3 vols., Otli edit. ; Hiilsean Lec- 
tures on '^Immortality 5 ** a volume 
of sermons; occasional sermons; 
'* The Athanaaian Creed 5 ” " Con- 
fession in the Church of England;” 
‘'The Church, the Ministry, the 
Sacraments ; ” " Diaebtablishiuent 
and Bisendowment j "The In- 
terest of the people of England in 
tlie maintenance of the National 
Cliurcli;” articles in Dr. Smithes 
"Dictionary of the Bible,” Oo/i- 
Umi/ora ry lleview, JSxpoaitor, S it nda y 
Good TFords, and an Es- 
say on Welsh C.ithedrala. Ho is 
also the editor of Al Adjrimihh, an 
Ai*abic Gramm ai’, and of Rogers 
on the I'hirby-Ninc Articles.” and 
of " The Cambridge Bible for 
Schools,” and " The Cambridge 
Greek Testament for Schools.” 
Dr. Poro\vno was a member of the 
Company e^aged on the revibion 
of the Old Testament, and also of 
the Royal Commission on Ecclesi- 
asticjil Courts. He married, in 
1802, Anna Maria, thii'd daughter 
of the late Humphry William 
Wooh’yeh, Esejt., Serjoaut-at-Law, 
of Croxley, Hertfordshire. 

PBBItT, The Right Rev. Charles, 
D.D., formerly Bishop of Mel- 
bourne, youngest son of the late 
John Perry, Esq., of Moor Hall, 
Essex, was born in 1807, and 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1828, as Senior W rangier and 
Smithes Prizeman, and nrst class 
in classics, and w>ia afterwards 


elected a Pellow of his College. 
Having held a parochial euro in 
Cambridge for several j’^oars, he 
was consecrated, in 1817, to the see 
of Melbourne, on the subdivision 
of the diocese of Australia. Ho 
resigned his see in 1870. Dr. Perry 
was ai)pointcd Prelate of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George, May 23, 
1878. Ill Nov. the same year ho 
was appointed a Canon of Llandaff 
Cathedral. 

FERRY, The Rev. Stephen 
Joseph, F.B.S., bom Aug. 2G, 1833, 
in London, received his classical 
education in the English College al 
Douay, and then followed a coursu 
of Mental Philosophy at Romo. 
He entered the Society of Jesus in 
Nov. 1853, and afterwards studied 
higher niiitheniatics at Stonyhurst, 
London, and Paris. Tie was ap- 
pointed in Sept. ISUO, <lxreolor of 
the Meteorological find Astrono- 
mical Observatory of Stonyhurbt 
CJollego. A four years' course of 
theology in preparation for ordina- 
tion has }>eon the chief iutorrup- 
tion in his discharge of the duties 
of this office. Ho was elected a 
Follow of the Royal Society in 
June, 1874^, and has served for 
several years on the Councils of 
the Astronomical and Meteorolo- 
gical Societies. He is an honorary 
member of the Socioto Scientifique 
fie Bruxollos, and (Corresponding 
inemberof the Sociclo (J oographique 
d' Anvers. In 18G8 he undertook a 
magnetic survey of the West of 
Prance, in which he was assisted 
by the Rev. W. Sidgroaves, S.J., 
and in the following year the same 
work was done for tho East of 
Prance, These two surveys formed 
the subject of two papers in the 
" Philosophical Transactions.” He 
was chosen as Head of tho Govern- 
ment Expedition sent to Cadiz to 
observe the total eclipse of the snn 
in Dec. 1870. In 1871 a magnofcio 
survey of Belgium, similar to those 
undertaken in Prance, was made 
during the summer months. In 
1874 he received his aiipoiutuient 
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Irom iho Acliniialty as cliiof of tlio 
Bspeditiousont by the Government 
to Kergtiulcn Island in the South 
Indian Ocean to observe the Transit 
of Youua. The British Govern- 
ment again sent out expeditions in 
1882 to observe the second Transit 
of Venus in this centui’y, and 
Fathers Perry and Sidgreavos 
joined H.3M.S. Fawn at the Capo of 
Good Hojie to lake the ref|uii’ed 
astronomical observations in the 
N.W. of Madagascar. Magnetic 
ubserv^ations at Madagascar iovined 
liart of the prograimue of the ex- 
pedition, and the natural history 
of this interesting country v/aa 
studied as far as leisure from astro- 
nomical work would permit. On 
his return from Madagascar,Father 
ferry M'as elected a correapondinw 
inembor of the Accadomia Ponti- 
heia de' Nuovi Luichi, ami in 1885 
his name was added, along with 
those of Professor Adams, of Cam- 
bridge, and Professor Pritchard, of 
Oxford, to the b'olar Physios Com- 
mittoG. A paper by Br. Balfour 
btewart and tha Eev. S. J. Perry 
ivas published in 1880 in the "'Pro- 
ceedings of the Eoyal Society'* 
on a comparison of tlic Kow and 
Stonyhui'st magnetic declination 
courses, but during the last few 
years the director of the Sfeony- 
hui'st Observatory has devoted his 
time chiefly to the study of solar 
lihysics. 

PEXEBBOBOTTOB:, Bishop of. 
See XdAOJQB, Bn. 

FEXO, Sir Samuel Morton, Bart., 
bom at Woking, Surrey, Aug. 4, 
1809,- served an aiiprenticesliip of 
seven years with his uuole, Mr. 
Henry Peto, an extensive builder, 
and at his death in 1830 succeeded 
to a moiety of the business, his 
partner being AIx*. Thomas GrissoH, 
another nephew of the deceased. 
The partnership was dissolved by 
mutual consent in 1845, Mr. Grls- 
sell coutinniug on his own account 
the erection of the Houses of Par- 
liament, the pp:eate&l of the many 
public buildings undertaken by the 


firm. Among those structures are 
the Reform, and Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Club-houses. Sir Samuel M. 
Peto constructed a largo portion of 
the leading railway-works in Eng- 
land, and wtts engaged in the forma- 
tion of a large railway in Canada, 
Among his most important works 
are the Norwegian Grand Trunk 
line and the Royal Banish lino in 
1851', Upon the opening of the 
latter, he received from the King of 
Benmark the Order of tlie Baune- 
brog. Towards the close of 185 1 he 
undertook, without prospect of pro- 
fit, the construction of a railway 
, from Balaklava, in the Crimea, 

; originated by the late Buko of 
Newcastle, then Minister-at-War, 
and in appreciation of these pa- 
triotic services received a patent of 
baronetcy, Feb. 22, 1855. Blooms- 
bury Chapel was built for the 
Bajitibts at his expense ; and the 
Diorama premises in the Regent's 
Park w'cre purchased by him and 
converted into a chapel for the same 
denomination. He was returned as 
one of the members in the advanced 
Liberal interest for Nox'wich in Aug. 
1847, and again at the general elec- 
tion in July, 1852, and retired in 
Bee. 135 1. lie was elected ono of 
the members for Finsbury in April, 
1859, and at the general election in 
July, 1863, exchanged his sent foi- 
Bris tol,but retired from Parliament 
in April, 1808, in consequenco of 
the 1mnkrux>U‘y of the firm of Peto 
Betts, and Crampton, with liabili- 
ties of above JB7jO0O,00O. Ho is 
I the author of " Taxation, its Levy 
and Expenditure," 1863 1 and "’Re- 
sources and Prospects of America,^' 
186G. 

PBTBB| George Glynn, entered 
the diplomatic service in 1846, and 
was attached to the Lcga^n, at 
Fi'ankfort. In 1853 he went to 
Naples, and acted as Charge d'Af- 
faires from July till Occ. 1856, 
when the mission was withdrawn. 
He was appointed Secretary of Le- 
gation at Hanover, June 0, 1859, 
Ohargt* d’ Affaires at Oopenhagfu 
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Dec. and assisted at tlie In- 
vestitoe of his Majesty Christian ' 
IX. -nrith the Order of the Garter, 
ns a bearer of a portion of the In- | 
signia. Ho was transferred to 
Brussels in 18GG, and promoted to 
be Secretary of Embassy at Berlin, ; 
June 2G, 1868, Mr. Petre was ac- 
credited Envoy Extraordinary and i 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the | 
Argentine Eepnblic, April 1, 1881 ; : 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Eepublio of Paraguay, March 2, 

1882, and Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the King of Portugal, Jan. IG, 
188 ^ 1 . 

PETRIE, W. M. Flinders, Egypt- 
ologist, was horn in 1833, and edu- 
cated privately. From 1875 to 1880 
he w.^is employed in exploring and 
measuring British earthworks, and 
in 1880 published '^Stonehenge.” 
The years 1881 and 1882 wore spent 
inEgyptmeasuring, surveying, and 
photographing the Pyramids and 
Temjjles of Ghizeh, An. account ! 
of this expedition was published in 

1883, In 188J. he again visited 
Egypt, this time as explorer to llio 
Egypt Exploration Fund ; and ex- 
cavated the mounds of San, the 
" Zoar" of Scripture. Mr. Petrie's 
Memoir on Tanis,'' Part I., with ' 
plans and ULustrations, wub pub- 
lished by the Committee in 1885. 
He again went out in the same 
capacity, and discovered the site 
and mins of the long lost Grteco- 
Egyptian City of Nuukratis, in 
the Delta. His tliii'd expedition 
resulted in the discovery of the 
sites of Am, and of Defennch. 
On the latter site he discovered 
the ruins of Pharaoh's house, and 
a palficc-fort of remarkable con- 
struction. The household relies, 
&c., foimd in this historic palace, 
were exhibited by the Egypt Ex- 
ploration Fund in Sept. 1886, and 
me Committee arc also the pub- 
lishers of Mr. Petrie's Momoii* on 
" hTaukratis,” 188G. He is an ac- 
complished draughtsman, photo- 
grapher, and linguist, a fine miniis- 


matist, and ia well acquainted with 
chemistry, 

PETTIGREW, James Bell, M.D„ 
liL.D., F.E.S., F.R.C.P., was horn 
at Eoxhill, Lanarkshire, Scot- 
land. He was educated at the 
Free West Academy of Airdrie, and 
at the Duiversitiea of Edinbiu'gh 
and Glasgow. In 1861 ho gradu- 
ated in medicine at Edinburgh 
University with first-class honours. 
In 1858-9 he was awai'ded Professor 
John Goodsir’s Senior Anatomy 
Gold Medal for the best treatise 
On the Arrangement of the Mus- 
cular Fibres in the Ventricles of 
tho Vertebrate This trea- 

tise procured for him the appoint- 
ment of Croonian Lecturer to the 
Eoyal Society of London for 18G0. 
His next successful effort was in 
the Class of Medical Jurisprudence, 
where he gained the annual gold 
medal (1860) for on essay On tlie 
Presumption of Sxu'vivorship.” In 
1800 he was elected president of 
the Hoyal Medical Society, an 
honour greatly prized by all Ediu- 
biu'gh alumni. On graduating in 
medicine in 18G1, ho selected as 
the subject of his inaugxtral disser- 
latiou, "The Ganglia and Nerves 
of the Heart, and their connection 
with the Cerehro-spiual and Sym- 
pathetic Systems in Mammalia,” a 
very involved and intricate inves- 
tigation. For this he received a 
gratliuition goldmeditl — thehighest 
honour the U niversity of Edinburgh 
confers. (Proc. Roy. Soc. Edin. 
1865.) Ill 1861 lie became house 
surgeon to Professoi* Syme at the 
Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh. In 
1862 ho obtained ilie post of As- 
sistant Cimatoi* of the Hunterian 
Museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of London. Here he re- 
maiued for five years. Diming the 
period in question (18G2-C7) he 
added about COO finished dissec- 
tions, injections, and casts, to this 
celebrated museum. In addition 
to museum work ho ivrote several 
important memoirs, each memoir 
being j>rofusely illustrated by clis- 
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sections and dfamngs. In 18G7 he 
retired from the HnnterianMusetim, 
and spent two years in the South 
of Ireland, where he occupied him- 
self with field sports, and in cx- 
teiiiling his knowledge of the flight 
of insects, bats, and birds. Be 
also experimented largely at tlxis 
pei’iod on the subject of artificial 
flight. In 18G9 he was made a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society of 
liondon, and, in the autumn of 
this year, ho returned to Edin- 
burgh, having been appointed 
Curator of the Museum of the 
;^yal College of Surgeons of 
Edinhui’gh, and Pathologist to 
the Eoyal Infirmary of Edin- 
burgh. There he continued 
his anatomical and physiological 
researches, particularly his flight 
researches, and in 1870 he pro- 
duced a memoir On the Physio- 
logy of Wings, being an analysis 
of the movements by which Plight 
is produced in the Insect, Bird, 
and Bat ” (Trans. Eoy. Soc. Edin., 
vol. xxvi. pp. 321-M6. At this 
period he added niuuerous S2)eci- 
niens to the Museum of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons 5 these witli 
the other specimens deposited in 
the Hunterian Museum of the 
Eoynl College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land, and the Anatomical Museum 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
amounting to considerably over 
1000. He also gave daily demon- 
strations in morbid anatomy at the 
Eoyal Infirmary of Edinburgh to 
large classes of students. In 1872 
he delivered a course of lectures to 
the president and feUowa of the 
Eoyal College of Siugeons of Edin- 
burgh, “ On the Physiology of the 
Circulation in Plants, in the Lower 
Animals, and in Man.** In this 
year (1872; he -was made a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society of Edinburgh, 
and a member of the Haiweion, 
Botanical, Medico-Chirurgical, and 
other learned societies. In 1873 
he was elected a PoUow of Bxe 
Eoyal College of Physicians of 
Edinburgh, and appointed Exa- 


miner in Physiology to the Col- 
lege. He also (1S73) became Lec- 
turer in Physiology to the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons of Edinbm’gh. 
On assiuuing the duties of teacher 
of physiology, ho chose as the sub- 
ject of his opening address, “ Tho 
Eolation of Plants and Animals to 
Inorgiinic Matter, and the Intei*- 
aclion of tlic Vitfd and Physical 
Forces.” In this year (1873) he 
published his work on ‘^Anixnal 
Locomotion j or Walking, Swim- 
ming, and Flying,** the most popu- 
lar and best Imovni of all his writ- 
ings. This volume was translated 
shortly after its appearance into 
French, German, and other lan- 
guages. In 187 i he was awarded 
the Godiird prize of the French 
Academy of Sciences for his Ana- 
tomico - physiological Eesearches, 
and made a laureate of the Insti- 
tute of France. In 1873 ho was 
appointed Chandos Professor of 
Medicine and Anatomy and Dean 
of the Medical Faculty in tho Uni- 
versity of Sb. Andrews, positions 
which ho still holds. On being 
indxicted to his Chair, he gave as 
his introductory lecture "Man in 
his Anatomical, Physical, and Phy- 
siological Aspects.** In 1875-7(5- 
77 he delivered special courses 
of pliyaiological lectures in Dundee, 
and aid much to foster the higher 
learning in that important com- 
mercial centre. To has efforts, and 
those of his colleagues, the now 
prosperous University College of 
Dundee laigely owes its origin. 
In 1877 he was elected by the 
Universities of Glasgow and St. 
Andrews as their representative at 
the General Coimoil of Medical 
Education and Eegistration of the 
United Eingdoni (the so-called 
Medical Parliament), and these he 
has represented for the last nine 
years. In 1883 he was appointed 
Examiner in Anatomy to the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, and in 1886 ho 
had the honorary degree of IfL.D. 
of that University oonfeiTed upon 
him. In addition to the works 
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already niontioaedj Prof. Pettigrew' 
lias contributed a large number of 
articlea on medical Bubjecla to 
variouB periodicals. 

PEYTON, John Lewis, LL.B., 
P.R.Gr.S., was born Sept, 15, 182 1, in 
Virginia, LL.B. (University of Vir- 
ginia), 1813. At the age of fifteen 
he was sent to the Virginia Military 
Academy. In 1849 he travelled 
through Canada, the Maritiino Pro- 
vinces, and in the N.'W'. States and 
Territories, and in 1851 was sent by 
the U. S. Government on special 
service to tlie Courts of England, 
Prance, and Austria. lie returned 
to the United States in 1853, aud, 
after spending a few years in Illi- 
nois, retired in 185G to his Virginian 
estate, when he was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace, aud Uirector 
in the State College in Augusta co., 
aud also a Director in tho Bank of 
the Valley in Virginia. He was 
Chief of the Staff of Gen, Layno in 
183 1, and in the same year declined 
the offered position of U.S. District 
Attorney of Utah. In 1861 ho de- 
voted his i^roperty to tho Southom 
cause, and engaged in raising aud 
equipping a regiment for tlxo pro- 
visioiml Araiy. Unable, from a 
severe injury, to take comnmnd, he 
accepted the position of Agent for 
Nortix Carolina in Europe. After 
an absence of fifteen years in 
Europe, Col. Peyton returned to 
the United States in 1876, and ro- 
snmed his residence at Stecphill, 
near Staunton, Augusta coxinty, 
Virginia, whore he is engaged in 
literary and scientific pursuits. He 
ia a corresponding member of the 
Virginia Historical Society, of the 
Wisconsin Historical Society, and 
other learned institutions, and is 
an honorary member of the Society 
of Americanists of Luxembomg, 
Prussia. He has written ^'A Statis- 
tical View of the State of Illinois,*^ 
1854 ; Itailway Communication 
with the Pacific,” 1864? ‘'The 
American Crisis,” 1866 ; "The Ad- 
ventures of my Girandfather,” 1867 j 
“ Over the AUeghanies and across 


the Prairies,” 1969 j "Memoir of 
■William Madison Peyton, of Roa- 
noke,” 1870; a biographical sketch 
of Anno Montgomery Peyton, 1876; 
a "History of Augusta County, 
Virginia,” 1882; and "Memorials 
of Natme and Art.” He also wrote 
tho introduction to a reprint of 
Thos. Peyton’s "The Glass© of 
Time” (1620), published in 18SG. 

PHEAR, Samuel, George, D.D., 
Master of Emmanuel CoUege, Caiu- 
bridgo ; third son of tho late Rev. 
John aud C»xtherinc Phoarj was 
born March 80, 1820, at Earl Ston- 
hain Rectory, Suffolk ; entered 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge in 
1848, and graduated B. A, as Fourth 
Wrangler, Jan. 1852. Ho hecamo 
Follow aud afterwards Tutor of 
his College, and was elected Master 
Oct. 2, 1871. He filled the offloo 
of Vice-Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity for the successive years 1873-6. 
Dr. Phenr has taken an active part 
in every recent oudoavoxir to extend 
the teaching aud inlluence of tho 
University. 

PHILLIPS, George, D,D„ Presi- 
dent of Queen’s College, Cambridge, 
bom in 1804, is the sou of tho 
Late Mr. Francis Phillips of Has- 
keton, Suffolk. He entered at 
Queen’s College, Cambridge in 1825, 
where ho took the degree of Eighth 
Wrangler in 1829. He was ordained 
Deacon by tlio Bishop of Ely in 
1830, and Priest in 1832. In iho 
year 1832, he was elected Fellow 
LULd Assistant Tutor of his College. 
In 1835, ho heeame senior Tutor, 
and continued in tho office till IS 10, 
when he was aj^pointed to the 
Rectory of Sandon, Essex. This 
preferment lie held till 1857. In 
that year he was invited to retmm 
to Cambridge, to be President of 
his College. He took tlie Degree 
of B.D. in 1839, and of D,D. in 
1858. He was Vice-Chancellor in 
X861-G2. He is the author of a 
"Brief Treatise on the Use of a 
Case of InatnimenfSj” 1823; 2nd 
edit., 1830 ; " The Summation of 
Series by Definite Integral,” 1882 j 
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•• A Syriac Grammar/' lHJi7 j 2nrl 
edit. 1815 j 3rfl edit., 18CG; "A 
Critical and Exegelieal Commen- 
tary on the Psalms/^ 1616; 2nd 
e^t. 1872 ; "Sei’monson Old Testa- 
ment Messianic Texts/^ IS63. Ho 
edited and translated from the 
Syriac, Scholia of Mar Jacob of 
Edoesa/' 1804; ‘^Mar Jacob of 
EdossaondBar Hobrajiis on Syriac 
Accents," 1809 ; and the " Doctrine 
of Addai the Apostle," 1870. Ho 
is also the author of several articles 
in different periodicals. 

FHIIiIilFS, Lawrence Barnett, 
eldest &OU of tlie late Barnett 
Phillips, Esq,., of Bloomabtiry 
Square, was born in London, Jan. 
29, 1842, and educated at Dr. Pin- 
ches' school, which he left at the 
age of fourteen, to study me- 
chanics. In 1801 he started in 
busine'as ns a watch and clmono- 
meter manufactimer, since which 
time he has constructed some of 
the most complicated and highly 
finished specimens of the horologi- 
cal art, and by the invention of 
various forms of mechanism has 
done much towards the introduc- 
tion of keyless watches, and the 
simplification of chronographs and 
calculating machines. He retired 
from business in 1882. In Hov. 
1865, ho was elected a Eellow of 
the Eoyal Astronomical Society, 
and in March 1885 a Eellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries. In 18GG 
was published, "The Autographic 
Album," which was followed, in 
1871, by " Horologleal Eating 
Tables," and in 1873 by his 
" Dictionary of Biographical Eefer- 
ouce." Since the publication of 
this latter work he has occupied 
himself with success as a painter 
and etcher, and has been a constant 
exhibitor at the Eoyal Academy. 

PHILFOXT, The Bight Bev. 
Henry* D.D., Bishop of TVorcester, 
younger son of the late Mr. Eich- 
ard Philpott, of Chichester, born 
November 17, 1807, was educated 
at the Cathodal Grammar School, 
Chichester, and at St. Catherine's 


College, C'fimliridgOj where ho 
graduated B. A., as Senior 
^Vrangler and a fir^t class in the 
Classical Tripos in 1829. He was 
elected Fellow of his college, and 
3mld the office of Assistant Tutor 
and Tutor till his election to the 
Mastershii? of the College in 1815. 
He served the office of Moderator 
in the Bnivei-sity in 1833, 1831, and 
183G, that of Examiner for Mathe- 
matioiil Honours in 1837 and 1838, 
and that of Proctor iu 1831-3. 
The Bishop of London (Dr. Blom- 
field) appointed him, in 1837, 
Preacjher in Whitehall Chapel, 
London, which office he hold for 
two years and a half ; he was iudee 
nominated a Select Preaclier before 
the University j and was appointed 
examining CliapLiin by the late 
I Dr. Tmlon, Bishop of Ely, on his 
elevation to the episcopate in 1844. 
In 18G1 he was consecrated Bishop 
of Worcester. 

. FICEBBSGILL* Frederick 
Hichard, E.A., nephew of the late 
I Henry Wiliam Pickeregill, E.A., 
bom in London, in 1820, studied at 
the Eoyal Academy. His first pro- 
duction, "The Combat between 
Hereides and Acliclous," an oil- 
painting, exhibited in 1840, was 
followed by a prize cartoon of 
"The Death of King Lear,” ex- 
hibited in Westminster Hall in 
1843 i and "The Burial of Harold," 
a picture for which he received a 
first-class prize, in 1847, and which 
was immemately purchased for the 
new Houses of Parliament. Mr. 
Pickersgill was for many years a 
regular exhibitor. In 1817 he was 
elected A.E.A., and in 1857 was 
promoted to the rank of Academi- 
cian. He retired a few yeai*s ago. 

FIGTOH, Sir James AUanson, 
F.S.A., was born at Liveipool, in 
180G, nnd educated at private 
schools. He became a F.S.A., and 
F.E.H.S. ; is Past-President of the 
Liveipool Arohiteotural Societyi a 
member of Council of the Epyal In- 
stitute of British Architects; on 
honorary Fellow of the Axchitee- 
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tural Convention of tlie United 
States of America; Chairman of 
the Liverpool Library, Museum, and 
Gallery of Arts ; and a Pellow of 
the philological Society of Loudon. 
The honour of Imighthood was con- 
ferred on him in July, 1881, accord- 
ing to the written communication 
of the Prime Minister for ''high 
attainments and public services.” 
He is the author of " Memorials of 
Liverpool,” 2 vola., 1873, 2ud edit., 
1875 ; Selections from the hluni- 
eipal Ifcocoivis of Liveri>ool,” 18S2 ,* 
and articles on philological, archteo- 
logical, and general subjects^ in 
periodicals and separate loublica- 
tions. Sir James Picton is Vice- 
President of the British Arebseo- 
logical Association, and of the 
Royal Archoeological Institute of 
Great Britain and Ii*aland. His son, 
Mr. J. A. Picton, author of The 
Mystery of Matter,” " Life of 
Oliver Cromwell,” &c., is Liberal 
M.P. for Leicester. 

PlRBOLAf Gen. }7ioholas de, ex- 
President of Peru, was born at Are- 
quipa, Peru, Jan. 3, 1839. Educated 
as a lawyer,he earlyinierested him- 
self in the politics of his country, 
and in 18G9 was appointed Minister 
of Pinonco. At the end of his admi- 
nistration be was impeached, and 
although ac/][uitted went into exile 
in Chili. In 1871 and 1877 he 
organised expeditions against the 
Peruvian Government, but was 
unsuccessful. The second time be 
surrendered and was banished. At 
the outbreak of the Chilian war he 
proffered bis services to Gen. Prado, 
then President of Peiu, but they 
were not accepted. After Gen. 
Prado went away, Gen. Pierola 
assumed the charge of affairs, and 
continued liie fighting. In Jan* 
1881 ho abandoned Lima, and in 
the following November, retired 
from the government. In 1882 he 
visited Europe and the United 
States. He now resides in Peru, 
hut has held no official position 
since 1881, 

PIERBEFONT, The Ron. £d- 


! wards, LL.I)., horn at North Haven, 
j Connecticut, March 4, 1817, become 
I A.B. (Yale CoUego), 1837. He was 
j admitted to the bar from the New 
Haven Law School in 1810, and 
practised in New York until elected 
totho Superior Coiut Bench in that 
city (1857). In 18G0 ho resigned 
his seat to resume practice. In 
1802 he was appointed with Major- 
General Uix, to try various prison- 
ers of Shite. He was a member of 
the Judiciary Committee of the 
Now York State Constitutional Con- 
vention in 1867, and in the same 
year conducted the case of the 
government against John H. Sur- 
ratt, indicted for aiding in the 
murder of President Lincoln. Mr, 
Pierrepont received the honorary 
degree of LL.B. in 1871 from Co- 
lumbia CoUege, and fi*om Yale 
College in 1873. Prom 18G9 to 
1870 he was United States District 
Attorney for New York, and in 1873 
ho was appointed Envoy Extraordi- 
nary to the Russian Court, hut ho 
declined the honour. In April, 
1873 he was appointed Attorney- 
General of the United States, and 
in^ 1876 Envoy-Extraordinary and 
Minister-Plenipotentiary to the 
Court of St. James's. He roaimed 
that office in Dec., 1877, and re- 
tmmed to the United States. He 
has held no office since that date. 

PINERO, Arthur Wing, bom in 
London in 1855, is the son of a 
solicitor, and was educated with 
the view of following his father's 
profession. Having no iDavticular 
liking for the law, however, ho 
ultimately prepared for the stage, 
and made his eXc^ut at Edinburgh 
in June, 1874. The following year 
ho joined the Lyceum company, 
and played Claudius to Mr. Irving 
during his first Hamlet tour '* at 
all the principal theatres in the 
United Kingdom. Subsequently 
Mr. Pinero played Lord Stanley in 
the Lyceum revival of ^'Richard 
HI.,” the Marquis of Huntley in 

Charles I.,” and Alderman Jor- 
gens in " Vanderdeoken.” Ho is

the author of Bcvoral very success- 
ful plays, among which are £200 
a Tear/' 1877 ; " The Money Spin- 
ner," 1880; and ''The Squii’e,” 
1881 i " Lords and Coimnons " and 
" ThoBoehot,” 1883; ‘'LowWatei’,” 
1884 ; " The Magistrate," 1885 ; 
"The Schoolmistress," and "The 
Hobl)y Horse," 1886, 

PIN TO, Alescandre Alberto da 
Bocha Serpa, was horn April 20, 
181G, at the Tendoes in the Pro- 
vince of Poui’Oj Portugal, and 
educated at the Boyol Military 
CoUooe, Lisbon, lie entered the 
7th Infantry Begiment, Aug. 18, 
18G3 j became ensign July, 14,1864; 
lieutenant in the 12th Eifles, Nov. 
20, ISGS ; captain, Oct. 10, 1874 ; 
major, April 17, 1877; and aide- 
de-camp of the King of Portugal, 
March 10, 1880. In ISGG he was in 
the Zambesi T7ar, and in the battle 
of the P3rd Nov. at Massangano ho 
succeeded in saving the regiment 
of India. He was then in command 
of the African Native Troop. Du- 
ring 1877-79 he crossed Africa from 
BengueUa to Durban, and he has 
admirably described the journey in 
a work entitled "How I Crossed 
Africa," Lond., 1881. These geo- 
grapliical tiisks obtained for liim 
the gold medals (first class) of the 
Geographical Societies of London, 
Paris, Antwerp, Borne, and Mar- 
seilles. He was also elected a 
Fellow of all the most important 
geographical societies in the world, 
and of many scientific associations. 
Major Seipa Pinto is a Knight 
Commander of the Order of St. 
James of Portugal, a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour and of Leopold 
of Belgium, and has received many 
other foreign orders. 

PITMAN, Isaac, was horn at Trow- 
bridge, Wilts, Jan. 4, 1813, and 
educated at the Grammaz- School 
in that town. After having been 
clerk for some time in the count- 
ing-house of a cloth manufacturer, 
he was trained in the Normal 
College of the British and Foreign 
School Society, Borough-road, 
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London, and appointed Master of 
the British School, Barton-ou- 
Humher, in 1832. He established 
tbc British School at Wotton- 
under-Edge in 1830, and removed 
to Bath in 1839. His fii**! treatise 
on shorthand, entitled " Steno- 
graphic Sound-hand," appeared in 
1837 j and he became the originator 
of the Spelling Beform, to which, 
and the pi’opagntiou of his systom 
of phonetic shorthand, ho has 
devoted his entire attention since 
1843, in which year the Phonetic 
Society was formed. This yeaz’^s 
list of the Society (1886) contains 
above 300 members. His systom 
of shorthand was entitled, " Phono- 
graphy, or Writing by Sound " in 
1810; and his "Phonographic Be- 
porter's Companion " appeared in 
18 16. The " Phonetic Institute," 
at Bath, is really a phonetic print- 
ing oiSce, and a publishing house 
for the dispatch of phonetic books 
to all parts of the world. Mr, 
Pitman edits and prints the 
Pliotmie Joimuil, which bus a largo 
Weekly and monthly circulation. 
It records the progress of the 
"Writing and Spelling Beform," 
in the ordinary orthography, 
containing aiticles in the "First 
Stage" of the Spelling Beform, 
and ill phonetic printing with an 
enlarged alphabet furnished with 
thirteen new letters, and gives 
specimens of shorthand printed 
from movable types. Besides 
printing his own instrudaon-boolcs 
for teaching phonetic shorthand, 
Mr. Pitman has issued a little 
library of books printed entirely 
in shorthand, ranging from the 
Bible to "Basselas." 

PITBA, His Eminence John Bap- 
tist, a French Cardinal, born at 
Ohampforgueil, near Antun, Aug, 
31, 1812, embraced the ecclesiasn- 
oal profession at an early age, 
and after being for some time 
teacher of rhetoric in the seminary 
of his native town, became a Bene- 
dictine monk in the abbey of So- 
lesme. Following the example of 
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fiotoany members of that learned 
order, he devoted himself to the 
study of ecclesiastical aiitiq.uities, 
and composed an admirable "His- 
toire de Samt-Leefer,'' which was 
followed by his Spicilcginm Soles- 
mense/’ 5 vols, Paris, 1852|-60, a 
collection of doonments, previously 
unpublished, in elucidation of 
Church history. To obtain the 
materials for this superb work, 
Dom Pitra visited nearly all the 
great libraries in Europe. Sum- 
moned to Home by Pope Piu.s IX. 
in 185S, he was directed to study 
the ancient and modem canons of 
the Oriental Churches, and the re- 
sults of his labouis arc embodied 
in a wox'lc entitled Juris Ecclesi- 
asticl GrsDConuu Historiaet Monu- 
ment a," the first volume of which, 
printed by the Sacred Congregation 
of tho Propaganda, appeared in 
ISGj. Dom Pitra was appointed a 
mombei* of that Congregation for 
the religious affairs of the East in 
lbC2, and created a Cai’dinal Priest 
of the Holy iLOinan Church, of the 
title of S. Tominaso in Parione, 
March 10, 1863. His Eminenco 
holds the office of '^Librarian of 
tho Holy Roman Church.^' 

PLAYf AIB, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Lyon, K-C.B., M.P., LL.B., P.R.S., 
son of Mr. George Playfair, Chief 
Inspector-General of Hospital'^ of 
Bengal, and nephew of the late 
Col. Sir Hugh L. Playfiiir, born at 
Meerut, Bengal, May 21, 1819, 
was eduaiteU at St. Andrews, N,B., 
and at a very early age took espe- 
cial interest in chemistry. In 
he studied chemistry under Piu- 
fesBor Thomas Graham, at tho 
Andersonian tTniversity, Glasgow j 
but his health failing in 1887, he 
revisited India, and upon his re- 
covery returned to England, and 
rejoined his friend Gr^am, then 
Professor to the London University. 
In 1888 he went to Giessen, to study 
organic chemistry under Liebig, 
translated some of his works into 
English, and on his return to Scot- 
Itmd undertook the management of 


tho large calico-piint worlcs of 
Messrs. Thompson, of Clitheroei 
whence he removed, in 1813, to 
Manchester, and was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry in the Eoyal 
Institution. In ISll, at the I’e- 
commendation of the late Six* 
Eobei't Peel, he was appointed on 
the commission constituted to exa- 
mine into tho sanitary condition of 
our large towns and populous dis- 
tricts, and his repoits were cha- 
racterised by gi*eat ability. At tho 
close of tho commission, Px’ofessor 
Playfair was appointed by the lato 
Sir K. Peel, Chemist to the Museum 
of Practical Geology, In the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 he visited the 
manufactmdng districts, and by 
drawing up an elaborate classifica- 
tion of objects of industry, and by 
personal communication with the 
manufacturers, exercised an impor- 
tant influence on the comploleuess 
of that groat undertaking, He was 
appointed Special Commissioner 
in charge of the depai'tmont of 
Jux'ies I and at the close of the Ex- 
hibition, in recognition of his scien- 
tific services, he was made a Com- 
panion of the Bath, and received 
an appointment in the late Prince 
Consoit’s household. At Hie Great 
Exhibition of 18G2, he again had 
charge of the department of Juries, 
and was intrusted with tho appoint- 
ment of the Jurors, who numbered 
upw.ard9 of 600 persons, consisting 
of the most eminent men of rank, 
science, and indusiiy, of all coun- 
tries of Bm’ope, In the Piench 
Exhibition of 18/8, the Prince of 
Wales, who was the President of 
the English Commission, appointed 
Mr. Playfair as Chairman of the 
Einance Committee, which was 
charged with the executive work. 
On the establishment of the de- 
partment of Science and Ai't, in 
1853, he was appointed Joint Sec- 
retary with Mr. Henry Cole ; but 
in 1856, when Mr. Cole assumed 
the office of Seci'etary, he became 
Inspector-General of Government 
Museums and Schools of Science, 
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In 1857 Ppofcsaor Playfair was I of the Royal Cominissiouera for the 
elected President of the Chemical Exhibition of 1851, and in addition 


Society of London, and in 1858 was 
appointed Professor of Chemistry 
in the University of Edinburgh, 
whore he had the honour to num- 
ber among hia pupils the Prince of 
"Wales and Prince Alfred. Professor 
Playfair was much employed by 
various governments to ropoi^ 
on subjects of pu>)lic interest. In 
conjunction with Su* Henry Be La 
JBeche, he examined, at the desire 
of the Admiralty, into the suitable- 
ness of the coals of the United 
Eingdom for the purposes of the 
navy ; and into the causes of acci- 
dents in mines. He was one of the 
Royal Coinmiasionera appointed on 
the appearance of the cattle plague 
in this country, and was chairman 
of the Royal Commission on the 
fisheries of the Scottish coasts. 
This commission laid the basis 
for the withdrawal of legisla- 
tive restrictions on sea fisheries. 
He was president of the Civil Ser- 
vice Eur[uiry Commission of lb7i, 
which produced an elaborate 
scheme for the reorganization of 
the Civil Sir vice. Br. Lyon Play- 
fair was elected as member of Par- 
liameui for the Universities of 
Edinburgh and St. Andrews in the 
general election of 1BG8, and is a 
Liberal in politics. Ho held office 
intho Hmistry of 1873-1, as Post- 
master-G-eneral, and was then made 
Privy Councillor. After the general 
election of 1880, he was appointed 
Chairman of Ways and Moaus and 
Bepnty-Speaker of the House of 
OommouB. These offices he re- 
signed iu the Session of 1883, being 
on his reth^ment created a K.C.23, 
In the Gieneral Election of 1885 he 
was returned for the South Bivision 
of Leeds, and was appointed Vice- 
President of the Council in Mr. 
Ctladstonc’s Government of 1880, 
After the dissolution he was again 
returned for Soutli Leeds. He 
holds honorary appointments as 
one of H.M.'s Commissioners in 
the Board of Manufactures, is one 


to being member of many learned 
societies, is Commander of the 
Legion of Honour ; Commander of 
the Austrian Order of Francis 
Joseph } Knight of the Portuguese 
Order of the Conception; Knight 
of the Swedish Order of the North- 
ern Star; and Knight of Wur- 
tumberg. He was created LL.B. 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
April 12, 1869. Br. Playfair edited, 
coujointiy with W. Gregory, Boron 
Liebig’s Chemistry in its Applica- 
tions to Agi’iculture and Physi- 
ology,” He is the author of uu- 
morous scieutifio memoirs, and on 
general subjects he has published 

Science in its Relations to 
Labour,” being a speech delivered 
at the anniversary of the People’s 
Collego, Sheffield, Oct. 23, 1833; 
"On the Food of Man in relation 
to his Useful Wbrk,^' a lecture, 
1805 ; " On Primary and Technical 
Education,” two lectures, 1870 ;

ates’ Association, 1873 ; and " The 
Progress of Sanitary Reform,” an 
address delivered at the annual 
meeting of the Social Science Asso- 
ciation at Glasgow, 187*4 j " Science 
in relation to the Public Weal,” an 
address as President of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, 1885.

Ho became a Fellow 
of Brasenoae Collego in 184 L He 
was appointed Chaplain at King’s 
College, London, in 1847, Professor

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and Profcbsor of tlna Exegesis of 
tlio Xew Testament in lRl54. Ho 
■wdb assistant ProacUor at Lincoln’s 
Inn from 1851 till 1858, Select 
Preacher at Oxford 1S51-3, 18G1-G, 
and 187^-3, and Boyle Lectiu'ov in 
1SC6-7. In 18G9 he Tvaa presented 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to the rectory of Plnckloy, in KcuL 
and in 1873 bo became, by exchange 
with the Ilev. E. J. Selwyn, vicar 
of Bickley, in that county. Dr. 
Plxmiptre was for four years (IbUO- 
74) one of the Old Testament 
Company of the Committee of 
Kevisors of the Authorised Version 
of the Bible appointed by Convo- 
cation. Ho was Cl 1 infield Lectru'cr 
on the Septnagiut at Oxford, 1872-4 ; 
Exaniinev in the School of Theol- 
ogy at Oxford, 1872-3 j and Princi- 
pal of Queen's C''ollege, Haxdey 
Street, 1R75-7. Ho was inshilled 
Dean of 'Wells, in fauceesaion to the 
late Dean Johnson, Doc. 21, 1881.

PLTTNKEX, The Eight Hon. David 
Eohert, M.P., Q.C., LL.D.. is the 
fourtli son of the third Lord 
Plunket, and conscffuently a grand- 
son of the first Lord Plunket, the 
great orator and lawyer, wh4> hold 
the Great 8eal in Ireland from 1830 
to 1831, and again from 1835 to 
IS 11. He was boi*n Deo. 3, 1S3S, 
and was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he took his 
Baclielor’s degree in 1859. He was 
called to the Irish bar in 1802, and 
in 1808 was appointed " Law Ad- 
viser to the Castle at Dublin.” Ho 
was nominated a Q.C. in 1S68. Ho 
was elected M.P. for the University 
of Dublin in the Conservative 
interest in 1870, when he sueeeGdod 
to the vacancy caused hy the retiro- 
inent of Mr. Anthony Lefroy. Mr. 
Plunket Avas Solicitor-General for 
Ireland from Dec., 1871, to March, 
18/7. He was Paymaster-General 
for a few Avcoks in 1880, Avhen he 
was added to the Privy Council ; 
and Pirst Commissioner of Woi'ks 
in Lord Salisbm*y's administration, 
June 1885, to Feb. 1880, a post 
which he again filled in the Cabinet 
of August 18SG. Mr. Plunket was 
very active in the Unionist cause 
during the election campaign of 
1886, and his eloquent speeches on 
public platforms had no little in- 
nuence upon the electorate. 

PDDNKET (lord). The MostBfiV. 
Williazn Conynghom Plunket, Pro- 
testant Archbishop of Dublin, eldest 
son of the third Lord Plunket, hy 
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CJiarlotte,daughlcv of the late Right 
Hon. Charles Kendal Bnshe^ was 
horn in 1823, and siicceeded to tho 
title on the death of his father in 
lb7l. He Tv'as chaplain to his nncle, 
the late Bishop of Tiiain, 1857-64! j 
Treasurer, and subseciuently Pre- 
centor, of St. Patrick's Ciithedial, 
1861-70; and Bishop of Meath, 
1870-81. On the resignation of 
Archbishop Trench, Lord Plnnket 
■was elected Archbishop of Dnldin 
(1881). He is one of the Senate of 
the Royal University of li'oland. 
His Grace niiu'ried, 1863, Annie 
Lee, only daughter of the late Sir 
Benjamin Lee Guinness, Bai't, and 
sister of Lord Ardilaun. 

POCHXK, Henry Davis, horn at 
Wigbton, Leicestershire, 1821, is 
the eldest son of William Pochiu, 
Esfj. He was educated at the Pro- 
prietary School, Leicester, and 
studied chemistry at tlie Phanna- 
eeutical Society, London, Subse- 
fpiently he started business in 
Manchester as a manufacturing 
chemist, and soon afterwards dis- 
covered tho means of completely 
decomposing China clay (silicate of 
alumiiin) by sulphuric acid, which 
Ijroduced a rich salt of s\ilidiato of 
alumina. Tluit proeoB-s he patented 
in 185,5, and shortly afterwards 
introduced the material into com- 
merce, by the term ‘^Aluminas 
Cake.'* It is now used by almost 
all paper-makers in the wozdd for 
sizing paper. Another invention 
that Mr. Pochin patented in con- 
nection with Mr, Edward Himt, 
was the purification of rosin, by 
means of distillation ; prior to this 
invention, rosin was alivny s believed 
to be incapable of distillation 
mtf decomiwbUioiu Mr. Himt and 
Mr, Pochin, however, discovered 
that if rosin is heated to 4U0 dn- 
gi'ces Fahrenheit, and steam in con- 
siderable rpiantlties passed (blo'wn) 
tlxroughj it distils undecomposed, 
and free from colour ; rosin refined 
by this process is now very largely 
used in the manufacture of the 
pale yellow soaps of coinmerco. 


being tho foimdation of almost all 
fancy soaps. 3Ii\ Pochin has for 
many years talcen an active part in 
comu'ction with pojmlnr (*ducation 
both ill Manchester nud in Salford, 
of “which latter borough ho has 
been twice mayor (1860 and 1867). 
He is a J.P. for Laiicasliire, L)en- 
bighshirc, and Manclubtcr. At the 
general election ot ISO.l ho unsuc- 
ce&sfuDy contc&ted Stalford, in tho 
Liberal interest, but at Ibe general 
election of Dv'c., 1808, ho wn.g lo- 
tumed at tho head of the poll, 
though on petitionhe was uuaoated. 
Mr. Pochin published a pamphlet 
on Parliamentary Reform in 1806, 
POLE, William, Miis. Doc., 
F.R.S.J F,R.S.E., civil engineer, 
was bom in ISLl, After following 
his pi'ofession for sonic years he 
was, in 1844, appointed by the 
East India Company Professor of 
Civil Engineering in Elphinslone 
College, Bombay. In 1847 ho re- 
turned to London, ilevotiug liw 
cliief attention to the mechanical 
branch of hia profession, and took 
an active part in the provision of 
the materials and stock for the 
groat railway undertakiug-i in 
India. From 1871 to IbiJJ ho wus 
conbultiiig enginoor for the Im- 
perial Railways of Japan, and on 
Iiismtii’ementthti Mikado honoured 
him with the decoration of tlie 
Third Deg roe (Knight Commander) 
of the Imperial Order of tlio Rising 
Sun. He served on the Oouneil of 
the Institution of Civil EnginecTs 
from 1871 to 1885, in wliich year he 
was appointed Honorary Secretary. 
Between 1850 and 1867 he was 
Professor of Civil Engineering at 
University College, London, and 
Lecturer at the Royal Engineer 
Ebtablislimcnt, Chatham. He 
served the Government fiom ISGl 
to 1864 ns a mrniber of tho Iron 
Armour Committee ; from 1S63 to 
1805 as a member of the Whit- 
worth and Ai'nibtrong Gun Com- 
mittee ; from 1805 to 18C7 os 
Secretary (appointed by her Ma- 
jesty) to the Royal Oomiuisbion \»u

us Secretary to that on Water 
Supply, afterwards undertaking 
important official investigations 
in regard to the supply of London. 
In 1870 he was nominated by the 
Board of Trade one of the Metro- 
politan Gas Referees, which ap- 
ointmont he still holds.

He was elected into the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh in 1877, 
and into the Athemeum Club with- 
out ballot (as a scientific distinc- 
tion) in 1864. He published in 
1814 a quarto Treatise on the 
Steam Engine; in 1818 a tranb- 
latlon of a German work on the 
same subject; in 1861 and 1S70 
Scientific Chapters in the Lives of 
Robert Stephenson and I. K. Bru- 
nei •/* in 1 872 a treatise on Iron : and 
in 1877 " The Life of Sir William 
Fairhairn, Bart.” He is also the 
author of a well-known scientific 
work on the game of Whist ; has 
written a great number of papers 
for scientific journals and poriodi- 
ciils ; and is a contributor to the 
Qiitf7*terli/ Jlei'irtv. He is now 
writing a biography of the latu Sir 
William Siemens. Ho has also 
studied mnsio, and has been an 
organ player and composer. He 
took, in 1860, the Oxford degree of 
Bachelor, and in 1867 that of Doc- 
tor of Music, and remains a mem- 
ber of St. John's College in that 
University. He has held for some 
years the office of Examiner in 
Music at the University of London. 
He is the author of "The Philoso- 
phy of Music,'* 1879 j and " The 
Story of Mozart*s Requiem,” 1879. 

POILEXT, John Hungsrford, H. A., 


son of Richard Pollen of Rod- 
bomne, Wilts, born 1820, was edu- 
cated at Eton and Christchurch, 
Oxford, and elected to a Fellow- 
ship of Merton, where he painted 
the College Chaijel. He studied 
painting in Rome, was appointed 
Professor of Piue Arts by Cardinal 
Newman, in the Oatliolic Uni- 
versity of Dublin j built niid 
painted the Church in Stephen’s 
G reeu, was appointed Official 
Editor of the Museum at South 
Kensington, and was infer alia 
Editor of the Universal Catalogue 
of Books on Art. He has acted as 
Examiner for the Dcpai'tment, and 
was a membei’ of the Committee of 
Selection in referer 03 to purchases. 
He is the author of " Ancient and 
Modcim Furniture and W oodwork,” 
"Ancient and Modern Gold and 
Silversmith’s Work,” ” The Trajan 
Column,” and other publications ; 
and has contributed to the “En- 
cyclopaidia Bxitanuiea,'’ " Ai‘t 
Journal,” "Magazine of Art,” and 
several periodicals on subjects 
connected with the fine arts, and 
was Cantor Lecturer of the Society 
of Arts in 1885. He was appointed 
Private Secretary to the Marquess 
of Ripon in 1876.

POLLOCK, The Hon. Sir Charles 
Edward, was born Oct. 21, 1628, 
and received his education at St. 
Paul’s School. When liis father, 
the late Sir Frederick Pollock, was 
Attorney-General in 1813-4, Mr. 
Pollock acted as lus scoretai'y, and 
on the elevation of his father to 
the position of Lord Cliief Baron 
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of tlic Exchequer iu 1811, Mr. 
Pollock bocamo a pupil of tlie late 
Mr. Justice Willes, in whose 
chambers he remained for nearly 
three years. Mr. Pollock was 
called to the Bir m 1817, and was 
created a Queen’s Counsel in 1866. 
He was api)ointed a Baron of the 
Exchequer In auccossion to Hr. 
Baron Oliauuelh resigned, iu Jan. 
1873, and soon afterwards received 
the honour of knighthood. Before 
his elevation lo the Bench he pub- 
lished several legal text-hooka, in- 
cluding a Treatise on the Law of 
Merchant Shipping,” and another 
on the *'Law and Practice of the 
County Coimts.” 

POLLOCK, Sir William Frederick, 
Bart., born in London in lS15,eldost 
son of the Et. Hon. Lord Chief Baron 
Pollock, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which he 
was a scholar (B.A. degree 1830 — 
M.A. 1840). He was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple in 1838, 
and went the Northern Circuit. 
He was appointed a Master of the 
Court of Exchequer in 1846, and 
Queen’s Eemembrancer in 1874*, 
and became Senitir Master of the 
Supreme Coui’t of Judicature upon 
the coming into operation of the 
Judicature Acts. lie resigned his 
offices in 1886. Sir Frederick Pol- 
lock is President of the Equitable 
Assurance Society and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Literary Fund, and is 
honorary secretary to the Society 
of Dilettmti, and has for many 
years been constantly a manager 
of the Eoyal Institution . Sir 
Frederick’s translation of Banters 

Divine Comedy,” in blank verse 
and line for line with the original, 
appeared in 1851. "Macready’s 
Eeminisconcea ” were edited by 
him in 1873. Ho has contributed 
to the Quarterly and JSdinhurgh Ee- 
ricujs, to Fraser^s J^agnzine, to the 
Forbiightly and Nineteenth Century, 
and other periodicals.

POLLOCK, Frederick, eldest son 
of Sir William Frederick Pollock 
and grandson of the late Sir F. Pol- 
lock, Chief Biron of the Ex;jhcqut>r, 
was born Dec. 10, lS4n, and o»lu- 
cated at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of winch he lipcame 
Fellow iu 1868. He was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1S71, 
and was examiner in law at Cam- 
bridge, 1879-81. In 1882 bo was 
made Professor of Jurisprudence at 
University College, London j in 
1883 was appointed Corpu.s Pro- 
fessor of Jurisprudence at Oxfor.l, 
and in 1881 Professor of Common 
Law. He is also editor of the 
Law Quarterly Review, and has been 
lion.

1S74. Mr. PoUock has delivered 
lectures at the Eoyal Institution 
on historical and literary subjects 
such as Itichelieu, Colbert, Victor 
Hugo, Sir Francis Drake, the 
Drama, etc., and is the author of 
"Lectures on French Poets,” **Tho 
Picture’s Secret,” a novel, " Songs 
and Ehymes, English and French,” 
"Verses of Two Tongues,” aud 
" The Poet and the Muse," trans- 
lated with introduction in original 
vei'se, from Alfred de Musset’s 
" Kuits.” In 1884 Mr. PoEoc^ ba-

FONSONBY, Qen. the Bight Hon. 
Sir Henry Frederick, K.C.B.^aon of 
Major-General the Hon. Sir E. 
Pousonby, was bom at Corfu^ in 
1825, and after receiving a profes- 
sional education at the fe)yal Mili- 
tary CoUoge, Sandhurst, was ap- 
pointed Ensign in the -lOtli Eegi- 
ouent in 1812. After being trans- 
ferred to the drenadior Guards, he 
was apx)ointcd Aide-de-Canip to the 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, and in 
18 19 was made Private SGcretaiTr to 
the Eai’l of Clarendon, an office 
which he held under Lords St. Ger- 
mans and Carlisle while Viceroys 
of Ireland. In 1855 he joined the 
Grenadier Guards in the Cinmoa, 
and served at the siege of Sebas- 
topol. On the conclusion of the 
war he was appointed Equerry to 
tho Prince Consort, and after his 
Boyal Higbneea's death, proceeded 
to Canada, where he commanded a 
battalion of the Grenadier Quoi’ds. 
On April 8, 1S70, he was appointed 
Private Secretary to Her Majesty 
the Queen, and in Oct, iS/S Keeper 
of H. M, Piavy Purse. He is a 
member of the Privy Coimcil, 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath, Knight of the Third 
Class of the Order of the Modjidie,

POOLE, Reginald Stuart, LL.D. 
Cantab., bom hi London, Feb. 27, 
1832, second son of tho late Rev'.

Theophilns Lane, LL.D., Preben- 
dary of Hereford, sister of Edward 
William Lane, the Orientalist, and 
▼rand-niece of Thomas Gains- 
borough j was educated privately 
m Egypt under the direction of 
E. W. Lane, his uncle. He was ap- 
pointed Assistant, Department of 
^tiquitles, British Museum, 1852, 
tKinsferred to new Department of 


i Coins and Medals, 1801, and ap* 
pointed Assistant Keeper of Coins, 
186G, and Keeper, 1870. He is 
editor of the ‘'Official Catalogues of 
Greek, Roman, Oriental, and Eng- 
lish Coins,” of which 10 volumes, 
1873-85, have appeared, published 
by the Trustees of the British 
Museum, and is author of the

POOLE, Stanley Lane, born in 
London, Dec. 18. 1851, eldest son 
of E. S. Poole, of the Science and 
Art Dc^iartment, was educated at 
home imdor the direction of his 
great-imele, E . W . Lane, the 
Orientalist, and proceeded to Cor- 
I)us Christi College, Oxford, whence 
he took his B.A. degree in 1878. 
As early as 1S70 his studies had 
been turned towards numismatics 
by his uncle, tho Keeper of Coins 
in the British Museum, and in 
1872 he published his first treatise 
on Arabic Coins in tho Chronicle 
of tho Numismatic Society. In 
i 187*1* he was iqipomted by the 
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Trustees of the British Museiuu 
to write the official " Catalogue of 
the Oriental Coins in the national 
collection ; the work appeared in 
8 vohimes, 1875-83, and was cou- 
ronnd by thePrench Institute, Two 
volumes of a subsequent “ Cata- 
lu^ie of Indian Goins ” were pub- 
lished in 1SS5. On the death of 
Mr. Lcane, in 1878, the duty of 
completing his great Arabic Lexicon 
devolved on his grand-nephew, who 
brought out the sixth and seventh 
volumes between 1877 and 1885, 
and imblishod a "Life of E. "W.

POPE, General John, was born at 
Kaskashia, Illinois, in March, 1823, 
He ^ graduated from the TT.S. 
Militai'y Academy at West Point 
in IS 12 ; served in the Mexican 
War, 1846-47 ; and was in com- 
mand of the expedition -which 
surveyed the route for the Pacific 
Railway, 1854-69. On the out- 
break of the Civil War he was 
made a Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers (May, 18G1), and in 
June, 1862, was given the saiiio 
rank in the regular army, with the 
command of the Army of Virginia. 
Being defeated by General Jacksou 
at Manassus in August, 1862, lie 
resigned his command, and was 
sub^uently employed ag«dnst the 
Indians in the West. In October, 
1882, he was made Major-General. 

FOBTEB, Admiral David Dickson, 
W'as horn in Pennsylvania, Jiuie 8, 
181 1. He is the youngest son of 
Commodore David Porter, who com- 
manded the Essex frigate in the 
war with Great Britain in 1812-11. 
He entered the service as mid- 
shipman, in Peb. 1829, and served 
in the Mediterranean until 1835, 
when he -was employed for several 
years in the coast survey and 
river explorations, and became a 
Lieutenant in 18 H* At the close 
of 1845 he -was placed on special 
duty at tlie Observatoiy at Wash- 
ington, which position he resigned 
in 1810, in order to take part in the 
Mexican war. At the outbreak of 
the civil -war, in 1801, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Commandor, 
and at the beginning of 1862 the 
mortar fleet foi* the reduction of 
the forts b^ow New Orleans was 
placed under his orders, the entire 
naval force being commanded by 
Commodore Pamgut. After the 
capture of Now Orleans ho pinj- 
coeded up the river with his 
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fleet, and was engaged in the iin- 
RXicccsBrul siege of Vicksbiarg, 
which was raised July 22, 1SG2. 
In the summer of 1863, during the 
second siego of Vicksburg, he bom- 
barded the works, and rendered 
material assistance to Gonertil 
Grant, wlio commanded the be- 
sieging army, until the occiipntion 
of that stronghold, July 4*. Eor 
this he was made Ilear-Admirul. 
Admu'al Porter was employed in 
several important expeditions, 
especially in the two combined 
attacks ou Port Fisher, which 
commands the api^roachea to "Wil- 
mington, N orth Carolina. The 
flrst of these, at the close of 186-1, 
mis-oaiTied. Ihe second, in Jan., 
J860, was completely successful. 
Admii'al Porter was advanced to 
the rank of Vice-Admiral July 25, 
18CG. Prom ISGG to 1870 he' was 
yuperintendentof the TJ. S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. On the 
death of Admiral Farragnt,Oct. 17, 
1870, he was advanced to the rank 
of Admiral, which carries with it 
the command of the entire navy of 
the United States, subject only to 
the President. His residence is at 
Wasbington, He has published 
“Incidents and Anecdotes of the 
Civil War ; “ Adventures of Harry 
Marline,” and “Allan Dare and 
Robert le Diable,” all appealing in 
1885. 

PORTER, Josias Leslie, D.D., 
LIj.D.j was born Oct. 4, 1823, at 
Burt, CO. Donegal, Ireland, being 
the youngest son of Lieutenant 
William Porter. He was educated 
at the University of Glasgow (B.A. 
1842 ; M.A. 1843), afterwards at 
the "Univeisity of Edinburgh, and 
the Free Church Collego. He was 
ordained in the Presbyterian 
Church of England in 184G. Ho 
married, in 1849, Margaret Rainey, 
youngest daughter of the Rev. 
Henry Cooke, D.D., LL.D., of Bel- 
fast. He went on a mission to 
Syria, in 1849, and travelled exten-^ 
sively through Palestine, Arabia, 
Asia Minor, Greece, and 


Algeria, On his return to Ireland, 
he was appointed Professor of Bib- 
lical Criticism in the Assembly's 
College, Belfast. He was Modera- 
tor of the General Assembly in 
1875 . lie was aiDiminted by Pari ia- 
nient Commissioner of Inter- 
mediate Education (Ireland) in 
1878, and nominated by the Cro^vn 
President of Queen’s College, Bel- 
fast, and Senator of the Queen’s 
University in 1879 j and Senator of 
the Royal University of Ireland in 
1880. Ho received the hon, degrees 
of D.D. from the University of 
Bdinbiu'gh in ISG 1 j of LL.D. from 
the University of Glasgow in ISGlj 
and of D. Lit. from the Queen’s 
University in 1881. Ho is the 
aiithor of “Five Years in Damas- 
cus,” 2vols.,18o5i “Handbook for 
Syria and Palestine,” 1858, and 
subseciuent editions ; " The Penta- 
teuch and the Gospels,” 1801 j 
^*Tho Giant Cities of Bashan," 
1806, and subsequent editions j 
“The Life and Times of Dr. Cooke,” 
1871, and subsequent editions j 
“ The Pew and Study Bible,” 
1870 ; articles in Smith’s “ Diction- 
ary of the Bible j ” Kitto’s Cyclo- 
pedia of Biblical Literatiu’e,” 
3rd edit. ; the “ Bncyclopcedia 
Britaniiica,” 8th edit. ; the 
American “ Bibliotheca Sacra,” 
and PW?iceto?i Reviews axid Jovrnal 
of Sacred Jjiteraturc. Dr, Porter 
was largely engaged in organizing 
the great scheme of Intoi*mcdiate 
Education in Ireland, when ho was 
appointed Commissionei' by Her 
Majesty’s Government j and in 
arranging the courses and pre- 
paring the programme of examina- 
tions for the Royal University, in 
which he has been from the first a 
member of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Senate. 

PORTER. Noah, D.D., LL.D.. 
was born at Farmington, Connecti- 
cut, Dec. 14, 1811. A.B. (Tale Coll,), 
1831, He taught in schools at New 
Haven from 1831 to 1833, and was 
a tutor at Tale foom 1833 to 1885, 
studying theology at the same 
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time. In 1836 he was ord«ained 
pastor of the Congregational 
Church at Now Milford, Connecti- 
cut, and in 1843 was settled at 
Springflolfl, Massachusetts. He 
returned to Tale ns professor of 
metaphysics and moral philosophy 
in 1846, and on the resignation of 
Dr. Woohny in 1871 was elected 
])re 5 idcnt of Yale. He is author 
of “Historical discour.ses,'^ 1810 j 

The Educational Systems of the 
Puritans and the Jesuits Com- 
pared,” 1851 ! Tho Human Intel- 
lect,” 1S6S; ‘'Books and Heading,”

He recently 
tendered his re’aignatioii of the 
presidency of Yale College. 

POTr, The Yen, Alfred, B.D., 
horn at Norwood, Surrey, Sept. 30, 
1822, was educated at Eton, and at 
Bolliol and Magdalen Colleges, Ox- 
ford. He was appointed Vicar of 
Ouddesdon in 1852 ; first Principal 
of the Theological College there in 
1853; Eeotor of Bast Hendred, 
Berks, in 1S6S ; Vicar of Abingdon 
in 18G8 ; Archdeacon of Berkshire 
in 1870 ; Chaplain to tho Bishop of 
Oxford in 1673 ; Vicar of Clifton 
Hampden, Oxfordsliire, in 1874 ; 
and Vicar of Somnng, Berlcs^in 1882; 
Archdeacon Pott is the author of 

Confirmation Lectures,” 1850 ; 
"Village Sermons,” 1807; and 
several "charges,” sermons, and 
tracts. 

POTXEB, George, was horn at 
Kenilworth in 1832. He was a^)- 
IH'enticed to a carpenter and joiner 
at Coventry, where he worked seve- 
ral years atter lie had learned his 


trade. He came to London in 1853, 
and obtained employment as a 
journeyman joiner in the large firm 
of Myers and Son, after irhich ho 
worked at several large firms, and, 
as an experienced mechanic, always 
obtaining the highest wages. In 
1857 the workmen in the building 
trades started an agitation for a 
roduction in their hours of labour, 
and Mr. Potter was scut as a dele- 
gate to represent the carpenters and 
joiners, when he soon attracted 
attention by his argumentative 
and practical speed] es, and sub- 
sequently he Avas elected Secre- 
tary. The great lock-out in the 
budding trades of Aug. 1859, oc- 
curred, and he was called from hia 
trade to conduct the movement on 
behalf of the workmen. During 
the contest, which lasted twenty- 
seven weeks, Mr. Potter gave great 
satisfaction to the men by the tact 
and judgment which he displayed, 

I and the mannerlnwbichhe brought 
aboutthe withdrawal of the "odious 
document,” by the employers. After 
this Itlr. Potter established the 
liive, an organ of labour on behalf 
of Avorking-men. The paper after- 
Avarda changed its name to the Ja- 
dnsfriti? Review. Mr. Potter has 
taken part in all the social and 
political movements of the working 
classes during the last twenty 
years, and liis services wei'e recog- 
nised by the Arorkmg-nien of 
London and tho country in ISCG, 
when they presented him with an 
address and a pm‘8c containing 
JS300. In 1873 he was elected a 
member of the London School 
Board, and was re-elected in 1876. 
At the general election of 1874, ho 
was on unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Peterborough . 
He is the author of artides on 
Capital and Labour, and Trades' 
Unions and Co-operation; and is 
now publishing a series of social 
and mlitical "Tracts for the Peo- 
ple,'^ which are being largely cir- 
culated. 

POTTER, The Right. Rev. Henry 
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Codman, D.D.^ LL.D.^ son of the 
late Bishop of Pennsylvania, and 
nephew of the Bishop of N ew 
York, was bom at jSclieneetady, 
New York, May 25, 1833. He 
graduated froux Union College, 
Kchonectady, and from tho Theo- 
logical Seminary of Alexandria, 
Vnginia (.1857). His first rector- 
ship was in a small village (Greena- 
burgh) in Pennsylvania, from 
which he went to St. John's Chiu'ch, 
Troy, N.Y., and aficrwtu'ds to 
Boston. In 18G8 he became rector 
of Grace Church, New York, where 
he remained until 1883, when he 
was consecrated Assistant Bishop 
of New York. He has published 

Sisterhoods and Deaconesses,” 
1872; '^Tlio Gates of the East,” 
1876 ; and “ Sermons of the City,” 
1&80, besides a number of sermons 
and discourses. 

P0X7YEE - QTTERTIEB, Augustin 
Thomas, a French statesman, -was 
horn Sei)t. 3, 1820, at Etouttevillo- 
en-Caux (Seino-Inforioure), and 
became a largo manufacturer. In 
1 85 1, he was elected Mairo of 
Fleury-sur-Andelle, which he also 
represented in the Conseil Goue- 
ral. Subsequently he became a 
member of the Chambei^ of Com- 
merce at Bouen ; administrator of 
the Bank of France (branch of the 
Seine-Infdriexu’e) j and President of 
the committee formed for the relief 
of the workmen engaged in the 
manufacture of cotton. In 1857 
and 1863 he was elected a Deputy 
in the Corps Lcgislatif in the 
government iuicrest for the first 
circonscription for the department 
of the Soine-Inferieuro. M. Pou- 
yer-Quorfcier rendered himself very 
conspicuous by the pertinacity with 
which he opposed the doctrines of 
Free Trade, especially as applied to 
the Treaty of Commerce with Eng- 
land, and by his unsparing expo- 
sure of the abuses of the great 
financial and railway companies in 
France. In consequence he lost 
the support of the government, and 
at tho general election of May, 


1869, failed to secure his re-olee- 
tiou. After the fall of tho cmiiire, 
M. Pouyor-Quertior was returned 
to the National Assembly, and was 
iutnisted by M. Thiers with tho 
coudxict of the negotiations with 
Germany respeeting the Alsace- 
Lorraine treaties, wliieh, in Oct. 
1871, he brought to a successful 
issue. He was promoted to be a 
Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, Oct. 20, 1871. Ho was 
elected a Senator in Jan. 1870, and 
was re-elected when his term of 
office expired in 1882. 

POYNTER, Edward John, E.A., 
was born at Pans, Mai'ch 20, 1836, 
being son of Mr. Ambrose Poynter, 
architect. Ho was educated at 
Westminster School, and at Ips- 
wich Grammar School ^ afterwards 
he studied art in English schools 
from 185 J to 1856, and under 
Gleyrc in Paris from 1856 to 1859. 
Ho was 2 iiade an Associate of the 
Royal Academy in Jan. 1869; a 
nieiuber of the Belgian Water- 
Coloxu' Society, in 3871; and was 
api)ointud Slade Professor of Art 
at University College, Gower 
Street, London, in May, 1871, the 
appointment being j-onewed in 1873 
for foim years. He was elected a 
Royal Academician, June 29, 1876. 
Mr. Poynter exliibitorl at tho Royal 
Academy, ‘‘'Israel in Egypt,” 1867; 
*'The Catapult,” 1808; "Perseus 
and Andromeda,” 1872 ; More of 
More Hall and tho Dragon,” 1873 ; 
"Rhodope,” 1871 ; “ The Festival,” 
and "The Golden Ago,” 1873; 
"Atalanta’s Race,” 187(3; "The 
Fortune-Teller,” hia diploma pic- 
toe, 1877; "Zenobia Captive,” 
1878; and " Diadixmene,” 1885. 
This picture was one of those which 
offered a text to the memorable 
discussion upon tho morality of the 
nude in art which enlivened the 
season of 1883. Mi*. Poynter also 
painted cartoons for the mosaic of 
St. George in the Westminster 
Palace, 1860; designed the archi- 
tectural and tile decorations for 
the grill-room at South Kensing- 
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ton, 18^>8-7u; i^ainted a fresco in 
St. Steplieu*a Churcli, Dulwich, 
1872-3 ; and has eshihilGcl many 
other smaller works in the Academy 
and Dudley Water-Colour Exhi- 
bition, and at the Royal Water 
Colour Society, of which ho is a 
member. For several years ho was 
Director for Art and Principal of 
the National Art Trainins? School 
at South Kensington, but he re- 
signed that office in July, 1881, 
though he consented to continue 
his connection with iho Depart- 
ment as Visitor of the Training 
School, lie is the author of Ten 
Lectures on Art,'* 1879. 

PBEKPRROAST, I<ieut.-0en6ral 
Sir Harry North Ealrymple, V.O., 
K.C.B., bom October 15, 188-1 
served with the Suppers and Minora 
in Persia in 1857 ; was jnesent 
at the bombardment of Mohum- 
rah, and served -with the Malwa 
Field Force. At Calpee he gained 
his brevet majority and the Vic- 
toria Cross for conspicuous bravery 
on Sept. 2, 3850, at Mundisore, In 
the Abyssinian War he commanded 
the detiielinient of tliroe <‘0mpanie9 
of Madras Sappers and Miners. He 
was Field Engineer dm-ingthe ad- 
vance. and was present at the action 
before Magdala. Dimug Lord 
Eipon*8 Viceroyalty he was ap- 
pointed an honorary Aide-de- 
camp, and has since held a com- 
mand in Madras, When the 
ultimatum was dispatched to King 
Theobaw, and it was seen that 
war with TJpi)er Bimnmh was in- 
evitable, ho was appointed to the 
conunand of the expeditionary 
force, and lost no time in dispatch- 
ing his troops to the frontier. On 
the Emg*a refusal to the terms 
proposed, Oeneral Prendeigast 
issued a proclamation declaring 
that as no improvement could be 
hoped for in the "condition of affairs 
in Upper Burmah, the Government 
of India had decided tliat his Ma-

The next diiy llic 
King surrendered, GoiieralPronder- 
gast was created a C.B. in May, 
1873, and K.C^B. Duceinlier, ISS5. 

PRESSENSB, Edmond de, D.D., 
a Protestant ministor,borii at Paris, 
Jan 27, 1821, pursued his studies 
in that city, at Laiisaime, under 
Professor Vinet, and at the Univer- 
sity of Halle and Berlin. On liia 
return to Paris he was appointed 
pastor of the Taitbout Chaiiel, when' 
he soon gained a higli iMpul.ition as 
a preacher. He received the degree 
of D.D. from the University of 
Breslau in 1803. He sat in the 
National Assembly as a deputy for 
the department of the Seme from 
July, 1871, till the close of the year 
1875, and he was elected a Life 
Senator, Nov. 17, 1883. Of his 
numerous works the following have 
been translated into English: —

PBESTWIOH, Joseph, MA., 
F.E.S., the descendant of an old 
Lancashire family, was bom at 
Pensbury, Clapham, near London, 
March 12, 1812. He was educated 
at various preparatory schools, and 
in Paris, and finally at University 
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College, London. Ills tastes would 
hasre led him to choose a pro- 
fession, but circumstances obliged 
him to engage in iictive busi- 
ness in the City. Mr. Prestmeh's 
first works were papers on the 
G-amrio lohthyoUtes, and Shells in 
the Till of Banffshire, and on the 
Geology of Coalbrook Bale, pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the 
Geological Society, 1835 j this was 
followed by a series of papers on 
Tertiary Geology, published in the 
Journal of the Geological Society, 
and by two papers on the Quater- 
nary beds of the valley of the 
Somme, published in the Philoso- 
phical Transactions, in which he 
was the first to show on sufilcieni 
geological evidence the certainty of 
the fact, so often and so unsuccess- 
fully brought forward by many 
observers on the Continent and in 
this coimtry, of the Contempora- 
neity of man with the extinct mam- 
malia. He is also the author of 
a Httle work on the geology of the 
neighbourhood of London, entitled 
" The Ground beneath us,** as well 
as of a more elaborate work, The 
Water-bearing Strata of the Coun- 
try around London.*’ In 1819 tbe 
G eological Society awarded him the 
Wollaston Medal for his researches 
on the Coalfield of Coalbrook Bale, 
and those on the tertiary districts 
of London and Hampshire. In 1865 
the Eoyal Society awarded him a 
Boyal Medal for his contributions 
to geological science, and more 
especially for his paper in the 
Philosophical Transactions "On the 
Occurrence of Flint Implements 
associated with the remains of 
animals of extinct species in beds 
of alate goologicalperiod in France 
and in England j " and that " On 
the Theoretical Considerations on 
the Conditions imder which the 
Drift deposits containing the re- 
mains of extinct Manunalia and 
Flint Implements were acetunu- 
lated, and on their geological age.** 
He served on the Boyal Coal Com- 
mission of 1866, for which he drew 


up two of the separate reports ; and 
on the Royal Commission on Water 
Supply of 1867. He was President 
of the Geological Society 1870-72} 
Vice-President of the Royal Society 
1870-71, In 1873 he retired from 
husiness. In 1871 the Institution 
of Civil Engineers awarded him a 
Telford Medal and Premium for 
iiis paper on the " Geological Condi* 
tious affecting the Construction of 
a Tunnel between England nnd 
Fitince.** He was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Geology at Oxford, Jiiuo 
20, 1874, in succession to the late 
Professor Phillips, and his inau- 
gural lecture was published under 
the title of " The Past and Future 
of Geology,** 1875. In 1876, in 
investigating the conditions for a 
better water-supply, he pointed out 
that there was under Oxford an 
abundant source of mineral water, 
allied to, but stronger than those of 
Cheltenham and Leamington. In 
1876 also his elaborate paper on 
" Submarine TemperaturQS,**w]iioh 
reviewed all that had been done 
before tbe Challenger expedition, 
appeared in the PliilosophicalTrans- 
actions. The vexaia gucstio of the 

Parallel Roads of Glon Roy * ‘ next 
engaged his attention, and this was 
foUowed by several other jiapers, 
amongst which may be mentioned 
those on " Underground Tempera- 
tures ** and on " Volcanic Action.** 
In 1835 he was elected by the In- 
stitute of France a Con'ospon ding 
Member of the Academy of Sciences. 
In 1886, the 1st vol. (Chemical and 
Physical) of his work on " Geology** 
was imblished by the Clarendon 
Press. 

PBIGE, The Rev. Bartholomew, 
M.A., F.R.S., son of the late Rev.

Dennis, Gloncestcrshire, where he 
was bom in 1818, was educated at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, and gra- 
duated B.A. in 1^0, taking £st- 
olass honours in mathematics.

UAPF, Joseph Joachim, musical 
composer, was born at Lachen, on 
the Lake of Zurich, May 27, 1822, 
aud received his early education 
at Wiesseustotteu, in W lutemborg, 
and afioiwm^ds at tho Jesuit 
Lyoexmi of Schwyz, ^svhere he 
obtiiinod tho first prizes in Gcr- 
itian, Latin, and mathematics. 
Want of means compelled liim to 
ive up his clasbical studies and 
Gcomc a schoolmaster, but though 
unable to aJford a teacher he made 
such progress in music that in 1813 
Mendelssohn gave him an inlro- 
duotioa to the firm of Breitkopf 
and Htirtel, who first brought his 
compositions before the public. 
Amidst gi*eat privation he worked 
steadily on, and at length attracted 
the notice of Liszt, who took him 
on a concert tour. In 18 IG 
MendelsBohu invited him to be- 
come his pupil, but died before the 
project could be carried out. He 
remained at Cologne, and occupied 
himself in writing critiques for 
jDelm's CO cilia. Later ho published 
"Die Wagnorfrago/' a pamphlet 
which excited considerable atten- 
tion. In 1850 ho went to Weimai*, 
to be near Liszt, and here Ids opera 
"Kdnig Alfred" was first per- 
formed at tho Court Theatre. In 
1866 he went to Wiesbaden, and 
became a highly successful teacher 
of the pianoforte. In 1858 ho 
composed his second violia-sonata, 
and the incidental music for 
Benhord von Weimar/* the over- 
ture of which speedily became a 
favourite, and was much played 
throughout Germany. His "An das 


Vaterhind," obtained the fii'at prize 
offered by tho Gosollachnft der 
MusikL*eunde in Vienna, in 1863. 
"Dame Kohold/* a comic opera, 
was produced at W6im.ir iu 1870.

In 1815 lie joined Mr, 
Layard to assist him in his As- 
syrian researches, and lived with 
him as his friend and guest for 
more than two years. When Mr. 
Layard returned to England in 
1817 Mr. EaBsain came -with him to 
complete his studies at Oxford, hut 
at the end of 1819 he was sent out 
}jy the British Museum authorities 
to assist Mr. Layard in his second 
imdertaking. The history of this 
mission was puhli^hod by Mr. 
Layard, in his Nineveh and 
Babylon.” The trustees having 
determined to carry on further re- 
searches, htr. Layard commissioned 
Mr. Eassam to succeed h iiu, Diu’ing 
this expedition Mr, Enssam disco- 
vered in Ninevuli the palace of 
Assur-Beni-Pal, who is coiumonly 
known by the name of Snrdaniipa- 
his, in which there were found the 
heaiitifnl sculptures representing 
the linn hunt, now in the British 
Miiseum, with many other remark- 
aide antiquities relating to the 
history of the Assyrian Monaichy. 
The funds available for the re- 
searches havuig come to an end, 
Mr. Eassain returned to England 
in 1854. After this ho hedd a poli- 
tical appointment at Aden, When 
the quarrel took place in 18(51 be- 
tween the tninui of hluscat, and his 
brother, the Sultan of Zanzibar, Air. 
Eassam was chosen by Lord Elphin- 
stone, the Governor of Bombay, to 
represent the British Government 
at Muscat while the Govemor- 
Genoral of India was trying to act 
03 a mediator between the hrothovs. 
He also received the sx^ocial thanks 
of the Supreme Government of 
India, with a substantial present 
for the services he rendered to the 
State during the Indian mutiny. 
When the news reached the Foreign 
Office in 18CI ihat Consul Cameron 
and other European gentlemen had 
been imprisoned and ill-treated by 
Theodore, Eing of Abyssinia, Mr, 
Eossam was chosen by the British 


G oveminent to proceed to the court 
of that monarch with a letter from 
the Queen asking for the release of 
the captives. He accordingly went 
to Massowah, the port of Abyssinia, 
whence he wrote to Theodore for 
a safe conducts and after having 
waited there more than a year, ho 
was invited liy the king to proceed 
to his court. Mr. Eassaiu was 
accompanied by Lieutenant Pri- 
dGau.x and Br. Blanc, of the Bom- 
bay army, and they were received 
with every mark of distinction and 
honour. It seemed at one time 
that Mr. Eassam’s mission would 
he crowned with success, hut 
through Theodore's eccentricity, 
coupled with intrigue fi*om other 
quarters, it was doomed to disap- 
pointment. Hopeful as Mr. Bas- 
sain was at fia’st of procuring the 
liberation of Consul Camerou and 
the other captives, he was himself 
arrested with his suite, and the 
three were sent as prisoners ‘with 
the old captives to Magdala, whore 
they were kept in chains for nearly 
two years. After the old captives. 
Consul Cameron and his fellow 
prisoners, had undergone about 
four years’ rigorous confinement — 
and Mr.Eassam and his companions 
shared their fate for nearly two 
years and a half — ^they were ulti- 
mately set free by Theodore on the 
Easter Eve of 18(38, niter his defeat 
the day before by the British force 
under the command of Sir Eohert 
Napier, at Arogay, below Magdala. 
Mr. Eassam published a narrative 
of the “ British Mission to Theo- 
dore, Eiiig of Abyssinia, with 
Notices of tlio Country traversed 
from Massowah through the Sou-

History,** 1809 ; *• The Sixth < rreat 
Oriental Monarchy; or, the Geo- 
graphy, History, and Antiquitie-i 
of Rarthia,” 1873 1 " The Seventii 
Great Oriental Monarchy ; or, the 
Geogi*aphy, Hi-story, and Antiqui- 
ties of tho S.U'.auian or Now 
Pei'shm Euipiro, collected and 
illustrated troin Ancient and 
Moilern soimces,** in 1870 5 a 
“History of Ancient Egypt,*' 2 
Tola„ IfiSl ; and other smaller 
works. Professor Eawlinson con- 
tributed an essay, tho subject 
being, " The Genuineness and Ati- 
thenticity of the Pentateuch,** to 
" Aida to Paiih,*' edited hy Dr. 
Thomson, in reply to Essays ami 
Reviews;*' and was a contributor 
to Dr, Bmith’s Dictionary of tin* 
Bible/* He supplied tho com- 
ments on Kings, Chronicles, Ezra. 
Nehemiali and Esther, to "The 
Speaker's Commentary;** that <jn 
Exodus to the Bishop of Glou- 
cester's “ Commentary on tho Old 
Testament ;*' and that on Exodus, 
Ezra, Nehominh, Esther and Isaiah 
to the "Homiletic Commentary*’ 
of Canon Spence and Mr. Exall. 
He held the office of Classical 
Examiner under the Council of 
Military Education from 1859 to 
ls70, IIo has been Proctin* in 
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Convocjitiou fur tlio Dcau and 
Chapter of Canterbury since 1873. 

HAWXjIHSON, Sir Henry Ores- 
wioke, K.C.B., P.B.S., brother of 
the Kgv. George Kavlinson^ born 
at Chadlingtouj Oxfordahirei in 
ISlOj was edrreated alEaling School, 
served in the Bombay army from 
1827 till 1833, was sent to Persia 
in Nov. 1833, and between that 
UmG and Bee. 1839, was actively 
employed in various parts of that 
country. He held high commands, 
and did good service m re-organ- 
izing a body of Persian troops. 
When the rupture with Persia 
compelled oxm officers to withdraw 
from that country, he proceeded 
through Sciude to Afghanistan, 
and in June, 1840, was appointed 
political agent at Kandahar, having 
been previously under orders for 
Khiva to meet Perofsky’s expedi- 
tion then on the march. Through- 
out the troubles that ensued he 
held the southern capital of the 
Afghans safe from all intrigues 
within and attacks without, and 
was repeatedly mentioned by Gen. 
Nott lor his services in the field. 
He relumed with the avenging 
army through Cabul and the 
Punjaub to India, to reappear in 
1843, on the ground he had before 
occupied, but as political agent in 
Turkish Arabia. In March, 1811, 
he was appointed Consul for 
Bagdad ; in 1850, was promoted to 
the rank of Lieul.-Col. in Turkey j 
in 1861, was made Consul-General, 
resigning his post in Peb. 1855, 
and was made a Director of the 
East-India Company, and K.C.B. 
in 1856, and a Member of the 
Ooimcil of India from Sept. 1858, 
to the following April, when he 
was sent as Envoy to the court of 
Teheran, with the local rank of 
Major-General, Sir Henry, who 
is a Honorary D.C.L. of 

Oxford, and LL.D. of Cambridge, 
a Chevalier of the "Order of 
in Prussia, and Corre- 
apon^ng Member of the French 
Inatitate, is the author of various 


paper.s on the antiquities of the 
East, and on the interpretation 
of the cuneiform inscriptions of 
Persia, Assyria, and Babylonia, in 
the Jouimids of the Geographical 
and Asiatic Societies ; also of 
" England and Eussiu in the East : 
a scries of jiapera on the Political 
and Geogrn 2 ‘>hical Condition of 
Central Asia,^* 1875. He was 
Member for Keigate, in the Lib- 
eral interest, from Feb. to Sept. 
1858, and was returned for Promo 
at the general election in July, 
18G5 . Having represented this 
borough for three years, he with- 
di'ew at the general election in 
1868, and was re-appointed a 
Member of the Council of India. 
He was appointed a Trustee of the 
British Museum, in the place of 
the late Sir David Dundns, in 
March, 1878. On May 23, 1882, he 
was elected a foreign honorary 
member of the Vienna Imperial 
Academy of Sciences iu place of 
the late Mr. Darwin. 

BAWLINSOH, Sir Eobert, C.B., 
civil engineer, bom in Bristol, Feb. 
28, 1810, is the son of Thomas Eaw- 
iinson, of Chorley, Lancashire, and 
Grace Ellice, of Exeter, Devonshire. 
Mr. Eawliuson’s father being a 
mason and Vjuildor at Chorley, tlio 
son learned the practical part of 
the business there, and in 1831 
entered, under Jesse Hartley, C.E., 
the Liveipool Dock Engineer’s 
office, and in 1836 2)asscd on to 
the Blisworth Conti*act (London 
and Birmingham Eailway), under 
Eobert Stephenson, C.E. On the 
completion of this line of railway 
Mr. Kawlineon returned to Liver- 
pool, and became assistant-surveyor 
to ijie coiqjoration, remaining up 
to the cud of 18il j then for thi»ee 
years ho was engineer to the 
Bridgwater Canal. In 1847 he 
devised a scheme to supply Liver- 
pool with sixty million gidlons of 
pure water per day, to be brought 
by an aqueduct from Bala Lake 
and the district in North Wales. 
This project was, however, con- 
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sidercd at tliu tiiuo too grand for 
tliG town, lie also partly designed 
and executed St. George’s Hall, 
Liverpool. In the autumn of 1848 
Mr. Kawlinson was appointed by 
the government of the day one of 
the hrst superintendent inspectors 
under the Public Health Act. In 
the spring of 1800 he was sent as 
EngineoringSanitai'yConmuEsioner 
to the British Army in the East. 
The comniidsiouers landed at Con- 
stantinople, March G, 1850, and 
at the hai'hour of Balaclava on 
April 3, Works were begun iui- 
mediately, both at the great hos- 
pitals situate on the Bos2Jhonis and 
at the camx> in the Crimea, such 
as cleansing, ventilating, and fur- 
nishing purer water. The retm-na 
h*om the four great hospitals on the 
Bosphorus, containing upwards of 
4,000 sick British soldiers, showed, 
March 17, 1800, an average rate of 
luorttility equal to 8*G1 per cent, 
per month of the sick, which mor- 
tality was reduced by Juno 30 of 
the same year to 1*01 per cent, per 
month. In the Crimea, during the 
winter (1801-50) previous to the 
advent of the Sanitary Commission, 
the losses in some regiments at the 
front had ranged tor three months 
as high ns seventy per cent., a mor- 
tality unexampled even in the worst 
of any former wars ; by the end of 
this summer (1800) the entire Bri- 
tish army in the Crimea was placed 
in a better state of health, and had 
a lower rate of mortality than it 
had ever experienced in barracks 
at home, under the supervision 
of sanitary committees established 
upon this Crimean pattern, the 
average mortality in the British 
army has, since IbOS, been reduced 
about one-half, that is, from 17*3 
per 1,000 to below 8*0 per 1,000 per 
annum. Sir H. Bawlinaon has 
received acknowledgments and 
thanks for his services and reports 
on Army sanitation from the secre- 
tary of the Sanitary Commission of 
North America at the termination 
of their civil war, from the Em- 


peror of Qeimiany, Prince Biduiai>*k, 
and CoimtMoltke, Waterworks,©!! 
the English plan, have been exe- 
cuted, under Air. Bawlinson’a di- 
rections, for Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore. A great social question was 
entrusted to Mr. Bawliuson during 
the Cotton Eainiuc, caused by the 
American War. In 1SG.3 he was sent 
to Lancashire by Lord Palmeraton’s 
Government, as Engineer Cominia- 
sioner to organize, under Mr. Vil- 
liera, M.P., JPresident of the Poor 
Law Board, ''‘Wovlc for Wages” 
amongst the distressed cotton ope- 
ratives. Sanitary works were car- 
ried ont sim!iltaneoudy in ninety- 
three to^vns and places within, the 
distressed cotton districts. Mr. 
Bawlinson, having practically 
proved that Government could 
jirofitably lend money at per 
cent, for town improvements 
and .<;anitai'y works generally, 
strongly advocated the e^ onsion of 
the practice to all cases, and conse- 
quently an Act is now in force under 
the powers of which the Exchequer 
Loan Commissioners can advance 
money to any Urban or Rural Sani- 
tary Autliority for terms extending 
to GO years — 30 years at 31 per cent., 
40 years at 3^ per cent., and 50 
years and upwards at 4 per cent. 
Up to the present date, repayments 
of loans with interest have been 
made without loss in any instance. 
Mr. Rawlinson has served on seve- 
ral royal commissions, as chairman 
on the Boyal Commission for in- 
quiring into and reporting on the 
Polintlon of Rivers, as chahm^m of 
the Royal Conmiissiou for inquiring 
and reporting on the improve- 
ment of the Boiiitary condition of 
Lublin, and special Government 
inquiries, and is a member of the 
Aimy Sanitary Committee, which 
considers all questions connected 
with barracks, hospitals, and sta- 
tions for the army, both at homo, 
in India, and wherever British 
soldiers are stationed. He was 
decorated with the civil companion- 
ship of the Bath (1865), and is at 
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present Chiof Eug^ineeriiif^ Iiispeo- 
tor under the Local Glovornuieut 
Boardj and Commissioner to grant 
Cortilicales under the Rivers Pollu- 
tion Prevention Act. He received 
the honour of Icniglithood, Aug. 23, 
1883. 

EECLTJS, Jean Jacques Rlisee, 
a Prench goograijliieal ivriter, the 
son of n Protestant minister, was 
hom at Siiinto-Poy-la-(irande (Gi- 
ronde) ,]Vlarch 1 5, 1830, and educated 
in Bhenibh Prussia. He studied at 
the Protestant College at Mont- 
aubnn, and then at the TJnivorsity 
of Berlin, where he was a pupU 
of K. Ritter’s. Holding extreme 
democratic opinions* he loft Franco 
after the coup of Doc. 2, 1851, 
and travelled from 1832 to 1857 in 
England Jrolandj the United Stales, 
Central America, and Now Granada, 
where he stayed several years. Gii 
his retimito Paris he conimnnicat eel 
to the Revue des Deux MoneJe'^, the 
Tour du Mondct and other periodi- 
«*ala, the results of his voyages and 
geographical researches, il. Roclus 
is the author of '' Guide it Lontbes,” 
18G0 ; ^^Voyage tl la Sierra Nevada 
de Saint-Marthe,” 1801 ; “ Los 
Villea d’lliver de la McditeiTanco 
et lea Alpos-Maritimes," ISGl; a 
very valuable introduction to the 
’‘Dictiounairo des Commimes de la 
Prance," 1801?, 2nd edit., 1809 j 
and above all, “ La Terre," a magni- 
ficent work on physical geography, 
the English edition of which, en- 
titled “ The Earth," has passed 
through two editions. Unfortu- 
nately, K. Reclus did not confine 
himself to scientific studies, bxit 
wrote also in various socialist 
organs. When the insurreotion of 
IVIarch 18jlS7l,hrokeout, M. Reclus, 
after publishing an eloquent appeal 
toliis countrymen iu favour of con- 
ciliation, filing in his lot with the 
Commune, and was taken prisoner 
by the Versailles troops as early as 
Api'il o, while making a reconnais- 
sajice near Chatillon. At his trial, 
ovidonoe was given in his f nvoiu* by 
M. E. Charten, a deputy in the 


National Assembly, and the editor 
of several works on geographJ^ M. 
Nadar, the well-known aeronaut, 
under Avhoiu the prisoner ha<l served 
during the siege of Paris, also spoke 
to his high character and great 
scientific attainments. But M. Ro- 
clus was nevertheless sentenced to 
trans 2 )orlation for life (Nov. 1871). 
His sentence was, however, coin- 
uiutod into one of baiiishiuent in 
Peb. 1872. Ho subsequently re- 
sided at Lugano, in Switzerland, 
He was admitted to the benefit of 
the amnesty iu March, 1879. Tn 
18H2 ho gained fresh notoriety as 
the practical initiator of the 
Marriage Movement j and two of 
liis own daughters were iictunlly 
married " iu his own fashion 
without any religious or civil cere- 
mony. Thu third volume of hw 
“ Gcograxjhie Qnivcr.scllc " was 
published in 1877. 

REDGRAVE, Richard, R.A., son 
of a manufacturer, in whose couiit- 
ing-houae lie passed his earlier 
years, chiefly employed in making 
designs and working-drawings, lie- 
sides occasionally sketching from 
nature, was horn in Pimlico, April 
30, ISOd*. ITe began to study from 
the marbles in the British Museum 
in 1822, was admitted a student in 
the Royal Academy in 1820, and 
about this time Wii'i forced to eke 
out his reaourceH ]>y teaching land- 
scape drawing. He twice com- 
peted, but without aiiecesa, for the 
Academy’s gold modal, having been 
dcfeatefl on the second occasion by 
Macliso. A picture exhibited at 
the British Institution, Gulliver 
on the Parmer’s ’J’able," bought for 
the purposo of engraving, was his 
first success. His next effort, ' ‘ Ellen 
Orford," from Crabbo, rejected at 
the Institution, was Imng " on the 
line " at the Academy in 1838, tmd at 
once purchased. It was followed by 
^'QuintinMatsys,^ ’ '^Olivia’s Return 
to her Parents," in 1839 j and "Tlio 
Reduced Gcntleman^s Daughter," 
in 1840* Tn the same year he was 
cdected an Associate, and amongst 


many othei* works produced The 
Castle-builder/' 1811; "The Poor 
Teacher,” 1813 ; '* The Sompsti'ess,” 
and "The Wedding Morning — tho 
Departure/' 1814 ; "The &over- 
ness,” 1815; "Sunday Morning/* 
1810. In 1812, and in ISIG, ho ex- 
hibited Inudsc ij)03 at the Academy. 
His best known works are — 
Happy Sheep/* " The Moor-hcn*s 
Haxint,’* 1817 ; “ Tho Solitary Pool/' 
1819; "The Evelyn Woods/' 1850; 
"The Poet's Study,” 1851; "The 
Forest Portal/* 1853 ; “ An OUl- 
English Homestead,” 1B54 ; and 
TJie Midwood Shade.” Mean- 
while he tried his hand on several 
figure-pieces of higher preten- 
sions, such as "The Attiring of 
Clrisdda,” 1850 ; "Tlie Plight into 
Egypt/' 1851 ; in which year Mr. 
Kedgrave was elected In 

conjunction with Mr. H. Cole, he 
formed the Museum of Ornamental 
Art at Marlborough House, in- 
creased under their joint charge 
into the Musonm of Art at South 
Henbington. In 1H51 Mr. Redgrave 
was named one of the jurors on Die 
section of Pine Arts, and wrote a 
report on tho general stale of De- 
sign as applied to iiianufaetures in 
the tlreat Exhibition. Tho arrange- 
ments for representing British Art 
in the Paris Universal Exhibition 
of 1855 were intrusted to him, and 
ho drew up a similar report, when 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour 
wasbestowednpouhim. In 1858 Her 
Majesty apjrainted him surveyor of 
Crown pictures, and he has since 
Iveen engaged in preparing a com- 
plete catalogue of all such works of 
art belonging to tlie Crown . These 
labours led to the prepaiution, in 
coujimction with his brother. Hr, 
B. Redgrave, of a history of British 
art, from the time of Hogai'th, 
under the title of "A Centuiy of 
Pointers/* 1800. He was aftex*- 
wards enabled, by gifts to, and 
XJurchases on the paiij of, the nation, 
to form an historical collection of 
water-colour paintings at the Kou- 
shigton Museum. Sir. Redgrave 


resigned his appuintiiient as keeper 
of the Royal jiii^tures, and Ixis con- 
nection -with tho Dopartmcnl of 
Science and Art in 1880. His more 
recent pictures, exhibited at the 
xVeadomy, are : — " Sermons in 
Sfconcb/’ “Startled Porebters/" and 
“ Tranquil Watoxs,” lS74j “ Starl- 
ing for a Hulidtiv,” '• TIio Wreck 
of the Pore..t,’* nnd "d^xo Mill 
Pool,” 1875; "Calling tho Shoei) 
to Pold,” "To Market bolow th*^ 
Hill,” and "The Oak of tho Mill 
Head,*' 1870; “Deserted,” “Help 
at Hand,” and “ A Well-spring in 
the Porest,” 1877 ; "The Heir come 
of Ago/' and "Friday Street, Wot- 
ton,” 1878. 

READj Glare Sewell, a distin- 
guished agricultxirist, boxn at Ket- 
tcringliam in 182G, is tho eldest 
son of Ueoi’ge Read, Esq., of Bai*- 
ton fiendish Hall, Hurfolk. Ho 
entered Pai'Iionient in 1805 in the 
Conservative interest, as a member 
for East iS’orfolk, and was one of 
tho most prominent advocates of 
the redxxction of the Malt Tax. 
After the dis&olxitlon in 18GS he 
was returned for the soxithern sec- 
tion of the coxxntry, and continued 
to represent tlxat cunstitueiicy un- 
til 1S85. In 1S7 1 he was appointed 
Parhamentary iSecretary of the 
Local Board, a position he attained 
xintil January, 1870, when he ro- 
signed on account of a difference of 
o^xinion upon the qxxostion of In- 
spection and Restrictions in Ire- 
land, for the prevention of the 
spi'eud of pleuTo-pneumonia and 
foot - and - month disease among 
cattle. He advocated unifoxnnity 
of treatmont in lioth countries, and 
as an aelcnoxriedgment of his sei’- 
viccs the fanners of England px*e- 
sented him with a scxwice of plate 
and a cheque for .£5,500. He is 
President of the Hoi^folk Chamber 
of A^culture, and an associate of 
the Parmers’ Club. 

BEAD, General John Heredith, 
P.S.A., M.B.X.A., P.E.U.S., was 
bom atPhiladolphia, Fob. 21. 1837, 
and received his education in a 
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militiiry school. He commanded a 
corps of Hational Cadets, 'which 
furnished 127 officers during the 
Civil War; was aido-dc-camp to 
the Governor of Rhode Island; 
won the rank of colonel in 1855 ; 
graduated M.A, at Brown Univer- 
sity in 1858, and LL.B. at the 
Albany Law School in 1859 j and 
studied civil and international law 
in Eiunpe. Ho was engaged ac- 
tively in the presidential campaign 
of 186C ; organised important poli- 
tical movements in that of 1860; 
accepted in November of that year 
the office of Adjxitant-Gonpral of 
the State of New York, and won 
the rank of brigadier-general at 
the age of tvventy-tliree. He -was 
chnii‘man of n committee of three 
to draft a bill appropriating 
8,000,000 dollars for the purchase 
of arms and equipments, and re- 
ceived the official thanks of the 
War Department for his ability in 
the organisation and equipment of 
troops during the war. In 1868 he 
took a leading part in the olectiou 
of General Grant, who appointed 
him Consul-General of the Uni'ted 
States for France and Algeria, to 
reside at Paris. General Read 
like'wise acted as Consul-General 
of Germany during the Praneo- 
German War, and afterwards, for 
nearly two years, directed all the 
consmar affairs of that empii’o, 
including tlio protection of German 
subjects and interests during tlie 
first and second sieges of Paris 
(1870-71). For these services he 
received the commendation of the 
president of the United States in 
his annual message to Congress and 
the repeated thanks both of the 
French and of the German govern- 
ments. In 1872, at the invitation 
of the French Minister of Wai‘, ho 
presided over a commission to ex- 
amine into ihe expediency of ex- 
tending the study of the English 
language in the French army. 
From 1873 to 1879, he was United 
States liiilinister to Greece, during 
whioh time hereceired Iffic thanks of 


liis Government for securing the re- 
lease of the American ship Armenia, 
and for obtaining from the Greek 
Government a revocation of the 
order prohibiting tho sale and circu- 
lation of tho Bible in G recce . Gen. 
Read was x^i’esideixt of the Ameri- 
can Social Science Oougross at 
Albany in 1868, and a vice-presi- 
dent of the British Social Science 
Congress at Plymouth in 1872. Ho 
is an honorary Fellow or Member of 
a great number of learned bodies. 
In 1881 tho King of Greece created 
him a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Redeemer. He was 
named Honorary Member of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
in recognition of his services to 
his country during the War of Se- 
cession. Ill addition to the works 
already mentioned he is the author 
of Relation of the Soil to Plants 
and Animals,^' Albany, I860; and 
'^Lettei* upon tJie Death of Lord 
Stanhope,^’ in Greek and EngHsli, 
Athena, 1875. 

BEEP, Bir Edward James, K.C.B., 
P.R.S., M.P., born at Shoerness, 
Sept. 20, 1830, was educated at tho 
School of Mathematics and Naval 
Construction, Portsmouth, served 
in a subordinate capacity in Sheer- 
ness dockyard, and was afterwards 
editor of the Mechanics' Mayasnne. 
He paid great attention to naval 
arohiteeturo, on which ho became 
an authority, and was induced to 
aocejjt the Secretaryship of the In- 
stitution of Naval Architcots. He 
submitted to the Admiralty pro- 
posals to reduce the dimensions, 
cost, and time required for build- 
ing our iron-dads, and was soon 
after anointed Chief Constructor 
of tho Navy. In about throe years 
he designed iron-dad ships for the 
British navy, amounting to an 
aggregate of 35,000 tons ; a large 
iron-elad frigate for the Turkish 
government ; a fleet of sleam- 
transports for the service of om* 
Indian government, consisting of 
five ships of 4,000 tons each, a 
paddle dospatch-steamer of war, 
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ftud numerous tugs, life-ljoatSj and 
other smaller vcfasols. After four 
years of furfclier service as Chief 
Constructor, IMr. Beeil, Tvhose ob- 
jections to rigged sea-going turiet 
ships were well-knowTi, found tho-jO 
vessels so much in favour, that ho 
resigned hu office in July, 1870. 
His resignation was made remark- 
able by the capsizing of the tiu*rot 
ship Cuplain a few weeks after- 
■wards. Mr. Eeed was afterwards 
engaged in private pursuits, visit- 
ing occHsioii.illy the foreign dock- 
yards of Europe. He was returned 
to Parliament in the Iiiberal in- 
terest as member for the Pembroke 
boroughs at the genei'al election of 
Feb. 1871. He represented that 
constituency till April, 18S0, when 
ho was returned for Cardiff. He 
was re-elected for Cardiff at the 
general election in yov. 18b5, and 
again in Peb. iSSd, on his appoint- 
lueut as a Lord of the IVeasiii'y in 
hlr. Grladbtone’s administration. 
He received the Companionsliip of 
the Bath from the Queen of Eng- j 
land; the Star of the Imperial 
Order of St. Stanislas (Ist class) ' 
from, the Eini>t*ror of Kiissiaj the j 
Star and Bibbou of the Medjidic 
(2nd cla«-s) from the Sultan of ' 
Tm’key, and the Knight Com- | 
mondership of the Imperial Order , 
of Joseph from the Emperor of 
Austria. He is the author of 
works on Practical Shiphuilding, 
Iron-cased Ships, and Coast Bo- 
fence. In Oct, 1878, he started on 
a visit to Japan, at the invitation 
of the Imperial govemniont. Ho 
retiimed to this country in May, 
1879, and iniblished a work on 
‘‘Japan: its Hibtoiy, Traditions, 
and Eel^ions,” 2 vols., 1880. In 
Aug. 1880, he was created a K.C.B. 
In 1883 Sir Edward Beed was ap- 
pointed by the government to in- 
ixuire into the cause uf the capsizing 
of the SS. Daphne during the opera- 
tion of launching on the Clyde ; 
and in 18S1 was ^so appoint^ by 
the government as president of the 
Load Line Committee, which was 
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formed for the puipose of 
thoroughly investigating the ques- 
tion ot a pioper load-line for the 
ships of the Mercantile Marine. 

BEES, Thomas Allen, born at 
■VVatchet, Somersetsliii^o, April (5, 
1820, was educated chiefly in a 
private school at Bris^tol. In early 
life he was a-sociated with Mr. 
ISiiac Pitman in the promulgation 
of phonography j and lie has for 
many years been the h^ad of a 
well-knowTi firm of shortliand- 
writci’s ill London. He is Presi- 
dent of the London Phonetic Short- 
hand-Writers' As&ociation s Past 
Presidentof the Shorihand Society j 
Member of the Council of the 
Institute of Shorthand Writers; 
nnd lion, member of many foreign 
Shorthand Associations. Mr. Heed 
edited and lithographed for thirty 
years the PhnAograjiJiic Roporier, a 
monthly magazine published in 
phonographic characters. He is 
j the author of several standard 
works on Shorthand, among them 
the "fieporter’s (iuide," 1809; the 
"Phonographic Gradiis," and "Pit- 
falls; or. Hints to Young Beporters. 
In " Loiive.s from the f^ote-book of 
T, A. Beod ” (2 vola.), he has given 
a series of sketches of the <laily 
w'ork of reporters and short-hand 
wi'iters, founded on his long and 
varied experience, lie has adapted 
Phonography to the French lan- 
guage, and published a little work 
on that subject in 1SS2. 

BEKVE, Henry, C.B., bom in 
Horfolk in 1813 ; was educated at 
Geneva and Mtmich $ and ap- 
pointed to tlie office of Begistrar 
of the Privy Council in 1837, 
which be still holds. He suc- 
ceeded the late Sir G. C. Lewis 
as editor of the Edinburgh Review 
in 18o5. Ho puhUshed a transla- 
tion of Be Tocqueville's well-known 
work on “ Democracy in America/’ 
and of " Prance before the Bevolu- 
tion of 1789,” and of M. Guizot’s 
" Washington/* In 1835 hebrought 
out a new and revised edition of 
" WMtolocke's Joiunol of the

Avhich has been placed in his hands 
for this i>urposo by the author, 
and the sequel to this worlc was 
published by Mr. Reeve iu 1885, 
He has also published a collection 
of Historical and Biograiihical 
Essays, under the title of " Royal 
and Republican France.” He was 
elected in 18C5 a corresponding 
member of the Instiliite of France 
Ijy the Academic dea Sciences 
Morales et Poliliques. Mr. Reeve 
is u Companion of the Order of 
the Bath, and a Commander of the 
Royal MUitai'y Order of Christ in 
Portugal. The University of Ox- 
ford conferred on him, in 1809, the 
honorary degi'eo of D.C.L. 

REEVES, Sims, tenor singer, 
born at Shooters Hill, Kent, Oct. 21, 
1822, was first instructed by his 
father. At an early age he held 
the appointment of organist and 
director of the (shoir at the church 
of North Cray, and after taking 
lessons on the pianoforte from J. B. 
Cramer, he was phiced under the 
care of T. Cooke, Hobbs, and other 
distinguishedprofessors of singing. 
In Dec. 1839 he made his first 
apiJearauco on the stage at New- 
castle, at which time ho was sing- 
ing baritone ports ; he next visited 
the principal provincial towns, and 
went to Paris to stvidy his x>rofes- 
sion. Not long aftersvai’ds he made 
liis first appearance in Italian 
opera at La Scahi, Milan, in 
the tenor part of Edgardo iu 

Lucia di Launnermoor,” and came 
out in the same character at Drury 
Iiane TheaU’e, Dec. G. 1847, then 
under the management of tlie lato 
M. JuUien. His first oiuginal cha- 
racter was in Balfc’s opera of the 
•'Maid of Honour,” and he ap- 
peared at Her Majea^s Theatre, 
as Carlo, in Linda di Chamouni,” 
in 1848, and was engaged at tlie 
Royal Italian Opera at Ooveut Gar- 


den in 1849. Since that time Mr. 
Reevos has held the rank of first 
English tenor, and has appeared 
with extraordinary success at all 
the great performances of oratorios 
at Exeter Hall, the provincial festi- 
vals, and the Crystal Palace. One 
of his best original jjarta was in 
Mr. Maefarren^s opera of “ Robin 
Hood,” produced at the perform- 
aiirea of English opera at Her 
Majesty's Theatre in 18G0. He 
achieved great success iu the part 
of Faust,” at the same theatre. 
Mr. Sims Reeves has made strenuous 
efforts to reduce the present high 
pitch to that of the Normal Diaiia- 
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REIOHEL, The Very Rev. Charles 
Parsons, D.D., was born at Fulnce, 
near Leeds, Yorkshire, and edu- 
cated at the University of Bei’lin, 
and Trinity College, Dublin, in 
which lattei* he was senior classic. 
Ho was appointed Professor of 
Latin, Queen’s College, Belfast, in 
1850 ; near of Mullingar, by the 
Crown, iu 180 Ij Rector of Trim 
and Archdeacon of Meath in 1875 j 
and Dean of Clonmacnois in 1882. 
In 185 J ho was appointed Donnelan 
Lecturer m the University of Dub- 
lin 5 and lie has been Select 
Preacher at the Universities of Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, and Dublin, iu 
the latter Universities holding the 
office twice. When the Act for the 
Disestablishment of the Church of 
Ireland was passed, ho took, and 
has ever sinco maintained, a pro- 
minent position in the Councils of 
the Disestablished Church. His 
chief works are " Sermons on the 
Lord’s Prayer,” Lectures on the 
Prayer-Book,” a “ Short Treatise 
on the Ordinal,” and a number of 
OGcasional Sermons, chiefly apolo- 
getic, preached in the cathedrals 
of Norwich, Chester, and St. Pa- 
trick, Dublin, of wliidi last cathe- 
dral he is a Canon. His last pub- 
lished work is Sermons on the 
Origin of Christianity,” preached 
before the Universities of Oxfoi'd 
and Dublin in 1881 and 1882, In 
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1858 he was created D.I>. hy Hk* 
Univereity of DuUin. 

BEIB, Thomas Wemyss, was 
Ijoi'u at Newcastlo-ou-Tyue ill ISliJ, 
being the son of the liev. Alexander 
Eeid. Ho was educated by l)r. 
Collingwood liruco at Ncweabtlo; 
became a journalist in ISUl j in 
l8U-if was appointed editor of the 
Presto ii U i»rt r^Haa , and in 1870t o 1880* 
editor of the Leeds Metriinj, Mr. 
Reid has contributed hirgelj to 
the leading reviews and magazines. 
Ho is the author of “Charlotte 
Hroute j a Monograph ; ” a Ino- 
gi-aphical wort, intended to buppla- 
iiicnt Mrs. Oaskell’s well-hnown 
“ Life of the author of ‘ JaueEyi-e.' ” 
This wort, wliich was published in 
1877, has gone through several edi- 
tions both in England and the 
United States. In 3883, Mr. Eeid 
published “Gladys Eano, a Story 
of Two Lives/* a novel in which 
descriptions of the scenery of Sonth- 
em Europe and Asia Minor play ii 
prominent part. It achieved a dis- 
tinct success, and passe^l thiough 
four editions within a few mouths of 
its publication. Two years 3ator, at 
Christmas, 1S85, aitpearod “Mnu- 
levertr’s Millions,” a heiisational 
stoiy, thu scene of wliich was laid 
in Yortshire, and wiiich had a large 
Rale. The other works written by 
Mr. Eeid arc " Cabinet Portraits,^" 
sketches of leading Statesmen of 
both parties, 1872 ; “ Politicians of 
To-Day/* 1879; and “The Laud 
of the 1882j,^ a narrative of 

a visit to Timis during the military 
operations of France. Mr. Ruid 
has also contributed to the Leeds 
Mci’citrj/ an extensive series of lite- 
rary and social essays, under the 
title of “Tlio Rambling Philoso- 
pher,** us well as letters descriptive 
of travel in various parts of the 
world. In 1880 Mr. Reid resigned 
the editorship of the Leeds Mtreunji 
and accepted the po&t of manager 
to Messrs. Cassell and Company*. 
He is at present engaged in 
writing the life of the late Mr. W. 
E. Forster. 


REINKRRS, losepli Hubert, D.D., 
one of the leadcis of the “Old 
Catholic** movement in Gernitiny, 
Wild born at Builaclued, Aix-la- 
Chapelle, March 1, 1821, studied 
theology in the TJniveraity of Bonn, 
entered the tcminaiy at Cologne in 
1817, and amis ordained prioat in 
the folloAving ^veur liy the late Car- 
dinal von Gei&.-el. Aftt‘n»'aril*3 lie 
returned to IJoiiii to e«»iitiniui hin 
studies j gradiuiled as D.D. at 
Munich in 1810; settled prhatc 
tutor at Breslau in lb5U ; wa^- .ip- 
pointed in 1852 iireueher on ft ri- 
vals and penitentiiiry at the cathe- 
dral and incumbent of the Electoral 
Chapel ; in 1S53 Extraordinary 
Ih’otessjor of Church Hiatory j mid 
Avarf rector of Breslau University, 
lSt35-rtU. He Avas one of the four- 
teen pTOfessors AvhOjalhTHi^mbui'g, 
protested against the Vatican de- 
crees in Aug. 1870. For thid he 
Avas suspended from his professor- 
dliip ; and in 1S72 ho was excom- 
municated by Bibhop Forster of 
Breshm. Dr. Reinbens became a 
prominent leader of the so-cuUed 
“ Old Catholics/* and A\as olectetl 
Bishop of the ucav sect, June J, 
1S73, at Cologne, in an apsembly 
consisting of twenty-one priests and 
fifty-six laymen- The cunsecratiou 
ceremony Avas performed (Aug. 11) 
by the Dutch Jansenisb Bishop 
Heycamp of Deventer. Dr. Rein- 
kens Ims published nnmerons Avorke 
in German on the theological con- 
troversies of the day. 

REKAN, Joseph Ernest, philo- 
logist, member of tlie Institute, 
bom at Tregiiier, Cotes-du-Nord, 
Feb. 27, 1823, was destined for the 
ecclesiastical profession, and went 
to Paris at an curly age in order to 
study. His abilities haA'ing at- 
tracted attention, he was chosen at 
the teniiiuatioiL of his classical 
studies to follOAV the conr^ie of 
theology at the seminary of Sainfc- 
Sulpice, when he showed a taste 
for the study of languages and 
pliilosophy, and studied Hebrew, 
Arabic, and Syriac. But his 
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independence of thought did not 
accord ivith the necessary quali- 
fications for the priesthood^ and he 
quitted the seminary in order to ho 
bettor able to pursue his own 
course. In 184.8 ho gained the 
Volney pzdze for n memoire uj^on 
the Semitic languagesj which has 
been iniblishcd under the title of 
” Histoire Grcnerale et Systfemes 
Compai’^B desLangiies Semitiques.” 
His worh, entitled "ittudo dc la 
Liingue OrecquG an Moyen Age,” 
published in 1813, was crowned by 
the Institute. In 1810 he was sent 
to Italy on a literary mission by 
the Acadumie des Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres, in 1851 was at- 
tached to the department of Manu- 
scripts in the Biblioth^que Na- 
tionale, and in 1836 was elected a 
member of the Academie des In- 
scriptions in j)lace of M. Augustin 
Thierry. At the end of 18G0 he 
was sent on a mission to Syria. In 
1862 he was ax>pointed Professor of 
Hebrew, but £d not permanently 
occupy the chair for fear of a re- 
newal of the manifestations which 
occurred at his opening lecture in 
February. In 1863 he published 
his well-known “Vie de J^sus,” 
winch he wrote after his voyage to 
Syria, and of which numerous edi- 
tions have been isszied. This work 
was vehemently attacked by the 
bishops and olergy, the result 
being tliat the author was dis- 
missed from his professorship. M. 
Duruy, the Minister of Piiblic In- 
struction, endeavoured to conceal 
the significance of this dismissal 
by giving him an office in the Bib- 
liolffifeque Imporislo 5 he, however, 
strongly protested against the ap- 
pointaoent, which was revoked June 
11, 1861. At the elections to the 
Oo3^ Lcgislatif in May, 1869, he 
was on unsuccessful candidate in 
the second oirconscription of thq 
department of Seine-et-Marne. M. 
B^an was elected a member of 
French Academy Jime 13, 1878, 
in the ^Toom of M. Claiide Bernard ; 
he defeated M. Wallon by 19 votes 


to 15, He attended the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Florence in 
Sept. 1878. M. Kenan has, in ad- 
dition to the works already men- 
tioned, published numerous mu- 
moirea 011 comparative philology, 
and articles in the LibcrM rlcPeHScr, 
the Revue des Beiis) Mondes, the 
Journal de VInstrucHon Fuliligiie, 
the s, &o. Some of these were 
jjublished in a collected form, undoi* 
the title of Etudes d’Histoire Ke- 
ligieuse,” iai 1857. Ho published a 
translation of “Le Livre do Job,” 
1850, and of the “Cautiquo clea 
Cantiques,” 1800 j “ Letirc i\ inos 
Collogues,” 1862 ; “ Mission do Ph«L 
nicic,’' 1861 j “Trois Inaciiptioua 
Phenioiounea,” 1861; "Los ApO- 
tros,” 1866; “Houvelles Observa- 
tions d^Epigraphie Hobraiqne,” 
1807 i " Sur les Inscriptions Hil- 
bral'ques des Synagogues dc Kefr- 
Bereim, en Galilee,” 1867 j "Rap- 
port sur lea Progres de la Litt«5ra- 
ture Orienfcale et sur les Ouvragea 
relatifs a I'Orient,"'^ 1867 j " Saint- 
Paul,” 1860 J "La Mission en Phe- 
nioie,” 187 1, containing an account 
of the scientific researches in Syria 
during the sojourn of the French 
army in 1860-61 5 “Dialogues ut 
Fragments PhUosopbiques,” 1876 ; 

Spinoza,” a lecture, 1877 ; " Les 
Evaugiles,” 1877. In 1878 ho pub- 
lished in the Tennis^ zmder the title 
'^Caliban, ”a satirical continuationof 
Shakespeare^s " Tempest,” in which 
all Shakespeare's characters are in- 
troduced, but xindor greatly altered 
dreumstances. The hero becomes 
a demagogue, supplants the Duke 
of Milan, and acts the tyrant, until 
he is himself overthrown. M. Kenan 
married a daughter of Henri Schef- 
fer, the painter, and was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour in Dec. 
1860. His “Histoire des Origines 
du Christianisme,” begun in 
1863, was completed in 7 vols. in 
1882. This history of primitive 
Christianity comprises the " Vie do 
Jesus” and other works, ending 
with the “Maro Aurde.” His 
" Souvenirs d'Enfance et de Jeu- 
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uesse/* 1683, dUcloses why hu aopa- 
rated himself from the Catholic 
Church while I’emamintj' " a inoi-al 
disciple of J e&us/ ’ It is stated that 
he is 'writinj' a new hook, "The 
History of Israel heforo the Birth 
of Christ,” In 1880 M. Henan de- 
livered, in London, in his native 
language, the Hibhert Lectures on 

The Influence of the Institutions, 
Thought, and Cultiu'c of Rome on 
(liristiaixity, and the Development 
of the Catholic Chinch/’ On the 
occasion of this viait to London he 
also delivered (Ajiril 10), at the 
Royal Institution, a lecture on the 
Itoman Emperor, Marcus Aurelius, 
Ho was elected Director of the 
French Academy in April, 1881 ; 
and in J\me, 1883, he was appointed 
manager or vice-roctor of the Col- 
lege de F]*ance. In ,18S 1 he pub- 
lished " Nouvelles Etudes d’ltis- 
toire Religiouse.’’ 

^ ItENBEL, Alexander Headows, 
civil engineer, born in 1S2V), eldest 
bon of James Meadows Reuded, 
civil eugmeer, educate 1 at King's 
School, Canterbury, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge (Scholar and 
AV rangier), stwlied as engineer 
under his father, on Avhose death 
in 1850 he became engineor to the 
then London Dock Company, the 
Leith Harbour and Dock Commis- 
sioners, the East Indian Railway, 
and other companies. He visited 
India in 1857^, and on various 
occasions} subsequently built the 
Shadwell How Basin, the Royal 
Albert Dock, and other works on 
the Thames, the Albert and Edin- 
burgh Docks at Leith, the Work- 
ington ^ Book and Harbour, and 
other kindred work, was a member 
of the Commission appointed in 
18/0 l)y the Sowfcnry of State for 
India, to determine what should 
bo the narrow gauge for India, and 
is at present Engineer in England 
(commonly called consulting engi- 
neer) to the Secretary of State lor 
India, the East Indian, the Bombay 
and Baroda, the South Mahratta,the 
Hizom’s, and other Indian Railway

andas ncivilengiui^er inhi-. j.ith r's 
office, where he &ui‘« jqut iitly tuok 
an important pait in refer.*ne< In 
some of the later engineei ing u 01 \s 
carried out by Mr. Reiidel— notjldy 
the supevotruutiu'es of the gro.it 
bridges on the Eual Indian Ra il v. .ly 
crossing the Ganges and the Jiucua 
at Allahabad. Ho loiued Hir 
William Armstrong’s firm at Elg- 
wick in 1856 as managing partner 
of the new Ehwiok Ordinance 
W orks, wliich he continueil to 
direct during 21 yeiirs (in con- 
junction with Captain Hotde fiom 
1860). During Ihst time lie took 
a large jDait in the dt*velopment 
of guns, irouclmld, and shipb of 
w,\T. He devised and earriod out 
the system of hydiaulic inaehiaory 
for mounting lUid ^/orking hoavy 
gimSj first tiied in H.!5I.S.T/noidt’ivi", 
and subacqueutly adopted in the 
Dt‘eadnoiiylit,Infi*''iihle, C'oZo*shj, Jind 
all the later ironclads of the Bidtish 
Fleet, as well as in the Duilio, 
I>nndolo, JfaZiff, and Xepanfo, of the 
Italian Fleet. He designed and 
directed the building of the JSsuie* 
ralda for the Chilian Ooverament, 
the swiftest and most powerful 
unarmoured eriiizer of her time, 
which has become a type of un- 
armoured cmizers. Also the gun- 
boat iStnunch for the Britbh 
Government, and th** numerous 
gunboats, developments of the 
Staiincli, known as the "alpha- 
betical gunboats,”andbuilton the 
Tyne for the Chinese Government. 

George Rondel wiis a mombor 
of the Committee on Designs of 
Ships of War, appointed by the 
English Govermuent in 1S71, to 
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scttle the types of English iron- 
clads to lie built ; also of the 
CominiUee appointed by the 
Govurnujcnt in 1877 to decide upon 
the questions raised by Sir E. J. 
Reed in reference to the design of 
the Inflexihlej and was appointed a 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty in 
March j 1882^ resigning in Junc^ 
1885j for family reasons. 

RERDEL, Stuart, M.R., third 
surviving son of James Moadoivs 
Rendel, F.R.S., tlie engineer of the 
Harbours of Refuge of Holyhead 
and Portland, and of many docts 
and railways in Great Britain and 
iibroad, and brotlier of the tAvo pre- 
ceding, was boin in 1831; educated 
at Eton and at Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, Avherc ho gi'aduated an hono- 
rary dthin 1856; andniarriediu 1857, 
Ellen, second daughtiu* of WiUiimi 
Egerton Hubbard, of Leonardslee, 
Horsham, brother of the Right 
Hon. J. G. Hubbard, M.P. Ho was 
called to the Bar in 1801, but has 
never practised; ivns ajipointGd (on 
behalf of Sir AVilliam Armstrong) 
member of the Armstrong and 
Wliitworlh Committee, which sat 
from 1861 to 1863, and caiided out 
the most exhaustive Imown series 
of artillery experunents ; became a 
member of Sir Wm. Armstrong's 
£rm in Fob. 1870, and its managing 
partner in London ; has been closely 
associated with the growth of the 
great Avorks nt Elsvdck, Hewcastlo- 
on-Tyne, Av-hieh noAv employ 13,000 
men, and form a second arsenal for 
the cmpii'C; is fin officer of the 
Order of Charles Albert of Italy, 
and a Knight of the Order of 
Charles Xll. of Spain. In 1880 
Mr. SlAiai't Reudei retired from 
the Armstrong firm, and contested 
and won Gie representation in 
Parliament of the county of Mont- 
gomery as a Liberal. This seat 
had been held by the Wynns, of 
Wynnstay, since 1800. In recog- 
nition of this remarkable victory 
for the Liberal cause, Mr. Rendel 
was invited by Mr. Gladstone to 
move the Address to the Crown in 
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the Session of 1881. The scheme 
for higher education in Wales 
having resulted in the creation of 
now colleges at Cardiff and Bangor, 
each endowed by Government with 
4K)0U a year, Mr. Rendel in 1881 
successfully moved a resolution in 
the House of Commons in favoim 
of the old University College of 
W ales at Abery stwy th,and obtained 
a grunt fur it of JC2500 a year j and 
later, in 1885, prociued the increase 
of this g L-ant to £ lUOO. Mr. Rendel 
became more and more identified 
Avith the advocacy of Welsh Na- 
tional causes, as Avell in relation 
to religious freedom as to educa- 
tional progress. In the GeneralElec- 
tion of July, 1885 he again defeated 
Mr. Charles Wynn hy an increased 
majority, and in that of Nov. 1885, 
he Avon the county seat in a tliird 
contest. In Deo, 1886, Mr, Stuait 
Rendel Avas elected President of 
the Noith Wales Liberal Fedoia- 
tion. He is also a ^^icc-Prc8ident 
of the Colleges of AborystAvyth and 
Bangor, On the converaion of the 
partnership of Sir W. Armstrong 
& Co. into a company, Mr. S. Ron- 
del rejoined that ImsinesB as one 
of the Managing Committee of 
Directoi'S, and so continues. 

BENOXTPj Peter Le Page, orien- 
tal scholar, was bom in the isle 
of Guernsey in 1824, received his 
early education in Elizabeth Col- 
lege there, and afterwards became 
a Scholar of Pembroke College, Ox- 
ford, At Easter, 1842, he became 
a member of the Roman Catholic 
Church. On the opening of the 
Catholic University of Ireland, in 
1855, he was appointed by Dr. New- 
man, Professor in tliat institution, 
Adhere he filled thechaiis of Ancient 
History and Eastern Languages. 
In 1861 he became one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Inspectors of Schools, and 
he has since continued to hold that 
appointment. Through his marriage 
in 1867 with LudoA^a, the eldest 
1 daughter of Christian Brentano, 
Mr. Renonf was closely allied to 
I many persons whose names are U- 
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lustrioTiB in the literature of (ror- 
luany . Wh ila t at the Catholic IT ni- 
versity he was one of the editors 
of the Atlantis and of the Home 
and Foreign Rcviev' j and ho has 
since contributed to various other 
poriodicala, particularly to the 
Chronicle, the North British Biview, 
and the u/cadcj/iy iu this country j 
and to the Zeitschrift f dr ^gy^dUche 
l:i}jrac}ie iind AltcrthumsJciindei con- 
ducted by I)r. Lepsius at Berlin.

Ecuter, who had hecoiue a natmul- 
ised British suljjeet, transferred 
his chief office to Loudon. Pre- 
viously to the opening of liio otiiee, 
the leading London papers had 
fumiahed the public with scanty 
and mcoinplete intelligence, which 
W'as reproduced by the rest of the 
Press, and Mr. Eeutei*, to remedy 
this defect, established agencies in 
all parts of the world, to supply 
i him with news, since which time 
the British Pre&3 has contained a 
daily record of tlie latest impoi't- 
ant events connected with x>olitica, 

I eommerco, and science. The 
' system he adopted of supplying 
all the x)apers indiscriminately 
with the same intelJigcnco has 
greatly contiihnted to the impurt- 
ant development of the ^ penny 
pretiS. A similar oi'ganisation has 
been iuaugurated bjr Mr. Keuter in 
America, India, China, Australia, 
and nil the Continental States. It 
was only by the united contri- 
butions* of the several branches

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that the extensive staff of corre- 
spondents nucl the ^rcat expenses 
necessarily iucideutui to the work 
could he supported, tho richest 
Press of tiny bin*^lu country heiug 
inaufliciont to rundor such an 
undertaking possible. During the 
Eranco-Austrian war, and during 
the civil war in America, Mr. 
Eeuter was foitunato in being the 
first to publish the most important 
nows, thereby gaining the confl- 
deuce of tho nation and the x)ress 
— a confidence which ho has maiii- 
tiiined by his constant activity. In 
1805, Mr. Eentor transferred Ms 
bnsiness to a Limited Liahility 
Company, of which he is the 
mauagor, and in tho same your he 
obtained from the Ilaiioverian Go- 
vernment a concession for tho con- 
strnction of a submarino telegraph 
line between England and Ger- 
many, which enabled a through 
telegraphic communication to be 
made direct between London and 
the principal to'wns of G-ormany. 
Mr. Eeuter also obtained a con- 
cession from the French Govern- 
ment for the consti'uotion and lay- 
ing oi a cable bctw'een Franco and 
the United States, which was laid 
in 1809, and whicih is worked in 
conjimction with the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Telegraph Company. In 1871, 
the Duke of Cohnrg Gotha, in re- 
cognition of liis public services, 
conferred on him the title of 
Baron. Since 1878, the Baron has 
laid doum his office of Managing 
Director of Eeuter^s Telegram 
Company, but still retains a seat 
on the Board of its Directors. 
Baron Eoutei* has greatly attracted 
the attention of the political 
world, through aconcession granted 
to him, in 38/2, by the Shah of 
Persia, In viitue of this conces- 
sion, Baron Eenter has the exclu- 
sive privilege of constructing i*ail- 
ways, working mines and forests, 
and making use of all the other 
natural resources of that country, 
bosides farming the customs. This 
immense monopoly, which Baron 


Eeuter endeavoured to render sub- 
servient to British interests — with- 
oiit, however, excluding other 
nations, met with difficulties 
through curtain intrigues j these, 
however, ho expects to remove, as 
Uur Majesty’s Government has 
interposed in his favoim. 

EEVILLB, Albert, pastor iiud 
Fi’ench Protestant imfcer, was 
born at Dieppe, Nov. I, 182(3. lie 
contributed to the most importaufi 
French Protestant organs, and 
took a prominent position among 
his co-religionists by his writ- 
ings, For some months he was 
vicar at Nimes, then pastor at 
LunoraJ?, near Dieppe, and in 1851 
he was colled to EoUerdam as 
pastor of the ’Walloon CMuch. 
In 1802 the University of Leyden 
conferred upon him the degree of 
Doctor ; and in 1880 he was ap- 
pointed Titular Professor of Ee- 
ligious Hidtoiy at the College of 
France. Among his works are :

At the age 
of sixteen ho went to Algiers as a 
Government official, and continued 
his pianoforte practice, and began 
to compose without having pro- 
perly learned harmony and coimtor- 
point. His compositions became

BIDBELL, Mrs. Charlotte Eliza

Eiddell, Esq., a civil engineer, by 
whose initials she is generally 
known. Mrs. Riddell is the author 
of many popular novels, including

RIBBING, The Sight Rev. George, 
B.B., Bishop of Southwell, was 
born about the year and 

educated at Balliol Collogt*, Ox- 
ford, where he was Craven Scholar, 
and took a Eirst Class in 1851. 
He was Pellow and Tutor of Exoter 
College from 1852-64, was ordaine»l 
1851, and was Jimior Proctor of 
Oxford University 1801-02, In 
1BG3 he became Second Master of 
Winchester College, in succession 
to Mr, Hornby, appointed Hoad 
Master of Eton, and in 1808 
succeeded Dr, Mobcrly as Head 
Mabttr. There he remaiued six- 
teen years, the famous school 
greatly prospering in his hand>«. 
On the formation of the new 
diocese of Southwell (consiating 
of The counties of Derby and 
Nottingham) Dr. Ridding was 
appointed Bishop, and was con- 
' secruted in 1881. Ho is 2imrricd 
to a slaughter of the Earl of 
Seli)orne. 

BIGG, The Bev. James Harrison, 
D.D., was bom in 1821, at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, being the son of 
tlie Rev. John Rigg, a Wesleyan 
minister, who was famous in his 
(lay. He received his education at 
Old Kingawood school, whore he 
was affer-wards a teacher, and in 
1815 ho entered the Wesleyan 
ministry. Ho was one of the 
leading writers for the JJihlical 
HevUw (1846-19), and at the time 
of the controversy in Hethudisui 
(1840) wrote many articles for 
tho JVatchman, Eor many years, 
indeed, the Wesleyan Conference 
was more indebted for the defence 
and e3q)osition of its proceedix^s 
and principles to this young min- 
ister than to any other person, In 
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1861 lie went to Ouernsey ns 
Wesleyan uunistor, and in 1838 
removed to Brentford, whicli place 
ho left in 1850 j and lie next 
resided in Stockport, Manchester, 
and the neighbourhood for eight 
years. In 1801 he was removed to 
Folkestone, The following year 
he was elected by the Conference 
Chairman of the Kent District, 
and in 18G6 a member of the 
" Hundred/' or the Legal Con- 
ference/* In 18G7 he removed to 
Tottenliain, and in 1808 he was 
elected Principal of the Wesleyan 
Training College — a position ho 
still holds. In 1878 Dr. Bigg was 
chosen President of the Wesleyan 
Conference. His name is associ- 
ated with the admiHsion of laymen 
into the Conference that year, and 
with the Thanksgiving Fund, 
which, has realized over d8300,000 
for Methodist work. For many 
years Dr. Bigg has been Chairiuan 
of the '' Second London District ** 
of the Wesleyan community. He 
was one of the original momberB 
of the London School Board, on 
wliich he represented Westminster 
for six years. He has written

land.” Dr. Bigg was formerly 
English correspondent of the New 
Orleads Christian Advocate (1851) 
and of the New Yorh Ohrlslmn 
Advorate (185S-70). He has written 
for the Wesleyan Magazine, the 
Quarieilyj Qonieinjjorary^ andl/ifer- 
national Reviews, and has contri-

BIPON, Bishop of, {See Cau- 
eENTEB, Dn. Boyd.) 

BIPOK, (Marquis of), The Bight 
Hon. George Frederick Samuel 
Bobinson, K.G-., long known as 
Earl cle G-rey and Bipon, is the 
only son of Frederick John, first 
Earl of Bipon, better known by 
his original title of Viscount 
Goderich, which he Ijoro when he 
held the post of Premier tor a few 
months in 1827, by Lady Sarali 
Albina Louisa Hobart, only child 
of Eohert, fourth Earl of Bucking- 
hamshire . He wjis horn in London, 
Oct. 21, 1827, and succeeded to his 
father's titles, Jon. 2S, 1839, and to 
those of his undo, as thii'dEarl De 
Grey, Nov. 14*, in the same year. 
Ho began hib political life as ui- 
tache to a special mission to Brussels 
in 1840. At the general election in 
1852 ho was returned to the Honso 
of Commons by his courtesy title 
of Viscount Goilerioh as member 
for Hull, and continued to sit for 
that borough until 1833, when ho 
vacated his seat to oppose Mr. 
Starkey, at Huddersfield, where 
ho succeeded in winning the seat 
for the Liberals by a majority of 
eighty. At tho general election 
in 1857 he was returned for the 
West Biding of Yorksliire without 
opposition. In June, 1839, the 
year in which ho succeeded to 
the Upper House, Lord Herbert 
selected him for tho post of Under- 
secretary for Wai*, and in Fob., 
1801, upon the acccBsion of Sir 
George C, Lewis, he was mode 
Under-Secretaxy for India. Upon 
tliu death of Sir G, 0. Lewis, in 
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Aprils liis lorrlship, wlio Imtl 
Bho^vn groat efficiency in hia &ul»or- 
dinate office, took tlie place of hia 
chief as Secretary for W’ar, to*? ether 
with a seat in the Cahiuet. He 
remained at the War Office nearly 
three yenrri, and in Fob., 1800, 
■svlieu Sir Charles Wood, afterwards 
Viscount Halifax, withdrew from 
the Ministry, was appointed Secre- 
tary of State for India. On Mr. 
G-ladstone’s accession to office 
in Dec,, 1808, he was appointed 
Lord President of the Council, 
hut he resigned that office in Aug., 
1873. Ho w'as created a Knight of 
the Carter in 1809. In 1871 ho 
acted as Chaii'man of the High 
Joint Cominisaion w'hich arriinged 
the Treaty of Washington ; and in 
recognition of the services he 
rendered in tliat capacity he was, 
soon after his return from the 
United States, created Maifpiis of 
Bipon. Hia lordship, who is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the Korth and West Hidings of 
Yorkshire, and for the county of 
Lincoln, was created an honorary 
D. C. L. of Oxford in 1870, and on 
April 23 in tliat year was insttiUed 
as Grand Master of the Freemasons 
of England, in succession to Loi‘d 
Zetland. In the autumn of 1874 
the Gbaud Lodge received n. com- 
munication to the effect that the 
Marquis of Kipon had resigned the 
post of Grand Master, and their 
surprise was heightened to dismay 
by the circumstance that he did so 
without assigning any reason for 
the step. A few days afterwards, 
however, it transpired that his i 
lordship had joined the Homan 
Catholic Cliurch, which, as is wdl 
known, has condemned Free- 
masonry and all other oath-bound i 
societies. The recoxitiuu of the } 
Marquis into the Homan Catholic ' 
Church took idace ui the Oratory, i 
Brompton, Sept. 4, 1B74, and his 
conversion gave rise to much com- 
ment in the puTilic journals, both 
here and on the continent. On the 
return of Mr, Gladstone to power, ' 


the Marixuis of Kii>un was ai^p^>intod 
Viceroy of India. He arriveil at 
Bombay, IMay 30, IhbO, and was 
installed at Simla, June 8, On 
.luno 18 a large meeting was held 
in Exeter Hall to protect again-at 
the aijpointmtmt of a Homan 
' Catholic to the Yie«u’ojalty of 
India. As Viceroy Lord Kipon 
excited much diversity of ojiinioii 
by his policy, which waa directed 
towards extending the rights of 
natives of India, and, in certain 
directions, towards limiting the 
privileges of Europeans. The ex- 
citement caused by the famous 
" Ilberb Bill ** w'hb the chief in- 
stance of this i imd in a wor<l it 
may be said tliat there never was 
a Yicoroy so unpopular among 
Anglo-Indians or so poxndar among 
natives. Lord Hipon's departure 
was the oec,ision of the most extra- 
ordinary manifestations in his 
fiivour on the jiart of the Hindoo 
population of Bengal and Bombay, 
i In Mr. CHadstoue's short " Home 
Rule administiation Lord Kipon 
was First Lord of the Admiralty. 
The Marquis was elected in 1882 
. Prehiileiit of the Yorkshire CoUego, 

I Leeds. He married, iu Aiiril, 1851, 

I Henrietta Anno Tlieodosia, cldc&t 
' daughter of the late Mr. Henry 
1 Vyner, who has been a Lady of the 
I Bedchamber to the Princess of 
Wales, and by whom ho has snr- 
I viving issue, Frederick Oliver, bom 
Jan. 29, IH52, now Earl De Grey, 
heir to the marixulbato. 

HISTXCH, John, a Servian states- 
man, horn at Kragujevatz in 1831 , 
began his studies in Geimnmy and 
continued them at Paris. Under 
the government of Prince Knra- 
georgeviteh he was appointed Sec- 
retary and afterwards head of a 
department in the office of the 
Minister of the Interior, Miloseh 
Obrenovitchlll. on liis return in 
1 858, appointed M.Eistich sec^retary 
to a deputation which he sent to 
Constantinople; and at a later 
period the same Prince acci^edited 
him as the representative of Servia 
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at the Sxihliuio Porte, acarcely 
had liG heen installod in his post, 
howevoi*,wheiL the crisis commenced 
which culminated in the homhnrd- 
meut of Belgrado (1863). M. 
Biatich extricated himself xviili 
such ability from tho diMciilties 
which enauod, that five years later 
(1807) he succeeded in obtaining 
the evacuation of all the Servian 
fortresses occupied up to that time 
by the TurMsh troops. This ser- 
vice gained for him the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs, but he soon re- 
signed it in consequence of his 
inability to agree with the Prince 
Michael on certain questions of 
detail. He was present as the 
representative of Prince Michael at 
the baptism of Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro. “While on his way 
Imcfc from Cettinje He learned the 
nows that Prince Michael had been 
assassinated (July lOj 1808)> and 
had been succeeded by his grand- 
nephew. Prince Milan. The yowng 
Prince was then pursuing his 
studies at Paris, and the pro visional 
government which had been cstab- 
lisliod sent M. Eistich to that 
capital to escort him to Servia. 
On the Prince's arrival at Belgrade 
the Orund National Skuptschina 
was convoked, and nomimiied a 
Council of Kegency, composed of 
three members, to govern the coun- 
try during tho Prince's minority. 
M. Blasnavatz, M. Kistich, and H. 
Gavrilovitch, fomed this Council, 
whicli discharged its functions till 
1872, when the Prince attained his 
majority. This Council then be- 
came a Ministry in which M. 
Kistich held the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs, and on the decease 
of his colleague. Col. Blasnavatz, he 
hecame President of the Council, 
He afterwards withdrew from pub- 
lic life for two years, imtil the 
insurrection occurred in Herzego- 
vina, when he became Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. In May, 187G, he 
and ms friends returned to o&cc, 
whi(h they liad been obliged to 
resign eight months previo\id.y in 


cousequeuce of the diplomatic 
prcsBiu’G of the Cabinets of Vienna, 
Berlin, and St. Poteisburg, Ho 
held the office of Foreign Minister 
during tho disastroiis war with 
Tm'key (1877)i in which tho Sei'- 
vians were thoroughly defeated, 
lu 1878 he was sent to the CougrcfcS 
of Berlin. Since that date ho has 
often been prominent in Servian 
affairs, but his strong pro-Russian 
leanings has prevented his holding 
office since Servia began to incline 
detiuUely towards Austria for 
support. 

BIBTOBI, Adelaido, tragic actress, 
bom at Cividale, in Friuli, in 1821, 
being tho child of a poor actor, was 
trained at a very early ago for the 
stage. She appears to have risen 
through a long series of struggles 
to the eminence sbe rdtimately at- 
tained. Having accepted in 1853 
an engagement in Paris, she sought 
the favoim of a French audience as 
an inteiq)rcter of the tragic muse 
at the very time that Rachol was 
ill the zenith of her fame. Her ap- 
pearance at such a period was re- 
garded by tho French as an open 
challenge to contest the supremacy 
of their tragic queen, and they as- 
sembled much more disposed to 
criticise than to applaud. The 
genius of Kistori, however, 
triumphed, and from that moment 
her position has been unassailed. 
Her reception in England, was 
equally enthusiastic, and she ap- 
l^eared in Spain in 1857, in Holland 
in 1S60, in Rus-sia in 1801, at Con- 
stantinople in 1804, in the United 
States, and other parts of the world, 
with succePB. W fUiam I. of Prussia 
gave her the medal in sciences and 
in arts in 1862. Amongst her most 
famous cbaraciers are those of 
Medea, Lady Macbeth, Fazio, 
PliBcdra, Deborah, Judith, Fran- 
cesca da Riviera, and (Camilla. 
After an absence of fifteen years, 
Madame Ristori again appeared in 
London, June 11, 1873, and on Nov, 
8 in that year she took her farewell 
of the English stage at tho Queen’s 
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Thoatro, Manchester. She ap- till IbOl ho was absent from the 


ptarerl again, liuwever, on a lew 
occasions in the year 18b2, and 
acted Lady Marheth with all lier 
old distinction if with homo lack of 
fire.

BITCHIE, The Eight Hon, Charles 
Thomson, M.P., sou of the late Mr. 
'William Eitchie of Rock Hill, For- 
farshire, was horn at Lundeo in 
1838, and is engaged in busini*ss in 
the east of Loudon, In 187 i ho 
was oleLtedasCon&i*rvntive nieniher 
for the Tower Hamlets, and con- 
tinued to hold the sent until 1885, 
when after the Eedistrihution Bill 
howas returned for the St, George's 
Division of the old borough. In 
Lord Salisbury’s first adininisi ra- 
tion, having gained a considerable 
reputation for practical ability and 
conversance with affairs, hi* was 
made Secretary to the Admiralty, 
and in the present Cabinet he is 
President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, He has taken a pro- 
minentpart in the agitation against 
tureign bounties on sugar. 

EIVIEBE, Sriton, K.A., a distin- 
guished animal painter, was born in 
London, Aug, 1 1, ISIO, being the 
son of Mr. W. Riviere, who was head 
of the drawing school at Chcllen- 
ham College, and afterwards a 
teacher of drawing at Oxford, Ho 
found in his fatlier an experienced 
and able luaster, under whom he 
studied during the nine years ho 
was at Cheltenham and subse- 
quently at Oxford. While study- 
ing art in the latter place the in- 
fluences, other than artistic, by 
which he was always ^surrotmded, 
I>revailod to turn his attention to 
(dassical and other scholarly m, at- 
torn 5 he entered the TJnivei'sity, 
took his B.A. degree in 1807$ and 
that of M.A, in 1873, The first

BOBEBT I* (Bohert-Oharles-Louis 
Marie de Bourbon), ex-Duke of 
Parma, Infant of Spain, bom July 
0, 18 18, succeeded his father, Duke 
Eerdinand Charles III,, March 27, 
185 1 , as Eo bert I . , under the regency 
of hi&niother'j the dowager-Duchess 
Louise-Marie-Therese do Bourbon, 
daughter of the Duke de Berry. 
Her rule came to an end in 1859, 
in consequence of the revolution, 
and, with her son, she sought refuge 
in the Ilelvetic States. The ex- 
Duke Robert married, at Eome, 
April 5, 1869, the Duchess Maria 
Pia, daughter of the late Pordiuand 
II., King of Naples. 

BOBEBXS, General Sir Erederiok 
Sleigh, Bart., G.C.B., Y.C., son of 
the late Sir Abraham Roberts, 
G.C.B., was bom in 1832, and edu- 
cated at Eton, Sandhurst, and Ad- 
discombe. lie received hie fiist 
commissiou as second lieutenant iu 
the Bengal Artillery, and, after 
passing through the various other 
grades, was promoted to Ueutonant- 
genoral in 1879. He served with 
distinction throughout the Indiuu 
Mutiny campaign , and received 
the Victoria Cross for personal 
bravery in the field in 1858. 
Throughout the Abyssinian cam- 
paign of 180S he held the office of 
Assistant - Quarterraaster-Geuerdl j 
he Bupei*intended the re-ombarka- 
tion of the whole amiy, and was 
selected by Sir Robert Napier as 
the bearer of his final despatches. 
He also acted as Assistant-Quarter- 
master-General with the Oachar 
column in the Looshai Expedition- 
ary Porce (1871-72). At the be- 
ginning of the Afghan campaign 
he waa appointed Commander of 
the Kuram Eield Force, and subse- 
quently he had the cliief command 
of the army in Afghanistan, whore 
he achieved the most hrilHant 
triumphs. After the massacre of 
our embassy, Sir Frederick Roberts 
re-occupied Cabul at the close of 


1879. Towards the end of Jidy, 

1880, a terrible defeat was inflicted 
by the troops of Ayoob Khan, at 
Mtiiwand, on General Biutows, the 
remnant of whoso force with diffi- 
culty joined General Primrose’s 
garrison at Candaliar. An attack 
on that city seemed imminent, 
but Ayool) hesitated, and lost his 
oppoitiiuity. Meanwhile, a bold 
resolution was taken at Oabul, Sir 
Frederick Roberta, gathering a 
force of over 9,000 picked men, 
marched to the relief of Oandahar, 
allowing Abdurrahman Khan to 
occupy Calml, and leaving to Ge- 
neral Stewart the duty of leading 
l)acfc the rest of the British troops 
by the ICliyber to the Punjab. Sir 
Frederick Kobeits, cut off from 
direct commimication with his 
countrymen, disappeared, as it 
were, from human ken for three 
weeks, dxiring which time tlie na- 
tional anxiety was extreme. At 
length ho eiiiergod victorious from 
the trackless region between (Jabul 
and Oandahar. Iminodiately, he 
grappled with Ayooli Khan, and 
inflicted on that pretender a emsh- 
ing defeat. On the return of Sir 
Frederick Roberts to England ho 
WHS loaded with honours j he was 
profaented with the freedom of the 
city of London, received the thanks 
of Parliament, and wtia created a 
baronet. In Feb. 1881, he was 
axipoiuted to succeed Sir George 
Colley in the command of the 
truoi>s in Natal and the Transvaal, 
but peace was concluded with tlio 
Boers before his arrival in the 
colon5^ He was afterwards ap- 
pointed a member of the Council 
of Madi'as, and commanded the 
ti'oops in that Presidency from 
1881-5, and since then has been 
Commander-in-chief in India. On 
the death of Sir H. Maepherson 
(Oct. 18SG), Sir F, Roberts assumed 
the command of the Burmese ex- 
pedition. To the Nineteenth Qen- 
txiry for Nov. 1883, he contributed 
an aitiole on the Present State 
of the Army,” thus supplying the

EOBIESOE, A. Mary F.,the elder 
daughter of Mr. George F, Eobin- 
Bon, F.S.A,, was born at Leaming- 
ton, Feb, 27, 1857. For seven years 
she studied at University College, 
giving especial attention to Greek 
literature. She has published a 
volume of verses, “A Handful of 
Honey8uckles,’187S ; " ThoCrowned 
Hippoly tus," a traniiition of Euri- 
pides, 1880 J “Arden," a novel, and 
“ Emily Drontd," and Marguerite 
Queen of Navarra " in the “Eminent 
Women Series," 1883? “The New 
Arcadia, and other poems," 1884*, 


and “An Italian Garden," 18bd. 
Her younger sister, Frances Mabel 
Robinson, has lately won distinc- 
tion as the author of two novels, 
“ Mr. Butler's Ward " and “ Dis- 
enchantment." 

ROBINSON, The Right Hon. 
Sir Hercules George Robert, 
G.C.M.G., second son of Captain 
Hercules Robinson, bom in 1821, 
and educated at the Royal Military 
College, Sandhuist, held, for some 
years, a commission in the 87ih 
Foot, but retired from the service 
in 1816, and was employed in vari- 
ous efipacities in the Civil Service 
in Ireland until 1852. He was ap- 
pointed President of j&Iontserrat in 
1851, Lieutenant-Governor of St. 
Christopher's in 1855, succeeded 
Sir John Bowi’ing as Governor of 
Hong Kong in 1850, when he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
was promoted to the governorship 
of Ceylon in Jan. 1865, and to the 
governorship of New South Wales 
in March, 1872. lu Aug. 1&71, he 
proceeded to the Fiji Islands for 
the purpose of settiing matters 
between the British Government 
and the native power. On Oct. 13 
he accepted the xmconditional ces- 
sion of the islands, annexed them 
to the British Emphe, and hoisted 
the Bintibh Bag. For some time he 
I'otaincd in his own hands the 
general supervision of the Provi- 
sional Government which he estab- 
lished. In Jan. 1875 he was 
created a Grand Cross of the Order 
of SB. Michael and George, in re- 
cognition of his services in connec- 
tion with the cession of the Fiji 
Islands. He was, in Dec. 1878, 
appointed Governor of New Zea- 
land, in succession to the Mar<xuis 
of Normonby. He was appointed 
I Governor of the Cape of Good Hope 
in the place of Sir Hartlo Frere,'ln 
Aug. 1880. Except for his un- 
fortimate disagreement with Sir 
Charles Warren as to the settle- 
ment ofBechuonaland, Sir Hercules 
Robinson's mlc has been not only 
successful but compaiutivcly tran- 
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quil. On May 22, 1883, lie was 
sworn of the Privy Council, and in 
1880 was appointed Itiglx Com- 
misBioiLor to examine into tlic Ssiaie 
of Mauritius, where the quarrel he- 
twccn the Governor (Sir John Pope 
Hennessey) ntid the Colonial Secre- 
tary (Mr. Clifeord Lloyd) had 
caused a grave scandal. The result 
of tins inquiry was the suBponsion 
of tlxo Governor in Dec. 1880, 
ROBINSON, John Charles, horn 
1824, formerly Art Supeiuntonclont 
of the South Honsington Mxibcum, 
at present holds ollice in Her Ma- 
jesty's household as CroAVix Sur- 
veyor of Pictures, is an P.S.A., 
Hon. Member of the Academy of 
St. LuJce in Rome, Florence, 
Bolo^xa, Madrid, Lisbon, &c., and 
a Knight Commander of the Order 
of Isabella la Oalolica and of Sant- 
iago of Spain and Portugal, After 
several yeora'stiidy as an architect, 
Mr. Robinson proceeded to Paris 
and became pupil of the eminent 
histoidca.1 painter Drolling. On 
his return, ho received on ap- 
pointment in the Government 
school of design as Master of the 
School of Art at Hanley, Staf- 
fordshire Potteries (3817). In 
1652 he was called to London to 
assist in the development of the 
newly-created Science and Ax't De- 
partment, founded under the 
auspices of the Piince Consort, and 
1853 the organisation of the Art 
Musexmi at Marlborough House, 
afterwards tranafoxTod to South 
iCeaishigton, xvas ontinated to him. 
In this important post Mr. Roliin- 
son remained till 1809, and the coun- 
try owes to him tho acquisition of an 
immense mass of varied art treasures 
gleaned from every part of Bm*ope, 
where, especially in Italy and in 
the Spanish peninsxila, a great 
portion of every successive year was 
spent in lengthy expeditious, 
during which the remotest coimox^ 
of these countries were minutely 
explored. The system of circu- 
lating objects of art &om tho cen- 
tral museum to provincial institu- 


tions xvas, moreovex', first suggested 
and carried into effect by Mr. 
Robinson in the early years of his 
tenm*e of office. In 18G2 Mr, 
Robinson suggested and caiTied 
out the spccialloan exhibition of art 
treasxxres, in connection with the 
General Industrial Exhibition of 
that year, an example which has 
since been repeatedly followed, but 
perhaps never surpassed in in- 
terest or importance, in Prance, 
Germany, and other continental 
countries. In association xvith the 
Marquis eVAzeglio, Italian Minister 
in London, and the late Baron 
Marochetti, Mr. Robinson founded, 
and for many yeai's directed as 
Hon. Socrotarj', tho well Irnown 
Pino Arts Club,'* now the Bur- 
lington Pine Arts Club. In 3809 
he resigned his appointment at 
South Kensington on a retinng 
pension, but he has since not 
ceased to render from year to year 
disinterested services to that in- 
stitution, in the promotion of 
notable acquisitions and the forma- 
tion of special loan collectioua,&c. In 
1881, on tho resignation of Mr. 
Redgrave, R.A., the Queen con- 
fided the post of Crown Surveyor 
of PictiU'es to Mr. Robinson, the 
office being that of art adviser in 
the Lord Chainborlain's Depart- 
ment, and comprising tho super- 
vision and control not only of the 
pictures, but of ncnrly all the art 
treasures of the Crown, in tho 
various i oyal palaces, including 
the Hampton Coxxri} Gfllleiy. 
Among&t the great number of Mr. 
Robinson’s published works in 
diverse branches of art may he 
specified the catalogue of the Sou- 
lagos Collection, that of the Art 
Treasures Exhibition of 1SC2, and 
of the Italian Sculpixxre collections 
of the South Kensington Museum, 
all prefixed by lengthy original in- 
troductory essays. In 1870 Mr. 
Robinson, at tho request of the 
Oxford University autliorities, 
wrote ''a critical account of the 
drawings of Michel Angelo and 
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EaffaoUe in the university gal- 
leries,” an elaborate work, the im- 
portance of \irhieh has obtained 
universal recognition, more espe- 
cially on the Oontineiit, An essay 
on the early PortuguebC school of 
painting, uudoi taken on the head of 
extjnaivo original rpsearchoa in the 
country by desire of his Majesty 
the King IJegeut Don I'ornando, 
was immediately translated into 
I’ortiiguo&e, and re-is3ue(l by the 
Lib)»on Academy, and it remains 
one of the most important con- 
tributions made to the history of 
Art in Portugal. Very numerous 
contributions in the shape of letters 
and essays on various branches of 
art have also for a long series of 
years heen contributed by Mr. 
Eobinsou to the columns of the 
Times newspaper. 

BOBINSON, John Bichard, horn 
at Witlmm, Essex, Nov. 2, 1S23, 
and son of the Ilcv. B. Itobinson, 
became connected at an early 
age with provinei al journali&ni . 
Oncoming to London in 1816 ho 
joined the paper wliich had been 
known as JJuitglas JcrrnUVs A'cica- 
p /pci', and soon afterwards iinder- 
took the editorship of tho £venimj 
JSxpress, This was tho property of 
tho Daily Newst and Mr. Bobinson 
soon took an active part in the 
conduct of the morning paper. On 
the change of proprietorship in 
18GS, when the Daily News joined 
the ranks of the pezmy papers, he 
was appointed sole manager. On 
the outbreak of the Franco-Oermau 
War in 3870 he developed an 
effective system of special coiTe- 
spondenoe, and in his selection of 
winters, as well as in his method of 
organisation, was very successful. 
His management diunng tho cam- 
paign in Ashanti, the Zulu war, and 
the Jiusso-Turkish war, was distin- 
guished by eciual initiative faculty 
and fertility of resource. During 
the Francu-Uerman war Mr. Hobin- 
sou suggested that a fund shoidd 
be raised for the relief of the French 
peasants in the occupied districts 


of the North-W*Ht, and upwards of 
JEJOjOOU was sul^scribed under his 
aubpicGS, the whole of which ivas 
distributed without one s-hlUing 
being taken from tho fund lur ex- 
penses.

BOCHESTEB, Bishop of. (h*ee 
Thorold, Br.) 

BORERS, The Rev. William, son of 
William L. Rogers, Police Magis- 
trate, was born in London in 1810, 
and educated at Eton and at 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he 
took his B.A. degree in 1810, in 
which year he rowed in the Univer- 
sity Boat Race. In 1843 he was 
appointed curate at Fulham, and 
in ISll Incumbent of St. Thomas, 
Charterhouse. In 1863 he was 
appointed Rector of St. Botolph, 
Bishopsgate, which post he has 
held ever since. He is also Chap- 
lain in Ordinary to the Queen, 
and Prebendary of St, Paul’s Ca- 
thedral. Mr. Rogers has always 
taken an active part in promoting 
education and founded Ime schools 
of St, Thomas’s, Charterhouse and 
Golden Lane, and established the 
middle class schools in Cowper 
Street, Finsbury. He is also a 
Governor of Dulwich College and 
Chairman of the Board appointed 
in 1857, 

ROMANES, George John, F.R.S., 
bom in Kingston, Canada, May 
20th, 1848, son of the late Rev. Pro- 
fessor Romanes, M.A.,LL.D., spent 


his boyhood in London, Prance, 
Germany, «ind Tl^ly, being educated 
by tutors and in private schools. 
In ^ 18(57 ho entered Gonville and 
Cains College, C'am)»ridge, 'where 
he became a scholar in natural 
science. In 1870 he graduated in 
natural science honour*;, was Bur- 
ney Prize essayist in 1873, and 
Crooinian Lectiuer to the Royal 
Society in 1873 . Having published 
a series of papers in the Philoso- 
phical Transactions^’ on the ner- 
vous system of Mediisa*, he was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1879. Subsequently he 
has continued to contribute papers 
both to the “ Transactions ” and to 
the "Proceedings" of the Royal 
and other learned societies $ and in 
1881 was again appointed Oroomian 
Lecturer on the locomotor system 
of Echinodermnta. Shortly after- 
wards he became Zoological Secre- 
tary to the Linnsean Society, and 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of 
Aberdeen. While still at Cam- 
bridge he formed an intimate 
friendship with the late Mr. Dar- 
win, and has ever since continued 
to be an ardent member of the 
Darwinian school. He has particu- 
larly devoted himself to extending 
Darwinian teaching in the domain 
of psychology, in which work he has 
beenassistedbyMr. Darwin having 
left him his MSS. "Animal InteU> 
gence,” "Mental Evolution in 
^imals," and Mental Evolution 
in Man/’ constitute the instal- 
ments in which Mr. Romanes is 
publishing his researches in this 
direction. Of these instalments, 
the first two have already ap- 
peared, and been translated into 
foreign languages j the third is 
still in course of preparation. His 
recently published number of the 
" International Scientific Series,” 
entitled " Jelly-fish, Star-fish, and 
Sea-urchins," is a popular exposi- 
tion of his Royal Society papers 
before mentioned. Mr. Romanos 
is anactivecontributor to periodical

In 
particular, it may be noticed that 
he g^avo the evening; lecture in 
Biology before the British Asso- 
ciation in Dublin, and the Bede 
Lectiue, in 1885, in Cambridge. 
During the present year ho has 
been constituted Rosebery Lecturer 
to the University of Edinburgh. 

ROSA, Oarl, was born at Ilom- 
bUTg, Mai'ch 22, 18i3. He began 
to learn the violin at an oarfiromoly 
early age, and when eight years old 
inttdo Ilia dehut. Subsequently he 
was a pupil in the Conserva- 
toire of Leipzig. Thence he in*o- 
ceoded to Paris, winning a prize 
at a competition of Conservatoire 
pupils. Returning to his native 
city, he was appointed conduotor 
of the Philharmonic and gave a 
successful series of popular coii- 
certs of chamber music. Next he 
visited the United States, where 
ho w'as engaged by the late Mr, 
Bateman, to conduct a concert 
tour. There Mr. Rosa married 
Madame Parepa, the leading singer 
of the company s and afterwards 
he iindertoolc the production of 
opera on his own account. The 
extraordinary success which at- 
tended tho English Opera season 
in America in 1871-^r2 led to the 
determination to make an essay in 
England. In 1872 Mr. Rosa and 
his wife, with a strong company, 
came to this country, and after a 
brilliant tour in tho provinces, 
preparations were made for the 
production of ‘'Lohengrin'* with 
English text, at Drury Lane (1874), 
when the death of Madame Parepo- 
Rosa brought the enterprise to an 
abrupt termination. Mr. Rosa, 
however, subsoquenlly resolved to 
resume the task, and on Sejit. 11. 
1876, inaugurated a seven weeks' 
most successful season of oiiora 
at the Princess's Theatre. After 
umking another tour in the pro- 


vinces, and in Ireland, he returned 
to London in the autumn of 1870, 
this time taking the Lyceum 
Theatre. Ho has since given 
series of operatic performances 
at the Adolj)hi, at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre and at the Drury Lane 
Theatre. At Her Majesty'sTheatro 
Mr. Rosa produced in one season 
" Plying Dutchman," "Riouzi," 
"Lohengrin," and " Tannhansor " 
by Wagner. Tho gi'cat merit of 
Mr, Roan, is, that he has given a 
groat impetus to English native 
art. It is he who has created a 
growing appetite for the pcrforni- 
auces of operas in English, and 
who has, moreover, fostered tho 
compositions of English musicians. 
The result of this is great activity 
among English composers who, by 
Mr. Rosa's efforts, arc sLiniulatod 
to write such works, and are re- 
paid for their pains liy finding a 
home for their musical inventions. 
Operas like Mr. Goring Thomas's 
" Esmeralda," and “ Nadeshda," 
Villiers Stanford's " Canterbury 
Pilgrims," and Mackenzie's "Co- 
lumba," are a credit to England, 
and have already met with merited 
success on the Continent. 

EOSOOE, Sir Henry Enfield, M.P., 
P.B.S., LL.D., born Jon. 7, 1833, in 
London, is grandson of William 
Roscoe, Esq., of Liverimol, and son 
of Henry Roscoe, Esq., barristor-at- 
law. Ho was educated at Liver- 
pool High School, University Col- 
lege, London, and Heidelberg. 
(B.A., London, 1852) j was ap- 
pointed Professor of Chemistry at 
Owen's College, Victoria Univer- 
sity, Manchester, in 185S j elected 
a Pellow of the Royal Society in 
1803 ; and received the Royal 
Medal of that Society in 1873, "for 
his chemical researches, more espe- 
cially for his investigations of tho 
chemical action of light, and of*tho 
combinations of Vanadium." Pro- 
fessor Roscoe has iniblished several 
series of investigations on the 
Measurement of the Chemical Ac- 
tion of Light in conjunction with 
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Prolosbor Eimsun, of iieulolberj^% 
and ia author of many papers in 
the I^hiloaophicnl Transactions and 
siiontilic jouTiials on other sul)- 
jects; iiho of " rji‘r?ouri in Elemen- 
hiry Cheiiii-jtry/' since translated 
into GerinaU; Itussia}!. Ilung'aiianj 
Italian, Hindoo, and Ja^^anese, and 
repuldisliod in Amei*iea ; ^'Lectnrea 
ou Spuc'lrum Analyhis/' 1800, 4th 
edit. 1885; and, conjuintly with 
I’rofet-sor Schorlemnier, E.E.S., of 
a “Treatise on Chemistry/* 4 vola., 
1877-y5, in which the facta and 
princiides of the science are more 
fully expounded than in the suuiller 
work.

In 1880 ho w.ia 
4*lected President ot the Chemical 
Society of London; in IbSl Presi- 
dent of the Society of Cheiuit'al 
Industry, of which ho is one of the 
foimders ; and in 1882, President 
of the Literary and Philosophical 
Society of Manchester, and a mem- 
ber of the Hoyal Commission on

BOSE. Sir John, Baut., O.C.M.O., 
M.j\ ., was born in Abordeenahire, 
and emij^rated to Canada in 1S30.

was twice returned. He was c]io.5icn 
by the Protestant Educaticmal in- 
tercats of Lower Caniida tt> proceed 
to England as their delegate dur- 
ing tiie sitting of the Canadian 
Conference in Loudon, which re- 
sulted in the Pedcration Act (•£ 
1S07. Ho became Finance Minister 
and a member of tho Queen’s Privy 
Council for (’anada in 18G7. Dur- 
ing his menibci&hip he passed 
mt^asuros for the Abolition of the 
Usury Laws in Canada; took on 
active part in promoting bills for 
the organization of the Militia and 
dofenfiive force of the Dominion, 
also measures for the oiganization 
of the various departments of the 
Civil Service ; and many fisc.al 
meabures affecting the shipping 
and commercial interests and the 
revenues of tho Dominion, la 
ltd? he was charged by the Go- 
vei uor-GcncraZ of Canada, ou 
behalf of Ht*r Majesty’s ftoveru- 
ment, to make a confidential ex- 
amination into the alleged griev- 
ances of the Province of Nova 
Scotia. Ho was selected by tlio 
Dominion Govomment in 18f>9 to 
proceed to Washington to confer 
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with the G-overniuont of the United 
States on the siibjeot of Beciprooal 
Trade 5 the questions of the h^ishe- 
ries, Copyiight and Patent lawsj 
tho Navigation of the St. Law- 
rence^ and the Extradition of 
Oriminals. In 1861 ho was named 
Commissioner of the Imperial Go- 
vernment under the Convention 
with the United States of July, 
1863, for the settlement of olaims 
arising out of tho Oregon Treaty 
of 1846, the duties of which Com- 
mission were not completed until 
1869. He resigned office the fol- 
lowing year and removed to Eng- 
land, where he hecamo a partner 
in the London hanking £rm of 
Horton, Bose & Co., and for some 
years was recognized as Canada's 
unofficial representative in Eng- 
land. In consideration of his 
public services he was created 
K.C.H.G. in 1870, The relations 
between Great Britain and the 
United States having become much 
strained, from many causes, arising 
out of the Civil War in the latter 
country, he was requested in 1870 
by Her Majesty’s Government to 
proceed on a confidential mission 
to Washington, with the view of 
ascertaining whether some basis 
could not be arrived at for the 
friendly settlement of their differ- 
ences. These confidential negocia- 
tious were embodied In an informal 
Convention, which resulted in the 
Treaty of Washington, and ulti- 
mately in the complete effacement 
of all catisos of dispute between 
the two countries. In recognition 
of his services in these negociatious 
he was made a Baronet, and re- 
ceived the thanks of Her Majesty’s 
Government. Since his residence 
in England he has been a member 
of various Eoyal Commissions, in- 
cluding the Copyright Commission 
of 1875 ; the Extradition Commis- 
sion of 1876 j the Commission for 
the Paris Exhibition in 1878, and 
the Australian Exhibition in 1879 j 
the Eisheries Exhibition of 1883 ; 
the Health Exhibition of 1884 ; 


and was Chairman of the Pinanco 
Committee of the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition of I8SC. He 
was appointed by H.B.H. the 
Prince of Wales a Trustee of the 
Boyal College of Music; and be- 
come a Member of tho Council of 
the Duchy of Cornwall and its 
Beceiver-General in 1883. He was 
created a Grand Cross of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George in 
1878. Por the last ten years he 
has also taken on active part in 
City affairs in connection with 
various financial and other institu- 
tions. He is a Director of the 
London and Westminster Bonk; 
of the Boytil Exchange Assurance 
Corporation; is Deputy-Governor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
Chairman of the South Australian 
Company. 

BOSEBEBY (Earl of). The Bight 
Hon. Archibald Philip Primrose, son 
of the late Archib^d Lord Dal- 
meny by Lady Catharine Lucy 
Wilhehnina, only daughter of the 
fourth Earl Stanhope, was born in 
London in 1847, and received his 
education at Eton, and at Clirist 
Church, Oxford. He succeeded to 
the title on the death of his grand- 
father, the fourth Earl of Bosebery 
in 1868. The first time he ever 
spoke in public was in 1871, when, 
at the opening of Parliament, ho 
was selected by the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Gladstone, to second the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from 
the throne . Ho soon took a 
decided position on the question of 
national education, and when the 
Government Education Bill for 
Scotland was boforo the House of 
Peers, he moved an amendment to 
it by which he aimed at the exolu- 
sion of catechisms from public 
schools . He also spoke in the same 
session on Lord Bussell’s motion 
regarding the Alabama Treaty ; 
and he was appointed Commissioner 
to inquire into Endowments in 
Scotland. In the session of 1873 
Lord Bosebery was much engaged 
in an endeavour to obtain a Com- 
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mittee of Inquiry on thu suijply of 
horses in this country. He inovotl 
foi’, and obtainetl the Comiuittee, 
and was made the chairman of the 
same. It may be said that to the 
labours of that Committee tho re- 
mission of tho taxes on horses is 
faiidy due. During the session of 
1R74 Lord Eosebery moved for, and 
was made the chairman of, a Com- 
mittee on the Scotch and Irish Be- 
presentativo Peerages. Ho was 
President of the Social Science 
Congress which met at Glasgow 
Oct. 1, 1874. On Nov. 16, 1878, he 
was elected Lord Bector of tlic 
University of Aberdeen in succes- 
sion to Idr. "W. E. Porstor. In 
Nov. 1880, he was elected Lord 
Bector of the University of Edin- 
burgh, but he did not deliver his 
inaugimil address till ^ov. 4, 1882. 
He was appointed Under-Secretary 
of State for the Home Department 
in Aug. 18S1, in succession to Mr. 
Leonard Courtney, who was trans- 
ferred to the Colonial Office. His 
lorilship resigned the Under-Secre- 
taryship in June, 1SS3, and in Nov. 
1884, became Pirst Commissioner 
of Works in succession to Mr, 
Shaw-Lefevro, who succeeded Mr. 
Pawcett as Postmaster-General . 
In Mr. Gladstone's next Govern- 
ment (1886) Lord Bosebery was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs j and won general 
approval, at home and abroad, for 
the firmness with which he con- 
ducted the difficult questions aris- 
ing out of the Servo-Bulgariauwar 
and the Greek desire for a territo- 
torial indemnity. He married, 
March 20, 1878, Hannah, only child 
of Baron Meyer de Bothsohild. 

BOSS, Alexander Hilton, M.D.,was 
born at Belleville, Ontario, Canada, 
Dec, 13, 1832. While yot a boy he 
went to New York, and after many 
reverses became a compositor on 
the Evening Post, then edited and 
owned by Wm. Citllen Bryant. In 
1851 he began the study of medi- 
cine, taking his degree in 1855. 
Prom 1835 to the outbreak of the 


Civil War he took an active piirt in 
the nnti-shivery agitation. During 
that war ho served for a short time 
as surgeon in the Federal army, 
and was subsequently employod by 
President Lincoln as confidential 
correspondent in Montreal. He 
afterwaiMls became a member of tho 
College of Pliysicuins and Surgeons 
of Quebec and Ontario, He was 
one of the founders of the Society 
for the Diffusion of Physiological 
Knowledge in 1881; and in 1885 
attempted to prevent the small-pox 
epidemic by directing public atten- 
tion to the sanitary condition of 
Montreal. He has been a member 


of the British Association of Science 
for fifteen years, and of the Ameri- 
can and Preneh Associations for 
eleven years, and is a Fellow of a 
number of soiontifle societies. Ho 
has been knighted by the Emperor 
of Bussia, King of Italy, King of 
Greece, King of Portugal, King of 
Saxony, and Shah of Persia, and 
has received many other honours. 
For many years he has been emi- 
nent as a naturalist, devoting 
special attention to the ornithology, 
ichthyology, botany and entomo- 
logy of Canada. He has published

BOSS, lieut-fien. Sir J'ohn, 
K.C.B., bom at Stonehouse, Cum- 
berland, March 18, 1829, began his 
service on April 14, 1816, when he 
joined the Bifle Brigade as second 
lieutenant. As adjut^tof the 2nd 
battalion, this officer was present at 
Alma and Inkerman, nnd received 


a brevet majority with three modals 
for his services in the Crimea.

B0SSI.TTI, Christina <leorgina, 
was born in London, Doc. 1830, 
and educated at home. She is the 
daughter of the well-known com- 
mentator on Dante, and sister of 
Dante Gabriel, 'William Michael, 
and Maria Eossetii. Miss Eossetti 
is the author of '^Goblin Market, 
and olier Poems,” 1802; ''The 
Princess Progress, and other 
Poems,” 1860 ; ‘'Commonplace and 
other Short Stories, in Prose,” 3 ; 

"Sing Song, a Nursery Ehyme- 
hook, 1872 j " Speaking Like- 
nesses/' 1874 ; "Annus Domini; a 


Prayer for each Day of the Year, 
foxmded on a Text of Holy Scrip- 
ture,” 1874; "Seek and Find,” "A 
Pageant, and other Poems,” 1881 ;

BOSSETTI, WilUam Michael, 
brother of Dante Gabriel and Chris- 
tina Georgina Eobsetti, was horn 
in London, Sept. 25, 1820, and 
educated at King's College School, 
London. He was a 2 ipomtcd in Feb. 
1815, to an extra Clerkship in the 
Excise Office, London (now the In- 
land Eevenne Office), and became 
in July, 18G9, Assistant-Secretary 
in the same office. In March, 1874, 
he married Lucy, elder daughter 
of Ford Madox Brown, the j)nmlcr. 
She is an artist, and has cxlubiicd 
at the Eoyal Academy. Mr. Eos- 
Botti has hcen a critic of fine nit 
and literature since 1850. Ho has 
acted in that capacity (principally 
as regards Fine Art) tor tlie Ctiiic, 
Sxicctator, Reader, Ruimday Review, 
London Bevieio, Chronicle (weekly), 
Firtser’a Magasine, Academy, Allic-> 
naum, and Rncyrloxiccdia B) itannica. 
He was much mixed up (along ivith 
his brother, Millais, Holman Hunt, 
Woolner, and two others) in the 
“ Pr»-Kaphaclite ” movement in 
fine art, from its commencement in 
1848 ; and he edited and wrote in 
The Geim, the magasine got uii hy 
the Pree-Baphaelites in 1850. He 
has published “Dante's Comedy,

EOSSI, Ernesto, an Italian actor, 
born at teghorn, in 1829, received 
Ills early cducaiion in his native 
tow, and afterwards studied law 
in the University of Pisa. Having 
a ^reat liking tor tho stage, he used 
oltcn to take a part in amateur 
theatricals, and also in the per- 
formances of a regular dramatic 
company, that of Marchi. Sub- 
Rerpiently he entered the dramatic 
school which had just heen founded 
by Gustavo Modena. After having 
appeared at Milan, Turin, and other 
Italian cities, he went in 1833 with 
MdUe. Eistori to Paris, where, by 
bis masterly acting, ho enabled the 
French public to appreciate the 
works of several Italian dramatists, 
and notabty those of Goldoni. 
Signor Eossi achieved a like success 
at "Vienna, and he then returned to 
his native country, where he estab- 
lished a dramatic company, of 
which he himself took the manage- 
ment. In 18GG he paid a second 
visit to Ptiris, and appeared at the 
Theatre Frnn9aiBj on the occasion 
of the anniversary of Corneille, in 
an Italian translation of "The 
Cid,” After having visited Por- 
tugal and Spain, ho returned to 
Paris in 1875, and gave at the Salle 
Veniadour, with remarkable suc- 


cess, a series of Shaksperian repre- 
sentations, in which he himself 
played the leading parts. He next 
visited London, where he met with 
an encouraging reception. LI. 
Eossi, who has been styled the 
" Italian T'alma,” is the author of 
Bomo dramatic pieces of no great 
merit. Ho has boon decorated 
with the cross of SS. Maurice and 
Lazarus, and with several foreign 
orders.

trict, Stepney, one of the poor 
East-end parishes, and was ap- 
pointed, by the Bishop of London, 
Eecior of St. Margaret’s, Lothbury, 
in 1800. He has been tlirco times 
select preacher before the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, and on several 
ooca&ious preached at the special 
services in St. Paul’s and West- 
minster Abbey. Having no paro- 
chial charge attached to bia bene- 
fice, Mr. Eowsell has been actively 
employed on the Committee of the 
Bishop of London’s Fund, is Hono- 
xary Secretary of the Metrt^litan 
Yisiting Association, and of other 
societies in London. He was ap- 
pointed Honorary Chaplain to the 
Queen in 1866, and one of Her 
Majesty’s Chaplains in Ordinary, 
Nov. 18, 1869. He succeeded Bishop 
Lightfoot as Deputy-Clerk of Closet 
to the Dean. He resided ihe 
Ee(stoi*y of St. Margarets, Loth- 
hury, in June, 18/2, when he 
became vicar of St* Stephen’s, 
W estbourne Park, Paddington. In 
Nov. 1881, he was appointed a 
Canon of Westminster. He re- 
signed his living after his appoint- 
ment to the canonry. 

B 0 W T 0 N (Lord ) , Montagu 
William Lowry Oorry, second son of 
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the Right Hon. Henry Coj*ry (son 
of the second Etui of Behuore^ and 
of Lady Harriet, daughter of the 
sixth Earl of Shafteshury), was 
born in London, Oct. 8, 1838. Ho 
was educated at IlaiTOw and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, taking 
bis degree in ISGO. Called to the 
Bar at Lmcoln*s Inn in 18G3, ho 
practised for three years on the 
Oxford Circuit, and in 18<iG was 
officially appointed private Sec- 
retaiy to Mr. Disraeli, then 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
After Mr. Disraeli’s defeat in 
1808 he declined offers of public 
appointments which were made to 
hinij and rendered voluntary ser- 
vice to that statesman till his 
return to power in 1874, subse- 
quently continuing to act as 
Lord Beaconsfield’s private sec- 
retary till his death in 1881. Ho 
accompanied Lord Beaconsfield to 
the Congress of Berlin, being then 
appointed one of the joint-sec- 
retaries to the Special Embassy of 
Great Britain, and, at its close 
received the Companionship of the 
Bath. At the termination of Lord 
Beaconsfiold’s Government in 1880, 
he was raised to the i^eerage, 
taking his title from his estate at 
Rowton Castle in Shropshire. Lord 
Beaconsffeld bequeathed to Lord 
Rowton the whole of his letters, 
papers, documents, and manu- 
scripts, leaving it to his absolute 
discretion to destroy, preserve, or 
Xmblish any of them, at such time 
as, in his uncoutrolled judgment 
might seem fit. It was at first 
inferred from the terms of the 
bequest that Lord Beaconsfield 
had left behind him some sort of 
diary or memoirs for publication. 
This has, unfortunately, proved 
not to bo the case, while research 
has made it dear that the manu- 
sedpt which the testator had in 
his mind was that of Endymion,” 
almost completed after the date of 
the signing of the will, and after- 
words published during the life of 
the W3fitcr. 


ROZE, Harie, operatic singer, 
was born March 2, 1850, in Paris, 
whoj'O her father M. Ponsin, a well 
known lawyer, had miimcd a 
daughter of Count Rozo de la 
Hayo. Prom her carli(‘st child- 
hood Mario Koze showed a passion 
for music, and at the ago of thir- 
teen, on the advice of Auher, she 
was seufc to the Paris Conecrvatoiic 
to study singing, whore she siieed- 
ily gained the highest honouxs, 
and wns selected to slug before 
Napoleon III. In 1807 she first 
ax:ipGared in the opera, singing the 
part of Horold’s Marie” wdlli 
such success that she soon became 
the most x)opular actress and singer 
in Paris. At the end of three 
years filio 'withdrew from public 
performance for a time, in order 
to study the greiit oxieras under 
Wortel, Gounod and Ambruise 
Thomas ; after ‘which she appeared 
as Mai’guerile in Paust ” at the 
Grand Opera with groat success. 
During the Franco- Hr ussiaii war 
and the siege of Paris, Mario Rozo 
remained in the city, turning her 
house into a hosi)ital for wounded 
soldiers, and organizing numerous 
concerts for the benefit of the sick 
and w’oundefl. At the end of the 
w^ar she left Paris and made a 
tour throughout the principal 
cities of Eiu'Ope. In 1872 she 
first appeal ed in London, and 
for upwards of four yeais con- 
tinued to sing in the Italian 
Opel a. In 1877 she married 
Col. Maidcson, and in the taipc 
year undertook a tour through 
America, which lasted over t'wo 
years. Since her return she has 
continued to sing in oiierus and 
oratorios. 

RUSINSTEIN, Anton, a Russian 
pianist and composer, bom nt 
Wechwotynetz, on the frontier of 
Eoumania, Nov. 80, 1830 was taken 
to Moscow while quite a child, and 
studied the piauo under Ahxis 
Villoing, after having received 
preliminary instruction from his 
mother. Ho made his first appear- 
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anco in public when only eij^lit 
years old, and at the at^e of ten 
wont with his teacher to Paris, 
whore he resided Ivto years, por- 
forminfjf at several oonoerbs with a 
succoob which won for him the on- 
coiiras?ement and the advice of 
Liszt. Nest he visited En|[jland, 
Sweden, and O-ennany, At Berlin, 
where his rt»latives hatl determined 
to settle for some time, he .studied 
{*ompobitioii under l)ehn. On the 
eomplotion of his course of instruc- 
tion ho devoted himself for some 
time to teaohin;^, first at Berlin 
and afterward-s at Vienna. He 
then returned to his native coun- 
try, where he was appointed pianist 
to the Q-rand-Duchoss llelona, and 
Bubrieq^iiently director of the con- 
certs of the Busaian Musical 
Society. In the spring of 18(38 he 
again visited Paris, anti he next 
came to London, achieving, in 
both cnpitalSj a brilliant success 
us a pianist and dramatic com- 
poser. In 1872-3 he visited 
America. Since 1S(>7, Bubinsteiii 
has held no post, and spends his 
time in travelling and composing. 
Both in playing and in composition 
he aims at what may be called the 
grand style,” excelling more in 
si)lendour and sublimity than in 
correctness and delicacy of detail. 
Among his operas are "Dimitri 
Donskoi,^' " Les Chasseiu’s Si- 
beriens,^' " La Vengeance,” " Tom 
lo Fou,” Les Enfonts des 
Brnyi'res,” and "Lalla Bookh,” 
most of them represented in St. 
Petorsbm’g, Berlin, Vienna, and 
some of them in London ; Nero/^ 
represented at Covent Garden 
Theatre in 1877 and " Ivan Eala- 
shorikoff.” His oratorio, " Piu*a- 
disG Lost,^’ has been often jierf onned 
'with great success : notably in the 
Salle <lo la Noblesse at St. Peters- 
burg, on Dee. 17, 187(3. His sacred 
drama, " The Maccabees,” was 
produced at the Imperial Opera 
House, Vienna, in 1878. He hasalso 
composed symphonies, qnartetts, 
Bonatis, conccL^os, overtures, stu- 


dies and a number of exceedingly 
beautiful songs. 

BTTMBOLl), Sir Horace, Bai't., 
fiftli son of Sir William Bumbold, 
third baronet, was born in 1829, 
and entered the dlplomatio service 
as Attach^ at Washington, Sept. 
1849. Ife was paid attache succes- 
sively at Stuttgardt and Vienna, 
and appointed secretary of Lega- 
tion in China in 1858. He held 
the same position at Athens, 1862, 
was transfori’ed to Berne iu 1861, 
but was in charge of the Mission at 
Athens dui'ing May and June, 1804, 
and attended the King of the 
Hellenes on llis Majesty's first 
journey to the Ionian Islands after 
their annexation to Greece. Iu 
1S68 he pi'oceedocl to St. Peters- 
burg as secretary of Embassy j was 
promoted to be Minister Besideut 
and Consul-General in Chili, Oct. 
21, 1872, and Mizustcr Besideut at 
Berne, Jan, 17, 1872. On Aug. 15, 
1879, he was accredited Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to the A rgentine Bepublic 5 
to tho King of Sweden and Norway, 
in I8SI3 and to tho Kiug of tho 
Hellenes, Dec. 17, 1884. At Athens 
Sir H. Bumbold hns had tho diffi- 
cult and unwelcome task of per- 
suading the Greeks that they must 
not make 'war 3 the persuasion, in 
188(3, having -bo be accompanied 
with a formble blockade of the 
Greek ports. 

BXrSBEH, George WilliaU) was 
in 18(9 appointed agent for the 
establishment of national schools 
in the Port Philip District, now 
Victoria, and afterwards Agent 
and Inspector of Schools in New 
South Wales. When Victoria was 
separated from New Soutli Wales 
in 1861, ho was made under-secre- 
tary, or chief clerk in the colonial 
secretary's office 3 clerk of the 
executive council in 1852 3 and in 
1856 was attached to the estab- 
lishment of a new constitution 
with the Houses of Legislature, 
08 clerk of the Legislative Council, 
and Clerk of the Parliaments. 
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UTroiu 1853 till his retii'emeut from 
tho Civil Servico iu 1882, ho served 
as a magistrate, and 'vvas for some 
time a member of the National 
Educational Board in Victoria. 
He has been a member of the 
Council of the University of Mel- 
bourne since its foundation, and 
through his advocacy a Shokspere 
scholm'ship was founded. He is 
the author of "Moyarra: An 
Australian Legend ; ” National 
Education j" *■' Discovery, Survey, 
and Settlement of Fort Philip 
^ Curiosities of Colonization and 
two more important works — a "His- 
tory of New Zealand," imd a 
" History of Australia," published 
iu London in 1883. Mr. Busden is 
a Fellow of the Boyal Geographical 
Society, and a member of the Cor- 
poration of tho Boyal Literary 
Fond iu England. 

BITSEIN, John, M.A., LL.D., sou 
of a London merchant, was born 
in Hunter Street,BriuiswickSquare, 
London, in Feb. 1819, and was 
educated privately, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he gained 
the Newdigate Prize iu 1830. He 
then devoted himself to painting, 
and woi’ked under Copley Fielding 
and J. D. Harding. A pam^ihlet 
in defence of Turner and the mo- 
dem English school of landscape- 
painting was his drat effort in the 
cause of modem art, and it was 
enlarged into a stiindard work, en- 
titled "Modem Painters,” Ihefirsb 
volume of which api^eared iu 1813. 
Tlie author's success as a ■writer on 
art was decided by the warm recep- 
tion accorded to this volume, of 
which several editions have since 
been published. Mr. Buskin’s 
vie'v^a, however, were combated with 
bitter asperity by some of the art 
critics of the day, who I'csenied 
with an affectation of contempt 
his free expression of dissent from 
tho trammels of their school. In 
his second volume of " Modem 
Painters,’* ■written after a residence 
in Italy, and published in 184C, he 
took a much wider surrey of the 


subject originally entered upon, 
including the works of the great 
Italian painters, and discussed at 
length the merrts of their respec- 
tive schools. This, his chief work, 
has been comidcted hy the publica- 
tion of three additional volumes, 
the last of which, published in 
1860, contains illustrations hy him- 
self. Mr. Buskin temporarily di- 
verted his attention from the study 
of painting to that of architecture, 
and ■wi'oto "The Seven Lamps of 
Architecture,” published in 1849, 
as a first result, followed hy the 
first voliuno of "The Stones of 
Venice,” in 1851 : the second and 
third volumes of which appeared in 
1858. The illnstrations in the last- 
named productions, which excited 
some of the same professional hos- 
tility that his first publication 
evoked, displayed to much advan- 
tage his artistic powers. Mr. Bus- 
kin has expounded his views both 
in lectures and in newspapers and 
revie^vB, having, as early as 1847, 
conti'ihnted articles to tho Quarterly 
on Lord Lindsay’s "Christian Art.” 
In 1851 he advocated Pre-BaphaoUt- 
ism, in letters to the Times ^ and iu 
1858 he lectured in Edinburgh on 
Gothic Architeettne. In addition 
to the above-mentioned works, Mr. 
Buskin has written "Notes on tho 
Construction of Sheepfolds," the 
"King of the Golden Eiver," 
a story for children, illustrated by 
Doyle, in 1851 1 " The Two Paths : 
Lectures on Architecture and 
Painting," in 1854 j "Notes to 
Pictiii’os in the Boyal Academy, 
Nos. 1 to 5," in 1854-9 3 Giotto 
and his works in Padua,” “wriUen 
for the Arundel Society, of which 
he is n member, in 1855 ; " Notes 
on the Turner CoUecjtion,” in 1857 \ 
"Cambridge School of Art," and 
Lectures on Art : Political Econ- 
omy of Art," in 1S58 3 " Elements 
of Perspective,” and "Lectures on 
Ai»t : Decoration and Manufacture,” 
in 1859s "Unto this Last: Four 
Essays," republished from the 
CoYK^Ul Magazine, in 1862 5 " Ethics 
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of the Diisi : Ten Leetoes j ” " Se- 
same and Lilies : Two Lectures j ** 
and " Study of Architecture in our 
Schools/' in 1865 j Crown of Wild 
Olive; Thi*ee Lectures/' in 1866; 
and “ The Queen of the Air ; heing 
a Study of the Greek Myths of 
Cloud and Storm," To the Art 
Journalhe contributed “TheCestus 
of Aglaia/' and he has written for 
various periodicals, Mr. Euskin 
was appointed Eedc Lecturer, at 
Cambridge, in April, 1867, and the 
Senate conferred the degree of 
LL.D. upon him, May 15. He was 
also elected Slade Professor of Pine 
Art at Oxford, and in 1872 pub- 
lished " Aratra Pentelioi j Six Lec- 
tures on tlie Elements of Sculpture, 
given before the University of Ox- 
ford in Michaelmas Term, 1870." 
In 1871 he proposed to devote 
ri85,000 for the purpose of an endow- 
ment to pay a master of drawing in 
the Taylor Galleries, Oxford, and 
this handsome offer was, with some 
modifications, accepted by the Uni- 
versity in Jan. 1872. He was re- 
elected to the Slade Professorship 
of Pine Art, March 1, 1870. A col- 
lection of his letters, with a xn'oface 
by himself, was published in 1880, 
under the title of " Aitows of the 
Chaco." In 1883 he was again 
elected Slade Professor, and at his 
inaugural lecture was received with 
unprecodenked enthusiasm. So 
great was the crowd that thronged 
to hear his lectures that it was im- 
possible to accommodate the audi- 
ence, and Prof. Euskin undertook 
to deliver each lecture twice. He 
was obliged to resign the post in 
1881 on account of falling health. 
Of late he has been issuing, in 
parts, his autobiography, under the 
title of Prratorita." Por several 
years he has lived in trangnil re- 
tirement at Brantwood, Coniston. 

E 0 S S E L L, Beorge William 
Erskine, son of Lord Charles James 
PoxEussell, and grandson of John, 
sixth Duke of Bedford, was bom 
Pcb. 3,JL853,at 10, Mansfield Street, 
Porthmd Place, and educated at 


Harrow and University College, Ox- 
f or d,whero he was Scholar and Prize- 
man. He graduated in honours, 
B.A. 1870, M.A. 1880. He entered 
the Inner Temple, 1876, and was 
elected Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment for Aylesbury, 1880 and 1885. 
He was Parliamentary Secretary 
to tho Local Government Board 
1883-5, and is the author of " Georgo 
Eliot," *^Th 0 Trustees of Pos- 
terity," and many other lectures 
and essays. At the general elec- 
tion of 1885 he rmsuccessfuUy 
contested tho Pulham Division of 
Chelsea, and was again defeated as 
a Gladstone Libert in 1886. Mr. 
EnsseU's conspicuous success as a 
dobatox’j his ready wit and groat 
memory, made these defeats a 
matter of regret to opponents as 
well as friends. 

BUSSELL, William Howard, 
LL.D.j horn at Lilyvale, Dublin, 
March 28, 1821 ; was educated at 
a private school in Dublin, and at 
Trinity College. In 1843 he ac- 
cepted on engagement on the staff 
of the TUmsj and in 1844 was 
appointed to report on the potato 
famine in! reland. In 1840 he 
entered the Middle Temple, and 
in 1850 was called to the bar, but 
soon gave up legal practice, in 
order to act as special coiTe- 
Bpondent to the Times during the 
Crimean war, being thus the first 
member of what has since become 
almost a i}rofession. He was pre- 
sent at the battles of Alma, Bala- 
clava, and Inkcrmann in 1854, and 
witnessed the assaults on Sebas- 
topol on June 18 and Sept. 8, 1855. 
His letters during this time were 
the chief means of making known 
to England the condition of the 
army, and the terrible hardships 
endured by the British soldiers in 
the winter months. When the 
Indian mutiny bi’oke out he pro- 
ceeded to Calcutta, and was with 
Lord Clyde, from the capture of 
Lucknow till the siippreasiou of 
the mutiny, and served in Eohil- 
cund. Cade, &c., for which, he 
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received the war medal with. Luck- 
now clasp. In 1858 he returned to 
England^ and estahlishodtliti Army 
and Namj Ga&eitQ, of which he is 
now editor and principal proprietor. 
In 1861 he was once more engaged 
as war corresi)ondcut, and went to 
the United States, but returned to 
England the following year, whore 
he remained until the outbreak of 
the Austrian war with Prussia, 
1806. When war between Prance 
and Prussia was declared in 1870, 
Mr. Russell went to Berlin, and 
thence accompanied the staff of the 
Crown Prince, being present at the 
battle of Sedan, and at the siege 
and fall of Paris. In 1875 he 
was attached as Honorary Private 
Secretary to the staff of the Prince 
of Wales on bis visit to India, and 
chroniclod for the Tiwics the inln- 
cipal incidents of tho Prince’s tour. 
Mr. Russell has published " Letters 
from the Crimea,” 1855-0 s "Diary 
in India,” "My Diary North and 
South,” " Canada j its Defences,” 
" Rifle Clnbannd Volunteer Corps,” 
"The Adventures of Dr. Brady,” 
" My Diary in the Bast,” Hespo- 
rothen; Notes from the West,” 
1882. Mr. Russell imsuccessfolly 
contested Chelsea in the Conserva- 
tive interest in 1869. 

RTJTHEEPOBD, Tho Rev. WBliam 
Gunion, bom 1853, is the son of the 
Rev, Robert Rutherford, Newlanda, 
Peeblesshire, and was educated 
at St. Andrew’s University, and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, whero 
he graduated M.A. in 1876. He 
also received the degree of LL.D. 
from St. Andrew’s in 1881-. lie 
was ordained deacon by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1883, and 
priest by the Bishop of London in 
1885. He held a classical master- 
ship at St. Paul’s School from 1876 
to 1883, when ho was appointed, 
without examination, Pellow and 
Prroleotoi’ of University College, 
Oxford. In the somo year he be- 
came Head-Master of Westminster 
School. In 1881 he published 
" The New Phrynichus, a revised 


Text of the Bcloga of tho (gram- 
marian Phrynichus, with Intro- 
ductions, and a Commentary j” and 
in 1883 an edition of " Tho Pablos 
of Babrius, with Introductory Dis- 
sertations, Critical Notes, Com- 
mentary, and Lexicon The 
introductory chapters of the former 
work have been ti*anslatod into 
Oerman by Dr. A . Funok, at the 
instance of tho late Professor Georg 
Curthis of Leipzig, under the title 
of "Zwei .Abhancllungou ziu* Qe- 
schichto dos Atticismus ” (Leipzig, 
1883) . Besides those larger works, 
Mr. Rutherford has published 
several smaller hooka, of which 
the most important are "APii'st 
Greek Gramiiiar,” which has gone 
through many editions 5 and ‘‘Lex 
Rexj or, a Short Digest on the 
principal Relations between Litiu, 
Greek, and Anglo-Saxon Sounds.” 

RUTLAND (Duke of), Charles 
Geoil John Manners, K.(.(., oldest 
son of the late duke, born May 16, 

1815, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge j is 
honorary Colonel of tho LeicesLor- 
shlrc Militia, and Lord-Lieutenant 
of that county. As Marquis of 
Granby he was one of the members 
in the Conservative interest for 
Stamford from Ang. 1887, till July, 
1862, when he was returned for 
North Leicestershire, which he con- 
tinued to represent till he suc- 
ceeded his father in the dukedom, 
Jan. 20, 1857. He opposed the Free 
Trade Measures of Sir Robert Pool 
in 1845-G, and it is understood that 
the leadership of the Conservativo 
parly in the Lower House was 
offered to him on tho death of Lord 
G. Bentinck. His Grace, who was 
Lord of tlio Bedohambor to the 
late Prince Albert from 1813 till 

1816, was made a Knight of tho 
Garter, Fob, 13, 1807. 

RYDBERG, Abraham Victor, a 
Swedish author,born at Jonkoepiug, 
December 18, 1829, was educated 
at Vexio, and in 1851 entered the 
University of Lund for a short 
time. Owing to pecuniary oiroiim- 
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stances he bcotime a private tutor^ 
and in 1856 joined the staff of the 
Qotehorgs Handels och Sjo/ai‘ts Tiil- 
ning. In 1876 he was instinictod 
by the local government of Gotting- 
berg to inaugurate the philosopM- 
cal and historical conferoncesj 
which continue to be held annually. 
In 1877 he was elected to the 
Swedish Academy, and in the some 
year the University of Upsal con- 
ferred upon him the degree of 
doctor. He has written '^Eiiby- 
taren pU Ostersjdn/* 1857; "Sin- 
gralla, 18G4; "A Hristiis i sin 
forftV' 1868 j PausV' 1878 j " Bek- 
tp/' 1882; and contributed exten- 
sively to the literary journals of 
his country. 

EYIiEfTheEightUevJohtt Charles, 
B.B., Bishop of Liverpool, eldest 
son of the late John Eyle, Escp, 
M.P., born near Macclesdeld, in 
1816, educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxfoi’d,w2iere he gmduated 
B. A. in 1836, was Craven University 
^Scholar, and took a first-class in 
classical honours, Having been 
admitted into orders in 1841, he 
was curate at Exbnry, in the New 
Forest; was appointed Hector of 
St. Tliomas’s, Winchester, in 1843 j 
Hector of Helmingham, Suffolk, in 
1844 ; Yicar of Stradbroke, Suffolk, 
in 1861 ; Hiual Bean of Hoxne, in 
1869 ; and an honorary Canon of 
Norwich in 1871. He was nomi- 
nated to the Beanery of SaHshury 
by Lord Beaconsfi.eld in March, 
1880, and soon afterwards the same 
statesman appointed him Bishop 
of Liverpool. He was consecrated 
in York Minster (June 11, 1880), 
He is the author of "Expository 
Thoughts on the Gospela,^^ in 7 
vols., pubhshed in 18S6-9 ; of 
" Plain Speaking, First and Second 
Series,^^ of "Hymns for the Church 
on Earth,” and " Spiritual Songs, 
First and Second Series,^' in 1861 ; 
of " Christian Leaders a Hundred 
Years ago,” " Coming Events and 
Present Butiea,” "Hishops and 
Clergy of other Bays,” in 1869; 
of "Church Reform Papers/' in 


1870; and of above 200 tracts on 
religious subjects, many of which 
have been reprinted in French, 
German, Butch, Portuguese, 
Italian, Hussian, Hindustani, and 
Chinese, Norwegian, Swedish, and 
Banish. Br. Hyle is one of the 
leaders of the Evangelical School, 
and has had some dmoultiea with 
the High Church clergy of Liver- 
pool.

SACHEB . MASOCH (ChevaHer), 
Leopold von, novelist, born at Lem- 
berg, the capital of Austrian 
Poland, Jan. 27, 1636, is the son of 
an anlio councillor and police-direc- 
tor of Galicia, Having received a 
preliminary training at home he 
passed through the Normal School 
and the Gymnasium of his native 
city, studied philosophy at Gratz 
and Prague, obtained his Boetor's 
degree at the age of 19, and two 
years later became a private teacher 
of history in the University of 
Gratz. In 1857 ho published his 
historical account of " The Insur- 
rection in Ghent imder Charles V.” 
(Ber Aufstand in Gent nnter Harl 
V.) j and in 1866 his first novel, 
" Eine galizischo Geschichte.” His 
literary success led him to abandon 
in 1869 the profession of a teacher. 
His series of novels entitled, 
" Cain's Inheritance ” (of which 
the first parts were published in 
1870), was translated into Bovernl 
European languages and obtained 
for the author a Em’opeau reputa- 
tion, In 1870 he married AiU'Ora 
von Rilmelin (who published several 
romances tinder the pseudonym of 
Wanda von Btmajew) ; and he 
now resides in Buda-Peath. His 
principal works, in addition to 
those named above, ore, " Bie 
geschiedene Fran,” a novel, 1870, 
" Bie Eepnblik der Weiberfeinde,” 
a novel, 1872; "Maria Theresia 
und die Freimanrer,” an historical 
romance, 3872; "Falscher Her- 
3 u 
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melin/’ 1873 ; ‘^Geacliichtcn aus 
dor Bilhnonweli/* 1873 ; Eriis- 
bischcHofgeschichteiij" 1873 ;^^Der 
ncuo Iliol*),” a novel, 1874 ; " Wie- 
ner Hofgeschichten/' 187G; "Lo 
Cabinet Noir cle Lemberg,*' a 
novel, which appeared in French, 
1880 j " L'llaii, another novel 
in tho same language," 1880 j 
"Der alte Castellan," 1883 j Basil 
Hymen," 1882; "Paradise on the 
Dniester/' 1882 ; besides several 
dramas and comedies. Sacher- 
Masoch is an especial favoiuite 
Avith tho French; and since 1871 
a large number of his novels have 
appeared in tho H&vzw des JDettat 
Mozicl es. Although he vT-’ites in the 
German language, ho is very anti- 
German in opinion. He upholds 
the Austrian Court and opposes the 
Polish nobles. His books are chiofiy 
on Galician life, and especially on 
the rising of 184G. His first at- 
tempts in writingnovelsanddrainas 
were made when he was but ten 
years old. In 1881 ho fonnded a 
monthly international review. On 
the Heights (Auf der JTfihfl), pub- 
lished at Leipzig To this review he 
contributed anovel, " The Jews' Ra- 
phael " (Der Judenraphael), a con- 
tinuation of his series of novels, 

Cain's Inheritance," mentioned 
above, being from the fourth pai-i of 
that work, "Death." Another novel 
of the same scries. Part III., “ Tbo 
State," under the name of "CybiU- 
fiki and Gadulski,” was published 
in later numbers. He also pub- 
libhed in the Review the memoirs 
left by his father, which he edited, 
and which treat of and describe 
persons and matters during the 
period from 1809 to 1874. 

SA&ASTA, Fiaxedes Sfateo, a 
Spanish statesman, was born at 
TorreciQa de Cameros, July 21, 
1827. He studied in the School of 
Eu^neeis at Madrid, practised his 
profession at Valladolid and Za- 
mora, and was elected by tlae latter 
town to the Constituent Cortes of 
1364. He took part in the insur- 
rection of 1866, and was obliged to 


seek refuge in France. On the 
amnesty being ijroolaimed, ho re- 
turned to Spain, and became a pro- 
fessor in the School of Fnginoers 
at Madrid. He was also tho editor 
of La Iberia, the principal organ of 
tho Progressist party. After tho 
unsuccessful insim'ection of June, 
18GG, ho was again placed under the 
necessity of seeking an asylum in 
France, and ho did not return to 
Spain until after the fall of Queen 
Isabella 11. Appointed Minister of 
the Interior in the first Cabinet 
formed by General Prim, he gradu- 
ally adopted more and more tho 
views of that statesman and of the 
Conservative party, and completely 
broku off his relations with his old 
friend Zorilla. Ho was consequently 
exposed to bitter attacks from the 
Republican minority in the Cortes. 
Appointed Minister of State in 
Jan. 1870, he ordered several 
towns, including Bm’colona, to be 
placed in a state of siege, declared 
himself in favour of tho monarchy, 
and proposed, on Dec. 17, 1870, the 
dissolution of tho Chamber, after 
the king had taken tho oath. He 
continued to bo Minister of State 
and Minister of the Interior in the 
first Cabinet of King Amadous, 
and during that monarch's brief 
reign he took pnH in several minis- 
terial combinations, either as a 
member, or as President of the 
Council. Under the presidency of 
Marshal Serrano, in 1874, he was 
Minister for Foreign AfTairs (Jan. 
d). Minister of the Interior (May 
13), and President of the Council 
(Aug. After the coup d*^tat 
re-estabushing the monarchy, he 
withdrew for a time from public 
life. In June, 1875, he gave in his 
adherence to the cause of Alfonso 
XII., and endeavoured to foim a 
Liberal Constitutional party. Sub- 
sequently he joined the Opposition, 
and attacked the administrations 
formed by Martinez Campos and 
Canovos (1877-79). When a new 
Liberal party was formed in 1880 
Sofior Sagasta gave in his adhesion 
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to it. The CotLBervative Cabinet of 
Sehox CiinovaB del Castillo was 
overthrown early in the year 1881, 
and a coalition between Seiior 
Sagaata and General Martinez 
Campos came into power. Sagasia’s 
Ministry remained in office till 
Oct. 1888, when it was superseded 
by a Cabinet formed from the 
Oynnatio Left. This, however, was 
shortlived, and was followed by n 
return of the Conservatives to 
power. On the death of Alfonso 
^1. Sehor 8aga&la came bach, and 
is now (1887) head of the govern- 
ment. Among the acta of his 
present ministry may be men- 
tioned the passing of tho Anglo- 
Spaniah coumicrcial treaty. 

BAINTE-CLAIRE REVIILE, 
Henri Etienne, was born March 11, 
1818, in the island of St. Thomas, 
in the Antilles, and studied in 
Prance. On leaving college, ho 
constructed, at his own expense, a 
chemical laboratory, and pursued 
his researches, without either 
master or pupils, for nearly nine 
years. In 18 Ji he was entrusted 
with the organization of the 
Faculty of Sciences at Beaancon, 
of whicli ho was, in 1815, named 
dean and pmfessor. In 1851 he 
succeeded M. Balard in the chair 
of chemistry in the Normal School, 
supplied the place of M. Dumas in 
the Faculty of Sciences of Paris 
during the summer months of 1853, 
and succeeded him in 1859. In 
1873 he accepted tho office of Inspec- 
tor-General of the meteorological 
stations in France. He was elected 
a member of the Academy of 
Sciences in Nov, 1801, in the place 
of M. W, P. Berthier, orented an 
officer of the Legion of Honour, 
March 13, 1863, and promoted *to 
the rank of commander, Aug. 14, 
1868. In 1849 he discovered and 
made known the preparation and 
properties of anhydrous nitric acid 5 
in 1852 he published in the ^'An- 
nales de Chimie et de Physique ** 
an important paper upon the me- 
lallio carbonates and their combi- 


nations} and in 1853 he discovered 
a new method of mineral analysis. 
About that time M. Sainte-Clairc 
DeviUe studied tho new metal, 
aluminium, discovered byWoehler, 
of Gottingen, then but imperfectly 
understood. Required by the em- 
peror to inejuiro into the beat 
means of producing aluminium at a 
cheap rate, he tried, in conjunction 
with M. Dobray, nmuorous experi- 
ments in the manufactory of Javel, 
and succeeded in obtaining, in tho 
course of a few months, several 
ingots of the metal, which were 
exhibited at the Exposition ITni- 
verselle of 1853. The properties of 
aluminium, and tho results of his 
experiments have been pubUshed 
by him in the Anuales do Cliimio 
et de Physique, and in a work en- 
titled " De r Aluminium, ses Pro- 
prietes, sa Fabrication,^' published 
in 1859. He has contributed several 
papers to the Academy of Sciences, 
amongst which may be named " Sur 
les trois Etats mol^culaires da Sili- 
cium,*' and ‘‘Hn Memoire snv la 
Production des Tempdratures 

elevees.”

ST. JOHN, Percy Boliughroke, 
bom at Plymouth, March 4, 1823, 
is the eldest son of the late IVtr. 
James Au^istus St, John, whom ho 
accompanied in his continental 
wanderings, and chose at an early 
age the profession of literature. 
After writing one book and varioiis 
magazine articles, he started for 
America, and after some travels by 
sea and land he entered upon his 
career as a writer, chiefly of Indian 
tales, for Qhamhers’s Jourmh and as 
a lecturer on Texas and Mexico. 
In 1847 ha became correspondent 
in Paris of the Norik Brifisk Daily 
Mail, which position he hdd until 
3 u 2 
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tlie election of Louis Napoleon as 
presidontr, when his hostility to 
the f utui’O emperor induced him to 
leave Paris. Before the Crimean 
war he Avas active in the cause of 
the Greeks, and with Mr. Glad- 
stone, Bichard Cohdcn, and Michel 
Chevalier, received a vote of 
thanks from the Greek Houses of 
Paidiament. Since then he has 
chiefly been a contrilmior of Action 
to various periodicals, hut is he&t 
known as the author of Indian 
tales, and some thirty volumes of 
novels. He is now editor of Diek*3 
** Standard Library of Piction.'’ 

ST, JOHN, Sir 3panoer,K.C.M.G„ 
third son of the late Mr. James 
Augustus St. John, born in London, 
Dec. 22, 1826, after i*ocoiving a 
careful edxication, began to turn 
his attention towards the East, and 
having applied himself diligently 
to the study of the Malay language, 
Avaa, in 1848, appointed secretary 
to Sir James Brooke. He resided 
in Borneo several years as H.M. 
Consul-General, and received in 
18G1 the appointment of Charg6 
d’ Affaires to the republic of Hayti. 
On returning to this country in 
1862, he published on account of 
his Eastern residence and travels, 
entitled ** Life in the Porests of the 
Par East.” Early in 1863 he left 
England for a consular appoint- 
ment in the West Indies, and some 
years later was promoted to tho 
post of Minister Besidout and 
Consul-General in Hayfci. About 
tho same time he was accredited 
also as Charge d’Affaires to the 
Dominican Bepublic. In 1874 he 
was appointed Minister Besideiit 
and Consul-General at Lima, and 
in 1875 he proceeded on a special 
mission to Bolivia. In March, 
1881, he was appointed Minister 
Eesident to the Bepublic of Peru, 
on whidi occasion he was created 
a K.O.M.G. In May, 1883, he was 
sent on a special mission to Mexico, 
to negotiate for the resumption of 
diplomatic relations with that 
country ? and was appointed En- 


voy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Mexico, Nov. 
28, 1881. Sir Spencer St. John, 
who is a Pellow of the Eoyal 
Geographical and Asiatic Societies, 
published, in 1870, "Tho Life of 
Sir James Brooke, Bajah of Sara- 
wak," and in 1885, "Tho Black 
Bepublic," au account of Hayti. 

SAlNT-flAENS, Charles Camille, 
musical composer, was bom in Paris, 
October 9, 1883. Having lost his 
father, he Avas brought up by hia 
mother and a great-aimt, who 
taught him the elements of musio. 
At seven, ho began to study the 
piano Avith Stamaty, and after- 
wards had lessons in harmony from 
Maleden. In 1817 he entered Bc- 
noist'a class at the Conservatoire, 
obtained the second organ prize in 
1849, and the first in 1851. At tho 
age of sixteen he composed his 
first symphony, Avhich Avas per- 
formed with success by tho Societe 
do Sainto Ceoile. In 1833 he 
became organist of the church of 
SI. Merri, and shortly aftorAvords 
occupied tho post of Pianoforte 
Professor at Niedermeyer's ficolo 
Boligiense. In 1868 he Avas ap- 
pointed organist at the Madeleine, 
and distinguished himself as much 
by his talent for improvisation as 
by bis execution. He had also 
became known, through playing 
at concerts, as an interpreter of 
classical musio. Por his cantata, 
"Les Noces do Prometheo," he 
gained the prize awarded by tho 
International Exhibition of 18G7. 
"La Princesse Jauno," was pro- 
duced at tho Opera' Comique, 
June 12, 1872, and "Le Timbre 
d^Argent," at the Theatre Lyrique, 
Feb. 23, 1877. Neither of these 
operas met with much success, and 
M. Saint-Saens produced his next 
woik " Samson ct Dalila," a sacred 
drama, at Weimar, in December, 
1877, and "Etienne Marcel," on 
opera, at Lyons, Peb. 8, 1879. 
The printed catalogue of his works 
includes 64 opus numbers, besides 
many unmimbered pieces. He 
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visited England in 1871^ and 
played at the Musical Union. In 
187-1 and 1879 he took part in the 
PMlharnionio Concerts, and on 
Dee. 6, 1879, he conducted his 
''-Rouet d^Omphale/' at the Crys- 
tal Palace. In addition to his 
other claims to distinction, M. 
Saint-Saens is an able musical 
critic, and has contributed articles 
to ‘^La Benaissance,^' "L’E&ia- 
fettc,^' and "Lo Voltaire.^’ He 
was elected a niemher of the 
Institute, February 19, 1881. 

SAINTSBITBY, George Edward 
Bateman, was bom at South- 
ampton, on Oct. 23, ISIS, and 
educated at King’s College School, 
London. In 1863 ho was elected 
to a Post-mastership at Merton 
College, Oxford, where ho took the 
degree of B.A. in 18G8 and that of 
M.A. in 1873. After holding for a 
few months a Mastorshi]} in the 
Manchester Craiumar School, he 
became Senior Classical Master in 
Elizabeth College, Guernsey, and 
held that post from 18G8 to 1874. 
In the latter year he was appointed 
to the Head Mastership of the 
Elgin Educational Institute, wliich 
ho resigned in 1870, For the last 
ten years Mr. Saintsbiuy has boon 
a frequent contributor to the 
London periodical press on literary 
and political subjects. Ho has also 
published "A Primer of French 
Literature” (1880) j *'Dryden”in 
the series of "English Men of 
Letters” (1881)5 "French Lyrics,” 
and "A Short History of Fren^ 
Literature ” (1882) ; " Specimens 
of French Literature” (1888) j 
" Specimens of Englisli Prose 
Style,” and "Marlborough,” in 
the series of "English Worthies ” 
(1896): besides contributing to the 
Encyclopcedia Britaiuiica, superin- 
tending a revised edition of Scott’s 
"Drydeu,” of which 12 volumes 
have appeared, editing several 
vohmies of " Selections from 
French Authors,” for the Clarendon 
Press, and furnishing prefaces to 
some reprints of English Classics. { 


SAINT-VALLIEB, Charles Bay- 
luond de la Croix de Ghevrieres, 
Comte de, a French Senator and 
diplomatist, descended from an 
ancient Legitimist family, was 
bom at the chdteau of Coucy-les- 
Bppes ( Aisne) , Sept. 12, 1838. 
Having at an early age entered the 
diplomatic sei vice he was attached 
to the Legation at Lisbon, next to 
that at Munich, and afterwards to 
the Embassy at Yienna, An 
admirer of Knpoleon III tho 
Count remained in tho diplomatic 
service after the dU'tat^ and 
accompanied the Comte dc Moustier 
to Oonstantinox^le as secretary, 
Tho opportimity given him at the 
Turkish capital to disijlay his talent 
as Charge d’ Affaires procured him 
the Under-Secretaryship of State on 
his return to Paris. Cn the death 
of Comte de Moustier, who died 
when Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. de St. YalJier gave up his 
Under-Secretaryship and rejiaired 
to Stuttgart as Envoy (Feh. 1800) . 
At this x>ost he vigorously asserted 
French interests in the pregnant 
year proceeding the war of 1870. 
Having in vain cautioned Napoleon 
touching Wurtemberg’s policy in 
the war, M, de Sainl-Vallior, when 
his government would not ho 
warned, had to leave Germany, 
and was forthwith despatched to 
the then important post at Copen- 
hagen, Upon tho restoration of 
peace, being conversant with the 
German tongue and society, he was 
attached as diplomatic agent to 
B^eld-MarshaJ von Mnnteuffel, the 
Commander of the German Army 
of Cconpation. Having come to 
the conclusion that the Bepubiicon 
form of government was, in the 
cirouraatance8,tho best for France, 
he became a candidate at the 
senatorial elections in the dqiaii;- 
ment of the Aisne, in concert with 
M. Waddington and M. Henri 
Martin, and was elected Jan. 30, 
187G, M. de Saint-Yallier took his 
Ijlace among tho party of the Left 
Centre. He was elected the first 
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Secretary of the Senate, and hold 
that post till the Marquis dc 
Gontaut Biron, the Legitimist 
ambassador of the Bepnlblic at 
Berlin, -was recalled (Deo. 1877), 
when M. de Saint- vallier was 
appointed by Marshal MacMahon 
to be his Biiccessoi’, on the recom- 
mendation of M. Wnddin^on,who 
had become Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. The appointment was 
moat accoptable to the German 
Government. As second Pleni- 
potentiary of Franco he rendered 
valuable assistance to M. Wad- 
dington at the Oongi'ess of Berlin 
(1878). He was succeeded at the 
Court of Berlin by M. de Courcel. 

SAhA, George Augustus Henry, 

I 'ournalist and author, sou of an 
taliau gentleman who Uiarriod a 
favourite English singer of West 
Indian extraction, born in London 
in 1828, was brought up with a 
view to following art as a profes- 
sion, but quitted it for literature, 
and became a constant contri- 
butor to Soxisehold WorrU. He was 
an extensive and regular contri- 
butor to the Walcome Gitcsf, the 
founder and first editor of the 
2^ewipZe Bar Maga^inej for which he 
wrote the stories of “The Seven 
Bona of Mammon,” and “Captain 
Dangerons,^^ afterwards repub- 
lished as separate works ; wrote for 
several years in the Illustrated 
London NewSt the Hogarth papers 
in the CornMll Magnsine, and a 
story entitled “ Quite Alone,” for 
All the Year iZomid, which appeared 
in a separate form, in Hov. 1801. 
He still writes “ Echoes of the 
Week” in the Illustrated London 
News, He went as special corre- 
spondent for the Daily Telegrainh to 
the Dnibod States, in 1863, and on 
his return, at the close of 1864, 
published the result of his obser- 
vations under the title of “America 
in the Midst of War.” He ivroto 
in 1864 a seiies of graphic letters 
for tbe Daily TelegrapJit from Al- 
geria, diming the Emperor*s visit 
w that colony, and re-visited ; 


Algeria and Morocco in 1876. In 
1870 Mr. Sahi was at Metz and in 
Eastern Franco as war correspond- 
ent for the Daily Telegraph, After 
witnessing the ftill of the Empire 
in Paris on Sept. 4, ho went to 
Borne to record the entry of the 
Italian army into the Eternal City. 
In Jan. 1875, he again visited 
Sixain on the occasion of the entry 
of Alfonso XTI. ; on his 3’eturn in 
April he was despatchodto Ycnicoto 
describe the f6tes uonsequout on tlio 
interview of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph and King Victor Emmanuel, 
and he afterwards published his 
impressions under the title of “ Two 
Kings and a Kaiser.” In Dec. 
]87(i, he again visited Russia as 
special correspondent for the Daily 
Telegraph ; and travelling from St. 
Petorsbnrgh to Moscow, proceeded 
thence to Warsaw, and subsequently 
traversed the length of the Empire 
to observe the mobilisation then in 
progress of the Russian army ; 
ultimately reaching Odessa tuid 
Constantinople by the Black Sea in 
time for the openiug of the Con- 
feronce on the Eastern Question. 
His best Icnown works in addition 
to those already mentioned, are, 
“ How 1 Tamed Mrs. Cruiser,” 
published in 1868 j “ Twice Round 
the Clock,” and “ Jommey duo 
Korth t a Residence in Russia,^^ in 
1839 5 " The Baddington Peerage,” 
“ Looking at Life,” and “ Make 
your Oaiuo, a Narrative of the 
Rhine,” in 1860 ; “ Dutch Pictures, 
with some Sketches in the Flemish 
Manner,” in 1801 ; “ Accepted Ad- 
dresses,”'* Ship Chandler, and other 
Tales,” and “Two Prima Donnas 
and the Dumb Poor Portei',” in 
1802 j “ Breakfast in Bed,” and 
“Strange Adventures of Captain 
Dangerous,” in 1863 j “ After 
Breakfast : or, Pictiires done with 
a Quillj” and “Quite Alone,” in 
1864 j “ Trip to Barbary by a 
Roundabout Route,” in 1866 1 
“ From Waterloo to the Peninsula,” 
in 1860 j “Notes and Sketches of 
the Paris Exhibition,” 1868 j “ Rome 
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and Venico/Mu 1869; "Under the 
Sun : Essays mainly TTritten in 
Hot Countries,” in 1872 j "Paris 
Herself Again j” and "America 
JRevisited,” in 1882. His bur- 
lesque of "Wat Tyler, M.P.,” was 
brought out at the Gaiety Theatre 
in Dec. 1869. Mr. Sala has lately 
announced the publication of his 
Autobiography. 

SALAMAlSr, Oharles Kensington, 
composer and professor of music, 
born in London, March 8, 1811, 
was educated by private tuition. 
He began tbe study of mxisic at a 
very early ago under Charles 
Heate and Dr. Crotch, made his 
ill’s t appearance as a composer and 
pianist in 1828, and entered the 
musical profession in 1831. Mr. 
Salaman has acquired considerable 
reputation as a pianist in England, 
Germany, and Italy, and was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Academy of St. Cecilia at Borne in 
1840. His first series of songs, in 
which is included Shelley’s cele- 
brated serenade, "1 arise from 
dreams of thee,” was composed in 
1830, and published in 1838. He 
has since contributed largely to 
the repertory of English, Italian, 
Proneb, and German vocal music, 
and to chamber pianoforte music. 
Besides about 100 musical settings 
of poems by the most eminent 
lyric poets of this country, Mr. 
Salaman has been the first com- 
poser to wed music to the odes of 
Horace, Catullus, and Anacreon in 
the original te^s. He has also 
composed anthems for the English 
Chm’oh service, and nearly 100 
niimbora of sacred part music, in 
the Hebrew language, for the 
service of the Synagogue, His 
orcheatrnl compositions have been 
few, the most recent being the 
" Grand Funeral March in memory 
of Victor Hugo,” first perfoimed 
at the Albert Hall. Mr. Salaman 
was one of the foxmdera of the 
Musical Society of London, and 
was for nearly ten years its hono- 
rary Becrctary. Ho was also one 


of the founders, in 1874, of the 
Musical Association for the "in- 
vestigation and discussion of sub- 
jects connected with the art and 
science of music,” and performed 
the duties of honorary secretary 
tmtil the end of 1877, when ho 
retired as a Vico-PL’esidont of the 
Assocititiou. Mr. Salamanjalthough 
ho has retired from public life, is 
yet engaged in his profession as 
composer, musical critic, and writer 
on musical subjects ; and in 1883 
ho published on important volume 
entitled " Jews as they are,” which 
deals with modem Jews from^ a 
social, political, and religious point 
of view, and seeks to vindicate the 
Jewish character from reproach 
and preiudice. 

SAbISBUBY, Bishop of. (Sec 
WOODSWORTH, Db.) 

SALISBURY (Marquis of). The 
Right Hon. Robert Arthur Talbot 
Gascoigne CaoiL, K.G., eldest sur- 
viving son of the second Marquis 
of SaBsbiuy, by his first wife, the 
daughter and heir of Bamber Gas- 
coigne, Esq., born at Hatfiold in 
1830, was educated at Eton and at 
Christ Ghiu’ch, Oxford, where ho 
gi’aduatod, and was elected a 
Fellow of All Souls’ College 
(1853). In 1853 he was elected 
M.P. for Stamford, and he repre- 
sented that borough in the Conser- 
vative interest until his succession 
to the marquisate on the death of 
hia father, April 13, 1868. While 
in the Lower Honsc ho was known 
os Lord Robert Cecil, until the 
decease of his older brother, on 
June 14, 1865, when he assumed 
the courtesy title of Viacount 
Cranborne. In 1857, he married 
Gcorgiana Caroline, daughter of 
Sir Edward Hall Alderaon, Baron 
of the Exchequer, and niece of the 
celebratrd Mrs. Opio. His lordship 
took au active part in all public 
measures which affected the inte- 
rests of the Established Church, 
and in the chief political questions 
of the day j and ho was a frequent 
contributor to the Quarterly Seview 
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and to other xjoriodicala. In Lord pointa on which the Powers in- 
Derby's third administration ho tended to insist^ informing him 
was, in July, 1866, appointed that if tliey were not accepted the 
Secretary of State for India, which Ambassadors would immediately 
post he resigned on account of a leave Constantinople. These two 
difference in opinion respecting the proposals were, that there should

SALMOV, The Rev. George, D.D. 
(Dublin and Hon, Edinburgh), 
D.C.L. (Oxon),LL.D. (Cantab), born 
in Dublin in 1819, was educated at 
Cork, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated as 
Senior Moderator in Mathematics 
in 1839. He was successively 
Scholai' and Fellow of his CoUege, 


and was elected Begins Professor 
of Divinity in the Dniversity of 
Dublin in 186G. Besides various 
contributions to theological and 
mathematical periodicals, he is the 
author of treatises on " Conic 
Sectious," on "The Higher Plane 
Curves,” on ‘^'Tho Geometry of 
Three Dimensions,” and on "The 
Modem Higher Algebra,” which 
have been translated into the prin- 
cipal European languages, and 
which have been lionoured by the 
Royal Medal of the Royal Society, 
and the Conynghom Medal of the 
Royal Irish Academy.

hagen. He was President of the

SAIVINI, Tommaso, tin Italian 
tragedian, was bom at Milan Jan, 1, 
1830. His father was an able actor, 
and his mother a popular actress 
named Guglielmina Zocchi. Wheu 
quite a boy he showed such a rai^e 
talent for acting, that his father 
determined to devote him to the 
stage. For this purpose he placed 
him under the tuition of the 
great Gustavo Modena. Before 
he was thirteen years old Salvini 
had already won a kind of renown 
in juvenile characters. At fifteen 
lie lost both his parents, and the 
bereavement so preyed upon his 
spirits that he was obliged to aban- 
don his career for two years, and 
returned once more under tbe 
tuition of Modena. When he again 
emerged from retirement he jomed 
the Ristori troupe, and shared with 
that great aotressmany a triumph, 
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In 18<IOj Salvini entered the army 
of Italian independenoej ami f onghl 
valiantly for tlie defence of his 
country, receiving in recognition of 
his services several medals of 
honour. Peace being proclaimed, 
lie again appeared upon the stage 
in a company directed by Signor 
Ctisare Doudini. He played in the 
Edipo of Hicolini — a tragedy writ- 
ten expressly for him — and achieved 
a great success. Hoxt he appeared 
in Alfieri's Saul,” and then all 
Itflly declared that Modena's 
mantle had fallen on worthy 
shoulders. His fame was now 
prodigious, and wherever he went 
ho was received with enthusiasm. 
He visited Paris, whore he played 
Orasmane, Orestes, Saul, and 
Othello. On his return to Florence, 
he was hospitably entertained by 
the Marquis of Normanhy, then 
English ambassador to tlie Court of 
Tuscany. In 38G5 occurred the 
sixth conteuai-y of Dante^s birthday, 
and the four greatest Italian actors 
were invited to i)erform in Silvio 
Pellico'a tragedy of Francesca di 
Rimini,” which is founded on an 
episode in the '^OivinaCommedia.” 
1^0 cast originally stood on the 
play-bills thus : Francesca, Signora 
Ristori ; Lancelotto, Signor Rossi ; 
Paulo, Signor Salvini j and Cluido, 
Signor Majeroni. It hapi:>ened, 
however, that Rossi, who was un- 
accustomed to play tbe paiij of 
Lancelotto, felt timid at appearing 
in a character so little suited to 
him. Hearing this. Signor Salvini, 
-with exquisite politeness and good- 
nature, volunteered to tcakc the 
insignificant part, relinquishing the 
grand rule of Paulo to his junior in 
Sie profession. He created by the 
force of his genius, an impression 
in tlie minor part which is still 
vivid in the minds of all who wit- 
nessed the performance. The go- 
vernment of Florence, grateful for 
his urbanity, presented him with a 
statuette of Haute, and Hing Yictor 
Emmanuel rewarded him with the 
title of Knight of the Order of SS. 


Maurice and Lazarus, Later he 
received from the same monarch a 
diamond ring, with the rank of 
officer in the Order of the Crown of 
Italy. In 18G8 Signor Salvini 
visited Madrid, where his acting of 
the death of Conrad in La Morto 
Civile ” produced such an iinpros- 
siou that the easily excited Ma- 
drilosc rushed uiion the stage to 
ascort£iin whether the death was 
actual or fictitious. The queen, 
Tsabellii II., conferred upon tlie 
groat actor many marks of favour, 
and so shortly afterwards did King 
Luis of Portugal, who frequently 
entertained him at the royal palace 
of Lisbon, Si^or Salvini visited 
America, in 1874!, and England in 
1873, having immense success, 
especially in the character of 
Othello. He made his first appear- 
ance in Brussels, as Othello, Bcc. 
23, 1877. He gave a series ol pei'- 
formanccs in tiic United States in 
1881, and revisited England in 
1881. 

SAMBOITBITE, Edward Linley, 
one of the most original and in- 
ventive cai'ioaturi&ts and himiorous 
artists of the day, was born Jan. 4, 
1816, and was educated at the City 
of London School, and the College, 
Chester. Ho was intended for 
the engineering profession, and 
was placed at Jolm Penn & Son's 
Works, G^reenwioh, 1801-1807, but 
in 1807 ho was introduced to Mark 
Lemon, and iiublislicd his fii'st 
drawing in Punch, April 27, 
1807. Since then ho has devoted 
himsolf to the art of illustration. 
His principal woi'ks arc the illustra- 
tions to Hew History of Sandford 
and Merton,'* by F. C. Buniand, 
1872 ; " Military Men I Have Mot,” 
by Captain Dyne Finton, 1872 j 
'' Our Autunm Holiday on French 
Rivers,” by L. J. Molloy, 187*1 j 

Our Holiday in the Scottish 
Highlands,” by Aithm* ^ Beckett, 
1876 J "Modem Venice,” 1877} 
"The Water Babies,” by Charles 
Kingsley, 1883. Ho designed the 
Diploma for the Great Inter- 
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national Fishories Exliilntlouj 1883^ 
whicli Tvaa oxhibitod at tbe Eoyal 
Academy^ 1885. He is at i^resent 
engaged on illustrations to " Hans 
Anderaeu^s Fairy Tales," It is, 
howerer, by his innuiiiei-ablo Avow- 
inga for Punch that he is best 
Icnown. 

SANBAY, The Hev. WUlinm, T).B., 
was born at Holme Piorroijont, 
Nottingham, August 1st, 18*13, and 
educated at Repton School, and at 
Balliol and Corpus Chriati Colleges, 
Oxford, being elected scholar of the 
latter in 180*3. He obtained a first 
class in 1805, and was ordained 
deacon in 1807, priest in 1869, 
tuhing his M.A, degree in 18G8. 
He held a fellowship at Trinity 
from 1860-73. Hr. Sunday has 
boon successively Lecturer of St. 
Nicholas, Abingdon, 1871, Vicar of 
(iretit 'W’altham,1872, Hector of Biir- 
ton-on-thc-Heaih, AVarwict, 1873, 
and Principal of Bishox) Hatfield’s 
Hall, Durham, 1876. In 188a ho 
was appointed Professor of Exegesis 
at Oxford, in succession to Gauon 
Liddon, who resigned the post. 
Dr. Sunday has published Au-

SANBEESON, John Soott Burden, 
Ar.A., M.D., LL.D., Edin., F.B.S.L. 
and E., was bom at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, in Dec. 1828, and educated 
at the IJnivei'sity of Edinburgh, 
He was Medical Olficcr of Heiuth 
for Paddington, 1850-67 i has been 
Physician to the Middlesex Hospi- 
tal and the Hospital for Consump- 
tion, Bfompton. Ho held tlie 
office of Jodroll Professor of Physi- 
ology in University College from 
1874 to 1882. On Nov. 29, 1882, ho 
was elected Waynfiete Professor of 
Physiology at Oxford. Ho Avas 
Professor Superintendent of the 
Brown Institution from 1871 to 


1878. Dr. Sanderson was employed 
hy the Eoyal Commissioners to 
make investigations respecting the 
Cattle Plague, 1865-06; was sent 
by her Majesty’s Government to 
North Gownany in 1865 to inrinire 
into an Epidemic of Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis; and was occupied in 
an inquiry for a Eoyal Commission 
aa to the iulliionco of extreme heat 
on the health of workers in tho 
Cornwall minea, in 1869. In 1S83 
he sat on the Eoyal CommisBion 
on Hospitals for infectious diseases. 
He is the author of various Eoporta 
on the above and other subjects in 
the Reports of the Medical Officer 
of the Privy Council in 1860 and 
for several succeeding years j 
paper.«5 on physiological and liatho- 
logicnl subjects read before the 
Royal Society, particularly an 
elaborate series of researches on 
tho Electrical Properties of the 
Dionsea Muscipula. For his re- 
searches on Animal and Plant 
Electricity and on tho Nature of 
Contagion, he received a Eoyal 
Medal in 1833. 

SANBFOBD, The Bight Bev. 
Daniel Fox, D.D., Bishop of Tas- 
mania, third son of the lute Sir 
Daniel Eeyte Sandford, D.C.L,, 
sometime M.P. for Paisley, and 
Professor of Greek at Glasgow, was 
born in 1831. After taking orders 
he became incumbent of St, John's, 
Edinburgh ; and, having been 
elected to the bishopric of Tas- 
mania, he was consecrated by tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Benson), in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
April 25, 1R83. 

SANBFOBD, The Bight Bev. 
Charles Waldegrave, D.D., Bishop 
of Gibraltar, son of the late Arch- 
deacon Sandford, born in 182S, 
received his academical education 
at Oxford, was for several years 
Senior Censor of Christ Church, 
became Commissary of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1869, and 
Rector of Biahopsboume, Kent, in 
1870. On tho resignation of Bishop 
Hands he was nominated by llio 
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Secretai’y of State for tlie Colonies 
to the See of Gibraltar, and was 
consecrated nt Oxford, I'eb, 1, 1874'. 

SANDYS, John Sdwiu, M.A., son 
of the late Rev. T. Sandys (who 
was a missionary of the C.M.S. for 
nearly forty years in Bengal), was 
boi*n May 19, 1841, He was edu- 
cated at Repton School, and entered 
St, John‘*s College, Cambridge, as a 
minor scholar in 18(>B, Ho was 
elected first Boll's Scholar in 1804, 
obtaiuod the Gold Medal for a 
Greek Ode on tbe ''Art of Phei^as” 
in 1863, the Porson Prize for Greek 
'ProchaicB in 1803, and for Greek 
lambics in 1866, and was twice 
awarded the Members' Prize for 
Latm Prose Composition : (1) for a 
Latin Creation on the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln ; (2) for a Latin Essay 
on the British Expeditions of Julius 
CflBsar. In 1SG7 he graduated ns 
Senior Classie, and was elected 
Fellow and Lecturer of St. John's 
College j and, on takiug his M.A. 
de^»ec in 1870, was appointed Tutor 
of ilia CoUego, an office which he 
still holds. He was an examiner for 
the Classical Tripos on five oectV' 
sions between 1871 and 1876, and 
was principal Classical Lecturer of 
Jesus College from 1867 to 1877. 
He resigned this last appointment 
after his election, Oct. ID, 1876, to 
the office of Public Orator of the 
Hnivereity of Cambridge. In 1808 
he edited the Ad lieiiioniciMa and 
J?anegyY\cusoi Isocrates ; and after- 
wards (in conjimction with Mr. i 
Pale^ prepared for the Syndics of 
the Dniversity press two* volumes 
of " Select Private Orations " of 
Demosthenes { the second volume, 
which was mainly the work of Mr. 
Sandys, appeared in 1875, 2nd edit., 
1886, and included the six speeches, 
pro P7ior?awnc, contra jStflp7tan'wnt 1., 
IJ.j, contra Nicost^’atnw, Gonoweni, 
QoXUclcm, He has also revised and 
edited a Commentary on the Rhe- 
toric of Aristotle, whi(di was left in 
a nearly completed form by Mr. 
Cope, and was published in three 
volumes by the university Press in 


1877 . Ho has since edited, in 1880, 
the Bacchm of Buripidos, with 
critical and explanatory notes, and 
with numerous illustrations from 
works of ancient art. A revised 
edition of this work, with additional 
Ulusbrations, appeared in 1885. 
His edition of Cicero's "Orator," 
with introductory essays on Uie 
history of ancient oratory and rhe- 
toric, and with critical and explana- 
tory notes, being the first edition 
of that work with an English coui- 
mcntoi’y, was published by the 
University Press in the same year. 

8ART, James, R.A., was bom at 
Croydon, April23,1820,aud received 
his first instructions in aat from John 
Varley, one of the fathers of the 
British Schoolof painting in ’water- 
colours. It was not however till 
181*2 that he devoted himself Lo 
painting as a profession by becom- 
ing a student of the Royal Academy 
where he studied for foiu* years. 
Shortly after leaving ho began to 
Gxbibit tlxoso " subject pictures," or 
" fancy subjects,” of single figures 
generally, and these frequently 
children, by which he is probably 
most widely known, many of them 
having been engraved. Of these 
wc m^ select as typical examples 
the " Lafant Samuel," the " Inlnnt 
Timothy," " Little Red Riding 
Hood," and "Dick Whittington." 
Among Mr. Sant's numerous other 
works of this description are the 
"Light of the Cross," "Mother’s 
Hope," "Morning" and "Evening," 
" She Never Told her Love," "Har- 
mony," "Young Minstrel," "Re- 
ti’ospection," " Saxon Women," 
" The Boy Sbokapere," " The Walk 
to Eiumaus," "The Miller's Daugh- 
ter," and " Young Steele." After 
some years, however, Mr. Sant 
began to paint portraits, and his 
pretty pictures of ladies and chil- 
dren became, and for some time 
continued to be, the fashion. The 
largest coUeotion of Mr. Sant's 
works was at Strawberry Hill. For 
Countess Waldegrave the artist 
Ijainted no fewer than 22 members 
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of lier distinguished circle, includ- 
ing the Duchess of Sutherland, the 
Marchioness of Westminster when 
Lady Constance Grosvenor, the 
Countess of Shafteshury, the Duke 
andDuchess d*Aumale,thoDuches3 
of Wellington when Marchioness 
of Douro, the Earl and Countess of 
Clarendon, Lord Lyndhm'st, the 
Marchioness of Clanrioarde, M.Van 
der Weyer, the Belgian Minister, 
Viscount Stratford de Eedoliffe, 
Countess Morley, Earl Grey, Bishop 
Wilberforce, and Countess Walde- 
grave herself.

SANTLEY, Charles, baritone 
singer, born at Liverpool, after re- 
ceiving a good music^ and general 
education in his own country, pro- 
ceeded to Italy to complete his pro- 
fessional training. He made his 
Erst appearance as an operatic 
singer in this country at Covent 
Garden Opera, during the Pyne- 
HaaTisou monagement-andachieved 
his first great success in the part 
of Ehinebei^g in Vincent Wallace's 
opera of ‘■'Lurline,^' in March, 1800, 
He created so favourable an im- 
pression in this character that he 
took rank as one of the most effec- 
tive baritones of the day. His 
career, especially since he attached 
himself exclusively to the Italian 
operatic 8in.ge, on the boards of 
which he has distinguished himself 
in moat of the great capitals of 
Europe, has been very successful.

6AEASATE, Martin Melitou, 
Spanish violinist, was born nt 
Pampelnna, March 10, 184 J, fip 
entered the Paris Conservatoire in 
January, 1850, became the favourite 
pupil of Alard, and gained the first 
prisses for solfeggio and violin, He 
then entered Eeber's harmony-class 
and secured a prewiiar accessit in 
1859, but sliortly after relin- 
quished the study of composition 
for the career of a concert player. 
His performances were highly suc- 
eessfiil. He has played in nearly 
all the great towns between Portu- 
gal and Norway, and London and 
Moscow, and lias visited America, 
North and Soutli. His first appear- 
ance in London was nt the Philhar- 
monic Concert on May 18, 1874. 
Ho again appeared at the Musical 
Union of June 9 of the same year. 
In 1877 he played at the Cijstal 
Palace on October 18 ; on March 
28, 1878, at the Philharmonic ; in 
1886 he gave several violin recitals 
in London, with very remarkable 
success, and in 1880 a series of 
equally successful concerts. Musi- 
cians dispute whether Souor Sai*a- 
sate or Herr Joachim is the first 
violinist of the day. 

SAEGEY, Piancisque, French 
writer, was bom at Dourdan, Oct. 
8, 1S2S, and educated at the Normal 
School. He followed the profes- 
sion of school-master for some time, 
but then turned to literature in 
Paris, first writing for the Figaro 
and the Fevue JBuropienno. In 
1859 he acGei)ted the post of drama- 
tic critic to the newly founded 
Opinion NatioyialSt and in 1867 
I accepted a simUnr post on the 
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Temps, which he has since ooou- 
piod. Here he molds very great 
influence over the theatres and 
the public. He also contributes 
a good deal to the XIXme. 
SUde* IIo has published several 
books, but the only one that 
made a great impression was his 
"History of the Siege of Paris/' 
1870 ; a lively and graphic account 
written from a diary kept through- 
out the siege. Among his other 
works are " Le Nouveau Seigneur 
dll Village/' 1862 ; Lo JVIot et la 
Chose/' 1802; "Le Piano de 
Joanne/' 1876 j and " Comddiens 
et Comediennes/' 1878. 

SARDOUi Yiotorien, the cele- 
brated Preneb. dramatist, is son of 
M. Leandro Sardou, a professor at 
Paris, and the compiler of several 
publications. He was born in Paris 
Sopt. 7. 1831. At first he studied 
medicine, but he was obliged, in 
consequuucc of the embarrassments 
of his family, to give private lessons 
in history, philosophy, and mathe- 
matics. Ho also made attempts in 
literature, writing articles for seve- 
ral reviews, for the minor journals, 
and for the " Hictionnaire de la 
Conversation," His first comedy, 
" La Taverne des fitudiants,” was 
brought out at the Odeon April 1, 
185if, and proved a complete failure. 
In the year 1857 3Vt. Sardou was in 
a state of abject povortyand extreme 
distress. He was living in a garret, 
and was prostrated by an attack of 
typhoid fever ; but a neighboiu*, 
Mdlle. de BrocoiU't, nursed him 
with tender care during his illness, 
from which ho slowly recovered. 
He married this friend in the fol- 
lowing year, and by her he was 
introduced to McUle. Bejazet, 
who hod just established the 
theatre which was named after her. 
H.Sardou, undeterredby hisformei* 
failure, now turned his attention 
again to dramatic composition, and 
quickly built up for himself a bril- 
liant reputation. Nine years later 
he was in possession of a handsome 
fortune and a European renown. 


when a gloom was temporarily cast 
over his career by the death of his 
devoted wife (1867). M. Sardou's 
earlier pieces were pei’formed at 
the Thetlbre BeSjaaet, viz.: — "Las 
prcmik’GS Armes do Figaro," 
September 27, 1859; "Monsieur 
Carat,” April 30, 18G0 ; and 

" Les Pr6s-Saiut-Gervais," April 
2L', 1862. "Monsieur Qarat" was 
one of the most prolonged suc- 
cesses of the little theatre, and 
"Lea Pr^s-Saint-Q-ervais," trans- 
formed into an opera-boufle, was 
afterwards brought out at the 
Thddtre des Varietes, and also, iu 
an English version, at the Criterion 
Theaixe, London. M, Sardou has 
since produced a large number of 
di'amatic pieoesin rapid succession. 
Several of his contemporaries hove 
not hesitated to accuse him of pla- 
giarism, and to assort that he com- 
poses rapidly because he is not at 
all scrupulous as to the sources 
from which he borrow.s his ideas.

Conservatexir of the Museum of 
Versailles. He was decorated with 
the Legion of Honoxu* in 1863, and 
was elected a Member of the Prench 
Academy in June, 1877, in succos- 
siou to M. Joseph Autran. His 
reception into the French Academy 
took place May 23, 1878. 

SATJKBEES, Sir Edwin, P.E.C.S., 
P.G.S., son of Mr. Saimders, pub- 
lisher and author, of the fiirm of 


Saxmders and Ottley, was bom in 
London, March 12th, 1814, and has 
become distiugxxislied as a sxxrgcon, 
more especially in connection with 
dental sxxrgery. Prom 1837 to 
1851 he was Surgeon-Dentist and 
Lectxxrer on the Anatomy and 
Diseases of the Teeth at St. 
Thomases Hospital, and has been 
Surgeon-Dentist to the Queen since 
1848, He is a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Medical and Chirxu’gical Society, 
and late President of the Odouto- 
logical Society, and is the author 
of "Advice on the Care of the 
Teeth," and " Teeth the Test of 
Age, considered with reference 
to tiiG Factory Act.^' Sir Edwin 
Saxmders received the honoxxr of 
knighthood in 1883. 

SAXE, John Godfrey, LL.D., 
•was bom at Highgate, Vermont, 
June 2, 181G, A.B. (Middlesbxxry 
College), 1839. Prom 1843 to 1850 
he practised law in Vermont, and 
from 1850 to 1855 he was editor of 
the Bxxrlington (Vermont) Sentinelt 
and was State Attorney in 1851. 
At one time he was a democratic 
candidate for Governor of Vermont, 
but bivLce 1858 he has devoted him- 
self exclusively to literatxirc and 
lecturing. His first collection of 
poems was pixLEshcd in 1849, and 
enlarged additions have Appeared 
every few years since. In Edition 
to the various editions of his col- 
lected poems which have appeared, 
he has published the " Money 
King,” 1859 j " Clever Stories of 
Many Nations,” 1863; "Masque- 
rade,” 1866 ; " Fable and Legends 
of Many Countries,” 1872; "Proud 
Miss McBride, "1873 ; and "Leisure 
Day Ehymea,” 1876. 

SAY, Jean. Baptiste I^on, a 
Prench statesman, bom at Paris 
June 6, 1826, is the son of Horace 
Emile Say, and grandson of Jean 
Baptiste Say, the celebrated politi- 
cal economist. Following the tradi- 
-tions of his family, he devoted 
himself to the stud^ of political 
economy, and for many years he 
was editor of the Journal cJeeD^hals,

of wliich lie continuea to Le 
tlie principal proprietor. Ho was 
an unsucccssfiil candidate for tlie 
Corps Legislalif in 1869, but 
in Eeb. 1871 be was returned to 
tbe Ifational Assembly as one of 
the representatives of tbo depart- 
ment of tbc Seine. In June tbe 
samo year be became Prefect of 
that department. In Oct. 1871, be 
came to London accompanied by 
M. Vautrain, tbe president of tbe 
Municipal Council of Paris, and 
presented to tbe Court of Aldermen 
at tbe Ouildball a bronze medal of 
tbe H6tel de Ville, and the large 
gold medal which was struck in 
commemoration of tbe revictuaUing 
of Paris by voluntary subscriptions 
collected in this country. At the 
same time be, on behalf of M. 
Thiers, presented the Lord Mayor* 
■with tbe Grand Cross of tbe Legion 
of Honour. Ho and M. Vautroin 
were entertained at a public ban- 
quet m tbo Mansion House (Oct. 
18). On Leo. 7j 1872, be was mado 
Minister of Pinance by M. Thiers, 
on whose downfall be natually left 
office (May 24, 1873). He again 
accepted the iiortfolio of Finance 
in M. Buffet’s administration, in 
March, 1876. Soon afterwords be 
was ^ected a Senator for tbe 
department of tbo Seine-et-Oiae j 
his term of office expired in 1862. 
Ho retained bis portfolio in tbe 
Lufaure cabinet of tbe lOtb of 
May, 187G, and in tbe Jules Simon 
cabinet of tbe 18th of Deo. following, 
but be retired with the latter Maj*' 
17, 1877. When a now ministry 
was formed under tbe presidency 
of M. Dufaui’e in Leo. 1877, 
M. Ldon Say again became Minis- 
ter of Finance. Ho presided over 
tbe International Monetary Con- 
ference held at tbe Foreign office, 
Paris, in Aug. 1878. He retained 
tbe position of Minister of Finance 
in the first cabinet formed by Presi- 
dent Gr^vy. He retired from tbe 
Admimstrationj Lee. 17, 1879, with 
tbe bead of tbe cabinet, M. Wad- 
dington, and resumed bis place 


among the members of tbo Left 
Centre. In April, 1880, be was 
appointed Ambassador in London, 
with a view to bis conducting tbe 
negotiations for a Treaty of Com- 
merce, and be mot with a cordial 
recoptioHj but he retmiied to Paris 
in the com’se of a few weeks, in 
consequence of bi.s having been 
elected President of tbe Senate, 
May 23, 18S0, in place of M. Martel, 
who bad resigned on account of ill- 
health. A short time previously to 
this the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences bad elected M. 
Leon Say as successor to M. Miobol 
Chevalier (April 21). He was re- 
elected President of tbe Senate, 
Jan. 20, 1881, and be became 
Minister of Finance in the De 
Freycinet cabinet, formed Jan. 30, 
1882. M. Leon Sajr, -who is a great 
authority on financial and economi- 
cal questions, has written ^^Tbeorie 
dos Changes Ktrangora," translated 
from tbe English, and preceded by 
an introduction 5 "Hiatoire dc la

Henry, bom at Shii*ebaiupton, near 
Bristol, Sept. 26, 1840, was educated 
partly at home, and imrtly at Gros- 
venor College, Bath, He became 
Scholar of Queen's College, Oxford, 
in 1865, First Class in Moderations 
in 1860, was First Class in tbe Final 
Classical Schools in 1868, was elected 
a Fellow of bis College in 1809, 
Tutor in 1870, and since then Senior 
Tutor, He was ordained deacon in

cftino Deputy-ProfesBOi* of Compa- 
rative Philology in 1870 j an elector 
to the Chair of Celtic in the same 
year; and Public Examiner in the 
School of Theology in 1877, He 
has been a member of the Old 
Testament Eevision Company since 
1874, and received an honorary 
liL.I). degree at Dublin in 1881.

SCHAFP, Philip, D .D LL .D ., was 
born at Chur, Switzerland, Jiiu. 1, 
1819, He was educated at Chur, 
Stuttgart, Thbingen, Halle, and 
Berlin. From 1842 to 1844 ho 
lectured in the University of Ber- 
lin on exegesis and chxu’ch history. 
In 1844 he went to America, wheie 
he became Professor of Theology 
in the Lutheran Seminary of Mer- 
cersburg, Ponusylvania (1814-63). 
He removed to New York in 1803 ; 
was secretary of the New York 
Sabbath Committee, 180 1-G9 ; and 
lecturer at the theological semi- 
naries in Andover, Hartford, and 
New York. In 1S71 he became 
Professor of Church History in the 
Union Theological Seminary, New 
York. He is one of the founders of 
the American branch of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance, and was sent three 
times (1869, 1872, 1873) to Europe 
to arrange for the General Confer- 
ence which was held in New York 
in Oot. 1873. He is a member of a 
number of historical and literary 
societies, and was President of the 
American Bible Eevision Com- 
mittee. Among the more impor- 
tLint of his numerous woiOcs aie ;

Social, and Eoligious Character of

8GHARP, George, C.B., E.S.A., 
is tho son of a Bavarian artist 
of the same name, who had 
settled in London in 1816, and 
died there in Nov. 1860. He was 
bom Deo. 16, 1820, is well known 
as a writer on subjects connected 
with art, and as a skilful artist, 
having studied under his father. 
He was educabed at London Dui- 
Tcrsity school, and having gained 
medals at the Society of Arts, was 
admitted a student of the Royal 
Academy in 1838. His first pub- 
lished work was a series of etchings, 
entitled “Scenic Effects,” illus- 
trating the Shakespearian and 
Classical revivals by Macready, 
when manager of Covent Garden 
Theatre in 1838-9. He travelled 
in Italy in 1840, and accompanied 
Sir C, Pellowa in a journey 
through Lycia and other ports of 
Asia Minor, whither he proceeded 
again in 1843, as draughtsman to 
a Government expedition. A large 
collection of his drawings, both 
of Lycian views and outlines of 
sculpture, is deposited in the 
British Museum. After his return 
he painted some oil pictures, which 
were exhibited at the Roy^ Aca- 
demy and at the British Institu- 
tion; but his time has been chiefiy 
devoted to Ulustrating books ; 
among which may be mentioned 
Eellows's “ Lycna, ” Murray's 
“ Illustrated Prayer-Book,” Ma- 
caulay's " Lays of Ancient Rome/' 
1847; Mihnan's "Horace/' 1849; 
Hugler's "Handbook of Italian 
ana German Painting,” 1851, 2nd 
edit., 1856, in which he devised a 


collective scries of minute re- 
presentations of all Raphael's com- 
positions known as the Holy 
Eaniily ; ” Layard's works on Nin- 
eveh,” Dr, Smith's “Classical 
Dictionaries, *' Keats's "Poems/ 
Pollock's " Dante/' and Bray's 
"Life of Stothai'd.” He was elected 
E.S.A. in 1852, and Corresponding 
Member of the Archoaological In- 
stitute of Romo in 1868. He had 
meanwhile rendered much assist- 
ance to Charles Kean in producing 
his Shakespearian revivals with 
classic costumes and correct scen- 
ery, He delivered a course of 
lectures on Italian art at the 
Royal Institution, and was ap- 
pointed Art Secretary at tlie 
Manchester Exhibition of 1857, 
and in the same year Secretary and 
Keeper of the National Portrait 
Gallery. He has wi’itten " History 
of tlie Characteristics [of Greek 
Alt,” prefixed to Wordsworth's 
“ Greece j ” “ Descriptions of tho 
Greek, Roman, and Pompeian 
Courts at the Crystal Palace ; ” 
"Artistic and Descriptive Notes 
on Remarkable Pictures in the 
British Institution Exhibition of 
Ancient Mastei^s," published in 
1868 ; a " Catalogue of Pictures 
and Works of AHi in Blenheim 
Palace,” in 1860; and a "Cata- 
logue Roisonne of the Pictures 
belonging to the Society of 
Antiquaries of Loudon,” reprinted 
from the IPineAris QuarterVy Review, 
in 1805. In 1860 he delivered a 
course of lectures at tho Iboyal 
Institution, upon portraits, illus- 
trated by numerous sketches taken 
by himself from the original 
pictures ; a second sories was 
given in March, 1868. Ho is also 
the author of an account of tho 
celebrated portrait of Richard II., 
preserved in Westminster Abbey, 
printed in the Rine Arts Qiiarterly 
R&view, 1867 ; and of an historical 
account of the pictures belonging 
to the Crown, recording their vicis- 
situdes from the reign of Henry 
VIII, to the present century, and 
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publishod iu the volume of the 
Ai’chseologicol InstitutOj entitled 

Old London,” 1867, together with 
essays on various anoient portraits. 
His subsequent works have been 
elaborate historical catalogues of 
the paintings at Knowsley Hall 
and Woburn Abbey, privately 
printed. In 1882, after a service 
of twenty-five years, as Secretary, 
he was constituted director of the 
National Portrait Gallery, on in- 
stitution which owes most of its 
success to his devotion and know- 
ledge. In this year he completed, 
under the auspices of the Arundel 
Society, an account of the famous 
portrait of Richard II., preserved 
at Wilton House. In 1885 his 
services were rewarded by a Com- 
panionship of the Order of the Path. 
In the Arcliaeologia he lias recently 
described an elaborate picture of St. 
George and the Dragon, with votive 
figures of Henry YII. and family, 
purchased by the Queen from the 
Strawberry Hill collection in 1883. 

SCHEBEBj Edmond Henri Adolphe, 
French critic and Senator, was 
bom in Paris, April 8th, 1815, and 
pajtly educated at the College 
Bourbon j he then spent two years 
in England, and afterwards wont 
to Strasburg, where he studied 
theology. In 1813 he was appointed 
Professor of Exegesis at the JBoole 
Evongdlique at Geneva, at the 
same time editing a journal The 
Itefomiation in the XXXth Century. 
In 1850, finding he could no longer 
conscientiously retain his theo- 
logical post, he gave up the 
Professorship, and fiom that time 
became one of the chief leaders of 
the liberal movement in Protestant 
theology. In 1870 beg^an his poli- 
tical career. At Versailles (where 
he had for some time resided), 
during the occupation of the town by 
the German troops, he was elected 
a member of the Mxmicipal Coun- 
cil, and rendered signal service 
throughout the diMculties of the 
war. In 1871 he was elected to 
the National Assembly for the 


department of Scine-et-Oise, and 
since that time he has been a 
steady supporter of the Eepub- 
lican Government. In 1875 he 
was elected Senator. For many 
years M. Scherer has been one of 
tbe pi'incipal writers on the Temps, 
only giving up his connection with 
the paper for a short time in 1879. 
He was a frequent contributor to 
the "Revue de Thfiologie et do 
Philosoi)hie Chr^tionno,” and one 
of the editors of the " Bibliothtquo 
ITniverselle” of Geneva. In 1860 
he published a collection of the 
articles that had appeared, under 
the title of " Melanges de Critique 
Religieuse ” — a book that made a 
considerable impression. Amongst 
Ms other writings may be men- 
tioned " De I'Etat aetuel de 
I'Eglise Eeformee en France,” 
1341i j Esquisse d^une ThtSorie de 
PEglise Chretionne,” 1845 ; "La 
Critique et la Foi,” 1850j "Alex- 
andre Vinet,” 1853 j " Etudes 
Critiques sur la Litt^rature Oon- 
temporaine,” 18C3-78j Melanges 
d*Histoire Eeligieuse,” 1861, and 
many other essays and criticisms. 
M. Scherer may be said to be the 
literary successor of Salute- Beuvo. 
His latest volume (1886) contains 
further essays on " La Littcratore 
Contemporaino.” 

SCHILLING, Johann, a German 
sculptor, was bom at Mittweida, 
in Saxony, June 23, 1828. After 
studying with Eletschel and HSnel 
he made his d4hut as a sculptor in 
1851 with a beautiful groux) — 
"Amor and Psyche.” Working 
then at Berlin with Drake — the 
artist of the Victory Column — ^he 
produced a pair of relief medal- 
lions — " Jupiter and Venus,” which 
procured him a travelling soholar- 
sMp; and the result o£ the two 
years’ residence in Italy wMch he 
was thus enabled to spend, were 
Ms " Wounded Achilles ” and his 
" Centaur and Venus.” Eetuming 
to steady industry at Dresden he 
turned out in rapid succession a 
variety of high productions i and 
3 N 2 
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on tlie death of Eietschel under- 
took the execution of the city of 
Spiers^ figure for the Luther monu- 
ment at W onus , Equal admiration 
was bestowed on his “Four Sea- 
sons'' on the Brtihl Terrace at 
Dresden^ his Schiller statue at 
Vienna^ his Maximilian statue at 
Trieste, and his War Memorial at 
Hamburgj not to mention other 
creations, which were all surpassed 
and crowned bythe Grand National 
Monument, on the edge of the 
Niedcrwald, overlooking the Ehine, 
This was unveiled by the Emperor 
WiUiam, Sept. 28,1S83. 

S G H L I E M A N N, Dr. Heinrioh, 
F.S.A., was bom at Ankershagen 
in Me^lenbvu'g, in 1822, being the 
son of a Lutheran pastor, who in- 
spired him at an early age with 
an enthusiastic admiration of the 
heroes of ancient Greece, whose 
exploits have been immoitalised by 
Homer, On his mother’s death, 
wliich occurred when he was nine 
years old, he went to live with his 
xmclc, a clergyman of Kalkhorst, 
.where he remained two years. 
When the lad was fourteen years 
old, the cider Schliemann lost his 
parish, became miserably poor, and 
could no longer pay for his son's 
schooling* The result was that 
young Schliemann had to enter a 
gi'ocer’s shop in the little town of 
Fiustenburg, where he remained 
for five years, instead of following j 
a career of letters, for which ho 
felt a sti'oug inclination j but he 
always preserved for the glories 
of antiquity the same lovo which 
he showed in his early infancy. 
He only came in contact with 
the lower dosses of sodety, and 
as he was forced to work from 
five in the morning until eleven at 
night, he rapidly forgot the little 
learning he had previously ac- 
quired . At last, through tlie 
mediation of friends, he Stained 
a place as correspondent and book- 
keeper in the Amsterdam firm of 
Messrs. B. H, Sohroeder & Go., who 
engaged him with a salary of 600 


florins, which, seeing his zeal, they 
shortly afterwards raised to 1000. 
In 18 IG he was sent to St. Peters- 
burg by his firm as iheir local 
agent, and a year later he cslah- 
lished himself in l/usiness thei’e on 
his own account. In tho course of 
his busy life ho has visited most 
parts of Euroxm and America, and 
has learned many langua^s, in- 
cluding Eussian, English, French, 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, 
Dutch, Polish, Swedish, ancient 
and modern Greek, and Arabic. 
Having amassed a fortune, he 
began his arches ological investi- 
gations and excavations in the East, 
and recorded tho results in a work 
written in French in 1860, and en- 
titled "IthaquG, Le Peloponnfese, 
Troie : EeoherchosArcheologiquee.” 
Previously he had published in tho 
H!Uiie language, “La Chino et le 
Jiipon ati Temps present'^ (18C7). 
In 1874 he published “Ti'oy and 
its EcmainSj’' which contains a full 
account of the researches and dis- 
coveries made by him at Ilissoilik, 
the site of ancient Troy, and in the 
Trojan plain. In Feb. 1874, he 
obtained permission from the Greek 
Govomment to excavate Mycenae, 
where, in 1877, he discovered the 
five royal tombs which local tradi- 
tion pointed out to Pausanias as 
those of Agamemnon and his com- 
panions, who Tv'cre mtu'dered by 
j ^gibthus. The treasures of gold 
and silver brought to light denote 
great artistic perfection, and de- 
monstrate the existence of a school 
of domestic artists entirely inde- 
X^ondent of Oriental influence. 
Coming now to England, Dr. 
Schliemann met with a most flat- 
tering reception. He was elected 
an honorary member of the Gro- 
cers’ Company, a Fellow of tho 
Society of Antiquaries, a member 
of the Eoyal Institute of British 
Architects, and of the Archceolo- 
gical Institute. Many of the anti- 
quitiea discovered by Dr. SchHe- 
mann at Hissorlik were exhibited 
at the South Hensington Musomu

SGHOFIELB, Gen. John IffoAllister, 
was bom in Chataoqua county, 
New York, Sept. 29, 1831. He gra- 
duated at the Military Academy 
at West Point, in 1853 ; remained 
there for five years as Instructor in 
Natural Philosophy ; andfrom 1858 
to 1801 was professor of Natural 
Philosophy at Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, Missouri. Soon 
after die outhreak of the Civil 
Wnr he was appointed Brigadier- 
General of volunteers, and served 
with credit in Missouri and Kansas. 
In 18CA he joined the army of Gen. 
Sherman, and hore a prominent 
part in all its operations to the 
close of the war. In 1861 he was 
made Brigadier-General, and in 
1SG9 Major-General in the regular 
army. In 1867 he was placed in 
command of the military district 
of Yirginia. In 1868 he was ap- 
pointed Secretary for War ; but he 
resigned in 1860, and was assigned 
to the command of the department 
of Missonri, and in 1870 to that of 
the Pacific. From 1876 to 1881 he 
was Superintendent of the Military 
Academy at West Point. In 1882 
he was placed in command of the 
department of the Pacific; from 
which he was transferred in April, 
1886, to the division of the Atlantic. 

SCHOTT, WUhelm, philologist 
and ethnologist, was horn at 
Mayence in Sept. 1809, and gra- 
duated as Doctor of Philosophy at 
Halle, iu 1827, since which time he 
has devoted himself to the study 
of the European and Asiatic lan- 
guages. Hisfirstwork, AnEssay 
on tiie Tartar Languages^* ("Vor- 


suoh fiber die tatarischon Spra- 
chen ”), appeared in 1830. In 1840 
he was nominated a Professor in 
the High School of Berlin, and in 
18J2 a Fellow in ordinary of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences of 
Berlin. The same year he pub- 
lished "Do Lingn.l Tschnwas- 
ohonim,” in which he demonstrated 
the Tiu'kish character of this idiom. 
In 1819 followed bis work, "Con- 
cerning the Altaic or Finnisb-Tatar 
group of Languages;^' in 1854, 
" The Numeral in the Tscbiidic 
Class of Languages ** ; and after 
this a yet unooncluded series of 
treatises entitled " Altaic Studies,'' 
1860-72. Dr. Schott, who is Pro- 
fesBor-Extiaordinary iu the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, has also written 
largely on the CbincsQ language 
and literature, and on the Ugro- 
Finnish dass of languages. 

9CHTTHANN, Madame Clara (nt^o 
Wieok), was born Sopt. 13, 1819, at 
Leipzig, and very early displayed 
remarkable musical gifts. She was 
taught entirely by her fatlier, 
Friodriob Wieck, and began to 
play in public at ten years old. At 
Waive she appeai'ed at one of the 
famous " Gewandbans " Concerts 
at Leipzig, and from that time 
travelled over Europe, creating a 
great sensation in Vienna, Berlin, 
and Paris. In 1887 she became 
engaged to the great composer 
Rooert Schumann, and married 
him iu 1840. Under bis influence 
her pianoforte playing became even 
more perfect, and passing on from 
Beethoven, to whose works she at 
first almost entirely confined her- 
self, she studied Chopin and com- 
posers of the more recent schools. 
On the death of her husband, in 
1856, she removed with her children 
to Berlin, and has since resided at 
Wiesbaden and Fronkfort-on-the- 
Moin. Madame Sehiunann, besides 
teaching at the Conservatoire of 
Frankfort, has frequently played 
m moat of the cnief cities of 
Europe, the works of her husband 
being generally the favourites in 
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lier repertoire. On the 60th anni- 
versary of her first appearance at 
the Leipzig Oewandhaus she played 
there agauij and had a magnificent 
reception. Xu 1B86 she visited 
London and played to crowded 
audiences in St. James’s Hall. 

SOHUBZ, Carl, was born atLiblar> 
near Cologne, Clormany, March 2, 
IHHO. He was educated at the 
Gymnasium of that city, and at 
tho University of Bonn. In 1848 
ho became associated with Q-ott- 
fried Kinkel, in editing a revolu- 
tionary journal, and subsequently 
he participated in the inaurreo- 
tionary movement in South Ger- 
many. At tho surrender of the 
fortress of Bastadi, he escax>ed 
into Switzerland, whence, in May, 
1860, he returned secroily to Ger- 
many and rescued Cinkel, who 
had been sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment in the fortress 
of Spandau. The two escaped to 
Leith, Scotland, Schurz then 
went to Baris as a newspaper cor- 
respondent, but a year later re- 
turned to London as a teacher. 
In LS52 he wont to the United 
States, remained in Philadelphia 
for two years, and then settled in 
Wisconsin, and became prominent 
as a political orator in the German, 
as well as the English, language. 
The following year ho was nomi- 
nated by the Kepublicans for 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State, 
but was defeated. In 1861 he was 
appointed Minister to Spain, where 
ho remained till Dec. 1801 ; re- 
turning to the United States, he 
resigned his office, and entered the 
army, and in the May following 
was appointed Brigadior-Genmal of 
Toluuteers. He took part in the 
second battle of Bull Bun, was 
promoted to tho rank of Major- 
General, and commanded a division 
in the battles of Chancelloraville 
and Gettysburg. In the autumn of 
1863 he went to Tennessee, and 
took part in several battles, but 
resigned in 1863. In the summer 
of 1865 he was sent by President 


Johnson on a confidential mission 
into the Southern States, and made 
an elaborate report on their con- 
dition, which was published by 
Congress. In 1866 ho removed to 
Detroit, Michigan, where he 
founded and edited for some time 
tho Detroit Post, In 1868 ho re- 
moved to St. Louis, and in 1809 
was elected U.S. senator from Mis- 
souri. He opposed President 
Grant’s San Domingo policy, and 
advocated the return to specie 
payments in several speeches. In 
the Presidential canvass of 1872 ho 
united with that portion of the 
Eepxxblican party known as '' Libe- 
rals,” who nomined Mr. Qreely 
for President, in oppositon to 
General Grant j but on the defeat 
of Mr. Greely ho, with most of the 
" Liberals,” returned io the regu- 
lar Eepublican party 5 and in 1870 
took an active part in ilie canvass 
for Mr. Hayes, by whom he was, 
in 1877, appointed Secretai'y of tho 
I Interior. During his occupancy of 
that position ho seconded Mr. 
Ilayes* efforts at a reform, of the 
civil service by instituting oompoti- 
tive examinations for appointments 
to clerkships in his department. 
At the expiration of his term. 1881, 
he removed to New York, and was 
the editor of the Evening Post until 
August, 1883. Since then ho has 
been en^ged in literajy pursuits. 
In 1881* he took a leading part in 
the " Independent ” movement in 
the presidential campaign, oppos- 
ing file election of James G. Blaine 
and advocating that of Grover 
Cleveland. 

SGEirVALOPP, Gount Peter, is a 
descendant of a well-known Rus- 
sian family which was ennobled in 
the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. Many members of that 
house have played highly important 
parts in the history of Bussia both 
as generals and as diplomafiste. 
Count Peter Sehuv4.1off was bom 
in 1828. He^ at first entered the 
military service, and in 1864 was 
advanced to the rank of general, 
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lie filled successively the post of 
military attach^ in Paris, of func- 
tionary in the Ministry of the In- 
terior, and Governor-General of the 
Baltic provinces. He was advanced 
subsequently to the x^ost of Chief 
of tho Secret Police, third section 
of the Imperial Chaucelleric, which 
is in Kussia a hig;hly important 
position, the occupant having, in a 
groat measure, to deal with foreign 
affairs. This appointment was 
made in 18G6, and for upwards of 
seven years Count Sohuvttloff re- 
tained that post, and enjoyed the 
most implicit confidence of his 
sovereign, upon whom ho exercised 
greater influence than any of his 
eollengiies. His appointment as 
Ambassador to Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria was looked upon by some 
in Bussia as a kind of exile. Some 
believed that he was sent to Eng- 
land owing to Prince Goidachakolf^s 
jealousy, the Prince looking ui3on 
him as his rival and aspirant for 
tho post of Chancellor. Other 
reasons of a more private nature 
were likewise assigned for his ex- 
patriation i but on the other hand 
it was likewise said that the Czar 
hod cliosen liim for his representa- 
tive in England on account of the 
confidence he reposed in the Count's 
ability, and in Ms devotion to the 
Emperor. If this latter motive 
was the real cause of the appoint- 
ment, events have proved the far- 
sightedness of the Czar, who could 
not have had a better servant 
dining the trying negotiations 
between the two countries. The 
evident success which had crowned 
his labours when the Count was 
sent on a special mission to this 
country previous to his appoint- 
ment as Ambassador, to appease 
the susceptibilities of the then 
Gladstone cabinet respecting the 
Bussian expedition to IGiiva, was 
no doubt another reason for his 
being entrusted with the post of 
Ambassador to England, and the 
subsequent occurrences have shown 
the necessity of Bussia being ably 


represented. In a great measiuo 
it may bo attributed to Count 
SchuvillofE that, up to the present, 
England and Bussia have avoided 
coming to an open rux)turc. All 
throng, however, the Count had 
been opposed to Prince Goidscha- 
koff's policy, and was certainly his 
rival. On Iho occasion of his re- 
tiring from his post in London 
(Nov. 1879) the Czar appointed him 
a Knight of the St. Wladimir 
Order, Eirst Class. 

S G H WABZE N B EH O', Cardinal 
Frederick von, Prince Bishop of 
Prague, a member of tho princely 
house bearing his name, was horn 
April C, 1809. Having complotod 
his education, and taken lioly 
orders, tho Prince became, in 1830, 
Bishop of Salzburg. In 18 12 he 
was made a cardinal, and in 1840 
was translated as Prince Bishop of 
Prague. At the (Ecmuonical Coun- 
cil of the Vatican (1809-70) the 
cardinal belonged to the '' Inoii- 
jjortunist " pai'ty, but afterwards 
nni'eserveclly accepted the dogma 
of tbe infallibility of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

SGHWATKA, Frederick, American 
explorer, was born at Galena, Illi- 
nois, Sept. 29, 1819. Ho graduated 
from the H. S. Military Academy 
at West Point in 1871. He sub- 
sequently studied law and was 
adniitted to tho bar in 1873. He 
then tookuiD the study of medicine 
and received his degree at New 
York in 1876. lu June, 1878, he 
sailed to the Arctic regions, in 
command of tho Franklin search 
party, which retmmed in Sept. 
1880, having discovered and buried 
many of the skeletons of Sir John 
Franklin's lost party, and cleared 
up much of the mystery that had 
shrouded their fate. He later ex- 
plored tho course of the Yukon 
Biver (1881). He has published 
full accounts of his explorations. 

SGIiATEB, Philip Lutley, M.A., 
Ph.B.j F.B.S., second son of the 
late W. L. Sdater, Esq., of Hod- 
dington Hons.?, Hants, born in 
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1829, was educated at Winchester 
School, and at the age of IG was 
elected Scholar of Corpus Ghristi 
CoUego, Oxford, whore lie gradu- 
ated in 1819, taking a fir&t class 
in mathematics. He was subse- 
quently Eellowof the same College. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coIq’b Inn in 1855, and ivent the 
Western circuit for several years j 
became secretary to the Zoological 
Society of London in 1859, was 
elected F.B.S. in L8G1, and was 
made Doctor Plulosophiaj by the 
University of Bonn {honoris causd) 
in 1860. He is editor of the Ibis, 
n journal of ornithology, and is 
author of a '^Monograph of the 
TanagrineC-cnusCallistpj^* " Zoolo- 
gical Sketches/’ Catalogue of 
American Birds/' "Uuide to the 
r4nrdeu9 of the Zoological Society 
of London/’ and of upwards of GOO 
Xiupers and memoirs on ornithology 
and otlier brituehcs of natural 
history in the “Transactions " and 
" Proceedings ” of the Zoological 
Society, the " Journal of the Liu- 
ncean Society," the “Annals of 
Natural History,” the Ibis, the 
Natuml History Revkio, and the 
Journal of Science. In 1875 Hr. 
Sclater was apijointcd Privnte 
Secretary to his brother, the Right 
Hon. (3c. Sclater-Booth, President 
of the Local Government Board, 
but resigned that office in 1877. 
In the same year he became one of 
the General Secretaries to the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and con- 
tinued to act in that capacity until 
1882. 

SOLATEB-BOOTH, The Right 
Hon. George, M.P., F.R.S., son of 
the late William Lutley Sclater, 
Esq., of Hoddington House, Hamp- 
shire, by Anne Maria, daughter of 
the late William Bowyer, Esq., was 
born in London in 1826. Prom 
Winchester School, where he ob- 
tained the gold medal for Latin 
verse, he proceeded to Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford (B.A. 1847). He was 
called to the bar of the Inner 


Temple in 1831. In 1837 he as- 
sumed, by royal licence, the name 
of Booth in addition to liis patro- 
nymic; and in the same year he 
w»i3 elected M.P. for Norih Hamp- 
shire, which constituency he has 
continued to represent in the Con- 
servative interest down to the 
present time- Diu’ing the first ten 
years of his Parliamentary career 
Hr. Sclaber-Booth was a frequent 
and active member of Select Oom- 
mitteos, and became very conver- 
sant with the public and private 
businGBS of the House of Commons. 
As Secretary to the Poor Law Boiird 
in 1807 he represented that depart- 
ment in the Lower House, hia chief. 
Lord Devon, being the first peer 
who had ever filled the office 
of Ih’esideiit. This brought thi' 
Secretaryship into greater pro- 
minence than it had previously 
occupied, and identified it more 
completely with the policy and 
administration of the doiiartment. 
The severe jiressuro on the rates 
caused by the distress which iire- 
valled at that time in the East of 
London, also brought Hr. Sclater- 
Booth's name before the public as 
actively promoting the co-operation 
between larivate charity and relief 
from the public rates, by which the 
emergency waa finally dealt with. 
On the resignation of Lord Derby 
in Peb. 18G8, the following year, 
Mr. Sclater-Booth was appointed to 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
in the room of Mr. Hunt, who 
became Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer. He passed the estimates 
through the House of Commons, 
and conducted the financial busi- 
ness of the Treasury till the general 
election of 18G8, when Hr. Disroeli^s 
Government resigned. During 
Mr. Gladstone’s administratlou 
(1868-74) Mr. Sclater-Booth’a at- 
tention continued to be constantly 
directed to public business, and he 
served during the greater part of 
that time as Chairman of im- 
portant Cmnmittee on Public Ac* 
counts. On the formation of Mr,

Disraeli's Government in 1874, he I 
was sworn in as a Privy Councillor, 
and appointed to the ofiice of 
President of the Local Govern- 
ment Hoiird, which he held till 
the Conservatives resigned in 
Ax>ril, 1880. He was distinguished 
for the success with which ho 
directed the administration and 
Parliamentary business of his 
department : in parbicular the 
Jtating Act of 1874, the Eegis- 
tration Act of the same year, and 
the Pollution of Eivers Prevention 
Act of 1875, wore measures which 
had long been urgently required, 
hut which, though frequently 
brought forward, had never before 
been carried to a successful issue. 
The consolidation of the sanitary 
laws in the Public Health Act of 
1875 was likewise a measiu'e of the 
greatest importance, with which 
his name will ever be connected. 
During the period of Mr. Glad- 
stone's administration, 1880-1885, 
Mr. Sclater-Booth acted as Chair- 
man in conducting the new experi- 
ment of Grand Committees. 

SCOTT, Benjamin, P.E.A.S., 
Chamberlain of London, son of 
the late B. W. Scott, Esq., who 
long held the post of Chief Clerk 
to the Chamberlain, and who, con- 
jointly with the late Mr. PirLh, 
voluutoex*ed, in 1882, a report to 
the City Corporation on the subject 
of a goneral embankment of the 
river Thames, was born in 1814, 
and having entered the Chamber- 
lain's office, attained the post of 
Chief Clerk in 1812, but resigned 
that and other offices in 1853. He 
founded the Bank of London, to 
which he was secretary until the 
death of Sir John Key, in 1858, 
when he was unanimously elected 
to the office of Chamberl^. He 
has taken an active part in educa- 
tion, having founded, in 1861, the 
Working Men's Educational Union. 
Mr. Scott has published, among 
other works, A Statistical Vindica- 
tion of the City of London," " Con- 
tents and Teachings of Cata- 


combs at Eome,” Progress of 
Locomotion in Great Britain," and 

Hints to Lecturers to the Work- 
ing Classes." He compiled for the 
Corporation, in 1884, a work,

SOOTT, The Rev. Charles Brod- 
riok, D.D., bom at 3, Merrion 
Square South, Dublin, Jan. 18, 
1825, was educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B. A. in 1848 as Senior 
Classic and 22 nd Wrangler.

SEPDON, John Pollard, son of

to Professor Donaldson, arcbitect, 
and from 1852 to 18G2 was in part- 
nership with John Pric^rd, 
diocesan architect, at Llandafi.

the Rhine Provinces.** 

SED0WICK, Amy, a popular 
actress, was born at Bristol, Oct. 27, 
1833. After having passed through 
a ti'uiuiug for thu stage at an 
amatuurthoatre near London, where 
Elton, Reeve, Robson, and other 
dramatic "stars** first trod the 
boards, sh e made her first public ap- 
pearance in tbo summer of 1853, as 
Julia, in "The Hunchback,** at the 
Richmond Theati’e. Her perform- 
ance, though not unsuccessful, did 
not give promise of the celebrity 
she afteiwards attained. She re- 
turned to Bristol to accept a tem- 
poi’aiy engagement, where, owing 
to amisnnflorbtanding between her- 
self and the lessee of the theatre, 
she appeared only one night as 
Mrs. White, in the farce of that 
name. Proceeding to Cardiff, Miss 
Sedgwick caused so great a sensa- 
tion by her Pauline in the " Lady 
of Lyons,** that Mr. Moseloy, the 
leader of a circuit which included 
the towns of Huddersfield, Halifax, 
and Bradford, offered her an en- 
gagement as his leading actress, 
which she accepted, and resigned 
at the end of a year. In 1833 
Mr, John Knowles, the manager of 
the Manchester Theatre, secured 
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her Bcrvices for three seasonsj auci 
she drew crowded houses. In the 
summer of 1857 Hr. Bucksloue 
engaged her for the Haymarket 
Theatre, where sho made her ap- 
pearance as Paulino, in " The 
Lady of Lyons,” and on the 
first night created a great sensa- 
tion, and afterwards api^cared in 
nn original part in The Unequal 
Hatch.” Hiss Sedgwick has acted 
Lady Hacbeth, Juliet, Eosalind, 
Ophelia, Peg Woffington, Lady 
Teazle, and many other chai*aoters. 
In 1858 she was married to W. B. 
Parkes, Esq., H.D., but was left a 
widow in 1803. 

SEELEY, John Eohert, H.A., 
was bom in London in 183 1, 
being a son of Hr. Seeley, the pub- 
lisher, of Fleet Street. He was 
educated at the City of London 
School, of which he became tlie 
captain, and thence proceeded to 
Christ’s College, Cambridge. Hu 
took his B.A. degree in 1857, when 
he was bracketed with three others 
at the head of the first class in the 
classical tripos, and ho was also 
Senior Chancellor’s Medallist. In 
July, 185S, he was elected a Fellow 
of his college, where he was a lec- 
turer for about two years and a 
half. He was then appointed prin- 
cipal classical assistant at his old 
school, and held that post until his 
appointment, in 1863, to the Pro- 
fessorship of Latin in University 
College, London. The Queen, on 
the recommendation of Hr. Grlad- 
atone, appointed him Pi*ofeaaor of 
Modem History at Cambridge, 
Oct. 0, 1860. He was elected to 
a professorial fellowship at Caius 
College, Cambridge, in Oct. 1882. 
Professor Seeley’s chief work, pub- 
lished anonymously in 1805 (though 
1806 is -^e dato on the title page), 
is entitled " Ecce Homo •, a Survey 
of the Life and Work of Jesus 
Christ.” It passed rapidly through 
several editions, created great ex- 
citement amongst the members of 
the various Protestant communi- 
ties, and elicited numerous ropUes. 


Another work by tho author of 
‘^Ecco Homo” appeared in 1882 
under the title of "Hatural EcU- 
gion.” Among the Professor’s 
avowed works may bo mentioned : 
— ‘'Classical Studies as au Intro- 
duction to the Moral Sciences,” a 
lecture, 1801 ; "English Lessons 
for English Eeaders ” (in collabo- 
ration with the Eev. E. A, Abbott), 
1809 j " Lectui*ea and Essays,” 
1870 j an edition of "Livy, with 
Introduction, Historical Examina- 
tion, and Notes,” the first volume 
of which appeared in 1871 j "Life 
and Times of Stein : or Germany 
and Prussia in the Napoleonic 
Age,” 3 vols., 1879 ; "The Expan- 
sion of England,” 1883 j and " A 
Short Life of Napoleon the First,” 
1885. He has also written many 
aiiiicltis in reviews on historical 
method and the place of history in 
education; also u seines of three 
articles, which appeared in tho 
Coniemjjoraj*}/ Review, on Goethe, 
and an article in the first niunber 
of the JEnffUsh JSUtoAcalReview(Jim. 
1880) on the House of Bourbon. 

SELBOBKE (Earl of), The Eight 
Hon. Eoundell Palmer, second son 
of the late Hcv. William Palmer, 
rector of Mixbury, Oxfordshiru, 
by Dorothea, young*est daughter 
of the late Rev. William Boundell, 
of Gledstanea, Yorkshire, mia horn 
at Mixbury, Nov. 27, 1812. He 
was educated at Rugby and Win- 
chester Schools, and was elected 
in 1830 to an open Scholarship 
at Trinity College, Oxford, where 
he graduated, as a first-class in 
classics, in Easter term, 1834, 
having previously gained the Chan- 
cellor’s prize for Latin verse, and 
for the Latin essay in 1S81, the 
Newdigate piize for English verse 
in 1832, and the Ireland scholarship 
in the some year. The subject of 
the Latin verso composition was 
" Numantia,” and of the English 
"Staffa.” He was deoted to a 
Fellowship at Magdalen College, 
and obtained the Eldon I^w 
Scliulaa'sliip in 1834. In 1837 Uo 
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graduated M.A.j and 'vvus called to 
the })ar at Linooln's-inn on Juno Oj 
the same year. Having practised 
-^vith great success as a Chancery 
baiTistor^ he vras creatod a Queen’s 
Counsel in Aprils I 8 IO 3 and was 
immediately elected a Bencher of 
his inn. Sir KoundoU Palmer was 
first returned to Paidiomont as 
memher for Plymouth^ at the gene- 
ral election of July^ being tlie 

colleague of Viscount Ebrington. 
He represented Plymouth till July, 
1852, when he "was not re-elected ; 
but regained his seat in June, 1853, 
and held it till March, 1857j when 
he did not offer himself as a candi- 
date. In July, 1861, though he 
had not a seat in Parliament at the 
time, he was appointed Solicitor- 
Ceneral in Lord Palmerston’s 
Administration, succeeding Sir 
William Atherton, who was pro- 
moted to bo Attorney-General on 
the elevation of Sir liichard Betholl 
to the Chancellorship as Lord 
Wesibury. Sir Eoundell then rc- 
oeivod the honour of imighthood, 
and he was soon after elected H.P. 
for Bichmond, a borough in which 
the Earl of 2^etland has paramount 
inffuence» and which he continued 
to represent until his elevation to 
the peerage. In Oct. 1803, on the 
death of Sir Wilham Atherton, ho 
became Attorney-General, and re- 
tired from oMce with Lord John 
Bussell’s second administration in 
June, 1806. On the retimu of the 
Liberal party to power, under the 
leadership of Mr. Gladstone, in 
Dec. 1808, he was offered the 
Chancellorship, but not being able 
to endorse the policy of the Govern- 
ment in relation to the Irish Church, 
declined talcing oMce. Sir Bouu- 
dell Palmer’s views on the Irish 
Church question were embodied at 
the time in a speech addressed by 
Mm to his constituents at Bich- 
mond. He concurred with the 
Government in recommending tbe 
disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, hut differed from them on 
the question of disendowment. He 


continued, however, to be an inde- 
pendent supporter of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Cabinet on most of the 
public questions of tbe day, and 
consented to reprosont Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government us counsel be- 
fore the Arbitration Court at 
Geneva in 1 871 . Ho was appointed 
Lord Chancellor of England, in 
succession to Lord Hatherloy, in 
Oct. 1872, on which occasion he 
was raised to the peerage by the 
title of Baron Selborue, of Selborne, 
in the county of Hants. He went 
out of office on the defeat of tho 
Liberal party in Feb. 1874. On the 
appointment of tho Commission for 
reforming Oxford IJnivorsity Lord 
Selborne was made chairman. He 
was re-appointed Lord Chancellor 
of England on the return of tho 
Liborius to office under Mr. Glad- 
stone in May, 1880. In Deo. 1882, 
he was creatod Viscount Wolmer, 
of Blaokmoor, Hampshire, and Earl 
of Selborne, in the same county. 
At one period his name was much 
associated with the project for 
cstablislhug what has been termed 
a "Legal University j ” and on this 
subject Sir B. Palmer twice moved, 
though he ultimately failed to 
carry, a resolution in the House of 
Commons. He edited the Book 
of Praise, from the best English 
Hymn-Writers, published in 1862, 
and in 1803 was made hon. D.C.L. 
by the University of Oxford. Ho 
was elected Lord Bector of the 
University of St. Andrews in Nov. 
1877. In 1878 his lordship pub- 
lished " Notes on some Passages in 
the Liturgical History of the Bo- 
formed English Church ; ” and in 
1886 he published " A Defence of 
the Church of England against 
Disestablishment.” 

SELLAE, Alexander Craig, son of 
the late Patrick Sellar, Esq,, of 
Westfield, Morayshire, was born at 
Moi'vichj Sutlierlaudshire, in 1835, 
and educated at Bugby, and BoUiol 
College, Oxford, whore he gra- 
duated with first-class in classics 
in 1858. He was called to tho 
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Scottisli Bar in 1HG2, and was ap^ 
pointed Assistant-Oommissiouer to 
tliQ Education (Scotland) Commis- 
sion in 1801 5 was Legal Secretary 
to the Lord Advocate of Scotland 
from 1870 to 1874 j served in the 
Parliamentary Commission to in- 
quire into the operation of the 
Truck Acts, 1870, and in the Eoyal 
Commission on Endowed Institu- 
tions (Scotland), 1873. Ho unsuc- 
cessfully contested Bevonport in 
1880, and in 1832 was elected 
Liberal member for Haddington 
Bistrict, and now represents the 
Partick division of Lanarkshire. 
On the Home Buie question Mr. 
Sellar separated from Mr. Q-lad- 
stone, and became one of the most 
active of the Liberal Unionists. 
In spite of this, however, he was 
re-elucted by his constituents at 
the general election of 1886. 

SELLAB, William Young, LL.B., 
elder brother of the preceding, was 
bom in Siitherlandshire in 1826, 
and educated at the Edinbxu'gh 
Academy, Olasgow University, and 
Balliol College, Oxford. After 
leaving Oxford he was for a year 
University tutor at Burham. In 
1851 ho acted as assistant to the 
Professor of Humanity in Glasgow, 
and in 1855 went to Sb. Andrew's 
to act in a similar capacity to the 
Professor of Greek, to whose Chair 
he succeeded six years later. In 
1863 he was transferred to the 
Chair of Humanity in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. Professor Sel- 
lar has published '^Eomon Poets 
of the ifopublic," 1863, and "Bo- 
man Poets of the Augustan Age,” 
1877. He has also contributed 
articles on Latin litoraturo to the 
"Bncyclopffidia Britaimica,^' and 
articles and essays on various 
subjects to different periodicals. 

SELWYB, The Bight Bev. John 
Biohardson, Bishop of Melanesia^ 
son of the late Dr. Gteorge Augus- 
tus Selwyn, Bishop of Lichfield, 
bom in 1815, was educated at 
Trinity CoUege, Cambridge (B.A, 
1866, M.A, 1870). He was Curate 


of St. Alrowas, Staffordshire, 1809- 
70 5 of St. George, Wolverhampton, 
1870-71; and Vicar of the last- 
named pai’iah, 1871-72. He entered 
on the Melanesian mission in 1872, 
and in Eeh. 1877, became successor 
to Bishop Patteson, the first Bisliop 
of Melanesia, who was consecrated 
in 1861, and anurdorod in 1871. 
SEHBBIOH, llarcella, distin- 
uiahed vocalist, was born at Lorn- 
erg, Austria, February 15, 1858, 
and for some years studied the 
piano and violin under the beat 
masters, with tho idea of being 
a professional. While receiving 
piano lessons from Liszt at Vienna, 
it was discovered that she had a 
splendid voice, and she was at once 
sent to Milan to study singing. 
She made her ddhut as an opera 
singer at Athens in " I Puri^i," 
1877> and then returned to Vienna 
for further study'; she then ap- 
peai'fid afc Broaden, and remained 
at the Eoyal Opera House till 1880. 
She soon became a great favourite 
in the characters of " Zerlina,” ** Su- 
sanna,” "Constance,” "Martha,” 
" Lucia,” etc. In 1880 she made 
her first appearance in London. 
Mile. Sembrich has sung in all tho 
rincipal cities of Europe, and has 
een everywhere received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. In 1883-4 she 
was a member of Mr. Abbey’s 
Italian Opera Company at New 
York, where she created a great 
sensation hy the compass of her 
voice and the brilliance of her 
execution. 

SEKIOB, Willis^ journalist and 
author (" Bedspinner ”), is tho 
angling editor of the JSHeld, and 
member of the Councils of the 
National Fish Culture Association 
and National Society for the Pre- 
vention of Biver pollution. In 
1873 he published "Notable Ship- 
wrecks,” which has passed through 
several editions. TMs was followed 
in 1876 by "Waterside Sketches j” 
in 1877 by "By Stream and Seaj” 
in 1878 by " Anderton’s Angling,” 
a novelette; in 1880 by "Travel 
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and Trout in the Antipodes;^' and 
in 1883 ^ Auglinf? in G-reat 

Britain/^ beiup; one of the hand- 
books issued in connection with 
the Great International Fisheries 
Exhibition. Mr. Senior is a regu- 
lar contributor to periodical litera- 
ture. In 1875 he accepted a 
Government appointment as editor 
of the Queensland Hans&rd/* and 
proceeded to that colony to start 
an olHcial daily report of the Par- 
liamentary debates. This publica- 
tion, the first of the kind ever 
issued in the Colonies, having been 
most successhUly es^blished> he 
returned, after five years' residence 
in Queensland, to England, and 
rejoined the special correspondent 
staif of the I>aily News. Ho has 
lately published " The Golden 
Flpod," Grant's Christmas nirmber. 

SERVER PASHA, a Turkish 
statesman, commenced his official 
career in the Iniperial Divan, and 
after filling the post of chief of the 
correspondence department in the 
Ministry of War, was appointed 
First Secretary of the Ottoman 
Embassy at Vienna j then in the 
same capacity at Paris j and when 
the Sultan sent Mehemet Kubrisli 
Pasha to St. Petersburg as Am- 
bassador upon the coronation of 
the Emperor Alexander, Server 
ESendi was chosen as pidncipal 
seoretaxy. After the return of 
the Ambassador to Constantinople, 
Server Effendi remained in Russia 
as Chaa‘g5 d'AfFaires, and by his 
ability and tact succeeded in es- 
tablishing the most foiendly rela- 
tions between the Cabinet of St. 
Petersburg and the Sublime Porto. 
On his retipn to Constantinople, 
he was appointed Secretary-General 
of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 
In 1850 he was Imperial Ottoman 
Delegate on the commission for 
settlmg the frontier of Montenegro. 
After this he Tvos successively ap- 
pointed Dnder-Seoretary of State 
of the Ministry of Commerce ; then 
President of the Municipality j 
Imperial Commissioner in Egypt in 


reference to tho Suez Canal j and 
Civil Commissioner in Crete during 
the insurrection of 1867, The im- 
provements carried out by hbn 
during his tenure of office ns Mayor 
of Constantinople, 1868-70, caused 
him to he styled tho " Ilaussmann 
of Stamboul.” On Aug. 31, 1870, 
ho was appointed Musiescliar of the 
Mmiatryfor Foreign ASairSt and 
during the three months’ illness of 
A'ali Pasha was Minister adinlerim. 
On the death oi A'ali Pasha, Sept. 
6, 1871, Server BlTondi was created 
a Muchir by the Snlttm, and de- 
finitively appointed Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Sevei* Pasha x) 08 - 
sessed in an eminent degree all the 
qualifications necessary for this 
high post— experience in its special 
duties, a very conciliatory manner, 
a European education, and great 
popularity with the diplomatic body.

jmriouB to Great Britain. On Aug. 
4 in tho same year. Server Pasha 
succeeded Mahmoud Pasha os 
Minister of Justice. 

SEWELL, Elizabeth Missing, 
sister of tho Rev. William Sewell, 
was born in the Isle of Wight in 
1815. She became known as a 
writer of High Church fiction by 
her Amy Herbert," 1844. It was 
followed by '^Gertrude, a Tale,” 
and Sketches, three Tales," 1817 j 
" Child's History of Rome," 1849 j 
** Readings for Lent, from Bishop 
Taylor," 1851 ; ** Experience of 
Life/' First History of Greece," 
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and Jotnml of a Summer Tour on 
the Continent/* 1852 j "Katherine 
Ashton, a Tale^** 1854 j Ivors/* 
1856 j "Thoughts for the Holy

SHAW, Captain Eyre Haaaey, 
C.B,, son of the late Bernard Robert 
Shaw, Esq., of Monkstown, co. 
Cork, was bom in 1830, and edu- 
cated at Br. Coghlan's School, 
Queenstown, and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he took his 
B.A. and M.A, degrees. He en- 
tered the army, but retired in 1860, 
and became Superintendent of the 
Borough Porces of Belfast, includ- 
ing Police and Pire Brigade. On 
the death of Mr. Braidwood in 
1861,he was appointed Chief Officer 
of the Metropolitan Pire Brigade, 
which, from being originally sup- 
portod by the Insurance Com- 
panies, was taken in charge by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, and | 
under Captain Shaw's able guid- 
ance has become the most efficient 
brigade in the world. Captain 
Shaw was in 1879 made C.B., and 
has published various books con- 
nected with Pirea and Ph»e Protec- 
tion, besides Annual Reports on 
the work of the Brigade. 

SHAW, Biohard Borman, R.A. — 
who, more than any other arohi- 


teot,ia responsible for the recent vast 
improvements in English domestic 
architecture— was born at Edin- 
hiu'gh in 1831, and passed the first 
seven years of hia professional life 
in the office of the late Mr. William 
Burn. During this time ho worked 
as a student at the Royal Academy, 
gaming the silver medal and a spe- 
cial prize of books in 1852. In 1853 
he gained the gold medal, and in 
1831 was elected the travelling 
student for two years. On his 
return he published "Architectural 
Sketches from the Continent/* 
Subsequently ho was wth Mr. 
George Edmund Street for nearly 
four years, and in 1862 began to 
ractise on his own account. His 
rst work of any importance was 
Leyes Wood in Sussex, erected 
about 1868. This was followed by 
Preen Manor, a largje house in 
Shropshire (idanexhibitedin 1870); 
ond Craysldc, Horthumherland, 
for Sir W. G. Armstrong (ex- 
hibited in 1872). Mr. Shaw did a 
great deal of work for him from 
1862 to 1874, Lowthor Lodge, and 
a red brick house for Mr. i, P. 
Heseltine in Queen's Gate, were 
executed about the same time. 
Among his other works are Piorre- 
pont, near Famham; Adcote,n0ar 
Shrewsbury, perhaps the best of 
his works ; Greenham Lodge, near 
Newbury ; a large ^ house called 
" Plete/* near Iv^ridge ; and tho 
"Albert Hall Mansions/* a great 
block of buildings near the Albert 
HbH. Mr. Shaw haa olao built 
seven large houses on the Chelsea 
Embankment, including " Cheyne 
House/* "Old Swan House," and 
"The Clock House;** and some 
houses in Cadogau Square. In the 
City he has built "New Zealand 
Chambers " in 1872 ; Messrs. Mar- 
tin's Bank in 1877 ; and a large 
addition to Messrs.Boriag Brothers’ 
offices in 1680. He waa afterwards 
engaged in building on elaborate 
brick building for the Alliance As- 
surance Company, at the comer of 
Pall Mali and St. James's Street.

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The '^ariisUc colony^* at Bedford 
Park, Chiswick, was also biiiltfrom 
his designs. Mr. Shaw was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy 
in 1872, and a full memhor in

History and Lecturer on Pastoral 
Theology in tho same place, 1853- 
62 j pastor of tho Presbyterian ' 
Brick Chinch in Hew York, 1862- 
68 ; and Professor of Biblical Liter- 
ature in tho Union Theological 
Seminary, Hew York, 18C3-74, when 
he was transferred to the Chair of 
Syatomatio Theology which he still 
holds. He haapuhliBhed a Trans-

Introductory Essay/’ 7 vols.,1858;

SHEP8T0HE, Sir Theophilus, 
K.O.M.0., was appointed, in Jan. 
1886, head-quarters interpreter of 
the Kaffir language at the Cape of 
Good Hope, and served on the staff 
during the Kaffir war of that year. 
He was also employed in various 
services on the frontier of the Cape 


Colony 5 was appointed Captain-iu- 
Chief of the native forces in Hatal 
in 1848 } Judicial Assessor at Hatal 
in 1855 ; Secretary for Hative 
Affairs in 1850} member of the 
Executive and Legislative Councils 
of that colony tho same year ; pro- 
ceeded on a special mission in 1873 
to crown the King of Zululandj 
retxumed to England in Aug. 1S74 j 
and proceeded once more to Hatal 
in Sept. 1876 to conduct negotia- 
tions between tho Transvaal States 
and the Zultis, which resulted in 
his annexing the country of tho 
Transvaal to the British Crown by 
proclamation, dated April 12, 1877. 
He was nominated a Commander 
of tho Order of SS. Michael and 
Oeorge in 1869, and a Knight Com- 
mander of tho samo Order in 1876. 

SHERBROOKE (Viscount), The 
Right Hon, Robert Lowe, son of the 
late Rov. Robert Lowe, rector of 
Bingbam, Hotts, by Ellen, daughter 
of the late Rev. Reginald Pyndar, 
rector of Maclrosfield, Woi*cester- 
shire, was bom at Bingham in 1811, 
and educated at Winchester and at 
University College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in high honoiu'S in 
1838 5 was elected Follow of Mag- 
dalen in 1834, and become a private 
tutor at Oxford, He was called to 
the bar by the Hon. Society of 
Lincoln’s Inn in Jan. 1842, went 
the same year to Australia, where 
he x)raciised with much success as 
a barrister, and sat in the council 
of that colony from 18 J 3 to 1850; 
was afterwards elected member for 
Sydney, and returned to England 
in 1851. He was one of the joint- 
secretaries of tho Board of Control 
from Dec. 1852 till Feb. 1835 j was 
appointed Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade and Paymaster- 
Ueneral in Aug. 1856, retiring on 
the return of Lord Derby to power 
in 1858 j was ^pointed Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Education Board in 
June, 1869, and resigned in April, 
1864. He has been a member of 
the Senate of the University of 
London since 1860, was returned 
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member for Kidderminster in Jidy, 
1852j and represented that borough 
till April, 18o9j when ho was elected 
for Caine. During the sessions of 
1866 and 1867 Mr. Lowe was one of 
the most strenuous opponents of 
the Keform Bill, and a collected 
edition of his speeches on the ques- 
tion appeared in 1867. In Dec. 
1868 he was elected the first repre- 
Bontative in the House of Commons 
of the Dniveraity of London, and 
in the same month, on the forma- 
tion of Mr, Gladstone's adminis- 
tration, he was appointed Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and a 
member of the Coxmoil on Edu- 
cation. He resigned the Chancel- 
lorship of the Exchequer in Aug. 
1873, and was appointed to succeed 
Mr. Bruce at the Homo Office. At 
the same time Mr. Gladstone as- 
sumed the Chancellorship of the 
Exchequer, in addition to his office 
of First Lord of the Treasury. 
Mr. Lowe of course went out of 
office with his party in Feb. 1874. 
On the return of the Liberals to 
office, in May, 1880, he was raised 
to the peerage by the title of 
Tiscoimt Sherbrooke. He was 
created honorary LL.D, of Edin- 
burgh iu 1807, and honorary D.C.L. 
of Oxford in 1870. He married, in 
1836, Georgiana, second daughter 
of Mr. George Orred, of Aigburth 
House, Lirerpool. He published, 
in 1884, a volume of poems, mostly 
written in early hfe. 

SHEEIBAH, Ben. Philip Henry, 
was bom in Somersct,Ohio,March 6, 
1831. He graduated at the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in 
1853, and served on frontier duty 
in Texas for nearly two years, and 
in Oregon from 1855 to 1861. On 
the outbreak of the civil war he 
was appointed Quartermaster of 
the Ai^y of South-Western Mis- 
BOuri, and in April, 1862, Chief 
Quartermaster of the Western De- 
partment. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Colonel of the 2nd | 
Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, was 
commissioned Brig. -General of Yo- 


I luntcers, July 1, 1862, and, after a 
I brief period, was put iu command 
i of the 11th Division of the Army 
of Ohio. He commanded a division 
in the Army of the Cumberland 5 
I and, at the battle of Stono Biver, 

; Dec. 31, 1862, saved the army from 
rout by his stubborn resistance. 
For his gallant conduct he was 
promoted to be Major-General of 
Volunteers. In AprU, 1864, he was 
called to the Army of the Potomac 
by General Grant, put in command 
of the Cavalry Corps, and within 
the months of May, Jimc, and July, 
besides protecting the flanks of the 
army and reconnoitring the enemy's 
position, was successfully engaged 
in eighteen distinct actions. On 
the 4th of Aug. 1864 ho was put 
in command of the Army of the 
Shenandoah, and soon after of the 
Middle Military Division, where he 
gained several successes over Gene- 
ral Early, for which he was made a 
Brig.-G,eneral of the United States 
army, and in Nov. following was 
made Major-General. He joined 
G eneral Grant's Army at City 
Point, whence he started, March 
25, 1865, to strike the final blow 
for the overthrow of General 
Lee's Army of Northern Virginia. 
He fought the battle of Dinwiddle 
Comrt House, March 31, and that 
of Five Forlm, which necessitated 
Lee's evacuation of Biohmond and 
Petersburg, April 1, and as the 
Army of Northern Virginia fled, he 
cons^ntly attacked and harassed 
^em, and compelled their surren- 
der at Appomattox Court House^ 
April 9, 1865. Ho was assigned to 
the command of the Military Divi- 
sion of the South-west, June 3, and 
of that of the Gulf, June 17> 1865. 
Under a new reorganization of the 
Military Districts andD^artments, 
he was assigned to the Department 
of the Gulf, Aug. 15, 1866, and in 
March, 1867, to the fifth Military 
District (Louisiana and Texas). 
President Johnson being displeased 
with his administration, transferred 
him. Sept. 12, 1867, to the Depart- 
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ment of the Missourij whei’e lie 
eontinned until Mtu’clij 1869, wlioii, 
by the promotion of Sherman, ho 
became Lienteiumt-Greneral, and 
asanmed command of Western and 
South-western Military Divisions, 
with his head-quarters at Chicago. 
On the retirement of Ocn. Sherman 
(Peb. 1884) Gen. Sheridan suc- 
ceeded to the command of the 
Army, with head - quarters at 
Washington. 

SHEEMAK, John, brother of Gen. 
W. T. Sherman, was born at Lan- 
caster, Ohio, May 10, 1823. He 
received an academic education, 
studied law, and began its practice 
in 1844. Ha was a delegate to the 
National Whig Conventions of 1 818 
and 1852 ; and a Member of Con- 
gress from 1855 to 18G1. In 1861 
he was elected to the U. S, Senate 
and re-elected in 1866 and 1872. 
On the accession to the presidency 
of Mr. Hayes in 1877, Senate 
Sherman was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury, a position retained 
by him until the close of President 
Hayes* administration in 1881, 
when ho re-entered tho Senate, of 
which he is still a member, his 
present term expiring in 1893. It 
was due to his mane^ement while 
at the head of the &eaBury that 
the resumption of specie payments 
(in 1870) was effected without dis- 
turhance to the flnaucial or com- 
mercial interests of the country. 
Senator Sherman was a prominent 
candidate for the Republican pre- 
sidential nomination in 1880 and 
in 1881, and is now the presiding 
officer of the Senate. He published 
in 1879 a volume of his ** Selected 
Speeches and Reports on Pinance 
and Taxation, 1839-1878. 

SHERMAN, 0en. William Teoum- 
aeh, was bom at Lancaster, Ohio, 
Peb. 18, 1820. He graduated at the 
Military Academy at West Point 
in 1810, served in the Plorida 
Wot, in tho war with Mexico, and 
elsewhere, until 1833, when he 
resigned his commission. During 
the next four years he was a hanlcer 


in San Prancisco ; and for the suc- 
ceeding two years a lawyer at 
Leavenworth, Kansas. In 1859 he 
was appointed Superintendent of 
the Louisiana Military Academy, 
but resigned in Jan. 1861, when 
the State seceded from the Union. 
When the civil war broke out, he 
was commissioned as Colonel of a 
regiment of infantry, and com- 
manded a brigade of volunteers at 
the Battle of Bull Run, and was 
made Brigadier-General of Volun- 
teers. He received his commission 
asBi'igadier-General in the regular 
army in July, 1863. In Oot. 1863, 
he succeeded General Grant as 
commander of the department of 
the Tennessee. In March, 1801, 
when Grant was made Lieutenant- 
General, Sherman succeeded him 
as commander of the military divi- 
sion of the Mississippi, and organ- 
ized an effective army of 100,000 
men to operate against Qen. J. JS. 
Johnston. On May 2, 1801, simul- 
taneously with the advance of 
Gen. Grant in the East, Sherman 
entered on Uio invasion of Georgia, 
and after a number of battles, re- 
ceived the capitulation of Atlanta, 
Sept. 2, 1864. On Nov. 14, having 
sent about two-flfths of liis force, 
under Genoi'al Thomas, to repel 
Goneral Hood*s movement in Ten- 
nessee, he marohed southward to 
the sea, with a force of 60,000 men, 
in loss than a month passing over 
about 300 miles with his army, 
without any resistance, till he 
reached Port McAllister, below 
Savannah, which he captured after 
a brief action Dec. 13, Savannah 
surrendering Dec. 21, 186 1>. He 
fought two battles in North Caro- 
lina, March 16 and 20-21, 1863, 
occupied Goldsboro*. March 22, 
captured Raleigh, April 13, and 
received General Jolmston's sur- 
render, April 26, 1865, upon the 
same terms as had been accorded 
to the army under Goneral Lee. 
The surrender virtually included 
aU the Oonfedernte forces in the 
field, and brought the war of 
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Bccossion to a close. General 
Sliermau had been made a Major- 
General in the United States Army, 
Ang. 12^ 18G4j for his Atlanta cam- 
paign^ and after the close of the 
“war continued in command of the 
Military Division of the Missis- 
sippi for more than a year. On July 

25, 1860, General Grant having 
been promoted to be General of the 
Army, General Sherman iraa ad- 
vanced to be Lieutenant-General 
and assigned to the command of 
the Militoiy Division of the Missis- 
sippi. On the accession of Gen. 
Gi-ant to the Presidency, March, 
1869, Sherman was made General 
of the Army. In 1871 and 1872 he 
travelled in Europe and the East, 
and returning to America made his 
head-quarters at Wasliington. In 
1S7-X he removed them to St. Louis, 
but they were afterwords once more 
at Washington. The obligatory 
retirement of General Sherman 
from the command of the Army 
(on account of age), toot place on 
Feb. 8, ISStX, and he has since re- 
sided at St. Louis. He has pub- 
lished a full "Narrative of his 
Military Operations," 1870. 

SiEtIPLEY, Or by, M.A., was bom 
July 1, 1832, at Twyford House, 
in Ihe county of Southampton, and 
educated at Jesus College, Oom- 
bridge. For twenty-three years 
he worked os a clergyman of the 
Ciiurch of England ; and on Oct. 

26, 1878, was received into the 
Boman Catholic Church. He was 
the editor, prior to 1878, of many 
ascetic and devotional works, trans- 
lated from Catholic souroosj of 
three volumes of religious poetry 
from all sources, "Lyra Bucharis- 
tica," '^Messianiea,” and "Mys- 
tica;" and of several volumes of 
essays, hy various authors, ” The 
Church and the World,** " Tracts 
for the Day," Ecclesiastical 
Eeform," " Studies in Modem 
Problems," He is the author of 
some tracts, pamphlets, theological 
books and sermons \ and an occa- 
sional contributor toperiodiclitero- 


ture— amongst other reviews, to 
the Ni)ieteen?/t Q^niunj, IS'ortnigWAjj 
Contemporary and J)uhlin Ecvieiaa. 
As a Eonian Catholic, he edited 

Annus Sanctus," hymns of the 
Church for the Ecclesiastical year ; 
and has contributed to Eoman 
Catholic newspapers various series 
of letters on the Anglican contro- 
versy, and on the question of Self- 
Government for Ireland. 

SHOES, The Eev. Thomas Teign- 
mouth, M.A., born at Dublin in 
18‘U, was odaeated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu- 
ated in 1861, having obtained dis- 
tinguished honours in English 
composition and in divinity, and 
he afterwords proceeded to the 
degree of M.A. (comitatis caua4) at 
OjiSoi*d. He WHS ordained in 1865 
by the Bishop of London (Dr. Tait) , 
and having held successively the 
curacies of Chelsea and of Eensing- 
fon, and been for two years incum- 
bent of St. Mildred*e Lee, be was 
appointed in 1873 to the incum- 
bency of Berkeley Chapel, Mayfair, 
which he still holds, and of which 
the special feature is the children’s 
service, always largely attended. 
He ' has published two volumes, 
entitled " Some Difficulties oi‘ 
Belief," and "The Life of the 
World to Come," and a volume 
of sermons to children, " St. George 
for England," and he is one of the 
contributors selected by the Bishop 
of Gloucester and Bristol for his 
lordship's New Testament ^ Com- 
mentary. He has also edited a 
series of volumes, entitled " Helps 
to Belief," and written the one on 
"Prayer” in that series. Mr. 
Shore was appointed one of Her 
Majesty’s chaplains in July, 1878, 
in succession to Dr. Maclagan, 
Bishem of Lichfield. 

SHoETHOTTSE) John Henry, was 
bom in 1834, in Groat Charles 
Street, Birmingham, and educated 
at private schools. He is the 
luithor of the celebrated romance 
"John Inglesont,** which was first 
privately printed and afterwards 
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published in ISSlj and excited a 

f i’oat amount of interest; '^The 
'latonism of Wordsworth/' 1881 ; 
the preface to George Herbert's 
"Temple/' 1882, a prmacoto " The 
Spiritual Guide ” of Miguel Moli- 
nos, 1883, and " The Little School'- 
master, Mark, a Spiritual ISiO” 
monce," 1885. His latest work is 
Sir Peroival," published in Oct. 
188G. 

SIBGWICK, Henry, M.A., born 
at Skipton iu Yorkshire, in 1838, 
was educated at Rugby and Trinity 
Oollego, Cambridge. He was Fel- 
low of Trinity College from 1850 
to 18G9 ; and Lecturer of Trinity 
College from 1869 to 1875, when he 
was appointed Prajlector of Moral 
and Political Philosophy. He was 
elected on honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, April 1C, 1881 ; 
and was appointed Hnighthridge 
Professor of Moral Philosophy in 
1883* Mi\ Sidgwick is the author of 
works on " The Methods of Ethics,” 
and on the " Principles of Political 
Economy,” and of several ortiGlus 
on philosophical and literary suh- 
jeots. Ho took a prominent part 
in the promotion of the Higher 
Education of W omen at Cambridge, 
especially in the foundation and 
management of Hewnham College. 

SI^S, Sir Charles William, 
born in 1818, is the second son of 
the late Mr. Shakespear Garrick 
Sikes, banker, of Huddersfield, by 
Hannali, daughter of Mr. John 
Hurst, also of Huddersfield, In 
1833 he entered the service of the 
Huddersfield Banking Company, 
the second joint-stock bonk tliat 
had been established in England. 
In 1837 Mr. Sikes became one of 
the cashiers of the company, and, 
in 1882, its managing direct^. In 
1850 ho addressed a letter to the 
Le&d$ Mercury^ in which he recom- 
mended the formation of Penny 
Savings Bonks in connection with 
mechanics' and similar institutes. 
The Committee of the Yorkshire 
TTnlon of Mechanics' Institutes gave 
their cordial sanction to the scheme 


set forth, and Penny Banks were 
soon established in connection with 
nearly every mechanics' institute 
in Yorkshire. In 1854 Mr. Sikes 
published a pamphlet entitled 
" Good Times ; or, the Savings 
Banks and the Fireside,” and the 
success which it met with induced 
him to give his attention to the 
subject of savings banks generally. 
He next proceeded to consider the 
qiicstion of Post Office Savings 
Bonks. His plans were submitted 
to Sir Howland Hill, and in duo 
course bi’ought \inder the notice 
of Mr. Gladstone, who afterwards 
carried the Bill through Parlia- 
ment for the establishment of Post 
Office Savings Banks tliroughout 
the country. In 1881 the honour 
of laiightliood was conferred on 
Mr. Sikes "in recognition of the 
important part taken by him in 
introducing the system of Post 
Office Savings Banlm now so widely 
and so beneficially in operation.” 

SIMEOHI) His Bmmenod Gio- 
vanni, an Italian Cardinal, was 
born at Paliano, in the diocese of 
Palestrina, July 28, 181G, and hav- 
ing been ordained priest, he was, 
on account of his solid learning, 
employed in offices of considerable 
importance. In 1847 he was Auditor 
of the nunciature of Madrid. After 
some years we find him in Home, 
Prefect of Studies in the Pontifical 
Lyceum of the Homan Seminary 
and Protonotary Apostolic ^pariecir 
^anie. For many years he was 
Secretary of the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, and as Consultor 
he belongs to the Holy Homan and 
TTnivorsiS Inquisition, to the Pro- 
paganda for ^airs of tho Oriental 
Hite, to the Council for the Re- 
vision of provincial Councils and 
for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical 
.^aira. When the (Ecumenical 
Council of the Vatican was called, 
M^. Simeoni was one of tho Con- 
suitors for the Commission of Ori- 
ental Ohurchos and Missions and 
for Eoolesiastical Discipline. The 
diplomatic relations between the 
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Holy Soe and the Court of Spain 
havi^ hcen re-established in 1875 
his Holiness Pius IX. sent M^r, 
Simeoni as Huncio to Madiud, 
having just precognized Mm Arch- 
bishop of Chalcedonia. On March 
15, 1875, Pius IX. created him Car- 
dinal, reserving him in petto, and 
Sept. 17 the same year he published 
Mm in Consistory, Mgr. Simeoni, 
having been created Cardinal, re- 
mained in the nunciature at Ma^id 
in the quality of pro-nuncio, and 
on the death of Cardinal Autonelli, 
in 1876, ho was appointed Secretary 
of State to Ms Holiness Pius IX, 
— an office which ho retained until 
the death of that Pontiff — and 
Prefect of the Sacred Apostolic 
Palaces and the Sacred Lauretan 
Congregation. He was succeeded 
as Secretary of State by Cardinal 
Pranchi in March, 1878, when Pope 
Leo XIII. appointed Cardinal 
Simeoni Prefect of the Propaganda. 

SIMMOKS, General Sir John Lin- 
torn, (^.C.B,, son of Captain Thomas 
Frederick Simmons, B,A.,was born 
at Langford, Somerset in 1831, 
and educated at FUzabeth College, 
Guernsey, and at the Military Aea - 1 
demy, “Woolwich, He entered the 
Koyal Engineers in 1837, and after 
serving for several years in North 
America was appointed Inspector 
of Bailways, Bee. 1846, and in 1860 
Secretary to the Eailway Commis- 
sioners. Upon the dissolution of 
that Commission he was transferred 
to ilie Board of Ihade as Secretary , 
to the Bailway Bepartment. In 
1863, being in Turkey, he was 
specially employed by the late Vis- 
count Sti'atford de BedcHffo on 
several important missions, and 
became Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioner with the Turkish Army 
under the command of Omar Pasha, 
in which position he served on the 
Banube. In Bee. 1854, he went to 
the Crimea to concert with the 
allied Commanders-in- Chief. He 
took port in the ^ttle of Eu- 
patoria, in the Siege of Sebastopol, 
and was present at the forced pas- 


sage of tlic Ingur, where he com- 
manded the division which crossed 
the river and turned the enemy's 
position, capturing his works and 
guns. He was the British Commis- 
sioner for the regulation of the 
Turco-Bussian Boundary in Asia, 
j in 1867 5 Consul-General at War- 
I saw from 1858 to 1860 5 and ap- 
j pointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Koyal Military Academy, Wool- 
wich, March 18, 18G9, and Governor 
the succeeding year, which appoint- 
ment he held till June, 1875. He 
was attached to the Special Em- 
bassy during the Congress at Ber- 
lin, and was appom^d to assist 
Lord AmpthUl at the Conference at 
Berlin on the Greek Frontier 
Question. He has received the 
Crimean Medal and Clasp, the 
Turkish Gold Medal for the Bauu- 
bian Campaign, a Sword of Honour 
from the Tumsh Government, the 
Third Class of the Order of tho 
Mcdjidie, and the Fourth Class of 
the Legion of Honour. He was 
made C.B. in 1855 ; H.C.B. in 1869 ; 
G.C.B. in 1878. He is now Gover- 
nor of Malta, to wMch post he was 
appointed April 19, 1884. 

S I M M 0 K S, William Henry, 
engraver, was born in Loudon, 
June 11, 1811. While a pupil with 
Messrs. Finden he obtained the 
large silver medal of the Society 
of Arts in 1883, for a finished en- 
graving from an original design, 
Hia principal works axe : The 
Impending Mate Mated/' after F. 
Stone; "ThePwscribedKoyalistj” 
and ^'Kosolind and Celia/* after 
Millais 5 " The Li^t of the W orld/' 
after Holman Hunt ; " Broken 
Vows/' after Calderon 5 “ First and 
Second Class," "The Verdict and 
Acquittal," and others, after A, 
Solomon; "Noah's Sacrifice," after 
Maclise ; " Mors Janna Vits," after 
Baton; "Luff, Boy," after Hook; 
"The Back Woods," "His Only 
Bair," "Baddy's Coming," "The 
Last of the Clan," "The Poor 
Man's Friend," and many others, 
after Faed; "Both Puzzl^," after. 
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Erskine Nicols and ^'The Marriage 
of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales/' after Prith j " 3'lie Queen 
in the Highlands/' after Landseer ; 

A wee bit Praciioua," after Paed j 
'^The Sick Monkey^" after Land- 
seer j ‘^Steady Johnny/' Sabbath 
Day/' after Hichol. 

SIMON, John, O.B., P.R.S.,born 
in ISlGjbccame £m Honorary Pellow 
of the Royal OoUege of Surgeons in 
1844 ; Medical Officer of the Privy 
Council, Surgeon to St. Thomas's 
Hospital^ and vras the first ap- 
pointed Officer of Health to the 
Ciiy of London. He >vas also for 
some time Medical Advisor to the 
I^ivy Council. He is the author 
of several papers on Physiology, 
Pathology, and Smgery, and of 
reports and other official papers re- 
lating to the sanitary state of tlio 
people of England. The University 
of Munich, at its 400th anniversary 
in 1872, conferred upon him the 
hon orory diploma of Doctor of 
Medicine ''propter prmclarissima 
de sanitate publicd tuendd atque 
augenda nierita." He was nomi- 
nated a Companion of the Bath in 
May, 187t>. The University of 
Edinbui’gh conferred on liim the 
honorary degree of LL.D. in 1882. 

SIMON, Jmes, a Ppench states- 
manjTvashorn atLorient(Morbihan) 
Dec. 81, 1814. The name given to 
him byhis parents was Jules Pran- 
9 ois Simon Suisse, but he adopted 
the name of Simon, and has never 
been known by any other. He 
studied first at the little college 
in Lorientj and at another similar 
oae at Vannes, after which he en- 
tered, as an assistant teacher, the 
Lyc^o at Rennes. He remained at 
the Normal School for some time, 
was received as Pellow of Philo- 
sophy in 1885, and professed that 
science successively at Caen and 
Ycrsailles. At the latter place ho 
achieved abrilliant success. Victor 
Cousin, whose earnest disciplo he 
was, called him to Paris, and se- 
cured for bim a charge at the Nor- 
^mal School In that city. Por a 


time he was a snijplemonlary lec- 
turer on the History of Philosophy, 
but a year after his arrival in Paris 
he became the principal lecturer. 
In 1830 ho succeeded M. Cousin, at 
the request of the latter, in the 
philosophy course, and for twelve 
yoBXB had a hrilliant career as one 
of the most promising University 
men in Prance. In 1846 he was 
made a Rnight of the Legion of 
Honour. The next year ho pre- 
sented himself to the electors of 
Lannion (CGtos-du-Nord) as the 
candidate of the Constitutional 
Left, but he was defeated. In Deo. 
1847 1 he founded at Paris, in con- 
junction with his University col- 
league, M. AmSdee Jacques, a 
politick and philosophical review 
called La Libcrtd de Penser, M, 
Simon edited the political depart- 
ment of this publication. After the 
revolution of Peb. 1848. he was 
elected to theConsUtuentAssembly 
from the department of the Cdtes- 
du-Nord. Ho classed himself with 
the Moderate Left in the Assembly, 
and was appointed, a member of 
the committee on the organisation 
of labour. In March, 1849, he was 
elected a member of the Coimcil of 
State, and he resigned his seat as 
representative (April) 5 but on the 
reconstitution, on the 29th of June, 
by the Legislative Assembly, of the 
first half of that Council, he was 
not retained on it. and consequently 
he found himself removed from 
public life. After the coup d^dtai^ 
M. Simon's course of lectures on 
piiilosophy at the Sorbonno was 
suspended, and as he refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
Empire, it was assumed that he had 
resigned his professorship. In 18(J3 
he was sent to the Corps Lcgislatif 
from the 8 th circonscription of the 
Seine. He was returned by that 
circonscription and also by the 2 nd 
circonscription of the Gironde in 
1869, when he elected to represent 
the latter constituency. M!!. Simon 
soon became the chief of the Re- 
publican party. He ranked high 
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us an orator^ and in the discussions 
on treaties of commerce he proved 
himself to he an able political eco- 
nomist and an earnest advocate of 
Eree Trade. On the formation of 
the Grovernment of National De- 
fence he took the post of Minister 
of Public Instruction, Public 'Wor- 
ship, and Pine Arts. After the 
armistice he was sent to Bordeaux 
to see that the decrees relating to 
the elections were caanied out in 
their integrity, and not with the 
modifications introduced by M, 
Uainbctta. At the elections of 
Peb. 8, 1871, M. Simonas candida- 
ture failed at Paris, bnt he was re- 
elected a representative of the 
department of the Marne in the 
National Assembly. He classed 
himself among the members of the 
Loft, and was chosen by M. Thiers 
to take, in the Cabinet of Concilia- 
tion formed Peb. 19, 1871, the port- 
folio of Public Instruction. lie 
held it till May, 1878, when he 
resumed his seat among the mem- 
bers of the Left, who made hiivi 
their President. On Dec. 10, 1873, 
he was elected a Senator for Life. 
In Dec. 1876, M. Dufauro resigned, 
and a new Ministry had to be 
formed, which, according to con- 
stitutional principles, must rest 
upon a Parliamentary majority. 
The President sent for M. Jules 
Simon, who became Premier, hold- 
ing, with the Presidency of the 
Connoil, the portfolio of the In- 
terior. The cabinet lasted till 
May 16, 1677, when Marshal 
MacMahon sent M. Simon a letter 
which was, in fact, nothing lessthan 
a dismissal from office. M. Simon 
went immediately to the Marshal 
and tendered his resignation, which 
was accepted. M. Simon was elected 
a member of the Prench Academy 
in Nov. 1876, in the place of the 
Comte de B^mnsat, and was for- 
mally received into that learned 
body June 22, 1870. M. Jules 
Simon vigorously opposed the Bill 
introduced by M. Perry in 1879 for 
the suppression of the non-autho- 


rized religious congregations. In 
April, 1880, the PrenSh Academy 
elected him a member of the new 
Supreme EdncntlonaJ Council, and 
on Nov. 11, 1882, he was elected 
permanent Secretary of the Aca- 
demy of Moral and Political Science, 
in the place of M. Mignet. Among 
his works are : — "Du Commentaire 
de Proclus sur lo Tim^e de Platon,^' 
1839, one of his two theses for the 
degree of doctor j " Etude sur la 
Th^odic^e de Platon elj d’Aristote," 
1840 ; "Histoire de I’Ecolo d^Alex- 
andrie,” 2 vols., 181<lr'45, 2nd edit. 
1861 j "Le Devoir,"' 1861 j "La

vail," 1866 J "T/Ouvrier de huit 
ana,'" 1867 ; " La Politique Eadi-

He has also 
brought out editions, with import- 
ant iniroductiona, of the philoso- 
phical works of Descartes, Boaauel, 
Malobran che, and Antoine Amauld j 
and has eonti'ibuted to the Jievue 
des Veuat Mondes and other periodi- 
cals!# 

BIHPSON, John Palgrave, bom 
in Norfolk early in tffie centmy, 
received his education under a 
private tutor and at Corpus Ohristi 
College, Cambridge, where he took 
the degree of B.A., and proceeded 
M.A. in due course. He was in- 
tended for the Church, but enter- 
teining a great objection to taking 
orders, be travelled for many years 
on the Continent, residing at 
several foreign courts. A severe 
reverse of fortune caused him to 
devote his attention to literature, 
and for many years he contributed 
to Slaclwod and Eraser’s Magagirtes 
and Hentley^B Miscellany » He wrote 
"Second Love, and other Tales." 
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published in 184G) "Gisolla; a 
Novel/' and "Letters from the 
Danube/' in 1847 j '' Lily of Paris, 
or the icing's Nurse/' and " Pic- 
tures from Bovolution»ary Paris/' 
in 1818. Mr. Simpson returned 
definitely to this country in 
1830, and began to write for the 
stage with considerable success. 
Ho has produced about sixty pieces 
of difieront kinds. His best-known 
dramas are World and Stage j" 
" Second Love/' which is very 
popular in the United States, and 
has been translated into sevoi’al 
foreign languages s " Sybilla, or 
Step by Step 5 " "A Scrap of 
Paporj” "All for Hers" "Alone;" 
and " Time and the Hour." In colla- 
boration with Mr. Herman Mori- 
vale, " Court Cards j ” "A School 
for Cor[uottes/' &o., &c. His later 
works are a life of Karl Maria von 
Weber, compiled from materials 
collected by the son of the great 
composer, published in 18G5 j and 
a novel aallod "Por Dyer and 
Never." Ho has likewise j)roduced 
an infinity of tales in magazines, 
reviews, and Christmas periodicals. 

SIMPSON, William, was born at 
Gthisgow, Oct. 28, 1823. He began 
life os an orchitGct, and then ^ok 
to art. He went through the war 
in the Crimea as an artist, and 
published sketches in two volumes, 
entitled " Campaign in the Bast," 
1865-66. Mr. Simpson travelled in 
India from 1859 to 1862. The 
result was published in a work 
entitled " India, Ancient and 
Modern,” 1867. Since 1866 he 
has travelled to Euasia, Palestine, 
Abyssinia, China, Japan, America, 
India, Afghanistan, Central Asia, 
with the Afghan Boundary Com- 
mission, and other places as special 
artist of the Illustrated London 
JVetas. In addition to the works 
already mentioned, he has pub- 
lished, Meetingthe Sun, a Journey 
all round the World," 1873 j Shi- 
kareandTamaBha,''1876 5 "Photo- 
graphs from Drawings of the 
Prince of Wales's Visit to India," 


"Picturesque People," 1876 3 and 
numerous archmologioal papers at 
various times. Mr. Simpson is a 
member of the Eoyal Institute of 
Pointers in^ Water Colours j au 
Hon. Associate of the Eoyal In- 
stitute of British Arohiteots ; and 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society. 

SIMS, George Eobert, was born 
in London, Sept. 2 , 1847, and 
educated at Hanwell College, and 
afterwards at Bonn. He first 
joined the staff of Fun on the 
death of Tom Hood the younger 
in 1874; and the Weolelij Lisfpatch 
the same year. Since 1877 he has 
been a contributor to the Referee 
under the pseudonym of "Dago- 
net.” In that newspaper his 

Dagonot Ballads " first appeared. 
To tho Dispatch Mr. Sims con- 
tributed " Social Kaleidoscope,” 
* * Throe Brass Balia,” and Theatre 
of Life." These have been trans- 
lated into German, French, and 
Danish. Ho edited Otic and All in 
1879. He produced his first play, 
"Crutch and Toothpick,” at the 
Boyalty Theatre in April, 1879; 
"Mothor-in-Law/' 1881 ; "Member 
for Slocum," 1881. These wore 
foEowed by " The Gay City,” and 
"Half-Way House," "Tho Lights 
0 ' London (Princess's, Sept. 10, 
1881), which ran nearly 250 nights. 
It was followed by "TheEomany 
Eye," and " Tlie Merry Duchess,” 
a comic opera, "In the Banks" 
(of which Mr. Sims was part 
author), was produced at the 
Adelphi in 1888, and ran 437 con- 
secutive nights. His other plays 
are "The Golden Eing," 1883; 
and " Jack in the Box ” and 
"The Harbour Lights/' written in 
collaboration, in 1885. He has 
published two novels, " Eogues and 
Vagabonds,” and "The Eing 0 ' 
Bells,” and his revelationB of the 
condition of the poor in " How the 
Poor Live," and "Horrible Lon- 
don," a sei'ies of letters to the 
Daily News helped to focus public 
ationtion on the housing of the 
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■w^orlcmg classes and to bring about 
the Eoyal CommisBiou. 

SIMS^ Riohardj bomatOxforcl^ in 
1816, was educated at New College 
Sobool in that university, and, at 
the recommendation of the late 
Eev, jDr. Bliss, of Oxford, entered 
the public service in 1841 as an 
attendant in the Manuscript De- 
partment at the British Museum. 
In 1859, he became a Transcriber, 
and subsequently a Junior Assis- 
tant. On the accession of Mr. 
Bond to the Keepership of Manu- 
scripts, in 1868, he was further 
promoted to the class of Senior 
Assistants in the same depart- 
ment. In 1849 he published an 

Index to the Hei-alds’ Visita- 
tions 3 in 1854 ** A Handbook to 
the Library of the British Mu- 
seum 3 " in 1856, ** A Manual for the 
trcnealogist. Topographer, Anti- 
([uary, and Legal Professor;" in 
1855, in conjunction with Mr. F. 
Netherclift, jun., the Autograph 
Miscellany;" in 1860-61, "The 
Handbook to Autographs : being a 
Kcady Guide to the Handwiiting of 
Distinguished Men and Women of 
every Nation;” and in 1864-05, 
" The Autograph Souvenir.” Mr. 
Sims has been for sonic time 
engaged in preparing for the press 
"A Classic^ Catalogue of Manu- 
scripts relating to British Heraldry 
and Topography, deposited in the 
Public and many of the Private 
Libraries of the Kingdom,^* as well 
as a second edition of the afore- 
mentioned " Index to the Heralds^ 
Visitations ” 

SICEAT, The Bev. Walter William, 
M.A., bom in London, Nov, 21, 
1885, was educated at King's Col- 
lege School ; at Sir B. Chohneley’s 
School, Highgate ; and at Christ's 
College,Gambridge,whGre he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1858, being 11th 
Wrangler. He was elected Fellow 
of bis college in July, 1860 ; became 
Curate of East Dcreham, Norfolk, 
in Dec. 1800 ; Curate of Oodalming, 
Surrey, in Deo. 1862 ; Mathematical 
Lectoer at Christ's College in Oct, 


1864 3 he is also English Lecturer at 
Christ's College. He was elected to 
the recently founded Elrington and 
Boswortli Professorship of Anglo- 
Saxon at Cambridge, May 15, 
1878; and re-dlected to a Fellow- 
ship at Christ's College in Jan. 
1883. Mr. Skeat, who has chiefly 
devoted his attention to Early 
English literature and English 
etymology has published: "The 
Songs and Ballads of Uhland, trans- 
lated from the German,” 1864 ; 
"A Tale of Ludlow Castle ; a Poem,” 
1866; and "A Moeso-Golhic Glos- 
sary,” printed by the Philological 
Society, 1868.

Havelok the Dane," 1868; “The 
Bruce ; by Master John Barbour,” 
3 Parts, 1870-77 ; "Joseph of Ari- 
mathio ; or, tho Eomance of the 
Seint Graal, or Holy Grail; with 
other IdvcB of Joseph of Arimaihea,” 
1871; Chaucer's Treatise on the 
Astrolabe, &o. In a new odition of 
Chatferton's Poems, he has finally 
settled the question of the authen- 
ticity of the so-called Rowley Poems, 
by showing the precise sources from 
which Chatterton obtained the old 
words which abound in them. Mr. 
Skeat was chosen by the Syndics 
of the Cambridge University Press 
to continue and complete the work 
of the well-known Anglo-Saxon 
scholar, the late J. M. Kemble, 
who died before his edition of 
the Anglo-Saxon Gospels was 
finished. In 1873, with the help 
of others, Mr. Skeat started tho 
English Dialect Society, for the 
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record and i>reaervatio 2 i of pro- 
vincial Eng’lish Tvords^ of which 
Society he was the Director for four 
years. In tho course of 18^3 and 
1874*, six works were published for 
this Society, five of which were 
edited by him. For the Oxford 
press, he has edited several of Chau- 
cer’s Canterbiuy Tales, a portion of 
''Piers the Plowman,” and three 
voluniOB of Specimens of En{?liBli 
Literature ; two of them in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Morris j also, for tho 
same press, the " Gospel of St. Mark 
in Gothic,” an " Etymological Eng- 
lishDictionary” (his chief work),and 
an abridgment of the same entitled a 
"ConciaeEtymologicalDictionary.” 
A Scottish Text Society having been 
founded in 1883, Mr. Skoat edited 
the Society’s first volume, viz., an 
edition of the King’s Quair, by 
King James tho First of Scotlancl. 
His varioxis works have greatly con- 
tributed io tlio iiiezoased inteivjst 
whicli is now taken in the in- 
teUigont study of our older litera- 
ture. 

SKENE, William Forbes, second 
pon of James Skene, of Rubislaw, 
Aberdeenshire, by his wife Jane, 
daughter of Sir William Forbes 
of Pitsligo, Baronet, was bom 
at Inverie, Kincardineshire, June 
7, 1809, and educated ab the 
ifflgh School of Edinburgh. Ho 
then studied for a year and a half 
in Germany^, and a session at each 
of the TTniversitios of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews. Ito afterwards 
entered the legal profession as a 
Writer to the Signet. Mr. Skene 
is Secretary to tho Royal Institu- 
tion for the Promotion of tho Fino 
Arts 5 has filled the office of Vice- 
President of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, of the Cambrian Arohaa- 
ological Society, and of the Society 
of Antiquaries of Edinburgh, and 
had the honorary degree of LL.D. 
conferred upon him by the TJuiver- 
sity of Edinburgh, and that of 
D.C.L* by the University of Oxford 
(1870). In 1881 he* was appointed 
Her Majesty’s Historiographer for 


Scotlancl in the room of the late 
Dr. Hill Burton. He has written 
the following works, bcfaidcs papers 
road to tho above bocleties, and 
priblishod in their Procoedinga!

SLOPER, E. H. lindsay, musical 
composer and pianist, born in 
London, Juno 11*, 1826, although 
not intended by his parents to 
become a professor, was allowed to 
follow the bent of his inclination j 
and, after studying diligently under 
Moschcles for somo year's, went to 
Frankfoit, in order to profit by tho 
instructions of Herr Aloys Schmitt, 
a well-known professor and teacher. 
From Frankfort he proceeded to 
Hoidolherg, and studied harmony 
and counterpoint under Horr Karl 
Vollweiler, an eminent theorist, 
whose sole pupil he was at that 
time. Mr. Lindsay Slopor repaired 
to Paris in 1841, and, during a long 
residence in that capital ohiauicd 
a well-merited reputation, both as 
a writer and as a pianoforte player. 
He returned to London in 1846, and 
appeared with great success at one 
of the Matinees of the Musical 
Union. In 1871 he visited tho 
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IJuitecl States and Oanada^ in coiu^ 
pany, at £u.’at, "witli a distinguished 
English eoucex't party; and, when 
there, was also associated in a 
short professional tour with Miss 
Clara L. Kellogg. Of late years, 
like many of his brother professors, 
he has chiehy devoted his tune to 
the labox'iouB duties of tuition; 
thougli he is occasionally heard 
at concerts during the season, and 
has published many compositions 
for the pianoforte, besides a cantata 
entitled “The Birthday,” and a 
pianoforte duet aiTangemcnt of the 
orchestral suite “ Airs do Danse,” 
written by him for one of Mr. 
Kuhe’s Brighton Festivals. 

SMILESi Samuel, born at Had- 
dington, Scotland, in 1812, was 
oduoated for the medical profes- 
sion, and practised for some time 
as a surgeon at Haddington ; but 
abandoning medicine, he succeeded 
the late Mr. Hobert HicoU as 
editor of the Le^ds Times. He 
became, in 1815, secretary of the 
Leeds and Thirsk EaUway, and 
after ten years (on the amalgama- 
tion of the railway with the North- 
Eastern), he transferred his ser- 
vices, at the end of 1851, to the 
South-Eastern Eailway, from which 
he retired in 1800. The Univoi*- 
sity of Edinburgh conferred on 
him the honoi'ary degree of LL.D. 
in 1R7S. He bos written “Physi- 
cal Education; or. Nurture and 
Management of Cliildren,” 1838; 
'‘History of Ireland,” published 
whilst he was at Leeds ; “ E^il- 
way Property, its Conditions and 
ProBpeeW^ 1849 j “Life of Gfeorge 
Stephenson,” 1857, of which the 
^th edition appeared in 1858; 
“Self Help; with illustrations of 
Character and Conduct,” 1839 ; 

“ Workmen’s Earnings, Strikes, 
and Wages,” 1861 ; “ Lives of 
Engineers, with an account of 
their Works” 1861; “Industrial 
Biography,” 1803 ; “ Lives of 

Boidton and Watt,” 1805; “The 
Huguenots : their Settlements* 
Churches, and Industries in Eng- 


land and Ireland,” 1868, 3rd edit. 
1809; “Character” a companion 
volume to “Self-Help,” 1871; 
“The Huguenots in 5’ranee after 
the Eovocation of the Edict of 
Nantes : with a Visit to the 
Country of the Vaudois,” 1871; 
“ Life of a Scotch Naturalist,” 
1876 j “ Greorge Moore, Merchant 
and Philanthropist,” 1878 ; “ Life 
of Eobort Dick (Baker of Thnrao), 
Q-eologiat and Botanist,” 1878 ; 
“ Duty, with illustrations of 
Courage, Patience, and Endur- 
ance,” 1880; "Men of Invention 
and Industry,” 1884, He also 
edited tho Autobiograiihy of Mr. 
James Nasmyth, 1883, and haa 
been a constant contributor to the 
Quarterly Review and other perio- 
dicals. 

SMITH, Benjamin Leigh, was 
born March 12, 1828, and educated 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated as a Wrangler 
in 1852. He was milled to the 
Bar by the Inner Temple in 1856. 
Mr. Smith has made Sve voyages 
to the Arctic regions. He visited 
them first in 18/1, in the Samsmi, 
when he sailed to the north-east 
of Bpitzbergen; reached latitude 
81“ 21'', and added greatly to tho 
knowledge of land iu that direction ; 
secondly, in 1872, in the Sa'mson, 
to tho north of the Spitzbergeu; 
thirdly, in 1873, with the Diana 
steamer and Samon, again to 
Spitsbergen, when he leheved tho 
Swedish Expedition, for which he 
received the Order of the North 
Star from the King of Sweden. . 
In tliesd three voyages he took 
deep-sea temperatures, which 
added much to the knowledge of 
the Gulf Stream, and established 
the fact of warm under-currents 
fiowing beneath surface-water of a 
much lower temperature. In 1830 
he built the steamer Dira^ nnd 
again went north. After attempt- 
ing to reach tho east coast of 
Greenland, and to pass to the 
north-oast of Spitsbergen, he re- 
turned to the south of Spitz- 
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bei’geu; and steaming east, and 
then north, through, much ice, 
reached Franz Josef Land, on 
Aug. 14 ; and then, going to the 
west, he discovored many islands, 
and over 200 miles of new coast 
line. In 1881 he again started in 
the Mra for Franz Josef Land, 
which ho reached on July 24, but 
unfortunately the Mra was crushed 
in the ice on Aug. 21, and sank 
before many stores were saved. 
Tho crew built a hut of turf and 
stones, where they wiutorod, 
living mostly on boars and walrus. 
On June 21, 1882, they loft in four 
boats, and reached Nova Zombla 
on Aug. 2. The next day they fell 
in with tho Willmi Barents and 
the Hope, which had been sont to 
their relief, and they arrived at 
Aberdeen on board the Hope on 
Aug. 20. Mr. Smith received a 
G-old Medal of tho Paris Ooo- 
graphical Society in 1880 j and 
a Grold Modal of the Hoyol Geo- 
graphical Society in 1881. 

SMITH, Charles Boaoh, F.S.A., 
M.K.S. London, &o., born at 
Laiidguard Manor, in tho Isle 
of Wight, early in the cen- 
tury, has written Collectanea 
Antiqtia/' *7 vols., 1848-66 j "Tho 
Antiquities of Biohhorough, He- 
oulver, and Lymne,'' 1850, with 
supplements on Lymne and 
Pevonsey, 1862-8 j " Illustrations 
of Boman London,” a work based 
on the autlior’s X)evsonal researches 
made dui'ing his residence in the 
City of London, when he formed 
the collection of local antiquities 
described in his Illustrated 
Catalogue of tho Museum of Lon- 
don ^tiquities,” 1864. This ool- 
leotion was transferred to the 
British Museum in 1856. Mr. 
Boaoh Smith's earliest antiquarian 
papers ware printed in the " Aroh- 
esologia j'* and he contributed to 
the earlier volumes of tho British 
ArchsBologioal Association, and to 
the QmtleTj(ian*s Ko^aJjine, in which 
he wrote the monthly article oolled 

Antiquarian Notes,” With Mr, 


T. Wright he founded tho British 
Archtsological Association, the 
forerunner of the numorous aroh- 
reological sooictioa, and many of 
his contributions are in its Jour- 
nal.” In 1866 he edited tiie "In- 
ventorium Sapulchralo ” of Bryan 
Faussett. Mr. Boach Smith has 
dovoted mnch attention to pomo- 
logy, and cspechilly to the culture 
of tho vino in the open ground; 
and in 1863 he published a pamph- 
let, which had a lai*go circulation, 
" On the Scarcity of B!ome-grown 
Fruits in Groat Britain, with re- 
medial sriggcstions” (2nd edit. 
1808). In 1868 was printed pri- 
vately ” Bemarks on Shakespeare, 
his Birthplace,” &o, j and in 1870 
was published " The Bural Life of 
Shakespeare, as iUuatratod by his 
Works;” this has reached two 
uditiOQS, and a third is in prepara- 
tion. Mr, Bondh Smith also wrote 
the Catalogue of the Anglo-Saxon 
antiquities discovered at Favera- 
liam, Kent, and bequeathed to the 
South Kensington Museum hy Mr. 
Gibbs. Since his retirement from 
London to Sfroud, Mr. Boaoh 
Smith has actively assisted the 
Kent Arohflsologioal Society, and 
he has contributed many papers 
to its "Ardhteologia CauUana and 
also to the Metropolitan Societies. 
He has received ihe first Medal of 
the fjondon Numismatic Society, 
of which, for some years, ho was 
Secretary. lie assisted in editing 
the "Dictionary of Boman Coins,” 
by the late Seth W. Stevenson, 
His latest work, of which vol, I. is 
published, is ^Betrospeotions ; 
Social and Arohceological.” 

SMITH, George Barnett, F.B.G.S., 
was bom at Ovenden near Halifax, 
Yorkshire, May 17, 1341, and edu- 
cated at the British Lanoastorion 
School, Halifax. At a very early 
age he began to write poems ana 
sketches, and to contribute to the 
local press. lu March, 1864, he 
came to London for the purpose of 
pursuing a joumalistio and literary 
career. He was first engaged on 
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the stafE of the Olobe newspaper, 
and afterwards for eight years on 
that of the Echo. He contributed 
to the Edinburgh Ravieio articles 
on '^The Works of Thackeray" 

'' Recent Editions of Moliere,” 
"English Eugibive Poetry," and 
other subjects. Mr Smith has 
contributed a groat number of 
literary, critical, and biographical 
articles to the OornUll Magazine, 
and has likewise contributed to the 
Encyolopfiodia Britannica,*^ the 
Fortnightly and Sritish Quarteidy 
Rffoiews, and Fraaer^s and Mac- 
miUan*a Magazines^ Ho is also a 
contributor to the Times and the 
Academy. His first published work 
was a yoliuuo of poems, 1869 j 
followed by '' Poets and Novelists," 
a series oi literary studies, 1875 ; 
and “ SheUey : a critical Biog- 
raphy," 1877. In 1879 was pub- 
lished his " Life of Mr. Hladstone," 
a work which has attained great i 
popularity. Two years afterwards 
appeared the companion work, 
The Life of Mr. Bright," which 
was also very favourably received. 
Mr. Barnett Smith has edited, with 
introductions and notes, a work 
entitled " Illustrated British Bal- 
lads,*' in two volumes. He is also 
the author of '"The Prime Ministers 
of Queen Victoria," and of The 
Life of Queen Victoria," and of 
two novels, one of which was pub- 
lished in the Manchester Examiner 
in 1881. His "Half-Hours with 
Eamous Ambassadors" appeared 
in 1883. 

SMITE, George Vance, B.A., 
Philos, and Theol. Boot., was 
educated for the Nonconformist 
ministry, at Manchester New 
College ; was afterwards Professor 
of Theology in the same College ; 
then minister of St. Savionrgate 
Chapel, Tork, and is at present 
Principal of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Carmarthen. He is 
author of various works, inoludmg 
" The prophecies relating to Nine- 
veh and the Assyidans '^frorn the 
Hebrew, with notes &o-, 1837 $ 
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" The Prophets and their Inter- 
preters," 1878 j Texts and 
Margins of the Revised New 
Testament affecting Theological 
Doctrines," 1831; "Eternal Pun- 
ishment," in reply to Dr. Pusey, 
5th edit, 1877 ; " The Bible and 
Popular Theology," 3rd edit. 1871 j 
"The Spirit and the Word of 
Christ," 2nd edit. 1871'; is also 
joint author of " The Holy Scrip- 
tures of the Old Covenant, in 
Revised Translation," 3 vols., 8vo., 
1861), and is the writer of various 
articles in the Mneteenth Ceniwy 
and other periodicals. He was a 
member of the Company for the 
revision of the New Testament 
from tho formation of the com- 
pany, in May 1870, till the con- 
clusion of the work. 

SMITH, Goldwin, LL.D., M.A., 
a brilliant historian and political 
controversialist, was born at Read- 
ing, Berkshire, Aug. IS, 1823, and 
educated at Eton and Oxford. He 
gained, in 1842, the Hertford 
Scholarship, and in 1845 the 
scholarship founded by Dean Ire- 
land . In the latter year he 
graduated B.A. as first-class in 
classics, and subsequently he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. 
He gained the Chancellor's prizes 
for Latin Verse (1845} ; for the 
Latin Essay (1846) on " Quasnam 
fuerit Midierum apud veteres 
Grcecos conditio?"; and for the 
English Essay (1847), the subject 
being ""The Political and Social 
Benefits of the Reformation in 
England." In 1847 he was elected 
a Pellow of University College, 
where he acted for some time as 
tutor; and in the same year he 
was c^ed to the bar at Lincoln's 
Inn, but he has never jKractisod 
law. In 1850 he was appointed by 
the Government Assistant-Secre- 
tary of the Royal Commission that 
was ohaiTged with the duty of 
inquiring into the state, studies, 
discipline, and revenues of the 
University of Oxford. He was also 
Secretary to the second Oxford 
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Coiumiaalon, whidi cHeofceil many 
alterations iu the constitution and 
government of the TJnivorsityj and 
was a momher of the Popular 
Education Commission appointed 
in 1858, The same year he was 
appointed to the Kegius Professor- 
ship of Modern History at Oxford, 
and he hold this chair till 18GG. 
His tenure of the chair was 
marlced hy the delivery of a largo 
number of brilliant public lectures, 
wliich, tinder the guise of history, 
served really as vigorous political 
pamphlets on the Liberal side. Of 
this kind especially were the lecim’es 
on Pym, CromwoU, and Pitt, after- 
words delivered in the north of 
England and repubUshed. Profes- 
sor Goldwin Smith vras a prominent 
champion of the American Eederal 
Government during the Civil "War, 
when ho wrote Does the Bible 
sanction American Slavery ? 
1863 j '' On the Morality of the 
EmancipationProclamation,^' 1863 j 
and other pamphlets on the same 
subject. In 1861* he visited the 
TJnited States on a lecturing tour. 
He met vrith an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, and the Brown University 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. On his return he 
published England and America,” 
1865, and "The Civil War in 
America,” an address read at a 
meeting of the Manchester Union 
and Emancipation Society (18G6). 
In Hov. 186Hj having resigned his 
chair at Oxford, he settled in the 
United States as Professor of Eng- 
lish and Contitutional History in 
the Cornell University at Ithaca, 
Hew York. This post he occupied 
till 18Vl, when he removed to 
Canada, where he became a mem- 
ber of the Senate of the University 
of Toronto, He was for soma time 
editor of the Oanadian Monihl/y 
(1872-74), and subsequently the 
owner and editor of the Bystander* 
In addition to the works mentioned 
above, he is the author of contri- 
butions to the " Anthologia Oxon- 
iensia j An Inaugural Lecture,” 


1859 j On some supposed conse- 
quences of the doctrine of historical 
progress,” a lecture, 1861 j "Ba- 
tional Eoligion and the Eational- 
istic Objections of tho Bampton 
Lectures for 1858,” which had been 
delivered by Doan Monsel, 1801 ; 
" The Study of History,” 2 lectures, 
1801 ; " The Foundation of the 
American Colonios,” a lecture, 18G1; 
" Irish History and Irish Charac- 
ter,” ]861 5 ’ The Empire. A 
Scries of Letters published in tlxe 
Daily Newst 1802-63,” Oxford, 
1863 i "A Plea for the Abolition 
of Tests in the University of 
Oxford,” 1804 ; " A Letter to a 
Whig Member of the Southern 
Independence Association,” 1864 j 
" Three English Statesman (Pym, 
Cromwell, Pitt) : a course of lec- 
tures on the Political History of 
England,^' 1807 j " The Experience 
of the American Commonwealth ” 
in "Essays on Reform,” 1867 5 
"The Eeorganization of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford,” I 8 G 85 "The 
Irish Question,” being three letters 
to the Editor of the Dadly NewSj 
1868 5 " The Relations between 
America and England.

1883. During his occasional visits 
to England, Mr, Goldwin Smith 
has written much in the English 
reviews, and during tho Home 
Rule Controversy of 1880, his in- 
fluential voice was raised on the 
platform and in the press, in the 
Bfcrongost opposition to Mr, Glad- 
stone's proposals. 

SMITH, The Rev. Isaac Gregory, 
was born Hov. 21 , 182G, at Man- 
chester, being fourth son of tho 
Rev. Jeremiah Smith, D.D., High 
Master of the Free Grammar 
School, and Rector of St, Anne’s 
Manchester. He was educated at 
Rugby and Trinity College, Oxford j 
was elected Hertford university 
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Scholar in 1846, Ireland University 
Scholar in 1847, Fellow of Erase* 
nose College in 1848. He was 
appointed Kcctor of Tedstone Bela- 
mere, Herefordshire, in 1854 ; Pro- 
hondary of Hereford Cathedral in 
1870 \ Vicar of Great Malvern, in 
1872 i Bampton Lecturer ab Oxford, 
in 1872 1 Examining Chaplain to 
the Bishop of St, David's, and 
Bural Bean, 1882. In 1886 he 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.B. from Edinburgh University. 
He is t)ie author of Faith and 
Philosophy," 1867; '^Epitome of 
the Life of Our Saviour," 1867} 

The Silver Bells," 1869 5 " Fra 
Angelico and other Poems," 1871 j 
and of articles on Monnsticism in 
Br. Smith's New Dictionary of 
Christian Antiquities j " Prayers 
for Every Hour," 1879} "’Thoughts 
on Education," 1883; ^'Diocesan 
History of Worcester/' 1R83 j 

History of Worcester Catlie- 
dral," 18S4jand " Aristotelianism," 
1880. 

SMITH, Bobert Angus, P.R.S., 
F.C.S. , Ph. Doctor, horn near Glas- 
gow, Feb. 15, 1817, was educated at 
Glasgow, and studied chemistry at 
Giessen, under Liebig, from 1839 
till 1841. Assisting Dr, Playfair, 
he laboured on the sanitary condi- 
tion of towns in Lancashire, and 
whilst practising os a professional 
chemist, has written numerous 
papers relating to the condition of 
the air. Hia report to the British 
Association, in 1848, on the Air and 
Water of Towns, gave a great im- 
X^ulse to the question at that time, 
and a paper on the Air of Towns in 
the diienical Society's Journal of 
1858, first produced data establish- 
ing the difference of the town and 
country air wherever found. Hav- 
ing been appointed by the Royal 
M^es Commission to inquire into 
the state of the atmosphere in 
metalliferous mines, he drew up a 
very valuable r^ort, which con- 
tains analyses of the air of mines, 
and the variations from pure air. 
Et was followed by an Inquiry into 


the Action of Carbonic Acid on the 
Circulation of the Blood, by ox- 
poriments made in an air-tight 
chamber, and, in 1861, by a 
memoir on the Constitution of the 
Atmosphere, including an inquiry 
into the air on lulls, in valleys, 
and other ^situations. In conjunc- 
tion with Mr. MoDougall, he ex- 
amined the action of disinfectants, 
and especially recommended car- 
bolic or phonic acid, pure or in 
tar-oil } and this has been exten- 
sively used since that period, in 
various forms, in this and other 
countries. He was elected F.R.S. 
in 1857, and \ras some time Presi- 
dent of the Literary and Philoso- 
phical Society of Manchester. His 
special inquiries into the quality 
of the air of towns when ijolluted 
by gases from manufactures, led 
to his appointment by the Board of 
Trade, under the Alkali Act of 
1803, as Inspector-General of Alkali 
works for the United Kingdom. 
The honorary degree of LL. U. was 
conferred upon him by the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh in 1882. He 
has written a " Life of Dalton, and 
History of the Atomic Theory up 
to his Time," official reports to the 
Board of Health, and to the Royal 
Society on the Ahsori^tion of Gases, 
various memoirs on the Arts in 
Ure and Hunt's " New Dictionary 
of Arts and Sciences," and by 
desire of the Royal Cattle Plague 
Comniission, a Memoir on the 
Action of Disinfectiuits generally ; 
a volume on Disinfection, a Search 
for Solid Bodies in the Air, and 
three later investigations on the 
Salts and Organic Bodies in Air. 
He calls the subject a now branch 
by the name of "Chemical Clmi.a- 
tology." Hia work entitled "Air 
and Rain: the Beginnings of a 
Chemical Climatology," appeared 
in 1872. He wTOte Part I. of "A 
Study of Peat," and wa.s appointed, 
along with Robert Rawlinson, C.B., 
Inspector under the Rivers Pollu- 
tion Act for England, and after- 
wards for Scotland also. He has 
3 P 
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written arclieoological papers on 
Scottish and Icelandic subjects, 
after holiday iiniuirios, and a book 
on the early history of Scotland, 
entitled " liooh Etivo and the Sons 
of IJisnach/' He has x>ublished 
seventeon annual reports on Al- 
kali works, most of them contain- 
ing investigations on the atmos- 
phere. In 1882 he published 
the first report under the Hivers 
Pollution Prevention Act, contain- 
ing investigaiions on water and 
drainage, and since then has written 
a volixme on "Science in Early 
Manchester.*** Ho lives in Man- 
chester. 

SMITH, The Very Eev. Eohert 
Payne, D.JD„ Dean of Canterbury, 
born in Q-loncestershirc, in Nov. 
1818, was educated at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, of which ho was 
scholar, and where he graduated, 
-with second-class honoims, in 1811, 
and obtained the Bodon (Sanscrit) 
and the Pusey and Ellcrton (He- 
brew) University Scholarships . In 
the discharge of his duty ns Under- 
Librarian of the Bodleian, he pub- 
lished, in a quarto volume, an 
elaborate Latin Catalogue of the 
Syriac MSS, belonging to that 
[library 5 has edited and translated 
the Commentary of St. Cyril of 
Alexandria upon the Gospel of St. 
Luke — extant only in Syriac — 
from the MSS. brought to this 
country by Archdeacon Tattam ; 
and has translated tho curious 
ecclesiastical history of John of 
Ephesus, in the same collection of 
MSS. Dr. Smith is engaged in 
preparing, for the Delegates of tho 
Oxford Press, a Syriac lexicon, 
based on that of Castelli, but a 
much larger work, and one that 
cannot fail greatly to aid Biblical 
criticism. The first psrt was pub- 
lished in 1868, and the seventh in 
1880. Three more parts will com- 
plete tho work. He is known as a 
profound Hebraist, and an excel- 
lent Arabic scholar, and his " Mes- 
siojiic Intei^retation of the Pro- 
phecies of Isaiah,** published in 


1862, affords proof of liia erudition. 
In 1869 he published a course of 
Bampton Lectures upon " Prophecy 
as a Preparation for Christ.** He 
has contributed a commentary on 
Jeremiah to tho large work which 
appeared under tho auspices of tho 
late Speaker. Ho is also the writer 
of the commentary oil Genesis in 
Bishop Bllicott's commentary for 
English readers j of ono on Isaiah 
in the commentary published by 
the S. P. C. K. i and of ono on 
Samuel in tho Pulpit Commentary. 
He was also a member of tho Old 
Testament Eovision Company. Dr. 
Smith was appointed, in Aug, 1865, 
to succeed Dr. Jacobson as Begius 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, on the advance- 
ment of the latter to the bishopric 
of Cheater j and in Jan. 1871, was 
raised to the Deanery of Canter- 
bury, vacant by the death of Dr. 
H. Alford. 

SMITH, William, LL.D„ D.C.L.. 
late Classical Examiner in tho 
University of London, bom in 
London, in 1813 j received his edu- 
cation at that university, where ho 
gained the first prizes in the Latin 
and Greek classes; was intended 
for the bar, and kept the usual 
terms at Gray*s Inn; but aban- 
doned the profession of the law for 
the study of classical literature. 
The "Dictionary of Greek and 
Eoman Antiquities,** edited by him, 
oommencod in 1840, was completed 
in 1812, followed by the "Dic- 
tionary of Greek and Homan Bio- 
graphy and Mythology,** com- 
menced in 1813 and concluded in 
1819, and by the "Dictionary of 
Greek and Roman Geography,** 
commenced in 1852 and finished in 
1857. These three works form an 
Encyclopeedia of Classical Anti- 
quity. In addition to his editorial 
duties connected with those publi- 
cations, he contributed some of 
the most valuable articles in the 
volumes. In 1850 Dr. Smith 
began the publication of his 
" School Diottonaries \ *' concise 
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but coiuprolionaive summaries, for 
tlie benefit of less advanced scho- 
lars, of his more voluminous publi- 
cations, consisting of Classical 
Dictionary of Mythology, Bio- 
graphy, and G-eographyj ” “A 
Smaller Classical Dictionary,** 
abridged from the preceding work j 
"A Smaller Dictionary of Anti- 
cinities,” d.o. Bach of these works 
has gone through many editions. 
In 1853 Dr. Smith was appointed 
Classical Examiner in the Univer- 
sity of London, which office he 
held tni 1869, when he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Senate 
of the Dnivorsity. In 1833 he 
started the useful series of "Stu- 
dent's Manuals,” by the publica- 
tion of a “ School History of Greece 
from the EarHest Times to the 
Homan Conquest, with chapters on 
the History of Literature and Art.** 
In 1831 he published his excellent 
edition of Gibbon j in 1835 he pub- 
lished "A Latin-English Diction- 
ary, based on the works of Forcel- 
lini and Freund ; *' and in 1860 he 
brought out his first volume of a 
" Dictionary of the Bible,” which 
is designed to render the same 
service in the study of the Bible 
as the Dictionaries of Antiqui- 
ties have done in the study of the 
Greek and Latin classics. The 
second and third volumes, complet- 
ing the work, appeared in 1863. 
Dr. Smith is the author of the 
" Student’s Latin Grammar,” pub- 
lished in 1863 5 of a Lafm course, 
in five parts, entitled "Principia 
Latina j” of a Greek course in 
throe parts, entitled " Initia 
GrjBca r* and of numerous educa- 
tional works of a high class. 
He became editor of the Quar» 
ierly Review in 1867, which 
office he still holds. In 18/0 he 
brought out, in conjunction with 
Mr, Hall, " A Copious and Critical 
English - Latin Dictionary,*' the 
fruit of fifteen years' labop j and 
in the same year he received the 
honorary degree of D.C.L, from 
the University of Oxford, In 1876 


he completed his large atlas of 
" Biblical and Classical Geo- 
graphy,” forming a companion 
volume to his Biblical and Clnesical 
Dictionaries. 

SMITH, The Bight Hon. William 
Henry, M.P,, son of Mr. William 
Henry Smith, of the Strand, Lon- 
don, and Bournemouth, Hamp- 
shire, bookseller, publisher, and 
news-agent, was born in Duke 
Street, Grosvenor Square, London, 
June 24, 1823. He was educated at 
the Grammar School, Tavistock, 
and became, in due course, a part- 
ner in the well-known firm in the 
Strand. In July, 1863, he unsuc- 
cessfully contested Westminster in 
the Conservative interest^ but his 
candidature was renewed with suc- 
cess in Hov., 18GS, when he defeated 
Mr. John Stuart Mill. He con- 
tinued to sit for Westminster 
down to 1885, when, after the 
Eedistribiition Act, he Avas returned 
for the Strand, 1)cing again elected 
in 1886. He was Financial Secre- 
tary of the Treasury from Peb., 
187 1, till Augf, 8, 1877i when he was 
appointed First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, in succession to the late 
Mr, Ward Hunt. He went out of 
office on the retirement of the Con- 
servatives in April, 1880, and was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
War in 1885 on the formation of 
the Conservative Government in 
June of that year. On the resig- 
nation of Sir Wm. Hart Dyke 
in Jan., 188G, Mr, W. H. Smith 
was appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, but the Salisbury Govern- 
ment fell immediately afterwards, 
and he only held the appointment 
for six days. In Lord Salisbury’s 
second administration he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State for War. 
When the Ministry was recon- 
structed on the resignation of Lord 
B. ChurohiU, Mr, Smith became 
First Lord of the Oftreasury and 
Leader of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Smith was a member of tho 
first and second School Boards for 
Loudon, his retirement in 1874 
3 P 2 
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being occasioned by the pressure of 
official cliitics. The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of E.C.L, in 1879 j and 
he was presented with the freedom 
of the Stationers* Company in 1880. 
He is a magistrate and B.Ij. for 
MiddlcseXj and a magistrate for 
Herts and Oxon^ and n member of 
the Council of King's College, 
London. 

SISITH, William Bobertson, M. A. , 
LL.D., was born at Keig, Aber- 
deenshiro, Nov. 8, 18 J 6, and edu- 
cated privately, and then at Aber- 
deen university, the New College, 
Bdinbm’gh, and the Universities of 
Bonn and Gottingen, Ho was ap- 
pointed Professor of Hebrew in the 
jFroo Church College, Aberdeen, in 
1870, and was removed from this 
office hy an extraordinary act of the 
Generid Assembly in 1881, on ac- 
count of his critical views as to the 
Old Testament, published in the 
" Enoycloj>cedia Britannica ** and 
elsewhere. Since then he has been 
associated with Prof. Baynes in 
editing the ^'Enoycloptedia Britan- 
nica.** Erom 1808 to 1870 ho was 
assistant to the Professor of Physics 
at Edinburgh. He is a inomber of 
the Old Testament Bevision Com- 
pany. Professor Bobertson Smith 
travelled in Arabia, 1879-80, and 
described his journey in letters to 
the Scotsman newspaper. In Jon., 
1883, Professor Bobertson Smith 
accepted the Lord Almoner's Pro- 
fessorship of Arabic in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, vacant hy 
the death of Professor Palmer. Be 
has contributod to soientiho 
journals and societies; and has 
published " The Old Testament in 
the Jewisli Church,** 1880; "The 
Prophets of Israel, and their Place 
in History to the close of the 
E^hth Century b.c.*' 1882; and 
"Kinship and Maarriage in Early 
Arabia,*^ 1883. In Eeb„ 1886, he 
was appointed Librarian to the 
University of Cambridge, in suc- 
cession to the late Mr, Henry 
Bradshaw, 


SOBBT, Henry Clifton, LL,D., 
P.B.S., was horn at Woodboume, 
near Sheffield, May 10, 1826, and 
educated at the Sheffield Colle- 
giate School, and by private tutors. 
He is an honorary LLE. of Cam- 
bridge (1870), and he has been 
President of the Geological So- 
ciety. On April 23, 1882, he was 
elected President of Firth College, 
Sheffield. Ho is the author of 
many sejiarate papers on the micro- 
scopical struotiu'o of rooks, on the 
construction and use of the micro- 
spectroscope in studying animal 
and vegetable colouring matter, on 
a new method of studying the 
optical characters of mineivus, on 
the physical geography of former 
geological periods, and on various 
other subjects connected with geo- 
logy and the use of the microscope. 

SPENCE, The Very Bev, Henry 
Donald Maurice, M.A., Bean of 
Gloucester, son of George Sponei*, 
Esfp, Q.C„ M,P,,bornin Pall Mall, 
London, in 1836, was educated at 
WestminsLor School and at Corpus 
Ghristi College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1864 ; M.A., 1866). While at the 
University he obtained a hr&t-class 
in the voluntary theological tripos 
(1864), the Carus Undergraduate 
University Prize (1861), and the 
Carus and Soliolefleld University 
Prize (1863, and a^ain, 1866). Ho 
was appointed Professor of Modern 
Literature ^ in David's College, 
Lampeter, in 3863; Eector of St. 
Mary do Crypt, Gloucester, 1870 ; 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Gloucester and Bristol (Br. 
EUicott), in 1870; Principal of 
the Theological College of Glou- 
cester in 1875 ; Hon. Canon of 
Gloucester in 1873. In 1877 he 
was presented by the Queen to 
ttie vicarage of St. Panoras, Lon- 
don, void by the promotion of Br, 
Anthony Wilson Thorold to the 
see of Bochester. "Mx, Spence was 
in the same year appointed Bural 
Bean of St. Pancras. In 1886 he 
was appointed by the Crown to 
the Beanery of Gloucester, in 
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succession to Dr. Montague Butler, 
who acceotcd the Mastership of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, He has 
eontriWted many papers to the 
“ Bible Educator j ” is joint author 
'vvrithDean Howson of a Commentary 
on the Acts of the Apostles (Anglo- 
American Commentary) j and is one 
of the Commentators of the New 
Testament, and also of the Old 
Testament, edited by the Bislioi-) of 
(ilouceater and Bristol. Doan 
Spence is likewise editor of the 
" Pulpit Commentary on the Old 
and New Testament/' of which 
AFork 20 volumes have already been 
published (1880), and of several 
ATorks on the Talmud. He is the 
author of a trauBlation of the 
** Teaching of the T weh'e Apostles, ” 
with excursus and notes (1885). 
He married Louise, daughter of 
David Jones, Esq., M.P, for Car- 
marthenshire. 

SPBNCEB (Earl), The Bight Hon. 
John Poyntz Spencer, K.G., only 
sou of the fourth Earl Spencer, 
born at Spencer House in 1835, re- 
ceived his education at Harrow 
School and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated in 1857. 
lie represented the southern cUau- 
sion of the county of Northampton 
ill the House of Oomniona from 
April to Dec., 1857, when he suc- 
ceeded to the title on his father’s 
death. He was Groom of the Stole 
to tlie late Prince Consort, 1850-Ul ; 
and Groom of the Stole to the 
Prince of 'Wales, 1862-67* In Dec., 

1868, he was appointed Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, and he made his 
public entry into Dublin Jan. 16, 

1869. He retained that oiEce till the 
resignabion of the Gladstone Minis- 
try in Poh,, 1874. On the return of 
the Liberals to office in May, 1880, 
he was appointed Lor*! President of 
the Council, lie Avas nominated 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, on the 
resignation of EarlCowper,May4, 
1882, retaining his seat in the 
Cabinet. He arrived in Dublin 
Castle on May G, on the evening of 
Avhicli day Lord Frederick Caven- 


dish, the newly-appointed Chief 
Secretary, and Mr. Thomas A. 
Burke, the Under-Seeretaiy, were 
stabbed to death by ussassms in 
the PhoBiiix Part, close to tlic 
Castle. After this it fell to Lord 
Spencer to administer the provi- 
sions of the Crimes Act. In March, 
1883, Earl Spencer resigued the 
office of Lord Pre&ident of the 
Council, but still remained a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, until the close 
of Mr. Gladstone's administration 
in JunP, 1883. Ou the return of 
Mr. Gladstone to office in Feb. 
of the following year. Lord Spencer 
became for the second tline Lord 
President of the Coimcil. By this 
time h<i hud adopted Home Rule 
oijinions, and his support was of 
great value to the government, 
though, as it afterwards appeared, 
it did not carry the BUI. The 
Univerfeity of Dublin conferred on 
Lord Spencer the honorary degree 
of LL.D. June 30, 1883. His lord** 
ship is Lord-Lieutenant of North- 
amptonshire. 

SFENCEB, Herbert, Avas born at 
Derby in 1820. He Avas educated 
by his father, a teacher in Derby, 
and his uncle, tho Rev. Thomas 
Spencer, a clergyman of tlio Estab- 
lished Church, who was active in 
various philanthropic movoments- 
At the age of seventeen he became 
a civil engineer, but after about 
eight years abandoned the profes- 
sion, having during this period 
coni^buted various papers to the 
Civil Engineers' and Architects' Jour* 
ml. His hrst productions in gene** 
i*al literature were in the shape of 
a series of letters on " Tho Proper 
Sphere of Government," publi^ed 
in the Nonconformist newspaper in 
1842, which were repxdnted in pam- 
phlet form. From 1818 to 1853 he 
was engaged as sub-editcr of the 
Economist, and during this time 
published his first considerable 
AV-ork, Social Statics : or, the Con- 
ditions essential to Human Happi- 
ness specified, and the first of tueiu 
developed/* 1851, Various articles# 
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oliiofly foi’ tho Westminster and ’ 
othor quiu’berly reviews, wore writ- 
ton during 11) o next four yoarB. In 
]855 appeared liis ‘^Principloa of 
psycliology/* which intci'preted the 
phenomena of mind on the general 
principle of evolution (this was four 
years before the Origin of Si)e- 
cies ” appeared) , A break down in 
health followed, which prevented 
woi'k for eighteen months. 1857^ 
1868^ and 1859, were occupied in 
writing various essays for the 
cxuarterly reviews, &c. In 1800 Mr, 
Spencer issued the programme of 
his "System of Synthetic Philo- 
sophy,** which proi^osed to carry 
out in its application to all orders 
of phenomena the gcnex’al law of 
evolution set Forth in two essays 
published in 1857. To tho execu- 
tion of this project his subsequent 
life has been mainly devoted. Of 
the woi-ks composing the System, 
the following have already been 
published: "Eirst Principles," 180i3 
(Gth edit., 1884) j The Principles 
of Biology," 2 vols., 1864 (3rd edit., 

1884) j " The Principles of Psycho- 
logy," 2 vols., 1872 (4th odii., 
1880) 5 " The Principles of Socio- 
logy," vol. I.j 1876 (3rd edit.> 
1886) } "Ceremonial Institutions,*^ 
1879 (2nd edit., 1883) j " Politicnl 
Institutions," 1882 (2nd edit., 

1885) $ " Ecclesiastical Institu- 

tions," 1885 (2nd edit., 1886) j ^'The 
Bata of Ethics,” 1870 (4th edit., 
1884). Mr. Spencer's other works 
aro : — " Education : Intellectual, 
Moral, and PhysicJil,” 1861 (lOth 
edit., 1885); "Essays: Scientific, 
Political, and Speculative/* 2 vols., 
1868-63 (4th edit., 3 vols., 1886) ; 
" Tho Classification of the Sciences ; 
to which are added, Keasons for 
Biasenting from the Philosophy of 
M. Comte," 1864 (3rd edit., 1871) ; 
"The Study of Sociology,** 1873 
(11th edit., 1885); "The Manver- 
stifi the State,** 1884 (7th thousand, 

1886) . Beyond his own proper 
work Mr. Spencer has puhliiSod 
eight parts of the "Bescriptivo 
Sociology/* classified and arranged 


by himself, and compiled by Prof, 
Buncon, Br. Scheping, and Mr. 
Collier. This work was originally 
undertaken simply for the purpose 
of providing himself with materials 
for the "PrincijiloB of Sociology," 
hut was eventually published for 
the use of others. Part VIII,, 
published in 1881, contained the 
announcement that having during 
tho x>rccoding 14 years sunk be- 
tween .£3,000 and .£4,000 in the 
undertaking, lie could no longer 
continue it. Mr. Sx^encor x>aid a 
visit to the United States in 1882. 
On May 12, 1883, he was elected a 
correspondent of the Pronch Aca- 
demy of Moral and Political 
Sciences, for the section of Philo- 
30x>hy, in tlie room of Emerson, 
but lie declined that in common 
with all Academic honoiu's. Mr. 
Sj)eneer's works have been extou- 
sively translated. All are rendered 
into French, nearly all into Ger- 
man and Bussian, many into 
Italian and Spanish ; and the work 
on Education has appeared also in 
Hungarian, Bohemian, Polish, 
Butch, Banish, Swedish, Greek, 
Japanese, and Chinese. 

SFIELHAGEK, Eriedxxoli, a Ger- 
man novelist, was horn at Magde- 
burg, February 20, 1829, being tho 
son of a Government official. At 
an early age ho accompanied his 
father to StnUsimd, and on this 
journey the sea made a lastmg im- 
pression on the susceptible mind of 
the future novelist, who has in 
most of his works described life 
and incidents at sea with remark- 
able force and vividness. In 1847 
he entered the University of Berlin, 
and then removed to Bonn, where 
he applied him&olf to tho study of 
the law for about six months, and 
tlien turned his attention to philo- 
logical and literary studies, which 
he pursued with great zeal at Ber- 
lin and Greifswald. In 1864 he 
settled at Leipzig, where he taught 
in the Gymnasium, hut the sudden 
death of his father changed his cir- 
ciunstanoes and prospects, and led 
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to his adopting literature as a pro- 
fession. Since the yeiu* 1854 he 
has brought out, with ever increas- 
ing^ success, a series of novels, 
which have gained for him a fore- 
most place among German writers 
of fiction. His larger worlrs are : 

Problematical Natures/^ 1861, 
9th edit. 1880, and its sequel 
"Through Night to Light,’'' 1862; 
"Hammer and Anvil," 1869, 8th 
edit. 1881 j " Ever Eorword ! " 
1872 ; " What the Swallow Sang,” 
1873 j and "Storm-Floods," 1878. 
He has also written The Hohen- 
steins,” 1864; "Eant and File," 
18C0; "Low Lund,'^ 1879; and 
" Quisisana,” 1880. Among his 
smaller pieces are Clara Tere,^* 
1837 ; "On the Downs," 1858 : "At 
the Twelfth Hour," 1803; "The 
Eose of the Court," 18G4 ; " Hans 
and Margaret," a village story, 
1868; "The Village Cormette." 
1809; "German Pioneers, 1870 j 
"Ultimo," 1873 ; "Tlie Skeleton in 
the House," 1879 j and " Angela," 
1881 ; two comedies, " Love for 
Love," 1875, and "Hans and Mar- 
garet," 1870 : and " Uhlenhanns," 
2 vols., ISSl, a family romance, 
with ijolitical background, repre- 
senting the period 1830-4.0. 

SFELLEE, Eugene, a French 
politician, born at Seurre (Gote- 
d'Or), Dec. 8, 1835, studied at 
the Lyceum and the Faculty of 
Laws at Dijon, and became a 
member of the Paris bar in 
1862. After having been em- 
ployed in several political cases, he 
abandoned the legal profession in 
order to engage in active political ; 
life and journalism. At tlie general 
election of 1863 he supported, at 
priyate mootings, the candidature 
of KmUe Ollivier against the official 
candidature of M. Varin, in the 
third circonscription of the Seine. 
He then booaino editor of the 
Eitrope of Frankfort, and contri- 
buted to the Nain Jauns, the Jour- 
nal do Paris, and the Journal do 
Gendue, Having formed a friend- 
ship withM. Gambotta, he became. 


I in 1868, one of the founders of the 
j Revvo Politique. He was also one 
of the contributors to the JSncyclo- 
pHie QMfh'ale (1800-70). At tlie 
legislative elections of 1800 be 
opposed M. limile Ollivicr^s candi- 
dature, wliich, not long before, he 
had supported ; and he vehemently 
opposed the plebiscite of May. 1870, 
publishing a " Petite Uistoire du 
Second Emiiire, utile a lii'c avant 
le vote du Plebiscite." After the 
revolution of Sept. 4, 1870, he was 
M. Gombetta’s confidential friend 
and secretary, and in Nov. 1871, he 
became the principal editor of La 
Rexivhlique Fran^aise. He resigned 
that post in 1870, when he was 
elected a Depnty for the 3rd an’on- 
dissement of Paris. On Feb, 0, 
18S0, he was elected President of 
the Advanced Left Deputies, de- 
feating tlie more Eadicnl M. Boys- 
set by 51 to 37. Besides the woi'ks 
already cited, M. Spuller has writ- 
ten, Michelet, sa vie et ses 
oeuvres," 1870 ; " Ignace de Loyola 
et la Compngnie dc Jesus," 1870 ; 
and " LaCompagnie de J(?sus devant 
PHistoire,” 1877 ; and a collection 
of his " Confei*ences," 1870. 

SFTTB0EON, Charles Haddon. 
bom at Kelvedon, Essex, June 19, 
1834, was educated at Colchestor, 
Cambridge, and elsewhere, and be- 
came usher in a school at New- 
market. Some of his relatives, 
who were Independents, proposed 
that he should enter one of their 
colleges; but as he had adopted 
Baptist views, ho joined the con- 
gregation which had been presided 
over by the late Eiobert Hall, at 
Cambridge. He now actively en- 
gaged in Christian work; and at 
Fevershom, near Cambridge, at the 
age of sixteen, he delivered his 
first sermon; and shortly after- 
wards accepted an inritation to 
become pastor at Watorbeaoh. He 
now became a well-known oharao- 
tor ; the chapel at Waterboach was 
filled, while crowds contented 
themselves with Estening from the 
outside. Invitations to preach 
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wore sent from surrounding placesj 
Ills fame rcaobed London^ and lie 
was oifored the Pastorate of the 
Church mcotiug in New Pax’k-atreet 
chapel, in Southwark, in which Dr. 
BipX:)on nt one time preached. Mr. 
Spurgeon first preached before a 
London congregation in 1853, with 
so much BUCoebti,that ore two years 
had elapsed it was considered ne- 
cessary to enlarge the building, 
pending which nlteratiou ho olh- 
ciated for four months at Exeter 
Hall. That edifice was crowded, 
and hundreds were turned away 
from the doors. The enlargement 
of the chapel in Pork-bti’eet, liow- 
(ivor, ijrovod insulliciont, and 
hearers multiijlied with such ra- 
X)idity, that it became expedient to 
eugtige the Surrey Music Hall. A 
lamentable accident occurred with- 
in its walls in Oct. 1858, and Mr, 
Sxmrgcon's followers determined to 
))uild a suitable edifice for their 
services. The Metropolitan Tahor- 
uaclo was opened in 18(31, and 
is tilways full to overflowing. 
Ml*. Spurgeon has 
a sermon weekly since the first 
week of 1855 j and at the end 
of 1885 the series — ^inclusive of 
<louble numbers — ^had reached No. 
l,87G, or thirty-one annual volumes. 
The weekly circulation is about 
1^5,000. lie has published a num- 
ber of other works, the chief of 
which is “ I'iio Treasmy of David,*' 
or on oxx)osiUoii of the Psalms, in 
seven volumes, 8vo. The Stock- 
well Orphanage, founded in 1807, 
has since been enlarged to acoom- 
inodate 250 boys, and as many 
girls, and down to 1880 more than 
1,000 children had been received. 
T'ho Pastors' College, foiuided in 
1850, has educated over 700 men, 
of whom in 1885, 538 wero stiU 
engaged as pastors, missionaries, 
oi‘ evongollstR, intho Baptist deno- 
mination. The Metropolitan Ta- 
bemado Colportage Association 
has some eighty or ninety agents, 
occupying districts in different 
X>arts of th e counti*yj who, in 


addition to other service, sell piu*c 
literature intlxe course of a year to 
the amount of about d69,000. " A 
Book Fund,” carried on in Mr. 
Spi irgeon's house, and superin- 
tended by Mrs. Spurgeon, has in 
ten years supplied indigeut minis- 
ters of various denominations, free 
of cost, with over 80,000 volumes. 
In 1879 Mr. Spurgeon received "A 
Silver 'Wedding” Testimonial of 
over .^80,000. In 1S8-1, on his at- 
taining his OUth year, another sum 
of about .£6,000 was presented. 
The whole of these funds wore dis- 
tributed in charity, -85,000 having 
been devoted to the endowment of 
the Tahernaclo almshouses. 

SQVI£B,Ephraim George, was horn 
at Bethlehem, Now York, June 17, 
1821. In his youth ho worked on a 
ftu’m in summer*, and taught school 
in winter. Subsequently he edited 
various local nowspax>crs, and 
studied onginecriug. Benioving to 
Ohio, ho undertook, in conjunction 
with Dr. E. II. Davis, an explora- 
tion of the aliorigiiial monuments 
in the Valley of the Mississippi, of 
which the results are given in the 
first volume of the "Smithsonian 
Contributions to Knowledge,” 1818, 
H e subsequently published '' Abori- 
ginal Monuments of the State of 
New York,” 1849. In 18 18 he M‘as 
Apixoiiiled Charg(^ d'Affaires to the 
republics of Central America. In 
3853 lie went again to Central 
America to ropoH upon a line for 
a proposed interoceanic railway, for 
which a company was formed, of 
which he was made secretary $ but 
the work has never been begun. 
He spent 1803-04i in Peru (as 
United States Commissioner), ex- 
amining the remains of the Inca 
works, of which he took hundreds 
of jihotographs. Returning to Now 
York he began to prepai-e an ex- 
haustive work on the subject, but 
the completion of the work was for 
several years interrupted by a 
mental disorder, from which ho 
however subsequently recovered so 
far as to bo able to revise the x)or-

tions already written^ and to super- 
intend tlieir publication^ under tbe 
title "Peril: Incidents and Ex- 
plorations in the Land of the Incas,” 
1b77. Besides numerous reports 
and scientific papers, he has pub- 
lishod; " Nicaragua j its Peoxde, 
Scenery, and Monuments.” Ib52; 
" Notes on Central America,” 1854 ; 
" ’VVaikna,” a story of adventure, 
jjcirtly imaginary, on the Mosquito 
Shore, 1855 j The States of Cen- 
tral America,” 1B37, revised, 1870 j 
"Monograph of Authors who liave 
written on the Aboriginal Lan- 
guages of ’America,” 1860; and 
** ^Propicol Fibres and their Econo- 
mic Extraction,” 1861. lie has 
received the medal of the French 
(leograx)hical Society ; is a member 
of many learned associations j and 
was, in 1871, President of the Au- 
thropological Society of New York. 
A recurrence of the mental disorder 
lius of late incapacitated him for all 
labour. 

STAINEB, John, Mus. Doc., was 
born in 18 10, and was ii chorister at 
St. Paulas between 1817 and 1856. 
At the age of sixteen he became 
organist to St. Miohaers College, 
Tenbury, then recently founded by 
SirF. G. Ousoley,Professor of Music 
in the ITniverfaity of Oxford j and, 
three years afterwards, he was, at 
the early ago of nineteen, made 
organist of Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford. He seized the opportunity of 
graduating in arts os well as in 
music, proceeding to Mus. Bac. in 
1859, B.A. 1863, Mua. Doe. 1865, 
M.A. 1866. In 1860 Dr. Stainer 
had been ax^pointed organist of the 
University Church by the then 
Vice-ChancellorjtheEev. Dr. J euno, 
late Bishop of Peterborough, and 
he held this apx^ointment, together 
with the organistship of Magdalen, 
until 1872, when he was appointed 
to succeed Sir John Goss, as organist 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, 
where through his exertions the 
music lias risen to very high | 
excellence. Dr, Slaiuer, who is a ' 
brilliant instnimentidist, lias com- 
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Xiostidalarge number of anthems and 
Church services, as well as songs of 
a secular character, while by his 

Treatise on Hannony ” (5th edit. 
1881). his educational primers on 
Harmony, Composition, and the 
Organ, and by Iur work on “ The 
Musi c of the Bible, ” ho luis achieved 
a high reputation aa a scientific 
musician. A cantata by Dr. Stainer, 
"The Daughter of Juirus,” wa^ 
composed for and produced at the 
Worcester Festival, 1878. In 1883 
his cantata, " St. Mary Magdalen,” 
was produced at the Gloucester 
Festival. In the same year Dr. 
Stainer was appointed Inspector of 
Music to the Education Depart- 
intjnt in the x^hiuo of Dr. Hullah, 
and also had the honour of hein^ 
nominated a memher of the Council 
of the Koyal College of Music by 
H.E.H. the Prince of Wales. In 
1883 Dr, Stainer received the degree 
of Mus. Doc. hojioi'is causa, troui 
the University of Durluim. He is 
an honorary member of the Eoyal 
Academy or Music, au honorary 
Fellow of the Tonic Solfa College, 
and one of the vice-presidents of 
the College of Organists. From 
time to time Dr. Stainer has acted 
as musical examiner to the Uni- 
versities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
and London. 

STANFOBD, CharleB ViUiers, ie 
ilio son of the late John Stanford, 
Ebcx., Examiner to the Irish Court 
of Chancery. He was bom at 
Dublin, Dec. 30, 1852, and received 
I his first musical instruction from 
: Mr. A. O’Leaiy, and Sir R. P. 
Stewart. In 1870 he matriculated 
at Queen’s College, Cambridge, but 
shortly afterwards migrated to 
Trinity, where, on the death of Dr, 
J. L. Hopkins in 1873, he was 
elected organist of the Oollege, 
a post he has retained ever since. 
In the same year ho was appointed 
conductor of the University Musical 
I Society. In 1874 Dr. Stanford 
I graduated in classical honours, and 
tdiorlly afterwards studied mush* 

; at Leipzig, under Reinecke, and ut 
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Berlin, nndei* JECiol. His principal 
compositions up to 1876, are a 
betting of Klopstock^s Hymn Die 
Aiiferstehung^' (op. 5), incidental 
music to Tennyson’s “ Queen 
Mary (op. 6), and a setting of 
the 46th Psabu (op, 8), first per- 
formed hy the Cambridge Univer- 
sity Musical Society in 1870. In 
1877 Dr. Stanford took tho degree 
of M.A. In the same year an 
overtime by him was inoduced at 
the Gloucester Festival, and a 
Symphony at the Crystal Palace. 
The next few ycai’s were devoted 
to the writing of various chamber 
compositions, two church services 
(one of which was written for the 
Festival of the Sons of tho Clergy 
in 1880), and a grand opera, The 
Veiled Prophet of Khoras&an'^ 
(libretto by W. Bcirclay Squire), 
which was produced at Hanover, 
Feb. 6, 1881. In 1882 an Flegiac 
Symphony was perfoimod at Cam- 
bridge, a Choral Hymn (op. 10) to 
words T)y Klopsiock at St. Paiirs 
Cathedral, and an Orchestral Sei’o- 
nado (op. 17) at the Birmingham 
tV'stival. Shortly afterwards he 
published a colloction of old Irish 
songs. At the opening of the 
lioyal College of Music Dr. Stan- 
ford was appointed Professor of 
Composition and Orchestral play- 
ing, and in 1888 the honorary 
degree of Mus. Doc. was conferred 
upon him by tho University of 
Oxford. In 1884 he produced two 
new operas, " Savonarola ** at 
Hamhm‘g, and (witliin a fortnight) 
Tho Canterbury Pilgrims at 
Dniry Dane i the librettos of both 
works were by G. A. A'Bcckott. 
The same year wituoased the pro- 
duction at the Norwich Festival 
of a setting of Walt. Whitman’s 
Elegiac Ode for Abraham Lincoln 
(op. 21), three Cavalier Songs 
(words by Eobert Broivning) (op. 
18), and a pianoforte sonata (op. 
20, played at the Monday Popular 
Concerts). In 1885 Dr. Stanford 
was elected Conductor of the Bach 
Choir. His oratorio ** The Three 
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Holy Children ’’ (op. 22) was pro- 
duced at the Birmingham Festival, 
and his music to the “ Eiunenides ’’ 
(op. 28) i)f JUschylus at the 
porfornianco of the play at Cam- 
bridge. His latest works are a 
choral setting of Tennyson's 
ballad, ^^The Eovongo’^ (op. 2-J, 
performed at tho Leeds Festival of 
1886), and a pianoforte quintet! 
(op. 25). 

STANHOPE, The Right Hon. 
Edward, the second son of Philip 
Henry, filth Earl Stanhope, and 
Emily Harriet, daughter of General 
Sir Edward Kerrison, was born in 
Grosvenor piaco, Sept. 24, 1810, 
and educated at Harrow, and 
Christ Churcb, Oxford. Ho ob- 
tained a first class in mathematics 
at the first i)ublic examination, 
Dec. 1861, graduated B.A., 1862, 
M.A., 1865 ; and was elected Fellow 
of AU SoulsV 1862. Ho was called 
to the Bar in 1865, and was elected 
M.P. for Mid-Lincolnshire in Feb. 
1871, for which constituency ho 
sat until 1883, when he was elected 
for the Horncastle Division of that 
county. He was parliamentary 
Secretory to the Board of Trade 
from Nov. 1873 to April, 1878, 
Under Secretary of State for India 
from that date until April, 1880, 
Vice-President of tho Committee 
of Council on Education from 
June to Auguat,1885, and President 
of the Board of Trade from tho 
latter date luitil Jan, 1866. Ho is 
a Trustee of tho National Por- 
trait Gallery. In Lord Stilisbury’s 
Cabinet of August, 1880, ho was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
the Colonics. 

STANLEY, The Right Hon. Frede- 
rick Arthur, lord Stanley of Pres- 
ton, G.C.B., younger son of tho 
fourteenth, and brother of the 
present Earl of Derby, by Emma, 
second daughter of the fbst Lord 
Skolmersdale, was bom in London 
in 1811, and received his educa- 
tion at Eton. Ho entered tiic 
Grenadier Guards in 1868, was 
ax>pointo<l Lieutenant and Captain 
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in 1802^ aud retired in I860. He 
reproaontod Preston in the House 
of Oommons5 in the Conservative 
interest, from July, I860, till Dec. 
1868, when he was elected for North 
Lancashire. Ho was a Lord of the 
Adinii’alty from Aug. to Dec. 1808, 
and Financial Seerelary for War 
from Fob. 1874, till Aug. 1877, 
when he became Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, On Ajiril 2, 
J 878, Colonel Stanley was appointed 
Secretary of State for War, in suc- 
cession to Mr, Hni'dy, now Lord 
Cranbrook, and wcs sworn of the 
Privy Council. In the autumn re- 
cess of tliat year ho and Mr, W. H. 
Smith, tlie First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, with a nuuioroua suite, 
visited the island of Cyprus. He 
went out of office with his paity in 
April, 1880. In Loi*d Salisbury's 
government he was Secretary of 
State for the Colonies from June, 
1885, till Feb, 1886, and in the 
Cabinet of August, 1886, was ap- 
pointed President of the Board of | 
Trade, and raised to the peerage 
with the title of Lord Stanley of 
Preston. He married in 1861, 
Lady Constance, eldest daughter 
of the fourth Earl of Clarendon. 
Lord Stanley is heir presumptive 
to the Earldom of Derby. 

STANIiEY.Henr7!U[. .was born near 
Denbigh, in Woles, in 18 10. When 
three years old ho was placed in 
the poor-house of St. Asaph, whore 
he remained ten years, and received 
an education which enabled him to 
teach in a school. At the age of 
fifteen ho soiled as cabin-boy in 
a vessel bound for New Orleans. 
Hero he was adopted hy a merchant 
named Stanley, whose name he 
took, in place of his original one, 
which was John Howlands. His 
patron died without leaving a will, 
and young Stanley was loft to hia 
own resomrees. He enHsted in the 
Confederate army, was made a 
prisoner, and subsequently joined 
the Federal service, becoming a 
petty -officer on a war-sleamer. 
After the close of the war he be- 


came a newspaper correspondent, 
and in 1807 was sent by the New 
Toi'li Herald as its correspoudeni 
with the British army in Abyssinia, 
and subsequently travelled in Spain 
and elsewhere. He was finally sent 
by the conductor of the Herald to 
find Dr. Livingstone, of whom no- 
thing had been heard for more 
than two years. Stanley reached 
Zanzibar, on the east coast of 
Africa, eaidy in Jan. 1871, and on 
the 28t:h of October reached Ujiji, 
on Lake Tanganyika, where Livmg- 
stone had just arrived from the 
south-west. Stanley lumainod with 
him until Feb. 1872, when Living- 
stone siartod on the joiunoy from 
which ho never resumed, and 
Stanley made his way back to 
Europe. The eclat of this exploit 
induced the conductors of the Neto 
Yorh Herald and of the London 
Daily Telegraph to send him, at 
their own expense, on another Afri- 
can expedition. He i^eached Zonzi- 
I bar in the autumn of 1874, and 
learning that Livingstone was dead, 
resolved to go north-westward, and 
explore the region of Lake Victoria 
N'yanza, This, after many en- 
counters with the natives, he reached 
in Feb. 1875, and found it to be 
the largest body of fresh water on 
the globe, having an area of 40,000 
square miles. He then pushed west- 
ward towards Lake Albert N'yanza, 
and was able to satisfy himself that 
it was not, as had been generally 
supposed, connected with Lake Tan- 
ganyika. Forced hy the hostility 
of the natives to retmn to Hjiji, he 
determined to descend the ^eat 
river discovered by Livingstone, 
and believed by him to be the Nilo, 
but whioh others thought was the 
Congo, and natned hy Livingstone 
the LniLlaha, and >>y Stanley the 
Ifivingatone. The descent, chiefly 
by canoes, occupied him eight 
months, cost him the Uvos of thirty- 
five out of hia one hundred and 
fifty men, and was accomplished 
under the greatest difficulties and 
privations. On reaching a s(4tle- 
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iiiont on the coast, a Portuguese 
national vessel took him to St, Paul 
do Loanda, whence an English 
vessel conveyed the party to the 
Capo oX Good Hox:}e, and theiioo to 
Zanzibar. Ilore his men were 
left at their homo j and Stanley 
readied England in Eob, 187b. 
He has published an account of 
his first expedition, under the title 
How I found Livingstone,^" 38722. 
Of his other expedition an account 
is given in '^Through the Dark 
Continent,"" 1878 (abridged edition, 
1885). The President of the French 
Geographical Society prcsent(id the 
Cross of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour to Mr. Stanley at the Sor- 
bonne, Paris, Jimo 28, 1878. In 
1879-82 ho visited Africa again, 
under the auspices of tlie African 
rntcmatioual Association founded 
at Brussels, The object he had in 
view was to develop the great 
basin of the river Congo. The 
King of the Belgians devoted from 
his private piu’so dC30,000 per annum 
towards this costly enterprise. He 
completed tlio work in 1881, having 
cstabHsbed trading statiouB along 
the Congo River from its mouth to 
Stanley Pool, 1‘100 miles by river. 
In 1B85 he pubHahed " The Congo 
and the Founding of its Free 
State.” At the end of 1886 Mr. 
Stanley was charged with the or- 
ganisation of an expedition for the 
reUef of Emin Pasha, and on Jan. 
i;i, 1887, was iiresented -with the 
honorary freedom of tho City of 
London. 

STARBFEL3D, The Right Hon. 
James, M.P„ the eldest son of Mr. 
James Stansfeld, of Moorlands, 
Judge of the County Coui^ of York- 
bhire, at HaliW (who died Jan. 
29, 1872), was bom at Halifax in 
1820, and educated at University 
College, London, where lie attained 
the degi'eo of LL.B. He was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
18-10 ; was elected one of the mem- 
bers for Halifax, in the advanced 
Liberal interest, in April 3 859 1 
was appointed a Lord of tho Ad- 


miralty in April, 18G3, and resigned 
in April, 1801, owing to the dis- 
satisfaction caused by his intimacy 
with tho conspirator Mazzini. Ho 
' was appointed Undcr-Socretary of 
State under Lord Russeirs second 
administration, in Fob. 3 880, and 
retired in June of that year. Hu 
was made Third Loi d of tho Trea- 
sury on Mr. Gladstone’s coming 
into oillcG in Dec. 1808, and in 
Oct. 1809 ho succeeded Mr. Ayrton 
08 one of the joint Secrotaries to 
tho Treasury. Tlie latter office ho 
resigned in March, 1873, when he 
succeodedMr. Goschenas President 
of the Poor Law Board. He was 
appointed the first President of the 
new Local Government Board in 
Aug. 1871 ; and held that office till 
tho resignation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet in Jan. 1874. Mr. Stans- 
feld supported Mr, Gladstone’s 
Home Rule policy, and in 1880, on 
the resignation of Mr. Chamberlain, 
succeeded him as President of the 
Local Government Board, re-enter- 
ing tlui Cabinet for the first time 
for twelve years. He has continued 
to bit for Halifax since 3 859. 3V£r. 
Slnnsfeld is chiefly known through- 
out the counti'y for his opposition 
to tho Conta^ous Diseases Acts, 
and his support of woman’s 
siUl'rage. 

STAPLETON, Augustus Grauville, 
born in 1800, was eductited at 
Rugby and St. John’s, Cambridgo. 
He was appointed x)rivato secretary 
to Mr. Canning in 1822. At that 
statesman’s death lie was made a 
Commissioner of Customs by desire 
of George 3 V., as a tribute to 
Mr. Canning’s memory,” and hav- 
ing been entrubtod with Canning’s 
papers, he published, in 1830, his 
“ Political Life ” during his last 
tenure of office. Mi\ Stapleton 
contributed letters on foreign 
policy, signed " Sulpioiua” to the 
Times during April and May, 1830. 
Ho contested Birmingham (witli- 
out success) at the election in 1887. 
In 1843 he published two pamph- 
lets on Ireland. Prom 1850 to 
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ia55 he contributed letiers on 
foreign policy and international 
lawj signed " Lex Puhlica/* to the 
Mornhig Herald. He published in 
1850 Suggestions for a Conserva- 
tive and Popular Beform of the 
House of Cojnmoiis/' advising n 
distinct nuci separate representa- 
tion in Pai’liament of the educated 
classes. This was followed by a 
pamphlet on " The Educational 
franchise.’' He was invited in 
1851, hy the friends of Pi'olestant 
education in Ireland, to examine 
the schools under the National 
Board and the Church Education 
yooicty, and ho gave evidence 
(1853) before a Committee of the 
House of Lords as to the result of 
his iniiuiry. In 1837 he published 
a pamphlet, ‘^Hostilities at Can- 
ton/’ on the Lorcha Arrow casoj 
and in 1S50 G-eorge Canning and 
his Times;*' in 3SGG, " Interven- 
tion and Non-Intervention;” in 
18GS, '^Thti Origin of Penianism 
in 1871, " The French Case truly 
stated.” showing how the French 
Government wore beguiled into 
the declaration of war against 
Prussia ; and in 1873, essays in 
Mact/iillaiii*3 JHagatine commenting, 
from a contemporary point of view, 
on Charles Greville^s Memohs. 

STEDDIAN, Edmund Clarence, was 
bom at Hartford, Connecticut, Oct. 
8, 18B3. He studied at Yale Col- 
lege, and in 1852 become editor of 
the Noi-wich (Conn.) Tribune, and 
in 1853 of the Winsted (Conn.) 
Herald. He removed to New York 
in 1855, where, in 1859, he became 
a contributor of poetry to the Tri- 
bune, During the Hebellion he 
was a war correspondent of the 
New York iroWd. He subsequently 
studied law, but never practised it. 
In 18G3 he was ijrivatc-secretary to 
Attom6y-Genei*al Botes, at Wash- 
ington, blit since 1805 has been a 
stockbroker in New York, at the 
same time devoting considerable 
attention to literature. Besides 
his contributions to the Atlantic, 
(Jentury, and other periodicals, he 


has published "Poems,^’ IbGO, 1S73 ; 

Alice of Monmouth,” 18G1 ; The 
BLimolesd Prince,” 1809 ; a volume 
of essays on " The A^ictorian Poets,” 
1875 ; " Octaviu’S Brooks Proth- 
ingham and the New Faith,” 187G j 
” Hawthom and other Poems,” 
1877 i “ Edgar Alim Poe,” 1880 j 
and a volume of his " Collected 
Poetical Works,” l8Si. He has in 
preparation a work on the ‘'Biso 
of Poetry in America/’ and li 
translation of the Givek I(\vllii* 
poets. 

STEELE, Sir John, E.S.A., sciilp- 
torto Her Majesty for Scotland, l)orii 
in Abex'deeu, in 1801, studied art 
in Edinburgh, where his parents 
resided ; afterwards proceeded to 
Bomo, and on his return from that 
city, in 1833, distinguislied himself 
by R colossal model of Alexander 
and Bucephalus, now cast in bronze 
and erected in Edinburgh. His 
sitting statue of Sir Walter Scott, 
in gray Carrara marlde, under the 
loAver ground arch of the monu- 
ment to the great novelist at 
Edinburgh, brought him into 
notice. A public competition took 
]_dace for this statue, and Sir John’s 
model was unanimously selected 
from among numerous others. One 
of his principal works in Edin- 
burgh, the sitting colohsal figure 
of the Queen, in her royal robes, 
with oi'b and sceptre, above tlie 
Boyal Institution, gained for him 
the appointment of sculptor to Her 
Majesty for Scotland, and another 
of his works, the equestrian statue 
of the late Duke of Wellington, in 
bronze, was erected in 1832 in front 
of the Begister House, Edinburgh. 
The bust taken from this figure so 
pleased the Duke that he ordered 
two to be executed for him — one 
for Apsley House, and the other 
for Eton. Sir John Steele's statue 
of Admiral Lord de Saumaroz, in 
the TTflll of Greenwich Hospital, his 
bronze statue of Lord MelviUe, his 
statues in marble of Lord Jeffrey 
and Lord Justice-General Boyle, in 
iiidmburgh, and his monument to 
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the 03rd ITiffhlajiflers, in tlio Cuthe- 
dral at Glasgow, have been favour- 
ably noticed by competent critics, 
and his statues of the lato Marquis 
of Dalliousie, and of the disiin- 
guishod financier, the late Eight 
non. James Wilson, have been 
erected in Calcutta. His statue of 
the late Professor W ilson, in 
bronze, twelve feet high, was placed 
on its pedestal in Princes Street, 
Edinburgh, March 21, 18G5. He 
has executed another colossal statue 
of Allan Eamsay j a marble statue 
of the Countess of Elgin , for 
Jamaica; bustb of the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and numerous other works. In 
1872 Sir John Steele executed in 
bronze a full-size copy of his co- 
lossal statue of Sir Walter Scott, 
for the Central Park, New York ; 
and ho has completed the Scottish 
National Memorial to the late 
Prince Consort, which is erected in 
the centre of Charlotte Square, 
Edinburgh, and was inaugurated 
in August, 1870, by the Queen, who 
conferred the honoiu’ of knighthood 
on the souli>tor. Ko has executed 
a colossal bronze statue of the late 
Dr. Thomas Chalmers, erected in 
Georg© Street, Edinburgh, and for 
America a colossal statue in bronze 
of the great Scottish poet, Eobert 
Bums, erected in the Central Park, 
New York, as well os a replica of it 
for Dundee. He lately executed a 
large monumental work in memory 
of those who fell of the 42nd Eoyal 
Highlanders in the Eussian war; 
it is in fine statuary marble, and 
Greeted in the Diinkeld Cathedral ; 
and a large allegorical frieze for 
Montreal. He was married early in 
life to a daughter of John Graham, 
Esq., of Edinburgh. 

STEIKITZ, W,, a noted chess 
player, is a native of Prague, of 
humble origin, and a seH-mode 
man. Brought up in an uncon- 
genial home, he early acquired 
that severii^ of _ character for 
which he is notorious. He went 
to Yienna to improve hie educa- 


tion and his ohe&s, and in 1802 he 
was deputed by the Vienna Chess 
Club to take part in tbo tourna- 
ment then organized in London. 
Ho played in Baden-Baden in 1870. 
In 1873 he won the great tourna- 
ment in Vienna, and at the Lon- 
don chess tournament in 1883 he 
secured the second prize. In 1886 
ho playod against Zukertort, in 
America, for the championship. 
He prefers, however, to devote 
himself more to studying the game 
than playing, and ho contributes 
extensive^ to chess litcratoe. 

STEPHEN, Sir Alfred, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., third son of the late John 
Stephen, a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of New South Wales, bom 
in 1802, was educated at the Char- 
terhouse, and the Grammar School 
of Honiton, Devon. He was called 
to the Bar in 1823, and appointed a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Now 
South Wales, in 1830, having pre- 
viously held, for several years, the 
posts of Solicitor-General and At- 
torney-General of Tasmania. He 
was Chief Jnstice of New South 
Wales from 1844 till Nov. 1873 j 
received the honour of knighthood 
in 1840 ; was nominated President 
of the Legislative Council, on its 
creation in 1866, but resigned in 
the following year j was created a 
C.B. in 1802 j administered the 
government of the colony, on the 
retirement of the Earl of Belmore, 
from Peb. 23 to June 2, 1S72 j was 
created a K.C.M.G. in 1874; was 
appointed Governor of New South 
Wales in Nov. 1875. Sii’ Alfred is 
a cousin of the late Eight Hon. Sir 
James Stephen, and of the late 
Serjeant Stephen, the author of 
‘'Commentaries,'^ whose pupil he 
was. 

STEPHEN, The Hon. Sir James 
Fit^ames, K.C.SJ., D.C.L., eldest 
son of the late Eight Hon. Sir 
James Stephen, born at Ken- 
sington Gore, London, March 3, 
1829, and educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1862, was called to 
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the B.ir at the Inner Temple, in 
JTaii.^ 1864*. He ohose the Kid> 
land Circuit, became Recorder of 
Newark-on-Trent (1850-68), and 
acted as counsel for the Rev. Row- 
land Williams when that tfontle- 
man was tried by the Court of 
Arches on a cW’ge of heresy pre- 
ferred against him by the Bishop 
of Salisbury. His speech was 
reprinted in a separate form in 
1862. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the representation 
of Harwich in 1863, and for the 
Recordership of London on tho 
resignation of Mr. Russell Ghumey. 
In Dec. 1809, ho received the 
appointment of Legal Member 
of the Council of tho Governor- 
General of India, in the place of 
Mr. (now Sir Henry) Maine, and 
he hold it till April, 1872, when he 
returned to this country. During 
the three years he spent in India 
he laboured hard to consolidate, 
abbreviate, and simjdify Indian 
law. In 1876 he xinsiiceessfully 
contested Dundee. He was ap- 
pointed by the Inns of Court Pro- 
fessor of Common Law in Dec. 
1875, and a member of the coun- 
cils of legal education and law 
reporting. In 1877 he was nomi- 
nated a K.C.S.1 . 5 and in 1878 a 
member of the Royal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the 
provisions of a Draft Code relating 
to Indictable Offences. Sir James 
bas published a General Tiew of 
the Criminal Law of England,” 
1863} ^"Essays by a Barrister,” 
reprinted from the /Jaiarday Mevieio, 
1802} "Liberty, Equality, and 
Fraternity,” 1873 ; " A Digest of 
the Law of Evidence,” and a 
"Digest of tho Criminal Law,” 
1877, which formed the basis of 
on elaborate Bill on Indictable 
Offences which was brought for- 
ward in tho House of Commons by 
the Attorney-General (Sir John 
Holkor) on the part of the Gh)vem- 
nient, in 1878, and tho consideration 
of which was postponed till the 
following session. In Jan. 1879, 
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he was aiipointed to a Judgeship 
of the High Cbiu’t of Justice 
(Exchequer Dinsion), vacant by 
fcbe resignation of Baron Cleasljy, 
Since then he has published "A 
History of the Criminal Law of 
England,” 3 vols., 1883, and other 
works. 

STEPHEN, Leslie, M.A., son of 
the late Sir James Stephen, the 
author of " Essays on Ecclesiastical 
Biography,” and brother of Mr. 
Justice Stephen, was bom at Ken- 
sington, Nov. 2S, 1832, and edu- 
cated at Eton School and at King’s 
College, London, whence he m*o- 
ceeded to Trinity Hall, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1851 
and M.A. in 1857. For several 
years he was Fellow' and Tutor of 
Trinity Hall. In 1864 Mr. Stephen 
left Cambridge, and since then 
he has been actively engaged in 
literary pursuits in London. He 
was editor of the Cnrnhill Magazine 
from 1871 till 1882, when he re- 
signed that post in order to under- 
take the responsible task of editing 
the impoitant “ Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography,” which is in 
course of publication by Messrs. 
Smith, Elder, & Co., m a series of 
quarterly volumes. In May, 1888, 
he was elected to the Lectureship 
of English Literature at Cam- 
bridge, founded in honour of the 
late W. G. Clark, of Trinity Col- 
lege, but only held the o0ce for 
a year. Mr. Stephen married 
Horidet Marian, younger daughter 
of Mr. William Makepeace Thacke- 
ray, the celebrated novelist. (This 
lady died in 1875.) He married, 
secondly, in 1878, Julia Prineep 
Duckwoxth. His separate publica- 
tions are: — "The Playground of 
Europe,” 1871 ; "Hours in a 
Library,” 1st aeries, 1871', 2nd 
series, 1876, 3rd series, 1879 ; 
"Essays on Freethinfcing and 
Plain Speaking,” 1873} "History 
of English Thought in the 18th 
Century,” 1876} "The Science of 
Ethics,” 1882 } and "Johnson,” 
" Pope,” and " Swift,” in " English 
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Men of LettorB/' He edited 
Pieldin^’fl wovkSj with a hio- 
j^raphical essay,” 10 vola., 1882, 
His latest book is “The Life of 
Henry Eawcott,” 1885. Mr. Leslie 
Stephen has also contributed 
muuero\i3 articles to the Saturday 
Review and tho Pall Mall Gazette, 
STEWART, Balfour, M.A.,LL.D., 
F.B.S., born Nov. 1, 1828, at 
Edinburgh, -was educated at the 
Universities of St. Andrewa and 
Edinburgh. He was appointed 
Direcstor of the K&vr Observatory, 
July 1, 1850; Secretory to the 
Meteorological Committee, Jan. 1, 
1867 — an appointment which he 
aftoi*waa*ds resigned ; Professor 
of Natural Pliiloaopliy in Owens 
College, MaucheEjter, July 7* 1870, 
which appointment he now holds. 
Dr. Stewart is the discoverer of 
the law of eqiiality between the 
absorptive and radiative ijowers of 
bodies, for which he received tho 
jRuinford Medal from the Royal 
Society in 1808. Ho is the author, 
jointly with Messrs, De la Rue and 
Loewy, of “ Researches on Solar 
Physics ; ” joint author with Pro- 
fessor Tait of researches on the 
“ Heating produced by Rotation in 
V acuo ; ” and has written mimerous 
papers on “ Meteorology and Mag- 
netism,” one of the latest of these 
being an article on “Terrestrial 
Magnetism,” for the “ Encyclo- 
pffidia Britannicft,” in which he 
advances a working hypothesis. 
He is author of an "Elementary 
Treatise on Heat," published by 
the Clai*cndon Press, Oxford ; 
“Lessons in Elementary Physics,” 
1871; “Physios," 1872, being one 
of a series of “ Science Primers j ” 
**Th 0 Conservation of Energy,” 
1874, and in connexion with Mr, 
Oee, the first volume of “ Practical 
Physics/' in 1885. He is the 
author, jointly with Prafessor Tait, 
of the “ Unseen Universe,” a book 
which has gone through twelve 
editions ; and he is one of a Com- 
mittee appointed to advise the 
Dovemment on the subject of 


Solar Physics. Ho is at jiroecnt 
the President of ihe Physical 
Society of London, and of the 
Society for Psychical Research, 
STEWART, General Sir Ronald 
Martin, Bart., G.C.B,, was bom in 
1824. He received his education 
at the CTniversity of Aberdeen, 
and entered the Bengal Staff Corps 
in^ 1840. Ho served against the 
ITiU Tribes in the Poshawim dis- 
trict in 1854 and 1853, when lie 
was honourably mentioned in the 
despatches. In May and Juno, 
3837, at the outbreak of tlio Bopoy 
Mutiny, ho commanded the volun- 
teers serving in the Allyghur <lis- 
trict. When all communication 
with the upper provinces was cut 
off, Capttvin Stewart volunteered to 
cany despatches from the Govern- 
ment of the North-West Provinces 
to the officer commanding at Delhi. 
This he performed ’with succesK, 
and on Iiis arrival at the camp 
before Delhi ho was appointed 
Deputy Asaiatant - Adjutant - 
G eneral . in which capacity ho 
served with the field force through- 
out the siege of Delhi. He was 
again mentioned in despatches witli 
signal approval, and was promoted 
to the brevet rank of Major. He 
afterwards served in the siege of 
Lucknow as Assistant-Adjutant- 
General, and throughout the cam- 
paign in Eohilcund. His services 
on this occasion were further recog- 
nised, and he obtained a brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, with the modal 
and two clasps. In the Abyssinian 
Expedition of 18G7-68 Colonel 
Stewart commanded the Bengal 
Brigade during the Abyssinian 
War, and commanded for some 
time at ZuUa and Senafe. Ho was 
then rewarded with the titlo of C.B. 
He attained the rank of Lieutenant- 
General in 1877. He was in com- 
mand of the Oandahar column of 
operations in the Afghan campaign 
from Nov. 1878 to April, 1880, and 
for his services received the thanks 
of Parliament and was made R.O.B. 
He commanded the field force which 
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inarched from Canilahar to Cabul 
in Aprib 1880| fought and defeated 
the Afghans at Ahmed Kheyl, and 
again at Oorzoo. Q-eneral Stewart 
subsequently held supreme com- 
mand of the army in E'orthern 
Afghanistan^ and after dispatching 
Sir Frederick Roberts to the relief 
of Caiidaharj he cai’ricd out the 
withdrawal of the British Army 
from Cabul and Northern Afghan- 
istan. For these services he received 
the thanks of Pai’liament, and was 
made G.C.B. and baronet. In Sept. 
1S80^ he was appointed Member of 
the Council of the Governor-Gene- 
ral, and in AprO,1881, succeeded Sir 
F. Haines as Commander-in-Chief 
in India, Sir D. Stewart is now' a 
member of the Indian Council. 

STEWART, Sir Robert Freecott, 
Mus. D., son of the late Mr. 
Charles Frederick Stewart, of 
Dublin, by Anna, daughter of Mr. 
Francis Dawson, of Monaghan, was 
born in Dublin in Deo. 1825, He 
received his education in the school 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Dublm, 
and at the age of eighteen he was 
appointed organist of Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and of both the 
Dublin Cathedrals. He took the 
degrees of Bachelor and Doctor of 
Music in 1851. He composed an 
" Ode to Industry,” for the Exhi- 
bition held at Cork in 1852, and a 

March,” which was played at the 
opening of the Dublin Exhibition 
in the following year. In 1858 he 
produced his cantata '‘A Winter- 
Night'sWoke ; ” and subsequently 
another cantata, “ The Eve of St. 
John.^’ He became Professor of 
Music in the Dnivorsity of Dublin 
in 1862. In 1872 he was knighted 
by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in acknowledgment of his musical 
attainments. He is a member of 
the Cotmeilof the Royal College of 
Music. Sir R. F. Stewart has writ- 
ten works on " Irish Music,” and 
"Dance Forms 5” "The Life and 
Works of Handel j” and many 
articles in the "Dictionary m 
M usic,” edited by Sir George 
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Grove. He was the first to re- 
model the organ compass in Ireland 
to the true German compass of C. ; 
before his time both manual and 
pedal keyboards were erroneously 
made to begin at F or G. Sir R. 
P. Stewart was also the first to 
make the following literary curri- 
cuhim compulsory in the case of all 
musical graduates : — " A Bachelor 
in Music must pass on Exaniinatioii 
in the following subjects :—(l) 
English Composition, History, and 
Literature j (2) a modern Lmgu- 
age (Italian, French, or German) ; 
(3) Latin, or, instead of it, a second 
modern Language ; (4) Arith- 

metic.^' This was done imme- 
diately upon his election to the 
chair of Music in the University of 
Dublin in 1862, before which oate 
no literary examination was re- 
quired of any graduate in music, 
at any College or UnivCTSity in 
the Kingdom. The Universities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, and London, 
adopted this idea in 1878 ; some 
private Colleges having done so 
about 1872. 

STEWART. Thomas Grainger, 
M.D., bom in Edinburgh, Sept. 
23, 1837, was educated at the High 
School and University of Edin- 
burgh, and after ^ graduating, 
stuated in the Universities and 
Hospitals of Berlin, Prague, and 
Vienna, especially under Virchow, 
Rokitansky, and Oppolzor. On his 
return to Edinburgh he became 
Resident Physician in the Royal 
Infirmary, and there made obsei*- 
vations upon the diagnosis of cer- 
tain forms of kidney disease, which 
attracted considerable attention. 
In 1802 he was appointed Patho- 
logist to the Royal Infirmary, and 
Lecturer on Pathology at Sur- 
geons' Hall. Dxu'ing the succeed- 
ing seven years he published nu- 
merous papers on pathological and 
clinical subjects, and in 1860 un- 
successfully contested the chair of 
General Pathology in the Univer- 
sity of Bdinhiugh. He then re- 
signed the Pathologistship and the 
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for Sick Children, and was elected 
ordinary Physician to the Royal 
Infirmary and Lecturer on Clinical 
Medicine, In 1870, on the death 
of Dr, Warbiirton Beghie, he de- 
voted himself oxolnsively to con- 
sulting prnctioo, and in the autumn 
of the same year was, on the death 
of Dr. Laycock, appointed Pro- 
fessor of the Practice of Physic in 
the University of Edinburgh. Dr. 
Stewart is the author of a book on 
BrighVs Diseases of the Kidneys, 
which has passed through two 
editions in this country, and two 
in America. The views embodied 
in this work have been to a large 
extent aecoptod on the Continent 
as well OB in this country. He has 
published many papers, x^articn- 
larly on the nervous system, the 
lungs, and the liver. Ho is a 
member of various learned societies 
at home and abroad. He ha sheen 
President and Vice-President of 
the Medicine section of the British 
Medical AsBOciation, and of other 
Institutions, and has for many 
years taken a special interest in 
the Edinburgh Medical Students' 
Christian Association. In 1882 he 
was appointed Physician in Ordi- 
nary to Her Majesty the Queen in 
Scotland, in succession to the late 
Sir Robert Chidstison. Dr. Stewart 
has also published a volume of Lec- 
tures on the Nervous System, and 
three Lectures on Giddiness, beiag 
the first of a series of Cliniced 
Studies on Important Symptoms. 
ETe is President of the Medico- 
Chimrgical Society of Edinburgh. 

STIGAND, William, son of the 
Into William Sbigand, Esq., of 
Devonport, bom in 1827, was edu- 
cated at Shrewsbury and St. John's 
College, Cambridge. After study- 
ing the Equity branch of theprofes- 
sion of the law, he was called to the 
bar at Lincoln's Inn in Juno, 1862 ; 
has resided at various times in 
Prance, Italy, and Germany, and 
has visited Spain and the East. 
He has written A Vision of Bar- 


barosaa, and other Poems,” 1860; 
^^Athonaiss or, the First Crusade,” 
1866 j and "Life, Work, and 
Opinons of Heinrich Heine,” 2 
vols., 1876. Mr. Stigand has con- 
tributed to the QuaH&i*ly and 
JSdinhurgh Reviews, 

STIRLING, James Hutchison, 
LL.D,, born at Glasgow, June 23, 
1820, was educated at Glasgow 
University for nine conaecntivo 
winter sessions in arts and medi- 
cine, and spent six years afterwards 
in Prance and Germany. Ho be- 
came LL.D. of Edinburgh, 1867; 
and a Poreign Member of the 
Philosophical Society of Berlin, 
1871. In earlier days he held ap- 
pointments as surgeon to the Hir- 
wain and other iron and coal works. 
South Wales, hut he relinquished 
professional ijractice in 1851, and 
went to the Continent to pursue 
there those literary andphilosox^hi- 
cal studies which, as a student at 
college, he had shown a taste for oj 
gained distinction in. Returning 
to England in 1857, he devoted 
himself to the study of philosophy 
and literary pursuits generally. 
Leaving earlier contributions out 
of view, he i^ublished in 1866 
“ The Secret of Hegel,” from the 
appearance of which work there 
dates in Groat Britain, acadexui- 
caUy and generally, a new move- 
ment towards the study of philo- 
sophy, more particularly German 
and ancient. The following are 
the titles of his other works

Street, Mayfair, in X817, edu- 
cated at a convent in Prance, and 
on her return homo, finding that 
her family had fallen into pecuniary 
difficulties, she determined, al- 
though then but siacteen years of 
age, to tiy her ferhme upon the 
stage. Adopting the name of Miss 
Fanny Clifton, she obtained an 
engagement at the East Loudon 
Theatre, at which her reception was 
encouraging, attributable in no 
small degree to her handsome per- 
son and music!Ll voice. This was 
followed by a better engagement 
at tlie Pavuion, where she met Mr. 
EdwardStii‘liag,the stage manager, 
to whom she was soon afterwards 
married. Mrs. Stirling's next pro- 
fessional engagement was with Mr. 
Davidge, of the Liverpool Theatre, 
where she remained one season, 
went to Birmingham, and soon 
after returned to London, and 
played at the Adelphi in ‘^Victo- 
rine,^^ " The Dream at Sea,” and 
either new pieces. About this time 
she accopiod au engagement for 
three years iinder Mr. Macready, at 
Drury Lane, where she obtained 
important parts, and won her way 
to popularity. Her next engage- 
ment was at the Princess's, where 
she took leading Shaksperian cha- 
racters, both tragic and comics and 
amongst these her Cordelia was 
regarded as the most successful, 
though in Eosalind, Desdemona, 
and Portia her talents were dis- 
played to great advantage.

STOCKS, Lumb, R.A., bom 30th 
Nov., 1812, at Lightcliffe, near Hali- 
fax, Yorkshhe, was educated at Hor- 
ton, near Bradford, and articled to 
Charles Rolls in 1827. Ho began his 
profession as line engraver in 1833, 
producing plates after Stothard, 
Sir W. Beechey, etc., for the 
annuals of that period, then for 
Pindon's Gallery of British Art, 
" Pitting out Moses for the Pair," 
after Mnolise ; and " Nell G wynne,' ' 
after Charles Landseer j succeeded 
by " Raffaelle and the Pomarina," 
after Sir A. W. Callcott, for the 
Alt-Union of London, in 1813; 
" The Dtime School," 181f0, and 
" 'The Rubber " in 1851, both after 
Webster, followed j and for the 
Association for tlie Promotion of 
the Pine Arts in Scotland he en- 
graved " The Glee Maiden," after 
Lauder; "The Gentle Shepherd," 
after Wilkie, and others; "Bed 
Time.” after Prilh, was engraved 
in 1853, in which year Mr. Slocks 
was elected an Associate Engraver 
of tlie Royal Academy. The Birth - 
day,” 1839, and "Claude Duval," 
1808, also after Frith, followed; 
and in 1872, "The Meeting of 
Wellington and Bhicheu,” from the 
waR-paint^ in tlie Royal Gallery 
at Westminster, by Maclise, was 
completed, in wliich year Mr. 
Stocks was elected a Royal Acade- 
mician. "The Odalisque," 1873,

E. M. Ward, have subsequently 
been ei^raved by Mr. Stocks. 

STOCKTON, Pranois Kiohard, an 
American writer, was bom at Phila- 
delphia, April 5, 1834, He gradu- 
atecl from the Philadelphia Central 
High School in 1832, and began 
3 q 2 
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life as an engravorj but abandoned 
engraving to devote himself to 
journalism. His earliest mitinga 
wei'O a number of fantastic tales 
for children contributed to the 
JtiversicU Magazine and other peri- 
odicals. Ho subsequently became 
connected with a daily paper in 
Philadelphia, and afterwards with 
Hearth and Home, New York. Later 
he joined the editorial staff of 
Scribner^s Monthly (now The Cen- 
tury), and on the establishment of 
8t. Nicholas became its assistant 
editor. His " Rudder Grange ” 
papers, which appeared in 8crib- 
ner*Sj were the first to attract 
general public attention, which he 
has successfully held by the novel 
character of the short stories for 
which lie is chiefly celebrated. 
Among the best known of these 
are ‘^The Lady or the Tiger,’* 
'^The Transferred Ghost,” "The 
Spectral Mortgage,” "The Dis- 
courager of Hesitancy,” "Nega- 
tive Gravity,” etc. He has recently 
(188G) published a novel entitled 
"The Late Mrs. Null.” 

STOBBABDj Richard Henry, was 
bom at Hingham, Mass., in July, 
lB2o. His family removed, in 1836, 
to New York, where he learned 
the trade of an iron-motilder. In 
18*JS ho began to write for periodi- 
cals both in prose and verse. In 
1858 be received an appointment 
in the New York Custom-House, 
which he held until 1870, at the 
same tune continuing his litemry 
labours. He has published: "Foot- 
prints,” 1819; "Poems,” 1852; 
" Adventures in Fairy-Land, '”1853 ; 
"Songs of Snmmei*,” 1857; "Town 
and Country,” 1857 ; " Life of 
Alexander von Humboldt,” 1859 ;

Brave,” 1869 ; " The Book of the 
East, and other Poems,” 1871 j new 
and enlarged editions of "Gris- 
wold’s Poets of America,” 1878;

" Poets and Poetry of England in 
the Nineteenth Century,” 1875; 
"Memoir of Edgar Allen Poe,” 
1873 5 "Poems,” 1880 ; and "Henry

He has also edited a series of 
dainty works, entitled " Bric-a- 
Brac Series” (1874-75) ; and "Sans 
Souci Series,” and more recently 
a number of volumes relating to 
English literary histoiy and memo- 
rabilia. In conjunction with others 
he published in 1877 a volume, en- 
titled "Poets’ Homes.” He was 
for a short time after leaving the 
Custom House, City Librarian, and 
is now the literary editor of the 
New York Mail and Express. His 
wife, Elizabeth B. (Baestow) 
Stoddaed, bora at Mattapoiset, 
Masaachuaetts, in 1823, is also 
a contributor to periodicals, aud 
has published three novels : 
" The Morgesonst” 1862 j " Two 
Men,” 1863 ; and "Temple House,” 
1067. 

STOKES, The Rev. Oeorge Gabriel, 
P.B.S,,bomAug,18,l 819, at Skreen, 
CO. Sligo, was emicatedatBr. Wall’s 
school, in Dublin, at the Bristol 
College, ond at Pembroke CoUege, 
Cambridge, where he gi*adnated 
B.A. in 1811, as Senior Wrangler, 
and was elected to a Fellowship. 
In 1849 he was appointed to the 
Lucasian Professorship of Mathe- 
matics, and in 1852 was awarded 
the Rmnford medal by the Royal 
Society (of wliioh he had been 
chosen a member a few months 
before), in recognition of his ser- 
vices to the cause of science by his 
discovery of the change in the re- 
frangibility of light. An account 
of tins discovery will be found in 
the " Philosophical TransactionB ” 
for 1832. Mr. Stokes was chosen 
one of the Secretaries to the Royal 
Society in 1854, and President in 
1885, on the retirement of Prof. 
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Huxley, and was President of the 
British Association at the meeting 
at Exeter in 18G9. He has contri- 
buted to the Transactions of seve- 
ral learned societies, and has de- 
livered professorial lectures at 
Cambridge, and at the Museum of 
Practical Geology in London. He 
is on honorary Fellow of several 
foreign academies, and has received 
the Prussian order Pour le Merite. 
He has also received the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. or LL.H. from the 
Universities of Oxford, Edinburgh 
and Dublin. 

STOKES, Major-General Sir John, 
K.C.B., son of the Eev. John Stokes, 
Vicar of Cobham, Kent, was born 
there in 1S25, and received his edu- 
cation at the Proprietory School, 
Hochestor, and at the Military Aca- 
demy, Woohvich. He entered the 
Koy^ Engineers as Second Lieu- 
tenant in 1843, and saw active ser- 
vice in tho Caff re Wars of 1810-7 
and 1850-1, for which he has the 
medal, and received the thanks of 
the Comniander-in-Chief on two oc- 
casions. In 1851 he was appointed 
to act as Deputy Adjutant-General 
of the Field Force in Caffraria, and 
assisted in organising levies among 
the Hottentots, and was otherwise 
engaged. In 1855 he was appointed 
Chief Engineer to the Turkish Con- 
tingent, and raised and organized 
the Engineer Corps and jVain of 
that force. In the winter of 1855-6 
he was employed in fortifying 
Kcrfcch, for which he obtained a 
brevet majority, the Turkish Modal, 
and the Order of the Medjidic, i 
fourth Glass. In Jnly, 1856, he was 
appointed Hor Majesty^s Commis- | 
sloncr for tho Danube, under the ' 
Treaty of Paris. In 1801 he was 
nominated Vice-Consul in the delta 
of the Danube, and in 1866 he 
signed the convention for regulat- 
ing the navigation of the months 
of that riyer . He was in command 
of the Boyal Engineers in South 
Wales from May, 1872, to Aug, 
1878 i British Commissioner on the 
Intemational Tonnage Commis- 


sion from Aug. to Deo. 1873 j was 
employed on Suez Canal affairs in 
London and Egypt in 1874 and 
1875, and representative of Great 
Britain in that company since 1870 j 
was in command of the Eoyal En- 
gineers at Chatham from Jan. to 
Hov. lS7o; and was Conunandant 
of the School of Military Engineer- 
ing at Chatham from the latter 
dale to 1881. He was attached to 
Mr. Cave’s special mission to Egypt 
in Dec. 1675, and was sent on a 
special international mission to 
Egypt in 1879-80, to solve a diflS- 
eiuty about the Harbour Dues at 
Alexandria. He was promoted to 
a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 1807 » 
and became a full Colonel in 1870, 
and Major-General in 1885. In 
1871 he was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Bath, and in 1877 a 
Knight Companion of the same 
Order (civil division). In 1881 he 
was appointed Deputy-Adjutant- 
General Boyal Engineei*a. 

STOKES, William, tho author of 
" Stokes on Memory,^' was bom at 
Brighton, March 20, 1830. After 
achieving remarkable success in 
his native town, he appeared in 
London, and on June 18, 1801, gave 
his first Lecture on Memory at the 
Boyal Colosseum, Begent’s Park, 
with which he was connected for 
about nineteen months, when it 
closed; and on Feb. 12, 1863, he 
delivered his first lecture at the 
Boyal Polytechnic Institution, Re- 
gent Steeet, with which he was 
associatedforneorlyninotecn years, 
lecturing on the last day of that 
institution, Jon. 21, 1882. He has 
lectured and taught at Christ 
Chtu'ch, Oxford; Trinity College, 
Cambridge ; and at innumerable 
other colleges, schools, and places 
of entertab^ent throughout 
kingdom; and his iufiuenoe has 
extended to the colonies, America, 
and abroad. In addition to his 
popular treatise " Stokes on Me- 
he has written the standard 
series of Memory-Aiding works On 
Bapid Beading, Writing, Arith- 
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luetic, Drawng, Music, und other 
subiects. 

STONE, Edward James, 
is of Devonshire extraction, but 
was bom in London, Eeb. 28, 1831. 
He did not begin to study classics 
or matheiuatios until he was past 
the age of twenty, but nevertheless 
graduated as fifth Wrangler at 
Cambridge in 1859, and was imme- 
diately elected a Fellow of Queen's 
College. He was appointed chief 
assistant at Greenwich in 1800; 
Her Majesty's Astronomer at the 
Cape of Good Hope in 1870; and 
BadclifPe Observer at Oxford in 
1879. He has contributed a large 
number of papers on all branches 
of astronomy to the Eoyal Astro- 
nomical Society, and the results of 
experiments on the heating powers 
of stars, magnetic observations 
made in Nainaqualand, and a deter- 
mination of the velocity of sound, 
to the Hoyal Society. Whilst at 
the Cape, besides reducing and 
publishing the observations made 
by his predecessor (Cape Cata- 
logues, 1840, 1860), he completed 
a systematic observation of the 
Southern heavens from the South 
Pole to 115. N.P.D. The results 
w'ere formed into a Catalogue of 
12,441 stars, which was completed 
after his return to England, and 
published in 1881 . He received the 
Gold hledal of the Eoyal Aatro- 
nomicnl Society in 1868, and the 
Lalaudo Prize of the French Aca- 
demy of Sciences in 1881 . Mr. Stone 
is a member of the Council of the 
Boyal Society, and President of the 
Eoyal Astronomical Society ; and 
was intrusted hy the committee 
appointed hy the Government to 
organise plans for the observation 
of the transit of Venus in 1882, 

STONE, Marons, E.A., painter 
of historical and geiu*c sublets, 
son of the late Frank Stone, A.fe.A., 
a distingmshed artist (who died in 
1850), was bom in London July 4, 
1840. He received bis education 
at homej and was never a student 
in any Art School, He was elected 


an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
Jon. 24, 1877, and was made full 
E.A. on Jon. 7, 1887. Mr. Stone 
received one of the medals awarded 
to the English School at the Vienna 
and PhSodelphia International 
Exhibitions. As a very yoxing man 
he illustrated Dickons, and lately 
Anthony Trollope and the Qornhill 
Magazine. Mr. Stone has been 
much in Paris, and has visited Italy 
screral times. Ho exhibited first 
in 1853, and achieved his eailiest 
marked success in 1868 with "From 
Waterloo to Paris,” a picture of 
Napoleon in a peasant's cottage. 
His principal pictures since then 
are: "Stealing the Keys,” 1806; 
"Nell Gwynne," 1867; "The Prin- 
cess Elizabeth forced to attend 
Mass,” 1869; "Hemy VTII, and 
Anne Boleyn,” 1870 ; " The Eoyal 
! Nursery,” 1871 j " Edward II. and 
Piers Gaveaton,” 1872 ; ”Lo Eoi est 
Mort — ^Vive le Eoi,” 1873; "My 
Lady is a Widow and Childless,” 
1871; "Sainot Sauf,”1875; ''An 
Appeal for Mercy,” 18/6 ; "A Sacri- 
fice,” 1877 ; "The Post Bag.” "The 
Time of ^ses,” 1878; "In the 
Shade,” 1879 ; "Amour ou Patrie,” 
1880; "Married for Love,” 1881 ; 
"Bad News” and "H y en a 
toujours un axitre,” 1882 (pm*- 
chased under the terms of the 
Chantrey bequest by the Eoyal 
Academy); "An Offer of MaxTiage ” 
and "Asleep.” 1883 ; "A Gambler’s 
Wife,” 1885, Several of these 
have been engi’aved. Mr, Stone 
has painted some landscapes, and 
some water-colour pictures. 

ST OBEY, George Adolphus, 
A.E.A., born in London, Jan. 7. 
1831, was educated at Paris by M, 
Joseph Moraudj professor iu the 
Athen<5e E(yale, his painting mas- 
ter being M. J. L. Dmong. He re- 
turned to Loudon iu 1850, and at- 
tended Mr. J. M. Leigh's school in 
Newman Street. He &st exhibited 
at the Eoyal Academy in 1862. In 
1863 he was in Spain, painting 
^ portraits at Madxud. In the fol- 
lowing year he first atti'acted the 
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special notice of the public by his 
picture of " The Meeting of Williani 
Seymour "vvith the Lady Arabella 
Stuart at the Court of Jjimes I., 
IGOO/' It was followed by a " Eoyal 
Challenge/^ 1865; ''After You/' 
1867; "The Shy Pupil/' 1868; 
"The Old Soldier/' 1869; "The 
Duet/' and " Only a Eabbit," 
1870; "Eosy Checke/' and "Les- 
sons/' 1871 ; " Little Butter-Cups," 
1872 ; " Love in a Maze ■” and " Mis- 
tress Dorothy," 1873 ; " Grand- 
mamma's Christmas Visitors/'lfa74; 
“Caught," 1875; A Dancing-Les- 
hon," 1876 ; " The Old Pump-room, 
Bath," and '^The Judgment of 
Paris," 1877 ; " Sweet Margery," 
1878; " Lilies, Oleanders, and the 
Pink," 1879 ; " Follow My Lender " 
and '* Daphne/' 1880; "The Ivory 
Door," 1881; "Coracles on the 
Dee," 1882; "The Connoisseur," 
1883 ; besides numerous portraits. 
^J'eariy all the above-named pic- 
ture were exliibited at the Eoyal 
Academy. Mr. Storey was elected 
an A.E.A. in April, 1876. 

SIOBES, Richard Salter, D.D., 
bom at Braintree, Massachusetts, 
Aug. 21, 1821, gradimted at Amherst 
Colloge, 1839. He studied law, and 
afteiwards theology at the Andover 
Seminary, where he graduated in 
1845. He was pastor of a church 
at Brookline, hlassachusetts, for 
one year, and then took charge of 
the (Congregational) Church of the 
Pilgrims at Brooklyn, New York, 
where he has since remaiaed. Dr. 
Storrs is noted as on eloquent 
preacher and as a student of his- 
tory. For many years he has been 
President of tho Long Island His- 
toncol Society. From 1848 to 
1861 he was one of the editors of 
The Indejjcndcnt^ a religious weekly. 
In addition to a number of orations 
and discourses he has published a 
"Eeport on the Revision of the 
English Version of the Bible under- 
taken by the American Bible So- 
ciety/' " Tho Graham Lectures on 
the Wisdom, Power, and Good- 
ness of God, as Manifested in 
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the Constitution of the Human 
Soul,” 1856; "Conditions of Suc- 
cess in Preaching without Notes/' 
1875 ; "The Early American Spirit 
and the Genesis of It," 1875 ; and 
"The Divine Origin of Christi- 
anity," 1884. 

STORY, The Rev. Robert Herbert, 
bom at Eosoncath Manse, Scot- 
land, Jan. 28, 1835, being son of 
the Eev. Robert Story, minister 
of that parish. He was educated 
at Edinburgh, Heidelberg, and St. 
Andrews ; was appointed assistant- 
minister of St. Andrew's Chiu'ch, 
Montreal, in Feb. 1859; ordained 
there Sept. 20, 1859 ; presented by 
the Duke of Argyll in the same 
year to the parish of Rosoneath on 
the death of his father, and in- 
ducted to the charge in Feb. 1860 ; 
and received the degree of D.D., 
honoris caus^, from the University 
of Edinburgh, April 22, 1871. Be- 
sides contributions fo current Ete- 
rature of a minor character, he has 
published Life of the Eev. Robert 
Story, including passages of Scot- 
tish Ecclesiastical History during 
the Second Quarter of tho Present 
Century,” 1862 ; " Christ the Con- 
soler, being a Manual of Scrip- 
tui’e, H^ims, and Prayers," 186-1 ; 
" Memoir and Remains of Robert 
Lee, D. D.," 2 vola., 1870 ; " William 
Carstares : a Character and Career 
of the Revolutionary Epoch, 1649 — 
1715," 1874; "Creed and Conduct: 
Sermons preached in Rosoneath 
Churoh," 1878; "Health Haunts of 
the Riviera/' 1880 ; "Nugal Ecde- 
siostical/' 1881. As one of tho 
founders of the Scottish "Church 
Service Society/' and convener of 
its " editorial committee," he has 
had ohai^o of its publication of 
" Euchologion : a Book of Common 
Order," now in the 5th edition ; 
and h^ assistod in tho promotion 
of the Liturgical restoration in the 
Church of Scotland. He is also 
editor of The Scottiak Ohurcht a 
monthly magazine, instituted in 
1886 in tho interest of the Church 
of Scotland. Dr. Story is a mem- 
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ber of the ** Moderate ” or Broad 
Church pai*ty. 

STORY, William Wetmore, was 
liom at: Salem, Massachusetts, Feb. 
19,1819. A.B. (Harvard), 1838. He 
studied law under his fathei*. 
Judge Joseph Story, and published 
several legal works, but subse- 
quently devoted himself to sculp- 
ture and literature. Since 1818, 
he has passed most of his time 
in Italy, Among his sculptures 
are numerous ideal figures and 
groups, many admirable busts, a 
statue of Edward Everett, one of 
Chief Justice Marshall, and another 
of George Peabody for the Corpor- 
ation of London. Among his prose 
publications arc "Life and Letters 
of Joseph Story,” 1601 j "Eoba di 
Eoma,” 18G3 j '' The American 
Question,” 18G2 j Proportions of ! 
the Ilumair Fignu’e,” 18GG j " Graf- 
fiti d' Italia,” 18G0 j and " Castle 
St. Angelo,” 18*77. In poetry he 
has published Nature and Art,” 
the Phi Beta Kappa poem at 
Harvard, 181 1 j a volume of 
"Poems,” 1817; "The Homan 
Lawyer in Jerusalem/’ 1870 j 
“Tragedy of Hero” 1875; "He 
and Slie, or a Poet’s Portfolio,” 
1883; "Piommitta,” 1885; and 2 
vols. of “Poems,” 1880. Mr, 
Story’s two sons are artists of much 
I>romise j Mr. Waldo Story being a 
sculptor, and Mr. Julian Story a 
paintei’, whose worlcs are well- 
known in London, Paris, and Borne. 

STOUGHTON, TheEev. John, D.D., 
horn nt Norwich, Nov. 18, 1807, 
was educated at Highbury College, 
Islington, now incorporated with i 
New College, St. John’s Wood, mid j 
University College, London. He I 
was appointed pastor of the Con- 
gregational Church, Windsor, in 
1832, and thence removed to Ken- 
sington in 1813, where he re- 
mained in office until 1875, and on 
his retirement received a presenta- 
tionf romhis congregation of <£3,000. 
He became Professor of Historical 
Theology and Homiletics in Now 
College, St. John’s Wood, the same 


year ; that office ho has since relin- 
quished, and is now living in re- 
tirement at Ealing, Ho received 
the degree of B.I). at Edinburgh in 
I 1800 J was Congregational Lecturer 
in 1855, and Chairman of the Con- 
gregational Union of England and 
Wales in 185G. He took an active 
part in the Conference at New 
York, 1873, and Basle, 1879, in 
connection with the Evangelical 
Alliance, of which he is an honorary 
secretary. Dr. Stoughton is the 
author of numerous works, of which 
the following are the principal; 
"Windsor in the olden Time/* 
181-1; "Spiritual Heroes,” 1848; 
" Ages of Christendom,” 1866 ; 
" Church and State Two Hundred 
Years Ago,” 1862; "Ecclesiastical 
History of England,” 5 vols., 1867- 
74 ; “ Haunts and Homes of Martin 
Luther,” 1876; "Lights of the 
World,” 187G ; Progress of Divine 
Revelation,” 1878 ; " Our English 
Bible : its Translations and Trans- 
lators,” 1878 J " Worthies of 
Science,” " Introduction to Histori- 
cal Theology/’ " Footprints of Ita- 
lian Reformers,” "William Wil- 
berforce," " William Penn,” 1882 j 
and " Howard, the philantiiropiat,” 
1884, In addition to the works on 
"Lnther” and the "Italian Re- 
formers,” he wrote one on "The 
Spanish Reformers,” 1884. All 
three contain descriptions of locali- 
ties, resulting from repeated visits 
to many of the spots. Dr. Stough- 
ton visited Egypt and the Holy 
Land in 18G5, and gave an accoimt 
of his travels in different publica- 
tions. Tlie large work on Eccle- 
siastical History, continued to the 
end of the last century, has been 
re-published in 6 vols., 1881, under 
the title of " Religion in England 
from the Opening of the Long 
Parliament to the end of the Eigh- 
teenth Centmy.” To these, 
more volumes wore added in 1884, 
under the title of "Religion in 
England from 1800 to 1860.” Dr. 
Stoughton, since his retirement, 
has been largely employed in 
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preacliing, on different occasions^ 
throughout the country^ and, as a 
zealous advocate of Christian 
union, he lias occupied the pulpits 
of several denoniinations. In 1^77, 
he delivered one of the Missionary 
Lectures in Westminster Abbey. 

STOWE, Mrs. Harriet Elizabeth, 
daughter of Lyman Beecher, was 
1 lorn atLitchff eld,Connecticut, J xme 
15, 1811. She was associated with 
lior sister Catheiiue in the labours 
of a Bohool at Hartford in 1827, 
afterwards removed to Walnut 
Hill, near Cincinnati, and was 
married in 1832 to the Eev. Calvin 
E. Stowe, D.D. Mi*s. Stowe wrote 
several tales and sketches, which 
were afterwards collected under the 
title of The May Flower,^* 1819. 
In 1850 she contributed to the 
National Era, an anti-slavery paper 
published at Washington, Uncle 
Tom*s Cabin,” as a serial. Tliis 
w'as published in book-form in 
1852, and met with great success; 
313,000 copies were sold in the 
United States within three years 
and a half, and in all, over half a 
million copies, including a German 
edition. In Great Britain its sale 
was enormous. It has been trans- 
lated into more than twenty lan- 
guages, including Welsh, Eussion, 
Armenian, Arabic, Chinese, and 
Japanese ; there were fom'teeu 
Afferent German and four different 
French versions ; and it was drama- ; 
tised in various forms. Mrs. Stowe 
subsequently published, "A Peep 
into Uncle Tom’s Cabin for Chil- 
dren,” 1863; "A Key to Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” giving the original 
facts and statements on which that 
work was based, 1853 ; and “ The 
Christian Slave,” a drama, founded 
upon "Uncle Tom’s Cabin/^ 1865. 
" Uncle Sam's Emancipation ” was 
issued in 1853. She visited Europe 
in 1853, and in the following year 
published " Sunny Memories of 
Foreign Lands.” A little work 
entitled " Geography for My Chil- 
dren” was published in 1855, and 
the next year api^eared her second 


anti-slavery novel, Dred : a Talc 
of the Dismal Swamp,”re-pnbliBhed 
in 1859 under the title of " Nina 
Gordon.” In subsequent works 
Mrs. Stowe has delineated Hie 
domestic life of New England of 
fifty or a hundred years ago. Her 
other published works are, "Our 
Charley, and what to do with Him,” 
1859; "The Minister’s Wooing,” 
1859; "The Pearl of Oit’b Island,” 
1802; "Agnes of Sorrento,” 1808; 
" Reply on Behalf of the Women of 
America to the Christian Address of 
many thousand Women of Great 
Britain,” 1803 ; " The Ravages of a 
Carpet,” 1804; " House and Home 
Papers,” 1864 ; " Iteligious Poems,’' 
1865 ; " Stories about our Dogs,” 
1865; "Little Foxes,” 1865; "Queer 
Little People/' 1807 ; ^'Daisy’s First 
Winter, and other Stories,” 1867 ; 
" The Cliimney Corner,” 1868 ; 
" Men of Our Times ; or, Leading 
Patriots of the Day,” 1808; "Old- 
town Folks,” 1809 ; " Little Pussy 
Willow,” 1870 ; " Pink and White 
Tyranny,” 1871; "Sam Lawson’s 
Fmeside Stories,” 1871 ; "My Wife 
and I,” 1872; " Palmetto Leaves,” 
1873; "Betty’s Bright Idea, and 
other Talcs,” 1875; "We and Our 
Neighbours,” 1875 ; " Footsteps of 
the Master,” 1H76 ; " Bible Hero- 
ines,” 1878 ; " Poganuc People : 
their Loves and their Lives,” 1878 ; 
" A Dog’s Mission," 1881. In Sept. 
1869, Mrs. Stowe contributed to the 
Atlantic Monthly mAtx^Macmillan'i 
Magaaina an article entitled "The 
True Story of Lady Byron’s Life.” 
This article evoked a stoi*m of 
literary criticism, which was by no 
means allayed by the publication 
in 1870 of herwork entitled "Lady 
Byron Vindicated.” Mrs. Stowe’s 
home is in Hartford, Connecticut, 
but she passes much of her time 
in Florida, where she has an oi'ango 
plantation. 

STBAFFOBB, Earl of. The Right 
HomOeoigeHenry OhaxlesByng, son 
of the second Earl, was bom in Lon- 
don in 1830. He received his educa- 
tion at Ebon and at Oxford. He 
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presented Tavistock in tlie Liberal 
iutorcsi from 3852 till Sept. 1867, 
and sat for Middlesex from tlie 
latter date till Jan. 1874, when he 
•was summoned to the House of 
Peers in his father's barony, with 
the title of Viscount Enfield, under 
which name he hadlong been known 
in x^olitical circles. In 1855 he was 
attached to Earl Brussell's special 
mission to Vienna. He was Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Poor Law 
Board from 1865 till July, 1860. 
In Dec. 1870 he was appointed 
Under-Secretax’yforForeignAffairs, 
and in Sept. 1880 Under-Sccretaiy 
of State for India. Tlie latter office 
he I’esigned in Dec. 1882. The ap- 
pointment of Lord Kimberley as 
Secretary of State rendered this 
step necessiuy in order that one of 
the political offices connected with 
the home administration of Tndhi 
might be represented in the House 
of Commons. Viscount Enfield was 
succeeded by Mr. J. K, Cross in 
the office of Undcr-Secrutary. He 
succeeded to the earldom on the 
death of his father in 1880. His 
wife, “when Viscountess Enfield, 
edited the memoirs of Henry 
CTreville, 

STEOSSHAYER. The Eight Eev. 
Jo8eph|D.D.,adistlngnishedpr^te 
of the Roman Church, bom at Essak, 
in Sclavonia, Fob. 4, 1815, received 
his education in the universities of 
Vienna and Padua, and on May 20, 
185U, was consecrated Bishop of 
Bosnia and Sirmio. During the 
sittings of the (Ecumenical Ooimcil 
of the Vatican in 1869-70, he was 
constantly ropreseutedas an earnest 
opponent of the dogmatisaiion of 
the infallibility of the Pope. Several 
journals went so far as to reproduce 
tlic text of a speech aUoged to hare 
been deliveired at the Coimcil by 
Mgr. Strossmayer ; but in 1872 the 
Bishop addressed to the Fran^ais a 
letter in which he says : — " Lat- 
terly several liberal, or rather self- 
oalled liberal papers, have pub- 
lished a pretended speech, sxipposcd 
to have been made by myself at 


the Vatican Council. I resolutely 
and absolutely deny ever having 
made any such discourse. 1 never 
said a word during the entire Gonu- 
cil which could in any way diminish 
the authority of the Holy Sec, or 
tend to promote discord in the 
Chux'ch." 

STUART, James, M.A, and M.P., 
bom at Balgoiiie works, Markineh, 
Fif eshii'o (of which works his father 
■was owner), Jan. 2, 1843, was edu- 
cated at home, afterwards at St. 
Andrews University, and then at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
became Fellow of Trinity College 
in 1867. Assistant-Tutor of that 
College in 18G8, first Professor of 
Mechanism and Applied Mechanics 
in the University of Cambridge, 
Hov. 17, 18/6. He graduated as 
third "Wrangler in 1866; M.A. of 
the University of Cambridge in 
1860; LL.D. of the University of 
St. Andrews in 1876. Professor 
Stuart has taken a leading part in 
popular edxication. He inaugurated 
the system of courses of educa- 
tional lectures of a University stan- 
dard in connection with Cambridge 
and Oxford, in KoUingham, Shef- 
field, and many other towns, on 
the system indicated by his experi- 
ments, and recommended by him 
to the universities. He has been 
instmmeutal in the foundation and 
establishment of several local col- 
leges : has taken special interest in 
women’s education, havia^ origi- 
nated the Ladies’ Lectures m 1867, 
and the Cambridge Higher Exami- 
nation for Women in 1868. Ho 
has boon a consistent friend of aU 
movemouts for the amelioration of 
the condition of women, and hono- 
rary Secretary of La Federation 
Britannique Coutinentale et Gtene- 
rale pour le rcldvoment de la mo- 
rolitu publique." He has taken an 
active port in the organisation of 
university education, and especially 
in its adaptation to the wants of 
the engineering professiou, having 
foimded extensive workshops and 
drawing offices in the Uuiversily 
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uf Cambridge. He is an Associate 
Member of the Institute of Civil 
Engineers^ and member of the 
Council of the University of Cam- 
bridge ; and Representative of the 
University and the governing 
bodies of the coUegos at Bristolj 
Nottingham, Liverpool, Sheffield, 
and Aberystwith. He is the author 
of “ Six Lectures to the Workmen 
of Crewe;'' Science and Religion, 
a Lecture;” ""The New Abolition- 
ists;” “A Letter on University 
Extension, addressed to the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge,” and a number 
of articles, siDccches, anil pamphlets 
on educational, scientific, and social 
(iiiestions. Professor Stuart con- 
tested Cambridge University in 
1882 unsuccessfully, the nuuihers 
being : — Raikes (Conservative), 
;b491 j Stuart (Liberal), 1,801. On 
the death of Professor Fawcett, in 
Nov. 188 J), he was unanimously 
chosen by the Liberal Party of 
Hackney as his successor, and was 
returned to Parliament by a ma- 
jority of 0,000. At the general elec- 
tion of 1883, Hackney being divided 
into seven districts, Professor Stuart 
stood for the Hoxton Division of 
Shoreditch, and was elected by a 
majoriiy of 1,087. He was again 
returned (as a Gladstone Liberal) 
in 1886, but by a majority of only 
245 , 

STUBBS, The Bight Bev. William, 
D.D.of Oxford, and honorary LL.D. 
of Cambridge and Edinburgh ; 
Bishop of Chester, bom at Ehores- 
borough, June 21, 1823, was edu- 
cated at tbe Gtrammav School, 
Ripon, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took a first-class 
in classics and a third in mathe- 
matics, in Easter Term, 1818, and 
was immediately d.ectcd to a Fel- 
lowship at Trinity CoUege. He 
was ordained in 1848, became vicar 
of Navestock, Essex, in 1850, and 
Librarian to Archbishop Longley, 
at Lambeth, in 1862. He w^ Dio- i 
cesan Inspector of Schools in the | 
diocese of Rochester from 1860 till ' 
1 806, when he was appointed Regius 


Professor of Modern History at 
Oxford. In 1867 he was elected 
Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford; 
in 1876 an honorary Fellow of 
BoUiol J and, iu 1878, an honoraxy 
student of Christ Church. On Nov. 
20, 1808, he was elected Curator 
of the Bodleian Library, vice Pro- 
fessor Couiugton, deceased j and in 
1872 was chosen ns a member of 
the Hebdomadal Council. In 1875 
i he was presented to the Rectory of 
I Choldeiton, Wilts. In 1870 he was 
appointed Canon Residentiary of 
S. Paul's J and in consequence re- 
signed the rectory of Cholderion. 
In 1881 he was consecrated on S. 
Mark's day to the see of Chester. 
Ho published, in 1850, ‘']^mnale 
secunrhun usiuii Sarnm ; ” in 1858, 
” Rtigistrmn Sncriun Anglicanum j " 
in 1860, " Tmetatus do Sancta 
Orixoe de Waltham;” edited, in 
1863; *' Mosheim’s Institutes of 
Church History in 1864 and 
1865, "Chronicles and Memorials 
of Richard I.,” published by the 
Master of the Rolls ; in 1867, the 
" Chronicle,” ascribed to Benedict 
of Peterborough, in the same series ; 
in 1868-71, the " Chronicle of Roger 
Hoveclen ; ” in 1872-3, the "Memo- 
rial of Walter of Coventry;” in 
1871', ” Memorials of S. Dunstan;” 
and, in 1876, the " Works of Ralph 
de Diceto;” and several other 
books issued by the Master of the 
RoUsj in 187U, "Select Charters 
and other Illustrations of English 
ConsfcitiitioJial History, from the 
Earliest Period to the Reign of 
Edward 1.;” and published, iu 
1874, 1875, and 1878, "Tlio Consti- 
tutional History of England, in its 
Origin and Development,” 3 vols. 
Dr. Stubbs is the President of the 
Surtees Society, and a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Yorkshire Archmologi- 
cal Society, an honorary member 
of the Royal Irish Academy and of 
tbe Historical Society of Massa- 
chusetts, a foreign member of 
the Bavarian Academy, a corre- 
sponding member of the Prussian 
Academy, of the Royal Danish Aca- 
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demy^ of the Amei-ican Academy 
of Arts, of the Royal Society of 
Sciences at Gottiu^^ou, and of the 
Imperial University of Vladimir 
at Kieff. 

SULLIVAN, Sir Arthur Seymour, 
was 'bom in I^ondon, May 13, 
1842. His father was principal 
Professor at Kneller Hall, the 
trainmg school for British military 
bands. Ho received his first sy&tc- 
matic instruction in music at tlio 
Chapel Royal, St. James's, under 
the Rev, Thomas Hehnore, and he 
was BtiU a chorister when, at the 
age of fourteen, he gained, the first 
time it was competed for, the Men- 
delssohn Soholarsliip, After two 
years study under Mr. (olterwards 
yir Stemdale) Bennett, and Mr. 
(afterwards Sir John) Goss, he 
studied at Leipzig for three years 
at the Conservatorlum. Upon his 
return to England in 1801, he 
brought with him his music to 
Shakspere's Tempest,” which was 
performed for the first time at the 
Crystal Palace. His next work was 
the cantata " Kenilworth,” pro- 
duced at the Birmingham Pestival 
in 1804. This was foUoAved hy the 
Symphony in E (Crystal Psilace), 
1866 j overture '' In Memoriam " 
(Norwich), 1800 ; overture “ Mar- 
luion” (Philharmonic), 3807 s f>ra- 
torio " The Prodigal Son ** (Here- 
ford), 1868 ; overtoe " Hi Ballo ” 
(Birmingham), 1800 j On Shore 
and Sca”(InternationalExhihition), 
1871; Eostival"To I)eum,”to com- 
memorate the recovery of the Prince I 
of Wales (Crystal Palace), 1872 j 
oratorio " The Light of the W orld ” 
(Birmingham), 1873 ; and the sacred 
musical drama "Tlxo Martyr of 
Antioch” (Leeds), 1880. Sir^thur 
Sullivan has also produced the fol- 
lowing popular aud successful 
operas and operettas; '^Coz and 
Boz,” 1800 s ” Contrabandista,” 
1867; « Thespis,” 1872; Trial by 
Jury,” 1875; "Sorcerer,” 1877; 
"H.M.S. Ptnafore*' 1878; "The 
Pirates of Penzance,” 1879 ; 
"Patience,” 1881; "lolanthe,” 


1882 J " Princess Ida,” 1884 ; aud 
" The Mikado,” 1885 j these 
last, in conjunction with Mr. 
W. S. Gilbert, In his song- 
writing, which is extensive, his 
popuhu^ity has been greater, per- 
haps, than that of any other 
English composer. He was also 
j musical editor of " Church Hymns,” 
for which he composed several of 
I the beat known tunes. The hono- 
rary degree of Doctor of Music was 
coiiferred uiion him by the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 1870 ; and a 
like honour by the University of 
Oxford in 1879, Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van was Principal of the National 
Training School for Music from 
its foundation in 1870 to 1881. Ho 
was British Commissioner for music 
at the Paris Exhibition in 1878, 
when he was made a Clievnlier of 
the Legion of Honoiu*. He is also 
a Knight of the Order of the House 
of Cobiu’g. He was knighted by the 
Queen at Windsor, May 24, 1S83. 
Sir Arthur conducted the Leeds 
Triennial Musical festival of 1880, 
1883, and 18S0. Eor this lost, held 
in Oct. 1880, he composed a now 
cantata, "The Golden Legend,” 
which was received with great en- 
[ thusiasm. In 1885 and 1886 Sir 
Arthur conducted the Philhar- 
monic Concerts in London. 

SULLIVAN, Barry, tragedian, 
born at Birmingham, in 1824, made 
his first appearance on the stage at 
Cork, in 1840, when his success was 
sogreatthathe determined to adopt 
I the stage as a profession. After 
I studying for some time in Ireland, 
hcpi*ocQeded to Scotland, and joined 
the company of the Theatre Roy^, 
Edinbm'gh, under the management 
of the late W. H. Murray ; here he 
remained for several seasons, study- 
ing hard and making rapid strides 
in his profession ; he then visited 
Paisley, Dimdee, Aberdeen, Glas- 
gow, Liverpool, and Manchester. 
BUs reputation ^ving reached the 
metropolis, he was engaged by Mr. 
B. Webster, and made his first 
appearance in London at the Hay- 
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market Theatre in Nov. 1851, in 
the chaivaoter of Hamlet, Tvith de- 
cided success*. Dm'ing his continu- 
ance at tliat theatre he repeatedly 
had the honour of appearing before 
the Queen and the late Prince 
Consort. He subsequently had en- 
gagements at the St. James's, 
Sadler's Wells, the Standard, and 
Drury Lone, and alter making a 
farewell tour of the United King- 
dom, sailed for America in Nov. 
1867. He mot with an enthusiastic 
reception throughout the United 
States and the new Dominion of 
Canada. Kctviming to London in 
IVIay, 18G0, he reappeared at the 
St, James's, &c. ; he then made a 
second tour of the United Kingdom, 
and sailed for Australia in May, 
1861, his success being so great that 
he played nearly one thousand 
nights in Melhoume alone. He 
also held several engagements at 
Sydney, and after paying a visit to 
Queensland, sailed from Brisbane 
lor India, and reached England in 
June, 1866, thus completing a tour 
roimd the world. In the following 
September he reappeared at Drury 
Lane, in the characters of Bichard 
III., Hamlet, Macbeth, Ac. About 
1869 and 1870 he was lessee of the 
Holborn Theati*e. 

BULLY, James, M.A., horn at 
Bridgwater, Somersetshire, in 1842, 
was educated in tlie Independent 
CoUego, Taimton, the Regent's 
Park College (one of the affiHated 
colleges of the University of Lon- 
don), and the University of Got- 
tingen. He is M.A. and G(dd 
Medallist of the University of 
London, where he graduated in 
1866 and 1868. He l^ok to a lite- 
rary career in 1871, beginning as a 
contributor to the Saturday, Pori- 
nightVy, and WestminUer Reviews, 
He is the author of ** Sensations 
and Intuition j Studies in Psych- 
ology and JEsthelics," 1871} and 
“’Pessimism: a History and a 
Criticism," 1877 j and “ Illusions ” 
(International Scientific Series), 

J 883 . These works contain an 


exposition and a criticism of 
some of the leading philoso- 
phical questions of the day, devot- 
ing considerable space to German 
literature. He is also the author 
of articles on “iEathetica” and 
“ Dreams " in the last edition of 
the “ Bncycloptsdia Britannica." 
His latest book is the “ Teachers' 
Handbook of Psychology," 1886. 

SULLY - PRUDHOMME, Rene 
Franjois Armand, French poet, was 
horn in Paris, March 16, 1839, and 
educated at the Lycco Bonaparte, 
lie afterwards hocamc a lawyer's 
assistant, and published his first 
volume of poems in 1866. It at- 
tracted considerable attention, and 
the poem “Lc Vaso Pcle" was 
pronounced a masterpiece of its 
kind. M. SuUy-Prudhomine has 
since published several volumes of 
poems, mostly of, a philosophical 
tendency ; “ Les Epreuves," 1860 j 
“ Les Solitude.®," 1869 ; “ Les 

Destins," 1872 j “Les Vaines Ten- 
dit'sses,” 1876 ; “La Justice,” 1878, 
He has also published (1869) a very 
remarkable translation of the “ De 
Natura Eerum ” of Lucretius. In 
1881 ho was elected a member of 
the Academia Erannaise. 

SWEATMAN, The Right Rev. 
Arthur, D.D., Bishop of Toronto, 
was born in London, Nov. 
19, 1831, being son of the late 
John Swealman, M.D. He was 
educated at London University 
College, and is an honour ^aduate 
of Cliri^’s College, Cambridge. In 
1862 he was appointed to the curaoy 
of St. Stephen's, Canonbury, and 
to the Mastership of the Modern 
Department of the Islington Pro- 
prietary School. On the invitation 
of Bishop Hellmuth, ho accepted 
in 1863 the Head Mastership of 
HeUmuth Boys' College, London, 
Ontario, and at a later date became 
Clerical Secretary to the Synod of 
tho Dioceso of &ron and Secre- 
tary to the House of Bishops. Re- 
signing his educational eli^ge, he 
became assistant Rector of St. 
Paul's, Woodstock, U.C., and Arch- 
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deacon of Brant 5 {ind, during the 
Bishop of Huron's absence in Eng- 
landj acted as his commissary. In 
March, 1879, ho succeeded Bishop 
Bethnne in the sco of Toronto. 

SWI17BT7BHB, Alg-ernon Charles, 
son of the late Admiral Charles 
Henry S-vrinburne, by Lady Jane 
Henrietta, daughter of George, 
third Earl of Ashbiumham, and 
grandson of Sir J ohu Edward Swiu- 
btume, Bart., of Capheaton, North- 
umberland, was born in Chester 
Street, Grosvenor Place, London, 
April 5, 1887. He entered as a 
commoner at Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, in 1857, but left the university 
without taking a degree. He after- 
wards visited Florence, and spent 
some time with the late "W^tor 
Savage Landor. His fiz'st pi'oduc- 
tions, ^*The Queen Mother,” and 
Rosamond,” two plays, published 
in 1861, attracted nut lilile atten- 
tion. They were followed by " Ata- 
lanta in Cidydon, a Tragedy,” in 
1801 j "Chastelard, a Tragedy,” in 
1865 j and ” Poems and Ballads,” 
in IftCG, The latter work was very 
severely criticised, and led to a 
kind ot literary warfare. In 1860, 
Mr. W. M. Rossetti published 
Poems and BoJladB t a Criticism,” 
and Mr. Swinburne himself, Notes 
on Poems and Reviews.” His later 
works are, "A Song of Italy,” 1807 5 
“ "William Blake : a Critical Essay,” 
18675 second edition, 1868 5 "Siena: 
a Poem,^' 1808 ; the second i^ort of 
" Notes on the Royal Academy Ex- 
hibition,” 1808, the first part of 
which was written by Mr. W. M. 
Rossetti; "Ode on the Proclama- 
tion of the French Republic, Sept. 
'1, 1870; ” "Songs before Sunrise,” 
1871, in which he glorifies Panthe- 
ism and Republicanism 5 and"Both- 
well, a Tragedy,” 187 Is "Essays 
and Studies,” 1875; "Erechtheus,” 
1870 5 “ A Note on Charlotte 
Bronte,” 1877; "Poems and Ballads : 
second series,” 1378 5 ** A Study of 
Shakespeare,” 1879; "Studies in 
Song,” 1881; "Tristram of Lyon- 
esse/* 1382; "A Century of Roun- 


dels,” 1883 J and another volume of 

Prose Miscellanies,” 1886. 

8YBEL, Heinrich von, one of the 
most eminent of living German 
historians, born at Dusseldorf, I)ec. 
2, 1817, studied history for four 
years at Berlin, under the famous 
Yon Ranke, took his degrees at the 
University of Bonn, and became 
Extraordinary Professor there in 
1811. The following year he was 
appointed ordinary Professor at 
Marburg, aud in 1847 elected a 
member of the States of Hesse, and 
deputy in the Diet of Erfurt. Smu- 
moned to Bavaria in 1850, by Maxi- 
milian II., he became a member of 
the Munich Academy of Sciences, 
and was sent on several scientific 
missions. In 1801, however, he re- 
turned to Bonn as Professor, aud 
was elected by that University a 
member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties at Berlin, being more recently 
returned to the Constituent Diet of 
the North German Confederation. 
He was appointed Director of the 
Prussian State Archives at Berlin 
in 1875. His principal work is a 
"History of the French Revolu- 
tion,” which has been translated 
into English by Mr. Walter C. 
Perry, from the third German edi- 
tion. He is also the author of 
" Origin of Royalty in Germany,” 
1816 ; " The Rising of Europe 
against Napoleon I.,” 1860 ; " His- 
tory of the First Crusade,” 1841 j 
"Miuor Historical Writings,” 2 
vols., 1803-09 ; " Prince Eugene of 
Savoy ; ” a preface to LobePs 
" Gregory of Tours,” and to 
" Memoirs of Ueebtritz ; ” and 
various other historical ivorks. 

SYLVESTER, James Joseph, 
M.A., LL.D., F.R.S., was bom 
Sept. 3, 1814, in London^ Ho was 
educated at two private schools in 
London, at the !&yal Institution, 
Liverpool, and at St. John's Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated as second Wrangler. He 
became Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy at University College, Lou- 
don ; Professor of Mathematics in 
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the University of Virfyiuift, U.fcS. ; 
Professor of MatliematicSj after an 
interval of ten years, at the Eoyal 
Military Academy, Woolwich ; 
Professor, after an interval of five 
years, at the John Hopkins Univer- 
sity, Baltimore, Maryland, U.S. He 
was for ten years reduced to make 
a living as an Actuary of Assurance 
Companies ; founded the Law Ee- 
versionary Interest Society; and 
has been called to the bar. In Dec. 
18S3, he was elected Savilian Pro- 
fessor of Geometry at Oxford. He 
has published Memoirs in the Eoyal 
Society’s Transactiona, in Creep’s 
Journal, in the London and Lublin, 
and in the Quarterly Journal of 
Mathematics, in the London and 
JSdinburgh Philosophical Magazine, 
in the Comptes Rendus of the In- 
stitute of Prance, in other English, 
Prenoh, nnd Italian Journals, and 
in the American Journal of Mathe- 
»iaf ICS, of which he was the founder 
and first editor. He received the 
Eoyal hledal of the Eoyal Society 
in or about 3UG0, and the Copley 
Medal in 18S0. Ho is a Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society, Hon. Fellow of 
St. John’s College, Cambridge 
(1880), Hon. D.C.L. Oxford, an Hon. 
LL.D. of Dublin and Edinburgh, 
a Foreign Member of the Eoyal 
Society of Naples, Eome, and Got- 
tingen, a Corresponding Member of 
the Institute of France, and of the 
Imperial and Eoyal Academies of 
Berlin and St. Petersburg, and 
Member Ordinary or Correspondent 
of very many other learned bodies 
in Eiu*ope and the United States. 
Professor Sylvester is chiefly known 
as an algebraist, and as a friend 
andf ellow-worker of Arthur Cayley. 
He has given a tlieory of Versifica- 
tion in a volume published imder 
the title of "Laws of Verse is 
the inventor of the Plagiograph, 
the Geometrical Fan, and other 
Geometrico - Mechanical Instini- 
ments. He introduced into Eng- 
land, and greatly generalisedjPeaii- 
cellier’s method of Linkages, on 
which he gave a lecture at the 


Eoyal Institution. On Dec. 12, 
1885, in an inaugimal lecture de- 
livered before the University of 
Oxford, he made known his newly- 
discovered Theory of Eeciprocients, 
which, it is cluiinod, more than 
doubles the previous resources of 
Modem Algebra. 

SYMONBS, John Addington, born 
at Bristol, Oct. 5, 18 10, was educated 
at Harrow School, and BalHol Col- 
lage, Oxford. Ho was elected, in 
1802, to a Fellowship at Magdalen 
College, in that Univci’aity, nnd 
vacated it by his marriage. Ho 
has mutton "Introduction to the 
Study of Dante ; ** " Studies of tht^ 
Greek Poets,” 2 vols. ; " Skotclios 
in Italy and Greece;” "Eenaissance 
in Italy,” 7 vols. completed in 188»> ; 
" Sketches and Studies in Italy ; ” 
" Shelley” and " Sir Philip Sidney” 
in the "‘English Men of Letters 
Series j ” the article on " Italnin 
History^’ in the " Encycloivsedia 
Britnnnica ; ” a translation of the 

Sonnets of Michael Angelo and 
Campanolla ; ” Many Moods,” a 
vohuue of verse; "New and Old,” a 
volume of verse ; "Animi Figuxa,” 
a volume of sonnets ; and "Italian 
By-ways,” All the above have ap- 
peared since 1872. Mr. Symonds 
has for many years been compelled 
by reason of ill-health, to live at 
Davos-platz, in the Orisons.

TAINE, Hippolyte Adolphe, a 
member of the French Academy, 
born April 21, 1828, at Vouziers 
(Ardennes), pursued his studios 
with brilliant success in the College 
Bourbon, gaming the prize of 
honour for rhetoric at the general 
competition of 1847, and being in 
the foEowing year first on the list 
of those admitted to the Normal 
School (Section of Literatm*e}. 
After having obtained, in 1853, the 
dix>loma of Doctor in Letters by 
two theses — "De Personia Plato- 
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nicis,^^ iinil ** Essai bui* Ics Eablos 
do La Eontainc — he rcnoimcod 
the career of university teaching 
and brought out several works. 
Two of thesCj written in a most 
bidlliout style^ contained opinions 
diametrically opposed to the tradi- 
tional doctrines of the University, 
and produced a great sensation. 
One was an " Essai sur Titc-Live,” 
1851, "crowned” by the French 
Academy, and designed by the 
author as an application and a de- 
monstration of tho system of Spi- 
noza j the other, entitled Philo- 
Bophes Pran^ais du XIX« &i6clc,” 
185G, 2nd edit., 18G0, shaa-ply cri- 
ticised the spiritualist philosophers 
and religious writers. These and 
many of his subsequent works were 
received with high favour by the 
materialist school. In March, 1863, 
M. Taine was appointed Examiner 
in Literature at the Military school 
of Saint-Cyr, and, in Oct., 1864, 
Professor of tho History of Art and 
Esthetics at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts. In June, 18G8, he married 
the daughter of M. Benuelle, a rich 
merchant. M. Taine was a candi- 
date for the seat in the French 
Academy that had been vacated by 
the death of M. Thiers, but he was 
unsuccessful, being defeated byM. 
Henri Martin the historian. Martin 
got eighteen votes and Taine fifteen 
(June 13, 1878). Very soon after- 
wards, however, M. Taine gained 
the coveted seat among the forty, 
being elected on Nov. 14, 1878, in 
the place of M. de Lemenie. His 
reception into the French Academy 
took place on Jan. 15, 18S0. In 
addition to the works already men- 
tioned M. Taine has written : — 
" Voyage aux Eaux dosPyren^es,^’ 
1855 s " Essais de Critique eb d^His- 
toire,” 1837 j “La Fontaine et ses 
Fables,^' 18G0 j " Histoire de laLit- 
t<?rature Anglaise,” 4 vols., 1861, 
translated into English by K. Von 
Laun, a work which being sent in 
to the competition of the French 
Academy was rejected by that 
learned body on account of the 


materialist and atheistical opinions 
it contained} “Pld^alisme Ang- 
lais,” a study on Carlyle, 1864 j 
" Le Positivismo Anglais,^' a study 
on John Stuart Mill, 1864, translated 
into English by T. D. Haye, 1870 ; 
"Nouveaux Essais de Critique et 
d’Histoire,” 18G5 ; “Philoaophie de 
TArt,'^ 1866 j " Philoaophie de PArt 
on Italic,” 18CG } " Voyage en Ita- 
lic,” 2 vols., 18GG J Notes sur 
Paris : ou Vie et Opinions do M. 
Frederic Thomas Gi'aindorge, ” 
1867 J “LTdi^al dans PArt,” lec- 
tures delivered at tho Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, 1867 ; " Philosophie 
de PArt dans los Pays-Bas,” 18G8 5 
“Philosophie de PArt en CS-reco,” 
1870 J “ LHntelligcnce,” 1874 j 
“Les Originea de la France Cou- 
temporaine,” vol. i. “ L^Ancien 
Eegime,” 1873, vol. ii.

The conservative tendency 
of this work more then rehabil- 
itated M. Taine in the eyes of his 
academical colleagues. M. Taine 
has contributed to the JoumaX des 
J)6haU, the Bevue de VInstruction 
jPuhUgu6j and the Remie^ dea Beuso 
Mondest numerous and important 
articles, most of which have been 
repiinted in the volun3es enumer- 
ated above. In 1873 M. Taine, by 
the invitation of the Curators of 
the Taylor Institution, gavo a 
com'se of lectures in French at 
Oxford. His impressions of his 
stay in England, were recorded in 
hisweU-known “ Notes sur PAnglo- 
terre.” 

TAIT, P. Macnaghten, P.E.O.S., 
was born in Edinburgh in 1823, 
second son of the late William 
Tait, Esq,, and educated privately 
in Edinburgh, having subsequently 
for some time been under the late 
Principal Tullooh. He first en- 
tered an insurance office in Edin- 
burgh, and in 1851 proceeded to 
India j was in India dmdng 1837-8-9, 
the years of the Mutiny, when he 
raised the rifie company of the 
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C‘alfuttfi Volnnlper Q-uurcls, in 
wlxicli lie held n command. Sub- 
sequently ho travelled in India, Cey- 
lon, China, Japan, Canada, and the 
United States ot America. He has 
contributed largely to the Calcutta 
Qmrterlij Review, also to the Eaj- 
aminer, and other London weekly 
papers. He is the author of 
numerous papers read before 
different societies, amongst which 
may be mentioned — ^^The Book- 
keeping of Life Assurance Com- 
panies;** '^Observations on Exist-

tics applicable to Musicians,** 1880 j 
" Vital and other Statistics of 
Eastbourne,'* 1S85. 

TAIT, Peter duthrie, M.A., whose 
father was private secretary to the 
Duke of Bucoleuch, was bom at 
Dalkeith, April 28, 1831, and edu- 
cated at the Academy and Uni- j 
versity of Edinburgh, and at I 
Petorhonse, Cambridge, where ho 
was Senior Wrangler and First 
Smith’s Prizeman. In 1852 he was 
elected Fellow of Peterhouse, and 
in 1854 was appointed Professor of 
Mathematics at Queen's College, 
Belfast, where he remained until 
1860, when he was elected Pro- 
fessor of Natural Philosophy at 
Edinburgh. Professor Tait has 
published a number of scientific 
and other works, amongst which 
are "Dynamics of a Particle," 
1836; “Elements of Philosophy/’ 
1873 i “ Quaternions, " 1867 ; 


“Thermo-dynamics/* 1868; "Re- 
cent Advances in Phybieal Science/’ 
1876 J “Heat" and “Light,** 1884; 
“ Properties of Matter,” 1883, be- 
sides a largo number of papers 
contributed to different periodicals. 
Ho is also, with Professor Balfour 
Stewart, the joint author of the 
quasi-scientifle essay called “The 
Unseen Universe/* which attracted 
much attention wlien it a})pcared 
in 1875, and was very severely 
criticised by the late Professor 
W. TC, Clifford. 

TALBOT, The Eev. Edward Stnart, 
hi. A., born in London, 1844, is the 
son of the Hon. J. C. Talbot, Q.C., 
one of the leaders of the parlia- 
mentary bar, and of Caroline, 
daughter of the first Lord Wharn- 
cliffo. Ho was educated at Char- 
toi'house, and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, where he obtained a first 
class Lit. Hum., 1805, and fir^t 
class Law and Modem History, 
1806. He was ordained in 1867 
and 1870, Ho was elected senior 
student of Christ Church in 1866. 
and obtained the Blloiton Prize 
Essay in 1869, on the “ Influence 
of Christianity on Slavery.” In 
18/0 he was appointed first Warden 
of Keble CoUege, Oxford, and was 
Select Preacher in 18/3 and in 
1883. He was examiner in the 
Final Classical Honour Schools in 
1871-0, and was appointed ex- 
amining Chaplain to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1833. Mi*. 
Talbot married in 1870, Lavinia, 
third daughter of the fourth Baron 
Lyttelton. 

TAHBEBLIE, Henri, tenor singer, 
horn at Rome in 1820, made his 
first appearance at Naples in 1811, 
and after visiting various parts of 
Europe, sang at Covent Garden 
Opera, London, taking the leading 
tenor parts with conspicuous suc- 
cess. He fulfilled engagements in 
North and South America, and 
sang at Paris in 1858, and again 
in 1809. In the latter year he 
established a large manufactory of 
firearms at Madrid.

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TAirGHirXXZ (Baron), Bernhard 
Christian, publisher at Leipzig^ 
celebrated for his editions of Greek 
and Latin Classicsj Hebrew and 
Greek Bibles, but best known to 
English travellers and writers for 
his neat continental editions of ' 
British authors, is a member of an 
old family of booksellers and print- 
ers, Karl TauchniLz, half a century 
ago, having made himself famous 
for his cheap editions of the 
Classics. Ho was bom at Schlei- 
nitz,near Naumburg, in 1816. Ho 
founded nu independent ostablish- 
mont in 1837, and, in 18-11, began 
his series of English authors. At 
that time there was no inter- 
national copyright, yet he resolved 
to obtain thesanotionof the authors 
to tlio repiLhlication of their works, 
and to pay them for permission to 
include them in his series. This 
collection consists of upwards of 
2,300 volumes, and is continually 
increasing. In order to niai’k his 
aijpreciation of the enclcavoiu'S of 
Tauchnitz to familiarize in Ger- 
many the cUefa d’cpuvre of a litera- 
ture of which he himself was so 
great an admirer, the Luke of 
Soxe-Cobiu’g, the brother of the 
late Prince Consort, raised him to 
the rank of Baron. In 1872, on the 
retirement of Mr. Crowe, he was 
appointed British Consul-General 
for the Kingdom of Saxony, and in 
IH/C for the other Saxon Princi- 
palitie^. In 1877 he was called by 
the King to llio House of Peers of 
Saxony, His eldest son, Baron C. 
C. Bernhard, a Lector of Laws, 
and British Vice-Consul, has been 
a pirtner in the liouso since 18G6. 

XAYXBB, Prederiok, painter in 
water-coloru's, born near Elstree, 
Herts, April 30, 1804, became a con- 
tributor to the exhibitions of the 
old Water-colour Society in 1831, 
his pictures being chiefly tokon 
from subjects in Highland, iniral, 
and sporting life; such as the 
“ Hawking Parties of past times j 
"TTnkennelling*' and Calling 
out of Cover*' of modem times; 


" Troopers of Two Centuries since,” 
" Wayside Travellers ” and Har- 
vest Carts ” of to-day. Some of his 
earlier " Scenes on the Moors” wore 
painted in conj miction with the late 
Mr. George Barrett. Occasionally 
he has executed compositions of 
importance from Sir W. Scott’s 
works, in which his spirited style 
in the painting of horses and dogs 
is turned to good account, as in the 
" Festival of the Popinjay,” in 1854. 
He went to Paris as one of the 
jiu’ors in the Fine Art Department 
of the French Great Exhibition in 
1855, and received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honoxu*. Mr. Tayler, who 
has illustrated several books, in- 
cluding an edition of Sir Roger 
de Coverley, and many of whose 
elchings are to be found in tlw' 
works of the Etching Club, of which 
ho is a member, was unanimously 
elected President of the Society of 
Painters in Water-colours in 1838. 
He resigned that ollioe in June, 
1871. 

TATXiOB, The Bev. Charles, D.D., 
Master of St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, born in Middlesex, 27th 
May, 18 10, was educated at King’s 
CoUego School, London, and St. 

I John's College, Cambridge. Ho 
proceeded to the degree of B.A. in 
18C2, and in the same year became 
an editor of the Oaiford, Cambridge^ 
and Dublin JiTosaengcp of Matkema^ 
tics. In 1863 he published his first 
work on “ Geometrical Conics.” 
He was elected Fellow of St. John's 
Collego in 1861, and Master of the 
same, 1881, and shortly afterwards 
received the degree of D.D„ jure 
dignitatis. He is the author of 
numerous articles on Hebrew, goo- 
metrical, and other subjects; of 
the Kayo Essay for 1867j on the 
citation from the Old Testament in 
the Hew, published under tlie name 
''The Gospel in the Law,” 1869; 
and of the following works ; The 
Dirge of Cohelcth,” 1874, a mono- 
graph giving a new and literal 
interpretation of the 12th chapter 
of Ecclesiastes; Sayings of the 
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Jowisjli Fathers/* in Ilohrew and 
EnglisKedited for theSyndics of the 
Caiubxddge University Pivssj 1S77 i 
an "Introduction to the Ancient 
and Modern Geometry of Oonics, 
■withllistorical Notes and Prolego- 
menaj*’ ISSl. In the Prolegomena 
lie proves that the modern period 
properly Ijcgina with Kepler, who 
distinctly forinnlaled the princi- 
ples of infinity and continuity 
which differentiate the modem 
from fclie ancient geometry. lie 
has given a course of lectures at the 
Eoyiil Institution on the " History 
of Geometry/* ISSO j also on the 
lately disco vorod AiBax^ 'T'Sv dtStdena 
&iro(Tr6\(oy, liS^S; these were pub- 
lished in April, 188li, under the 
title "The Teaching of the Twelve 
Apostles, with illustrations from 
the Talmud, two Lectures on an 
Ancient Church Manual discovered 
at Gousbantinoplo.** 

TAYLOE, The Eev. Isaao, M.A., 
Litt. 1)., LL.D., (Janon of York, 
born May 2nd, 1820, nt Stamford 
Eivors, is the eldest son of the 
late Isaac Taylor, author of the 
" Natural History of Enthusiasm/* 
Educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, he obtained the Silver 
Oration Cup, and graduated ns a 
Wrangler in 1833. In 1854 he 
edited a translation of Bockor*H 
" Charicles/* He was ordained 
in 1857 to a country curacy, and 
published in 18G0 "The Liturgy 
and the Dissenters/* which rapidly 
r4an thi-ougli tliree large editions, 
and was repeatedly cited in Paxdia- 
ment. Eoiuoving to London, where 
ho Buceessivoly held two West- 
End curacies, ho published in 
18Uli a work on the Etymology of 
Local Names, entitled “ Words and 
PlaGe8,orBtyiaologicalIilustrations 
of History, Ethnology, and Geo- 
graphy/* This book was favourably 
received bythe prcssandthepablic, 
and has passed through numerous 
editions. In 1803 he married a 
daughter of the Hon. H. Cockayne- 
Cust, and undertook the charge of 
one of the poorest parishes in 


Hothnal Gx*een. His pliins and 
labours for the benefit of his desti- 
tute parishionora were described in 
a little book entitled " The Eiirdeii 
of Iho Poor,** which had a large 
circulation. In 1807 he pxiblished 
"The Family Pen? Memorials, 
Biographical and Literary, of the 
Taylor Family of Ongar.*’ In 1809 
he accepted the incumbency of a 
church at Txvickonhani, and was 
nftoi'wards promoted to the office 
of Eural Dean. During a visit to 
Italy in 1S72 his attention was 
directed to the unsolved problem 
of the language and ethnological 
affinities of the Etruscans. In 
1H73 he read a paper before the 
Philological Society on The 
Etruscan Numeials," and in I87i 
brought out a volume entitled 
" Etruscan Eoaearches,** in which, 
and in subser^uent papers, he esta- 
blishe<l the meaning of several 
Etruscan words and grammatical 
forms, and maintained, in opposi- 
tion to the then prevalent theories 
of Oorssen and others, that the 
Etruscan was an agglutinative 
non-Aryan language. Presented 
in 1875, by Earl Brownlow, to tho 
lleiitory of Suttrington, in York- 
shire, he undertook systematic re- 
searches into the origin andhistoiy 
of the Alphabet. The first-fruit 
of these studios appeared in 1879, 
when, in a book called Greeks 
and Goths, a Study on the Bunes/* 
he propounded the discovery that 
the Bunes were n development of 
an early Greek alphabet, obtained 
by the Goths on the Vistula from 
Greek colonies on the Enxine. In 
this volume the origin of tho Irish 
Oghiuns was also investigated. 
Shortly afterwards he published, 
at Berlin, a paper "Ueber den 
Urspriing des glaj^olitischen Alpha- 
bets,** in which lie discussed the 
origin of the caidiost Slavonic 
alphabets, and showed that it was 
derived from the cursive Byzantine 
script of the 3th century a,d. In 
1879 he received from the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh the degree of 
3 B 2 
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hJj,l>„7ionoi'U cauitt,iu recognition 
of liis clipcovei’icB and philological 
attainments. In 1883 Dr. Taylor 
published, in two largo volximoe, 
his most important Avork^ entitled 
" The Alphabet, an Account of tlio 
Origin nndDovelopment ofLott era," 
in Avhich ho endeavoured to trace 
all known ali^habcts to ono primi- 
tive script, developed by the l^hoo- 
niciana from the Hieratic Egyptian 
Avriting. This Avork, Avhich em- 
bodied the roBidts of the labours 
of many years, was received with 
great favour in Germany, England 
and Amci'ica. In consideration of 
its merits the Board of Olassiciil 
Studies at Cambridge unanimously 
recomniended its author for the 
degree of Doctor in Letters, Avhich 
is conferred only on the authors of 
original and imi)ortant contrihxi- 
tions to literatm*e. In the same 
year, 1885, he was appointed to 
a Canonry and Prebondal Stall in 
York Minster. Canon Taylor, Avho 
was one of the founders of the 
Alpine Club, is a frequent con- 
tributor to learned periodicals, 
especially on sulijecta connected 
with Aryan and Ural-Altaic Philo- 
logyj Onomatology^ Palseography, 
Epigraphy, and Comparativo Mytli- 
ology. 

TAYLOB, General Sir Biohard 
Ohamhre Hayes, born at 

Dublin, 19th March, 1819, second 
son of the Hon, and Kev. Edward 
Taylor, younger son of the First 
Earl of Bcotive, by Maiuanne, 
daughter of Colonel the Hon. 
Bichard St. Leger, was educated 
at Hasslewood School and at the 
Boyol Military College, Sandhurst, 
and entered the army as Ensign of 
the 79th Highlanders in 1835. He 
served in various colonies and in 
the Crimean War, including the 
battlea of the Alma and Balaklava, 
siege and fall of Sebastopol (in 
command of hi& regiment), also in 
the Indian Mutiny, including the 
siege and capture of Lucknow, 
operations in Oude and Bohilound, 
IVans-Gogra campaign, actions of 


Eooyiih-jVllygunge, Bareilly, Shah- 
jehanpore, Punniar, Mahomdee, 
Bampoorkussia, passage of the 
Gogra (commanded column), and 
was frequently mentioned in de- 
spat cheb. He was Assistant- Adju- 
tant-General, Shorncliffe and Dover 
Division, from July, 1800, to July, 
1805 j Inspecting Field Oifleer and 
Assistant- Adjutant-General, home 
district, from May, 18G7, to April, 
1871 j Inspector-General of Eecruit- 
ing from Axigust, 1873, to Dec. 1870 j 
Doputy-Adju tant-Goneral of the 
Forces from Dec. 1870 to Oct. 1878 { 
Adjutant - General of the Army 
from August, 1882, to Kov. 1882 ; 
Governor of the Boyal Military 
College, Sandhiu'st, from Jon. 1883 
to August, 1886. He Avas promoted 
Colon el. May, 1868 ; Major-General, 
March, 1868 j Lieutenant-General 
October, 1877 j General, April, 
1883 i and nominated C.B. 1857, 
and K.C.B. 1882. 

TOHEBKAIEFF, Miohael Grego- 
roAritch, a Bussion general, bom 
Oct. 21, 1828, entered the Euafiian 
military service in 1847, distin- 
guished himself greatly in the 
Crimean war, and attained the 
rank of a General of Infantry. On 
the conclusion of the Crimean war 
he Avas first appointed cliief of the 
stafB of a division in Poland, and 
in 1858 he Avas sent to Orenburg 
in the cax)acity of Aide du Chef de 
la ligne du Syr Daria. In 1869 
he commanded an expedition on 
Lake Ai'ol, to support the Khirgiss 
tribes, at war udth the Kliivans. 
After a period of service as quarter- 
master-general of the left fiank 
of the line held by the army of the 
Caucasus, TehemaicfC for some 
time acted as chief of the stafi of 
the corps at Orenburg. Next he 
was placed in command of an ex- 
peditionary force consisting of 1000 
men, with instinctions to march 
from Orenburg, through the passes 
of the mountains bounding Siberia 
on the south, and across the steppes 
of Turkestan, and to cifoct a junc- 
tion with nnothor detachment 
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under Colonel V'erevkin whioh had 
Bot out from Semipalatinsk, in 
Siberia^ The junction occurred in 
the vicinity of the toTO of Tchem- 
Icend, then occupied by the Kho- 
kanians, Thie town TohernniefE 
took by assault, an»l immediately 
afterwards unsuccessfully attacked 
(October, ISOl) the important 
city of Tashkeud, some bU miles 
south of Tchemkeud, and also in 
l)033e38ion of the Khokanians. 
Having wintered at Tchemkend ho 
renewed successfully the attempt 
on Tashkeud (June 27, 1865). It 
is said that ho had received specific 
instructions to content himself 
with the position of Tchemkend, 
and to refrain from any further 
efforts to extend the Eussian domi- 
nation fm*ther southward, Tcher- 
naieff disobeyed his orders, took 
Tasbkend, was afterwards received 
most enthusiastically at St. Potors- 
burg,and received a sabre of honour 
from the Emperor in recognition of 
Ills military enterprise j but from 
that date he was not actively em- 
ployed in the Eu&«ian service. 
After a time he retired from the 
army, and passed a legal examina- 
tion qualifying him to adopt the 
profession of a notary, when the 
Emperor bogged him to re-enter 
the army. He did so in compliance 
with the Imperial request, and was 
reinstated in his rank. After vainly 
waiting a whole year for active 
employment, he again rethed from 
the army, and purchased the RusH 
Mir, a journal whicli boldly advo- 
cated Slav interests, and of which, 
after he had quitted the military 
service altogether, in July, 1874, he 
becametherecognisededitoi’. When 
in 1873 the insurreclion in Herzego- 
vina broko out, lie opened a sub- 
scription in its behaH, and after- 
wards, in the summer of 18/6, he 
went to Belgrade and took the 
command-in-diief of the Servian 
army. The campai^ was most 
disastroTifito the Servians, although 
ttieii* army was largely reinforced 
by Eussian volunteers. Tcher- 
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naieff's proclamation of Prince 
Milan ns King of Servia was much 
censured at the time as a rash and 
foolish act. General Tchernaietf 
left St. Petersburg Sept. 12, 1SS2, 
for Tashkeud, to take up the reins 
of Goverumeiit there. 

TECK (Prince and Duke of), His 
Serene Highness Prancis Paul 
Charles Louis Alexander, Count of 
Hohen-stem, only sou of Duke 
Alexander <»f Wurtemberg and the 
Ooimtess Hohenstein, was born 
Aug. 27, 1S37. By the German 
law, the monnago of his mother 
to Biike Aleximder was only re- 
cognised as iuorgauati(‘, and con- 
sequently Prince Took and liis two 
sisters bore the titles of Count and 
Countesses of 1IoheUi«tein imtil 
Dee. 1, 1S63, when a royal decree 
of the King of Wurtemberg con- 
ferred upon them the title of Prince 
and Princess Teek. His Eoytil 
Highness served in the Auslriau 
army, bxit rcsigutal his commission 
in 1866. He married tlie Prin- 
ces Mary Aflolaide of Cambridge 
June 12, anil 'was c^reated an hon. 
G.C.B. (civil division), July 6, 
1866. 

TEGETMEIEB, WilUam B., 
E.Z.S., of German extraction, bom 
at Colnbrook, Bucks, in 1816, was 
educated for llio medical profes- 
sion at University College, Lon- 
don, Mr. Tegetmeior is well known 
as a writer on natoal history. 
He is the author of “The Poultry 
Book,^^ Pigeon?/* " The Natural 
History of the Pheasant.?," “ Mono- 
graph of the Cranes” and as 
having republished many rare 
ornithological treat iees, as “Bod- 
daert’s Planches Euliiiniucea" and 
“ Moore *8 Columbarium." Ho liaa 
devoted much iitteniiou tu the 
variation of species, und^ greatly 
assisted Mr. Charles Darwin in the 
preparation of lus volumes on*' The 
Variation of Animals imd Plants 
under Domestication/* and other 
works. Mr. Tegetmcier is editor 
of several departments in the Fkht 
newspaper. 
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TEMPLE, The Eight Eev. Frede- 
rick, Bishop of London, son 

of an officer in the army, horn 
Nov. 30, 1821, was educated at the 
Grammar School at Tiverton, and 
proceeding to Oxford, hecanio 
Scholar of Balliol College, and 
took his degree of B.A. in 1842 as 
a donhlc first-class. He was 
elected Fellow and Mathematical 
'J?ntor of his college, and, having 
been ordained in 18^6, was aj)- 
pointed Principal of the Training 
College at Kneller Hall, near 
Twickenham, in 1848. This post 
he resigned in 1855 ; and having 
held an Inspectorship of Schools 
during the interval, ■was appointed, 
on the resignation of Br. Goulbnrn. 
in 1858, Head Master of Rugby 
School. Dr. Temple, who was a 
Chaplain to the Queen, gained 
some notoriety in 18G0 as the 
author of the first of the seven 
"Essays and Reviews,” -wliich 
caitsed so much controversy soon 
after their appearance. At the 
general election of 1SG8 Br. Temple 
took an active part in Warwick- 
shire in support of Mr. (iladstono*s 
meastiro for the disestablishment of 
the Irish Church ; and the Premier 
nominated him to the bishopric of 
Exe'ter, in succession to the late 
Br. Philpotts — an appointment 
■\7hich caused considerable commo- 
tion in clerical circles, Tlie confir- 
mation of Br. Temple's election 
took place Bee. 8, 1800, at the 
church of St. Mary-le-Bow, Cheap- 
side, when Bishop Ti’ower, as the 
representative of a portion of the 
clergy who were opposed to Dr. 
Temple, because ho was the author 
of one of the “ Essays and Reviews,” 
instructed coxmsd. to oppose the 
election. Counsel were accordingly 
heard on both sides, and Br. 
Temple's election was confirmed by 
the Vicar-General. Dr. Temple 
received opiscopal consecration at 
Westminster, Bee, 21, 1809, to- 
gether with the hishops-elect of 
Baiffi and Wells, and of the Falk- 
land Islands. Br. Temple pub- 


lished "Sermons preached in Rugby 
Chapel, in 1868-00,” in 1861. In 
April, 1883, he was elected Bamp- 
ton Lecturer at Oxford for the 
ensuing year. On tlio death of 
Br. Jackson in Januai'y, 3886, Br. 
Temple was appointed Bishoj;) of 
London, and was succeeded at 
Exeter by Br. Bickorsteth, 

I TEMPLE, Sir Richard, Bart., 
G.C.S.I., M.P,, entered the third 
class of the Bengal civil service in 
1810, and eventually was appointed 
Political Resident at Hydoifibad, 
He was Foreign Secretary and a 
Member of Council "to the Govcinor- 
Genornl of India from 1808 to 1874. 
He was appointed President of the 
Statistical Comuxittee in 18G8 s aiso 
Secretary to the Order of the Star 
of India. In Jan., 1874, he was 
appointed to superintend the relief 
operations in the famine-stricken 
districts of Bengal, He became 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
' 1875 ; was created a baronet in 
Aug,, 1870 i and was appointed 
Governor of the Presidency of 
Bombay, in Jan., 1877, which office 
he held till March, 1880. His 
services especially during the 
famine years of 1874 and 1877 
were remarkable. On his return 
home he offered himself as a Con- 
servative candidate for East Wor- 
cestershire, but was defeated. He 
now sits, however, for the Eves- 
liaiu division j is Vice-Chairman of 
the London School Board ; and has 
been President of the Social 
Science Congress. lie was nomi- 
nated an Extra Knight Gi’and 
Commauder of the Order of the 
Star of India, Jan. 1, 1878. He is 
the author of " Men and Events of 
my Time in India,” 1882; "Orien- 
tal Experience ! a selection of 
essays and addresses delivered on 
vai'ious occasions,” 1883 ; and 
" Cosmopolitan Essays,” IbbO. 

TENNIEL, John, artist, son of 
Mr- John Baptist Teuniel, bom in 
London, in 1820, was educated at 
Kensington. At a very early age 
he showed a taste for art, and 
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whilst a hoy his first picture was 
exhibited, and sold at the Gallery 
of British Ai'tists in Suffolk Street. 
He studied art in his own way, and 
may be said to have been entirely 
Self-taught. He was a siiccesshU 
candiMate in one of the Cartoon 
competitions in Westminster Hall 
in IS 15, painted a fresco in the 
Palace at Wpstmijibtor, and has 
only produced a few pictures since, 
chiefly fo]* private collections. In 
IbSlhe became a member of Pvach^a 

Staff/' and from that time has 
contributed to the illuatration of 
that periodical. Por many years 
he hap, without the break of a 
single Tveek, produced the political 
cartoon, and may thus claim a 
high place not only as an artist 
but as a historian of the time. He 
has illustrated, wholly or in part, 
many Christmas books and other 
works ; amongst whieh may be men- 
tioned ** .ffisoij’s Fables " (James's 
edition); “ Lalla liookh,' ‘'The 
Xngold&by Legends," and Once a 
We(k. He is also the illustrator of 
•'Alice's Adventiu'Cs in Wonder- 
land," and its se<iuel, "Through 
the Lookiug-Glass." 

TENNYSOU, Alfred (lord Ten- 
nyson)* L.C.L., F.K.S., Poet 

LaiU’eato, third son of the late 
Eev. G, C. Tennyson, the elder 
brother of the late Right Hon. 
C. Tennyson D'Eyncoui't, was born 
in 1809, at his father’s parsonage, 
at Sonierby, Lincolnshfre j his 
mother, who died in 18G5, being 
a daiighler of the Rev. Stephen 
Fytche. He was educated by his 
father, and in duo corirse proceeded 
to Trinity College, Cambridge. In 
1820 ho gained the Chancellor’s 
Medal by a i)ocm in blank verse, 
untitled " Timbuctoo." With the 
exception of a volume of poems 
published in conjunction Avith his 
brother Charles, when they were 
boys, and a prize poem, composed 
whilst an undergraduate at Cam- 
bridge, Mr. Tennj'son did not 
publish anything till 1830, when 
•• Poems chiefly Lyrical” appeared. 


and from 1812 the steady and raiiid 
growth of his fame may be traced. 
The two volumes then issued were 
in iiart merely arepublication, but 
the most important poems iverc 
those added to his former produc- 
tions. It was at once apparent 
that the author of the *' Morte 
d' Arthur," " Locksley ILill," the 
“May Queen/' and the “ Two 
Yoices,” was entitled to take the 
first rank among English poets, a 
reputation which was more than 
sustained by the two great works 
which followed. So well kumvn 
and popular, indeed, had Mr. 
Tennyson become after the publi- 
cation of “ In Menioriauij" in 1830, 
that it seemed only a matter of 
comse, upon the death of Words- 
w'orlh, in 1850, that tlie pdvilegc of 
wearing “ the laurel greener irom 
the brows of him ivho uttered 
nothing base" should be offered to 
him. The “ Ode on the Leatli uf 
the Duke of Wellington ” vrua pub- 
lished in 1852, on the morning of 
the funeral ; and since that occur- 
rence feiv events of more than 
ordinary interest in the ey(*.=i of 
Englishmen have taken place with- 
out eliciting from the Laureate 
some poem Avorthy of the occasion. 
He has written " Poems chiefly 
Lyrical,” published in 1830 ; 
“Poems/’ in 1832; “Poems," 2 
vols., in 184 j 2 ; “ The Princess, a 
Medley,” in 1817 ; “InMemoriam,” 
issued anonymously, in 18S0, being 
a series of elegies — a tribute of 
affection to the memory of Arthur 
Hallam, a son of the eminent histo- 
rian, and the chosen friend of the 
poet in his earlier days at Cam- 
bridge ; “Maud, and other Poems/' 
in 1855 ; "The Idylls of the King,” 
in 1S58 ; “ Enoch Arden, and other 
Poems," in 1804 ; “ The Holy Grail, 
and other Poems," published Dec. 
13, 1869; “The Window, or tlio 
Songs of the Wrens," in 1870 5 and 
“Gareth and Lynette," in 1872. 
“A Concordance to the entire 
Works of Alfred Tennyson,” pub- 
lished in 1800; is a reunu'kable 
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proof of the Laureate's great 
popularity. At the Coiiiiuemora- 
tioii of 1855, the Univei’sity of 
Oxford, giving exj>ression to the 
universal feeling of Enghmd, con- 
ferred on the poet the honorary 
degree of D.C.L., and the Follows 
of his own college. Trinity, Cam- 
bridge, endorsing the judgment of 
the sister university, subscribed to 
purchase his bust (by Woolner), 
which they have placed in their 
library, and in 1809 they unani- 
mously elected him an honorary 
fellow of the college. In 1879 
3VIr, Tennyson republi&hed ''The 
Lover's Tale,” a poem which was 
originally printed in 183^1, hut 
soon withdrawn from circulation 
In the rc-issue it is accomi^anied 
with a reprint of the sequel, a work 
of the author's mature life, "The 
(roldeu Supper.” After this followed 
“Ballads,and other Poems,” Among 
his dramatic comi)03itions are, 
"Queen Mm-y,'' 1875; "Hai’olJ,” 
1876 ; "The Cup,” a play which was 
represented a t the Lyceum Theatre, 
Jan. 3, 1881, Jilr. Irving taking the 
principal character (as also was 
"Queen Mary”); "Xlie Falcon,” 
produced by Mr. and Mrs. Kendal ; 
and " The Promise of May,” a 
drama in three acts, brought out 
at the Globe Theatre, hlov. 11, 
1882. In Dec. 1883, Mr. Tennyson 
accepted a peerage as Baron Tenny- 
son of Aldworth, Sussex, and of 
Freshwatez', Isle of Wight, Since 
then he has i)iihlished "Becket,” 

" Tiresias and other Poems,” and, 
at the end of 1886, " Lockbley Hall 
— Sixty Tears After.” 

T£R£7, 06X1. Alfred Howe, was 
bom at Hartford, Connecticut, in 
Nov. 1827. He studied law at 
Talc College and began its practice 
in 1848, Prom 1851 to 18C0 he wtis 
clerk of the Superior and Supremo 
CourtB of Coimectiout. At the out- 
break of the CivUWar he was colonel 
of a regiment of militia, which was 
mustered for the United States 
service in the first call for volun- 
teers, with Terry still at its head. | 


In April, 1862, he was made a 
Brigadier-General of volunteers, 
and served in the operations about 
Charleston, and in the siege opera- 
tions at Forts Wagner and Sxmiter. 
He commanded a division in the 
Virginia campaign of 18G1, having 
coimnaud of the corps from May to 
July. Ho was iix charge of the ex- 
l^edition which captured Fort Fisher 
in Jan, 1865, for which he was made 
a Miijoi*-Goneral of volunteers, and 
Brigadier-General in the regular 
army, receiving also the thanks of 
Congress. In March, 1865, he was 
placed in command of the 10th 
Corps, and in Jime, of the depart- 
ment of Virginia. From 1869 to 
1872 ho was at the head of the de- 
partment of the South, and since 
1872 has had charge of various 
divisions and dopartmonts of the 
army. In March, 1886, he was pro- 
moted tu the Major-Generalship, 
made vacant by the death of Gun. 
Hiincock, and in the following 
April took command of the divi- 
sion of the Missouri. 

TERRY, Edward O'Conzior, vfus 
bom iu London, March 10, 18 Id, 
and made his first histrionic at- 
tempt as an amateur with the 
"Thespian Dramatic Club,” and 
showing promise ns an actor, en- 
tered the profession in 1863, 
making his first appearance m 
August of that year at the Me- 
ehtmics’ Instittite, Ghristchurcii, 
Hants, under the management of 
the well-knoxrn Huntly May Mac- 
Oarthy ; after a tour of six weeks 
with that gentleman ho appeared 
at Woolwich, Rochester, Shef- 
field, Belfast (where he became 
and remains one of the greatest 
favourites visiting the city) ; his 
greatest successes there were Asa 
'Trenchard to Sothern's "Dim- 
dreary” and OldBete (in "The Octo- 
roon ”) to the Salem Soudder of Del- 
mon Ghrace. On leaving Belfast he 
became a member of Mr. Charles 
Calvert's company at the Prince's 
Theatre, Mauehestm*, appearing 
I ns the Clown in "Anthony and 
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Oleoxjatrn/’ In 18157 lio made his 
dehi>t in London at the Surrey 
Theatre in the character of Finni- 
kin Fiissleton in the farce A (Jure 
for the Pidjyota/^ ■which ran ton 
weeks. In 1S158 he appeared at Oic 
Lycpiini Tlu'atre, under the manng e- 
niunt of the late Hr. E. T. Sniithj as 
the First Oravedigjjer in a revival 
of Hamlet. After remaining the 
feCiisoii ho accej>ted an engagement 
from Hr. Sw.mljoroiigh tor the 
Strand Theatre, where ho opened 
in a revival of the late H. J. 
Byron's burleafpie " The Pilgrim of j 
Love/’ playing the King of Toledo, I 
for wliicli paH he •wrote his well- 
knoTO Song of Complaints. Among 
other successful jiarts may he men- 
tioned Cnliiio, in a hiu'losciue called 
"Nemesis/* by Hr. Farnie, ami 
Captain Ginger, in Byi'on’s comedy 
'* "VVeak ‘Woman." Ho next became j 
a membiT of the Gaiety company 
in 1870, where ho has played with 
great success King Charles in 
" Little Lon Caisar de Bazan " 
(Byron) ; Jlevilslioof in the " Bo- 
hemian Gyui'l/' and Hei)hi3to- 
pheles in “ Little Doctor FiiUbt ” 
(Byron); “Bobbing Boy” (Bur- 
nand) ; Aii Baba, " Forty Thieves ” 
(Koece) ; Petepois, “ Bluebeard ” 
(Burnand). Latterly he has given 
up burlescpic, appearing in comedy 
pax*ts, ns Walkinshaw in “The 
Bocket } ” Montague Joliffe in “ In 
Chancery** (Pinero). In Hay, 
188.1, he fulhllcd his last engage- 
ment at the Gaiety, and has since 
been starring in the provinces, 
where ho has produced a ne-w 
farcical comedy entitled l^lip 
Churchwarden/ * adapted from 
tho German by himself, and pre- 
sented for the first time (in London) 
at tho Olympic Theatre, Thursday, 
Dec. 16, 1880. Mr. Terry holds tho i 
lease of a new theatre to be called | 
by his name, which is to be erected i 
in the Strand during 1887. 

TEEBY, Miss Ellen Alice, actress, 
was bom at Coventry, Feb. 27, I 
18 1 b and made her first appear- J 
auce on tho stage at the Princes'3*s , 


Theatre, under the management 
of Ml'S. Cliailes Kean, playing 
“Manilius ” in Shakspoare's “■Win- 
ter's Tiiloj” “Puck,” “Prince 
Arthiu’,” &c„ and remaining with 
the Keans until they gave up 
managoment in Loudon . Hiss Ton'y 
next upjjeared at tho Boyalty 
Theatre, and afterwards at tho 
Haymarket, playing "Hero*' in 
“Much Ado about Nothing,” and 
learning Iier first steps in legitimate 
comedy in this, tho London Comedy 
Theatre. Then folloivcd a short 
engagement at the Queon's Theatre, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Wigan at the 
head of affiiii'S, playing in Charles 
Boiide*.'?" Double Marriage,” “ Still 
Waters lun Deep/’ and “Kathe- 
rine,” in the " Taming of tho 
Shrew.” and acting for the fir.:>t 
lime ivith Mr. IToniy Irving, 
Leaving the stage for bovon years, 
bho returned to the Queen's Thea- 
tre, malting her ro-appeoi'ancc in 
" rhilii>pn Chester ” in Chuides 
Koade's “Wandering Heir.” In 
1875, Miss Terry was engaged by 
I hli’. Bancroft to play at tho Prince 
of Wales* Theatre, " Portia,” 
“Clara Douglas,” in Lord Lytton's 
1 “Money,” and various other parts. 

I In 1870, Lord Lytton’s play “ Tho 
House of Darnloy ” was produced 
by Mr. John Haro, at the Court 
Theatre, and in this play Miss 
Tei'ry took the principal charac- 
ter. Then followed at the some 
theatre, “Kew Men and Old 
Acres,” and Mr. W. G. Wills* 
“Olivia.” She remained at the 
Court Theatre until Mr. Hare gave 
I up its direction. On Hr. Irving 
I taking the management of the 
j Lyceum Theatre, he was enabled 
I to secure the services of Miss Ellen 
Terry, who made her first appear- 
anco at that theatre on Dec, 30, 
1878, playing “Ophelia” to the 
" Hamlet '* of Mr. Irving. “ Ham- 
lot ” was followed by “ The Lady 
of Lyons,” in which sho played 
“ Pauline.”

On Oct. 11, 1882, " Miich Ado about 
Nothing” was presented, in vrbich 
piece Miss Terry played " Beatrice” 
to the "Benedick” of Mr. Irving. 
Miss Terry went with Mr. Irving 
and the other niemhors of tlie 
Lyceiun company on a tour to the 
United States in 1888, and again in 
188 1, playing " Ophelia,” " Bea- 
trice,” “ Portia,” and other lending ! 
rolBH in hei* w^l-known ri'perioire, . 
She was received in America and | 
Canada with great cordiality. 
Since her return to London, her 
latest dramatic study is "Mar- 
goi’et,” in the Lyceum version of 
‘ ‘ Faust,” with Mr. living as 
" Mcphistopheles.” 

TEWEIK PASHA (Mohammea j 
Tewfik), Khedive of Egyijt, was 
horn Nov. 10, 1852, being the oldest 
son of the late Khedive Ismail. He 
succeeded to the Vice-royalty of 
Egypt by a decree of the Ottoman 
Empire, Aug. 8, 1879, upon the 
forced abdication of his father, and 
received the investiture on Aug. 1 1. 
He is the sixth ruler of Egypt iu 
the dynasty of Mohanuiiod Ali 
Pasha, who was npiiointed Tali or 
G-ovornor iu 1800, and who in t8]l 
got the Sultan, with the live Great 
Powers of Europe, to settle the 
hereditary principality in his own 
family. Ali had rebelled against 
the Sultnn, encouraged by the 
French Government of that day, 
and had made himself absolute 
master of the country. He was 
Bucceodod in 18J8 by his son, Ibra- 
him Pasha, who liad lived but two 
months alter his elevation. The 
next ruler, Abbas Pasha, a son of 
MohammedAli’s secondson, reigned 
six years. In 1854 he was strangled 
by order of the Sultan, as a punish- 
ment for attempted treason. Said 


Pasha, a third son of Mohammed 
Ali Pasha, snccooded on the death 
of Abbas ; but Said also died in 
18G3, whereupon his nephew, Ismail 
Pasha, second son of Ibrahim, born 
in Jan. 1820, became inilcr in his 
turn. The title of Khedive was 
conferred upon him instead of that 
of Yali by an Imperial firman in 
1800. At the same time the law of 
succession was altered from that 
which had been established in 1811. 
Instead of succession devolving as 
heretofore, according to the usual 
principles of Mohammedan Law, 
upon the senior male descendant of 
the founder of the dynasty, it was 
to go to IsmaiPs eldest son, and 
thenceforth in the same owler of 
primogeniture, excluding the other 
branches ofMohammodAlPsfainily. 
This favour was granted to the late 
. Khedive in l.SOO by Sultan Abdul 
I Aziz, in consideration of a large 
I money i^aymont, but in violation of 
I the ancient and sacred law, and of 
the convention with the foreign 
Powers, The consequence of that 
arrangement of 18G0 was the acces- 
sion of Tewfik in 1879, instead of 
Halim, the fourth son of Mohammed 
Ali. Prince Tewflk was President 
of the Council at the time of the 
coup d’ttai of his father, but re- 
signed the post immediately after- 
wards. The principal events of his 
reign up to 1883 have Ijeen narrated 
iu our notice of Arald ((/.r.). Since 
that time the Khedive has acted in 
close harmony with the British au- 
' thorities. He is a loyal and an honest 
nnm \ is neither cruel, vicious, ex- 
travagant, nor an intriguer j and is 
thus, ns far as character goes, a 
very paragon among Khedives. 
Tewfik maiTied in Jan. 1873, the 
Princess Eminch, daughter of the 
late El Hamy Pasha, and has two 
sons and two daughters. 

THAGEEKAY, Miss Anne Isabella 
(Ml'S. Biclunond Ritchie), daughter 
of the great novelist, Wuliam 
Makepeace Thackeray, was horn in 
Albion Street, London. Some years 
I of her childhood were spent in 
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Pari-j, hut she has passed the 
{greater part of her life in Kensing- 
ton. Her first puLlibhucl wort was 
"The Story ot Eliznhcih,” IbfiJl, 
which was at once siicceasfiil : this 
was followed in IStU) by "'lo 
Esther, nud other Sketches ; ” " Old 
Kensington,’* the work ]ty whicli 
she is host known j '* Blue BoarfVs 
Keys/’ “Toilois and Spin.-tors/* 
"The ViUage on the tliff," " 
Angel/' 1875, "Anne Evans,” IbbO ; 
" Madame de Scvignc/’ ISbl ; " A 
Book of Sybils,” 1S&3 j and " Mrs 
Dynioud,” 1SH5. 

THEEBAW, ez-Kuig of Ara (Bur- 
mah), whose Burmeae titles are 
Theebaw Min, His Moat Glorious 
and Excellent Majetsty, kc., is the 
eleventh king of the .Vloinijra 
Bynabty, founded in 1853 by the 
iirbt Burmese King ot that name, 
lie was born in 1858, and succoudt^d 
Iiis father Mindong Min in Oct, 
1878. He wns placed on the throne 
by the intrigues of the favourite 
C^uoeu of the late King, who as- 
sumed the po.sitiou of Dowager- 
Queen, and cau'^ed Tlie&baw' to bo 
proclaimed, at the same time 
forming an nlliimco between Thec- 
baw^ and her second daughter 
Soo Pyah Lat, whom he married 
shortly atter his accession. His 
reign was unfortunately remark- 
able for palace orgies and for the 
murder of his rolativea, followers, 
and servitors. Anai'chy and mis- 
rule reigned throughout his king- 
dom, ^loehaw sought to injure 
British triulo and influence by 
placing the control of the whole 
commerce of liis comiiry and tho 
t.ixation of the frontier in the 
liands of PiHJnch agents, and took 
aw'ay the teak forests from British 
conceastionnai res to give to French 
monopolists. Pur some time he 
endeavoured to estalfiish relations 
with foreign agents, and to con- 
tract agreements or alliances Tvith 
the object of creating a situation 
full o^ cmbarrtissinent for the 
English Oovemment. In Kov. 
18S5, an ultimatum was despatched 


to King Thoebaw, but the proposals 
for an amicable settlement were 
refiiocd. General Prendovga&t then 
sailed up the IiTawaddy to his 
oapitcil, and proclaimed his deposi- 
tion and the annexation of Upper 
Bunnali to Enj»land. Tlieebaw 
surrendered on Nov. 20, and ohorlly 
aiteiwards was sent first to Pan- 
goon, thence to Biitiah India, 
where he still leinains. 

THEED, Wiiliam, sculptor (sou 
of IVitliam Theed, a wndl-lmown 
sculptor in his time, and an K.A.), 
was horn at Trentham, Stafford- 
sliire, in 180 1, and received his 
education at Ealing. For some 
years of his early life he was a 
pupil of Bailey, the Bculi)tor of the 
N elson monumont in Ti af algar 
Sipiare. In iSiiU Mi\ Theed w»ent 
to Pome, where he studied imdur 
tho celehrutod Thorwaldbon, Gib- 
pon, iryutt, and Teneraui. In IHli 
Air. Gibson was conimis'jioned by 
H.P.1I. the late Prince tVmbort 
to send f»ver designs by the best 
English artists in Pome fox" four 
marble statues to l»e in 

Osborne. Ah*. Theed received a 
coniiuibsit)n to execute tw’o of them, 
his "Narcissus at the Pounfam,” 
and ** Psyche lamenting tho loss of 
Cupid.” The troubles of ISIS 
drove Mr. Theed from Pome to 
settle in Loudon, but prior to tliat 
date he hud executed many works 
of an idotd nniure, notably his 
" Pi-odigaTs Bolum/* which was 
repeated many times m marble, 
" Puth Gleiining/’ and " Re- 
becca tit thi* Well.” On tho 
death of the Prince Consort, IhCl, 
ifer AlaJcjsty commissioned Mr, 
Tht'od to dcaign a lile-sized group 
of licroolf and the Prince, in Early 
Engli di costume— wdiicli tho Queen 
herself named " Tho Pai'ting.^’ 
Air. Theed also executed a life-size 
marble statue of ‘-Musidora” for 
the Prince uf Wales, at Marl- 
borough House, and a statue of 
'* Sappho ” for the Queen nt Os- 
borne. Some years later Mr. 
Theed’s colossiU statue in bronze ot 
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the Prince Consort in the robes 
of the G-arter, was unveiled by her 
Majesty at the Prince’s birth-idace, 
Coburg, and a replica was erected 
in Sydneys New South Wales, and 
another at Great Grimsby 5 a third 
colossal statue of the Prince by 
him stands in the grounds of Bal- 
moral, and one, life size, in marble 
in Balmoral Castle. Mr. Thecd's 
statue in bronze of Sir Isaac 
N ewton at Grantham, was im- 
veiledbyLordBroiigbam. Amongst 
other portrait statues are those of 
H.Kr.H. the Duchess of Kent, at 
Progniore ; of Ilallani, the his- 
torian, in St. Paul’s ; of the late 
Lord Derby, in St . George’s 
HaU, Liverpool ; and of the 
late Sir Robert Peel, at Huddera- 
held. Mr. Theed designed imd 
executed the colossal marble group 
representing **■ Africa ” on the Al- 
bert Memorial in Hyde Park. Ifis 
twelve bronze alto-reliefs from 
English history will be found in 
the Princes* Chamber. House of 
Lords. Among other works are 
uiiublu life-size statues of Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. Bright, A:c. 

THIBATJDIK, Jean, a Prench 
General, was born at Moulins- 
Engilbert (Niovre), Nov. 13, 1822, 
and received his military educa- 
tion at Saint-Cyr. He first saw 
active service in Africa, and after- 
wards went through the Italian 
campaign. On the outbreak of the 
Pranco-Prussiun war he was sent 1 
as Lieut.-Colonol to serve under 
Geu, Prossard, took jiart in the 
battles of Porbach and Eezonville, 
and was taken prisoner niter 
Bazaine’s capitulation of Metz. 
He succeeded, however, in escap- 
ing, and mtide his way back to the 
French army, where, under an 
assumed name, he oommandud a 
regiment. After the conclusion of 
peace he was promoted colonel, and 
in 1882 became general. In 1883 
he auGoeeded Gen. Billot as Minis- 
ter of War and at once appeared as 
a prominent Radical, hostile to the 
Orleans Princes. By his order the 


' I>uc d’Aumale and the Duo dc 
I Chartres were placed on the retired 
I list. On the visit of the late 
Alfonso XII., king of Spain, to 
Paris, in Sept. 1883, Gen. Thibaudin 
was thought to be comx>roniised in 
the hostile demonstrations that 
took place, and he was dismissed 
from the Ministry (Oct. 5, 1883), 
In 188 j he resumed his duties as a 
member of the Committee of In- 
fantry. 

THOMAS, Charles Louis Ambroise, 
a French musical composer, born at 
Metz, Aug. 5, 1811, is the son of a 
distinguished professor of umsic. 
Ho entered the Conservatoire in 
1828, and there gained many prizes, 
including the grand prize of Rome 
at the competition of 1832. After 
his return from It.aly, he produced 
the following works .amongst 
others : — ** La Double Ecliclle,” 
18375 "IjG Perruquier do la Rc- 
gencti,” 1838 5 bo Panier Flcuri 5 “ 
" Lii Gipsy,” ballet, composed con- 
jointly with Benoist, 1839 j Cai*- 
liue,” 1810; ^‘Le Querillcro,” 
1842 ; ** Le Caid,’^ his first great 
: Buceess, ,1818; '^Le Songe d’uue 
Nuit d’Ete,” 1850; ‘'Raymond,” 
1851; "La Cour de Ccl^m^ne,” 
1855 ; " Psyche,” 1850 " Lo Car- 
naval de Venise,” 1857 j Le Roman 
d’Elvine,” 18G0 ; " Mignon,” 18Gfi; 
"Hamlet,” a grand opera repre- 
sented for the first time on the 
stage March 8 , 1808, and the hun- 
dredth repetition of wMch was pre- 
vented by the burning of the old 
Opera House in the Rue Lepolotier, 
Oct. 23, 1873; “Mignon,” altered 
into a grand opera for the Baden 
Pheatre, 1809 ; "Gillea otGilletin j” 
and " Pran^oiae de Rimini, ’’another 
grand opera, 1877. M. Ambroise 
Thomas has also composed a Re- 
exuiem Mass, fantasias, nocturnes, 
rondos, &c. Ho was elected a 
luember of the Academic dcs Beaux 
Arts in succession to Spontinl, in 
1851 5 wtis appointed "Oliicier d’ln- 
striicfcion Publique ” in Dec. 1869 ; 
and replaced Auher os Director of 
the Conservatoire de Musique in 
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1871. He has hcon a Comiuauder 
of the Leffion of Honour since 1808. 

THOMAS;, Theodore^ musiciuiii 
■\vaa born at Haens, Hanover, Q-er- 
many, Oct. 11 , 1885 He first played 
in public at the age of six. In 18*15 
his family removed to the United 
States, and for two years he 
l)layeil violin solo^ nt ooneorts in 
New York. Ho then travelled for 
a time in the South, and returning 
to New York in 1851, he played nt 
concerts and at the opera ; at ilret 
as one of the x>^hicipal viuliuiats, 
and afterwards us oi’chestrul leader, 
until 1801. In couneetiuii with 
others he began a series of Chamber 
Concerts in J855, which were con- 
tinued until l.SGO. His first sym- 
phony conceits were given in 
1801-5, ami extended (excepting 
from 1869 to 187ii) until he left 
New York, in 1878, to take the 
direction of the College of Music 
sit Cincinnati. He remained in 
Cincinnati until 1880, when he 
resigned this position and returned 
to New York, AVith brief intervals 
he has been conductor of tht^ 
HrookljTi Philliarmonic Society 
since 18t»2j and of the New York 
Philharmonic Society smee 1878. 
Prom 1866 to 1878 he gave a series 
of summer concerts nightly in 
various cities j and in 186*,) he 
made his hrst concert lour in the 
Eastcim and Western States, which 
he has repeated from time to time 
since. He lias conducted dve music 
festivals in Cincinnati (1873, 1875, 
1878, 1880, and 1882), one in 
Chicago (1882), and one in New 
York (1882), In^ the winter of 
18S5-8U he organised a series of 
popular concerts in New York, and 
in the same season he became the 
Conductor of the newly-established 
American Opera. Mr. Thomas has 
unquestionably dune more than 
any one else to raise the imiaical 
standard in America during the 
past twenty-five years. 

THOMPSON, Edward Mannde, 
P.S.A., Hon, LL.r). of St. Andrews, 
born May 4, 1840, in Jamaica, was 
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educated at Hughy. He w'us iip- 
Iioinled an Assistant in the British 
Museum in May, 1861, becLime 
Assistant-Keeper of the MSS. in 
1871, and was appointed Keeper of 
the MSS. in succession to Mr, 
Bond, in 1878, Mr. Thompson, 
wlio is a bairistcr of the MidfUe 
Temple, has edited "Chronicon 
Anglice, 1328-13SS” (in the Bolls 
Senes), 1871; "Letters of Hum- 
phrey Pridcciux ” (for the Camden 
Society), 1875; *‘Chromcun Adie 
de Usk, 11)77-1404 " (for the Koyal 
Society of Literature). 1876 ; 
" Covrusijondence of the Family of 
Hatton (for the Camden Society), 
1S7S ; Diary of Itichard Cooks, 
in Japan, 1615-1622 ” (for ^ the 
Hakluj"t Society), 1883; and. jointly 
with Prole&bor Jebb, the facsimile 
of the " Laurentiau Sophocles ’* 
(for tlie Hellenic Society), 18S3. 
He i«i joint editor of the x>ublica- 
tion-jof thcPalajographical Society. 

THOMPSON, Sir Henry, P.R.C.S., 
horn at Pramlingham, SuJfolk, 
Aug. 6, 1820, ami educated at 
University College, London, was 
appointed Assistant Surgeon of 
University College Ha^pital, Lon- 
don, in 1853, Surgeon in 1803, 
Professor of Clinical Surgery in 
1866, and Consulting Surgeon in 
1S71. In 1884 he held the post of 
Professor of Surgery and Patho- 
logy to tlie Eoyal College of Sur- 
geons, London. He gained the 
Jacksonian Prize of the Royjil 
College of Surgeons in 1852, with 
an essay on The Pathology and 
Treatment of Stricture of the 
Urethra j” and the same prize 
in lb60, -with on essay on '*The 
Healthy and Morbid Anatomy of 
the Prostate Gland, ” both of which, 
together with his "Clinical Lec- 
tures and his work on " Practical 
Lithotomy and Lithotrity,** have 
run through numerous editions 
here, and have been tran^aied into 
all the chief European languages. 
He was appointed Surgeon Extra- 
ordinary to the late King of tlie 
Belgians in 18i»3, and to the pre- 
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sent King in ISGO. Ho was made 
a corresponding member of the 
Society of Sm’gory in Pmus in 1859^ 
honorary mombor of rAccadoinia 
de' Quiriti at Itomo, besides various 
other foreign soeieties, an Officer of 
the Order of Leopold in 3 804, and a 
Commander of the same Oi’der in 
38!7G. He was knighted in 18G7. 
An article wxdtten by him in 
the Contem^ioraTy Review, in 1873, | 
drew public attention to the sub- 
ject of cremation. Sir Henry has 
since written other articles on 
the same subject; and, in the 
Conievipora)'y Review in 187 L a 
jmper on *‘The Prayer for the 
Sick ; hints towards a serious 
attt5mi)t to estimate its^ value/* 
More recently ho has written on 
matters relating tu Pood and Diet, 
in the Niiieteenth Qeiitvrijj also a 
work entitled Pood and Peeding,’* 
the fourth edition of which has 
just boon issued. Sir Henry 
Thompson studied painting under 
Mr. Elmore and Mr. AlmaTadema, 
and he has frequently eahibitod 
pictures at the lAoyal Academy, in 
the Salon of Paris, and elsewhere. 
He is also understood to be the 
author of two novels which have 
appeared during the last two or 
three years under the pseudonym 
of '' Pen Oliver/* 

THOMSON, Sir William, F.K.S., 
LL.I)., B.C.Ii., was born at Belfast 
in June, 1821'. llis father, the 
late James Thomson, LL.D., was 
lecturer on mathematics at the 
Eoyal Academical Institute in 
Belfast, but on his appointment to 
the professorship of that science 
in tiie University of Glasgow, he 
removed thither with his family. 
Al the early age of eleven William 
entered the College, and shortly 
after completing his course at 
Glasgow he removed to Peterhouse, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
184o as second Wrangler, being 
immediately afterwards elected to 
a Pellowshm. In 184G he was made 
Professor of Natural Philosophy in 
the University of Glasgow, and 


still occupies that i)ost. In the 
same yeai* he accepted the editor^ 
ship of the Oamhriilge and Ruhlin 
Matlie mat leal Journal , To this 
magazine, wliich he continued to 
edit for about seven years, he con- 
tributed valuable additions to the 
mathematical theory of electricity, 
and among the principal of these 
WAS his paper on the "Distribution 
of Electricity on Spherical Con- 
ductors,** published in 1848. In 
1835 Mr. Tliomson delivered the 
Bakorian Lecture. It was entitled, 
" Electrodynaniio Properties of 
Metals,** and contained a series of 
e:^eriinontnl investigations of the 
highest value. Among the most 
important of his contributions to 
the advancement of electrical 
science are the construction of 
several beautiful instruments, and 
their application to the study of 
atmospheric electricity. His quad- 
rant and portable electrometers, 
owing to their diversities of appli- 
cation and extreme delicacy and 
accuracy, have been of the greatest 
service ; a modification of the 
former has been very suceessfully 
used at the Kew Observatory, to 
indicate and self-registci' changes 
in the electric state of the atmo- 
sphere. But it is in conuection 
with submarine telegraphy that 
: Mr. Thomson's laboiu’s in electrical 
science are best Imo^ni, he being 
I the inventor of the Mirror Galva- 
nometer and the Siphon-Eecorder, 
which, owing to their extreme de- 
licacy, can be worked by very low 
I battery power, a circumstance that 
tends greatly to the i^reservation 
of the cables. To the science of 
magnotism also Sir W. Thomson 
has mado important additions j but 
it is in the mvestigatiou of the 
nature of heat that his extraordi- 
nary power of mathematical insight 
is seen to the greatest advantage. 
Amongst his many vnltuible scien- 
tific papers we may mention those 
on "Thermal Effects of Fluids 
in Motion;** the "Mathematical 
Theoryof Elasticity;** the "Eigidity 
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of the E.ii’th ; the L>elf*rmiiia- 
tion of n »Ship’a place at Sea from 
Observation of Altiturles j and on 
Approach ciiitdod by Vibration.” 
On the sueoussfnl completion of tlio 
Atlantic Gable in 1800 ho received 
the honoiu* of knighthoods and was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of Olasgow. The degree of 
LL.B. was conferred on him suc- 
cessively by the Hniveraitiod of 
D iiblin,Gambri dge, and Edinburghj 
and that of D.CX. by Oxford, lie 
is a Follow of both the London and 
Edinburgh Royal Societies, from 
the tomior <»E which he received 
the Royal IMcdal, and from the 
latter the Keith Rrize. He delivered 
the Rode Lectiu'o at Cambridge in 
181 j(j 5 was President of the British 
Assoeiation at its meeting at Edin- 
burgh in 1871 ; and was elected 
President of the (ieological Society 
of U-Lisgow for tliG year 1872. On 
Oct. 29, 1872, he was elected a 
Fellow of St. Peter’s College, Cam- 
bridge, under the provisions of the 
College statutes, empowering tlie 
Master and Fellows to elect men 
eminent for science or learning. 
In Dec. 1877, he was elected bj the 
Paris Academy of Sciences to fill 
the place of the late Von Baer as 
Foreign Associate. He was Pre- 
sident of the Section of Mathe- 
matical and Physical Science at 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion, held at York in Sept. 1881, 
when he delivered a remarkable 
address on the sources of energyin 
nature Jivailalde to man for the 
production of meclninieal effect. 
Sir W. 'Jhomson was apiiointed one 
of the British Commissioners for 
the Electrical Exhibition held at 
Vienna in Aug,, 1883. Two volumes 
of '‘Mathematical and Physical 
Papers ” by him, " collected from 
different scientifio jjeriodicals, ” 
were published at Cambridge in 
1882 and 1881. He has been 
President of the Mathematical and 
Physical Section of the British 
Association five times, viz., Belfast, 
1852 5 Dundee, 1807 j Glasgow, 


1870; York, 18S1; Montrcsil, 188-4 
He is the inventor of the almost 
universally adopted (at home and 
abroad) nautical instrument. 
Mariner’s Compass, in which com- 
plete and perfect correction against 
distiu‘))aiice by the ship’.y magnet- 
ism, temporary and permanent, is 
provided j and of a Hounding 
Machine, by means of which sound- 
ings are taken in depths up to lOi) 
fathoms, without even black*‘ning 
the speed of the shii). 

THOMSON, The Most Bev. 
William, D.D., Archbishop of York, 
son of the late John Thomson, 
Esq., of Kolswick House, born at 
Whitehaven, Cumberland, Feb. 11, 
1S19, was educated at Shrew'sbnry 
School and at Queen’s College, 
OxfordjOf which he was successively 
Scholar, Fellow, Tutox*, and Pro- 
vo.>t. Ho took the tlegree of B.A. 
in IS 10, was ordained Deacon in 
1812, and Priest in 1813. After 
four years* experienct* of parochial 
labour at Uuildford and at Cuddes- 
don, he 1 became tutor of liis College, 
and was ai)pointed Select Preacher 
at Oxford in 1S4S. He was chosen 
to preach the Bampton Lectures 
ill 1853, the subject being "The 
Atoning Work of Chribt,” He con- 
tinued at Oxford until hib marriage 
(1835) with Zoi*, daughter of James 
Henry Skene, Esq. Ho was Jip- 
pointed to the Crown Living of All 
Souls, Marylebone, in 1853 j and 
the Provo3tshix> of the College 
becoming vacant by the death of 
Dr. Fox, he was, notwithstanding 
the poi't he had taken in altering 
the close constitution of the College, 
which had excited some opposition, 
elected to succeed him. In 1850 he 
was appointed one of the Select 
Preachers a second time j in 1858 
was chosen Preacher of Lincoln’s 
Inn, wliich 2 >ost he held till his 
elevation to the Episcopal Bench ; 
and in 1859 ho was appointed 
one of Her Majesty’s Chaplains in 
Ordinary. On the translation of 
Dr. Boxing to the Bishopric of 
Durham, Dr. Thomson was, on the 
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rocommondiiiion oX Lorrl Pnlwic'r- 
Bton, appointod to tlio vacant sgo 
of Qloucostoi’ and Bristol (Doc., 
18GJ). He did not roinnin lon^ in 
that dioceso, for on the death of 
Archbishop Sunmerj JDr. Longley 
was translated bo Cautorbnry, tho 
arohiopiscopal see of Yoi’lc became 
vacant, aixd after some delay tho 
appointment was, contrary to all 
precedent, conferred (Nov,, 1HG2) 
on Dr. Thomson, who had not 
boon a txvelvemonth bishop. 'I'ho 
euthronization was celebrated in 
York Minster, Fob. 2 A, ia63. llis 
Grace took an active part in i)ro- 
nioting the Public Worship Bof?u- 
liition Act, and had charge of that 
inoaatire in the House of Poors ; 
and at his instance the Govern- 
ment, ill Feb., 187y, consented to 
the ax>p<nntmont of a Eoynl Com- 
misaiou on Oliiu'ch Patronage. 
Dr, Thomson, who ia a Fellow 
of tho Poynl and Geogwiiihioal 
BocictieSj was for some time Es- 
aminer in Logic and Mental Soienoo 
to the Society of Arts, and acted 
for several years as Examiner in 
Divinity in the Oxford Middlo- 
ChasB Examinations. He is the 
author of “An Outline of the 
Necessary Laws of Thought: a 
treatise on pure and applied logic 
(of which there have been many 
editions), which has been used in 
several universities in this country 
and in America as a text book; '‘The 
Atoning Work of Olirist viewed in 
relation to some currout Theoides/^ 
being the Hampton Lectures for 
1853 ; '‘Crime and its Excuses,*^ in 
the “ Oxford Essays,” 1855 ; ** Ser- 
mons preached in Lincoln’s Inn 
Chapel,” 18G1 ; “ Pastoral Letter 
to the Clergy and Laity of tlio 
Province of York,” in reference to 
tho recent decision of tho Privy 
Council on two of tho “ Essays and 
■Reviews,” 18Gi ; “ Life in the 
Light of God’s Word,” sermons, 
1868 ; ‘*The Limits of Philo- 
sophical Inquiry,” an address de- 
livered to the members of the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institution, 


1SG8 ; Seven Years,” a chai'go to 
the clergy of tlw dioci’so of "Vork, 
1870 j “ Design in Nature,” a lec- 
ture delivered in connection with 
the Christian Evidence yociety, 
5tli od., 1871 i articles on “Jesus 
Christ ” and tho “ Gospels ” in 
Smith’s “ Dictionary of tho Bil>lo ; ” 
and numerous singlo sermons. He 
ftl&o edited ‘ ‘ Aids to Faith ” (ISGJ ), 
a series of thcologio.il essays, by 
several writers, in reply to the 
“Essriys and .^viows ; ” and he 
was the projector of ‘ ‘ Tho Speaker’s 
Coniiuontary,” to which ho con- 
tributed the “ tntroduotion lo the 
Gospels,” ’Uhis and other essays 
have boon republished under the 
title of “ Word, Work, and Will,” 
Ilia Grace is Primate of England, 
a Governor of tho Charterhouse, 
and of icing’s College, London, 
and patron of ninety-six livings. 
The see is of the annual value of 
.£ 10 , 000 . 

THORNTON, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Edward, G.C.B., is the son of the 
late Eight Hon. Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton, G.C.B., who was for. some 
time Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister l^lenipotontiary in Por- 
tugal, and upon whom the title 
of Count de Oaasilhas, in that 
kingdom, had been conferred by 
King John VI. of Portugal. Sir 
Edward Thornton, who succeeded 
to the title of Count de CnssillmH 
(in the kingdom of Portugtil) on 
the death of his father about 1850, 
entered the diplomatic service in 
1HJ.2, when lie was attached to 
the mission at Turin, lie was 
appointed paid attach6 in Mexico 
in 18J5, and Secretary of Legation 
to the Repiiblio of Mexico in 1861. 
From April, 1852, till Oct, 1858, ho 
acted as Secretary to the late Sir 
Charles Hotham’s special mission 
to tho River Plate. He was ap- 
pointed Charge d’AHaires and 
Consul-General to tho Republic 
of New Granada in M!ay, 186 1, 
but was transferred to the 
Republic of Uruguay in Sejit. 
of the same year, Ho was ap- 
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X)oinfce(i Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Argentine Confederation of 
1869 ; in July, ISGo^ho was sent on 
a Bijecial mission to the Emperor 
of Brazilj and in the following 
month he was appointed Envoy 
Extraordinaiy and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to the Emperor of Brazil . 
He retained this post until Sept. 
1B07, whon h.& waa transferrod in 
the same capacity to the court of 
the King of Portugal, He, how- 
ever, did not proceed thither, but 
was appointed in the following Dec. 
to the post of Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Washington, in the place of the 
late Hon. Sir Eroclcrick Bruce, 
G.C.B. In a'oeognition of his 
diplomatic services he was made 
a Companion of tho Bath (civil 
division) in Eeb. ISGll j and a 
Knight Commander of the same 
order, Aug. 9, 1870. He was sworn 
of the Privy Council, Aug. 19, 
1871.^ Sir Edward Thornton was 
appointed Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg in May, 1881, and to 
tho Sultan of Turkey, Bee, 1, 

1 884. This post ho only actually 
held during some months in 188U j 
and in October of that year left 
Constantinople " on leave of ab- 
sence/' to be succeeded by Sir 
William White. He was created a 
a.C.B. in Aug. 1883. 

THOENYCBOFT, Hamo, A.E.A., 
sculptor, son of Thomas and Mary 
Thomycroft (<l.v.), was bom in 
London, March 9th, 1869« He was 
}>rought up in a remote p.art of 
Cheshire, and educated at Mac- 
clesfield Grammar School, and at 
University College School, London. 
At the age of seventeen he began to 
work in his father's studio, and in 
18G9 was admitted a student at the 
schools of the Boyal Academy. In 
1871 ho first exhibited at the Boyal 
Academy, and in the same year 
proceeded to Italy, whore the 
nature of his art received consider- 
able modification from study of the 
works of Michael Angelo. In 1876 
Mr. Thomycroft gained the bien- 


nial gold medal of the Boyal Aca- 
demy for a group of Warrior 
bearing a W ounded Youth from th e 
Field of Battle.” In 1880 ho made 
his first great success, with a 
statue of '^Artemis,” which was 
executed in marble for tho Duke 
of Westminster, and is now at 
Eaton Hall. In Jan. 188J, Mr. 
Thomycroft was eleefced A.B.A,, 
and for the exhibition of tho same 
year produced his statue of 
^'Teucer,” which was purchased 
from the Chantrey Fund, and is 
now, in bronze, in tlie South Ken- 
sington Miiseum. Since then his 
most important works have been, 
the statue of " The Mower,” 1884 j 
“ The Memorial to the Poet Gray,” 
at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
1883, and the statue of "Tlie 
Sower/' 1880. Also in 1883 he 
executed a bust of Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge for Westminster Abbey. 
Mr. Thomycroft is at present en- 
gtigcd on the national monument 
to General Gordon. 

THOBlfYOBOFT, John Isaac, 
builder of toipodo boats, oldest son 
of Thomas and Mary Thomycroft, 
was bom on Feb. 1st, 1813, in the 
Via Felice, Borne, in which ancient 
city his parents wore then studying 
classic His luochanical train- 
ing was commenced at an early age 
i by his father, who made a locomo- 
tive, on which his children rode 
round his studio. Tho cylinders of 
this locomotive were afterwards 
adapted by his oldest son to form 
the engines of a very successful 
model steamer, whicli contained 
several of the most important ele- 
ments to which the success of the 
modern torpedo bent is due, — the 
closed stokehole and fan, by means 
of which air could be forced through 
the fire, and the relatively largo 
size and low position of the pro- 
peller. Bather later, whon 18 
years of age, he constructed a 
small steam launch, the NavMlusj 
wluoh was the first steam launch 
on the Thames that attained 
snflioieut speed to keep up

'witli racing crows. In 18G3 lie 
clcBignod the Ariel, whicli was built 
at Cliiswickj where lio started 
almost as au amateur boat-buildor. 
The Ariel was an cxamiilo of a very 
fast stoaiuboaL, which was only 
surpassed in siDOcd by the Mirnnda, 
whoso exact i)W*foTmanco was mea- 
surod by yir Frederick Bramwoll 
in 1872j and made a considerable 
sensation wlion published at a 
inoeting of the Naval Architeets, 
This boat may be considered as 
tho j)rogenitor of tho torpedo boats 
of tho present day. Tho closed 
stofcoholos, however, wore only pev- 
feeted by JSdr. Thomycroft in 1876, 
in tho Oituna, a yacht on tho Lake 
of Genova, which has never yet 
boon beaten by a boat of similar 
fli?:e. Afior building tho Ariel Mr. 
Thornycroffc wont for iiino months 
ofl a draughtsman to Polmor^s 
Shipbuilding Co., on the Tyno ; ho 
thou wont to Glasgow to go through 
tho engiucoring course at that 
Cniversity, and obtained the cei*- 
tificate of proficiency in less tlian 
the usual time. On leaving tho 
University he spent niiie months 
at Mr. John Elder's, of Govnn, in 
studying the method of shipbuild- 
ing on tho Clyde. lie then returned 
to Chiswiok, and bocame a builder 
of torpedo boats. In this profes- 
sion he rapidly took the first place ; 
and he has constructed a veiy large 
number of such boats for the 
l»riti«»li and foreign govormnents. 

THOENYCBOFT, Mrs. Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. Jolin 
Frauois, seulptoj', was bo3*n in 3 HI t, 
at Thomham, in Norfolk. From 
an oarly ago she was admitted 
to her father's studio, and soon 
became an exhibitor of heads 
and busts at the Boyal Academy. 
Tho work which first attracted the 
attention of the public was a life- 
Biased statue called the Flower- 
Girl." Miss Francis became tho 
wife of Mr. Thomycroft, who had 
been a pnpil of her father, in 3 810, 
accompanledhim on a tour through 
Italy in X84»2, and at Rome derived 


great advantage from the advice 
of Thorwaldsen and Gibson, fi’he 
latter was struck with hor models 
of ** Sappho " and a " Sloei>ing 
Child,” and recommended her to 
tho Queen as fcho best aitist to 
model the ijortriiiis of the royal 
children. On lior rolurii to Eng- 
land in 1843, Mrs. Thomycroft 
received Her Majesty's command 
to oxcouto a statuo of tho Princess 
Alice, and performed lior task so 
satisfactorily, that commissions 
were given to hor for statues of 
the Princess Royal, th<i Prince of 
Wales, and Prince Alfred, Tho 
Queen continued to patronize her, 
and she executed other works for 
tho royal family, IIoi* admirable 
Avork, a " Girl _ Skipping,” was 
greatly adiuiro<l in tho Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1855, Of Mrs. Tliorny- 
croft'a sons, ojic is tht» 25i’opi’iotor 
of the great torpedo-boat building 
yard oxi the Thames, and one is 
the soulj)bor and A.R.A. Her 
daughter. Miss llelou 'J'hoi’iiycmfl, 
is an accomplished floAvor-paintcr. 

THOROLR, The Bight Bey. An- 
thony ’Wilson, D.U., Bishop of 
Rochester, younger son of the late 
Rev, Edward Thorold, rector oC 
Hougham-cum-Marston, Lincoln- 
shiroj by Mary, only daughter of 
Thomas Wilson, Esq., M .T) . , of 
Grantham, was bom at ‘Hougliam, 
June 13, 3825, and educated at 
Queen's Collogo, Oxford (B.A. 
1847 j M.A. 1850 ; B.I)., by dixiloma, 
1877). Ho Aviis rector of St. Giles- 
in-the-Fields, London, from 1857 
to 18GS a member of tho Schools 
Inquiry Coinmibsiou in IHUl j 
minister of Giirzon Ohapcl, May- 
fair, ia 1808 J and Avas olocted on 
the first School Board for Londou 
in 1870. He became vicar of St. 
Poncras, Middlesex, andrural dean, 
in 18G9 J canon residontinry of York 
in 1874 ; examining chaplain io tlio 
Arch’bishop of York tho same year j 
also provincial chaplain to tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury. On the 
reconmiendation of Lord Bcacons- 
field, ho Avas nominated by tho 
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CroT5^n to thebishoin’ioof J?ocliesteiv 
in succession to Dr. Clauglitonjiyho 
had been translated to &e newly- 
constituted bog of St. Albans. lie 
was consecrated in Westminster 
Abbey, July 25, 1877. He is the 
author of several devotional works, 
of which one, "The Presence of 
Christ,^^ has gone through ton 
editions. 

T H 0 B P llSy Thomas Edward, 
P.R.S., was born at Harinirhey, 
near Hanchestor, Dec. 8, 1815, 
being the son of a Manchester 
merchant. Ho was educated at 
private schools, at Owens College, 
Manchester, and at the Dniver- 
bltios of Hcidelbci*g and Bonn. 
Ho was appointed Demonstrator of

Kensington, in 1885. HoisaP.K.S., 
a Vice-President of the Chemical 
Society of London, of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, a Follow of 
the German Chemical Society, and 
of the Physical Society of London, 
Ph.D. of Ileidelberg, and B.Sc. of 
the Victoria University, Man- 
chester, and Examiner in OhcuiiB- 
try at the University of London, 
the Victoria University, and tho 
Science and Art Department, 
South Kensington. Ho was first 
Longstoffe HedoIHst of the Chemi- 
cal Society of London, and is a 
corresponding member of the 
Philosophical Society of Glasgow. 
Professor Thorpe is the author of 
52 memoirs on Chemistry and 
Physical Chemistry, published in 
the Philosophical Transactions/' 
the Proceedings of the Boyal So- 
ciety and tho Journal of the Chemi- 
cal Society, and the British Asso- 
ciation Beports. He is also tho 
autiior of "Inorganic Chemistry," 
2 vols. s Qualitative Analysis j " 
"Quantitative Analysis;” "Chemi- 


cal Problems;” and editor of 
"Coal; its History and Uses." 
Ho has likewise written various 
artidos in Watt*s "Dictionary 
of Chemistry,” and is a frequent 
contributor to ifature and other 
scientific periodicals. Professor 
Thoipe was a member of the Solar 
Eolipso Expedition of 1870 and 
1878. He has acted as one of the 
Secretaries of the Chemicsl Section 
of tho British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, and was 
a Vice-President of tho Section at 
the Jubilee Moeting at York in 
1880. 

THRING, The Rev. Edward, 
Headmaster of Uppingham School, 
is tho third son of the ^v. F, G. 
D. Thringj lato Itoetor of Alford, 
in SomerBetshire, at which place 
he was horn on Kov. 20, 1821. He 
is a brother of Lord Thrmg,K.O.B., 
and of the Rev. Godfrey Thring, 
the Hymn-writer, In the autumn 
of 1832 ho was sent to Eton, and 
passed from Eton to King's Col- 
lege, Cambridge, in 1811. In 
1813, he was Person Prizeman, 

B. A, in 18 U, and elected a Fellow 
of his College. In 18 IG, lie was 
ordained to the curacy of Si, 
James's, Gloucester, under the 
Rev. T. A. Hedley. He left 
Gloucester after a year, from ill- 
health. Then, after having spent 
a year as curate at Alford, two 
years at Great Marlow as a ijrivato 
tutor taking pupils, two years at 
Cookham Dean as curate of Stuh- 
bings, and six monihs in Italy and 
Rome, in Sept. 1858, he was 
elected Headmaster of Upping- 
ham School, and entered upon his 
duties on Sept. 10. At the follow- 
ing Christmas he married Marie 

C. L. Koch, daughter of Carl J. 
Koch, Steuerrath of his Prussian 
Majesty’s Customs, Counsellor of 
Bonn, on the Rhine. Uppingham 
School at that time connsted of 
a school-house, a school-room, 
and twenty-five boarders. His 
scheme for giving every boy, 
clever or stupid, i^roper teaching, 
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nnd Xor liuvin'j; provoi* luiicluuovy 
to flo it, was aot on foot tilmost im- 
inodiiitcly. Vu.‘i}’ )>y your it luaclo 
yviiy-j and the school now consists 
of a ohapel, now school-room, old 
sohool-i'ooui, sundry class-rooms, 
cloven boai’clinfj-lioiiHes, swimming- 
bath, CHrpontery, forgo, and metal 
workshops, gardona, sanatoriiun, 
and a x)rox>aratory soliool, with a 
stair of thii’ty-threo masters, and 
the mati’on of the sauatorinm. 
The numbei'B have foi' years boon 
limited to 330. Ho has publishecl 
several edncatlonal works, amongst 
which arc " Theory and Tracticc of 
Toacslung” (3rd edit,), Cambridge, 
at the TTnivorsity Ih’oss j " Sur- 
inons of Uppingham School," 2 
vols,, Beighton & Boll, Cambridge j 
Belli cation and School" (Sind 
edit.) ; "Thoughts on Life 
Science" (2nd edit.), Cambridge 
and London, Maeiuillan & Go. j a 
Latin Gradual, and nn Address, 
clelivorGd before the Education 
Society, of which he is President, 
TISZA, Eoloman von. Prime 
Minis! or of liniigary, was born at 
Ceazt, Dec. 10, 1H30, and educated 
for the Civil Service, but his career 
was blocked at the outset by the 
■Revolution of 1848. For some years 
he devoted himself to travel, tmd 
in 1869 flrst heoanic known as an 
opponent of the Government 
policy of religions intolerance, 
In 18C0 his ptu'iy gained some in- 
tlopondoiicc ; he then olitainod a 
scat in the Iltingarinn Parliament, 
and succeeded Count Toloki as a 
loader of the Modorabi liadionls. 
In 1876, carrying over this branch 
to the united Liberals under Dcuk, 
ho became Minister of the Interior, 
and subsequently Prime Minister 
of tlie Hungarian Cabinet. In the 
critical period of 1870-8, he opposed 
Biussia and Panslavism, being less 
vacillating than Count Andrassy, 
who had kept hesitating between 
Bnssia and (Germany in their views 
of the Eastern Question. He re- 
signed with his co-ministers when 
Austrian hnancea were insu^cient 
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to meet the expenses of the Bosnian 
occupation, but ovontunlly re- 
turned to his proaont position. 

TITCOMB, The Eight Eev, Jona- 
than Holt, D.D,, bom in London 
in 1819, and edueatod at Petor- 
houso, Cambridge (B.A. 1811 j 
M.A. 1813; D.I)., honoris mustt, 
1H77), was vicar of St. Audrow- 
thc-Loss, Canibridgo, 18 J G-59 j 
soorotai'y to the Christian Verna- 
cular Education Society for India, 
1859-Gl; vicar of SL. Stophon^H, 
South Lambeth, 18C1-7G j and 
honorary canon of Winchoeior and 
vicar of Wokhig, Surrey, 187G-77. 
Having been aijpointed by the 
Crown to the bishopric of Eangoon, 
in British Buruiah, he was conse- 
crated in 'Wostminstor Abbey, Dec. 
21, 1877. He resigned his bishopric 
at the beginning of the yoar 1882. 
In 1884, he was np 2 )oiutcd by tho 
late Bisliop of London ns his co- 
adjutor for the Supervision of tlio 
English Chapluiucioa in Northern 
and Central Euroiio, extending 
over ten nations. The axipoint- 
mont was confirmed l)y l)r. 
Temple, tho present Bishoii of 
London. 

TOOLE, John Laurence, come- 
dian, son of Mr. Toole, the civic 
toast-master, bom in Loudon, 
March 12, 1830, was educated at 
the City of London School, and 
booamo a dork to a wino-morehant, 
but soon quitted this occupation. 
Having been smitten with the 
"bias dramatic,’^ he was induced 
to join the Oily Histrionic Club, 
whero his qualifications for the 
dramatic profession were soon re- 
cognized, and he found a favour- 
able opportunity for ai^pearing 
before a public audience at a bene- 
fit to Mr. F. Webster, at the Fay- 
uiorket Theatre, July 22, 1852. 
Having successfully passed this 
ordeal, lie resolved to become 
an actor, and began his profes- 
sional career under Mr. Charles 
Dillon, at the Qneon^s Theatre, 
Dublin, where he achieved great 
success. After further testing his 
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powers at Belfast, Edinburgli, and 
GHasgow, lie accepted, in 185it, an 
engagement at th.o St. James’s 
'J'heatro, London, under tlie man- 
agement of Mrs. Soymoiu*, and 
Bustained a variety of cbariictera 
in low comedy witli considerable 
success. This was followed by an 
engagement with his old manager, 
Mr, C, BUlon, who had the Lyceum 
for a short term, and, on the open- 
ing of the New Adelphi Theatre by 
Mr. Webster, Mr. Toole become 
the leading comedian, lie has for 
more than thirty years been a 
popular favourite, whether it be in 
the broad region of fai*ce, or in 
those more important parts in 
which toax’s and laughter equally 
ixredominate j suohas^* Caleb Hum- 
mer," in the version of Mr.Dichens’s 

Cricket on the Ileaith," or the 
honest fireman, Joe Bright, in 
the drama '^Through Eire and 
Water." For several years Mr. 
Toole has been in the habit of 
making a professional tom* in the 
provinces, where ho is as great a 
favourite as in the metx'opolis. In 
July, 1871, he went on a ‘'starring" 
tom* to the United States, and 
made his AmeriCiin dchut at Wal- 
loick’s Theatre, New York (Aug. 
17). He reappeai’od at the Caiety 
Theati’ti, London, Nov. 8, 1875. On 
the 17th of Nov. 1880, ho undertook 
the management of the Folly 
Tlieatre, which he has recon- 
structed in accordance with all tiie 
requirements of the authorities, 
and re-named, calliug it after his 
oxvn name— Toole’s Theatre. 

TOBKENS , William Torrens 
MoOollagh) oldest son of Mr. James 
McCullagh, of Delvillo, co. Dublin, 
bom in Oct., 1813, was educated at 
Timity College, Dublin (B.A, 1834 j 
LL.B. 1810), became a member of 
Lincoln’s Inn, and practised at the 
Common Law bar. Ho was aj>- 
pointod a Commissioner of the Poor 
Law Inquiry in Ireland in 1835, 
private secretary to Lord Taunton 
(then Mr. Laboiichere) in 1846, 
ropresentied Dundalk from 1817

till July, 1852, when he was an un- 
successful candidate for Yai'mouth, 
for which he was relumed at the 
genox’al election in March, 1857 j 
lie was returned for Fhisbury in 
July, 1805, and sat for the borough 
in foxxx* consecutive xiarliaxiienta. 
In 1803 he aasumed, for family 
reasons, his maternal name. He 
was a prominent member of the 
iTidepcudciLt Liberal peu’ty, who 
secured by their support Mr. Dis- 
rooli’s proposal of hoixsehold 
suffrage for towns, and in com- 
mittee on the Bill ho proposed and 
oaxTied the lodger franchise. lu 
the following year he brought in 
the Artisans’ Dwellings Bill, 
which passed both Houses. Iii 
1800 he obtained the adoption of 
the system for London of boarding 
oxit children by Poor Law Quar- 
diaiis ; and in 1870 an Act to 
amend the laws regarding extradi- 
tion was passed in ac(!ordance with 
the recommendations of a com- 
miitoe, for which Mr. Toi*rens had 
moved two years before. The 
School Board for London was sug- 
gested and proposed to Parliament 
by him ns an auioudmont to Mr. 
Forster’s Elementary Education 
Bill 1 and he was himself elected a 
nxember of the School Board for 
Finslnuy. When purchase in the 
army was abolished, he carried an 
address to tho Crown ixgainst send- 
ing soldiers under age to servo in 
hot climates. Mi\ Torrens bos 
written ^'Leotimes on the Study of 
History j" "The Life of B. L, 
Shielj" "Life and Times of Sir 
JamoB Cralxam ; ” " Industrial 
Ilisboiy of Fi*oe Nations j" "Bm- 
Xxire in Asia, How we caino by it j” 
"Memoirs of Viscount Melbourne j" 
"Eeform of Procedure in Parlia- 
ment J " and " Life of Lox'd Welles- 
loy." In 1883, ho brought in and 
eaxTied on Act limiting tho ohorge 
for Water Bates in London to the 
amount, from time to time, of the 
ublio assessment. To him also is 
ue the enactment removing the 
principal pxusons from the metro- 
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polifl, in order to provide sites for 
‘vvoi’lcinun^s dwcllinf^s and iniblio 
gardens. 

TBAILL, Henry Duff, D.O.L., 
youngest sou of tlie late James 
Traill, a stipendiary nmgistvato of 
tlio metropolitan district, was born 
at 131aeklieatli, Ang. Id-, 18d2, and 
odnentod at Morcliant Taylors’ 
Hobool, ■whence lie iiroceeded ns 
Pi’obationary Follow to St. John’s 
Collogo, Oxford, whore ho gradu- 
ated B.A. in 180 X. Ho was called 
to the bar by the Society of tho 
Timor Toinplo in 18(58, and joined 
tho Homo (now Soiitli-Easioni) 
Oironit, lie adopted tho journal- 
istic and litorn ry profession in 
1871, and has been an exiensivo 
contributor to tho PaW Mall 
Oa'selie (under tho original luaii- 
agement), tho Si, Jameses Gazetfe, 
tho Daily TelegraxiiJi, the Saturday 
PcMicw, &c. Ho published in 1881, 

Central GovomiuGnt'’'’ (the 
lish Ciii^en series) j in 1882, 

Sterne (the 'English Mca of 
LeUers scries), and ** Keenpturod 
Eliymes,” (arc-issue of) principally 
light iiolitical verso contributions 
to various newspnpers andpoiuodi- 
cals ; in 1884, " The Now Lucian,” 
a scries of Dialogues of the Dead ; 
and "Coleridge” {English Men of 
Letters) j tind in 188G, " Shaftes- 
bury (the first Earl),” a monograph 
contributed to tho series called

TEEIAWNy, Sir John Salisbury, 
Dart., oldest son of the late Sir W. 

L, S. ^J’relawny, Dari., formerly 

M. P, for East Cornwall, and later 
LordJ/iout. for Coniwall, was born 
June 2, 181G, and educated at 
Westminster and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, wherolio became D.A. 5 
he was cflllodto the bar atlnneolu’s 
Inn in 1811, and Rticceodod his 
father as ninth baronet, Hev. IG, 
1850. Ho is a Magistrate and Do- 
puty-Liout. fertile County of Corn- 
wall, was appointed in 1840 captain 
of the Comwall Bangers Muitia, 
and was some time Captain-Com- 
mandant of tho 2nd Cornwall Bides 


Militia. Ho was ono of tho mem- 
bers for Tavistock in tho Liberal 
inborost from Mai’ch, 1813, till 
Ajiril, 1852, when ho retired. Sub- 
sequently standing in 1 832, he was 
unsuccessful, but was again elected 
in March, 1837, and retired at the 
general election in July, 1805. JIo 
was ^voll known in the Ilonso of 
Commons as ono of tho leaders of 
tho Anti-Clinrcli-rate Movement, 
and for several years proposed a 
motion on that subject. lie was 
elected for East Cornwall in IBGS, 
and held that seat till Fob. 1874. 
In 1870 Sir J. S. Trelawny was ap- 
pointed one of tho commissioners to 
inquire into and report upon the 
administration and operation of 
the Contagious Diseases Acts. 

TBEVELYAN, The Bight Hon. 
Sir George Otto, Bart., M.P., born 
July 20, 1838, at Bothley Temple, 
LoicoHlcrRliire, is the only son of tho 
late Sir Charles Edward Tvovclyan, 
Bart., JE.C.B., and Hannah More 
Macaulay, sister of Loi‘d Macaulay. 
Ho was educated at Harrow School 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where ho was second in the first 
class in classics. He was elected 
mombor for Tynomonth in the 
Liberal interest in 1803, and for 
the Border Burghs in 1808. Mir, 
Trevelyan was appointed Civil 
Lord of the Admiralty, in Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government, in Dec., 
18(58, Imt resigned oflico in July, 
JS70, on a point of oonsoience con- 
ii(‘cted with tho Government Edu- 
cation Bill. He advocated a 
flweei)iug reform of tho army, in- 
eluding tho nlioUtion of Lho pur- 
cluvso of coininissions, both in and 
out of t*arliaiuent, and was for 
anany years the foremost supporter 
of the extension of tlic County 
Eraiiehiso. Mr. Trovelymi sue- 
coododMr. Sliaw-Lefovro ns Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Admiralty 
inNov. 1880, and he held thatoffleo 
until his appointment, after the 
murder of Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, as Chief Secretary to tho 
Lord-Lioutonantof Ireland (May 0, 
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1882). This arduous post ho held 
throuy^h two moat tryiiify years, aaid 
in Oct., 1884, he joined the Cahinet 
as Chancollor of the Duchy of 
Lnueaster. On the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone's thii’d Governinont 
in 1885, lie was appointed to the 
new post of 8ocrofcnry for Scotland, 
hut resigned on Mardi 27, 1880, in 
consocxucuce of disagreement with 
the Prime Minister's proposed 
scheme for Ireland. He failed to 
Recure re-election after the dissolu- 
tion of 1886. He is the author of 

Letters of a Competition Wallah,” 
republished from Jhacni iZZan's Maga~ 
ibine in 1861; Cawnpore,” in 1865 ; 

The Ladies in Parliament, and 
other pieces,” collected and pub- 
lished in 1809 ; ‘‘ The Life and 
Letters of Lord Macaulaj^” 2 vols., 
1876, 2nd edit., 1877 s and '^The 
Early History of Charles James 
Pox,” 1880. 

TEEVOE, The Eev. George, M.A„ i 
born in 1800, and educated at 
Magdalen Hfill, Oxford, gi'iiduaicd 
y.C.L. in 1830, talcing an honorary 
fourth class in chibsics, and has since 
lu’ocecdod B.A. and M.A. In 1871 
he was created D.D. by diploma by 
Trinity College, Hartford, Connec- 
ticut, tJ.S. He was a Chaplain on 
the Madras Establishuicnt in the 
East Indies, from 1836 till 1815, 
and was appointed Eector of All 
8aintfl', York, in 1817, and a non- 
residentiary Canon of that cathe- 
dral. He was Chaplain to the High 
Sheriff of Yorkshire the same year, 
tuid in 1850 his reputation as a 
preacher caused him to be elected 
one of the Chaplains of the parish 
church at Sheffield by the capital 
burgesses of that town. In 1868 
Canon Trevor was appointed Rector 
of Burton Pidsea, in the liberty of 
St. Peter's, a village in Holdemess. 
In 1871 ho was collated to the rec- 
tory of Beuford-with-Lissot, near 
Hull. He is well known for the 
active part which ho has taken in 
promoting the revival of the func- 
tions of the northern House of 
Convocation. He sat as Proctor 


for the Chapter of York in 1847, and 
was the first to move the elect ion of 
a Prolocutor in order to proceed to 
business. He was afterwards re- 
turned by the clergy of tlie Arch- 
deacon^ of York, and under Arch- 
bishop Longley, accepted the office 
of Actuary of the Lower House, 
Archbishop Thomson appointed 
him Synodal Secretary, but lie re- 
signed in 1874*, to stand ns Proctor 
for the Eiiat Riding, in which he 
was twice defeated. Being elected 
by the unanimoiis vote of the Dean 
and Chaptoi' of Y oi'k in 1881, ho was 
specially added to the Conference 
of the two Convocations on Church 
and State, and examined before tlie 
Royal Commission on the Ecclesias- 
tical Courts. Canon Trevor has 
written " Christ and His Passion,” 
1817 j " Sermons on Doctiines and 
Means of Grace,” 1853 ; Origin, 
Constitution, and Eonn of Pro- 
I coodinga in the Convocations of 
the two Provinces of Canterbury 
and York,” 1852 j " Types and the 
Anti-type,” 1801; "The Story of 
the Cross,” 1806; and “The Catho- 
lic Doctrine of the Sacrifice and 
Participation of the Holy Eu- 
charist,” 1809, An enlarged edi- 
tion of this work, for which lie 
was created D.D, in Aiucnca, was 
published in 1870 with a dedica- 
tion to Dr, Hook, He has written 
for the Religious Tract Society, 
"India, an Historical Sketch,” 
1858 ; "India, its Natives and Mis- 
sions ; ” " Russia, Ancient and Mo- 
dem,” 1862; "Ancient Egypt” 
(in reply to Baron Bunsen) ; 
“ Egypt from the Conquest of 
Alexander to Napoleon,” 1860 ; 
"Rome from the Pall of ilie West- 
ern Emphe,” 1869. He is now 
engaged on the "Memorials of 
York.” 

TRISTUAH, The Rev. Henry 
Baker, D.D., LL.D., P.R.S.J son of 
the laic Rev. Henry Baker Tris- 
tram, vicar of Eglingham, Norlh- 
nmbcrland, was bom May 11, 1822, 
and odneatod at the Grammar 
School of Diu'ham, and at Lincoln 
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College, OxfoL’d (B.A., j H 1 1 j M.A 
18 IG) . In 18 1 5 I3 0 was ordained to 
the ciirncy of Moreliard-IJishop, 
Devonshire, wliicli he was obliged 
to resign in less than two yonrs in 
conseciuoncc of ill-health, At this 
juncture Admiral Sir Oliarlos hllliot 
was about to i)roceed to Bermuda 
as govornoi’j and Mr* Tristi'am ac- 
coiupauied l\iui as Chaphim and 
Socrotary. Flo resided at Bermuda 
throo years, and then accepted in 
18i9 tho small rectory of Castle 
IDden, co. Durhmu. Tlioro he ro- 
mainod till 1855, when the state 
of Ms health again compelled him 
to floelt a milder climate. The 
winter of 1856 ho spent in tho city 
and neighbourhood of Algiers, 
making soveral excursions into tho 
northcim Sahara. The second win- 
ter of his stay was altogether occu- 
pied in traversing tho Sahara be- 
yond the range of the Atlas Monn- 
tains. The third winter spent in 
the Mediterranean afforded him 
his first opportunity of visiLiug 
Palostiue. On the couclusion of 
his tour tlu’ough Palestine lie re- 
turned to England, and romsuiiod 
here for some years, being ap- 
pointed in 1800 Master of Qreal- 
ham Hospital and Yiear of Ureat- 
ham, CO. Durham. He held that 
living till 3873. In 1HG3 he again 
visited tlu' Holy Land, directing 
his attention particularly to tho 
basin of tho Dead Sea and to tho 
districts east of the Jordiiii. In 
1872 he nuule a tour in Moab i in 
1881, of Mosopotamia and Ar- 
menia; in 187*1' ho was made a 
Canon of Durham j and iu 1870 the 
Earl of Bcaconsfiold offorod him 
tho bishopric of Jerusalem, which 
ho doclinod. Dr. Triatrani is thi» 
author of *'Tlio Great Sahara,** 
18G0 i Tho Laud of Israel, a 
Journal of Travels with referenco 
to its Physical History,** 18G5, 3rd 
ed. revised, 1870 j The Natural 
History of the Bible,** 1880; *^Tho

TEOGHIT, Louis Jules, a Ei'cnoh 
general, was bora in Bretagne, 
IVlaroh 12, 1835, and received his 
education in tho Military Academy 
of St. Oyr. In 1837 ho entorod an 
artillery regiment as Lieutonont. 
His talents soon attracted atten- 
tion, and in particular that of 
Marshal Bugcaud, who, in recogni- 
tion of his bravery displayed in tbo 
battles of Sidi-Yussuf and Isly, 
made him his Adjutant, and in- 
trusted liim with most importtmt 
coiumissions. His services, circuiu- 
spoction, and bravery in tho Ori- 
moau war, gainoil for him tho rank 
of a General of Division. In this 
eaxiaeity ho received a command in 
the Italian cajupaign of 1850. On 
the conclusion of peace he was vclc- 
gatud to the Ministry of War, and 
roccivod the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour. Kiel had in- 
tended him for his successor as 
Miuislor of War, but tho hitter’s 
*'cloln’atodl)'of7ia/’con Eroiich mili- 
tary affairs luid drawn down upon 
him the disi)loasure of the Imxierial 
Court . DoJ’oru Llic war of 1870-71, 
Gciiornl Trochii held command of 
the Army Division in Toulouse, 
which Niel and Lobccuf liad hold 
before him. In the crisis which 
followed the battle of Sedan, ho was 
made Governor of Paris and Oom- 
mander-in-Chief of all tho forces 
destined for tho defence of the 
caintal, which he hold until tho city 
siuTondcrod to fcho Gorman hosts. 
In Oct. 1871, ho was elected Presi- 
dent of the Coimcil-Qcncrnl for 
1 Morbihan 5 but he afterwords ro-

in retirement since Jan. 1873. His 
pamphlet on '^li'Armeo Pran9ais0 
en 1807 reached its 20th edition in 
1870. In 1873 ho published a work 
entitled Pour hi Verity et pour la 
Justice/' in justification of tlio Go- 
vernment of tho National Defence. 

TBOLLOFS, The Eight Eev. 
Edward, D.D., P.S.A,, Dishop of 
Nottingham, son of the late Sir 
Joiin Trollope, Bart., born April 16, 
1817, was educated at Eton and at 
Christ Church, Oxford (B.A., 1889 ; 
K.A., 1836 ; D.D., fionoHs causd, 
1877). He was presented to the 
Rectory of Leasingham, Lincoln- 
sliire, in 1813, was collated to a 
Probend in the Oathedwil Church 
of Lincoln in 1801, was elected 
Proctor in Convocation for the 
diocese of Lincoln in 18GG, and 
appointed Archdeacon of Stow and 
Prebendary of Liddington in 1807.

TSENG (His Exoellenoy The Mar- 
quis), late Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Ploniiiotentiary fi’om 
China to the Courts of Londouj 
Prtria, and St. 1*0 torsi nirg, is the 
eldest son of 'I’song Kwo-fan, the 
first Marquis, and the most distiu- 
guislied statesman who had ap- 

i »eared in China for many years, 
lo is a native of Ilunau, and 
was born about 1848. Ho auo- 
eeoded his kinsman, the well-rc- 
lUQinhorod Kwo Ta-jen, as Minister 
of China to the Courts of Iiondon 
and Paris in 1873, and afterwards, 
when tlio qiioation of the rotvoeca- 
sion of Kmdja threatened to pro- 
duce a rui>turo of frimdly relations 
between Itussia and Chinn, ho was 
also accredited to St. Peterabiirg. 
It was by him that the Iroaty of 
St. Petersburg, replacing that of 
Livadia, was negotiated j and in 
1883 lie endeavoured to come to 
ail arraiigemonl with franco on 
the subject of Tonquin. Uo has, 
in fact, been the formal and 
iufornuil representative of China 
in Europe for five years. He is 
now (1880) returning to occupy a 
high post in the govcrnniout of 
liis own coimtx’y. 

XVKE, D. Haoh, M.D., P.R.C.P., 
LL.B., London, son of Saiuiiol 
Tuleo, Esq., the well-known author 
of the work on the “ York lieircat 
for the Tusauo/* was born at York 
in 1827. lie was for many years 
oiEciaUycoiinoetedwitli tho Itetroat, 
and Lecturer on Menial Bisoascs 
at the York School of Medioino.

TUP FEE, Hon. Sir Charles, 
X.C.M.G., born 2ud July, 1821, is 
the son of tho !Rov. Choidoa Tupper, 
B.B., of Kingston, Nova Scotia. 
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Ho is an M.A. and D.C.L. of Aca- 
dia College^ Kova Scotiaj and took 
the degree of M,D. at Edinburghj 
and obtained the diiDloma of tho 
Royal Collogc of Surgeons in that 
city in 1843. Prom 1857 to ISOO 
lio was a member of the Executive 
Conneib and Provincial Secretary 
of Nova Scotia, and Prime Miiiib- 
tcr of that province from 180 J, 
until ho retired from office with 
his government on the Union Act 
coming into force July 1st, 1807. 
IIo became a member of the Privy 
Council in 1870, and was President 
of that body until July, 1872, when 
he was appointed Minister of In- 
land Revenue, In 1873 ho was 
nominated Minister of Customs j 
Minister of Public ’\7orks in 1878, 
and Minister of Euilways and 
Canals in 1870. IIo resigned his 
scat in the Cabinet in 1881, and in 
May of that year was appointed 
Iligli Coinmisaiuncr for Canada in 
London. Ho was created C.J3. in 
1807, and K.C.M.C, in 1870. 

T U P P E R f Martin Parqiihar, 
E.R.S,, &o., son of a modioal man, 
descended from an ancient Ger- 
man and Guernsey family, born in 
London, in 1810, educated at the

TURJTER, Godfrey Wordsworth, 
was bom in London, in 1825, and 
having somo aptitude for art, he 
heeamo a pupil of Mr, Leigh, hut 
by the advice of his father's friend, 
Leigh Hunt, he relinquished a 
vocation to which ho hadno decided 
call, and entered on newspaper 
work, His first engagement was, 
in conjunction with Mr. Thornton 
Hunt, on the 8pectatm\ At the 
same time ho wrote for tho Morn,- 
ing Chronicle ojid tho header; after- 
wai'ds, from being fine art critic of 
the Jo7mi Bully ho accepted a moi*o 
onerous position in the conduct of 
that paper ; whence he transferred 
Ills services to the Daily News, 
dming tho editorship of Mr .Thomas 
iValker. In Dec. 1800, he joined 
tho staff of tho Daily Telegrajdh and 
has coutinued to serve that journal 
do™ to the present time, in various 
literary capacities, but chiefly as a 
special correspondent in many parts 
of tho world. On the outbreak in 
Jamaica, lie ivas despatched with 
the Royal CommiBsion to that is- 
land. Hu has been an industrious 
contributor to tho magazines and 
periodicals, and ho is the author 
of " Jest and Earnest,” " Homely 
Scenes from Groat Painters,” **^Ai‘t 
Studies,” and other books. 

TtTRR, Gen. Stephen, bom at 
Baja, in Himgary, in 1825, became 
a lieutenant in tlie Austrian army 
inl8i8. His regiment was stationed 
in Italy, and his rooted dislike of 
the House of Kapsbnrg ine^irod 
him with a strong ayiupatiiy for the 
Italian cause. The Revolutionary 
Government of Hungary having 
called upon all Himgarinns serving 
imder the Austrian flag in Italy to 
. desert to tho Piedmontese, he went 
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over to Uiu latter from Buffiilora, 
in Jan, 184'9, iincl was appointed 
Colouid of fclio Hiiuijarian lopfion in 
the Sardinian sorviCG. A.fter the 
disaster of Wovara, fclio lyruater ptu'fc 
of tlio liuiigarian Logion followed 
their Colonel into B.idenj whoro a 
ruvoliitioniiry niovomont had taken 
place, and thronghout the struggle 
Colonel Turr commanded not only 
the remnant of his logioiij hut also 
throe Baden hattalions. After the 
insurrocLion had Idooii p at down, Lho 
Hungarians Look refuge in Switzer- 
land, and the Federal Government 
aided many of them to start for the 
Xlnitod States j but Colonel ^J'iirr 
being too ill to go, lived for four 
years on a small pension granted Lo 
him by the Sardinian Govermnonfc. 
On the outbreak of the Bussian 
wai*, he vainly endeavoured to servo 
under Omar Pasha, but succeeded 
in taking part as a volunteer in 
several of the battles in tlio Crimea, 
especially in that of ihcTchurnaya, 
nnd received a commission from 
Colonel McMitrdo, the officer in 
command of the British transport 
service. While engaged in Lho 
perforuianoe of his duty, and in 
connection with this employment 
in the autumn of 1855, he was 
arresLcd at Bucharest by the Aus- 
trians as a deserter, and sent imder 
escort toCronstadt to be tried there, 
Hia illegal arrest eauaod groat ex- 
citement throughout: Europe, tuid 
was protested against by the British 
and French Govornmonts. After 
a long incarceration ho was tried 
by couit-martial, and soiiionced to 
death} which sontonce was, how- 
ever (owing to the iu*gont remon- 
strance of the British Go vei'iimeiit), 
commuted to pei'potual banish- 
ment. In the Italian war in 1859, 
he was appointed a luombcr of 
Garibaldi's staff, with the rank of 
colonel, and was always at the 
genoraVs side during this cam- 
paign, until ho was seriously 
wounded in the left arm at Hresoia. 
In the spring of 1860, when Gjvri- 
baldi planned his Sicilian expedi- 


tion, Colonel Tilrr again served 
under him in the capacity of aidc- 
do-cauip, nnd before Palermo was 
j)romoted to the rank of general 
of division. The brilliant part ho 
played in the War of Liberation 
was acknowledged by the Govern- 
ment of Victor Eiumaunel, who 
promoted liim to the rank of 
general ol division in the army of 
Italy ill 1861, and coiiffdod to him 
the military oommnnd of the town 
and province of Naples, ILg 
married the Princess Adeline Wyae 
Bonaparte, a cousin of Napoleon 
III., Sept. 10, 1861, and took ux> 
his residence at Pallanzn. Since 
his marriage ho has made two 
journeys to lloumania, with a view 
of creating difficulties for Austria 
in the East of Europe. Those 
political journeys were, liowevor, 
thought Lo bo compromising to the 
Italian Govcrmnoiit, and, accord- 
ingly, Colonel Tilrr resigned his 
Gommission in 1861. Ho is the 
author of '' Arrostntion, Proc^SJ et 
Coudamnation dii General T'ilrr," 
18<i3 5 and also of '' The House of 
Austria and Hungoi'y," 1805. 

TWISS, Sir Travers, Q.C.,D.C.L.. 
E.B.jS., son of the late Bev. Bobert 
Twiss, LL.B.j of Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, and Trevallyn, Den- 
bighshire, born in Westminster 
March 19, 1809, was educated iit 
UnivorHity College, Oxford, whoro 
he graduated in high honours in 
1830, and becaino Fellow and 'I’utiu' 
of his college. From 1 835 till 1830 
ho was one of the Public Examiners 
at Oxford in Classics and Matho- 
luatics; in 1838 was elected a 
Follow of the Itnyal Society j from 
1812 till 1817 was Profesasor of 
Political Economy in the Univer- 
sity of Oxiord j from 1852 till 1855 
Professor of International Law in 
King's College, London, whicli 
office ho resigned upon being ap- 
pointed Kogius Professor of Civil 
Law in the University of Oxford. 
In 18 10 he was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn, and was ndnutted 
an Advocate in Doctor's Commonsi 
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In 1849 bo was appointed Conimis- 
Bna*y-Gonoral of the City and 
Diocese of Canterbury, in 1852 
Yicai'-General of the ^’chbisbop 
of Canterbury, and in 1858, on tlio 
advanceuient of the Ei^bt Hon. 
Dr, Lushington to the office of 
Judge of the Arches Court of Can- 
terbury, was appointed Chancellor 
of the Diocese of London. In 18G2 
he was appointed Advocate General 
of the Admiralty. On the transfer 
of tho testamentary and niatri- 
monial jurisdiction from tlie eccle- 
siastical to tho civil courts. Dr. 
UViss was created a Quoen^s 
Counsel, was elected a Bencher of 
Lincoln's Inn, hecamc Queen's 
Advocatu-Genei'al in Aug., and was 
knighted in Nov. 18G7. He has

He has 
served on several Eoyal Commis- 
sions, amongst others on that of 
1852 to enquire and report on the 
regulations of tho College of 
Maynooth in Ireland; on that of 
1807 to enquire into the Laws of 
Neutrality; on that of 18G8 to 
enquire into the Laws of Natui'a- 
lisation and Allegiance; on that 
of 1SG9 to euquiro into the Law of 
Marriage iu Great Britain and 
Ireland and iu the British Colonies.

VAMBERY, Arminius, bom in 
Hungary, in 1832, was at an early 
age expelled by tho Austrian au- 
thorities fi’om Pesth, whore ho was 
engaged in teaching languages. 
He took up his roaiclonco atCon- 
stautinople, visitod many jxarts of 
tho East, and travelled in the dis- 
guise of a dervish, by routes uu- 
fcno'wn to Europe.ins, tlirongli tho 
deserts of the Oxus to Khiva, and 
thonce by Bokhara to Samareand, 
in 1861-4. His "Travels and Ad- 
ventures in Central Asia” appeared 
in London in 1861, He has been 
appointed Professor of Oriental 
Languages at tho University of 
Postil. From that town he 
has for many years written fre- 
<iuent letters to the Times and 
other English papers, warning 
England against the designs of 
Bxis&ia. Ho has more than once 
visited England, the last occasion 
being in. 1885, when he was in 
London at tho same time as M> 
Lessor, whoso diplomacy he endea- 
voured to counterwork. His more 
recent works are an account of his 
"Wanderings and Adventures in 
Persia,” 3867; "Sketches of Cen- 
tral Asia,” 1868 ; " History of Bo-

VAPEHEAIT, Xouis Gustave, 
authorj lioru at Orleans, April 4*, 
181D, atiulioil at t)io seminary and 
coUcgo ol his native city, and, in 
1888, carried off, at a competition 
■betwcon all the colleges of France, 
the prize for i*hilosophy, estab- 
lisliocl by M. do tialvandy. Ad- 
mitted into the Normal School, he 
applied himself to various fetndies, 
with a special view to toaoliing 
philosoiihy. On quitting this es- 
tablishment he I’emainod a year in 
Paris, and in 1842 bocamo Private 
Bcorotary to M. Yictor Cousin, 
whom ho assisted in his '*■ Pousdos 
do Pascal.^' lie presided over a 
class on Philosophy at the College 
of Tours in 1813, and defended 
pliiloBOphy, violently attiicked in a 
treatise entitled Du Caractfevo 
Liberal, Moral, ot Eeligieux do la 
Philosophie Modeme,*' published 
in 184.4, Thoxigh lus course of 
lectures was frequently denounced, 
he retained his professional chair 
for ton years, and, in addition, 
presided over the Oeiman coiu'se 
at, the same college for five years, 
and began to study law. In 
consequence of the restrictions 
with which tho teaching of philo- 
sophy was fettered, in 1862, M. 
Vapereau repaired to Paris, com- 
pleted Ms law studies, and became 
'^avocat^' in J851. About this time 
Messrs, llachette intrusted Lo him 
the direction of the Dictionnairo 
des Contoiuporains,'^ which occu- 
pied liis wliolo attention for four 
years, the first edition appearing 
in 1868.

volume contains a general table of 
the ten previous years. M. Vapo- 
roau subsequently brought out 
another important work, a ^'Pic- 
tionnaire tJuivcrsel des Tatt^uM- 
turcs.'^ Ho was nominated Pj’ofeot 
of tho Cantal by the Governmonb 
of tho National Pofenco in Sept. 
1870. Ho was Prefect of the de- 
partment of Tarn-et-Garonne, from 
March 26, 1871. till Mai-oh 31, 1873. 
Ho relumed to the University ns 
Inspector-General of Public lu- 
struotion (primary education), Jan. 
23, 1877, and ho was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour, Fob. 
7, 1878. 

VAUGHAN, The Very Eev. Charles 
John, P.D,, Dean of blandaff, and 
Master of tho Toinido, is tlio son of 
the late Eev. E. T. Vaughan, Vicar 
of St. Martin’s, Leicester. Born 
in 1816, ho was educated at Eneby 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
whore he closed a brilliant career 
by taking his B.A. degree in 3838 
as Senior Classic and Chancellor's 
Medallist, being braokoiod with 
Lord Ijyttolton. Ko was elected 
to a Fellowship at Tiinity College 
in 1839, and having hold the living 
of St. Martin’s, Leicester, for three 
years, became Head Master of 
Harrow School in 18 li j held that 
post till the close of L860, when he 
resigned, h.iving had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the school raised 
under lus mastership from a com- 
paratively low ebb to great pro- 
sperity, if numbers be a to&t of 
success. Early in 1800 ho was 
offered, but refused, tho Bishopric 
of Eochostur, and shortly after- 
wniHls was appointed to tho Vicar- 
age of Poncaator, which ho hold 
until 1869, when he was appointed 
to tliQ Mastership of the Temple, 
In 1879 ho was appointed Pean 
of Llondaff. This appointment 
did not vacate the Mastership of 
the Temple, In May, 1882, Pr, 
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Vaughan was ai)pomtod ono of the 
Deputy Clerks of the Closet in 
Ordinary to Her Majesty. Ho has 
published Memorials of Harrow 
Sundays," a selection of sermons,

VATOHABT, The Right Rev. Her- 
bertf D.D., Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Salford, oldest son of the late 
Liont.-Col. Vaughan of Courtfield, 
Herefordshire, born at Q-loucester, 
April 16, 1832, received his educa- 
tion at Stonyhurst College, Lan- 
cashire, on the Continent, and in 
Rome. He founded and is still 
President-Q-eneral of St. Joseph’s 
Foreign Missionary College, Mill 
HiU, Middlesex, and towards the 
close of the year 1871 accom- 
panied to Maryland the first de; 
tachment of priests who were 
sent from that institution on a 
special mission to the coloured 
population of the IJnited States. 
On the death of Bishop Turner, 
he was elected Bishop of Salford, 
and consecrated in his Cathedral 
by the present Cardinal Archbishop 
of Westminster, Oct. 28, 1872. 
Since that time he has published a 
series of pastoral letters. Bishop 
Vaughan, who has acquired a con- 
siderable reputation as a x>reaoher. 


has published several ijamphlets, 
and is the proprietor of the TMci 
newspaper and of the DMin Ro- 
view, 

VRITCH, John, M.A., born at 
Peebles, N.B., Oct. 24, 1829, re- 
ceived his eEirly education at the 
Grammar School, and in 1815 en- 
tered the University of Edinburgh, 
where ho gained honours, especially 
in logic and moral philosophy. In 
1850 he published a translaiion of 
the "Discourse on Method,” of 
Descartes, with au introductory 
essay on the nature of the OartesiaiU 
philosophy, and in 1853 a transla- 
tion of file ** Meditations/’ and 
seleotions from the ^'Principles 
of Philosophy/' of Descartes, with 
notes. In 1865-6 he acted as as- 
sistant to the late Sir W. Hamilton, 
Professor of Logic and Metaphysics 
in the University of Edinburgh, 
and to Ills successor. Professor 
Fraser, until 1860, when he was 
appointed to the Professorship of 
Logic, Metaphj^sioa, and Rhetoric 
in the University of St. Andrews. 
Professor Veitch, who in 1857 was 
presented with the honorary degree 
of M.A, by the University of Edin- 
burgh, acted as joint editor with 
Professor Mansed of Oxford, in 
superintending the publication of 
the " Lacturea on Metaphysics and 
Logic of Sir W. Hamilton, Bart./’ 
published in 1869-60. He wrote 
the "Memoir of Dngald Stewart," 
in connection with new edition 
of his collected works, upon wHoh 
Sir W. namilton was employed at 
the time of his death* after which 
this publication was superintended 
by Professor Veitch, at the request 
of the Stewart trustees. In 1861 
Mr. Veitch was appointed to the 
Professorship of Logic andRhetoric 
in the University of Glasgow. He 
has recently written a " Memoir of 
Sir W. Hamilton," 1869. In 1872 
he I’eceived the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of Edin- 
burgh. He is the author of " The 
Tweed and other Poems," 1876; 
"Lucretius and the Atomic Theory," 
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1873; and "Tho History and Pootry 
of iho Scotii&li Uorder/' 1877. 

VEBDl, dlnseppe} composer^ son 
of nn innkooperj born at Bancola, 
intlic duchy of rariiia, Oot.

Ilia beat known 
operas are " ITabuoodonosor,” '^Kr- 
noni " Cfoundcd on Victor Hugo's 
traged;^,tho "Duo Foscari,” "At- 
tila," “ Macbeth," tho '' Masna- 
diori" (founded on the "Bobbers" 
of Schiller), "Louisa Miller," "Bi- 
golotto/' tho "Trovatore/' "La 
Traviata," "XTn Balloin Masohera” 
(performed hi London in 1861), and 
"Don Oarlos” (performed at tho 
Boyal Italian Opera, Ooveut Gar- 
den, in 1807) . The " Masnadieri, " 
written for Her Majesty's Theatre, 
and produced in 1847, with Jezmy 
Lind as heroino, proved a failure 
in London, though it has since 
been Buooessful in Italy. The 
"Trovatoro" and "La Tcaviata" 
have had great success, not only in 
Italy, but in Germany, France, and 
England. Signor Verdi's moro re- 
cent operas are " Giovanno d' Arco," 
in 1868 ; "La Forsa del Dcstino," 
in 1800 j and "Alda/* ijerformed at 
iho Scaloi Milan, in 1873. His 
o^bratod " Beqnicm Mass,'^ com- 
posed in honoiu' of his great 
countryman Mouzoni, was first per- 
formed in the Church of San Marco 
at Milan, May 23, 1874. lie was 
elected a member of the Italian 
Parliament in 1801, and in 1871 ho 
went to Florence in order to as- 
sume the post offered him by tlio 
Italian Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, for the improvement and re- 
organisation of the Italian Musical 
Institute. M, Verdi, who is a mem- 


ber of tho Legion of Honour, was 
elected oorrosponding member of 
tho Acaddmie des Beaux Arts, Dec. 
10, 1869 ; was made Grand Cross of 
the Bussian order of St. Stanislaus 
in 1802 \ Foreign tVaaociato of tho 
Acaddmie dos Beaux Arts, June lo, 
1864; and Grand Officer of tho 
Order of tho Crown of Italy in 
1872, in which year the Viceroy of 
Egypt confei'i.’od on him the Order 
of Osinani. King Victor Enimanuol, 
by a decree dated itov. 32, 1871, 
created Signor Verdi an Italian 
Senator. In May, 1876, he was 
nominated a Oonuuander of tho 
Legion of Honoim, and tho Italian 
Minister at Paris was charged to 
present him with the insignia of 
the^ order, accompanied })y a flat- 
tering letter from the Due Docazes. 
In the same year ho was dccoralod 
with tho Cross of Commander and 
Star of the Austrian Order of Fronz- 
Joscpli. Signor Verdi completed, 
in 1878, a now opera in 5 acts, en- 
titled " Montezuma," which was 
given for the flrst time at La Scala, 
Milan. This was followed in 3887 
by " OtoUo," On his return from 
Paris to his native eountiy, in 
April, 1880, ho received the Order 
of the Crown of Italy. 

VEIIBON, Sir Gteorge Proderlo, 
K.C.M:.G., C.B., F.E.S., eldest son 
of the Bev. Edward Vordon, B.A., 
perpetual curate of St. Ann's, Tot- 
tin^on. Bury, Lancashire, born 
Jan. 21, 1831, and educated at Bos- 
sall College, went to Melbourne in 
1851, and engaged in commercial 
; jiursuits. lie was afterwards oallod 
to tho bar at Melbourne in 1863, 
was elected to thcMunicipalCounoil 
of Williamstown, and appointed 
Chairman of the Municipal Con- 
ference hold at Melbourne for the 
consideration of the laws relating 
to municipal instiLutions. He was 
ono of the first mcmlxers of the 
Volunteer forco established in 1864 
for the defence of tho colony, and 
at the head of his company was 
engaged in aupprossing an outbreak 
of convicts in 1857. In 1869 ho 
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was elected inembor for ■Williams- 
to\m, and in tlie following year 
became a Minister of tlio Orown^ 
having been appointed treasurer, 
which office he held with little 
interruption until 1809. As hono- 
rary Secretary to the Astronomical 
Observatory, and as a member of 
the Government, ho was enabled 
to secure the satisfactory establish- 
ment of the Observatory on a per- 
manent footing, and to aid in the 
acquisition of a complete set of 
instruments, of which the Great 
Melbourne Telescope forms port. 
In 1866 the Government and Legis- 
lature of Victoria resolved upon 
sending a Minibtor of the Crown to 
England for the purpose of bringing 
the subject of the defence of the 
colony before the Home Govern- 
ment, and Mr. Vordon was selected 
for the mission, in which ho was 
completely successful. Shortly 
after his return to Victoria, Mr. 
Verdon was appointed the per- 
manent rci^resentative of that 
colony in England as agent-general, 
with the consent of all i>olitical 
parties. Upon his^ dapartui-e, he 
reooived presentations and ad- 
drosBcs from his Williamstown 
constituents, and from the local 
foi'ces. He was elected 
in 1870, and is an associate of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers, He 
was nominated a Z.C.M.G. on the 
occasion of lus retiring from the 
oifice of Agent-General for the 
Colony of Victoria in 1873. 

7EEKE, Julos, a popular Erench 
writer, bom at Nantes, Eeb. 8, 1838, 
was educated in his native town, 
and afterwards studied law in Paris. 
Turning his attention to dramatic 
literature, ho wrote a comedy in 
verse, entitled " Les Paillos 
pues,^' which was performed at the 
Gymnaso in 1860. This was fol- 
lowed by Onze Jours do Si5ge,^^ 
a iiiroo-act oomedy, brought out at 
the Vaudeville, and by seyeral 
comic operas. But his fame rests 
chie^ on Ms scientific romances, 
the first of which appeared in L8G3, 


under the title of '^Oinq Semaines 
en Ballon.” Its success led the 
author to produce a number of 
similar works, of which the follow- 
ing have been translated into Eng-

VEBNET, The Bight Hon. Six 
Harry, bom in 1801, is the eldest 
son of General Sir Hariy Calvert, 
the first baronet. He was edu- 
cated at Harrow, and at the Royal 
Military College. He succeeded 
his father in 1826, and assumed 
the name of Vemey in 1827 on in^ 
heriting the estates of Mary Var- 
ney, Baroness Fermanagh. He 
entered the army in 1819, served 
in the 7th Fusiliers, and in the 
Grenadier Guards, and retired, in 
1830, with the rank of Major. 
From 1832 to 1841 he ropi'esentcd 
Buckingham in Parliament ; Bed- 
ford, from 1817 to 1852, and Buck- 
ingi^m, again, from 1867 to 187 1, 
and from 1880 to 1885. In 1838 he 
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married, for tiie secsoud timo, the 
oldest dangUtor of Williaui Edward 
Nightin^yalc, Eaq., of Lea Hurst, 
Derbyshire, sister of Miss Eloronce 
Nightin^alo. Lady Vemoy has 
(UstiiigiuHlied herself as au au- 
thoress, Sir Harry Verziey's eldest 
son. Captain E. H. Vorney, sat as 
Liberal monibor for North Buclc- 
inghaiushirCj but was defeated at 
the general olootion of 188G. 

VEZIN, Hermann, aetor, was bom 
in Philadelphia, XT.S., of German 
parents, his father being a distin- 
guishod morohoni of that oity. He 
was intended for the legal profes- 
sion, and took the degrees ox B.A. 
and M.A. at the^ Univorsity of 
Pennsylvania, Having a passion for 
the stage, he come to Enp;land, and 
obtained, through the Idndnoss of 
Mr. Charles Kean, an engagonicnt 
in the Theatre Boyal, Tork. He 
3uado hia London ddbutfit the Pian- 
coBs’s Theatre under Mr. Charles 
Kean’smanogoinent; and two years 
latoi' he ^'atai'i-od” tlwngh the 
provinces. Having visited America 
professionally in 1837, he returned 
to England a year latci', and after a 
few provinoi^ engagements, ap- 
peared at the SiuTey Theatre, Lon- 
don (1869), in Hsmlot, Macbeth, 
Othello, Shylook, King John, and 
Louis XI, During Mr. Phelps’s 
management of Sadler's W ells 
(1800), Mr. Vezin appeared in 
Orlando, Marc Antony, ^meo, and 
Oassio. In 1803 lie mai'ricd IVCrs. 
Charles Young, and Mr. Veain and 
his wife "starred" tlu’ongh the 
provinces, In 1804 they produced 
Westtand Marston's comedy of 

Donna Diana," at the Princess's 
Theatre, Loudon. Two years later 
Mr. Vezin mode a groat success in 
" Dr. Davey." In 1867 ho appeared 
as James Harebell, in Mr. W. O. 
Wills's drama of "The Man o' 
Airhof" in 1808 os Sir Grey de 
Malpas in " The Baghtful Heir ] " 
in 1800 as Murdock in "Life for 
Life } " and in 1870 he alternated

Later he produced Mr. W. G. Wilts's 


romantic drama "Hinko," at the 
Queen's Theatre. In 1873 Mr. Vozin 
played with Phelps, Toole, and Ma- 
thews, at tlie Gaiety Theatre, and 
in Peb. 1875 he won great applause 
by his impersonation of the melan- 
choly Jacques in "As You Like It," 
at the Opera Comiqne. His next 
Shaksperian essay was in Benedicl, 
at tlie Gaiety Theatz^e. At Diury 
Lane (Feb. 4, 1870), he played Mac- 
beth for the benefit of the Philadel- 
phia Centennial, and won a genuine 
success. On the production at the 
Crystal Palace (June 18, 1870) of 
Sophocles' " CEdipus Colonos," the 
title part was assigned to Mi*. Vezin, 
who gained distinction by the per- 
formances. On Sept. 11, 1876, he 
made his first appearance at the 
Haymorket, in Mr. W. S, Gilbort’a 
drama of "Dan'l Druce.” After 
acting Dan'l Druco 100 times, ho 
O'oated the character of Do Taldo 
in an English adaptation of " Tho 
Daniohefffi," i>roduced at the St. 
James’s Theatre, Jan, 0, 1877. In 
April he appeared at the same 
theatre in Sir Giles Ovorroaoh. 
After playing Dan'l Diuco in tho 
provinces Mr. Vezin returned to 
London,^ and created the part of 
Sohclm in ^'Bnasia," on adaptation 
of " Lee Exildes," produced at the 
Queen's Theatre, Oct. 27, 1877. 
Subsequently he I'epresontod tho 
Duke of Alva in " Fatherland," a 
version of Siu‘dou’s " Patrie j " and 
on March 2, 1878, there was a 
revival of " Othello," in which Mr. 
Vozin's lago was in all respects 
masterly. On March 30, 1878, ho 
first played, at tho Court Theatre, 
Dr. Primrose in Mr. W. G, Wills's 
drama of " Olivia," founded on tho 
"Vicar of Wakefield." Since that 
time Mr. Vezin has constantly 
acted both in London and tho 
provinces, repeating his old poita 
and playing new ones, such as Sir 
Peter Teazle, Edgar (in Lord Ten- 
nyson's "Promise of May"), and 
Triplet in "Masks and Faces." 
In 1886 he played the Shepherd in 
the open air of 
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Flctclicr’s " Faithful Sheijhertlesa 
at Coomhe House. 

VIABBOX-GABCIA, Hadame 
ohelle FauliuOj yooalistj daughter 
of tlie great tenor, Emanuel Gtiroia, 
and sister of the lamented Kadanic 
Mahbraii, bom in Paris, July 18, 
1821, at four years of ago spoho 
four languages, and at soven was 
able to play the pianoforte accom- 
pxiniinents for the pupils to whom 
her father gave lessons. After 
sharing tho family migrations, 
first to England, and afterwards 
to the United States, she re- 
turned to Europe in 1828, and 
her education was continued at 
Brussels. In consequence of her 
manual facility on the piano, she 
became one of Liszt's most accom- 
plished pupils. Her father died 
in 1832, before her voice was 
formed, and her sister being con- 
stantly absent on professional 
tours, her studies, which included 
various branches of the arts, 
drawing and painting, as well as | 
music and singing, were directed 
by her own tastes and the counsels 
of her mother. She made her first 
appearance in London at the Opera- ' 
house in 1889, in the character of 
Desdemona, Her voice, like that 
of her sister, combined the twofold 
i*egiBter of soprano and contralto, 
embracing a compass of three 
octaves. At the close of the season 
she joined the Italian operatic 
company, then acting at the Oddon, 
in Paris, and was equally success- 
ful. In April, 1840, was mar- 
ried to K. Louis Yiardot, Director 
of the Paris Italian Opera (who 
died in May, 1883), and in 1841 she 
reappeared in England, singing 
with Mario in Cimarosa's opera 
Gli Orazi e Curiazi." Her next 
engagement was at Vienna; and 
Rubini, on forming an operatic 
corps for St. Petersbmg, selected 
her for his prima donna. She 
afterwards appeared at Berlin, and 
when Jenny Lind quitted the Ger- 
man Opera, Madame Viardot- 
Garcia proved herself an able suc- 


cessor in the r^;pGrtoire, which she 
greatly extended. Her name is 
associated with the first perform- 
ances of ** Los Huguenots," in 
which she took the part of Valen- 
tine, and of ‘^Lo Proph^te," in 
which she performed the part of 
Fidbs, an exquisite impersonation. 
Madame Viordot is also celebrated 
for her singing of Spanish songs. 

VIOTOEIA-ALEXAlirDBlirA 
(Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and Empress of India), only child 
of the late Duke of Kent and of 
tho Princess Louisa-Victoria of 
Saxe-Coburg (relict of the Here- 
ditary Prince of Leiningen, and 
sister of Leopold, Prince of Saxe- 
Coburg, afterwards iEug of the 
Belgians), was horn at Kensington 
Palace, May 24, 1819 ; her parents, 
who had beenfor some timeresiding 
abroad, having hastened to Eng- 
land, in order that their chud 
might he bom a Briton." The 
Duke of Kent died Jan. 23, 182Q, 
and tho general education of the 
young Princess was directed, under 
her mother’s care, by the Duchess 
of Northumberland, wife of the 
third Duke. Until within a few 
weeks of her elevation to the throne 
her life was spent in comparative 
retirement, varied hytours through 
different ports of the United King- 
dom.

By virtue of the power con- 
ferred by an Act of Parliament 
passed in the previous session Her 
Majesty was, on Jon.

blage of all the governors, lieu- 
tenant-governors, heads of Govern- 
ment, princes, ohidfs, and nobles 
of India. On the defeat of the 
Conservatives at the general elec- 
tion of 1880, Mr. Gladstone formed 
another Liberal administration, 
which continued in office until 
June 1885, when it was succeeded 
by a Conservative Government 
under Lord Solisbiny. After the 
general eleciiou of Nov. 1885, the 
Liberals again came into power, and 
the spring of 1886 was devoted by 
Mr. Gladstone to the consideration 
of the Irish question. His Home 
Buie Bill, however, met with so 
much opposition that the govern- 
ment decided to appeal to the 
coimtry, and the i*esult of the 
general election of July 1886 was 
an immense Conservative majority. 
Lord Salisbury's second govern- 
ment came into power on Aug. 3. 
In April 1882 an attempt on the 
Queen's life was made at Windsor 
by one Bodorick Maclean, who 
after trial was ordered to be cou- 
hued during Her Majesty's plea- 
sure. "The Early Days of His 
Koyal Highness the Prince Con- 
sort," compiled under the direction 
of Her Manesty, by Lieut.

Mr. Vigfusson is 
an honorary member of tho Society 
of Soiences at Munich, and was 
made honorary doctor oL* Lhe Uni- 
versity of Upsala (Sept. 1877), at 
the great fourth centenary jubilee. 

VILAS, William F., Postmaster- 
General of the United States, was 
bom at Chelsea, Vermont, July 9, 
1840. The family removed toMadi- 
son, Wisconsin, in 1851, and ho 
graduated from tho Wisconsin 
State University in 1868, and from 
the Albany (H.Y.) law school in 
i860. lie entered the Federal 
Army at tho outhreiilc of tho Civil 
War, and soon rose to the rank of 
Colonel, Since tlio close of tho 
Avar, he has been a succosafnl and 
promincntlawyor in Wisconsin. IIo 
Avas a mcni])cr of the State Legis- 
latm’O in 188 J -85, and chaiimaii of 
tho national DcmocraHo Conven- 
tion which nominated Mr. Cleve- 
land to the Presidency in 188d. 
On March 5, 1885, ho was ap- 
pointed Poslmaster-Geueral. 

VILLIERS, Iho Right Hon. 
Charles Pelham, M.P., brother of 
the lato Earl of Clarendon, born 
Jan. 19, 1802, and odneated at SL. 
John’s College, Combridgo, was 
called to tlio bar at Lincoln’s Inn 
in 1827. He has been an exiuuinor 
in the Court of Chancery and a 
Poor-LaAv Commissioner, is a Ma- 
gistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
JLTorls, and has been one of tho 
members iu the House of Commons 
for Wolverhampton since 1835. Ho 
joined the Liberal Government, 
and was appointed Judge-Advocate- 
Generfll in 1853, was President of 
the Poor-Law Board, and became 
a member of Lord Palmerston’s 
second Administration in 1850, Mr. 
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Villiars, as an independent Liberal 
member^ was one of the moat able 
and eloquent leaders of tho Aiiti- 
Corn-law agitation, and to tho 
triumx>h of the cause his earnest 
speeches and persistent motions in 
Parliament contributed. Having 
been at the general election in 
184.7 returned for South Lancashire 
and Wolvorhamijton, lie refused 
to abandon hid old constituents. 
Tn the session of 1865 lie introduced 
a very important measure in con- 
nection with the Poor-law admi- 
nistration, the TTiiiou Chargeability 
Bill, which was carried through 
Parliament, and has become law. 
He resigned the Presidency of the 
Poor-law Board in July, 1866. A 
marble statue of Mr, Villiers was 
unveiled by Earl Granville in Wol- 
verhampton on June 6, 1870. Tho 
unveiling was preceded liy a meet- 
ing under the presidency of tho 
mayor in the Agricultural Hall, 
whore sx^ecches in eulogy of the 
imblic services of Mr. Villiers, 
esiiecially in connection with the 
anti-corn law movement, were de- 
livered by Earl Granville, Sir 
Eobert Peel, M.P. ; Mr. Staveloy 
Hill, M.P and Mr. Alderman 
Fowler. At the last two general 
elections Mr. Villiers has been 
returaed imopposed for Wolver- 
hampton. Ho is tlie oldest member 
in the House of Commons. 

VILLIERS, Frederic, bom in 
London in 1850, was educated in 
the north of France. Afterwards 
he studied in the Schools of Art at 
South Kensington, and became a 
student of the Koyal Academy in 
1870. In 1876, as special artist and 
corrospondent to the Graphic^ he 
went through the Servian Cam- 
paign with Mr. Archibald Forbes. 
Ho was with the armies of the 
Timok, Drina, Eher, and with 
TchomoiefE on the Morava: was 
decorated with the Order of the 
Tcillova, and received a war medal 
for tins campaign j was recalled in 
November to Constantinople. He 
then iravcllcd in Bonmelia and 


Bulgaria, examined tho Turkish 
army, rc-crosaed the Servian linos 
and rctiumed with the Turkish 
troops to Constantinople. Having 
been ordered to go into Russia, he, 
in January, started for Kisheniff, 
and saw the mobilization of the 
Russian troops in Bessarabia. Mr. 
Villiers rotumed to England in 
Feb, 1877. The day war was de- 
clared between Turkey and Rus- 
sia, he started for Bucharest, where 
ho joined Mr. Forbes, and was 
pi'csent at all the chief engage- 
ments. When the armistice was 
declared, he was the third corre- 
spondent to enter Constantinople, 
and was present at San Stefono 
when peace was signed and an- 
nounced to the Russian Guard by 
the Grand JDnke Nicholas on Sun- 
day, March 3, 1878. Mr. Villiers 
received the Cross for the passage 
of the Danube and the war med^. 
Tn Juno of that year he went to 
Malta, and was present at tho 
review of the In^an Contingent 
by the Duke of Oaiubridge. In 
November he left England for 
Afghanistan. He went through 
the first part of that campaign till 
the signing of tho Treaty of 
Gandamuk; then left for Aus- 
tralia ; was at the opening of the 
Sydney Exhibition ; travelled 
through New Zealand, and re- 
turned to England vii) San Fran- 
cisco and New York, thus making 
a journey round the world. Mr. 
Villiers left England for Egypt 
immediately on receipt of the 
news of the massacres at Alex- 
andria, of the 11th of June, 1882 ; 
was on H.M.S. Condor during fitia 
bombardment of that city; and 
landed with the Marines. After- 
wards he followed the army to 
Ismalia; was at the first fight 
at Tel-Mahorta, and was with the 
Highland Brigade during the night 
march and subsequent attack on 
Td.-el-Eehir. Mr. Villiers remained 
in Cairo till the trial and banish- 
ment of Arabi and his confederates. 
He received for this campaign the

A period of rest followed, 
and in HovembQr,1885, Mr. Villiers 
started for Servia, and was with 
the Servian foroos at all the chief 
encounters witli the Bulgarians. 
An armistice being declared, 
he started on his homeward 
journey. At Venice, ho found a 
telegram from the proijriotors of 
tho Graphic, tolling him to go to 
Burma, lie accomx}liBhed tho 
jounioy from Venice to Bangoon 
in one month — arriving -just in 
thno to accompany Lord Bufterin 
on his journey up tho Irrawaddy 
to Mandalay. When Lord Dufferin 
returned w ludia, Mr, Villiors 
left for Constantin oplo to await 
the development of events in tho 
Balkan Peninsula.

VOYSEY, The Rev. Charles, B.A., 
wa*i born in London, MfU'cb 18, 
1828, being the youngest son of the 
lato Mr. Annesly Voysey, architect. 
He was educated partly by private 
tuition, partly at Stockwell Gram- 
mar Smiool, and afterwards at St. 
Edmund Hall, 0:cford, where he 
took Ilia B.A. degree in 1851. Fi*om 
3852 to 1839 ho hold the curacy of 
Ilesslo, near Hull, after which 
he was curate (under Iho Crown) 
of Graigton, Jamaica, for fifteen 
montlis. In 1801 ho was apxmluted 
curate of Great Yarmouth, but in 
the same year was transferred to 
St. Mark's, WhitechajjoL Being 
ejected from that omticy in con- 
seq^uence of a sermon against end- 
less punishment, he vras recom- 
mended by the Bishoxi of London 
(“Dr. Taib) to the curacy of the 
well-known Victoria Dock pariah, 
under the Rev. H. Boyd, Vicar. 
After six months* service there he 
was invited by the patron and 
vicar of Healangh, Yorkshire, to 
accept the curacy of that parish. 
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and at the expiration of six months 
tho vicar resigned and presented 
Mr, Voysey to the benofleo (1804). 
Mr. Voysey began his career as a 
religious rofoiiner by the publica- 
tion of a sermon entitled " Is every 
Statement in the Bible about our 
Jloavonly Father strictly true?” 
This was soon followed, in 18G5, 
by The l^hng and the Stone, which 
appeared in monthly parts, and 
was continued through six years. 
Tlie oxnnions expressed were de- 
nounced as heretionl by the ultra- 
orthodox parties in tho Anglican 
Church, and eventually in the 
Bxu'in^ of 18G0 legal proceedings 
wore instituted by tho Archbishop 
of York's secretary against Mr. 
Voysey. The case was heard in 
tho first instance in the Chonoory 
Ooui't, York Minster, Dec, 1, 18G9, 
when judgment wtia pronounced 
against Mr. Voysey, and on appeal, 
confirmed by tho Judicial Com- 
mittee of tho Privy Counoil, which 
sentenced the appellant to be de- 
prived of Ilia living, and to pay the 
costs. Fob. 11, 18V1. Since tliai 
X>oi*iod Mr. Voysey has delivered 
sermons and lectures chiefiy in St. 
George's HaJ.1, London, explana- 
tory of his theological views. Be- 
sides the works already mentioned, 
Mr. Voysey has xjublished a letter 
to Dr. Longley, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, on the Deonloguo $ 
"Dogma versus Morality, a reply 
to Church Congress,** I8GG5 and 
"Humanity vcfrsus Barbarism in 
our Thanksgivii^s,** 18G8. For 
three years fe. voysey's sermons 
ax)pcarod regularly in the JSastern 
Postt and are now printed and 
X)ul dished every week.

WAOE, The Rev. Henry, D.D., 
Principal of Ring's College, Lon- 
don, was bom in London, Pee. 30, 
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18864 and educated at Marlborough 
and Braaenose College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A, in 1860, 
talcing a second class both in 
classics and mathoniatics. lie pro- 
ceeded B.D. at Oxford in 1883 ; 
and, in the previous year received 
the honorary degree of B.I). from 
the University of Edinburgh, He 
was ordained in 1861; served ns 
Curate at St. Buke^s, Berwick 
Street, from 18G1 to 1863 j at St. 
James's, Piccadilly, from 1863 to 
ISGO) and was Lecturer at Grosvenor 
Chapel, South AudZey Street, from 
1870 to 1872. In 1872 he was 
elected, by the Benchers of Lin- 
coln's Inn, Chaplain of that Society ; 
and, in 1880, was piomotedhy them 
to the office of Preacher of Lin- 
coln's Tnn. He preached the Boyle 
Lectures for 1874 and 3875, on 
the subject of "Christianity and 
Morality." In 1870 he preached 
the Bampton Lectures at Oxford 
on the "foundations of faith," 
He was Select Preacher at Cam- 
bridge in 1878, and at Oxford from 

1880 to 1882. In 1875 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History in King's College, London 5 
and, in 1881, ho was nominated by 
tho Bishop of London a Prebendary 
of St. Paul's. He was appointed 
one of tho Archbishop of Canter- 
bury's chaplains in April, 1883; 
and, in November, the same year. 
Principal of King's College, Lon- 
don. In 1881, he was appointed 
one of the Honorary Chaploina to 
the Queen. In conjunction with 
Dr. William Smith, he is the 
editor of the "Dictionary of Chris- 
tian Biography, Literature, Sects, 
and Doctrines, during the first 
Eight Centuries," of which the 
third volume has been pub- 
lished; and be is the editor of 
^^The Speaker's Commentary on 
the Apocrypha." Ho is also the 
author of Deotures preached in 

1881 at St. James's, Piccadilly, on 
" The Principal foots in the Life 
of om? Lord, and the Authority of 
the Evangelical Narratives." 


I WADDHTGTON, William Henry, 

I a fi’ench statesman and diplo- 
matist, was bom in Paris, Dec. II, 
1826. His father, a rich English- 
man, established cotton works in 
France, and became naturalized, 
but the son was educated in Eng- 
land. Ho went to Rugby School in 
fob. 1811, and remained there till 
June, 1843, when ho went up to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, with 
an exhibition from the school, He 
became scholar of his college, and 
graduated in 1840 as second in tho 
Snat-olass of the classical tripos, 
and was bracketed equal as Chan- 
cellor's Medallist. At Rugby he 
was distiiigi7ished foi’ his prowess 
at football, and his contemporaries 
at Cambridge remember Wadding- 
ton iho scullGr, member of Iho 
Second Trinity Boat Club, and 
No, C in the Cambridge boat in tho 
Univeubity race in 1849, when Ctvm- 
bridge won. Soon after leaving 
the University he sotfclodin franco, 
having, on attaining his majority, 
personally chosen the nationality 
adopted by liis father. Ho became 
a member of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of France, and in the 
pursuit of his favourito btudies re- 
lating to ancient coins and inscrip- 
tions, he visited Asia Minor (in 1850 
and 1862), England, and Germany. 
His valual3le contiibutions towards 
ihe history and aa'chceology of 
France led to his bemg elected, in 
1865, a member of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres. In 
that year he ondeavomed at a bj- 
election to enter the Corps L^gis- 
latif, as member for the foxurth 
circonscription of the deportment 
of the Aisne, but bis candidature 
was unsuccessful. However, on 
Peb, 8, 1871, he was sent os a re- 
presentative of that department to 
the National Assembly. At first 
he sat in the Left Centre, but at 
the close of the year he withdrew 
from the oonsUtutiouflliuonarchicBl 
party, and allied himself to Iffie 
Republicans, giving a hearty sup- 
port to the policy of M. Thiers* He 
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WHS a iiicju})ci' of auinorons coiu- 
inissions, and wna the roporlcv of 
the law rolaiiiifij to the Coiisoils 
(t ^noraiuc ( Axi{>, 1 87 1 ) . Aiipoiulod 
Minibioi* of Public rnbirucUon, in 
the i)taco of M. Jnlca Sinioiij May 
LOj 3873, M» Waddiiiftton I’oUrod, 
fivo days later, with M. Thiers, and 
rosiuncd his seat on the benches of 
the Loft Centre. Except on sonio 
questionR of detail , or rather of 
procedure, M. Waddinj^ton voted 
regularly with the Kcpublioans. 
Ou Jan. 30, lfi76» ho wna elected a 
Senator for the clexxai’tiuent of the 
Aisno, together with M. Henri Mar- 
tin and M. Saint- Vollicr ; his term 
of ofllco oxx)irod in 1885. 1 lo was 
rocallod to the Ministry of Puldic 
Instruotion in the Cabuietof March 
10, 1870, in snccGBsioii to M. Wnllon, 
and he retained his portfolio under 
the administration of M. Jules 
Simon, with whom ho resigned 
olfico May 17, 1877. On the forma- 
tion of the Liifaurc cabinet in 
boc. 3877, M. Wadding ton becaiiio 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. He 
was the first Plenipotentiary of 
Franco at the Congress of 33erlin 
in 3 878. After Uio j’osignation of 
Marshal MacMahou and the retreat 
of M. Dufaure, M. Waddington was 
invited by M. Grfivy to remain at 
the Foreign Office while assuming 
the 3?rCBicTency of the Coimeil (Feb. 
4, 1870), He had in that capacity 
to maintain before the Parliament 
a policy which was considered too 
Eepublican by tlie Senate, and too 
moderate by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. On Deo. 27. 1879, he resigned, 
and was rc}>laccd as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and as President of 
the Council by one of his colleagues, 
M. de Freycinot. At this juncture 
he refused the offer of the Loudon 
embassy, and paid a visit to Italy, 
where he was received by the King 
^Morcli, 1880). He was appointed 
Ambassador at the Ooui^ of St. 
Jameses in sucoession to M. Tissot, 
in Jiily, 'X88d, and still retains the 
nosition. lie is President of Uic 
Oonerol Council of the depart- 


ment of the Aisne- Ho is a Pro- 
toBlaiiL, and rektod Lotho Uixnscns, 
whoso late mother, tho wife of 
the chevalier, was a Waddington.

W A I) Sir Thomas Eranois, 
K.C.D., older son of Colonel Thomas 
Wade, 0. 13., born about 1820, en- 
tered the army as Ensign in the 
83 st Foot in 1838, and served after- 
wards in China and olsowlLcro in 
the 42nd IlighlandcrB and tho 98th 
Foot, from which he retired ns 
Lieutouant in 1817. In 1843 ho 
was apiDointod Interx^retor to tho 
garidson of Hong Jfong, and in 
1847 Assistant Chinese Scorotary ; 
in 1852 ho was made Vioo-Consiil 
at Shanghai, where ho noted as 
Inspector of Customs for the 
Chinese Government. In 1855 he 
wns amsointed Chinese Secretary at 
Hong !Kong, and in the same year 
ho was sent by tho late Sir John 
Bowring on a special mission to 
Cochin Gliiua, Owing to his fami- 
liarity with tho native oliaractei’ 
and language, he was attached to 
Lord Elgin's Misbion to China in 
3 857-59, jmd in tho last-named year 
he was appointed Chinese Secretary 
to our Mission in China. In this 
capacity ho accompanied Lord 
Elgin's Siiocial Mission to Pekin in 
Oct. 38G0. In 3861 ho was nomi- 
nated a O.B. (Civil Division) j in 
tlxe following year he heoame 
Ohincso Secretary and Translator 
to tho British Legation in China, 
and was acting Chargd d^Affairus 
at Pekin from Juno, 18G1, to Nov. 
1805, and again from Nov. 18G9, to 
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Julyj 1871) when ho was apijointod 
Envoy Extraordinary and Amister 
Plenipotentiary and Cliicf-Superin- 
iondont of Britisli Trade in China, 
lie was advanced to the rank of 
K.O.B. in Nov. 1876, for his exer- 
tions in negfotiatingf iuiix>rtaut 
treaties with the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and obtaining trading facili- 
ties in that empire. Sir Thomas 
Wade is the author of "Tzft-Evh 
Chi (Progressive Coui’se), 1807, 
which deals with both colloquial 
and documentary Chinese, and is 
of great value to students of the 
Chinese language. 

WAITE, mornsonBenisoh, LL.D., 
was bom at Lyme, Connecticut, 
Nov. 29, 1816. A.B. (Me), 1837. 
After his admission to the bar he 
removed to Ohio, where he prac- 
tised auocessftdly in Maumeu 
City and Toledo. He was a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature in 
1849, and one of the arbitrators of 
the Geneva tribiuial in 1872, He 
was President of the Ohio Consti- 
tutional Convention in 1873, and 
in March, 187 i-, was appointed by 
President Grant Chief Justice of 
the Hnitcd States. His course in 
that position has been singularly 
free from political or personal pre- 
judice, he declining to serve as 
one of the Electoral Commission to 
decide the Presidential Contro- 
versy of 1870. 

WALES (Prince of), H.B.H.

WAIiXiAOE, Robert, M.P., was born, 
in tho parish of St. Andrews, Fife- 
shire, Juno 31, 1831, and educated 
at Groddos Institution, Culroas, the 
Hi^h School, Edinburgh, and the 
Universitioa of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh, graduating M. A. in the 
former in 1863. Hc entered the 
Church, and became successively 
Minister of Ne\vton-upon-.^*, in 
Dec. 1867 i Minister of Trinity 
College Church, Edinburgh, in 
Dec. 1860 j Examiner in Philo- 
sophy, in the University of St. 
Andrews, in April, 1800 j Minister 
of Old Croyfriars, Edinburgh, in 
Deo, 1868 j D.D. of tho University 
of Glasgow in 1869 ; and Professor 
of Church History in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, in Dec. 1872. 
He quitted the clerical profession 
in Aug. 1876, when he became 
editor of the Scotsman hi succession 


to the late Dr. Rxissel. He I'eaigned 
tho editorship in Nov. 1880, and 
was called to the Bar iu Nov. 1883. 
After the dissolution of 1886 he 
opposed Mr, Goschen for Bast 
Edinburgh, and was olocied as a 
Gladstone Liberal by a largo ma- 
jority. 

WALLIS, Henry, member of the 
Royal Society of Painters in 
Water-colour, was bovn in Lon- 
don, 31 Feb, 1830, and studied in 
the art school of F. S. Cary, London, 
and in the atel icr of C. Glcyre, Paris, 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris ; also, 
at Rome and Venice. His first 
piotui'e (in oil colour) was exhi- 
bited at the British Institution, 
1851. He exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1831, and succeeding 
years, pictures in oil representing 
incidents in the lives of celebrated 
personages, subjects from the 
poets, land.<!icfipQ3, and scenes of 
Venetian life of the period of the 
fifteenth century. Hie most cele- 
brated work was "Tho Death of 
Chatterton.” Ho joined the Royal 
Sooiety of Painters in Water- 
colom* in 1879, the pictures exhi- 
bited at the gtillery of the society 
being mainly scenes from "M*he 
Merchant of Venice,” and Italian 
and Oriental sub j acts . Hc has 
contributed papers to artistic aud 
other journos on the histoiy of 
painting and on ceromio art, also 
reviews of books on art. 

WALLON, Henri Alexandre, was 
born at Valenciennes^ Dec. 23, 
1812, In 1819 he became a Pro- 
fessor with K. Guizot at the 8or< 
bonne, where he lectured on history 
and geo^’aphy. In 1860 he gained 
the Golibort Prize of the French 
Academy for a work on Joan of Arc, 
He was returned to the National 
Assembly in Feb. 1871, a-s a mode- 
rate Conservative by the depart- 
ment of the Nord, but he joined 
tho Lavergne group on the question 
of the Constitutional Laws. To 
his moderation and vigour was due 
the definite establishment^ of the 
Republic, — indeed, he is still com- 
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monly Ocillcrl Fathoi' ol' tUo Ke- 
puhHo — ^aiid auuordinfyly M. JBulToti 
on forming his adinmiHlratioii in 
March, 1H75, noiniurttcd him 
Miuisfcur of Viibliu InstruoUoii. 
CL wasi ho who propodod tho ohuiscs 
which lii’bii giivo constitutional 
shape to the liojiuhlic. M. Walloii 
is a tuomber of tho Tustituto. llo 
was a oaiididatu for tho suat in the 
JTronch Academy that had boon 
vacated by JVC. Claude Bornardi 
but M. Ronau defeated him by 10 
to 15 (Juno 13, 11378). M. Wallon 
is a sound and cax)ablG historian.

WALPOLE, The Eight Hon. 
Spencer Horatio, born in 1 KOO, 
was educated at Eton and I'rinity 
College, Cambridge, where ho ob- 
tained the first prize for English 
declamation and another for tho 
boat essay on the chd racier and 
conduct of “William HI. Having 
boon called to the bar in 1831, 
by the Society of Lincoln's Inn, of 
'^\mich ho is a beneher, he obtained 
a large practice in the Courts of 
Chancery, and became a Q.C. in 
18 IG. Ho was returned in the Con^ 
servativo interest for Midliurat in 
dan. 1818, and i*cprosontod that 
bomigh till Eeb. 1850, -^frhon he 
was elected one of tho members for 
tho CnivoraiLy of Cambridge. Ho 
distinguished himself in the debate 
which took place in 1849, on the 
Navigntion Laws ; and in the dis-» 
enssions on tho Ecclesiastical ^*itles 
BUI in 1851. On the accession of 
Lord Derby to office in 1832, Mr. 
Walpole sacridood his x>racticQ at 
the Chancery Bar to aceept the j)ost 
of Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, and in that capacity 
carried through Parliament tho 
measure for embodying thomilibia. 
After leaving office Mr. Walpole 
became Gliairman of the Groat 
Western I&ailway. He held tho 


setiila of the Home Office in Lord 
J)orby*B second adminiatration in 
1838, but resigned in Mnroh, 1859, 
owing to a difference in opinion 
with his colloagucH with regard to 
the Reform Bill, lie was aiipoiutcd 
Secretary of State for the Home 
Department in Lord Derby's third 
aduiinibLration iu 1 8(}0,and resigned 
May 9, 1807, retaining a scat in the 
Cabinet without office. retired 
with his oolloagues iu 1808. Mr, 
Walpole resigned his seat for tho 
University of Cambridge in Nov. 
1882. 

WALPOLE, Spsnoor, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Isle of Man, 
eldest son of tho Bt. Hon. S. II. 
Walpole, and his wife, Isabella, 
daughter of tho Rt. Hon. Spencer 
Perceval, wjia born Eeb. 0, Ibiffi, 
and educated at Eton. He j*nt(»rcd 
the War OJIice in 3838, and has 
been Private Secretary to the Kt. 
Hon. T. Sotheran Eatcourt, and bo 
his father, lie w.is made one of 
Her Majesty's Inspeetora of 
Pishcries m 3807, uud was ap- 
pointed Liuut.-Uovernor of tho 
Isle of Man in 1882. [lu is the 
author of the “ Ijifo of the Rt. 
Hon. Spencer Perceval,'' 1873 5 of 
'* Tho Electorate and the Legisla- 
tion," 1881 } " Eoreign Relations," 
1882 ; and " A History of England 
from the conclusion of the Groat 
War in 1813/* vols. 1 and 3 (1878), 
vol. 3 (1880), vola. 4 ami 5 (1880) j 
and he has been a coiiti’ibntor to 
l>orioclica] literature. Mr. Walpole 
married, iu 1807, Mariati, tho 
youngebt daughter of Sir John 
Digby Mtirray, Bart., of libiok- 
barony. 

WALSH, John Honry, E.R.C.S., 
was born at Hackney, Oct. 31, 1810, 
and educated at i\ private school in 
Dorsetshire. He practised as a 
siirgeon at Worcester uniil 1853, 
when he removed to London. IIo 
has bcuir editor of tho Field since 
1857. Mr. Walsh wrote “ Tho 
Greyhound," iu 1853. It was first 
published in Bell's Xd/c, and then 
in lioolc-fonn. He compiled " Bri*» 
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tish Rural Sports in six mouths 
of 1855 ; and wrote " Tlio Log in 
Health audLiseaso/' in 1858 j "The 
Iloraoin the Stable and the Field ; " 
and " Tho Shot dun and Rifle," in 
1850, Ho edited "Dogs of the 
British Islands," in 18GG. Mr. 
Walsh is also tho author of " The 
Modern Sportsman, dun, and 
Rifle," vol. i., 1882, vol. ii., 1881; 
and of “Domestic Economy and 
Domestic Medicine." 

WALSH, The Right Rev. Dr., 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin, was born in Dublin in 
ISdil, and educated at Maynooth. 
Ho comi>lctcd his acadciuio course 
ill 1861}, ])ut heing too young to be 
ordained he x>assed into the Dun> 
hoyne Establishment, where he 
spent three years in special eccle- 
siastical stupes. Subsequently he 
became Assistant-Librarian at May- 
nooth College, and in 1807, he was 
appointed Professor of Theology. 
In 1878 he became Vice-President 
of the College, and on the death of 
Dr. Russell, Dr. Walsb was unani- 
mously chosen President by the 
Irish Bishoxis. He exercised no 
little influence in the framing of 
the Lanfl Act, of 1881, and pub- 
lished a voluminous pamphlet 
entitled "A Plain Exposition of 
the Land Bill.” Through his ex- 
ertious a Oommissioii was in- 
stituted to inquire into the Quocn^s 
Colleges of Ireland. For some 
time he was a Senator in the Royal 
TTnivorsity of Ireland, and he be- 
came a member of the Chapter of 
Dublin onthe accession of Cardinal 
Maccabo to the archtepiscopal ! 
throne. On the death of that pre- j 
late in Feb. 1883, Dr. Walsh be- | 
came Vicar Capitah^r, and was 
eventually appointed to the See of | 
Dublin. He is the author of 
"Officium Defunctorum et Ordo ! 
Exsequiarum,^^ 188d}. 

WALSHAM, Sir John, Bai^. 
British Minister at Pekin, horn at 
Cheltenham in 1830, is the eldest 
son of Sh John James Walsham. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 


Cambridge,wherohe took the degree 
of M.A., and was for some time em- 
ployed in the Audit Office, but was 
^pointed to a clerkship in the 
X^sroign Office in 1354. He was 
made Acting Consul at Mexico in 
1859, Secretary of Legation in 
18G1, and Char^io d’Aflaires in 
18G3. In 1806 ho was transferred 
as Second Secretm'y to Madrid; 
was appointed to the Hague in 
1870, and promoted to be Sourctaay 
of Legation at Pekin, Oct. 1873, 
but did not proceed. From 1375 
to 1878 he was Acting Charge 
d' Affaires at Madrid, and then went 
to Berlin as Secretary of Embassyf 
In 1883 ho was transferred to Paris, 
and noted as Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary duing the absence of the 
ambassador. Since October, 18S6, 
he has been Envoy to China, and 
also to the King of Corea. 

WALBHE, Walter Hayle, M.D., 
boru in Dublin in 181G, eldest son 
of William Walslie, Barrister-at- 
Law. was educated at Paris and 
at Edinburgh, where he graduated 
M.D. He is Emeritus Prorcssor of 
Medicine in University College, 
London, having filled that chair, 
which he resigned in 18G2, for 
thirteen years j and Consulting 
Physician to tlu’ae Loudon Hos- 
pitals. He has written " Practical 
Treatise on the Lungs," 4'tli edit. 
1871 ; " Nature and Treatment of 
Cancer," 1810; "Diseases of the 
Heart and Oreat Vessels," dth 
edit. 1873; "Dramatic Singing, 
P^siologioally Estimated,^^ 1881 ; 
"The Colloquial Faculty for Lan- 
guages, and the Nature of Oenius,’^ 
2nd edit. 1880 ; &c. He is a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Physicians, 
London, and an associate of several 
foreign medical colleges. 

WALTER, John, eldest son of 
the late Mr. John Walter, of Bear- 
wood, Berks, some time member 
for that county, born in London, 
in 1818, was educated at Eton, gra- 
duated in honours at Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford, took his M.A. degree 
in 1813, and was called to tho bar

Walter hotu’s is intimately asso- 
eiated with tho hisloi’y of what 
Burke called The Fourth Estate," 
his pfrandfather havin^^ published 
the first nuiiibur of the Times, Jnn. 
1, 1788, Jlis father raised that 
journal to (juiinence, and by his 
enorj^y in inducing men of talent to 
contribute to its oolunma, rendered 
it a great organ of free oi>inions 
and ],)opnlar knowledge j and, in 
spite of many obstacles, first 
brought tho stenm-engine to tho 
aid and service of tho nowspaiicr 
press. Mi‘. Walter himself built 
the now office of the Times in Print- 
ing House SquiU'c, and also the 
magnificent house at Bearwood. 

WANKLYlir, James Alfred, 
M.B.O.S., London, 1850, an emi- 
nent ohemist, was born at Ashton- 
nnder-Lyno, in the year 1834. lie 
studied choiniatry under Bunsen 
in Ueidolborg, and became Demon- 
strator of GhciiiiBtry in tho Uui- 
voi'sity of Edinburgh in 1850, ivaa 
Professor of Chemistry at the Lon- 
don Institution from 1803 to 1870, 
and Lecturer on Ohoinistry and 
Physics at St. (ileorge's Hospital 
from 1877 to 1880, At present ho 
is public analyst for the boroughs 
of Buckingham, Peterborough, and 
High 'Wycomho. In 1858 he i)rc- 
X^ared x>ropiouic acid by the action 
of carbonic acid on sodium-ethyl, 
being the first example of tho arti- 
ficial production of an organic sub- 
stance directly from carbonic acid. 
In 1861, in conjunction with Dr. 
Lyon Playfair, he communicated to 


tho Koyal Society of Edinburgh a 
jiaper " On a mode of taking the 
density of vapours of volatile liquids 
at temperatures below the ])oiling 
point." Siibsequoiitly he xmrsued 
conjointly with Dr. Emil Erlon- 
nioyor a series of researches whidi, 
hesidos settling the formula of 
maunile and the relation of the 
sugar group to tho alcoholic series, 
alloriled one of tho earliest au<l 
most coiiqfiete studies of isomerism 
among tho alcohols. In 18073 ho 
prepared iiroiiione, by the action of 
carbonic oxide on sodiiun-athyl, 
and, together with the late Mr. E. 
T, Chajjmau and Mr. Miles H, 
Smith, invented the well-known 
Ammonia ijrocess ofWater Analysis. 
Some years later, conjointly with 
Mr. W . J . Cooper, li e brought out the 
im list combustion iivocess. In 187 1, 
ho conduetod for the Glovornmout 
an investigation into tho quality 
of the milk supplied to tho London 
workhouses. Mr. Wanklyn is tho 
author of four text hooks for Chem- 
ists and Mi'dical Officers of Hcfilth, 
viK. ; a "Treatise on Water Ana- 
lysis;" a "Treatise on Milk Ana- 
lysis," 1873 J ft " Treatise on Tea, 
Coffee, and Cocoa,” 1874 5 " Bread 
AnalyBis,"1881 ,tho last-named book 
bring tho joint production of Mr. 
W. J. Cooper and hinisolf. He is 
also the author of "The Gas Engi- 
neer's Chemical Manual," IHHG.

WAl^B, Adolphus Willlain, horn 
at Ilamiistead, Deo. 2, 1837, was 
educated in Germany, where hia 
father held consular and dix>loiiiatic 
appointments, and at Bury St. 
Edmunds Grammar School. In 
185 J, ho entered at Potorliouso, 
Oiunbridgo, of which college he 
hecamo a Eellow in 1800, having 
graduated in tho Classical Tripos 
of tho previous year. In 18013 he 
was appointed Professor of History 
and English Literature at Owon^s 
College, Manchester. He held 
various Gxaniinershlps in the Uni- 
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vorsifcioH of Ciimbridg'e mid London, 
nnd was, in 1870, created an hon, 
LL.D. of Q-lasgow, and, in 1883, a 
Litt. D. of Cambridge, Ho toolc 
an active part in tlie movement 
for tlio foundation of tho Victoria 
Huiveraity, Manchester, (1880J ; 
and afterwards ancccssively hold, in 
tho now University, the offices of 
Gliairman of tho General Board of 
Studies, and of Vice-Chancellor. 
Dr. Ward is the English translator 
of Curtins^ " History of Greece,^' 
(5 vols., 1868-73) j and author of 
the following works : A History 
of English Dramatic Literaiiu'e to 
the Death of Queen Anne/' (2 vols., 
1875) ; "The House of Austria in 
tho Thiity Years' Wai*/" (1869) ;

WARD, John Quinoy Adorns, was 
bomatUrbana, Ohio, June 29, 1830, 
In 1850 he entered the studio of 
H. TC. Bi’own, on eminent sculptor, 
whore he remained six ^ears. In 
1861 he opened a stndio in New 
York, where he modelled his " In- 
cUan. Hunter,” *’'The Good Samari- 
tan,” Commodore M. 0. Perry, 
with reliefs, " The Freedman,” and 
many busts and small works. In 
1869 ho built a studio in Forty- 
ninth Street, New York, where he 
made the " Citizen Soldier," and 
statues of Shakiespearo, Gen. Rey- 
nolds, Gen, Wasliin^on, Gen. 
] srael Putnam, an equeSrian statue 
of Gen, Thomae, Gen. Dani^ Xfor- 


gau and Lafayette. He built a 
larger studio in 1882, whei’O he 
has made tho colossal statue of 
Washington for the New York 
Subtreasury building, a colossal 
statue of President Garfield, "The 
Pilgrim,” etc, For three years he 
was Vice-President, and for one 
term President, of the National 
Academy of Design, 

WARD, Thomas Humphxy, M.A., 
is a son of the late Rev, Henry 
Ward, formerly Vicar of St. 
Barnabas, King Square, E.G., and 
was born at Hull in 1815. He was 
educated at Mei-ehant Taylors* 
School, and at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, where he graduated (lat 
class Final Classical School) in 
Mich. Term, 1808. Before this he 
had been a candidate for the Civil 
Service of India, and in 1866 was 
placed first in tlie Open Competi- 
tion. He resigned, however, with- 
out proceeding to India, and in 
Feb. 1869, was elected Fellow of 
Bi'asenose, of which college he was 
Tutor from 1870 to 1880. Ho then 
engaged in litorai'y work in London . 
In 1880-1, with the aid of the princi- 
pal critical writers of the day, ho 
brought out " The English Poets : 
Selections with Critical Introduc- 
tions,” (1 vols.) j in 1884 he pub- 
lished Humphry Sandwith, a 
Memoir " ; in 1885 he edited " Men 
of tbe Reign ” j in 1886, with the 
help of various writers on Art, he 
brought out, for Messrs. Boussod, 
Valadon & Co., "English Art in 
the Public Galleries of London,” a 
work Btunptuously illustrated with 
120 photogravures; and about 
the same time he announced for 
publication ^'he Reign of Queen 
Victoria : a Survey of Fifty Years 
of Progress.”

WABKE, TheEev. Edmond, I).D., 
Ileadiiiaster of Eton College, was 
bom in 1830, and was educated at 
Eton and Balliol College, Oxford, 
of which ho was a scholar. Jlo 
obtained a Eiist Class in Classical 
Moderations in 1850, and in the 
dnal OJassie/ti Schools in 3850, and 
he also distlnguiahod himself as an 
oar. When the Oxford University 
Rifle Corps was established, Mr. 
Warre was one of its earliest and 
most energetic members, lie was 
elected EoUow of All Souls in 
1869, and i*otaiiiod his fellowship 
three years. In 1800 ho went to 
Eton as Assistant Master, a xmst 
which ho hold under l)rs. Good- 
ford, Balston, and Honiby, until 
the resiguation of the last named 
in 1884. At that date, Mr. Warre 
was designated by general opinion 


as the most likely successor to th(» 
vacant j^ost for which his services 
and his groat popuhu’ity at Eton 
seemed specially to qualify him, 
]Ic was accordingly elected by the 
govorning body, and shortly after- 
wards ho took Ilia degree of D,D. 
at Oxford. 

WATERHOirSE, Alfred, R.A,. 
was born July 19, 1830, at Liver- 
2 iool. Jlo studied m’obitecture in 
MiinohoRter, where ho began to 
practise liis pi^ofession, after tra- 
velling, chiefly in Italy. Ilis first 
considerable work was the Manches- 
ter Assize Courts, the result of a 
hardly contested competition. In 
this city he has also been the arohi- 
toot of the County Gaol, the Owens 
College, and the Town Ilall, the 
result of another competition. In 
Liverpool his works comprise tlio 
London and North-Webtern Ilotols, 
the Seamen’s Oiplianago, and the 
Convaloseent Home ; in London 
the Natural History Museums, the 
Priidential AsHuranco Company’s 
Ollicos in llolbom, the New Uni- 
versity Club, the New St. Paul’s 
Schools, tlic Central Institution 
of the City and Guilds of Lon- 
don Institute, Exhibition Road, 
and the National Liberal Club, 
Whilehnll ]?lace. Balliol College 
at Oxford, and Cains and Pem- 
broke at Cambridge, have been 
partly rebuilt from his designs. 
Among mansions may bo incntionod 
Eloytlirop, Oxon, Eaton IlaU, 
Cheshire, and Iwenio Minster, Uor- 
sr‘fc, as his most consxiicnous woi'kfl, 
Mr. Waterhouse was honoured by 
receiving a Grand Prize foi’ archi- 
tecture at the Palis Exhibition of 
18(57, and a "Rapiiel” at that of 
1878 . lie is a member of tlio Rt»yul 
and Iiupoiial Academy of Vienna, 
an Associate of the Acad(^inio 
Royalo des Soieiieos, dos Lottros, 
et des Boaux-Arts do Helgique, 
and was olocLcd an Associate of 
the Royal Academy, Jmi. 1(1, 1878, 
bocoiniug a full inombor on ith 
June, 1885, 

WATERIOW, Sir Sydney, was 
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c«liicatocl at tlie Qrauimar School, 
>Southwark, and at the ago of four- 
teen ivaa api>re 2 iliced to tlie late 
Mr, Thoiiuis Ilarrison, Govomniont 
pnntor j at eighiooii he was placed 
in charge of the Cahinet Printing 
Press at the Foreign Office, Down- 
ing Street, and at twenty he Avent 
abroad, and was ongagediii the well- 
known ostaldishinent of Messi's. 
Galignaui, In 1841 he joined liis 
father and })rothers in business at 
London Wall, and for the next 
twenty ycoi’S devoted hinisolf to 
tho extensive business of the drm 
now known ns Waterlow & Sons, 
Ld. In 1855 ho was elected for 
the Ward of Broad Street in the 
Common Council, and while a 
member of tho Police Committee 
devised the scheme of over-house 
telegraph wires for the use of the 
police. In 186B he was elected 
alderman for the Ward of Lang- 
bomm, and in the same year took 
an active pai’t in promoting the 
scheme for Artisfins* Direllings. 
In 1850-7 he served the office of 
Sheriff of London and Middlesex, 
and reoeivod the honour of knight- 
hood. Ill the following year he 
agreed to contest the county of 
Dumfries in the Liberal interest, 
and greatly astonished the Con- 
servative party by being returned 
at the head of tho poll for a county 
Avhich had been held uncontested 
by thorn for eighty years. In 
3870 Sir Sydney was appointed 
on the Royal Commission for in- 
quiry into Friendly and Benefit 
Building Societies, and took an 
active ^ establishing such 

societies tlironghout the kingdom 
on a satisfactory footing. In 1872 
he was elected Lord Mayor of 
London, and apiiointed to the 
Royal Judicature Commission j in 
the same year lie instituted the 
now annual Hospital Sunday Fund, 
and the Queen, in recognition of 
his many services to commerce and 
philantlirojiy, created him a baro- 
net, In the following year he was 
idocted treasurer of St. Bartholo- 


, mew's Hospital, and for twelve 
I years discharged the duties of his 
office in a manner that has con- 
ferred lasting benefit on the In- 
stitution. In 1874, at the general 
election, he suocessfully contested 
Maidstone, but lost the seat in 
1880, and ivns elected for Graves- 
end, which he continued to repre- 
sent until the general election of 
1885. In 1881-2 he worked on the 
Committee on Artisans* and La- 
bourers' Dwellings, a subject in 
which he has always taken a keen 
interest, ^fter resigning his aider- 
man's gown in 1888, Sir Sydney 
made a tour round the world, and 
at the general Section of 1885 
stood for the Mid-Division of Kent, 
but was defeated. His services to 
the worlriug classes of England are 
I well known, and have gained tho 
appreciation which they deserve. 

WATKIlff, Sir Edward William, 
Bart., M.P., is tho eldest son of 
tho late Mr. Absalom Watkin, wlio 
was born in London, but settled in 
Manchester, in 1800, and carried 
on business as a merchant in that 
town, from ISOO till his death in 
1861. His son, Mr. Edward WiUiEuii 
Watkin, was first employed in his 
father's counting-house (ultimately 
becoming a partner), until the year 
18 15, when he was appointed to the 
secrotaryship of the 'Prent Valley 
Railway. This led to his joining 
the London and Worth-Western 
Co., and to his various positions as 
GeuersI Manager, and afterwards 
as a Director and Chairman of the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincoln- 
shire Railway, and President of the 
Grand Trunk Itailway of Canada ; 
Choirmau of the South Eastern 
Railway, and Director of the Great 
Western and Great Eastern Com- 
panies. In 1839^40 he became one 
of the directors of the Manchester 
Athenmxim, and was one of the 
secretaries of tho committee which 
was organised to extricate tho in- 
stitution from its pecuniary em- 
barrassmentB. He suggested and 
carried out the great literary soirees 
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of tliai iiibtitiitioii, which Avcrc hchl 
in the ^J^radc Iljill, and 
sidod over hy i^fr. Charles Diokciis, 
Mr. ii. Di&raoli, and Serjeant 1'al- 
fonwl, ill Iho years J8 (H, 1811, and 
ISd-rl respect ivoly. Fn IH [3 ho wrote 
a ptunidilet entitled "A Plea for 
Puldic t^arks,^* and heoame ono of 
the lioiiorary soorotaHes of the 
eominitteo

and “ i*Jiilip*f>”), were ohtained for 
Mauchoator and Salford, lii 1813, 
ho and a fow other inoinhevB ot 
tho Manohostor Atlionojuni started 
the ‘'Saturday half-holiday’^ in 
Manchestor, which resulted in tho 
j^enoral closinf^ of the waroliouHOS 
for hnsinoss at two p.in. every 
Saturday, fn 181,*), Mr. Watkin 
was ono of tlio orij^iniitors of tho 
J\[anchc»lcr Ba'UJnwicrni'WHpaper. in 
18(31 he undertook a private mission 
to Canada, at tliu dosiro of the 
Duke of fTcAveastle, then Suorubary 
of State for tho Colonies, with tho 
oliject of hi'injymg the five iiritish 
Provinces into union, and the ostah- 
libhmcnt of a connection hetwoou 
Canada and tho Atlantic, hy an 
indepoudont railway system, which 
he Biiceossrully accomplishod. Mr. 
Watldn was first elected to Parlia- 
ment in 18574 hut was afterwards 
unseated, lie was returned to Par- 
liamcnij unox)posed, for Stockport, 
in 18G 1. and again returned at the 
head of tho i>oll in 18G5. lie was 
defeated, however, hy a narrow ma- 
jority in 18G8, and contested ISast 
Cheshire unsnccesafully in 18G!). 
Whilst in Parliament, in 18G6-G74 
he ohtninod, as the Chairman of 
two Select Coinmittoea, important 
alterations in tho laws alfecting 
railways, and especially the change 
in the lawof Jimiicd liability, which 
enabled companies to reduce their 
capital by more resolution, and 
without winding up. In 18(>8 he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
Sir E, Watkin was again reiumod 
to Parliament at tho general elec- 
tion of Foh. 1871 1 for tho united 


jioronghs of llythe and Polkestoui), 
and was returned unopposod, for 
the sttiiie borough, at tho gouoiiil 
election of 1880, In that year ho 
was created a harouet. lie was 
High Shorilt of Choslnro, 1871. 
lie has done nuicli to improve the 
harl)onra of Poulogiic and Calais, 
so as to ostahlisli li.Kod services hy 
large stt'amers, to iiKS’Ciiso tho com- 
fort of the transit, nud to rc(luc(3 
tho time ]>etwocu hoiulon nnd Haris 
nltimalcly to seven hours, This 
movomoiit is progressing. The ])vo- 
poRtKl tunnel under iho Channel to 
connect England nnd Pranco is an 
onteiTriso with which ho has been 
couiiocted in conjunction witli the 
late Michel Chevalier, M. Leon 
Say, and other eminent French and 
English xmhlic men. Assuming the 
experiment to succeed, Mr. Wat- 
kin has rcoonnuouded Mr. Q-lad- 
stonc to api)roa<*h tho Enroi>oan 
and Auioriean iwwcrs with a view 
to the complete nontrulisatiou of 
tho -work, holioving that this would 
do away with tho military alai’ins 
raised on tho quobtion of lalo years. 
At iiroRont tho works near Shalcs- 
lieare Cliff, Lover, arc kex)t in rc*- 
liaix* and ventilation, but Govern- 
ment has not yet shown any 
desire to give the Banclion-ncceH- 
sory to their completion. It is 
undoi’bLood that Kir Edward has 
investigated tho quostion of con- 
necting tlio bouth coast of Bcot- 
land and the north coasted' Irchind 
by a snbiuarino imiuol. Ho hiis 
advocated the exLensiou of harbour 
and other jmldic works as a moans 
of oxteuding omploy men Laud aug- 
menting the trading capacity of 
tho country in comjjotitlon with 
I foreign nations. Cu 1885, and again 
in 188G, Sir 33, Watkin was returned 
for tho Hytho division of (Cent. 

WATSON, John Dawson, K.W.B., 
was horn May iJO, 1832, at Sed- 
borgh, in the West IHdhig oC 
Yorkbhire, was cdacatod at the 
Edward VI. Grammar Hchool at 
Sedborgh, outerod tin* Bcliool of 
Design at M andicater in 3 8d7, 
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Cciuio Lo London in XSuI, and 7 )g- 
(‘nnie n pupil of Alexander Davis 
( ^oopei'j and a attidoni of the Royal 
Academy, llo oxliiLitod liia first 
j)ietnre, Wounded Ciivalier/’ 
aL the Royal Institution, Manches- 
ter, in 1 B51. llo exhibited at the 
Royal Academy for the first time 
in 1853, ^^An Ailist’a Studio,” and 
has continued to exhibit to the 
present tune, his i)rincipal works 
boini*-' ''n’hinkuif' it Out^” "The 
Poisoned Cup,” which obtained a 
modal at the Vienna Exhibition, 
1873; "The Student;” "The Pivrfc- 
inpf ; ” Saved j ” " Black to Move 
and "Women's Work.” In 1860 
he illustrated for Messrs Routlodgo 
their Christmas edition of "The 
Pilgidm's Progress,” followed by 
'^Kobinson Crusoe,” in 1873, and 
contributed wood-draAvings to most 
of the illustrated books, papers, and 
magazines of the time. In 1865 he 
was olcoted an Associate of the 
Society Of Painters in Water 
(Joloui's, and a member of the same 
Society in 1870, 

WATSON, Thomas Henry, au- 
cliitcct, born Nov. 1, 1839, obtained 
three silver medals offered in ar- 
ohitectuie by the Royal Academy 
of Arts in 1850, and the gold 
medal, with " The Lectures of the 
Professors,” and "The Worts of 
Sir Joshua Reynoldfl,” for his 
Design of an Exchange in 1861. 
He was elected cm Associate of 
the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1802 j was awarded 
the first annual travelling student- 
ship of the Royal Academy, Dec. 
10, 1868 ; and the Soane modalliou 
of the Roynl Institute of British 
Architects, March 15, 1861. He 
was President of the Architectural 
Association in 1871. 

WATSON (lord) The Right Hon. 
William Watson, is the son of the 
Rev. Thomas Watson, minister of 
Covington, Lanarkshire, Avhere ho 
Avas bom in 1828. He was educated 
at the Universities of Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, and was admitted an 
advocate at the Scotch bar in 1851. 


He was elected Doan of the 
Faculty of Advocates in 1873. In 
Nov. 1876, ho was elected M.P. in 
the Conservative interest, for the 
Universities of QInsgoAv and Aber- 
deen. Mr. Watson Avas Solioitor- 
Goneial tor Scotland from July 
1871, till Oct. 1876, Avhen he Avas 
appointed Lord Advocate. In the 
hitter year he Avns created a LL.D. 
of Ediulmrgh. He was sworn of 
the Privy Council, and ap2>ointed 
a mcmhei* of the Committee of 
Council on Education in Scotland, 
April 2, 1878. He continued to 
represent the Universities of Glas- 
gow and Aberdeen till April, 1880, 
A\'hen he was appointed a Lord 
Justice of Appeal, and made a 
peer for life, under the provisions 
of the Act of 1876, as Lord Watson 
of Thonkerton, in the county of 
Lanark. 

WATTS, George Frederick, R.A., 
painter, bom in London, in 1820, 
first exhibited at the Academy in 
1837. In addition to portraits, he 
made some hi&toiical attempts, 
such as " Isabella finding Lorenzo 
dead.* * from Boccaccio, in 1840, and 
a scene from " Cymbeline,” in 
1812. At Westminster Hall, in 
1843, his cartoon of " Carnctacus 
led in triumph through the Streets 
of Rome,” obtained one of the 
three highest class prizes of .£300, 
and created sanguine hopes for his 
future career. Having spent three 
years in Italy, he again obtained, 
in 184>7, the highest honours at the 
competition in Westminster Hall. 
His two colossal oil-pictures, 

" Echo,” and " Alfred inciting the 
Saxons to prevent the Landing of 
the Danes,” which secured for him 
one of the three highest dass 
prizes of JE600, were, with the 
pictures of Pickersglll and Cross, 
purchased by the Commissioners. 
The latter is in one of the com- 
mittee-rooms of the neAv Parliament 
Houses. Mr. Watts exhihited his 
" Paolo and Francesca,” and "Or- 
lando pursuing the Fatn Morgana,” 
at the British Institution, in 1848, 
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hjkI i?oi'irnit of Liuly 

Hollatirl, iitilvo Hoyal Aciulciny iu 
tho &amo yoai*. “ liifo’w IltuHioim,*’ 
a piciin of tlio cIjish of Vala 
Morf»tiua/* in IH'li), was 

followoil iu 1S50 by " 'Uho CJootl 
Saiiiavitau/’ painbul iu honour of 
Thomas Wrij^lit, of Manchester, 
and in’osontcd by the artist to the 
Town Hall of Manclieaiur. Eor the 
now Houses of rarliamoiit Mr. 
’Watts has oxecutod one of tho 
frearoeti in the L’oets* IliUl, “ St. 
iioovi^Q OYOvcomtiB the Hraf^on/' 
from Sponsor, finished in 1853, and 
has painted in fresco tho west end 
of the now hall at Lincoln's Inn. 
Eor some time lie has exhilatod 
regularly nt tho Itoyal Academy 
and Grosvpiior Gallery. Ilia princi- 
pal productions liavo been portraits 
and ideal or mythological subj(*ota, 
such as tho wcll-hnowu ‘njove and 
Death j ” “ Eudyniion j '' '' Orpheus 
and Eurydicoi” “Da]>lmo;” and 
(188(i), ITope.” In 1882 an ex- 
hibition of Mr. Watts's works was 
held at tho Grosveuor Gallery. 
Mr. Watts has paintod for his own 
hoiiBC a nmnber of portraits of llio 
most ominont of his conteui- 
lioraa’ies in public life, literaijuro 
and art; and these ho is under- 
stood to have beq^uoathod to the 
nation. In 188C Mi‘. Walts married 
Miss Eraaer-Tytlor. 

WAUGH, Edwin, born Jon. 20, 
1818, at Eochdalct in Lancashire, 
is descended from a Border family 
long settled upon their own land, 
near llaltwhisUe. He was edu- 
cated at Davenxioit's Commercial 
Academy, at Eochdale j was ap- 
prenticed to a bookseller and 
printer 5 and after his apprenlioo- 
ship worked as a printer and book- 
sell or for nearly ion years. He 
was then apjiointed socrctoiy to 
tho Lancashiro Public t^chool 
Association, for tho promotion of a 
national plan of secular eduention. 
Ho was connected with this associa- 
tion for nearly five years; since 
then ho has devoted himself en- 
tirely to literature. Mr, Waugh 


received a pfuisioji of JiJbl) from tlie 
Civil List ill 1882. He is the 
author of “ Lancashiro Hkotches ; *’ 

Poems and LsneaHliiro b'enga;" 

Tufts of ricallior,” a series of 
biles ; " Eactory Polk during tlie

WEATHERS, The Right Rev. 
William, D.D., a Roman Catholic 
prelate, bom in 181 1, was educated 
at yt. Edimuid’s College, Old Hall 
Green, whore he was ordained 
priest iu 1838; and became pro- 
fessor, vieo-prosideiti, and finally 
preiiident in 1831, which olRco ho 
continnod to hold until 18()0, when 
lie was removed to Ilaniinersiuilh 
to )>ueomo the first President of 
St Thomaa'&Thcologicnl Seminary. 
Or. Weathers was th<» theologian 
nominated by the English Bishops 
to assist in Rome at the prepara- 
tions for the Vatican Council. He 
was made a domestic prulaio by 
tho Pope in 1808 j and in 1872 was 
appointed Bishoi) of Aiuycla, tp.i.t 
and nominated Bishop Auxiliary 
for the diocese of WoBlmiuster. 

WEBBER, The Right Rev, Wil- 
liam Thomas Thornhilli D.D., Bishop 
of Brisbane, is tlie son of the late 
William Webber, surgeon of Nor- 
wich, })y Eliaa, daughter of yir 
William Preston. Jlo was horn 
at Norwieh, Jan. 30, 1837, and 
oducatod tiiero and at L\mihroke 
College, Oxford. (B. A, 1859, M .A . 
1802, D.D. kmioris causti^ 1885.) 
He ivfts oz'daiued hy tlio Bislioxi 
of London, (Di\ Tait), deacon, 
1800, and priestj 18(31. Ho was 
nssistnnt euvate at Chiswiclc 
from 1800 to ISOd*, when lie was 
put in cliargc of tlii* newly eonsti- 
tntod district and parish of Bt. 
John tlio Evimgoliflt, lie<l Lion 
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S(iuiiro, Ilolburn, which ]iG hold iii> 
to 1885. Hei’p ho built tho noble 
clnircli in Bed Lion Square (o! 
whiclx Mr. J. L. Pearson is the 
architect, and which was conse- 
crated in 1878) , lojj other with clergy 
house attachedj and schools with 
acconimodation for 700 children in 
three dopai*tmentB. The site, 
cliurohj and clergy • house coat 
i£87^3l25, and the various gifts to 
tho clnu’ch make this lunount fully 
up to d339j300. The sehoolb repre- 
sent a caijitnl outlay of ^,250, 
l^esidos which tho uiiasion house 
scheme and various other funds 
raised for caixitsl purposes^ bring 
up the total to £-19,000, This large 
Slim of money was collected and ad- 
ministered with indomitable pati- 
ence, and considerable practical 
shrewdness by Mr, Webber, in the 
course of an exceedingly busy life of 
public usefulness. He was one of 
the Governors of Sion College 
1882-1885, and represented Fins- 
bury on the London School Board, 
1882-1883 ; was Chairman of tho 
Local Managers of the Board 
Schools, 1877> and Guardian of 
IColborn Union, 1871-1883. Ho 
was also connected very promi- 
nently during those years with tho 
Charity Organisation Society, the 
IVorlcing Men’s Club and Institute 
Union, the Q-irls’ and the Young 
Men’s Friendly Societies, and 
many other institutions and socie- 
ties. On the resignation of Bishop 
Hale he was appointed to the vacant 
See of Brisbane, and was conse- 
crated in S. Paul’s Cathedral by 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury 
(Dr. Benson), on S. Barnabas’ Day, 
1885. 

WEBSTER, Augusta, daughter of 
the lato Yioe-Admiral Davies, pub- 
lished her first book, "Blanche 
Lisle, and other Poems " in 18G0, 
under tho name of Cecil Home. 
After her marriage with Mr. 
Thomas Webster, Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, she pub- 
lished Lesley’s Guardians,” a 
novel, and " Lilian Gray,” a poem. 


1801, Under her own name she 
has since publisliod a translation 
of "ProinethouB Bound, "Dramatic 
studios,” 18GG ; " A Woman Sold, 
and other Poems,” 1867j transla-

WEBSTER, Sir Richard Everard, 
Q.O., M.P„ Attorney - General, 
second son of the lato Thomas 
Wobster, Esq., Q.G., was born 
December 22, 1812. He received 
his education at Charterhouse 
School, and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where lie greatly dis- 
tinguished himself as an athlete, 
winning the two miles race against 
Oxford. He was called to the 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1808, and 
ioiued the south-eastern (then 
liome) circuit. He was afterwards 
appointed to tlie ancient but hono- 
rary oiRces of Tuhinaii and Post- 
man in the Court of Exchequer 
at Westminster. He was made 
Queen’s Counsel in 1870, and is 
believed to be the only man who 
has for many years past received 
tliat houoiu* at so eai*ly an age. 
lie has been extensively engaged 
in most of the heavy comliiercial 
and railway oases of the day, and, 
besides having a large general 
practice, he has also recently been 
retained in numerous appeal coses 
in the House of Lords. He is one 
of the Governors of the Charter- 
house. From July to November, 
1885, he reiiresented Launceston, 
and at tlie general election of 1883 
he successfully atiood for the Isle 
of Wight, defeating Mr. Ashley 
the former Liberal member, by a 
majority of ^86, In 1880 be was 
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again rein mod )».v a lunjority of 
1.25a

WELDON, Beorgiua, eldest daugh- 
tei* of the Lite Morgan Xrehemo, 
Eso., M.P.i was boin at Tooting 
bougo, (Uapham Common, May 2 1, 
1837. Whe passed tho greater pai’t 
of her girlhood abroad, and studied 
princLptilly music under tho tuition 
of her mother. In 1860 she mar- 
ried William Henry Weldon, a 
lieutenant in Uio 18th Hussars, and 
in oonscciueuco was disinlioritod by 
her father. In 1861, dumig the 
American Civil War, Mrs. Weldon 
giiV(» a. series of concerts in Canada, 
for the English volunteers ; nud 
from J 81 11 -68 she organised a yearly 
! conc4‘ri for the benefit of the artil- 
lery volunt<a‘r6 ai Beaumaris, of 
wliicli her husband was captain. 
8ho then conceived the idea of 
sLirting a Musical Academy for 
tho careful training of arliatee ? in 
order to gain experience she 
moved to London, and bccamo a 
member of Mr. Henry LosUo's 
Choir. It was here in 187i that 
she made the acquaintance of tlie 
great French (‘omposor, Gounod, 
who promised to hSlp forward her 
Bohomc, For various reasons, how- 
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ever, the plan came to nothing, 
lu 1878, an attempt ^vas made to 
remove her, hy lier husband's 
orders, to a lunatic asylum ; bhe, 
howover, cbcaped being talcon, and 
subsequently brought an action 
against the four doctors 'vvho had 
given their consent j she gained 
her suit and was awarded ^5,000 
damages. J^iuco then she has be- 
come coltihratod for the number of 
law suits in wJiich sJic has ap- 
Xieared, always defending herself, 
and generally gaining her suit. 
Sho has published sovoral works 
on Music, M. Gounod, her Ophan- 
ngo, etc., sho also edits a weekly 
liaper, 8orM Balvationit and lectures 
and speaks in public. 

WiEIiLBOITjThe Bev> James Edward 
Oowell, sou of the late Kov. E. G. 
■VV‘elldon,waB bom April 25th, 1851, 
and educated at Eton (where he was 
Newcastle Scholar in 1873) and at 
King's College, Cambridge, whore 
he was Craven University Scholar, 
Senior Classic and Senior Chan- 
cellor's Medallist. In 1878 he bo- 
camo Eellow and Tutor of King's 
College, and in 1883 was appointed 
Hoad Master of Dulwich College, 
wliich bo left on being appointed 
Head Master of Ilairow Smool in 
1883. Mr. “W olldou has published 

Politics of Ariatotie Ti'an&lated 
with Analysis and Notes,” 1883, 
and several papers rood at church 
congroBses. He was s<^eot preacher 
at Cambridge in 1885, and at 
Oxford in 1888. 

WELLS, Henry Xanworth, B.A., 
was born in London in Deo. 1328. 
His drst practice in art was as a 
miniature painter. When only 
sixteen years of age he exhibited 
at the Koyal Academy a portrait of 
“ Master Arthur Prinsep,” a bro- 
ther of Mr. Valentine Prinsep, the 
X:)aiuLor. At this date (1845), iuid 
for some years later, Sir William 
Boss and fc. Thorbum were paint- 
ing their best works, and nowhere 
in the Academy Exhibition was the 
crowd so dense ns before the little 
X^ortroits in the famous ** Miniature 


Boom ” of former days. Steadily, 
if at first slowly, the young artist 
adv^uiced in this dif&cult branch of 
art. Before many years had 
elapsed, he was a 'worthy competitor 
for public favour with Boss and 
Thorburu j and ultimately, after 
the death of the former, and the 
retirement of the latter from this 
paiticular field, Mr. Wells became 
indisputably the first miniature 
painter of tlic day. Emm tho year 
in wliich lie first exhibited 'till 
1880 ho never ceased to be ropro- 
aented as a niiuiaturist on the walls 
of the Academy j and down to 1880 
lie usually exhibited eight works 
annually — the largest number 
allowed. In this long series wore 
a portrait of Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, painted for Her Ma- 
jesty (1853) 3 a group of the 
painter hiiusclf and liis wife in 
tourist costume (I860) ; together 
with full lengths of the Duchess 
) of Sutherland, Prances Countess 
of WaldegravOj and Mrs. Popham. 
Since 1861 Mr, Wells has devoted 
his energies to oil-painting. It was 
in the Academy Exhibition of 1861 
that he made his first appearance 
as an oil-x^ainter, his largest con- 
tribution being a poi*ti*ait of Lord 
Kanolagh, as Colonel of the South 
Middlesex Volimteoi'S. Since 1802 
Mr. Wells bus been a constant con- 
tributor to the Exhibitions of the 
Boyal Academy. A prominent 
place was awarded in 1866 to his 
"Preparing a Tableau Vivant” — a 
portrait group of throe sisters 3 and 
he also conU'ibuted a landscape 
entitled " Outskirt of a Earmyard 
at Twilight.” In 1866 he xiainted 
his large picture of "Volunteers at 
a Firing Point,” and in, May that 
year he was elected A.B.A. Since 
that time he has been a constant 
exhibitor of portrait pictures, some 
of which are large compositions 3 
as, The Bifle Bonges at Wimble- 
don,” 1867 5 The Earl nnd Coun- 
tess Spencer and their Friends at 
Wimbledon,” 1868 5 Letters and 
News at the Loch Side,” 1808 3

Mr, Weils 
was (ducted a Jtoyal A cadeuiioian 
in •Tuno, 1870, autf has latcdy muilo 
himself conapioiiouH as an energetic 
(lofonder of the moat oxedusive 
privilogos of the body to whhdi he 
belongs, lie xnarriod Johi\nna 
Mary Boyce^ an aeoompUshed 
arlisL who died in 1801 . 

WiEIiLS, 0ir Xhomaa Spencer, 
Bart., is the oldest son of tho Xato 
Mr. Williain Wells, of St. Alban’s, 
Hortf ordahire , byliarriot, dan ghter 
of I the lato Mr. William Wright^ 
of East Sheen, Kichmond, Surrey, 
lie wasboi'ii in 1818 at St. Albania, 
and was odiieated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Lublin. XTq gained hia firwt 
medical experiGuce in tho Infirmary 
and School of Modioino at Leeda, 
and Bubso(iuently studied in the 
Anatomical School at Lublin, and 
at SU Thomab'a Xloapibal. He was 
admitted a member of the Uoyal 
Golloge of Surgeons in 1811, and in 
ISlivlf waa olootod one of tho hono- 
rary follows created by tho now 
charter. Ilaving become an assist- 
ant Surgeon in tho Navy, he saw 
Bonreacmvo service, both afioat and 
ashore, before and during tho Cri- 


mean war j and lui was sent out in 
185 1-0, under the auspices of Mr. 
Sydney llerb(?rt, as chief surgeon 
at Smyrna, and at Kaukei on tho 
LardamdleH. Iteturuing to Eng- 
land ail tho cdoHo oC ilie Ituasiau 
war, he devoted himself to the fttudy 
of that branch of profobsional 
boionce with which his name is 
asbociated — namely, ovariotomy, 
and eonnocted himaidf with tho 
Samaritan Uospital for Women. 
He was IVosideiit of the Ool luge of 
SurgeoiiH in 1882-88 (cUid delivered 
the Uunteriaii Oration in 3882). 
11 u ifi a Eollow of the Royal 
Medieal and Ohirurgiciil Society, 
and surgeon to I ler Maj (.‘sty ’b 
IlouB<*ho]fl, and at the third cuu- 
tonavy of tho Univei’sity of Loyduu 
h(» had conf(»rred upon him tho 
degree of an lionorary M,L. Her 
Maiebty, in April, J8K8, conferred 
upon him the honour of a baronetcy 
in acknowledgment of "the dia- 
tinguishod sorvieea which he has 
iMUiderod to the medical profeaRion 
and to humanity.’* Sir Speueer 
Wells is tlio author of several 
important surgical woi>ks,espocially 
on those branehoB of operative 
surgery to which ho has spocially 
do voted himaolf . Mr. W oils main'iecl, 
in 1858, Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late Mr. James Wright, solicitor, 
of New-inn, London, and of Syden- 
ham, ICont. 

WEMYS3 (Earl of). The Eight 
Hon. Erauois Womyss Oharlorls 
Douglas, oldest son of Eraiicis 
Weiuysa (Jhiirtoris Douglas, eighth 
Earl of Wemyas, was born in 1818, 
and eduentod at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A., 18J-1). In 
the same year lie was returned to 
the riouse of Comiuous for the 
Easiern division of (jiloucostursliire, 
which ho reproHciitod until 184'lj, 
when ho resigned his scat, having 
abandoned tho support of the pro- 
tective Curn 1 jaws, and becomes a 
convert to tlxe J^'roo Trade measures 
of Sir H. Peel. In Aug. 1847, he 
was returned as a Liberal Conser- 
vative for Iladdingtonshiro, which 
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he contimxocl to represent until hia 
suecossion to the peerage j was a 
Lord of Uie Treasury under the 
Aberdeen ministry, 1852-5, retiring 
with the I'eolito party in Peb. of 
that year from the administration 
of Lord Palmerston. As Lord Eleho, 
ho took a very consi)icxi 0 U 8 part in 
the Volunteer movement, and ho is 
an authority on various questions 
comiootod with the national defence 
and armaments. IJo is Colonel of 
the London Scottish Volunteers, 
and, Rs Chainnan of the Council of 
the National Jtiho Association, ho 
frequently presided over the Wim- 
bledon Itifle Mootings. Ho has 
boon a Deputy-Lieutenant of Had- 
dingtonshire siuoo 18^0. He suc- 
coodecl to the Earldom of Wemyss 
on the death of his father, Jan. 1, 
1883 . His lordship is the autlior of 

Letters on Military Organisa- 
tion," 1871. 

WEELEB, August von, a Prus- 
sian gonei'al, was born Sept. 12, 
1808, and entered in 1825 as a vo- 
lunteer into the regiment of the 
G»U’des-du-Corps, and was on ac- 
count of his special qualidcations 
appointed Second Lieutenant in 
the first Eegimcnt of Infantry 
Guards. Erom 1S33 to 1830 ho 
was ordered to the General Mili- 
tary Academy, in order to qualify 
himself for the post of a general 
staff oJficcr. As such he held an ap- 
pointment from 1838 to 1839 in the 
8th Pioneer Division, acting from 
1839 to 1810 as Instructor in the 
Corps of Cadets, and was from 1810 
to 1811 joined to the Topographical 
Bureau. After ho had in 1842 
received his promotion as First 
Lieutenant, he took part, hy per- 
mission of the Prussian War Minis- 
ter, and of the War Office of 
Bus&ia, in tlie war in the Caucasus 
(1812-13), when he proved ex- 
tremely Borviceablc as an engineer 
officer, and received a wound in 
the affair at ICef ar . In recognition 
of his services, he received the 
order of St. J^olin and the Eussian 
Vladimir order of the fourth class. 


In March, 1846, ho was made cap- 
tain, and in March, 1851, major m 
the 33rd Infantry Eegiment. In 
1853 ho became Commandant of 
the Landwohr Battalion of the 
43rd Infantry Eegiinont, and in 
1856, Superior Lieutenant. In 
1837 he was transferred as Com- 
luaudor to the 2nd regiment of 
Foot Guards iis Commander of tho 
Fusilier Battalion; in 1838 was 
intrusted with tho duty of inspec- 
tor of tho Jiigorb, and tho command 
of the Field J'nger Corps, and in 
1850 became Colonel. Some months 
later followed his nomination as a 
moinher of the Direction of tho 
Central Militai'y Turn Institute in 
Berlin. In March, 1860, he became 
a Major-General, and on June 8, 
3866, Iiieutenaut-Geuoral,in which 
latter capacity he took imrt in the 
campaign in Bohemia in tho army 
of Prince Frederick Charles. The 
3rd Infantry Division, ivhich he 
commanded, took an important 
part in the battles of Gitschin and 
KoniggrUtas, and the services 
which it rendered won for its com- 
mander the order pour U menU* 
On tho outbreak of the Franco- 
German war, Lieutenant-General 
von Wordor was attached to the 
superior command of the Third 
Army Corps of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, and was engaged before 
Strasburg, and also in battles 
near Belfort. His complete defeat 
of Bonrbaki^s army was of enor- 
mous importance to the Germans, 
as was shown by tho gift of a sword 
of honour specially made to him hy 
the Emperor. Since the peace. 
General von Werdor has been very 
close in the Emperor’s confidence. 

WEST, Hon. Sir Lionel SaokviUe, 
K.C.M.G,, son of the 6th Earl of 
Worr, was bom July 10, 1827, and 
enteretl the diplomatic service in 
1847, as attache to the Legation at 
Lisbon, He was appointed first 
Paid Attache at Berlin in 186S, 
and Secretary of Legation at 
Turin in 1858, was Charge d’Affiaires 
from August to November, and for 
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some months during the yonra 1859 
and 1803 . IIo was then iranartn’i’ud 
to Miidi’id, and in 1807 promoted 
to be Secretary of Embassy at 
Berlin, and Miiiiator Plouipoton- 
tiary at Paris during the absence 
of the Ambassador in 1808 and 
1 809, From February 10 till Mai cli 
12, 3871, ho was Charg»? des Ar- 
chives, and was again Minibtoj’ 
Plenipotentiary from Sept. 39 till 
Dec. (>, 1871, and from August 20 
till Nov, 7, 1872. Promoted to bo 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Argentine 
Itepublic ill 8epfc. 1872, ho was 
transfeiTcd to Spain in 1878, and 
to Wasliiiiglon in 1881. lie was 
made a K.O.M.U, June 20, 1S85. 

WESTOOTT, The Eev. Brooke Boss, 
D.D., D.U.L. Jtegins Professor of 
Divinity in the University of (laiu- 
bridgoj was born near Birmingliaiu, 
in Jan 1826, and was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which lie wms successively Scholar 
and Fidlow, and where lie took his 
B.A, degree in Jan. 1848, as 23rd 
Wrangler in Mathematical honours, 
and was hraeketod first (with Dr. 
Scott of Westminster) in the First 
Class of the Classical Tripos, and 
was second Ohanoellor's Medallist. 
His university career was more 
tlian ordinarily distinguished, as 
he obtained the Battie University 
Scholarship in 181Gj carried ofi 
Sir William Browne’s medals for 
the Greek Ode in 1810, and again 
in the following yearj and ob- 
tained the Bachelor’s Prize for 
Latin Essay in 1847, and again in 
1840, He obtained the Norrisian 
Prize in 1850, and was ordained 
deacon and priest in the following 
year by tlie BishoiJ of Manchester, 
lie was elected Fellow of his col- 
lege in 1810, and x^^^occodod M.A. 
in 1861, B.D. in 1805, and D.D. in 
1870. Dr, Westcott received from 
Oxford University the honorai*y 
degree of D.C.D. in 1881, and that 
of D.D. from Edinburgh Univer- 
sity at its Tercentenary Commemo- 
ration in 3883. He hdd an Assis- 


tant-Masiershii) in Harrow School 
from 1852 to 1809, under Dr. V.xng- 
han ami Dr. Montague Butler. 
In 1808 ho was appointed Examin- 
ing CliaxDlain to the BishoiJ of Pe- 
torborougli, and was i)roiuoted to a 
oanonry of Potorhorough Cathedral 
in 1809, when he loft llarrow. Ho 
was olcolod Itogius Professor of 
Divinity at Caiuhridgo, N'ov. 1, 
1870, on the rolironient of Dr. 
Joremie. Dr. Westcott was iiomi- 
iintod honorary clinplaiu to the 
Queen in 1875, ami a ohaxfiain in 
ordinary in JS70. In Mny, 3881, 
was i>ubliblicd, binder the title “ The 
Now Testament in Greek,” the 
result of the 28 years jfoiiit labour 
of Dih, Westcott and Holt upon 
the Greek Text j volume 13 con- 
tainim* tho introdiielioii, was pub- 
lished at a later date.

Ho 
sat on the late Ecclesiastical Courts 
Oommission, and took a coiisidor- 
ablo share in the drawing up of the 
reiiort, Dr. Westcott has i^ub- 
lisliod " Commeniarios uxmn the 
Gobx>o1 of St. J <jhii ” (rex^rinted 
from the Sx>eaker’s Commen- 
tary”), and upon tho Greek Text 
of the Ex>istles of St. John. The 
Paragraph Psalter,” arranged by 
him for the use of choirs, was pub- 
lished in 1870. ICi's theological 
works further inoludo An Intro-

'WE5TLAKI!, John, Q.C., was born 
at Lostivithiel, Cornwall, Bob. 4, 
1828, and entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where ho graduated 
B.A. 1850, being sixth Wrangler, 
and sixth in the drst-class of the 
claasicEiI tripos. He was Bellow of 
his coUogc, 1861-60, and was 
oalled to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn, 
1864; became Q.C. 1874, and a 
Bcnchor of Lincoln's Inn. In 1885 
he was elected Liberal M.P. for 
the Romford division of Essex, but 
was defeated in 1886 when he 
stood as a Unionist, Mr, West- 
lake has published A Treatise on 
Private InternaUoual Law; or, 
the Conflict of Laws,” 1868, 2nd 
ed,, entirely ro-writton, 1880 ; also 
many contributions to perio^cals 
and transactions. He was one of 
the founders and editors of the 
Revue do Droit International et de 
Ldgislaiion Oonvparde, x^^hlished at 
Brussels ; a member of the Insti- 
tute of International Law, and one 
of its Yiee-presidenta at the Munich 
meeting, 1883 ; Borei^n Secretary 
of the National Association for the 
Promotion of Social Science, and 
President of its Juri&isrudence 
Department at the Birmingham 
meeting, 1884. Mr. Westlake mar- 
ried, in 1864, Alice, daughter of 
Thomas Hare, Esq., author of a 
" Treatise on Representation,” 
Mrs. Westlake has boon a member 
of the London School Board since 
1876. 

WESTWOOD, John Obadiah, ento- 
mologist, son of tho late Mr. West- 
wood, of SholBeld, bom in that 
town in 1S05, and educated at Lich- 
field, was appointed, in 1861, to the 
Pi'of casorslup of Zoology founded at 
Oxford by the munificence of the 
late Rev. W. Hopo, The Royal 
Society has awarded to him one of 
the great gold Royal Medals for his 


Boiontific works, and in 1860 he was 
elected to fill the place of the illus- 
trious Humboldt, as a Oon'espond- 
ing Member of the Entomological 
Society at Paris. He has written 
"Introduction to tho Modem Clas- 
sification of Insects,” " Entomolo- 
gist's Text Book," xjublished in 
1838 s " British Butterflies and 
their Transformations,” in 1841 j 
"Arcana Entomologica,” "British 
Moths and their Transformations,” 
and " Palssographia Sacra Fic- 
toria,” in 1816; "Cabinet of Orien- 
tal Entomology,” in 1848 ; " lUu- 
minated Illustrations of the Bible,” 
in 1849, and other entomological 
works. Mr. Westwood has con- 
tributed to arohaaological science, 
and is one of the greatest living 
authorities on medisoval ivories. 

WHITE, The Rev. Edward, was 
I born in London May 11th, 1819,

WHITE, Sir William Arthur, 
H.C.M.G.. son of the late Arthur 
White, Esq., of the consular and 
colonial service, was bom in 1824, 
and educated at ICing WiUiam^s 
College, Isle of Man, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He entered 
the diplomatic service in 1857 ns 
Clorh to the Conafulate-Ceneral at 
Warsawj was promoted to be Consul 
at Bantzig in November, 1861, and 
represented Prench interests at 
Bantzig during the war between 
Prance and Germany in 1870 and 
1871. In 1875 he went to Servia 
as Agent and Consul-General, and 
was summoned to Constantiaople 
during the Conference held there 
in Becember, 1876, and January, 
1877. Transferred to Bucharest 
in 1878, ho was promoted to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Boumanin. He 
served in the same capacity at 
Constantinople during the absence 
of the Ambassador in April, 1883, 
and conducted in a most able man- 
ner the Conferences called for 
settlement of the Serbo-Bulgarian 
difficulty. Soon afterwards ho re- 
turned to Bucharest, and Sir E. 
Thornton (who had been appointed 
to succeed Lord Buffierin at Con- 
stantinople) came to his post ; but 
in Oct. 1886, on the reopening of 
the Bulgarian question, leave of 
absence was granted to tlie latter, 
and Sir W. White returned as 
Ambassador ad interim. He was 
created H.C.M.G. March 16, 1883. 

WHITE, William Henry, was 
bom at Bevonport, Pebruary 2, 
1845, and educated at the Hoyal 
School of Naval Architecture, 
South Kensington, when that insti- 
tution was under the direction of 
the Lords of the Council, the Ad- 
miralty supporting it. He gradu- 
ated at the head of the list of stu- 
dents in 1867, and received the 


highest diploma as naval archi- 
tect (Fellow of Eoyal School of 
Naval Architecture) j was at once 
appointed to the Constructive Be- 
pnrtment at the Admiralty, where 
he remained until 1833, idsing 
through the various grades to the 
rank of Chief Constructor. He 
was appointed Professor of Naval 
Architecture at the Eoyal School 
in 1870, and held that position 
there and at the Eoyal Naval Col- 
lege, concurrenbly with his Admi- 
ralty appointment, until 1881. He 
resigned his position in the Admi- 
ralty in March, 1883, receiving a 
special letter of thanks from the 
Lords Commissioners for past sor- 
vicGs. Prom 1883 to October, 1885, 
he was engaged in the organisa- 
tion and direction of the shipbuild- 
ing departmouL of the Elswick 
works of Sir William Armstrong 
& Co. During that period ho do- 
signod and built a number of war- 
ships for foreign navies, with 
speeds exceeding any previously 
attained. He wa.s inviled by the 
Admiralty, in 1883, to assmiio the 
office of Biroctor of Naval Con- 
struction, which he now holds in 
conjunction with that of Assistant 
Controller of the Navy, He is 
Vice-president of the Institution 
of Naval Ai'chitects, member of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
and of the Eoyal United Service 
Institution, honorary member of 
the North-East Coast Institution 
of Engineers and Shix^builders. 
Mr. White is the author of a 
"Manual of Naval Architecture,'^ 
which has bocomo a standm'd work, 
and has been translated into Ger- 
man and Italian, and officially ap- 
proved as a text-book fur tho Eng- 
lish, Gorman, Italian, and other 
navies ; also, of a " Treatise on 
Shipbuilding," Eind of numerous 
memoirs and papers on the science 
and practice of shipbuilding, either 
published separately, or appeai-ing 
m the Proceedings of tho societies 
of which ho is a member, 
WHITMAN, Walter (commonly 
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called "Walt'^), poet, was bom 
at West Hills, Long Island, Now 
York, May 31, 1819, His education 
was obtained at tbe Public Schools 
of Brooklyn and New York City, 
and on Iccaving ho first learned 
the planting ti'ade and subsequently 
carpentry. After teaching school, 
he edited for a brief time news- 
papers in New Orleans, and in 
Huntington, Long Island, making, 
in the meantime, extended podea- 
trian tours through the United 
States and Canada. During the 
Civil War he volunteered as a 
nurse, and was in the hospitals in 
Virginia and Washington. Prom 
1805 to 1874 he held clerkships in 
the United States Government 
offices at Washington. Since that 
date he has resided at Camden, 
New Jersey.

He 
was trained as a draughtsman on 
wood, but preferring active to 
sedentary employment, undertook 
a series of journeys which even- 
tually changed the course of his 
life. In 1861 he ascended Mont 
Pelvoux (then reputed to be the 
highest mountain in Prance), and 
discovered from its summit another 
mountain 600 feet higher — ^the 
Pointe des iSorins — ^which is the 
loftiest of the Prenoh Alps, and 
was subsequently ascended by Mr. 
Whymper in 1861. Between the 
years 1861-6, in a series of 63q>edi- 
tions remarkable for boldness and 


success, he ascended one peak after 
another of mountains till then re- 
puted to he inaccessible. These 
expeditions culminated in the as- 
cent of the Matterhorn (14,780 
feet), July 14, 1865, on which 
occasion his companions, tlie Kev. 
Charles Hudson, Mr, Hadow, and 
Lord Prancis Douglas, and ono of 
the guides, lost their lives. In 
1867 ho travelled in N. W. Green- 
land with the intention of explor- 
ing its foBsiliferous deposits, and, 
if possible, of penetrating into its 
interior. This joiumey was charac- 
terised hy Sir Eoderick Murchison 
as truly the ne plus ultra of 
British geographical adventure on 
tho part of an individual ! ” No 
account of it has been puhlished, 
although upon it Mr. Whymper 
obtained cones of magnolia, and 
the fruits of other trees, which de- 
monstrated the former existence of 
luxuriant vegetation in these liigh 
northern latitudes.

WILLIAM, Emperor of Germany 
and King of Prussia, son of Frede- 
rick William III. and of Princess 
Louise of MeoMenbiirg-Strelitz, 
and brother to the late king of 
Prussia, born March 22, 1797, was 
educated as a soldier, and took part 
in the campaigns of 1813 and 1815 
against France. In 1810 he was 
appointed Governor of Pomerania, 
which post he held till the revolu- 
tion of 1848 broke out, when ho 
took refuge in England, He was 
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elected a member of tho Consti- 
tuent Assembly in May, 1848, re- 
turned to Berlin, and took his seat 
in the Assembly, Juno 8, 1848, and 
was mode Commander-in-Chief of 
tlie Prussian army acting against 
the revolutionary forces of Baden, 
in Juno, 1849. When tho mind of 
his brother gave way, in 1868, the 
Prince was created Eegent, and he 
immediately dismissed the Hreuz 
or aristocratic party, and adopted 
a liberal policy. His brother, 
Frederick WilliamIV., dying with- 
out issue, J an. 2, 1861, he succeeded, 
under the title of WilEam I., to 
the crown, which he placedupon his 
own head at Kunigsberg, Oct. 18, 
on wliich occasion he emphatically 
asserted the doctrine of the right 
divine of kings.*" The course of 
policy he pursued after ho beenmo 
king disapi^ointed the hopes that 
were formed regarding him. Ho 
sooner was ho seated on the throne 
than he began a contest witli tho 
Chamber of Deputies, which gradu- 
ally became more critical, until, 
after Count- Bisumrck-Schoonliau- 
sen had been appointed Prime 
Minister, in 1802, the feud threat- 
ened to end in civil war. For- 
tunately for him the aggrossivc war 
ou Denmark waged by Austria and 
Prussia diverted the attention of 
his people from home affairs for a 
time $ and, since the close of that 
war of aggression the King has 
proved by his firm attitude his fit- 
ness as a sovereign. Much against 
his inclination, lie embarked on a 
still more ambitious scheme, and 
prepared to obtain supremacy in 
Germany by force of arms. For 
many years mOitory preparations 
had been made, and early in 1800 
the scheme was ripo for exeontion. 
A treaty of alliance was concluded 
with Italy, an ultimatum was for- 
warded to the smaller Slates in the 
north of Germany, and an immense 
army was set in motion. War was 
declared against Austria, June 17, 
and, after a short campaign, in 
which William I. and the royal 
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princes took part, Austria was 
compelled to make a humiliating; 
peace. The powerful effects of the 
needle gun created quite a panic in 
the Austrian army, and her generals 
found it would be useless to prolong 
the struggle. In 1867, the JECing of 
Prussia became the head of the 
powerful Nortli G-crman Confedera- 
tion, comprising 22 states, repre- 
senting a population of 29,000,000. 
The part played by KingWilliam in 
the Pi'anco-Prussian war of 1870-71 
has been abeady described in the 
memoir of Prince Bismarck, and 
therefore it will only be necessary 
to state in this place that the result 
was the complete realisa^on of the 
Prime Minister’s idea of united 
Germany, and that on Jan, 18, 1871, 
XCing William of Prussia was pro- 
claimed Gorman Emperor, within 
the Hall of Mirrors, in the palace 
of the French Kings at Versailles, 
in presence of the German princes, 
under the standards of the army 
before Paris, and surrounded by 
representatives of the different re- 
giments. On the 2nd of Sep. 1873, 
the magnificent Column of Victory 
in celebration of Germany's suc- 
cess, was unveiled by the Emperor 
in Berlin. The meeting of the 
Emperors of Germany, Bussia, and 
Austria, took place at Berlin in the 
autumn of 1872. In Oct. that year 
the Emperor William gave a deci- 
sion adverse to England on the 
San Juan Boundary question which 
had been submitted to his arbitra- 
tion by the British and American 
governments. In April, 1873, he 
visited the Czar at St, Petersburg, 
and in October of the same year he 
proceeded to Vienna on a visit to 
the Emperor of Austria. The well- 
known correspondence between the 
Emperor WUliam and the Pope 
relative to the Eoman Catholic 
Church in Prussia was published 
at Berlin, Oot. 14, 1873. In May, 
1875, the Ozor paid a visit to the 
Emperor of Germany at Berlin. 
An attempt was made to assassinate 
the Emperor William, while he was 


driving, on the afternoon of May 
11, 1878, in Berlin. The crime was 
; committed by a young Socialist 
tinker named Emil Hoedol, wbo 
came from Leipzig. He fired two 
shots from a revolver, but neither 
of them hit the Emperor, who stood 
up in his carriage and asked whe- 
ther they were aimed at him. The 
man was pursued ; ho fired two or 
three more shots at the crowd, but 
was captured aud handed over to 
the police, to whom he said he had 
no intention of murder, but, being 
unemployed and dissatisfied with 
the social conditions of life, he had 
resolved to commit suicide. Sub- 
sequently the prisoner was tried 
for the offence, found guilty, and 
executed. A second attempt upon 
the life of the Emperor was made 
on Jime 2, 1878. His Majesty was 
driving in Cntor don Linden to the 
Zoological Gardens, when two shots 
were fired at him from the window 
of a house, and he was wounded in 
several places. The Emperor re- 
turned immediately to the Palace, 
aud the physicians who removed the 
shot reported that his Majesty was 
out of danger. The would-be as- 
sassin was a Br. Hobiling, who, after 
attempting to commit suioide, was 
secured by tbe crowd (who entered 
the house) and removed to the hos- 
pital, wherehe afterwards diedfrom 
the effects of the wound he had 
infiicted upon himself. The three 
Em^iorors met again at Skiernevicz 
Sept. 1884, and at Kremsior 1886. 
William I. married, June 11, 1829, 
the Princess Augusta, daughter of 
Gharles-Eredcriok, Grand-Duke of 
Weimar. They have two children 
— Prince Erederick-William, who 
has been already noticed in this 
work iq. v,) ; and the Princess 
Louise-Mai*y, born Dec. 3, 1838, 
marriedSept.20, 185G,toFroderick- 
WiUiam, &.*and-Duke of Baden, 
WILLIAM III. (Alexander Paul 
PrederiokLoulfl), King of thoNethor- 
londs. Prince of Orongc-Kassan, 
Grand Duke of Luxemburg, and 
Duke of Limbxmg, bom Feb. 10, 
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1817, tUo eldest son of the late 
King William II., by the Princess 
Anne Pauline, sister of the late 
Nicholas I., Czar of Enssia, suc- 
ceeded March 17, 3 84,9, and devoted 
himself to the development of the 
liberal institutions then recently 
granted to his country. H.B.H. 
rendered effectual aid in lightening 
the burdens of his people by re- 
ducing his civil list one half, and 
abrogated the concordat concluded 
with the Holy See in 1827. His 
colonial administration has been 
successful. During the Russian 
war of 1851-6, William III. ob- 
served the strictest neutrality. 
He married, in 1830, the Princess 
Sophia Frederica Matilda, daughter 
of William I., king of Wurtembei'g 
(she died June 3, 1877), by whom 
he had issue Prince William Nicho- 
las Alexander Frederick Charles 
Henry, Prince of Orange, bom 
Sopt. ij 1833, heir-appaTent to the 
throne (who died at Paris, June 11, 
1870), and Prince William Alex- 
ander Charles Hem^y Frederick, 
bom Aug. 23, 1851. King William 
married, secondly, at Arolsen (Wal- 
deck), on Jan. 7, 1870, the Princess 
Emma Adelaide Wilholuiina The- 
resa (born Aug. 2, 1858), daughter 
of Prince George Victor, of Wal- 
deck and Pyrmont, and sister of 
the Duchess of Albany. 

WILLIAM (Augustus Louis Wil- 
liam Maximilian Frederic) « Duke of 
Brunswick *■ Wolfenbiittel, born 
April 23, 1806, is the younger son 
of the late Duke Frederic William, 
who died in 1823, and brother of 
the ox-Duke Charles Frederic Au- 
gustus WilHam. Ho assumed the 
I'eins of government April 23, 1831, 
at the refjuest of the Germanic 
Diet, upon the compulsoiy flight 
of his elder brother, the late duke 
of Brunswick, whose name after- 
wards became well known in Lon- 
don, Paris, and Geneva. The pre- 
sent duke is a fl.eld-mar8hal in the 
kingdom of Hanover, and a general 
of oavalry in the Prussian service. 

WILLIAMS, Charles, was bom 


at Coleraine, Ireland, May 4*, 1838, 
of a family originally of Worcester- 
shire and Penrhyn. He was edu- 
cated at Belfast Academy under 
Dr. Bryco,and at Greenwich under 
Dr. Goodwin, and was appointed 
leader writer and reviewer in the 
JSvening Herald in 1839. Ho became 
special correspondent of the Stands 
ard in Oct. 1859, and was senior 
special correspondent of that jour- 
nal till Jan. 1st, 1870, when he ac- 
cepted the editorship of the Fven- 
ing Standard, but he resigned in 
1872 to resume his old post. He 
retired from the Standard in 1874, 
in consequence of a ^ change of 
management, Mr. Williams saw 
some service while young in South 
end Central America, and he ac- 
companied ilia head quarters of the 
army of the Loire at the beginning 
of the second phase of the Franco- 
German wor, and was one of the 
first two correapondentB in Stras- 
burg after the fall of that city in 
1870. In 1877 ho went to Armenia 
as coiu'cspondent on the staff of 
Ghazi Moukhtar Pacha, and pub- 
lished an account of his experience 
in a work entitled " The Armenian 
Campaign ; a Diary of the Cam- 
paign of 1877 in Armenia’aud Kurd- 
istan,'^ Lond., 1878. He served 
afterwards in the ranks of special 
correspondents at the defence, by 
Moukhtar Pacha, of the lines of 
Constantinople, and was with the 
head quarters of General Skobeleff 
at the moment when the Treaty of 
San Stefono was signed. He sub- 
sequently went through the task 
of recording the phases of the 
Berlin Congress, and in Nov. 1878, 
proceeded to Afghanistan, where 
ho visited Candahar, and wrote 
some "Notes on Frontier Transport 
in India." He accompanied the 
Soudan expedition, and attracted 
some attention by an attack on 
Sir Charles Wilson for his conduct 
of the force told off to advance 
upon Khartoum. Among his other 
works are a short treatise on 
"England's Defences/* and some 
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reprints on ecclesiastical quostions^ 
Lesicles articles and storio's in 
Temjplc JSar, and other periodicals. 
He Tvaa for a time the managing 
editor of the ISveaing News, 

WILLIAMS, Samuel Wells, 
LL.D., born at Htica^ Now York, 
Sept. 22, 1812, was educated al 
the lieuBselner Institute, Troy, 
learned printing, and in 1833 pro- 
ceeded to China as a printer for the 
Missionary Board at Canton, and 
aided in editing The Chinese Reifosi- 
tory. In 1811 lie published “Easy 
Lessons in Chinese j” in 18-13, an 
" English and Chino&e Vocabu- 
lary in 1844, a “Chinese Oom- 
incrcial (iiiido.^' He returned to 
the United States in 1815, and 
published “ The Middle Kingclom,^^ 
1818. Betuming to China, he 
beeamo editor of The Oh inese lieposU 
ioyys in 1833-1 he was interpreter 
to Commodore Perry's Japan 
Expedition ; and in 1853 was secre- 
tary and intorpi'oter to tho TT.S, 
legation. In 1866 he published 
" Ying Wa piu Wan, Ti iit Ihi ; a 
Tonic Dictionary of the Chinu&o 
Language in tho Canton Dialect \ 
and in 1874 a " Syllabic Dictionary 
of the Chinese Language.” His 
later books are a pamphlet on 
“ Chinese Immigration,” 1879, and 
“ False Gods, or the Idol Worship 
of the World,” 1881, prepared 
jointly by F. S. Dobbins and Dr. 
Williams. In 1838 he assisted I^Ir. 
W. B. Reed, the American Envoy, 
in the negotiations atTxeuisiu, and 
in 1859 went with Mr. Ward to 
Peking to exchange the ratidca- 
iions. In 1860 he returned to tho 
Dnited States, and spent nearly 
two years there ; then went to 
China as Secretary of Legation, 
and rendered great service in the 
negotiations between the Western 
Powers and China. Since 1876 he 
has been connected with Yale Col- 
lege, and since 1881 has been Pre- 
sident of the New York Bible 
Society. 

WILLIAMS, Tile Bight Bevi James 
William^ D,D., Bishop of Quebec, 


son of tho late Mr. WilUams, of 
Overton, bom in Hampshire, in 
1825, was educated at Crowkeme 
school and at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A., 
taking classical honours in 1651, 
and proceeded M.A. and D.D. 
Having been ordained, he held 
curnoies in Bucks and Somerset, 
and went to Canada in 1857, to 
organize a school in connection 
with Bishop's College, Lonnoxville, 
in which ho hold tho post of Chis- 
sioal Professor. In 18G3 he was 
consecrated fourth bishop of Que- 
bec. 

WILLIAMSON, Alexander Wil- 
liam, Ph.D,, F.R.S., LL.D., Dublin 
and Edinburgh, bom May 1, 1824, 
was educated chiefly in hia father's 
house, by masters in London, 
Pains, and Dijonj and for a very 
short lime at Kensington Gram- 
mar School, and at foreign schools. 
From tho age o/ seventeen lie 
studied in the Universities of 
Heidelberg and Giessen, under 
(tmelin and Liebig. At Giessen 
ho published his first chemical 
researches. He afterwards spent 
three years in Paris studying the 
higher mathematics. While in Paris 
he was in frequent interoourse with 
several of the loading French clio- 
mista. In 1819 ho was appointed 
Professor of Practical Chemistry in 
University College, London; and 
in 1835, on the retirement of Pro- 
fessor Graham from the chair of 
Chemistry in the same college, hi 
consequence of his appointment as 
Master of the Mint, Dr. Williamson 
was chosen to succeed him in that 
ofSce, while still retaining tho chair 
of Practical Chomiatry. Ho still 
retains both chairs. Soon after 
his first appointment at University 
College, Professor Williamson pub- 
lished his researches on “Etherifi- 
cation and tho Constitution of 
Salts.” Tho result of these re- 
searches had a considerable influ- 
ence on tho theories of chemical 
action, and they have bean ainco 
adopted by the chief English 
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and foreign chemists, f'or these 
important and successful labours 
the Eoyal Medal of the Eoyal 
Society was awarded to the emi- 
nent investigator in 1802. He 
has t-wico been President of the 
Chemical Society. In 1873 ho was 
elected President of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, tlio annual meeting being 
held at Bradford. The same year 
hewas elected Foreign Secretary of 
the Eoyal Society, a Corresponding 
Member of the Fi*onoh Academy, 
and a Fellow of the Berlin Chemi- 
cal Society. In 1874he was elected 
Treasurer of the British Associa- 
tion, on the retirement of Mr, Spot- 
tiswoode. In Nov., 1875, the Eoyal 
Academy of Science at Berlin 
elected him a corresponding mem- 
ber of the Section of Physics and 
Mathematics. lie was appointed 
member of the Senate of the Uni- 
versity of London, on a vaeanoy 
being caused by the death of Dr. 
Neil Arnott. In April, lS7Ci ho 
was appointed Chief (Jas Examiner 
to the City of London, in the place 
of the late Dr. Letheby. The 
University of Dublin conferred on 
him the honorary degree of LL.D. 
ill 1878. Tlie University of Edin- 
burgh conferred on him the degree 
of LL.D. since. Professor William- 
son toot an active part in pro- 
moting the establishment of de- 
grees of science at the University 
of London } and for some years held, 
conjointly with the late Professor 
Wm. Allen Miller, the office of 
Examiner in Chemistry, He ha.s 
written *^Chemibti*y for Students^' 
(Clarendon Press series) j various 
papers on Etherification i" "The 
Development of Difference the Basis 
of Unity, being the inaugural lec- 
ture to the Faculty of Arts at Uni- 
versity College on his appointment 
there in 1819; '‘On the Atomic 
Theory ; "The Composition of tlie 
Oases evolved by the Bath Spring 
called King^s Bath'* (see British 
Association Proceedings, 1865); a 
Xiaper " On a New Method of Q-as 


Analysis,** jointly with W, J. Eus- 
seU, Ph.D. I "On the Unit Volume 
of Gases } ** " On the Classification 
of the elements in relation to their 
Atomicities,’* ii Friday evening lec- 
timo given at the Eoy^ Institution, 
April 29, 1804. "Experimental 
Science the Basis of General Edu- 
cation,** a lecture given at Univer- 
sity College; "A Plea for Pure 
Science,** being the inaugural lec- 
ture at the opening of the Faculty 
of Science ; " Address to the British 
Association,** at Bradford, 1873. 
He married in 1855 the thii*d 
daughter of Professor T, Hewitt 
Key, F.R.S., of University College. 
He is also a corresponding member 
of tlie Kcale Academia doi Lincei 
in Eoma, and of the Eoyal Society 
of Science at Gottingen. Dr. 
Williamson has lately taken an 
active pai't in promoting tho forma- 
tion of a Teaching University in 
London. 

WILLS, William Gorman, born 
hi 1828, in co. Kilkennj'', Ireland, 
kept all his tonns at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, but did not graduate. 
He studir^d at an early age at the 
Eoyal Irish Academy as an art stu- 
dent, and had some success, chiefly 
as a portrait painter, in Dublin and 
London. Mr. “Wills is chiefly 
known as a dramatist, his prin- 
cipal plays being " The Man 
o* Airlio,** produced at the Prin- 
cess's Theatre in 1866; "Hinko,** 
produced at the Queen's Tlioatre, 
Sept. 0, 1871 ; " Charles the Firrt,** 
an historical drama ,whieh was pro- 
duced atthe Lyceum, Sept. 28, 1872, 
ran for 200 nights independently 
of revivals, and established the 
reputation of Mr. Henry Irving 
as a tragedian; "Eugene Aram,** 
brought out with great sucoess at 
the same theatre, April 10, 1873 ; 
and " Mary Queen o* Soots s or, the 
Catholic Queen and the Protestant 
Eeformer,**an historical ^ay in five 
acts, brought out at the Rincess's, 
Feb. 23, 1874. In^ the printed 
copies the last-mentioned play is 
entitled " Marie Stuart/^ His ais» 
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torioai drama of “ Bucldnghain ” 
wa brought out at the Olympic 
Nov. 29, 1875. About this period 
Mr. Wills resumed the practice of 
his other art, portrait-paiuting, 
having had a large number of 
sitters, and among them the Prin- 
cess Louise and the infant Princess 
Victoria. Among Mr. 'Willa*8more 
recent contributions to dramatic 
literature is " Jane Shore," an his- 
torical drama, produced in Oct. 
1876, at the Princess’s Theatre, 
where it ran for five consecutive 
months. It was then played in the 
provinces till Dec., 1877, when it 
was again reproduced at the Pi’in- 
coss’s ^vith even greater success 
than on its first ijroduction. " Eng- 
land in the Days of Charles II.” 
was produced at Drury Lane in 
Sept., 1877 ; " Ninon," at the 
Adelphi, which ran for more than 
three months. It was followed by 
Olivia," a piny in four acts, 
founded on a leading incident in 
tho "Vicar of Walcefield,” and 
brought out at the Court Theatre 
March 30, 1878, which had a bril- 
liant success, and was revived by 
Mr. Irving, at the Lyceum, with 
still greater dclai. " Nell Uwynne,” 
a play in four nets, performed at 
the Itoyalty Theatre, 1878; and 
Vanderdecken " (Lyceum, June 8, 
1873), a poetical drama written hy 
Mr. Wills, in conjunction with 
Mr. Percy Fitzgerald, and based on 
the legend of the FlyiugDutohman. 
His play “William and Susan,’* 
founded on Douglas Jorrold’a nau- 
tical drama “Black-eyed Susan,” 
was played at the St. James’s 
Theatre, Oct. 9, 1880; "Juana.” at 
tho Court Theatre, in which 
Modj osca took the leading r6le ; and 
“ Sedgemoor,” a play in four acts, 
by Mr. W, Q-, Wills and Mr. Free- 
man C. Wills, was produced at 
Sadler’s Wells, in Aiig., 1881 ; 

Glaudian," atthe Princess’s, writ- 
ten upon a plot supplied to him and 
played very successfully by Mr .Wil- 
son BorreU ; and, on Dec. 19, 1885, 
at the Lycetun, a free adaptation 


and re-arrangement of the first 
part of “ Faust," containing several 
original scenes — ^Mr. Irving playing 
“Mephistopheles" and Miss Terry 
“Marguerite.” Mr. Wills has 
also m'itten sevoi’al novels, the 
host known being “ Tho Wife’s Evi- 
dence ” and " Notice to Quit,” both 
of which have been republished in 
America. 

WILSON, Sir Charles Elvers, 
K.C.M.Q-., G.B., was born in Lon- 
don, Feb. 19, 1831, and educated at 
Eton and Balliol College, Oxford 
ITo was appointed Clerk in tho 
Treasury in Feb. 1S5G ; was Private 
Secretary consecutively to Mr, 
James Wilson and Mr, George 
Alexander Hamilton, Secretaries 
of the Treasury; Acting Private 
Secretary to Mr. Disraeli, when 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer, from 
Aug. 1867 to Feb. 1868; Private 
Secretary to Mr. Lowe, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, from Doc. 1868f 
to April, 1873 ; and was appointed 
Comptroller-General of the Na- 
tional Debt Oflce in April, 1873. 
Mr. Wilson roi>resentod (with tho 
late Professor Graham) Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government at the Inter- 
national Ooinage Commission in 
1867, and acted as Secretary to 
the Boyfil Commission appointed 
to Qxamine the question of an 
International Coinage in 1868. 
On the return of Mr, Cave to 
England from his Financial Mis- 
sion to Egypt, Mr. Eivers Wilson, 
at tho request of the Khedive, 
wont to Egypt in March, 1876, 
with the view of his acceptance of 
a financial post in that country ; 
but after the issue of the decree of 
May 7, 1876, by which an arbitrary 
readjustment of the Public Debt of 
Egyptwas proposed, he rotumod to 
England, and resumed liis post at 
tho National Debt Office. On July 
29, 1876, ho TOS appointed one of 
the British Government Adminis- 
trators of the Suez Canal Company ; 
on Jon. 22, 1877, he was appointed 
a Hoyal Oommissioner for the Paris 
Exhibition of 1878 ; on March 30^ 
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1878, he was appointed Vice-Presi- 
dent, and in the absence of de 
Lesseps acted as President, of an 
International Commission of In- 
quiryi instituted by the Khedive, 
at the instigation of tlio foreign 
governments, to examine the re- 
sources of Egypt, and propose mea- 
sures for remedying the dnancial 
disorder in that country. The Ee- 
port of the Commission, Aug. 10, 
1878, traced the whole of the mis- 
chief to the system of personal 
administration bythe Viceroy, and 
proposed that His Highness should 
surrender his estates and those of 
his family to make good the deficit 
in the revenue, and pay the large 
fioating debt of the country. The 
immediate consequence of the pre- 
sentation of their "Report was an 
acceptation by the Khedive of all 
Its conclusions, and a formal tin- 
nouncement to Mr. Eivers "Wilson of 
the determination of His Highness 
to abandon his actual system of 
government for one move in con- 
formity with Em*opean experience, 
and to govern in future "by means 
of a responsible ministry. The 
formation of the new cabinet was 
entrusted to Nubar Pasha, who 
offered to Mr, Elvers Wilson tlio 
post of Finance Minister. With the 
consent of Her Majesty’s Govoim- 
ment, Mr. Elvers Wilson accepted 
this position (Sept. 1878) until Jan. 
1, 1881, when he would have been 
at liberty to retium to his office of 
Comptroller-GI-eneral of the Na- 
tional Debt Office. In April, 1879, 
however, the Khedive struck the 
blow he had long been meditating. 
He dismissed Mr. Elvers Wilson 
and M. de Bligni^res; and soon 
afterwards Mr. fiivers Wilson was 
recallod by the English Govern- 
ment in order to resume his duties 
at the National Debt Office. He 
was created a K.C.M.Q-. in Jan. 
1880. On April 5 in that year the 
new Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, signed 
a decree appointing Sir Elvers 
Wilson President of the Inter- 
uationnl Commission of Liquida- 


tion. In Oct. 1880 he received the 
royal licence and authority to 
accept and wear the insignia of 
the First Class of the Turkish 
Order of the Medjidieh. In July, 
1883, Sir Eivers Wilson went to 
Paris to confer with M. de Lesseps 
respecting the Suez Canal Conven- 
tion. 

WILSON, Sir Charles William^ 
K.C.D., K.O.M.Gr., a colonel in the 
Eoyal Engineers, and a Brigadier- 
General in the Bombay army, was 
bom in March, 1836, and entered 
the Eoyal Engineers in 1865. After 
passing through the usual grades, 
he became colonel in 1883. Before 
that date, however, he had gained 
distinction of a si^ecial kind, first 
by his work in connection with 
the Palestine exploration fund, 
then as Director of the Survey of 
Ireland, and then as one of the 
Consuls-General appointed in piu*- 
Buance of the Anglo-Turkish Con- 
vention in Asia Minor, a post 
which he held from 1879 to 1882. 
He served in the Egyptian Ex- 
pedition of 1882, and obtained a 
modal and a bronze star. When 
the Soudan Expedition was sent 
oiit. Sir Charles Wilson was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Intelligence 
Dex>artnaeut. He was present at 
the actions of Abu Klea and 
Gubat, and when Sir Herbert 
Stewart received his fatal wound, 
the command of the Desert Column 
devolved upon Sir Charles Wilson. 
He led the advance to the Nile, 
fonght the action at Metammoh, 
and commanded the force in its 
attempt to reach Khartoum and 
to rescue General Gordon ; the 
story of which he has told in 
his book ^'Fj'oui Korti to Khai*- 
toum.’’ In 1885 he was made a 
K.C.B., and is now Director- 
General of the Ordnance Survey of 
England. 

WILSON, Daniel, LL.D., 
F.E.S.E., President of tlniversity 
OoEege, Toronto, Canada) was born 
at Edinburgh, in 1816, and is an 
elder brother of Professor George 
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Wilson, the eminent chemist. Ho 
was educated at the University of 
Edinburgh. In 1847 he published 
•'HemoriaZs of Edinburgh in the 
Olden Time,” 2 vols., -Ito., illus- 
trated from his otiAU drawings. In 
1848 ho published " Oliver Crom- 
well and the Proteotoi'ate.” In 
1851 appeared his great Avoi'h, 
The Arohmology and Prehistoric 
Annals of Scotland,” with about 
200 illustrations drawn by himself. 
This work, thoroughly revised and 
greatly enlarged by him, was pub- 
lished in 2 Tols.j 8vo, in 18U3.

His latest woi'ks are 
" Chatterton : a Biographical 
Study,” 3809; "Caliban; or, the 
Missing Link,” 1878 j " Spi-iug 
IVild Elowoiw,” 137B s ft i-opriat, 
with additions, of an earlier volume 
of poems bearing the same title ; 
“ Eeminisconces of Old Edin- 
burgh,' * 1873; and "Anthropology,” 
1885. He had been Secretary to 
the Society of Antiquaries in Scot- 
land, and a Pellow of that Society, 
Avhen in 1853 he was appointed 
Professor of History and English 
Literature in the University of 
Toronto ; and in 1881 succeeded 
Dr. MoCaiil in the Presidency of 
the College. The growth and 2 Jros- 
i>erity of the Univer’sity is largely 
due to his efforts. He was for four 
years editor of the Journal of the 
Canadian Institute, and in 1859 
and 1860 was Preaidont of the 
Institute. In 1882, he was named 
by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lome a Yice-Preaident of the 
Literature Section of the Eoyal 
Society of Canada. 

yr I Ii S 0 N, The Sfiv. Heni'y 
Bristow, B.D., son of the late JJev. 
H. B. Wilson, D.D., many years 
Rector of St. Mary iddermary, in 
the City of London, born in 1803, 
was educated at Merchant Taylors’ 
School, and at St. John’s Oollege, 


Oxford, of which ho became a 
Eellow and Tutor. Ho graduated 
B.A. in high classical honoura in 
1825, and was one of the four resi- 
dent Tutors, who, in 1841, issued a 
joint protest and remonstrance to 
the editor of " Tracts for the 
Times,” on account of their ten- 
dency to admit Roman doctrine in 
the inlorpretatiou of the Thirty- 
nine Articles. The Rev. H. B. 
Wilson was appointed successively 
by the University a Select Preacher, 
Public Examiner, Professor of 
Anglo-Saxon, and Bampton Lec- 
turer in 1851. Ho was preferred 
by his college, in 1830, to the Vicar- 
age of (ireat Staughton, Hants, 
where lie has since resided. Ho 
has written several sermons and 
pamphlets on Church and Uni- 
versity questions, an essay on 
" Schemes of Christian Compre- 
hension,” in the " Oxford Essays,” 
published in 1857, and the "Na- 
tional Church,” in "Essays ami 
Reviews.” In 1802 ho Avas sen- 
tenced by the Judge of the Court 
of Arches to he suspeudod for one 
year from his benonce, on account 
of certain alleged errors contained 
in his contribution to the last- 
named puhlioabion. This sentence 
was reversed on appeal to the Privy 
Gouuoil. Mr. Wilson published 
the ai'gument delivered by him as 
" A Speech before the Judicial 
Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council in Wilson v, Eendall,” 
1863. 

WILSON, The Rev. J. M., Head 
Master of Clifton College, was born 
in 1836. His father, the Rev. E. 
Wilson, who was a double lirab- 
olasB at Cambridge in 1825, and a 
Eellow of Si. Jolm’s, Avas for many 
years Vicar of Nooton, Lincoln, 
and honorary Canon of Lincoln. 
Mr. Wilson was educated at King 
William’s College, Isle of Man, 
and at Sedhergh G-raiumar School, 
and wont up to Sb. John’s College, 
Cambridge, in 1856. He was 
brarcketedfoi* the 2nd Bell Scholor- 
diip in 1836, with Henry Sidgwiok,

wlio was afterwords Senior Classic. 
Ho took kis degreo iii 18o9j as 
Senior Wrangler. He was ap- 
pointed "by Dr. Temi>le to the i^oat 
of Natural Science Master at 
Rugby, and in that capacity, and 
subsequently as Senior Mathe- 
matical Master, he worked at Rugby 
for twenty years. During those 
years he was an occasional con- 
tributor to the Geological and 
Astronomical Societies" journals, 
and founded the Temple Obseiwa- 
tory at Rugby. His chief astro- 
nomical work is one in which he 
^vas associated with two other 
amateurs, the Handbook of Dou- 
ble Stars.” In 1879 he was offered 
tho Hoadmastership of Clifton 
College, vacant by the resig- 
nation of Dr. Porcival.

WINDHORST, Ludwig, the Par- 
liamentary leader of ibe Catholic 
party in Prussia, was bom Jan. 17, 
1812, He attended the ^'Coro- 
linum” in Osnabriick, aud con- 
tinued his studies at Gottingen 
aud Heidelberg. He became an 
advocate, and then syndic and pre- 
siding member of the Consistory 
at Osnabrtick j afterwards, " Obor- 
Appellationsrath ” in Kalbe j from 
18U3 to 1863 he was Minister of 
Justice at Hanover j and finally, he 
was nominated Chief Syndic of the 
Crown in Halbe. Prom 1849 to 
18Q6, he was a member of the As- 
sembly of the Estates of the Realm, 


I and in 1851 President of tho Second 
Chamber of the samo. He became 
a member of tbe Constituent and 
the regular Reichstag j and sinco 
1807 ho has been a member of the 
Prussian House of Deputies, always 
boldly upholding tho Catholic causo 
in Germany, in spite of the stern 
ojjposition of Prince Bismarck, 
WIKMARIEiaH (Lord), The 
Right Hon. John Wilson-Batten, is 
the eldest son of the late Thomas 
Wilson-Patten,E8q.,of Bank HaU, 

I M.P., who assumed the additional 
surname of Wilson on succeeding 
to the estates of Dr, Wilson, Bishop 
of Sodor and Man. He was bom 
in 1802, and received his education 
at Eton, together with the late 
Earls of Derby and Cailisle, Lord 
Halifax, the Right Hon. Sponcer 
Walpole, and others who have taken 
a x>rominent part in public affairs. 
From Eton he i^roceeded to Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, and on 
leaving the University he spent 
three years on the Continent, visit- 
ing most of the countries of Europe. 
In 1830 ho was elected without op- 
position one of the Knights of tho 
Shire in tho Conservative interest, 
for the whole county of Lancaster, 
as tho colleague of Lord Stanley, 
afterwards thirteenth Earl of 
Derby. He voted for the second 
reading of the Reform Bill in 1831, 
but not having been able to pledge 
himsulf to all its details he retired 
at the general election of that year. 
However, he was re-elected in 1883 
for the Northern Division of the 
county (comprising the present 
Northern and North-Eastern Divi- 
sions) os the colleague of the late 
Earl of Derby (the fourteenth Earl). 
He continued to be one of tho re- 
presentatives of the old Northern 
Division of Lancashire without op- 
position till 1868} on the county 
being again sub-divided he was 
elected for tho present Northern 
Division and remained one of its 
representatives till 1874, when he 
was called to tho House of Peers. 
Thus for forty-two yeai-s Colonel 
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Wilson-Patten represented North 
Lancashire in the Hotiso of Com- 
mons, where he acquii’od great 
popularity and a high rcpniaiion 
for skill in debate. While in the 
Lower House he filled the offices 
of Chairman of Committees of the 
whole House, from Nov. 1862, till 
April, 1853 ; Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster from June, 
1867, to Sept. 1868 j and Chief 
Secretary of Ireland from the lust 
date to December foUowing. The 
services rendered hy him to the 
Conservative party were rewarded 
hy his elevation to the peerage in 
3(Iarch, 1874, when, on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Disraeli, he was 
created Baron Winmarleigh. From 
1842 to 1872 he 'was Colonel of the 
8rd Royal Laucashire Militia, and 
he continues to he its honorary 
Colonel. He accompanied the regi- 
ment to G-ibraltoi’ at the time of 
the Crimean War, and on his return 
to Hnghmd he was appointed one 
of Her Majesty’s Aides-de-Camp. 
His Lordshij) has acted as Vice- 
Lieutenant of Lancashire in the 
absence of the Lord Lieutenant, 
and he has taken an active interest 
in most of the agincnltural, com- 
mercial, and manufacturing ques- 
tions which have been brought for- 
ward in the present half century. 

WOLFF, Sir Henry Drummond, 
K.C.B,, G.O.M.G., M.P., is the 
eldest son of that eminent mis- 
sionary and traveller the late Rev, 
Dr. Joseph Wolffi, vicar of Isle- 
Brewers, Somersetshire, by Lady 
Georgiana Mary Walpole, daughter i 
of Horatio, second Earl of Orford, i 
of the present creation. He -was ' 
born at Malta, Oct. 12, 1880, and i 
■was educated at Rugby under Dr, i 
Tait, and on tho Continent i he 
entered the Foreign Office in 1840, 
^d'was made a permanent clerk 
in 1849. He was an Attache at 
Florence in 1852-58, during part of j 
which time he was Acting CiiaYg4 ; 
d’AJo-M’off* In July, 1856, he was 
attached ■to -bhe late Earl of West- 
moreland’s special mission to Bel- 


gium. In 1858 he was appointee 
Assistant Private Seci'ctary to the 
Earl of Malmeshury,aiid afterword? 
to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, and 
the following year was promoted tc 
an assistant clerkship in tho Fo< 
reign Office. In tho same year he 
was appointed a Companion of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George 
and also Secretary to the Lord 
High Commissioner of tho Ionian 
Islands. In that and the two fol- 
lowing years he sat as a member of 
several commissions of inquiry into 
the civil administration, taxation, 
and education of the Ionian Is- 
lands and their inhabitants, and 
in 1862 was a commissioner to re- 
present the interests of those is- 
lands at the Great Exhibition of 
that year. He was nominated a 
K.C.M.G. in 1862, and retired 
on a pension in June, 1864, on the 
cessation of the Biitiah Protec- 
torate over the Ionian Islands. In 
1874 he was elected M.P. for Christ- 
church in tlie Conservative intoresk 
He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Copyright. In 1878 
he was appointed Her Majesty’s 
Commissioner in Eastern Roumelia 
to represent Great Britain in the 
preparation of an autonomous con- 
stitution for that province. For this 
ser'vice he was appointed a K.C.B., 
having previously been in succes- 
sionC.M.G.,K,C.M.G,,andG.C.M.G. 
At the election of 1880 he was 
elected M.P. for Portsmouth, As 
such he was one of the active group 
known as the Pourtli Party. In 
June, 1885, he 'was sworn a Privy 
Councillor, and in the August fol- 
’ lowing aiqjointcd Envoy Extrnordi- 
' nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
' to the Sultan of Tui'koy, on a special 
mission with particular rcfcronco 
to tho affairs of Egypt, and High 
Commissioner in Egypt on Nov. 2. 
He is J.P. for Hampshire and Mid- 
dlesex, and a Fellow of tho Royal 
: Geographical Society and tho Royal 
, Colonial Institute; is the author of 
t a work on ** The Residence of the 
j First Napoleon at Elba,” of atrans- 
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lation of a work by M. do Lessepa, 
on The Suez Canal/' and of the 

Letters of Meimion/' onthosame 
suhjeot, of " The Mother Country 
and the Colonies/' and other pamph- 
lets and articles. He married the 
only daughter ol the late Mr. Sholto 
Douglas. 

WOIiSELEY (Viscount)) General 
Sir Garnet Joseph, K.P.j Gr.O.B.^ 
Gr.C.M.rj., son of Major G. J. Wolse- 
ley, of the 25th Regiment of Boot, 
was hoiTi at Gohleu Bridge House, 
near Dublin, June 4, 183B, and was 
educated at a private school and 
under tutors. He entered the army 
ns Ensign in Mardi, 1852 j heoamo 
a Captain in Jan. 1855 ; Major of 
the yoth Boot in March, 1868; 
Lient.-Col. in the army in April, 
1850; and Colonel in June, 18G5. 
He served with the 80th Boot in 
the Burmese War of 1852-53, where 
he was severely wounded, and for 
which he received a medal. After- 
wards lie achieved distinction in 
the Crimea, where ho served with 
the yotli Light Infantry. At the 
siege of Sebastopol ho was severely 
wounded, after which he received 
the Legion of Honour, and the fifth 
class of the Turkish Order of the 
Modjidie. He was also at tho siege 
and capture of Lucloiow, and the 
defence of Alumbagh, when he was 
made brevet Lieut.-Col. and men- 
tioned with commendation in dis- 
patches. In 1860 he served on tho 
staff of the Quartermaster-General j 
throughout the Chinese oaiupaign, 
for which ho received a medal and j 
two clasps. Ho was appointed | 
Deputy Quartermaster-General in ; 
Canada in Oct. 1867, and com- I 
mandod tho expedition to the Red , 
River ; was nominated a Ruight 
Commander of the Order of 8S. 
Michael and George in 1870 ; and 
was assistant Adjutant-General at 
head-quartors in 1871 . He was ap- 
pointed in Aug. 1873, to command 
the troops on the Gold Coast during 
the Ashantee War, with the local 
rank of Major-General. On Sept. 
12, 1873, he and his staff embarked 


at Liverpool for the West Coast of 
Africa* Arriving there in advance 
of his troops, he commenced his 
inland march in the last days of 
1873, and Capt. Glover in tho East, 
and other officers in tho West, were 
i commissioned to raise native levies 
with which they wore to effect a 
diversion as all the separate forces 
converged on tho cai)ital. The 
Bantecs,with few exceptions .proved 
utterly worthless as auxiliaries, 
and there was great difficulty in 
retaining the bearers and camp 
followers, whose services were 
indispeusahio to tho army. The 
resistance oft’erod by the enemy, 
though it Wtis resolute and ob- 
stinate, was overcome without tlte 
oceurrence of any serious check. 
After several skirmishes the Ash- 
antees made a final stand in the 
neighbourhood of the capital; and, 
aftei* defeating tho enemy. Sir 
(rarnet Wolseley, on Beb, 5, en- 
tered OoomassiCj and received the 
submission of tho King, who agreed 
to appoint Commissioners to con- 
clude a treaty. After a stay of 
three or four days Sir Garnet 
Wolseley thought it prudent to be- 
gin his return march, and he halted 
at Adamsi to await tho Ashantee 
agents. The King's fidelity to his 
engagements was confirmed by the 
ai’rival of Captain Glover with hie 
contingents on the north of Coo- 
massia, though he had not yet been 
ablo to opon communications with 
the Gonertil-in-Chief. Capt. Glover 
afterwards niarohcd through the 
capital to the coast ivithout opposi- 
tion; and tho Eiiropenn troops 
were re-emborked in accordance 
with the original plan, before the 
commoucoment of the tmhealihy 
season. The success of the expedi- 
tion justified the confideneo which 
had been reposed in tho Com- 
mander-in-Chiof . On his return to 
England Sir Garnet Wolseley re- 
ceived tho thanks of Parliamenb 
and a grant of J026,OOO for hie 
"courage, energy, and persever- 
ance/' in the conduct of the Ash- 
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nnteo War j was created a K.C,B, j 
and was presented witli tlie free- 
dom of the City of London and a 
splendid sword of the value of 100 
guineas, Oct. 22, 1871. He was 
appointed to command the auxi- 
liary forces in April, 187 1. At the 
coniinencoment of the following 
j car lio was diapatehod to Natal to 
administer the government of that 
colony and to advise upon several 
important points connected with 
the management of native afCaira 
and the Lest form of defensive or- 
ganization. On Oct. 2, 1875, he 
landedab Portsmouth, accompanied 
hy hia staff, on his rctuni from the 
Capo of Good Hope. Ho romainod 
in command of the auxiliary forces 
till Nov. 1870, when ho was nomi- 
nated a member of the Council of 
India. On July 12, 1878, he was 
appointed the Administrator of 
the Island of Cyprus, under the 
style of Her Majesty’s High Com- 
missioner andCommander-in-Chief 
in the same island. In June, 1879, 
he was sent to South Africa, as 
Governor and High Commissioner 
of Natal and the Transvaal, to 
reorganize the affairs of Zulul^d, 
and on that occasion conducted the 
operations against Secoeni, whose 
stronghold he destroyed. Eetum- 
ing in May, 1880, he was appointed 
Quartermaster-Goneral at^e head- 
quarters of the army, and in April, 
1882, succeeded Sir Charles ElHcc 
as Adjutant- General of the nnuy. 
He was Commaudor-in-Chiof of 
the Ex23oditionary Eorce sent to 
Egypt in 1882 1 received the thanks 
of Parliament I and was gazetted 
(Nov. 20) Baron Wolseley of Cairo, 
and of Wolseley, in the county of 
Stafford. Eor his services in Egypt, 
he received from the Kheefive, 
Tewflk Pasha, the grand cordon of 
the Osmanieh. He was also pro- 
moted to the rank of General in 
1882. On the 12th of May, 1888, 
he was appointed to the Hon. 
Colonelcy of the 23rd Middlesex 
Y.B. (now the 2nd V.B. Boyal 
EusiHers), in Bnecession to Sir 


Charles Bussell, V.O., deceased. 
He was made D.CX. of Oxford, 
and LL.D. of Cambridge. In June, 
1883, the University of Dublin 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. In 1884.-86 ho 
was Comimuider-in-Chiof in Egyjjt, 
and coiiduoi ed the operations 
ujiderfcaken for Ihe relief of 
JKliai'toum, for which services ho 
rci'oivcd the thanks of both FIoholm 
of Parliament, was made K.P,, and 
raihCd to the dignity of Viscount 
W olseloy, of W olsoley, in the 
county of Stafford, He is now 
Adjutant-General to the Forces. 
Lord Wolseley is the author of 
** Narrative of tho War with China 
in 1860, to which is added the 
Account of a Shoi‘t Besidonro with 
the Tai-Ping Bohols at Nankin, 
and a Voyage from thence to 
Hankon,” 1802 j '^The Soldier’s 
Pocket Book for Field Service," 
1 860, 2nd edit. 1871 $ now edit. 
1882 j '' Tho System of Field 
Manoeuvres beat adapted for enab- 
lingour Troops to meet a Conti- 
nental Army,” printed in “ Essays 
Written for the Wellington Prize,” 
1872 j ^‘France as a Military 
Power in 1870 and 1878” in the 
Nineteenth Gentury, Jan. 1878. 

WOOD, Mrs. Henry, novelist, 
oldest daughter of the late Mr. 
Thos. Price, head of one of the 
loading glove-manufacturing firms 
in Worcester, born in Worcester- 
shire about 1820,inhoriiod aliterary 
taste from lior father, a classical 
scholar and accoinidished man, and 
at an early age was manned to 
Mr. JTonry Wood, a gentleman 
connected -with the shipping trade. 
She began her literary career as 
a contributor to The New Monthly 
Magazine and Bentlaifs MUcellanyt 
and ‘^Danesbimy House,” her J^st 
complete work (which gained the 
prize of JSlOO offered by tho 
Scottish Temperanoo League for 
the best illustration of the good 
effects of temperance), was pub- 
lished in 1860. It was followed 
by "East Lynne,” which achieved 
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a remarkable successj iu ISGl ;

WOOD, General Sir Henry Evelyn, 
V.C., H.aB., G.C.M,a., K.O.y.L, 
is the youngest sou of the late 
Rev. Sir John Page Wood, Bart., 
of Riveuhall, some time vicar of 
Cresaing, Essex, and rector of St. 
Peter’s, Corahill, by Eimna Caro- 
line, youngest daughter of Mr. 
Sampson Mitchell, of Croft West, 
Cornwall, an admiral in the Portu- 
guese service. He was horn at 
Oressing in Feb. 1838, entered the 
Navy in 1852, served with distinc- 
tion as aide-de-camp to Captain Sir 
William Peel, in command of the 
Naval Brigade in the Crimea (1834< 
53), and was present at the slcgo of 
Sebastopol. At the unsuccessful 
assault on the Redan (June 18, 

‘ 1855), while carrying one of the 
scaling-ladders, he was severely 
wounded, for which he was men- 
tioned with praise in one of Lord 
Raglan's dispatches. He obtained 
the Crimean medal with two daspa, 
the 6th class of the Order of the 
Medjidieh, and a Turkish medal ; 
and was made a Knight of the 
French Legion of Honour. He next 


entered the army as eiisign in the 
73rd Regiment j was promoted to 
the rank of lieiitonaut in 1S5G ; cap- 
tain in 1801 ; and major in 18G2. 
In the Indian campaign of 1838 ho 
served as a*hrigade-major,audwas 
present at the actions of Rajghur, 
Sindwaho, Kharpe,an(l Raroda, for 
wliich ho gained a modal, and was 
twice mentioned in dispatches. In 
185!) and 1860 lie commanded Die 
1st Regiment of Bcatson'slrregular 
Horse, and received the thfuilra of 
the Indian Government for his pur- 
suit of the rebels in the Serongo 
jungle ; he also won the Victoria 
C ross for valour. He rjiised the 2nd 
rogiment of Central India Horse. 
In Seiit. 1873, being a lieutenant- 
colonel of the 00th Infantry, ho 
aceompanied Alajor - Genoi'al Sir 
Garnet Wolseleyto the Asliantoo 
War, and organized a native force, 
which ho commanded, with other 
troops, in the afEaii‘3 of Essaman, 
and on the road from Alansu to the 
river Pi'uh, following the retreat of 
the Ashantee army from the coast. 
Lieutenant - Colonel Wood after- 
wards commanded the right wing 
of the army in the battles of Amoa- 
ful and Ordahsuand the capture of 
Coomassie, For these services he 
was several times mentioned with 
approbation in the dispatches, and 
was nominated a C.B. (1874), pro- 
moted to the brevet rank of colonel, 
and received the medal with clasp. 
Having distinguished himself in 
both the naval and the military 
services of the country, lie joined 
the Hon. Society of the Middle 
Temple in April, 1870, and was 
called to the bar in Easter Term, 
1874, shortly after his return from 
the Ashantee war. On Nov. 1, 
1879, the bar of England enter- 
tained him at a banquet in the 
hoU of the Middle Temple. He 
served throughout tlie Zulu war of 
1879 in command of No. 4 column. 
As political agent he raised a con- 
tingent of 1,000 friendly Zulus, 
known as "Wood's Irregulars.” 
Two days after the British reverse 
3 T 2 
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at Isonlwana lie surpnaed and de- 
feated a force of several thousands 
of the enemy, and then maintained 
an advanced position in the enemy^s 
country, for which he was specially 
commended by the High Commis- 
sioner. lie defeated the Zulus in 
the action of ICambula on March 29, 
and in April was made brigadier- 
general. He led the advance to 
ITlundi with a flying column, and 
was present in the eugiigeuient 
tli(»ro on July d. On his return to 
England ho was received by the 
Queen in person, and was or(»ated a 
K.O.H. (Sept. 1879). He served in 
the Transvaal war of 1880-1, with 
the local rn nk of major-general ; was 
nominated one of Her Majesty's 
Oominissioners for settling the 
Tranev.^al territory in April, 1881 j 
and was appointed to command the 
troops in the Chatham district in 
1882. He commanded the 2nd 
brigade, 2nd division, in the eicpe- 
dition to Egypt in 1882, and for Ids 
distinguished services received the 
thanks of Parliament. In Deo. 
1882 ho was appointed Oominander- 
in-Chief of the Egyptian Army, 
ranking as chief of the Pashas, or 
Sii'dar. In July, 1883, he was ap- 
pointed an extra Knight Com- 
mander of the Star of India. 

WOOD, John, born at 

Bradford, was educated at a 
private school and at Univer- 
sity College, London, on leaving 
which, he was apprenticed to the 
Senior Suigcon of the Bradford 
Infirmary. In 1816 ho entered 
King's College Hosiiital, gaining 
four scholarsliips and two gold 
medals, and becoming House Sxu*- 
geon in 1850. He was then ap- 
pointed Surgeon to the Lincoln's 
Inn Inflrmarv. After being De- 
monstrator of Anatomy at King's 
College, he gained successively the 
posts of Examiner to the Univer- 
sitieB of London and Cambridge, 
and to the Boyal College of 
Physicians, Professor of Surgery 
at King's College, 187li Examiner 
to the Boyad College of Surgeons 


(of which he was one of the 
Council, and subsequently chair- 
man), and in 1885, Hunterian 
professor of Sm’gcry and Pathology. 
Professor Wood has published a 
large number of lectures, articles, 
and papers on medical subjects. 

WOOD, The Rev. John George, 
M.A.,F.L.S., bon of a surgeon, at 
one time Chemical Lecturer at the 
Middlesex Hospital, horn in London 
in 1827, was educated at Ashliourno 
Griiiumar School, entered Morton 
Colleg c, Oxford, in 18 14, was clecte<l 
Jackson Scholar in 1815, and gra- 
duated B.A. iu 1818, and M.A. in 
185J. Having been attached for 
two years to the Anatomical Mu- 
seum at Christ Clnivch, Oxford, he 
was ordained, in 1852, as Chaplain 
to the boatmen's floating oliapcl, 
Oxford ; was appointed Assistant- 
Chaplain to St. Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital, London, in 1856, and resigned 
the appointment in 18G2. He held 
the oflice of Precentor of the Can- 
terbury DiocesanChoral Union from 
18G8 to 1876. Ho has written 
several valuable works on Zoology j 
among others, a **■ Popular Natural 
History," "Sketches and Anecdotes 
of Animal Life," The Boy's Own 
Natural History Book," and " My 
Feathered IMends, or Bird Life." 
He has published a series of cheap 
entertaining handbooks containiug 
" Common Objects of the Sea 
Shore," " Common Objects of the 
Country," " Common Objects of the 
Microscope," "Common Shells of 
the Sea Shore," the "Common 
Moths of England," and the "Com- 
mon Beetles of England," each 
appropriately illustrated ; followed 
by Crlimpsus into Petland," " Our 
Garden Friends and Foes," "Homos 
without Hands," “ Insects at 
Home,” " Old Testament History," 
and "New Testament History," 
for the use of preparatory sclioola j 
Natural History of Mon j " to- 
gether with many other educa- 
feonal works. Tlio Rev. J. d. 
Wood’s magnuvi ojjjus is his larger 
" Natural History," in three 
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volumes^ wliich is onriched with a 
nuuil^or of admirable skcichcSj 
chitifly from the liTcj by the most 
Giument artists of the cbiy iu this 
branch of illustration. He edited 
for some time the Boy^s Own Maga~ 
zin% and was one of the associate 
cominisdiouers of the G-reat Exhibi- 
tion at Paris in 1807. His more re- 
cent works are : — Man and Beast, 
Hero and Hereafter,” 2 vols., 1871 5 

Nature’s Teaohing,” *^Out of 
Doors,” 1874; and "Insects 
Abroad,” 1874; "The Lane and 
Piold,” 1879 ; and a serios of 
Natural History Readings for 
schools, 1883. In 1870 he pro- 
jected a seides of "Sketoh-Lec- 
tnres ” on Zoology, illustrating 
them by extemporaneous drawings 
in coloured pastels upon a largo 
c xnras. Those Sketch-Lectures 
Imvc boon delivered in all the 
principal Institutes in England 
and Scotland. 

WOODALL, William, M.P., was 
born in 1832, and educated at 
Liverpool. He entered business as 
a pottery manufacturer at Hurslein, 
whore he also owns a colliery. Ho 
was first elected to Pzirliament as 
inoniber for Stoke-on-Trent at tho 
general election of 1880, and repre- 
sented that constituency until tho 
dissolution of 1885, when ho was re- 
turned for Hanley, being again 
rotumod imopposed in 18S6 as ii 
Gladstone Liberal. Mr. Woodall 
is Chairman of the BiU’slem School 
Board, was a member of tho Royal 
Commission on Technical Educa- 
tion, and in Mr. Gladstone’s go- 
vernment of 1S88 was appointed 
Surveyor-General of Ordnance. He 
is a strong advocate of Women’s 
Sulfrage; and after tho death of 
Mr. Hugh Mason ho took parlia- 
mentary choi'ge of the annual 
measure fur creating it. i 

WOODS, Sir Albert William, 
P.S.A,, was bom in 1816, being a 
son of Sir William Woods, who 
filled tho office of Garter King-at- 
Arms from 1888 imtil his death in 
1842. Ho entered the College of 


Arms as Portcullis Pursuivant in 
1888, was appointed Lancaster 
Herald in 1841, and became Regis- 
trar of the College in April, 1808. 
He was advanced to the office of 
Garter Principal King-at-Arms, 
Oct. 25, 18GD, in succession to Sir 
Charles George Young deceased, 

I and received tho honour of kniglit- 
I hood on the llih of the following 
I month. He was attached to tho 
missions for investing the King of 
Deniu irk, the King of the Belgians, 
and the Emperor of Austria with 
the Order of tho Garter. Sir A. 
W. Woods holds tho office of Rogie- 
trar and Secrotary to the Order of 
the Bath, Registrar to the Order of 
the Star of India, and King-ai- 
Arms to that of St. Michael and 
St. George. 

WOODS, Henry, A.R.A., bom 
Aiu’il 23, 1817, at Warrington, in 
Liincashiro, is eldest son of the late 
Mr. William Woods, of that town, 
was educated at the local grammar 
school, entered the Warrington 
School of Art ns a pupil at nine 
years of ago, and remained there 
until he wont to London, in tlio 
winter of 1804, having obtained a 
"National Scliolarsliii)” in the Art 
Training Schools at South Ken- 
sington. Mr. Woods hold tliis 
scholarship for throe years, work- 
ing in the Antifiuo and Life 
Schools, and atthoStudyof Stninod 
Glass. When he loft South Ken- 
sington, tho latter study was not 
proceeded with, but ho began to 
illustrate for vanous periodicals, 
painting the greater iiart of his 
time. When the ihuiMe started, 
Mr. Woods was one of tho first 
members of its staff. His fli’st 
picture exhibited at the Royal 
Academy was a little landscape, 
at tho first exhibition held at Bur- 
lington House. Since then ho has 
been a reguhir exhibitor. His fiist 
pictures of auj*- importance wore 
Thames subjects — " Going Home,*’ 
"Haymakers,” &c., &o. In 1876 
Mr. Woods first went to Venice, and 
joined the group of aiiiists who have 
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inado modern Ycnctian subjects so 
populni’j bis earliest pictures of 
ovci*yday Venetian life were 
Venetian Perry (purobaaed for 
the Capo Town Gallery) ; Street 
Ti'ading* in Venice "A Gondo- 
lier's Courtship ; ” " The Ducal 
Courtyard ; ” and " Preparing for 
the Poata." He was elected As- 
sociate of the lioyal Academy in 
1882. Since tbouj Mr. "Woods has 
painted Bargaining for an Old 
Master/' Preparations for First 
Communion," II Mio Traghetto,” 
" Cupid's Spell," Choosing a 
Summer Go^vn," " The Water- 
wheels of Savnasa," &c., &c. Mr, 
Woods is a resident in Venice. 

WOOLNEE, Thomas, E.A., was 
horn at Hadleigh, in SnSolk, Dec. 
1 7, 1820, and received his education 
in a school nt Ipswich. When 
thirteen years of ago he evinced a 
talent for sculpture, and w’as placed 
in the studio of William Behnes, 
undor whose able guidance he 
studied with great diligence for 
six years, acquiring remarkable 
skill as a sculptor, and becoming 
an accomplished draughtsman. 
His first models were of a poetical 
and historical character. “Eleanor 
sucking the Poison from Prince 
Edward's Wound" was exhibited 
at the Hoyul Academy (1843), and 
a life-'Size group of “ The Death of 
Boadicca" in Westminster Hall. 
The latter attracted particular at- 
tention, and was regarded as a 
work of gi'cat promise in the in- 
ventive or ideal style of sciiljituro. 
Following up this success, Mr. 
Woolner exhibited Bgures of 
“Puck" and of “Titonia with her 
Indian Boy" at the British Insti- 
tution, and an "Eros and Eu- 
phrosyue" and “The Kaiiibow" 
at the Itoyal Academy in 1S4S. 
Two years later, in conjunction 
with Mr. Millais, Mr. Holman 
Hunt, and Mr. Dnnie Gabriel 
EossotU, he took a leading port in 
establishing “ The Germ," a short- 
lived pericecal, in which the ideas 
of those artists, who wore aftei> 


wards called “ Prc-Eaphoelitea," 
first found expression. Mr. Wool- 
ner's contributions consisted of a 
number of graceful poems, two of 
which, with others from his pen, 
were afterwards published in a 
volume, entitled “My Beautiful 
Lady," that appeared in 1SG3, and 
reached a third edition in 18G6. 
Mr. Woolner went to Australia in 
18G2, and during a residence of 
nearly two years there he modelled 
a namber of characteristic like- 
nesses in medabion. On his reUirn 
to this country his first important 
production ^vas a life-size statue of 
Lord Bacon, for the now Museum 
at Oxford, Among his subsequent 
works are statues of John Eohort 
Godley, for Canter1)ury, How Zea- 
land; Lord Macaulay, for Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; Willinm III., 
for the Houses of Parliament j Sir 
Bnrtle Frore, for Bomba}'*; Dr. 
Whewell, for Cambridge; Lord 
Lawrence, for Calcutta ; and Lord 
I Pahuerston, for Palace Yiu’dj 
busts of Tennyson, Carlyle, Dr. 
Hewman, Mr. Darwin, Eajnli 
Brooke, Sir WiUiam Foirhairn, 
Professor Sedgwick, Sir William 
Hooker, Eichard Cobden, Charles 
Dickens, Canon Kingsley, Mr. Glad- 
stone, Viscount Sandon, Mr. W. 
Fuller Maitland, Professor Lush- 
ington (for the University of Glas- 
gow), Mr. John Simon (for the 
College of Surgeons), and Professor 
Huxley; also “Elaine with the 
Shield of Sir Lancelot,” “Ophelia," 
“ 111 Mciiioriam," a iiootical grouj), 

I “ Virgil bewailing the banishment 
I of Coriolanns," “ Guinevere," and 
“ Achilles and Pallas shouting from 
the Trenches," the latter being liis 
j diploma work exhibited at the 
I Eoyol Aead(‘my m 187G; “Lady 
j Godiva Unrobing." Mr. Woolner 
was afterwards engaged on a colos- 
sal statue in bronze of Captain 
Cook, for the Government of New 
South Wales; to bo erected in 
Hyde Park, Sydney, overlooking 
Sydney Harbour. In 1871, Mr. 
Woolner was elected an Associate 
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of tho Eoyal Academy, aud in Dec. 
1S7 1 he received the final honour 
of being nominated a Eoyal Aca- 
demician. On the dentil of Mr. 
Henry Weekefl, in 1877j he was 
appointed to succeed him as Pro- 
fessor of Sculpture in the Eoynl 
Academy. He rcBignod that pro- 
fcssoi'ship in Jnn. 1S79. His shitiie 
of Lord Chief Justice Whiteside 
■was erected in the Ball of tho Pour 
Com’ts, Dublin, in IS80. Mr. 
Woolner has since executed the 
recumbent statue of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, now in Cartuiol Priory 
Church, and tho Monument to Sir 
Edwin Landseer, in the Crypt of 
St. Paul's Cathedral. He is no'w 
engaged on a recumbent statue of 
the lato Bishop Jackson, for St. 
Paul's ; a bronze statue of Sir 
Stamford Eniilea, fur Singapore ; 
and a bronze statue of the late 
Bishop Fraser, for Manchester. In 
3 SSI he published the poem of 
j " 18S4, " Silemie ; " 
and 188d, " Tirosias.” 

WOOLSEV, Theodora Pwight, 
B.I)., LL.B., was born at Now 
York, Oct. t31, 1801. A.B. (Yale), 
1S20. Ho studied theology at 
Princeton ; was a tutor in Yale, 
1825-20 j licensed to preach in 
1825, and studied in Germany, 
1827-30. In 1831 he was elected 
Professor of tho Greek Language 
and Literature in Yale College, 
and fifteen years later President 
of that College. He resigned the 
presidency in 1871, but continued 
in tho faculty. Besides many 
occasional orations, addresses, aud 
essays, he has i>iibli8hGd editions 
of ^‘Tho Alcestis,” of Euripides, 
1833 ; ^‘The Antigone'' of Sopho- 
cles, 1833 j The Prometheus " of 
iEschy Ins, 1837 ; "Tho Electra" of 
Sophoclos, 1837; and "The Qor- 
gias” of Plato, 1842. Among his 
other works are: — "Inauguration 
Discourse on College Education,” 
1816; "Historical Discoiuses at 
the 150th Anniversary of the 
Founding of Yale College,” 1850 ; ! 
"Introduction to the Study of 


International Law,” 18G0, fifth 
revised edition, 1870 ; " Addresses 
commemorative of the Life and 
Services of Joremiah Day, late 
President of Yale College,” 1867 j 
“ Essays on Divorce and Divorce 
Legislation, with Special Beference 
to the United States,” ISOO, new 
edition, 1882; "The Eeligion of 
the Past and the Future,” 1871. 
On the death of Francis Liel er, 
he ro-oditeil his work on " Civil

Ethics,” 18/ 1. His more recent

W0BB0I3E, Emma Jane, 
daughter of a clergyman of the 
Churcli of England, was born in 
1823. Having been left an orphan 
when very young, she was educated 
at the scliool tor olergym en ’s 
daughters, established at Caster- 
ton, near Kirby Lonsdale, by the 
late Eev. W. Cams Wilson; was 
married to a gentleman of French 
descent, and is now a widow. This 
lady has wiitten severiTl works of

WOEGESTER, Bishop of. {See 
Philpott, Bn.) 

W0ED8W0ETH, The Eight Eev. 
Charles, D.B. audD.C.L.^ Bisho}) of 
Sb. Andrews, JDtmkeld, and Dun- 
blane, second son of the late Dr. 
Christopher Wordsworth (many 
years Master of Trinity College, 
Cambridge), and nephew of the 
celebrated poet, born in 1806, was 
educated at Harrow and at Christ 
Churchy Oxford, where he obtained, 
among other distinctions, two 
Chancellor's prizes, that for Latin 
verse in 1827, and for the Latin 
ofesay in 1831, and was placed in tho 
first class of Liter&s Humaniores, 
■when he took the degree of B.A, in 
1830, In ro'ward for tho first of 
these distinctions he was apponitu<l 
to a studcntsliip by the Dean, TTc 
was no less distinguished for 
athletic exercises, being, in (820, 
one of the Oxford eight, and also 
one of the Oxford eleven, and 
successful in both encounters with 
the siaterTTniversity. Aftertaking 
his B.A. degree, ho remained at 
Christ Church for two or three 
years as a private tutor, and hud 
among his pupils the late Duke of 
Kowcastle, blio Bight Hon. W. E. 
(lladstonc, Cardinal Manning, and 
other celebrated men. In 1835 lie 
■was selected Second Master of 
Winchester College, nn ollice 
which up to that time had never 
been conferred on any oiio not 
educated at Winchester. On ac- 
count of weak health, he resigned 
in 1815, and accepted in 1840 the 
appointment of first Warden of 
Trinity Coliege, Olenalmond, 
Perthshiuc, which he held for 
seven years. In 1852 ho was 
elected Bishop of the xmited 
dioceses of St. Andrews, Dunkold, 
and Dunblane, and at the instal- 


lation of the late Earl of Derby as 
Chancellor, in 1853, was admitted 
to the bon, degree of D.O.L. by the 
TTniversiiy of Oxford. In 1851. 
ho resigned tho Wordenahix) of 
Glonaliuond, and has since devoted 
himself exclusively to the duties 
of tho episcopate, taking an acUvo 
part in tho affairs of the SeoUisli 
Church. He was one ol the New 
Testament Company for the Bo- 
vision of tho authorised Version of 
the Bible. The published “workB 
of the Bishop of St, Andrews arc 
chiefly of a •fclieologiool character. 
There are, however, some excoxi- 
tiona 5 among which must bo men- 
tioned his ‘^Groecoo Grammaticro 
Budimonta," published in 1839, 
and now in the ninoiconth edition ; 
** The College of St. Mary Wiixton,"

WOEDSWOETH, The Eight Eev. 
John, D.D., Bishop of Salisbury, 
nephew of the above, and oldest 
son of the late Eight fev. Christo- 
pher Wordsworth, D.U., Bishop of 
Lincoln, was bom at Harrow, Sept. 
21, 1813, and educated at Winches- 
ter School and at Now College, 
Oxford, where ho graduated in 
18G3. In 1806 ho became a master 
at Wellington College, and in 1807 
was oleoto<l Pellow and in 1808 
Tutor of Bx'asenose College, Ox- 
ford. He was appointed Preben- 
dary of Lincoln in 1870, Select 
Preacher at Oxford 1870, Hampton 
Leottirer 1881, Oriel Professor of 
the Interpx'otation of Holy Scrip- 
ture 1888, and Canon of Eochestor 
ill the same year. On the death 
of Di‘, Moborloy in 1885 ho xvos 
appointed Bishop of Salisbury, Dr. 
Wordsworthis the author of several 
olabortiie articles in the " Diction- 
ary of Christian Biograixhy/* and of

University Crisis,” 1800; "Lec- 
tures Introductory to a History of 
Latin Literature,” 1870; "Prog-

WOEMS, Boron Henry Be, M.P. 
for EastToxteth Division of Livei*- 
pool, tlxird son of the late Baron 
Do Worms, of Park Crescent, W., 
was bom in London, Oct* 20, 18 JO ; 
and educated in Paris and at King’s 
College, London, of which he is a 
Fallow. Ho was caUod to the Bax* 
at the Inner Temple in June, 18C3, 
and practised as a baiTxstor for 
about throe years. In 1880 he be- 
come member for Greenwich, and 
from that time ho took an active 
port in the debates in the House, 
especially those relating to Foreign 
Affairs. Ho directed attention to 
the then imperfect administration 
of the Eoyal Patriotic Fund, and 
made certain recommendations 
which xvere afterwcU’ds embodied 
in an Act of Pai*lianiont. Mr. 
Gladstone, in acknowledgment of 
the services thus rendered, made 
the Baron a Eoyal Commissioner 
of the Patriotic Fund. At the 
General Election of 1883, conse- 

a xxont upon altox’ations caused by 
lie Eedistribution Bill ho with- 
drew fx»om Greenxvich, and success- 
fully contested East Toxtoth, for 
which constituency ho was returned 
unopposed in 1880. In both Lord 
Salisbxu’y’s Goveriunents, he has 
been appointetl Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade. 
He is the author of " The Earth 
and its Mechanism,” Enghind’s 
Policy in the East,” and "The 
Austro-Hungarian Empii'e,” the 
latter being an exi)Osition of Count 
Beust’s xxolicy. 

WBATISLAW, Tho Eev. Albert 
Henry, M.A., born in 1821, and 
educated at Eugby School, and 
then at Chidst’s College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he xvas sucees- 
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sivcly Scholar, Follow, and Tutor, 
graduated B.A, in ISI*!!, taking 
nigh honours. Ho was oloctcd 
Hoad Muster of the G raiuiu ar 
School, Felstead, in 1852, and of 
Bury School on tho resignation of 
Dr. Donaldson in 1855.

WULLEEBTORF (Baron). Bern- 
hard von Wililerfltorf-Urbair, lumu 
at Trieste, Jan. 29, 181(5, i‘(*cejvod 
his first edixcation at Padua, 
entered tho College of J’ioncers, at 
Tulin, near Vienna, and bocam(^ 
in 1833 a cadet in the Imperial 
navy, He studied astronomy under 
the celebrated Von Littrow ; was 
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ajjpoiuted in 1839 Director of the 
Nautical Observatory at Venice j 
and married in 1817 Miss H. 
O'Connor, an Irish lady, -who died 
in 18 18, in which year he proved 
his fidelity to the Imperial dynasty 
by i^ersoual sacrifices, and was 
decorated with the Iron Cross of 
the third class. In 1810 he was 
appointed Commodore, organised 
the Naval Academy, and after- 
wards held the important post of 
referee to t}\o High Admiral j and 
ill April, 1837, he took command 
of the Novarat commissioned for a 
tour of scientific observation. Ho 
rebnrnod home in 1839, and pub- 
lished the result of theso important 
rosearchos, attained the rank of 
Koar-Admiral in 18G1, and was 
sent to Vienna as Eepresentative 
of the Navy in the Reichsrath. 
In Aug. of that year he married 
the Countess Leonie Bothkirch 
Panthen, In the following winter 
he was commissioned by the 
Govornuiont to visit Switzerland, 
Germany, France, Belgium, and 
Holland, in order to study new 
inventions in shipbuilding and 
iron manufactories. Upon his 
return he was appointed Admiral 
of the Port of Venice, and in 18G1 
Coimnandcr-in-Chicf of the allied 
fleets in the German Ocean. When 
the war was over he retired to Gratz, 
in Styria, and was appointed 
Minister of Commerce and Political 
Economy. He resigned that oiHce 
at the expiration of two years. 
Under his superintendence the 
treaty of Commerce bet^veen Eng- 
land and Austria was negotiated. 
Ho is well laiown for his compre- 
hensive reports and valuable com- 
ments on politico-economical sub- 
jects, which afford conclusive 
evidence of his thorough acquaint- 
ance with the wants of Austrian 
industry and commerce. 

WYLDE, Henry, Mus. D, 
Cantab., Gresham Professor, son of 
Henry Wylde, Gentlcman-in-Ordi- 
navy to Her Majesty, was bom at 
Bushy, Herts, May 22, 1822. He 


received Ms early musical instruc- 
tion from the celebrated Ignaz 
Moscheles , and subsequent! y 
entered the Royal Academy of 
Music, Having diatinguislied him- 
self in his studies at that institu- 
tion he was, on leaving, made an 
Associate, and subsequently ap- 
pointed a Professor , one of his 
pupils being tho noAv distinguished 
musician, Mr. John ih'aucis 
Barnett. In 1850 Dr. Wylde took 
his degree us Doctor of Slusic at 
the University of Cambridge. In 
1831 ho was appointed l>y the late 
Prince Consort a jiu-or at tho 
Groat luternationnl Exhibition of 
that year in conjunction with the 
late Sir George Smart, Sir Henry 
Bishop, Sir Sterndale Bennett, 
MM, F6tiB, Hector Berlioz and 
Thalberg. Ho is the only surviv- 
ing meml^er of that musical com- 
mittee, In 1832 Dr. Wylde 
founded the New Philharmonic 
Society, and for twenty-six years, 
partly in conjunction with the late 
Dr. Sphor, Hector Berlioz and 
Lindpaenter, and for many years 
unassisted, conducted the magni- 
ficent series of concerts remem- 
bered as those of the New Phil- 
harmonic. In ISGI Dr. Wylde 
established the London Academy 
of Music, and a few years aftei*- 
warda built St. George's Hall at his 
own expense, in order to provide a 
suitable locale for that institution, 
which provides scholarships and 
educates annually between 500 and 
GOO amateur and professional 
mu.sicians. In 1863 Dr. Wylde 
was appointed by the Lord Mayor, 
aldermen, and members of the 
Gresham Committco, one of tho 
seven professors of Gresham Col- 
lege. Whilst conductor of the 
New Philharmonic concerts. Dr. 
Wylde produced his music to 
'' Paradise Lost," the cantata 
entitled Prayer and Praise," his 
pianoforte concerts in F. minor, 
and some vocal music. He has 
published works on the science of 
music, and on counterpoint, as 
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'wcU as BCYoral essays [on musical 
subjects. 

WYKDHAM, Charles, M.D., 
L.R.C.S., L.S.A., L.M., was bom 
at Liverpool in IS 11, and was 
oducatod for the medical pro- 
fession, for the pursuit of which 
Jxc thoroughly eciuipiDcd himself. 
Part of his school days wcj‘e sj)ent 
iu 61 erinany. lie wont to America 
in 1863, and made his first appear- 
ance as an actor at Washington 
with John Wilkes Booth (the 
assassin of Pi'esident Lincoln) , 
playing Osric to his Ilainlct, and 
subsequently, tHavis to his Claude 
Molnotto. On the termination of 
his ongagemont he was discharged 
for iucompetency. The following 
wint(‘r ho was engaged at Mrs. 
John Wood’s Olympic Theatre in 
York, but for six weeks ho 
did nothing but draw his salary. 
In the seventh ho api>eared as 
Vivian in Monsieur Jacques/’ 
l)ut was again imsucccdsful. He 
then returned to the army, in 
^vliich he had already served as a 
surgeon, and was concerned iu 
some of the most momentous en- 
gagements that took place in the 
Civil War. He was attached to 
the 19th Army Corps, having at 
one time the medical charge of a 
brigade, and at another, charge 
of a rogimont. On returning to 
England he made another attempt 
to got on the stage, and after some 
unsuccessful endeavours wont to 
Liverj)ool, to the Old Aiiqdiithoatre, 
where his success was such, that it 
led to a highly remunei'ativo eii- 
gageiuout of several months* dura- 
tion. In May, 1SG8, he made his 
first Loncton appearance as Sir 
ArUiur Lascelles in All that 
Glitters is not Gold." This was 
followed by a performance of some 
distinction in “ Meg’s Diversion,” 
and n remarkable impersonation 
in Mr. Bumand's burlesque of 
" Black-eyed Susan.” His next 
engagement, in 1867, was with 
Miss Herb<^ at the St. James’ 
Theatre, when he acted Hugh Stonc- 


leigh, in a play called "Idalia,” 
and had among his fellow-nctors, 
Mr. Irving, who made his first 
appearance in London at this 
theatre. Mr, Wyndhain was also 
prominently connected with suc- 
cessive companies at the Qixeon’s 
Theatre, Long Acre. He opened 
first there iu Charles Eoadc’s 
" Double Marriage," and then 
played in " The Laiieasliire Lass ” 
with Mr. Irving, and others. 
With Messrs. Toole, Irving, and 
Brough, he played in " Dearer 
than Life.” Previously to going 
to the Qiieon’s, he played Henri 
de Neuville, to Miss Hate Terry’s 
Mario de Pontangea ” on the 
occasion of that distinguished 
actress's final appearance on the 
stage. He returned to America 
ill 1869, and appeared with dis- 
tinction at Wallnck’s Theatre as 
Charles Surface in '‘The School 
for Suandnl.” Coming home again, 
he reaiipuarcd at the St. James’s 
Theatre in 1872, then under Mr. 
Stephen Piske’s managenumt, as 
Eabagni. A iirovinoial tour fol- 
lowed this engagement, and in 
1872 he x>layed”tliG load” at the 
Royalty, appearing there notably 
in the character which he revived 
in 18SG in "Wild Oats.” A version 
of Mr. Bronson Howard’s comedy 
“ Saratoga,” caUod " Bi‘ighton,^' 
was produced at tho Com*t Theatre 
in 1871, with Mr. WymUiain in the 
principal character. In " Bngh- 
ton," and subhcquontly, in n series 
of farcical comedies, Mr. Wyndham 
achieved a sejiarato reinitatioii of 
prodigious cxiout. In 187 3 ho 
went to Berlin, and produced a 
version of “ Brighton,” in German, 
he himself appearing as Teutonic 
Bob Sackett, and winning the 
most flattering notices from the 
Berlin press. His success at Berlin, 
in Gorman, equalled, if it did not 
surpass, tliat of Charles Mathews 
at Paris, in Preneh, some years 
before. Prom 1876 the Criterion 
Theatre, under Mr. Wyndliam’a 
management, was distinguished by 
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tho production of The Great 
Divorce Cnse ** The Pink Domi- 
noes;/' Truth/' and pieces of 
the like lively character until, in 
188C, he made trial of old comedy. 
Ho revived ‘^Wild Oats'* withgiuti- 
fying results, and on the conclusion 
of the run of O’Keefe's piece, 
performed with {^reat success the 
princix>al n'dc in T. W. Kohertson's 
“David Garrick."

YATES) Edmund Hodgson, son 
of the •well-known actor, who was 
soiuotime lessee of the Adelplii, 
hoxm in July, 1831, was for many 
years Chief of tho Missing Letter 
Department in the Post-Office. Ho 
has written “My Haunts and their 
Erequonters,” published in 185 Ij 
“ After Office Hours,” in ISCl j 
“ Broken to Harness,” a jStoiy, in 
IBGJf ; “ Business of Pleasure,” 
"Pages in ‘Waiting,” and "Bim- 
ning tho Gauntlet, a Novel,” in 
1865 j and "Kissing tho Bod,” and 
" Land at Last, a Novel,” in 18GG. 
In conjunction with the late Mr. 
P. B. Smedley, he wrote "Mirth 
and Metre, by ^Vo Merry Men,” 
published in 1851 j in conjunction 
with the late Mr. B. B. Brough, 
Qclitod "Our Miscellany,” which 
appeared in 1857-8 \ prepared a con- 
densed edition of " The Life and 
Correspondence of C. Mathews the 
Elder,” published in 1860 j and a 
" Memoir of Albert Smith and Mont 
Blanc.” Mr. Yates, who has wi*it- 
ten some di'amas, and was the 
theatrical critic of the Daily News 
for six years, edited the Temple

Broken to Harness ” appeared as 
a serial in 18C-1-5 ; was the first 
editor of Maga»in& ; and a 

constant contributor to All the Year

In May, 
1872, Mr. Yates retired from tho 
Post-Office in order to devote him- 
self exclusively to literature. In 
tho course of that year he wont on 
a lecturing tour in the United 
States, and in May, 1873, he whs 
appointed London representative of 
tho Nfjw Torh Herald, which post 
ho resigned in July, 187 1, when ho 
established The IToj Id, " a journal 
for men and women,” whieli has a 
wide circulation, and of wliieh he 
still remains sole proprietor and 
editor. In Novemto, 1881, Mr. 
Yates published two volumes of 
" Personal Bominisconces and Ex- 
periences,” an autobiography, 
whiclx has gone through four edi- 
tions. Mr. Yates was in 1881. in- 
dicted for a libel on the Earl of 
Lonsdale, and -Nvas sentenced by 
tho Lord Chief Justice to four 
months' imprisonment. 

Y E A K £ S, William Frederick) 
B.A., was born in Deo. 1835, at 
Taganrog, on the Sea of A^olf, 
South Bussia, of which port his 
father, Mr. William Yeames, was 
her Britannic Majesty's Consul. 
The family belonged originally to 
tlie county of Norfolk. During the 
years 1812 and 1813 he travelled 
with his family through Italy, 
After returning to Bussia and 
spending tho winter at Odessa, 
ime family went to Dresden, and 
there remained till the spring of 
1818, when it removed to London.

YOUNG, Sir Allen, arctic navi- 
gator, formerly commanded a ship 
in the merchant service, and among 
tlie many officers of that service 
who did good work and gained 
credit at Balaclava during the Rus- 
sian war, there was no commander 
whose services were more warmly 
acknowledged by the late Lord 
Lyons than were those of Captain 
Allen Young. SuhseqiienUy he 
volunteered and filled a responsible 
position on board Lady Pronklin's 
little ship, the Fox, in MqClintook’s 
memorable voyage (1857-00), when 
tho problem of the fate of Prankljn 
and his companions was solved. As 
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an officer of tlieEojral Naval Reserve 
hia comiuissiou bears date from the 
fii'sfc creation of the force. In 1876^ 
principally at his own expense, he 
made in his yacht, the Pandora, a 
gallant though unsuccessful at- 
tempt to accomplish the North- 
"West Passage, and to throw some 
f uiiihor light on the proceedings of 
the lost expedition under Franklin, 
by a Boavch for their records on 
King "William's Land, ^gain, in 
1870, he refitted the Pandora for a 
second attempt, with the same ob- 
jects in view; but the Admiralty, 
having been unexpectedly called 
upon to communicate with the 
d(‘p6ts of the Government Expedi- 
tion in Smith's Sound, Captain 
Y(»img readily responded to an in- 
vitation to fulfil this important 
duty, which he did at no small 
risk, and in a manner which was 
deemed thoroughly satisfactory. 
In recognition of tliis service the 
Queen conferred upon him the 
honour of knighthood, March 12, 
1877. An account of the *^Two 
Voyages of the Pandora in 1875 and 
1878" was published at London 
in 1879. 

YOUNG, The Bight Hon. George, 
a Scotch Lord of Session with tiie 
eomdesy title of Lord Young, eldest 
son of tho late Alexander Young, 
Esq., of Rosefield, co. Kirkcud- 
bright, born in 1819 and educated 
at Edinburgh, was called to the 
Scotch Bar in 18i0, appointed Soli- 
citor-General for Scotland in 1852, 
and retired in 1800. On the return 
of Mr. Gladstone to power in 18G8, 
ho again became Soucitor-Goncral 
for Scotland, and in Oct. 1809, he 
was appointed Lord Advocate in 
the place of tho Right Hon. I. 
Monorielt. Mr. Young was sheriff 
of Inverncsa-ahiro from 1853 till 
1800, and of Berwick and Hadding- 
ton from 18C0 till 1802. In Aprfl, 
1806, on tho retirement of Sir W. 
Dunbar, Bart., he was elected 
member in tho Liberal interest for 
the borough of Wigton, and was 
again returned in 1865 and 1868. 


Ho was defeated at the general 
election of Feb. 187‘l', but in the 
same month he was, on Mr. Glad- 
stone's recommendation, created a 
Lord of Session and one of the 
Lords of Justiciary in Scotland.

ZOLA, !Emile, a French writer, 
bom at Paris, April 2, 18 10, passed 
his infancy in Provence with his 
father, the oripnator of the canal 
which bears his name at Aix. lie 
then studied in the Lyceo Saint- 
Louis at Paris, and obtained em- 
ployment in the well-known pub- 
lishing firm of Hanhette & Co, He 
ppave up that situation about 1865, 
in order to devote his attention 
exclusively to literature. He has 
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l>eon an iiidusiiuous contributor to 
tho newspaper press, and has 'writ- 
ten tbe following works of fiction ; —

ZOBBILLA, Manuel Buiz, was 
bom in Castile, in 1834. Ho 'was 
a Madrid barrister, and a deputy 
in the Cortes, when the share ho 
took in the June revolt, 18GC, 
earned him a condciunntiou, and 
he was compullod to seek refuge 
})eyond the French frontier. In 
I the Provisional Government of 
I Admiral Topoto , after the revolu- 
tion of 18G8, he was Minister of 
PublicWorks.andcauacdimioh dis- 
content when he ordered that diurch 
property should be taken into tho 
I custody of the State. He was 
Law Minister to Marshal Serrano 
in 1809, and, as President of the 
I^^vliamen^, advocated tho Luke 
of Aosta’s candidatiiro to tho 
throne. Tliis advocacy was suc- 
cessful ; and on the accession of tho 
Luke under tho title of Amadcol, 
Zorrilla was his riglithand man. 
For his services he received, almost 
alone among non-royal personages, 
the famous order of tho Annun- 
ziata, which ranks with the (ioldou 
Fleece and the Garter. When Ama- 
deo abdicated, Zorrilla 'went to Por- 
tugal with him. He wont back to 
Spain, but having allied himself 
openly ■with tlio Eepublicans, his 
position grew intolerable under 
Icing Alfonso, and in conscqueuco 
he left tho country. Since that time 
ho has professed extreme Eepub- 
lican ox)inions, and is supposed to 
have been at tlio bottom of every 
conspiracy that has disturbed tho 
peace of Spain. He lives in Eng- 
land, Franco, or Switzerland, ac- 
cording to the needs of the moment, 
and his intrigues are a perputinil 
source of anxiety to every Spanish 
Government in Uun. 

ZITEEBTOEX, Br. J. H., a dis- 
tinguished chess-player, was born 
in Eiga, in 1812. He received a 
liberal education, and speaks 
several languages correctly. In 
1878 ho gained the first prize at 
tho chess tournament at Paris. 
Later, ho made a tour of the con- 
tinent of Europe, visiting Leipzig, 
Dresden, Cologne, Berlin, and 
8 z 2 
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other chess centres, where he gave 
exhibitions of his shill as a blind- 
fold player, and was nearly always 
snooessful. In lb83 he won the 
great London tournament in un- 
2>reoGdented style j but he failed in 
the chainpionshii) match with 
Steinitz, in America, in 188G, partly
